About  ten  years  ago,  in  an  abandoned  doset  in  the  *'  Retreat,"  an 
outbuilding  of  the  Hospital,  was  found  a  large  collection  of 
letters  accounts,  and  memoranda,  which  were  liable  to  be  lo55t  or 
destroyed.  Among  them  were  discovered  many  of  the  early  papers  of 
the  Inst itnt ion.  The  attention  of  the  Board  of  Managers  being 
directed  to  the  existence  of  ihese  perishable  archives  the  following 
action  was  taken  in  reference  thereto  i 

At  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  held  this  day,  tfie  following 
was  adopted  :

It  appears  that  son^e  thirty  years  before,  when  alterations  were  in 
progress  in  the  Library,  these  o!d  documents  had  been  carried  over 
to  the  Retreat,  where  they  were  snbseqnently  overlooked  and  their 
existence  forgotten.  In  order  to  preserve  the  valuable  historical 
material  contained  in  these  maniiscripls  and  to  prevent  their  being 
again  mislaid  or  lost,  it  was  suggested,  as  an  eminently  proper  procedure 
to  incori>orate  iheni  in  a  pidilicaiiont  svhich  should  be,  in  fact,  **The 
History  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital."  This  was  taken  up  for 
consideration  at  the  Contributors'  Meeting,  in  May,  1893,  when  it 
met  with  cordial  ai>|»rovaI,  as  expressed  in  the  following  extract  from 
the  mtnntes :

In  preparing  this  History  of  the  reniisylvania  Hosjiital,  from  the 
original  documents,  special  effort  has  Iteen  made  to  preserve  the  forms 
of  archaic  exjircssiun  and  peculiar  orthography,  of  these  ancient 
papers,  by  careful  comparison  of  the  proof  with  the  original,  even  at 
the  risk  of  seeming  to  sanction  peculiarities  of  orthogra[)hy,  or  of 
grammatical  construction,  which  differ  from  the  standards  of  the 
pre^ient  day.  The  exertions  made  to  obtain  portraits  of  the  Managers 
and  Physicians  have  been  only  measurably  successful  and  lead  to 
regret  that  this  attempt  to  secure  complete  sets  had  not  been  made 
many  years  ago. 

Among  the  noteworthy  features  of  this  work  is  material  which, 
hitherto,  has  never  been  published,  such  as  the  letters  from  Lieutenant 
Governor  Hamilton  to.  the  Penns;  also  various  letters  of  the  Mana- 
gers to  the  l^roprietors  ;  letters  from  Dr.  Futhergill  of  J.ondon  ;  c«ir- 
respondence  of  the  Managers  with  Governors  Denny  and  Richard 
Penn  and  also  letters  of  Benjamin  Franklin,  who  was  the  tirst  clerk 
of  the  lioard  of  Managers.  The  account  of  the  difficiiUies  of  the 
Hospital  administration  during  the  trying  i>eriod  of  the  Revolution 
and  the  report  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Managers  on  the  brquest  of 
questionable  value  contained  in  Franklin's  will,  are  of  special  interest. 
The  history  of  the  development  of  the  Department  for  the  Insane 
and  of  the  ceremonies  attending  the  laying  of  the  corner-stones  of 
the  buildings,  has  also  decided  interest  and  value.  The  opinion 
of    Horace    Binney,    Esq.,  prepared    by   reciuest   of    the   Board   of 
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Managers,  on  the  "Duties  of  the  Coroner/*  and  the  text  of  the 
decision  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  of  England,  in  reference  to  an  Act 
of  Parliament,  in  favor  of  the  Hospital,  in  the  matter  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Land  Company's  estate,  with  correspondence  in  relation  thereto, 
are  also  here  published  for  the  first  time,  while  the  services  of 
Franklin  and  Fothergill  in  this  matter  are,  at  length,  publicly 
acknowledged.  In  the  section  of  **  Real  Estate,"  is  revealed  a 
chapter  of  local  history  which  hitherto  has  been  inaccessible  and 
which  has  been  prepared  with  great  care  for  this  work.  When  the 
corner-stone  of  the  Hospital  on  Eighth  Street  was  laid,  in  1752,  the 
locality  was  selected  because  of  its  remoteness  from  the  built-up  por- 
tions of  the  city.  The  Managers  afterward  secured  plots  of  land  to 
the  west,  east,  and  south,  for  hygienic  purposes,  in  order  to  prevent 
encroachment  by  buildings,  that  would  interfere  with  the  patients' 
supply  of  fresh  air.  This  laudable  design  was  frustrated  by  the  growth 
of  the  city  and  they  consequently  found  it  advantageous  to  exchange 
this  property  surrounding  the  Hospital  for  land  in  West  Philadelphia. 
The  illustrations,  ii  is  believed,  add  very  materially  to  the  value  of 
this  History.  Among  them  attention  is  especially  called  to  the  fine 
photogravure  of  West's  painting  **  Christ  Healing  the  Sick."  The 
vignettes  at  the  heads  of  the  sections,  as  indeed  most  of  the  illustra- 
tions, are  from  photographic  views  taken  especially  for  this  book. 

Daniel  Webster,  in  his  speech  at  the  *' Plymouth  Celebration," 
(**  Watson's  Annals  of  New  York,"  Phila.,  1846,  p.  364)  well 
expressed  the  motives  which  have  inspired  the  compilation  of  these 
records  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital : 

"  It  is  wise  thus  to  recur  to  the  sentiments,  and  to  the  character  of  those  from 
whom  we  are  descended.  Men  who  are  regardless  of  their  ancestors  and  of  their 
posterity,  are  very  apt  to  be  regardless  of  themselves.  The  man  who  does  not  feel 
himself  to  be  a  link  in  the  great  chain  to  transmit  his  life  and  being,  intellectual 
and  moral  existence,  from  his  ancestors  to  his  posterity,  does  not  justly  appre- 
ciate the  relations  which  belong  to  him.  The  contenlplation  of  our  ancestors 
and  of  our  descendants  ought  ever  to  be  within  the  grasp  of  our  thoughts  and 
affections.  The  past  belongs  to  us  by  aliectionate  retrospect;  \\\\\\^  the  futurt 
belongs  to  us,  no  less,  by  affectionate  anticipation  for  those  who  are  to  come  after 
us.  And  then  only  do  we  do  ourselves  justice,  when  we  are  ourselves  true  to  the 
blood  we  inherit,  and  true  to  those  to  whom  we  have  been  the  means  of  trans- 
mitting that  blood." 


PREFACE  TO  THE  REVISED  EDITION. 


The  two  years  which  have  elapsed  since  this  work,  was  first 
published  have  witnessed  important  changes  in  the  Hospital,  includ- 
ing extensive  renovation  of  the  centre  building  and  remodelling  of  the 
cast  and  west  wings,  the  disappearance  of  the  North  House,  and  the 
construction  of  a  new  Receiving  Ward,  Clinical  Lecture  Hall  and 
Children's  Surgical  Ward,  which  are  comprised  in  the  **  Walter 
Garrett  Memorial  Building." 

This  occasion  was  deemed  by  the  Managers  a  fitting  opportunity 
to  issue  a  revised  edition  of  the  History  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital, 
which  should  include  an  account  of  the  exercises  and  addresses  at  the 
opening  of  the  Garrett  Memorial  Building,  April  23,  1897,  This 
valuable  addition  to  the  resources  of  the  Hospital  was  the  gift  of 
Mrs,  Walter  Garrett,  and  the  total  cost  when  completely  furnished, 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  J95, 870. 63.  It  was  commenced  in  May, 
1S96,  and  was  completed  in  February,  1897.  The  first  Clinical 
lecture  in  the  new  Hall  was  delivered  January  27,  1897,  by  Dr, 
Thomas  G.  Morton,  which  aiforded  a  highly  satisfactory  test  of  its 
acoustic  properties. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  Mr.  Benjamin  H. 
Shoemaker,  made  some  introductory  remarks  on  the  opening  of  the 
new  Hall,  when  addresses  were  also  made  by  Dr.  Thomas  G,  Morton, 
Senior  Surgeon,  by  Dr  Jacob  M.  Da  Costa,  Senior  Physician^  and  by 
Dr.  John  B.  Chapin,  Physician-in -Chief  to  the  Department  for  the 
Insane.  These  addresses,  with  illustrations  representing  exterior  and 
interior  views  of  the  Garrett  Memorial  Building,  have  been  appended 
to  this  volume. 

The  opportunity  has  also  been  taken  advantage  of  to  revise  the 
lists  of  Legacies  and  of  Contributors,  (page  367  et  seq.)  and  to  bring 
them  up  to  the  date,  (May  3,  1897),  when  the  last  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Contributors  to  the  Hospital  was  held. 

After  going  to  press  it  was  obser\'ed  that  two  slight  corrections 
should  have  been  made  in  the  History.  On  page  28,  a  foot-note 
states  that  the  Kinsey  mansion  was  below  Scvaiih  Street,  it  should 
be  Sixth  Street.  In  the  statistical  report,  on  page  241,  the  figures 
291  on  the  14th  line  under  the  head  of  **  Average  Number"  should 
be  20 1-  The  statement  should  also  have  been  made  that  up  to  the 
year  1842,  the  sick,  injured,  and  insane  were  all  classed  together  in  the 
table;  since  that  date  the  annual  reports  from  the  Insane  Depart- 
ment have  furnished  the  data  for  separate  statistics.

THE  PENNSYLVANIA  HOSPITAL. 

From  a  jieuiion  presented,  the  23d    of  January,    1751,   to    the 
Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  by  '*  sundry  Inhabitants/*    PetiUon  to 
it  appears  that,  prior  to  the  founding  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  no   Provindal 
permanent,  public  provision  had  been  nnade  in  this  Province  for  the  Assembly, 
care  of  persons  ^'  distempered  in  Mind  and  depriv*d  of  their  rational 
Faculties, '*  or  for  the  relief  of  sick  and  injured  inhabitants.     The 
petitioners  speak  of  the  insane  as  : 

Some  of  them  ^oing  at  large,  a  Terror  to  their  Neighbours,  who  are  daily 
apprehensive  of  the  Violences  tliey  may  commit :  And  others  are  continmilly 
wasting  their  Substance,  to  the  great  Injury  of  themselves  and  Families,  ill- 
dfsposed  Persons  wickedly  taking  Advantage  of  their  unhappy  Condition,  and 
drawing  them  into  nnreascmabic  Bargains,  etc. 

With  reference  to  the  indigent  sick  of  the  Province,  it  is  set  forth  : 
That  the  good  Laws  of  this  Province  have  made  many  compassionate    and 
charitable   Provisions  for  the   Relief  of  the   Poor,  yet  something   farther  seems 
wanting  ill  favour  of  such  whose  Poverty  is  made  more   miserable  by  the  addi- 
tional Weight  of  a  grievous  Disease,  from  which  they  might  easily  be  relieved,  etc. 

The  fact  that  temporary  accommodation  had  been  provided  for 
sick  strangers,  although  nothing  of  this  kind  had  been  furnished  for 
permanent  residents,  was  certainly  a  strong  argument  in  favor  of 
establishing  a  Hospital,  and  this  is  expressed  in  clear  terms  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  petition  : 

The  kind  Care  our  Assemblies  have  heretofore  taken  for  the  Relief  of  sick  and   gj^k 
distempered  Strangers,  Ijv  providing  a  Place  for  their  Reception  and  Accommu-    Strangers 
dation,  leaves  us  no  Roont  to  doubt  their  showing  an  equal  tender  Concern  for  the    Providetl  for. 
Inhabitants,       And   we  hope  they   will  be  of  Opinion   with   us,   that   a    small 
Provincial   Hospital,  erected  and  put  under  proper  Regulations   in  the  Care  of 
Persons  to  be  appointed  by  this  House,  or  otherwise,  as  they  shall  think  meet, 
with  Power  to  receive  and  apply   the  charitable  Benefactions  of  good   People 
towards  enlarging  and  supporting  the  same,  and  some  other  Provisions  in  a  Law 
for  the  Purposes  abovemenlioned,  will  be  a  good  Work,  acceptable  to  God  and  to 
all  the  good  People  they  represent. 


The  public  provision   made  for  the  sick  and  distempered  irami- 
granis  above  referred  to  had,  in  all  probability,  been  inspired,  not  so 
much  by  tender  concern  for  their  welfare,  as  by  the  desire  to  keep 
soch  persons  out  of  the  city,  and  by  thus  isolating  them,  to  prevent 
the  introduction  of  contagious  disease.     The  provisions  here  referred 
to  constituted  the  first  attempts  to  protect  the  inhabitants  by  the 
Stablishment  of  quarantine  at  the  port  of  Philadelphia.      Indeed, 
"tjp  to  1740,  whenever  sick  immigrants  arrived  at  Philadelphia,  it  was 
the  usual  custom  to  place  them  in  empty  houses  about  the  city,  and  in 
this  way  infection  was  frequently  communicated  to  the  neighbors,

Poor,  adopted  m  the  Province  for  the  care  of  sick  and  insane  poor,  from 

1676  to  the  time  when  the  petition  just  referred  to  was  presented  to  the 
Assembly.  The  earliest  jjrovision  for  maintaining  an  insane  patient  is 
found  in  the  records  of  the  Ufiland  Court,  Delaware  County,  Pa.,  in 
1676, 

Jan  Cornelisscn,  of  Amesland,  Complayning  to  ye  Court  thai  his  son  Erick  is 
bereft  of  his  natural!  Senses  and  is  lurned  quyt  madd  and  yl ;  he  being  a  poore 
man  ianotabletomainlaine  liim ;  Ordered:  that  throe  or  four  persons  liee  hired 
to  build  a  little  biock-house  at  Aincsland  for  to  put  in  the  said  madman,  and 
at  the  next  Court,  order  will  be  taken  n ;  a  small  Levy  be  Laid  for  to  pay 
for  the  buildiiiK  of  ye  house  and  the  maintaining  of  ye  said  madman  according 
to  laws  of  ye  Government. 

This  appears  to  have  been  the  customary  method  of  procedure, 
under  the  laws  of  the  Province,  in  the  case  of  indigent  lunatics,  who 
were  incarcerated  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court ;  such  provision  was 
enforced^  however,  only  where  the  safety  of  citizens  was  imperilled, 
or,  where  the  Itioatic  had  destructive  or  homicidal  impulses. 

The  opening  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hosjiital  inaugurated  a  new 
epoch  in  the  treatment  of  lunatics  in  this  country,  as  it.  began  by 
receiving  them  as  jiatients  suffering  with  mental  disease,  to  be 
subjected  to  such  treatment  as  their  cases  required,  with  a  view  to 
their  ultimate  restoration  to  rea^son,  instead  of  simply  confining 
them  as  malefactors. 

The  project  of  establishing  a  public  hospital  in  this  city,  the  need 
of  which  constantly  became  more  urgent,  was  considered  by  the 
Association  of  Friends  as  early  as  1 709. 

At  a  monthly  meeting  of  Friends  of  Philadelphia,  held  the  25 ih 

of  the  ninth  month  of  that  year,  the  Records  state :

concurrence  of  the  Meeting  some  time  past,  and  was  accordingly  to  send  over 


by  Isaac  Norris  to  request  of  Gov.  Penn  who  was  willing  to  g:rant  the  same ; 
but  upon  advice  thought  It  proper  to  have  ilie  Schoftl  and  Hospilal  in  one  which 
this  meeting  desires  maybe  moved  again  by  Jiimcs  Logan,  who  15  now  going  over 
to  England, 

This  appears  to  have  been  the  first  effort  toward  establishing  a 
Hospital  in  this  community.  Whether  the  intention  was  to  inaugurate 
an  institution  for  the  exclusive  use  of  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends 
or  a  general  Hospital,  is,  of  course,  at  the  present  time,  unknown. 

Philadelphia  being  a  place  which  could  only  develop  in  its  early 
years  by  immigration,  it  was  necessary  to  regulate  the  reception  of 
persons  who  came  by  sea.  The  accommodations  in  the  ships  for 
passengers  w^re  insufficient,  and  too  often,  long  voyages,  ]^oor  venti- 
lation, and  improper  food  produced,  among  closely  crowded  passen- 
gers,  scurvy,  malignant  fevers,  and  diseases  of  a  dangerous  type. 

In  early  Provincial  times,  a  Hospital  was  usually  considered  as  a  pest  House 
place  where  lunatics  and  other  sick  persons  w^ere  confined,  so  that  and 
citizens  generally  might  be  protected  from  contagiotis  disease,  or  the   Lazaretto, 
irresponsible  acts  of  the  insane.     The  medical  care  of  paupers  and 
lunatics  was  not  deemed  of  so  much  importance  as  it  is  now.     Not 
that  the  physicians  appointed  by  the  auihoriiics  to  serve  the  quaran- 
tine station  were  incapable  or  uns\  mpaihetic,  but  the  time  consumed 
in  journeying  to  the  Pest  House  was  so  great  that  only  physicians  of 
limited  practice,  or  those  who  had  assistants  to  do  the  work,  could 
accept  such  a  position.     Those  who  did   undertake  to   attend  the 
Pest  House,  it  appears,  occasionally  neglected  their  duties.     When 
Dr.  Thomas  Graeme  presented  a  bill  for  twenty  years*  services  at  the 
Lazaretto,    the  Assembly  rejected    the   claim,  **  owing  to  his  neglect 
of  the  service/^ 

The  Pest  House  on  Fisher's  Island  was  purchased  by  the  authori- 
ties February  3,  1743,  for  a  quarantine  station  for  shelter  and  isolation  Need  of  a 
of  persons  arriving  froui  sea  with  epidemic  diseases,  but  not  as  a  ^^"^Jf^^ 
reftige  for  the  sick  of  the  province.  Even  if  it  had  possessed  proper 
accommodations,  it  was  too  remote  and  inaccessible  tu  be  of  any 
practical  use  to  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia.  The  want  of  a  hospital 
located  in  the  city  soon  came  to  be  seriously  felt.  The  Almshouse 
was  simply  a  place  of  confinement.  Willing  physicians  devoted 
much  of  their  time  to  the  poor,  though  many  of  these  unfortunates  were 
necessarily  much  neglected,  owing  to  Ihcir  homes  being  located  in 
different  and  scattered  parts  of  the  city  and  suburbs,  where  they  could 
not  receive  proper  care. 

No  one  was  more  sensible  of  these  difficulties  than  Dr,  Thomas 
Bond,  a  prominent  physician  of  large  practice  in  Philadelphia.  He 
was  a  man  of  great  benevolence  and  occupied  a  position  where  the 
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UYi'tiRutx  of  5uch  an  institution  could  be  appreciated.      His  pro^ 
inK»rw  ^>  i^^on  daily  brought  him  in  contact  with  the  poor  insane^  tbe  sick^ 

*^^"*^'!  *ud  the  injunxl»  %o  that  he  became  impressed  with  the  Idea  of 
gathering  a  numl)er  of  these  unfortunates  under  one  roof,  where  they 
would  Ih?  provided  with  the  care,  comfort,  and  individual  neceaarics 
rwjuired.  After  vainly  endeavoring  to  obtain  subscriptioos  to  carry 
out  hfcj  pur^K^se,  he  sought  Franklin  and  secured  his  assistance.  Witfi 
the  aid  of  this  ^lowerful  auxiliary,  so  influential  and  withal  so  method- 
ical in  evtrry thing  he  undertook,  and  by  their  combined  efforts,  the 
pn.>iect  was  soon  placed  on  a  firm  basis  and  the  success  of  the 
undertaking  ass>ured. 

Franklin  has  had  ascribed  to  him  the  honor  of  being  the 
originator  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital;  but  he  generously  sets 
this  error  at  rest,  by  a  positive  denial,  in  his  autobiography.*   He  says: 

KTtutktttt'ii  It*  175 1.  t>r.  Thomas  Boad,  a  particular  friend  of  mine,  conceived  the  idea  of 

«f»tahl)!»hiti)(  a  hospital  in  Philadelphia,  (a  irery  benefictait  design,  which  has  been 
Otfcnbed  to  me,  but  was  originally  and  truly  his  for  the  reception  and  cure  of 
t>oor  5ick  i^trr^ns,  whether  inhabitants  of  the  province  or  strangers.  He  was 
eeiiiou»  and  active  in  endeavoring  to  procure  subscriptions  for  tt;  but  the 
proposal  being  a  tiovt;Ity  in  .\menca.  and  at  first  not  well  understood,  he  xntS. 
with  but  !ittie  success. 

At  length  he  came  to  me  with  the  compliment,  that  he  found  there  was  no 
sucii  thing  as  oirrving  a  public-spirited  project  thnjugh  without  my  being  can- 
cemed  In  't.  **  Kor."  he  said,  "  I  am  often  asked  by  those  to  whom  I  propoM^ 
subscrtbmg,  '  Have  vou  consulted  Franklin  on  this  business  ?  And  what  does  he 
think  A  :t  ?'  \xnl  when  I  teH  them  I  liave  not,  supposing  it  rather  out  of  your 
!ine.-  ihtiy  4o  tioi  subscribe,  but  say,  they  will  consider  it.'  [  mquired  into  the 
ttaitire  aitd  pn)buble  unlitv  ijf  the  scheme,  and  receiving  a  ver>'  sati^ctory 
vf^uatration.  I  not  oniy  subscrbe«i  to  it  myseif.  but  engagtd  heartily  in  the 
iesijin  oi  ;»nicurng  sut^acnptions  '"njm  Jthers.  Previously.  liowe\'er.  to  the 
^viictauou,  [  endeuvured  to  prepare  the  minds  of  Uie  peopie  bv  '^rrrting  'in  the 
>ut>ievi  n  'hv  rtvwsivaper^i,  -.vhich  was  my  isuai  castum  n  such  rases,  but  which

free  of  charjje  for  diet,  attendance,  advice  and  medicines,  and  shall  make  the 

same  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  speaker  of  the  Assembly  for  the  time 

being ;  that  then  it  shall  and  may  he  lawful  for  the  said  speaker^  and  he   is 

hereby  required  to  sign  an  order  on  the  provincial  treasurer,  for  the  payment 

of  two  thousand  pounds  in  two  yearly  payments,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said 

hospital,  to  be  applied  to  the  founding,  building  and  finishing  of  the  same*" 

This  condition  carried  the  bill  through  ;  for  the  members  wlio  had  opposed 
the  grunt,  and  now  conceived  they  might  have  the  credit  of  being  charitable 
without  the  expense,  agreed  to  its  passage ;  and  then  in  soliciting  subfscriptions 
among  the  people,  we  urged  the  conditional  promise  of  the  law  as  an  additional 
motive  to  give*  since  every  man's  donation  would  be  doul>led ;  thus  the  cause 
worked  both  ways.  The  subscriptions  accordingly  soon  exceeded  the  requisite 
sum,  and  we  claimed  and  received  the  public  gift,  w^hich  enabled  us  to  carry  the 
design  into  execution.  A  convenient  and  handsome  building  was  scK>n  erected, 
the  institution  has  by  constant  experience  been  found  useful ^  and  flourishes  to 
this  day,  and  I  do  not  remember  any  of  my  political  manceuvres,  the  success  of 
which  at  the  time  gave  me  more  pleasure  ;  or  wherein,  after  thinking  of  it,  1  more 
easily  excused  myself  for  having  made  some  use  of  cnnnlng. 

After  taking  up  the  project,  Franklin  soon  becarae  enthusiastic 
and  was  always  a  zealous  worker  in  behalf  of  the  Hospital.  He  was 
intrepid,  forcible,  and  logical.  His  appeals  supported  by  plain  state- 
ments of  facts  were  irresistible,  convincing  his  hearers  and  readers  of 
the  necessity  of  establishing  such  an  institution.  The  fact  of  its 
support  by  voluntary  contributions,  heretofore  considered  impossible, 
he  demonstrated  to  be  no  longer  a  tnalter  of  doubt.  In  his  **  Brief 
Account  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,'*  Philadelphia,  1754,  he  makes, 
the  following  statements:  Sick  and 

About  the  end  of  the  year  1750,  some  Persons^  who  bad  frequent  Opportunities  insane  Poor 
of  observing  the  distress  of  such  distemper'd  Poor  as  from  Time  to  Time  came  to  without 
Philadelphia,  for  ihc  Advice  and  Assistance  of  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  proper  Care, 
that  City  ;  how  dilFicult  It  was  for  ihem  to  procure  suitiible  Lodgings,  and  other 
conveniences  proper  for  their  refipectivc  cases,  and  how  expensive  the  Providing 
good  and  careful  Nursts,  and  other  Attendants,  for  want  thereof,  many  must 
suffer  greatly,  and  some  probably  perish,  thnt  might  otherwise  have  been  restored 
to  Health  and  Comfort,  and  become  useful  to  themselves,  iheir  Families,  and 
Ihe  Publick,  for  many  years  after  ;  and  considering  moreover,  that  even  the  poor 
inhabitants  of  this  city,  iho'  they  h:id  homes,  yet  were  therein  but  badly  accom- 
modated in  Sickness,  and  could  not  be  so  well  and  easily  taken  Care  of  in  their 
Separate  Habitations,  as  ihey  mt^ht  be  in  one  convenient  House,  under  one 
Inspection,  and  in  the  hands  of  skilful  Practitionera  :  and  several  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  the  Province,  whounhripplly  became  disordered  in  Ihetr  Senses,  wandered 
about,  to  the  terrour  of  their  Neighbours,  there  being  no  place  (except  the  House 
of  Correction  or  Almshouse)  in  which  they  might  be  confined,  and  subjected  to 
proper  treatment  for  their  Recovery,  and  that  House  was  by  no  means  fitted  for 
such  Purposes ;    did  charitably  consult  together,  and  confer  with  their  Friends 
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PtiNNSYLVANIA    HOSPITAL.. 


We  therefore  humbly  recommend  the  Prt?mises  to  their  serious  consideration.

This  interesting  document  was  in  the  handwriting  of  Franklin, 
though  not  signed  by  him,  probably  from  the  fact  that  he  w;is  before 
the  people  as  a  candidate  for  public  office  (being  soon  after  elected  to 
represent  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  the  Provincial  Assembly).  The 
wording  of  this  petition  is  at  once  forcible  and  significantj  not  merely 
advocating  the  needs  of  the  sick  and  injured,  but  the  insane  are 
referred  to  first,  as  if  constituting  the  most  important  subject  for 
legislation,  and  in  a  manner  truly  humane  and  highly  enlightened. 
The  views  expressed  on  behalf  of  this  afflicted  class  were  far  in 
advance  of  the  times,  and  this  document  remains  an  imperishable 
monument  to  the  honor,  intelligence,  and  philanthropy  of  the  origi- 
nators and  promoters  of  this  charity.     Referring  to  this,  Franklin  says  : 

On  the  .second  reading  of  Ihe  Petition,  January  29.  1751,  the  House  Rave 
leave  to  the  Petitioners  to  bring  in  a  Bill,  which  was  read  the  First  Time  on  the 
first  of  Februar>\  For  some  time  it  was  doubtful  w^hether  the  Bill  would  not 
miscarry^  many  of  the  Members  not  readily  conceiving  ttie  Necessity  or  Ust^fuin^ss 
of  the  design  ;  and  appreliending  moreover,  that  the  Expense  of  paying  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  would  eat  up  the  whole  of  any  Fnnd  that  could  be  reasonably 
expected  to  be  raised  ;  but  three  mcm.bersof  the  Medical  Profession,  vh,  :  Doctors 
Lloyd  Zachary,  Thomas  Bond,  and  Pfvineas  Bond,  generously  offering  to  attend 
the  Hospital  gratis  for  three  years^  and  the  other  Objections  being  by  degrees  got 
over,  the  Bill,  on  the  seventh  of  the  .same  Month,  passed  the  House,  jVeming  Con- 
iradiccnie^  and  on  the  nth  of  May  following,  it  received  tlie  Governor's  approval

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An  ACT  to  encourage  the  establishing  of  an  Hospital  for  the  Relief 
of  the  Sick  Poor  of  this  Province,  and  for  the  Reception  and  Cure  of 
Luoaticks. 

WHEREAS  the  saving  and  restoring  useful  and  laborious  Members  to  a 
Community  is  a  Work  of  publick  Service^  and  the  Relief  of  the  Sick  Poor 
is  not  only  an  Act  q(  Humanity,  but  a  religious  Duty :  AND  WH  EREAS  there  arc 
frequently  in  many  Parts  of  this  Province  poor  distempered  Persons,  who  languish 
long  in  Pain  and  Misery,  under  various  Disorders  of  Bodi^  and  Mind,  and  being 
scattered  abroad  in  different  and  very  distant  Habitations,  cannot  have  the  Benefit 
of  regular  Advice,  Attendance,  Lodging,  Diet  and  Medicines,  but  at  a  great  Expense 
and  therefore  often  suffer  for  Want  thereof;  which  Inconveniency  might  be  happily 
removed  by  collecting  the  Patients  into  one  common  provincial  Hospital,  properly 
disposed  and  appointed,  where  they  may  be  comfortably  subsisted,  and  their 
Health  taken  Care  of  at  a  small  Charge,  and  where  by  the  Blessing  of  God  on  the 
Endeavours  of  skilful  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  their  Diseases  may  be  cured  and 
removed,  AND  WHEREAS  it  is  represented  to  this  Assembly,  that  there  is  a 
charitiible  Disposition  in  divers  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  to  contribute  largely 
towards  so  good  a  Work,  if  such  Contributors  might  be  incorporated  with  proper 
Powers  and  Privileges  for  carrying  on  and  compleating  the  same,  and  some  part  of 
the  publick  Money  given  and  appropriated  to  the  providing  a  suitable  Building 
for  the  Purposes  aforesaid. 

THEREFORE,  for  the  Encouragement  of  so  useful,  pious,  and  charitable  a 
Design,  we  pray  that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  ]T  enacted  by  the  Honourable 
James  Hamilton,  Esq.;  Lieutenant-Governor  under  the  Honourable  Thomas 
Penn,  and  Richard  Penn,  Elsquires,  true  and  absolute  Proprietaries  of  the 
Province  of  Pennsylvania  t  and  Count  Us  of  Ah'7v  Castle^  AVw/,  and  Sussex  ^  upon 
Delaware,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Representatives  of  the 
Freemen  of  the  said  Province,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  by  the  Authority 
of  the  same,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  all  Persons,  each  of  whom 
shall  have  contributed  or  subscribed  the  Sum  of  Ten  Pounds  or  more^  towards 
founding  and  establishing  an  Hospital,  for  the  Reception  and  Relief  of  Lunaticks: 
and  other  distemper' d  and  sick  Poor  within  this  Provmce,  or  as  many  of  them  as 
shall  think  fit,  to  assemble  and  meet  on  the  first  Day  of  the  Month  called  July 
next ;  and  for  all  Persons,  who  shall  thereafter  contribute  the  like  Sum  of  Ten 
Pounds  or  more  i together  with  the  said  first  Subscribers)  or  so  many  of  them  as 
shall  think  fit,  to  assemble  and  meet  on  the  second  Day  of  the  first  Week  in  the 
Month  calit:d  May^  yearly  for  ever,  at  some  convenient  place  in  the  City  of 
P/ifladclp/iia,  then  and  there  to  elect  by  Ballot,  twelve  fit  and  suitable  Persons,  of 
their  own  Numl>cr,  to  be  Managers  of  the  said  Contribution  and  Hc>spital,  and 
one  other  Person  to  be  Treasurerof  the  same  until  the  next  Election  ;  and  farther, 
to  make  such  Laws,  Rules  and  Orders,  as  shall  appear  to  them  the  said  Con* 
trihutors  met,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  to  be  good,  useful  and  necessary,  for  the 
well  governing,  ordering  and  regulating  the  said  Hospital,  and  for  the  Regulation 
of  the  future  Elections  of  Managers,  Treasurer,  and  other  necessary  Officers  and 
Ministers  thtrreof,  and  for  limiting  and  appointing  their  Number,  Trust  and 
Authority;  and  generally  for  the  well-orderiiig  all  other  Things  concerning  the 
Government,  Estate,  Goods,  Lands,  Revenues,  as  also  all  the  Business  and  Affairs 
of  the  said  Hospital  :  All  which  Laws,  Rules  and  Orders  so  to  be  made  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  from  Time  to  Time  inviolably  observed  by  all  concerned, 
according  to  the  Tftnor  and  Effect  of  them,  provided  they  be  not  repugnatit  to  the 
Laws  of  EttglaNd,  or  this  Government,  and  are  approved  by  the  Chief  Justice, 
the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  and  the  Attorney  General  of  this  Province  for  the 
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Time  being,  under  their  Hands  and  Seals.  And  the  said  Contributors  shall  be,  and 
are  hereby  made  a  Body  carporate  in  Law,  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes,  and  shall 
have  perpetual  Succession,  and  may  sue,  or  be  sued,  plead,  or  be  impleaded,  by 
the  Name  of  The  ConlHbutors  i&  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital ^  in  all  Courts  of 
Judicature  within  this  Province  ;  and  by  that  Name  shall  and  may  receive  and  lake 
any  Lands,  Tenements  or  Hereditaments,  not  eJtceeding  the  yearly  Value  iy^  One 
Thousand  Pounds^  of  the  Gift,  Alienation,  Bequest,  or  Devise  of  any  Person  or 
Persons  whomsoever ;  and  of  any  Goods  or  Chattels  whatsoever ;  and  the  said 
Contributors  are  hereby  irapowered  to  have  and  use  one  common  Seal  in  their 
A  flairs,  and  the  same  at  their  Pleasure  to  change  and  alter. 

PROVIDED  nevertheless^  That  no  General  Meeting  of  the  said  Contribu- 
tors, nor  any  Persons  acting  under  them,  shall  employ  any  Money,  or  other  Estate, 
expressly  given  or  added  to  the  capital  Stock  of  the  said  Hospital,  in  any  other 
Way*  than  by  applying  its  annual  Interest  or  Rent,  towards  the  Entertainment 
and  Care  of  the  sick  and  distempered  Poor,  that  shall  be  from  Time  to  Time 
brought  and  placed  therein,  for  the  Cure  of  their  Diseases,  from  any  Part  of  this 
Province,  without  Partiahty  or  Preference. 

AND  for  the  farther  Encouragement  of  this  beneficent  Undertaking, 
BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That  when  the  said  Contributors 
shall  have  met  and  cliosen  their  Managers  and  Treasurer  as  aforesaid,  and  shall 
have  raised  by  their  Contributions,  a  capital  stock  of  Tztfo  Tlwusand  Pounds 
Value  (the  yearly  Interest  or  Rent  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  accommodating 
of  the  sick  Poor  in  the  said  Hospital,  free  of  Charge  for  Diet,  Attendance,  Advice  and 
Medicines)  and  shall  make  the  same  appear  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Speaker  of 
the  Assembly  for  the  Time  being  ;  that  then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said 
Speaker  of  the  Assembly »  and  he  is  hereby  required,  to  sign  an  Order  or  Orders 
on  the  Provincial  Treasurer,  or  Trustees  of  the  Loan-Oflice,  for  the  Payment  of 
Tito  Thousand  Pounds,  in  two  yearly  Payments,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  said 
Hospital,  to  be  applied  to  the  P'oundlng,  Building  and  Furnishing  of  the  same. 

AND  BE  IT  P^tTRTHER  ENACTED,  by  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That 
the  Accounts  of  the  Disbursement  of  the  said  Two  Thousand  PoundSf  so 
ordered  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  aforesaid,  or  any  Part  thereof  that  shall 
be  hereafter  expended,  as  the  Case  may  be,  and  of  the  Rents,  Products  and 
Interests  of  any  real  or  personal  Estates  or  Sums  of  Money  charitably  given  to  the 
Use  of  the  said  Hospital^  together  with  a  List  of  such  Donations,  shall  be  fairly 
drawn  out  and  published  annually  in  ihv  Ga:^f/c,  or  other  News- Papers  :  And 
the  Managers  of  the  said  Hospital,  shall  at  all  Times,  when  required,  submit  the 
Books,  Accounts,  Affairs  and  <^Econoniy  thereof,  to  the  Inspection  and  free 
E^taminalion  of  such  Visitors  as  may  from  Time  to  Time  be  appointed  by  the 
Assembly  of  this  Province,  to  visit  and  inspect  the  same. 

PROVIDED    ALWAYS,  and   it   is   hereby  further  enacted  by  the  Authority 

aforesaid,  That  if  at  any  Time  hereafter,  there  should   not  be  a  constant  Succes- 

fSion  of  Contributors  to  meet  yearly  and  chose  Managers  as  aforesaid,  then  the 

aid  Hospital,  and  tlie  Estate  and  Affairs  thereof,  shall   be   in   the   Management, 

'and  under  the  Direction  of  such  Persons  as  shall  be  from  Time  to  Time  ajipointed 

by  Act  of  General  Assembly  of  this  Province  for  that  Purpose. 

Signed  by  the  order  of  the  House.

Approved  by  the  Governor  eleventh  day  of  May,  1751. 
The  .strenuous  efforts  made  for  the  establishment  of  the   Hospital 
had  not  been  in  vain.     Its  promoters  in  the  meanwhile  had  not  been 
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idle ;  a  subscription  list  was  set  on  foot  which  in  a  short  time 
araiunted  to  over  ^2750,  a  siini  much  in  excess  of  the  figure  required 
by  the  law  to  obtain  the  ^£"2000  from  the  Provincial  Treasurer  or 
Trustees  of  the  Loan  Office. 

On  July  2d,  the  Managers  met  at  the  Widow  Pratt's  Royal 
Standard  lavern.  After  some  Discussion  on  the  Choice  of  a  Piece 
of  Ground  on  which  to  erect  the  Hospital,  they  adjourned  and  went  in  a 
body  to  view  several  places  near  '*  the  Town''  ^  which  were  thought 
suitable  for  a  location .  They  eventually  agreed  upon  one  particular  lot 
belonging  to  Thomas  and  Richard  Penn,  the  Proprietaries,  on  the 
South  side  of  Mulberry  (now  Arch)  Street,  from  Ninth  to  Tenth  Streets, 
and  extending  360  feet  in  depth  southward  from  Mulberry  Street. 

The  Managers  again  met  on  July  6th,  when  it  was  '*  voted 
nennne  contradicenie^  that  Joshua  Crosby  be  the  President  of  this 
Board  until  the  next  election,  and  that  Benjamin  Franklin  officiate  as 
Clerk  until  another  shall  be  appointed." 

This  particular  piece  of  ground  having  been  selected,  the  Man- 
agers drafted  the  following  address,  and  forwarded  it  to  Thomas  Hyam 
and  Sylvan  us  Be  van,  their  agents  at  London,  to  be  by  them  presented 
to  the  Proprietaries.  What  was  done  in  this  matter,  and  the  answers 
the  Managers  received,  and  the  other  documents  relating  to  the  same, 
it  is  believed  are  of  sufficient  interest  to  be  here  placed  on  record. 

The  Managers  before  appealing  to  the  Proprietaries  in  England, 
sought  to  enlist  the  interest  of  Lieut,  Gov.  Hamilton,  who  at  that 
lime  represented  the  Penns.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  following  corres- 
pondence that  in  this  they  were  less  successful  than  in  other  directions. 
The  following  is  a  confidential  letter  sent  by  Governor  Hamilton^  to 
Thomas  Penn,  in  England  : 

PniLAr)i;LPinA,  Jyly  5,  1751- 

Hon\i  Sir :  I  had  the  honour  to  write  You  a  few  da^-s  agoc  by  Captain  Styles 
and  as  every  thing  reniains  in  the  same  situation  as  was  Iht^rcin  meiilioned,  I  have 
nothing  new  to  add  at  present. 

We  have  heard  by  the  publick  Papers  of  the  unfortunate  Accident  that  befell 
You,  in  your  journey  to  Bath,  and  should  have  been  kepi  in  a  very  crviel  5Us|ience 
with  respect  to  the  consequence,  But  that  Mr.  Paris  was  so  kind  as  to  inform  me 
by  way  of  Bi>ston,  of  your  being  out  of  all  danger  from  the  Wound  so  that  we 
were  at  the  same  lime  made  acquainted,  with  the  Peril  you  had  been  in^  &  your 
happy  recovery  from  it.  Upon  which,  I  begg  leave  most  sincerely  to  congratulate 
You,  and  hope  you  do  me  the  Justice  to  believe,  that,  no  man  more  heartily 
rejoices  at  your  escape  from  so  imminent  a  Disaster.

YoLifig  Mr.  Pemberton  and  Others  of  the  Managers  of  the  Intended  Hospital, 
(of  which  I  gave  you  some  Account  in  my  last,)  waited  upon  me  this  Morning,  and 
acquainted  me,  they  were  about  to  address  You  for  a  Benefaction  to  it,  which  they 
were  desiring  should  be,  of  a  piece  of  Ground,  to  erect  their  Building  upon  ;  and 
desired  me  to  back  their  request, — I  told  them  plainly  1  should  not  concern  myself 
in  any  Application  of  that  kind ;  neither  did  I  believe  you  would  grant  it  in  the 
way  they  desired,  but  that,  if  you  chose  to  make  them  a  present,  it  would  be  of  a 
sum  of  Money,  in  like  manner  as  others  had  done.  They  nevertheless  persist  in 
making  the  application,  and  will  put  it  into  the  hands  of  some  of  the  principal 
Friends  at  London,  who  are  to  solhcit  it  with  You. — You  wMH  please  to  be  informed 
that,  the  Project  of  this  Hospital  took  its  rise  principally  among  Friends,  who  as 
they  say»  are  desirous  of  shewing  the  World,  that,  where,  they  are  not  restrained 
by  principle,  they  can  be  as  liberal  as  others ;  and  indeed  many  of  them  have 
subscribed  very  largely  ;  several  of  them  One  hundred  pounds  a-piece.  I  should 
likewise  Observe  that,  the  design,  is  in  general  well  thought  of,  and  if  rightly 
conducted  will  undoubtedly  be  of  service  in  many  Respects.  I  thought  it  ray 
duty  to  apprise  You  as  early  as  possible  of  the  intended  Application,  previous  to 
its  being  made,  that  you  may  have  lime  to  consider  &  resolve  on  what  is  proper 
for  you  to  do  on  the  Occasion  ;  since  I  doubt  not.  but  the  Gentlemen  who  arc  to 
soUictt  you  in  Iheir  behalf,  will  be  very  importunate,

The  following  extract  from  another  letter  is  of  similar  tenor  : 

Philadelphia,  June  i9tli,  1752. 
Honored  Sir, — ^The  Managers  of  the  Hospital,  hearing  from  their  Agents  in 
London^  that  1  had  received  your  Orders  to  grant  them  a  piece  of  Land  to  build 
on  :  Mr,  Crosby  and  Mr.  Charles  Norris,  in  their  behalf,  waited  on  me.  and 
requested  to  know  the  particulars,  with  which  1  immediately  acquainted  them, 
by  reading  Your  instructions  to  me  upon  that  head.  They  then  asked,  whether, 
as  their  memories  might  not  be  able  to  Tt?iain  the  whole  contents,  I  would  favor 
them  with  a  copy  of  the  Instrument?  to  which  J  agreed,  and  ordered  one  to  be 
made  out  and  delivered  to  them,  at  the  same  time  letting  them  know,  I  should 
expect  their  answer,  to  be  sent  to  you  by  the  first  opportunity,— Some  time  after 
Mr,  Crosby  and  another  Gentleman  came  to  me  again  and  acquainted  me,  that 
the  Managers  Jfcc  had  held  several  Meetings  on  the  subject,  but  had  not  then 
come  to  any  determination,  whether  they  could  accept  of  your  donation  upon  the 
proposed  Terms  :  particularly  they  could  not  engvige  that  the  Assembly  would 
repeal  the  Acts,  But  that,  when  they  should  come  to  a  final  resolution  thereupon, 
they  would  direct  their  Agents  in  England  to  wait  on  You  and  acquaint  You  with 
it.  1  easily  perceived  this  was  a  piece  of  evasion  to  conceal  their  intentions  from 
me,  but  I  let  it  pass  without  taking  any  notice  of  it. — I  think  it  however  my  Duty, 
as  they  are  asking  so  considerable  a  Gift  from  You,  to  make  You  acquainted  with 
ray  sentiments  of  this  affair,  after  which,  You  will  be  pleased  to  do  therein,  as 
You  shall  think  right, — U  »s  my  opinion  then,  thai  these  people  mean  nothing  less, 
than  accepting  of  your  Donatiun  upon  the  Conditions  offered  them  ;  but  are 
desirous  to  delay  giving  a  positive  answer  to  your  proposal  till  they  are  informed 
that  the  Act  of  Assembly  has  received  the  Royal  assent,  to  which,  some  of  the 
Chiefs  of  them  are  apprehensive  You  will  put  a  stop,  and  being  once  secure  in 
that  point,  they  will  in  the  next  place,  by  many  smooth  Words  and  Compliments 
to  You,  and  encomiums  on  Your  Ancestors,  endeavour  to  prevail  on  You  to  grant 
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ihem  tlie  Land  free  from  the  condition  o\  reversipn  &c.  wiiich  is  an  Objection  lo 
it,  a  very  leading  man  among  them  made  to  me  ;  And  when  they  have  obtained 
all  they  have  to  expect  from  you ;  I  am  persuaded  they  will  think  a  very  small 
share  either  of  the  Honour  or  of  the  direction  ought  to  be  lodged  with  You,  or 
with  any  in  Authority  under  You. 

I  would  not  for  any  conBideration  have  said  thus  much,  had  it  not  been  my 
real  Opinion.  But  there  is  a  possibility  of  my  being  mistaken,  or  of  my  having 
judged  loo  uncbaritably  of  these  Gentlemen  ;  1  would  desire  that  nothing  of  what 
is  above  said  may  transpire,  so  tis  to  reach  them,  as  it  w^ould  be  to  do  me  a  very 
great  prejudice  without  answering;  any  good  purpose  that  I  know  of;  and  a  little 
lime  will  satisfy  You,  whether  or  no  my  surmises  are  well  founded. 

As  for  myself,  I  have  not  contributed  any  thing  to  the  Hospital,  as  it  appears 
clear  to  me.  One  particular  Society,  by  makinjEf  it  a  jxaint  with  their  people  to 
subscribe  small  sums,  will  have  the  entire  management  of  it,  and  are  desirous, 
by  the  contributions  of  others,  to  build  a  reputation  to  themselves,  without  ever 
having  done  any  thing  of  this  kind  in  conjunction  with  people  of  other  persuasions. 
That,  however,  shall  not  be  an  Objection  sufficient  to  prevent  my  subscribing  to 
so  useful  a  design,  if  upon  further  experience,  I  find  things  are  fairly  and 
impartially  conducted,  and  the  necessities  of  the  Province  call  for  such  an 
Establishment^  which  1  believe  upon  Tryal  are  found  to  be  much  less  than  was 
expected. 

These  letters  were  found  in  a  package  of  old  papers  relating  to 
the  Hospital,  which  had  probably  been  brought  over,  among  other 
correspondence  referring  to  this  matter,  by  Thomas  Penn,  Esq.,  and 
being  left  here  by  him,  were  afterwards  given  to  the  Managers  as 
possibly  being  the  most  interested  in  them.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed 
that  Gov.  Hamilton  could  have  ever  contemplated  the  possibility  of 
these  letters  ultimately  finding  their  way  into  the  archives  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital.

The  Circumstances  of  this  Province  have,  in  a  few  Years  past  been  much 
altered,  by  the  Addition  of  a  great  Number  of  Persons  who  arrive  here  from 
several  parts  of  Europe,  many  of  whom  are  poor  and  settle  in  Remote  parts  of 
tlie  Countiy,  where  suitable  provision  cannot  be  made  for  their  Relief  from  the 
Various  Disorders  of  Body  and  Mind  some  of  them  labour  under,  the  consider- 
ation of  which  hath  lately  raised  in  many  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  City  a 
tienevolent  Concern  and  engaged  them  to  apply  for  the  Assistance  of  the  Legis- 
lature by  whom  a  I^w  is  passed  and  some  Provision  made  out  of  the  Provincial 
Treasur>'  for  the  erecting  a  Publick  Hospital  or  Infirraarj-  under  the  Direction  of  a 
Corporation  by  whom  we  have  lately  been  Elected  the  managers.  But  as  the 
Publick  Funds  are  not  sufficient  to  answer  the  expense  of  endowing  it,  a  Charitable 
subscription  for  that  Purpose  hath  been  proposed  and  t>egun  with  good  Success, 
The  Necessity  and  Advantages  of  this  Institution  are  so  Apparent  that  Persons  of 
all  Ranks  unite  very  heartily  in  promoting  it  and  as  Several  of  our  most  Eminent 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  have  freely  offered  their  Service  for  some  years  We  have 
Good  grounds  to  eitpect  that  this  Undertaking  may  be  of  General  Senice  much 
sooner  than  was  at  first  expected  and  that  our  Legislature  will  soon  make  a 
further  provision  for  the  Building  which  we  apprehend  it  will  be  prudent  to 
contrive  and  erect  in  such  manner  as  to  Admit  of  such  Additions  as  the  Future 
State  of  the  Province  may  require.  The  Principal  Difficulty  we  now  labour  under 
is  the  want  of  a  commodious  Lott  of  Ground  in  a  healthy  Situation  for  (tho*  we 
have  so  great  encouragement  as  we  have  mentioned )  yet  we  cannot  flatter  ourselves 
with  Speedily  raising  a  Sum  SuiTicient  to  enable  us  to  provide  for  all  other 
necessary  charges  and  to  purchase  a  Suitable  piece  of  Ground  so  near  the  built 
part  of  the  City  as  the  constant  attendance  of  the  Physicians  and  other  consider- 
ations will  nccasarily  require.    We  therefore  are  under  the  Necessity  of  laying 
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the  State  of  our  Case  before  our  Proprietors,  and  we  hope  the  same  Motives 
which  have  induced  Others  will  have  due  Weight  with  them  to  promote  this  Good 
Work,  and  thai  ihey  will  generously  direct  A  Piece  of  Ground  to  be  allolted  for 
this  Service, 

There  are  several  LoUs  in  different  Parts  of  this  City  very  suitable  but  from 
their  Situation  etc.,  are  of  great  Value  for  other  Purposes  wc  have  therefore 
thought  of  one  which  is  in  a  part  of  the  Town  quite  unimproved  and  where  in  all 
Probability  there  will  he  the  Conveniency  of  an  Open  Air  for  many  years,  il  Is  the 
vacant  part  of  the  Square  between  the  Ninth  and  Tenth  Streets  from  Delaware  on 
the  South  side  of  Mulberry  Street,  and  is  396  feet  East  and  West,  and  j6o  feet  North 
and  South-  The  Lotts  in  this  part  of  the  City  have  not  advanced  in  Value  for 
several  Years  Past,  and  are  not  lilrely  to  be  soon  settled  ao  that  we  are  in  hopes 
if  you  will  favor  us  with  your  Application  for  this  Piece  of  ground  you  will  meet 
with  no  dirticnlty  in  olttaining  it. 

The  Interest  of  the  Proprietors  and  People  are  so  nearly  connected  that  it

The  Governor  was  pleased  to  favor  the  managers  with  a  copy  of 
the  instructions  he  received  upon  this  occasion,  which,  after  dtje  con- 
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the  well  ordering,  regulating  and  governing  the  said  Hospital ;  for  Ihe  regulation 
of  the  fiilore  elections  of  managerSt  treasurer  or  treasurers,  and  other  necessary 
-officers  and  ministers  thereof;  for  limiting  their  numbers,  trusts,  and  authorities* 
and  the  times  and  durations  of  their  respective  continuance  in  their  offices,  and 
the  causei^  and  manner  of  reiuovmg  any  of  them  (if  occasion  should  require)  and 
generally,  for  the  well  ordering  all  other  matters  and  things,  any  way  relating  to 
-or  concerning  the  good  government,  estate,  lunds,  rents,  revenues^  interest,  monies 
And  goods,  and  all  other  the  business  and  afiairs  of  the  said  Hospital,  and  of  the 
poor  therein,  and  of  the  olBcera  and  ministers  thereof.  And  also  to  grant,  that 
all  such  by-laws,  rules  and  orders,  so  to  be  made  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  from  time 
to  time  in  viola  I  fly  observed  by  all  concerned,  according  to  the  ten  our  and  effect  of 
them,  provided  they  be  reasonable  in  themselves,  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of 
<jreat  Britain,  or  of  our  said  province,  and  be  first  approved  bj''  us,  or  such  of  us, 
our  heirs  or  assigns,  proprietaries  of  our  said  province,  as  shall  for  the  time  being 
be  in  America,  and  by  the  chief  justice,  and  speaker  of  the  assembly  for  the  time 
being,  under  our  and  their  hands  and  seals,  in  case  we,  or  either  of  us,  or  the 
Jieirs  or  assigns  of  us,  or  either  of  us,  or  any  of  them,  shall  for  the  time  being 
happen  to  be  in  America  ;  but  in  case  we,  or  either  of  us,  nor  any  of  the  heirs  or 
assigns  of  either  of  us,  proprietaries  of  our  said  province,  shall  happen  from  time 
to  time  to  be  hi  America,  then  bemg  first  approved  by  and  under  the  hands  and 
seals  of  the  governour  or  lieutenant  governour,  the  chief  justice,  the  speaker  of 
the  nssembly,  and  the  attorney  general  of  our  said  province  for  the  time  being,  or 
hy  any  three  of  them.  And  also  to  grant  and  appoint  such  persons  to  be  present 
And  immediate  officers  of  such  corporation  (until  a  future  election  of  new  ones)  as 
have  already  been  chosen  and  appoinled  by  the  subscribers  thereto,  and  to  grant 
power  to  the  said  corporation,  and  to  their  successours,  to  take  and  receive,  and 
to  hold  and  enjoy,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation,  any  lands,  tenements  or 
hereditaments  within  our  said  province,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  yearly 
value  of  one  thousand  pounds  at  the  time  of  such  taking  of  the  gift,  grant,  aliena- 
tion, bequest  or  devise  of  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  ;  and  also  to  take, 
receive,  hold  and  enjoy,  any  gnods  or  chattels,  \o  any  value  whatsoever;  and  to 
grant  unto  the  said  corporation  power  to  one  a  common  seal  for  the  business  of  the 
^aid  corp^jration,  and  the  same  at  pleasure  to  alter  and  change  ;  but  you  are  in 
such  our  grant  of  incorporation  to  insert  one  or  more  express  provisoes  and  condi- 
tions, that  no  general  meeting  of  the  members  of  such  corporations,  or  any  per- 
sons acting  under  them,  shall  sell  or  convert  into  money,  any  real  estate,  given  or 
to  be  given  to  the  said  corporation  (unless  directed  so  to  do  by  the  donor  or  donors 
of  the  same)  nor  shall  employ  or  disjxjse  of  any  principal  money  or  other  effects, 
which  are  or  shall  be  given  or  added  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  said  corporation  in  any  other  manner  than  by  applying  the  annual 
rent,  revenue,  income,  or  interest  of  the  same,  towards  the  entertainment  and 
cure  ot  the  sick  and  distempered  poor,  that  shall  from  lime  to  lime  be  brought  and 
placed  in  or  under  the  care  of  the  said  Hospital,  and  the  officers  and  ministers 
thereof,  for  the  cure  of  their  diseases,  from  any  part  of  our  said  province,  without 
partiality  or  preference  And  also  that  fair,  full,  and  plain  accounts  in  writing,  of 
-all  subscriptions,  benefactions^  donations,  and  gifts  of  every  kind  to  the  said  cor- 
poration, and  of  the  disposal,  employment  and  disbursements  of  the  same,  and 
of  the  rents,  revenues,  incomes,  interest  and  produce  arising  therefrom,  and  of 
Ihe  disposal  thereof,  and  of  all  salaries  paid  to  any  officers  or  servants,  shall  con* 
^tantly  lie  open  in  some  publick  part  of  the  Hospital^  for  the  free  view  and  inspec- 
tion, at  ail  times  in  the  day,  of  any  subscriber  or  contributor,  and  that  an  account 
4of  the  same,  signed  by  three  or  nvore  of  the  managers,  be^  from  time  to  time,  once 
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ill  the  month  of  OctobcT,  in  every  year,  published  in  ihe  GaxriUf  or  other  news- 
paper, printed  in  our  satd  province,  for  the  information  of  all  persons.  And  tliat 
thelKXjks,  accounts,  affairs,  economy,  disiwsition,  and  manaRemeni  of  the  said 
Hospital,  and  of  aU  the  estate,  rents,  revenues,  and  interest  thereof,  and  of  all  live 
manafters,  treasurers,  officers,  ministers  and  servants  thereof,  and  every  matter 
and  thing  relating  to  the  samt.\  or  to  any  of  them,  and  all  abuses  concerning  the 
same  (if  any  stich  should  ever  happen)  shall  at  alt  limes  be  subject  to  the  insjxfc- 
tion,  free  examination  and  reformation  of  such  visitors,  not  exceeding  four  ii^ 
number,  as  we,  our  heirs  or  assigns,  proprietaries  of  the  said  provnice,  or  the 
lieutenant  governour  of  the  said  province  for  the  time  being,  shall  from  time  Lo 
time  appoint,  so  as  the  chief  justice,  and  the  speaker  of  the  assembly  of  our  said 
province  for  the  time  beings  be  always  tw*o  of  such  visitors. 

*'And  we  do  hereby  ifive,  grant  and  commit  to  you,  our  said  lieutenant 
governor,  further  p<jwer,  commission,  and  authority,  in  and  by  the  same  instru- 
ment or  grant  of  incorporation  to  be  so  issued  as  aforesaid,  to  give  and  grant  unto^ 
and  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation!  and  their  successors  for  ever,  all  iliat  part 
of  the  square  or  parcel  of  vacant  land,  in  our  said  city  of  Philadelphia,  herein- 
after described  :  that  is  to  say,  all  that  piece  or  parcel  of  land  situated,  lying,  and 
being  on  the  north  side  of  Sassafras  street,  between  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets 
from  Delaware,  containing  from  east  to  west  on  Sassafras  street  three  hundred  and 
ninety-six  feet,  or  thereabouts,  little  more  or  less,  and  from  south  to  north,  on 
Sixth  and  Seventh  streets,  three  hundred  feet,  and  bounding  northward  on  other 
vacant  land,  part  of  the  same  scpiare»  reserved  to  us,  to  hold  unto^  and  to  the  us« 
of  the  said  corpyralion  and  their  successours,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  said 
Hospital  for  ever,  rendering  to  the  hands  of  our  receiver-general,  and  of  the 
receiver-general  of  us.  our  heirs,  or  assigns,  proprietaries  of  the  said  provinces 
for  the  time  being,  in  our  said  province,  for  our  use,  the  yearly  rent  of  five  shil- 
lings of  lawful  money  of  Great  Britain  on  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  and  every 
year  henceforth  for  ever,  ujider  a  declared  and  express  proviso  and  condition  lo 
be  contained  in  such  grant  of  incorporation,  that  if,  at  any  time  hereafter^  there 
shall  not  be  a  constant  succession  of  contributors  to  meet  yearly  and  choose 
managers  and  officers,  then  the  said  tract  of  land  thereby  to  be  granted,  shall 
revert  and  return  to  us»  our  lieirs  and  assigns,  proprietaries  of  our  said  province, 
as  in  our  first  and  former  estate.  And  you  are  to  insert  in  such  grant,  all  such 
other  proper  clauses  and  matters,  not  contrary  to,  or  inconsistent  with,  the  dircc* 
tions  hereby  given,  as  to  you  sh»ill  seem  proper  and  reasonable ;  and  particularly 
for  the  enrolment  of  the  said  grant  in  the  master  of  the  rolls  office  in  Philadelphia, 

For  which,  this  shall  be  to  you  our  sufficient  warrant,  commission,  and 
authority.

The  proposed  grant  was  respectfully  but  (Irraly  declined ;  and 
the  following  *^  Remarks"  made  thereon,  written  by  Franklin,  w^ere 
sent  with  a  letter  to  Messrs,  Hyam  and  Bevan,  July  2,  1752. 

The  design  of  the  hospital  being  (in  itself)  so  beneficent*  and  our  honorable 
proprietaries  having  fully  expressed  their  approbation  of  it  in  strong  terms,  as 
well  as  declared  their  kind  intentions  of  aiding  and  assisting  it,  by  grranting  a 
valuable  tract  of  land,  in  a  proper  place,  for  a  Hospital ;  at]  therefore  that  seems 
necessary  for  us  to  du,  is  to  convince  our  honourable  proprietaries,  IhaA  the 
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IWthpds  by  which  they  Have  proposed  to  aid  and  assist  the  Hospitiil,  will  b 
vcftns  answer  Ihese  goQd  mtentions,  but  are  realty  inconsistenl  therewith. 

We  must  then  beg  leave  to  remark  in  the  first  place,  with  regard  to  the 
charter,  that,  as  the  act  of  assembly  is  undoubtedly  the  best  grant  of  incorpora- 
tion that  we  can  possibly  have,  and  as  the  representatives  of  the  freemen  of  this 
province  have  generoasl J  contributed  towards  the  design,  we  should  fail  of  the 
respect  that  is  justly  due  to  thera,  were  wc  to  accept  of  any  other,  without  obtaining 
fonie  very  great  and  manifest  advantage  by  it ;  but  that  there  are  no  such  advaix- 
t^es  in  the  charter  proposed^  is  evident  at  first  view  :  On  the  contrary,  we  should 
by  it  be  confined  to  stricter  lintirs  than  we  now  are,  particularly  with  respect  to  the 
power  of  making  by-laws,  and  being  subjected  to  visitors  of  the  proprietaries' 
Sppointment.  But  that  clause  which  makes  the  lot  (and  of  consuquence  the 
buildings  on  it)  revert  to  the  proprietaries,  on  failure  of  a  succession  of  contribu- 
tors, is  so  wcij;lily  an  objection^  that  w^ere  there  no  other,  we  could  not  entertain 
Uie  least  thoughts  of  accepting  the  charter  ;  for  as  the  sum  allowed  for  siippf  »rt  of 
the  HoMpital  is  limited,  we  may  reasonably  conclude,  that  In  time  there  will  cease 
to  be  a  succession  of  contributors,  and  no  jjerson  can  imagine  that  when  that  hap- 
pens to  be  the  case,  the  lot  and  buildings  ought  to  become  the  private  property  of 
any  man  :  And  though  the  act  of  assembly  hath  made  provision  in  a  manner 
which  may  be  liable  to  some  inconveniences*  yet  it  can  scarce  fail  of  answering  the 
purposes  first  intended*  The  proprietaries,  to  be  sure,  have  not  attended  to  these 
consequences,  or  they  never  would  have  proposed  any  thing  so  inconsistent  with 
the  design  they  intended  to  promote. 

As  to  the  lot  that  the  proprietaries  designed  for  the  Hospital,  it  is  so  situated, 
and  so  circumstanced » that  it  will  by  no  means  be  suitable  for  the  purpose.  It  ia 
A  moist  piece  of  ground,  adjoining  to  the  brick  yards,  where  there  are  ponds  of 
standing  water,  and  therefore  must  be  unhealthy,  and  more  fit  for  a  burying 
place  (to  which  use  part  of  it  is  already  applied)  than  for  any  other  service; 
besides,  as  it  is  part  of  a  square  allotted  by  the  late  honourable  proprietary  for 
publick  uses,  as  the  old  maps  of  city  will  show,  our  fellow  citizens  would  tax  us 
with  injustice  to  them  ;  if  we  should  accept  of  this  lot  by  a  grant  from  our  present 
proprietaries,  in  such  terms  as  would  seem  to  imply  our  assenting  to  their  having 
a  right  to  the  remainder  of  the  square. 

The  ground   granted   to   the  Contributors   by  the  Proprietaries  Managers 
having  been  found  unsuitabk^  the  gift  of  the  site  desired  was  again   prefer  to  pur- 
solicited,  or,  failing  in  this,  the  Proprietaries  were  requested  to  name  <^*^a*eamore 
a  [jrice,  if  willing  to  sell. 

The  following  letter  was  accordingly  addressed  by  the  managers 
Co  Messrs.  Hyam  and  Be  van  : 

PKiLAr>Ri,PHtA,  2d  of  7ih  mo>,  1752. 
Esteemed  J  fiends  : 

Wc  now,  on  behalf  of  the  contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  with 
much  gratitude  and  respect,  acknowledge  the  benevolent  disposition  you  have 
manifested,  by  your  industry  and  care  in  solliciting  our  address  to  our  proprie- 
taries ;  and  as  we  are  fully  convinced  nothing  hath  been  wanting  on  j^our  parts, 
we  should  have  been  much  pleased  that  the  Lott  which  the  proprietaries  proposed 
for  the  Hospital  and  the  terms  of  their  Grant,  were  such  as  we  desired,  or  could 
nccept. 

Immediately  after  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  with  the  copy  of  that  you  had 
Crom  the  proprietaries,  our  President  waited  on  the  Governour,  who  was  pleased 
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to  communicate  to  us  the  instruction  he  had  received  ;  and  as  the  answer  giveir 
by  the  proprietaries  to  you  may  have  induced  you  to  think  they  had  granted  oar 
request,  We  think  it  necesssary  to  send  yon  a  copy  of  their  instructions  to  the 
governour  ;  after  perusal  of  which,  and  of  the  few  remarks  we  have  made  thereon, 
we  have  no  doubt,  you  will  approve  of  our  resolutions,  not  to  accept  of  a  Lott  on 
these  terms. 

Before  we  agreed  on  the  address  to  the  propnetanes,  we  surveyed  the  square 
(of  which  the  lot  proposed  by  them  is  a  part)  and  the  situation  appeared  to  us  in 
In  every  respect  inconvenient  and  unsuitable  for  our  purpose.  It  is  contiguous 
to  the  brick  makers'  ground,  from  which  the  city  hath  been  furnished  with  bricks 
above  forty  years  past,  so  that  their  large  ponds  being  constantly  filled  with 
standing  water,  renders  the  neighborhood  unhealthy,  and  of  course  absolutely 
Improper  for  our  purpose,  which  is  to  restore  the  sick  to  health;  and  the  only 
proper  use  of  that  square  will  be  for  a  burial  ground,  to  which  service  some 
part  of  it  hath  been  applied  by  a  grant  from  the  proprietaries  ;  and  the  dissatis- 
faction which  nppear'd,  and  still  subsists  among  anr  feIlow*citixens,  on  the 
proprietors  clatmtng  a  right  to  make-  that  grant  is  so  great,  that  if  there  were  no 
other  objections,  we  would  not  run  the  risque  of  increasing  it. 

We  still  think  that  ihe  Lotl  we  first  mentioned  is  more  suitablefor  us  thanany 
other  sn  near  the  city,  and  of  so  small  value,  and  we  are  not  entirely  without 
hopes  that  the  proprietors,  who  have  so  fully  declared  their  approbation  of  our 
design,  will  still  grant  the  same  to  us  ;  We  are  assured,  if  they  regard  their  own 
interest  in  the  alTeclions  of  the  people,  or  even  attend  to  the  Justice  of  their 
concurring  in  the  promoting  of  every  scheme  calculated  for  the  publick  utility  of 
their  province.  They  will  cheerfully  grant  it  to  us  ;  And  if  you  should  entertain  the 
same  sentiments,  we  request  you  to  renew  your  sol li citations  to  them,  and  if  you 
find  Iheni  still  unwilling  to  favour  our  request,  we  should  be  pleased  to  know 
whether  they  will  sell  it  to  us,  or  Lett  it  for  ever  on  an  annual  rent,  and  the 
price  or  rent  they  propose  ;  for  as  the  number  of  contributors  still  continues 
gradually  encreasing,  we  shall  rather  endeavour  to  purchase  a  Lott  in  a  proper 
situation,  than  to  build  the  house  in  an  inconvenient  place,  or  to  accept  of  any  Lott 
on  such  teriiTs  as  we  know  would  give  a  general  dissatisfaction. 

One  of  the  contributors  hath  ofier'd  to  give  a  Lott  of  ground  much  larger  than 
that  we  now  ask,  and  in  a  very  gooJ  air ;  hut  being  about  a  mile  out  of  town,  we 
are  apprehensive  it  will  be  inconvenient  to  the  pliysicians,  who,  as  they  freely 
give  their  attendance,  should  be  subjected  to  as  little  difficulty  as  possible. 

We  have,  for  the  present,  hired  a  house  tolerably  convenient,  into  which  we 
began  to  admit  patients  about  six  months  since.  The  number  received  is 
twenty  three,  of  which  twelve  haire  been  cured  and  discharged,  and  eleven  are 
remaining  ;  and  as  the  benefitts  of  this  institution  become  daily  more  attended 
to,  we  have  not  the  least  doubt  that  the  minds  of  wuch  who  are  bless'd  with  the 
means,  will  gradually  become  the  more  freely  d»*iposed  to  contribute  towards 
this  good  work,  and  that  it  will  soon  become  of  general  service  to  the  people  of 
this  province. 

The  kind  manner  in  which  you  have  cheerfully  engaged  to  serve  us,  gives  us 
reason  to  think  you  will  approve  of  our  writing  to  you  with  so  much  freedom  ;  we 
shall  not  therefore  offer  any  apology  for  it.

The  Proprietaries,  through  Messrs.  Hyam  and  Bevan,  explained 
the  objectionable  Reversion  clause  in  their  charter,  and  disclaimed  any 
wish  to  appropriate  to  themselves  the  buildings  which  might  leerected, 
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The  only  contingency  contemplated  was  a  restoration  of  the  grounds, 
when  they  should  cease  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  for  which  granted. 
The  proprietaries  were,  however,  still  of  the  o]>inIon  that  their 
charter  and  the  ground  offered  should  be  accepted  by  the  contributors. 
To  THE  Managers  of  thk  PENNsvLVAsrA  HosrtTAL. 

Respected  Friends^ — ^We  attended  your  proprietary,  Thomas  Peiiii,  esquire, 
and  presented  to  tiim  your  remarks  on  the  grant  of  land  made  by  him  and  his 
brother  Richard  to  your  society  (dated  the  eighth  of  October,  1751),  and 
requested  instead  thereof  that  spot  which  your  memorial  mentioned,  and 
desired  might  be  granted  for  the  intended  Hospital.  He  perused  the  remarks, 
and  made  objections  to  them,  alleging  that  the  ground  which  you  desired  was 
contiguous  to  that  which  they  have  olTered^  consequenily  no  diflerence  in  the 
healthiness  ihtrenf.  And  as  to  the  remark  against  its  reverting  to  the  proprie- 
taries  he  very  readily  declared  nothing  more  was  intended  by  the  clause  in  the 
grants  than  that  provided  the  scheinu  for  the  establishment  and  continuance  01 
the  Hospital  should  not  succeed,  either  for  the  want  ol  the  sura  proposed  to  be 
raised  as  a  fund,  or  through  any  other  cause,  that  then  ihe  ground  should  revert^ 
&c.,  but  as  to  the  erections  thereon,  they  should  be  at  the  managers  disposal, 
VV^e  desired  his  answer  in  writing,  hut  he  refused  the  giving  it  in  that  manner, 
and  added,  the  governour  should  have  the  necessary  instruciions  on  the  affiair, 
unto  whom  5*ou  might  apply  concerning  it.  On  the  whole,  he  came  to  this 
resolution,  not  to  make  any  alteration  in  what  was  before  granted,  nor  to  let  or 
sell  the  spot  of  ground  you  pitch  upon ;  and  therefore  we  are  of  opinion,  you 
should  either  accept  the  proprletanes'  offer,  with  the  clause  relating  to  the 
reverting  to  ihem  being  explained,  or  else  fix  on  some  other  |>iece  of  ground, 
And  if  there  is  no  other  objection  than  the  small  distance  of  a  mile  to  the  place 
which  one  of  the  contributors  hath  ottered  to  give  you,  may  not  that  be  more  fit 
for  a  Hospital  or  Infirmary,  tlian  to  have  it  in  the  city,  where  infectious  diseases 
may  be  much  more  liable  to  spread.  What  seems  to  us  to  disquiet  the  Proprie- 
taries is  your  i^uestioning  their  Right  to  the  Square  of  which  the  Spot  which 
they  offer  is  a  p.irt  and  also  that  you  esteem  an  Establishment  from  the  Assembly 
preferable  to  a  Charter  from  the  Proprietaries.  We  observe,  with  pleasure,  the 
success  that  hath  attended  the  beginning  of  the  good  work  you  are  engaged  in, 
and  hope  it  will  go  forward,  and  be  happily  completed,  and  are,  with  hearty 
salutes.

tti  the  promotion  of  \U  ^nd  we  ar«  convinc'd  of  your  g^ood  wishes  for  its  success^ 
when  we  can  give  you  a  pleasing  account  of  its  advancemenU  shall  take  the 
liberty  of  communicating  the  same,  being,  with  real  respects.

Hospital,  so  fully  assures  us  of  the  pleasure  you  would  lake  in  its  success  and 
advancement,  that  we  determined  to  embrace  every  suitable  occasion  of  commu- 
nicating the  accounts  of  our  prepress:  And  the  publick  having  received  some 
benefit,  and  being,  we  hope,  gradually  become  more  sensible  of  the  advantage  of 
the  institution,  it  was  judg'd  expedient,  besides  the  general  state  of  our  accounts, 
to  publish  a  narrative  of  our  affairs  from  the  beginning ;  which  being  now  com- 
pleated,  We  send  you  a  dozen  of  them,  not  doubting  of  your  friendship  in  dislribui- 
Ing  them  in  such  manner  as  may  be  of  mo^l  service  ;  and  that  if  you  find  any  of 
your  friends  disposed  to  contribute  towards  this  good  work,  you  wil!  promote  their 
doing  it. 

We  sahiie  you  with  Respect. 

The  appeal  of  the  Contributors  to  the  Proprietaries  had  only 
resulted  in  the  granting  of  a  charter  the  provisions  of  which  effectually 
precluded  the  possibility  of  its  being  accepted.  They  offered  a  lot  of 
ground,  which  was  entirely  unsuitable  on  account  of  its  marshy  sur- 
roundings, and,  moreover,  did  not  belong  to  the  Proprietaries,  since 
it  had  been  previously  allotted  and  dedicated  to  public  purposes  for  a 
park.  The  acceptance  of  this  particular  piece  of  ground  by  ihe 
Hosi)ital,  if  permitted  by  the  government,  would  have  apparently 
established  the  right  of  the  Proprietaries  to  dispose  of  the  remainder 
of  the  ground  and  thus  allow  it  to  revert  from  public  use  to  imvate 

ownership  ^ 

* 

*  NotwtUif  landing  the  original  dedication  of  this  square  lo  piibHc  uses,  ihi*  was  not  the  fir^t 
altempt  to  grant  ponions  to  private  individuals.  On  June  i,  1741,  on  mpplicatjoti  of  a  Gernun 
CongTCgaiion,  ;i  warrant  signed  by  Thomas  Penn  wa«  is-ucd  10  the  Surveyor  General ,  instructing  him 
to  lay  out  to  them  "  a  vacant  loc  .  .  .  bounded  northwsrd  by  Vine  Street,  eastward  and  wcMw^rd 
by  Tacancies,  and  louthward  by  the  ends  of  Sassarras  (now  Race)  Sirret  lots."  \n  1834,  the  ume 
Congregation  wa^  Indicted  for  a  nttf*ance  in  crccMng  a  certafn  fence  and  wooden  butldtng  upon  a 
portion  nf  the  same  square;  they  justified  their  ac* ton  under  the  title  derived  from  the  pstent  of 
December  14, 1763,  but  an  elaborate  opinion »  decided  the  tquare  had  been  dedicated  to  public  u««s 
by  the  original  Proprietors,  and  that  the  Act  of  Thomas  Penn  in  1741  in  attempting  to  sell  part  of 
It  to  a  religious  society  as  their  exclusive  property  and  for  their  esclusive  u«e,  under  the  preien<e  of 
Us  bemg  va cam  ground  f^  was  wllhotit  authority  and  pa&sed  no  tiile  to  the  grantees.  (Sdiarf  jt 
Westcoit.)    The  tot  offered  was  within  the  limits  of  what  is  ttow  catted  Franklin  Sqtuire. 
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After  the  election  of  officers,  laws  and  rules  of  order  became 
necessary,  and  Joshua  Crosby,  the  President,  Dr.  Thomas  Bond, 
Hugh  Roberts,  and  Benjamin  Frankbn  were  appointed  a  Committee 
to  draught  a  set  of  Laws  and  Rules  for  the  Managers,  to  be  acted 
upon  by  the  next  Meeting  of  Contributors. 

The  first  rule  adopted  shows  the  thrift  of  the  newly  elected 
managers  and  their  regard  for  punctuality. 

Resolved  to  meet  hcreafior  on  the  First  Fifth-day  of  the  week  in  every  month 
at  five  in  the  afternoon,  and  that  each  Manager  absent  at  such  Meetings  shoiitd 
pay  two  shtltings  and  those  not  coming  In  due  time  should  pay  one  shiUing  ;  the 
Fines  lo  be  disposed  as  the  Majority  shall  direct 

In  the  meantime,  R-  Peters,  S.  Hazard,  and  Israel  Pemberton 
agreed  to  go  around  with  the  subscription  papers  to  a  number  of  per- 
sons who  had  not  yet  contributed  and  endeavor  '*  to  procure  their 
assistance  to  this  underiaking/'  Every  expedient  that  promised  a 
source  of  revenue  was  considered ;  and  the  Managers  did  not  spare 
themselves,  as  the  above  extract  shows. 

The  prospect  of  obtaining  the  two  thousand  pounds  granted  by  the 
Assembly  stimulated  every  friend  of  the  Hospital  to  increased  effort 
to  raise  the  amount  required  in  order  to  secure  such  a  welcome  appro- 
priation. 

On  July  12th,  1751,  the  problenci  was  discussed  by  the  Board  of 
how  to  obtain  the  two  thousand  pounds  from  the  Assemblyi  since  it 
was  necessary  in  order  to  secure  this  grant  that  proof  that  an  equal 
sum  had  been  obtained  from  private  sources  should  be  produced. 

The  list  of  subscribers  presented  to  the  Assembly  on  August  i, 
failed  to  give  sufficient  evidence  that  the  amounts  reported  were 
bona-fide.  The  Si>eaker  stated  that,  as  he  would  be  held  individually 
responsible,  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  require  that  legal  notes  should  l>e 
in  their  possession  to  insure  the  prompt  payment  of  the  moneys  which 
had  been  subscribed. 

The  President  therefore  announced  that  the  Speaker  wished  that 
the  subscriptions  should  be  made  a  certainly  by  taking  penal  notes 
of  such  as  do  not  pay  their  money  immediately  to  the  Treasurer. 

On  August  I,  it  wa^i 

R^ioitffd^  that  Penal  BiUs  be  pHnled  and  be  executed  by  such  as  do  not 
immediaiely  pay  ;  payable  on  the  a4th  of  the  month  called  June  next,  with  interest 
from  the  lime  of  subscribing. 

On  June  20th  of  the  same  year,  this  was  changed  to  read  : 

That  no  interest  h^  demanded  of  such  as  pay  before  the  first  of  October  next ; 
and  tiiat  the  President,  and  L>r.  Thomus  Bond  go  round  among  the  subscribers  in 
order  to  g^et  the  Bills  executed. 
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On  August  20,  it  being  made  to  appiear  tu  the  satisfactioo  of  the 
Assembly,  that  the  contributions,  actually  available,  really  amounted 
to  jC^*7S^i  '^-^  ^'^*  being  upwards  of  the  rei{utred  sum,  ai:  order  was 
drawn  on  the  Trustees  of  the  Lx>an  Office  for  the  payment  of  ^^ooo 
to  the  Hospital.  Of  this  sura,  one-half  (jC^<:>oo)  was  to  be  paid 
immediately,  the  balance  to  become  due  and  payable  in  twelve 
months. 

This  money  was  placed  by  the  Managers  to  the  credit  of  Capital 
Stock  account,  and  they  ordered  that  it  should  not  be  loaned  at 
interest  by  the  Treasurer  without  sufficient  real  security,  nor  in  less 
sums  than  ^100. 

The  first  real  estate  owned  by  the 
Matthias  Koplin,  a  pious,  but  eccentric 
quaintly  expressed  letter  is  self-explanatory : 

Sepiemf>er  the  J»  1751. 
Christopher  Sattrr,  Jfy  dear  amd  btlai^ed friend  : 

Whereas  I  have  seen  out  of  your  newspaper  that  the  contributors  of  the 
Hospital  At  Philadelphia  are  carefully  concerned  about  it  and  made  a  t)egii)mag 
to  take  care  of  the  poor  sick  people  and  observed  that  it  has  not  such  a  founda- 
tion nor  is  likely  to  ttecotne  such  a  Ho^pitaJ  as  I  have  seen  and  known  in 
Germany,  where  great  sums  of  alms  were  collected  and  ill-used  according  to  the 
afiectiofi  of  the  masters  of  the  Hospital,  governed  by  self- love,  enriching 
themselves  and  favoring  their  friends,  so  that  they  lived  in  Plenty,  SuperAuity 
and  Voluptuousness,  in  so  much  that  they  could  drive  in  carriages  like  people  of 
Rank*  although  they  had  nothing  before  nor  any  Income  but  out  of  the  Funds  of 
the  Hospital  (when  on  the  contrary)  the  poor  and  needy  in  spite  of  alms  being 
collected,  suffered  great  want  and  were  not  taken  care  of  according  to  their 
necessity r  because  it  was  consumed  otherwise.  But  (considering  1  the  noble 
foundation  of  this  our  Hospital,  I  can't  but  'hope)  it  will  be  Ulso  wisely  1  managed 
by  Impartial  hands,  therefore  I  thought  to  make  a  free  gift,  and  accordingly  <  I  do 
make  a  gift)  of  a  smalt  lot  of  land  for  the  use  of  it^  situate  between  Germantown 
and  Philadelphia.  And  I  do  send  hereby,  to  my  beloved  friend  the  deed  of  it. 
The  managers  of  the  Hospital  may  make  (a  deed  out)  of  it  for  the  Hospital  of 
Philadelphia  and  send  it  to  me,  and  I  and  my  wife  will  set  Hands  and  se&ls  to 
it,  before  lawful  witnesses,  and  if  I  should  live  some  years  longer  in  the  flesh,  I 
may  not  be  expected  to  come  to  Philadelphia  every  year  for  the  election  of  the 
twelve  managers  of  the  Hospital  since  that  can  be  done  without  roe.  and  I  prefer 
to  stay  at  home  rather  than  ride  on  horseback,  drive  or  walk.

P.  S*— I  pray  you  will  not  take  it  amiss  that  I  made  known  my  experience  in 
the  debauchery  of  alms  as  I  have  had  no  ill  thoughts  nor  have  any  as  yet. 

The  above  letter  appears  in  full  on  the  minutes,  in  German  script, 
and  is  followed  by  the  English  translation. 

The  Managers  duly  acknowledged  this  donation  in  the  following 
letter,  the  original  of  which  is  in  Franklin's  handwriting  : 
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Philada.,  Oct,  3,  1751- 
Respected  Friend  Afaiihias  A'ophn, 

Thy  Friend  Christopher  Saur  hath  communicated  to  the  Managers  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  thy  letter  to  him,  expressing  thy  Intention  of  making  a 
free  Gift  to  the  said  Hospit.i1  of  a  valuable  Lot  of  Ground  situate  between  Ger- 
mantown  &  Philadelphia  ;  for  which  the  Managers,  in  Behalf  of  the  Poor,  return 
thee  sincere  Thanks  ;  and  hope  thy  charitable  and  generous  Donation,  and  those 
made  by  other  well-dispos'd  People  to  this  Hospital,  will  never  be  misapplyed  in 
the  Manner  mentioned  in  thy  Letter,,  as  hath  been  usual  in  some  Hospitals  in 
Germany.  As  a  Caution  to  future  Managers  against  such  MisapplicationSp  they 
have  order'd  thy  Letter  to  be  copied  in  their  Book  of  Minutes  or  Records  of  their 
Proceedings,  that  it  may  he  preserved  to  Posterity  as  a  Testimony  of  the  original 
Intention  of  the  Fouudtrs  of  this  pious  Institution, 

The  Managers  salute  thee  respectfully,  by 
Thy  Friend, 

J.  C»os»v,  president. 

On  October  3,  1751^  jj^i,ooo  was  received  by  the  Treasurer 
The  first  borrowers  were  James  Pemberton  and  Israel  Pemberlon,  Jr., 
who  took  the  money  merely  as  an  accommodation  and  as  a  means  to 
further  contribute  to  the  Hospital's  interests.  They  also  engaged  to 
the  Board  to  rei^ay  any  part  of  it  sooner  than  the  allotted  time,  shotdd 
it  be  wanted  to  make  provision  for  the  Building. 

At  the  same  meeting,  two  htmdred  of  the  Subscription  Papers 
were  directed  to  be  printed  and  dispersed  in  the  country  to  collect 
subscriptions.  Fearing  lest  some  charitable  persons  might  not  have 
had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  one  of  the  papers,  the  Treasurer  was 
ordered  ''  to  Advertise  in  the  News|japers  that  such  as  are  inclined  to 
subscribe  mav  apply  to  htm  and  such  as  have  already  subscribed  mav 
pay.- 

It  being  mentioned  by  the  Treasurer,  that  he  was  willing  to  give  security  in 
Otie  Thousand  Pounds  for  the  faithful  Performance  of  his  uOice,  the  same  was 
agreed  to,  and  that  hereafter  it  should  be  n  rule  for  the  future  that  all  Treasurers 
give  security  in  such  sums,  as  the  Managers  should  require. 

The  idea  of  preparing  for  building  early  in  the  following  spring 
was  mentioned  in  the  letter  10  Hyam  and  Be  van  ^  agents  of  Tlmmas 
and  Richard  Penn,  and  it  shows  how  desirous  the  Managers  were  to 
build  the  Hospital  on  land  owned  by  the  contributors;  but  at  that 
time,  owing  to  the  want  of  funds,  this  was  not  possible.  Realizing 
that  the  money  then  at  command  was  not  sufficient  to  warrant  ihem 
in  beginning  to  build,  and  knowing  so  well  the  number  in  the  com- 
munity of  sick  poor  needing  immediate  attention,  it  was  agreed  to 
begin  operations  in  a  private  house  without  wailing  until  a  lot  could 
be  secured  and  the  ^os[>ital  erected.  For  this  purpose,  at  a  raetting 
on  September  5,  again  held  at  Widow  Pratt's  Royal  Standard 
Tavern,    **  the    President,  and   Dr,  Thomas   Bond   are   requested  to 
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Relief  of  the  Sick  Poor  of  this  Provirice,  and  for  the  Reception  &  Cure  of 
Lunaltcks/'  the  Cuiitributors  to  the  said  Hospital  are  made  a  Body  corporate, 
and  impowercd  to  meet,  and  to  make  such  Laws,  Rules,  &  Orders,  as  shall 
appear  to  ihcm  the  said  Contrlhutors  met,  or  the  major  Pirirt  of  them,  to  be  good. 
useiTul  and  tiecessiiry,  for  the  well  governing  kind  regulating  of  the  said  Hospital, 
and  for  the  Regulation  of  the  Electiuna  of  Managers^  a  Treasurer  and  other 
necessary  officers  and  Ministers  thereof,  and  for  Limiting  and  Appointing  their 
Number,  Trust  and  Authority. 

ANDWHKREAS  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Law,  the  Contributors  have  met,  and 
have  chosen  Twelve  Managers  and  a  Treasurer,  which  Treasurer  hath  received 
considerable  Sums  of  Muney  for  the  L^seof  the  said  Hospital,  and  it  isnow  become 
necessary  for  the  more  orderly  Disposition  and  Application  of  the  said  Monies, 
and  of  such  Sums  as  may  hereafter  be  received,  and  for  the  more  sure  Direction 
of  the  Managers  and  Treasurer  therein,  to  declare  and  Appoint  their  Trust, 
Authority  and  Duty ; 

THEREFORE  IT  IS  ENACTED  by  the  Contributors  to  the  Penmyhfonia 
Ho.\pi(ai,  in  General  Meeting  duly  Assembled,  That  the  Managers  of  the  said 
Hospital  for  the  lime  being,  shall  have  the  Power  of  Disposing  of  all  Monies  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  for  the  Building,  Furnishing,  Support,  Use  and  Service  of  the 
Hospital,  and  for  the  hiring  and  Furnishing  n  House  or  Houses  for  the  Reception 
of  Patients  until  the  said  Hospital  shall  fte  built,  under  the  Limitations  and 
Restrictions  of  the  before-mentioned  Act  of  Assembly,  And  the  said  Managers 
shrill  likewise  have  the  Power  to  direct  the  Manner  and  Terms  of  Receiving  and 
Discharging  of  Patients.  And  all  Officers  and  Servants  belonging  to  the  Hospital, 
other  than  the  Treasurer,  shall  be  in  the  Choice^  and  under  the  Direction  of  the 
Managers,  who  shall  allow  and  order  their  respective  Salaries  and  may  displace 
them  and  appoint  others  as  often  as  they  shall  think  fit.  And  the  said  Managers 
shall  have  the  Power  of  calling  General  Meetings  of  the  Contributors,  as  often  as 
they  judge  it  necessary  for  the  Service  and  Advantage  of  the  Hospital  and  shall 
cause  due  and  publick  Notice  to  be  given  of  the  Time,  Place,  and  Design  or 
Purpose  of  such  occasional  Meeting,  at  least  Ten  Days  before  the  same  is  to  be 
heldp  and  shall  nominate  some  discreet  Member  to  preside  therein  and  regulate 
the  Debates  thereof.  And  the  said  Managers  shall  have  the  Keeping,  and  Power 
of  AfTixing  the  Seal  of  the  CorporalioOt  which  Seal  shall  be  made  nearly  agreeable 
to  the  Form  or  Draft  hereunto  annexed.  And  they  shall  settle  the  Accounts  with 
the  Treasurer  from  Time  to  Time  ;  and  take  Care  that  all  Laws,  Rules  and  Orders 
made  by  the  Contributors  and  legally  approved,  be  duly  and  faithfully  executed  : 
For  all  which,  or  any  other  Services  relating  to  the  Hospital,  they  shall  not  claim. 
receive  or  retain  any  Fee,  Gratuity  or  Reward  whatsoever 

AND  for  the  more  orderly  Execution  of  their  Duty  and  Trust,  the  Managers 
are  hereby  rt^quired  to  meet  at  least  once  a  Month  at  the  Hos[>ital^  or  some  other 
fit  Place  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  confer  and  conclude  concerning  the  Matters 
hereby  committed  to  them  :  And  shall  cause  fair  Minutes  of  their  Proceedings  to 
be  kept  by  their  Clerk  in  a  Book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose*  In  every  of 
which  Meetings  of  the  Managers  aforesaid.  Eight  of  their  Number  met  shall  be 
a  Quorum,  capable  to  consult,  confer  and  conclude  of  and  upon  all  Matters 
appertaining  to  I  heir  Trust,  according  to  the  aforesaid  Act  of  Assembly,  and  the 
Laws  of  this  Corporation  :  And  whatsoever  Seven  of  the  Number  so  met  shall  so 
conclude^  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  and  as  the  Resolution  of  the  Managers 
for  the  Time,  and  accordingly  entered  In  their  Minutes.  To  which  Minutes,  and 
also  to  the  Treasurer's  Accounts,  all  Persons  concerned  shall  have  free  Recourse 
at  all  seasonable  Times. 
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AND  IT  IS  FURTHER  ENACTED  by  the  Contributors  aforesaid,  that  every 
Treasurer  hereafter  chosen,  shall,  before  be  take  upon  himself  the  Execution  of 
his  Office,  enter  into  an  Obligation  with  one  suflficient  Surety,  in  double  the 
Value  that  doth  or  probably  may  come  to  his  Hands  during  the  Continuance  of 
his  Office,  as  near  as  can  be  estimated  by  the  Manajjers,  unto  the  Cnniribuiois  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  Conditioned,  that  he  will  once  in  Three  Months,  or 
oftener  if  required,  render  his  Accounts  to  the  M imagers  of  the  said  Hospital, 
and  well  and  truly  account,  adjust  and  settle  with  them  when  required,  for  and 
concerning  all  Monies  that  are  or  shall  come  into  his  Hands  belonging  to  the  said 
Cnnlributors,  and  pay  the  Ballance  that  shall  appear  on  such  settlement  to  be  in 
his  Hands,  unto  such  Person,  or  for  such  Service  as  a  Board  of  Managers  for  the 
time  being  shall  order  ^Sc  appoint,  and  not  otherwise;  and  that  he  will  at  the 
Expiration  of  his  OfBce  well  and  truly  deliver  up  and  pay  the  Ballance  of  the 
Mamies  then  remaining  in  his  Hands,  together  with  the  Books  of  Accounts 
concerning  the  same,  and  other  the  Papers  and  Writings  in  his  Keeping  belong- 
ing to  the  Contributors,  unto  bis  Successor  in  the  said  Ofllce,  and  that  he  will 
do  &  Execute  all  other  Things  as  Treasurer  to  the  Contributors  aforesaid, 
according  to  the  true  Sense  and  Meaning  of  this  Law.  And  he  is  hereby  author- 
ixed  immediately  upon  entering  into  his  Office,  to  demand  and  receive  of  the 
Preceding  Treasurer,  his  Heirs,  Executors  or  Administrators,  the  Cash,  Books  of 
Accounts,  Writings  8:  other  EtTects  belonging  to  tlie  Corporation,  giving  his 
Receipt  for  the  same. 

AND  for  the  more  regular  and  satisfactory  Conducting  of  future  Elections, 
and  the  Preventing  of  Disputes  and  Misunderstandings  among  the  Contributors 
concerning  the  same.  IT  IS  HEREBY  FURTHER  ENACTED,  That  the  Place 
and  Hour  of  the  Elections  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Managers  of  ihe  Current 
Year,  and  notified  by  their  Clerk  at  least  Twenty  Days  before  the  Election,  by 
printed  Advertisement.  And  the  said  Managers  shall  and  are  hereby  required 
and  impowered  to  nominate  three  discreet  Members  of  Ibis  Corporation  to 
inspect  and  judge  of  the  said  Election,  and  declare  who  are  the  Persons  elected, 
and  the  Managers  shall  cause  their  Clerk  to  enter  in  their  Book  of  Minutes  the 
Names  of  the  Persons  elected,  according  to  the  Tickets. 

AND  if  any  Person  elected  Manager  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  act,  or  shall  be 
absent  from  three  successive  Monthly  Meetings  of  the  Managers,  in  any  of  the 
first  Ten  months  of  the  year  for  which  lie  shall  be  elected  Manager  ;  or  if  within 
the  same  Year  or  Term  of  his  Oflice  he  shall  be  Confined  by  Sickness,  or  other- 
wise rendered  incapable  of  executing  the  Office  of  a  Manager  according  lo  the 
true  Meaning  of  this  Law,  or  shall  die,  the  rest  of  the  Managers  as  often  as 
Occasion  shall  require  in  auv  of  the  Cases  aforesaid,  shall  proceed  in  their  Duly 
and  OlTice  without  him,  or,  if  they  think  fit,  llie>  shall  nominate  anotlier  of  the 
Contributors  to  supply  his  Place  as  Manager*  until  Ihe  then  next  ensuing 
Election 

AND  if  any  Person  so  elected  Treasurer  shall  absent  himself  from  his  said  Office 
for  the  Space  of  Thirty  Days,  or  shall  be  otherwise  rendered  uncapable,  or  neglect 
his  Office  or  Duty  of  Treasurer ;  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Managers  for 
the  time  being  to  displace  him  from  the  said  Office.  And  the  Managers  causing 
their  Clerk  to  make  a  Minute  for  the  purpose,  containing  their  Reasons  for 
Displacing  him,  be  shall  thereupon,  and  from  thenceforth,  cease  to  be  the 
Treasurer  aforesaid,  and  shall  upon  Notice  thereof,  adjusi  and  settle  with  the 
Managers,  and  pay  and  deliver  the  Money,  Books,  Writings,  Accounts,  and  all 
other  Effects  whatsoever  in  his  Hands,  belonging  to  this  Corporation,  to  such 
Person  or  Persons  as  the  Managers  shall  order  and  appoint.     And  in  that  Case, 
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and  so  often,  and  also  if  the  Treasurer  shall  depart  this  Ltfe,^  the  Managers  shall 
nominate  another  of  the  Members  of  this  Corporation,  but  not  of  iht-ir  own 
number,  to  be  Treasurer  until  the  next  Meeting  for  the  annual  Election,  or  other 
General  Mpeliiig  of  the  Contributors. 

PROVIDED  ALWAYS,  any  thing  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  noiwilh- 
standinji^,  That  before  the  Managers  for  the  time  being,  proceed  to  erect  any 
Building  for  the  said  Hospital,  a  Plan  of  such  proposed  Building,  with  an 
Estimation  of  the  Expense,  shall  be  prepared  and  laid  before  a  General  Meeting 
of  the  Contributors,  for  their  Consideration ;  and  their  approbation  shall  be 
obtained  before  the  same  is  carried  into  Execution,

February  6,  1752,  the  Laws  and  Rules  regulating  the  admission 
of  Patients  having  received  the  approbation  of  the  Chief  Justice 
were  also  ordered  to  be  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  Board.  (See 
section  entitled  Patients.) 

On  the  same  date,  the  wards  being  deemed  sufficiently  fur- 
nished, an  advertisement  was  inserted  in  the  **  Gazette  "  stating  that 
the  Hospital  was  now  ready  to  receive  patients. 

On  February  10,  a  special  meeting  was  called  to  consider  the 
applications  of  patients  for  admission  into  the  wards  for  treatment. 
The  consultants,  Doctors  Graeme,  Cadwalader,  Moore,  and  Redman, 
were  invited  to  meet  the  Managers  and  attending  physicians  of  the 
Hospital  to  assist  in  determining  the  most  deserving.  The  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  were  also  present  and  offered  a  number  of  sick  poor  for 
admission.  After  an  examination^  the  physicians  reported  that 
Margaret  Sherlock's  disorder  was  relievableand  her  case  suitable  ;  she 
was  the  first  patient  received  and  also  the  first  one  cured.  Other 
cases  thought  relievable  were  postjjoned  to  a  more  favorable  season 
of  the  year.  Josiah  Jiarnet's  case  was  judged  relievable,  but  queried 
•*  whether  within  ihe  Rules  of  the  Hospital. '^  Hannah  Shines,  the  first 
lunatic  patient,  was  admitted  on  the  poor  list.  Several  other  cases 
were  referred  to  a  committee  appointed  to  meet  the  attending  physi- 
cians w^eekly.  whose  duty  it  was  to  be  present  at  the  Hospital  on  Mon- 
days and  Thursdays  of  every  week  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning. 
Alice  Courtnet  was  engaged  a!^a  maid  or  nun^e  at  rhe  rate  of  Ten  pounds 
per  annum,  ** she  w^as  to  be  considered  on   trial   for  one  month,   in 
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order  that  in  case  her  services  were 
charged,  otherwise  kept  the  year.'* 

The  first  lunatic  pay-patient,  a  woman,  was  admitted  on  March  5, 
1752  : — her  son-in-law  agreeing  to  pay  Twenty  Founds  per  annum,  in 
quarterly  payments,  for  her  board  and  care. 

The  fluinpf  up  of  ihe  (Market  Street)  Hospital,  cost  more  than 
had  been  anticipated  and  necessitated  a  debt  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds,  over  and  above  the  available  funds  accruing  from  interest  on 
capital.  It  was  agreed  that  the  deficit  should  be  borrowed  from  the  one 
thousand  pounds  given  by  the  Assembly,  and  that  the  same  be  replaced 
as  soon  as  it  can  be  spared  out  of  the  interest  of  the  remainder  of  the 
capital  stock. 

August  2o»  1752,  the  second  instalment  of  ^'1000,  voted  by  the 
Assembly,  was  paid,  and  it  was  decided  to  loan  this  amount,  also,  at 
interest  with  real  estate  security. 

As  an  example  of  economy,  this  item  is  worth  recording :  On 
November  the  2d  **the  roof  of  the  south  side  of  the  Hospital 
being  much  out  of  repair,"  it  was  agreed  that  '*it  be  covered  with 
cedar  boards,  reserving  the  right  and  privilege  of  removing  them 
upon  giving  up  the  house.** 

On  September  29,  1753,  James  Kinsey  agreed  to  let  the  houst* 
now  used  for  the  Hospital  and  Land  thereunto  belonging,  for  the  term 
of  Three  Years  at  38  pounds,  10  shillings  per  annum. 

In  the  early  Hospital  days,  after  patients  had  been  cured  and  dis- 
charged, it  appears  that  sometimes  they  returned  to  express  their 
thanks;  no  mention  of  the  custom  is  found  in  the  later  records.  On 
November  17,  1753,  ^  patient  returned  and  gave  thanks  for  the  benefit 
he  had  received  and  offered  his  promissory  Note  for  Three  Pounds, 
Ten  Shillings,  as  a  substantial  token  of  his  gratitude,  which  was  duly 
acknowledged. 

The  Managers,  probably  at  the  suggestion  of  Franklin,  realized 
that  the  inmates  of  the  Hos|iital  who  were  able  to  perform  some  light 
manual  labor,  should  be  employed,  if  only  to  keep  them  out  of 
mischief;  so  they  were  provided  with  large  and  small  spinning 
wheels,  and  two  [jalr  of  cards,  with  some  wool  and  flax,  '*  to  employ 
such  Persons  as  may  be  capable  of  using  the  same.** 

Thomas  Bond  and  Benjamin  Franklin,  at  a  meeting  held  July  12, 
1 75 1,  had  been  appointed  a  Committee  to  prepare  a  seal  for  the 
corporation.  In  order  to  secure  a  creditable  work  of  an,  Franklin 
wrote  to  Boston  to  have  designs  for  a  seal  prepared.  Subsftpiently  he 
submitted,  for  the  inspection  of  the  Managers,  four  different  draughts 
of  the  Good  Saniaritan,  proper  for  a  Seal,  which  had  been  sent  by  the 
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for  Seal. 


'ttgraver.     After  some  flight  aUerations  made  by  the  Board,  one  was 
selected  and  approved. 

The  seai,  made  of  silver,  was  not  received  until  February,  1754-  ^^ 
was  circular  and  two  inches  in  diameter.  The  device  was  the  Good 
Samaritan  taking  charge  of  the  sick  man.  and  delivering  him  to  the 
innkeeper,  with  the  inscription  beneath  : — ^Take  c.^re  ok  him,  and  I 
wiix  REPAY  THEE.  The  name  of  the  artist  or  engraver  does  noi  appear 
on  the  records  of  the  Hospital.  This  seal  was  destroyed  (Ijeing  worn 
out)  in  June,  1833,  and  the  one  at  present  in  use,  of  exactly  the  same 
design   and  proj)ortions,  but   made  of  steel,  was  sulistituted.     The

second  one  was  engraved  by  Christian  Gobrecht  of   rhiladel[>hia  ;    a 

native  of  Hanover,  York  county,  Pennsylvania. 

Believing   that   bcnelit  would  accrue  from   the  circulation   of  a 

brief  account  of  the  Hospital,  Franklin  w*as  requested  to  prepare  such 

a  history. 

On   May   28,    1754,    Franklin   presented  his  mantiscript,  **  Some 

Account  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hos|>ital  from  its  First  Beginning  to  the 
History  of  f\[i]^  Month,  called  May.  1754^''  It  was  ordered  that  the  Clerk, 
Hosptta      jj^;h,-^  Smith,  get  Fifteen  hundred  copies  printed » in  Quarto,  and,  on  July 

27,  he  reported  that  he  had  had  the  account  of  the  Hospital  printed. 

The  Board  previously  (May  28)  had  desired  the  President  with  two  other 

Managers  to  **w3it  upon  the  Governor,  James  Hamilton,  and  acquaint 
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him  wiih  our  design  of  publishing  the  account  together  with  a  list  of 
sul^scTibers*  and  with  our  desire  of  having  his  name  added  to  said  list.'* 
The  result  of  this  interview  with  the  Governor  is  briefly  recorded. 
The  gentlemen  appointed  to  call  upon  the  Governor  reported,  June 
29,  1754,  that  they  had  waited  upon  him  and  delivered  the  message  of 
the  Board  to  him,  but  without  the  desired  success. 

February  23,  1754,  the  accounts  were  presented  to  the  Assembly, 
by  Franklin.  Soon  afterwards,  Mahlon  Kirkbride  with  others  who 
were  appointed  a  committee,  visited  the  Hospital;  they  declared 
themselves  **  well  satisfied  and  pleased  with  what  they  had  seen/*  and 
reported  to  that  effect  to  the  Assembly. 

At  a  meeting  held  August  14^  1754,  a  report  was  made  by  sevcraJ 
Managers  who  had  been  endeavor iug  to  raise  money,  showing  the 
advantage  of  systematic  effort.  It  was  stated  that  several  suliscrip- 
tionii  had  l>een  obtained  since  the  last  meeting,  which,  with  those 
previously  received,  was  the  result  of  the  adoption  of  '*  A  method 
of  soliciting  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  for  snb^crtp- 
lions;*'  it  was  agreed  to  be  very  careful  in  asking  others  This 
method  provided  against  an  unpleasant  coincidence  in  solicitation. 
Many  subscriptions  were  now  secured  which  formerly  might  have  been 
lost;  as  i)ersnn>  were  bkely  to  be  annoyed  or  angered  by  repeated 
requests  for  donations,  especially  when  coming  from  more  than  one 
person, 

Suflficient  funds  having  at  length  been  accumulated  to  warrant 
the  Managers  taking  up  the  project  of  building  a  Hos|>ital,  an  effort 
was  again  made  to  secure  a  suitable  lot  of  ground,  but  this  time  the 
Manager*  apiiealcd  to  the  public  instead  of  to  the  Proprietaries  and 
with  much  better  success,  Franklin  gives  the  following  interesting 
account  of  the  early  efiforts  of  the  ^fanagers  to  secure  the  means  to 
buy  the  ground  for  the  erection  **of  a  proper  building  to  accommo- 
date the  sick  and  injured  and  the  limaticks,"  under  their  care. 

In  hrs  **  Brief  Account  *'  ( r>age  42)  apjjcars  the  following  : 

When  the  Nalurt?  of  this  charitahle  Design  became  known  to  the  generotis 
Pennsylvatitans,  conhidt^rable  Sums  were  soon  added  to  the  Stock,  particularly  by 
the  Citizens  of  ri:tiladc:l|jhta,  where  few  of  ihe  Wealiliy,  or  ttiose  of  a  middling 
Rank,  failtd  uf  coiitribuliirj?  accordini^  to  their  Circumstmices:  Some  Benelactions 
were  aTso  obtained  from  London,  and  some  Parts  of  the  WVst  Indies^  wliicli 
eticuijrajajed  ttie  Managers  to  attempt  tlit-  important  Task  of  Building  ;  a  Task  llie 
more  difficult,  as  ihtiy  were  not  autliori/ed  nor  KOod  Reasons)  to  a|iply  Atiy  Part 
of  the  Capital  Stock  to  that  Purpo&e  ;  the  Sum  of  Monev  given  by  the  Assembly  noi 
being  half  siUlicient.  aud  the  certain  Prospect  of  a  \\i\t  in  America,  while  it  was 
like  to  increase  the  Occasion,  lessened  the  Expectattnn  of  any  fuuher  Assistance 
from  them.  Nevertheless,  confiding^  in  the  same  Divine  Providence,  which  had 
hitherto  blessed  iheir  pious  Endeavours  beyond  itidr  most  sanguine  Hopes,  for 
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Assistance  to  perform  that  Work,  which  was  now  found  necessary,  not  only  from 
the  Increase  of  the  Number  of  Patieivts,  but  the  Want  of  Conveniences,  which  no 
private  House  tn  the  City  could  furnish  them  with,  they  again  sought  for  a  suitable 
Spot  of  Ground  to  erect  an  Hospital  on  ;  and»  after  various  Enquiries  and  ConsuHa- 
tions^  had  the  Satisfaction  to  purchase,  on  moderate  Terms,  the  Lot  which  of  all  in 
or  near  the  City,  was  judged  tlie  most  proper  for  such  a  Desi^i :  It  is  bounded 
on  three  Streets,  the  south  front  396  Feet,  and  contains  between  three  ami  four 
Acres  of  Ground,  (Our  Proprietaries  are  Owners  of  near  one  Acre  on  the  North, 
which,  if  obtained,  will  compleat  the  Square,  and  the  Prospects  of  four  Fronts 
open  lo  so  many  Streets,  encompassing  the  whole  Piece  of  Land,  would  then  be 
secure. ) 

Ground  Oti  Septfmbcr  11,  1754,  the  owners^  who  had  demanded  ^600, 

purchased,  made  a  reduction  of  ^^ioO|  and  the  Managers  accordingly  purchased 
the  desired  lot  of  ground.  The  Fenns,  later »  (by  a  patent  dated 
November  10,  i /67),  donated  the  adjoining  strip  of  ground  on  Spruce 
Street,  which  gave  the  Hospital  the  entire  square  between  Spruce  and 
Fine  and  Eighth  and  Ninth  Streets,  the  area  of  the  square  included 
being  about  four  and  three-ienihs  acres.

This  purchase  being  made,  a  complete  plan  of  the  buildings  was 
directed  to  be  so  prepared,  that  a  part  might  be  erected,  which  could 
be  occupied  the  ensuing  season.  Samuel  Rhodes^  one  of  the  Man- 
agers, was  very  zealous  in  the  work  and,  after  consulting  the  f^hysicians 
in  regard  to  the  situation  of  the  cells  and  other  conveniences,  he 
presented  a  design  of  the  v^holc  building*  in  such  form,  that  one-third 


might  first  alone  be  erected  with  tolerable  syrametry  ;  and  containing, 
independently  of  the  other  parts,  all  accommodations  requisite  and 
suitable  for  the  present  purposes  and  needs. 

At  the  meeting  held  January  25,  1755,  this  plan  of  the  entire 
building  was  presented  and  discussed,  and  a  fair  draiij;ht  of  the  Eastern 
Wing  and  Ward,  with  an  estimation  of  its  cost^  was  directed  to  be 
made,  **  in  order  that  we  may  advertise  the  Contributors  of  the  design* 
and  obtain  their  assent  to  proceed  in  building  early  the  ensuing 
spring." 

The  Contributors  were  summoned  to  meet  January  10,  T755,  at 
the  Court  House,  ai  three  o*clock  in  the  afternoon,  **  to  consider  the 
plan  of  the  propi^sed  luiiiding  for  the  Hospital  and  an  Estimation  of 
the  Extjcnse  then  to  be  laid  before  them." 

On  March  roth,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Contributors,  at  the  Court  Plan  for 
House,  a  working?  plan  of  the  new  building  was  presented,  the  ^astWrng 
estimate  submitted  for  completing  one  wing  being  about  ihree 
thousand  Pounds.  After  due  consideration,  this  plan  and  estimate 
were  unanimously  a[>proved  and  the  Managers  *'  were  desired  to 
proceed  in  getting  the  said  eastern  imrt  built  with  what  expedition 
they  conveniently  can." 

Manager  Rhoads  was  appointed  to  supervise  the  work,  provide 
materiab,  amd  make  agreements  with  workmen,  etc.  A  building 
committee  was  appointed  to  advise  and  assist  therein,  as  occasion 
might  require.  The  Committee  carefully  husbanded  its  resources 
and  conscientiously  adopted  the  most  economical  methods  of  carrying 
on  the  work,  and  it  wa^  also  quite  successful  in  collecting  funds  for 
the  building-  By  soliciting  contributions  from  all  persons  engaged  EfSdent 
in  the  work,  they  secured  from  most  of  those  from  whom  materials  Busings 
were  purchased,  either  a  large  proportion  of  what  they  furnished,  or 
a  sulMantial  reduction  in  their  accounts.  Their  purchases  were  also 
distributed  among  the  dealers  so  as  to  interest  as  many  as  possible 
and  in  order  to  obtain  contributions  from  a  larger  number.  So 
diligent  were  they  in  their  applications,  that  scarcely  a  tradesman  was 
patronised,  or  even  a  workman  employed,  without  his  first  pledging 
a  donation  or  a  discount,  or  inducing  him  to  become  a  contributor. 
By  systematically  pursuing  methods  such  as  these  the  Managers  were 
successful  in  engaging  the  sympathy  and  supi>ort  of  almost  the 
entire  community  for  this  charitable  enterprise. 

The  approved  plan  of  the  new  building  is  seen  in  the  accom- 
panying illustration  on  the  preceding  page. 

In  the  complete  design  as  exhibited,  the  ground  plan  was  that 
of  a  centre  structure  of  sixty-two  feet  front,  its  roof  elevated  above 
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Centre

the  two  lateral  buildings,  (the  east  and  west  wingi),aud  projeclini^  be- 
Plan  of  yond  them  a  siufficient  distance  to  accommodate  a  balcony  intended  to 
lliispital  ^  placed  on  the  south  front  of  each  of  the  wards.  The  buildings 
fronted  south,  the  principal  entrance  with  a  flight  of  marble  steps, 
leading  to  a  double  door,  being  in  the  centre  of  the  administration 
building  facing  Pine  Street.  The  interior  arrangement  was  briefly  as 
fallows:  The  apartments  for  the  steward,  matron,  apothecary,  the 
offices,  parlor,  library,  drugshop,  and  a  hall  with  a  large  stair-case 
leading  to  the  upper  wards,  and  many  other  conveniences,  were 
l.»rovided  in  the  hmt  floor  of  the  three  storied  central  building.  In 
the  basement  was  a  large  kitchen,  steward's  dining-roonj,  aud  matron's 
room.  Directly  adjoining  this,  on  the  east  and  west,  were  two  wings, 
each  of  which  was  eighty  feet  front,  twenty-seven  feet  deep.  These 
also  had  three  stories,  but  with  lower  ceilings,  so  that  they  were  less 
high  than  the  administration  building,  which  was  made  still  more 
conspicuous  by  being  surmounted  by  a  tower  for  observation. 

In  the  first  story  or  ground  floor  of  each  lateral  wing  were  the 
cells  for  lunatics.  A  gallery  ran  the  whole  length  of  eighty  feet  down 
the  centre,  for  such  patients  as  could  be  trusted  to  walk  about.  There 
was  also  a  |jlace  for  bathing,  latrines,  etc.  The  second  story  was  the 
men's  ward  ;  it  had  four  open  firtf places,  and  was  also  supplied  with 
ventilators  to  carry  oflT  the  foul  air.  The  third  story  was  like  the 
>econd  but  intended  to  be  devoted  to  the  care  of  the  women  patients 
only.  The  upper  floor  or  garret  was  intended  for  servants.  It  was 
also  to  be  utilized  for  cases  needing  isolation  and  was  for  the  use  of 
either  sex. 

The  plan  also  provided  two  terminal  wings,  each  iwcniy-seven 
feet  wide,  and  extending  in  length,  north  and  south,  no  ft*et, 
built  at  a  right  angle  to  each  of  the  lateral  wards,  and  connected 
wnth   them,   as  will  be  seen   in   the   plan. 

In  the  middle  of  each  terminal  north  and  south  wing,  opposite 
the  wards,  there  was  a  hall  on  each  floor  twenty -eight  feet  square 
(including  a  stair-case).  The  roofs  projected  be\ond  the  other  wings 
sufficienUv  to  cover  their  cornices.  They  also  were  to  be  raised  one 
story  above  the  lateral  wards,  and  were  surmoimted  with  a  balustrade 
around  the  top,  and  a  cupola.  This  was  not  intended  merely  as 
ornament,  but  to  aiTord  a  sectire  and  convenient  way  out  in  cat^e  of  fire. 

The  whole  extent  of  the  building  from  east  to  west  was  276  feet. 
The  north  and  south  fronts  were  to  be  nearly  alike.  By  having 
the  terminal  wings  run  lengthwise  across  the  wards,  both  convenience 
and  looks  were  consulted,  and  it  was  hoped  that  "the  east  and 
west  fronts  will  make  an  agreeable  appearance/'

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The  object  of  building  the  cross  wings  at  me  ends  of  the  lateral 
wings  was  stated  as  follows  : 

Besides  the  additional  rooms  for  cells,  private  apartments  for  such  patients  as 
may  be  impnjper  to  be  received  into  the  great  wards,  these  wings  will  also  afford 
many  conveniencei*  for  the  fdmil>%  as  cellars,  store-rooms  for  provisions,  kitchens, 
laundry,  lodgings  for  servants,  etc. 

The  bnilding  usually  known  and  herein   described  as  the   East 
Wing  was  completed  at  a  total  expense  of  ^2,9 2 7,  14s.  3/4d. 

The  part  of  the  Hos|iital  buildings  first  erected  was  the  east  East  Wingr 
wing,  exactly  as  now  standing,  about  midway  between  Spruce  and  *^^*"Pl^^^' 
Pine  Streets,  facing  Eighth  Street.  On  the  2Sth  of  May,  1755,  the 
President,  Joshua  Crosby,  attended  by  all  the  Mana;4ers>  the  physicians, 
and  many  contributors,  by  previous  appointment,  marched  in  a  body 
from  ihe  Hospital  on  Market  Street,  accompanied  by  a  select  con- 
course of  citizens,  to  the  grounds,  where  a  large  crowd  had  assembled.

The  public  schools  of  the  city  had  been  dismissedtand  all  the  children 
of  an  age  suitable  to  recollect  the  fact  had  been  invited  to  attend  to 
witness  the  ceremony.  An  invitation  was  also  sent  to  John  Key,  the 
first  iudividuai  born  in  the  Colony  in  1682,  after  the  arrival  of 
VVilliam  Penn,  to  be  prt-sent  on  this  occasion.  He  accepted  the 
invitation  and  assisted  in  the  ceremonies. 

The  corner-stone  was  a  large  piece  of  while  marble,   which  was   Corner  Stone, 
deposited  with  due  formality  and  with  Masonic  rites,  in  the  southeast 
corner  of  the  foundation.     It  contains  the  following  inscription,  which 
had  been  written  by  Franklin  :

The  stone  has  survived  the  vicissitudes  of  the  weather  and  the 
above  inscriiilion  is  still  quite  legible. 

The  building  was  so  far  completed  that  the  roof  was  raised 
October  27,  1755;  and  the  rooms  were  directed  to  be  at  once  made 
ready  (or  use. 

The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Managers  to  inspect  the  Hospital 
was  held  on  De(eml>er  27th  of  the  same  year. 

The  HospitaK  litiure  the  building  of  the  East  Wing  was  completed, 
suflTered  a  serious  loss  in  the  death,  on  June  27,  17551  of  the  venerable 
President  Joshua  Crosby.  In  addition  to  his  many  other  benefac- 
tions, he  left  a  legacy  of  ^T^oo  towards  the  building  fund. 

On  June  30,  i75S»  Dr.  Franklin  was  unanimously  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board,  to  sticceed  Mr.  Crosby,  and  he  presided  at  the 
first  meeting  held  in  the  new  building. 

Early  in  1756,  the  building  was  sufficiently  finished  to  hold  the 
annual  meeting  under  its  roof;  accordingly,  on  May  6th,  the  meeting 
of  the  Contributors  was  first  held  in  the  new  Hospital,  and  since  that 
time  the  annual  meetings  have  been  regularly  held  in  the  same  place. 

The    Managers    met    for    organization     immediately    after    the

I'he  same  resolution  had  been  in  force  during  tbc  year,  as  is  seen 
in  the  extract  reproduced  from  the  minutes,  on  the  next  page.

The  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  beg  leave  to  testify  the  Share    Greeting  of 
they  take  in  the  general  Joy,  on  his  Accession  to  the  Governnie?it  of  this  Province.    Managers  to 
Through  the  Favour  of  the  Government,  the  Contributors  to  our  Hospital  were    Gov.  Denny, 
incorporated  by  Law,  and  vested  with  the  Powers  and  Privileges  necessary  for  the 
well  ordering  as  well  as  increasing  this  e.t tensive  Charity,     The  nistitntion  has  ever 
since  flourished,  and  we  have  the  great  Satisfaction  to  find,  that  our  Care  and 
diligent  Endeavors  to  relieve  the  Miseries,  and  heal  tfie  Diseases  of  the  Poor,  have 
been  blessed  whh  mm  h  Success ;   and  that  our  Power  of  doing  Good  is  by  the 
Benefactions  of  welldtsposed  Persons  daily  increasing.      While  tins  right  Use 
continues  to  be  made  of  the  Privileges  granted  us,  we  hope  our  Corporation  will 
be  favoured  with  the  n<jvernor's  Countenance  and  Protection ;  and  we  request 
he  would  accept  of  our  sincere  Wishes  for  his  Health,  Happiness  and  successful 
Administration.

I'o  which  the  Governor  replied  : 

Gtnilemen,  The  Satisfaction  you  are  pleased  to  express  on  my  Arrival^  lays 
me  under  particular  Oliligations ;  and  your  good  Wishes  deserve  my  hearty 
Thanks.  I  am  glad  I  find  so  generous  and  humnne  an  Institution  as  yours  is, 
managed  with  so  much  Prudence,  supported  by  Laws  and  encouraged  by  Public 
and  private  Benefactirms.  It  will  give  me  a  sincere  Pleasure,  to  contribute  all  the 
Means  in  my  Power  lo  carry  on  this  Charity  in  the  most  extensive  Manner. 
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The  Hospital  now  being  sull^ciently  adviikGid*  it  was  con- 
Removal  of  sidered  desirable  to  have  patit-nts  moved  to  their  ne*f  qtiarters  as  soon 
Patients.  ^  practicable,  although  the  building  was  stilt  far  from  linished.  This 
was  the  more  necessary,  since  the  Market  Street  house  had  by  this 
time  so  outgrown  its  capacity  that  the  demand  for  more  commodious 
cpjarters  had  become  imperative.  The  Managers  also  decided  to  have 
the  accounts  of  the  Ho,spitat  put  in  prober  shape  for  publication  and 
printed  and  circulated,  in  the  hope  of  gaining  new  contributors,  h 
was  deemed  advantageous  to  include  in  this  publication  an  abstract  of 
the  cases,  with  the  names  of  the  patients^  and  also  the  names  of 
several  contributors  added  since  the  last  publication  had  been  laid 
before  the  Assembly.  This  work  was  directed  to  be  done  by  the 
Monthly  Committee,  aided  by  Benjamin  Franklin  and  Daniel 
Roberdean.  Samuel  Rhoads  was  instructed  to  get  in  all  the  trades- 
men's bills  relating  to  the  new  Hospital,  in  order  that  the  Board  at 
its  next  meeting  might  audit  them  and  formnlate  a  general  account  of 
the  cost. 

On  December  17,  1756,  all  the  patients  were  removed  from  the 

Temporary  Hospital  on  Market  Street  to  the  new  building  at  Pine 

Street,  and  the  first  new^  patient  admitted  into  the  Hospital  was  on 

the  fulluwing  day.

The  Fresiduni  of  ihe  Board,  Beiiiamin  Frankliu,  lining  a|ipointed  Provincial 
Agent  to  England  and  is  about  to  sail  in  a  short  time,  he  is  requested  after  his 
UTrival  there,  to  use  his  interest  in  Soliciting  Donations  to  the  Hospital  whenever 
he  may  have  a  Prospect  of  Success  therein ^  and  Israel  Pemberton  and  Evan 
Morgan  are  desired  to  prepare  a  letter  to  Thomas  Hyam  and  Syivanus  Revan. 
desiring  their  Friendship  in  Assisting  our  President  in  any  occasion  he  may  have 
of  Promoting  the  Interest  of  the  Hospital. 

The  object  of  making  this  request  of  Franklin  was  evidently  to 
invest  him  with  official  authority  so  that  he  might  legally  solicit  sub- 
scriptions and  transact  any  other  financial  business  which  might  b€ 
prcsenied  for  consideration  ;  this  letter  to  Hyam  and  Bevan  serving 
as  credentials  and  as  a  power  of  attorney  in  any  emergency  requiring 
such  official  sanction  and  authorization. 

When  Franklin  sailed  on  his  first  mission  to  England,  in  1757, 
his  circle  of  correspondents,  both  business  and  scientific,  had  already 
become  widely  extended.  Among  his  European  friends  and  corre- 
spondents were  William  Strahan,  Lord  Karnes,  David  Hume,  Basker- 
ville  the  printer,  Galloway,  Bartram,  Dubourg,  Benezet,  Joseph 
Priesily,  and  nuny  others.  This  gave  him  a  large  held  of  acquaintance 
in  which  to  woik  in  advancing  ihe  interests  of  the  Hospital. 
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0»i  December  29,  1760,  a  letter  was  written  to  Franklin  for  sonic 
necessary  drugs  and  njedicines,  and  he  was  also  asked  '*  to  join  with 
some  others  of  our  fellow  citizens^  now  in  London,  in  soliciting  con- 
tributions on  behalf  of  ihe  Hospiial  from  several  merchants  who, 
ii*e  ajjprehend,  may  be  induced  to  encourage  the  progress  thereof/' 

Instructions  were  also  written  to  Franklin,  while  in  London,  to 
procure  a  specimen  iron  bedstead  such  as  are  commonly  used  in  the 
hospitals  in  England, 

Fraukbn^s  agency  and  mission  in  England  detained  him  lor  five 
years,  but  it  finally  came  to  a  successful  conclusion  and  he  returned  to 
Philadelphia  November  1,  1762. 

In   October,  1757,  a   Committee  of   the   Assembly   visited    the   Visit  of  Com-

As  the  money  originated  from  what  was  considered  such  ati 
objectionable  source,  the  matter  gave  rise  to  some  discussion  as  to  the 
proper  course  to  be  i>ursned,  the  Managers  feeling  in  doubt  as  to  the 
propriety  of  receiving  it  under  the  circumstances  ;  yet  nn willing  to 
deprive  the  Hosjutal  of  it.  I'he  difficulty  was  finally  hai>]iily  adjusted, 
the  Managers  escaping  from  their  dilemina  in  quite  an  original  and 
ingenious  manner,  without  sacrificing  the  interests  of  the  Hospital, 
as  the  following  minute  will  show  :

loth,  viz.  : 

*"THE  PENNSYLVANIA  HOSPITAL 

Was  founded  in  ihe  Year  1751,  by  an  Act  of  the  Assembly  of  this  Province,  by 
which  *  every  Perstm  contrtlititinK  Ten  Ponnds,  or  upwards,  towaids  fonnding 
the  said  Hospital,  is  quali^td  annually  to  Chot.ise  by  Ballot  twelve  Persons  of  their 
own  Number  to  be  the  Managers  of  the  said  Contributors,  &  one  other    Person  to 
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he  the  Treasurer  of  the  same,  who  are  enjoined  to  apply  the  annual  Income  or 
InU^rest  of  the  said  Cotilribuiion  towards  the  Entf  rtakimeiil  and  Cure  of  such 
Sick  and  distempered  Poor,  as  shalt,  from  time  to  time*  be  brought  or  placed  in 
the  Siiid  Hospital;  and  bave  no  Authority  givtii  tlieiii  to  refuse  any  Sums  of 
Money,  which  may  be  lawfully  contributed  thereto.' 

This  at'couni  of  the  founding  the  said  Mospital  and  of  the  Power  of  the 
Managers,  is  published  for  the  Information  of  such  Persons,  who  being  unac- 
quainted with  the  said  La\v%  may  apprehend  the  Power  of  the  Managers  to  be 
more  evtensive  than  it  is,  and  to  satisfy  such  that  they  are  not  authorized  to  direct 
the  Treasurer  to  refuse  the  Money  lately  raised  by  exhibiting  a  Stage  Play  near 
the  City,  which  was  done  without  the  Consent  of  the  said  Managers,  in  Conse- 
(juence  of  the  Injunction  of  the  late  Governor  Denny,  at  the  Time  he  granted 
Liberty  to  ilu-  Stage  Players  to  erect  the  Theatre  near  this  City. 

"  Published  by  Desire  of  the  Managers  of  the  said  Hospital/* 

The  Haliam  Theatrical  Company,  of  London,  which  gave  the 
benefit,  relifved  the  consclentioys  scru]>lcs  of  the  Managers  in  a 
delicate  and  graceful  manner,  by  placing  the  amoiiin  realized  at  the 
benefit,  ^'47,  2s  6df  in  Uie  hands  of  Governor  Denny,  **by  whose 
order  through  Kvan  Morgan  it  was  paid  to  ye  hospital." 

It  is  not  stirprising  that  the  Managers  were  loath  to  receive 
money  obtained  in  this  manner ;  since  the  condition  of  the  public 
mind,  at  the  time,  was  greatly  excited  against  all  of  the  kinds  of  public 
amusements  then  in  vogue,  and  especially  against  theatrical  perform- 
ances. Moreover,  the  Managers,  who  were  nearly  all  members  of  the 
Society  of  Friends,  had  themselves  joined  with  other  citizens,  not 
long  before,  in  a  [letition  for  an  injunction  against  the  erection  of  the 
theatre  on  Society  Hill. 

Notwithstanding  the  increased  accommodations  which  had  been 
provided  in  the  new  hospital,  it  was  soon  fotmd  that  the  overcrowded 
condition  again  caused  serious  embarrassment.  It  was  qtiite  difficult 
to  reject  many  worthy  applicants,  who  were  daily  presenting  themselves 
for  admission.  Precautions  were  taken  to  admit  only  those  requiring 
immediate  and  urgent  attention,  but  in  spite  of  everything  the  wards 
were  usually  crowded  to  their  utmost  capacity,  The  Managers  were 
also  obliged  to  give  serious  consideration  to  the  problem  as  to  the 
best  means  to  pursue  to  meet  the  increased  expense  and  the  expected 
dehciency,  as  it  seemed  impossible  to  lessen  the  number  of  patients. 
They  accordingly  in  their  emergency,  decided  to  make  another 
attempt  to  increase  the  capital.  This,  however,  they  knew  to  be  no 
easy  matter.  1'heir  predicament  is  clearly  indicated  in  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting  held  Jan.  29,  1759  : 

On  consideration  of  the  present  state  of  the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  it  is 
rcRolved  that  there  is  urgent  necessity  of  lessening  the  expense,  unless  we  can 
succeed  better  than  we  have  lately  in  our  endeavors  to  increase  the  capital 
stock 
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It  was  agreed  to  have  a  conference  with  the  Treasurer  and  Physi- 
cians to  devise  some  nieans  to  overcome  this  difficulty.  This  meeting 
was  to  have  taken  jilace  on  the  twelfth  of  second  month  (February), 
but  it  seems  that  the  subject  was  of  so  grave  and  imiwrtant  a  nature 
that  it  could  not  be  summarily  settled  ;  for  on  the  zd  of  February, 
J  7 59 1  J^  was  noted  : 

HAviiig  conf<;rred  on  the  subject  matter  and  no  definite  means  decided  upon^ 
the  Doctors  agreed  to  examine  and  considtT  the  methods  of  providing  for  several 
hospitals  in  England,  &c.,  and  when  prepared  lo  lay  a  plan  before  us  at  a  future 
meet  hi  g 

The  Managers  in  their  extremity  decided  to  make  another  apiieal   Assembly 
to  the  Assembly  for  aid  in  this  emergency.     An  address  was  accord- 
ingly prepared,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  present  it  to  the 
Speaker     It  read  as  follows: 

To  (he  Honourable  the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen 

of  the  province  of  Pettn^tvania^ 

in  general  Assembly  met. 

The  Address  of  the  Mattagers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital f—sheweth 

That  the  said  Hospital,  founded  about  eight  years  since,  with  the  approba- 
tion,  and  by  the  Assistance  of  the  Assembly,  halh  been  hitherto  supported  by  the 
Contribulions  of  private  Persons  and  by  divine  blessing  on  the  endeavours  of  the 
Physicians,  upwards  of  three  hundred  distressed  Persons  have  been  cur'd  of 
various  Disorders  of  body  and  Mind,  under  which  they  had  languished  ;  and 
many  other  have  been  considerably  rt-lieved,  and  thereby  restored  to  a  capacity 
of  being  serviceable  to  themselves  and  the  publick. 

That  the  two  thousand  Pomids  contributed  by  the  Assembly,  towards  the 
building,  being  long  since  expended,  we  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  apply- 
ing most  of  the  contributions  obtained  from  private  Persons  the  last  three  years 
towards  coniplcaltng  the  Work,  and  of  course  are  prevented  from  increasing  the 
Capital  Stock  ;  the  annual  interest  of  which  is  the  only  fund  we  have  yet 
received  for  the  support  of  the  institution. 

That  the  numlier  of  patients,  who  from  all  parts  of  the  province  apply  for 
admittance,  is  Uiitly  much  increased,  so  that  upwards  of  one  thousand  pounds  is 
expended  more  thiin  our  Capital  Stock  ;  and  as  the  benefits  received  by  our 
distressed  Fellow  Subjects  are  daily  more  known  and  considered,  the  prospect  of 
our  increaHing  Expences  exceeds  any  rational  exptrtalions  we  can  indulgei  of 
being  able  to  support  the  House,  according  lo  the  original  design,  without  some 
further  Assistance  from  the  publick. 

VV^e  therefore  recommend  the  present  State  of  the  Hospital  to  your  serious 
Consideration,  and  hope  the  same  benevolent  disposition  on  which  it  was  founded ^ 
will  still  be  manifested  by  the  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania,  to  prounjte  so  laudable 
an  Institution,  gradually  becoming  of  the  most  ejctensive  Service  to  this  part  of 
the  King's  Dominion**. 

The  Conimiitee  having  duly  transmitted  the  [ia|jer  and  accounts 
to  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  reported,  April  30,  1759,  that  they 
had  performed  the  service  assigned  and  that  he  had  promised  to 
bring  the  same  before  the  House  of  Assembly. 
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The  Managers  waited  for  several  months  for  some  notice  of  their 
appeal,  but  without  success.  No  action  having  been  taken  by  the 
Assembly,  it  was  decided  to  politely  remind  this  body  of  ihe  pressing 
needs  of  the  hospital  by  adding  to  the  documents  the  accounts  of  the 
last  year  past  (1758-59),  for  submission. 

Biffore  the  House  of  Assembly  now  sitting,  and  to  notify  them  that  we  shauld 
be  ready  to  aitend  such  Committee  as  ihey  m;iy  appoint  to  visit  the  Hospital, 
inspect  the  Management  and  Stiite  thereof,  also  to  remind  them  of  the  present 
Necessities  to  which  we  are  subject  for  supporting  the  Institution  which  we  hope 
they  will  take  under  Consideralion  and  jgranl  that  Assistance  and  Relief 
requested  in  our  Address  presented  at  their  last  Sitting^  in  Order  lo  promote  the 
progress  of  a  W'vric  which  hath  been  found  to  be  of  so  gretat  Benefit  to  the  Di$> 
trefiscd  and  Indigent. 

The  address  and  other  papers  were  finally  laid  before  the  Assenw 
bly  on  June  25,  1759, 

The  needs  of  the  Hospital  were  now  very  pressing,  money  wa<i 
scarce  and  commanded  a  high  rate  of  interest,  and  as  yet  no  sign  t*f 
relief  appeared  from  the  Assembly.  The  legislative  machinery,  at  all 
times  [Kjnderous  and  slow,  was  at  that  time  engrossed  with  novel  and 
complex  political  problems;  which  with  other  matters,  entirely  over- 
shadowed the  appeal  from  the  Hospital,  which  was  accordingly 
temporarily  set  aside.  Franklin's  influence  and  prestige  were  sadly 
missed  ;  his  experience  and  energy  were  no  longer  available  in  behalf 
of  the  Hospitars  interests  in  the  Assembly,  which  he  had  so  often 
wielded  to  great  advantage — the  philosopher,  statesman  and  wise 
counsellor  was  now  in  London.  No  one  seemed  to  possess  the  neces- 
sary ability  or  interest  to  press  the  measure  to  a  successful  issue.  The 
retjuiremenis  of  the  Hospital  were  urgent,  every-day  wants  were  to  be 
met,  bills  to  be  settled,  borrowing  afforded  but  temporary  relief,  and 
only  involved  future  expense  in  the  [)ayment  of  interest  charges. 

In  order  to  emphasize  the  urgency  of  their  predicament  to  the 
people  and  Assembly,  adopting  Franklin's  tactics^  the  Managers  had 
recourse  to  the  public  prints,  as  appears  from  the  following  comrauni- 
catiou  in  *' The  Pennsylvania  Gazette,"  of  July  12,  1759^^  with  an 
Abstract  of  Records  and  Accounts  and  the  following  remarks : 

From  this  View  of  the  State  of  the  Accounts,  and  by  comparing  the  Abstract 
of  the  Cases  with  those  formerly  published,  the  Publick  may  obser\'e  the  great 
annual  increase  of  ihe  Number  of  Patients,  and  consequently  uf  the  Benefits  of 
the  Inslilution  ;  which  Consideralf<»n,  together  with  that  of  the  Additional  Conve- 
niences for  their  Reception  and  Accommodation,  which  have  been  attended  with 
considerable  Labour,  and  unavoidable  Expence  must  undoubtedly  afford  an 
equal  Degree  of  Satisfaction  lo  those  who  are  already  Benefactors  to  this  Chanty  ; 
and  we  hope,  will  render  an  Apology  utitiecessary  lo  others,  who  have  hitherto

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neglected  or  deferred  entering  Lhe  List  ot  SubBcribers,  for  a  Repetition  of  <)iir 
Request  for  their  Assistance  in  so  commendable  a  Work  ;  and  it  being  impractica- 
ble to  make  a  perswmsil  Applicatkin  toall  such,  especmlly  to  Uiose  who  live  at  a 
Distance,  it  is  to  be  hoped  no  OtTence  will  be  taken,  to  the  Prejudice  of  the  Charity; 
but  that  ai]  who  are  disposed  to  cnntrihute,  will  pay  their  Subscriptions  (or  enter 
their  intended  Benefactions!  to  the  Treasurer,  or  either  of  the  Man-igers,  as  here- 
tofore notified ,  If  notwithstanding  what  lias  been  frequently  urged  in  Favour  of 
this  Institution,  such  who  are  sensible  of  the  unrlcniable  Advantages  of  an 
Hospital,  do  yet  withhold  their  Bounty,  on  a  Supposition  of  I  lie  small  Benefit  which 
their  Neighbonrluwd  is  to  receive  from  it,  they  will  please  to  consider,  That  they 
can  never  hope  to  do  any  Service  for  their  own  Poor,  till  they  have  made  it  more 
practicable  to  do  so,  by  the  Assistance  they  lend  those  who  are  already  engaged  in 
it ;  which  h  the  only  probable  Means  of  bringing  the  Charity  nearer  to  themselves, 
and  therefore  it  is  much  to  be  wished,  that  if  they  have  it  not  in  their  Power 
to  begin  this  Chasrity  at  home,  they  would  hegin  it  in  a  Place  where  it  can  be  well 
attended  Ijy  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and  where  it  is  nece^^ianly  formed  on  so 
large  a  Bottom,  as  to  require  more  Help  than  can  be  had  from  those  only  who  are 
at  Hrtnd,  many  of  whom  have  not  more  interested  Reasons  for  their  liounty^  than 
if  they  lived  in  a  distant  Country  ;  their  Motives  being  to  promote  a  Spirit  of 
Goodness  and  Humanity,  which  may  extend  itself  on  every  Side,  by  administtr- 
ing  the  most  etTeciual  Relief  to  all  deserving  Objects,  without  considering  Irom 
w*hence  they  come.^They  are  encouraged  to  do  it,  by  the  great  success  which 
hath  attended  this  good  Work  in  every  other  Place  ;  the  morab  religious,  and 
civil  Renetitsof  which^  being  visible,  certain,  and  lasting,  do  immediately  tend  to 
the  Honour  of  the  Christian  Religion,  and  the  Happiness  of  Mankind. 

The  Contributions  which  have  been  generously  made  this  Year,  have  enabled 
the  Managers  to  proceed  in  compleating  some  necessary  Conveniences,  which 
were  Immediately  wanted,  and  lo  receive  and  entertain  a  much  birger  Number  of 
Patients  in  the  House,  than  their  Stock  would  permit  before  ;  and  if  the  Spirit 
of  Charity  towards  this  Institution  contmueSt  vvith  equal  Warmth  hercaflcr,  it  will 
soon  !*ecome  more  extensively  useful.  To  give  it  its  proper  Wt-fght  with  the 
Publick,  let  il  hv  considered,  that  in  a  City  of  large  Trade,  mniiy  fjix»r  People 
must  be  employed  in  carrying  on  a  Commerce,  which  subjects  them  to  frequent 
terrible  Accidents.  That  in  a  Country,  where  great  Numbers  of  indigent 
Foreigners  have  been  but  lately  imported,  and  where  the  common  Distresses  of 
Poverty  have  been  much  increased,  by  a  most  savage  and  bloody  War,  there 
must  be  many  Pr»or,  Sick,  and  Mainiefl,  That  ]ioor  PeopK-  are  maintained  by  their 
Labour,  and,  iftliey  cannot  labour,  they  cannot  live,  without  the  Help  of  the  more 
Fortunate.  We  ail  know,  manv  Mouths  are  fed^  many  Bodies  cloathed,  by  one 
poor  Man's  Industry  and  Diligence  ;  should  any  Distemper  seize  and  afflict  this 
Person;  should  any  sudden  Hurt  happen  to  him,  which  should  render  him 
incapable  lo  follow  the  Business  of  his  railing,  unfit  him  lo  work,,  d'sable  him  to 
labuur  but  for  a  little  timer  or  should  his  Duty  lo  his  aged  and  diseased  Parents, 
or  his  fatherly  Tenderness  or  an  aflHicled  Child,  engross  his  Atttnli*m  and  Care, 
How  great  must  be  the  Calamity  of  sucii  a  Family !  How  pressing  their  Wants  ! 
How  moving  their  Distresses!  And  how  much  does  il  behoove  the  Community  to 
take  them  immediately  under  their  Guardianship,  and  have  the  Causes  of  their 
Misfortunes  as  speedily  remedied  as  possible!  Experience  shews,  this  v^ill  be 
more  etTectually  and  frugally  done  in  a  publick  Hospital,  than  by  any  other 
method  whatever. 

Can  anything  in  this  checkered  World,  afford  more  real  and  lasting  Satis- 
tion  to  humane  Minds,  than  the  Reflection  of  having  made  such  4  social  Use  of

tlje  Pftvours  t»f  Providence,  as  renders  them,  in  some  Measure,  Instruments  which 
open  a  Door  of  Ease  and  Comfort  to  such  as  are  bowed  down  %vith  Poverty 
and  Sickness;  and  which  may  be  a  Means  of  mcreiising  the  Number  of  Peo- 
ple, and  preserving  many  useful  Members  to  the  Publick  from  Ruin  and 
Distress  ? 

That  tills  is  a  Salisfaction  which  the  Contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
have  a  just  claim  to,  all  ma)- be  assured,  by  visiling  the  House^  examining  the 
Patit-nts,  and  considering  the  extraordinary  Cases  which  are  thtre  received,  and 
hapf>ily  treated  ;  among  which,  it  is  hoped,  they  will  find  sufficient  Instances  to 
convince  them,  that  every  Individual,  in  this  and  the  adjacent  Provinces^  are 
interested  in  tlie  Prosperity  of  this  charitable  Institution  :  and  induce  them  to 
consider,  that  "  Riches  make  themselves  VVingSt  and  flee  away  ;  but  blessed  is  he 
that  considereth  the  Weak,  Sick,  and  needy,  the  Lord  will  deliver  him  in  Time  of 
trouble/'     And  that  it  is  better  to  give  Alms,  than  lay  up  Gold. 

Notwithstanding  the  efforts  made  to  advance  the  cause  of  the 
Hospital  before  the  Assembly  and  in  the  minds  of  the  public,  the 
appeal  remained  without  apjiarent  result. 

These  means  proving  fruitless,  the  Managers'  hopes  turned  again 
to  ihe  pul>lic,  and  they  determined  to  develop  their  own  resources,  in 
which  they  were  more  successful.  They  issued  prints  or  pictures  of 
the  Hospital,  and  also  a  second  *' small  quarto*'  edition,  similar  to 
the  one  published  in  1754.  It  was  called  a  **  Continuation  of  the 
Account  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital ;  (rom  the  first  of  May,  1754, 
to  the  fifth  of  May,  1761.'*  This  literary  task  was  yierformed  satis- 
factorily by  a  Committee  on  Publication,  of  which  Samuel  Rhoads 
was  chairman. 

The  essay  which  was  presented  to  the  Managers  and  approved  by 
ihem,  contains  the  following  appeal  : 

The  Experience  of  above  Nine  Years,  has  j^lven  undeniable  Proofs  of  the  neces- 
sity and  Usefulness  of  this  laudable  Institution  ;  and,  it  is  hoped,  the  Penisal  of 
the  foregoing  Account,  with  whtil  has  been  heretofore  pubhshed,  will  afford  pleas- 
iiig  Retiections  to  the  bcneficient  Contributors,  by  wJiose  generous  Assistance  and 
Encouragement,  it  has  gradually  arrived  to  its  present  Situation,  capable  of 
extending  Relief  to  the  Disitresses  of  many  miserable  Objects,  depressed  by 
Poverty  and  Disease,  and  the  Managers  have  the  Satisfaction  to  observe  its 
Reputatirm  daily  to  increase,  by  the  frequent  Applications  for  the  Admission  of 
Patients  from  various  Parts  of  this  and  the  Neighbouring:  Provinces,  which  they 
flatter  themselves  they  shall  still  be  enabled  to  continue  and  enlarge,  by  the 
future  Benefactions  of  many  charitable  Persons  from  distant  Places,  as  well  as 
those  of  our  own  Conntry,  who  have  yet  delayed  contribnting,  the  affluent 
Circumstances  of  many  of  whom  will  easily  admit  of  their  Impartrng  a  Share  of 
the  Blessings  they  enjoy,  for  the  Bene  lit  of  such,  whose  Tndigence  and  Miseries 
claim  the  Attention  of  every  compassitmate  Heart. 

It  would  be  a  Neglect  of  that  Justice  which  is  due  to  the  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  this  Hospital,  not  to  acknowledge,  that  their  Care  and  Skill,  and 
their  punctual  and  regular  Attendance,  under  the  Divine  Blessing,  had  been  a 
principal  Means  of  advancing  bis  Charity  to  the  Nourishing  State  in  which  we 
have  DOW  the  Pleasure  to  view  it. 
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In  1765,  Signers  of  the  Bills  of  Credit  donated  fees  amounting 
to  ^601,  3j,  drt';  this  sum  was  afterwards  increased. 

The  House  of  Representatives  of  this  Province,  having  for  divers  Years  past 
voted  considerable  Sums  of  Money  for  the  services  of  the  Goveniment,  which 
have  been  issued  in  Paper  BiUs  of  Credit,  several  of  the  Inhahitants  of  Philadel- 
phia, already  Contributors,  and  some  others,  concurring  in  a  Desire  for  the  Pros- 
perily  of  this  Hospital,  voluntarily  ofiTered  to  be  nominated  Signers  of  tlie  same, 
and  generously  bestowed  the  Wages,  usually  allowed  for  such  Service,  for  pro- 
moling  the  good  Purposes  thereof,  whereby  the  total  Sum  of  One  Thousand  Ei^hi 
Hundred  Thirty  Eight  Pounds  Seventeen  Shillings  and  Sixpence  has  been  added 
to  the  Contributions,  and  proved  a  very  seasonable  Assistance,^ 

Great  hopes  centered  in  the  accounts  of  the  work  of  tlie  Hospital 
which  were  now  to  go  forth  and  eloquently  [ilead  its  cause,  The  prin- 
cipal objective  point  was  the  Assembly,  which  had  so  long  neglected 
and  overlooked  the  im|K)rtant  work  which  was  done  by  the  Hospital  for 
the  poor,  lunatics,  and  the  destitute  suffering  sick  of  the  Province. 
The  Managers  again  approached  the  Speaker,  armed  with  their  pathetic 
appeal,  with  the  request  that  he  read  it  and  then  leave  the  matter  with 
his  conscience  to  dictate  the  course  to  pursue.  Their  trust,  very 
happily,  was  not  misplaced. 

One  of  the  Books  lately  published  containing  a  Narrative  of  the  Management 
of  the  Hospital  for  the  last  Seven  Years  includinf  the  Account  of  the  last  Year 
an  Abstract  of  the  Patients  and  a  List  of  the  C««ntribulors  having  been  delivered 
to  the  Speaker  and  by  him  on  Sept.  9th,  1761^  communicated  to  the  House  of 
Representatives,  William  Allen,  the  Chief  Justice  and  most  of  the  Members  of 
the  Assembly  visited  this  Hospital  and  after  viewing  the  Patients  and  inspecting 
the  Institution  were  pleased  to  express  themselves  much  satisfied  to  observe  the 
Decency  and  Economy  of  the  House  and  that  the  good  Purposes  of  the  Charity 
were  so  carefully  attended  to. 

The  results  of  this  visit  were  favorable,  Inasmuch  as  on  May  17, 
1762,  the  Board  w^as  notified  that : 

The  Provincial  Assembly  had  granted  the  Sum  of  Three  Thousand  Pounds  to 
the  Corporation  of  Contributors  to  be  applied  towards  paying  off  the  Balance  due 
to  the  Capital  Stock  and  for  such  other  Purposes  as  the  Managers  may  direct. 

Accordingly  on  June  2,  1762,  an  order  was  drawn  on  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Loan  Office  of  the  Province  for  ^5,000,  payable  to  the 
Treasurer,  l>eing  the  sum  above  mentioned,  which  was  to  be  applied 
by  the  Managers  in  replacing  the  several  sums  borrowed  from  the 
Capital  Stock.     It  is  seen  that  no  time  was  lost  bv  the  Managers  after

*A  bill  Ibr  renHdng  imd  ccniiinulng  the  currency  of  the  bilk  of  credit  of  the  province  and  for 
ttHktng  a  further  wiim,  wa*  kid  before  the  Kaiise  on  February  irlh,  1754,  by  twciiiy-»even  citircoji 
and  three  Memben  of  the  Hou»e»  who  offered  toiign  the  »aid  money,  upon  the  &aine  lerma  a*  bad 
been  previouily  m^tde  far  ibis  service,  and  ihetr  names  were  accordingly  inserted  m  tbc  bill,  with  the 
expressed  intention  of  donating  the  money  thus  ennied  to  the  Penii»ylvania  Ho^pttai,  but  nothing 
wu  tben  obtaiiied  by  this  proposal  for  the  |-|o«pital,  for  this  h^tl  fa.iled  to  become  a  law» 
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they  were  apprized  of  the  money  having  been  approjiriated  by  the 
Assembly,  in  obtaining  possession  of  the  much  needed  assistance,  and 
replacing  the  sums  ihey  had  been  forced  to  borrow  from  the  Capital. 
The  yearly  accounts,  which  it  was  necessary  to  present  to  the  Assembly, 
had  to  show  that  the  original  capflai  remained  intact,  otherwise  the 
very  existence  of  the  Hospital  might  be  jeopardized,  and  its  future 
usefulness  certainly  cunailed* 

On  January  25,  1762,  the  Directors  of  the  Philadelphia  Contii- 
butionship  for  Insurance  of  houses  from  loss  by  fire  notified  the 
Managers  that  they  had  agreed  to  sign  a  policy  of  insurance  in  three 
parts  to  the  amount  of  ^£"1500  on  the  building,  and  that  a  return  of 
survey  had  been  made.  This  liberal  and  considerate  offer  was  gratefully 
accepted  by  the  Managers,  and  the  insurance, '  although  changed  on 
two  occasions,  in  1822  and  1850,  still  remains  in  force,  though 
increased  in  amount- 

A  meeting  of  the  Managers  was  held  August  2.  1762,  at  the 
**  Coffee  House'*  to  execute  a  power  of  attorney  to  James  Tilghman, 
to  enable  him  to  collect  James  Brown's  legacy.  These  outside 
meetings  seem  to  have  been  held  at  various  places ;  another  one  is 
found  mentioned,  November  8,  1762,  as  being  held  in  the  Warden's 
room  at  the  Court  House,  where  they  were  informed  by  Dr.  William 
Shippen,  Jr.,  lately  arrived  from  London,  that  several  cases  con- 
taining anatomical  drawings,  etc.,  sent  by  Dr.  John  Fothergill,  had 
reached  this  port.     This  was  the  nucleus  of  the  future  Museum. 

At  a  meeting  held  Noveml>er  8,  1763,  it  W3S  agreed  to  address 
John  Penn,  Esq,  (one  of  the  proprietors,  and  the  son  of  Richard, 
and  grandson  of  Williara  Penn),  lately  arrived  (October  30,  1763), 
from  London,  who  had  lately  come  to  preside  as  tJoverncir  of  this 
Province.

The  Powers  &  Privileges  granted 
by  Law  to  the  Cor|>oralion  of  Contributor*  being  Tjund  useful  St.  necessary  1^ 
having  received  the  Countenance  &  incouragement  of  the  Governor's  Prede- 
cessors we  confide  that  prudent  and  proper  Exercise  thereof  will  recommend 
this  laudable  Institution  to  his  Protection  &  Favour,  Our  sincere  Wishes  attend 
the  Governor  that  his  Administration  may  be  Conducted  to  his  own  Satisfaction 
and  the  Happiness  of  the  Province.

On  November  29,  it  is  recorded  that: 

The  Treasurer  Sl  all  the  Managers  attended  at  the  Coffee  House  on  the  15th 
Inst,  and  from  thence  proceeded  to  the  Governor's,  &  after  reading  the  Address 
Delivered  it  &  received  from  him  the  following  Answer: 

Gentlemen :  I  heartily  thank  you  for  your  Address  it  gives  me  a  particular 
Pleasure  to  find  that  the  Charitable  8c  well  founded  Hospital  in  this  Province  has 
Received  such  General  Encouragement  and  that  by  the  Prudent  Care  of  its 
Physicians  &  Managers  it  has  become  so  very  extensive  a  Charity  and  be  Assured 
that  the  Duties  of  Humanity  will  ever  incline  me  to  give  all  the  Countenance  in 
my  Power  to  so  good  an  Institution. 

No  '* benefaction  "  followed  this  exchange  of  cotirtesies^  until 
178^,  when  the  name  of  John  Pennj  Jr.,  appears  on  the  list  of 
contributors. 

Gov.  Penn  was  received  by  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia  with 
great  demonstrations  of  respect,  and  many  entertainments  were  given 
in  his  honor. 

An  address  was  prepared  and  sent  to  the  proprietors  acknowledg- 
ing the  grant  of  forty  pounds  [ler  annum  and  gift  of  the  lot  next 
adjoining  the  Hospital  proj>erty  on  the  north,  of  which  they  had  been 
informed  by  the  Receiver  General,  the  year  before.  This  document 
was  signed  at  a  meeting  held  December  29,  1763;  and  at  the  same 
lime  a  fetter  was  written  to  William  Allen,  then  in  London,  retjuesl- 
ing  him  **  to  present  our  Address  to  the  Proprietaries/'  The  person 
to  whom  these  letters  were  confided  instead  of  going  to  London,  it 
was  afterwards  discovered ^  had  sailed  for  the  West  Indies,  and  not 
until  August  27,  1764,  did  the  Managers  learn  of  the  miscarriage  of 
their  commimications ;  these  having  been  sent  to  William  Allen, 
who  was  then  in  Philadelphia,  together  w^ith  an  explanati^ry  note 
staling  the  cause  of  the  delay.  At  the  last  mentioned  date,  the  package 
was  returned,  "very  much  defaced,"  which  necessitated  the  re-copy- 
ing of  both  documents.

Immediately  after  receiiing  this  a^eeable  intelligence  We  determined  to 
make  our  Acknowledgments  of  your  Bounty  in  thus  enciiuraging  this  Institution, 
the  Benefits  of  which,  by  the  blessing  of  Divine  Providence,  are  become  very  evi- 
dent Sc  extensive  both  to  the  People  of  your  pim-ince  5c  of  the  Neighbonng  Colonies. 

With  the  number  of  People  in  these  Provinces,  the  Patients  in  this  Hospital 
have  constantly  increased  to  that  the  Expences  of  Providing  for  them  &:  of  Com- 
pleating  that  part  of  the  Building  which  is  erected,  have  Annually  greatly 
Exceeded  the  Income  of  our  Capital  Stock  altho^  the  same  good  Disposition 
continues  in  the  People  of  this  City  in  particular  h,  of  some  in  other  parts  of  the 
Province  which  enabled  us  to  begin  the  Work,  &  Considerable  sums  have  been 
Yearly  added  to  the  Stock  by  their  private  Benefactions.  Some  generous 
Donations  hare  also  been  made  from  Cxreat  Britain  &  from  some  of  the  Adjacent 
Provinces  and  the  West  India  Islands.  Yet  the  whole  being  insufficient  the  sum 
of  Three  thousand  pounds  was  by  the  favour  of  the  Governor  &  Assembly  of 
your  Province  last  year  Added  to  their  former  Grant,  part  of  which  hath  been 
applied  to  Discharge  the  DeHdency  <3f  our  former  Funds  &  the  Remainder  to 
the  Increase  of  our  Capital,  which  is  stilt  too  small  to  Answer  the  Pressing  Cries 
we  hear,  of  many  who  stand  in  need  of  such  an  Institution. 

There  have  been  constantly  upwards  of  One  hundred  f^tients«  in  tlte  House 
for  some  time  past  &  the  present  Circumstances  of  the  Province  evince  to  us,  who 
are  Acquainted  with  the  Numbers  of  distressed  Objects  who  daily  apply  for  help^ 
that  both  Charity  &  Good  Policy  demand  the  exertion  of  eur  Endeavours,  to 
Restore  them  to  a  Capacity  of  becoming  usefull  Members  of  Society.  This  Con- 
sideration wilt  engage  us^  as  soon  as  we  dare  Attempt  it,  to  Enlarge  the  Buildings, 
&  other  Conveniences  for  the  reception  of  such^  &  we  shall  the  sooner  Adventure 
on  the  undertaking  as,  from  the  Diligent  Attention  of  the  Physicians  &  all  others. 
Concerned  in  the  Care  of  this  Charity  and  the  Harmony  9e.  Concord  which  hath 
subsisted  among  us,  we  have  the  pleasing  prospect  of  the  Continuance  of  that 
good  success,  we  have  hitherto  had  and  our  Hope  is  Excited  that  as  this  Infirmary 
is  the  first,  it  will  be  the  most  Extensive  in  Benefits  to  the  King's  subjects  in  his 
American  Dominions. 

The  information  given  us  of  your  Intentions  of  soon  ordering  a  Patent  to  t>e 
granted  us  for  the  Lott«  Occasioned  our  deferring  this  acknowledgement  of  your 
Benevolence  being  desirous  with  it  of  Informir^  you  that  this  part  of  your  kind 
purpose  was  Compleated,  We  begg  your  fi^vourable  excuse  of  this  Delay  &  assure 
you  we  are  with  much  respect  and  Gratitude

Proprietaries  On  April   29th,  1765,  a  letter  ii^as  received  from  Thomas  and 

issue  Psitent,     Richard  Penn,  directing  that  a  patent  should  be  issued  by  the  Governor 

to  the  Contributors  for  the  lot  lying  immediately  north  of  the  Society 
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lot  on  which  the  Hospital  was  erected.  The  warrant  for  a  survey 
from  Gov.  Penn,  dated  Sept,  12th,  1765,  was  read  at  a  meeting  held 
the  2Sth  of  the  same  month.  The  Patent  for  the  lot  was  eventually 
delivered  in  the  latter  part  of  1767,  some  three  years  after  receiving 
notice  of  its  having  been  contributed  ;  acknowledgment  of  which  is 
made  in  the  following  letter :

The  Managers  and  Treasurer  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospitalp  with  much 
Respect  and  tiratitude,  acknowledge  your  Benevolence,  in  your  generous 
Donations  for  the  Supfiort  and  Advamcement  of  the  InstituLioti  under  our  Care, 

Your  annual  Contribution  of  Forty  Pounds,  was  in  the  year  i;62,  and  hath 
ever  since  been,  regularly  paid  by  your  Receiver  General. 

The  Patent  was  deliv'd  us  at  our  Meet*g  last  month  for  the  Lot  you  were 
pleased  to  grant  ;  by  which  the  Hospital  is  agreeably  acconiinodiited,  and  its 
Situation  now  secured  from  future  Interruptions  of  the  Room  and  Air  from  any 
part  of  that  Square  on  which  it  is  built. 

The  approbation  of  our  Conduct^  you  have  manifested  by  those  valuable 
Donations  will  incite  us  to  pursue  every  measure  in  our  Power  lo  render  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  the  Object  of  your  continued  Favor  and  Regard  ;  and 
confiding  therein,  wc  beg  leave  to  la)"  before  you  the  State  ot^  the  Hospital  and  of 
its  Funds^in  the  three  last  annual  Settlements  of  the  Accounts,  and  of  the  Returns 
of  the  number  of  Patients  admitted  and  discharged.  On  comparing  these  with 
our  small  beginning,  a  few  years  since,  we  have  just  Cause,  with  reverent  Thank- 
fulness, to  acknowledge,  that,  the  Divine  Blessing  hath  been  conferred  on  the 
Endeavours  of  those  concerned  in  its  Foundation,  Establishment  and  Support, 

The  Physicians  continue  to  attend  gratis  with  great  Care  and  Diligence,  and 
besides  the  Service  immediately  aflbrded  to  the  annual  increasing  number  of 
Patients,  I here*s  a  Prospect  of  contributing  towards  the  Establishing  a  Medical 
School  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Youth  of  this  and  the  adjacent  Provinces;  and 
thereby  rendering  the  regular  Study  and  Practice  of  Physic  and  Surgery  attain- 
able by  many  whose  Circumstances  will  not  permit  them  to  pursue  it  at  the  great 
Expence  of  a  Foreign  Education. 

The  annual  Expences  of  the  Hospital  have  hitherto  exceeded  the  Income  of 
our  Funds  with  the  additional  Contributions  we  have  received  ;  but  from  the 
Useful  Foundation  lately  provided  by  the  Legislature  for  the  Employment  of  the 
Poor  we  hope  to  receive  some  Relief,  as,  by  a  mutual  friendly  Concurrence  of  the 
Trustees  of  both  Institutions,  many  of  the  Poor  who  are  in  want  of  Medi- 
cines and  Assistance  from  the  Hospital  may  during  their  Continuance  under  our 
Care,,  be  exercised  in  some  Employment  to  Lessen  the  Expence;  and  render 
them  afterwards  n)ore  useful,  both  lo  themselves  and  the  Public, 

Whatever  we  can  do  for  the  advancement  of  these  good  Purposes,  and  in  the 
Discharge  of  the  Trust  committed  to  us,  for  the  general  Interest  of  your  Province, 
and  thereby  manifesting  our  Desire  of  the  continued  Patronage  of  our  Proprie- 
taries, shall  be  cheerfully  attended  lo  by  us,

On  January  9th,  1766,  a  Committer  of  the  Assembly  visited   the 
Hospital,  inspected  the  several  wards  and  reported  that  they  were 
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At  a  meeting  held  at  the   "  Conestoga  Waggon/'   October  28, 
1771,  the  Managers  decided  to  congratulate  Richard  Penn,  Esq,,  on 
hi!>  arrival  and  accession  to  the  government  of  the  province,  as  they 
had  his  predecessors:

The  Address  of  the  Managers  and  Treasurer  of  the  Pennsylvania  HospilaL 
Afav  it  pleast-  the  Got'ernor, 

To  accept  our  sincere  and  heany  Congratulatians  on  his  safe  return  and 
Accession  to  the  Govtrnment  of  this  Province.  Tlie  Blessing  of  Divhie  Provi- 
dence, the  Bounty  of  the  Hon.  Proprietaries,  with  the  countenance  and  Aid  of  the 
Legislature  of  this  Province  and  the  Generous  Contributions  of  our  Fellow 
Citizens  and  others,  have  rendered  our  Endeavours,  assisted  by  the  benevolent 
Care  of  the  Physicians  of  this  Hospital  more  extensively  successful  than  in  the 
first  Founding  of  it,  we  had  reason  to  e^pecL  A  faithful  discharge  of  the  Trust 
committed  to  us  in  order  to  continue  and  still  to  extend  the  benefits  of  this 
Laudable  Institution  for  the  relief  of  the  Sick  and  distressed  Poor  will  we  hope 
recommend  it  to  the  Patronaia^e  and  Fiivor  of  the  Governor  who  we  confide  will 
protect  our  Corporation  in  those  necessary  and  useful  Powers  and  Privileges 
granted  by  Charter  and  the  Laws  of  the  Province  We  wish  the  Governor  all  the 
Satisfaction  and  Pleasure  which  result  from  a  Wise  and  Equal  Administration* 
and  front  a  benevolent  Inclination  to  promote  every  Charitable  design  for  the 
present  and  future  Happiness  of  the  People. 

To  which  Governor  Penn  very  graciously  responded : 

Gentlcmftt,  I  accept  with  pleasure  your  Congratulations  upon  my  access! on 
to  the  Government  of  this  Province,  and  I  heartily  thank  you  for  your  kind 
wishes.  I  am  happy  to  find  that  the  Bounty  of  the  Pmprietaries  has  concurred 
with  other  favourable  Circunistancci^  to  render  the  Charitable  and  benevolent 
Institution  at  present  under  your  prudent  Management  of  such  extensive  Utility, 
An  Insiituti>in  founded  upon  the  first  principles  of  Humanity,  cannot  but  recom- 
mend itself  to  Favor  and  Protection.  And  the  Managers  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hosfutal  may  rest  assured  that  the  privileges  wliich  this  Charity 
lerives  from  hs  Charter  and  the  Laws  of  the  Province  shall  want  no  support 
"^which  I  am  able  to  give. 

On  October  26»  1772,  there  not  being  a  sufficient  numljer  present 
to  hold  a  meeting,  it  was  decided  to  meet  the  28th  inst.,  at  6  o'clock^ 
at  the  *^  Committee  Room  adjoining  Friends'  Meeting  House  in 
Fourth  Street,"  Another  meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a 
letter  to  the  correspondents  in  Europe,  was  held  at  the  house  of 
Thomas  Mifflin. 

About  this  time,  the  Managers  began  drawing  bills  of  exchange 
on  their  agents  in  London,  for  money  which  was  then  becoming  due 
from  the  Pennsylvania  Land  Company's  unclaimed  shares  voted  by 
Parliaroeot.  On  November  4th ^  after  enumerating  some  eleven  bills 
drawn »  anionnting  in  the  aggregate  to  ^2,450  sterling,  the  Managers 
say  : 
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And  we  iiULiid  in  a  few  days  to  draw  for  ^550,  more,  having  tht;  op|j<*riiiiiiiy 
of  selling  the  bills  at  60  per  cent,  with  Land  Security.  We  hope  you  wit!  have  the 
money  in  your  hands  before  the  bills  appear  and  become  due,  but  that  you  may 
not  be  subjected  to  any  inconvenience,  or  our  fund  to  any  disadvantage  in  ihe 
sale  of  the  stock,  we  have  by  the  tenor  of  the  bills  contracted  that  they  shall  not 
Vie  liable  to  any  further  damage  ihan  tht-  payment  of  our  lawful  interest  after  they 
Liecome  due,  until  it  suits  you  to  discharge  them. 

The  Proprietary  Government  of  Pennsylvania  definitely  termi- 
nated September  26,  1776,  with  the  final  adjonrnnieut  of  the  Provin- 
Period.  cial  Assembly,  although  the  latter  had  practic  ally  ceased  to  exist  at 
least  six  months  before  this  time*  The  authority  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  was  publicly  and  formally  cast  off  by  the  official  announce- 
ment of  the  adoption  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  which  was 
celebrated  in  Pennsylvania  on  July  8th.  By  the  same  act,  the  Royal 
Charter,  and  all  the  powers  conferred  by  it,  as  well  as  the  former  laws 
of  the  Province,  became  of  no  effect.  As  these  laws  were  for  the 
most  part  adapted  to  the  circumstances  of  the  people,  the  new  Assem- 
bly subsequently  (January  28,  1777)  passed  an  act  to  revive  and  put 
them  again  in  force.     Hie  Act  reads  as  follows: 

Act  of  •'  Eac!:i  and  every  one  of  the  laws,  or  acts  of  General  Assembly,  that  were  in 

Assembly,  force  and  binding  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  Province  on  the  fourteenth  day  of 
May  last,  shall  be  in  force  .Tiud  binding  on  the  inhabitants  of  this  state  from  and 
after  the  tenth  day  of  February  next  as  fnlly  and  eflectually  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  as  if  the  said  laws,  and  each  uf  them,  had  been  made  or  enacted  by  this 
General  Assemblj' ;  and  all  and  every  person  and  persons  whomsoever  are  hereby 
enjoined  and  required  to  yield  oliedience  to  the  said  laws,  as  the  case  may  require 
until  the  said  laws  or  acts  of  General  Assembly  respectively  shall  be  repealed  or 
altered,  or  until  they  expire  by  their  own  limitation,  and  the  common  law  and 
such  of  Ihe  statute  laws  of  England,  as  huve  heretofure  been  in  force  in  the  said 
province,  except  as  is  hereafter  excepted." 

Durinj4  the  intervening  jieriod*  although  the  situation  was  beset 
wiih  unusual  dilficuUies,  the  Managers  continued  to  carry  on  their 
htimane  work  under  the  original  charter.  The  funds  of  the  Hospital 
at  this  i>eriod  might  have  been  sufficient  to  meet  its  ordinary  current 
expenses,  but  *' certain  contingencies  and  unfortunate  circumstances,** 
Hospital  arising  out  of  the  disturbances  incident  to  the  impending  war, 
reduced  at  once  both  the  capital  of  the  Hos|jital  and  its  revenue* 
The  expenses  were  also  increased »  so  that,  notwithstanding  careful 
management^  the  institution  became  more  and  more  involved  in  debt. 
The  Manager^;  were  compelled  to  dispose  of  securities,  and  loans 
were  returned  depreciated  in  value,  or  paid  in  paper  money  which 
could  not  be  redeemed,^

I  1'  1         ,  J     L  1        J     1  J    Philadelphia, 

soldiers  and  sailors,  overturned  the   usual  orderly  management,  and 

on  their  departure  appropriated  to  their  own  use  the  blankets,  bedding, 

and  instruments,  for  which  the  Hospital  received  no  compensation, 

either  at  the  time,  or  afterwards. 

After  the  evacuation  of  Philadelphia  by  the  British,  June  17^ 
1778,  the  Managers  were  confronted  by  a  serious  financial  {»roblem, 
A  law  was  passed  compelling  the  accejitance  in  payment  of  debts  of 
the  Continental  currency  and  this  was  taken  advantage  of  by  some 
debtors  of  the  Hospital  to  discharge  their  mortgages  and  other 
obligations  in  depreciated  money.  The  Managers  were  willing  to 
compromise  by  accepting  the  interest  in  Continental  money,  but 
insisted  that  the  principal  or  Capital  Stock  should  not  l)e  impaired  by 
payment  in  dejireciatcd  currency.  However,  twenty-seven  of  the  p.  .  , 
borrowers  insisted  on  the  acceptance  of  the  Continental  paper  issue,  Difliculties. 
which  destroyed  over  one-half  of  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  institution — 
so  depreciated  had  become  this  currency  that  on  May  4,  17S1,  State 
money  was  by  proclaraation  declared  to  be  175  Continental  for 
1  State,  and  State  being  only  4  for  t  in  Gold,  made  Continental  700 
for  I. 

The  loss*  of  capital  and  interest  by  the  Hosi>ital  from  April, 
1774,  to  April,  1784,  is  partially  shown  in  the  following  Exhibit:

The  Icjss  by  receiving  paper  money  for  board  of  ])atients. 
students'  privileges,  etc.,  is  not  included  in  the  above  calculation, 
but  was  without  doubt  very  considerable. 

During  this  trying  period  it  was  impossible  without  gold  and 
silver  to  maintain  the  Hospital,  the  Managers  therefore  were  obliged 
to  borrow  hard  money  on  their  private  credit,  giving  their  individual

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security,  A  successful  ap|>eal  was  made  in  1780  to  the  State  Legis- 
lature to  aid  the  funds  by  a  grant  of  j^io,ooo  in  Continental  money, 
bat  so  great  was  the  depreciation  that  the  value  of  the  grant  was 
estimated  tu  be»  in  gold  coin,  only  ^i6j  iSs  St/.  It  was  however 
sufficient  to  tide  over  the  emergency,  and  with  the  return  of  peace, 
new  life  and  vigor  was  infused  into  the  management,  and  once  more 
appeals  to  the  public  were  made,  which  were  generously  responded 
to,  and  the  Hosiiital  again  restored  to  its  former  state  of  pros- 
perity. 

A  transaction  illustrating  the  diflficuhy  under  which  the  Managers 
labored,  on  account  of  th>s  depreciated  condition  of  the  currency, 
occurred  towards  the  close  of  1776.  The  authorilies  of  the  College 
of  Philadelphia  having  purchased  a  property,  desired  to  have  it  made 
free  from  an  incumbrance,  of  a  mortgage  held  by  the  Hospital, 
amounting  to  some  three  thousand  pounds  sterling.  The  Managers 
objected  strongly  to  receiving  the  proceeds  in  Continental  money  on 
account  of  the  injustice  to  the  trust  under  their  charge,  by  the 
greatly  impaired  value  of  the  currency  at  that  time.  A  special 
meeting  was  called,  which  was  attended  by  the  representatives  of  the 
College,  Rev.  William  Smith  and  Rev.  William  White,  the  former 
being  the  Provost  and  the  latter  the  Treasurer  of  this  rising  educa- 
tional institution.  The  matter  was  finally  amicably  arranged  by  the 
Managers  accepting  substitute  bonds  for  a  part  of  the  amount  and 
receiving  the  balance,  amounting  to  over  eight  hundred  pounds  in 
currency. 

The  first  mention  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  made  on  the  records 
of  the  Hospital,  occurs  on  December  5,  i776»  when  a  large  number  of 
wotmded  soldiers,  sent  by  the  Committee  of  Safety,  were  admitted. 
Again,  on  January  8,  1777,  we  find  that  many  wounded  soldiers, 
seamen  and  Hessians  were  received,  and  subsequently  others  were 
admitted. 

The  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends  were,  by  their  religious 
principles,  non-combatants.  At  the  period  just  preceding  the  Revo- 
lutionary War,  the  leading  Friends  were  not  only  among  the  wealth- 
iest and  most  influential  citizens  of  the  Province,  but  they  had  always 
taken  an  active  part  in  promoting  all  measures  pertaining  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Province,  as  is  well  shown  in  the  interest  which  they  mani- 
fested in  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  When  the  Colonies  resorted  to 
arms,  however,  acting  in  accordance  with  their  religious  principles, 
many  Quakers  refused  to  take  up  arms  or  actively  assist,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  the  American  cause.  Their  neutral  attitude  and  consistent 
conservatism   gave  rise   to   the   popular   belief  that    their    perse nal 
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influence  would  be  exerted  against  the  Colonies,  hence,  during  the 
excesses  of  party  feeling  they  became  the  objects  of  general  suspicion 
by  the  remainder  of  ihe  commnnity. 

Congress,  in  1777,  formally  recommended  that  the  Executive 
Council  of  Pennsylvania  apprehend  and  secure  a  number  of  the  most 
jirominent  and  representative  members  of  this  sect  living  in  Philadel- 
l)hia;  and  by  order  of  CounciU  in  August  of  that  year,  a  number, 
including  several  Managers  of  the  Hospital,  were  arrested  and  without 
a  trial  were  exiled  to  Staunton,  Virgmia,  where  they  were  compelled 
to  remain  for  about  eight  months. 

On  Septemlier  29,  1777.  the  following  appears  on   the   Hospital 

record  : 

The  present  Commotions*  and  arbitrary  Measures  of  our  laie  Rulers  in  Ban- 
ishing four  Members  to  Virginia,  to  wit,  Israel  Pemberton,  James  Pettiberlon, 
Thomas  Wharton,  and  Edward  Pennington  prevent  tlie  >Ieeling  of  a  Board. 

These  contributors  and  Managers  were  among  the  most  active 
and  efficient  members  of  the  Board. 

Again  upon  ihe  minutes  of  Se|>lember  29th  it  is  stated  that: 

Part  of  the  British  Army,  under  the  Command  of  Str  Wiiltam  Howe,  arriving 
in  the  City  on  the  26U1  of  last  month  ;  on  the  next  day  a  great  number  of  sick  and 
wounded  Soldiers  (vvi'bout  previous  notice  i;iven,  or  application  to  the  Managers) 
were  brought  into  the  Hospital,  who  crowded  the  Wards^  incommoding  our 
Patients,  and  rendering  it  impracticable  to  pursue  the  former  good  Order  of  the 
House. 

Also  that  ; 

Samuel  Rhoads,  Joseph  Swifl,  and  Robert  Strcllell  Jones  arc  appointed  a 
committee  to  draw  up  a  memorial  to  the  Comn  in  Chief,  representing  the  present 
distress'd  Situation  of  the  hospital  &  requesting  relief  in  the  premises. 

At  the  period  of  the  occupancy  of  the  Hospital  by  the  British 
troops,  the  Managers  were  again  confronted  with  the  financial  trouble 
arising  from  the  suspension  of  the  continental  currency,  and  the 
scarcity  and  high  prices  of  provisions  and  other  necessaries,  so  that 
they  were  obliged  to  borrow  gold,  or  '*  hard  money/'  for  the  support 
and  care  of  the  lunatics  and  provide  medicines  for  the  sick.  On 
December  29,  1777,  it  is  recorded  : 

In  the  present  Situation  of  Aflfairs  it  being  impossible  to  carry  on  the  Chari- 
table design  of  this  Institution  without  gold  or  silver  Coin,  it  is  agreed  to  borrow 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  Pounds  in  Specie  upon  Interest  from  Jacob  Shoemaker. 

On  May  25,  1778 : 

A  Committee  consisting  of  Samuel  Rhoads,  Robert  Stretiell  Jones^  James 
Pemtjerton  and  Thomas  Wharton,  was  appointed  to  wait  upon  Dr.  Morris,  the 
Inspector  General  of  tlie  British  Hospitals,  to  represent  to  him  the  Loss  in 
Blankets,  Medicines  and  Hay  iliat  the  Institution  had  sustained  by  the  admission 
of  the  sick  and  wounded  Soldiers  of  their  Army,  and  the  detention  of  the  Instru- 
ments and  tit  request  an  immediate  restoralion  of  them. 
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It  does  m>i  api>ear  on  the  records  that  the  Inspector  General  of 
the  British  Hospitals  offered  to  make  any  restitution  or  even  acknowl- 
edged the  claim, 

A  further  illustration  of  the  inconvenience  and  injury  sustained 
during  the  period  of  occupation  is  found  in  the  message  sent  to  the 
Auditing  Committee  of  Aiisembly,  who,  upon  enquiring  for  the 
accounts  of  1777,  were  informed  October  11,  1779  : 

Annual  That  several  citUens,  four  of  whom  were  Managers  of  the  Hospital  having 

Accounts  been  sent  to  a  distant  part  of  tht?  Continent,  the  papers  necessary  for  making  out 
delayed,  that  account  had  been  mislaid  and  that  the  British  Army  having  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  Year  possessed  themselves  of  the  Hospital,  the  a  flairs  of  the  Managers 
were  tlirovvn  into  confusion,  that  the  Managers  however  did  not  despair  of  com- 
pleating  the  Accounts  of  that  Year,  which  should  be  laid  before  the  house  as  soon 
as  they  could  be  coi^u^'^^i^t^^d.

Doctor  Bond,  Jr.,  of  the  Continental  Hospitals  applied  to  the  board  for  the 
admission  of  a  large  number  of  convalescent  Sold krSj  under  the  direction  and 
management  of  iheir  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  to  which  mode  the  Managers 
objecting,  and  upon  a  free  conference,  it  was  proposed  to  admit  from  time  to  lime 
such  of  them  as  having  passed  the  usual  Examination  of  the  attending  Physicians 
and  sitting  Managers,  may  be  deemed  proper  Ohjects  ;  so  far  as  they  can  be 
accommodated  without  prejudice  to  our  own  Pxitienls,  and  they  being  suliject  to 
the  rules  and  management  established  in  the  house— the  Soldiers,  if  admitted,  are 
to  be  su]jplied  with  bedding  and  Provisions,  which  are  to  be  delivered  to  our 
Steward  by  their  Commissaries,  their  Nursing  &c.  lo  be  paid  for  as  shall  hereafter 
be  agreed  upon. 

The  following  letter  received   by  Sannit:!  Rhoads  was  communi- 
cated to  the  Board  at  a  meeting  held  third  month  30,  1779  : 

Sir, — I  am  called  upon  by  the  Medical  Director  General  of  the  U,  S.  Army 
Hospitals  to  accommodate  a  number  of  convalescents  who  are  lo  be  removed  from 
the  general  Hospital  without  delay. 

We  shall  therefore  be  much  obliged  for  such  part  of  your  Hospital  as  can  be 
spared,  for  which  a  reasonable  rent  will  allowed.

Which  being  considered, 

Samuel  Rlioads,  Edward  Penington,  Jos.  Swift  and  Robt.  Strettell  Jones  were 
appointed  to  inform  him,  that  there  is  no  part  of  this  house  can  be  conveniently 
spared  for  the  purpose  he  requires,  and  that  we  had  reason  given  us  to  expect, 
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Elaboratory/'  This  iirucEurc  ts  ahown  on  an  old  prim  tO'  ihc  North  of  the  cast  wing,  or  first  {part 
of  the  Hmpitd,  which  wsts  built  In  i75S-S^, 

Although  originally  ioicnded  to  be  but  one  Mory  h>gh,  and  a»  a  '*  Ebboratory  '*  to  prepare  the 
dnig^  for  the  Ho^pitml,  it  was  Aitb»cqucnily  devnted  to  trartous  other  use«*  Lectures  were  delivered 
there^  and  at  one  time  it  was  used  for  patients^  especially  for  sailors  from  U.  S,  Customs,  and  subse- 
<iuenlty  ncsroes  were  for  many  years  Irealed  In  this  building.  Of  late  years  no  distinction  of  color, 
race  or  condition  Is  made  in  assigning  or  treating  palients  in  the  wards. 

On  November  24,  ijBj,  Dr.  John  Foiilke  apptied  for  the  liberty  to  use  one  of  the  upper  room*  o! 
the  "  Etaboratory  "  for  the  purpofte  of  exhibiting  Lectures  on  Cbirurglcal  and  Physical  Subjects 
during  th«  teaion,  which  was  granted,  a^nd  tliis  was  the  only  occasion  where  the  "  Elaboratory  "  is 
mentioned  as  being  the  place  selected  and  designated  b^'  the  lecturer. 

This  venerable  buitding,  built  with  the  same  kind  of  brick  as  the  Hospital,  was  put  to  many 
uses  besides  the  lectures  delivered  in  it.  It  was  netted  and  occupied  a>i  a  military  laboratory  by  the 
British  while  in  Phibdelphia^  and  was  afterwards  used  by  Dr.  Bond. 

On  the  35th  of  the  second  month,  1783,  the  committee  for  collecting  the  debt*  was  authoriied  to 
receive  from  Robert  Morris,  Ef^qr.,  the  Pinancicr  General^  a  Certificate  Wanng  Interest  for  Rent  due 
from  the  United  States  for  the  u'^e  of  the  Elaboratory  before  Robert  Morrii  undertook  the  oHicc  ol 
Flnanoer  General.  There  had  occurred  some  misunderstRnding  with  the  Financier  General  which 
was  eventually  adjusted.  On  the  39th  of  the  nimth  month,  178^,  there  is  an  entry  of  "  £^1  5J,  in 
Robert  Morris's  Notes,  for  balaJice  of  Rent,  to  the  ist  of  the  Bth  Month  last,  for  the  Elaboratory/' 
reported  paid  lo  the  treasurer,  by  the  commiltce.  Again  in  1785,  '*  Received  for  rent  of  the  Elabo^ 
ratory  and  tenements  £76  us.**  As  late  as  i7^«  there  wain.  received  a  cenllicaie  of  a  dlebt  ilue  for 
rent  of  Che  Elaboratory  from  the  United  Slates  wlih  interest  from  January  16,  17S3, 

Subsequently,  (i939).  the  Managers  directed  a  stair-case  to  be  erected  for  the  accommodation  ol 
female  colored  patients,  with  liberty  to  enclose  part  of  the  garden  for  a  yard  for  their  U!fe. 

The  building^,  in  iSSi,  was  put  in  complete  order,  and  has  since  been  used  as  a  general  Recep- 
tioa  room  for  recent  accidents.    The  second  story  has  been  converted  into  a  general  Surgical  Ward. 
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when  we  accommt^cJated  ihe  Dociors  of  the  ContitienUl  Army,  with  cjur  Elabor- 
atory,  iliat  they  would  secure  us  against  being  farther  incommoded;  and  to  use 
such  other  ari^umcTits  as  may  occur  to  them^  to  convince  him  of  tiie  inexpediency 
and  impropriety  of  his  request,  which  if  he  does  not  decline,  they  are  to  apply  to 
the  General,  and  such  others  in  power  as  may  be  proper  to  prevent  the  soldiers 
being  sent  there 

At   a   meeting   of   the   Board    held   April   i,    17791    t)r.  Bond 
attended  and  made  the  following  proposal  in  writing; 

Doctor  Thomas  Bond,  jr,,  requests  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  would  receive  "a  number  of  convalescent  Patients  from  the  general  Hos- 
pitals into  theirs,  as  the  Bettering  House  is  exceeding  crowded,  and  the  prescribing 
Surgeons  of  the  Military  Hospitals  has  pointed  their  house  as  tbe  most  proper  for 
their  purpose ;  they  and  Dr.  Bond  agree  that  they  shall  be  under  the  care  of  Dr. 
Story  as  Steward,  but  that  a  military  Surgeon  will  prescribe  to  them:  that  Dr. 
Bond  will  be  in  town,  and  hereby  engages  to  do  everytbing  in  his  power  to  resttain 
the  Soldiery,  and  prevent  their  commking  Damages,  and  behaving  Irregularly, 
and  the  said  Bond  further  promises  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  remove  them  totally 
from  thence  in  six  weeks— the  lower  Ward  and  garret  only  will  suffice.'* 

Whicb  the  Managers  taking  into  Consideration,  agree  to  receive  such  conva- 
lescents as  having  passed  the  usual  ejcamination  of  the  attending  Physicians  and 
sitting  Managers,  may  be  deemed  proper  Objects^  Sf>  far  as  they  can  he  accom- 
mod:ited  in  the  lower  W^ard  and  long  Garret^  under  the  en  re  of  their  own  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons,  but  subject  to  the  rules  and  Government  established  in  the 
Hospital.  The  Soldiers  upon  admission  are  to  be  supplied  free  of  any  expence  to 
the  fuslitution*  with  bedding,  provisions,  Firewood  and  all  other  necessaries — 
their  victuals  to  be  cooked  by  some  person  appointed  by  Dr.  Bond  or  his  agents 
for  that  service,  in  the  wash  hou*se,  and  that  a  reasonable  compensation  be 
allowed  for  the  use  of  the  house.  The  Managers  duly  considering  the  trust 
reposed  in  them,  apprehend  they  cannot  receive  patients  upon  other  terms»  no 
persons  afflicted  with  any  infectious  distemper,  can  on  any  arcouni  be  admitted, 
and  they  are  rather  induced  to  acquiesce  in  this  proposal  from  Dr.  Bond's 
engaging  "to  do  alt  in  his  power  to  remove  them  In  six  weeks." 

June  16,  1779  : 

Dr.  Bond,  Jr.,  waited  upon  the  Board  and  returneil  thanks  for  the  u»c  of  the 
house  for  the  Convalescents  of  the  military  Hospitals  &.  expressed  his  desire  of 
paying  for  the  same.  The  Managers  leave  it  to  the  Drs.'  generosity  to  make 
such  compensation  for  the  benelil^  as  he  may  deem  adequate. 

Dr.  Bond.  Jr.,  in  a  stibser|ii€nt  communication,  dated  July  22, 

to  receive    1781,   to  the  Board,  proposed  : 

Sick 

That  all  the  British   Prisoners  now  sick  in  the  Gaol  of  this  City  shoutd  be 

admitted  as  pay  Patients  into  the  Hospital,  the  number  he  supposed  to  he  about 
Ninety  and  that  in  future  the  Sick  belonging  to  the  Army,  or  Sick  Prisoners, 
should  at  all  limes  be  admitted  on  the  same  fixjting  ;  he  judged  the  average  num- 
ber to  be  cared  for  would  be  from  forty  to  sixty.  He  also  stated  that  he  had  con- 
versed with  Rnbeit  Morris,  Financier  General,  who  g,ave  him  expectations  that 
some  Money  would  be  available  to  enable  the  Managers  to  provide  Bedding,  &c. 
Upon  being  informed  by  the  Board  that  no  persons  afllicted  with  malignant  or 
infectious  disorders  could  be  admitted  consistent  with  the  Rules  established  in 
this  Institution,  he  insisted  that  all  the  skk  must  be  admitted  or  none. 
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The  Hoard  having;  nialiirely  considered  t'r.  Bond's  proposals  tire  of  opinion 
ihey  are  totally  inadmissible  being  in  direct  repugnance  to  the  Rules  of  the 
Institution. 

Two  letters  were  received  from  Robert  Morris,  Esqr.,  the  Financier  General, 
at  a  meeting  held  on  December  3,  ^783,  relating  to  the  above  application  made  by 
Dr.  Bond,  Jr.,  for  the  admission  of  a  number  of  Sick  Continental  Soldiers.  A 
Committee  at  the  same  nieelinjf  reported  upon  a  conference  they  had  with  the 
Financier,  Mr,  MotHs  having  acceded  to  the  rides  esiabljshed  in  the  Hospital, 
the  Managers  deckled  to  receive  such  of  the  diseased  Soldiers  at  fifteen  sliillinxa 
Per  Week,  provided  bedding  Sl  cloathing  be  furnished  for  them  and  that  they 
shall  in  all  Instances  be  subject  to  and  governed  by  the  same  Rules  &  Regula- 
tions as  other  Pay  Patients. 

Some  years  later,  during  the  war  with  England  of  1 81 2-1 5 »  tlie 
Hospital  was  again  called  upon  by  the  Military  authorities  for  aid. 
The  minutes  of  the  Meeting  of  April  25,  1S14,  refer  lo  a  letter  from 
Alexander  Walker,  Jr.,  Agent  for  British  Prisoners,  in  which  he 
stated  thai 

he  had  paid  for  the  lioard  of  Wounded  Prisoners  Sent  to  the  Hospital  *'  cer- 
tain Sums  which  CoL  Barclay  Com'g.  (General  declines  to  refund  '*  was  received 
5c  read.  The  President  is  requested  to  return  an  answer  to  the  said  Letter  and 
to  inform  Alexander  Walker  that  this  Institution  is  chiefly  supported  by  private 
Contribution  h  the  U.  States  do  not  contribute  at  all  to  its  support.  That  the 
tTnited  States  having  no  Marine  Hospital  in  this  dislrtcl  send  their  diseased 
Sailors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  and  pay  for  their  Board  regularly  as  a  Matter 
ol  course  &  that  although  individuals  who  are  strangers  and  destitute  of  Money 
and  friends  are  frequently  received  maintained  and  relieved  at  the  expence  of 
the  Hospital  yet  that  in  all  Cases  where  there  are  private  friends  or  Public  Agents 
the  Managers  take  Security  from  them  and  receive  the  price  agreed  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Patients. 

On  January  5,  1780,  upon  making  up  the  account  for  1777,  it 
was  found  that  the  Hospital  had  become  indebted  to  a  number  of  the 
Managers  and  other  private  citizens,  for  various  sums  of  money  loaned 
during  the  term  of  British  occupation.  These  sums  aggregated 
^tto4  12s.  $d.  To  cancel  this  indebtedness,  the  Managers  were 
comfjelledt  by  assigning  several  bonds  and  mortgages,  to  cripple  the 
finances,  which  were  already  in  a  state  of  great  depletion,  on  account 
of  the  depreciation  of  paf)cr  money  and  unsettled  condition  of  the 
currency. 

On  January  20,  1780,  the  Assembly  was  memorialized  for  further 
assistance  in  the  financial  emergency.  In  this  document  the  recent 
military  ex|>enence  was  referred  to,  as  follows: 

Certain  Contingencies  and  unfortunate  Circumstances^  in  the  present  War 
concurred  In  reducing  the  Capital,  augmenting  the  common  Expenses  and  involv' 
ing  the  Institution  in  Debt.  First— The  Laws  compelling  the  Managers  to  give 
up  their  Securities  for  Monies  lent  and  receiving  in  lieu  thereof  depreciated  paper 
Currency.  Secondly— The  British  Army,  invading  the  City  possessing  them- 
selves of  the  Hospital,  occasioning  the  suspension  of  Paper  Currency  within  theii 
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Lines,  raising  tlie  price  of  Provisions  and  necessitating  the  Managers  to 
Gold  to  support  the  Luniilics  and  to  supply  the  Apothecary  Shop  and  several  of 
the  Wards  with  those  Articles,  wiiich  hy  their  means  were  lost  or  destroyed. 
Thirdly— By  the  continued  depreciation  of  the  Currency  which  the  Treasurer  is 
from  time  to  time  obhgcd  to  receive  for  Interest  of  the  Capital  Stock  or  for  Rents 
and  the  consequent  exorbitant  charges  of  Housekeeping. 

The  rule  relative  to  fines  to  be  imposed  on  the  Managers  for 
non-attendance,  or  for  lateness,  it  seems,  had  not  recently  been 
enforced,  and  a  mintite  on  August  8,  1782,  states: 

The  necessity  increasing  of  the  Managers  punctually  attending  to  the  Duties 
of  their  appointed  Meetings — it  is  determined  that  every  Member  who  shall  be 
absent  longer  than  fifteen  minutes  after  the  stated  hour  of  the  Board's  Monthly, 
or  adjourned,  Meetings  shall  pay  to  John  Morton,  xvho  is  appointed  to  collect  the 
same,  a  fine  of  one  shilling.  And  for  total  absence  during  such  Meetings  2,'6, 
utikss  prevented  by  Sickness. 

The  book  of  fines  was  kept  by  the  clerk  and  is  shown  in  the 
following  exhibit  of  the  accounts  of  two  prominent  meml>ers : 
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The  confidence  and  sympathy   of  the  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania 

at  this  time  was  shown  by  a  resolution  adopted  December   28,    1781, 

aii  follows : 

Assembly  Resolved,  That  the  money  arising  from  fines  paid  by  Members  of  the  House 

approve  ihe    for  not  attending  pursuant  to  adjournment,  &c.,  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 

Management,    Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  the  use  thereof. 
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This  grant  of  the  Assembly  was  received  by  the  Managers  in 
1782,  and  amounted  to  ^2»  12s.  hd.  State  money  and  ^31.  161,  4^/, 
specie^  as  stated  in  the  Hospital  financial  report  for  year  ending 
April  2^^  1782. 

On  March  3,  1783,  the  minutes  state: 

Nathaniel  Falconer  represents,  that  in  Compliance  with  the  desire  of  the  last 
Boards  he  applied  to  the  Compiroller's  Office,  to  know  whether  the  account 
exhibited  by  the  Hospital  for  Money  due  from  the  supreme  executive  Council  was 
examined,  and  he  was  informed  by  the  Comptroller  that  the  Sum  of  ten  thousand 
Pounds  continental  Money  received  by  this  Institution  in  the  months  of  March, 
April  ^  May,  1780,  stood  charged  against  the  Hospital,  as  so  much  lent  by  the 
Assembly— which  being  contrary  to  what  he  conceived,  was  understood  by  the 
Managers,  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  call  this  Meeting. 

Whereupon  the  fol lowing  action  was  taken  : 

The  Board  taking  the  same  into  their  serious  Consideration,  and  finding  on 
perusing  the  Memorial  presented  on  the  20th  of  the  first  month,  1780,  tothe  honor- 
able house  of  Assembly  that  it  prayed  for  a  pecuniary  aid  to  the  distressed  situa- 
tion of  the  Hospital  ;  and  the  said  if  10,000  was  by  the  Treasurer  credited  in  his 
Accounts  as  a  grant,  from  this  State,  not  as  a  loan,,  it's  judged  expedient  to  address 
the  Assembly  thereon,  requesting  the  honorable  House  will  be  pleased  to  con- 
sider it  as  a  Donation. 

A  memorial  was  accordingly  pre|>ared  and  sent 

To  the  Honorable  the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsyhania  in  General  Assembly  met. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospkal,  Respectfully 
Shewelh, 

Thai  their  predecessors  in  Office  were  under  the  necessity  of  applying  in  the 
Year  J7>io  to  your  honourable  House  for  such  '*  Aids  as  might  extricate  them  from 
their  Difficulties  by  discharging  the  Hospital  debts,  restoring  the  Capital  Stock, 
and  enabling  the  Managers  to  prosecute  the  laudable  purposes  of  the  Institution. " 

That  in  consequence  of  this  application  the  Assembly  were  pleased  In  direct 
an  order  to  issue  bearing  date  the  27th  of  March,  1780,  in  favor  of  the  Hospital 
for  ten  thousand  Pounds  continental  Money»  which  was  received  and  considered 
by  the  Managers  ns  a  gift,  entered  as  such  in  their  Hooks,  and  soon  disposed  of  in 
the  necessary  Expenses  of  the  House. 

That  your  Memorialists  unexpectedly,  and  with  great  concern  find,  that  the 
above  Sum  stands  recorded  on  your  minutes  as  a  Loan  ;  and  that  they  are  liable 
to  be  called  on  for  the  repayment  of  the  same* 

Your  Mtmorialisis  therefore  are  obliged  to  solicit  the  Indulgent  Attentinn  of 
your  Honourahic  House  on  this  <jccasion,  confidently  hoping  you  will  be  pleased 
to  order  the  above  Claim  to  be  relinquished.  They  beg  leave  at  the  same  time  to 
observe,  that  the  same  cause,  which  produced  the  former  Memorial  still  exists 
with  equal  force— and  that  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  now  stands  in  the  greatest 
ne^d  of  support,  public  as  well  as  private. 

pENNsvLVANrA  HosrtTAL,  jd  mo,  6th,  1783. 

Ihe  Committee  also  prepared  the  following  *' brief  view,"  for 
the  Assembly^  which  proved  successful  and  the  claim  was  remitted. 
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The  Members  who  are  so  obliging  as  to  deliver  the  Memorial  of  the  Managers 
of  the  Peniisylviiiiia  Hospilal  to  tlie  Assembly,  will  please  to  be  informed — that 
the  Intention  of  the  Memorialists  in  the  Year  lySo  was  to  obtain  a  gift  from  the 
Assembly  to  enable  them  to  pay  the  Debts  of  the  Hospitah  which  then  amounted 
to  upwards  of  eleven  hundred  Pounds  in  Specie,  ^  in  some  degree  lo  restore  the 
Caipital  Stock  which  had  sufiered  a  loss  of  about  eight  thousand  Pounds  like 
Money  by  the  receipt  of  depreciated  Currency.^  That  the  Sum  received  in  con- 
sequence of  thai  application  was  Ten  thousand  Pounds  conlinental  Currency 
which  at  sixty-one,  for  one,  Ihe  Exchange  established  by  Government  amounted 
to  no  more  than  One  hundred  &  sixty-three  Pounds  eighteen  shilHngs  &  eight 
pence. 

That  the  Managers  of  the  Hospital  remained  strangers  to  its  being  con- 
sidered as  a  Loan,  until  on  their  Steward  lately  exhibiting  an  Account  against 
the  State  for  the  btiard,  tStc,  of  some  Soldiers  amounting  to  £6g  i7s  od,  It  was 
ordered  by  the  Council  to  be  carried  to  the  Credit  of  the  Money  lent  to  the 
Hospital 

That  the  reduced  Funds  of  the  Institution  makes  it  necessary  for  tliem  to  be 
very  assiduous  in  collecting  every  farthingj  that  is  due  thereto  on  any  Account 
and  even  then  what  they  receive  is  insufficient  to  pay  the  hire  of  necessary 
attendants,  purchase  Wood,  and  provide  bedding,  and  other  conveniences,  and 
puts  it  out  of  their  Power  to  take  few,  but  Pay  Patients,  which  is  far  from  being 
within  the  original  View  uf  the  Pentrsylvania  Hospital. 

These  Considerations,  the  Managers  are  persuaded  will  be  sufficient  to 
induce  the  Assembly  to  comply  with  the  present  Request,  and  they  Batter  them- 
selves would  produce  some  immediate  relief  if  the  state  of  the  Public  Finances 
would  possibly  admit  of  it. 

To  this  was  added  subsequently  this  suggestion,  May  6,  1783 : 

There  is  however  one  Circumstance  which  the  Managers  beg  leave  to  men- 
tion, and  which  they  hope  the  Gentlemen  to  whose  Care  the  present  Memorial  is 
conunitted  vvtll  not  think  improper— they  could  wish  their  Steward  was  excused 
from  Militia  Fines  and  [)uties  as  in  the  first  place,  it  is  out  of  his  Power  to  leave 
his  Trust  for  the  Time  that  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  ;  and  tlie  cost  of  non-com- 
pliance falls  ultimately  upon  the  Hospital 

On  November  2,  1786,  the  Managers  again  petitioned  ihe  .Vssem- 
bly  to  exempt  the  Steward,  Apothecary  and  Cell  Keeper  from  Military 
Service,  in  consideration  of  the  injury  to  which  the  patients  would  be 
liable  when  these  employees  would  be  absent  from  their  post  duties. 

In  accordance  with  this  request  these  officers  of  the  Hospilal 
were  exempted  by  statute  from  military  service. 

The  Memorial  to  the  Assembly,  on  Second  month  25,  1782. 
resulted  in  the  apfiropriation  of  all  unclaimed  shares  from  prizes  taken 
by  the  American  privateers  and  letters  of  manitie,  by  a  special  Act. 
While  the  amounts  ultimately  received  appeared  large,  the  great 
depreciation  of  Continental  currency  made  the  donation  of  compara- 


*  Exact  lum,  £^339  ijm  id.  The  eicpen»c«  or  the  Botpiial,  though  greatly  reduced,  vere  double 
it*  fiitcd  income^  In  17S8-89  h  we»  in  «uch  simit»  that  only  s«vcnty-*eveii  patient*  were  aulmitted 
during  the  ye;ir,  of  which  oiimber  only  twcniy-eight  were  tree  or  charity  pittienu^the  aveni^c 
lUtmbcr  under  treatment  b-eing  forty-seven,  mostly  iticurable  kinatica. 
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lively  little  value  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  current  expenses. 
These  unclaimed  shares  were  those  of  seamen  and  others  killed  in 
naval  engagements  or  lost  at  sea,  who  had  no  surviving  relatives  to 
claim  the  amounts  l>elonging  to  them. 

It   was   deemed    advisable    by   the    Board   at  a   Meeting   held   Cominitiee on 
^larch  2,  1786,  to  appoint  a  Commitlee  on  Economy  wilh   powers   Kconomy, 
not  very  clearly  defined,  but  which  proved  to  be  very  extensive. 

While  great  service  was  undoubtedly  rendered  by  this  Committee, 
the  fact  remained  that,  probably  on  account  of  its  activity  and  efficiency, 
it  became  very  unpopular  with  some  of  the  Managers,  subsequently, 
who  thought  it  too  oflficiotis  and  unduly  interfering.  This  finally  led 
to  a  spirited  dispute  in  1828,  which  proved  to  be  the  only  serious  disa- 
greement recorded  during  the  existence  of  the  Hospital.      (Page  85.) 

The  American  Philosojihical  Society  sent  an  invitation  to  the  Eulo^um  on 
Hospital  officials  to  meet  with  this  Society  at  the  German  Lutheran  Franking 
Church  on  Fourth  above  Arch  Street,  on  March  1st,  1791,  to  hear  an 
Eulogium  on  the  late  Dr,  Benjamin  Franklin,  by  the  Rev.  William 
Smith.  This  invitation  was  accepted  by  the  Managers,  Among  the 
distinguished  guests  present  were  President  and  Mrs.  Washington,  the 
Vice-President  and  Mrs.  Adams,  the  Congress  of  the  United  Stales, 
the  Governor,  and  Slate  Legislature,  and  a  large  number  of  prominent 
citizens. 

In    the  spring   of  1798,  when    the   Managers  were   using    every   Franklin's- 
endeavor   to   increase   the  funds   of  the    Hospital^  a  rumor  became   begacy, 
current  in  the  city  that  Franklin  had  left  a  considerable  legacy  to  the 
Hospital  of  which  no  public  acknowledgment  had  ever  been  made. 
The  following  letter,  signed  by  eighteen    contributors  was  received 
by  the  Managers : 

Pennsylvania  Hospital,  30  Ap.  1798. 
Gentlemen :  Tiierc  having  been  pubUslied  in  the  News  Papers  a  piece 
inliraating  that  the  plan  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  has  not  been  approved  by 
Ihe  Contributors  :  also  that  the  late  Doctor  Fraiilclin  left  a  considerable  Legacy 
which  has  added  to  the  funds  of  the  Institution  of  which  no  account  has  been 
given  to  the  Public,  We  request  you  in  order  to  remove  any  improper  impressions 
that  may  have  been  made  on  the  minds  of  the  people  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
Hospital  in  respect  to  the  snid  Plan  &  Legacy  to  publish  in  one  of  the  news 
papers  of  the  Cily^  the  E3etract  of  Doc-  Franklin's  Will  with  the  Minute  made 
by  the  Managers  on  the  3t5t  of  5th  mo.  and  the  28th  of  6th  mo,,  1790;  also  Ihe 
minutes  of  the  Contribulois  on  the  said  Will  dated  the  ijlh  of  7th  mo.,  1790, 
together  wilh  the  minutes  of  the  Conirihulors  made  at  tlieir  especial  Meeting  the 
ist  of  the  3d  month,  1794,  respecting  the  plan  of  the  new  building,  etc. 

The  Managers  agreed  to  publish  the  extracts  from  the  will  of 
Doctor  Franklin  and  also  the  minutes  as  requested  in  one  of  the 
papers  as  follows : 
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Extract  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Franklin's  WJll,  dated  the  17th  July.  J  788  : 
*'  During  the  number  of  years  I  was  in  the  businesses  a  Stationer,  Printer  and 
Post  Master  a  great  many  small  sums  became  due  to  me  for  books,  advertise- 
ments, postage  of  letters  and  other  matlen*  which  were  not  collected  when  tn 
1757  I  was  sent  to  England  by  the  Assembly  as  their  Agent  and  by  subsequent 
appointments  continued  there  until  1775  when  on  my  return  I  was  immediately 
engriged  in  the  Affairs  of  Congress  and  sent  to  France  in  1776  where  I  remained 
Nine  Years  not  returning  till  1785;  and  the  said  del>ts  not  being  demanded  in 
such  a  length  of  time  are  become  in  a  manner  ol>solete  yet  are  nevertheless  justly 
due.  These  as  they  stated  in  my  great  folio  "  Ledger  K.**  I  bequeath  to  the 
Contributors  to  ihe  Pennsylvania  Hospital^  hoping  diat  those  debtors  and  the 
descendants  of  such  as  are  deceased  who  now  as  I  fmd  make  some  difficulties  of 
satisfying  such  antiquated  demands  as  just  debts  may  however  be  induced  to  pay 
or  give  them  as  Charily  lo  that  excellent  Institution,  lam  sensible  that  much 
must  inevitably  be  lo«t  but  I  hope  something  considerable  may  be  recovered.  It 
is  possible  loo  that  some  of  the  Parties  charged  may  have  existing  old  unsettled 
Accounts  against  me  in  which  case  the  Managefs  of  the  said  Hospital  will  allow 
and  deduct  the  Amount  or  pay  the  balance  if  tl^ey  find  it  against  me." 

The  circumstances  under  which  this  legacy  is  left  to  the  Contributors  being 
considered,  it  is  agreed  that  it  will  be  improper  to  conclude  either  to  accept  or 
resign  it  without  further  consideration  ;  for  the  present  the  Board  a|>point  ElUston 
Perot  and  Cornelius  Barnes  to  take  o(T  from  Benjamin  Franklin's  '*  Ledger  E/* 
the  several  balances  due  thereon,  which  Committee  are  requested  to  obtain  what 
Information  they  can  respecting  the  debts  and  to  call  a  special  Meeting  when  they 
are  ready  to  report. 

The  Commillee  appointed  to  examine  the  Ledger  of  the  late  Doctor 
Franklin  and  lo  report  thereon,  now  produced  a  State  of  several  Accounts 
arranged  in  Alphabetical  Order  on  the  whole  of  which  there  appears  a  balance 
due  to  his  Estate  of  Five  thousand  five  hundred  and  eight  Pounds  14-1. 

They  also  report  they  find  divers  blanks  debits  and  credits,  the  amounts  of 
which  they  are  not  able  to  ascertain  ;  the  Committee  further  report  ihey  called  on 
several  Persons  who  appear  to  be  in  Debt,  sonje  of  whom  say  they  have  Accounts 
against  the  Doctor  exceeding  considerably  his  demands  against  them  ;  Others  say 
the  Estates  of  their  Predecessors  have  been  settled  many  Years  since  and 
Division  made^  so  that  they  cannot  consent  to  admit  of  any  such  antiquated 
claims  ;  Upon  the  whole  the  Committee  conceive  there  is  no  probability  of  the 
legacy  being  productive  because  the  Act  of  Limitations  applies  against  all  the 
demands  on  the  Authority  of  this  Ledger  and  it  being  a  Condition  annexed  to  the 
bequest  thai  the  balance  should  be  paid  by  the  Contributors  if  any  should  be  due 
from  the  testator's  Estate,  the  Managers  cannot  therefore  accept  of  this  Gift  at 
the  risk  of  paying  the  debts  of  the  decedent  unless  the  Contributors  retjuire  them 
to  do  it  and  therefore  in  Order  to  know  their  Opinion  and  lo  be  enabled  to  pursue 
their  directions,  it  is  agreed  that  the  Clerk  shall  advertise  a  General  Meeting  of 
the  Contributors  to  be  held  at  the  Hospital  on  Tuesday,  the  13th  of  July  next  at 
3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  in  order  to  lay  before  them  an  extract  of  the  Will  for 
them  to  proceed  thereon  as  they  apprehend  the  Occasion  requires* 

The  Clerk  advertised  the  Contributors  lo  meet  and  consider  Dr. 
Frank liii*s  Legacy,  who  accordingly  met,  and  made  the  following 
minutes  on  the  subject : 

At  a  general  Meeting  of  the  Contributors  held  seventh  month,  July  13,  1790,  at 
ihe  Hospital  pursuant  to  Law  public  Notice  thereof  being  given  in  two  of  the 
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News  Papers  of  this  City  of  Philadelphia,  adverlisiiiK  thtni  lo  meet  for  the 
Especial  piir|>ose  of  considering  of  a  Legacy  left  to  the  Contributors  for  the  Use 
of  the  Instiliilion  by  Dr.  Beiijamin  Franklin  deceased  and  to  delermine  what  is 
proper  to  be  done  on  the  Occasion.     «    *    *     *    '^i     * 

An  extract  from  the  last  will  and  Testameni  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Frankly n 
deceased  was  read,  which  has  already  been  inserted  under  the  Minutes  of  5  mo. 
31.  1790, 

The  Minutes  of  the  Managers  respecting  the  Case  were  then  read  likewise 
the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  theni  to  adjust  the  balances  of  the  said 
Ledger  and  the  answers  they  received  from  a  number  of  Persons  to  whom  Ihey 
have  applied  und  who  appear  to  be  in  debt ;  An  alpliabetical  Ust  of  the  debts 
taken  by  the  same  CommiUee  was  also  inspected  and  a  general  viei,v  of  the  Ledger 
taken  by  the  Contributors*  from  which  it  appears  that  many  of  the  debts  are 
small,  numbers  of  them  due  from  Persons  utiknown,  and  all  of  lliem  from  thirty 
to  sixty  years  old^  winch  precludes  every  hope  of  recovering  as  much  as  will 
answer  the  demands  exhibited  against  the  decedent ;  it  is  therefore  the  unanimous 

OKI  X  JON  OF  ALL  THE  CONTHIHt'TOkS  PRESENT  THAT  TtttB  LEGACY  C  A  SNOT 
WITH   SAFETY    RE   ACCEPTED. 

NEVEkTHELESs  being  gratefully  sensible  of  the  active  part  which  Doctor 
Franklyn  took  in  promuting  the  Institution  and  having  ex[>erienced  the  benefits 
of  his  benevolent  Exertions  for  the  Interests  thereof  on  various  occasions,  they 
lament  Ihe  Necessity  they  are  under  of  declining  to  accept  of  a  legacy  from  which 
the  Etoctor  expresses  a  huj>e  that  sonietliing  considerable  might  be  recovered  but 
which  the  Contributors  have  great  reason  to  believe  will  never  be  the  Case  ; 
Under  these  Impressions  it  is  agreed  that  the  Managers  should  return  the  Ledger 
to  Dr,  Franklyn's  executors  with  a  Copy  of  this  Minute.

On  April  30,  1792^  however,  the  minutes  state  that : 

A  curious  Bedstead  is  presented  for  the  use  of  ye  Patients,  by  the  Executors 
of  Dr  B.  Franklin^  at  his  request  in  Ins  life  timet  which  the  Steward  is  to  put  in 
the  long  Room  against  ye  next  Meeting. 

A  special  meeting  was  held*  at  the  house  of  Samuel  Coates,  8  mo,  28,  1793, 
for  the  purpose  of  lookinj?  into  a  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  Hospital  on  account 
of  patients  having  been  admitted,  said  to  be  sufferinij  from  "  yellow  fever.'* 

It  having  been  learned  that 

Two  men  had  lately  been  admitted  who  were  infected  with  a  putrid 
malignant  fever,  wliich  now^  prevails  in  the  city ;  one  of  whom  (a  negro)  died  the 
morning  after  he  came  in  ;  and  the  other  supposed  to  be  in  the  last  stage  of  Yellow 
Fever,  for  which  there  is  gri-at  reason  to  fear  the  spreading  thereof,  to  the 
danger  of  the  other  patients  in  the  House  ;   as  well  as  communicating  therewith, 

Dr.  Fotilke,  under  whose  authority  ihe  patients  had  been  admitted, 
was  requested 

To  visit  the  patients  and  investigate  the  matter,  and  do  everything  in  his 
power  to  prevent  the  increase  of  this  disorder  in  the  family. 

Being  thoroughly  aroused  to  tiie  impending  danger  from  the 
epidemic,  it  was  agreed   that  every  physician  should  exercise  extra 
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caution  in  his  examination  of  patients,  especially  those  with  fevers, 
before  admitting  them  to  the  wards  of  the  Hospital. 

A  refuge  had  been  provided  by  the  authorities  at  **  Bush  Hill/* 
in  a  house  and  property  of  William  Hamilton,  which  had  been  taken 
by  the  city  physicians  as  a  Hospital  to  accommodate  yellow  fever 
patients  and  other  victims  of  e[ndemic  disease.  The  Managers,  there- 
fore, were  contirmed  in  their  position  that  it  was  not  their  duty  to 
receive  such  patients,  for  fear  of  spreading  the  disease  in  the  more 
thickly  settled  part  of  the  city. 

The  condition  of  affairs  in  Philadelphia  at  this  time  was  appalling  i 
the  minutes  of  September  30,  1793,  state: 

The  Yellow  Fever  raging  in  the  city  with  great  violence,  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers cannot  be  expected  to  meet  imiil  it  abates,  many  of  ihem  betng  out  of  town 
or  sick,  and  Cornelius  Barnes  dead.  It  is  agreed  by  the  Managers  present  that 
each  of  them  will  attend  and  do  the  duly  of  the  *iitling  Managers,  the  ensuing 
month,  lif  their  heallh  permiLsi  as  oftt-n  as  Ibvy  can. 

An  attempt  to  hold  a  meeting  to  consider  the  cases  of  two  patients  in  the 
house  requiruig  immediate  consideration  of  Uie  Physicians,  and  Dr.  Hutchinson 
being  dead,  and  [doctors  Shippen,  Kuhn  and  Foulke  in  the  country,  the 
Dr5.  Rush  and  Park,  who  are  the  only  two  Physicians  uf  the  house  who  have 
remained  in  the  City,  are  reqnested  tu  give  their  attendiince  ;is  soun  as  possible, 
to  hold  a  Consultation  thereon  ;  in  which  Or.  Wistar  is  requested  as  a  favour,  to 
assist  them. 

I'here  being  no  quorum,  it  was  decided  that 

As  business  of  importance  requires  the  Early  attendance  of  the  Managers, 
and  as  the  Yellow  Fever  is  much  abated,  and  the  house  is  clear  of  it,  that  this 
Meeting  be  adjourned  lu  the  6lh  day  of  the  i  ilh  month,  at  1 1  o'clock  in  the  Morn- 
ing, being  ye  fourth  day  of  the  week  and  that  the  Clerk  notify  the  Managers  to 
meet  there  at  the  time  appointed. 

The  attending  Managers  borrowed  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds 
from  the  Treasurer,  for  the  tise  of  the  house,  as  it  was  not  considered 
safe  for  the  Steward  to  go  into  the  town  to  collect  money.  It  is 
recorded  that  Dr.  Foulke 

Hath  only  appeared  three  times  in  the  course  of  the  month  ;  the  last  time  he 
was  here  he  excused  himself  by  sayioR,  it  was  improper  for  him  to  attend  the 
hospital  when  he  was  continually  amongst  the  infected  cases- 

On  November  25,  1793,  the  Managers  considered  it  their  duty  to 
record  their  reasons  for  not  meeting  fur  three  months  and  apparent 
neglect  of  duty  : 

A  very  maUKimnt  disorder,  commonly  called  the  Yellow  Fever,  hath  raged  with 
great  Violence  from  the  early  part  of  the  8th  month  last,  to  the  9th  day  of  the  iilh 
month  inclusive;  in  that  short  period  uf  99  days  upwards  of  (our  thousand  Per- 
sons have  died  in  the  City  and  Liberties, 

This  number  we  compute  to  be  nearly  equal  to  the  one  fifteenth  part  of  ail 
the  Inhabitants  including  strangers.     A  calamity  so  great  involving  various' other

duties  to  ourselves,  our  families  and  friends  hath  prevented  many  of  the  members 
of  this  boards  from  attending  the  Services  of  the  house,  VVo  have  reason,  how* 
ever,  to  be  thankful,  that  during  the  awful  visitation,  not  more  tluin  two  Persons 
in  the  fever  were  admitted  into  tlie  hospital,  who  died  tlierein,  without  spreading 
the  disease.  This  waa  owing  thruugh  divine  blessing  to  tiie  care  that  was  taken 
lo  prevent  tlie  least  Connnimication  with  infected  Persons  for  whose  Accommoda- 
tion the  Citizens  to<.ik  and  supp*>rted  a  separate  Building.  But  the  loss  we 
lament  to  this  institution  in  particular,  is  the  death  of  Cornolins  Barnes^  a  very 
upright  and  faithful  Manager;  and  of  Dr.  Jamvs  Hutchinson,  a  very  able  and 
eminent  Physician  who  spent  many  of  his  Youthful  days  as  a  resident  Apothecary 
of  the  house,  and  cheerfully  devoted  the  last  14  Years  of  his  valuable  lime  in 
performing  succt'ssfully  the  most  difficult  and  disagreeable  duties  of  Surgery,  by 
which  lie  was  made  through  the  blessing  of  Providence  the  Instrument  of  saving 
many  lives.  He  was,  moreover,  known  with  other  friends  of  this  Institution, 
effectually  to  advocate  its  Interest  with  the  Assembly  and  People  on  every 
Occasion  -  whereby  many  additional  grants  and  Donations  were  secured  to  the 
house,  for  all  of  which  the  Managers  and  sick  poor  of  the  Institution,  will  hold 
him  in  grateful  RenK-mbrance,  But  whilst  we  lament  the  Loss  of  our  valuable 
fellow  Citizens  and  friends,  let  us  remember  that  resignation  to  the  Sovereign  will 
of  the  Almighty  Disposer  of  human  Events,  Is  our  indispensable  duty  :  and  being 
thankful  individually,  for  his  merciful  Preservation  of  us,  we  proceed  under  a 
due  sense  of  Sympathy  for  all  the  afflicted  and  distressed  to  the  other  business  of 
the  Meeting. 

In  1798,  the  signs  of  the  approaching  epidemic  were  again  recog- 
nised. Past  experiences  had  so  thoroughly  terrorized  ihe  inhabitants 
that  large  numbers  took  the  precaution  to  escai>e  danger  by  fleeing 
from  the  city. 

At  the  monthly  meeting,  August  27,  1798,  yellow  fever  then 
raging  in  the  city,  there  were  only  three  Managers  present,  whose 
minds  were  not  reassured  when  it  was  ascertained  that  a  patient  had 
died  recently  in  the  house  of  the  fever. 

Deeming  it  too  dangerous  to  hold  meetings  at  the  Hospital,  the 
Managers  decided  to  temporarily  meet  and  transact  all  business  relat- 
ing to  the  Hospital,  at  Middle  Ferry  (Market  Street)  on  the  Schuyl- 
kill, until  the  epidemic  should  have  subsided.  At  the  meeting  held 
September  24^  1798,  at  **  the  Ferry/'  there  were  only  four  Managers 
present,  Samuel  Coates,  Robert  Wain,  Israel  Pleasants,  and  Robert 
Smith,  with  Mordccai  Lewis,  the  Treasurer.  An  assistant  female 
nurse  of  the  men's  ward  was  reported 

Sick  with  yellow  fever,  she  is  supposed  to  have  caught  it  by  going  for  clothes 
in  an  infecu-d  house  in  the  city- 
Other  cases  of  the  same  disease  soon  developing  in  the  Hospital, 
measures  were  taken  to  have  them  removed  lo  the  City  Hospital. 

The  following  note  explains  the  failure  to  meet  July  1^,  1805  i 
Five  of  the  Managers  bein^  out  of  town,  one  c^f  them  sick  and  the   Appear* 
ance  of  a  heavy  Gust  rising  about  the  time  of  this  meeting,  a  Board  could  not  be 
obtained,  wherefore  adjourned  to  the  next  stated  meeting. 
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At  this  time  also  another  alarming  disease  in  the  community  was 
causing  grave  apprehensions.  On  September  3olh,  the  minutes  state 
that 

A  malignant  fever  prevailing  in  Southwark,  and  a  few  instances  have  occurred 
in  some  parts  of  the  City  is  aupjK>sed  to  have  occasioned  the  absence  of  several 
members  for  which  reason  a  Board  cannot  be  made. 

The  following  contemporary  notes  by  Samuel  Coates,  one  of  the 
most  active  of  the  Managers,  are  suBiciently  curious  to  be  put  upon 
record.  They  are  taken  from  a  diary  which  he  habitually  carried 
with  him,  and  in  which  were  found  many  interesting  observations 
relative  to  the  hospital,  some  of  which  appear  upon  other  pages  of 
this  history  : 

**  This  year  (1798)  the  yellow  fever  made  more  terrible  ravages 
than  it  had  ever  before  done  in  Philada,  in  proportion  to  the  no.  of 
peojjle  who  remained  in  the  City  ;  it  is  conjectured  that  2/3rds  at 
least  of  all  the  Inhabitants  had  abandoned  it;  I  cautioned  very 
strictly  the  family  of  one  Lightbody,  who  fled  to  Derby  for  safety, 
not  to  return  before  the  Committee  of  Health  invited  the  Citizens  to 
return  home,  but  he  was  too  bold,  &  returned ,  notwithstanding  my 
earnest  remonstrance  against  it  in  one  or  2  days  after  I  saw*  him,  with 
all  his  family  of  6  Persons  thinking  that  a  slight  frost  which  had  only 
checked  the  fever  had  stopt  it  ;  the  consequence  was  that  himself  & 
his  Partner  in  business  with  3  out  of  their  four  children,  all  died  \' 
were  buried  in  7  or  8  Days^Only  one  daughter  surviving  uf  the 
whole  family  of  6  Persons. 

*'  During  the  continuance  of  the  fever  my  family  left  the  City  & 
1  took  up  my  abode  in  the  Penns'a  Hospital  from  which  Icame  almost 
daily  to  the  City  to  assist  the  Committee  of  Health  in  their  arduous 
duty  ;  while  I  was  at  the  Hospital  I  had  the  following  remarkable 
Dream  which  was  soon  realized. 

**  One  night  I  dreamed  the  Prisoners  would  make  a  violent 
attempt  to  rush  out  of  Gaol  and  it  made  me  very  unhappy,  as  1  felt 
a  confident  assurance  it  would  come  to  pass ;  accordingly  I  left  the 
Hospital  immediately  after  Breakfast  and  waited  on  Robert  Wharton, 
the  Mayor,  who  turned  Prison  Keeper  for  the  time  being  on  account 
of  the  sickness,  and  told  him  of  my  dream  tV  how^  unhaj>py  I  felt — 
and  that  I  thought  he  required  more  assistance  than  he  had — I 
mentioned  that  if  he  would  accept  my  offer  I  would  send  Francis 
Higgins  to  his  aid  who  was  Steward  of  the  Hospital,  ^:  had  formerly 
been  a  prison  keeper  &  used  to  their  schemes  &  knew  how  to 
counteract  them  ;  if  that  wo*d  not  answer  his  purpose  i(  he  desired  it 
I  would  go  to  the  Go%Trnor  tK:  reqtiest  a  further  Guard  to  protect 
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him— he  told  me  he  was  much  obliged  to  uie,  but  it  was  unnecessary 
— ^that  they  well  knew  he  was  well  provided  with  Arms  &  pointing  to 
several  Musquets  in  the  room  he  took  np  one  with  the  bayonet  fixed 
&  presented  it  towards  the  Wall  of  his  room  sang  *  I  am  ready  for 
them,  btjt  there  is  no  Danger ' — I  told  him  keep  a  good  lookout  for  I 
was  confident  they  would  try  to  escape,  tS:  left  him;  but  in  parting 
he  asked  me  if  I  would  go  in  the  yard  &  see  the  Prisoners  at  their 
work.  I  excused  myself  for  that  time,  &  said  good  by,  perhaps  I 
may  come  another  time — from  the  Gaol  1  iiroceeded  immediately 
towards  my  own  house  to  enquire  how  matters  were  at  home,  having 
received  a  hint  that  some  thieves  had  entered  my  next  Neighbour's 
house  in  the  Night,^tn  my  way  home,  in  less  than  5  minutes  as  I 
believe  after  I  left  Robert  lV  when  I  had  just  reached  Friends' 
Almshouse,  I  heard  the  sound  of  a  Drum  ;  It  startled  me  very  much  for 
Drum  was  never  but  then  sounded  in  the  City  in  the  fever  of  1798— I 
instantly  turned  round,  knowing  there  must  be  trouble  tn  the  Gaol — 
I  now  hurried  to  it,  &  found  Edw*d  before  the  Gaol  with  a  box  of 
cartridges  made  up,  &  a  number  of  People  running  to  it  from  the 
State  house  which  at  that  time  was  the  rendevous  of  the  Committee  of 
Health  with  all  their  attendanls^and  just  before  we  got  to  the  Gaol 
steps  a  Musquet  was  fired. 

'*  On  entering  the  house  Robert  Wharton  accosted  me  thus: 
'  O  Samuel  what  you  said  has  happened  already/  " 

The  warning  which  Mr.  Coates  gave  to  Robert  Wharton  prepared 
him  to  arm  himself  and  run  to  the  rescue  of  a  keeper  named 
Evans,  just  in  time,  as  it  appeared,  to  save  his  life.  It  was  certainly 
an  odd  coincidence  that  Mr.  Coates  should  have  stopped  at  the 
prison  to  warn  his  friend  Wharton  of  the  threatened  outbreak,  as  a 
result  of  a  vivid  dream,  and  that  the  rising  of  the  prisoners  should 
have  taken  place  almost  immediately  afterward.^

^  In  Scbarf  and  Weitcott*t  History  of  PhiUdetphia  thu  iDCid«nt  of  the  epidemic  is  reterrcd  to 
more  in  detail. 

"  The  fever  made  Its  appearance  in  the  Walnut  Street  pii«on  on  the  13th  or  i4lh  of  September, 
and  its  mortality  was  severe.  There  were  then  three  hundred  persons  in  coniinementp  including 
debtors.  Thii  disaster  rendered  It  necessary  to  remove  as  many  as  could  be  safely  taken  away, 
«  .  .  Some  0I  tho«ti  who  remajoed  became  desperate  and  on  the  iBtn  made  a  bold  attempt  to  escape. 
This  was  not  a  general  movement  on  Ihe  part  of  the  prisoners.  Some  of  the  comricts  confined  in 
the  East  wing  took  ailvantage  of  the  vistt  of  Dr.  DufTield  to  seize  the  key  and  make  an  effort  to 
escape.  They  knocked  down  Afr,  Evans^^a  conirable,  \vho  was  acting  as  deputy  keeper,  and  then 
chilled  10  the  other  convicts  in  the  yard  to  aid  them.  Robert  Wharton,  then  an  alderman  0^  the  city, 
who  was  m  another  part  of  the  jail,  ran  to  the  assistance  of  the  keeper.  When  he  arrived,  Miller,, 
the  ringleader,  had  an  axe  raised  to  kill  Evans.  Wharton  and  G,  Ga*s,  an  assistant  keeper,  teeing 
ihis^  both  Hred  their  muskets  at  the  same  time.  Une  of  the  balls  (supposed  to  be  from  tne  musket 
of  Gais)  broke  the  right  arm  of  Milter  and  entered  hi*  body»  Vaughan,  another  convict,  struck 
Evans  with  a  bar  of  iron,  and  retreated  into  his  apartment.  Evans  pursued  him,  and  fired  at  him, 
sending  a  ball  into  his  lungs.  Another  convict  was  wounded  by  a  bayonet  in  the  bands  of  a  prisoner « 
a  negro,  who  sided  with  the  keepers.  The  majority  of  the  convicts  had  nothing  to  do  with  this 
attempts  It  commenced  and  ended  with  its  proiectom.  Seven  prisoners  broke  out  afterwards  by 
nndcrmining  iKe  priKun  wnlU,  and  e»c2iped.'*     \  ol.  I.,  page  495, 
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In  Philadelphia,  during  the  summers  of  1794,  1795  ^^^  17961 
Yellow  Fever  was  epidemic,  with  an  average  mortality  of  about  800  |)er 
yean  In  1797  the  deaths  were  1,29a.  In  1798  no  less  than  3.645 
persons  succumbed  to  the  pestilence.  This  epidemic  continued  for 
several  years.  In  1799  there  were  1,015,  in  1802,307  ;  in  1803,  199; 
in  1805,  400;  in  1819,  20;  in  1820,  93  deaths.  Then  followed  a 
period  of  iniraunity  for  thirty-three  years,  in  1853  there  were  128 
deaths;  but  other  epidemics  prevailed.  Smallpox  claimed  485  victims 
during  the  season  of  1823-24;  427  deaths  in  1852;  758  in  1861  ; 
524  in  1865,  and  4,464  in  1871-72.  Asiatic  cholera  carried  off  935 
of  the  citizens  in  1832,  and  1,012  in  1849.  Scarlet  fever  made  ravages 
daring  the  years  1861^  1865  and  1870,  for  each  of  these  years  respec- 
tively, the  deaths  numbering:  1*190,  624,  799  and  956.  These 
figures  are  here  referred  to  in  order  to  explain  the  state  of  panic  which 
prevailed  at  times,  when  several  of  the  managers  and  physicians 
temporarily  left  the  city. 

The  operations  of  the  Hospital  were  subsequently  interrupted 
only  once  by  an  epidemic,  and  this  was  of  less  severity  than  those 
irhich  occurred  about  the  beginning  of  the  century. 

The  minutes  of  July  9,  1832,  state  that 

The  Board  was  asBembled  In  consequetjce  of  the  apprehension  of  tlie  occur- 
feficc  of  peslilential  disease  of  the  character  which  has  made  its  appearance  in 
New  York,  and  wishing  to  be  informed  what  measures  shall  be  adopted  10  provide 
for  »iirK»'al  inid  otlier  cases  after  it  may  be  deemed  improper  to  receive  them 
\mXo  the  apartments  of  the  Hospital. 

The  fear  of  the  epidemic  was  not  without  foundation,  although 
the  gc0era1  exodus  which  characterized  that  of  yellow  fever  did  not 
obtain  this  year.  *rhe  first  case  of  cholera  occurred  on  July  5th,  the 
ncul  on  the  9th  ;  these  were  followed  on  the  13th  and  14th  by  three 
de8ilh«.  After  the  14th  the  epidemic  lingered.  There  were  only  three 
or  four  cases  a  day  until  about  the  27th  or  28th  of  July,  when  the 
epidemic  fairly  set  in.  The  cholera  lasted  until  the  fourth  of  October. 
Allogelher  there  were  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  fotirteen  cases 
rcp«/rtctl  in  the  city  with  nine  himdred  and  thirty- five  deaths. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Contributors  was  held  on  July  i,  1751, 
ftf  ific  Stale  House  on  Chestnut  Street,  when,  in  purstiance  of  the 
KtX  of  Ajiicmbly,  they  organized  and  elected  twelve  Managers  and  a 
TrettMirer,  *

Market  Street  near  Second,  and  was  kept  by  Henry  Pratt.     After  his    Places  where 

decease  his  widow,  Rebecca  Pratt,  succeeded  to  the  proprietorship    ^T'^^^'^'^K^ 

wtrc  lielfl 
and    the   house   then   became   known  as  ♦'Widow  Pratt's  Standard   outside  of  ihe 

Tavern.'*  The  first  meeting  of  the  recently  elected  Managers  was  Hospital, 
held  at  thts  place  on  July  2^  1751-  There  were  no  meetings  of  the 
Managers  from  June  20th  until  September  5,  1751,  when  Dr.  Thomas 
Bond,  the  President,  Joshtia  Crosby »  and  John  Smith,  met  here  to 
consider  the  •*  beginning  of  the  Hospital  in  a  j>rivate  house  to  accom- 
modate a  few  patients,  until  the  Hospital  is  built,  also  the  rules  for 
the  admission  of  patients."  Another  meeting  was  held  here  on 
October  27,  1751. 

The  election  of  Managers  had  been  held  at  the  State  House  or 
Court  House  for  several  years,  until  April  i,  1756,  when  the  new 
Hospital  being  sufficiently  completed  to  afford  the  accommodations 
for  the  purpose,  the  Managers  decided  to  hold  all  future  meetings 
there.  This  was  not  strictly  adhered  to,  as  meetings  were  appointed 
to  be  held  elsewhere,  at  taverns  and  citizens'  houses.  On  Novemlier 
8,  1762,  a  meeting  of  the  Managers  and  Treasurer  was  held  in  the 
Warden's  Room  at  the  Court-House,  when  *'  ihey  were  informed 
by  Dr,  Shippen,  Jr,^  lately  arrived  from  London,  that  seven  cases  con- 
taining anatomical  drawings,  etc.,  sent  by  Dr.  John  Folhergill,  had 
reached  this  port."  The  first  session  of  Congress  in  the  Court 
House  building  commenced  March  4,  1770;  and  the  last  session 
ended  May  14,  1800. 

The  Old  London  Coffee  House  was  more  generally  known  simply 
as  the  **Cofree  House."  The  more  important  public  demonstrations 
in  Philadelphia  in  connection  with  political  and  other  events  for 
many  years  occurred  at  this  popular  hostelry,  which  was  located  at 
the  southwest  corner  of  Front  and  Market  Streets.  It  had  a  large 
shed  extending  over  the  entire  sidewalk  to  the  curbstone.  Watson's 
Annals  represents  the  old  building  with  the  addition  in  the  foreground 
of  a  group  of  negro  slaves  being  sold  at  auction  and  standing  on  a 
platform  made  of  boards  resting  on  two  barrels.  May  27,  1762,  a 
meeting  of  Managers  held  here  to  consider  the  sale  of  the  John  Jones 
house^  which  property  had  been  bequeathed  by  Jones,  a  cordwainer, 
to  the  Hospital.  Another  meeting  was  held  on  August  2,  1762,  to 
execute  a  power  of  attorney  to  James  Tilghman  to  enable  him  to 
collect  the  Christopher  Brown  legacy  in  Maryland,  and  still  another 
on  May  27,  1765^  when  the  Managers  met  to  approve  a  letter  to 
Dr-  John  Fothergill. 
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There  was  another  "  London  Coffee  House/*  said  to  have  been 
located  at  Carpenter's  Wharf,  on  Front  Street  below  Black  Horse 
Alley. 

Davenport's  Tavern,  or  "  The  Bunch  of  Grapes,'*  was  formerly 
called  the  "  Bull's  Head  ;  "  it  was  situated  on  Third  below  Mulberry 
(now  Arch)  Street.  August  28,  1769,  the  Managers  "adjourned  to 
meet  at  Davenport's  Tavern,  to  consider  the  matter  of  employing  an 
Apothecary  and  Steward."  A  committee  was  also  appointed  at  this 
Meeting  to  purchase  material  and  employ  tradesmen  to  erect  the 
famous  building  afterwards  known  as  the  *'  Elaboratory,"  which 
figures  conspicuously  several  times  in  the  annals  of  the  Hospital. 

A  tavern  located  in  Bank  Street  had  for  its  sign  a  portrait  of 
Burns. 

A  meeting  was  held  May  14-15,  1770,  at  '*  Burns'  Tavern" 
to  discuss  the  preceding  measures,  and  '*  the  result  submitted  to  the 
Physicians  who  agreed  to  meet  together  to  consider  the  same  and 
give  us  their  sentiments  thereon."  One  important  matter  brought  up 
was  the  excessive  rates  charged  by  the  apothecaries  of  the  town  for 
the  drugs  furnished  to  the  Hospital.  All  further  supply  was  by  reso- 
lution agreed  to  be  ordered  from  London,  except  such  as  should  be 
wanted  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency. 

At  the  same  meeting  the  Managers  and  Physicians  considered 
"  the  attendance  of  the  Students  who  have  not  paid  six  Pistoles  and 
their  improper  conduct  while  dissecting,  also  the  indiscriminate  pur- 
chasing of  drugs." 

There  were  several  taverns  with  the  name  of  *'  Fleece,"  the  one 
on  Second  Street  opposite  Taylor's  Alley  was  the  *'  Golden  Fleece  ;  " 
here  the  Managers  on  April  15,  1771,  met  to  consider  some  important 
matters  relating  to  the  Pennsylvania  Land  Company. 

*'  The  Conestoga  Waggon  "  was  located  on  Market  Street  above 
Fourth.  It  was  popular  with  the  Military  and  Western  men.  October 
29,  1 771,  the  Managers  met  here  to  prepare  an  address  to  Governor 
Richard  Penn,  congratulating  him  on  his  arrival  and  accession  to  the 
Government  of  this  Province. 

Adjoining  Friends'  Meeting  House  on  Fourth  Street  was  a  Com- 
mittee Room  convenient  for  small  meetings.  October,  28,  1772,  the 
Managers  met  here  *'  to  consider  the  offer  of  Thomas  Forrest  of  the 
undivided  fourth  part  of  a  lot,  in  right  of  his  wife,  to  sell  for  ^300, 
out  of  which  he  agrees  to  contribute  ^£2^,  said  lot  being  situated  in 
the  square  between  Seventh,  Eighth,  Spruce  and  Pine  Streets." 

Public  taverns  and  Ordinaries  were  not  the  only  places  where  the 
Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  held  meetings.     Several  are 
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recorded  as  having  taken  place  also  at  the  houses  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  and  other  citizens. 

Among  these,  the  most  interesting  is  the  meeting  of  the  Mana- 
gers and  physicians  at  the  house  of  Dr.  Thomas  Bond,  November  26, 
1766,  to  hear  him  read  his  Introductory  Lecture  to  a  Course  of 
Clinical  Observations  in  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  which  was  after- 
wards delivered  to  the  students  at  the  Hospital  December  3,  1766. 
This  appears  in  full  in  the  section  on  Medical  Lectures. 

A  special  meeting  was  held  at  the  house  of  Samuel  Coates,  on 
November  2d,  1786,  for  the  purpose  of  requesting  Reynold  Keen  to 
deliver  a  petition  (asking  for  the  exemption  from  militia  duty  of  the 
Steward,  Afxithecary  and  cell  keeper)  to  one  of  the  city  members  to 
lay  before  the  Assembly.  Another  special  meeting  was  held  here 
August  28,  1793,  in  regard  to  the  Yellow  Fever,  and  again  September 
7,  1795.  During  the  epidemic  of  Yellow  Fever  in  1798^  the  Mana- 
gers held  meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  the  Middle  Ferry, 
Market  Street  SchuylkilU  until  the  epidemic  subsided. 

By    Act  of  Assembly  of  April  11,  1793,  the  sum  of  Twenty-six 
thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty  six  dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents  were  Further 
granted  the  Contril)utors  out  of  the  Arrears  due  to  the  Commonwealth   f^rants  by 
under  the  Loan  Office  Act  of  February  26,  1773.   The  Managers  were  A'*s<^^"''^H'' 
directed  to  apply  the  money  granted  to  erect,  finish,  and  furnish  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  diseased   in  body  and  mind,  one  building 
(the  west  wing)  and  also  one  other  building  (centre  building),  the 
first  lioor  being  for  the  accommodation  of  the  managers,  physicians, 
apothecary,  steward,  matron  and  other  officers  and  servants  of  the 
house,  the  upi>er  floors  to  be  used  for  patients.     By  the  same  Act, 
unclaimed  dividends  of  bankrupts'  estates  were  to  be  paid  to  them  by 
the  Commissioners  of  Bankrupts,  the  Contributors  to  be  liable  there- 
for, when  claimed,   etc.  (which  yielded  in  the  end,  nineteen  thousand 
dollars  for  maintenance  of  the  Hospital). 

In  the  proceedings  of  December  10,  1795*  is  recorded  the  copy 
of  a  memorial,  which  was  sent  to  the  Legislature,  reciting  the  forego- 
ing facts,  and  requesting  an  additional  grant  in  order  to  complete  the 
centre  and  west  wing  of  the  Hospital.  It  concludes  with  this  pow^er- 
tul  appeal  to  the  members  of  the  Assembly : 

Thtit  unless  your  Memorialists  receive  an  additional  grant  it  will  be  Impossible 
for  them  Lo  proceed  in  the  arduous  Duties  of  their  appointment ;  of  course  tliey 
will  be  under  the  necessity  of  leavioR  the  buiSditigs  in  their  present  unfinished 
and  useless  State ;  an  event  wliich  the  friends  of  hnmnnity  cannot  fail  to  deplore, 
who  feel  for  the  miseries  of  their  Poor  and  distressed  fellow  tieinns,  lingering  with 
sore  and  afflicting  iJiscases  of  bttdy  and  mind  and  ready  lo  perish  for  want  of  the 
comforts  which  such  an  Institution  would  afford  them. 
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Your  Memorialists  acknowledge  with  great  sntisfartion,  those  Itbrral  grants 
of  forint^r  assemblies  by  which  their  Predecessors  have  been  assisted  to  lay  the 
foundation  of  this  noble  and  useful  institution.  And  with  reverence  to  the  author 
of  all  gwjd^  who  disposeth  the  minds  of  Men  to  acts  of  Charity  and  Love  ihey 
acknowledge  that  they  owe  its  endowment  to  the  liberal  contributionsof  benevolent 
Individuals,  by  whose  voluntary  Gifts,  thro'  the  blessing  of  Providence,  they  have 
reason  to  believe,  many  thousand  Lives  have  been  saved,  whose  names  and  cases 
recorded  on  the  Hospital  Minnies  have  been  annually  submitted  to  the  Legis- 
latures of  Pennsylvania  for  more  than  forty  Wars. 

That  your  Memorialists  conceive  these  advantages  ran  only  be  extended  by 
an  additional  j^rant  to  finish  and  furnish  the  buildings.  How  much  it  may  require 
to  accnmplish  these  objects,  from  the  present  hi|;jli  price  of  waj^es  and  materials^ 
it  is  impossible  exactly  to  ascertain  .—but  from  the  estimates  they  have  formed, 
they  conceive  it  will  take  fifleen  thousand  pounds  mure  than  is  already  granted. 

YOUR  MEMORIALISTS  therefore  in  contemplating  the  necessity  of  fimsli- 
ing  the  business  assiK^ed  them,  look  up  with  confidence  to  the  Lt*gislature.  the 
Patrons  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  lor  such  further  aid  as  will  enable  them  to 
complete  the  ttriginal  Desij^n  and  extend  its  advantagt*s  tc^  countless  numbers  of 
sick  and  miserable  Beings,  whose  Blessings  will  descend  upon  the  fnnndt  rs  ,Sc 
[jroniolers  of  so  Rood  a  work. 

Signed  by  all  the  Managers,  and  Treasurer. 

This  appeal  was  not  without  result,  for  the  announcement  was 

made  at  the  meeting  of  April   4,  1796,  that  the  Assembly   bad  just 

])a$sed  an  Act  making  an  additional  grant  to  the  Hospital  of  ^^25,000. 

Further  appeals  to  the    I^egislature   for  aid  will  be  referred  10  in  a 

subsequent  section  especially  devoted  to  fmancial  aid.

26,  1796,     In  consequence  of  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Rush,  res|>ecting 

baths,  two  rooms  were  provided,  one  with  hot,  the  other  with  a  cold 

and  shower  bath  near  to  the  centre  of  the  West  Wing,  to  be  supplied 

with  water  from  a  reservoir  placed   beneath  the  ceiling  of  the  lower 

story.     They  were  completed  October  26,  1799.     On  December  26, 

1808,  a  warm  bath  machine  of  original  design  but  good  construction 

was  presented  by  Charlts  Wilson  Peale  for  the  use  of  the  patients,  for 

which  the  Managers  returned  thanks. 

Stoves  for  On  May  30,   1802,  the   Committee  were  directed  to  erect  one 

Coal,  stove,  to  warm  the  cells   with  coal,  on  the  plan   sugy;ested  by  John 

Dorsey,  and  to  have  the  experiment  made  how  far  it  will  save  fueb 

Circular  It  was  originally  intended  that  the  '•  Centre  '*  Building  should  be 

Chnic  Room,   finished  with  a  Dome,  but  it  was  ftiund  difficult   to  adapt  any   Dome 

to  the  present  Style  of  the  Front ;  and    the  operating-room  being 

capable  of  so  good  a  light  from  the  Platform  of  the  Roof: 

On  July  9,  1798,  it  is  resolved,  that  the  Dome  be  omitted  and  the  Sky  Light  to- 
enlighten  the  Theatre  Tor  surgical  opemtions  he  finished  with  a  light  railing. 
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Hospital,  On  July  4th,  the  Managers  assembled  at  the  house  of 
Josiah  Hewes  at  9  o*clock  a.  m,,  when  Dr,  Colomb's  proposal  was 
considered  and  declined.  This  action  was  directed  to  be  conveyed 
to  the  French  Minister, 

On  February  26,  1798,  the  Managers  having  observed  that 

Several  Persons  had  heen  admitted  into  the  House  last  Year^  and  some  lately, 
who  ut  the  time  of  their  admission  appeared  to  be  near  their  end  and  who  have  died 
shortly  after  they  were  taken  in,  and  having  also  observed  that  some^ick  Persons 
have  not  been  visited  previously  to  their  said  admission  by  any  one  of  the  Hospital 
Physicians,  it  is  agreed  to  recommend  to  all  ilicjiaid  Physicians  to  pay  strict  atten- 
tion to  those  rules  of  the  House  which  provide  that  no  incurable  case  except  Luna- 
tics shall  be  admitted,  nor  any  others,  without  such  previous  Visitation  and,  as 
the  rules  further  require  that  two  Physicians  should  always  attend  on  every 
Managing  Day^  it  is  requested  that  they  may  in  that  respect  be  strictJy  complied 
with  and  if  by  sickness  or  Casualty  a  Physician  cannot  attend  at  the  lime 
appointed,  it  is  recommended  that  he  procure  some  one  of  the  other  Physicians  of 
the  house  to  attend  for  him. 

At  a  meeting  held  September  ist»  rSoo,  a  letter  was  read  and  directed  lobe 
sent  to  Benjamin  VVest^  who  was  then  President  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Arts  in 
London,  soliciting  on  behalf  of  the  Contributors  a  parnting,  ending  with  the 
complimentary  conclusion  **  The  works  of  an  artist  which  ornament  the  palace  of 
his  King  cannot  fail  to  honor  him  in  his  native  land."  The  request  was  favorably 
entertained  by  West,  who  some  years  later  presented  the  Hospital  with  the 
picture  of  "  Christ  Healing  the  Sick,'*'  A  building  was  erected  from  desigtis  fur- 
nished in  consultation  with  West.  The  picture  arrived  on  the  13th  of  October. 
1S17,  It  was  exhibited  for  several  years  and  proved  a  source  of  considerable 
revenue  to  Ihe  Hospital,  amounting  to  thousands  of  dollars. 

On  November  15,  1802,  the  following  cotnmunication  was  sent 

by  the  Physicians,  to  the  Board  of  Managers  : 

Whereas  delays  inconvenient  and  sometimes  dangerous  to  life  have  some- 
limes  occurred  or  may  occur  from  the  inability  of  the  Physicians  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital  to  Visit  the  Patients  previously  to  their  Admission  into  the  Hospital 
agreeably  to  a  rule  of  the  Managers,  on  Account  of  Numerous  and  prior  Engage- 
ments of  said  Physicians^  they  do  hereby  request  the  Managers  of  the  Hospital 
to  permit  them  to  employ  One  of  their  Pupils  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  &  exami- 
ning the  Sick  Applicants  (when  it  is  not  practicable  to  do  it  themselves)  they 
engaging  to  be  responsible  for  the  fidelity  and  Judgment  of  their  said  Pupils.

The  Managers  are  all  of  opinion  that  they  cannot  dispense  with  any  part  of 
the  present  form  of  admission.  On  this  occasion,  the  Board  sincerely  regret  that 
the  Physicians  have  made  a  request  which  the  Managers  cannot  grant  without 
infringing  upon  the  duties  they  owe  the  institution.

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At  a  meeting  held  Oct.  29,  1804: 

Samuel  Coatcs  presents  lo  the  Hospital  a  German  Servant  Girt,  a^cd  about 

years  old,  named ,  to  remain  three  years,  which  the  Board 

accept  and    request  that   he  will  gel  her    Indentures  executed.     He  also  offers 

,  who  is  now  tn  the  house,  for  Eighty  dollars,  for  the  same  time,  which  the 

Managers  agree  to  pay  she  consenting  thereto  ;  He  liktwise  oflfers  Francis — 

for  Eighty  dollars  for  three  years,  which  the  Board  agree  to  (five,  Francis  Con- 
renting  to  Serve,  and  to  perform  every  duty  required  of  him  by  the  Steward  ;  but 
the  principal  Object  the  Managers  have  in  view,  in  buying  him,  is  lo  employ  him 
in  the  Apothecary  Shop,  to  keep  it  in  good  order,  and  to  goof  such  Errands  as 
may  be  thought  necessary  in  the  Medical  rK-partmeni.^ 

It  was  ascertained p  December  28,  1S05,  that  m  virtue  of  the  ten 
shares  owned  by  the  Hospital,  the  use  of  Schuylkill  water  should  be 
gratis  for  three  years,  thereafter  at  the  rate  of  fifty  dollars  per  annum. 

The  committee  on  btulding  the  stable  and  wash-huuse  were 
instmcled  to  have  a  cistern  dug  to  contain  forty  hogsheads  for  the 
purpose  of  washing.  Schuylkill  water  was  also  to  l>e  introduced  into 
the  stable  and  wash-house»  July  27,  1807,  On  May  mh,  a  permit

From  Spruce  street  urjder  the  wall  to  the  green  house,  the  watering  com- 
mittee having  consented  to  grant  one. 

August  21,  1807,  the  Steward  is  directed  to  read  in  every  Ward 
the  Rules  to  be  observed  by  the  Patients  once  in  every  Month  & 
to  inform  them  particularly  that 

If  ftn3*one  of  them  persist  in  smoking  of  Pipes  or  Segars  after  being  cautioned 
by  him  to  desist,  such  Patients  on  complaint  to  the  Sitting  Managers  will  he  dis- 
charged  for  irregular  behaviour. 

The  custom  of  leaving  the  city  during  the  summer  months  which 
began  when  epidemics  threatened  or  prevailed,  subsequently  became 
the  fashion.     August  25,  1806,  there  were  reported  as  al>sentees: 

Peter  Brown,  on  account  of  his  sickness,  Tiwmas  Morris  at  Long  Branch  for 
his  health,  and  Joseph  Saunders  Lewis,  Treasurer,  gone  lo  Boston.  Pattison 
Hartshorne  and  Lawrence  Seckel  were  granted  leave  of  absence. 

May  27,  1809,  it  was  agreed: 

To  Advertiite  the  Poor  from  the  City  or  County  to  come  to  the  Hospital  where 
they  will  he  vaccinated  Gratis. 

On  May  15,  18 11,  the  Managers'  fines  were  increased  to  fifty 
cents  for  total  absence  and  to  twenty-five  cents  for  being  late  at  any 
meeting  and  no  excuse  to  be  admitted  for  total  or  partial  absence.

*  U  was  the  ciutom  iw  the  early  part  of  lasi  cemury  for  itnmigrantt  to  pay  for  their  passage 
by  pcr»oa»l  i«rvlc<»  and.  under  »uch  agreement,  many  were  »old  for  m  term  of  yearij^  by  veuel 
owners  to  work  out  their  Indebtedness,  and,  hence,  were  known  as  "  Redemption  ServanU.'^' 
Somt  ol  ihetn  afterwards  acquired  wealth  and  became  influential  citiieas.  (Sec  article  on

apprentice  of  tfie  Hous^.  and  which  has  mt't  the  Approbation  of  the  Pliysicians 
was  presented  (Sept.  26,  1S14).  It  appears  that  the  Sitting  Managers  have 
Ordered  seven  Redi^teads  on  this  plan  some  of  which  are  in  Use  and  have  been 
found  to  answer  better  than  any  heretofore  introduced  into  the  Hospital.  The 
Board  applaud  the  in^ennity  of  the  Inventor  and  return  him  their  thanks  for  the 
Model. 

On  May  29,  1815,  il  having  been  made  known  to  the  Board  that 
the  Managers  of  the  Almshouse  had  invited  the  Apprentices  of  this 
House  to  attend  an  Operation  in  that  institution: 

It  is  Resolved  to  permit  the  Medical  Apprentices  of  the  Almshouse  lo  attend 
the  Surgical  Operations,  which  may  hereafter  be  performed  in  the  Pennsyl- 
Hospital. 

The  following  resolution,  dated  June  26,  1815,  from  the  Alms- 
house and  House  of  Employment,  was  directed,  July  31,  1815,  to  be 
put  on  the  Minutes: 

Reiotvfd,  That  the  Medical  Students  of  the  Pennsylvania  liospital  be  per- 
mittefl  to  attend  the  Snrglcal  Operations  which  may  hereafter  be  performed  in 
this  House, 

November  27,  1815,  on  motion  it  was  agreed  ; 

That  the  Apprentices  of  this  House  have  the  Liberty  of  attending  the  Lectures 
of  Physicians  belonging  lo  the  University  other  than  those  connected  with  the 
Institution  and  the  expenses  thereof  be  defrayed  out  of  the  general  fund. 

Corresijondence    between    the    Trustees   of    the   University   of 

Pennsylvania  (regarding  teaching  in  the  Hospital)  and  the  Managers 

of  the  Ho.spital  failed  lo  lead  to  any  rnntnai  agreement.

Gt'tt/hntim. — The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  being  desirous 
to  secure  to  the  Pupils  of  the  Medical  Department  the  advantag;es  of  a  clinical 
Establishment  in  which  the  TreLitmenl  of  the  various  diseases  to  which  the  human 
Frame  is  liable  may  be  illustrated  under  the  direction  of  one  of  the  Professors  of 
the  University,  have  appohited  a  Committee  with  power  to  make  the  arrange- 
ments requisite  for  the  Accomplishment  of  that  Object. 

Persuaded  that  your  Board  will  be  well  iiictined  to  cooperate  with  the  Trus- 
tees in  a  matter  so  highly  important  to  the  improvement  and  dissemination  of 
medical  Science,  we  ofl'er  to  your  consideration  the  followinjjT  proposals  : 

I.  That  there  be  two  Wards  of  the  Hospital,  one  of  the  Males  the  other  ol 
Females,  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  Clinical  Teacher,  each  Ward  of  suffi- 
cient dimensions  to  accommodate  with  convenience  at  least  Fifteen  Patients — two 
apartments  are  of  course  required  in  order  that  the  Males  and  Females  may  t>e 
separated. 

a.  Besides  the  miscellaneous  Cases  in  these  Wards,  the  Managers  will  allot  a 
certain  number  or  portion  of  the  maniacal  and  Venereal  patients  lo  be  under  the 
Care  of  the  Teacher. 

The  Hospital  will  as  usual  provide  competent  Nurses^  one  of  whom  to  be 
entitled  Matron  who  shall  ejeercise  a  Controul  over  the  whole.  The  Matron  and 
Nurses  to  act  under  the  direction  of  the  Teacher  in  their  care  of  the  Sick  subject 
to  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital 
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4.  The  Prescriptions  of  the  Teacher  to  be  furnished  b^'  ihc  Hospital. 

5.  The  Teacher  to  have  the  use  of  the  Lecture  Room  for  iheacconimodatloti 
of  the  Class — the  necessary  Fuel  and  Attendants  to  be  supplied  by  the  HnspH.iL 

6.  Each  Student  in  tlie  Chiiical  Estiiblishment  shall  pay  to  the  Hospital  the 
Sura  of  Ten  dollars  for  every  course  of  Clinical  Lectures  he  may  attend  ;  and  no 
Candidate  shall  be  admitted  to  a  Degree  in  the  University  who  dous  not  produce 
a  Certificate  of  havinjj  attended  a  Course  of  siicli  Lectures  and  of  having  paid 
the  Fee  to  the  Institution. 

7.  The  Clinical  Teacher  to  be  responsible  for  the  Observance  of  such  Rules** 
may  be  agreed  U|>on  with  your  Board*  as  to  the  Conduct  of  the  Pupils,

Committee  which  reported  as  follows  : 

The  CommittLe  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  have  given  to  that  subject  all  ihe  attention  &  deliberation  to 
which,  from  its  interesting  complexion,  k  siremed  to  be  so  justly  entitled. 

The  interests  of  medical  science  are  so  intimxitety  interwoven  not  only  witli 
Ihe  original  design  but  preset  it  economy  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  that  your 
Committee  would  cheerfully  advocate  any  plan,  having  for  its  object  the  more 
eflfecttud  cultivation  and  diffusion  of  that  important  branch  of  knowledge,  but 
which  should  not,  at  the  same  time,  essentially  interfere  with  the  long  established 
practice  and  wholesome  regulations  of  the  Hospital. 

Deeply  impressed  with  these  considerations,  your  Committee  convened  your 
Physicians  &  Surgeons,  the  Physicians  of  the  Lying4n  Departments  excepted,  on 
whose  duties  it  was  supposed  the  proposals  of  the  University  conld  have  no  mate- 
rial bearing — They  all  attended — The  conimunication  from  the  Trustees  was 
placed  in  their  hands—They  have  since  returned  it,  with  their  written  opinion, 
which  for  your  information  is  herewith  submitted. 

Your  Committee  have  endeavoured  to  discover  whether  in  any  &  in  what 
manner  the  views  of  the  University  C'juld  be  rendered  in  accordance  with  yuur 
rules,  but  they  have  been  unsuccessful  in  the  attempt— &  report  it  as  the  result 
of  their  judgment,  that  the  proposals  of  the  University  cannot  be  carried  into 
effect  in  the  Pennsyivania  Hospital.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Managers,  held  September  14,  1824,  the 
following  minute  was  made  : 

Believing  that  it  may  tend  t«>  the  encouragement  of  the  Officers  and  servants 
of  this  Institution  in  the  diligent  and  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty  &  to  the 
comfort  and  improvement  of  the  patients  were  we  assisted  in  the  internal  manage- 
ment of  the  House  by  some  of  our  discreet  and  experienced  female  friends  and 
it  having  been  projKised  to  Amy  Coates,  Mary  Cope,  Catharine  W-.  Morris  and 
Beulah  Sansom  to  join  us  in  this  interesting  work  &  they  having  kindly  signified 
their  Assent;  the  Ftoard.  September  14,  1824,  thankfully  Accept  their  Services 
and  Authorize  Sl  empower  them  either  jointly  or  separalcl)' as  they  shall  see  fit 
at  all  times  convenient  to  tliemselves  to  visit  and  inspect  the  several  Wards  Sl 
apartments  of  the  Hospital  to  afford  such  counsel  and  aid  to  all  who  are  in  our 
employment  St  to  tlie  patients  as  they  may  find  occasion  for  and  deem  meet  and 
report  from  time  to  time  to  the  Managers  individually  or  Collectively  such  altera- 
tions and  impr*tvemcnts  in  the  internal  economy  of  the  House  as  they  may  judge 
salutary,  nstl'ul  or  needful. 
To  tht'  Jifariii£e*rs  : 

Agreeably  to  your  IVlinute  of  Appointment  dated  9  mo.  last,  we  have  fre- 
qently  visited  the  Hospital,  and  during  the  course  of  our  attention  to  the  Affairs 
of  the  Household  in  its  various  departments,  we  are  encouraged  to  believe  our 
exertion|  altogether  useless;  and  it  is  in  the  pleasing  hope  that  similar  appoint- 
ments in  succession  will  continue  to  be  advantageous  to  the  Institution,  that  we 
are  free  to  propose  ihe  enlargement  of  our  numtier. 

Pursuant  to  these  views  of  the  subject,  we  lake  the  liberty  of  naming  for 
your  consideration  the  election  of  Hannah  Lewis,  and  Mary  Homor,  as  our 
coadjutors. 

As  descriptive  of  the  nature  of  our  engagement,  and  for  the  sake  of  con- 
venience, we  have  adopted  the  title  of  *'The  Board  of  Assistants  for  the  internal 
management  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital."

This  Board,  4  mo.  30,  1825,  being  well  satisfied  that  Considerable  benefit  has 
resulted  to  the  Institution  from  the  disinterested  services  of  these  Friends 
appoint  Hannah  Lewis  and  Mary  Hornor  to  be  Members  of  the  said  Board  of 
Assistants.  Who  are  hereafter  to  be  designated,  * "  The  Board  of  Assistants  for 
the  Internal  Management  of  the  Hospital  *' 

At  the  annual  election,  held  May  9,  1825,  the  Board  of  Assistants 
for  the  Internal  Management  of  the  Hospital  were  re-elected. 

The  following  year,  Catharine  W.  Morris,  Hannah  Lewis  and 
Mary  Cope  resigned,  and  their  places  were  filled  by  the  election  of 
Hannah  Paul,  Martha  Johnson  and  Eh^zabeth  Archer. 


On  December  31,  1827,  a  communication  was  received  from  the 
**  Board  of  Female  Assistants,"  expressing  their  disapprobation  of 
retaining  **a  certain  employee  in  the  Hospital,  in  any  capacity  what- 
ever," The  Managers,  after  due  consideration,  refused  to  comply 
with  the  rer|nest.  The  ladies  thereupon  tendered  their  resignations, 
and  the  Managers,  by  motion,  declared  the  organization  of  the 
Board  of  Female  Assistants  abolished. 

At  the  same  meeting  the  Managers  gave  consideration   to  the 

comjjlaints  concerning  the  Committee  on  Economy,  which  had  been 

in   operation  since  March    1786,   (see  page  67),   and  the  following 

resolution  was  oflfered  : 

Resohf£d,  That  so  much  of  any  nile  of  this  Board  as  constitutes  a  Committee 
of  EcoJiomy  l>e  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 
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It  is  recorded  that 

The  votes  being  equally  divided,  the  moliun  did  not  prevail.  Whereupon 
Joseph  R.  Jeiiks  resij^iicd  his  seat  as  Member  of  Ifie  Committee  of  Economy, 
*'  but  not  as  Manager.'* 

Charles  Roberts  then  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

R^-soh'td^  That  the  Steward,  with  the  advicQof  the  attending  Managers  shall 
have  power  to  employ  and  discharge  the  servants  and  nurses  as  they  may  judge 
proper  and  the  first  Rule  respecting  Nurses  and  Servants  is  repealed. 

The  object,  evidently^  was  to  abolish  the  Committee  on  Economy, 
jyhich  had,  according  to  some  of  the  Managers,  overstepped  the  bounds 
their  powers  in  deciding  questions  which  had  come  before  them, 
le  communicaiion  from  the  Female  Assistants  l>roiighi  forward  the 
matter,  which  had  lieen  smouldering  for  some  time,  to  a  crisis.  The 
Committee  of  Economy  had  been  invested  with  great  powers  in  the 
control  of  the  internal  administration  of  the  alTairs.  which  may  have 
engendered  some  want  of  hartnony  among  the  other  members  of  the 
Board.  It  may  be  said,  however,  to  the  credit  of  the  management 
that  it  appears  to  be  the  only  instance  of  a  disagreement  of  any 
importance,  which  has  occurred  in  the  history  of  the  instilution. 

On    February    25,     182S,    the    following   communication    was

Charles  presented : 

P     '  On  the  25th  of  the  present  month,  five  of  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania 

Hospital  communicated  their  resignation,  in  writing,  to  the  Board  and  retired. 
The  number  of  the  Managers  remaining  is  seven  and  they  have  requested  legal 
advice  as  to  their  powers  and  as  to  the  Measures  proper  to  be  pursued  by 
them. 

On  the  whole  my  advice  is  that  the  remaining  Managers  proceed  without 
delay  to  fill  the  vacancies  which  have  occurred  in  the  Board,  by  the  nomination 
of  other  Contributors,  which  Measure,  I  think  is  to  be  preferred  to  their  under- 
taking to  act  without  a  full  Board,  because  neither  the  labor  nor  the  responsibility 
of  this  Trust,  ought  to  rest  upon  so  small  a  number  of  Managers.

Advice  of  whereas  by  the  resignation  of  Thomas  P.   Cope,  Joseph  Johnson,  Joseph  R. 

Counsel,  jgnj^s,  Israel  Cope  and  Matthew  L.  Bevan  which  was  made  to  this  Board  on  the 
25th  instant,  the  said  persons  having  refused  to  act  as  Managers  and  retired  from 
the  office  and  five  vancancies  thereby  exist,  the  rest  of  the  Managers  think  fit  to 
nominate  others  of  the  Contributors  to  supply  the  place  of  said  persons  ;  and 
will  therefore  proceed  to  such  nomination  and  appointment. 

Joseph  Price,  Alexander  W.  Johnston,  Mordecai  Lewis,  John  J.  Smith  and 
Bartholomew  WIstar  were  appointed  in  the  place  of  the  persons  resigned. 

Centennial  The  first  official  recognition  and  celebration  of  the  birthday  of 

Celebration  Gen.  Washington,  occurred  during  his  lifetime,  in  1788,  when  the 
of  the  Birth  of  gypj-enie  Executive  Council  of  Pennsylvania  ordered  salutes  of 
artillery  to  be  fired  in  his  honor,  but  his  friends  and  admirers  had, 
previously  to  this,  met  and  informally  established  a  custom,  which  was 
so  well  sustained  by  public  opinion  that  it  subsequently  received  the 
sanction  of  the  City  authorities.  After  his  death,  the  celebration  was 
distinguished  by  special  enactment  of  Congress,  then  holding  its 
closing  session  in  l^hiladelphia.  It  was  recommended  by  appropriate 
resolutions,  that  the  2 2d  of  February,  1800,  should  be  observed 
throughout  the  United  States  as  a  day  set  apart  for  exercises 
manifesting  the  popular  esteem  for  the  character  of  Washington.  In 
Philadelphia,  there  was  a  public  procession  under  the  direction  of  the 
Society  of  the  Cincinnati  and  also  a  parade  of  the  Masonic  fraternity 
and  of  the  Military,  and  appropriate  addresses  were  delivered. 

In  the  year  1832,  occurred  the  centennial  anniversary  of  Wash- 
ington's birthday,  and  it  was  celebrated  with  special  distinction.     A 
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Washington. 


large  civic  parade  was  a  prominent  part  of  ihe  proceedings.     In  the 
ceremonies  the  Firemen's  and  Odd  Fellows*  organizations  appeared  for  Centennial 
the   first  time  in   public  procession.      Every  interest  in  the  city  was   Anniversary, 
sought  to  be  enlisted  in  this  immense  display,  and   the  peace-loving   Bj^thdav 
Managers  of  the  Hospital  were  even  invited  to  participate,  as  will  be 
seen  in  the  following  formal  invitation  which  was  inserted  in  the  minutes, 
but  the  action  taken  by  the  Board  npon  the  matter  is  not  recorded.

That  the  Managers  entered  upon  the  peHbrmance  of  their  duties  under  the 
said  Act  of  Assembly  and  recovered  and  received  the  sum  so  granted  by  the 
Legislature  and  applied  the  same  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  said  Act ;  and 
thereafter  applied  to  the  Legislature  to  be  discharged  from  the  other  duties 
assigned  to  them  by  the  said  Act ;  and  on  the  4th  day  of  April  one  tliousand  eight 
hundred  and  five  an  Act  of  Assembly  entitled  "  A  supplement  to  the  Act  entitled 
an  Act  for  extending  the  benefits  experienced  from  the  institution  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital  was  passed  by  which  it  was  enacted  That  whenever  the  said 
Managers  should  transfer  and  deliver  to  the  State  Treasurer  all  the  Bonds, 
Mortgages  and  Securities  assigned  to  them  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  before 
mentioned  and  give  him  alt  the  information  they  possessed,  all  the  Trusts  and 
duties  assigned  by  the  said  Act  should  cease  and  determine — 
SsUstactioQ  That  the  said  Managers  did  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  said  Act  transfer, 

of  Mortgage    «^>g^  ^^^  deliver  to  the  State  Treasurer  all  the  said  bonds,  mortgages  and 
not  Recorded,   securities  and  give  him  all  the  information  they  possessed  and  were  thus  by  virtue 
of  the  said  Act  discharged  from  the  said  trusts  &  duties. 

That  the  said  Mortgage  hereinbelbre  mentioned  of  the  Corporate  estates  stilt 
remains  on  record  to  the  inconvenience  of  said  Institutioo,  satisfaction  thereof 
having  never  been  acknowledged  ;  as  the  same  of  right  should  have  been  when 
the  Managers  were  in  conformity  with  the  last  mentioned  Act  of  Assembly  dis- 
charged from  the  duties  and  trusts  aforesaid. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  respectfully  ask  that  authority  maybe  given  by  law 
to  the  Recorder  of  deeds  for  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia  or  to  some  other 
officer  of  the  State  to  acknowledge  satisfaction  on  the  record  of  said  Mortgiiges. 

Two  copies  of  the  above  meinorial  were  ordered  to  made  signed  by  the  Presi* 
dent  and  Secretary  on  behalf  of  the  Managers  and  forwarded  to  the  Senate  atuS 
Motise  of  Representatives  at  Harrisburg. 

The  Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  reported  thai :

thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety -three,  recorded  in  the  otTice  for  recording 
deedst  &c-.  in  and  for  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia  in  Mortgage  book 
Number  nine,  pagt  three  hundred  and  thirty-five,  &c.

Dtiring  the  years  from    1833  to    1840,  the  Managers  performed  Conthmed 
their  duties  regularly,  the  physiciatis  were  recorded  as  beint;  attentive   CJ>^ovnli  of 
to  the  patients,   and  the  routine  work  of  the  Hospital  continued      "^^t"  ^*  ■ 
without  s|>ecial  incident  and  without   interruption.     It   was   founds 
however,  that  the  reputation  of  the  institution  was  attracting  to  it  a 
constantly  increasing  number  of  patients,  making  it  necessary  to  pro- 
vide greater  accommodations,  esjiecially  for  the  insane.     Accordingly 
the  Contributors  authorized  the  Man^igers  to  sell  some  of  the  lots  in 
the  city,  and  buy  ground  in  West  Philadelphia,  and  to  erect  thereon 
the  Department  for  the  Insane,  whicli  was  opened   in   1840.     As  the 
records  of  the  two  departments  thence  for  ward  became  distinct  and 
indei>endent,  the  acrotinl  of  the  Insane  will  be  taken  up  for  consider 
at  ion  later  on* 

On  May  26,  t794,  the  Building  Committee  proposed  the  erection  kc  Houses, 
of  an  Ice  House  which  was  approved  and  they  were  instructed  to 
build  one  of  such  dimensions  as  they  deem  proper.  On  December  30, 
1811,  '*$ioo  was  paid  towards  building  a  New  Ice  House,  ofTered  by 
Robt.  Field.'*  December  17,  1819,  '*  The  Steward  is  directed  to  fill 
the  old  Ice  House,  when  suitable  Ice  can  be  had,  but  to  omit  filHiig 
the  New  One.  It  is  understood  that  ice  is  not  to  be  as  heretofore 
supplied  from  this  Institutinn  to  the  citizens/'  The  winter  of  iS^S^ 
however,  was  of  such  unusual  mildness  that  very  few  ice  houses  were 
filled,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Hosiutal  again  sold  ice  to  its  neigh- 
bors* 

On  the  removal  of  the  Insane  patients  to  West  I'hiladclphia,  in 
1841,  the  western  wing  of  the  buildingsj  and  two-thirds  of  the  grounds 
which  had  been  formerly  occupied  by  them  in  the  Hospital  at  Eighth 
and  Pine  Streets,  were  at  once  made  available  for  the  needs  of  the 
sick  and  injured,  but  quite  extensive  repairs  were  necessary  in  order 
to  adapt  the  building  for  the  purposes  of  a  (General  Hospital. 

From  the  Minutes  it  is  learned  that  this  work  now  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  Managers.

On  May  lo,  1841,  the  best  manner  of  improving  the  Hospital 
came  up  for  consideration,  but  it  was  not  until  December,  1844,  that 
action  was  taken  as  fuHows  :

traliun  of  the  fluids  *>f  the  Institution  will  warrant  it,  and  whereas  tlie  present 
Building  will  sottn  require  extensive  repairs  which  may  be  moreeconomicany  and 
conveniently  effected  in  conjunction  with  the  desired  improvements  than  if  both 
should  be  carried  on  sepnrately  from  each  other ;  and  whereas  it  is  presumed  that

the  Physicians  and  surj-^eons  of  the  house  can  give  the  Managers  important  and 
valued  advice  on  the  svtbicct,  therefore. 

itesoivrd,  that  they  be  respectfully  requested  to  furnish  the  Board  as  soon 
as  they  can  conveniently  do  so,  with  a  detailed  plan  of  such  alterations  in 
the  H<jspital  Buildings  as  in  iheir  opinion  will  best  promote  the  object  in  View 
together  with  their  reasons  therefore. 

The  Medical  Slaff  having  lieen  duly  consiulted,  the  work  was 
commenced  early  in  1845.  In  March,  1847,  the  CommiUee  reported 
completion  of  improvements  whi<:h  cost  $15,500,  in  addition  an 
expense  of  ;^5,ooo  for  warming  the  house.  Among  the  many  change 
made,  the  report  stated  that  there  had  been  a  change  in  location  of 
the  Medical  Library. 
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The  large  ri*om  in  the  second  story  of  the  Cenlre  Building  J  formerly  used  as 
a  female  medical  ward,  has  heen  handsotiiely  fuit'd  ujj  for  the  reception  of  the 
Library  ;  tlie  expense  has  been  defrayed  out  of  the  "Medical  Fund."' 

With  regard  to  the  alterations,  the  Building  Commiitee  re[;iorted  : 
Little  more  than  the  old  walls  nt  the  transverse  sections  and  the  betfry  on  the 
Tower  remain  to  remind  ur»  uf  the  past. 

April  24,  1S4S,  the  following  ajjpears  upon  the  mifiules : 

Several  gentlemen  having  contributed  the  sum  of  $510  for  the  purpose  of 
having  trees  planted  around  theoutstdeof  the  Hospilal  Square,  the  Treasurer  is 
histructed  to  take  account  thereof  and  to  give  tu  such  of  the  doiiors  as  were  not 
heretofore  contributors  and  have  in  this  case  made  the  legal  contribution, 
certificates  of  Contributionship.  He  is  also  requested  to  pay  the  money  over  lo 
the  Steward  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  the  City,  xvho  is  instructed  to  see 
to  ihe  application  of  the  fund  in  company  with  the  attending  Managers. 

1*he  exterior  of  the  Centre  Building  remains  lo  day  very  much  as 
it  was  originally  in  1796,  hut  the  interior  arrangements  have  been 
altered  materially.  On  the  third  Hoor  there  is  now  one  large  ward, 
extending  along  the  entire  sotjth  front.  An  imj)rovenient  waij  ako 
made  in  the  amphitheatre, 

•*  By  meansof  whkh  there  is  a  gain  of  alx>ut  fifty  seats,  making  accommo- 
d^ttons  for  about  three  hundred  students/'  "  In  the  Hall  the  old  wooden  floors 
were  replaced  by  handsome  tiles." 

February  25,  1S50,  the  Managers 

JRe^olvedt  That  it  is  expedient  that  the  entrance  on  Pine  Street  shall  be 
permanently  closed  for  the  admission  and  discharge  of  patients  within  eighteen 
monihs  from  the  present  lime. 

January  27,  1851*  the  Managers  voted: 
That  the  principal  entrance  to  the  Hospital  be  removed  to  Eighth  Street 

The  building  at  the  Eighth  Street  entrance,  which  was  bnilt  for 
the  gatekeeper's  Lodge,  has  a  front  of  seventy  feet  on  Eighlh  Street, 
In  the  centre  is  an  arched  gatevvay,  which  is  the  principal  carriage 
entrance  to  the  enclosure.     There  are  also  waiting-rooms  for  ]>aii€nts. 

The  Contribtiiors,  at  a  meeting  held  May  14.  1855*  requested  the 
Managers  to  take  energetic  measures  to  obtain  such  an  amount  of 
subscriptions  as  would  enable  them  to  put  up  a  separate  building  to 
accommodate  the  male  jiatients  of  the  insane  department  in  West 
Philadelphia,  The  foHuwing  Contributors  were  apji: minted  to  assist 
the  Managers  :  Isaac  Collins,  Frederick  Fraley,  William  Bettle,  William 
Welsh,  Wis  tar  Mrirris,  Satnuel  Mason,  Thomas  Tasker,  Horatio  C, 
Wood. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  May,  1S56,  the  Managers  state  that: 
It  has  not  been  customary  to  report  to  the  Contributors  the  slate  of  the 
Hoapital  in  the  city,  but  merely  to  submit  at  their  annual  meetings  a  condensed 
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statement  of  the  accounts,  a  few  copies  of  which  have  l>een  sutisequently  printed 
and  circulated.  The  Board  deem  It  advisable,  as  well  as  due  to  those  who  are 
interested  in  this  Charity,  to  make  them  more  fully  acquainted  with  its  peculiar 
situation  at  this  time. 

From  that  time  to  the  present,  the  reports  of  all  the  departments, 
compiled  by  the  Managers  and  Stewards,  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Contributors  at  the  annual  meeting,  the  first  Monday  in  May  of  each 
year,  and  afterwards  published  in  pamphlet  form  for  distribution  to 
the  friends  of  the  Hospital.  The  last  annual  reports  of  the  several 
departments  have  been  durably  hound  in  black  cloth,  making  a 
handsome  volume. 

On  July  26,  1854,  the  College  of  Physicians  of  Philadelphia 
leased  the  building  on  Spruce  Street  for  holding  its  meetings  and 
library  and  it  was  so  occupied  until  1870,  when  the  College  moved 
into  its  own  commodious,  fireproof  building  at  the  corner  of  Thir- 
teenth and  Locust  Streets. 

An  unexpected  source  of  assistance  was  found  in  the  dissolution 
of  the  Humane  Society  of  Philadelphia.  The  object  of  this  organ i- 
zation  was  the  recovery  of  drowned  persons,  the  giving  of  medals  for 
saving  human  life,  also  to  oflTer  aid  to  those  suffering  from  casualties. 
A  consideralile  fund  having  accumulated  in  the  course  of  years,  which 
the  Society  found  difficult  to  expend  for  the  purposes  specified,  tlie 
Contributors  to  the  Humane  Society  concluded  to  petition  the  Legis- 
lature for  the  privilege  of  transferring  its  funds,  then  amounting  to 
$22,478.50,  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

On  September  29,  1856,  when  the  suhject  of  the  transfer  of  the 
funds  of  this  Society  to  the  Hospital  was  submitted  to  the  Board,  the 
following  communication  was  sent  in  reply  : 

PHILADELPHlAf  gth  HIO.   lOlh,   1856, 
To  the  Presidtmt  and  Mana,^t*rs  of  the  Humane  Society: 

I  hereby  certify  thai  no  objection  has  been  made  to  rne  by  any  of  the  Contri- 
buturs  to  the  funds  of  this  Society^  or  by  any  of  their  legal  representatives,  to 
the  transfer  of  the  said  funds  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.

Whereupon  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted 
by  the  Humane  Society,  and  a  copy  transmiued  to  the  Board  of 
Managers : 

WHEREAS,  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common  wealth  of 
Pennsylvania  approved  on  the  17th  day  of  March,  1856,  fa  copy  of  which  the 
Secretary  is  hereby  requested  to  enter  on  the  Minute  Book  after  the  record  of  the 
present  meetings,  the  Mamagers  of  the  Humane  Society  are  authorized,  oil  com- 
plying with  ihe  directions  therein  contained,  to  transfer,  convey,  and  deliver  to 
the  Contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  all  the  funds,  stocks,  money  and 
property  of  the  said   Humane  Society,     And  whereas  the  notice  prescnt>ed  in 
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Section  I  of  said  Act  has  been  published  in  the  "North  American  and  United 
States  Gazette  '*  and  the  "  EJaily  News,"  two  of  llie  daily  newspapers  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  twice  a  week  from  the  19th  day  of  Fourth  Month  to  the  I9tli  day 
of  Seventh  Month,  1F56,  And  whereas  the  Secretary  has  this  day  certified  that 
no  objection  has  been  made  to  him  by  any  of  the  Cuntributors  to  the  funds  of  the 
Humane  Society  qt  by  any  of  their  legal  representatives  to  the  transfer  of  the 
said  funds  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital : 

Now  therefore  be  it  Rtitthtd,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  and  they 
hereby  are,  anthorijted  and  instructed  to  transfer,  convey  and  hand  over  to  the 
Contribnlors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  as  soon  as  they  conveniemly  can,  all 
the  funds,  slocks,  nioncy  and  property  of  this  Society,  and  receive  from  the 
said  Contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hosisital  an  acknowldgement  thereor 
Jfesoived^  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  hereby  is,  directed  to  surrender  and  pay 
over  to  the  said  Contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  whenever  the 
President  and  Secretary  shall  direct  him  so  to  do,  all  the  cash,  stocks,  loans  and 
other  securities  belfjnging  to  thin  Society  that  ni:u'  be  rvmiiining  in  his  hands, 
after  the  payment  of  the  orders  authorized  to  be  drawn  upon  him.^ 

{Signed  j»v  Officers  of  Humane  Societv.) 

The  money  was  accordingly  conveyed  to  the  treasury  of  the 
Hospital  to  be  vised  for  charitable  purposes  in  caring  for  the  sick 
ar^d  injured,  and  the  Humane  Society,  which  was  established  in  1780, 
dis^lved  its  organization  and  passed  out  of  existence  after  an  honor- 
able and  useful  career  of  seveniy-six  years. 

On  January  28,  1856,  the  following  memorial  to  the  Legislature   Limitation  of 
applying  for  an  amendment  to  the  Charter  to  enable  the  Hospital  to   Estate  held 
receive  and  hold  contributions,  be<piests,  etc.,  to  an  increased  amount  by  Hospital 
the  sum  of  which  shall  not  exceed  $50,000  annually,  was  read  and   ^^^«"ded.

That  in  the  year  r75r  a  number  of  the  benevolent  Citizens  of  the  Common- 

wealth  associated  together  to  establish  in  the  City  of   Philadelphia  a  Hospital  for 

the  relief  of  the  sicic  poor  and  insane  of  the  Province,  that  a  Charter  was  soon 

after  granted  to  "  The  Contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  "  and  that  since 

that  period  it  has  been  dispensing  its  benefits,  aa  far  as  ils  means  would  permit 

through  every  section  of  the  Slate,     Your  memoriahsts  w<nild  further  represent 

that  with  the  exception  of  some  assistance  granted  by  the  Provincial  Assenibly 

and  an  early  Legislature  towards  the  erection  of  the  original  Structure,  it  has 

always  depended  for  its  supfiort  upon  the  Contributions  of  the  benevolent  and  the 

income  from  its  vested  funds  derived  from  the  same  source,  and  that  from  its

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opening  in  1752,  to  tlie  close  of  the  last  oflicial  year  no  less  than  58,749  patients 
were  received  and  treated  in  its  wards,  and  of  these  34,018  were  poor  persons  who 
received  alt  the  advantaj^es  of  the  Institution  without  charge  of  any  kind  :  With 
the  increased  demands  upon  ihe  two  branches  of  this  great  Charity,  your  memo- 
Halists  have  steadily  endeavored  to  enlarge  their  accommodations  and  are  now 
engaged  in  securing  the  means  of  putting  up  a  large  building  for  the  insane,  which 
with  their  present  Hospital  in  the  City,  will  enable  them  to  add  largely  to  their 
means  of  usefulness  should  their  income  be  sufficient  to  support  the  additional 
number  who  can  then  be  received. 

Your  niemorialists  would  therefore  pray  your  honorable  bodies  that  '*the 
Contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital"  may  receive  and  hold  any  bequests 
or  contributions  made  them  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  accommodations  of 
the  indigent  sick  and  insane  of  Pennsylvania,  and  that  they  may  hold  vested 
funds  devoted  to  this  object^,  the  annual  income  of  which  does  not  exceed  Fifty 
thousand  dollars. 

Tht;  appeal  ]>roved  successful  and  ihe  following  was  enacted: 

Hlitfu'os^  The  contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  hospital  have  existed  as  a 
Corporation  for  upwards  of  a  century  to  the  great  benefit  and  relief  of  many 
thousands  of  sick»  wounded  and  insane  persons  admit tefl  therein  for  treatment, 
and  has  been  wholly  sustained  by  private  charity  and  wiih*jut  any  charge  upon 
the  public  treanury  :  And  ithereas,  The  said  corporation  has  now  two  large 
buildings,  and  the  inmates  thereof  to  sustain  by  the  income  of  its  invested  capital 
and  are  about  to  erect  another  that  the  sexes  of  the  insane  department  may  be 
separately  accommodated,  which  will  require  an  increase  of  revenue  to  sustain  it; 
be  it»  therefore,  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  thai  the  said  contribu- 
tors to  the  Pennsylvania  hospital  may  acquire  and  hold  for  the  maintenance  and 
support  of  the  several  departments,  and  the  inmates  there*jf,  ground  rents,  l>onds 
and  mortgages,  public  and  corporate  loans  and  Stocks,  to  produce  an  annual 
income,  together  with  such  investments  how  held,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole 
fifty  thousand  dollars  per  annum.

The  Managers  in  their  anniial  report  at  a  Contributors'  Meeting 
held  May,  1861,  made  mention  of  the  special  needs  of  the  Institu- 
tion, particularly  mentioninjjr  the  prospective  demands  likely  to  be 
made  by  the  Civil  War,  which  had  just  begun  and  which  is  referred 
to  in  the  folio  wing  terms  : 

At  the  present  lime,  when  our  country  is  threatened  with  the  terrible  scourge, 
war,  it  behooves  us  to  endeavor  to  be  prepared  by  every^  means  in  our  power,  to 
relieve  those  who  may  be  suflerers  from  the  inseparable  ills  which  must  follow  in 
itk  tram,  and  that  not  one  applicant  should  be  allowed  to  leave  our  gate  while 
tn^re  is  room  to  acconmiodate,  because  the  funds  adequate  to  relieve  are  wanted.

1861  :

At  a  special  meeting  held  June  3^  1862,  to  consider   the   further 

accommodation  of  sick  and  wounded  soldiers,  it  was  : 

Restiivedt  That  all  theaccoinmodatiuns  in  the  Institution  in  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  wards  are  again  olfered  for  the  use  of  the  sick  and  wotindird  soldiers  of 
our  army  who  raay  be  brought  lo  llie  f  fosrntaU 

On  June  t^d^  an  agreement  was  made  with  reference  to  the 
admission  of  Sick  and  Wounded  Soldiers^  and  a  contract  was  signed 
with  R,  H.  Cuolidge,  Medical  Inspt-cior  U.  S-  Army. 

The  first  reception  of  wounded  soldiers  was  on  July  7th  and  all 
were  removed  by  October  13th,  the  Government  having,  in  the  mean- 
time, erected  hospitals  in  and  around  Philadelphia.  The  w-hole 
number  admitted  and  treated  in  the  Hospital  was  124.  Subse<iuently 
many  sick  or  wotmded  Soldiers  and  Sailors  applied  for  treatment  as 
individuals  and  were  received  into  the  wards. 

In  i7S4i  Franklin  wrote  that  :  „.  , 

The  kind  visits  and  conversation  of  flomeserknis  persons,  and  the  pious  books  to  the  Sick 
that  have  been  left  in  the  Hospital,  recommended  to  the  perusal  of  the  patients,  by  Visitors, 
have  tieen  attended  with  a  blessing  in  these  respects. 

It  would  therefore  seem  likely  that  ministrations  to  patients  were 
regularly  condticted,  btit  no  further  mention  is  made  of  such  work  for 
many  years. 

In  1764,  a  number  of  Bibles,  Testaments  and  some  Sermons  were 
presented  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of 
Religious  Knowledge, 

One  of  the  most  attentive  and  interested  visitors  to  the  sick  was   Visitow. 
Mr.  Edmund  J.  Yard,  affectionately  know^n  as  Father  Yard.     He  was 
born  in  Trt^nton,  N.  J.,  Jaiitiary  19,  1792,  and  died  in    Philadelphia, 
December  5,  1876,  aged  nearly  eighty-five    years.     He   had    been  a

persons  shall  or  may  be  from  time  to  time  hereafter,  disabled  or  hurt  in  the 
performance  of  active  service  and  duty  as  Firemen  as  aforesaid,  so  as  to  require 
or  need  such  medical  or  surj?ical  treatment,  care  and  maintenance.  It  being 
understood  and  provided  by  both  the  said  parties  hereto,  that  if  any  such  persons 
so  nominated  and  appointed,  admitted  and  received  into  siitd  Hospital,  shall 
after  such  reception  and  treatment  be  adjudged  by  the  party  of  the  first  part, 
under  the  advice  of  the  surReons  and  medical  advisers  of  the  said  Hospital,  to  be 
incurable  of  such  hurt  or  disability,  the  party  of  the  first  part,  shall  not  be 
required  to  continue  said  [lerson  in  said  Hospital  under  this  agreement ;  But 
the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  by  their  Hoard  of  Directors,  shall  never- 
theless always  be  comiietent  to  require  that  such  person  shall  be  continued 
in  the  said  Huspital  under  this  agreement,  for  the  term  of  three  calendar  months 
from  and  after  his  or  their  first  recefition  therein.  And  it  is  further  agreed  and 
provided  that  thtr  several  persons  admitted  and  received  in  the  said  Hospital 
under  this  agreement,  shall  in  all  respects  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and 
regulatio«s  of  the  said  Hospital,  as  shall  or  may  from  time  to  time  be  in  force  for 
the  government  of  patients  in  the  said  Hospital, 

In  response  to  an  application,  the  Mutual  Association  made  a 

similar  agreement : 

November  14,  1867, 
Ta  ihe  Mauaji^rr,^ .  — 

Your  application  was  laid  before  r>ur  board  yesterday  and  they  have  consented 
to  pay  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  Five  Thousand  dollars  on  the  same  condi* 
lions  as  the  Philadelphia  Contributionship — they  will  require  the  same  instruments 
to  be  executed  by  the  Hospltar 

This  agreement  was  made  and  the  money  duly  paid  to  the 
Treasurer. 

At  a  meeting  held  October  11,  1867,  a  conference  with  the 
Chmcal  Medical  Staff  was  held  in  reference  to  the  erection  of  the  new  operat- 
^"'*''''"  ing  and  lecture-room, 

theatre.        ° 

On  April  27,  1868,  the  minutes  state  that: 

The  design  for  the  contemplated  building  met  with  the  approval  of  the  Sur- 
geons and  v»hysicians  of  the  Hospital,  who  had  been  consulted.  The  plan  is  that 
of  an  Octagonal  edifice  which  admits  of  its  being  brought  nearer  the  central  por- 
tion of  the  old  Hospital  building  than  was  thought  advisable  under  plans  previ- 
ously  considered.  The  diffiadt  question  of  Jonility  is  satisfactorily  answered  by 
this  plan  ;  and  every  objection  as  regards  light  antl  air,  and  ingress  and  egress  in 
either  the  old  or  the  new  structures,  which  has  jiresented  itself  hitherto,  is  fully 
avoided  by  this  improved  design. 

The  amphitheatre  was  completed  and  formally  opened  January 
9,  1869,  by  an  address  delivered  by  Dr.  John  F.  Meigs»  of  the 
Medical  Staff,  to  the  Managers,  and  also  to  four  or  fi\^  hundred 
physicians  and  students. 
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By  the  complflion  rA'  this  !niilding  greatiy  mcreaaed  fairilitit-s  are  aflbrded  for 
the  perft>riTiaiice  of  diflkult  operations  recpiirinji^  a  pmper  admission  at  liglu, 
which  will  remedy  an  incnnvenience  serknisly  h*h  m  the  aid  operating  room, 
situated  as  it  wa»  in  the  cupola  of  the  centre  of  the  main  building  and  ill  adapted 
for  accommodating  the  large  nuinl>er  o(  sLudeiits. 

The  whole  cost  of  the  building  was  ^27,072.08,  while  the  sub- 
scriptions received  from  friends  amounted  to  112,742.82  ;  the  balance 
being  paid  from  the  Medical  Library  Fund. 

This  building  has  been  constantly  in  use  since  1868,  indeed  up  to 
the  present  time.  With  the  completion  of  the  New  Memorial  wards, 
a  new  operating  and  general  Lecture-room  will  be  required,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  three  small  operating  rooms  in  the  new  buildings,  so  that 
the  octagonal  amphitheatre  of  1868  is  doomed  soon  to  be  demol- 
ished. 

At  a  meeting  held  March  29,  1869,  at  the  request  of  the  Hos-  Microscopisi, 
pital  Staff,  Joseph  G.  Richardson,  M,  D.,  was  elected  Microscopist 
to  the  Hospital.  He  was  succeeded  May  4,  1885,  by  Henry  M. 
Fisher »  M.  D.,  the  present  incumbent.  On  May  5,  1890,  the  office 
was  combined  with  others  and  Henry  M,  Fisher,  M.  D.,  was  desig- 
nated as  Pathologist,  Curator,  and  Microscopist, 

The  office  of  Pathological  Chemist  was  established  November  28,  PaiholoMiical 
1870,  at  the  request  of  the  Hospital  Staff,  to  make  such  chemical  ^'^^■"^'^^* 
examinations  as  may  be  required,  by  the  direction  of  the  Medical 
officers.  At  the  date  given,  Horace  Binney  Hare,  M.  D.,  was  elected 
the  Pathological  Chemist.  This  office  was  abolished  May  26,  1879. 
The  Managers,  having  recently  decided  to  equip  bacteriological  and 
chemical  laboratories,  will  probably,  in  the  near  future,  revive  the 
office  of  Pathological  Chemist. 

In  December,  1S70,  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania  made   Pennsylvania 
application  for  the  use  of  the  Picture  House  recently  vacated  by  the   Historical 
College  of  Physicians,  to  be  used  for  a  depository  of  their  collection,   -  "*^'*^^>'' 
and  as  a  place  for  meetings.     The  Society  made  some  additions,  by 
btjildings,  which  included  an  extension  on  the  east  and  west  sides. 
The  Historical  Society  occupied  the  premises  until  it  decided  to  pur- 
chase the  property  of  the  late  General   Patterson  at  the  south-west 
corner  of  Thirteenth   and   Locust   Streets,  to  which  it   removed  its 
large  and  valuable  collection  in  March,  1884* 

The  Legislature  in  1871  passed  an  Act  to  set  baclc  the  south  line   Hospital 
of  Spruce  Street,  between  Eighth  and  Ninth   Streets ;  which  would   Wall, 
require  the  removal  of  the  Hospital  wall,  on  that  street,  about  ten  feet 
southward. 
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An  Act  Defining  the  line  of  Spruce  Street,  between  Eighth  and  Ninth  Streets,  in 

the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  &c.  That  the  south  line  of  Spruce  Street,  between 
Eighth  and  Ninth  Streets,  shall  be  at  the  distance  of  four  hundred  and  sixty  feet, 
three  inches  (460  ft.  3  in.)  southward  from  the  south  side  of  Locust  Street. 

Approved.  The  tenth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-one.

Deem  its  necessity  and  propriety  somewhat  doubtful.     If  the  Hospital  is  to 

be  indemnified  for  the  property  thus  taken  from  it,  the  setting  back  of  the  houses 

between  Seventh  and  Eighth  Streets,  and  west  of  Ninth  Street,  the  widening  of 

Barclay  Street  to  sixty  feet,  all  improvements  gratuitously  contributed  by  the 

Hospital  to  the  city,  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  a  municipality  which  has  never 

afforded  aid  to  the  institution  although  receiving  inestimable  value  in  the  relief 

the  Hospital  has  afforded  to  the  helpless  in  its  charge. 

Subsequently,  in  the  case  of  the  petition  to  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  to  secure  the  widening  of  Spruce  Street,  which  was 
opposed  by  the  Managers,  the  Court  dismissed  the  petition  and 
Mandamus  refused  the  writ  of  mandamus  applied  for  by  the  petitioners.  The 
refused.  Managers  on  their  part  petitioned  the  Legislature  for  the  repeal  of 
the  Act  authorizing  the  mutilation  of  the  Hospital  property,  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  an  act  to  promote  private  interests,  and  not  for 
the  general  benefit  of  the  people.  Soon  afterwards  the  Legislature 
granted  relief  by  a  supplementary  act. 

The  carrying  out  of  this  Act  would  have  necessitated  the  destruc- 
tion of  many  fine  old  trees,  ^  which  the  managers  and  many  of  the 
citizens  of  the  neighborhood  were  desirous  of  having  preserved. 

A  Supplement  to  an  Act.  entitled  "  An   Act  defining  the  line  of  Spruce  Street 

between  Eighth  and  Ninth  Streets,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  approved  May 

tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one." 

Relief  Whereas,  By  an  act  of  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth,  approved  May  tenth, 

granted     ^^^  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one,  it  is  provided  that  the  south  line  of 

Spruce  Street  between  Eighth  and  Ninth  Streets,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  shall 

be  at  the  distance  of  four  hundred   and  sixty  feet  and  three  inches  (460  ft.  3  in.) 

from  the  south  line  of  Locust  Street. 

And  whereas,  Certain  fine  old  buttonwood  trees,  which  the  managers  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  and  other  citizens  are  desirous  to  preserve,  are  now 
standing  between  this  new  line  so  established  as  aforesaid  and  the  old  line  of  the 
street ;  therefore. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.  That  the  contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital,  in  their  new  structures  to  replace  the  walls  now  standing  on  the  afore- 
said line,  may,  in  order  to  preserve  the  aforesaid  trees,  place  iron  railing  at  the

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distance  of  four  feet,  or  therealjouts,  northwiird  of  the  luie  established  by  the  act 
of  May  tenth,  one  thousand  tright  hundred  and  seventy  one;  but  any  new  walls 
of  brick  or  stune  tube  eri/cU-d  shall  l>e  on  the  new  line,  as  established  by  that 
ttct :  Provided  nevertheless.  That  the  said  cuntrifmtnrs  to  the  K-nnsylvajiia  Hos- 
pital shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  one  thousand  eight  hnndrud 
and  seventy-two,  have  coin|ikled  the  erection  of  their  ntw  walls  and  raibnj^,  and

The  practice  of  keepitig  notes  of  interesting  cases  and  surgical    Rtjports  oi 
operations  had  been  introduced  very  early  in  the  history  of  the  Hospi  lah   Cases. 
The  Managers  fjai?sed  the  following  resolution,  October  29,  1S36: 

This  Board  having  lon^  desired  to  have  the  Medical  and  Surgical  practice  of 
the  Hosjiital  recorded  and  preserved  for  public  use,  autht^rize  and  approve  of  the 
publication  of  such  parts  or  I  he  whole  of  it,  under  the  insfiection  and  supervision 
of  the  attending  physicians  and  surgettns  for  the  time  being  (on  whom  only  the 
reponstbility  of  the  practice  of  the  house  rests}  as  they  may  approve  and  direct. 
And  a  copy  of  this  minute  is  directed  to  be  furnished  to  each  of  the  physicians  and 
surgeons  of  ibis  Institution, 

However,  it  w*as  not  until  1873,  that  a  systematic  method  of 
recording  all  cases  by  the  Resident  Physicians  was  begun  by  direction 
of  the  Managers^  and  has  since  been  maintained.  In  1880,  the 
Managers,  at  the  suggestion  of  two  nienibers  of  the  medical  staiT, 
Drs.  T*  (}.  Morton  and  William  Hunt,  issiaed  a  volume^  entitled 
"Surgery  in  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,"  which  contained  an  e[jitome 
of  the  practice  of  the  Hospital  since  i  756,  with  an  account  of  the 
more  interesting  cases,  and  also  some  statistical  tables.  Some  years 
previously,  in  186S,  publication  of  the  medical  and  surgical  reports  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  had  been  commenced,  but  they  wTre 
discontinued  at  the  termination  of  the  second  volume. 
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'  On  January  28,  1889,  it  was  resolved,  **That  two  Registrars 
should  be  appuinted,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  prepare  correct  tables 
of  all  cases  for  publication  in  the  AdrlieI  Report." 

The  Managers,  on  October  26,  1885,  t*^^^  *^^  following  action 
in  accordance  with  suggestions  made  in  a  coramnnication  made  by 
Dr  John  B.  Chapin  : 

Th«f  praposilion  to  enlarge  the  operations  of  the  Out-PatJeiit  Department  of 
this  Hospital,  so  as  to  include  the  service  for  the  medical  advice  and  treatment 
of  meTilal  diseases,  in  the  early  or  incipient  stuge^  occurring  among  the  pcwir  and 
indigent,  h\a  not  requiring;  custodial  care,  which  was  considered  at  your  last 
meeting  and  laid  over,  was  sUKgesled  by  the  number  of  cases,  in  a  chronic  and 
incurable  state,  presenting  themselves  at  tht-  Hospital  for  the  insane,  m^iny  of 
whom,  it  is  bvlieved,  miKht  have  been  relieved  by  prompt  and  intelligent  advice. 

The  subject  of  the  prevention  of  insanity  aiKl  its  increase  is  one  that  may 
always  enfjage  our  serious  reflection.  It  is  l>eheved  the  proposition  under 
tidvisfment  is  in  the  direction  of  a  preventive  measure  and  therefore  worthy  of 
your  favorable  consideration  and  adoption.  There  are  no  data  or  experience  to 
warrant  an  oiJinioo  or  even  a  conjecture  as  to  tlie  extent  of  the  demands  for  the 
service  [iruposcd,  or  even  whether  a  demand  exists,  that  will  justify  its  permanent 
establishment.  It  is  therefore  pro[)osed  that  the  step  taken  (if  it  shall  ai»pear 
wise  to  take  any  action, )  be  of  a  tentative  character  ;  thai  pul>lic  announcement 
Iw?  made  that  a  I'hysiriun  of  the  Department  for  the  Insane  will  Ih.^  in  attendance  at 
the  Out-Patient  ne^>ariment.  at  ,^  o'chnk  on  Mt>nday  and  Fritlay.tlie  second  and 
sixth  days  of  each  week,  for  the  gratuitous  advice  and  treatment  of  the  indigent 
poor,  believed  it*  be  suffering  from  the  incipient  symiUoms  of  insaiiityt  but  not 
requiring  custodial  care.  As  the  pro]josed  service  will  be  wholly  experimental 
and  tentative  it  is  sujfgested  that  it  be  first  rendereil  by  physicians  now  connected 
with  your  Departmeni  for  the  Insane,  all  t)f  whom  will  volunteer  for  the  duly; 
one  to  be  desijjnated  by  the  Managers  to  make  ft  Ifeginning  and  serve  two 
months.  If  the  |mblic  oflvr  to  render  to  the  class  thus  designated,  Uiis  additional 
charitable  and  professional  service,  after  a  fair  trial,  shall  demonstrate  that  no 
demand  for  its  continuance  exists,  it  can  be  aliandoned  without  embarrassment, 
but  if  actual  trial  shall  show  that  it  meets  a  necessary  v^ant,  and  to  be  in  the  line 
of  your  charitalile  work,  a  staff  may  then  be  created^  as  tlie  judgfrnent  of  the 
Managers  may  determine  witli  the  experience  actually  gained. 

The  proposed  branch  was  established  and  pttblic  clinics  appointed 
to  be  held  regularly  twice  a  week,  which  are  well  attended,  and  the 
service  has  been  made  permanent. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  held 
January  29,  18K3,  the  resignation  of  Mr.  William  (1,  Malin  was  presented  and 
accepted,  to  take  effect  Aijril,  i8Kj, 

The  Medical  stalT  and  Resident  Physicians,  deeming  it  fitting  to 
take  some  iniblic  notice  of  the  above  action  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers, determined  to  tender  the  venerable  Steward  the  honor  of  a 
Complimentary  Dinner,  which  he  acce]ited.  The  dinner  was  given 
February  21 »  1883,  ^t  the  HospitaU  in  the  large  library  room  on  the 
second  floor  of  Centre  building.  Dr.  H,  H,  Smith  presided,  and  Drs. 
Morton  and  Hunt  were  the  Committee  on  Arrangements.     An  inter-

of  the  tiouie,  by  Dr.  Moru»n^  and  the  |cue«ia  nude  a  tour  ui 
eodtAf  with  a  collation  in  the  Uhrmry  and  ^  general  mtr 
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esting  feature  of  the  occasion  was  the  presentation  of  a  life-size 
portrait  in  oil  of  Mr.  Malin,  by  the  ex-Residents  and  Medical  staff  to 
the  Managers,  which  now  adorns  the  wall  jnst  outside  of  the  old 
steward's  room. 

In  1885,  '^^  '*  Association  of  Resident  Physicians'*  was  formed, 
the  intention  heing  to  meet  each  year  at  the  Hospital ;  the  first  meet- 
ing was  held  in  the  Library  of  the  Hosjntal  on  Thursday  evening, 
December  17,  1885;  dinner  was  served  at  6,30,  after  which  several 
addresses  w^ere  made ;  these  reunions  have  been  held  on  several 
occasions,  at  irregular  intervals,  since  that  time. 

The  Ninth  International  Medical  Congress  was  held  in  the  city 
of  Washington,  D.  C, ;  the  Sessions  opened  on  Monday,  September  5, 
18S7,  and  a  number  of  distinguished  medical  visitors  from  all 
[)arts  of  the  world  were  in  attendance  upon  its  deliberations,  during 
the  week  that  it  remained  in  session.  As  some  of  the  delegates  to  the 
Congress  stopped  in  Philadelphia  for  a  few  days  on  their  way  to 
Washington,  it  was  thought  that  they  might  well  be  entertained  by 
a  visit  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  Accord ingly^  the  Board  of 
Managers  invited  ihem  to  pay  a  visit  to  the  Hospital,  and  arrangements 
were  made  to  hold  an  informal  Reception,  asking  some  Philadelphia 
physicians  to  meet  them,  and  Dr.  Thomas  G.  Morton,  of  the  Hospital 
Staff,  was  appointed  to  hold  a  surgical  clinic,  at  which  some  special 
cases  might  be  presented* 

The  reception  was  held  September  1st,  at  three  o'clock.  The 
visitors  were  received  by  Messrs.  Wistar  Morris,  Benj.  H.  Shoemaker, 
Alexander  Biddle,  and  John  B.  Garrett,  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
and  the  members  of  the  Medical  Staff  were  also  in  attendance,  con- 
sisting of  Drs.  William  Hunt,  Thomas  G.  Morton,  John  H.  Packard, 
John  Ashhurst,  Jr.,  J.  M,  Da  Costa,  James  H.  Hutchinson,  Morris 
Longstreth,  and  Anhtir  V.  Meigs.  Among  the  foreign  visitors  were 
Dr.  Jos,  Recamier,  of  Paris;  Dr.  Julius  Andeer,  of  Mtmich  ; 
Dr.  J.  S,  Grant  Bey.  of  Egypt ;  Dr.  Chas.  L.  Phillips,  of  Lon- 
don ;  Deputy  Surgeon  General  J.  A.  Marston,  England;  Prof. 
Leon  Le  Fort,  Paris;  Dr.  Wm.  Anderson,  London,  England; 
Dr.  Wm.  Lloyd,  of  London  ;  Prof.  Wm.  Murrell  ;  Dr.  D.  Leopold 
Servais,  of  Belgium;  Dr.  J.  Cordes,  of  Geneva ;  Dr.  G,  Fielding 
Bland  ford,  of  London,  and  Dr.  A.  L.  Gubb,  of  London. 

A  brief  address  of  welcome  was  then  delivered  by  John  B. 
Garrett,  Esq,,  representing  the  Board  of  Managers,  after  which  some 
clinical  cases  of  unusual  interest  were  shown,  illustrating  the  practice 
of  the  house,  by  Dr.  Morton,  and  the  guests  made  a  tour  of  inspection, 
ending  with  a  collation  in  the  Library  and  a  general  rnnversazione. 
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The  visitors  dej>arted,  highly  pleased  with  all  that  they  had  seen,  which 
had  evidently  made  a  very  favorable  impression  upon  them. 

For  many  years  previous  to  1875,  the  duty  of  nursing  the  sick 
and  injured  in  the  Hospital,  as  was  generally  the  custom  in  all  hos- 
pitals, was  entrusted  to  male  nurses  and  assistants  in  each  of  the 
men's  wards,  and  female  nurses  and  assistants  for  the  women's  wards. 
These  positions  were  given  to  trustworthy  and  experienced  nurses, 
although  they  had  no  special  training  in  the  technical  sense. 

About  this  lime  a  Committee  appointed  to  establish  a  **  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital  Training  School  for  Nuraes/'  reported  favorably 
upon  a  plan  which  was  approved  and  a  System  of  Rules  for  Nurses  in 
Training  adopted. 

Applicants  for  the  benefits  of  the  School  were  required  to  be 
twt-nty-one  years  of  age.  After  a  course  of  training  of  one  year  in 
the  wards,  both  Medical  and  Surgical,  the  candidate  having  the 
approval  of  the  Managers,  Medical  Staff  and  Matron,  was  presented 
with  a  certificate  that  she  had  fulfilled  all  the  requirements  of  the 
course  and  ap|>ruving  her  good  conduct  and  competency  in  nursing. 

In  1875.  Miss  Frances  Irwin  was  appointed  the  Chief  Nurse  to 
supervise  all  the  wards  and  served  three  years.  In  1879  ^'^^  office  of 
Superintendent  of  Nurses  was  created.  Miss  Rachel  A.  Bunting  was 
appointed,  who,  with  a  corps  of  women  trained  ynder  her  direction, 
had  the  entire  charge  of  the  nursing  in  the  female  wards,  At  the 
close  of  the  first  year  of  trial,  the  Managers  reported,  **  we  believe 
we  can  with  propriety  say  that  in  cleanliness,  neatness  and  exactness 
of  attention  to  all  requirements  and  careful  tender  attention  to  Iheir 
surgical  and  medical  patients,  the  duty  performed  is  all  that  can  be 
desired." 

The  Managers  of  the  Woman*s  Hospital  of  Philadelphia  being 
desirous  that  the  female  nurses  in  training  in  that  Institution  should 
have  the  advantages  of  at  least  one  yearns  service  in  the  wards  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital,  application  was  made  to  the  Managers  early 
in  1879  and  ^^^^^  several  conferences  with  a  Committee  from  the 
Woman's  Hosjiital,  this  privilege  was  granted. 

This  plan  of  introducing  woman  student  nurses  from  the  pupils 
of  the  Woman's  Hospital  was  put  into  operation  October  27,  1S79, 
and  until  1882  the  system  continued  in  efficient  operation,  being 
carefully  supervised  for  the  benefit  of  [mtients,  and  it  was  found  of 
great  value  as  a  practical  school  in  nursing. 

In  1885,  at  the  request  of  the  managers  of  the  Woman's  Hospital, 
who  felt  the  need  of  a  more  extended  service  from  the  nurses  in  their 
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own  wards,  the  arrangement  which  had  been  in  force  for  four  years,  to 
the  mulua!  advantage  of  both  institutions,  was  termi Dated. 

On  May  9,  1882,  the  following  communication  was  received : 

To  THE  BOARO  OF  MANAfiKRS  OF  THK  PKN  NSVIA  ANIA  HoSliTAI.  : 

Gentlemen.— A  resolution  was  pasaed  by  the?  Buard  of  Manaf^ers  of  the 
Woman's  Hospital,  at  a  meeting  held  4th  mo.,  26th,  i«8a,  to  withdraw  our  nurses 
from  the  Pennsylvania  K<jsiHtal. 

Owinjt  to  the  Icnjjth  of  service  required  hy  your  worthy  maiia^jement  being 
jiprcater  than  we  can  afford  to  release  ihrm  from  tlu-  rourst-  \ti  irainiiiK  of^  the 
Woman's  Hn&pttal,  we  feel  obliged  t<»  make  this  change  111  cnust'ciuence  of  the 
pressing  demand  ctmslantly  made  on  us  for  our  nurse  pupils  for  private  nursing. 

Wc  hereby  leiuler  our  sinciTe  thanks  for  ihc  kindness  and  rourtesy  shown 
us 'luring  the  existenee  of  the  contriicl  hetween  us. 

On  Julv  26,  1S86,  it  was  resolved  that   the  Picture  House  could   J.'^^'l^^ *;'-*•'>' 
-'  '  '  Nurses 

Ixf  made,  after  some  alterations,  a  suitable  temporary  home  for  the   Home. 

Nurses,  and  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  carry  out  the  plan,  which 
was  accomplished.  The  cost  of  the  necessary  at teratioos  and  furnish- 
ing, about  $4,500,  was  paid  by  the  individual  members  of  the  Board 
of  Managers;  this  building  was  so  occupied  until  1893,  when  the  new 
building  for  the  Nurses'  Home  was  opened.     (See  page  106), 

The  late  Charles  J.  Harrah  presented  a  piano,  and  numerous 
engravings  to  adorn  the  walls. 

It  was  also  decided  to  provide  a  special  reference  library  and,  on 
August  29,  1 887, 

It  was  resolved  to  purchase  such  medical  bof>ks  for  the  use  of  the  Nurses  as 
may  be  required. 

As  a  result,  and  with  the  donations  from  many  friends,  the  library 
of  the  Home  has  become  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  teaching,  and  con- 
tains, at  present,  the  modern  text  books,  besides  many  vohmies  upon 
miscellaneous  subjects,  making  a  useful  collection. 

Lcriiires  to  the  nurses  during  several  months  of  each  year  were   Lectures  to 
inaugurated  and  systematically  delivered  by  members  of  the  Medical  and   Nurse». 
Surgical  Staffof  the  Hospital  and  Out-Patient  Staffs  in  1886,  as  a  volun- 
tary aid  to  the  instruction  by  the  Superintendent,  and  these  have  been 
regularly  given  since  this  time.     Miss  Marion  E.  Smith  was  appointed 
Head  Nurse  in  1S86,  and  in  June,  1888,  resigned  her  position,  having   Head  Nurse, 
received  a  more  remunerative  appointment  at  the  City  Almshouse  in 
West  Philadelphia.     In  accepting  her  resignation,  the  thanks  of  the 
Board  were  presented  to  her  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  manner  in 
which  she  had  performed  the  duties  of  her  position  during  her  term  of 
service  in  their  employ*    Miss  Anna  A.  Hintze  was  elected  September 
ist,i888.  who,  three  years  later,  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Rachel  Pletcher, 


whose  term,  however,  was  brier  Miss  Elizabeth  S.  Collier  was 
appointed  to  the  position  August  28,  1S91,  and  has  since  discharged 
its  arduous  and  responsible  duties. 

An  evt'ot  ucciirred,  in  the  year  1S92,  which  showed  the  efficiency 
of  medical  skill  and  nurse-traiuing  in  the  Hospital : 

On   April    27,    1892,    the  Grand   Central  Theatre,  on  Walnut 
Rtsourctsof  Street,  west  of  Eighth  Street  in  this  city,  was  destroyed  by  fire,  ^ 

Hospital  Jhe  burned   victims    turned  instinctively  to  the  Hospital,  and 

sevLTt  y  ^^  ^i^^y  j,^^  along  the  streets  in  a  mad  rush  for  relief,  their  plaintive 
cries  of  distress  could  be  heard  at  the  Hospital,  thus  giving  notice  of 
their  coming.  Some  were  brought  in  carriages,  but  many  more  were 
on  foot.  They  found  the  gates  open,  the  Resident  Physicians  at 
their  posts,  and  the  Head  Nurse,  with  her  thirty-two  nurses,  all  on 
duty,  and  within  twenty  minutes  after  the  fire  had  started  everything 
was  prepared  for  their  reception  and  prompt  treatment. 

Within  forty  minutes  after  the  first  patient  from  the  fire  was 
received,  all  had  been  properly  cared  for,  forty-seven  severe  injuries 
were  dressed  in  the  wards,  and  those  able  to  walk  were  on  their 
way  home,  duly  relieved.  Meanwhile  the  Ambulance,  with  a  supply 
of  dressing  material,  under  the  charge  of  a  physician,  had  gone  to 
the  ground,  and  twenty -two  cases  were  dressed  on  the  spot,  without 
coming  to  the  Hospital. 

Eight  of  the  cases  received  into  the  Hospital  were  so  kadly 
injured  that  ihcy  subsequently  died.  The  Hospital  staff  has  rarely 
been  so  suddenly  and  urgently  taxed  ;  but  it  nevertheless  responded 
so  energetically  and  elTectually  as  to  elicit  the  warmest  cummendation 
of  their  service  and  the  humane  spirit  which  actuated  them. 

The  corps  of  nurses  responded  likewise  to  the  emergency  and 
were  deserving  of  high  praise  for  their  etficient  service. 

In  May,  1892,  the  new  building,  known  as  the  *'  Nurses'  Home/' 

was  commenced  ;    it  was  finished   the  following  year.     It  is  set  back 

twenty  feet  from  the  Spruce  Street  line,  near  the  northwest  corner  of 

for  ihe   ^^^  grounds.

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building  is  three  stories  in  heightj  with  basement  and  attic.  The  latter 
is  reserved  for  unexpected  occasions,  or  isolation  in  case  of  emergency. 

The  Misses  Blancbard,  of  Philadelphia,  in  1S92,  with  large- 
minded  liberality,  supplied  the  means  for  the  entire  cost  of  the 
building  and  its  furnishing,  by  a  gift  of  $50,000. 

A  tablet  of  Caen  stone ^  inserted  in  the  hallway  just  at  the 
entrance,  records  that,

Iti  May,  1S93,  the  first  public  commencement  of  the  Training 
School  was  held,  and  at  this  time*  a  class  decoration  in  the  shape  of  a 
pin  bearing  the  design  of  the  Hospital  seal  was  first  used*  This  has 
since  been  adopted  as  a  badge  and  will  be  worn  by  the  graduates. 

There  are  now  thirty- four  female  nurses,  and  twelve  male  nurses 
in  the  Training  School.  There  have  been  sixty-four  graduates  from 
the  Nurse  Training  School  during  the  time  it  has  been  in  operation. 

The  nurses  for  two  years  past,  in  addition  to  the  regular  duties  in 
the  wards,  have  been  thoroughly  taught  cooking  and  massage,  besides 
the  systematic  instruction  by  lectures  given  by  the  medical  and 
surgical  staff,  the  resident  physicians  and  the  physicians  connected 
with  the  Out  Department,  as  in  former  years. 

The  Dispensary  service  of  the  Hospital  was  inatigurated  December 
13,  1752,  soon  after  the  Hospital  was  opened.  The  minutes  of 
January  2,  1753.  record  that  on  the  above  date  John  Small  was 
admitted  to  be  treated  as  an  Out-Patient;  *'a  case  of  periodical 
Madness."  Subsequently  the  records  state  '*  that  several  out-patients 
had  received  the  advice  of  the  physicians  and  the  use  of  the  medi- 
cines received  from  London/' 

P  Medical  attendarice  in  the  early  days  of  the  Hospital  was  also 
given  the  indigent  at  their  own  homes,  the  Apprentices  being  retjuired 
"to  visit  the  poor  sick  in  the  City/'  Occasionally  the  members  n( 
[the  Medical  Staff  were  also  called  upon  to  perform  this  duty.  The 
Hospital  then  being  some  distance  from  the  built-up  part  of  the  City, 
a  horse  was  kept  for  this  service. 

In  1807  the  Medical  Staff  recommended  the  appointment  of 

Two  Medical  Getitk-men  to  visit  all  prnir  patients  liibnriiiK  under  disease 
who  may  a]>ply  for  .xssistance,  and  that  their  prescriptions  Im-  made  up  at  the 
Hospital. 

This  plan  was  adopted  and  Dr.  John  Syng  Dorsey  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  Northern,  and  Dr.  Nathaniel  Chapman  of  the  Southern, 
district  of  the  City.

There  is  at  present  no  record  of  the  number  of 

Out-Patients  attended  before  1797,  but  from  179710  1818,  15,258 

persons  had  been  charitably  attended  and  furnished  with  medicine  at 

the  expense  of  the  Hospital.

In  regard  to  the  plan  of  the  new  Out-Department,  the  minutes 
state  that 

The  Committee  is  under  obligations  to  Dr.  Tliomas  CJ.  Morton  for  many 
v.iliia!)le  suggestions,  and  for  assistance  in  planning  the  l)uilding  :  so  arranging 
the  rooms  and  windows  as  to  secure  the  best  acc(»mmodations  and  light  for 
surgical  work,  as  well  as  bright,  well  ventilated  rooms  for  patients  while  waiting. 

A  memorial  tablet  records  the  gift  of  the  building  (which,  with 
the  ground,  cost  about  <; 5 0,000)  to  the  Contributors  of  the  Hospital, 
as  follows  : 

'  In  order  to  afford  increased  accommodation  for  the  insane  women,  and  to  provide  rooms  for 
exercise  and  amusement,  the  Managers,  with  the  consent  of  the  Contributors,  in  1825,  built  a  two- 
story  brick  structure  near  the  northwest  corner  of  the  lot,  on  Spruce  Street  below  Ninth.  On  several 
occasions  the  neighbors  complained  of  the  noises  of  the  insane  during  their  periods  of  recreation  and 
at  other  times.  In  1840  the  new  buildings  in  West  Philadelphia  were  erected  and  all  the  insane  patients 
were  taken  across  the  river.  Subsequently  the  Retreat  was  used  as  an  isolating  ward  during  an 
epidemic  of  cholera  and  for  cases  of  other  infectious  diseases  at  various  times.  On  several  occasions, 
while  the  surgical  wards  were  being  repaired  or  cleaned,  the  patients  were  tenporarUy  transferred 
to  the  Retreat.    It  was  torn  down  when  the  new  Out-Patient  Department  was  built  in  1893.

conference  and  wsus  carefully  considered.  The  necessity  for  the  erection 
EiiUirgtniint  of  new  buildings  attracted  the  attention  not  only  of  the  Managers  but 
also  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  Hospital.  Modern  surgical  progress 
made  it  impossible  to  continue  any  longer  in  the  old  methods,  and 
this  fact  being  fully  recognized »  this  subject  was  finally  brought 
before  the  contributors  at  the  annual  meeting.  May  4,  1S91,  when  the 
Managers  reported  in  the  following  forcible  terras,  the  great  needs  of 
the  Hospital : 

The  rcasonB,  which  hut  frinuly  set  furtli  the  necessity  which  exists,  have  been 
frequently  placed  before  you,  they  are  now  forcibly  prtijsed  up*iTi  us  by  a  direct 
appeal  from  the  whole  of  the  medical  and  surgical  stafl^  aslcini^  for  more  beds, 
more  rooms,  more  means  of  relief  and  cure,  if  we  wish  to  do  the  work  preiientmi; 
itself  at  our  doors,  and  to  keep  in  the  front  rank  of  Hospital  service.  They 
declare  the  work  done  in  our  fivld  tif  usefulness  as  unsurpassed  if  equalled  by 
any  other  institution — but  what  has  been  done,  is  not  equal  to  what  may  be  done, 
imd  the  power  for  j^eater  work  they  ask  us  at  any  risk  anci  eflfort  to  give  them. 

VVe  propose  to  meet  them  in  the  humane^  energetic  spirit  which  governs  their 
appeal  to  us,  and  we  would  be  recreant  to  our  trust  If  we  did  not  meet  the 
urgent  demands  for  increased  and  impmved  accfiminodiition. 

We  propose  this  year  to  construct  a  building  or  buildings,  with  such  additions 
as  we  are  advised  are  necessary  to  (jlace  the  fIost»ital  on  an  equality  with  the 
best  modern  improvements  for  work  and  administrative  capacity,  and  to  this  end 
ask  your  formal  approval  of  the  proposed  action  for  the  incomin)^  Biiard  of 
Managers. 

The  Contributors  promptly  and  unanimously  approved  the 
proposition,  and  directed  the  Managers  to  proceed  with  the  work. 

The  consideration  of  various  plans  immediately  followed,  and 
Buddings  a^ff^j.  numerous  meetings  and  mtich  discussion,  the  Medical  Staff 
recommended  to  the  Managers,  that  Dr.  Edward  Cowtes,  of  Boston, 
whose  scientific  and  thoroughly  practical  knowledge  of  modem 
hospital  construction  w^as  generally  recognized,  should  be  asked  to 
present  a  plan  for  the  new  buildings.  This  was  agreed  to  and 
Dr.  Cowles  prepared  a  plan,  which  was  approved,  and  work  was 
commenced  in  November,  1S92,  under  the  supervision  of  Architect 
Addison  Hutton»  and  John  Sunderland  as  superintendent. 

On  May  i,  1893,  Mr.  Benjamin  H*  Shoemaker.  President  of  the 

Board  of  Managers,  being  absent  on  account  of  sickness,  Joseph  B. 

ntr  Stone.   Townsend,  Esq,,  laid  the  corner-stone  of  the  New  Pavilions.      The 

oration   was  delivered   by    George   W.    Biddle,    Esq.,    from    whose 

interesting  and  eloquent  address  the  following  extracts  are  made : 

The  family  of  the  laic  VVistar  Morris,  a  former  President  of  Ihe  Board  of 
Managers,  liaviuK  made  a  nninilicent  conlribntion  ($150,000),  for  the  erection  of  a 
Memorial  House  in  honor  of  tlieir  deceased  relative,  upon  the  plot  of  ground 
witliin  tlie  present  enclosure,  which  should  place  the  Pine  Street  Hospital  on  an 
equality  with  the  hest  modern  improvements  for  work  and  atlministralive 
capacity,  the  fornKil  approval  of  the  Contributors  to  the  proposed  action  of  the 
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Mana}cers  in  acct^pting  this  gift  w:is  askt'd  and  nbtaititd.  A  year  agi>,  the  report 
tif  Ihe  ManaKers  to  the  Contributors  exhdiited  a  pretty  full  outline  of  the 
character  and  style  of  the  new  constructions,  their  probalile  cost  and  the 
chang<ss  made  necessary  for  their  erection  by  the  removal  of  certain  existing 
buildinjfH  npon  the  proposed  site.  Cine  of  these  changes  required  the  builifing  i>( 
A  tiew  Out-Patient  Department,  which  is  now  iinished,  and  in  use,  u|K»n  the 
north  side  of  Spruce  Street,  opposite  the  Hospital  lot.  The  Nurses'  House,  also 
be^un  in  January^  1892^  and  finished  at  the  close  of  the  same  year,  gives  acctjm- 
niodation,  in  single  rooms,  for  forty-two  nnrses,  and  thus  provides  for  the 
etficient  working  of  this  valuable  staff  of  officers.  To-day,  you  are  asked  to 
[Kirticipate  in  the  hiying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  Memorial  Buildings,  which, 
under  Providence,  it  is  hoped  will  be  the  means  of  maintaining  and  of  greatly 
extending  the  g^tod  work  of  this  venerable  Institution, 

The  citizens  of  Phiiadelphta  scarcely  need  tii  be  reminded  of  the  history  and 
work  of  this  Ht>spiial,  deviHud  to  the  relief  of  pain  and  of  sickness,  which  seems 
to  be  as  much  a  part  of  their  civic  heritage  as  that  other  historic  building  within 
the  sound  of  whose  bell  we  now  are,  where  over  a  century  ago  the  Declaration  of 
this  Country  s  Jnxlependence  was  proclaimed  to  the  nations  tif  the  world.  Ante 
dating  that  event  by  a  score  of  years,  the  stream  of  beneficent  usefulness  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  has  tlowed  steadily  and  fully  during  all  this  space  of 
nearly  a  century  and  a  half 

But  little  remains  to  Iw  said  except  to  express  the  hope  that  this  old  Institu- 
tion, surnmnded  as  it  now  is  with  soniany  fellow  workers  in  the  same  cause,  may 
continue  with  them  to  pour  ont  upon  the  afflicted,  in  greater  abundance  than  ever, 
the  beuefits  which  it  has  heretofore  scattered  s^i  liberally  and  indiscriminately 
ni^Min  all  -  and  that  the  rearing  of  this  new  building,  the  corner-stune  of  which  we 
are  planting  to-day,  may  fructify  to  the  same  deeds  of  beneficence,  which  have 
just  been  so  imperfectly  referred  to,  as  the  original  jjiir[H»se  and  design  of  this 
ancient  foundation. 

It  is  in  place  lo  say  here,  that  the  external  features  of  the  new  constructions 
will  be  in  perfect  harmony  with  the  existing  buildings,  themselves  a  model  of 
excellence,  in  the  style  of  the  architecture  of  the  beginning  of  the  last  century. 
The  new  buildings  have  been  designed  ii>  the  same  spirit,  and  will  be  chararter- 
i^efl  by  the  same  refined  taste^  and  when  finished,  will  be  a  great  adornment  to 
this  part  of  our  city. 

A  great,  classical  author  has  said  in  l>eginning  an  account  of  the  life  of  ti  dis- 
tingurshed  relative,  that  it  is  an  ancient  and  honorable  custom  to  describe  the 
actions  and  character  of  the  mighty  dead  for  the  instruction  of  those  coming  after 
them  ;  and  that  it  has  ever  been  permitted  lo  some  of  them  to  speak,  without 
arrogance,  of  their  own  career  of  departed  glory,  for  the  same  purjjose. 

Let  tis  cluse  by  saying,  how  much  mt>re  ajiplicalde  is  this  language  to  the 
history  of  an  institution,  founded  in  benevnlence  and  good  will  to  all,  which  for 
nearly  a  century  and  a  half  has  been  daily  and  actively  dispensing  its  advantages 
lo  the  afflirleil  in  mind  and  budy,  and  which  is  continuing,  and  we  trust  will  still 
continue  in  the  future,  tts  lalxirs  of  charily,  with  increased  strength  and  renewed 
vigor,  to  countless  generations  to  conie. 

The  new  buildings  face  Sprtjce  Street  and  extend  220  feet  east  Description 
and  west  and  124  feet  north  and  south,  but,  owing  to  the  broken  out-  uf  the 
line,  these  figtires  exaggerate  the  area  co^^red.  Memorial 

The  nltimate  total  capacity  of  these  pavilions  wil!  be  about  150 
beds,  of  which  eighty  will  be  in   the   four   large   wards,    ten    in  the 
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women's  special  ward,  twenty  in  the  two  children's  wards  and  the 
rest  in  the  recovery  and  private  wards. 

The  cost  of  the  buildings,  complete  and  furnished,  will  be^about 

1^300,000.     The  basement  walls  are  of   Jonesborough  granite,  the 

superstructure  Philadelphia  red  brick,  with  granite  trimmings,  and 

roof  of  slate. 

New  Among  the  improvements  contemplated  in  the  near  future  are  a 

Clinical  new  Clinical  Operating  Room  and  Amphitheatre,  and  also  isolating 

^^  **  pavilion  wards  for  infectious  diseases.     It  is  proposed,  also,  to  erect  a 

new  reception  ward  building  for  men  and  women,  for  which  plans 

will  shortly  be  presented,  in  relationship  with  the  new  operating-room 

and  connected  by  a  corridor  with  the  main  buildings.

The  jirmcipal  motive  which  had  iiis|>3red  the  founders  of 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  as  well  as  the  main  argnment  expressed  in 
petilion  to  the  Provincial  Assembly^  afterwards  embodied  in  the  Act  of  '"ip^'l^'i^ 
May  IT,  1751,  was  *'the  cure  and  treatment  of  hmaticks,"  in  order 
that  **  they  may  be  restored  to  reason  and  become  useful  membeis  of 
the  community/*  It  was  principally  out  of  consideration  for  those 
unfortunate  beings,  who  through  loss  of  reason  had  become  '*  a 
lerrour  to  their  neighbours/'  and  for  whom  no  adequate  jirovision  had 
hitherto  been  made,  that  the  Managers  felt  the  necessity  of  |iroviding 
immediate  accommodations.  They  accordingly  decided  to  occupy, 
temporarily,  the  building  known  as  Judge  Kinscy's  Mansion »  for 
hospital  purposes.  Of  the  two  patients  who  were  admitted  on  the 
first  day  after  the  doors  were  open,  February  ii,  1752,  one  was  a 
**lunatick**  recommended  by  the  Visitors  of  the  Poor  of  the  ciiy. 

It  was  very  soon  apparent  that  neither  the  house  which  ihey  had 
adapted,  nor  indeed  **any  other  that  could  be  hired  ''  at  that  time,  a  spuLial 
had  what  the  Managers  were  willing  to  consider  as  **  any  convenient  huTlding 
apartments'*  for  the  proper  custodial  care  and  treatment  of  the  luna- 
tics. This,  in  their  judgment,  made  it  obligatory  upon  them,  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment,  to  construct  a  special  Hospital,  which 
should  contain  the  desired  conveniences.  Plans  were  accordingly 
drawn,  and,  being  duly  considered  and  approved,  building  operations 
were  begun  in  May  1755.  The  construction  proceeded  slowly,  but 
steadily,  until  the  East  wing  of  the  Pine  Street  Hospital  was  at  length 
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so  far  comjileted  that  jMitients  could  be  transferred.  This  was  ac- 
complished on  December  17,  1756,  as  already  stated.  The  insane 
were  at  thai  time  accommodated  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  building, 
which  had  been  es[)^cially  constructed  for  their  use.  Proper  regard 
was  shown  for  exercise,  because  in  addition  to  the  extensive  grounds, 
there  was  on  the  first  story  of  each  ward  -a  gallery  eighty  feet  in 
length  for  such  of  them  as  may  be  trusted  to  walk  about,  with  a 
place  for  bathing,'*  etc. 

By  1792,  the  demands  upon  the  Hospital  had  very  much  increased 
and  the  number  of  lunatics  had  become  so  large  as  to  call  for  even 
greater  ward  accommodations,  and  to  make  it  necessary,  as  speedily  as 
possible,  to  complete  the  Hospital,  according  to  the  original  [ilaji, 
which  has  been  referred  to  previously,* 

To  carry  out  still  further  the  intention  of  the  Founders,  a  jjetition, 
signed  by  the  Managers^  Treasurer*  and  Physicians,  was  directed  to  he 
presented  to  the  Assembly,  on  January  18,  1792,  asking  for  another 
appropriation  of  some  of  the  public  funds  for  this  purpose.  The 
minute  read  as  follows  : 

The  Lutiatics  in  the  House  beiiiR  greatly  multiplit^l  liy  the  Increase  of 
Inhabttants  in  the  State,  since  the  Hospital  was  built,  as  well  as  by  many  other 
Causes,  it  is  found  by  K,\periencc  that  a  ij)n>f>er  St'imraiion  tif  the  Patients  cannot 
be  made;  neither  can  the  Necessities  uf  others  be  relievetl,  whose  Casts  r«xju  ire  the 
aid  ttC  Ihe  Institution,  &  for  whom  A|>plirations  are  continually  made,  untess  a 
Buihiinw  more  adequate  to  their  Numbers  is  provided  to  receive  them.  The 
Manaj^ers  tSc  Physicians  are  therefore  of  Opinion;  that  an  Extension  of  the  House 
xs  nearly  as  Possible  to  agree  with  the  ori^firial  Plan,  admitting  only  of  such 
alterations  as  will  more  conveniently  accommodate  the  Lunatics  is  indispensably 
needful ;  for  these  Reasons  they  Resolve  that  a  Remonstrance  or  Petition  t>c 
jjfesented  to  the  general  Assemf)ly  setting  forth  the  Necessity  n(  cnni]deuting  the 
Hos|jital  iSt  requesting  Assistance  to  enable  the  Contributors  to  do  it  in  such 
manner  as  to  answer  the  humane  Intentions  of  its  ortKiufil  Founders. 

The  petition  was  duly  sent,  and  was  favorably  received ;  ten 
thousand  pounds  and  the  unclaimed  dividends  of  Bankrupts'  effects 
were  ordered  to  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Hospital,  by  Act  of 
April  I  f ,  1793. 

On  November  2H,  1  796,  the  western  addition  to  the  new  building 
was  reported  by  the  Committee  as  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients, 
and  it  was  accordingly  directed  to  be  oiHfued  fur  immediate  ust\ 

On  May  9,  1825,  it  was  **  Resolved,  That  the  Apartments  in  the 
Nesv  Building  be  called  the  Lodge  and  be  excltisively  Appropriated  to 
Female  Lunatic  Patients  to  be  under  the  care  of  female  Attendants 
only."  This  building  was  also  known  as  **  the  Retreat,"  (See 
illustration  p*  109.) 

I  Page  36. 
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On  June  30,  1829,  it  was  strongly  insisted  by  the  attending 
Managers  that  the  present  crowded  state  of  the  Institution  and  the 
prospect  of  abundance  of  funds  made  it  incumbent  upon  the  Board 
to  lake  measures  more  efTectuaHy  to  separate  the  sexes,  classify  the 
different  grades  of  lunatics,  and  provide  more  ample  space  for  their 
recreation. 

The  needs  of  the  insane  at  It^ngth  became  so  urgent  that  action 
could  no  longer  be  delayed.     It  is  recorded,  January  31,  1831 : 

The  greiU  iiitTease  of  i\w  number  oJ  insane  patirnls  wliich  claim  the  cart  nt 
this  In'^titution  and  for  whose  suitable  accumrnodatton  and  means  u(  relief  mu\ 
restoration  the  Mrinagers  feel  deeply  concerned  has  been  a  subject  of  frequent 
consultation.  The  Board  believes  it  to  be  a  duty  to  record  its  sense  on  this 
interesting  concern  and  to  express  its  opinion  that  when  sufficient  fundft  can  be 
procured  by  the  contributions  of  the  l>enevolent,  it  will  be  proper  to  afford 
adequate  space  for  that  description  of  |>iitients,  the  present  build ii>K  having 
become  crowded. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Managers,  held  April  thtf  25th,  it  was 
resolved  that  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  minute  be  laid  before  the 
Contributors  at  their  next  meeting. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Cuntribulors,  held  May  the  2d,  the  further 
association  of  Lunatics  and  Sick  patient^i  under  the  .same  roof,  after 
due  consideration,  was  deemed  inconvenient  and  not  conducive  to 
their  welfare,  and  the  following  appropriate  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Whereas  from  the  ^jreal  increase  of  Insane  patients  under  the  care  of  this 
Institution,  tliat  portion  o\'  the  Hospital  apjjropriated  to  the  rereptinn  of  such 
cases  is  no  hunger  adequate  to  their  pr*jper  aciomnHidatinn,  And  VVhere;us  it  is 
evident  that  an  Assemblaj^e  of  Lunatics  and  Sick  patients  under  the  Same  Roof 
is  inconvenient  ^nd  unfavorable  to  the  sechision  anti  mental  discipline  essential 
in  cases  of  Insanity  :  therefore 

Resolved,  That  wc  consider  it  necessary  to  the  interests  of  this  institiUiuiM 
and  die  furtherance  of  its  liumane  design  that  a  separate  Asylum  be  j>rovided  for 
our  Insane  patients  with  anijife  space  for  their  pr<»per  seclusion,  classification  ^ 
employment. 

Resolifed,  That  the  Iloarfl  of  Managers  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to 
prop«jse  at  a  future  meeting  of  the  Contril>utor5  to  be  called  bj^  the  Managers 
when  prepared,  a  suitable  site  for  such  an  Asylum  and  the  ways  and  means  for 
carryinK  into  effect  the  foregoing  Resokniuns, 

The  Managers  evidently  did  not  feel  able  10  take  immediate 
action,  for  we  read  that,  at  the  Contributors*  Meeting,  held  June 
loth,  1835,  Horace  Binney,  Esq.,  submitted  the  following  resolutions, 
which  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  u|>inion  ni  this  nieetiuK  it  is  espedieiU  that  the  Lunatic 
department  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  should  be  removed  from  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  the  country  in  its  vicinity^  provided  that  the  removal  can  be 
effected  upon  such  a  plan  as  will  promote  the  comfort  and  improve  the  health  of 
the  patients  and  adnnt  of  the  superintendence  and  control  essential  to  a  good 
administration  ol  the  itisiituti'm* 
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covered  Witys,  biit»  as  thest^  were  found  lo  he  tuo  tustly  for  the  sinj^le  purpose  of 
a  passage,  und  a  very  imporiant  class  of  Insane,  requirinit;:  a  qtiiel  location  vs'aa 
*ttill  Uj  be  provided  for,  it  was  concluded  to  place  a  sinjcle  row  of  Cells  in  them 
looking  out  into  the  Country  ;  and  to  insure  still  j;reater  quiet  a  pasiiage  way  to 
be  coniitructcd  in  tlu-  Ba*ieniinl — these  will  acromfTnidiile  thirty  palienls.  The 
objection  whicli  has  heen  made  to  wings  at  ri^ht  angles  to  the  main  Building  on 
account  of  cross  sounds  will  not  hold  j^ood  here,  as  thtrsf  passa^trs  wttl  be  420  feet 
apart  &  but  one  Story  high.

It  was  i\\^i  ''  Rt'Sftht'd,  That  the  report  fron>  the  Buiird  he  recommitted  to  Purchase  uf 
the  Managers,  to  make  furtliL-r  report  thert-npon  and  specially  to  rejiort  whether  Real^Estate. 
it  ts  not  practicaltle  and  expedient  to  adopt  such  plan  of  building  as  will  inunedi- 
alely  accommodate  i6<j  patients,  and  may  from  time  to  time  he  extended  as  the 
number  of  patients  shall  incmise.  And  also  to  report  what  are  the  funds  avail- 
able for  the  purpose  of  the  propftsed  Hospital  and  what  will  remain  for  the  City 
Hospital  i^th  &  PineSts  )  after  that  in  the  country  shall  be  completed. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  look  out  fur  a  suitable  site  for  the 
new  establishment,  and  to  prepare  a  plan  and  estimate  fur  new  build- 
ings, etc.

This  proi>erty,  which  had  formerly  belonged  to  Mr.  Paul  Busti,  a 
well-known  Philadelphia  merchant,  was  purchased  by  the  Committee,

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At  a  meeting  of  Contributors  held  February  S,  1S36,  a  report 
was  submitted  with  the  plan  referred  to  by  the  Committee,  the 
Managers  recommending  the  erection  of  buildings  upon  the  farm  in 
Blockley  recently  purchased  for  this  purpose  of  Matthew  Arrison, 
which  had  previously  belonged  to  Paul  Busti,  and  which  the  Managers 
acquired  at  the  cost  of  twenty-eight  thousand  dollars.  The  illustra- 
lion,  containing  a  portrait  of  Mr.  Busti,  is  a  photograph  from  a  small 
engraving  made  in  i8ot,  now  to  be  seen  in  ibe  hall  of  Mr,  Busti's 
former  residence,  at  present  occupied  by  the  Medical  Superintendent- 
(Illustration  on  preceding  page). 

The  Contributors,  at  this  meeting,  adopted  the  following  resolu* 
tion  : 

Rfsotvrd,  That  the  Re^Mirt  is  hereby  approved  ;  and  the  Managers  be  author- 
i/.cd  to  carry  into  eHtct,  with  as  little  delay  as  practicable,  the  plan  of  buildings 
and  iniprovements  retMirted  for  a  Liinalii:  Hospital,  with  such  alterations  in  point 
of  detail  as  they  may  deem  expedit^nl,  as  well  in  regard  to  the  main  asylum  as  to 
the  detached  building  referred  to  in  the  Rt-port, 

The  following  Building  Committee  of  the  Managers  was  appointed 
February  the  29th.  to  carry  the  above  resolutions  into  effect,  viz., 
Mordecai  Lewis,  Alexander  W.  Johnston,  John  J.  Smith,  Bartholomew 
Wistar,  John  Paul,  and  William  W.  Fisher. 

On  March  the   12th,  ihe   Coainiittee  having  satisfied   themselves 
with  respect  to  the  4ualifications  of  Isaac  H olden,  he  was  appointed 
Architect  and  mechanic  for  the  construction  of  the  new  buildings 
under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  and  sanction  of  the  Board. 
In  a  minute  entered  April  the  25th,  it  is  recorded  : 

That  the  Board  u(  ManaKers  will  naeet  at  the  Farm  with  a  view  to  locate  the 
building  the  day  afttr  to-niornnv  at  4  o'clork  in  the  afterniwm. 

The  location  having  been  decidetl  iqion.  the  work  was  carried  on 
rapidly.

The  Corner-Stone  of  the  building  was  laid  at  5  o'clock  on  the 
afternoon  of  4th  day,  June  22,  1836^  by  Mordecai  Lewis,  the  Chair- 
man. It  is  a  large  piece  of  (Jranite,  quarried  on  ihe  premises,  and 
was  laid  in  the  South  East  corner  of  the  Centre  Iniilding.  In  a  cavity 
made  in  the  stone  was  deposited  a  large  glass  jar,  or  bottle,  closed, 
containing  coins  of  the  United  States  currency  as  follows: 

One  half  eagle,  one  quarter  eagle,  gold  :  one  hnlf  dollar,  one  quarter  dollar, 
one  dime*  one  half  dime,  silver  ;  one  cent,  one  hah  cent,  one  nudal  cent,  copper:

Two  impressions 
of  the  Corporate  Seal^  one  the  oritiinal,  and  the  other  recently  made.  A  copy  of 
Dr,  Bt-nfaniin  H.  Coaies'  Oration. 

With  ihe  following  brief  explanatory  note  : 

The  Contributors  lc»  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  having  deemed  it  necessary 
lo  extend  the  Insane  department  thereof,  and  to  change  its  location,  by  reason  of 
the  increased  population  of  Phikidelphia,  and  the  erection  of  dnellini;  houses 
near  to  and  on  all  sides  of  the  Hospital  in  the  City  -—this  Corner  Stone  of  a  bnild- 
iuK  to  be  appro|>riated  to  the  insane  patients  of  the  Institution  is  laid  this  23nd

Dr.  Benjamin  H.  Coates  then  delivered^  before  a  large  assembly, 
an  address,  which  was  chiefly  a  sketch  of  the  history  of  the  Institution. 
The  following  extracts  from  this  Address  are  of  special  interest: 

To  found  publir  institutions  of  an  enduring  character  is  actin}^  for  the  benefit     Address  of 
of  future  generations.    The  labor  is  one  of  dij^^iiy  ;  dignified  far  beyond  anylhinK    l>r.  Coates. 
that  occurs  amid  the  ordinary  turmoil  of  daily  passions  and  interests  and  lookinjc 
to  the  welfare  of  men  who  are  to  inhabit  this  earth  long  after  each  head  that  now 
atteniis  with  anxious  interest  to  the  phtlanthropic  labor  shafl  rest  beneath  the 
clods  of  the  valley.     Lon^  after  the  few  years  alhilted  to  these  vain  and  bnstlinji; 
scenes  shall   have  elapsed,   when   time  and  death  shall   have  settled   the  puny 
etTervescence  of  emotions  that  now  fret  in  the  pursuit  of  fortune  or  of  fauie,  shall 
other  men  seek  these  shades  for  the  relief  of  wretchedness  and  disease.     Their 
iKjsoms  will  be  distracted  with  the  same  feelings  which  at  this  moment  aKitate 
ourselves.     Little  will  they  reck  of  the  ambitions,  the  hopes,  and  the  fears  which 
now  occupy  our  niin<ls.     Their  own  will  be  sufficient  for  them ;    and  the  only 
questions  they  will  ask  will  relate  to  the  fitness  of  the  means  we  have  employed 
lo  the  ends  for  which  they  are  designed,  the  relief  and  service  of  unfortunate 
human  nature.     Tasks  of  this  kiud  do  not  belouj^  to  any  age  or  country  ;    they 
connect  antiquity  and  [xjsterity,  and  they  unite  remote  and  hostile  empires  in  the 
common  bond  of  nsefuhiess  and  charily.     We  benefit  by  the  cares,  the  studies 
and  the  niuniliceuce  of  our  predecessors,  and  we  are  bound  in  our  turn  to  imitate    • 
their  example.     From  the  days  of  Fatnola,  the  Christian  lady  who  founded  the     ^ 
first  lunatic  asylum,  to  an   indefitiite  posterity,   there  is  a  continuous  series  of 
necessity  and  beneficence  which  knows  m>t  the  distinctitm  of  race  or  j^eneration. 
By  far  the  smallest  good  etfected  in  the  erection  of  a  great  hospital  is  achieved 
during  the  lifetime  of  the  founders.     The  great  institutions  of  London  and   Paris 
continue  from  age  to  age  to  alleviate  human  suffering  and  administer  to  humati 
welfare  while  the  inquiring  stranger  asks  who  were  the  pious  imli  vidua  Is  whose    ^ 
splendid  munificence  has  endowed  these  buildings,  or  whether  they  were  indeed     | 
the  offspring  of  the  charity  of  nations.     In  the  course  of  human  events,  results     , 
Arise  diflerent  from  those  originally  contem (dated  by  the  founder  ;    benefits  are 
achieved  in  new  and  unexpected  directions;   and  the  institution  which  continues     I 
lo   fulfil    with   unabated   scrupulousness   its   primitive  office   of  protecting  and     I 
relieving  misery,  acquires  in  addition  the  still  greater  usefulness  f»f  difiusing  and     1 
intprovitig  the  most  important  and  valuable  part  of  medical  science,  I 
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On  the  iTeatitiful  spot  which  you  now  bt?ho1d,  they  (the  Managers)  purchased, 
in  the  loth  month  last,  one  hundred  and  one  acres  of  fand.  Possession  was 
deferred  ;  but  they  accelerated  the  perfurmance  of  their  task  by  commencing  in 
pursuance  of  an  agreement  the  preparation  of  materials  during  the  interval. 
They  have  obtained  in  a  district  proverbially  healthy,  a  fine  gravelly  soil,  a 
beautiful  and  convenient  situation  within  view  of  the  great  arterj'  of  our  inland 
communication,  the  Columbia  railroad,  a  sufficient  supply  of  water,  and  a  quarr>' 
capable  of  furiiishiiiji  all  the  ordinary  stone  which  will  l)e  required  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  buildings  The  valuable  erections  within  your  view  will  be 
generally  rt-tainecl  as  suited  10  the  wants  of  the  establishment.  In  this  situation, 
with  abundant  ro«:»m,  convenient  access,  proximity  to  a  large  and  benevolent 
city,  with  the  experience  of  almost  a  century  and  the  criticism  of  enlightened 
visitors,  we  may  reasonably  hope  for  a  high  state  of  perfection  in  our  new  insti- 
tution, and  for  along  series  of  progressive  improvemcm  and  refinement.  Here 
never,  certainly,  shall  be  heard  the  lash  or  tht'  chain.  We  may  hope  that  here 
the  violent  and  ferocious  shall  be  restrained  from  mischief  or  protected  from 
injury  l>y  methods  the  mildest  and  most  Inimane — that  the  tempi>rary  elmlHlion 
of  an  inflamed  brain  shall  be  allowed  to  expend  itself  in  harmless  noise  or 
motion — that  llie  helpless  shall  enjoy  relief  for  bis  wants  and  preservation  from 
indignity  and  disKusi,  unconscious  of  the  kindness  that  protects  him.  Here 
shall  the  mind,  enfeebled  by  long-continued  disease,  by  the  grinding  inflictions 
of  the  world,  or  by  the  stormy  struggles  of  unbridled  passions,  be  permitted  lo 
waste  in  peace  the  remaining  years  of  a  shortened  life.  The  blessing  of  the 
Author  of  nature,  shall  hallow  the  scene,  and  the  tortured  soul  shall  enjoy  the 
soothing  quiet  which  Is  ever  felt  in  contemplating  the  works  of  eternal  benefi- 
cence. 

New  'Jht  new  building  for  the  Insane   was   finally  completed,   fully 

Building  ef| nipped,  and  Opened  for  admission  of  patients  on  January  i»  1841. 
opened.  Pi-Q^^  February  11,  1752,  when  the  sick  and  insane  were  first  received 
into  the  Pine  Street  Hospital,  to  date  above  given,  when  the  new 
department  was  opened,  a  period  of  eighty-nine  years,  38,400 
patients  altogether  had  been  received,  4360  of  which  were  insane. 
Of  the  latter,  1493  ^^^^  discharged  cured t  913  were  improved,  995 
were  removed  without  material  improvement,  246  eloped  (in  the  early 
days  of  the  Hospital,  the  square  was  imperfectly  enclosed)  and  610 
died.  Of  the  number  remaining,  93  only  were  transferred  to  the  new 
department  January  i,  1841,  leaving  ten  patients  in  the  old  Hospital 
awaiting  the  completion  of  a  detached  building. 
Advantage  nf  It  is  noteworthy  in  considering  the  history  of  the  Hospital,  that 

Separation  of  the  eariy  movements  to  establish  it,  the  petitions,  the  appeals  to  the 
ntpartments.  p^^^jj^^;.  i]^^  charter  and  the  laws,  all  make  special  reference  to  the  care 
of  the  insane.  One-half  of  the  buildings  at  the  Pine  Street  Hospital 
and  two-thirds  of  the  adjacent  grounds  were  appropriated  to  the 
insane,  and  when  they  were  removed  to  West  Philadelphia,  they 
vacated  to  the  Pine  Street  Hospital  for  the  sick  and  injured,  one- 
half  of  all  the  Hospital  buildings,  and  two- thirds  of  the  entire  square 
of  ground  upon  which  they  stand. 
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Thus  the  transfer  of  the  Insane  to  their  new  abode  in  every  way 
tended  to  increase  the  prosperity  of  the  Pine  Street  Hospital,  and  the 
resources  apphcable  to  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  hurt,  and  furnished  a 
full  equivalent  for  any  beuefit  received  from  the  common  fund  by  the 
Department  for  the  Insane. 

On  October  31,  1S42,  the  Committee  appointed  February  29, 
1856,  with  power  to  erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  Department  for 
the  Insane,  having  fulfilled  their  duties  reported^  as  follows: 

On  causing  a  survey  of  the  farm  to  be  made,  they  foiincl  that  the  hues  on  the    Survey 
Haverfnrd  Road  did  not  correspond  with  the  eiiclt^sures ;  a  part  of  the  pr<tperty    ^f  s^e 
lyitiK  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Road,  and  a  part  of  the  line  being;  consirlcrably    necessarv 
inside  of  the  fencing  on  the  South  side  corresprmding  with  a  road  directed  to  be    t^^  locate  line 
laid  out  by  order  of  the  Court  ntf  Quarter  Sesaiona  for  the  Coupty  of  Pbila.  dated    ,j(^  propLrlv 
in  173S  hut  which  was  never  so  laid  out.     The  present  location  bt^ing  considered 
the  most  convenient  therefore  before  your  Comnnttee  could  with  propriety  incur 
the  exjH'nse  of  erecting  an  expensive  wall  it  became  necessary  either  to  cause  the 
old  regulation  to  be  carried  into  eft'ect  or  the  present   road  to  be  couRrnied. 
Having  informed  you  of  this  difficulty  they  by  your  direction  per  minutes  on 
your  lK>oks  dated   roth  mo.  39th,  1H3K,  made  application  to  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  for  the  County  which  appointed  a  Jury  and  confirmed  thf  rosid  as  it  now 
stands  on  the  25th  of  the  3rd  mo.  1839. 

With  the  view  tu  make  straighter  lines  in  the  wall  and  to  have  control  of  all 
the  springs  in  the  iteighlwrhood  of  the  pump-house  there  was  purchased  from  the 
executors  of  the  Estate  of  Henry  Pratt,  9  acres  and  92  |jerches  of  land,  from 
Henry  Connelly  12S  perches,  Ixjlb  immediately  adjoining*. 

The  Buildings  which  had  b*rrn  erected  wrre  as  follows  ;  Tin-  Principal— has  a  Buildings 
front  of  435  ft,  6  in.  a  basemeiu  and  two  up[>er  stories  all  of  stone,  and  it  is  com-  ^♦j-^-iied 
p<j>sefi  of  a  centre  building  63  ft.  on  the  Kastern  rr<mt,  67  ft.  on  the  Westc-rn,  yfi 
ft.  deep  and  85  ft,  from  the  basentent  floor  to  the  top  of  the  dome-iircbfd  t:i>rridors 
north  and  south;  la  ft.  wide  and  East  and  West  14ft.  wide  and  a  cellar  under 
the  basement — on  the  East  front  which  is  of  cut  stone  is  a  handsome  Doric  porticit 
with  four  columns  and  on  the  West  side  a  portico  of  ttie  same  stone  ;is  the  front 
with  four  scpiare  pillars.  This  BuiUliiig  contains  a  kitchen,  store  rtHjms,  Mana- 
gers' room,  parlor,  lodging  rooms  for  the  Steward's  family.  Apothecary  shup  and 
library,  four  large  parlors  f<u-  the  use  of  the  patients,  a  large  iron  staircase  and 
two  r*x»ms  in  which  patients  may  receive  their  friends  without  e.xpitsing  those  in 
Ihe  wards  to  the  view  of  visitors. 

Two  wings  each  142  ft.  by  3S  ft.,  a  ba*ienu'nt  and  two  up|jer  stories  containing 
together  120  rooms  8  by  10  ft.  fcjr  patients  and  attendants  disposed  on  both  sides 
of  corridors  ta  ft,  wide,  an  iron  staircase  in  each  and  also  communicating  with 
each  story  a  tunnel  by  which  s*.>iled  clothes  are  discharged  into  closets  for  their 
reception  in  the  basement. 

Two  emi-buildings  or  return  wings,  a  basement  an<l  lwf»  upper  stories  each 
116  ft.  by  44  ft,  an  iron  staircase  in  each  and  having  together  3?  rooms  8  by  it  ft. 
and  12  rooms  13  by  17  ft.  for  patients,  four  bathing  rooms,  four  water  closets  ami 
four  large  parlors  for  the  patients.  On  each  is  a  neat  belvidere  ranging  with  the 
dome  on  the  centre  Building.  In  the  basement  of  the  four  last  described  Injthl- 
Ings  are  the  furnaces  for  wamiing  the  house,  bath^  l>oiler,  coat  room,  servants' 
lodging  rooms,  lauudry,  twt»  bakers'  ovens,  flour  and  bread  rooms  and  four 
refectories.     The  whole  is  warmed  by  36   warm  air   furnaces  whicli  drow  their 
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supply  of  fresh  air  from  the  outside  of  the  house,  8  grates  and  6  stoves  and  is 

Final    c:<^"sidered  nearly  fireproof  the  corridors  and  every  room  being  arched  above  and

rooms  have  iron  sashes  in  the  windows  and  over  the  doors,  and  each  room  has  a 

ventilating  flue  reaching  to  the  attic  from  whence  the  foul  air  is  discharged  into 

the  atmosphere  through  ventilators  turned  by  the  wind,  there  are  three  lightning 

rods,  one  on  the  dome  is  curved  into  the  three  in.  pipe  (iron)  by  which  the  water 

is  conveyed  into  the  tanks  from  the  force  pumps,  845  ft.  distant  on  each  belvidere 

extending  down  to  the  bathing  rooms  and   connected  to  the   large   waste-water 

pipes  which  discharge   into  culverts — an  area  seven   feet   wide  at  the   bottom 

encompasses  the  whole,  it  is  six  ft.  below  the  surface  of  the  ground  the  rise  to 

which  is  a  handsome  sodded  slope  of  30  degrees  from  horizon. 

Two  detached  Buildings  which  are  hollow  squares  95  x  73  ft.  one  story  high, 
three  sides  of  each  contains  20  dormitories,  dining  and  bathing  rooms,  water- 
closets  and  passages  8  ft.  wide,  the  fourth  sides  are  open  walls  the  interstices 
guarded  by  iron  rods,  enclosing  the  yard  for  the  use  of  the  patients,  they  are 
warmed  by  four  furnaces  each,  the  cellars  are  arched,  the  roofs  covered  with  slate 
and  each  room  is  well  ventilated. 

One  workshop  20  x  40  ft.,  for  the  employment  of  the  patients,  with  a  handsome 
plastered  room  in  the  2nd  story  to  be  used  as  an  infirmary  in  the  event  of  an 
epidemic  in  the  main  buildings. 

One  stone  wash-house  and  mill-house  11  x  25  ft.,  one  story  high,  containing 
the  washing  apparatus,  horse  mill  and  forcing  pump. 

The   following   contingent   and  unadvoidable  works  have  been  done : 

An  oval  culvert  42x30  in.  extending  from  a  drain  in  the  meadow  west  of  the 
house  350  ft.  to  the  centre  building  having  branches  of  the  same  size  each  176  ft. 
to  the  Northwest  and  Southwest  angles  of  the  area  from  which  points  smaller 
ones  20  X  24  in.  each  270  ft.  in  length,  connect  with  the  yards  of  the  two  detached 
buildings.  All  the  openings  are  provided  with  cess-pools  to  prevent  the  escape 
of  effluvia. 

Waterworks— a  circular  cistern  walled  and  floored  with  bricks,  with 
hydraulic  cement,  12  ft.  deep  and  12  ft.  diameter  often  thousand  gallons  capacity 
is  supi)liedfrom  the  fish-pond  from  a  creek  and  from  a  strong  spring  within  itself. 

A  wall  5483  ft.  in  extent.  lo'i  ft.  liigh.  enclosing  forty-one  acres,  with  which 
are  the  foregoing  described  buildings,  the  Physician's  mansion,  a  large  vegetable 
garden  and  pleasure  grounds  for  the  patients  including  two  handsome  woods  of 
for<?st  trees. 

The  responsibility  and  labor  of  your  Committee  were  much  increa.sed  by  the 
loss  of  the  services  of  the  Architect.  Isaac  Holden,  who  was  compelled  by  ill 
health  to  leave  the  country  in  1839,  the  work  being  but  about  half  accomplished. 

They  have  had  to  de])lore  the  loss  by  death  of  three  of  their  members,  viz.: 
John  J.  Smith,  VVni.  \V.  Fisher  and  Bartholomew  Wistar,  the  want  of  whose  valu- 
able assistance  was  seriously  felt  by  them.

uBtil  the  alimentary  canal  failed  to  yield  anything  but  mucus,  and,  in 
the  intervals,  they  were  chained  by  the  waist,  or  the  ankle,  to  the  cell 
vvalU  Under  this  heroic  regimen,  some,  jirobably  the  most  **  sthenic/' 
recovered  their  reason.  This  general  plan  of  treatment  survived  the 
removal  of  the  j^atients  to  the  Pine  Street  Hospital.     There  ai>pears 


nothiDg  in  the  records  to  mdicate  any  special  modeof  treaiineDt  for 

TiMrrafirutic  oielancholia,  or  for  the  stuporous  fomis  of  menul  disorder.     Later 

^fP'^"*^-**  there  were  meotiooed  certain  special  appliaoces  for  ^*  rousing  *'  such 

y^^^    patients,  which,  judging  from  the  description,  nrast  have,  temporarily, 

at  least,  effected  the  desired  object. 

There  was  connected  with  the  Market  Street  Hospital  a  large 
gauden.  containing  many  trees.  This  was  surrounded  by  a  tightiy 
boarded  high  fence  upoa  the  side  of  ^larket  S&eet,  the  enclosed 
gronnd  being  used  as  an  e%ercising  place  for  the  quieter  cases.

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In  the  earlier  days^  of  the  Hospital,  even  down  to  quite  recent 
tiraes,  the  mode  of  commitment  of  the  insane  was  so  easy  and  free  Pliynka 
from  formality  that  a  few  words  hastily  scribbled  upon  a  chance  scrap  restrain 
of  paj>er  was  sufficient  to  place  a  snpi>osed  insane  patient  in  the  Hos- 
pital and  deprive  him  of  personal  liberty.  If  he  did  not  remain 
passive,  chains  or  some  other  form  of  mechanical  restraint  were  used. 
A  sufficient  number  of  such  scraps  of  paper  have  survived  to  show  the 
astonishing  informality  of  the  lunacy  proceedings.  The  friend  (or  ft 
may  in  some  instances  have  been  the  enemy)  of  an  alleged  lunatic, 
applied  to  the  Managers,  or  to  one  of  the  physicians,  for  an  order  of 
admission.  If,  as  now,  the  friends  or  custodians  were  able  to  pay 
board,  bond  was  taken  for  its  regular  settlement  and,  in  the  earlier 
years  of  the  Hospital,  this  obligation  contained  a  provision  covering 
the  funeral  expenses  of  the  patient  if  he  died  while  under  treatment. 
If  the  patient  was  indigent  be  was  admitted  as  a  free  case,  after  being 
seen  by  one  of  the  physicians  and  upon  his  report  to  the  Managers 
that  the  patient  was  a  fit  subject  for  detention.  Once  in  the  cells, 
or  quarters  for  insane,  the  patient  had  no  appeal  from  the  opinion  of 
the  attending  physician.

The  '*  Temporary  Hospital"  was  in  charge  of  a  matron.  A 
**  male  Kee]>er  of  lunaiicks  "  was  employed  to  guard  the  cells  for  men. 
The  females  were  attended  by  the  matron,  assisted  by  such  help  from 
sane  inmates  as  their  condition  permitted. 

Relatively  little  survives  in  the  way  of  available  records  illustrative 
of  the  daily  routine  of  the  Temporary  Hospital,  bnt  it  is  known, 
however,  that  the  house  was  shortly  afterwards  found  unfit  for  the  care

To  make  the  apartments  habiuble,  it  was  ordered 

'riiAl  the  CcHs  under  tKc  Wards,  should  be  tmiii<rdiateiy  finuihccj,  tu  be 
|)1nnkcd  Floors,  undt-r  whkh  to  \Mt  arched  to  prevent  the  damage  of  the  Rats 
and  \hv  Wall*  to  fie  plaihtered.  The  Entry  before  the  Cells  ma\v  for  the 
|»ri-«»ent  remain  mipavcd  and  only  be  plaistered  all  round,  without  any  Catpen- 
it-r«*  work  of)ove  the  FU»or.  except  a  plain  Washboard  and  Casings  for  tlie  sides 
of  the  VVIuflow^,  fitted  for  Inside  Shutters  to  be  hereafter  made. 

Uichi  in  lliere  could  have  been  no  way  of  warming  the  "cells/' and  as 

(vii)»  ifi^j  Quiy  possible  means  of  ventilation  would  have  been  by  opening 
the  windows,  the  patients  must  have  often  sufTered  from  dampness, 
rnlfj,  and  insufficient  light.  The  Hospital  wards,  as  in  most  private 
houses  ixt  this  lime,  were  more  or  less  warmed  by  log -fires  and  feebly 
illuminated  by  a  candle  or  two.  Poor  as  such  accommodations  now 
appear,  it  was  ihe  best  ihe  times  afforded ^  and  far  better  than  was 
experienced  in  the  existence  of  the  average  lunatic  prior  to  its  establish- 
uR-nt.  The  insane  were  not  supposed  to  require,  nor  to  quite  deserve, 
the  usual  comforts  of  life  at  this  period^  when  even  the  sane  dwelt  in 
cold  houses,  slejit  in  cold  ajxirtments.  and  sat  through  the  long  winter 
evenings  by  candle-  or  fire-light. 
New  OIU  I'^  '  75^»  t^ic  *^^'*s  for  lunatics,  in  the  basement  of  the  Pine  Street 

rumplt'it'd  Hos^iitah  were  so  nearly  completed  that  on  December  17  the  insane 
were  transferred  to  their  new  quarters.  The  cells  in  this  building 
had  plank  floors,  arched  below  so  as  to  prevent  dampness  and  preclude 
asscK'iation  with  rats.  They  were  now  very  luiich  more  comfortable  than 
in  I  heir  former  ipjariers  ;  but  notwithstanding  the  then  prevalent 
theory,  I  hat  the  insane  could  not  appreciate  differences  of  tempera- 
ture, the  long  winter  nights  must  have  brought  them  much  suffering 
frou^  cold.  W'fjod  fires  in  cells  were  impossible,  and  ecpmlly  so  the 
attempt  to  warm  them  from  fire-places  in  the  corridor  upon  which 
they  opened* 

The  minutes  of  January  25,  1762,  record: 

II  IwiuK  oljser%tdl  fwinie  lime  past  llial  the  Cells  for  the  l.unaticksare  tendered 
very  damp  hv  thu  cln*pl1il1^H  of  the  Eaves  c*r  the  Roof,  to  remedy  which  it  is 
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Cells  nji  oKKitially  cotistruijl^i  in  Bascineut  of  Pine  Street  Hos|titaL 

appointed  to  gel  ye  Shed  built  over  the  Cells'*  reported,  **  the  Work 
is  begun,  but  ihe  late  rains  prevented  it  being  finished/*  it  was 
reported  as  completed  in  June,  1786. 

It  is  not  remarkable  that  the  cells  for  insane  remained  without 
adequate  beat  from  the  opening  of  the  institution  until  about  1833, 
when  the  sole  reliance  for   the   production   of  artificial    warmth   was 
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wood,  which  could  not  be  made  available  for  this  special  purpose,  since 
with  wood  fires  a  large  proportion  of  the  heat  went  up  the  chimney ^ 
while  the  remainder  furiously  heated  only  a  limited  area  a  few  yards 
distant.  The  best  and  only  known  means  for  warmth  were  provided, 
and,  inadequate  as  they  were,  the  Managers  themselves  enjoyed  no 
better  in  their  own  homes. 

In  1794,  some  of  the  Managers  thought  that  the  cells  should  be 
made  warmer.  As  00  other  means  were  availabict  it  was  decided  to 
adopt  the  expedient  commonly  employed  in  Europe,  of  setting  a  char- 
coal brazier  or  furnace  in  the  corridors,  outside  the  cells.  Unfortu- 
nately this  device,  though  prompted  by  the  most  humane  motives, 
was  found  not  to  work  very  well.  Everybody,  even  the  Keepers,  who 
could  stand  almost  anything,  nearly  perished  in  the  atmosphere  of 
carbonic  acid  gas,  and  such  a  remonstrance  arose  from  the  lower  floor 
of  the  house  as  to  cause  these  deadly  gas  generators  to  be  speedil)' 
removed.  But  the  Managers  were  not  discouraged  ;  the  same  year, 
1794,  the  building  committee  were  instructed  to  devise  a  plan  *'by 
which  the  cells  could  be  safely  and  properly  warmed  by  burning  wood 
in  stoves  or  otherwise/*  The  stove  of  that  period  was  an  iron  box, 
four  feet  long  by  two  and  a  half  feet  wide.  It  is  not  probable  that 
the  cells  were  heated  to  any  great  degree  by  these  wood-burning 
stoves,  but  it  is  likely  that  being  placed  in  the  corridor  they  may  have 
tempered  somewhat  the  bitter  cold  in  the  rooms. 

From  minutes  and  memoranda  that  have  survived,  it  is  apparent 

that  these  cells  were  not  entirely  satisfactory,  for  on  April   24,  1758, 

occurs  the  following : 

SeveraU  lunalicks  having  mark-  their  escape  from  ye  Hospital  owing  to  ye 
Iron  Barr&  of  tlie  Cells  being  loo  slender,  the  Monthly  Committee  was  instructed 
to  employ  the  same  Smith  that  made  ihem  to  make  them  Strong  and  more  secure. 

As  the  Hospital  stood  on  open  ground,  w^iihout  fence  or    wall 

of  Patients  around  it,  idle,  curious,  and  thoughtless  persons  often  assembled  at  the 

fr*i"i   windows  of  the  cells,  which  were  level  with  the  ground,  to  look  at  the 

lunatics^  and   finally  I  hey  began    to  tease  and  annoy   them.      This 

finally  developed  into  such  a  nuisance  that,  on  April  8,  1760,  it  was 

proposed : 

That  a  suitable  Pallisade  Fence,  either  of  Iron  or  Wood,  the  Iron  l>eing  pre- 
ferred, should  he  erected  in  Order  to  prevent  the  Pislurhance  which  is  given  to 
the  Lunatics  confin'd  in  the  Cells  by  the  great  Numbers  of  people  who  frequently 
resori  and  converse  with  them.  It  was  also  agreed  to  hire  Two  Constables,  or 
other  proper  Persons  to  iittend  at  such  Times  as  are  necessary  to  prevent  this 
Inconvenience  nntill  ye  Fence  is  erected. 

On  May  12,  1760,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  procure 
materials  and  erect  this  **  Pallisade  Fence  before  the  Windows  of  ihe 


Protection 
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Cells,  to  prevent  ilie  Disturbance  given  to  Lunaticks,"  From  an 
account  rendered  for  materials  this  fence  was  probably  of  iron  bars 
resting  on  a  brick  foundation.  This  kept  the  populace  from  the 
windows,  but  apparently  did  not  abate  the  nuisance  as  it  was  noted  :

Later,  this  rule  seems  to  have  fallen  into  disuse,  as,  on  April  27, 
1767:  i  y 

Orders  were  renewed  that  the  Hatch  door  be  kept  carefully  shut  ami  that  no        \      ^   rs^ 
Pernon  be  admitted  into  the  House  without  paying   the   gratuity  of  Four  Pence  S    \' 

formerly  agreed  uihiu,  anti  that  care  he  taken  tu  prevent    the  Throng  uf  people  \ 

who  are  led  by  Curiosity  to  frer4uent  the  Hmise  on  the  first  day  t>f  the  week,  to  \ 

the  great  disturbance  of  the  Patients.  \ 

From  time  to  time  other  measures  had  to  be  taken  to  preserve 

order.     On  August  30,  1784: 

Dr,  Foulke  recommeivded  that  some  reg\diUions  may  be  made  in  respect  to 
persons  visiting  the  Hospital,  particularly  in  adt)pting  such  Rules  as  would  tend 
to  prt**erve  the  Lunatic  Patients  from  bdng  intcrruptiti  and  disturbed  in  their 
course  of  Medicine.  Drdereci  that  thv  Sitting  Managers  consult  with  as  many  of 
the  Physicians  as  they  conveniently  can  and  report  such  rules  and  regulations  at 
our  next  Stated  Meeting  as  will  be  nn^st  ctmchuive  to  remedy  any  prcHinl  Evil 
on  that  head  which  may  now  exist. 

Whereupon*  on  October  4,  1784: 

They  Reported  that  they  had  found  it  useful  in  adopting  the  folluwing  regu-    Number 
lalions  resiiecting  the  Lunjitic  Patients :  vijt:  The  putting  up  an  Advertisement    of  VlB'tors 
or  Rule  forbidding  more  than  two  Persons  at  one  time  to  be  [lernntled   to  go  into    Restricted, 
the  Cells  and  thuse  Perstuis  to  he  attended  by  the  Cell- Keeper  and  not  suffered  to 
s|>eak  to  such  Patients. 

In  1 791,  as  complaints  had  been  made  by  the  Physicians  that 
company  was  too  freely  admitted,  to  the  great  injury  of  lunatics,  it 
was  resolved  : 

That  no  Person  whatever  should  be  hereafter  allowed  to  enter  the  (irounds,  or 
Cells  incl(»sed  for  their  AccommcKlatifm,  unless  introduced  or  alluwed  by  one  of 
the  Managers,  Physicians  or  by  the  Steward,  to  which  resolulinn  tlie  Cell- Keeper 
was  strictly  to  Attend,  and  to  keep  the  Gates  and  Wards  locked  in  future,  to 
prevent  all  Intruders  who  might  attem[>t  to  enter  therein,  without  such  permission 
l>eing  first  obtained. 

Slaves  were  sometimes  admitted  at  the  request  of  their  owners, 

who  arranged  for  the  payment  of  their  board, 

July  2olh.  1757,  Admitted  Cato,  a  lilark  slave,  on  18th  inst.,  a  Lunatick 
belonging  to  Oswald  Peel,  at  tos.  Per  Week. 

Counties,  townships,  hundreds  and  boroughs  arranged  to  have 
th^ir  insane  admitted,  as  vacancies  occurred   in  the  cells  by  discharge 
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or  death  of  patients.  Some  of  these  cases  gave  great  trouble  and  did 
more  damage  to  the  property  than  their  friends  could  pay  for.  On 
April  9,  1757, 

A  Trouble-  .Admitted  Charles  Jenkins,  a  lunatick  ;  He  escaped  in  July  of  the  same  year, 

•->me  Patient,  but  was  captured  and  brouji^ht  back.  .April  9th.  1758.  Charles  Jenkins  made  his 
esca;>e  at  night  out  of  ye  Cell  Window ;  but  was  soon  returned.  On  July  31.  1758 : 
he  again  escaped  from  the  Window  in  ye  long  .Aisle :  and  was  not  recaptured.  On 
February  26,  1759,  re-admitted  "at  the  request  of  Thos.  Laurence,  ye  Mayor,  to 
\h:  confined  until  I  it  shall  be  thought  prudent  and  safe  to  release  him.  It  appear- 
ing to  ye  Mayor  that  C.  Jenkins  was  become  abusive  and  Outragious ;  that  his 
Wife  &  family  were  in  grcrat  Danger  of  their  lives."*  a  warrant  was  directed  to 
John  .Mitchell,  Constable,  for  apprending  &  Committing  him  to  ye  Hospital,  by 
whom  he  was  brought  here  last  night,  at  ten  Shillings  P.  Week.  Three  months 
later  he  got  away  again  : — by  breaking  out  the  Iron  Barrs  of  ye  Cell  Window, 
over  the  door  last  night. 

Although  one  of  the  cells  was  especially  fitted  up  to  prevent  it, 
he  escaped  several  times  afterward.  In  the  interim  he  probably 
enjoyed  himself,  as  he  was  invariably  returned  **  in  a  State  of  Drunken 
madness." 

Some  May  28th,  175X.     -Admitted  Martin  Higgins.  a  Mad  person,  who  having,  as 

unpleasant  many  others  do  without  Leave,  gone  thro'  the  House  to  the  Top,  &  there  Care- 
exi>eriences.  Icssly  and  Imprudently  running  about,  fell  thence  to  the  ground  &  was  so  much 
Hurt  that  his  recovery  was  doubtful. 

July  28,  1758.  Escaped  Jacob  Ashton  by  boring  thro'  the  Door  of  his  Cell  & 
forcing  out  the  Steeples  of  ye  Iron  Bolts. 

August  28th,  1758.  Admitted  A.  D..  a  pay  patient,  an  Outragious  person. 
D.  D.  security,  who  desires  that  he  may  not  bee  Discharged  without  his 
Knowledge. 

January  27th,  1759.  Discharged — the  lunatick  Jane  Hughes  at  the  Request 
of  her  husband  who  paid  ^"3  to  the  Matron  in  full  for  her  Accommodation.  The 
Damage  done  to  the  Cells  &c.  is  Forgiven  in  Consideration  of  her  Poverty. 

January  27th.  1759.  Escaped  J  no.  Jones,  a  Lunatick  :  he  forced  the  Barrs  of 
his  Cell  in  ye  night  and  fle<l  without  Notice. 

November  26,  1759.  Admitted  Harriott  Hamilton,  a  Lunatick,  repute<l 
Daughter  of  the  late  Duke  Hamilton,  to  l>ee  in  ye  Hospital  till  a  Vessel  sails. 
On  May  28th,  1760,  the  vessel  sailed  and  took  her  to  England. 

December  31st,  1759.  Admitted  Solomon  C,  a  Drunken  Mad  Man,  at  the 
Request  of  his  Brother,  &  by  Dt-sire  of  T.  Stampe,  ye  Mayor,  the  former  agreed 
with  ye  Board  of  Managers  for  his  Maintainance. 

In  the  same  year,  .Admitted  Mark  Kuhl,  junr.,  an  Irregular  Person,  on  Pay  (dt 
Ten  Shillings  P.  Week,  (his  Father  will  pay).  Afterward  He  left  the  cells 
Irregularly,  i.  e.,  broke  the  window  and  ran  away. 

Admitted  Joseph  Wolf  a  Jew  from  Lancaster  County,  who  is  quite  Distracted. 
Mathias  Bush  promises  to  be  his  Security  as  far  as  the  Effects  of  said  Wolf  now 
!n  his  hands  will  go. 

Probably  the  first  instance  of  a  patient  having  a  private  attend- 
ant occurred  in  this  year: 

William,  son  of  Joseph  Hart,  a  Lunatick  and  pay  Patient.  He  is  also  to  pay 
for  a  Negro  man  he  h.is  to  tend  him. 
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Alexander  MrCurdy — pay  patient,  bro't  down  by  ye  Overseers  of  yc  Poor  of 
Ibc  T*>wTiship5of  New  Gulfhahoppen  Alias  Upper  Hanover. 

Thomas  Dougan,  a  LunatJck,  taken  upon  the  Streets  naked  the  20th  liisl. 
Saifl  til  come  from  ye  Kast  Jerseys. 

These   quaint    entries   illustrate   the   kind   of   cases  commonly   Extracts 
received  and  the  mode  by  which  they  were  admitted,  as  does  also   from  Minutes 
the  following  ancient  manuscript  order;  coiiceminK

Several  Persons  of  good  Reputation  having  appeared  before  me  yeSulwcriber 
one  of  ye  Justices  of  ye  Peace  for  ye  City  of  Pliilada.,  ik  conif>la\'necJ  that 
Thomas  Ackley,  Cbairmaker,  hath  frequently  behaved  in  a  very  dis<jrder1y 
manner  to  ye  great  Terror  of  his  Family  &  Annoyance  of  his  neij<hlK.>urs, 
Wherefore,  Apprehend  ye  sd.  Thomas  &  take  him  to  ye  Workhouse  of  this 
City,  thf  Keeper  whereof  is  h<;rel>y  retjuired  to  reteive  &  Employ  him  in  ye 
Conunrm  Labour  of  the  House,  till  further  <^>rders. 

But  if  ye  sd.  Thomas  or  his  Wife  shall  when  he  is  arrested,  request  that  his 
i'onfinf menl  may  be  at  ye  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  in  that  case  deliver  him  to  j'e 
Steward  of  ye  sd.  Hospital,  or  to  ye  Keeper  of  Lunatics  there,  who  shall  then 
receive  and  safely  keep  him  till  he  is  discharged  by  proper  Authority.

The  following  are  copies  of  manuscripts  addressed  to  the  Man- 
agers on  behalf  of  the  reception  of  two  insane  patients*  The  first  one 
cited  shows  that  the  question  of  the  legal  settlement  of  a  patient  was 
then  as  much  considered  as  at  present : 

We  whose  X«ime^  are  underwritten,  Inhabitants  of  tlie  Town  of  New  Castle, 
do  hereby  certify  to  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hosjiilal  that  Sarah  the 
wife  of  the  Revd,  jEneas  Rosss  the  Society's  Missionary  here,  of  the  a^e  of  Ihirty- 
uine  years  or  thereabouts,  hath  durinjj  her  residence  in  this  place,  for  near  five 
years  past,  been  Lunatick,  bereaved  of  her  understanding  and  wholly  disquati- 
fie<i  to  manage  her  Household  .iffairs.  Therefore,  at  the  re<pii-st  of  Mr.  Ross  we 
recommend  her  to  you  as  a  patient  proper  to  be  iidmitted  into  your  Charitable 
Institution. 

J>atedat  New  Castle  this  Twenty  Eighth  day  of  September  Annrt  Doniim'  1763,

At  the  foot  of  this  paper  the  visiting  physician  writes  what  was 
Certificate  then  equivalent  to  a  medical  certificate  of  insanity: 
of  Insanity.  j  think  the  above  named  James  Holland  is  a  proper  subject  for  the  Hospital.

A  case  which  about  this  time  attacted  much  attention  in  the 
Hospital  and  in  the  City,  was  that  of  Thomas  Perrine,  a  remarkably 
neat  and  tidy  Sailor,  who  was  admitted  as  an  insane  patient  in  March, 
1765,  and  died  in  1774.  For  a  brief  period  he  lived  in  the  cells, 
where  he  proved  very  troublesome,  quarrelling  with  the  Keeper  and 
with  the  other  patients.  He  finally  escaped  from  the  basement  and 
ran  through  the  house,  reaching  the  cupola  of  the  East  wing,  from 
which  he  successfully  resisted  all  efforts  to  dislodge  him.  Attempts 
to  do  so  being  abandoned,  bedding  was  placed  in  the  cupola  and 
there  he  lived  and  died.  It  is  recorded  that 
A  Lunatic  He  never  left  these  cramped  quarters  for  any  purpose ;   he  was  also  noted 

Hermit,    for  his  long  nails,  matted  beard  and  hair  and  for  his  insensibility  to  cold,  since  he 
never,  in  the  coldest  weather  of  nine  winters,  came  near  to  a  fire. 

There  survives  a  beautifully  written  and  most  pathetic  petition 
which  illustrates  the  curious  custom,  which  prevailed  for  many  years, 
in  the  infant  commonwealth  of  selling  poor  white  persons,  or  entire 
families,  into  virtual  slavery  for  a  period  of  years  to  satisfy  indebted- 
ness.

1  embarked  on  board  the  Ship  Hero  with  my  late  dear  Wife  and  four 
Children.  My  said  Wife  and  one  Child  died  when  we  were  in  the  Mouth  of  the 
River  Maase  and  my  unhai)py  Daughter  was  at  the  moment  of  her  parting  with 
her  dear  Mother  seizetl  with  so  violent  a  Grief  as  would  not  yield  to  any  Comfort, 
her  Mind  was  disturbed  and  she  cried  Day  and  Night  etc. 

In  this  Condition  we  arrived  in  the  Port  of  Philadelphia,  when  Ralph  Foster 
the  Commander  of  the  Ship  told  me  she  must  be  brought  to  the  Hospital  and 
that  her  Cure  and  Maintenance  should  not  cost  me  a  Peiniy,  In  which  i)articular

and  me  is  entirely  ended,     1   was  bonnd  a  Servant  for  the  Term  of  ^  years  to 
......  Patten  Ksq.  bnt  I  a^ei-d  with  my  Master  that  I  would  Serve  him  one 

Year  Innj^cr  in  Cane  lie  WHUihi  milTcr  a  little  Child  of  mine  3  years  <  Jhl  la  live  w  ith 
his  Family  durin^i  the  Term  of  my  Servitude. 

When  I  lately  had  an  Account  from  Philadel|>hia  thai  my  r>aiijiihter  in  the 
Hos[jital  was  pretty  well  again,  I  addressed  my  kind  Ma>ilf  r  tf^  ^ive  me  leave  tf* 
fetch  my  Child  up  to  his  House  and  he  »^ave  me  leave  that  she  might  stay  six 
>[iinths  at  his  Hcmse  and  I  agreed  with  a  Nci^jhlwHir  ^tl  my  Master  tn  maintain 
her  till  I  was  free.  So  havin)i  provided  every  thii>|4  for  the  reception  of  my 
Daughter  and  flatter ing  myself  how  soon  t  vvunhl  have  her  near  me  and  see  her 
daily,  1  came  to  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  and  was  lohi  that  the  Mananers  would 
deliver  up  the  Girl  tt*  the  Owners  of  the  Ship  who  had  assumed  to  pay  for  her 
cure  and  Accommodation  and  that  these  Merchants  would  sell  her  for  the  Charges 
nf  the  Hospital.  As  I  expect  that  the  Captain  will  have  forgot  his  Word  he  gave 
me  when  I  gave  np  aiy  Daughter  to  the  Hospital,  or  put  me  off  with  an  Fijuivoca- 
tion  that  it  will  not  ctjst  me  Money  but  that  it  must  cost  me  my  Daughter  whtj  is 
as  dear  to  me  as  my  own  Life,  As  I  expect  no  Mercy  from  the  Merchant**,  who 
iotik  upon  poor  (jermans  as  upon  other  Merchandize  and  as  the  olrtaining  of 
Justice  against  them  if  they  should  attempt  to  sell  my  Child  against  my  will  is 
loo  expensive  for  a  poor  Stranger,  All  My  hopes  is  in  you  Gentlemen  who  preside 
over  the  Contrilmtions  of  a  Wealthy  and  charitable  pecjple  in  this  «ntJ  the 
neighbouring  Provinces. 

And  your  petitioner  humbly  prayeth  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  forgive  the 
Cost  of  Curing  and  Maintaining  my  potir  Child  and  not  to  commit  nit*  i*>  an 
Argument  with  Merchants  in  winch  they  might  get  the  better  of  me  when  I  being 
a  \HHtT  Servent  myself  may  be  unable  t*i  sup|n*rt  my  natural  Right  lt>  my 
Daughter 

And  ycmr  Petitioner  shall  ever  pray.

Although  no  action  appears  upon  the  mintites,  it  is  reasonable  to 
suppose  from  their  previous  acts  of  kindness  towards  patients,  that 
the  Managers  did  not  reftise  to  gram  this  pathetic  appeal  of  a  father 
for  his  child. 

Anntiitants  have  alwa>^  been  noted  for  longevity  ;  and  the  records   Longevity 
furnish  such   an    instance  of  tenacity   to  life   in    the  case  of  Jose[>h    Hhrstraietb 
Mountz,  or  Maunz,  who  appears  to  have  been  mildly  insane.      Under 
the  plea  of  furnishing  hitn  with  a  comfortable  home  for  the  remain- 
der of  his  declining  years»  the  Managers  were  induced  to  consider  his 
admission  into  the  Hospital  as  a  boarder. 

The  first  entry  upon  the  minutes  relative  to  bis  case  occurs  on 
November  26,  1764,  when 
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ApplycatitJti  was  made  by  Christian  Roreback,  on  behalf  of  Joseph  MoutiUor 
Maunz,  a  Person  living  near  Ephrata,  or  Duncan  Town,  aged  aK>out  Seventy 
Years,  said  to  have  three  or  four  hundred  Pounds  :  he  desires  lo  be  admitted  into 
ye  Hospital  tlurinjic  the  Remaynder  of  his  Life,  on  his  securing  to  ihe  Use  thereof 
all  his  Kst  ate  which  shall  remain  after  his  Death— the  Settlement  of  which  applica- 
tion is  recommended  lo  the  Managers  for  the  tyme  beitij;. 

On  April  agth.  1765,  Joseph  Mouiitz,  having  visited  ye  Hospital  Ihe  precced- 
ing  week.  Renewing  his  application  to  agree  with  the  Managers  lo  supply  him 
with  Competent  Supp<*rl,  during  his  life  (he  now  being  about  Seventy  years  of 
age),  in  consequence  t)f  which  he  ofiers  to  give  lo  ye  Hospital  the  Sum  of  Three 
Hundred  Pounds  in  Cash  and  an  Annuity  of  Six  Prmnds  payable  every  Year 
during  his  Lyfe,  it  is  now  Agreed  that  the  Monthly  Committee  should  Admit  him 
and  ai  the  same  time  enter  into  an  Agrcemtnl  with  him  in  %vril»ng,  expressing  the 
Terms  of  his  admissitm. 

Having  made  all  arrangements  he  departed;  but  reaf>i>eared  at 
ihe  Hospital  on  June  24th,  about  two  months  afterward,  with  the 
proposition  thai  he  be  allowed  to  enter  and  to  remain,  '*  For  three  or 
four  Weeks,  in  order  to  try  if  ye  House  will  prove  Agreeable  to  him 
to  resyde  the  remainder  of  his  Days  in/'  This  was  also  granted  and 
his  experience  having  proved  agreeable,  on  July  29,  1765,  it  was 
reported  that 

Joseph  Mountz  had  assyned  to  ye  Treasurer,  for  the  use  of  ye  Hospital,  a 
mrjTtgage  and  B<snd  fn>m  one  David  Shark,  of  East  township,  Lancaster  County, 
for  the  iKiymenl  of  /  150.  dated  ye  first  Day  of  May^  1759,  also  a  Bond  of  ye  s*d 
Shark  and  Henry  Huber  lliir  the  payment  of  )^e  further  Sum  of  ifiso,  dated 
yc  first  Day  of  May,  1764. 

On  August  26,  1765,  Joseph  Mountz  was  admitted.  In  1783,  he 
addressed  the  Managers  as  follows  : 

(r'rntlemeti.—l  have  been  in  this  Hospital  ever  sitice  May,  1765,  and  assigned 
for  the  I'se  of  the  Inslilutinn  three  Hundred  Pounds  secured  to  me  by  Special 
lies,  whii  li  Sum  the  Treasurer  has  undoubtedly  received,  and  Moreover  I  have 
also  transfered  to  tjie  same  Institutioji  an  Annuity  of  Six  Pounds  which  is  due  to 
me  during  my  naturall  Life,  as  appears  by  the  Papers  In  your  Hands,  tn  Consid 
eration  whereof  the  Managers  agreed  to  provide  for  me  a  Room,  Stove,  \V<.iod, 
Wearing  Apparall  of  all  Sorts,  Meat,  Drink,  Washing,  Diet,  Medecines  and  all 
other  Necessaries  during  the  term  of  my  naturall  Life.  Part  of  your  Engagements 
y«*u  have  cnmpHeil  with  and  others  Entirely  neglected,  as  for  Cloaths  you  never 
found  me  any  one  Article.  1  am  now  95  years  of  Age  ami  as  1  am  treated  with 
no  more  Respect  than  the  poor  fJbjtcts  that  are  taken  iiUf*  the  Hospital  out  of 
Charity,  and  having  often  Cnni]il;iyned  and  my  Grivianres  have  never  been 
redressed,  I  cnme  to  the  Resolution  to  leave  you  And  beg  you  will  pay  me  yearly 
during  the  Term  of  my  Naturall  Life  the  Sum  of  twenty  Pounds.  I  beg  \'ou  will 
favour  me  with  an  Answer.  And  if  you  will  grant  me  my  Request  1  will  go  into 
the  Country  in  about  two  Months  hence. 

Joseph  did  not  get  into  the  country  in  two  months,  as  he  did 
not  receive  au  atiswer^to  his  proposition  until  five  months  after  its 
recei pu     It  is  likely  that  tlie  Managers  were  as   weary   of  Mountz' s 
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presence  in  the  Hospital  as  they  must  have  been  of  the  original  agree- 
ment made  with  him,  as  their  tardy  reply  was  in  these  terms : 

The  Managers  of  the  Hospital  are  Willing  thai  Jos:  Mountj!  may  jKfo  and  live    Annuity 
amonj<  liis  Friends  and  tht-y  will  enj^a^e  to  pay  Tweniy  ixmnds  per  Annum,  dirr-    (iranicd. 
iiij?  thf  Remainder  of  his   Life,  Provided  he  with  his  Friends  will  Indemnify  the 
Hospital  from  any  Claims  which  may  arise  by  reason  of  the  Contract  they  enter 
into  with  him,  when  he  first  appHtHl  to  be  admitted  into  the  Hospital. 

The  Treasurer  reports,  November  5,  1789,  that 

He  has  piiid  since  last  Meeting,  thirty-lour  Founds,  14.T  6d,  heinitii  the 
Imlance  due  on  the  Life  Annuity  of  Twenty  Pounds  for  the  Support  of  Joseph 
Mountz,  who  entered  ilir  House  tlw  t4th  Pay  tif  Auj^ust  1765,  as  a  Patient  and 
was  afterwards  Eioarded  Out  pursuant  to  agreement  made  the  27th  of  November 
1783,  and  nic-d  on  the  23nd  Day  of  August  last,  r7"*<9»  at  Tuljiehocken,  in  the 
County  of  Berks,  ajfed  about  One  hundred  Years. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  very  numerous  instances 
illustrating  the  generous  spirit  of  the  Managers  in  dealing  with  poor 
]jatients:

Uie  charge  for  these  Articles.  Cancelled. 

The  Board  in  consideratiijn  of  the  Poverty  t*f  the  Party  consents  to  Forj^ive 
the  Debt  due  for  the  support  of  George  Helmbold  late  an  Insane  Patient  of  this 
Hnustv 

The  following  oflficial  request  from  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of 
lower  (^hester  County  was  granted  :

of  the  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Hoping  that  the  same  principle  of 
Humanity  that  has  Induced  those  peoiile  to  preserve  life,  may  also  Induce  the 
Managers  to  receive  such  a  Pers4.*n  lu  the  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as 
It  is  a  Cunvenient  Place  for  that  Purpose, 

The  Papers  he  has  with  him  will  be  Delivered  ynu  by  the  bearer  Mr,  Charles 
Afflick,  Wr  have  lieen  Informed  that  he  was  not  long  since  a  liver  at  fort  Pitt, 
by  the  Name  of  Rotjert  Riddle,  as  his  Papers  seems  to  Appear. 

The  subject  was  admitted  December  T2th  as  a  [>ay  j^atient,  but 
rharges  for  board  and  funeral  expenses  were  abated.  The  poor  man 
died  December  29,  1792. 
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Comparatively  (cw  citizeos  of  Philadelphia  are  aware  that  the 
A  Prrmiinem  wife  of  Stephen  Girard  resided  for  man y  years  as  an  insane  patient  in 
Patient,  ^y^^  Pennsylvania  Hospital ;  that  she  gave  birth  to  a  daughter  while 
there,  shortly  after  admission ;  the  latter  died  in  infancy.  The 
mother  also  died  there  and  was  buried  on  the  grounds  at  the  back  of 
the  Hospital  building  at  Eighth  and  Pine  Streets,  where  her  remains 
still  rest,  the  spot  being  unmarked  by  monument  or  stone.  On 
December  31,  1790,  the  record  states  that  Mary  Girard.  a  lunatic, 
wife  of  Stephen  Girard  was  admitted  as  a  Paying  Patient, 
at  25/  per  week.  In  January,.  1791,  the  sitting  Managers  reported 
to  the  Board  their  apprehension  that  she  was  enceinte  and  they 
accordingly  requested  Mr.  Girard  to  remove  her  to  his  own  home : 
but  at  his  earnest  request,  she  was  retained  in  the  Hospital.  On 
March  28,  1791,  the  minutes  state,  that 

Stephen  On  the  jrd   Instant.  Mar>-  the  Wife  of  Stephen  Girard  was  delivered  by 

fitrard*s    Dr.  Hutchinson  and  William   Gardner  of  a  Child,  named,  in  the  presence  of 
only  Child.    Edward  Catbosh  and  others.  Mar>-.  which  on  the  7th  instant  was  put  out  to  Nurse 
with  John  Hatcher's  Wife,  at  10s  Per  Week. 

This  infant,  which  was  the  only  child  of  Philadelphia's  great 
benefactor,  died  August  26.  1791,  aged  5  months  and  23  days. 
The  funeral  expenses,  which  were  paid  by  the  Steward  of  the 
Hospital,  are  recorded  as  follows  :

Mrs.  Mary  Girard  remained   a   patient,    until  her  death,  which 

occurred  September  13th,  1815.  after  she  had  dwelt  continuously  in 

Interments  the  Hospital  for  twenty-five  years.     .\t  the  request  of  Stephen  Girard 

in  the  gj^g  y,^  buried  in  the  Hospital  enclosure.      Girard  gave  the  Hospital 

Grounds    ^^^^^  ^^  October  30th,  181 5.  and  bequeathed  the  Institution  §30,000 

by  his  will. 

Near  the  resting  place  of  this  afflicted  woman  there  is  a  block 
of  marble,  surmounted  by  an  urn,  which  marks  the  grave  of  Charles 
Nicholes,  who  gave  the  Hospital  $5,000  with  the  express  condition 
that  he  should  be  buried  in  the  Hospital  grounds.  The  marble  has 
engraved  upon  it  the  following  inscription  :

Samuel  Coales,  who  was  a  Manager  fram  1785  to  1825,  always  A  Mnnaj^tfr's 
carried  with  him  a  rather  large,  kather-bound  tnemorandiim  l)ook»  tiinry. 
ill  which  he  noted,  in  ink,  his  reflections  upon  madness  and  his 
deductions  drawn  from  his  observations,  with  notes  of  the  histories  of 
esf^ecially  interesting  cases  and  incideniSj  which  came  imder  his  notice 
in  the  cells,  and  the  wards  for  the  insane.  Mr  Coaies  presented  this 
book  to  his  son,  Benjamin  H,  Coates,  who  was  one  of  the  attending 
physicians  from  1828  to  1S41,  Some  of  these  annotations  are  of 
unusual  interest  and  show  marked  ability  in  Mr.  Coates  as  an  acute 
observer,     (See  also  page  72  for  other  Extracts.) 

HaiiiKiih  Lewis  was  burn  on  the  west  side  of  ye  SchiiylkiM,  8  miles  fruin 
Philadelphia,  IUt  Parents  came  from  Wales,  among  the  first  Settlers  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  were  respectable  Friends.  Their  Children  lived  to  hv  97,  95  &  88 
years  of  a^e  respectively.  Her  Lunacy  was  attributed  to  firief  at  the  death  of 
her  hushanul  and  became  apparent  by  her  ])reachinjr  in  Friends  Meeting;  on  the 
Court  House  Steps  &  other  public  Places.  Beinj^  asked  why  her  Ministry  was 
not  acceptable  ?  She  replied  because  she  spoke  thron|ijti  a  trumpet  so  pmverfuUy 
that  the  vul^jar  herd  ccmid  nut  conii>rehend  her. 

When  the  late  Chven  Jones  hy  Appointment  of  the  monthly  Meeting  went  to 
dissuade  her  from  preachinjt;,  she  Received  him  [Rilitely,  invited  him  to  set  down  & 
handed  him  a  glass  of  wine  with  a  biscuit.  She  then  made  a  jirayer,  which 
being  finished,  She  immediately  reproved  him  as  an  unlit  person  to  treat  with  her, 
because  he  had  just  taken  the  Sacrament,  against  the  principles  which  he  jiro- 
fessed  as  a  Quaker, 

She  w'd  neither  acknowledge  her  Father  nor  Mother  &  denieil  her  own 
Children.  She  called  herself  the  eldest  daughter  of  Ring  George  the  second  and 
made  severall  Atteni])ts  to  visit  him,  but  was  prevented  by  her  friends.  At  knjflh 
she  escaped  to  N.  York  with  her  plate  &  jC^oo  in  Cash,  There  she  concealed 
herself  in  a  Ship,  and  was  not  discuver'd  till  the  Vessel  was  several  Leagues  from 
the  Lund, 

In  London  She  staid  a  few  Years,  ccnifniing  her  Visits  clnelly  to  the  ijueen's 
Garden,  in  which  she  was  permitted  to  walk  &  finally  her  Plate  and  the  Money 
spent,  &  debts  contracted  uhich  she  was  unable  to  pay,  sheReturn'd  to  Philadel- 
|thia ;  bnt  i>revknis  to  embarking,  she  settled,  as   she   said,   her   Tribute   Money 
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with  her  Falhcr  ihe  King  of  Great  Britain,  at  the  rale  nf  ^  half  pecks  of  Gold,  j 
^bstrvailun**    ^^^^^  pecks  of  Silver,    and  3   half  pecks  of  Copper   heaped   measure.     To  \)c 
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remitted  to  her  .\nniiall3%  free  of  CommissionB,  from  every  Coinage  of  the 
Kingdom,  This  she  applied  to  support  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  which  she 
called  her  Palace.  Here  she  allowed  her  domestics  to  live  in  Splendour,  equal 
to  the  rank  which  She.  their  Royal  Sovereign,  held  in  the  World. 

Soon  after  Hannah  landed  from  EnKllamd.  she  took  ]>ossession  of  a  small  tene- 
ment in  Wi nine's  Alley,  a  Stone  building,  one  Story  high,  alx>ut  12  feel  Square 
and  appeared  to  have  been  raised  as  a  Summer  house  only  :  in  this  she  lived 
alone,  calling  it  her  Castle,  tSt  defending  it  valiantly  against  the  rude  btjys.  The 
Antique  appearance  of  this  little  homestead  attracted  the  Notice  of  those  w^ho 
approached  it,  being  Shrouded  over  its  one  window  and  the  Stoop,  with  Ivy  iSc 
creeping  Vynes — From  this  place  She  woiiltl  sally  fiirth  into  the  Streets,  brand* 
fshing  her  wood  Sword,  on  many  Occasions. 

At  this  time  She  would  Attack  the  boys,  with  a  Silver  headed  Cane  which 
She  had  bot.  of  the  late  Philip  Syng.  From  this  Castle  she  was  removed  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital.  Here  she  made  her  own  Cloaths,  selecting  scarlet 
or  some  bright  colour  for  a  lM>rder  to  her  (iowns  i*c  Pettiecoats,  which  She  cut  in 
Scollnps,  half  up  to  her  Knees,  to  look  grand  and  t>e  distinguished  from  her 
Subjects. 

Hannah  could  eat  almost  anything  iSc  I  once  caught  her  eating  Mice, 

She  formerly  took  snuff,  but  latterly  gave  it  up  for  the  fine  ground  Ginger, 
which  w'd  not  soil  her  Cloaths,  &  when  She  could  pass  a  pinch  to  a  Stranger 
under  Cover  of  the  dark,  she  wouM  laugh  heartily  at  the  Notion  of  taking  them 
so  handsomely  by  the  Nose. 

The  infirmities  she  labcujrcd  under  required  a  daily  Allowance  of  Rum,  for 
the  last  twelve  years,  which  She  received  till  within  a  few  days  of  her  death  ;  her 
rations  was  one  Gill  of  Rum  p.  Diem,  pure,  which  She  mix'd  with  her  Tea,  Coffee 
and  firavy  at  dinner. 

From  her  Father  she  received  a  good  Estate,  which  She  reduced  to  fideen 
pounds  p.  Annum  by  her  Expenses  to  England  &  by  her  Roving  abi>ut,  until  she 
was  sent  to  the  Hos|>ital,  which  Sum  was  accepted  for  lier  maintenance  Sc  where 
She  was  C(mifiirtably  supported  for  17  years,  or  until  the  H9th  year  of  her  age, 
when  She  Died,  being  L'onfined  to  her  bed  only  3  or  4  days,  but  She  Never 
recovered  her  Reason. 

On  examining  her  Chest,  nothing  was  found,  except  her  Clonths,  very  Clean  and 
carefully  put  up,  ife  a  few  pieces  of  glass,  pebbles,  &c. ,  which  She  Valued  as 
Jewells,  with  the  heads  Oor  what  1  know)  of  One  hundred  thousjind  Musquitoes 
and  Flies,  which  She  had  Uecapitated  for  their  Presumption  in  daring  to  bite  the 
King's  IX'iiughter,  S.  CtiATl'::^. 

Another  patient  named  **  Polly*'  Mr.  Coates  considered  one  of 

the  most  interesting  cases  of  insanity  in  the  Hospital  : 

Polly  —  I  believe  it  is  forty  years  since  this  beautiful  (iirl  first  was  brought  to 
interesting  ihe  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  Her  insanity  was  attributed  to  disiippointment  in 
Case.     Love. 

One  Night  She  was  chained  t*>  the  floor  and  to  her  Ancle  in  Ix'd  :  in  this 
situation  with  a  saw  or  file,  She  separated  the  link  next  to  her  skin.  This  Secret 
She  kept  to  herself,  and  coutinueil  in  berl,  holding  in  her  hatuls  the  Ends  of  her 
chains. 

In  the  morning  Doctor  Hutchinson,  passing  her  Cell  doiir,  She  called  to  him 
Ik  requested  a  favour,  that  he  would  shut  the  Window,  for  She  was  chilly,  The 
Doctor  iunnediately  mounted  a  chair  tSt  drew  the  Sash  down  ;  but,  turning  hl» 
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Back  instead  of  his  face  Lo  the  patient »  She  slyly  SHpt  tml  *>(  bed^  &,  before  he 
ioyld  dinnnmiil  from  his  hi^jli  Sl?itioiT,  She  was  ovit,  &  bolting  liini  in,  escaped  : 
there  he  was  detainet!  the  best  part  of  an  hour,  calMng  on  Dick,  Torn  or  Harry, 
any  one  he  cou'd  see  lo  deliver  him  from  Prison. 

The  hue  and  Cry  for  Polly  was  soon  made .  at  lfng:lh  she  was  found,  wading 
up  to  her  knees  in  Mud  &  watrr,  thro'  the  month  of  the  Culvert  or  common 
Sewer^  into  the  Dock,  nearly  rjpposite  to  Joshtia  <  iilfjin's  house.  Where  She  first 
entered  into  this  Subterraneous  passage,  1  do  not  remembvr,  iho'  I  recuHect  her 
returning  in  high  Glee  to  her  old  quarters.  Exulting  in  the  trick  she  h;id  played 
up<iii  the  dticliir. 

The  apparently  mild  an<l  attractive  Charms  of  this  bfautiful  W'irman  were 
apt  to  hire  young  J^  Old  into  long  &  familiar  Conversations  with  her.  She 
was  often  treacherous^  Iho'  She  seemed  so  Agreeable — The  frdlowing  is  an 
Instance. 

One  day,  in  the  line  of  his  duty,  f>r.  Parke  paid  her  a  Visit — She  was  then 
rather  High— the  Doctor  view'd  her  with  Interest  ^  Cfmtinucd  talking  with  lier 
some  time,  during  this  interview,  which  seem*d  on  both  sides  agreeable,  I  have 
no  Doubt  but  FVjIIv  was  preparing  to  finish;  for,  having  her  hand  in  her  pocket, 
while  he  was  speaking  to  her,  she  suddenly  thrusted  a  long  Knife  at  his  twidy 
which  She  pulled  oul  unobserved  &  pierced  thro'  his  Coat  and  Jackelt ;  and 
entering  the  Wall,  it  drew  from  it  a  triangular  plug  of  Mortar,  about  an  inch  in 
length  on  every  side  8l  even  scraped  the  very  brick,  leaving  the  marks  of  the 
Knife  upon  it  for  severall  years  till  the  Chasm  was  111  led.  The  Doctor,  }  expect 
will  remember  this  freak,  which  cost  Polly  a  fvw  ounces  of  Blood, 

Many  Years  since,  I  was  walking  on  the  Connnons  &  heard  a  great  Noise. 
Where  it  came  from  I  could  not  tellj,  but  list'ntng  Attentively,  I  discovered  it  was 
from  the  blue  houst*.  and  directing  my  course  there,  I  founti  it  to  be  thu  Shouting 
of  a  great  number  of  people.  They  were  Assemble<l  lo  a  Hull  baiting,  which  in 
those  days,  was  a  cf>mmon  practice. 

The  Animal  apiieared  lo  be  in  a  great  rage,  tho*  much  exhausted  by  the 
Dogs,  before  I  reached  the  Scene  of  Action.  Soon  after  I  got  there,  a  Small 
Mastiff  was  sett  on,  which  he  threw  aUnit  ten  feet  high,  &  he  fell  to  the  (irouud 
with  his  upper  Jaw  broke  &  Every-  tooth  l>ul. 

A  short  rest  was  now  again  given  to  the  Bull,  when  a  ijrtsumplitnis  little 
Man,  to  shew  what  he  cou'd  do,  run  towards  the  Animal,  but  Returned  faster 
than  he  went,  for  the  creature  took  him  under  his  breech  St  tossed  hitn  about  12 
feet  from  the  etid  *if  the  Rope. 

A  New  pack  of  tings  In-ing  procured  to  renew  the  fight,  every  Eye  was  turned 
to  the  Onset. 

At  this  nu>mem.  Polly  scaled  the  high  fence,  thro'  the  Cracks  of  which  she 
saw^  the  battle  &  pitying  the  Bull,  She  pierced  unseen  thro'  the  Circle  &  raei  Up 
directly  lo  the  Ring;  and  without  Shoes  or  Stockings  on;  with  her  Bos«im  all 
open  ;  her  neck  bare  And  her  beautiful  Ringlets  wildly  dangling  over  her 
Shoulders — her  other  C  loathing  w  as  lit-r  Shift  c>nly  and  a  white  petty  coat ;  so 
that  she  Appeared  more  like  a  Ghost  than  a  human  CreEdurc.  When  She  reached 
the  Bull,  (tho*  previously  &  almost  immediately  I>efore,  he  was  in  a  Rage)  She 
Accosted  him  thus — "  Pour  Bully  1  have  Ihey  hurt  you?  ihcy  shall  nut  hurt  you 
any  more,"  &  stroking  his  forehead  &  his  face  She  repeated  "they  shall  not, 
They  shall  n<it  hurt  thee."  This  was  indeed  Wonderful ;  but  the  Animal's 
behavior  was  not  less  stj,  fc»r  he  no  Sooner  saw  her  apiirtnicbing  him,  than  he 
dropt  his  Head  tfc  became  Mild  ik.  gentle.  As  thu"  he  knew  She  was  sent  to 
deliver  him. 
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The  whole  Concourse  of  Spectators  saw  it,  and  were  Struck  with  Astonish- 
ment—not one  of  whom  dared  to  enter  into  the  Ring  to  save  her ;  but  Stood 
trembling  for  Polly's  Life,  afraid  to  stir  a  Step  and  even  to  follow  her  on  the 
Return,  when  she  darted  thro*  the  Ring,  thro'  Midst  of  the  dumb  Struck 
Company,  like  an  Arrow^  from  the  Bow,  Over  the  high  fence  again  to  the  Hospital 
from  which  She  eloped. 

Samuel  Coates  illustrated  his  '*  i6th  Cause  of  Lunacy — Disap- 
pointment,** by  the  following  narrative  of  continuous  misfortune: 

Richard  Nesbitt  of  London,  born  in  England,  educated  at  Oxford  Collidge — 
From  London  he  went  to  the  Island  of  St.  Kitts  and  married  the  beautiful 
Frances  Clifton,  who  was  tho't  equal  if  not  Superior  to  any  lady  on  the  Island. 

Here  the  talents  of  young  Nesbitt  soon  commanded  Attention.  The  house  of 
Frazer  and  Balentine  took  him  in  as  a  partner  in  trade  and  transacted  business 
for  some  Time ;  but  met  with  Misfortunes  and  proved  insolvent.  Thus  Richard 
lost  all  but  his  good  character. 

He  now  became  very  Serious,  and  made  preparations  for  the  Gown,  by 
advice  of  his  friends,  who  encouraged  him  to  Expect  by  it  three  or  four  thousand 
dollars  a  year ;  With  this  View  he  sailed  for  London,  but,  when  he  was  on  the 
point  of  taking  Orders,  he  was  Required  to  Subscribe  the  thirty-nine  Articles ; 
but  in  gcx)d  Conscience  he  could  not  do  it,  And  therefore  he  Withdrew  his 
Application  &  returned  to  St.  Kitts. 

Here  he  commenced  study  to  be  a  Lawyer,  &  was  well  instructed  in  it, 
under  the  celebrated  James  Stephens,  a  distinguished  Orator  in  the  British  House 
of  Commons.  He  practiced  the  Law  for  some  time  on  correct  principles,  and 
acquired  Credit,  particularly  so  as  an  Able  advocate  for  the  poor  and  oppressed 
African  Slaves,  whom  he  often  Assembled,  and  gave  them  freely  his  Counsel  & 
advice.  Whether,  by  this  Conduct  he  excited  the  Jealousy  of  the  rich  Planters, 
and  became  unpopular,  I  cannof  say,  but  he  grew  Weary  of  the  Law,  and 
declining  it,  left  the  Island  and  came  to  Philadelphia.  He  next  turned  Con- 
veyancer and  was  remarkably  distinguished  for  the  Neatness  and  Correctness  of 
his  Deeds,  but  growing  a  little  unsettled  in  his  mind,  he  quitted  this  Occupation 
and  concluded  to  open  Store  at  Wilmington  on  the  Delaware. 

To  this  place  his  Wife  Frances  followd  him  with  six  Children,  but  the  Store 
at  Wilmington  not  Answering  his  Expectations,  he  became  again  insolvent  and 
gave  it  up. 

Disappointed  a  fourth  time,  he  turned  his  Attention  to  Farming,  and  boug^ht 
or  rented  a  Tract  at  Cattawissy,  in  the  Woods  of  Pennsylvania,  here  he  worked 
at  Manual  Labour,  but  the  hardships  he  endured  in  Clearing  and  cultivating 
New  Land,  did  not  accord  with  his  Constitution ;  the  Consequence  was,  he 
failed  here  also. 

To  be  disappointed  Five  times  was  more  than  he  could  Well  bear  ;  he  became 
low  spirited  and  to  cut  the  Climax  short,  he  became  crazy,  &  is  Nmu  a  poor 
Lunatick  in  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  in  Which  it  is  expected  he  Will  End 
his  Days. 

Soon   after  he   was  admitted,  he   wrote  the  following  touching 
lines  to  his  wife : 

RlCH.\RD   TO    FrANCKS. 

Dcpriv'd  of  Liberty,  and  left  to  prove. 

The  bitter  want  of  Frances  &  her  love, 

(That  love,  which  wert  thou  present  to  bestow, 

Wou'd  sweetly  sooth  thine  hapless  Richard's  Woe,) 
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A**  biirden'd  witli  my  firief,  I  sat  to  mourn, 

Thy  Lvltt^r  came — All  why  not  Uiy  Rt-turn? 

\Miy  shou'd  titf  fuld,  which  pkasM  i  look,  coiuain, 

Tht  Talc  (pI  Absence,  which  cncretis'd  my  pain. 

While  J  a  double  vveiitfht  of  Sorrows  bear, 

Sevtr'd  from  thetf,  and  kept  a  Prisoner  hcrt- ! 

Yet  if  Throuj<1i  Auj^uish  of  a  tortur'd  iniivd. 

My  thniiKlits,  my  Acts  were  fmihy  ur  unkind. 

Though  ^reat  my  errors,  great  has  f»t'en  itiy  Grief, 

And  Richarcl  hitiks  lo  Fninces  for  Relief. 

Think  then  in  Pity,  Love  aud  tender  care. 

Upon  the  sufferinjus  t  am  left  to  bear 

And  seek  to  set  a  wretched  husband  free, 

Whii  loses  but  too  nruch,  in  losing  tliec. 

To  our  Dear  (."hiidren  now  let  me  return, 

To  use  a  Parents  labour  and  Concern. 

l^iUK  liave  1  felt  Iwth  able  and  inclined, 

To  try  the  powers  of  Body  and  of  Mind, 

In  (it  employ  to  pass  thy  tedious  stay, 

Til  hap^ly  I  may  see  the  favored  day, 

When  1  may  weep  for  Joy  &  ovsn  me  bles't, 

To  hide  my  Anguish,  Frances,  on  thy  Breast. 

Many  other  extracts  from  Mr.  Coates'  note-book  might  be 
made,  but  the  above  will  be  sufficient  to  show  his  great  interest  in 
the  patients  and  in  ihe  study  of  insanity. 

Any  account  of  work  among  the  insane  would  be  of  little  value  Humane 
if  it  failed  to  record  the  earnest »  zealous  efforts  in  their  behalf  made 
by  the  eminent  alienist.  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush.  This  distinguished 
philanthropist  entered  the  service  of  the  Hosjiilal,  as  attending  physi- 
cian, in  1783,  and  served  the  instittition  for  twenty -nine  years  and  ten 
months  continuously,  during  which,  under  his  personal  effort,  example 
and  influence,  the  humane  and  judicious  treatment  of  the  insane 
received  an  impetus  which  unquestionably  prepared  the  way  for  the 
adoption  of  that  high  standard  of  care  which  now  prevails. 

Upon  entering  the  service  of  the  Hospital,  his  philosophical 
mind  was  attracted  toward  the  practical  study  of  insanity  and  his 
advanced  ideas  upon  this  subject  imijelled  him  to  protest  forcibly 
against  the  many  prevalent  abuses  and  obstacles  in  the  way  of  rational 
modes  of  treatment.  In  this  connection,  the  following  extract  is 
worth  quoting. 

On  November  11,  1789,  a  communication  was  received  from 
Dr.  Rush  complaining  of  the  Cells  as  improper  places  in  which  to 
confine  the  Insane.     It  was  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Managers : 

Gfniirrni'N .—Vndar  tht»  conviction  that  the  patients  afflicted  by  Madness, 
should  be  the  first  objects  of  the  care  of  a  physician  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital, 
I  have  attempted  to  relieve  them,  but  1  am  Sorry  to  add  that  my  attempts  vv!iich 
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at  first  promised  some  Improvement  were  soon  afterwards  rendered  Abortive  by 
Appeal  to  the   ^^^  Cells  of  the  hospital. 

Managers  These  apartments  are  damp  in  Winter  &  too  warm  in  Summer.     They  are 

moreover  so  constituted,  as  not  to  admit  readily  of  a  change  of  air ;  hence  the 
smell  of  them  is  both  offensive  and  unwholesome. 

Few  patients  have  ever  been  confined  in  these  Cells  who  have  not  been 
affected  by  a  cold  in  two  or  three  weeks  after  their  confinement,  and  several  have 
died  of  Consumption  in  consequence  of  this  cold. 

These  facts  being  clearly  established,  I  conceive  that  the  appropriating  of  the 
Cells  any  longer  for  the  reception  of  mad  people  will  be  dishonourable  both  to 
the  Science  and  Humanity  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

Should  more  wholesome  apartments  be  provided  for  them,  it  is  more  than 
probable  that  many  of  them  might  be  Relieved  by  the  use  of  remedies  which  have 
lately  been  discovered  to  be  effectual  in  their  disorder. 

With  great  respect,  I  am.  Gentlemen,  your  friend  and  humble  servant, 

Benjamin  Rush. 
On  January  7,  1792.  it  was  resolved 

To  Petition,  or  remonstrate  the  General  Assembly,  setting  forth,  the  necessity 
of  completing  the  Hospital  and  requesting  Assistance  to  enable  the  Contributors 
to  accomplish  it  in  such  a  manner  as  to  answer  the  humane  intentions  of  the 
original  Founders. 

The  favorable  action  of  the  Assembly  has  already  been  men- 
tioned.    (See  page  66.) 

An  obligation,  in  the  form  required  by  the  Governor,  and  fur- 
nishing the  required  security  was  prepared,  and  was  read  and  approved, 
at  the  Contributors*  Meeting,  May  13,  1793.     The  Treasurer  having 
Appro-  reported  later  that  he  had  secured  from  the  State  Treasurer  the  sum  of 
priation   ^10, COO ;  this  with  other  sums,  which  had  been  contributed  and  paid, 
Received,   ^ere  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Building  Committee  for  the  **  Ex- 
tended Buildings.*' 
Kpidemic  The  routine  service  of  the  Hospital   was  very  much   interrupted 

of  Yellow  about  this  time  by  the  presence  of  an  epidemic  in  the  city,  which 
^^^'^^-  obliged  many  of  the  Managers  and  physicians  to  leave  the  city. 
Business  was  in  great  measure  suspended  owing  to  the  breaking 
out  of  yellow  fever,  which  prevailed  from  August,  1793,  ^^  ^^^  9^^^  ^^ 
September,  during  which  *'  upwards  of  4,000  persons  died  in  the 
City  and  Liberties.*'     (See  account  of  Yellow  Fever,  p.  69.) 

December  30,  1793,  the  subject  of  building  the  west  wrng  was 
resumed,  and  the  committee  was  instructed  to  complete  as  soon  as 
possible  an  estimate  of  a  plan  *' which  will  include  a  double  range  of 
Cells  underground,  and  on  the  two  first  floors  above,  in  the  western 
division,  with  an  area  on  the  north  and  south  sides.*' 

On  February  27,  1797,  Drs.  Rush  and  Physick,  in  addition  to 
their  usual  duties,  offered  to  take  under  their  own  care  every  lunatic  in 
the  Hospital  who  was  not  the  particular  patient  of  any  other  physician 
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of  the  house,  for  one  year,  •*  provided  it  meets  with  the  approbation 
of  the  managers  and  physicians/ * 

A  copy  of  this  proposal  was  handed  to  each  of  the  physicians, 
**  who,  if  ihey  approve  thereof,  are  desired  to  signify  their  assent  by 
subscribing  their  names  to  it,"  which  was  accordingly  done. 

For  the  period,  these  were  most  excellent  accommodations  for 
the  insane;  but  the  more  turbulent  were  kept  in  the  basement  cells, 
directly  underneath  ;  which,  however,  were  superior  to  the  cells  in 
the  eastern  basement. 

Until  towards  the  close  of  the  last  century  the  same  simple  and 
informal  mode  of  commitment  of  insane  to  the  Hospital  prevailed  as 
during  the  earlier  years.  The  Managers  were  authorized  to  receive 
patients,  after  reading  a  line  of  opinion  from  one  of  the  attending 
physicians  that  the  subject  was  a  proper  one  for  admission,  and, 
a  bond  was  required  of  the  patient^s  next  friend,  as  in  the  form 
hereafter  to  be  quoted.  No  comprehensive  lunacy  law  ap]:>eared  on  the 
Statute  Book  until  1869.  The  common  law  and  the  unwritten  law^s 
of  necessity  and  humanity  regulated  admissions  ;  while  the  word  of 
the  attending  physician  afforded  the  only  means  of  discharge,  save  by 
death,  or,  exceptionally,  by  escape. 

Hastily  written  upon  a  little  piece  of  chance  paper  is  the  follow- 
ing commitment  : 

Jas.  Sjinml  is  a  proiier  palient  for  tlst*  Pciitis)  tvauiii  HtJSpilaL 

Very  little  survives  concerning  the  treatment  of  the  insane  during 
the  stormy  period  of  the  war  of  the  Revolution  and  especially  during 
the  time  when  the  British  soldiers  occiifued  the  Hospital  with  their 
sick  and  wounded.  The  insane  remained  in  the  cells,  and  were  cared 
for  in  some  fashion,  onder  great  difficulties,  by  Dr.  George  Wued,  the 
Steward  and  Apothecary.  How  nearly  the  Hospital  approached 
absoUite  ruin  and  dissolution  at  this  time,  and  how  heroically  the 
Managers  behaved  under  the  infliction,  and  how  courageously  they 
carried  out  the  work  of  restoration,  is  elsewhere  recounted. 

In  1798,  Dr.  Rush,  in  pursuance  of  his  plans  for  the  amelioration 

of  the  insane^  again  addressed  the  Board  of  Managers  upon  the  subject 

which  lay  so  near  his  heart  : 

April  joth,  1798. 

IVTr,  Co.ntcs  will  please  t*)  recnltect  tlit  fuUnvvKHiC  Propositions  to  tte  laid  before 
the  Managers  for  the  Briiefit  of  the  AnyiuRi  for  Mad  people,  viz:  ist.  Two  Wiirni 
and  two  Cold  Bath  rooms  ni  the  lowent  ftoor— aU  to  be  Connected  ;  also  a  pump 
in  the  Area  to  supply  the  Baths  with  Water. 

2nd.  Certain  Employ menls  lo  be  devised  for  such  of  the  deranged  people  as 
are  Capable  of  Working,  sijinning,  sewin*?,  ciiiirninK,  tStc.  might  he  contrived  for 
the  Women  :  Turning  a  Wheel,  partirularly  grinding  Indian  Corn  in  a  Hand  Mill. 
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ir^  firxfd  for  th<r  HoTK  or  Cows  oc  tiM:  HrjapnaT.  cutting  Straw,  vcavins.  fiispiig

Trivial  as  such  an  entry  may  read  in  a  historical  vork,  these 
propositions,  as  to  sanitary  cleanliness,  bath  •treatment ,  and  congenial 
emplo>Tnent,  were  steps  in  a  great,  and  until  then,  almost  unheard  of 
reform  in  :he  care  of  the  insane.  Personal  cleanliness  and  daily 
occupation  for  the  insane,  as  a  class,  had  not  been  attempted  in  this 
country  pre%-io'^Iy.  although  now  the  mie  in  all  reputable  institu- 
tions for  the  insane. 

The  character  of  the  attendants  upon  the  insane  at  the  period 
now  under  consideration,  was  quite  in  keeping  with  the  class  of  accom- 
modations provided.    The  following  minute  gives  an  apt  illustration 
of  the  demands  made  upon  the  time  of  the  nurse  in  charge  of  the  ward.

Norton  he  being  willing  to  take  Care  of 
ye  Lunaticks  to  use  h:s  Endt-avours  t*.*  "oblige  the  Patients,  to  observe  the  Rules 
of  the  Hou*»e.  to  lissist  the  Matn^n  in  the  s^enerall  Care  of  the  Patients,  &  in 
Marketing,  to  keep  ye  Garden  &  Lotts  in  Order,  &  Diverse  other  Services  now 
mentioned  to  him.  agreed  with  him  for  the  Term  of  one  Year  Certain,  from  the 
1.3th  of  this  Month  at  the  Rate  of  thirty  pounds  Per  -Annum  Wages.  &  in  case  of 
any  Dissatisfaction  on  either  Side  to  give  three  Months  Notice,  before  he  shall  be 
at  LilKrrty  to  quitt  the  Service,  or  the  Board  to  discharge  him. 

Norton  found  these  **  Diverse  Services'*  wearing,  and,  on  July 
31,  1758,  demanded  an  increase  of  wages  to  ^^50  per  year,  othen^-ise 
he  would  **  quitt."  His  request  was  complied  with.  What  the 
insane  patients  were  doing,  or  who  minded  them,  while  he  was 
assisting  the  Matron,  going  to  market,  digging  in  the  garden,  etc.,  is 
not  stated. 
Servant  In  the  year  1775,  it  api:)ears  that  an  indentured  servant  acted  as 

♦rmployed  as   ^y^^  Cell-Keeper  for  some  time,  before  the  Managers  discovered  it.

.  .  The  Managers  being  informed  that  the  Steward.  John  Saxton,  about  a  Month 

'    th      t  •     ^^^^^'  B<;iight  a  Servant,  who  has  since  l>een  employed  as  a  Cell-Keeper,  without 

the  knowledge  of  the  .Managers: — the  Steward  was  acquainted  that  under  these 

Circumstances  they  did  ncjt  think  him  Entitled  to  any  Wages  for  the  time  passed, 

but  that  they  would  .\llow  him  at  the  Rate  of  ;^2().  in  future  Per  Annum  :    untill 

his  time  is  out,  which  he  agreed  to. 

The  salaries  paid  certainly  were  not  extravagant.     On  April  26th, 

1779: 

An  application  in  Writing  from  .Ale.xander  Long,  the  Cell-Keeper,  was  laid 
before  the  Board  requesting  an  Addition  to  his  Salary.  It  was  agreed  to  .Allow 
him  eighteen  Dollars  Per  month  from  this  Date. 
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Mr.  Long  soon  after  this  advancement  resigned  and  was  succeeded 
by  Thomas  Little  and  his  wife.  The  term  "  Keeper  ''  perhaps  exactly 
described  the  function  of  persons  then  employed  to  attend  the  insane. 
They  were  hired  to  keep  the  patients  and  their  cells  clean,  to  perform 
all  the  menial  drudgery  which  that  involved,  to  watch  the  lunatics 
when  they  exercised  in  the  yard  and  keep  those  who  worked  about 
the  garden  and  lots  from  running  away.  One  of  their  chief  duties 
was  to  preserve  discipline  and  order  among  the  unruly,  which  was 
done  with  a  strong  hand  and  in  a  luinitive  spirit.  The  insane  were 
chained  to  rings  of  iron,  let  into  ihe  floor  or  wall  of  the  cell,  or  were 
restrained  in  hand-cuffs  or  ankle-irons;  and  the  straight- waistcoat,  or 
**  Madd'Shirt,'*  was  in  frequent  requisition.  This  was  a  close-fitting, 
cylindrical  garment  of  licking,  canvas,  or  other  strong  material, 
WMthotit  sleeves,  which,  drawn  over  the  head,  reached  below  the 
knees*  and  left  the  i>atient  an  impotent  btmdle  of  wrath,  deprived  of 
effective  motion.  In  the  earlier  years,  it  was  not  considered  improper 
or  unusual  for  the  kee[>er  to  carry  a  whip  and  to  use  it  freely.  These 
methods  begat  violence  and  disorder  in  the  insane,  who  were  then, 
for  that  reason,  a  much  more  violent  and  dangerous  class  than  they 
now  are,  and  the  keeyjer's  life  was  neither  an  idle  nor  a  happy  one. 
From  the  number  of  his  duties,  about  the  house  and  grounds,  uncon- 
nected with  the  care  of  the  insane,  it  is  evident  that  the  patients  must 
have  passed  the  greater  jiart  of  their  time  locked  up  in  the  cells. 

In  1782,  a  patient,  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Managers,  says: 
"  I  am  Confined  here  in  Chains  at  the  instance  of  a  Relative  of  my 
Wife's — I  hope  you  will  Desire  the  Steward  to  unchain  me;  but»  as 
his  Duty,  he  could  do  no  Less/*  Later  he  writes — '*  The  present 
serves  to  Inform  you  that  pursuant  to  your  Orders,  1  am  Unchained/* 
The  spirit  of  humanity  was  doubtless  as  strong  in  those  early  days  as 
it  is  with  us ;  but  the  ideas  as  to  what  constitured  humane  care  were 
very  different ;  they  were  in  process  uf  gradual  evolution  from  primi- 
tive modes  of  life  and  crude  social  customs  to  the  advanced  ideas  of 
non -restraint  and  kind  treatment  which  now  jjrevail.  Some  curious 
old  hospital  bills  that  have  been  preserved,  throw  a  side-Hght  upon 
the  methods  uf  management  of  insane  patients  at  that  time  in  use  :

Union.     As  %\ti'A\  im|jrovements   have  taken  place  in  the  treatment  of  persons  in 
that   melancholy   situation,  within  the  last  thirty  years,  I  bej»;   leave   to   lay   an 
account  of  them  before  you,  as  far  as  \  have  l*een  able  to  obtain  them,  from  the 
histories  of  Asylums  for  mad  |ieo|ile  in  foreiji^n  countries,  as  v^ell  as  Ironi  my  own 
experience  durinji  five  and  twenty  years  attendance  upon  that  clsissof  patients  in 
the  Peni^sylvania  Hctspital. 

By  adopting  them,  we  may  extend  the  usehdness  and  reptitali«»n  <>f  the 
hospital,  and  thus  rontribute  ti*  add  to  the  hij^^h  character  i>ur  cil>  has  lon^ 
sustained  for  wise  and  litenevolent  institutions. 

The  improvements  which  I  wish  resjiectbdly  to  submit  to  your  consideratioti 
are  as  follow  : 

1.  That  small  and  solitary  builditijis  be  erected  at  a  conveineni  dislaiue  from 
the  west  win^  of  the  hospital,  for  the  reception  of  patients  in  the  bij^fi  and  dis- 
tracted state  of  matluess,  in  order  to  prevent  the  injuries  done  by  the  noises  to 
perstms  in  the  recent,  or  convale?icent  st lit e  of  that  disease,  and  to  |»atients  in 
other  diseases^  by  tleprivin^  them  of  sleep,  or  by  inducing  distress  from  sympathy 
with  their  sufferings. 

2.  That  separate  llc»ors  he  approprialefl  for  each  of  the  sexes. 

J-  That  certain  kinds  of  lalxnir,  exercise  and  annisemeiits  Ix^  contrived  for 
them,  which  shall  act  at  the  same  time  u]ion  their  lK>diesand  nnnds.  The  advan- 
tages of  lalxmr  have  l^een  evinced  in  foreign  hospitals  as  well  as  our  own.  in  a 
greater  number  of  recoveries  takiu'^  place,  among  that  class  of  people  who  are 
employed  in  the  orchnary  work  itf  the  hospital,  than  in  persons  elevateil  by  their 
rank  in  life  above  the  obligations  or  necessity  of  labour.  Kxercise  and  amuse- 
ments should  be  the  substitutes  for  lalxir  in  such  penums.  The  amusements 
should  be  Swinging,  Seesaw,  riding  a  hobby  horse,  or  in  what  are  called  Hying 
tVjaches,  playing  at  Chess  and  checkers,  listening  to  the  music  of  a  llule,  or 
violin  ami  iti  making  short  excursions  into  the  tjtj ,  or  Country.  Perhajis  kinds 
of  latwir  might  be  discovered  for  every  class  of  mad  people,  of  sut  h  a  nature  as 
to  afford  a  small  addition  to  the  funds  of  the  hospital. 

4,  That  an  intelligent  man  and  woman  l>e  employed  to  attend  the  dilferent 
sexes,  whose  business  shall  be  to  direct  and  share  in  their  amusements  and  to 
divert  their  minds  by  conversation,  reading,  and  oblij^ing  them  to  rea<l  and  write 
upon  subjects  suggested  from  time  to  time  by  the  attending  physicians.  While 
we  admit  Madness  to  lie  seated  in  the  mind,  by  a  strange  obliquity  of  conduct, 
we  attempt  to  cure  it  only  by  corporeal  re  medicos.— The  disease  afl'ects  Unh 
the  body  and  mind,  and  can  l>e  cured  only  by  remedies  applied  to  each  of 
them, 

5.  That  no  visitor  be  permitted  to  converse  with  or  even  to  see  the  mad 
people  (the  Managers  and  officers  of  the  hospital  excepted),  without  an  order 
from  the  attending  physicians  unless  he  depute  that  power  to  one  of  the  resident 
Apothecaries.  Many  evils  arise  from  an  indiscriminate  intercourse  of  nuid  people 
with  visitors,  whether  members  of  their  own  families,  or  strangers.  They  <il^en 
coniplaifi  to  them  of  the  Managers,  officers  and  physicians  of  the  hospital,  and  at 
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times,  in  so  rational  a  manner  as  to  induce  a  belief  that  their  tales  of  injustice 
Reforms    ^"^  oppression  are  true. 

ureed  bv  Madness  moreover  which  might  have  been  concealed  in  individuals  and  in 

Dr  Rush  ^^^"I'^'^s,  is  thereby  made  public.  Nor  is  this  all.  The  anticipation  of  being 
exposed  as  a  spectacle  to  idle  and  sometimes  to  impertinent  visitors  is  the  chief 
reas<m  why  our  hospital  is  often  the  last,  instead  of  the  first  retreat  of  persons 
affected  by  Madness.  I  would  rather  die  (.said  a  young  gentleman  of  resi>ectable 
connections  in  our  City,  a  few  years  ago,  who  felt  the  premonitory  signs  of  that 
disease)  than  to  be  gazed  at  and  pitied,  in  the  cell  of  a  hospital.  To  prevent  this 
poignant  evil  he  discharged  a  musquet  ball  thro'  his  head,  a  few  days  after- 
wards. 

6.  That  a  number  of  feather  beds  and  hair  matrasses,  with  an  arm  chair  be 
provided  for  the  use  of  the  cells  of  all  those  persons  who  pay  a  liberal  price  for 
their  board,  and  whose  grade  of  madness  is  such  as  not  to  endanger  any  injury 
being  done  to  those  articles. 

7.  That  each  of  the  cells  be  provided  with  a  close  Stool  with  a  pan  half  filled 
with  water,  in  order  to  absorB  the  fcctor  from  their  evacuations.  The  inventor  of 
this  delicate  and  healthful  contrivance  (Dr.  Clark  of  New  Castle,  in  England) 
deserves  more  from  humanity  and  Science,  than  if  he  had  discovered  a  new 
planet.  Figure  to  yourselves,  (Gentlemen,  the  sufferings  of  persons  in  a  small 
room  from  inhaling  the  foctor  of  their  stools  for  hours  after  they  have  been  dis- 
charged into  a  Chamber  Pot !  Contrast  the  difference  of  this  situation  with  that 
in  which  those  persons  passed  days  and  nights  of  sickness  and  confinement  in 
their  own  houses ! 

But  other  and  greater  evils  have  followed  the  use  of  Chamber  Pots  in  the 
cells  of  our  hospital.  A.  VV.  Searle.  in  Salem  in  Massachusetts,  lost  his  life,  in 
1794  in  consequence  of  the  mortification  of  a  wound  upon  his  buttock  brought  on 
by  one  of  them  breaking  under  him,  and  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the 
malignant  fever  of  which  George  Campbell  died  in  the  month  of  August  la.st,  was 
induced  by  his  being  con.stantly  exposed  to  the  exhalations  from  the  faeces  of 
mad  people,  in  emptying  their  chamber  pots  and  cleaning  their  cells.  lam  aware 
that  it  would  be  impracticable  to  carry  into  effect  all  the  matters  suggested  in 
this  letter,  in  the  Present  State  of  the  funds  of  our  hospital,  but  the  comfort  of 
the  mad  people,  and  the  reputation  of  the  institution  are  inseparably  connected 
with  the  immediate  adoption  of  Some  of  them.  There  is  a  great  pleasure  in 
combatting  with  success  a  violent  l)odily  disease,  but  what  is  this  pleasure  com- 
pared with  that  of  restoring  a  fellow  creature  from  the  anguish  and  folly  of  mad- 
ness, and  of  reviving  within  him  the  knowledgeof  himself,  his  family,  his  friends 
and  his  God  !  But  where  this  cannot  be  done,  how  delightful  the  consideration  of 
suspending  by  our  humanity,  their  mental  and  bodily  misery. 

Degraded  as  they  are  by  their  disease,  a  sense  of  corporeal  plea.sure,  of  joy, 
of  gratitude,  of  neglect,  and  of  injustice  is  seldom  totally  obliterated  from  their 
minds. 

I  shall  conclude  this  letter  by  an  appeal  to  several  members  of  your  Iward  to 
vouch  for  my  having  more  than  once  suggested  most  of  the  al)ove  means  for  the 
recovery  and  comfort  of  the  deranged  persons  under  your  care,  long  before  it 
pleased  God  to  interest  me  in  their  adoption,  by  rendering  one  of  my  family  an 
object  of  them.

mimicaticD  and  report  to  the  Board.      On  October  lo,  1810,  their   Report  on 

report  was  made,  as  follows  :  ^^  Rush's

Rush  feel   a  Satisfaction  iti  havinK  to  niate  that  many  of  tiit  sniyecls  therein 
enumerated  appear   Tor  a  lon^j  time  past  to  have  daimed  the  attention  of  the 
Managers. 

As  We  find  them  Classed  under  seven  distinct  heads,  our  Report  is  in  like 
Order. 

1st.  Small  solitary  RuildinKS  at  a  convenient  distance  from  the  West  Wing  of 
the  Hospital  fnr  the  reception  of  patients  in  the  hi^h  and  distracted  state  of  Mad- 
ness, in  order  to  prevent  the  injuries  done  by  their  noises. 

We  understand  that  niianj'  of  the  Contributors  have  for  Years  post  thought  a 
separate  Bu«ldin«  wouhl  add  ^jreatly  to  the  jjeneral  comfort  of  the  patients  in  the 
Hospiiab  but  the  funds  of  the  institution  not  being  adequate  to  such  an  expenth- 
ture,  has  prevented  their  brin^rin^;  the  subject  fc»r\vard  for  consideration. 

When  there  are  funds  anil  such  an  Appropriation  is  agreed  upon,  it  may  be  a 
more  propt-r  time  than  now  to  cmisider  whether  One'  buildini^  could  not  be 
constructed  to  unsiver  every  imrpose  in  preference  to  a  number  of  small  solitary 
building. 

2.  Separate  thiors  lor  each  sex  in  the  present  House. 
We  recommend  this  for  adoptiiui  as  far  as  [jracticable. 

3.  Relates  to  Lal>our,  Exercise,  ami  Annisement. 

These  are  already  practiced  as  tar  as  we  believe  consistent  with  the  Well 
crderini;  of  such  an  Institution. 

4.  An  IntelliRenl  Man  and  Woman  to  attend  the  ditTerent  Sexes  to  direct  and 
show  in  their  Amusements  to  divert  their  nnnds  by  Ct»nversation,  Reading,  and 
oblij^inj;  them  to  write  upon  subjects  sujJKested  to  them  by  the  F*hystc]uns, 

A  Man  is  already  engaged  lor  this  Service  as  far  as  to  direct  und  share*  in 
their  Amusements^  Amf  as  a  separate  enclosure  is  now  paled  in  for  the  Women  it 
no  doubt  will  claim  the  Consideration  rtf  the  managers  whether  a  Female  nmy 
not  be  usefully  enjcaged  to  superintend  the  Women  Patients,  Both  Sexes  arc 
aJIowed  Books  to  read  and  the  means  of  vvntini^  when  they  are  !>elieved  t*>  lie  in 
such  a  state  of  mind  as  to  render  thenj  pro|>er. 

5.  That  no  Visitor  be  permitted  to  converse  with  or  even  to  see  the  Mad 
People,  the  Managers  and  Officers  of  the  Hospital  excepted,  without  an  Order 
from  Ihe  attending  Physicians. 

Except  very  near  Connections,  Visitors  are  not  permitted  to  see  or  converse 
with  such  Patients. 

6.  That  n  number  of  feather  Beds  and  hair  matrasses  with  an  Arm  Chair  be 
provided  for  the  use  of  the  cells  of  all  Lhose  who  pay  a  liberal  price  and  whose 
grade  of  Madness  is  such  as  not  to  endanger  any  Injury  bting  done  to  ihes^ 
Articles. 

We  do  not  understand  that  Objections  were  ever  made  to  the  Patients 
havinj<  feather  beds  and  Matrasses,  in  proper  Cases,  but  Greater  Objections  some- 
times ocajr  to  such  a  regulation  than  the  Injury  which  mij^ht  be  done  to  the 
Articles,  such  as  furnishinjc  them  witli  the  means  of  injuring  themselves  or  others. 

7.  That  each  Cell  be  furnished  with  a  Pan  half  filled  with  Water  in  order  to 
absorb  the  factor  from  the  Evacuations. 

This  is  in  part  carried  into  effettt  and  we  sUR^est  the  propriety  of  furnishing 
each  Cell  in  like  Manner  where  it  can  l>e  done  with  safety  to  the  Patients, 
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The  last  and  touching   paragraph  of  Dr.   Ru^h^s  letter  to  the 

Sa<4  CaMT  iA   JUKLtd,  just  quoted,  in  which  he  alludes  to  the  fact  that  it  had  pleased 

^^rm!^  <^i<xl  to  interest  him  personally  in  this  subject,  referred  to  the  case  of 

a  relative,  mho  was  admitted  to  the  Hospital  on  September  7,  1810, 

and  died  there  on  August  9,  1837,  after  a  continuous  hospital  residence 

of  twenty-seven  >ears. 

He  had  been  a  talented  and  popular  lieutenant  in  the  United 
States  Navy.  While  sUtioned  at  New  Orleans  he  fought  a  duel  mith 
his  intimate  friend,  a  brother  officer,  whom  he  killed.  It  is  said  the 
affair  was  caused  by  a  light  and  thoughtless  remark  ;  that  the  speaker  was 
really  not  to  blame  :  but  that  the  point  of  honor  compelled  him  to 
meet  his  friend.  From  that  time  forward  he  was  a  case  of  melan- 
cholia; rejecting  all  companionship,  and  all  friendship,  and  was,  at 
times,  very  morose.  He  was  a  most  confirmed  peripatetic,  walking 
the  floor,  to  and  fro,  every  day  and  almost  all  day,  until  the  planks  of 
the  ward  flooring  and  of  a  certain  place  upon  the  board-walk  of  the 
yard  were  worn  into  deep  gutters;  these  were  always  called  "  Rush's 
Walk."  Samuel  Coates,  in  his  manuscript  book  of  hospital  occur- 
rences and  philosophic  memoranda  as  to  the  causes  of  insanity,  tells 
the  following  anecdote : 

The  BarfK.T  on  com!>in>{  his  hair  pleasantly  remarked  to  hira  that  it 
was  becominK  quite  firey,  "  hut  never  Mind  :  "  added  he,  **  Grey  hairs  are  honour- 
able, you  know."  "Yes,"  replied  the  patient  emphatically,  ".And  sometimes 
Honour  makes  f  Jrey  hairs." 

Samuel  Coates  innocently  writes  down  *'  Duelling  "  among  his 

''Causes  of  Insanity  *'  and  cites  the  above  case  as  a  satisfying  proof 

of  his  theory. 

Anecdote  by  One  of  the  (luaintest  anecdotes  told  by  Samuel   Coates  relates 

Mr.  Coates.    j^^^,   j^jj.    father  rescued  him,   in   infancy,  from  his   nurse,  who  had 

suddenly  gone  mad  : 

Tabitha  r;nf<)rth  was  a  Servant  Maid  in  my  father's  family,  for  some  time 
previous  to  his  Death.  She  discovered  symptoms  of  Derangement  which  made 
my  father  and  Mother  very  uneasy.  When  I  was  not  Si.x  Weeks  old,  she  took 
me  in  her  Arms  one  morninj;,  unobserved  by  them  and  Walked  Off.  I  was  soon 
Missed  and  tiie  Bell  Man  was  employ'd  to  cry  her  and  me  thro'  Philada.  the  whole 
Day.  to  no  jiuriKJse.  After  Night  my  father  received  information  that  a  Woman 
was  seen  g<»ing  to  a  house,  with  a  youfig  child,  above  Pool's  Bridge.  To  this 
house  he  Went  and  finding  the  family  in  bed.  he  knocked  at  the  Door,  which 
wak'd  them  All  Up— among  the  rest  Tabitha  who  opened  the  Garret  Window, 
where  she  was  To  Sleep.  She  call'd  out— Who's  there?  My  Father  answe'd  T'is 
me,  wheres  the  child?  Here  he  is  (say'd  Tabitha,  reaching  me  thro*  the  open 
Window)  Catch  him  !— My  Father  was  very  much  frightened  and  yet  possessed 
enough  Presence  of  Mind  to  tell  her  she  had  better  drop  me  out  of  the  back 
Window,  Which  she  attempted  ;  but  was  Met  in  crossing  the  Stair  Case  by  <me  of 
the  family,  who  removed  me  out  of  her  hands  and  deliver'd  me  to  my  father. 


Thus  my  Life  was  saveil  in  my  iiifaiirv.  Within  thr  yecir  they  put  her  in  the 
hospital  in  Miirket  Strtet~the  hoast'  of  the  late  John  Kinsey,  next  tu  the  Corner 
r*f  6ih  Street »  which  vviij*  the  first  huspital  In  PhiU.  t>pened  for  Maniacs— from 
thence  she  was  removM  to  the  Pennsylvania  hospital,  as  soon  as  it  wns  ererteti^ 
and  Ditfl  in  it. 

On  March  25,  1822,  a  plan  for  an  improved  melhod  of  warming 
the  Lunatic  Cells  having  bet-n  sulimitted,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
Committee  make  the  exi>eriment.  **And  as  the  late  Josiah  Hewes 
bequeathed  four  hundred  dollars  to  this  Fnstitution  for  the  express 
purpose  of  making  solid  improvements  in  the  house,  it  is  further 
ordered  that  the  amount  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  of 
Economy  to  be  expended  in  the  more  effecttial  warming  of  the 
apartments/' 

How  this  was  accomplished  is  not  now  known  ;  but  eleven  years 
afterward,  on  January  28,  tS^^t  it  is  recorded  that  an  experiment  was 
to  be  made  of  heating  six  of  the  cells  by  a  continuous  fine  and  pipe 
from  the  basement  to  the  upper  story. 

From  this  period  the  Hospital  was  doubtless  comfortably  heated 
in  all  the  departments. 

On  June  24,  1S22,  when 

A  written  report  was  received  from  tlir  i^ommittee  appointed  on  the  subject 
of  the  indiscriminate  visitation  of  the  Hunse,  which  after  deliberation  was  post 
poned  for  further  Consiiir ration.  The  Committee  of  Economy  are  in  the  interim 
charged  to  have  a  Venttian  Door  fixed  at  the  entrance  of  the  Cells  on  the  Ground 
Floor  of  the  Hospital.  And  another  at  the  entrance  to  the  Cells  on  the  Second 
story  at  the  Northern  side  fvft lie  Western  Win^,  for  tht-  purpose  of  secluding  from 
the  view  of  Stran^jers 

This  was  done  ;  the  employees  were  directed  to  keep  these  doors 
closed  and  it  was  ordered  that  no  visitor  should  enter  the  department 
for  insane,  unless  accompanied  by  a  Manager,  a  physician  of  the 
house,  treasurer  of  the  same,  or  by  the  steward. 

In  order  to  further  check  the  curious  visitation  of  ihe  insane 
patients,  the  rule  was  adopted  to  increase  the  fee  for  admission  to  the 
house  from  twelve  and  a  half  to  twenty-live  cents,  and  the  gate-keeper 
to  inform  visitors  that  they  were  not  permitted  to  enter  the  insane 
departments. 

These  extracts  from  the  records  are  evidence  of  the  fact  that  the 
Managers  adopted  every  expedient  and  used  all  possible  effort  to 
render  the  institution  as  comfortable  for  the  patients  as  the  circum- 
stances of  these  early  periods  would  admit.

A  communication  addressed  to  the  Managers  in  1828,  entitled 
Communtca  ^'Remarks  on  the  present  state  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  and  a 
|jlea  for  the  necessity  of  providing  a  separate  asylum  for  the  insane,** 
l>y  the  Clerk  and  Librarian,  William  G.-Malin,  is  interesting  as  illus- 
trating the  advanced  ideas  on  the  subject  of  treatment  of  the  insane, 
at  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  On  account  of  its  historical  value  it 
was  republished  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Public 
Charities  of  Pennsylvania,  in  1884.  The  following  extracts  will  give 
the  tenor  of  the  article  : 

**  The  Pennsylvania  Hospital  was  founded  at  a  period  when  the 
cure  of  insanity  and  the  comfort  of  its  irrecoverable  victims  were  less 
studied  than  they  have  since  been,  and  its  arrangements  were  far  from 
perfect ;  yet,  if  we  take  into  consideration  the  models  offered  by  the 
then  existing  institutions  and  the  general  state  of  knowledge  on  the 
treatment  and  cure  of  insanity,  we  must  admit,  in  justice  to  the  worthy 
founders  of  the  Hospiial,  that  it  was  constructed  and  regulated  on 
the  best  known  principles.  A  reference  to  its  sobseqiient  history  will 
prove  that  its  Managers  have  endeavored  to  keep  pace  with  the  progress 
of  modern  inijirovement.  Humanity  has  ever  pervaded  their  counsels. 
The  comfort  of  the  unfortunate  beings  committed  to  thetr  care  has 
been  regarded  by  them  with  deep  interest,  and  they  have  always  been 
disposed  to  listen  to  any  practical  suggestion  for  its  increase.  Neither 
has  this  interesting  portion  of  their  charge  been  neglected  by  the 
distinguished  men  who  have  filled,  with  so  much  credit,  the  medical 
offices  of  the  institution.  In  particular,  the  philosophic  mind  of  the 
venerable  Rush,  powerfully  attracted  by  dc^mestic  misfortune,  was 
long  and  anxiously  devoted  to  the  consideration  and  improvement  of 
the  moral  and  medical  treatment  of  the  insane.  Thus,  for  a  long 
series  of  years,  have  the  Managers  and  Physicians  of  this  Hospital 
successfully  labored  to  deserve  that  praise  whose  public  expression 
ihey  have  never  courted.  There  are,  however,  disadvantages,  not, 
we  believe,  unconsidered  or  unestimated  in  aught  except  their  urgency, 
connected  with  the  public  situation  and  contracted  space  occupied  by 
their  buildings  which  no  system  of  management  may  hope  to  obviate* 
which  preclude  the  possibility  of  kee|>ing  up  a  salutary  discipline,  and 
which  have  long  pointed  out  the  uUimate  necessity  of  removing  the 
insane  patients  to  a  more  favorable  situation.     ^     ^     ^ 

*■  Exercise  of  the  body  is  universally  allowed  to  be  necessary  to  its 
health,  and  will,  no  less  generally,  be  admitted  to  have  also  a  salutary 
infltience  upon  the  mind.  We  have  daily  opportunities  of  observing 
how  much  it  conduces  to  mental  tranquillity.  But  labor,  to  be  bene- 
licial,  must  be  in  some  measure  suited  to  the  rank  and  prejudices  of

the  patient.  Insanity  which  admits  of  cure  is  seldom  more  than 
partial  and,  while  some  of  your  patient's  faculties  are  disengaged 
from  the  gras]>  of  his  judgment  and  incapable  of  their  legitimate 
application,  he  retains  the  full  command  of  others  ;  it  will  not^  there- 
fore, be  proper  to  treat  such  an  individual  as  though  he  were  totally 
irrational.  Servile  domestic  offices  are  usually  considered  degrading, 
and  are  calculated,  in  a  majority  of  instances,  lo  do  more  injtiry,  by 
wounding  the  feelings  of  the  individual,  than  any  advantage  to  the 
bodily  health  can  overbalance. 

**  Agricultural  labors,  on  the  contrary,  are  associated  with  indepen* 
dent  and  ennobling  ideas,  and  are  considered  as  reflecting  honor, 
rather  than  disgrace,  even  upon  the  man  of  fortune*  Such  a  distinction 
ought  not  to  be  lightly  treated,  as  everything  which  encourages  a 
projier  self-respect  is  useful  in  promoting,  and,  on  the  other  hand, 
whatever  unnecessarily  attacks  even  the  i)rejudices  of  your  patient 
[  tends  to  diminish,  his  chance  of  recovery.  Some  persons  may,  indeed, 
argue  that  madmen  ought  to  be  subdued  ;  that  their  high  spirit  should 
be  broken;  and  it  is  certainly  f>ossible.  in  many  instances,  to  coerce 
I  a  very  insane  man  into  a  state  of  quiescent  obedience,  and  make  him 
almost  as  subservient  as  a  piece  of  machinery  ;  but  such  a  man  is  not 
cured;  on  the  contrary,  the  few  faculties  left  him  are  depraved;  the 
whole  man  is  degraded,  and  his  restoration  rendered  tenfold  more 
problematical  by  the  |>rocess.  Before  subjecting  a  human  being  to 
such  discipline,  try  it  upon  a  spirited  horse  ;  break  his  spirit — inspire 
him  wiih  fear^ — subdue  him  thoroughly — and  who  would  wish  to 
possei^s  so  dogged  an  animal  ? 

**  It  may  be  asked,  why  not  employ  the  insane  in  some  sj^ecies  of 
manufacture?  Now,  it  is  much  easier  lo  ask  the  question  than  it 
would  be  found  to  devise  any  employment  of  this  nature  at  once 
proper,  healthful,  and  safe.  Supposing,  however,  for  a  moment,  the 
possibility  of  employing  these  patients  in  some  other  than  field  labor; 
let  us  inquire  what  facilities  the  Hospital  presents  for  their  recreation 
and  proper  separation  into  classes. 

'*  In  the  country,  the  excursions  of  patients,  in  a  proper  state, 
need  not  be  bounded  by  the  extent  of  the  premises,  but  small  parties, 
under  the  guidance  of  an  attendant,  might  walk  into  the  surrounding 
country  ;  in  such  excursions,  a  variety  of  objects  would  tend  to  awaken 
attention,  and  engage,  at  least,  the  observing  faculties,  while  the  exercise 
and  fresh  air  contributed  to  refresh  and  invigorate  the  body.  ^   ^  ^ 

**  Is  classification  desirable?  How  can  it  be  elTected  while  more 
than  too  persons  of  both  sexes,  and  every  grade  of  insanity,  are 
crowded  into  the  west  wing  of  the  Hospital,  and  while  the  space  they 
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rx,cu\j\\  including  their  airing-grounds,  is  less  than  three-quarters  of 
an  acre  ?     *     *     « 

**  The  great  publicity  of  the  Hospital  is,  also,  an  evil  of  no  snaall 
magnitude;  its  situation,  independently  of  its  connection  with  a 
Hospital  for  the  sick,  is  such  as  must  defeat  all  attempts  at  a  proper 
seclusion  of  its  unfortunate  inmates.  The  morbid  curiosity  displayed 
by  a  majority  of  the  visitors  to  the  Hospital  is  astonishing,  and  their 
l^ertinacity  in  attempting,  and  fertility  in  pretexts  and  expedients,  to 
gain  admission  to  the  •  mad  people '  is  no  less  so.  Even  females  who 
have  tears  to  bestow  on  tales  of  imaginary  distress,  are  importunate 
to  see  a  raving  madman,  and  do  not  hesitate  to  wound  the  diseased 
mind  by  the  gaze  of  idle  curiosity,  by  impertinent  questions,  and 
thoughtless  remarks,  forgetting  that  alienation  of  mind  is  seldom  more 
than  [)artial,  and  that  many  of  these  unfortunates  may  be  as  keenly 
sensible  to  insult  or  exposure  as  the  most  perfectly  sane  individuals. 
Visitors  whose  only  pretext  is  curiosity,  if  strangers  to  the  house,  do 
not  so  frequently  gain  admission  into  the  insane  department  of  the 
Hospital,  unaccompanied  by  some  of  its  residents,  as  formerly ;  but 
when  it  is  considered  that  every  person  in  any  way  connected  with 
the  institution,  from  its  cellar  to  its  cupola,  has  friends  or  acquaint- 
ances whose  visits  cannot  but  be  injurious  or  improi)er,  at  any  time, 
or  to  any  patient ;  it  may  be  well  conceived  that  the  total  amount  of 
inconvenience  from  this  source  is  considerable.     -5=    *     * 

**  An  asylum  situated  a  few  miles  from  the  city  would  not  be  a 
convenient  lounge  for  idlers.  It  would  only  be  resorted  to  by  those 
who  really  felt  an  interest  for  its  inmates,  and  this  is  a  class  who  might 
substitute  weeks  of  absence  for  days,  with  advantage  to  all  parties. 

**  The  admission  of  cases  of  mania  from  intemperance  has  a  mis- 
chievous effect  upon  the  insane,  and  ought  to  be  discontinued  in  a 
new  asylum.  In  their  delirium,  their  cries  alarm  and  excite  other 
patients  until  the  house  resounds  with  noise.  In  a  state  of  convales- 
cence, their  impatience  of  restraint  furnishes  frequent  examples  of 
insubordination  to  add  to  the  effect  of  their  precepts,  and  their 
hospital  career  is  often  closed  by  a  practical  exemplification  of  the 
means  of  elopement.  This  is,  in  fact,  a  class  giving  and  exciting 
more  trouble  than  the  really  insane — a  class  requiring  active  medical 
treatment  alone,  and  which  ought  never  to  be  admitted  into  an 
asylum  for  the  insane,  except  only,  when  confirmed  idiocy  or 
insanity  has  supervened.  To  expect  a  radical  cure  of  habits  of 
intemperance  to  result  from  mere  confinement  is  vain  and  hopeless. 
All  experience  proves  that  this  is  a  field  in  which  the  laborer  can  only 
reap  disappointment.     -'^     -'^     -'^ 
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•*  Having  shown  that  ihe  present  situation  of  the  insane  is  replete 
with  inconvenience  and  evil,  and  that  the  vacinini  occasioned  by  their 
removal  from  the  Hospital  may  be  readily  and  profitably  occupied,  let 
us  proceed  to  inquire  what  are  the  principal  objections  which  may  be 
urged  against  that  measure.  And  here  it  may  be  perniiited  us  to 
observe  that  a  confined  situation  in  a  city  is  so  manifestly  improper 
for  a  lunatic  asylum  that  few  wtjuM  argue  in  its  favor  was  it  not 
alreatiy  occupied.  Many,  however,  will  assist  in  the  su[»port  of  an 
existing  evil  who  would  have  recoiled  from  its  creation.  Such  may 
contend  that  the  Hospital,  sittiated  in  a  large  open  space,  unites  the 
advantages  of  a  country  atmosphere  with  the  peculiar  conveniences  of 
the  city.     ^4    ^    ^ 

**  The  founders  of  existing  asylums  for  those  afflicted  with  mental 
maladies  do  not  ai>[)ear  to  have  lieen  sufficiently  impressed  with  the 
imjxjrtance  of  providing  for  their  cnre.  Unfortunately  lo  secure  seems 
to  have  been,  in  most  instances,  a  paramount  consideration.  A  proper 
classification  of  the  patients  is  everywhere  admitted  to  be  of  the  first 
importance,  yet  nowhere  has  sufficient  provision  been  made  for  effect- 
ing it»  Other  radical  defects  exist  in  nearly  all  institutions  of  this  kind. 
In  fact,  it  is  not  too  much  to  assert  that  no  existing  asylnm  is  worthy 
to  be  received  as  a  complete  model.  Circumstances,  therefore,  invite 
the  contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hosfuial  to  place  themselves 
upon  a  proud  eminence  by  achieving  a  glorious  advance  in  the  sacred 
cause  of  humanity*  The  reflections  which  a  review  of  the  errors  of 
their  predecessors  and  contemporaries  will  suggest  to  their  enlightened 
minds  will  enable  them  to  found  an  iisylum  for  the  cure  of  insanity  in 
which  this  great  object  shall  not  succumb  to  splendid  ostentation  or 
sordid  economy— an  asylum  which  shall  t>rove  a  lasting  monument  of 
their  wisdom,  benevolence^  and  public  spirit." 

In  a  subsequent  communication  on  the  subject  of  the  employ- 
ment of  the  insane,  sixty  years  ago,  Mr.  Malin,  show's  the  same  broad 
view^  of  the  subjtct,  and  from  this  we  quote  the  following  paragraphs. 
It  w^as  sent  to  the  Managers  December,  1834: 

**  The  employment  of  the  male  insane  patients  has  never  been 
general,  although  attempts  have  frequently  been  made  to  introduce 
some  species  of  useful  industries,  which,  for  a  time,  and  with  indi- 
vidual patients,  have  been  partially  successful  and,  apparently  at 
least,  useful.  But  nothing  has  yet  been  introduced  in  which  the 
fiatients  could  be  generally,  usefully,  and  continuously  occupied. 

**  The  following  are  occupations  which  have  been  attempted  : 

**  Making  straw  or  sea-grass  hats — several  patients  became  toler- 
ably expert  in  plaiting,  and  £?//^  succeeded  in  making  hats.     This  bade 
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fair  to  be  useful,  but  was  not  fostered.     The  material  was  furnished  at 
Occupations  individual  expense,  and  with  its  supply  the  manufacture  also  ceased. 
for  the  ''Silk-culture  was  tried  one  season.     Very  few  of  the  patients 

would  handle  the  caterpillar,  but  many  assisted  in  gathering  and  pre- 
paring the  leaves  and  in  feeding  the  insect.  This  occupation  would 
have  been  continued,  but  we  had  to  go  nearly  two  miles  for  mulberry 
leaves,  we  found  that  the  patients  had  not  sufficient  steadiness  for 
reeling  silk,  and,  at  that  time,  there  was  no  market  for  the  cocoons. 

* '  Shoe-making  and  segar-making  have  been  practiced,  occasionally, 
when  we  have  had  shoemakers  or  tobacconists  in  the  house  who  have 
been  willing  to  work. 

"  Weaving  has  been  attempted,  but  not  very  successfully,  with 
the  large  loom.  The  weaving  of  fringe,  however,  still  continues  in 
our  list  of  employments,  and  a  little  is  occasionally  produced. 

'*  Cutting  and  sewing  rags  for  rag  carpets  is  a  standing  occupa- 
tion. Sometimes  tow  has  been  spun  for  chain,  (by  the  women),  but 
not  lately. 

**  Formerly,  several  respectable-looking  carpets  were  prepared  in 
the  house.  A  quantity  of  low-priced  wool  was  purchased,  which  was 
cleaned,  picked,  carded,  and  spun,  and  the  yarn  dyed  in  the  house. 
But  nothing  of  the  kind  has  been  done  for  some  years. 

*'  Sawing  and  splitting  wood,  when  600  to  700  cords  per  year  were 
used,  gave  employment  chiefly  to  old,  permanent  patients ;  benefiting 
them  merely  as  far  as  api)etite  and  rest  were  concerned.  This  has  not 
a  very  good  substitute  in  the  necessary  labor  amongst  the  coal,  which 
is  dirty  and  disagreeable. 

**  House-work,  such  as  scrubbing  floors,  assisting  the  nurses, 
cooks,  and  other  domestics  in  their  work,  cleaning  knives,  etc.,  fur- 
nishes steady  occupation  to  a  few  patients  of  both  sexes. 

**  The  hair  mattresses  used  in  the  house  are  made  by  one  of  the 
keepers.  The  hair,  being  bought  on  the  rope,  is  picked  and  prepared 
for  use  by  patients. 

**  The  filling-up  of  the  yards  in  the  west  portion  of  the  square — 
some  years  since — furnished  occupation,  in  wheeling  the  earth  some 
distance,  to  several  patients;  two  appeared  to  be  very  much  benefited 
by  this  species  of  labor,  which  has  also  been  strongly  recommended 
by  Dr.  Knight,  who  has  charge  of  an  asylum  near  Lancaster,  in 
England.  In  general,  we  have  no  means  of  employing  our  patients 
in  out-door  labors. 

*'  The  women  are  chiefly  occupied  in  sewing  ;  occasionally  a  little 
spinning  and  knitting  is  done  by  them.  And  a  few,  as  already  men- 
tioned, are  employed  in  house-work. 
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**  A  principal  reason  why  some  of  the  above-named  occupations 
have  been  abandoned  has  been  the  want  of  some  person  of  intelligence 
and  ingeouity  to  take  an  interest  in  and  direct  the  labors  of  the 
patients.  Under  present  arrangements,  this  cannot  be  expected,  as 
the  superintendents  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  have  so  many  other 
duties  to  attend  to  (and  it  is  the  same  with  the  physicians)  that  they 
can  give  little  more  to  this  department  than  such  a  general  supervision 
as  is  absolutely  necessary  to  secure  proper  treatment  and  attention  on 
the  part  of  the  attendants.     *     *    * 

*'  With  regard  to  amusements,  we  have  had  in -doors,  hooks, 
chess,  draughts,  backgammon,  battledores,  the  graces,  dumb-bells, 
and  music*  Of  the  latter  we  have,  at  present,  a  piano,  harmonicon, 
flutes,  and  a  violin.  Out  of  doors  we  have  had  nine-pins,  quoits,  and 
velocipede.  1'he  two  former  are  still  in  use.  The  quoits  afford  a 
good  means  of  exercise,  but  require  to  be  used  with  caution,  and 
ought  not  to  be  lying  around  when  not  in  use.  It  is  very  seldom, 
indeed,  that  one  of  the  patiefits  will  designedly  injure  another,  but 
accidents  from  carelessness  may  easily  happen  wnth  quoits.  Nine- pins 
afford  an  excellent  exercise,  which,  with  a  set  of  smaller  balls,  may  be 
enjoyed  by  females  also,  and,  in  a  properly  constructed  alley,  acci* 
dents  can  very  rarely  occur.  We  have  tried  a  set  of  nine-pins  and 
balls  of  stuflTed  leather,  but  found  playing  with  them  a  dull  aiTair ;  it 
is  true,  there  was  no  danger  attending  their  use,  but  then  there  was  no 
noise  of  the  rolling  ball  and  rattling  pin,  not  much  exercise,  and  no 
fun.  The  patients  were  consequently  very  soon  tired  of  them.  The 
velocipedes  being  worn  out,  were  abandoned  here,  as  elsewhere,  like 
the  kaleidoscoi^e,  and  yet  one  of  the  former  might  be  occasionally 
useful  for  exercise,  and  one  of  the  latter  fur  amusement.  Do  they 
deserve  to  be  entirely  forgotten? 

**  The  amusements  of  patients,  equally  with  their  employments, 
require  the  regulation  and  encouragement  of  a  superintendent.  Left 
with  the  patients  and  servants  merely,  amusements  of  almost  any  kind 
become,  for  a  time,  a  business,  one  might  say  a  rage ;  they  are 
followed  up  unreasonably,  until,  after  a  while,  satiety  follows,  and  all 
parties  subside  into  downright  indolence.  This  has  been  the  case  here, 
almost  invariably,  and  particularly  with  regard  to  in-door  amusements. 

"  With  respect  to  carriage  riding,  I  have  seen  no  very  special 
effects  from  it ;  it  is,  however,  very  agreeable  to  many  of  the  patients, 
and  is  so  far  useful  that  it  gratifies  them,  and  promotes  cheerfulness. 
As  an  exercise  or  remedial  means,  1  am  disposed  to  think  much  more 
highly  of  riding  on  horseback,  which  has  certainly  been  of  service  in 
the  few  instances  in  which  it  has  been  tried  at  the  hospital.

''Of  the  nine-pin  alley  and  quoits,  a  favorable  opinion  has 
already  been  expressed. 

**  The  graces  afford  a  gentle,  salutary  exercise,  which  battledores, 
to  beginners  especially,  afford  in  a  somewhat  greater  degree. 

**  Foot-ball  would,  I  should  judge  from  old  experience,  be  a  dan- 
gerous game ;  far  too  exciting  for  those  patients  who  might  be  induced 
to  engage  in  it. 

"  Archery  also  appears  as  though  it  might  be  safe.  At  any  rate, 
it  would  require  to  be  permitted  with  much  caution. 

"  As  to  the  keeping  of  poultry,  pigeons,  etc.,  it  seems  to  me  that 
there  can  be  but  one  opinion.  I  love  to  see  a  patient  adopt  some 
animate  pet,  if  it  be  but  a  mouse ;  it  appears  to  have  a  humanizing  and 
happy  influence ;  attention  gives  to  the  insane  an  occupation  and 
interest  in  something  out  of  themselves  and  their  delusions,  while,  in 
their  isolated  situation,  it  is  a  source  of  pleasure  to  feel  that  some 
creature  is  dependent  upon  them  for  its  comfort,  and  perhaps,  in 
return,  loves  them. 

**  With  regard  to  a  gymnasium,  I  can  only  say  that  it  appears  as 
though  such  a  means  of  exercise,  so  arranged  as  to  preserve  patients 
from  dangerous  positions  or  elevations,  must  prove  highly  useful. 
That  properly  indulged  in,  as  they  would  be  under  the  direction  of  a 
physician,  gymnastic  exercises  are  highly  conducive  to  the  health  and 
vigor  of  the  body  there  can  be  no  doubt,  and  that  a  sound  state  of 
mind  is  often,  in  a  very  great  degree,  dependent  upon  a  sound  state 
of  the  body,  is  equally  unquestionable.'*

Insane,   reformers  labored,  it  does  not  api>ear  that  either  was  acquainted  with 

the  work  of  the  other.     The  essentials  of  the  great  reforms  projKJsed 

were  based  upon  the  recognition  of  insanity  as  a  disease  to  be  treated 

and    managed    by   physicians ;    the  prominent   changes    being    the 

adoption  of  humane   measures,  the  abolition  of  abuses  and  of  all 

harsh  measures  of  restraint ;  the  employment  of  attendants,  and  the 

erection  of  improved  accommodation.     This  movement  may  be  said 

to  have  indicated   the  earliest  beginnings  of  the  study  of  mental 

disease  in  England  and  France. 

*■  Obligations  are  due  to  Dr.  John  B.  Chapin.  Physidan-in-Chief  and  Superintendent  of  the 
Department  for  the  Insane,  for  contributing  a  review  of  the  work  of  the  Insane  Department,  from 
1840  to  the  present  date,  which  constitutes  the  remaining  portion  of  this  section. 
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Forty-one  years  prior  to  the  great  work  undertaken  by  Tuke  and 
Pinel,  or  in  the  year  1751,  the  Petition  was  presented,  to  the  Pro- 
vincial I^egislature  of  Pennsylvania,  representing  **that  with  the 
numbers  of  jjeople  the  number  of  lunatit^s  or  persons  distem[jered 
in  mind**  had  increased ,  also  affirnning  the  great  need  existing  for 
ihe  proper  care  of  the  insane,  and  that  many  people  of  this  class 
might  be  cured  and  restored  to  useful nt^ss. 

The  law  creating  the  Pennsylvania  Ho5>jnul  was  the  pioneer 
attempt  in  America  to  create  a  hospital  for  the  care  and  trealinent  of 
the  insane,  and  it  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  at  that  early  date— forty- 
one  years  before  the  reform  was  begun  by  Tuke  and  Pinel — its 
founders  recognized  that  insanity  was  a  disease,  and  proposed  to 
establish  an  institution,  to  be  in  fact»  as  well  as  in  name,  a  hospital 
where  the  ins;ine  should  be  treated  by  physicians. 

As  has  already  been  stated,  such  insane  persons  as  were  committed 
to  the  care  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  from  its  opening  in  1751  to 
1841 — SL  [>eriod  of  ninety  years — were  received  at  first  in  temporary 
quarters  at  the  Hospital  on  Market  Street,  and  subsequently  in  wards  in 
the  Pine  Street  Hospital  building,  standing  in  the  square  bounded  by 
Spruce  and  Vine,  and  Eighth  and  Ninth  Streets.  During  the  latter 
portion  of  this  period  the  insane  were  cared  for  in  the  west  wing, 
which  was  specially  prepared  and  assigned  to  this  class  of  patients. 
Here  they  were  attended  by  the  resident  house-staff  and  by  physicians 
residing  outside  of  the  Hospital.  Of  the  many  distinguished  physi- 
rcians,  who  in  various  ways  rendered  valued  medical  and  surgical 
services  to  the  Hospital  during  this  early  jjeriod  of  its  history,  one 
stands  out  preeminently  as  an  alienist  and  author*  The  name  of 
Dr.  Benjamin  Rush  must  always  be  held  in  grateful  remembrance  for  Dr.  Rush's 
the  signal  service  he  performed  for  the  insane  during  his  connection  Kininuiu 
with  the  Hospital,  which  lasted  twxnty-nine  years.  In  the  year  181 2, 
while  attending  upon  the  wards  devoted  to  the  insane,  Dr.  Rush 
published  his  work,  entitled  **  Medical  Inquirit^  and  Observations 
upon  the  Diseases  of  the  Mind.'*  Many  of  the  principles  and 
suggestions  it  contains  for  the  moral  management  of  the  insane  were 
far  in  advance  of  the  practice  of  his  day,  and  are  worthy  of  com- 
mendation in  ihe  present  age.  He  announced  his  belief  that 
**  diseases  of  the  mind  can  be  brought  under  the  dominion  of  medi- 
cine by  just  theories  of  their  seats  and  proximate  causes/*  Although 
the  principles  of  general  medical  practice  then  prevalent  were 
applied  to  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  and  have  been  since  much 
modified,  he  is  justly  and  properly  regarded  as  the  father  of  psycho- 
logical medicine  in  America.  As  professor  of  the  practice  of  medicine 
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in  the  Medical   Department  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  he 

imi>arled   freely  of  his  knowledge  and   exiDcrience  acquired   in  the 

wards  of  the  Hospital,  to  the  students  who  attended  his  lectures,  and 

made   many   valuable  contributions  and  suggestions    calculated   to 

promote  the  interests  of  the  insane  during  his  long  term  of  service. 

XI, ^^.  A  visitor  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1787,  who  accompanied 

H0spit.1I   Dr.  Rush  in  his  regular  visit  through  the  wards,  furnished  the  follow- 

'"  '"^^"   ing  account  1  of  what  he  saw  in  the  house,  especially  that  ^mrt  devoted 

to  the  insane,  which  has  an  interest  at  the  present  period  : 

"When  we  came  to  the  Hospital,  Dr.  Clarkson  left  me,  and  went  into  the 
city  *:>n  his  Sfni*s  horse.  Young  Mr.  Clarkson  conducted  me  into  the  hospital. 
Dr.  Rush  arrived  in  a  few  minutes  after.  This  building  is  m  the  fonn,  as  you 
approach  it  from  the  city,  of  an  inverted  X-  It  is  surrounded  with  a  high  wall* 
and  has  hack  of  it  a  very  large  kitchen-garden.  The  door  in  the  center  ut»ens 
into  a  larjce  haU.  On  each  end  are  apartments  for  the  nurses,  cooks,  etc.  We 
ascended  the  stairway  out  of  this  hall  into  another  hall  in  the  second  story,  at 
one  end  of  which  is  a  targe  room,  which  contains  a  fine  medical  librar>%  where 
the  Directors  were  sittinj;,  and  a  smallirr  room,  where  the  medicine  is  placed. 
On  the  opposite  end  are  the  apartments  for  the  attending  Physicians.  The  third 
story  is  formed  in  the  same  manner.  On  one  side  of  this  hall  is  the  Museum, 
whtre  there  is  a  collection  of  skeletons  and  anatomies.  .  .  .  It  is  also 
furnished  with  a  number  of  preparations  and  preservations  relating  to  Physics 
and  Surgery. 

"After  we  had  taken  a  view  of  the  Museum,  we  returned  to  the  upper  Hall, 
where  several  Physicians  and  all  the  younir  studcnls  in  Physic  in  the  City  were 
waiting  Dr.  Rush  then  hej^an  his  examination  of  the  sick,  attended  by  these 
gentlemen,  which  1  judged  to  he  l>et\veen  twenty  and  thirty.  We  entered  the 
upper  chamber  of  the  sick,  w^hicli  is  the  k'K  of  the  X.  It  is  a  spacious  room, 
finely  ventilated  with  numerous  large  windows  on  both  sides.  There  were  two 
tiers  of  beds,  with  their  headit  toward  the  walls,  and  a  chair  and  small  table 
Iwtwecn  them.  The  room  was  exceedingly  clean  and  nice,  the  beds  and  bedding 
appeared  to  be  of  a  gotjd  quality,  and  the  most  profound  silence  and  order  were 
preserved  upon  tlie  Doctor's  entering  the  room.  There  were  only  women  and 
about  forty  in  number.  Dr.  Rush  makes  his  visits  with  a  great  deal  of  formality*. 
He  is  attended  by  the  Physician  who  gives  him  an  account  of  every  thing 
material  since  he  saw^  them  hist,  and  by  the  Apothecary  of  the  Hospital,  who 
minutes  hia  Prescriptions.  In  every  cas«  worthy  of  notice,  he  addresses  the 
young  Physicians,  points  out  its  naturt-,  the  probable  tendency,  and  the  reason 
for  the  mode  of  treatment  which  he  pursues.  On  this  occasion  the  Doctor  was 
particularly  attentive  and  complaisant  to  me,  and  seemed  to  consider  mc  as  a 
Physician. 

■*  Frtmi  this  room  we  ivent  to  the  next  l>elow  it,  which  is  in  every  respect 
similar.  It  is  appropriated  to  the  men.  He  began,  as  before,  on  one  side,  and 
went  around  the  room.  Every  patient  is  on  his  own  bed  or  chair.  Most  of  the 
cases  were  chrt.mic,  many  of  them  swellings  and  ulcerations,  and  some  of  them 
very  singular ;  but  I  have  not  time  to  describe  them.  Their  dressings  were  all 
ready  to  be  taken  off  and  e.xposcft  to  view  the  instant  the  Doctor  came  to  them.

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Thirse  he  imputed  tu  their  c:lrinkiii>;  spirituous  lk|tiors,  anrl  dU]  not  fail  In  remind 
them  of  it.  He  told  me  the  greater  |)rtjportiun  of  his  patietits  in  the  city  were 
similar  cases,  An<]  orij^inalcd  from  ihe  same  cause.  There  were  between  forty 
and  fifty  in  this  room.  We  next  took  a  view  of  the  Maniacs,  Their  cells  are 
in  the  lower  story,  which  is  partly  underjf round.  These  cells  are  ahout 
ten  feet  square,  made  as  stronj^  as  a  prison.  On  the  hack  part  is  a  lon^ 
entry,  from  which  a  door  opens  into  each  of  them  ;  in  each  door  is  a  hole,  large 
enou)^h  to  give  them  food,  etc.,  which  is  closed  with  a  Mttle  dt>or  secured  with 
strong  IxjUs.  On  the  opposite  side  is  a  window,  niid  large  iron  grates  within  to 
prevent  their  breaking  the  glass.  They  can  be  darkened  at  pleasure.  Here 
were  both  men  and  women,  between  twenty  and  thirty  in  number.  Some  of 
them  have  beds;  most  of  them  clean  straw.  Some  of  them  were  extremely 
fierce  and  raving,  nearly  or  quite  naked;  stune  singing  and  dancing;  some  in 
despair;  some  were  dumb  and  would  not  open  their  mouths  ;  others  in  cess^tiiitly 
talking.  It  was  curious  indeed  to  see  in  what  ditlerenl  strains  tlieir  distraction 
ragtd.  This  would  have  been  a  melancholy  scene  indeed^  had  it  not  been  that 
there  was  every  possible  relief  afforded  them  in  the  power  of  man.  Every  thing 
idK>ut  them,  notwithstanding  the  labor  and  trouble  it  must  have  required,  was 
neat  and  clears  From  this  distressing  view  of  what  human  nature  i»  liable  to, 
and  the  pleasing  evidence  of  what  humanity  and  henevolencc  can  do,  we  returned 
t<i  the  room  where  the  Directors  were.  .  .  .  Such  is  the  elegance  of  these 
buildings,  the  care  and  attention  to  the  sick,  the  spacious  and  clean  apartments, 
and  the  perfect  order  in  t;vt;:Ty  thing,  that  it  seemed  more  like  a  palace  than  m 
hospital,  and  one  would  almost  be  tempted  to  be  sick,  if  they  could  be  so  well 
provided  for." 

In  a  book  on  "  Diseases  of  the  Mind,"  by  Dr.  Rush,  containing  Treainient 

also  some  fugitive  contributions  from  other  physicians,  are  references   ^"^ 

to  the  medical  treatment  and  management  of  the   insane  in  private   ^  ^"ai^^'i^t-'^t 

^  ,      o\  Insane, 

practice  and  in  the  Hospital,  to  which  a  brief  reference  may  be  made 

since  it  serves  to  show  the  practice   of  that   day.     In    his   view   the 

remedies  for  general  mania  should  be  : 

•'I.  Such  as  should  be  applied  to  the  mind  through  the  medium  of  the  l>ody, 
and 

"  II.  Such  as  should  be  applied  to  the  body  through  the  medium  of  the  unnd." 

The  first  remedy,  he  thought,  should  be  blood-letting,  and 
among  the  reasons  given  for  this  practice  were  that  this  "grade  of 
madness  *'  is  an  arterial  disease,  a  great  morbid  excitement  or  inflam- 
mation of  the  brain ;  that  an  unrestrained  appetite  caused  the  lilood 
vessels  to  be  overcharged  with  blood  ;  that  it  is  important  to  relieve 
the  congested  brain  before  obstruction  and  disorganization  takes 
place  ;  and  that  experience  has  shown  blood-letting  to  be  attended 
wiih  extraordinary  success.  Rules  for  blood-letting  are  given  accord- 
ing to  which  twenty  to  forty  ounces  may  be  taken  at  once.  Five  cases 
are  mentioned  terminating  favorably,  from  one  of  which  two  hundred 
ounces  were  taken  during  a  period  of  two  months,  and  from  the 
other  four  hundred  and  seventy  ounces  by  forty-seven  bleedings, 
between  June  and  April.     Two  mechanical  contrivances  were  intro- 
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dticed,  one  called  a  "  g}Tator/'  or  revolving  machine,  to  be  used  in 
Dr.  Rush's  **  torpid  madness.**  The  head  was  placed  at  the  greatest  distance 
Siij£g«^>ons.  from  the  centre  of  motion  and  on  revolving  the  '*  gyrator  **  the  blood, 
by  the  centrifugal  action  was  caused  to  go  to  the  head  and  accelerate 
the  action  of  the  heart  from  seventy  to  one  hundred  and  twenty  beats 
in  a  minute.  A  chair  called  a  "  tranquiliser"  was  devised  in  which 
a  patient  might  be  confined.  Jt  was  supposed  to  control  the  impetus 
of  the  blood  toward  the  brain  and,  by  lessening  muscular  action  or 
reducing  motor  activity,  to  reduce  the  force  and  frequency  of  the 
pulse.  A  low  diet,  purges,  emetics,  cold  and  shower  baths  were  also 
prescribed. 


Dt,  Rush's  Tranquil  ill  UK  Chair- 
All  of  these  measures  were  supi>osed  to  exert  an  influence  in 
some  way  upon  the  arterial  circulation,  and  were  directed  with  this 
sole  object,  which  was  believed  to  be  essential  to  the  successful  treat- 
ment of  the  insane.  It  is  easy  at  this  day  to  understand  how  such 
means  of  treatment,  even  if  sanctioned  by  the  weight  of  professional 
authority,  might  become,  as  they  actually  did,  in  the  hands  of  unskilled 
and  unsympathetic  keepers*  a  source  of  abuse  and  were  therefore 
finally  abandoned  and  prohibited. 

All  influences  which  could  be  exerted  upon  the  body  through  the 
medium  of  the  mind,  by  means  of  occupation,  amusements,  the 
excitement  of  the  emotions,  and  those  measures  which  in  more  recent 
times  are  embraced  under  the  term  of  moral  means  in  the  treatment 
of  the  insane,  received  the  consideration  and  approval  of  Dr.  Rush. 
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His  recorded  views  and  recommendations  were  not  only  far  in  advance 
of  his  contemporaries,  but  they  contain  the  earlier  thoughts  expressed 
upon  a  branch  of  the  subject,  which  were  destined  to  have  a  prominent 
and  enduring  place  in  modern  treatment  and  in  the  administration  of 
hospitals  for  the  insane. 

While  the  depleting  practice,  such  as  was  followed  by  Rush  and  his 
contemporaries,  has  long  since  been  abandoned,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  he  had  received  instruction  in  the  school  of  Edinburgh  and 
imbibed  there,  and  elsewhere,  the  principles  which  then  governed 
physicians  in  their  general  practice  and  which  he  mainly  followed  in 
the  treatment  of  the  insane. 

The  plans  of  the  Hospital  were  prepared  by  Isaac  Holden,  an 
architect  who  came  from  Manchester,  England,  in  1825,  and  practiced 
as  an  architect  and  builder  in  Philadelphia  with  his  brother,  from  1826 
to  1838,  when  they  returned  to  England  J 

The  new  building  in  West  Philadelphia  was  so  far  completed  as  to 
be  ready  for  occupation  on  the  first  day  of  the  year,  1 841 ,  The  period 
of  constryction  had  extended  over  four  years  and  six  months.  The 
amount  expended  was  5265,000.  During  1841,  the  Contributors 
authorized  the  further  erection  of  detached  buildings—two  for  each 
sex — thirty-one  feet  north  and  south  of  the  main  hospital,  and  nearly 
on  the  line  of  its  eastern  front.  These  detached  buildings  were  sub- 
sequently connected  with  the  main  hospital  by  an  intervening  ward 
and  a  connecting  corridor.  They  were  intended  for  patients  who 
might  be  noisy  or  turbulent — no  suitable  provision  having  been  made 
fiir  the  proper  classification  of  this  class  in  the  original  plan. 

The  first  patients  were  received  January  9th,  1841.  Between 
that  date  and  the  20th  of  the  third  month,  ninety- three  of  the 
insane  in  the  city  were  transferred  to  the  new  Hosj^ita!.  Of  all  the 
officers  of  the  Hospital  of  that  year  not  one  now  survives  and  of 
the  patients  then  transferred,  only  one  is  still  living,  having  been  con- 
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■  For  ihe  purp<j««  of  obtiiiniiig  bome  mform«ition  of  tht  hlitory  of  ihn  ptotn  made  by  t&aAc 
H{»td«n^  a  better  of  inquiry  la  relation  to  it  wa»  addrei»ed  to  hii  son^  John  Holden,  of  Mitnchestcr, 
who  dialed  in  reply  :  "  As  lo  ihc  Hosiptial  referred  to  1  h»ve  always  under siood  ihat  ibe  plati  wa* 
obtamed  on  a  limited  competkion,  otte  of  the  coinpeiltors.  beiog  the  late  John  Haviland  and  one 
Other  I  believe  named  Strickland.

1  have  compared  the  view  ol  the  old  part  of 
the  Hospital  with  a  drawing  In  mj  pos»e»5ion  and  they  agree,  and  I  ataure  yoM  a  i»  a  great  *aii*- 
faction  lo  me  lo  know  that  a  buildittg  designed  and  (erected?)  by  my  father »>  long  since  is  in 
exiaieoce  and  stlU  doing  good  work,  1  may  say  that  after  retitming  to  England  tn  1S3B  the  two 
brochera  commenced  practice  in  Manchester  and  one  of  iheir  earliest  work*  was  the  county  lunatic 
aiyltim  at  Preatwick,  near  Manche&ter,  1  would  have  been  much  pleased  could  I  have  given  yoti 
further  information  but  tmforfuoately  your  rcqueii  comes  too  late,  ai  my  father  (Isaac)  died  In  1&84, 
aiid  my  uncle  in  1890/' 
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tinuoiisly  under  care  for  a  period  of  fifty- three  years.  Until  the  year 
1 84 1,  no  extended  report  of  the  operations  or  manner  of  treatment 
of  the  insane  in  this  Hospital  had  been  made,  nor  had  any  attempt 
been  made  to  collect  facts  and  statistics.  The  osnal  annual  report 
which  had  been  published  and  presented  to  the  Contributors  at  their 
meetings,  showed  the  number  of  admissions  and  results,  together 
with  a  financial  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  the  whole 
being  spread  upon  a  single  printed  sheet.  At  this  period  there  was 
but  a  limited  experience  in  the  medical  treatment  of  the  insane,  and 
the  public  generally  had  such  knowledge  of  the  subject  only  as  might 
be  gained  by  visits  to  jails  and  almshouses  where  the  insane  were 
detained.  Prejudices  were  to  be  combatted  and  overcome;  medical 
skill  and  thought,  combined  with  the  exercise  and  application  of 
human  sympathy,  were  to  be  concentrated  upon  a  special  class  of 
cases ;  medical  experience  was  to  be  accumvilaied  ;  the  public  mind 
was  to  be  educated  and  a  humane  sentiment  was  to  be  created  in 
behalf  of  the  insane.  The  Managers  wisely  considered  that  all  of 
these  objects  might  be  ] promoted  by  the  i>ublication  of  an  annual 
report  which  would  show  the  operations  of  the  year»  present  statistics 
and  results,  and  discuss  questions  of  treatment,  management,  plans 
of  construction  and  the  various  problems  that  would  arise  from  time 
to  time  in  a  field  as  yet  comparatively  unexplored.  As  these  reports 
were  issued  annually,  and  were  [>repared  by  Ih.  Kirkbride,  from  1S41 
to  18S3,  they  furnish  the  principal  material  for  any  history  of  its 
operations  during  this  period. 

The  first  report  of  the  Department  for  the  Insane  was  issued  at 
the  close  of  184 1.  It  is  devoted  to  a  brief  sketch  of  its  history, 
buildings,  and  operations.  From  this  we  learn  that  the  government 
of  the  Hospital  was  vested  in  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hosjjital,  elected  annually  by  the  Contributors.  To  this  Board  was 
entrui^ted  the  general  management  of  its  concerns  ;  the  selection  of 
its  officers  and  the  regulation  of  the  admission  and  discharge  of 
patients.  At  the  organization  of  the  Hospital,  the  Managers  elected 
a  physician,  an  assistant  physician,  a  steward,  and  a  matron — 
assigning  to  each  the  duties  usually  performed  by  such  officers.  This 
basis  of  an  organization  has  been  followed  lo  the  present  time,  tlu- 
staff  being  enlarged  as  the  exigencies  of  the  service  required. 

The  expectacions  that  the  opening  of  the  new  Hospital  would  be 
followed  by  an  increase  of  admissions,  by  an  improvement  in  the 
condition  of  the  patients,  with  better  results  than  had  been  attained 
under  the  previous  system  of  care,  began  to  be  realized  at  an  early 
date.     For  a  period  of  five  years   prior   to   the   opening  of  the  new 
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Department  of  the  Hospital,  the  average  annual  number  of  admissions 
was  sixty-six.  At  the  end  of  the  second  year  after  opening  the  new 
Hospital,  the  admissions  for  the  year  amounted  io  one  hundred  and 
twenty -three.  For  corresponding  periods  there  was  an  increase  of 
sixty-four  in  the  average  number  under  care  ;  and  an  increase  of 
thirty-nine  in  the  number  of  recoveries.  These  results  are  to  be 
fairly  attributed  to  the  extension  of  the  means  of  usefulness  of  the 
corporation,  by  the  erection  of  a  distinct  hospital  for  the  insane  and 
an  enlargement  of  the  means  of  relieving  an  increased  amount  of 
human  suffering. 

As  the  time  lengthens  since  the  opening  of  the  new  wards,  it  is 
a  subject  of  increasing  interest  so  ascertain  the  nature  of  some  of  the 
earlier  qtiestions  that  presented  themselves  to  the  Managers  and 
the  Physician  and  superintendent  The  second  annual  report  is 
devoted  to  the  removal  of  erroneous  views  upon  the  whole  subject  of 
insanity,  and  gross  and  prejudiced  opinions  regarding  the  treatment 
pursued,  as  well  as  to  the  following  topics  :  The  Importance  of  Early 
Treatment,  which  is  stated  to  be  well  understood  by  professional  men, 
but  not  fully  appreciated  by  the  friends  of  patients;  The  Economy  of 
Treatment  in  the  First  Stage  ;  The  Visits  of  Friends  and  general  Visiia- 
lion  ;  Avoidance  of  Deception  in  Treating  the  Insane;  Outline  of 
Treatment  pursued;  The  use  of  Restraint;  the  Qualifications  of 
Attendants;  Charity  Patients  received.  These  various  topics  were 
fully  discussed  in  this  and  succeeding  reports.  They  embodied  the 
[irinciples  upon  which  the  Hospital  was  to  be  managed  and  were  the 
means  of  laying  the  broad  and  humane  foundations  upon  which  its 
internal  administration  was  to  be  conducted  and  the  public  confidence 
assured.  The  subjects  of  the  treatment  of  insanity  and  the  use  of 
mechanical  restraint,  are  given  a  proper  prominence.  Insanity  is 
recognized  as  a  disease  due  to  physical  derangement^  which  may  lie 
removed  by  medical  treatment,  although  no  specifics  for  the  disease 
areknown*  General  depletion  by  bleeding  might  be  considered  neces- 
sary in  the  commencement  of  a  case,  but  it  has  rarely  been  resorted 
to  because  it  had  been  amply  employed  before  the  patient  reached  the 
hospital.  A  note  of  warning  occurs,  that  medical  men  would  do  well 
to  prevent  the  prejudices  of  friends  from  leading  them  to  pursue  a 
course  of  treatment  by  bleeding,  a  treatment  that  might  be  proper  for 
inflammation  of  the  brain,  but  which,  if  long  persisted  in,  in  cases 
of  insanity,  can  hardly  fail  to  produce  serious  and  irreparable  injury. 
A  low  diet  is  required  only  for  states  of  physical  disease ;  but  for  the 
majority  an  invigorating  one  has  been  found  most  advantageous.  No 
less  stress  is  laid  upon  the  wt^r^/ treatment  of  the  insane.     It  embraces 
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an  extensi%'e  range  and  in  every  case  is  advantageous,  while  in  some 
it  is  sufficient  alone  to  effect  a  cure.  The  construction  and  archi- 
tectural arrangements — the  furniture — the  number  and  kind  of  per- 
sons employed — minutest  details  in  the  regulations— exercise  in  the 
open  air — occupation  and  amusements — all  have  something  to  do  with 
it,  The  moral  treatment,  or  management,  of  the  insane  embraces  all 
means  calculated  to  substitute  mild  measures,  kindness  and  sympathy, 
in  place  of  an  inflexible,  rigid  system  of  internal  discipline  to  which 
ail  are  expected  to  strictly  conform,  which  so  often  prevails  in  public 
institutions.  It  was  with  this  object  in  view  that  the  interior  of  the 
Hospital  was  made  as  attractive  as  its  means  would  permit — that  trees 
were  planted  about  the  grounds,  i>leasant  walks  and  roads  laid  out ; 
walks  to  the  country  and  to  places  of  interest  in  the  city  planned^ — all 
of  which  were  in  the  direction  of  increased  fiersonal  liberty  and  cal- 
culated to  convert  the  thoughts  of  patifuis  from  their  distracting 
delusions  into  healthy  channels  of  action, 

ft  was  urged  that  attendants  should  not  be  ** keepers**  only,  in 
their  relations  to  the  insant%  but  attendants  and  companions.  Much 
stress  was  laid  upon  the  im[)ortance  of  mildness  and  kindness  in  the 
care  of  the  insane  as  substitutes  for  the  use  of  mechanical  restraints 
and  confinement  in  strong  rooms.  The  year  1792,  which  witnessed 
the  noble  labors  of  Pinel  in  striking  off  the  chains  of  maniacs  and 
abolishing  the  abuses  which  existed  in  the  French  asylums,  was  also 
the  period  at  which  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  England, 
united  in  establishing  the  **  Retreat"  at  York,  which  has  since  been 
so  justly  distinguished,  and  from  which,  soon  after  its  foundation, 
emanated  a  code  of  morai  treatment  and  mildness  which  even  at  this 
day  can  hardly  be  surijassed.  From  the  active  interest  felt  in  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  by  meml>ers  of  the  same  religious  body — the 
mild  and  rational  system  pursued  at  the  Retreat  was  soon  adopted  in 
this  institution — ^long,  indeed,  before  a  radical  reform  was  more  than 
thought  of  in  many  of  the  establishments  of  a  similar  kind  in  other 
Ijarls  of  Great  Britain.  While  absolute  non-restraint  was  not 
announced  as  a  dogma,  actual  restraint  was  seldom  resorted  to;  and, 
indeed,  several  patients  who  had  been  restrained  for  years  before  their 
admission  to  the  Hospital,  were,  under  the  new  system,  with  its  better 
facilities  for  classification,  cared  for,  without  a  report  to  such  severe 
measures,  and  wholly  cured. 

Another  feature  of  the  tarliest  report  was  the  preparation  of 
tables  of  statistics  which  were  likely  to  have  an  importance  in  ascer- 
taining definite  resultsand  facts.  Although  additional  tables  have  been 
prejmred,  the  original  tables  have  been  carried  forward  from  year  to  year. 
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The  various  topics  that  are  presented  and  discussed  in  the  earliest 
reports  with  such  candor  and  assurance,  convey  to  the  minds  of 
readers  of  the  present  day,  the  im|>ression  that  the  gravity  of  the 
responsibility  was  appreciated  to  a  degree  that  may  well  excite  surprise 
and  admiration.  They  contained  a  code  of  principles  which  were  to 
become  a  guide  in  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  in  later 
years  and  were  calculated  to  bring  the  treatment  of  the  insane 
within  the  domain  of  medical  science,  and  to  elevate  the  standard  of 
custodial  care  to  a  higher  plane.  They  have  to-day  a  recognized 
place  and  force  in  the  administration  of  every  hospital  throughout 
the  country.  So  important  were  these  principles  regarded  that  they 
were  reiterated  in  succeeding  reports  in  order  that  the  community,  in 
which  the  Hospital  was  located,  might  be  thoroughly  impressed  and 
assured.  Popular  errors  respecting  insanity  were  also  met  and  com- 
batted.  The  doctrine  that  insanity  was  a  visitation  of  wrath  and 
vengeance,  or  a  reproach,  was  opposed.  It  was  urged  that  the  brain, 
like  the  lungs  or  other  organs  of  the  bodyj  was  liable  to  disease. 
As  it  was  a  common  thing,  for  the  treatment  of  various  accidents 
and  ills  of  life,  to  create  hospitals,,  involving  the  erection  of  costly 
buildings  and  the  employment  of  expensive  means  of  treatment,  it 
w3ls>  especially  proper  that  disorders  of  the  brain  should  be  so  treated. 
A  special  plea  was  made  that  such  institutions  be  called  hospitals, 
and  the  T\djat  Haspiial  was  properly  affixed  to  the  new  institution,  for 
the  second  time  in  this  country,  in  order  that  a  name,  familiar  to  all  as 
a  place  for  healing,  might  popularly  designate  its  character  and  purpose. 

At  an  early  period  in  the  history  of  the  Department  for  the 
Insane,  the  diversion  of  patients  by  various  methods  received  the 
attention  of  Dr.  Kirkbride,  In  1845,  a  systematic  effort  was  made 
to  addt  to  the  diversions  they  already  enjoyed,  a  course  of  instruction 
l)y  means  of  lectures.  For  this  purpose  a  room  was  prepared  with  a 
stage,  seats,  and  other  fixtures  for  a  lecture- room,  and  a  l>eginning 
was  made  toward  a  coUection  of  apparatus  and  illustrations.  On  two 
evenings  of  every  week  an  audience  of  about  one  hundred  patients 
assembled t  listening  with  marked  propriety  to  the  different  sultjects 
brought  to  their  notice. 

Not  only  the  selection  of  attendants  had  received  attention,  but 
their  regular  instruction  was  now  proposed  upon  the  nature  of  their 
duties — ^embracing  some  general  views  of  the  nature  of  insanity — the 
principles  which  should  regulate  their  intercourse  with  patients 
and  each  other — the  proi>er  mode  of  proceeding  in  difficult  cases, 
and  such  other  matters  as  would  be  likely  to  give  them  a  just  sense  of 
the  importance  and  responsibility  of  their  calling. 
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During  the  first  five  years  succeeding  the  opening  of  this  depart- 
ment, the  annual  admissions  bad  increased  from  S$  to  177;  and  the 
whole  number  tTcated  in  one  year  from  176  to  328.  While  the 
recoveries  during  the  last  twelve  years^  previous  to  the  removal  of  the 
insane  from  the  city,  had  been  three  hundred,  the  number  of  recover- 
ies, during  the  five  years  succeeding  the  removal,  was  three  hundred 
and  thirteen.  These  results  were  regarded  as  extremely  gratifying, 
as  showing  an  increasing  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  institution, 
the  results  every  year  confirming  the  wisdom  of  the  change  that  had 
been  made,  A  glance  at  the  financial  results  for  the  same  pcriud 
show^  that  this  part  of  the  administration  had  prospered  as  well  as 
its  departments  for  the  sick  and  injured. 

The  expenditures  from  1841  to  1845  ^^'^^^  $128,908,09,  and  thi- 
receipts  during  the  same  period  were  $105,752.89. 

The  amount  expended  on  free  patients  during  the  first  period  of 
five  years  after  1S41,  was  528,621.06.  The  amount  expended  during 
the  same  period  by  the  Hospital  in  the  city  on  free  patients  was  at 
least  $55,000 — the  total  amount  expended  on  the  indigent  patients 
in  the  two  departments  was  $83,621.06. 

On  May  ii^  1846^  a  Committee  on  Additional  Buildings, 
appointed  to  take  in  consideration  a  communication  from  Dr.  Kirk- 
bride,  reported  ; 

That  they  ap|trove  of  the  [*Ians  recently  laid  before  the  Board  by  Dr,  Kirkbrlde 
and  runsidt-r  his  reasoning,  as  to  tht  importance  of  this  addition  to  the  Insaiit- 
Institutioii  as  a  proper  aiipuintment  of  wards  among  the  difTtrent  t  lasses  of  iu 
lumateSj  as  conclusive. 

The  North  wing,  devoted  to  men,  was  so  overcrowdtd  in  1546, 
that  the  Managers  authorized  additions  to  be  made  on  the  north  and 
south  sides  of  the  north,  or  men'Si  lodge,  as  being  the  most  convenient 
position  for  the  fiiirpose.  This  additional  accommodation  was  com- 
pleted and  occupied  in  1847*  It  united  the  North  lodge  w^ith  the 
main  hospital  structure* 

Occasional  requests  had  been  made  for  separate  and  private 
accommodation  for  a  single  patient,  somewhat  detached  from  tlie 
main  edifice.  The  proposition  was  approved  by  the  Managers  and 
an  enlightened  and  liberal  gentleman,  from  another  State,  particijjaling 
in  some  of  these  views  and  anxious  that  a  friend  might  have  the 
benefit  of  such  a  residence  during  the  existence  of  her  mental  disorder^ 
contributed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  towards  the  construction 
of  such  a  siruclure-  This  liberal  act  led  to  the  constniciion  of  a 
cottage,  which  for  many  years  was  devoted  to  the  use  of  one,  or  two 
patients. 
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The  crowitod  stale  of  the  wards  for  women,  a  steady  increase  in 
the  demands  for  admission,  the  want  of  proper  means  of  classification, 
and  the  great  convenience  which  had  followed  the  additions  made  to 
the  men's  lodge,  led  the  Managers  to  authorize  the  construction  of 
two  wards,  one  south  and  one  north  of  the  vvomen^s  lodge,  to  conform 
in  all  respects  to  the  plan  that  had  been  carried  ont  at  the  north  end 
of  the  men *s  wards.  This  addition  was  occupied  in  the  year  1849, 
and  with  the  other  parts  of  the  Department,  furnished  accommodation 
in  the  aggregate  for  two  hundred  and  twenty  patients,  and  this  was 
looked  upon  at  the  time  as  the  completion  of  the  whole  plan. 

This  formative  period  of  the  Department  is  notable  also  for  the 
erection  of  a  museum  building  and  reading-room,  the  gift  of  inter- 
ested friends.     This  building  became  the  re[JOsitory  of  specimens  of 
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natural  history,  minerals,  shells,  etc. ,  and  was  also  intended  as  a  reading- 
room  and  jjlace  for  retirement.  Other  suggestions  for  adding  to 
the  contentment  and  mental  occupation  were  put  in  practical  opera* 
tion.  Reading  and  sewing  classes  were  formed  and  persons  emjdoyed 
to  lead  them.  Books,  to  the  number  of  eleven  hundred  volumes,  had 
been  collected  and  placed  on  shelves  accessible  to  patients.  All  of 
these  means  were  properly  regarded  as  progressive  steps  in  the  treat-  HuHpitai 
ment  of  the  insane.  ComplHts 

At  the  close  of  the  year  185 1,  the  Pine  Street  Hospital  had  com-  ^^^^^j^jj^^  ,,f 
pleted  its  first  century  of  charitable  work,  and  the  department  for  the  thiiHtiiblc 
insane  the  first  decennial  period  of  its   history.     The   Managers  were   Work, 
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now  able  to  congratulate  themselves  upon  the  successful  completion 
of  their  original  plans,  the  organization  and  successful  admin- 
istration of  this  Department,  its  gratifying  results,  and  the  public  con- 
fidence it  enjoyed.  It  was  already  making  its  iufltience  felt  in  behalf 
of  the  interests  of  the  insane  throughout  the  State  and  from  beyond 
the  borders  of  the  Commonwealth  came  frequent  visitors  and  officials 
anxious  to  study  its  operations.  Principles  of  medical  treatment  and 
administration,  which  had  been  adopted  after  being  tried  and  found  to 
be  excellent,  were  returning  good  fruit.  Of  the  Managers  who  were 
connected  with  the  Pine  Street  Hospital  in  1836,  wMien  the  corner- 
stone  of  the  new  Department  was  laid,  but  a  single  one  was  still  con- 
nected with  the  institution.  Even  of  all  the  members  of  the  board. 
which  acted  at  the  organisation  of  the  Department,  there  were  but  two 
remaining  in  connection  therewith  at  the  expiration  of  ten  years. 
Amid  all  the  changes  in  the  Roard  of  Managers,  however,  there  had 
been  no  change  in  the  excellent  principles  and  purposes  that  were 
sought  to  be  established,  nor  in  the  hearty  interest  felt  by  its  members, 
nor  in  the  enlightened  spirit  with  which  every  suggestion  had  been 
met  and  carried  out. 

It  was  a  fitting  period  to  survey  and  note  the  good  w^ork  of  a 
hundred  years.  The  founding  of  the  Hospital  was  suitably  commem- 
orated by  a  centennial  address  delivered  by  Dr.  George  B.  Wood, 
June  10,  1851.  In  this  address  there  was  presented  a  history  of  the 
Hospital  to  this  date,  with  an  allusion  to  the  events  leading  to  the 
creation  of  a  separate  department  for  the  insane.  As  an  extract  has 
already  been  taken  from  the  notes  of  a  traveller  and  inserted  in  a 
previous  page  of  this  historical  account,  of  what  he  observed  of  the 
Slate  of  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  in  17S7  on  the  occasion  of  a  visit 
in  company  w^ith  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush,  so  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  quote 
from  the  address  of  Dn  Wood  his  impressions  derived  from  a  visit  to 
the  new  Department  sixty- four  years  later 

A  visit  to  llie  Department  for  tht*  insane  wiU  amply  repay  any  one  who  either 
loves  the  IjtiiulieH  of  natiireur  the  stiH  j^reater  beauties  of  bencHccrice  in  orderly, 
ellicieiil,  i\nd  exteni*JVf  action.  Around  the  house  are  jileasiire  grounds,  of  more 
than  forty  acres  in  extent,  of  fineK'  diversified  surface,  adorned  with  grass,  shrub- 
bi^ry  and  trees  with  a  small  wood  encUji^ed,  and  frotn  various  points  commanding 
a^reeahle  views.  Xeal^  isolated  huthhngn  are  seen  hire  and  there,  intended  for 
the  aniusement  or  employment  of  the  inmates  or  for  other  pnr|x»?^es  connectetl 
with  their  well-being.  In  the  midst  arises  a  noble  edifice,  imposing  by  its  inagni- 
tude,  striking  by  its  architectural  character,  arrangetl  internally  with  evrry 
attention  to  healthfuhK*ss  and  comfort,  where  everything  is  exquisitely  clean, 
everythmg  in  order,  antl  a  refreshing  atmosphere  of  kintlliness,  cheerfulness  and 
all  the  gentler  virtues  seem  to  breathe  peacefully  through  hull,  salcHin.  and 
chamber.  Sraltered  about  the  ground,  in  the  dillerent  apartments  of  the  main 
huildjng,  ttr  in  the  out  houses,  you  encounter  persons  walking,  conversing;,  read- 
ing or  varicnisly  occupietl,  neatly  ;iin<l  oiten  handsomely  drtssetl,  to  whom  as  ymn 
pfLss  you  receive  an  inirotkictitm  as  in  ordinary  social  life;  and  you  find  yoursell 
not  unfrequently  quite  at  a  luss  ly  determsnc   whether  the  persons   met  with  nit- 
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reallyltit'  insane,  or  wIrUht  thty  m.\v  Ti(»t  be  visitors  (ir  ollicials  in  ihe  estalilislii' 
mt^nt.  From  this  scene  of  convfort»  f*f  ameiicliiiK  healthy  of  cheerful  ht»pefiilties**. 
your  niiridf^  wander  back  to  the  days  of  cells,  prisnns,  chains  and  the  lash  ;  whvn 
the  eye  wasfifTended  with  raj^s  and  filth,  the  ear  ivitinuled  hy  yells,  screams  and 
imprecntions,  and  iht-  heart  pained  hy  the  iniaK^^^'f  de^spair  unuind  it  ;  and  yon 
thamk  Heaven  th;it  yon  have  been  permitted  In  live  in  the*ie  limes  :  you  hless  the 
hearts,  the  heads  and  the  hands  which  siijit^ested^  conceivetl  antl  executed  atl 
this  Rhirinus  work  of  beneficence  ;  and  yrm  feel  ynur  own  hearts  swelling  with  a 
ctmsciousness  of  the  increased  elevation  and  di^nit>'  of  human  nature  itindf. 
Surely  no  outlay  of  money  is  to  be  regretteil  which  has  led  to  such  re  suits. 


Evidence  of  the  interest  felt  by  friends  in  promoting  thecoinlbrt 
of  patients,  and  in  supplementing  the  means  designed  for  the  enter- 
tainment and  moral  treatment  of  patients,  appear  in  all  the  yearly 
reports.  Acknowledgments  were  regularly  made  to  numerotis  persons 
for  thoughtful  gifts,  concerts,  lectures,  readings,  etc.,  which  could 
not  have  been  provided  from  its  own  resources.  They  had  a  secondary 
effect  of  exciting  in  the  minds  of  many  persons  a  sympathetic  and 
intelligent  interest. 

There  was  no  abatement  of  improvements  and  minor  additions 
as  the  means  permitied.  New  walks  and  roads  were  planned  and 
made  ;  summer-houses  were  located  and  erected  to  afford  rest  and 
shelter,  as  well  as  permit  of  views  beyond  the  grojinds.  The 
extension  of  the  city  gas  mains  led  to  the  inlroduction  of  gas  as  a 
substitute  for  oil  lamps  in  1852  ;  and  in  1854,  the  steam-heating  plant 
was  so  extended  that  this  method  of  warming  buildings,  then  but 
seldom  resorted  to^  became  a  substitute  for  the  hot-air  furnaces. 
These  important  changes  tended  to  add  much  to  the  safety  of  the 
buildings  from  fire  and  materially  increased  the  comfort  of  the  patients. 

The  range  of  lectures,  \vilh  lantern  slides,  held  three  times 
weekly,  was  extended  and  Sunday  was  observed  by  a  suspension  of 
unnecessary  labor  and  the  assembly  of  patients  to  attend  some 
religious  exercises  deemed  appropriate  to  the  day  and  place. 

Notwithstanding  the  addition  to  the  original  plan  that  had  been 
made  by  the  erection  of  four  wards — two  for  men  and  two  for 
women^ — the  added  accommodation  was  fully  occupied  during  1851. 
For  several  months  of  this  year  the  wards  were  inconveniently 
crowded.  During  the  year  1852  the  daily  average  number  under 
treatment  was  224*  The  relief  which  had  been  expected  to  be 
afforded  from  the  opening  of  the  new  State  Asylum  at  Harrisbiirg, 
during  this  year,  was  not  realized.  In  1853,  the  daily  average  was  229, 
and  applications  for  admission,  10  the  number  of  fifty,  w^ere  declined. 

In  his  report  for  1855*  Dr.  Kirkbride  wrote  as  follows: 

All  our  experience  goes  to  show  that  any  material  extcnsiim  of  the  huildiuK^ 
of  the  present  Hospital  is  undesirable  ;  l»ut  nt  lliis  time^  I  deem  it  important  for 
the  hest  interests  of  the  iiffljcted,  thai  the  increased  accommod.^ttons  that  are 
required   for  the  insane  should  hv  provided  under  the  auspices  of  that  m>lile 
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charily,  which ^  more  than  a  century  ago,  h*:gaii  the  great  work  in  Amrrica,  and 
which  has  ever  since  conduct e<J  its  important  trust  in  a  manner  to  command  the 
confidence  of  the  entire  coinuiunily. 

The  plan  for  effect m^  this  object  which  has  long  iiince  been  sujcgesled  to  my 
own  mind^  and  which  I  now  desire  to  ph^ce  on  record,  for  the  considenition  of 
others^  is»  that  a  new  hospital,  replete  with  every  modern  discovery »  and  all  the 
improvements  augji^ested  by  a  large  experience,  and  cajxilile  of  accommodating 
tuo  hundred  male  patients,  shoukl  he  erectetl  on  the  seventy  acres  of  land  now 
comprising  the  farm  of  this  institutinu,  and  directly  west  of  the  present  inclosed 
pleasure  grounds;  while  the  present  buildings,  with  everything  included  within 
our  external  wall,  should  be  given  up  for  thr  »  xrltistve  use  of  a  similar  number 
of  femjiles. 

It  was  urged  that  no  special  advantage  existed  in  the  association 
of  the  sexes  in  the  same  building,  but  that  there  were  many  actual 
disadvantages.  The  separation  would  give  to  each  sex  enlarged 
liberty,  freedom  of  movement  with  greater  privacy,  while  the  grounds 
furnished  an  unexceptional  site  for  the  new  structure.  For  several 
years  the  wards  had  been  crowded  and  applications  had  been  declined. 
There  was  not  in  the  city  or  State  sufficient  provision  for  the  number 
of  insane  then  out  of  hospitals^  without  taking  into  consideration 
the  exi>ected  rer|iiirements  incident  to  the  annual  increase  of  popu- 
lation. It  had  been  the  broad  and  liberal  policy  of  the  Managers 
not  only  to  conduct  a  hospital  for  the  sick  and  injured,  but  to 
receive  for  care  and  treatment  the  insane  at  a  time  when  no  other 
provision  was  made  for  them  by  the  city  or  State.  On  account  of 
the  limited  facilities  of  the  parent  institution,  a  separate  department 
had  been  created  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city,  and  now  (1854)  at 
another  period  of  its  history,  it  was  again  confronted  with  the 
embarrassments  of  over-crowded  wards  and  the  necessity  of  turning 
from  its  doors  many  worthy  persons  for  whom  admission  was  sought. 
It  was  not  probable  that  any  other  organization  or  institution  would 
come  forward  to  undertake  to  supply  their  needs. 

It  is  truly  a  scheme  of  benevolence,  which  interferes  with  no  existing  charity. 
It  provides  for  a  form  of  human  su^ferinj;,  which  can  in  no  other  mode  be  properly' 
treated.  It  is  looked  to  for  relief  by  every  class  and  calHnjf  when  mental 
disease  occurs. 

The  plan  of  putlinK^  u|i  an  entirely  new  IniildinK*  and  tht-n  separattii}^  the 
5C3ces,  received  at  once  the  iipprohation  of  the  ManaKcrs  and  subsequently  of  the 
large  body  of  Contributors  who  attended  theJr  annual  meeting  a  few  months 
after  (1853)  and  undt-r  whosf  authority  a  committee  was  appointed  to  aid  in 
procuring;  the  necessary  subscriptions.  An  appeal  to  the  public,  ur^ng  thr 
imporlanre  of  the  new  hospital  buildin}ij»  and  soliciting  aid  to  secure  its  early 
accumpliiihmcnt,  was  soon  after  issued,  and  liberal  subscriptioiis  from  many  of 
our  best  and  most  charitable  citizens  were  promptly  received.  AUhouj^fh  circum- 
stances prevented  any  general  call  t>eing  made  at  that  lime,  there  was  evcrj^  indi- 
cation that  the  object  would  be  liberally  resptxnded  to,  and  that  the  community 
fully  sympathizt.fl  with  tite  movement. 
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The  amount  of  money  required  to  complete  the  new  wards  was 
estimated  at  ^250,000,  and  it  was  resolved  to  commence  the  building 
as  soon  as  3^150,000  were  subscribed. 

Although  but  a  comparatively  small  number  of  citizens  had  been   LibLral 

called  uijon  during  the  year,  it  is  gratifving  to  be  able  to  state  that  at   Subscnpnons

the  end  of  the  year  1854,  the  sum  of  gi 57,000  had   been    subscribed   ^^^  uujidinj^ 

by  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  individuals — ^a  fact  that  was  considered 

most  honorable  to  the  community  and  encouraging  to  the   Managers 

and  to  all  concerned. 

The  printed  ^*  Appea!  to  the  Citizens  of  Pennsylvania  for  Means 
to  Provide  Additional  Accommodations  for  the  Insane,"  may  be 
found  as  an  Appendix  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Hospital  for  the 
Insane  for  1S55.

Whekeas,  it  is  important  tlvat  preliminury  arranRenients  sh^mlJ  be  made, 
to  enable  the  work  to  be  commenced  wlien  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand doUars  has  t>een  subscribed. 

Therefore,  I^esffh'fdf  that  a  Building  Comniittee  of  Five  members  be  now 
appointed,  whose  duty  it  shaVI  be  to  superintend  the  construction  of  the  Building 
and  adopt  such  measures  as  may  be  requisite  to  have  tlie  work  faithfully 
executed. 

Whereupon,  the  following  Committee  was  appointed,  viz.  : 
James  R,  Greaves,  Sanittel  Welsh,  John  M.  Whitall,  Alexander  J. 
Derbyshire  and  Wm.  Biddle.  It  was  further  **  Resolmd^  that  Dr. 
Kirkbride  be  requested  to  co-operate  with  the  Committee/' 

On  motion,  ^*  the  President,  Mordecai  L.  Dawson  was  added  to 
the  Committee/' 

It  was  also  further  "^^  Resolved^  that  the  Committee  above  named 
have  no  authority  to  enter  :nto  any  contracts  until  the  sum  of  one 
hondrcdand  fifty  thousand  dollars  has  been  subscribed. 

Samuel  Sloan  was  elected  as  Architect,  and  John  Sunderland  as 
Superintendent  of  Construction. 

The  first  foundation  stone  was  set  in  position  July  7th,  by 
Dr.  Joseph  J,  Kirkbride,  and  the  corner-stone  was  laid  October  ist, 
by  Richard  Vaux,  Mayor  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  presence  of  a  large 
number  of  ladies  and  gentlemen,  when  addresses  were  delivered  by 
George  B.  Wood,  M.  D.,  and  others. 
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The  following  articles  were  placed  in  a  glass  jar  with  ground  glass 
stopper,  which  was  deposited  in  the  cavity  of  the  granite  block,  of 
which  I  he  rurncr-stone  is  made.  The  opening  in  the  stone  is  covered 
by  a  piece  of  marble  carefully  cemented,  and  on  this  a  heavy  piece  of 
granite  is  laid.  The  corner-stone  is  placed  in  the  southeast  corner 
of  the  centre  building  and  about  four  feet  below  the  surface.

The  undersigned,  comprising  the  Building  Committee  ot  "the  r>epi^rtment 
for  Males,  "  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  their  final  report : 

The  Committee  organized  on  the  evening  of  their  a(>pointmcnt,  and  at  once 
entered  on  the  preliminary  arrangements  for  an  early  and  vigorous  prosecutit>n 
of  the  work,  which  from  its  commencement  to  its  completion,  has  been  urged  on 
as  rapidly  as  tlie  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  and  a  just  regaril  to 
economy t  would  permit. 

The  first  stone  of  the  **  New  Building  for  Males  '*  was  laid  on  the  7th  of  July, 
1856,  and  it  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  Patients  on  the  27th  of  October,  1859. 
It  is  situated  in  full  view  and  on  the  western  side  of  the  building  previously  (n 
use,  at  ft  distance  in  a  right  line  of  648  yards,  and  in  the  midst  of  fifty  acres  of 
pleasure  grounds  and  gardens^  the  whole  of  which  are  surrounded  by  a  substan- 
tia) stone  wall,  covered  with  flagging,  and  of  an  average  height  of  ten  and  a  half 
feet.  The  gate  of  etJtrance  is  on  Fimy-ninth  Street  (an  avenue  intended  to  be 
100  feet  widet,  between  Market  and  Haverford  Streets,  and  by  each  of  which,  by 
means  of  horse-railroads,  easy  access  lu  Forty-ninth  Street  may  be  had  at  nil 
seasons. 
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Notwithstanding  the  financial  depression  of  1857-58,  the  work

of  building  was  prosecuted  with  so  little  interruption,  ihat  it  was   for  Malt 
sufficiently  Completed   to  receive   patients  on   the  27th  of  October,   opt-ned. 

The  amount  of  money  paid  on  account  of  the  new  building  was  Cost  of 
$322,542.86,  and  further  liabilities  had  been  incurred  10  the  amount   Buiidiuj^ 
of  §30,000.     This  total  sum  included,  in  addition  to  the  erection  of  ["''^ 
the  building,  the  expenditures  for  the  boundary  wall,  carriage-house,

valuable  aid  in  providing  funds  for  furniture.

dollars  (;J 24,000)  yet  lo  be  provided,  in  addition  to  which  we  shall 
be  dependent  on  the  liberality  of  our  friends  for  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  ($25,000)  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  repairs  and  improvements  at 
the  department  for  females/' 

The  Department  for  Men  was  organized  by  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  S,  Preston  Jones,  as  assistant  physician,  the  Physician-in- 
Chief  having  the  general  supervision  and  direction  of  both  depart- 
ments. 

The  day  on  which  the  first  male  patients  were  transferred 
(October  27,  1859),  was  observed  by  appropriate  ceremonies,  and 
in  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  the  contributors  to  the  Hospital 
and  others  interested  in  its  welfare  and  progress. 

The  wards  at  the  Department  for  Women,  which  had  been  in 
constant  use  for  a  period  of  twenty  years,  had  deteriorated  from  much 
use.  The  removal  of  male  patients  from  the  north  wing  furnished 
the  opportunity  to  make  needed  repairs  and  improvements.  Although 
the  financial  condition  of  the  department  would  hardly  admit  the 
outlay,  the  sum  of  J 25, 000  was  considered  necessary,  and  was 
expended  to  restore  the  wards  and  furniture  to  their  best  slate, 

I'he  enlargement^  completion,  and  occupation  of  a  new  depart- 
ment building  for  men  fittingly  marks  the  close  of  the  second  decen- 
nial period  of  the  Department  for  the  Insane.  The  simple  record  of 
the  work  accomplished,  but  faintly  represents  the  labor,  the  anxiety, 
the  attention  to  details,  and  the  time  expended  by  the  Managers  and 
Building  Committee,  the  Collecting  Committee,  and  the  Physician- 
in -Chief  in  reaching  the  result.  The  contribution  of  the  large  sum 
necessary  was  a  manifestation  of  ptil>ltc  sympathy  in  the  under- 
taking and  the  practical  benevolence  of  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia. 
During  the  twenty  years  during  which  the  Department  for  the  Insane 
had  been  in  operation  as  a  separate  institution,  the  whole  number 
admitted  was  3571  imtients,  of  w^hich  number  1754  were  discharged 
cured,  807  in  various  stages  of  improvement,  and  274  remained 
under  care.  The  sum  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  this  depart- 
ment, no  part  of  which  was  a  tax  upon  its  capital,  for  the  year  i860, 
was  (184,144.16,  an  average  weekly  cost  of  {5.47  for  each  patient. 
At  this  moderate  weekly  charge  there  was  open  to  any  citizen  who 
might  be  compelled  to  seek  a  retreat  or  hospital  in  a  time  of  affliction 
and  sickness,  one  of  the  best  appointed  institutions  in  this  or  any 
other  country. 

It  was  observed  as  a  part  of  the  medical  experience  of  this 
period  by  Dr.  Kirkbride  that  *'a  very  large  proportion  of  all  the 
cases  received,  when  carefully  examined,  gave  evidence  of  impaired 
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general  health  and  ihal  a  majority  retjaire  a  tonic  and  invigorating 
rather  than  a  depletory  course  of  treatment/'  "Of  all  the  cases  that 
have  been  treated,  no  one*  after  entering  the  institution,  has  seemed 
to  require  or  had  general  bleeding  performed*  nor  has  a,  head  been 
shaved,  while  cold  and  shower  baths  have  been  almost  entirely 
abandoned."  **  Reference  may  also  be  made  to  the  great  advance 
made  in  other  details  of  what  has  been  called  the  moral  means  of 
treatment.  Mention  may  be  made  of  the  improved  character  of 
rooms  and  furniture,  the  murh  higher  ratio  of  attendants  to  patients, 
the  regular  courses  of  reading,  lecuiresj  or  entertainments,  held  during 
[he  evenings  of  nine  months  nf  the  year.  All  these  latter^  with  good 
musical  instruments,  ward  libraries,  various  facilities  for  riding  inside 
the  inclcsure,  and  a  large  number  <jf  additional  means  for  occupation 
and  amusement,  were  formerly  almost  entirely  unknown.^*

**  Other  changes  have  been  gradually  occurring  within  ihe  last 
twenty  years,  not  less  worthy  of  note,  the  importance  of  which,  as 
regards  the  welfare  of  the  insane  generally,  can  hardly  be  over- 
estimated. Public  sentiment  has  unquestionably  been  much  enlight- 
ened, the  errors  and  prejudices  of  a  past  day  have  been  passing  away, 
and  insanity  is  gradually  coming  to  be  regarded  in  the  same  category 
as  other  diseases^ — one  to  which  every  person  having  a  brain  is  liable^ 
but  often y  as  other  diseases,  amenable  to  treatment  and  cure.**     The 
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improved  system  here  and  elsewhere  meant  the  substitution  of  intelli- 
gent medical  treatment  and  management  for  simple  custody ;  nurses 

and  attendants  for  keepers  ;  that  comfortable  rooms  and  wards,  open 
to  inspection  and  visitation,  should  take  the  place  of  cells  and  strong 
rooms  in  secluded  places ;  and,  that  the  law  of  love  and  human  sym- 
pathy should  be  supreme  in  dealing  with  this  affliction. 

Every  yearns  experience  and  observation  seemed  toeraphasi2ethe 
importance  of  additional  means  for  the  physical  and  mental  improve- 
ment, or  the  occupation  and  diversion  of  patients.  Dry  walks  were 
extended  during  1862,  and  1863,  in  order  that  regular  and  systematic 
use  of  the  muscles  in  the  open  air  might  be  encouraged.  Out-door 
recreation  was  insisted  upon  because  of  the  acknowledged  advantage 
of  securing  fresh  air  and  sunshine,  and  because  it  can  be  more  regu- 
larly carried  out  than  labor  or  games  of  any  kind.  During  these  years, 
light  gymnastic  exercises,  as  recommended  by  Dn  Dio  Lewis  wene 
introduced.  They  were  considered  to  be  the  true  system  of  securing 
a  proper  development  of  the  muscular  system.  For  many  ladies  whu 
have  suflercd  from  the  want  of  proper  muscular  exercise  in  the  open 
air,  light  gymnastics  proved  valuable  aids  to  the  restoration  of  health, 
and  they  possess  the  advantage  of  adding  another  means  for  breaking 
the  monotony  of  the  long  evenings  of  winter.  Two  evenings  of 
each  week  were  set  apart  for  gymnastic  exercises  and,  during  the  year 
1864,  Dr.  Kirkbride  was  enabled  lo  announce  that  every  evening  of 
the  week  was  occupied  in  some  manner  that  contributed  to  the  enter- 
tainment or  benefit  of  the  patients. 

The  successful  institution  of  light  gymnastics  and  ihe  good 
results  that  seemed  to  follow  this  system  of  mild  and  regular  exercise 
suggested  the  erection  of  a  hall  or  room  affording  sufficient  room  for 
the  class.  Again  was  the  Hospital  the  recipient  of  a  donation, 
this  time  from  Mr.  Samuel  Welsh,  amounting  to  13,000,  which  was 
increased  by  others,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  gymnastic  hall  and 
assembly-room.  The  hall  was  completed  and  furnished  in  1864  and 
has  proved  to  the  present  day  an  important  and  useful  building  foe 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  originally  intended. 

The  apartments  at  the  department  for  women »  made  vacant 
by  the  removal  of  male  patients,  were  so  far  occupied  by  the  admission 
of  women  that  the  limit  was  reached  in  1S67.  The  number  of  male 
patients  in  this  Deixirtment,  in  1859,  was  132.  In  1867.  the 
number  of  female  jmtients  had  increased  lo  172.  Fortunately, 
about  this  time,  a  highly  esteemed  citizen  of  Philadelphia, 
Joseph  Fisher,  Esq.,  in  the  disposition  of  his  estate,  furnished  the 
Managers  with   all   the  funds  necessary  for  an   enlargement   of  the 
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from  some  unexpected  quarter,  so  now  at  atiolher  period  of  eml>iir* 
rassment,  when  all  beds  were  occupied,  and  it  seemed  probable  that 
new  patients  would  be  refused  except  as  vacancies  occurred,  means 
had  been  providentially  furnished  to  nriake  a  valuable  addition  for 
increased  ward  accommodation. 

The  year  iH-jo  marked   the   close  of  the    thirtieth   year  of  the 
operations  of  this  department.     The  ten  years   preceding   had    been 
marked  by  the  erection  of  a  gymnastic  hall  ]  the  South  Fisher  Wards  forVrisane 
from  a  berpiest  of  Joseph  Fisher  ;  and  various   imiirovements  which 
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were  rendered  possible  by  a  gift  of  $10,000  from  S.  Morris  Walr 
That  the  Department  continued  to  be  appreciated  by  ihe  community 
and  was  fulfilling  its  purposes  is  shown  by  the  <>tatistics  of  the  year 
1870,  during  which  two  hundred  and  sixty-one  patients  were  admitted, 
a  total  of  five  hundred  and  seventy-four  treated,  and  at  the  close  of 
the  year  there  remained  one  hundred  and  sixty -nine  males,  and  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  females.  The  total  receipts  were  $145,829.73, 
and  the  amount  expended  for  maintenance  was  5148,165.51.  The 
average  weekly  cost  of  sypjiori  of  each  |>aiient  was  $$.26, 
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Erectioti  of  During  the  year  1872,  a  further  enlargement  for  thirty  additional 

North  Fisher  female  patients  seemed  necessary  and  to  render  the  department  for 
Ward  for  women  equal  in  capacity  to  that  for  men.  This  addition  was  com- 
menced in  1872,  and  completed  in  1S73.  The  cost  was  defrayed 
in  great  part  from  the  remainder  i>f  the  legacy  left  by  Joseph  Fisher, 
and  it  amounted  to  :S43»299. 12.  The  additions  last  made  have  been 
styled  the  Joseph  Fisher  Wards,  North,  to  distinguish  them  from 
similar  wards  erected  at  the  South  end  of  the  South  wing»  from  a 
portion  of  the  same  benefaction. 

During  1S78,  the  Department  having  come  into  possession  of  a 
statue  of  Benjamin  Franklin »  six   and   ahalf  feet  in   height,   it   was 
Fratikliii  at   placed  ou  a  |>edestal  in  a  prominent  position  in   the  grounds  of  the 
ncpanrnt^iii  ciepartment  for  women.     It  would  seem  only  right  that  honor  should 
thus  be  paid  to  the  memory  of  Franklin,  who  was  secretary  and  president 
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successively  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  was  ever  active  in  promoting 
the  objects  of  its  establishment,  and  was  the  author  of  many  of  its 
official  docmnents,  and  especially  of  its  appeals  for  legislative  action 
or  public  benevolence. 

The  constructive  period  of  the  material,  or  structural,  portion  of  0>m|>icLioi» 
this  Department  may  be  said  to  have  extended  from  the  opening  in   '*'  ^' '*''>' 
1841  to  1880,      During    the  latter  year,   the  Mary  Shields  Wards,    *,-  \.  V 
commenced  in  1879,  were  completed.     This  addition   is   connected    pcmalos. 
with  the  South  wing  of  the  department  for  women  and  can  accom- 
modate thirty  patients  and  attendants.     It  was  intended  to  correspond 
in  its  location  and  arrangement  with  the  North  Fisher  Wards,  erected 
in  1873.     When  this  building  was  projected   the  hope  was  expressed 
that,  before  its  completion, 

Some  one  would  be  found  whose  ^fiivroti**  benefactions  to  this  DLijarlnient 
woyUl  makt;  it  n>jht  that  the  name  of  ihf  dunor  wuuK1  tnar  be  IitrkI  in  ^niteful 
rfinenibrance  by  bdnjj  j^iven  to  this  new  struct u re.  This  bopt  was  fully  justified 
by  the  reception  of  a  ti(jl>Ie  legacy  from  Mary  Shields,  which  seemed  to  Avarrant 
the  permanent  connection  of  her  name  with  the  new  wards,  which  were  fur  the 
special  benefit  of  her  own  sex. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  tn  all  the  future  the  Mary  Shields  Wards  will 
yield  a  return  far  beyond  any  anticipation  of  the  jjenerous  donor,  and  be  a  lasting 
encouraj^ement  to  others  vvhttse  lienevoknt  impulses  may  imdine  them  to  actions 
of  a  similar  character. 


The  cost  of  erection  and  furnishing  the  new   wards  was  S25»8o6. 

During  the  years  intervening,  between  1870  and  18801  this 
Department  reached  the  highest  number  of  inmates  during  the  forty 
years  of  its  history*  The  number  of  admissions  averaged  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-nine  annually.  The  State  Hospital  at  Norristown. 
which  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  during  the  closing  years  of 
this  decade,  afforded  needed  relief  to  many  worthy  persons  and  served 
to  relieve  the  Hospital  from  a  pressure  for  admissions  which  it  was 
unable  to  meet.  These  ten  years  were  remarkable  for  the  degree  of 
prosf>erity  it  enjoyed,  and  the  enlargement  of  its  work.  In  addition 
to  the  wards  just  referred  to  above,  five  ornamental  summer  houses 
and  two  green  houses  were  built.  Extensive  municipal  improvements 
on  Market  and  Haverford  Streets  were  com[ileted  at  a  cost  of  many 
thousands  of  dollars,  involving  also  re-arrangement,  re-building, 
and  additions  to  the  boundary  walls  j  internal  modifications  and 
renewals  were  made,  and  the  whole  property  imjiroved*  This  [jeriod 
was  memorable  in  the  history  of  the  Department  for  the  noble  benefac- 
tions it  received  from  persons  who  by  their  practical  sympathy  with 
its  work,  and  confidence  in  its  management,  enabled  the  institution 
to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  its  usefidness.     It  was  memorable  also  in  the 
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The  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Physician- in -Chief  and  Superin- 
tendent was  filled  by  the  eleclion  of  Dr.  John  B.  Chapin,  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  State  Hospital  at  Willard,  New  York,  who 
commenced  his  service  September  i,  1884.  There  was  much  doubt 
in  the  minds  of  the  Managers  as  to  whether  the  interests  of  the 
Hospitals  would  be  best  served  by  dividing  the  departments  into  two 
distinct  and  separate  administrations  with  independent  chiefs  and  staffs 
of  officers,  or  whether  one  general  scientific  and  administrative  head 
would  not  produce  greater  work  and  economy  with  enlarged  fields  of 
usefulness*  The  opinions  of  the  most  eminent  alienists  were  carefully 
sought  and  considered;  many  institutions  visited  by  special  com- 
mittees of  the  Board,  after  which  the  conclusion  was  reached  that  the 
continuance  of  the  separate  departments  under  one  head  gave  reason- 
able promise  of  continued  usefulness- 

For  several  years  following  1876  there  had  been  observed  to  be 
a  gradual  decline  in  the  number  of  patients  admitted,  and  the  whole 
number  annually  treated,  although  the  daily  average  did  not  materially 
change.  This  ex[)erience  did  not  arise  from  any  decrease  in  the 
number  of  persons  becoming  insane*  but  the  opening  of  new  hospitals 
created  by  the  State,  at  Norristown  and  Warren ,  and  the  additions 
made  to  the  Western  Pennsylvania  and  Danville  Hospitals,  doubtless 
furnished  accommodatiuns  for  many  fjaiients  who  otherwise  woold 
have  been  brought  to  the  Pennsylvania  HospilaL  At  the  o])en- 
ing  of  the  Department  for  the  Insane,  in  1841,  the  hospital  accom- 
modation in  this  Slate  consisted  of  that  furnished  by  this  Hospital 
and  the  Friends'  Asylum,  amounting  to  about  275  l>eds.  At 
the  present  time  the  other  hospitals  of  Pennsylvania  accommodate 
altogether  over  7000  patients.  The  rapid  accession  to  the  whole 
hospital  population  was  largely  due  to  the  State  policy  during  recent 
years,  which  encouraged  the  transfer  of  the  insane  [)oor  from  alms- 
houses to  State  care  in  Stale  hospitals. 

In  all  movements  for  promoting  the  better  care  of  the  insane  in 
the  Commonwealth,  the  Contributors,  the  Managers  and  officers  of 
this  Hospital  have  been  deeply  interested.  They  have  by  personal 
service  ;  by  encouraging  a  sentiment  favorable  to  the  recognition 
of  the  claims  of  the  insane;  by  seeking  to  educate  the  public 
mind  through  the  medium  of  annual  reports ;  and  by  the  exhi- 
bition of  the  results  to  be  obtained  from  the  liberal  administration  of 
a  well-conducted  hospital,  which  has  been  a  constant  object-lesson, 
contributed  largely  to  bringing  about  a  belter  stale  of  public  sentiment 
on  (he  subject  of  Hospitals  for  Insane. 
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On  the  first  of  November,  1885,  ^^^  Managers  extended  the 
operations  of  the  out-patient  department  of  the  Pine  Street  Hospital 
so  as  to  provide  a  dispensary  service  for  the  gratuitous  treatment  of 
persons  suffering  with  incipient  mental  disease.  This  medical  atien* 
dance  is  given  by  the  physicians  of  the  departments  for  the  insane  in 
rotation.  The  service  was  regarded  at  the  lime  as  experimental,  only 
so  far,  that  it  was  not  certain  that  patients  would  attend.  This  could 
only  be  determined  by  actual  trial.  It  w*as  undertaken  under  a  con- 
viction that  in  a  city  of  one  million  inhabitants,  a  large  number  were 
suffering  from  premonitory  symptoms  of  insanity,  as  nervous  prostra- 
tion and  depression,  who  might  receive  timely  advice  and  treatment, 
and  that  a  further  development  of  mental  disorder  might  thus  be 
arrested.  The  strain  and  w^orry  incident  to  work  in  shops  and  factories 
and  modes  of  living  in  a  city,  are  often  followed  by  physical  deterior- 
ation and  a  foundation  is  laid  for  nervous  and  mental  disorder.  The 
relations  of  the  two  conditions  are  not  always  intelligently  appreciated 
and  the  hope  was  entertained  that  persons  would  avail  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  of  receiving  treatment.  It  is  the  experience  of  all 
hospitals  to  receive  patients  every  year  who  have  drifted  into  a  state 
of  acute  mental  disorder  from  neglect  or  ignorance  of  plain  warnings 
which  should  have  been  heeded.  Notwithstanding  the  existence  of 
this  department  has  been  extensively  published,  the  attendance  has 
not  been  as  great  as  might  have  been  anticipated.  The  whole  number 
of  persons  who  have  been  treated  is  two  hundred  and  fifty.  While 
some  have  not  been  of  the  class  for  whom  the  department  was 
intended,  a  large  number  have  been  restored  to  their  usual  health «  or 
relieved.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  if  the  existence  of  this 
dispensary  were  more  generally  known,  its  usefulness  would  be  much 
enlarged.  This  department,  regarded  as  a  useful  and  important  work 
to  be  done  for  the  poor,  cannot  be  regarded  now  as  entirely  an  experi- 
mental project,  but  it  is  yet  uncertain  whether  the  friends  of  the 
persons  for  whom  it  is  intended  will  be  disposed  to  take  advantage  uf  it. 

It  had  been  the  practice  of  the  Department  for  the  Insane  for« 
many  yearts  to  ask,  in  behalf  of  certain  patients  who  were  women,  the 
medical  counsel  of  one  of  their  own  sex.  In  1886,  the  Managers 
established  **the  office  of  consulting  gynjecologist,  to  be  connected 
with  the  department  for  the  insane,  to  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
a  woman  physician.'*  This  official  was  expected  to  be  called  in  cases 
where  it  seemed  her  s[iecial  gynaecological  knowledge  might,  with 
great  propriety,  be  an  advantage  to  the  patient,  and  an  important  ait! 
to  the  other  physicians.  This  innovation  has  proven  so  useful  that  ihe 
office  is  now  a  permanent  one. 
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For  the  better  protection  and  observation  of  patients  during  the 
night,  several  of  the  wards  have  been  placed  in  charge  of  special 
attendants.  This  duly  is  required  in  addition  to  that  rendered  by 
the  regular  attendants  and  the  watchmen  and  watch  worn  en,  who 
patrol  the  wards  at  night.  There  are  always  a  number  of  sick  and 
feeble  persons,  also  patients  who  are  disposed  to  suicidal  att€m[)ts, 
who  need  for  their  care  and  protection  more  or  less  constant  attention 
at  night  The  practice  was  also  begun  of  congregating  suicidal  patients 
in  the  wards  where  this  special  night  service  was  maintained.  The 
danger  of  self-inflicted  injuries  has  been  considered  by  this  precaution 
to  be  reduced  to  a  ininimum^ — but  one  suicide  having  occurred  in 
the  department  for  women  in  fourteen  years,  and  but  one  in  the 
department  for  men  during  seven  years,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  during  these  periods  many  patients  known  to  have  suicidal 
impulses  have  been  constantly  under  care. 

The  subject  of  improving  the  standard  of  care  of  patients  has 
constantly  received  attention.  Classes  composed  of  attendants  were 
pcrganized  in  1886,  who  received  oral  instruction  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
various  diseases  treated  and  their  duties  to  jjalienls.  Good,  natural 
qualities  of  heart  and  fair  intelligence,  combined  with  a  willing, 
teacliable,  sympathetic  disposition,  will  usually  furnish  the  best 
promise  of  an  acceptable  service.  Much  of  the  instruction  of 
attendants  has  been,  and  must  continue  to  be,  imparted  to  them  in 
their  daily  services  in  the  wards^  yet  they  have  been  still  further  trained 
for  the  performance  of  their  duties  and  the  standard  of  care  generally 
elevated  by  such  instruction  in  the  class-room. 

In  the  summer  of  1887,  a  cottage-house,  or  villa,  on  the  plateau 
ninety  yards  east  of  the  main  building  for  the  women,  was  built,  to  meet 
a  demand  that  wassupijosed  to  exist  for  a  more  liberal  accommodation, 
for  a  limited  number  of  patients,  than  the  Hospital  building  furnished. 
Occasional  inquiry  was  made  for  better  accommodation,  comprising 
several  rooms,  in  order  that  those  seeking  a  hospital,  should  be 
furnished  with  comforts  and  furnishings  to  which  they  were 
accustomed,  which  they  might  still  have  the  capacity  to  enjoy,  and 
for  which  they  were  able  and  willing  to  pay-  In  another  sense  this 
homelike  structure  was  supposed  to  represent  a  tendency  toward 
individualization  in  the  hospital  care  of  the  insane,  which  seemed  now 
to  be  practicable  to  a  greater  degree  than  at  any  former  period.  This 
house  was  opened  formally  June  16,  1888*  It  possesses  the  advantages 
of  reasonable  proximity  to  the  main  hospital  and  the  quiet  and  retire- 
ment of  a  private  house,  from  which  it  does  not  nialeriaily  differ  in 
its  external  appearance  and  interior  arrangements. 
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The  erection  of  the  Cottage  House,  or  Villa,  for  a  class  of  patients

is  a  purely  ^upply,  which  resulted  in  a  decision  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Slate 

PubMc  that  **  The  Pennsylvania  Hospital  is  a  purely  public  charity  in  the 

highest  sense  of  the  term."     The  citation  of  the  case  is  as  follows  : 

The  Court  held  that  **  this  was  a  municipal  claim  for  a  water 
pipe  filed  against  a  portion  of  the  premises  of  the  West  Philadelphia 
branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  This  particular  branch  is 
devoted  to  the  care  of  the  insane.     While  it  was  conceded  that  the 
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buildings  and  grounds  are  exempt  from  laxation  for  the  reason  that 
the  defendant  is  a  purely  public  charity,  yet  it  was  contended  that 
within  the  portion  of  the  grounds  charged  with  this  claim  there  was 
a  large  building  reserved  exclusively  for  the  use  of  patients  paying  a 
higher  rate  than  any  other ;  that  these  payments  must  exceed  the  cost 
of  maintenance  assignable  to  themselves,  if  the  original  cost  of  the 
property  and  any  estimated  rental  be  excluded.  It  appears  to  be  con- 
ceded that  the  object  of  the  trustees  in  maintaining  this  department 
of  the  institution  is  to  make  profit ^  by  the  use  of  which  to  extend  tlie 
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Institution's  capacity  for  good  among  the  destitute  members  of  the 
communtty. 

'*  It  was  not  contended,  nor  is  there  anything  to  show,  that  there 
was  any  actual  profit  realized  in  this  department  after  taking  into 
consideration  the  value  of  the  ground  and  improvements,  and  the 
costs  of  the  maintenance.  The  apparent  profit  is  applied  to  the  gen- 
eral objects  of  charity,  and  oo  portion  of  it  inures  to  the  benefit  of 
any  person  concerned  in  administering  the  charity. 

**The  Pennsylvania  Hospital  is  a  purely  public  charity  in  the  supreme 
highest  and  best  sense  of  the  term,  and  under  all  our  authorities  we   Cnurt  (k■L■idt^s 
think  it  is  exempt  from   the  species  of  taxation   attempted    to   be   ""^'iviirof 
imposed  in  this  case.     Judgment  affirmed."  ^'    ^^^' 

The  Supreme  Court  very  clearly  stated  the  facts  that  all  the 
income  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  is  expended  in  charitable  work,

entertainments.     It  is  mentioned  specially,  as  it  exceeded  what  had 
been  previously  done  in  this  direction. 

In  the  annual  reports  for   1890,  it  was  stated  that  during  the   _. 
preceding  three  years  the  Department   for  Women    had    been   fully   Departmtni 
occupied,  so    that  any  accession   to   the  number  would    have  been   for  Femak-s 
impracticable,    or    attended   with    inconvenience.      This    condition   '^">' 
continued  for  the  succeeding  year.     As  the  daily  average  number  of  *^*^*^"i"^'- 
paiients  seemed  to  be  maintained  without  a  prospect  of  speedy  dimi* 
nution»  the    Managers  were   confronted  with  the  problem  of  over- 
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crowded  wards,  and  ihe  continued  embarrassment  likely  to  arise  in 
the  classification  of  patients  and  medical  administration.  A  hospital 
may  be  erected  with  every  appliance  for  the  rare  and  treatment  of  its 
allotted  number,  but  its  o|>eration  as  a  medical  institution  may  be 
effectually  paralyzed  by  overcrowding,  with  the  risks  and  discomforts 
ihat  may  attend  such  a  condition.  It  was  wisely  resolved  to  enlarge 
the  accommodations  of  this  department  of  the  Hospital.  This  work 
was  undertaken  in  the  summer  of  1S91,  and  brought  to  completion 
during  the  last  month  of  this  year.  The  whole  number  of  beds  for 
patients  and  attendants  added  is  forty-one.  The  building  is  an 
extension  of  the  North  wing  of  the  original  striicttire.     These  wards

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In  1889,  the  Managers  acquired  possession  of  a  tract  of  land 
in  Delaware  County,  which  it  was  thought  might  in  the  future  be  desir- 
able for  the  purposes  of  the  Hospital. 

At  a  Contributors*  meeting,  May  3.  1886,  it  was  resolved:  That 
the  Board  of  Managers  be  authori/.ed,  whenever  in  their  judgment  it 
may  be  expedient,  to  purchase  such  area  of  land,  within  a  reasonable  for  Insane 
distance  from  the  city,  not  exceeding  500  acres,  in  order  to  prepare  a 
site  for  such  future  adjuncts  or  additions  to  their  Hospital  as  may 
hereafter  be  required  or  found  desirable. 

A  committee  was  appointed,  on  June  7, 1886,  with  power  to  carry  out 
the  purposes  of  the  resolution,  who  duly  reported  the  making  of  con  tracts 
to  purchase  several  farms  at  Newto^vn  Square,  Delaware  County.  This 
purchase  secures  for  the  future  all  the  elements  of  space,  pure  atmos- 
phere, elevation  and  convenience  of  access,  which  may  be  required 
for  enlargement  of  the  department,  corresponding  to  the  increasing 
demands  upon  its  resources. 

May  4,  1S91,  "during  the  year,  the  Tyson  farm,  containing  53.47 
acres,  was  added  to  the  Delaware  County  Estate,  making  the  w^hole 
acreage  about  607,94  acres,  and  enabling  us  to  control  all  the  water 
courses  w  hich  have  their  origin  in  and  flow  through  our  territory ; 
the  deed  was  made  and  confirmed  by  Court,  the  negotiations  being 
conducted  by  our  late  President,  at  a  cost  of  510,800.  These  farms 
are  made  available  for  milk  and  produce  supplies  of  the  Hospital  in 
West  Philadelphia,  furnishing  500  quarts  and  upwards  daily," 

It  was  considered  practicable  and  desirable  to  prepare  one  of  the 
farm-houses  on  the  premises  for  the  accommodation  of  a  small  family  of 
patients, who  were  in  a  stage  of  convalescence,  and  for  those  who  would 
appreciate  a  change  from  hospital  existence  to  the  freedom  of  the  coun- 
try and  family  life.  The  colony  was  changed  from  time  to  time.  In 
addition,  a  carriage  conveyed  several  patients  daily  to  the  farm  as  the 
weather  permitted,  who  spent  the  day  there,  returning  at  the  close  of 
the  day.  The  number  who  also  had  the  opportunity  of  spending  a 
week  or  more  at  the  farm  and  have  had  the  ride  to  and  from  the  farm, 
has  ranged  from  two  hundred  to  tw^o  hundred  and  fifty,  during  the 
season  of  three  or  four  months  of  each  year  the  house  has  been 
occupied.  It  has  thus  been  shown  that  with  moderate  preparations,  a 
large  number  of  patients  have  had  the  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  a 
change  from  the  city  to  the  country;  that  in  a  large  number  of  cases 
a  decided  change  toward  recovery  commenced  and  continued  ;  and 
that  the  farm-house  at  Newtown  Square  has  made  a  contribution  to 
experience,  w*hich  must  have  weight  whenever  plans  for  a  new  hospital 
come  u[j  for  consideration. 
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In  i8g2,  **  the  success  of  the  elTorts  to  make  the  607.94  acres  of 
our  Delaware  County  farms  available  by  offering  the  enjoyment  of 
rural  life  to  the  convalescent  i>aticnts,  has  led  to  the  designing  of  a 
new  building  to  accommodate  forty  patients,  to  be  constructed  it  is 
hoped  in  the  near  future.  It  will  be  loi  feet  long,  37*2  feet  wide, 
with  a  dining-room  21  feet  by  31  feet.  Much  thought  has  been  given 
to  the  character  of  this  new  edifice,  both  in  relation  to  its  internal 
accommodation  and  its  future  relation  to  additional  structures.  The 
one  now  contemplated  will  cost  about  535 t^oo  to  ^540^000/*

It  has  heen  demonstrated  that,  the  plant  being  furnished,  the 
larger  proportion  of  patients  have  been  ahli?  to  pay  the  cc^t  of  iheir  maintenance. 
In  computing  the  charge  to  be  made  for  board  atui  treatment,  the  inleresi  on  the 
cost  of  the  plant,  which  would  be  a  considerable  sum,  has  not  entered  into  ihe 
account.  That  the  plan  has  been  practicable  and  has  met  an  actual  necessity  in 
this  community,  appears  by  the  fad  that  neither  the  state,  nor  any  other  charitable 
organization,  has  undertaken  to  do  exactly  the  line  of  work  carrietl  out  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital.  Suitable  wards  have  hct-n  provided  and  furnished,  jilso 
medical  service  and  attendance,  suited  to  all  conditions  and  reascmahle  require- 
ments. The  Managers  have  also  deemed  it  their  duty  to  consider  and  approve 
many  worthy  api»h  cat  ions  for  admission  at  less  than  the  actual  rtist  of  main- 
tenance.

As  other  figures  may  be  of  interest  in  this  connection, 
tary  gifts    it  may  be  stated  tliat  frnm  the  year  ii<4i  to  1893,  the  aggregate  sum  received  for 
and  bequests,    board  and   treatment   of  patients  amounted   to  £6,035,14*^.61    and  the  amount 
expended   for  the    same  pur])oses  lexchtstve  of  building)   was  56,112,349.47 — 
exceeding  the  receipts  by  $87,2oo.S6.     As  has  been  stated,  the  Managers  have  ncrt 
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been  iinmHidfiH  of  iht-  ilaims  o(  ihc  indigent  insane.  Since  i!S4i,  tills  De]iartinent 
has  received  free  patients  actmilted  m  accordaiue  with  lti»r\jles^  and  nther|iaticiits 
at  reduced  char>jes^  vvhn  gave  promise  of  relief  ur  recovery — the  buuks  u(  the 
tleparlment  show  thai  the  sum  of  591  i.jfw)  has  been  expended  in  the  care  and 
treatment  of  these  classes. 

At  the  present  date  the  property  and   phml  of  the  Pennsylvania   Hospital    property 
Departments  for  the  Insane  consist  of  one  hundre<l  and  thirteen  acres  of  land;    ^^  j^^^ 
a  buildinji  for  the  accoinnvudation  of  two  hundred  and  forty  men  and  IniildiuKs  for    pepartment 
two  hundred  and  fifty  women;  a  jcymnaslic  building  for  each  on  their  res[>ective    f^^j.  Insane 
iixounds ;  two  museum  buildings  on   the  j^roumls  of  the  deijartment  for   women. 
Also  a  building  for  the  residence  of  the  physician  and  superintendent ;   barnsp 
stables,  carriage- houses,  carpenter  and  repair  shi>ps,  and  green  houses  at  each 
department,  together  with  the  furniture  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  a  hospital 
of  the  first  class. 

The  career  of  this  Depanment  is  a  practical  illustration  of  faith  accontpany- 
iuK  good  works.  It  will  stand  in  the  future;  as  it  has  inlheijasl,  as  an  object  lesson 
and  as  an  example  of  a  well-managed  benevolent  inslitutkm  and  medical  charily 
in  the  community  in  which  it  is  located.  It  has  brought  hajipiness  and  consola- 
tion to  thousands  of  families  tbroiijjhout  the  land.  Its  influence  and  principles 
have  been  reflected  in  the  organization  and  administration  of  similar  mstitultons 
in  other  States,  It  has  inspired  and  stimulated  others  to  make  efforts  in  new  fields 
of  human  benevolence.  It  has  blessed  tJie  lieneJ^ictors  as  well  as  the  recipients 
iif  its  benefits.  Its  noble  buildings,  and  their  history,  turn  the  thoughts  of  the 
lieholder  to  the  earthly  work  of  the  Divine  Master, 
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THOMAS  STORY  KIRKBRIDE,  M.D.,  LL.D. 
IN  MEMORIAM. 

Thomas  Story  Kirkbride  was  born  near  Morrisville,  Bucks  County, 
Pennsylvania,  at  the  paternal  home  on  the  banks  of  the  Delaware,  on 
the  31st  of  July,  1809.  His  ancestors,  like  himself,  were  members  of 
the  Society  of  Friends  and  both  branches  of  his  family  were  among 
the  first  settlers  of  Pennsylvania,  who  came  to  this  country  with 
William Penn.  His  father's  ancestors  were  from  the  parish  of  Kirkbride, 
in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  England.  On  settling  in  America,  they 
took  up  land  in  the  lower  part  of  Bucks  County,  much  of  which 
remained  in  the  possession  of  their  descendants  until  1867.  His 
father,  John  Kirkbride,  built,  before  his  marriage,  the  house  in  which 
he  lived  until  his  death,  in  1864.  His  mother  was  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Thomas  and  Rachel  Story,  of  Newtown  Township,  Bucks  County. 

After  attending  schools  in  the  neighborhood  of  his  home,  he  spent 
four  years  at  a  noted  classical  school  in  Trenton,  N.  J.,  and  after- 
wards devoted  a  year  to  the  special  study  of  the  higher  mathematics 
at  Burlington,  N.  J.  The  following  year  was  spent  on  his  father's 
farm  in  practical  pursuits  which  he  felt  in  later  years  to  have  been  of 
permanent  advantage  to  his  health.  At  the  close  of  these  agricultural 
months,  he  read  medicine  with  Dr.  Nicholas  de  Belleville,  of  Trenton, 
a  distinguished  physician  and  surgeon,  who  came  from  France  with  the 
forces  under  Lafayette  in  the  American  Revolution. 

In  1832,  Dr.  Kirkbride  graduated  in  medicine  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  and  was  immediately  appointed  Resident  Physician 
of  the  Friends'  Asylum  for  the  Insane  at  Frankford,  remaining  there 
until  his  election  as  Resident  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  While 
at  the  Friends'  Asylum,  he  was  active  in  everything  relating  to  the 
care  of  the  patients  and  the  management  of  the  Institution,  and  on 
leaving  he  received  a  flattering  testimonial  from  the  Board  of  Managers 
and  privately  from  individual  members  a  confidential  request  to  return 
and  take  charge  of  the  Institution. 

He  then  spent  two  years  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  During 
the   second    year,    his    colleague    was    Dr.    William    W.    Gerhard. 
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Both  Residents  were  diligent  in  the  careful  examination  and  noting  of 
and  cases  ynder  treatment ;  their  observations,  which  were  published 
separately,  were  among  the  early  Hospital  reports  issued  in  this 
country. 

In  1S35  Dr.  Kirkbride  began  general  practice  in  I'hiladcli^hia. 
In  1839  he  married  Ann  West,  daughter  of  Joseph  R,  Jenks,  a  well- 
known  merchant  and  a  Manager  of  the  Hospital.  She  died  in  1862, 
leaving  a  daughter  and  a  son.  In  i856  he  married  Eliza,  daughter  of 
Benjamin  F»  Butler,  of  New  York,  Attorney-General  under  Presidents 
Jackson  and  Van  Buren,  who  with  four  children  survives  him. 

Dr.  Kirkbride  was  a  constant  visitor  at  the  Hospital,  keeping  up 
his  intimacy  with  the  Medical  Staff  there  engaged.  The  resignation 
of  his  friend,  Dr.  John  Rhea  Barton,  led  him  to  anticipate  an  appoint- 
ment as  his  successor  as  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital  in  the  autumn  of  1S40. 
Onesuomier  morning,  when  walking  in  Race  Street,  he  met  his  friend 
John  Paul,  an  active  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  who,  to  his 
entire  surprise,  asked  what  would  induce  hiin  to  relinquish  his  long 
cherished  plans  and  accept  instead  the  office  of  Physician-in-Chief 
and  Superintendent  of  the  new  Department  ftir  the  Insane, 

It  was  a  matter  for  very  serious  consideration.  His  professional 
friends  regarded  the  change  as  ill-ad vised^  indeed  almost  without 
justification.  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  opiJurtunity  of  starting  a  new 
institution,  of  developing  nevv  forms  of  mauagement»  and>  \n  fact,  of 
giving  a  nevv  character  to  the  care  of  the  insane,  Dr.  Kirkbride  finally 
saw  inducement  to  forego  his  prospects  of  distinction  as  a  surgeon. 
Without  any  solicitation,  or  even  application,  on  his  part,  he  was 
elected  October  12,  1840,  to  the  post  which  he  occupied  until  his 
death. 

After  visiting  institutions  for  the  insane  to  the  north  and  east  of 
Philadelphia,  he  moved  the  following  December,  with  his  family,  to 
the  old  mansion  house  within  the  Hospital  grounds. 

From  this  lime  Dr,  Kirkbride's  ability  and  varied  gifts  were  con- 
secrated to  the  insane.  His  energy  and  enthusiasm  never  flagged  and 
his  duties  kept  him  always  at  his  post.  His  forty-two  Annual  Hos|ntal 
Reports  give  the  record  of  his  life.  They  are  at  once  the  history  of 
the  institution  and  the  story  of  his  own  untiring  service.  So  com- 
pletely indeed  is  his  career  identified  with  the  medical  care  and  cure  of 
the  insane  in  hospital^  that  some  knowledge  of  this  subject  is  necessary 
for  any  true  conception  of  his  character  and  work.  He  represents  a  great 
idea,  which  he  found  worthy  of  life-long  devotion.  Eyes  trained 
by  knowledge  to  see  his  own  ideal  and  to  descry  the  Hospital  of  the 
future  as  it  stood  before  his  vision,  can  alone  fully  perceive  the  value,  or 
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the  meaning  of  his  labors.  Hh  earliest  reports  are  peculiarly  interest- 
ing as  character  studies.  Written  shortly  after  he  had  entered  the 
specialty,  they  reveal  marvelous  maturity  of  thought  and  firm  grasp 
of  the  latest  principles  in  the  care  of  the  insane,  while  the  eaiire 
series  of  Reports  form  a  valuable  treatise  on  insanity  and  the  relations 
of  the  community  to  the  insane. 

Dr.  Kirkbride  was  one  of  the'*  original  thirteen**  phj^sicians, 
who,  in  1844,  founded  the  Association  of  Medical  Sui)erintendents, 
now  the  American  Medico- Psychological  Association.  He  was  its 
first  Secretary,  serving  seven  years ;  its  Vice-President,  for  seven 
years,  and  its  President  from  1862  to  1870,  He  took  the  greatest 
interest  in  its  proceedings,  and  was  rarely  absent  from  the  meetings. 

The  interests  o(  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  its  great  work  of 
caring  for  the  sick  and  injured,  lay  next  in  his  heart  to  the  prosperity 
of  the  Department  for  the  Insane,  His  power  of  winning  friendship 
was  great  and  his  relations  to  the  Board  of  Managers  were  always 
characterized  by  imbroken  confidence  and  mutual  regard,  which 
ripened  in  numerous  instances  into  warmest  intimacy.  He  ensured 
their  co-operation  by  strict  conscientiousness  and  unceasing  labor. 

In  1853,  after  passing  through  a  period  of  ill-health,  but  not  of 
cessation  from  active  duty,  he  felt  that  his  *'  term  of  service  had  been 
nearly  as  protracted  as  can  be  required  of  one  individual,"  but  he 
worked  on  with  the  same  ardor  thirty  years  longer^— and  this  with  a 
physique  far  from  robust. 

Within  the  >vards  he  fmmd  his  chief  delight  in  the  exercise  of 
that  benign  power  over  the  insane  in  which  he  M'as  unrivalled.  To 
know  him  thoroughly  one  needed  to  see  him  surrounded  by  those  to 
whom  his  life  was  devoted-  Dignity,  lemi>ered  by  gentleness,  invari- 
able courtesy,  tenderest  sympathy  and  tact  marked  all  his  intercourse 
with  his  patients.  His  "tranquil  grate  of  tone  and  look'*  and 
manner,  his  wonderful  jxilience  and  his  genial  disposition  brought 
healing  influences,  which  were  strengthened  by  the  resolute  firmness, 
the  unyielding  perseverance  and  fortitude  of  his  character.  The  sane 
and  the  insane  recognized  within  him  a  rare  spiritual  force. 

In  1854,  the  w^ards  were  so  over-crowded  that  further  admissions 
w^ere  necessarily  refused.  He  then  suggested  the  erection  of  a  separate 
btiilding,  for  males  only,  and  published  an  **  AjJi>eal  for  the  Insane,'* 
besides  waiting  many  articles  for  the  newspapers.  He  imparted  his 
own  enthusiasm  to  others,  and  many  citizens,  including  the  w^hole 
Board  of  Managers,  threw  themselves  most  hcartilv  into  the  work. 

For  thirty  years,  although  not  always  prominently  before  the 
public,  his  counsel  was  constantly  sought  by  the  medical  societies  and 
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successive  Legislatures  of  Pennsylvania,  in  every  movement  relating  to 
the  care  of  the  insane. 

His  yearly  Reports  and  his  work  on  the  Conslruction  of 
Hospitals  for  the  Insane  are  his  principal  writings,  bnt  he  frequently 
contrihuted  essays,  reviews,  and  notices  to  the  medical  journals,  and 
wrote  frequently  for  the  newspapers,  especially  the  old  **  United  States 
Gazette"  and  **  North  American/*  Memoirs  of  his  valued  friends. 
Dr.  William  Pe[)per,  Sr. ,  Professor  of  Theory  and  Practice  in  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Dr.  Isaac  Ray,  the  author  of  the 
*' Medical  Jurisprudence  of  Insanity,"  were  written  by  request  of  the 
College  of  Physicians. 

Dr.  Kirkbride  was  a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians,  the 
Philadelphia  County  Medical  Society,  the  Franklin  Institute,  the 
Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania,  the  American  Philosof)hical 
Society,  and  an  honorary  member  of  the  British  Medico-Psychological 
Association,  etc.  ;  he  was  for  ten  years  a  Trustee  of  the  State  Lunatic 
Asylum  at  Harrishurg,  Pa.,  and  for  more  than  forty  years  a  Manager  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Blind.  In  i8So, 
Lafayette  College,  Pa.,  conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  LL.  D. 

In  1880,  after  recovery  from  a  severe  illness  of  several  months, 
he  returned  with  renewed  ardor  to  his  accustomed  work.  Three 
years  of  active  duty  followed,  during  which,  with  less  of  physical 
strength,  but  if  possible,  with  more  energy  of  spirit  than  before,  his 
presence  was  again  the  life  and  hope  of  the  Hosjjital  and  of  his  home. 

In  March,  1S83,  he  was  prostrated  l»y  typhoid-pneumonia.  His 
illness  lasted  nine  months.  He  died  peacefully  December  16th,  in 
the  seventy-fifth  year  of  his  age.  The  late  Professor  S.  D.  Gross,  in 
his  Autobiography,  thus  described  Dr.  Kirkbride's  appearance: 

**  In  personal  appearance  Dr.  Kirkbride  was  eminently  attractive. 
He  was  of  medium  height,  with  a  fine  physique,  a  well-shaped  head, 
and  a  countenance  highly  expressive  of  benevolence  and  warmth  of 
heart »  His  voice  was  sweet  and  gentle,  and  his  presence  and 
demeanor  were  such  as  to  win  at  once  the  affection  and  confidence  of 
his  most  wayward  patients." 

One  of  his  oldest  assistants,  Dr.  John  Curwen,  wrote  as  follows  : 

'*  Laboring  with  a  single  aim  for  the  relief  and  welfare  of  those 
to  whose  care  he  had  devoted  more  than  forty  years  of  his  life,  he  has 
left  behind  him,  in  what  he  has  wTitten  and  in  what  he  I\as  done,  a 
monument  which  will  stand  so  long  as  the  care  of  the  insane  will 
require  the  aid  of  those  Institutions  with  which  his  name  and  his 
fame  have  been  so  closelv  connected." 
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By  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  an  extended  Memorial 
of  Dr.  Kirkbride's  life  was  published  with  the  annual  report  of  the 
Hospital  to  the  Contributors  for  the  year  1883. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Hospital, 
held  December  17th,  1883,  the  members  adopted  a  minute  and 
resolutions  expressive  of  their  sense  of  the  great  loss  they  had  sus- 
tained and  of  their  estimation  of  the  value  of  his  services ;  they  also 
directed  that  a  tablet  be  placed  in  the  Centre  Hall  of  the  Department 
for  Women,  bearing  the  following  inscription  :

At  the  time  when  the  Hospital  was  opened,  llie  present  customary 
distinctions  between  medical  and  surgical  practice*  and  other  special 
departments,  were  not  generally  observed,  and  patients  were  attended 
indiscriminately*  by  any  niemljer  of  the  Hospital  staflT  w'ho  hap|iened 
at  the  lime  to  be  on  duty.  Each  member  apparently  was  considered 
competent  to  treat  all  classes  of  cases  that  came  into  the  institution, 
and  in  grave  cases  the  entire  staff  was  required  to  be  summoned  in 
consultation.  It  was  the  specialty  of  obstetrics  which  first  was 
officially  recognized  in  1810,  when  the  Managers  elected  Dr.  Thomas 
Chalkely  James  and  designated  him  especially  as  *' Physician  to  the 
Lying-in  Department."  With  this  exception,  the  members  of  the 
medical  stafT,  in  the  minutes  referring  to  their  ap[>ointments  or  resig- 
nations, are  designated  either  as  *' physicians"  or  **  physicians  and 
surgeons*'  collectively,  until  the  Managers  at  the  meeting  held 
September  5,  1821,  were  led  into  making  this  distinction  a  permanent 
one  in  the  institution,  apparently,  by  the  wording  of  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Joseph  Hartshorne,  dated  August  27  : 

Be  pleajitd  to  accept  the  resign atiun  ui  my  otTice  as  one  of  the  Siir|;eons  of 
the  Hospital  and  receive  at  the  same  time  the  Assnraiue  of  my  best  wishes  for 
the  prosperity  of  the  Inslitiititm  ,ui<l  for  the  health  and  happiness  of  each  indi- 
vidual of  your  Board. 

Ordered,  that  at  the  Staled  Meeting  in  the  10th  mionth  next,  the  Board  will 
proceed  to  elect  a  Surget>n,  to  su|>ply  llie  vacancy  occasioned  liy  tlie  resignation 
of  Dr.  Hartshorne. 
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The  Boartl  having  Kranieii  tlit"  request  nf  Doctor  \Vm.  Price  and  transferred 
him  from  ihe  Medical  tu  the  Surgical  l>e]Kirtment  lately  vacated  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Doctor  t!art5>hnrne,  procedcri  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  transfer 
of  Doctor  Price,  when  Dr.  John  Wilson  Moore  was  dnly  elected. 

It  appears  from  this  mirmtc  that,  in  rSsi,  the  staff  had 
already  made  the  distinction  between  physicians  and  surgeons,  and 
the  Managers  now  officially  recognized  a  Surgical  department  as 
existing,  although  no  previous  reference  to  surgery  as  a  special  branch 
of  practice  occurs  on  the  records. 

When  the  annual  election  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  was  held, 
on  May  li,  1823,  the  members  of  the  staff  were  officially  divided,  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital.  The  results  of  the  elec- 
tion were  entered  upon  the  minutes  as  follows : 

Physicians,  John  C.  nuf».  J<»hn  \\\  Moore.  Saitiwel  Emlen. 
Surgeons.  Jrtsepli  Parrish^  Thomas  T.  Hewson,  John  Rhea  Bjtirtujj, 
Physicians  for  Iht*  Lyingiti  Depnrlmi  ni,  Thomas  C.  James,  John  Moore. 

From  this  time  forward  the  same  system  of  classification  has 
been  followed,  except,  that  when  it  was  decided  to  finally  close  the 
Lying-in  wards,  in  iS54»  physicians  to  this  department  ceased  to  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meetings.  In  1852,  an  additional  physician  and 
surgeon  were  added  to  the  staff,  making  it  consist  of  four  physicians 
and  four  surgeons,  which  is  the  number  at  present  composing  the 
medical  stalT  of  the  Pine  Street  department. 

In  1840,  Dr.  Thomas  S,  Rirkbride  was  elected  Mtdical  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Insane  Department,  thus  recognizing  another  s|)eciaUy 
in  medical  practice.  Subsequently,  the  Managers  elected  a  consulting 
Special  ^12lW,  representing  various  specialties,  in  connection  with  the  Insane 
Dejiartment.  In  the  Out-Patient  Department,  also,  the  service  is 
divided  up  among  the  recognized  departments  of  special  practice. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  benevolent  work  of  the  Hospital,  no 
invidious  distinctions  of  race,  nationality,  or  color  among  patients 
were  observed  or  permitted,  in  fact  in  the  matter  of  nativity  nearly 
every  country  and  people  a))pears  to  be  represented.  No  questions 
with  regard  to  creed  or  religious  belief  were  asked  of  those  who 
sought  assistance  within  its  walls,  the  spirit  of  the  institution  being 
expressed  by  the  emblem  of  the  Good  Samaritan  upon  its  seal,  who 
was  willing  to  find  a  neighbor  in  every  one  having  need.  Many 
interesting  extracts  might  be  made  from  the  Hospital  records  of  rare 
and  curious  cases  of  disease  and  injury,  but  for  these  the  reader  is 
referred  to  the  **  Reports  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital/'  Vols*  I  and 
II  (published  in  1868  and  1869),  and  **  Surgery  in    the    Pennsylvania 
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Hospilar'  (|>ublished  in  1880),  also  to  reports  of  clinical  lectures 
published  in  the  current  medical  journals.  Many  quaint  records  of 
cases  belonging  to  a  former  era  of  the  history  of  the  Hospital  appear 
upon  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  some  of  which  niay  be 
found  in  a  previous  section. 

Among  the  earliest  patients  were  household  servants,  many  of 
whom  were  African  slaves,  belonging  to  citizens  of  Philadelphia, 
The  first  to  be  entered  was,  "  Aug.  6,  1752,  a  negro  of  Robert  Raw- 
linson^s  admitted  at  ten  shilbngs  per  week  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Thos, 
Bond,"  The  second  on  the  minutes,  however,  was  not  of  this 
character     The  entry  was  as  follows;   *•  May  3,   1753,  a  poor  free 
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Order  for  Adniksion  of  I'attenl,  ^i^tied  b>  Franklin  and  direcled  lo  ihc  Malroi*. 

negro  man  named  Sambo  admitted  as  a  charity  patient  on  application 
of  Doctor  Shippen/'  May  12th,  **A  negro  man  belonging  to  ISenjn, 
Sweet  of  New  Castle^  named  Mingo,  was  admitted  at  lojr  p.  week, 
a  private  patient  of  Dr.  Thos.  Bond's,  who  engages  for  imyment,  etc," 
A  curious  discriminaiion,  as  it  apj^ears  at  the  present  day,  was  made 
against  a  common  skin  disease,  in  the  following  case :  **  On  Jan.  5, 
i754»  Conrad  Armbruster,  a  poor  man  apply'd  for  admission,  but 
bein^  examined  by  the  Doctors,  was  not  admitted,  having  the  Itch/' 
It  appears  that  leprosy  in  those  days  was  considered  more  amenable 
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to  treatment  than  the  itih,  for  we  read,  **May  28*  I759t  Admitted 
Tntt'rcstjn«   Simon  Newirobe,  Leprous,  a  iH>ore  patient  John  Mease  his  security," 

The  present  system  of  convalescent  hospitals  located  in  the 
suburbs,  or  out  in  the  country,  was  foreshadowed  in  the  next  case, 
which  also  shows  that  hygienic  remedies  were  not  despised,  Aug. 
21SI,  1754.  **The  Physicians  being  of  opinion  that  Sea-air  and  Salt- 
water would  be  of  great  service  to  Robert  Harrington,  the  matron  was 
ordered  to  provide  him  some  necessaries  and  Samuel  Rowland  con- 
sented to  take  him  to  Lewes/' 

The  glimpses  of  historical  facts  afforded  by  the  next  items  give 
them  unusual  interest,  Oct.  9,  1754.  **  a  French  deserter  afflicted 
with  Remittent  Fever*'  was  admitted.  "March  31,  1756,  Admitted 
David  HowelL  a  poor  Patient  from  Berks  County,  having  a  Gunshot 
wound  and  fractured  Bone  in  one  Arm  done  the  6th  inst,  by  the 
Enemy  Indians,  James  Biddle  of  said  County  Security."  Also,  later, 
Oct.  5,  1764.  **  Admitted  Margaret  Sinclair,  a  poor  patient,  with 
Disiness  in  the  Head  having  been  much  abused  by  the  Indians/' 
Oct,  30,  1759,  **  Admitted  Wm,  Bourdeaux  a  poor  i>atieni  one  of  the 
french  Neutrals  dangerously  ill  of  the  putrid  fever/*  Feb.  25,  1760. 
**  Admitted  Michael  Butler»  a  Poor  Patient,  with  Foul  Ulcers  he 
came  lately  out  of  a  French  Prison,  the  present  Managers  his 
Security/*  May  25,  1761,  *' Admitted  Joseph  Fabre  a  French 
Prisoner/' 

Patients,  it  appears,  occasionally  neglected  to  observe  the 
formality  of  a  regular  discharge.  Thus,  **  May  6,  1756,  John 
Osbourn,  being  cured,  marched  off  on  the  17th  instant,  without  being 
regularly  dismissed,'*  and  **Jtme  28,  1765,  Sarah  Scott  Run  away 
Cured/^  January  8,  1757,  '"  Absconded,  William  Graham  Eloi>€d  Sth 
inst,  from  the  Hospital/'  Some  of  the  diagnoses  appear  a  little 
peculiar,  for  instance,  Feb*y  2,  1757»  "admitted  Philip  Pedro,  a 
poor  patient  labouring  under  a  Leucophlegmatic,  at  the  request  of  Dr. 
Kearsley,  Senior,"  he  soon  afterwards  *' dyed/'  March  2,  1757, 
**  Admitted  Andrew  Way,  a  poor  Boy  with  a  Bloody  Excresence 
on  his  Back,  Mary  W^istar,  his  Security.*'  June  29,  1761,  **  Dyed, 
Ann  Brown,  yesterday  &  buried  yesterday  Evening/* 

Some  of  the  patients  were  polite  enough  to  return  thanks  on 
leaving  the  Hosjntal,  and  the  fact  is  thought  of  such  importance 
(perhaps  as  establishing  a  precedent),  that  it  is  entered  upon  the 
minutes.  The  following  is  an  illustration  of  this  and  also  shows  thai 
the  Managers  could  be  inquisitive  at  times.  '*  Jan.  iS,  1758. 
Discharged  Michael  Aspen  as  much  relieved  as  the  Air  of  ,the 
Hospital  would  admit  of ;    he  returned  thanks,  &  is  continued  as  an 
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Out  Patient.  N.  B.  His  Master  Jacob  Miller  afierwards  appeared 
and  acknowledged  that  Michael  was  his  Apprentice,  Query,  how 
came  he  admitted  as  poor  &:  without  pay?*'  At  the  present  day,  the 
question  might  be  asked,  if  this  was  a  reflection  upon  the  character  of 
the  *'  Air  of  the  Ho*>pital  **  or  was  the  observation  intended  to  apply 
merely  to  the  unsuitability  of  the  patient  to  his  surroundings? 

The  first  time  that  the  words  *'  dollars  '*  appears  in  the  minutes 
is  in  connection  with  the  admission  of  a  patient  January  26,  1761, 
**  Elizabeth  Bash  full  a  poor  i>atient  and  an  Asthma  i^  Rheumatism, 
paid  the  Steward  4  dollars  for  Security." 

On  April  25th,  there  was  admitted  **  William  Pierce  a  Soldier  of 
the  Royal  American  with  an  Hydrops  Ascitis  Siccus,  or  Tympany/' 
also  on  October  26,  1762,  "Admitted  a  Xegro  Boy  of  John 
Gilliland's  with  Ciuinea  Worms  in  his  feet,"  July  6th,  *' Admitted 
Joseph  Walker  with  a  Scorbutic  Habit  tV  Sinuous  Ulcer  in  his  Thigh," 
his  board  is  to  be  recovered  if  possible,  from  **  Capt.  Jno.  Morrison, 
who  (as  he  says)  ha^s  l>een  the  cause  of  his  Illness  by  beating  and 
pther  hard  Treatment,"  The  cases  were  principally  acute  diseases  and 
:idents.  Chronic  disease,  however,  was  no  bar  to  admission.  The 
first  case  of  phthisis  was  received  August  3,  1757,  as  we  learn  from 
the  following  minute,  "  Admitted  Samuel  Steel  (a  poor  patient)  in  a 
Consumption.     Mrs.  Franklin  his  Security," 

In  1758,  several  |>oor  Indians  were  admitted,  and  the  records 
stale  that  one  named  Moses  Titany  died.  October  3oih,  of  a  **  Tumor 
in  his  I'hroat.'*  Dec.  26,  1785,  there  was,  '^Admitted:  Bucksam  a  Chi- 
nese/' July  30,  1787,  **  Levi  Hollingsworthj  having  been  charged 
for  the  board  of  Oho  Wassing  one  of  the  Chinese  Strangers,  now 
represents  the  hardship  thereof;  as  it  was  entirely  thro'  humanity  he 
was  induced  to  give  such  security  Tvhich  being  considered  the  Board 
unanimously  agree  to  extinguish  the  debt." 

The  case  of  Wm.  Samuel  should  serve  as  a  warning  to  all  refractory 
]>atients;  he  was  (Novemlier  27,  1758)  discharged  "for  refusing  to 
submit  lo  the  advice  of  the  Physicians."  Sabsequenlly,  several  other 
patients  have  had  a  similar  exjierience. 

The  following  is  somewhat  ambiguous:  **  March  31,  1760, — 
Discharg'd  James  Romage  being  too  Ancient  to  hope  Success  from 
the  Operation  he  returned  thanks."  Likewise,  **June  30,  1760, 
Dyed  Catharine  McConnick  buried  this  day."  Also,  **  May  28,  1764, 
Admitted  Elizabeth  Bryan  with  a  Female  Fever,"  On  the  same 
date,  we  learn  of  the  admission  of  "  Alexr,  Freeze  a  poor  Sailor  with 
the  Rose  Drop  the  Matron's  Security/'  also  of  Leonard  Baker  a 
poor    Patient    having'  his    Bowels    much    Bruised;"    also    George 
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Operation

Gillinger '*  with  the  dry  Gripes/'  The  following  is  a  rare  but  not 
improbable  diagnosis;  **  July  50,  1764,  Admitted  Mary  Archibald  a 
poor  Patient  hurt  of  drinking  of  cold  Water.''  Excess  also  appeared 
to  be  the  cause  of  this  case,  **  Aug,  26^  1765,  Discharged  Out  Patient 
John  Garsvvood  a  surfeit  or  stain  ;  "  but  the  record  is  not  explicit  as 
to  its  exact  character.  January  28,  1765,  furnishes  several  items  of 
interest,  thus:  *'  Peter  Forster  Cured  went  away  iS:  took  no  leave.** 
*' Edward  McCormick  Cros'd  in  Love  gave  a  note  to  pay  when 
able."  It  would  be  curious  to  trace  the  subsequent  career  of  this 
patient  to  find  out  if  he  was  eventually  cured  of  his  malady  and  if  so 
how  much  he  [jaid  the  Hos])ital  for  his  successful  treatment,  Anna 
Goet/,  had  *'  Histerick  Passions  her  Son  John  Goetz  her  Security/' 
The  Managers'  careful  guardianship  over  the  interests  of  the  Hospital 
is  revealed  in  numerous  instances  thus,  (March  26,  1765):  **  Richard 
Day  admitted  on  pay  his  Jaw  Broke  being  much  abused  by  Philip 
Bush  who  is  bound  over  by  the  Mayor  on  whose  recommendation  Day 
is  received  and  it  is  expected  he  will  Oblige  Bush  to  pay  the  Charge/* 
Oct,  3,  1764,  **  Nameless  a  i>oor  Patient  much  Wounded  by  persons 
unknown  in  this  City  in  the  Night'* 

Surgical  operations  were  intended  to  be  recorded  in  the  operation- 
book  and  rarely  found  their  way  to  the  minutes,  but  the  following 
was  deemed  sufficiently  important  to  record  in  this  place:  '*  May 
27*  1765,  The  Operation  of  Cutting  James  Child  jun'r.  for  the  stone 
was  this  day  successfully  performed  by  Dr.  Thomas  Bond  ;  when  the 
stone  appeared  to  be  as  large  as  a  Hen's  Egg  &  weighed  two  ounces, 
two  drachms  and  one  half.'* 

Also  December  10,  1765,  **0n  ihe  roth  day  of  Dec.  17651a 
Stone  Weighing  i  oz  5  drachms  if..  Inch  Diameter  i-Ji  in  length 
was  extracted  by  Dr.  T.  Bond  from  a  lad  of  about  7  years  old/' 

The  following  is  the  first  case  of  complete  blindness  recorded  on 
the  minutes,  and  well  illustrates  the  humanity  of  the  Managers,  A 
minute  under  date  of  April  28,  1760,  reads: 

James  PenibiTton  is  Desir'd  to  insert  an  udvertisemfiH  in  the  next  *'  Gazette  " 
iiolyfying  that  Catlitrhie  Smith,  the  Blind  Chi  lei,  about  ro  Years  of  age,  who  has 
l>cen  in  this  House  for  sometime  past,  it  is  now  proposed  should  be  bound  out  to 
some  person  of  appruvtrtl  Character  who  will  undertake  to  instruct  her  in  such 
Business  as  she  may  be  capjible  of,  to  enable  lier  to  earn  her  hvinjf.  &  that  a  coin- 
fwlent  sum  of  Money  h  oflfer^cl  to  he  j^iven  with  her  by  the  Provincial  Comtnisi- 
sioners  as  a  Reward  for  their  Care,  &  InstructJon  of  her,  as  likewise  to  describe 
her  Disposition  &  particularly  her  Circumstance, 

The  following  correspondence  and  official  action  thereon,  sliow 
conclusively  the  feelings  of  the  Managers  upon  the  subject  of  intern- 
perance  and  the  direct  connection  between  abuse  of  alcoholic  drinks 
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and  disease,  pauperism  and  crime,  ai  a  very  early  date  in  the  present 
century.  Intfmperance

The  Manaj*ers  sensible  of  the  ^real  injury  the  increased  number  of  public 
houses  and  tippling  Ivmses  are  of  to  the  coniinutiity  and  that  many  of  the  diseases 
ill  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  are  principally  owing  to  the  intemperance  of  those 
who  frequent  them,  do  agree  in  sentiment  with  the  fUiardiaivs  of  the  Poor  on  the 
propriety  of  presenting  a  remonstrance  against  them  to  the  Mayor's  Court  and 
the  Court  of  Quarter  SessinniH  and  for  the  purpose  effecting  a  co-i>perat ion  with 
them  and  the  Inspectors  rif  the  Prison  if  possible  to  suppress  them,  the  Managers 
appoint  John  Dorsey^  Zaccheus  Coltins  and  Pascball  Honingsworth  to  unite  with 
the  Committee  of  Ciuardians  and  such  Committee  as  the  said  Inspectors  may 
name  to  prepare  a  suilEible  remonstrance  on  the  fjccasiun. 

The  Committee  on  the  niemMria!  to  the  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  and  to  the 
Mayor's  Courts  report— they  presented  the  following  which  was  afterwards  snp- 
|K)rted  by  several  petitions  lo  the  same  effect  from  a  number  of  citizens:

That  your  Memorialists  are  seriously  alarmed  by  the  rapid  increase  of  the  Houses, 
nber  of  the  objects  of  their  Care  and  have  been  hereby  led  lo  a  cfmsideralion 
th  of  the  causes  thereof  and  the  consetpjences  necessarily  resulting  therefrom. 
Among  the  former  they  find  intemperanre  to  be  the  principal  and  most  com- 
nion  ;  and  that  this  is  greatly  pronmted  by  taverns  and  other  licensed  Houses  for 
retailing  spiritnons  liquttrs  having  becume  nnnecessarity  numerous.  The  latter 
are  too  obvious  to  need  a  iiarticular  tletail  but  yuur  Memurialist!*  deem  it  not 
improper  to  state  as  the  result  of  their  own  observation  and  inquiries  that  almost 
all  crimes*  the  pi)verty  aiul  distress  of  individuals  and  families,  various  diseases 
and  some  in  their  most  dreadful  forms,  and  a  very  great  increase  of  taxes  are 
among  them.  tJnder  the  impressions  made  upon  their  minds  by  this  view  of  the 
Subject  your  Memorialists  feel  il  a  duty  specially  incumbent  on  them  to  make 
this  representation  to  the  Court  and  to  add  their  earnest  entreaties  that  the  num- 
iHfr  o^  taverns  and  other  licenced  public  houses  in  the  city  may  bt^much  reduced. 
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Secondly.  That  no  pi^rson,  having  the  STtialli>ox,  the  itch,  or  other  infectious 
distempers,  shall  be  admitted,  until  there  are  proper  apartmetits  prepared  for  the    RuI^s 
reception  of  such  as  are  afllictcd  with  those  diseases;    and  if  any  such  persons   reKuIatinj; 
should  be  inadvertently  adrnilted,  they  shall  forthwith  be  discharged.  Admissions 

Thirdly,  That  Women  having  yonnK  chiklrtit  shall  not  be  received,  unless    and 
their  children   arc  taken   care  of   elsewhere,   that    the    Hospital   may   not   be    Discharges 
burthcned  with  the  maintenance  of  such  children,  nor  the  patients  disturbed  with 
their  noise. 

Fourthly,  That  rtll  persons  desirous  of  being  admitted  into  the  Hospital  (not 
inhabitants  of  Philadelphia)  must,  before  they  leave  the  place  of  their  abode,  have 
their  cases  drawn  up  in  a  plain  manner  and  sent  to  the  Managers,  together  with  a 
certificate  from  a  Justice  of  Peace,  and  the  overseer  or  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
township  in  which  they  reside,  that  they  have  gained  a  residence  in  such  tf>\vnship» 
and  arc  unable  to  pay  for  medidnc^s  and  attendance;  to  which  an  answer  shall 
sf>eedily  be  returned,  informing  them  whether  and  when  they  may  be  admitted. 
All  persons  employed  in  drawing  up  their  cases,  are  desired  to  be  particular  in 
enumerating  the  symptoms,  and  to  mention  the  patient's  a>fe,  sex,  and  place  of 
a1»ode,  with  the  distance  from  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

Fifthly,  That  all  persons  who  have  thus  obtainetl  a  letter  of  license  to  be 
received  into  thf  Hospital,  must  be  there  at  the  time  mentioned  for  their  recep- 
tion and  brinx  with  them  that  letter,  and  must  likewise  depcish  in  the  hands  of 
the  treasurer  s^^t  much  money,  or  yive  such  secvirity,  as  shall  be  mentioned  in  their 
respective  letters  of  license^  to  indemnify  the  Hospital,  either  from  the  expense  of 
burial,  in  ease  they  die,  or  to  defray  the  expense  of  carryin^;  them  back  to  their 
place  of  aliode  and  that  they  niay  not  become  a  charge  to  the  city. 

Sixthly,  If  the  several  persons,  not  excluded  by  the  preceding  exceptions, 
are  applying;  when  they  cannot  be  received,  without  exceeding  the  number 
allowed  by  the  managers  to  be  entertained  at  one  time  in  the  Hospital,  the 
preference  will  be  given,  when  the  cases  are  equally  urgent,  first  to  Huch  as  arc 
recommended  by  one  or  more  of  the  contributors,  members  of  this  Cun>oration, 
residing  in  the  township  to  which  the  poor  persons  belong  ;  secondly,  to  those  who 
stand  first  in  the  list  of  applications;  but  if  some  cases  are  urgent,  and  others 
can  admit  of  delay^  those  with  the  most  urgent  symptoms  shall  be  preferred. 

Seventhly.  Notwithstanding  such  letters  of  license,  if  it  shall  appear  l>y  a 
personal  examination  of  any  of  the  patients  that  their  cases  are  misrepresented, 
and  that  they  are  improper  subjects  of  the  Hosjiital,  the  Managers  shall  have  the 
pitwer  of  refusing  them  admission. 

Eighthly,  That  at  least  one  bed  shaU  be  provided  for  accidents  that  require 
immediate  relief. 

Ninthly,  That  if  there  shall  be  room  in  the  Hospital  to  spare,  after  as  rn;iny 
poor  patients  are  accommodated  as  the  interest  of  the  capital  stock  can  support, 
the  managers  shall  have  the  liberty  of  taking  in  other  patients ;  at  such  reason- 
able  rates  as  they  can  agree  for;  and  the  profits  arising  from  Ijoarding  and 
nursing  such  patients,  shall  be  appnjpriated  to  the  same  uses  as  the  interest 
monney  of  the  publick  stock.  Provided,  that  no  such  persons,  under  pretence  of 
coming  to  board  in  the  Hospital,  shall  be  admitted,  unless,  on  the  rir.st  applica- 
tion made  on  his  l)ehalf,  a  certificate  be  produced  from  the  overseer  or  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  the  township  in  which  he  lives,  of  his  having  gained  a  residence  in 
the  said  township;  jind  unless  sufficient  security  be  given  to  the  Managers  to 
indemnify  the  city  and  Hospitiil  from  all  charges  and  expenses  whatever,  occa- 
sioned by  his  removing  hither. 
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Temhly,  Tliai  those  v%'ho  are  lakeii  into  ilic  Hospital  at  a  private  ejrpcnse, 
litanafftrs'    ^^^  employ  any  phyfvicianii  or  surgeons  they  desire. 
Rules  for  Eleventhly,  That  all  persons  who  have  been  admilted  into  the  Hospital,  shall 

Patients,  be  diRchiirged  as  soon  as  they  are  cured^  or,  after  a  reasonable  time  of  Tryal,  are 
judged  inrurable. 

Twelfthly,  Thai  all  patients  when  cured,  sign  certificates  of  their  particular 
cases,  and  of  the  benefit  they  have  received  in  this  Hospital,  In  be  either  pub- 
lished or  otherwise  disposed  of,  as  the  managers  may  think  proper. 

Thirtcenlhly,  Thai  no  patient  go  out  of  the  Hospital  without  leave  from 
one  of  the  physicians  or  surgeons,  first  sig^ntfied  to  the  matron  ;  That  they  do  not 
swear,  curse,  jj^et  drunk,  behave  rudely  or  indecently,  on  pain  of  expulsion  after 
the  first  admonition. 

Fourteenthly,  That  no  patients  presume  to  play  at  cards,  dice,  or  any  other 
game  within  the  Husi>ital,  or  to  be^  any  where  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on 
pain  ofbeinK  discharj^ed  for  irre^^tilarily. 

Fifteenthly,  That  such  patients  as  are  1labk%  shall  assist  in  nursing  others ; 
washing  and  ironin^jthe  linen,  washing  and  cleaning  the  rooms,  and  ssuch  other 
services  as  the  matron  shall  require. 

The  foregoing  rules  were  agreed  to  by  a  board  of  Managers  of  the  PmnsyJ- 
vania  Hospital,  the  twenly-third  day  of  the  first  niunth  (January)  1752*

A  rule  was  established  by  the  Managers  January  25,  1762,  which 
enlarged  the  scope  of  their  charitable  work.     It  was 

Agreed  that  hereafter  the  Applications  made  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of 
any  of  the  Townships  within  this  t^rovincc  for  the  Admission  of  Patients  into  this 
Hospital,  if  their  cases  are  adjudged  proper,  they  shall  be  taken  in  free  of  Charge 
for  their  Maintenance. 

While  such  had  not  been  the  original  mtenlion  when  the  Hospital 
was  founded,  the  Managers  had  heretofore  exacted  from  outlying 
townships  a  certain  guarantee  for  board  of  the  poor  sent  to  the 
institution.  This  had  been  the  rule,  e%'en  with  the  indigent  of  Phila- 
delphia, none  were  admitted  without  requiring  some  sectirity,  in  case 
of  death,  for  the  removal  of  the  body.  Often  when  some  poor  stranger 
claimed  the  hospitality  and  care  of  the  institution,  with  no  one  to 
act  as  security,  one  of  the  Managers  or  some  other  charitable  citizen, 
pro  forma,  signed  the  admission  paper. 
All  Cinsses  The  desire  of  doing  good  to  all,  irrespective  of  color  or  con- 

cared  for  diiion,  seemed  to  animate  every  one  connected  with  the  Hospital 
from  its  beginning.  That  no  difference  was  made  in  favor  of  pay 
patients  will  be  evident  from  the  following  minutes  made  February 
29,  1768:

Resolved,  That  ihe  Pay  Puticnts  now  in  the  House  and  ilwse  who  are  here- 
lifter  Admitted  be  accommodated  with  no  other  Provisions  for  their  Diet  than  the    Diet, 
Other  Patients,  and  any  Extraordinary  necessaries  they  require.  Such  as  Tea, 
Loaf  Sugar,  Coflfee,  Chocolate,  Wine  or  SpirUf*,  they  provide  at  their  own  Expenre, 

It  is  recorded  on  the  minutes,  May  7,  1752,  that  an  Indian 
having  been  found  ill  near  the  home  of  Isaac  Norris,  the  latter 
reported  the  case  to  the  Managers,  who  immedialely  took  action  in 
the  matter,  appointing  John  Reynell  and  Samuel  Rhoads  in  con- 
junction with  the  physicians  to  consider  it,  **and  if  they  find  he 
cannot  l>e  otherwise  suitably  provided  for,  it  is  agreed  that  he  may 
be  admitted  into  the  Hospital.''  Upon  investigation,  Samuel  Rhuads 
reported  that  John  Reynell  and  he  had  visited  the  sick  Indian  and 
that  **  Isaac  Korris  had  provided  a  place  for  him/' 

The  want  of  personal  security  did  not  deter  any  deserving,  poor 
person,  however,  from  receiving  the  benefits  of  Hospital  treatment. 
Here  are  two  of  the  many  instances  on  record:  October  3,  1764, 
**  John  Bryan  a  poor  person  was  admitted  with  large  ulcers,  a  pair  of 
buckles  his  security/'  On  September  28,  1785,  **apoor  sailor  was 
admitted  with  Rheumatism,  his  chest  of  cloathes,  his  security." 

On  June  23,  1798, 

The  Managers  in  hill  consideration  of  the  Fifth  rule  for  the  admission  and 
discharge  of  Patients,  a^ree  tlvut  the  same  be  repealed  so  far  as  reliites  to 
recjuirinjj  thu  security  for  the  funeral  Charges  of  poor  Patients  to  whtc  h  agree* 
mcni  the  approbation  uf  the  Chief  Justice,  Speakers  of  the  Assembly  and  State 
Attorney  is  solidted. 

On  February  26,  1810,  the  following  amended  rules  were  adopted, 
making  more  easy  the  admission  of  poor  patients  in  future: 

isl.  Recent  Accidents  such  as  wounds  and  bruises  may  be  received  at  all  Amended 
times  without  Security  provided  they  happen  in  Pennsylvania  and  are  brought  tu  Ry|ts  for 
the  House  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  accident.  Admissions 

2nd.  Pregnant  women  of  our  own  State,  who  are  poor,  and  proper  objects 
for  admission  into  the  Hospital,  may  be  received  without  security,  except  for  the 
removal  of  themselves  and  children  wiien  discharged.  The  Maintenance  of  the 
Mothers,  axx^  their  infants,  including  Cloatliing,  when  nescessary,  to  be  charged 
to  the  income  *jf  the  Cavalry  Fund,  and  in  Case  that  proves  insufTuient,  to  the 
general  fund  of  the  House. 

3rd.  The  Attending  Managers  may  sign  in  behalf  of  the  Hospital  as  security 
for  other  poor  Patients  for  Cloathintj  in  Cases  of  abs<ilnte  necessity  if  it  will  not    Hospital 
exceed  twcniy-five  dollars  in  any  two  months  of  the  year;    but  if  it  should  so    to  provide 
happen  that  a  part  of  the  said  allowances  of  Iwenly-five  dollars  for  any  two    Clothing  and 
months  should  remain  unexpende<l  the  surfilus  may  be  expt-ndml  in  the  succeed-    pay  Funeral 
ing  months  of  the  same  year  Provided  that  a  whole  year  not  more  than  one  bun-    Expenses, 
dred  and  fifty  dollars  be  allowed  for  cloalhing  and  the  usual  security  be  always 
taken  to  remove  the  Patients  when  required. 

4th,  All  funeral  expenses  of  the  Poor  of  our  own  State  shall  be  charged  to  the 
Hospttab 
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The  liberal  spirit  of  the  Managers  is  shown  by  their  course  with 
regard  to  free  vaccination.  March  28,  iSoS,  the  Secretary  of 
Board  of  Managers  was  directed  *'  to  give  public  notice  in  the  news- 
papers that  the  Poor  of  Pennsylvania  shall  be  vaccinated  gratis,  if 
they  will  cali  at  the  Hosi>itaL'*  Again  on  March  27.  1S09,  it  is  agreed 
**to  advertise  the  Poor  from  the  City  and  Country  to  come  to  the 
Hospital  where  they  will  he  vaccinated  gratis."  Previous  to  this 
time,  inoculation  was  practised  by  the  physicians  of  the  Hospital, 
composing  the  Medical  Siaff;  but  as  infectious  diseases  were  not 
admitted,  ihe  patients  were  treated  at  their  homes.  The  statistics  are 
incomplete,  but  the  following  is  of  some  historical  interest: 

Dtiring  the  year  1799-1S00,  among  the  outside  patients  were 
treated:  109  cases  of  **  inoculated  *'  smallpox,  of  which  6S  were 
cured,   i  failed.      6  cases  of  '*  natural  "  smallpox  were  also  attended. 

The  physicians  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  on  November  25. 
1S12,  recommended  the  managers  *'  to  ajiply  three  hundred  dollars  of 
the  medical  fund  towards  clothing  of  such  poor  patients,  who  cannot 
find  the  usual  security  for  that  necessary  article*'  j  again  on  April  25, 
1814,  the  physicians  agreed  to  appropriate  one  thoitsand  dollars  to 
be  laken  out  of  the  medical  fund  **  forsiifiply  of  clothing  to  indigent 
patients." 

The  Committee  on  Economy,  on  January  29,  1827,  were  charged 
to  ''prepare  an  apartment  for  the  accommodation  of  colored  female 
patients  in  which  they  may  be  more  suitably  provided  than  they  are  at 
present,'* 

April  9,  1757,  Tom,  a  negro,  belonging  to  Josefih  Wharton,  **an 
honest  slave/*  was  the  first  patient  who  died  in  the  new  HospitaL  On 
November  26,  1766^  the  matron  was  given  particular  directions  that 
bodies  of  the  patients  who  die,  should  be  taken  into  the  Upper  Hall 
to  be  laid  out  in  a  suitable  ajmrtment  there  to  be  provided  for  that 
pur  pose. 

It  was  ''  Resolved,  that  when  the  Physicians  shall  conclude  it 
necessary  to  open  the  bodies  of  any  of  the  dead,  that  they  previously 
consult  the  sitting  managers  thereon  and  obtain  their  consent.'* 

In  the  course  of  years,  disputes  have  occasionally  arisen  between 
the  physicians  of  the  Hospital  and  the  Coroner  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, with  regard  to  the  relative  rights  of  each  party  to  make 
autopsies  upon  patients  dying  troin  injury,  whether  recent  or  remote. 
The  following  valuable  contribution  to  the  discussion  of  the  duties  of 
the  ofBce  of  the  Coroner  aro.se  in  this  way  :  in  the  case  of  a  woman 
named  Elizabeth  Taylor,  who  had  been  accidentally  burnt  al>out  her 
body  and  died  in  the  Hospital,  in  consequence  thereof,  a  week  after  her 
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admission,  the  Coroner  of  Philadelphia  asserted  his  right   to  make  a 
post-mortem  examination. 

The  latter  in   an  official   communication,  dated  September  28, 
1840,  addressed  the  Board  as  follows : 

The  responsibility  of  an  oath  makes  it  m\  imptnitive  duty  011  my  part  to  call    Conniuinica- 
your  altentiofi  to  the  fact,  that  many  persons  who  die  in  the  Hospital,  the  victims    tion  from  the 
of  accident,  are  buried  without  my  knowledge.     Now    I   believe   that   the   law    Coroner. 
makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Coroner  tu  hold  an  imjuest  over  the  bodies  of  persons 
who  die  from  casualties. 
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another  letter  he  gives  a  list  of  authorities  in  support 
claim  that  **aU  deaths  from  accidents  or  casualties  fall  under  the 
notice  of  the  Coroner,"  without  regard  to  **  the  nature  of  the  casual- 
ties or  the  time  that  may  elapse  preceding  death.'* 

This  claim  was  opposed  by  the  Managers  and  Horace  Binncy, 
Esq.,  of  the  Philadelphia  Bar,  was  requested  to  inform  the  Board 
concerning  the  utmost  limit  of  the  duty  of  the  Coroner, 

Mr,  Binney,  in  a  full  report  dated  November  7,  1840,  (which 
will  here  be  given  in  a  somewhat  condensed  form),  denied  this  claim 
and  declared  that  the  authorities  cited  did  not  support  it.  The  sudden- 
ness of  the  death  is  more  essential  than  its  accidental  character.  The 
right  to  jurisdiction  of  the  Coroner,  therefore,  in  a  death  from 
casualty,  is  not  inherent,  but  in  each  case  is  due  to  attendant  circum- 
stances. 

After  briefly  reviewing  several  points  raised  by  the  Coroner's 
correspondence,  Mr.  Binney  proceeded  to  summarize  the  law  upon 
the  subject  and  then  advised  the  Managers  with  regard  to  their  duty 
in  case  of  violent  or  accidental  deaths,  as  follows: 

The  office  of  Coroner,  it  may  be  remarked,  derives  its  name  from  the  cirnim 
stance,  that  it  has  principally  to  do  with  Pleas  of  the  Crown^  or  such  in  which 
the  Kini;  is  nwre  inmiediately  concerned. 

The  judicial  powers  belonginjj;  to  the  office,  have  altogether  perhaps  a  refer- 
ence to  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  crown.  If  the  death  of  a  person  involves  a 
homicide,  the  Coroner  intervenes  to  hold  an  inquest^  that  those  who  are  culpable 
may  be  brouKht  to  justice  in  the  kint^'s  courts:  and  if  the  case  is  one  in  which 
the  party  Is/elo  de  xe,  the  inqtiest  is  necessary  or  expetlient  to  secure  the  forfeit- 
ure which  follows  the  act  ;  and  if  it  be  a  case  neither  of  homicide  nor  suicide,  it 
is  the  Coroner's  duty  to  impiire  whether  there  be  not  a  tieoiiatui  in  consequence 
of  the  death,  to  the  king,  or  to  the  lord  of  the  franchise  under  him. 

These  objects  and  ends  of  the  office,  may  be  regarded  as  limitations  of  its 
judicial  power  in  England,  except  in  the  case  of  persons  dying  in  prist>n,  where, 
from  a  salutary  suspicion  that  the  death  of  all  persons  who  are  in  the  custody  of 
a  gaoler,  may  be  brought  about  by  violence  or  oppressit^n,  the  law  requires  an 
inquest  J>y  die  Coroner  in  every  case,  without  regard  to  its  circumstances.  With 
respect  to  prisons,  general  suspicion  supplies  the  place  of  particular  suspicion. 
In   other  cases,  it  would    seem    reasonable   to   require   the   existence  of  some 
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The  only  difficulty  which  attends  the  inquiry,  is  what  constitutes  in  the  eye 
of  the  law  a  sudden  deaths  by  such  means.  A  death  from  wounds,  inflicted  by 
another,  ihuuRh  it  nmy  not  ininiediately  follow,  may  be  a  fit  case  for  a  Coroner's 
inquest ;  and  the  Stat.  4  Edw.  L,  ex|>rcRRly  requires  that  the  Coroner  '*  shall  jfn 
to  the  places  wliere  any  be  slain  or  suddenly  dead^  or  wounded ^''  which  in  this 
part  of  the  statute  may  mean  the  dead  who  have  been  wounded,  without  regard 
to  the  suddenness  of  the  death ;  and  the  violence  is  certainly  a  fit  subject  of 
investigation,  thouj^h  the  death  be  not  in  common  apprehension  sudden.  On  this 
distinction,  1  find  nothinj^  in  the  Woks  which  trewt  of  this  subject.  But  where 
the  case  is  clear  and  unsuspected  casualty,  antl  the  death  of  the  party  follows  at 
the  end  of  days  or  weeks,  by  fever,  by  inrtanmiation,  or  by  other  morbid  derangc- 
ment  produced  by  the  accident,  it  is  one  free  from  all  claim  of  Jurisdiction  by  the 
Corcmer»  in  point  of  law,  liecause  it  wants  both  the  Zfioienf  and  uuftaiurai  mratts, 
and  //j/"  sudden  death.  If  this  ground  of  discrimination  is  not  sound,  then,  as  the 
Coroner  says,  every  casualty  producing  death  after  any  interval  of  time,  and  of 
course  producinjc  it  directly  or  indirectly — the  prick  of  a  pin  ])roducing  lock-jaw 
— ^scaldinj;  water  from  a  tea-kettle  producing  inHammalion — a  broken  leg  produc- 
ing fever^and  tending  in  death  at  the  end  of  a  month  or  six  monih?*,  all  the*e  are 
cases  for  the  Coroner  ;  and  then,  as  Lord  Hale  remarks,  the  Coroner  must  be 
sent  for  in  every  case.  What.  I  would  ask,  is  the  la*nefit  of  such  a  doctrine  to 
the  community?  And  it  is  for  the  public  that  tlie  office  is  instituted  among  us. 
and  not  for  the  Coroner  or  any  one  else  ?  Where  there  is  no  suspicion  of  I'ialeni 
and  unnafural  mtans,  why  investigate  the  death,  however  sudden?  When  the 
parly  lives  for  days  and  explains  the  casually,  and  stiJl  there  is  Jio  cause  what* 
ever  of  suspicion,  why  burilen  the  county  with  an  unnecessary  expense?  Per- 
sons dying  in  prison,  whom  their  friends  cannot  approach  to  hear  their  com- 
plaints, deserve  the  protection  of  a  general  pcjsi  mortem  inquiry  for  all  persons  in 
their  condition.  But  what  security  do  persons  require  who  are  accidentaHy  hurt, 
more  than  they  have  in  the  access  of  their  friends,  and  in  their  exemption  from 
all  restraint  upon  their  complaints  or  communications?  1  am  wholly  unable  to 
perceive  any  reasonable  ground  for  the  Coroner*s  claim  in  the  case  of  the  acci- 
dentally burnt  girl,  and  I  apprehend,  moreover,  that  it  is  directly  against  the 
case  of  77ie  King  v*  Harrison  before  cited. 

What  the  practice  of  Coroners  in  this  county  has  been,  it  is  not  easy  to  say, 
nor  should  I  place  much  reliance  upon  it  whatever  it  may  have  been,  since  it  has 
been  substantially  sub  siientto,  exce[jt  in  the  few  cases  in  which  their  inquests 
implicate  living  persons  criminally,  none  else  receiving  judicial  notice;  and 
in  such  Ciises  the  Coroner's  jurisdiction  being  undoubted.  It  is  an  oflfice  particu- 
larly liable  to  irregularities,  from  the  fact  ihal  few  perstins  care  lo  investigate  the 
claim  of  jurisdiction,  since  the  county  pays  for  its  exercise.  I  do  not  entertain 
the  opinion,  however,  that  the  Coroner  can  have  any  jurisdiction  by  practice,  that 
he  has  not  by  the  settk-d  principles  of  law. 

Having  .1  view  then  to  tlic  class  of  cases  occurring  or  likely  to  occur  in  the 
Pennsyiviifiia  Hospital,  and  adverting  to  the  wish  of  the  Managers  to  have  an 
expression  of  my  opinion  upon  the  Coroner's  jurisdiction  in  such  cases  generAtly, 
I  state  it  as  follows  : 

L  In  regard  to  persons  who  have  suffered  recent  injury  from  violence,  aiid 
are  brought  at  once  into  the  Hospital^  and  die  there  suddenly,  in  the  plain  sense 
of  that  expression,  I  advise  them  tliat  the  Coroner  has  jurisdiciiun,  and  that  they 
should  give  him  notice  of  the  death  a  reasonable  time  before  interment. 

n,  In  regard  to  such  as  may  be  bronght  there,  who  have  been  wounded,  that 
is  to  say,  stabbed,  or  shot,  or  cut,  iir  beaten  by  another,  and  shall  afterwards  die, 
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1  advise  the  HospiUil  ui  like  manner  to  ^'ve  the  iioticcp  and  Lo  Bubmit  to  the 
Coroner's  jnrisdkiiuri,  without  regard  lu  the  time  iliat  may  elapse  before  death. 

TIL  But  in  re>;artl  to  cases  of  accidental  injury,  broken  iimlis,  burns,  bruises, 
and  the  like,  where  the  piUient  does  not  die  suddenly,  but  lives  days  or  weeks, 
and  then  dies  from  fever,  intlarnmation,  or  other  morbid  affection  caused  by  the 
injury,  and  where  there  is  no  ground  of  reasonable  suspieion  that  the  injury 
involves  any  persk>n  in  criminality,  I  advise  tliat  the  Hospital  is  under  no  obliga- 
tion to  K've  notice  of  the  death  to  the  Coroner,  and  that  the  Coroner  has  no  right 
to  hold  an  inqnest  on  the  body. 

IV-  In  cases  of  sudden  death  by  ap<iplexy^  and  the  like,  amoTiR  tite  patients 
in  the  house,  there  being  no  cause  whatever  to  suspect  violence  and  unnatural 
means,  the  Coroner  ha^  clearly  no  right  to  hold  an  incpiest,  and  I  do  not  under- 
stand him  to  assert  such  a  right. 

Al   the   next   meeting,    held    November  30,    1840,    the  above 

opinion  was  presented. 

The  Secretary  reports  that,  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  the  Board  at 
the  last  stated  meeting,,  he  has  obtained  the  written  opinion  of  Horace  Binney, 
Esq.,  on  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Coroner ;  and  that,  in  answer  to  a  note  from  the 
Secretary  as  to  his  fee  for  the  same,  he  has  received  the  following  from  Mr.  Binney: 
**G,  Roberts  Smith,  Esq,  November  13,  1S40. 

'*Dfar  Sir.— I  beg  the  Hospital  to  accept  my  Opinion  as  a  contribution  by  me 
to  their  work  of  benevolence. 

"  I  remain  truly  yours,

On  motion,  Mesohft^d,  That  a  copy  of  this  Opinion  be  inserted  on  the  minutes, 
and  that  a  copy  be  also  furnished  to  the  Coroner. 

On  motion,  Jiesokftd,  vinanimously,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Managers  be 
tendered  to  Mr,  Binney  for  Ins  Opinion  and  the  generous  manner  in  which 
it  has  been  given. 

The  following  brief  items  will  exhibit  the  aid  extended,  by  the 
Hospital,  to  lunatics  and  indigent  patients  : 

Jan'y  27,  1806,  That  18  lunatics  may  be  admitted,  as  paupers,  in  all ;  but  no 
sitting  manager  to  exceed  that  number, 

Nov.  30,  1807,  That  the  poor  list  be  extended  so  as  to  admit  20  poor  lunatics 
at  one  lime»  making  on  the  whole  47  poor  patients  to  be  so  admitted. 

May  9,  180H,  Agreed  that  50  paupers  may  hereafter  be  admitted  into  the 
Hospital  at  one  time  ;  of  this  number  not  more  than  20  are  to  be  bniatics. 

Jul)*  31,  1809,  That  60  pour  patients  may  be  admitted  at  one  time  of  whom  23 
only  are  to  be  lunatics, 

Jan'y  27,  1817,  That  the  number  of  ]ioor  patients  to  be  hereafter  admitted  at 
any  time  into  the  Hospital  be  increased  to  65  of  whom  25  may  be  insane. 

July  28,  T823,  The  subject  of  increasing  the  number  of  Poor  patients  to  90  of 
whom  32  may  be  insane  was  again  called  up  and  after  consideration,  adopted, 

Aug.  3,  1829,  The  attending  managers  authorized  to  receive  into  the  Hospital 
six  lunatic  patients  in  addition  to  the  number  of  Poor  Insane  patients  at  present 
allowed  upon  the  Charity  of  the  Institution,  said  patients  to  be  recent  casts  and 
to  be  removed  by  their  securities  at  the  k;\\d  of  six  months  if  not  cured. 

July  26,  1830,  Restjived,  that  no  insane  patient  be  hereafter  admitted  on  the 
permanent  list  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  but  as  vacancies  occur*  the 
attending  managers  may  admit  such  cases  for  si,\  mrmihs. 
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A  disposition  being  manifested  by  the  City  authorities  to  have  their 
pauper  patients  treated  at  the  Hospital,  an  extended  correspondence 
arose  on  the  subject  which  is  here  considerably  condensed  from  the 
several  entries  as  they  appear  upon  the  Minutes  of  the  Board  of 
Managers :

Ahnshouse.  Hospital  /,"648,  It  was  then  again  rerpjesled  that  the  rate  of  board  be 
reduced,  which,  being  consideretl  by  the  Hospital  managers,  they  declined  to 
make  any  alteration  for  the  present  in  tlie  price  or  terms  of  aflmission.  On 
DecemluT  7,  17%,  it  was  found  that  on  "June  ist  last  the  Almshouse  was  in  del*! 
to  the  Hospital  for  maintenance  of  their  sick  ^,'945,  los.,  which  being  placed  ill 
Attorney's  hands  for  collection,  a  trial  was  obtained  on  February  12,  1791,  when 
the  Almshouse  managers,  finding  the  evidence  suhmillet^  jjroved  they  had  con- 
tracted to  pay  at  the  rcites  and  prices  debited  to  them,  admitted  the  equity  of  ihe 
acconnt  and  consented  that  a  verdict  should  be  given  for  /"loi^,  due  February 
24,  i79tj.  The  point  at  issue  was  the  objection  of  the  Almshouse  to  the  legality  of 
the  Hospital's  charging  for  the  Imard  of  patients  who  were  residents  of  Tennsyiva- 
nia,  alleging  that  the  li«>spit:il  funds  were  exclusively  intt-nded  for  that  <lescri|>lion 
of  |>e<»ple  and  that  the  Hospital  had  no  right  to  take  fortigners  on  charity,  or  the 
inhabitants  of  other  States.  The  matter  was  fully  argued  before  the  Court,  but 
not  finally  decided,  on  the  Court  being  adjourned  to  the  3d  of  the  following 
March,  **  The  managers  had  reason  to  believe  it  would  be  determined  liberally  in 
their  favor  as  they  have  a  right  tu  consider  all  persons  meeting  with  rasualilies 
in  the  Roads  or  Streets,  or  perishing  with  sickness  in  the  State,  as  the  poor  nf 
Pennsylvania  withf>ut  exception ;  but  if  they  are  immediately  sent  from  the 
neigh buring  State  for  the  express  purpi:>sc  of  being  ftUpportt?cl  in  the  hospital  they 
cmght  not  to  l>e  admitted.'* 

On  April  2<i,  1799>  the  Managers  informed  the  Almshouse  authorities  they  had 
room  for  six  patients,  if  they  had  any  diseased  persons  in  their  House,  whom  the 
physicians  of  the  Hospital  should  think  pRiper  subjects,  they  would  willingly 
receive  them  witfiont  pay.  The  Almshouse  managers  acceded  to  the  proposition, 
with  delight,  in  the  hope  that  their  maniacs  would  be  selected,  which  was  not  the 
proposition  of  the  Hospital.  The  matter  led  to  correspondence  and  several  con- 
ferences ;  the  hospital  committee  fully  explained  to  the  Almshouse  managers  the 
rcauson  why  ihey  conld  not  admit  their  |ioor  patients  in  the  manner  and  upon  the 
unreasonable  terms  which  they  had  proposed,  ft  was  finally  agreed  that  ilie 
managers  of  the  Hospital  should  consider,  and  make  known,  the  lowest  rale  at 
which  the  sick  patients  of  the  Almshouse  would  be  received  into  the  Pennsylvania 
hospital.  On  December  19.  iSoi^  they  submitted  the  following  :  ^*  ist,  The  Hospital 
will  take  from  the  managers  of  the  Almshouse  all  such  pay  patients  as  the  hos* 
pital  physicians  consider  as  proper  cases  to  be  received  tht  rein  at  225  cents  per 
week.  2d,  Thiit  all  their  pay  patients  who  are  now  in  the  house  shall  be  churged 
at  the  same  price.  3d,  The  accounts  shall  be  settled  at  the  end  of  every  3  months. 
4tli,  If  the  foregoing  proposals  are  not  agreeil  to,  the  terms  of  a(!mi!»sion  shall  not 

«  be  altered  from  three  dollars  a  week  until  further  order  is  taken  thereotl.** 
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On  Dec.  28,  t8*ii.  The  MniwKeffiof  thu  Alnishoust'  made  answer  that  tbey  could 
iii»t  agree  to  the  proposal.  Imt  it  was  probahk-  that  a  con  Terence  would  remove 
the  impediments.  At  a  conference,  held  Jany  12,  i8cd2,  the  objections  made  to  the 
proposals  of  the  hos|»ital  managers  were  considered  and  removed  with  exception 
of  the  first,  for  wliich  the  Almshouse  Committee  prepared  the  follovvinj^  sul>*tti- 
mte:  "  RefHtlved  that  the  Manage rn  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  will  tiikc  from 
the  Managers  of  the  Ahnshouse  all  their  lunatics  and  j^uch  other  pay  ]iatienls  as 
may  he  considered  curable  cases  anc!  iitroper  for  admission  into  the  said  Hospital 
(agreeable  to  its  Rules  I  at  225  cents  per  week  for  each  of  them  for  one  year/' 

The  Almshouse  Committee  also  proposed  to  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital.  "  that  they  shcdl  cause  to  be  attended  all  their  Patients  who  may  He  in  the 
Ahnshouse,  In"  the  Hospital  Physicians,  gratis;  and  that  they  shall  be  supplied 
with  medicines  except  liquors  at  the  expense  of  the  Hospital." 

On  Jany  25,  1802,  all  conference  on  the  subject  was  terminated  by  a  minute 
of  the  Almshouse  tward,  that  ihey  **  are  of  opinion  it  will  not  be  advisable  to 
remove  the  sick  fnim  this  house  to  the  Hospital  upon  tlie  terms  proposed  by  the 
Managers  of  that  Institution  inasmuch  as  it  will  occasion  a  very  great  and  as  we 
tf>ncejve  nnjustifiable  increase  <jf  our  expenses/'  On  Jany  31,  TS03,  a  communi- 
cation was  received  from  the  Almshuuse  board  requesting  a  conference  with  the 
Managers  of  the  Hospital  on  the  admission  of  Paupers  into  said  hospital  and 
asking  the  apf>oinlment  of  committee  of  nmference-  A  conference  was  held 
Feb,  2H,  iSo;?,  when  the  Almshouse  committee  siihrnitted  the  following  minute 
containing  the  objections  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  to  the  terms  of  admission 
for  their  sick  patients,  viz.  :  "  Whereaj*  it  has  been  Customary  for  the  Managers 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  to  admit  diseased  paupers  into  their  house  for  cure, 
provided  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  will  engage  t*>  furnish  them  with  Cloathesand 
pay  funeral  expenses  in  case  of  their  death,  and  such  tfigai,-fm^nts  involve  the 
Guardians  in  Nnturirssafy,  and  in  case  of  non  residents  perhaps  tn  unjustihable, 
ExjK'nse  and  at  the  same  time  s-wr/l  the  account  of  the  (tuardians  whih^  fhr  ivhole 
nt'iiii  result<i  to  the  Managers  of  the  HospitaL  Resolved,  that  in  Future  No 
Guardian  sign  Such  Engaf^emetti  io  thf  HospitaL'*  The  Almshonse  Cnmmittee 
was  informed  of  the  reasons  upon  which  the  rules  for  the  adnnssion  f»f  Paupers 
into  the  Hospital  were  founded  and  the  difficulty  there  would  be  in  proairing  an 
alteration  thereof;  and  that  the  Guardians  cnuld  derive  little  or  no  benefit  from 
the  proposed  alterations,  inasmuch  as  clothing  ami  burying  their  patients  at  the 
expense  of  the  Hospital  would  only  lessen  the  fund  th.'it  supported  their  own 
pour — as  they  appeared  to  be  convinced  with  the  reasons  assigned,  the  conference 
adjourned.  The  Almshouse  Iward  rescinded  this  minute  and  then  adopted  the 
following:  '"that  in  cases  where  nothing  further  is  required  than  furnishing 
Cloaths  and  defraying  funeral  Expenses  il  will  t>eproi>er  for  the  Guardians  tosii^n 
the  Engagements,  due  attention  being  previously  paid  to  the  Applicant  being  a 
Residenter." 

This  arrangement  beiii^  satisfactory  to  the  Managers »  the  Com- 
mittee was  discharged  July  25.  1803,  it  not  being  considered  necessary 
to  have  any  further  conference,  at  this  time,  ^n  the  subject. 

A  siibscfiuent  communication  from  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor 
was  read  February  27,  1804,  in  which  they  offered  to  transfer  two  pati- 
per  lunatics  to  the  Hospital,  on  condition  that  the  Managers  *^  in  future 
provide  them  all  and  every  Necessary,  without  any  Expense  to  this  Insti- 
tution.*'   To  this  proposition  the  Managers  made  a  reply,  stating  that 
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They  are  now,  and  have  bcLii  at  all  times  well  disposed  to  extend  Ihe  benefits 
of  the  Institution,  as  far  a  they  can  lejjally  and  properly  do  it  to  the  poor  of  the 
City  and  Districts  of  Philadt-lphia  ;  yet  they  are  not  willing  to  act  inconsistently 
with  these  rules  in  favor  of  the  Guardians  or  of  any  other  persons  :  And  they 
expect  whenever  the  Guardians  rig^htly  consider  all  Circumstances,  they  will 
be  disposed  to  promote  the  Interests  of  the  Citizens,  and  not  charge  them  with 
the  Board  of  Confirmed  Lunatics,  whom  the  Manajijersof  the  Hospital,  have  offered 
to  maintain  free  of  any  expense  but  Cloaths  and  funeral  Charges, 

On  July  31,  1 8151  the  following  was  received,  showing  an  amicable 
feeling  between  the  two  institutions  : 

In  Board  of  Managers  at  the  Almshouse  and  House  of  Employment  a6th  ot

Resohfed,  That  the  Medical  Students  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  he  per- 
mitted to  attend  the  Surgical  Operations  which  may  hereafter  be  performed  in 
this  House.  John  Harrison.  Pre$i. 

Frotti  the  above  it  is  seen  that  the  claim  that  the  excellent 
charitable  institution  known  as  *'The  Philadelphia  Hospital*'  now 
existing  in  connection  with  the  Philadelphia  (Blockley)  Almshouse, 
is  **the  oldest  Hospital  in  America''  is  evidently  quite  incorrect. 
Because  it  now  exists  \n  connection  with  the  Philadelphia  Almshouse, 
it  can  not  be  admitted  that  it  was  so  from  the  beginning,  or  that  its 
organization  dates  back  to  the  establishment  of  the  first  City 
Almshouse  in  1730-31,  There  are  no  facts  to  sustain  such  an  asser- 
tion ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  seen  that  the  Almshouse  Hospital  was  not 
established  until  some  time  between  1S12  and  1815,  In  the  numerous 
communications  between  the  Board  of  Guardians  and  the  Managers  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  until  the  last  above  quoted,  no  allusion. 
direct  or  indirect,  betrays  the  existence  of  such  a  medical  organiza- 
tion. Had  such  a  hospital,  in  connection  with  the  Almshouse 
existed,  the  Guardians  of  the  Almshouse  would  not  have  made  an 
arrangement  for  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  to  take 
their  curable  sick  paupers  as  pay  patients,  thus  increasing  the  expenses 
of  the  Almshouse.  Finally,  that  such  Medical  Hospital  did  not  exist 
as  late  as  1802,  is  evident  from  the  proposals  of  the  Almshouse  Board 
to  wit:  1st,  *'Tliat  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  will 
take  from  the  Managers  of  the  Almshouse  all  tlieir  lunatics  and  such 
other  [jatients  as  may  be  considered  curable  cases  and  proper  for 
admission  into  the  Hospital/*  2d,  That  the  Managers  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital  **  cause  to  be  attended  all  their  patients  who  may  be 
in  the  Almshouse  by  the  Hosi»itai  Physicians  gratis ;  "  and  that  **  they 
be  supplied  with  medicines  except  liquors  etc.  at  the  expense  of  the 
Hospital.*'  It  is  evident  that  the  sick  and  insane  paupers  at  the 
Almshouse  were  not  previously  tinder  the  care  of  any  medical  organi- 
zation and  received  only  the  ordinary  Almshouse  care. 
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At  one  period  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital,  many  Acadians 
were  aduiitled  for  medical  treatment.  These  people,  in  the  early 
part  of  the  last  century,  dwelt  in  the  territory  now  included  in  Nova 
Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  and  the  adjacent  islands,  and  were  a  peace- 
able and  industrious,  agricultural  community^  originally  a  colony  of 
Bretons^  who  came  from  France  under  l*ierre  du  Oast  Sieiir  de  Monts, 
a  wealthy  Huguenot,  who  had  l>een  commissioned  viceroy  of  New 
France,  with  full  power  to  settle  and  rule  over  a  region  extending 
from  Cape  May  to  Quebec.  This  domain  was  **  Acadie/*  their  chief 
settlement  was  at  Port  Royal,  where  they  cleared  the  primeval  forest 
and  built  their  cottages,  sixteen  years  before  the  Pilgrim  Fathers 
landed  on  the  shores  of  New  England.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  war  lietvveen  England  and  France,  the  British  Government 
confiscated  their  lands,  and  deported  the  unhappy  Acadians  to  the 
colonies.  In  September,  1755,  ^  *^^^^P  arrived  in  the  Delaware  with 
nearly  1400  of  these  unwilling  immigrants  on  board.  After  some 
delay,  they  w^ere  allowed  to  land  and  were  placed  in  some  small 
buildings  on  Pine  Street  below  Sixth,  especially  constructed  to  provide 
for  iheir  accommodation  and  shelter. 

Mrs.  Kli/abeth  W.  Levick,*  who  was  born  in  1789  and  died  jn 
1S86,  in  ** Recollections  of  My  Early  Days"  ( 188 1),  says  of  the 
"Neutrals"  : 

I  ofien  wvnt  out  lu  Ihe  Pennsylvania  Hiispknl,  whure  I  was  known  to  the 
StewartI  and  Matron,  and  to  othtrs  there.  The  intiiane  patients  ociupiecl  one 
pari  of  the  biuldiiiK,  and  amonj;  them  was  the  wife  of  the  rirh  merchant  Stephen 
Girarfl-  She  frequently  had  BomelhinK  to  say  to  me.  and  I  remember  her  bright, 
black  eyes  to  this  day.  We  made  it  a  rule  lo  leave  the  hospital  early  in  the 
afternoon  on  account  of  its  remote  situation  and  i>ur  fear  of  walking  from  it  near 
nightfall ;  especially  xvere  wc  afraid  to  pjiss  Pine  Street  between  Fifth  and  Sixth 
Streets,  where  the  Neutrals  had  their  huts,  of  whom  we  were  dreadfully  afraid. 
Either  justly  or  unjustly,  they  were  not  favorites,  and  by  us  regarded  as  a 
dangerous  set  of  people,  to  be  studiously  avoided. 

An  entry  upon  the  minutes^  April  26,  1763,  reveals  the  fact  that 
some  of  the  patients  were  of  this  class : 

Admitted  as  Out  Patients  Seven  French  Neutrals  accidentally  poisoned  by 
Eating;  Poke  Root  which  they  had  mistaken  for  Horse  Raddtsh. 

They  were  admitted  on  the  loth  inst,  and  discharged  on  the 
23d,  "  being  all  recovered."  Although  no  further  reference  appears 
in  the  minutes  to  these  unfortunate  people,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
but  that,  on  account  of  their  destitute  condition  and  their  residence 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Hospital,  they  were  often  treated  within  the 
wards  of  the  institution,  as  well  as  by  ihe  Out- Patient  department, 

'■  The  mother  of  ihe  bte  Dr.  James  ).  Levick^  formerty  one  of  the  Phyticians  to  tke  HoiphaL 
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Although  the  founders  of  the  institution  could  not  have  antici- 
pated that  it  would  ever  be  used  as  a  Military  Hospital,  for  a 
time,  during  the  early  years  of  the  Revolutionary  war,  it  was 
forcibly  occupied  for  this  jnirpose,  by  the  English  troops,  and  both 
before  and  after  the  British  occupation  of  the  city  it  was  called  uf>on 
to  take  care  of  many  of  the  patriots  who  had  been  broken  in  health, 
by  exposure  in  the  field  or  while  encamped  at  Valley  Forge,  or 
wounded  in  various  engagements  with  the  enemy.  Previous  to  this 
time,  however,  the  French  and  Indian  war  had  furnished  patients. 
After  General  Dunbar  returned  to  Philadelphia  from  Braddock's 
disastrous  expedition,  we  find  the  following  unfortunate  case  among 
the  admissions,  October  13.  1755  :  **  Michael  Higgins  a  Soldier,  was 
admitted,  having  his  under  jasv  shot  off  in  the  late  Engagement  under 
General  Braddock.'^  A  soldier  of  the  Royal  Americans  was  admitted 
April  25,  1757,  **  for  whose  Board  his  Pay  and  Subsistance  Money  is  to 
be  allowed/'  August  17,  17571  ''Admitted  Thos.  Boyd  who  had  his 
feet  mashed  in  the  province  Service,  on  board  the  Pennsylvania  Frig- 
ate.*' March  15,  175S,  **  Admitted  Jno.  Uiric  one  of  the  provincial 
Soldiers  discharged  by  order  of  Col.  J  no.  Armstrong,  very  hard  of 
lyaring,  Presi.  and  Managers  Security.*'  In  this  case  it  apjiears  that 
the  sympathy  of  the  Board  was  successfully  appealed  to,  possibly  tlie 
full  diagnosis  was  not  recorded  and  he  was  also  suffering  with  general 
debility  and  it  was  thought  that  the  Hospital  treatment  might  restore 
his  strength,  even  though  his  hearing  failed  to  be  improved.  The 
Managers  and  physicians  were  obliged  to  obey  their  own  rules  of 
admission  and  provide  security  for  a  patient,  and,  where  the  sick 
jierson  had  no  friends ^  they  signed  the  obligation  themselves.  Thus 
June  26,  1758,  "William  Elliott,  a  poor  patient  one  of  the  Provincial 
Soldiers  witli  a  continual  fever.  Doctors  and  Managers  Security.*' 
December  25,  of  the  same  year,  **  Admitted  John  Brown  with  an 
autumnal  fever  and  Geo.  Wood  with  a  fever;  these  two  are  Captives 
lately  released  from  Canada,*'  June  25,  1759.  "John  Barbeau  a 
French  Prisoner  was  admitted,  as  a  pay  patient,*'  and  on  the  same 
day,  *'  Admitted  Richard  Knowles  as  a  Poor  Out -Patient  with 
Rheumatic  Pains  he  was  a  Soldier  taken  at  Oswego/'  On  November 
26,  same  year,  there  was  **  Admitted*  James  Pendergrass  a  pay 
Patient,  who  lost  his  leg  in  the  Province  Service  recommended  by 
Jos,  Fox,  who  promises  that  the  Provincial  Commissioners  will  |)ay, 
if  necessary."  The  victims  of  prison  discipline  were  received  from 
lime  to  time,  thtis  February  25,  1760,  "Admitted  Michael  Butler  a 
Poor  Patient  with  Fuul  Ulcers.  He  came  lately  out  of  a  French 
Prison,  the  present  Managers  his  Security."  June  30,  1760,  *•  Admitted 
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John  York,  a  Poor  Patient  with  a  bad   Leg,  had  been  a  rrovincial 
Soldier  and  taken  Prisoner  to  Canada  and  made  his  escape."    August   Soldier 
27,  1764,  '*  Henry  Fowl  a  poor  Soldier  (from  Fort  Stan  wicks)  with  a   ^''^^''''^^s- 
Gun -Shot  Wound  in  his  Leg.^' 

When  the  war  of  the  Revolution  began  in  earnest,  the  Hospital 
was  of  great  service  both  to  the  wounded  patriots  and  to  sick  or 
wounded  captives.  Thus  it  is  recorded  in  the  minutes  December  5, 
1776,  **  that  seventy  soldiers  were  admitted  the  fifth  of  Twelfth  month, 


^pby  order  of  the  Council  of  Safety,*'  and  twenty  of  them  went  away  at 
difTerent  times  m  this  month.     Many  of  these  received  their  wounds 

tin  the  defence  of  Fort  Washington,  and  subsequently  at  Trenton  and 
Princeton,  This  was  the  most  trying  lime  of  the  Revolution. 
General  Washington  had  been  forced  to  retire  to  the  west  bank  of  the 

■  Delaware,  and  General  Howe  was  marching  through  New  Jersey  with 
his  victorious  army  on  his  way  to  take  possession  of  Philadelphia. 
The  Pennsylvania  Hospital  now  became  a  Military  Hospitab  It  is 
recorded  in  local  history  that  ''The  Council  of  Safety  cleared  a  wing 
Hof  the  Bettering  House  for  a  hospital,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
was  set  apart  for  the  use  of  Continental  iroops.— The  Senior  and 
Junior  Drs.  Thomas  Bond  rendered  efficient  aid  in  organizing  ibe 
hospital  system  upon  a  proper  basis  and  securing  competent  surgical 
and  medical  aid."* 

In  December,  Congress  hurriedly  removed  to  Baltimore  and 
Washington  ap]>ointed  Cieneral  Putnam,  Military  Governor  of  the 
city.  Martial  law  prevailed  and  all  male  **  citizens  between  sixteen 
and  sixty  years  of  age'*  were  enrolled.  On  December  30,  1776,  nine 
hundred  Hessians  captured  by  Washington  at  Trenton,  were  brought 
to  the  city  on  their  way  to  Lancaster.  Part  of  these,  being  unable 
to  continue  their  journey,  were  received  into  the  Hospital  for  treat- 
ment. The  Committee  of  Safety  was  dissolved  and  martial  law 
yielded  to  civil  government^  on  March  4,  1777,  when  the  Supreme 
Executive  Council  took  control  and  its  President,  Thomas  Wharton, 
Jr.,  was  proclaimed  Captain-General  and  Commander-in-Chief  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  the  Courts  wtre  reorganized.  **Soon  after  the 
beginning  of  the  year  there  were  twenty-two  hundred  Militia  in  the 
City  awaiting  arms  and  fourteen  hundred  sick  in  the  Hospitals.**  * 
At  this  time  the  capacity  of  the  institution  was  tested  to  the  utmost, 
but  the  Managers  were  equal  to  the  situation  and  continued  at  their 
posty   faithful  to  the  trust  which  had  been  placed  in   their  hands.

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February  4,  1777,  the  Managers  acknowledge  receipt  of  JS8, 10,  paid 
Soldier  by  order  o{  Council  of  Safety  "  for  Board,  etc.,  of  ihe  Soldiers  on  per 
Patiems.  ^(;^^|._  rendered.'*  March  4tb,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  confer 
with  the  physicians  especially  *' relating  to  the  use  of  Medicines  for 
the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  lately  introduced/*  and  the  following  meeting 
(March  31)  contains  the  report  of  the  committee,  which  *'  informed 
the  Board  that  Doctor  Bond  who  has  the  Care  of  the  wounded  Soldiers 
and  Sailors,  agrees  to  pay  for  or  replace  the  Medicine  of  the  house 
used  for  such  as  himself  is  paid  for." 

After  the  period  of  military  occupancy,  the  authorities  occasion- 
ally found  it  convenient  to  send  invalid  soldiers  for  treatment:

Sir:  Colunel  Harmiiii  hits  entered  three  Soldiers  to  Carpenter's  Hall  s<»much 
incapacitated  bv  sickness  as  to  be  rt-ndered  incapable  of  proceeding;  with  the 
Troops  to  ttie  Westu  iird.  Having  no  Hospital  bcre  ur  any  person  to  take  care  of 
them,  I  must  bej*  your  assistance  in  procuring  them  admission  into  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital.  1  will  hold  inysrl!  resjxjnsible  (or  the  payment  of  all  reasonahk 
charges  thiit  may  be  incurred  fur  Hoard,  Mcdichie,  attendance,  etc.

After  the  war  the  Managers  had  a  number  of  soldier  patients  on 
their  hands,  even  for  several  years,  as  we  learn  from  the  following 
minute  of  January  30,  1786: 

It  appearing  to  this  Board  that  L»ennis  Ford  and  David  Grady»  Patients  in  the 
Hospital,  belonging  to  this  Stale  have  been  maintained  at  the  expense  of  this 
liisiiluiion  for  Four  Years  &  that  the  amount  thereof  for  Board,  Medicine,  & 
Cloathinjj  is  Two  luindrc<l  ik  forty-nine  Poirnds^  tivelve  shillings,  Samuel  Howetl 
and  Sanniel  Coates  with  the  assistance  of  Doctor  Hutchinson  are  desired  to  apply 
to  the  State  for  payment  thereof. 

The  Managers  were  finally  successful  in  having  the  claim  jmid:

Gentivmen.—  X  have  settled  mu\  parsed  the  Acconnt  for  the  Board  and  Cloath- 
ing  of  Dennis  Ford  and  David  Grady  in  the  Hospital  till  25th  March,  17S7.  agree- 
able to  your  Account  thereof  Rentiercd,  but  in  future  this  State  will  not  pay  more 
than  twenty^two  pounds  ten  shUUngs  per  annum  each,  as  it  cannot  be  done 
without  a  law  for  that  purpose. — These  men  were  in  public  service  and  what  hiilh 
been  now  passed  by  this  Stale  and  Allowed  will  be  Absorbed  in  the  pay  and 
rations  they  would  he  inlitled  to  from  the  United  States,  which  will  therefore  be 
charged  to  iheir  Account — and  the  sum  I  have  ment'd  as  their  future  Allowance 
is  the  Utmost  which  the  States  are  respectively  permitted  to  give  to  s^ildiers  wlio 
during  their  Service  in  the  Army  wtre  disabled  from  gaining  their  livelihood  by 
lalxjr — And  therefore  Penn*a  will  be  able  to  gain  a  credit  with  the  t^nion  on  Acc*t 
of  the  Existing  Requisitions  for  payments  made  on  Acc'l  of  these  men  as  a 
pensiim.

Gentlemen^ — The  disabled  persons  in  the  Hospital  who  were  heretofore  paid 
for  by  this  State  caiiiiul  loiixer  l>c  so  ptiid  for — as  the  taws  Tor  paying  pensions  to 
sueh  persons  as  were  disabled  in  the  Service  of  tins  United  Slates  now  cease  to 
have  their  operation— According  to  a  law  passed  last  session. 

It  appears  that  soldiers  continued  in  ihc  Hosjjital  for  several  years 
|>ay  patients,  however,  as  intimated  in  the  following  note  of  March 
^a6,  1792  : 

There  beinx  a  nundR-r  of  aick  soidiers  in  the  House  at  8/4  Per  Week,  which 
I  he  Managers  are  i:t»iiviiH'cd  is  loivcr  than  the  avcrajje  Cost  of  the  Patients,  it  k 
agreed  that  Ten  Shillings  Per  Week  nhall  liereafler  be  charged  for  them  and  the 
sitting  Managers  are  desired  not  to  athnit  any  Patients  w!l(^  have  the  means  ol 
making  payment  under  tluit  price  in  future. 

The  following  belongs  to  a  later  period  ;

5*>/— As  British  Agent  for  Prisoners  of  War  in  this  districi,  1  Have  paid  two 
Bills  at  the  Pennsylvaniii  Hospital  for  the  maintenance  of  and  attention  to 
wounded  pris<mers  anionnlin^  toj^ether  to  six  hundred  and  twenty-live  liodars 
und  twenty-eight  eeiUs.  which  Sum  Col,  Barclay  our  Comm*y  Genh  tells  me  he 
ftoes  not  feel  himself  authorized  to  repay  nie,  and  SL*ems  to  douht  whether  I  shall 
be  able  to  recover  it  from  the  British  (iuvernuient,  no  charKC  beiniii  ever  made  to 
any  Nation  for  sick  or  wounded  Prisoners  of  VV'ar  admitted  to  any  Hospital 
within  his  Majesty's  Dominions.  Col.  Barclay  also  tells  nie  that  his  recommenda- 
tion in  lieh;df  f>f  Britisfi  Sailors  has  often  met  with  attention  from  the  iMana;;ers 
of  the  New  York  Hospital  unaccompanied  with  any  expense. 

He  haA  recjuested  me  to  mention  these  circuuvstanccs  for  consideration  of 
your  B<irird  and  tuis  desired  me  to  assure  the  Managers  that  (f  any  oppt^rtunity 
should  present  itself  of  his  Inrin^  serviceable  to  the  institution  he  will  ^^^dly 
embrace  it — it  was  his  good  fortune  to  repay  the  obli^iations  he  was  under  to  the 
Directors  of  that  at  New  York,  by  obtaininji  permission  from  the  British  Adnnral 
fi»r  the  admission  of  a  vessel  containing  their  winter's  sui>ply  of  fueb

The  Managers  at  their  next  meeting  directed  a  reply  to  he  sent  to 

the  alKJve,  insisting  uptjn  observing  the  rules  of  the  Hospital   and 

stating  that»  although 

individuals  who  are  strangers  and  destitute  of  money  and  friends  are 
frequently  received,  maintained  and  relieved  at  the  expense  of  the  Hosjjital,  yet 
that  in  all  cases  where  there  are  private  friends  or  public  agents  the  Managers 
take  security  Ixom  them  and  receive  the  price  agreed  for  the  support  of  the  patient. 

A  number  of  years  later,  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  the 
Managers  were  called   upon  at  varions  limes  to  make  extraordinary 
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preparations  for  the  reception  of  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  of  our 
army  and  a  large  number  were  admitted  and  treated.* 

At  the  Contributors'  Meeting,  May,  1861^  the  Managers  referred 
to  the  impending,  terrible  scourge  of  civil  war  threatening  the  country, 
and  the  necessity  of  having  additional  funds  to  care  for  the  sick  or 
wounded  soldiers  who  might  be  brought  to  the  Hospital.  Contribu- 
tions were  freely  offered.  The  first  reception  of  wounded 
soldiers  was  on  July  7,  1862,  and  in  October  following  all  were 
removed.  The  entire  number  treated  was  124,  ijriucipally  surgical 
cases.  On  various  occasions  since  that  date,  soldiers  have  been 
admitted,  both  into  the  medical  and  surgical  wards,  and  have  been 
maintained  and  treated  at  the  expense  of  the  Hospital  and  no  special 
record  made  of  them. 

As  the  occupation  of  patients  was  not  formerly  recorded  by  the 
Managers,  it  is  often  only  from  the  nature  of  the  injury  that  the  fact 
may  be  inferred  that  the  patient  in  such  cases  is  a  seaman >  while  in  a 
few  the  fact  is  incidentally  stated.  The  first  to  appear  in  the  Minutes, 
although  probably  not  the  first  to  be  admitted  into  the  Hospital,  was 
**  John  Anderson  (a  poor  sailor)/'  admitted  May  30,  1757^  **wilh 
ulcers  in  his  Toes  occasioned  by  Chigers  in  his  Feet,**  the  disease 
having  been  acquired  probably  either  in  the  West  Indies,  or  Central 
America.  William  Walker,  admitted  July  6,  1757,  suffering  with  a 
**  Scorbutic  Habit  and  SinuoLis  Ulcer  in  his  Thigh/*  the  result,  it  was 
alleged,  of  '*  beating  &  other  Hard  Treatment**  by  Captain  Jno. 
Morrison. 

Accidents  incidental  to  a  sailor's  life  also  sent  patients  into  the 
Hospital,  thus  August  15,  1757,  **  Admitted  Jno.  Richardson  (a  fKJor 
Patient)  who  fell  from  a  Ship's  Top  &  broke  his  thigh.**  And  on  the 
17th,  '*  Thos>  Boyd  (a  poor  Patient)  who  had  his  feet  mashed  on 
board  the  Pennsylvania  Frigate/'  The  interest  of  the  Managers  in 
the  welfare  of  the  patients,  especially  the  poor  and  friendless  ones,  is 
evidenced  by  the  following  (December  25,  1758)  :  **  Admitted  George 
Saunders,  a  negro  boy,  w^ith  a  wound  in  his  Arm  an  engagement  at 
Sea,  Nicholas  Jones  his  security  as  a  pay  patient ;  the  boy  being  called 
a  free  Negro  care  must  be  taken  on  his  discharge  that  N.  Jones  takes 
no  advantage  of  him  for  his  entertainment  here/*  Their  sympathy 
is  manifest  also  in  the  following  entry  on  their  book,  January  29; 
1759  *' Admitted  Richard  Taylor  (a  poor  Sailor)  with  a  very  bad 
Wound  in  his  single  EyCt  the  Doctors  are  apprehensive  the  Eye  is 
destroyed/'     It  was  more  substantially  shown  in  the  following  case. 


*  See  page  95, 
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June  25,  1759  :  ''Discharged,  Edward  Dickett  a  poor  Sailor  at  his 
request  in  order  to  go  to  London  to  his  Friends.  The  Managers 
contributed  the  sum  of  jQ  z*  17/6.  towards  paying  his  passage  &  he 
produced  a  Receipt  from  Capt.  Nicholson  for  ^^  5,  paid  in  full  for  his 
Passage.*' 

As  it  is  not  stated  that  the  Treasurer  was  directed  to  pay  the  sura, 
it  probably  was  contributed  personally  by  the  Managers  and  not 
taken  from  the  funds  of  the  Hospital.  Among  the  admissions  were 
several  Chinese  and  other  Asiatics,  who  probably  came  here  as  part 
of  the  crew  of  some  vessel  Further  notice  of  individual  cases  would 
take  up  too  much  space»  and  the  relation  of  the  Hospital  to  the 
United  States  Marine  Hospital  Service  will  now  be  briefly  reviewed. 

There  w^ere  sailors  under  treatment  in  the  Hospital  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  1776,  for  in  the  entry  of  January  i,  1777 
among  the  admissions  for  the  preceding  month,  their  were  **two 
Sailors,  who  came  in  with  a  number  of  soldiers  and  Hessians.'*  On 
March  4th,  '*a  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Physicians 
on  several  matters  relating  to  their  Practice  in  the  Hospital,  gave  an 
account  of  the  Conversation  they  have  had  with  some  of  them  in 
respect  to  the  Pay  Patients,  but  there  remains  some  further  confer- 
ence necessary  relating  to  the  use  of  the  Medicines  for  the  Soldiers 
and  Sailors  lately  introduced  there,  they  are  desired  to  confer  further 
with  them  thereon,"  etc.  The  result  was  that  Dr.  Bond,  who  was  then 
Acting  Director-General  of  Hospitals  for  the  Government,  **  who  has 
the  care  of  the  wounded  Soldiers  and  Sailors  agrees  to  pay  for  or 
replace  the  Medicines  of  the  house  nsed  for  such  as  himself  is  paid 
for'^  which  the  Managers  w^ere  oliliged  to  be  satisfied  with.  After 
the  British  army  had  evacuated  Philadelphia,  and  had  taken  their  sick 
with  them,  Dr,  Bond  again  made  arrangements  with  the  Managers  for 
the  reception  of  Soldiers,  and,  probably,  of  Sailors  also. 

By  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  of  July  (6,  1798,   Si umeu  of 
masters  of  vessels  were  authorized   to  deduct  twenty  cents  a  month   iiniKd  Staits 
from  the  wages  of  seamen  to  be  paid  to  the  Collector  of  Customs,  this   ^'*'*v>'  *">^ 
money  to  be  aj>plied,  under  direction  of  the  President,  for  the  relief 


of  sick  and  disabled  seamen  ;  provided,  however,  that  it  shall  be 
expended  in  the  District  where  it  was  collected.  This  provisa  not 
being  satisfactory  to  the  Southern  States,  Congress  by  Act,  March  2, 
1799,  authorized  the  President  to  have  the  money  expended  either  in 
the  State  where  it  was  collected,  or  the  next  adjoining  one ;  the  New- 
England  members  were  so  tenacious  of  their  rights  on  this  occasion, 
an  exception  was  made  of  the  four  New- England  States.  By  Act, 
jjassed  May  3*  i8o2»  it  was  declared,  that  all  the  monies  so  collected 
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should  form  one  general  fund  to  be  ex])ended  under  direction  of  the 
President,  without  regard  to  the  District  or  State  in  which  the  same 
was  collected  ;  provided,  however,  tliat  fifteen  thousand  dollani  should 
be  ajjpropriated  to  the  building  of  a  Hospital  in  Massachusetts. 

The  first  reference  in  the  minutes  to  the  United  Slates  Marine 
Hospital  Service,  appears  in  the  following  correspondence,  which  con- 
tains a  proposition  to  the  Managers,  from  the  United  States  Custom 
House,  to  take  Sailor  Patients  from  the  United  States  Navy  and 
Merchant  service.  On  June  24,  1799,  the  following  communication 
from  the  Collector  of  the  Port,  was  presented  :

relief  of  the  sick  and  disabled  Seamen  is  lu  be  expended  under  my  directum  for 
the  |jiirpuse  of  nuikin^j;  provision  for  the  temporary  relief  and  Mipport  of  sick  and 
4lis4l>led  Seamen  in  the  public  and  private  service, 

II  is  most  expedienl  that  ihe  expenditure  of  this  Punt!  be  made  ;it  Hospitals 
or  other  proper  Instiliitioiis  now  established.  My  opinion  <tf  your  Institution  and 
tlie  Management  of  it  is  so  very  hi^jh  ils  to  induce  me  lo  make  yovi  tlie  first 
a|jplicaliiM^  I  am  therefore  to  request  that  you  will  be  pleased  lo  lake  the  same 
into  your  ♦  onsirlrration  and  to  say  whether  11  will  be  aj^reenhlc  to  you  to  under 
take  the  relief  and  sup|iort  of  the  Offii  t-rs,  Seamen  and  Marines  of  the  Navy  of  the 
U.  Stales  and  Master  Mariners  and  seamen  employed  in  private  or  Merchant 
Vessels  and,  if  so,  it  will  be  necessary  to  fix  by  precise  agreements  the  Conditions 
upon  which  sick  and  disabled  seamen  shall  be  received  5c  supplied  with  whnt- 
ever  their  Necessities  may  require,  ihe  Accounts  must  be  rendt-red  at  least 
quarterly,  sup|>tirted  by  such  vouchers  as  are  usual  and  as  Circumstances  will 
admit  of  l>ein^:  taken  \vhic!i  after  due  Examination  will  be  paid  out  of  Monies  in 
my  Hands  :  it  may  be  proper  to  say  that  in  the  Execution  of  this  business  ^reat 
Care  and  attention  will  be  necessary  lo  prevent  the  funds  thus  provided  by  the 
humane  Intentions  of  Conj^ress  from  being  diverted  to  nuitntenance  of  Persons 
wboouKhtto  be  relieved  as  paupers  under  the  municipal  Stale  Reictdutions ; 
1  am  Genllemen

On  Jnlv  29,  1799    the  following  action  was  taken  : 

The  proposal  of  George  Latimer  helnji  considered,  the  Beard  sire  witlinfc  to 
receive  under  their  Care  all  sick  and  disabled  Seamen  of  the  United  States  in  his 
department  in  l*ut:tlic  Sc  Private  Service  except  infectious  Cases  on  the  following 
terms  &  Conditions,  that  is  to  say  at  fourdiillars  a  Week  each  ;  the  United  States 
to  fnid  them  in  Clothing  only  and  to  pay  ibeir  fimeral  expenses:  The  Managers 
of  the  Hospital  not  lo  be  sureties  for  the  return  of  any  Seamen  but  those  who 
come  into  the  House;  all  of  which  they  will  inform  Get^rge  Latimer  of  as  they  arc 
Cured  unless  they  elope,  which  the  Hospital  cannot  warrant  against  but  will 
endeavour  to  prevent ;— this  Agreement  if  acceded  to  by  George  Latimer.  19  to 
bind  the  Managers  for  one  year  on  trial  and  leave  him  at  full  Liberty  to  withdraw 
all  those  Seamen  al  anytime  within  tliHt  periotl  that  be  pleases  to  make  other 
arrmiRenients, 
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This  arrangement,  however,  was  apparently  tiot  consummated 
until  another  overture  had  been  made  by  the  Custom  House  aulhori-  Sailor 
ties.  May  26,  1800,  George  Latimer,  renewing  his  proposal  to  the  ^='*'^"^s. 
Managers  to  lake  charge  of  all  the  sick  and  disabled  Seamen  uf  the 
United  States  in  his  department  at  $3.50  per  week,  *•  it  is  agreed  to 
accept  the  proposal  for  one  year  on  trial,  all  infectious  cases  to  be 
rejected/ ' 

The  arrangement  proposed  by  Mr.  Latimer  was  carried  into  effect, 
and  worked  smoothly  for  several  ytars.  The  Sailors  vvere  examined 
by  the  hospital  [vhysicians  and,  when  considered  proper  subjects  for 
treatment,  a  certificate  was  given  which,  on  presentation  to  the  Custom 
House  authority,  was  exchanged  for  an  order  for  admission.  They 
were  treated  by  the  Hosjiital  staff  and  ihe  government  officials  were 
notified  when  ihey  were  ready  to  be  discharged. 

Soon  after  the  opening  of  the  century,  it  appears  that  the 
Government  regularly  contracted  with  the  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
the  sick  and  injured  sailors,  as  is  seen  from  a  communication  subse- 
quently received  from  Peter  Muhlenberg,  then  Collector  of  the  Port  of 
Philadelphia:

Dear  Siri^WWl  you  have  the  Goodness  lo  furnish  mv  with  a  list  of  such 
seameti  who  have  tjeen  admitted  into  the  Hospital  ami  dischargeil  since  the  first 
iff  April  last  ? 

I  am  rcf^uested  to  stale  the  reason  for  continuing  some  of  thein  in  the  Hospital 
since  1803.  It  seems  the  rehef  aflTorded  U>  disabled  Seamen  by  the  United  Slates, 
is  considered  temporary  and  not  permanent,  and  not  to  lie  extended  to  incurables  ; 
otherwise  in  a  short  linie»  those  who  want  an  immediate  and  tempc^rary  relief, 
will  be  excluded  by  the  nninber  of  those  who  remain  for  a  length  of  lime.  I  will 
thank  you  to  enable  me  to  acconnt  for  those  remaining  since  iSo.i  and  1804.

In  Conformity  with  directions  the  Mamixt^J^s  Respectfully  inform  liie  Collector 
of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  and  A^enl  for  the  Marine  Fund  that  they  have 
obtained  the  Annexed  Opinion  of  Dr.  Rush  on  the  Cases  who  by  the  Collector's 
Note  of  the  27th  Ultimo  are  ordered  to  be  discharged  ;  If  after  a  Reconsideration 
of  the  Subject  with  this  document  before  him  the  Collector  should  persist  in  his 
determination  the  Managers  will  unquestionably  comply  at  the  same  time 
informing  him  that  the  Rules  of  that  House  (in  compliance  with  tiie  poor  laws  of 
the  State)  which  make  it  necessary  that  the  Security  of  every  Person  received 
into  it  should  engage  for  the  Patients  removal  when  discharged  must  be  complied. 

If  therefore  the  Collector  should  believe  it  right  to  remove  these  miserable 
Objects  the  Managers  have  directed  the  Steward  to  deliver  them  to  him  or  to 
such  Person  as  he  may  authorize  tir  receive  them.

Isaac  Davis  and  William  Barkt-r  arc  afflicted  with  a  viruhttt  Disease o{ s\i\:\i  a 
Grade  as  to  render  Ixaih  of  them  loathsome  Objects  of  Compassion  and  wholly 
unfit  to  maintain  themselves  by  any  kind  of  labor  or  to  be  admitted  into  any 
House  but  a  Hospital. 

William  Johnson  is  afflicted  with  iameness  and  Epilef*sy  the  latter  of  which 
has  reduced  htm  to  a  state  of  fatuity  so  complete  as  to  place  him  more  upon  the 
level  of  a  brutr  than  a  Mao. 

John  Moore,  Thomas  Churchill  &  John  Tree  are  all  insane  and  unable  not 
only  to  support  themselves  by  any  kind  tif  labour  but  if  enlarged  from  their 
present  place  of  Confinement  may  possibly  injure  themselves  or  others.  Thomas 
Churchill  is  lame  as  well  as  deranged, 

John  Roberts  Is  afflicted  with  a  sore  Foot  at! end ed  with  a  Caries  of  one  of  its 
bones  :  he  is  unablv  to  walk  or  work,  time  and  the  Medical  Aids  of  the  Hospital 
may  Cure  Him,  (Signed)  Benjamin  Rush. 

The  preceding  Minutes  and  Letters  were  delivered  to  the 
Collector-  It  is  not  known  whether  this  reply  was  satisfactory  to  the 
Collector  or  not,  but  it  appears  to  have  terminated  the  correspondence.

to  a  Committee  which  made  the  following  report : 

Tile  Committt'e  to  wl^om  was  refvrrtrd  the  letter  from  John  Steele  Collector, 
respctlinx  Board  of  Custom  House  Patients,  Report  that  in  their  opinion  Patients 
mav  he  adniittetl  at  forty  cents  [ler  day  incliidinjj  necessary  Medical  and  Surgical 
Aid,  Lofl^ing,  waHhiu^.  and  nursing  for  their  Comfortahle  AcconinnKlution.  The 
report  was  ajp'eed  to  and  a  copy  signed  by  the  Preiiident  &  certified  l>y  the  Secre- 
tary directed  to  be  furnished  the  Collector- 

On  October  31,  1825,  the  Managers  concluded  to  increase  the 
rate  of  the  sailors'  board  : 

The  Present  price  40  cents  per  day  or  ^^-^^^loo  P<-*r  week  for  the  S€a$ne*i  sent 
i>y  the  Coiitiivr  of  the  fori  being  iine<pjal  t<i  remutierate  the  Hospital  fur  the 
actual  expenses,  Matthew  L.  Bevan  is  appointed  to  Comnmnicate  lo  John  Steele 
that  45  cents  per  day  or  I3. 15- too  per  week  is  believed  to  be  a  reasonable  compen- 
sation for  the  United  States  Seamen  hereafter  to  be  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  the 
Institution  and  requesting  him  to  address  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  this 
Subject, 

May  IP,  1830,  the  Collector  made  an  atietnpt  to  have  the  rate 
reduced  again  : 

A  Letter  from  James  N.  Barker  Collector  of  the  Port  of  Phibulclphja  was  rejid 
rvquestins  a  reduction  o(  the  Weekly  rate  to  support  of  sick  and  disabled  Seamen 
of  the  Merchant  Service,  upon  deliberation  it  is  agreed  to  tix  the  pay  at  three 
dollars  per  v%eck  this  being  the  lowest  sum  received  for  the  support  of  Patients  in 
this  Institution.  If  this  arrangement  should  be  approved  by  the  Collector  it  is  lo 
take  elTect  fmtn  and  after  the  close  of  the  present  quarter.  The  Secretary  is 
requested  to  acquaint  James  N.  Barker  of  this  determination  of  the  Mana^^ers, 

Thisarraogtrrnent  was  continued  with  the  Marine  Hospital  Service, 
nntil  it  was  found  inexpedient  to  continue  the  yearly  contract,  which 
was  annulled  finally,  May  31,  1880,  by  the  Managers  declining  to  bid 
for  their  support.  Seamen,  how^ever,  are  not  excluded  by  this 
action,  American  sailors  appear  among  the  recent  accidents  and 
also  among  the  sick,  as  free  patients,  whenever  deemed  suitable  for 
admission.  English  sailors  are  admitted  by  order  of  the  British 
Consul,  and  seamen  of  other  nationalities  are  likewise  received  on 
ConsuFs  order,  or  as  free  patients. 

The  '^^  ^^^  ^^"^^  ^^^^  ^^^    Pennsylvania  Hospital    was  organized,  in 

Maternity   1751,  midwifery  was  in  disrepute  among  physicians,  partly  because  it 

Ward,   ^tgtj  usually  practiced  by  ignorant  old  nurses,  but  principally  because 

obstetrics  as  a  science  had  not  yet  been  born.     In  fact,  it  was  gcner* 
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ally  considered  imiiroper  even  indelicate  for  a  woman  in  labor  to  have 
a  male  attendant.  A  healthier  state  of  public  feeling  was  soon  to  be  Neglect  of 
treated  ui>on  the  subject.  Dr.  Wm.  Shippen,  Jr.,  with  all  I  he  ^'^^wtftry, 
enthusiasm  of  yonth  and  Iresh  from  his  studies  in.  the  European 
Hos[)itals,  determined  to  remedy  this  deplorable  state  of  affairs  by 
delivering  public  lectures  upon  Midwifery  ;  he  accordingly  began  his 
first  course  to  men  and  women  in  1765,  and  opened  a  private  lying-in 
institution  in  Philadelphia,  the  same  year. 

In  the  '*  Pennsylvania  Gazette*'  of  January  i,  17^5.  ap|>eared 
the  following  moving  appeal : 

Dr.  Shippen,  Jr.,  having  been  lately  calterl  tn  the  assistunce  of  a  number  of 
vvotueii  in  tht  coyntry,  in  difficult  lahors,  ninst  uf  wbich  was  niatle  so  by  the 
iinskillfuil  old  woniL-n  about  them,  the  piwiruumeii  UaviriK^nfltTed  extremely,  and 
their  innocent  little  oaes  bein^  entirely  destroyed,  whose  luts  niisht  have  Iweii 
easily  saved  by  pr*ipfr  nianaj^eintnt,  and  heinj^  iiifornietl  of  several  desperate 
cases  hi  the  different  ueiKhlxirhtKjds  which  had  pri>ved  fatal  to  the  mothers  as  to 
their  infams,  and  were  attended  vvfth  the  most  painful  circumstaiRes  t<xi  dismal 
to  be  related,  he  thought  it  his  duty  immediately  to  be>^in  hrs  intended  courses  in 
Midwifery,  and  has  prepared  a  proper  apparatus  for  thai  purjiose,  in  order  to 
instruct  those  women  wlio  have  virtue  enonj^h  to  own  their  ignorance  and  apply 
for  instructions,  as  well  as  those  young  Kentk-men  now  enj^aged  tn  the  study  of 
that  useful  and  necessary  liranch  of  surj(er>*,  who  are  takin)^  pains  to  qualify 
themselves  to  practice  in  different  parts  of  the  country  with  safety  and  atlvantaKe 
to  their  fellow  citizens. 

The  Legislature,  in  1793,  proposed  to  extend  the  usefulness  of 
■the  Hospital  by  aiuhoriising  the  Managers  to  establish  a  Lying-in  and 
Fotindling  Hospital  whenever  moneys  should  be  placed  in  their  hands 
to  do  so.     The  following  is  an  extract  from  an  Act  of  A|)ril  11,  1793  ;

b«  placed  in  their  hands  for  such  a  purpose,  and  that  they  nre  hereby  authorised 
to  cidl  for  any  such  sums  as  may  now  be  destiutfl  for  such  an  use,  whenever 
they  shall  be  in  such  a  situation  to  carry  the  benevolent  design,  for  which  such 
monies  were  granted,    into   full   elTect,    ANVTHiNci  IN  the  CoNSTiTrTioN   or

It  is  of  historical  interest  that  a  lying-in  ward  was  established  in 
1802,  at  the  Almshotise,  by  Dr.  T,  Chalkely  James,  assisted  by 
Dr.  Church,  Subsequently,  after  Church's  early  death  from  Yellow 
Fever,  the  work  was  continued  by  Dr,  James  in  conjunction  with 
Dr.  Nathaniel  Chapman.  Dr.  James  gave  his  annual  course  of 
lectures  at  the  city  Almshouse,  in  connection  with  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment at  the  College.  On  the  death  of  Dr.  Shippen,  in  1S08, 
obstetrics  was  separated  from  anatomy  in  the  college  curriculum^at  the 
instance  of  Dr.  Caspar  Wistar,  who  had  been  raised  to  the  chair  just 
vacated,  and  the  new  chair  of  Midwifery  was  given  to  Dr.  James, 
with  Dr.  Nathaniel  Chapman  as  adjunct.  This  arrangement  con- 
tinued until  1813,  when  Dr.  Chapman  was  elected  Professor  of  Materia 
Medica,  and  midwifery  devolved  solely  on  Professor  James.  It  was 
not,  howe%^er,  until  1845  that  the  Trustees  of  the  University  fully 
recognized  the  standing  of  this  department  of  teaching  by  making 
attendance  upon  the  lectures  on  midwifery  obligatory  upon  the 
students,  who  expected  to  obtain  the  medical  degree. 

The  necessity,  in  the  very  early  period  of  the  Hospital  history, 
of  a  Lying-in  department  was  not  recognized  by  the  medical  pro- 
fession  and  the  Managers  were  averse  to  it,  because  they  did  not  wish 
to  appear  to  encourage  immorality.  They  w^ere^  moreover,  opposed  to 
establishing  a  foundling  asylum,  which  was  thought  to  be  a  necessary 
adjunct,  but  which  did  not  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Hospital 
plan. 

There  was  no  reason  why  obstetrical  cases  should  not  occasionally 
have  been  received,  yet  no  mention  seems  to  be  made  of  any  of  this 
class  until  thirteen  years  after  the  institution  had  been  in  active 
First  Mrth  at  Operation.  The  birth  of  a  child  first  occurred  within  the  walls  of  the 
the  HospiiaU  Hospital  July  17,  1765.  It  is  recorded  under  this  date:  '*Born  a 
female  child  of  Martha  Robinson  a  poor  patient.'* 

The  advantage  of  having  accommodations  for  these  cases  was 
not  realized  until  some  thirty-seven  years  after  the  first  birth  had 
occurred,  and  some  fifty  years  from  the  beginning  of  the  Hospital's 
active  operation.  On  December  27,  1802,  Samuel  Coates  **  proposed 
the  opening  of  a  Lying-in  Department;"  but  the  subject  being 
**  considered  of  too  much  imjiortance  to  decide  on  \Wthout  a  full 
Board  it  is  agreed  to  refer  it  to  be  reconsidered  at  the  next  Meeting, 
at  which  the  Physicians  are  all  requested  to  Attend  and  James 
Hutchinson  is  to  notice  them  accordingly/'  It  will  be  observed 
with  what  extreme  caution  this  new  departure  was  received  and  acted 
on.  The  next  mention  made  of  the  matter  was  on  January  3,  tSoj, 
when:   **The  Proposal  to  admit  Lying*in  Patients  came  under  con- 
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sideralion,  after  which  the  Physicians  withdrew  to  confer  with  each 
other,  and  when  they  returned  they  informed  the  Board  they  all 
agreed  as  to  the  propriety  of  opening  the  l.ying*in  Department, 
and  if  the  measure  was  adopted  they  would  undertake  the  care  of 
such  pregnant  women  as  might  be  admitted  and  to  attend  to  their 
calls  in  every  case  of  emergency  as  they  usually  do  to  other  patients.** 
It  is  evident  that  the  physicians  liad  become  by  this  lime  fully 
impressed  with  the  necessity  of  just  such  a  provision. 

It  was,  therefore,  not  until  nearly  ten  years  had  passed,  that  the 
Contributors  accepted  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  April  ii,  i795» 
establishing  the  department,  and  agreed  to  receive  pregnant  women 
on  the  same  terms  as  other  patients* 

The  following  announcement  appeared  in  the  **  American  Daily 
Advertiser"  for  February  22,  1803: 

"It  is  with  great  pleasure  we  inform  the  public,  that  the  Managers  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital,  pursuant  to  the  powers  granted  to  tlieni  by  the  State 
Legislature,  have  aj^reed  to  open  in  the  house  of  ;i  lying-in  department  and  that 
the  first  patient  has  very  lately  lieen  admitted  therein. 

"The  terms  of  admission  are  to  be  the  same  as  in  other  cases;  that  is,  a 
wotnan  may  be  admitted  as  a  pauper,  when  the  number  does  not  exceed,  wliat 
the  income  of  the  capital  stock,  and  the  profits  arising?  from  pay  patients  which  is 
expended  on  the  poor,  will  maintain ;  the  number  at  the  present  time  are 
forty  persons, 

"  When  the  poor  list  is  full,  those  who  send  a  patient,  w\U  have  to  pay  from 
three  to  six  dollars  a  week.  Oversetrr&of  the  poor,  of  Pennsylvania,  are  always 
to  be  charged  at  the  lowest  rates,  but  paupers  sent  from  another  State,  will  Idc 
charged  four  dollars  a  week. 

"  Good  security  must  be  given  in  every  case  to  remove  the  woman  and  cliild, 
when  required, 

"  The  usefulness  of  this  branch  of  the  institulinn,  will  be  evident  Id  t-very 

i>erson  who  feels  the  importance  of  providinitr  a  comfortable  asvlum  for  poor 
ying  in  women,  and  of  rearing  proper  Nurses  and  Midwivea,  untfer  the  care  of 
able  Physicians,  vvherel>y  the  lives  uf  many  may  be  saved,  that  would  be  sacrificed 
in  the  hands  of  ijjnorant  or  unskillful  practitioners. 

"  As  the  enlaryjement  of  the  plan  of  the  Hospital  and  the  extension  of  its  care, 
to  the  female  part  of  the  family  in  [jarticnlar,  will  involve  the  contributors  in 
further  expenses,  it  is  to  t»e  hoped  that  donations  and  legacies  will  be  given, 
commensurate  with  the  great  design  which  is  herein  cf»ntem plated. 

*^To  express  the  nature  and  uses  of  the  Pennsylvania  Ho.spital  in  a  few  words, 
it  is  an  institution,  not  Jhuuded  on  taxation^  but  nn  voluntary  c*»ntribnlions  for 
the  benevolent  design  of  curing  or  alleviating  the  miseries  of  the  lunatics  and 
sick  poor  of  Pennsylvania  and  Uw  the  care  of  lying-in  women. 

*'  Can  any  objects  be  more  proper  to  engage  the  attention  iind  command  the 
resources  of  every  class  of  onr  wealthy  and  charitably  disposed  citizetis,  throitgh 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania? 

"  For  the  information  of  those,  who  feel  an  impression  of  duty  to  assist  Ihe 
classes  of  pfxir  above  mentioned,  it  may  be  right  to  observe  the  usual  way  of 
doing  it,  ia 

"  First :  By  calling  on  Joseph  S.  Lewis,  Treasurer,  who  is  always  prepared  tu 
receive  contributitms,  and 

"  Second:  By  legacies  to  the  contributors  in  their  corporate  name,  as  follows, 
via:  I  give  ten,  twenty,  one  hundred,  or  on<-  thousand,  pounds,  &c.,  to  the  ron- 
tributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  for  the  use  of  that  iustitution/" 

The  Lying-in  ward  was  opened  May  10,  1S03  ;  the  first  admission 

being  on  the  30th  of  March,  and  the  first  birth  was  that  of  a  female 

child,  on  the  27th  of  April  of  that  year.

A  very  interesting,  historical  fact,  in  connection  with  this  depart- 
ment, now  to  be  related,  will  illustrate  the  high  estimation  in  which 
the  Hos|ntal  was  held  as  a  well  administered  charity. 

In  1807,  ^n  offer  was  made  by  the  First  City  Troop  of  Cavalry  to 
contribute  certain  securities,  which  they  held  as  investments  and 
which  represented  the  amount  received  by  the  officers  and  privates  of 
the  City  Troop  for  services  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  The  am- 
dttions  and  ]>urpose  of  the  donation  are  expressed  in  the  following 
agreement  : 

On  il»e  6th  fii  A|»ril  1807,  Messrs.  Sam*!,  Morris,  J<jini  DnnUip  and  John 
Donaldson  Utr  tun)  m  behalf  of  those  persons  who  were  members  of  the  first  TnM^jt 
of  Philiidelpbia  Cavalry  from  tlie  year  One  thiuisand  seven  hundred  and  sevenlv- 
six  to  the  year  t>ne  thousand  seven  hunJrt-d  and  fi^hly-threc,  conveyed  lo  the 
contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  sixteen  shares  nf  Stork  of  the  Bjink  «f 
Pennsylvania  on  the  condition  that  the  said  Contributors  or  their  successors  shtiuld 
apply  the  same  to  ilie  purpose  of  a  Lying-in  and  Fonndlinikj  H*>spital  in  such 
ivianner  anri  proportions  as  the  Managers  should  think  proper. 

On  their  part  the  Contributors  covenanted  and  agreed  with  ttie  saiil  S;i]iiiie1 
Morris,  John  Dunlap  and  John  l>onaUlson,  their  Executors  and  Administrators 
that  they  will  well  and  truly  apply  the  proceeds  of  the  said  sixteen  shares  of 
Stock  to  and  tttr  the  uses  and  purposes  Jiforesaid. 

The  Deed  states  that  the  above  sixteen  shares  of  Bank  Stock 
represented  the  amount  awarded  by  the  United  Slates  Government  10 
the  Troop,  which  had  been  allowed  to  accumulate  since  the  Revolu- 
tionary War, 

At  a  meeting,  on  April  27,  1807,  the  Treasurer  reported  having 
received  a  transfer  of  sixteen  shares  in  the  Bank  of  Pennsylvania. 
T4iese  \vere  credited  at  par  and  the  amount  accepted  as  a  special  contri- 
bution to  the  Lying-in  and  Foundling  Hospital.  These  shares  of  bank 
stock  represented  a  capital  of  $6,400,  and  yielded  an  average  annual 
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income  of  ^456.50.     The  funds  of  the  Hospital  being  considerably 
increased   by  those  shares,   **thc  board  agreed  that  forty-five   poor  The  Cavalry 
patients  (in  all)  may  be  admitted  at  one  time  of  whom  not  more  than   ^^"^"  ^!" 
eighteen  shall  be  Maniacs/'     Among  the  rules  subsequently  adopted  Dcpartuiun 
(February  io»  1 810)  was  the  folio  wing :   "  Pregnant  AV^omen  of  our  own 
State  who  are  poor  and    proper  objects   may    be   received,    without 
security  except   for   the   removal  of  themselves  and  children    when 
discharged.      The   Maintenance  of  the   Mothers  and    their   infants 
including  Clothing  when  necessary  to  be  charged  to  the  income  of  the 
Cavalry  fund  and  in  case  that  proves  insufficient,  to  the  genera!  funds 
of  the  House."     On  September  29,  1K45,  the  rules  on  admission  and 
discharge  of  patients,   were  altered    to  read:   **  No  woman  shall   l>e 
admitted  to  the  lying-in  ward  without  producing  satisfactory  evidence 
that  she  is  a  respectable  married  woman." 

A  communication  was  received,  Ajjril  30,  1S38,  from  John 
Sargeant,  President  of  the  Preston  Retreat  of  Philadelphia,  enclosing 
a  request  from  the  Board  of  Managers  of  that  Institution,  that  the 
Lying-in  Fund  given  in  trust  by  the  First  City  Troop  should  be 
turned  over  to  the  Preston  Retreat.  To  this  the  Managers  re])lied, 
May  2 8 ,  i  H 3 S ,  as  fol  1  o ws : 

On  an  111  vest ijjat ion  into  the  SlaU-  nf  the  Lyinj^-in  fniid  ^iven  by  the  First 
City  Tnw^p  of  Cavalry  to  this  Instilution.  il  ai>p<fars  tliat  the  saiti  fund  txjth 
priiicipal  and  interest,  was  expt-ndftl  previously  \o  thu  year  1831,  and  $1,656.39 
besides. 

This  is  the  last  note  with  regtird  to  the  Cavalry  Fund»  and  it  is  a 
satisfaction  to  know  that  it  was  fully  expended  for  the  relief  of  suffer- 
ing women,  even  if  the  foundlings  had  to  be  provided  for  elsewhere. 

As  previously  mentioned,  the  Managers  elected  Dr»  Thomas  Pbysidnnis  in 
Chalk  ley  James  ^  the  first  physician  to  the  Lying-in  Department,  ^^^^  Lynigin 
m  iSio. 

Dr.  James  served  until  November  26,  1832,  when  he  resigned 
after  twenty-two  years  of  most  acceptable  service.  Or  Hugh  L. 
Hodge  was  his  successor,  and  served  until  the  dei>artment  was  closed 
in  1851.  At  the  request  of  Dr,  James,  an  associate  physician  was 
appointed  in  1820  ;  Dr.  John  W.  Moore  being  the  incumbent,  who  was 
succeeded  in  1S29  l>y  On  Charles  Lukens,  who  resigned  in  1839,  when 
Dr.  Charles  D.  Meigs  was  elected,  who  in  turn  resigned  in  1840,  and 
Dr.  Joseph  Carson  succeeded  him. 

On  March  27,  181 5,  it  was  agreed  *'  no  resident  physician  or 
pupil  shall  at  any  time  undertake  to  deliver  a  pregnant  woman  in  the 
house  without  sending  fur  the  principal  physician  of  the  Lying-in 
Department."

The  exptniiituff  of  tht  fund  appn)]iriatcd  fur  the  Lying-in  VVard  and  the  few 

applications  for  admission  into  tht^  same,  and  the  Preston  Retreat  being  now  optn 
for  that  description  of  palients,  it  may  be  a  question  whether  H  would  b«  expe- 
dient  longer  to  continue  that  department  under  present  circumstances. 

The  Lying-in  Department  was  opened,  in  1803,  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  East  Wing.  January  27,  1817,  the  Managers  directed 
that  the  Contributors'  Rootii  should  be  fitted  up  for  the  purpose, 
which  was  thus  occupied  until  February  23,  1824,  when  the  book* 
cases  were  directed  to  be  removed  from  the  second  story  of  the 
centre  building,  so  as  to  appropriate  this  chamber  for  the  use  of  the 
Lyingnn  Department.

Puerperal  Fowards  the  latter  [Xirt  of  1830,  the  physicians  called  attention 

Fever  among  to  the  frequency  of  puerperal  fever.  On  December  27th,  the  Lying- 
Patients,  j^  Department  was  ordered  closed  until  otherwise  directed.  The 
next  fall  it  was  decided  that  the  wards  could  be  safely  re -opened  as 
they  had  been  thoroughly  cleaned.  On  October  26,  1835,  it  is 
agreed  to  open  the  new  Lying-in  ward  in  the  Picture  House,  and 
the  department  continued  its  work  in  the  same  place  until  185 1  when 
the  physicians  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  poison  of  puerperal 
fever  had  become  endemic,  and  they,  in  wise  use  of  their  discretion^ 
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closed  the  wards,  and  the  department  was  finally  abandoned,  May  2, 
1854.  It  had  cost  nearly  $20,000  in  excess  of  the  whole  fund,  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  received  from  the  City  Troop, 

During  the  t^riod  it  continued  in  constant  operation  (with  the 
exception  of  parts  of  the  year  1830  and  1835)  for  forty-eight  years 
until  1851,  there  were  1330  women  safely  delivered,  130  removed  by 
friends  before  delivery,  67  died;  total  number  confined,  1397,  the 
rate  of  mortality  4. 79  per  cent  The  date  of  the  admission  of  the  last 
patient  was  February  15  1851,  and  the  last  birth  occurred  on  March 
4th  of  the  same  year.

Tliis  Department  was  re-organized  September  30,  1872,  and  on  the  28th  of  the 
following  month,  three  Physicians  and  four  Surgeons  were  elected  to  attend  to 
the  Medical  and  Surgical  Cases ;  an  additional  Physician  was  elected  August  50, 
1875,  and  in  1893,  several  more  were  elected  to  take  charge  of  special  depart- 
ments.

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FINANCIAL  AFFAIRS  AND  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  income  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  in  its  early  days,  was 
principally  derived  from  apjiropnations  by  the  Provincial  Assembly 
and  from  the  contributions  of  charitable  citizens.  Later,  the  State 
Legislature  voted  to  the  Hospital  unclaimed  shares  of  prize  money, 
also  certain  arrears  due  the  Commonwealth,  under  the  Loan  Office  Act 
of  February  26,  1776,  and  unclaimed  dividends  of  bankrupts'  estates. 
In  addition  to  gifts  of  land,  there  were  s|>ecial  donations  of  money 
from  the  Penn  Family.  Among  the  occasional  additions  to  the  income 
are  enumerated  the  proceeds  from  the  exhibition  of  West's  picture  of 
"Christ  Healing  the  Sick,"  also  from  a  Stage  Play,  from  a  Charity 
Sermon  by  Rev.  George  Whitfield,  from  Webster's  Lectures  on  the 
English  Language,  from  a  Sacred  Concert,  from  "Charity  Boxes/'  and 
from  fees  of  Signers  of  Bills  of  Credit.  Money  was  also  received 
from  legacies,  donations  from  private  individuals,  Associations^  Rail- 
roads and  various  other  corporations,  and  the  interest  from  invested

funds,  and  other  sources.  Quite  a  large  amount  was  obtained  from 
the  assets  of  the  Pennsylvania  Land  Company,  London ^  which  will 
be  especially  referred  to  on  a  succeeding  page. 

The  act  of  the  Provincial  Assembly,  May  ii»  1751.  in  establishing 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  made  the  Contributors  a  corporation  and 
provided:  ist.  Authority  to  receive  and  take  lands,  tenements  or 
hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  one  thousand 
pounds,  1  of  the  gift,  alienation,  bequest  or  devise  of  any  person  or 
persons  ;  2d.  Money,  or  other  estate*  expressly  given  or  added  to  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Hospital,  shall  not  be  expended  in  any  other  way 
than  by  applying  its  annual  interest  or  rent  towards  the  entertainment 
and  care  of  the  sick  and  distempered  poor,  that  shall  be,  from  time  to 
time,  brought  and  placed  therein  for  the  cure  of  their  diseases,  from 
any  i>art  of  the  Province  without  partiality  or  preference  ;  3d,  If  at 
any  time,  hereafter,  there  should  not  be  a  constant  succession  of 
Contributors  to  meet  yearly,  and  choose  Managers  as  specified,  then 
the  said  Hospital,  and  the  estate  and  affairs  thereof,  shall  be  in  the 
management  and  under  the  direction  of  such  persons  as  shall  be 
from  time  to  time  appointed  by  act  of  General  Assembly  of  this 
Province  for  that  purpose. 

The  same  Act  of  Assembly  appropriated  two  thousand  pounds, 
currency,  to  the  Capital  Stock,  towards  the  furnishing  and  support 
of  the  Hospital,  provided  an  equal  amount  were  subscribed  by 
individuals  towards  a  permanent  fund. 

On  April  21,  1759,  was  passed  **  An  Act  to  prevent  the  exporta- 
tion of  bad,  or  unmerchantable,  staves,  heading,  boards  and  timber.*' 
One-half  the  penalties  prescribed  by  this  Act  was  made  payable  to  the 
**  Contributors  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  the  use  of  that  insti- 
tution, the  other  half  to  the  inspector  of  lumber,  or  to  him  or  them 
who  shall  sue  for  the  same. * '  The  Hospital's  share  under  this  Act 
aggregated  ^214.53. 

The  Assembly  also  granted  to  the  Hospital  three-fourths  of  the 
fines  or  penalties  levied  by  the  Inspector  of  Flour  on  those  who  mixed 
corn^meal  with  middlings.  1  he  share  of  the  Hospital  under  this  Act 
aggregated  $631.90. 

In  1762,  in  response  to  the  Managers*  appeal  to  help  the  Funds 
of  the  Hospital,  the  Provincial  Assembly  made  a  further  grant  of 
three  thousand  pounds,  to  replace  the  amount  taken  from  capital  for 
maintenance  of  Hospital. 

Among  the  miscellaneous  sources  of  revenue  it  is  noted  that,  in 
1 763,  the  Provincial  Assembly  Commissioners  appointed  to  pave  the 


streets  of  Philadelphia,  having  no  immediate  use  for  the  funds, 
loaned  to  the  Managers,  on  their  individual  security,  four  thousand 
pounds,  for  one  year  without  interest.     The  Hospital  gained  by  this 

loan  jC3^^  ^^-  ^'^• 

March  27,  1780,  the  Assembly  granted  an  order  in  favor  of  the 
Hospital  for  ten  thousand  pounds,  Continental  money.  This  grant  was 
misconstrued  into  a  loan,  but  afterwards  on  ap|>eal  of  the  Managers* 
it  was  corrected  and  again  voted  as  an  appropriation.  So  great  was  the 
depreciation  of  Continental  money  that  the  grant  of  the  Assembly  was 
worth  only  j£iO^  iSs.  Sd.  in  hard  money.  The  corresjjondence 
regarding  this  has  already  appeared  (see  page  6^), 

January  27,  1783,  Francis  Hopkinson,  Judge  of  the  Admiralty, 
paid  to  the  Hospital,  per  Act  of  Assembly^  the  unclaimed  shares  of 
prizes  taken  by  the  Continental  ship  *^  Saratoga,*'  (amounting  10 
^884  1 3 J.  6^/*);  also,  the  proceeds  of  a  prize  made  by  the  shi[) 
**  Daniel  Greene  *'  (^348  oj.  o/A),  also  shares  of  prizes  taken  by  the 
Brig  **  Neptune''  (^89  iis.  9//,)  ;  also,  an  additional  share (^37  Ss. 
6d,),  and  on  May  11,  1784,  several  unclaimed  shares  of  the  prize 
brig  '*  Ajax/*  captured  by  the  brig  **  Friendship"  (jCs^oi)  making 
a  total,  (less  ^52  is.  3//,,  subsequently  paid),  of  ^4608  12s.  6v/., 
received  by  the  institution  in  State  money. 

The  Assembly,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  Hospital,  granted 
to  it  the  fines  imposed  upon  its  members,  which  had  amounted  in 
1786,  to  ^76  ^2s,  10//. 

A  number  of  contributions  were  received  from  members  of  the 
Penn  family :

the  said  Hospital  the  Lotl  of  Ground  adjoining  the  North  Side  of  the  Ixilt  on 
which  the  Hospital  slaitds  extending  the  wliole  Length  thereol  from  Eighth  to 
Ninth  Street  along  Spruce  Street  which  compleats  the  Square.  And  that  they  had 
likewise  given  Orders  to  their  Receivers  General  for  the  time  being  fur  Piiyment 
of  an  Annuity  of  Forty  Pounds  P^ble  on  the  first  day  of  May  yearly  and  that  as  it 
was  the  Proprietaries  Intention  Payment  of  the  first  War's  Annuity  should  have 
been  made  on  the  first  of  this  Month  which  being  past  before  the  Letter  Ciurie  to 
hand  he  now  paid  at  the  Table  the  said  Sum  of  Forty  I*ounds  which  the  Clerk  is 
directed  to  deliver  to  the  Treasurer  &  desire  him  to  give  a  proper  Receipt  for  the 
same  which  Donations  being  esteemed  by  the  Board  an  Instance  of  the  Proprie- 
tary's generous  Intention  are  thankfully  received  J^c  it  is  agreed  that  John  Reynel!, 
Evan  MorgaUp  Thomas  Gordon,  &  Samuel  Rhoads  be  a  Cotnmitiee  to  prepare  an 
Essay  of  an  Adress  to  the  Proprietaries  to  manifest  our  grateful  acknowledgment 
thereof,  to  be  brought  to  the  next  Meeting  of  the  IJoard  for  Coosidtrralion  &  the  same 
Committee  are  appointed  to  apjjly  for  &  receive  the  Patent  grant ing  the  said  Lott, 
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And  Iht  sjiid  Rkluird  Hockley  expressing  much  salisfaction  in  dtrlivering 
this  Message  from  tht*  Proprietaries  &  the  regard  he  entertained  for  the  Chanty  A 
bis  Willingness  to  contribute  to  promote  its  Advancement,  presented  the  Sum  or 
Twenty  Spanish  Pistoles  as  his  Conlribution  which  the  Clerk  is  appointed  tu 
deliver  to  the  Treasurer  &  request  him  to  make  out  a  Certificate  under  the  Seal 
of  the  Corporation  as  usual. 

The  annuity  of  forty  pounds  was  coniinued  from  1762  to  1775, 
and,  in  all,  amounted  to  ^560.  The  correspiondence  between  the 
Managers  and  the  Penn  family,  with  the  patent?  for  the  land,  will  be 
again  referred  to  when  considering  the  subject  of  the  Real  Estate  of 
the  Hospital,  in  the  next  section. 

The  Managers  were  informed  by  letter,  dated  June  7,  1760,  from 
Thomas  Hyam,i  that  an  act  of  Parliament,  entitled 

An  Act  for  vesting  certain  estates  in  Pennsylvania.  New  Jersey,  and  Mary- 
landf  belonging  to  the  proprietaries  of  a  partnership,  commonly  called^  the 
Pennsyhania  I-and  Company,  in  London,  in  trustees  to  the  said  to  be  sold  ;  and 
for  mber  purposes  therein  mentioned, 

had  lately  j>assed.     Also,  that  he 

had  been  instrumental  in  proposing  and  having  inserteil  in  the  act  a  clause 
granting  l«i  this  Hospital  all  the  money  which  might  remain  unclaimed  in  the 
hands  of  the  trustees  on  June  2^^  1770. 

Dr.  John  Fothergill  ^  and  Mr.  David  Barclay  acted  in  con- 
junction with  Dr.  Franklin,  as  Attorneys  of  the  Hospital  in 
England. 

At  the  meeting  of  May  26,  1766,  an  iniportant  decision  of  the 
Lord  Chancellor  of  England  in  favor  of  the  Hospital  is  recorded, 


•  •  •  •  "  AmotiK  the  important  results  of  the  interest  fin  the  Hospital]  fdt  in  En^lAnd^ 
wan  the  receipl  of  a  large  sitm  of  money,  consequent  upon  the  settlement  of  the  concerns  of  a 
ioirit-stock  partnership,  dcnomitiated  the  "  Pennsylvania  Land  Company  in  London/'  In  the 
year  1760  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  fxLssed,  vesting;  in  iruslce^  the  estates  of  thai  comiMLny  in 
Pennsylvania,  New  Jerivey  and  Maryland^  in  order  that  tfaey  might  be  sold,  and  the  prcKreeds 
distributed.  But  as  it  ap|^>cari-d  prubable,  that  for  a  considerable  portion  of  these  proceeds  no 
just  clatmanl  would  be  found,  the  insertion  of  a  clause  in  the  Act  was  procured  by  the  friends 
(si  the  Hospital,  ji^raniing  to  that  institution  all  the  money  which  mig:ht  remain  unclaimed  tn 
the  hatidsof  the  trustees  upon  the  24th  of  June,  1770.  Thomas  Hyam  appears  to  have  been 
chiefly  itistrumental  in  bringing  about  this  important  event  for  the  If  ospital/*  [Cornell's  His- 
tory of  Pennsylvania,  1876,  p,  41a,   Quoted  from  Wood's  Historical  and  Biographical  Memoirs.] 

■Dr.  John  Fother^rill,  bom  tn  171  a  near  Richmond,  In  Yorkshire,  England,  a  member  of 
the  Society  of  Friends,  was  graduated  in  Edinburgh  in  1737.  He  was  interested  in  natural 
philosophy  and  botany,  and  wrote  numerous  treatises  on  therapeutics  and  pharmacy.  He  wjis 
associated  with  Howard  in  the  reformation  of  the  management  of  prisons.  He  was  abo  a 
physician  of  eminence  in  London  and  was  greatly  interested  tn  the  Pennsylvania  HoiSpitaL 
He  piesented  the  Hosptlnit  with  casts,  models,  and  diagrams  for  the  museum,  and  ^a^'c  the 
first  volume  to  the  medical  librarj-  He  died  in  1780.  He  greatly  ossiMcd  Franklin  in 
advancing  the  pecuniary  interests  of  the  Hospital  in  England,  as  in  the  instance  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Land  Co  here  referred  to.  He  was  a  man  of  high  character  and  great  benevolence 
Franklin  said  of  him  '"  1  can  hardly  conceive  that  a  better  man  ever  existed.  [Thomas's

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which  was  obtained  chieflv  through  the  friendly  offices  of  Dr.  Fother- 
gilL  It  is  in  reference  to  the  above  mentioned  unclaimed  shares  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Land  Company,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  to  be 
given  in  trust  to  the  Managers  to  ho!d  for  possible  claimants.  The 
decision  is  as  follows:

The  above  amounts  were  paid  at  various  limes,  the  last  portn  ns 
not  being  received  until  after  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War 
Funds  from  ^^Y  ^^t  of  April  II,  1793^  entitled   "  An  Act  for  extending  the 

Arrears  of  benefits     experienced    from    the    institution    of    the    Pennsylvania 
LiHui  Office   Hospital,**   twenty-six   thousand  six    hundred  and  sixty-six   dollars 
and  sixty-seven  cents  {526,666.67),  were  granted  to  the   contributors 
out  of  the  arrears  due  the  Commonwealth  under  the  Loan  Office  Acts 
of  Feb.  36,  1773,  and  the  State  Treasurer  was  directed  to  pay  to  the 
Hospital  all  moneys  on  that  account  received  by  him  since  the  first  day 
of  January  preceding,  and  to  assign  to  the  Hospital  the  mortgages  and 
securities  upon  which  anything  remained  due.     The  managers  were 
required  to  give  security,  and  to  use  their  utmost  endeavors  to  collect 
the  money  and,  after  satisfying  the  grant,  to  pay  the  surplus  to  the 
State  Treasurer*     The  Managers  were  appointed  trustees  of  the  Loan 
Office,  etc.,  and  were  directed  to  apply  the  money  granted   to  erect 
additional  buildings,  and  to  render  an  account  annually  to  the  Legis- 
lature.    Also   any   unclaimed   dividends   of  Bankrupts'  estates   w^ere 
directed  to  be  paid  to  the  Hospital   by  the  Commissioners  of  Bank- 
.j    , ,     ,        rupts,  the  Hospital  to  be  liable  therefor,   if  subsequently  claimed. 
Ksiaies  of  '^^^  Managers,  by  the  same   Act,   w*ere  empowered    to   establish  a 
Bankrupts.   Lying-in  and  Foundling  Department  in  the  Hospital. 

On  December  16,  i  795,  the  Commissioners  in  Bankruptcy  paid 
to  the  Managers  on  account  of  unclaimed  dividends  and  surpluses 
I20.044.64,  and  on  March  28,  1796,  J6912.0S.

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The  following  correspondence  is  of  considerable  historical 
interests  It  is  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  a  meeting  held  November 
22,  1796 : 

Tht^  Governor  having  lately  paid  a  visit  to  the  HitsjJitfil  and  sijjnified  a  wUl- 
ingness  in  his  next  address  to  recomtrieiid  tn  the  Legishiture  to  ^rant  a  further 
sum  to  fir>ish  the  centre  huildinjf,  it  was  agreed  that  Robert  Wain,  Sand,  M.  Fox 
&  SamL  Coates  be  a  ci>mniiltee  lu  take  him  the  follrminK  afldress  and  to  request 
he  will  introduce  therein  such  parts  of  it  as  he  may  conceive  will  \>c  useful  on  the 
occasion  : 

To  Thomas  MtFFiJN,  Cover  nor  uf  the  State  op  PKJixsvLVANiA. 

The  Managers  of  the  Pennsytvania  Hospital  acknowledge  with  great  satisfae- 
tion,  the  benetU  derived  from  that  ptirt  of  the  f  Juvcrnor's  last  address,  to  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  this  State,  in  which  he  was  pleased  to 
recommend  that  Institution  io  their  attention  for  aid  and  support.  The  grant  of 
nujney  which  followed  this  rr commendation  has  enabled  the  Managers  to  fniish 
seventy  rooms  in  the  West  Wing  and  thus  to  provide  suitable  and  convenient 
accommodations  for  a  Number  of  Lunatics  ;  instead  of  the  subterraneous  and 
damp  cells,  in  which  they  have  hitherto  l>een  confined  ;  the  pleasing  hope  of 
administering  more  effectital  relief  Ut  this  afflicted  class  of  patients  is  much 
incouraged  by  the  great  success^  which  under  every  Inconveniencej  has  attended 
the  Eflbrts  ol  the  hospital  Physicians,  during  the  last  year;  according  to  the 
original  plan  some  progress  has  been  Made  towards  connecting  the  two  Wings  of 
the  Hc*spital  by  the  center  building,  the  foundation  of  which  has  been  laid,  the 
walls  carried  up  to  the  level  of  Ihe  Ground  floor,  and  many  Materials  provided 
for  completing  the  Same.  In  the  expenditure  of  the  money  intrusted  to  the 
Managers  they  have  observed  the  strictest  economy,  but  the  sum  granted  being 
insilflficient,  They  fear  that  the- Work  already  done,  if  it  should  be  left  in  its  present 
unfinished  slate  will  suder  greatly  from  the  weather  ;  other  incouveniences  will 
greati}'  atteJid  it ;  Ihe  Steward  and  Mntron  will  be  too  remote  from  many  of  the 
Patients,  to  afford  the  necessary  attention,  The  Number  of  nurses  and  servants 
must  be  increased,  and  Consequently  the  Expencesof  the  Institution.  The  room 
where  the  Managers  meet,  the  Museum,  the  apothecaries  Shop,  and  the  apart- 
ments nH>\v  occupietl  by  the  Steward  ik  Matron  and  apothecaries  are  all  wanted  for 
the  more  comfitrtable  accommodation  and  better  separation  of  the  sick,  uiitill  the 
center  building  be  completed  these  Inc<-»nvenieuces  cannot  be  renioved  ;  the 
Managers  forbear  to  enlarge  on  this  subject ;  it  is  unnecessary  they  think  to  dis- 
canl  on  the  relief,  which  has  been  extended  to  many  of  the  Citijtens  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, as  well  as  to  distressed  Strangers  by  Means  of  this  Hospital  ;  the  Governor 
having  some  years  ago  been  a  Manager  thereof,  has  had  a  full  opportunity  of 
knowing  the  usefulness  of  an  Institution,  which  among  other  charitable  Endow- 
ments, has  re  Heeled  honor  on  the  humanity  and  public  spirit  of  Pennsylvania.— 
They  will  therefore  intrude  no  longer  on  his  time,  luit  to  submit  to  the  Governor 
the  i*ropriety  of  mentioning  the  present  situation  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
in  his  next  Address  to  the  Legislature  of  this  State.

six  thousand  Pounds,  which  if  granted,  they  hope  will  enable  them  to  finish  the 
Original  Plan  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  and  to  extend  its  benefits  much 
more  widely,  than  their  heretofore  limited  circumstances  would  allow.

them,  that  the  annua!  accounts  should  be  subniited  to  the  House,  that  the  laws 
and  rules  for  the  Election  of  Managers,  and  Physicians,  should  be  approved  by  the 
chief  justice  and  attorney  General  and  finally,  to  sliew  that  every  object  of  the 
Contributors  tended  to  the  Public  Weal,  a  chiuse,  was  inserted  by  which  the 
Hospital  with  all  its  property  was  to  escheat  to  the  Province  in  case,  the  Con- 
tributors  shouhl  fail,— Thus  in  the  early  settlement  of  Pennsylvania  the  Hospital 
took  its  rise — The  Lej^islature  became  its  PatrMti,  and  every  hvmiane  i  ilizen  its 
friend. 

By  a  Combination  of  Public  and  Private  exertions  of  ,s<>  many  Charitable 
disposed  peo|>le  in  the  Province,  the  ManaKers  were  eiudiled  to  fitdsh  the  Eastern 
appartnients ;  Imt  the  two  thousand  Pounds,  which  the  Assemlily  jfave,  and  the 
first  Contributions  that  xvere  raised,  were  expended  in  the  buildings ;  it  llierefore 
l>ecame  necessary  lo  procure  a  reimbursement  of  this  Money  to  the  Capital  Stock  ; 
for  which  reason  the  Manaj^ers  petitioned  the  Assembly  to  replace  it 

The  Prayer  *»f  this  Petition  was  readily  granted,  by  which  eventually,  the 
Les^islaturc  hiul  the  exclusive  honor  of  raising  the  first  asylum  of  the  kind  that 
was  known  ir^  the  Slate,  if  not  in  the  LTniiu\»  f«)r  the  most  afHicted  and  helpless 
class  of  the  people,  Ijolh  in  Ixjdy  and  mind.  To  the  humane  Citizens  of  Pennsyl- 
vania,  and  to  many  benevolent  persons  in  England,  and  in  other  parts  of  the 
Workl  the  Credit  of  endowing  the  lust  it  ut  inn  with  funds  to  support  it  unqucs* 
tionably  belongs. 

Such  liberality  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  annals  of  this  Country,  in  which  a 
private  association  of  Gentlemen,  who  had  no  personal  emoluments  in  view,  have 
freely  subscribed  a  productive  stock  of  Twenty  thousand,  five  hundred  and 
eighty-five  i»oiinds,  ten  shillings  and  four  pence,  for  the  use  for  the  Poor. 

In  addition  to  this  Sum,  they  have  added  to  the  Hospital  Estate,  two  valuable 
Lots  of  Ground,  to  be  kept  open  forever,  for  the  benefit  of  fresh  and  wholes»»me 
air,  for  the  Patients, — To  prove  that  the  Contriliutors  have  rendered  this  important 
service  to  the  Country,  the  MatJU^tTS  can  ajipeal  to  the  animal  accounts,  which 
were  rendered  to  your  predecessors  in  the  Year  1774,  all  of  which  they  presume 
are  Carefully  preserved  anumj^the  archives  c>f  the  State. 

About  this  time  the  affairs  of  the  Hosjiital  were  in  a  prosperinji;  Condititm— 
When  alas!  by  events  inseparable  from  the  War,  which  (vccasioneii  the  late 
revolution,  the  Contributors  lost  above  Ten  thousand  P<junds — This  Sliock  in  the 
Infancy  of  the  Institution,  paralised  the  active  operations  of  the  Managers  for 
several  Years,  but  as  the  native  benevolent  spirit  of  Pennsylvania  was  yet  alive 
to  the  miseries  of  their  fellow  sutTerinR  Citizens,  the  Managers  were  encouraged 
to  re-assume  their  labours. 

And  now,  when  Peace  returned  to  heal  the  wounds  of  a  long  War,  and  the 
lap  of  Industry  was  filled  with  the  Profits  of  agriculture  and  Commerce,  the 
managers  sought  for  new  Contributions,  which  they  received  from  many  Charita- 
ble Ciliiens :  by  these  means,  the  Capital  was  partly  restored  so  that  in  1793  it 
amounted  to  seventeen  thousand  and  sixtyTive  Pounds,  eleven  shillings  and 
tenpence. 
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At  Lhis  tiint  it  bLCumu  indisjjfiisably  necessary  U>  iiilnr^e  the  Peiinsylvajiia 
Hospilal,  sti  as  to  admit  a  greater  number  of  lunatics,  who  with  other  Palfmts 
were  increased  witb  the  growing  po|>u1ati<nt  of  the  state,  and  for  whom  the  oJd 
a|iparlmcnls  of  the  house,  were  inronvtnitrnt  and  wholly  insiifficienl, 

To  elTect  ihiH  enlarKenient  of  the  building,  llu*  Managers  submitted  a  nrw 
plan,  nearly  resembling  the  Orijcinal  plan  of  the  Hospital,  with  an  Address,  tri 
the  Lejiiislature.  They  approved  thereof,  and  jfave  Ten  thousand  iwHinds  towards 
carrying  it  ou,  to  he  paid  out  of  the  loan  Office  fund  of  the  Year  1773, 
nf  this  sum.  the  Managers  have  received  but  .  ..,..,,..  /,y,6g6  l^s.  id.

The  Managers  further  reijresent  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  that  chiefly 
by  the  monies  they  have  given  them,  the  East  &  Western  appartments  are  fin- 
ished, and  that  aljout  52  lunatic  Putienls  besides  others,  are  now  accommodated 
in  them;  hut  the  midtlle  house,  whicli  is  the  pro[>er  center  of  commnnication  with 
all  parts  of  the  lamily  is  open  In  the  nwjf.  the  outward  walls  only  being  carried  up 
so  that  the  valuable  work,  that  is  already  done,  with  many  materials  provide*!  tt» 
carry  it  on.  are  ex]iosed  Ut  the  weather  ami  in  danger  (»f  beinjj;  destroyed. 

Considering  this,  and  that  former  Asseml>lies  have  thought  the  Institution  t*f 
so  much  importance  to  the  State,  as  to  give  the  whole  buiUling  at  different  tinirs 
Twenty  five  thousand  |>ounds  of  the  Public  money,  to  raise  it  to  its  present  rpri- 
dition.  llie  Managers  are  unwilling  to  believe  that  the  Legislature  will  desert  it  in 
its  imperfect  condition,  when  about  six  thousand  pounds  will  probably  secure- the 
benefits  their  predecessors  intended  their  constituents  should  derive  from  the 
liberal  Contributicms  they  have  already  made. 

The  Managers,  therefore,  in  behalf  of  the  Contributors,  apply  fur  si* 
thousand  and  seventy-eight  ]iounds  to  finish  the  (louse.  And  when  ihey  call 
your  attention  to  the  records  of  this  useful  Institution,  which  has  been  faithfully 
laid  before  the  Legislature,  every  Year  for  more  than  forty  Years  past.  \Vlicn 
they  remind  you  that  the  mimerons  and  various  cases,  which  are  attended  in  the* 
Hospital,  have  been  the  means  of  alluring  Students  from  every  Slate  in  the 
Union,  and  thereby  spreading  the  Reputation  of  Pennsylvania  with  Medical  Know  I- 
edge,  to  dififerent  parts  of  the  VVorkb  And  Irtstly,  when  you  find,  1  which  is  a 
truth  upon  record),  that  the  Contributions  to  this  Institution  have  assisted 
alniut  Nine  thimsand  Inhabitants  of  the  State,  whose  citizens  you  now  represent.

That  Your  Memorialists  have  heretofore  svibnntledto  the  General  Assend>ly  a 
Report  of  the  Receipts  for  and  Expenditures  ufKiUj,  the  new  buildings,  to  the 
i8ih,  of  the  12th  month  1797,  with  a  Petiticm  dated  the  iSth.  of  the  same  numth, 
for  Six  thousand  and  Seventy  Kight  pounds  55  to  finish  and  furnish  the  same  ; 
And  nn  the  6th.  day  of  the  3d  month  179Q  they  laid  before  you,  an  Account  iu 
detail  uf  the  Loan  Office  fund  of  the  Year  1773,  and  requested  your  Assistance,  to 
enalile  iheni  to  recover,  the  Arrears  thereon  due  to  the  State. 

In  addition  thereto,  they  now  offer  you  a  Report  of  the  receipts  for  itnd 
expenditures  upon  the  IniitdinK,  continued  to  the  35th.  of  the  1  ith  month  1799. 

Your  Memorialists  forbear  urging  at  this  time  lo  your  Consideration,  the  use- 
fulness of  the  Institution  undir  their  Care,  referring  You  to  their  former  Mi-monal 
hereto  annexed,  in  which  they  have  enlarged  upon  that  Subject,  and  apprehending 
the  Assembly  must  be  convinced  of  its  Ctih'ty  from  their  having  already  granted 
near  twenty-five  thousand  pounds  in  all  towards  iL 

Your  Memorialists  thitik  it  may  be  |>roper  lo  nunUion,  that  befi>re  the  Contri- 
butors  engaged  in  this  Undertaking,  they  presented  you  a  plan  of  the  crmteni- 
plated  Erections,  with  an  Kstimale  of  the  Costs  that  would  probalWy  attend 
them,  from  which  they  have  not  deviated  :  they  accompanied  these  with  a  fair  and 
plain  declaration,  that  the  funfis  of  the  Institution  were  insufficient  lo  support 
(more  than  a  few  poor  Patients)  and  thai  by  the  Charter  no  part  of  the  Capital 
Stock  could  be  expended  on  the  IndldingH.  Assurances  were  given  you  at  the 
same  time,  that  Your  Memorialists  depended  upon  Legislative  Aid  to  complete 
them. 

With  a  knowledge  of  these  Facts  Your  Memorialists  expect  you  wi!l  not 
hesitate  to  jierfect,  the  Work  which  by  your  own  Acts  you  autlmirized  them  iu 
Itegin  and  enj« lined  them  to  do  ;— And  as  the  Contributors  have  bought  &  paid  for 
t}ie  Lots  upon  which  the  Hospital  stands,  and  endf>wed  it  with  a  Capita!  at

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Uj  manifest  a  bt-iievulnit  tlispositioit  by  nfw  (.*f>iitriliutions  iind  Legadestu  extend 
its  benefits  to  tbis  Jv:  future  (jenerations,  Your  Merminalists  ibink  tht*  LegisUturc

I  here  as  a  Com  oil  I  tee  uf  one  fur  that  purpose. 

Acting  under  the  authority  uf  a  special  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
Pennsylvania,  passed  in  1804,  an  amicable  adjustment  and  final  settle- 
ment of  the  account  between  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Managers, 
acting  an  trustees  of  the  Loan  Office  Fund,  was  made.  The  minutes 
of  the  Managers*  Meeting,  held  Jtme  25,  1804,  contain  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  Managers'  Committee  un  the  Loan  Office  Fimd, 
which  was  accepted  and  the  Comoiittc  discharged  ; 

TIr'  almjve  arrount  having  been  seltletl  agreahly  ttKi  special  Art  <if  Assembly, 
made  tor  the  purpose  at  the  last  Session,  the  Managers  otusider  themselves  free 
from  hlanie  on  acctjunt  i)f  any  <leductiiius  that  have  lieen  made  fruni  jury's  ver- 
diet,  that  wan  j^i\ en  in  their  favor,  fur  55^31.36-100,  They  likewise  hcild  them 
selves  t'lear  of  the  Surplus  Miniey.  they  recovered  by  the  vertlict,  which  has  been 
appropriated  under  the  Act,  and  not  paid  to  their  Treasurer,  Inn  inasmuch  as  the 
Comptroller  and  Rep:ister  General  havedisalluvvcd  the  cha^K;t^<>f$l3J|,28-loQ  made 
by  Clmr]e*i  Channcey  for  hfs  Connnissinn  of  2';  r»f i"  cent.,  which  the  Managers 
think  a  reasonable  charge  for  his  irtnible  in  the  business,  and  which  by  capital 
Contract  they  agreed  Ut  allow  him,  they  request  the  Committee  before  they 
receive  the  balance,  to  write  a^din  to  the  Controller,  &  proiM)se  to  Inni  a  rercm- 
sideration  of  this  item  nf  the  Acconnt ;  and  if  on  a  representation  of  the  Case,  he 
shiiuld  still  reject  the  Cbartje,  iht^  Committee  are  the n  to  accept  the  balance  of 
1567  Dollars  &  83  cents  ;  the  necessity  of  subm  ill inj;  to  the  Act  bein^  obvious, 
althg  in  tins  Instance  the  operation  of  it  appeiirs  unreasonable,  and  meets  with 
the  disapprobation  of  all  the  Managers. 

In  consequence  of  the  fact  that  they  had  collected   the  entire 

amount,  the  Legislature  by  Act  of  April  4,  1S05,  directed  a  re-assign- 

Charity   nient  of  the  remaining  mortgages  and  other  securities. 

Sermun  by  y^^^  ^^^^    George  Whitfield,  a  dissenting   clergyman,  of  great 

VhuTH-ht^    oratorical  ability,  catne  to  this  country  from  England,  in   the  early 
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days  of  the  province  and  held  revival  services,  which  created  great 
popular  excitement.  As  one  of  the  substantial  results  of  his  preaching 
there  was  built  for  him  in  Philadelphia  one  of  the  largest  churches 
then  in  the  colon  it's.  He  is  said  to  have  jireached  while  here  to  an 
audience  of  15,000  persons.  After  a  successful  tour  in  the  South,  he 
returned  to  this  city,  where,  prior  to  his  departure  for  Europe,  he 
preached  in  St-  Paul's  Epi*^copal  Church,  Sunday,  October  22,  1764, 
a  Charity  Sermon  for  the  beneln  of  the  Pennsylvania  HospiiaK  taking 
bis  text  from  Rom,  vii.  4.  The  amount  realized,  including  his  per- 
sonal contribution  of  five  ])ounds,  was  ^£^174.  14.  o,  (or  $465.86), 

On  March  26,  fjSd,  the  Managers  received  word  that  Mr.  Noah    ;^,,,,|, 
Webster  had   made  a  public  olTer  in  one  of  the  newspapers  to  give  a  Webster 
l>enefit  lecture  on  the  English  Language,  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hosiutal,    i^L'^turts  for 
provided   he  was  waited  on  for   that  purpose.     The  Board  agreed  to 
accept    this    offer,    and   Josiah     Hewes    and     Reynold    Keen    were 
apjjointed  to  wait  on  Mr,  Webster  and  acquaint  him  therewith,  and 
also  to  thank  him.  in  the  name  of  the  Hoard,  for  his  politeness.    The 
following  notice  was  read  : 

**  Next  Tuesday  evening  at  7  n\  luc  k,  iii  the  University  of  PennsylvftJiia,  Mr, 
Webster  author  of  the  GranimiUical  Institute  vviU  hej^in  it*  read  ;i  sliori  course  of 
lectures  on  the  Eii|tjlisli  Laiij^uatfe,  iint  1  nn  education  in  general.  Tickets  for  the 
whole  course  (of  six  lectures)  at  15V  i;vn<l  for  an  evciiinjn  ,^9,  sold  by  M.  Carey  & 
Cn.  R,  Aitkt'U  ami  F.  BmleVp  at  tht-ir  Priming  olTices.  A  sc vt-nih  Lecture  wilL  if 
requested,  he  delivered  for  the  beiieHt  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hosj^ntab  The  even- 
injfs  proposed  for  the  Lecture?^  are  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturday's/' 

As  Mr.  Webster  j^eiierouslyouuply  <l  with  the  request  of  this  Board  in  givrnK 
a  Lecture  for  the  bvnefit  of  this  histitution  Josiali  Hewes  and  Reynold  Keen  are 
appointed  to  collect  the  Money  arising  fnmi  the  Sale  of  the  Tickets  and  pay  the 
sruue  tu  the  Treasurer. 

The  Committee  for  collecting  the  money  for  the  tickets  sold  for 
attending  Welister's  lectnre^  on  June  26,  1786,  reported  that  they  had 
received  the  entire  proceeds,  amonnting  to  thirty-five  pounds,  two 
shillings,  six  pence. 

On  May  4,  1 786,  *'  a  Grand  Concert  of  Sacred  Music  "  was  given 
in  the  German  Reformed  Church  for  the  benefit  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital,  Philadelphia  Dispensary,  and  the  Poor, 

The  Treasurer,  on  July  31,  17S6  re|M3rted  thnt  Nathaniel  Falconer  and 
Reynold  Keen  had  paid  him  forty  one  pmnids,  twelve  shillings  and  two  pence,  or 
5na95,  bein^  (onv  third  uf /'124.  16,6)  rjur  proportion  of  Ihe  proceeds  Arising 
from  the  late  Concert  of  Sacrt*d  Music  held  at  the  German  Reformed  Church 
which  the  undertakers  agree  to  give  for  the  Use  of  this  Institution  for  which  they 
are  requested  to  return  the  Thanks  of  the  Board.  Financial 

Advantages 
Early  in  the  career  of  the  Hospital,  at  the  suggestion  of  Franklin,   from  Clmrity 

who  fully  appreciated  the  value  of  small  things  and  the  maxim  with   ^^xes.

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regard  to  **  taking  care  of  the  pence/'  it  was  agreed  to  have  '*  Charity 
Boxes  **  made  and  set  up  to  receive  the  donations  of  such  as  may  be 
willing  to  give  anything  towards  this  purpose.  Hugh  Roberts  and 
Saml.  Rhoads  were  appointed  a  committee  to  have  them  made. 

Under  date  of  February  ist,  175J,  it  is  noted  in  the  minutes: 

Collections  Twelve  Tin  Boxes  witlt  the  words  **  Charitv  for  THE  Hospital  *'  painted 

by  Charity    '^^  them  in  Kold  IvlltTS  bein^  now  prepared,  each  of  the  managers  present  agreed 

Buxes.    t"  lJ>ke  one  of  them  to  be  pal  up  in  his  House  in  order  to  Collect  Money  for  the 

Hofipitnl ;  the  Board  was  informed  that  William  Leech  piiintcd  these  Boxes  and 

provided  ye  Gold  at  his  own  eji£]>efise gratis. 

Dr.  Franklin  in  speaking  of  these  boxes  in  his  book,  ''Some 
Account  of  the  Hospital,  etc.,  1754,"  says: 

t  Uw  Box  for  each  Manager,  to  be  put  tip  in  his  House^  ready  lo  receive 
casual  Benefactions,  in  Imitation  of  a  »cood  Custom  practised  in  !»ome  foreign 
Countries,  where  these  kind  of  Boxes  are  frequent  in  Shops,  Stores,  and  other 
Places  of  Business,  and  into  which  the  buyer  and  Seller  (when  different  Prices 
are  prijfMLised )  often  agree  to  throw  the  Difference,  instead  of  Splitting  il :  In 
which  the  Successful  in  Trade  F*imetimcs  piously  deposit  a  part  of  their  extra- 
ordinary Gains,  and  MaKistrales  throw  their  petty  Fees  ;  a  Custom  worthy  of 
Imitation,  But  these  Boxes  amonjc  us  have  produced  but  little  for  the  Hospital  as 
yet,  not  through  want  of  Charity  in  our  Peui>le,  but  from  their  being  unacquainted 
with  the  Nature  and  Design  of  them. 

The  latter  remark  was  premature,  having  been  made  but  a  short 
time  after  the  boxes  were  put  up  and  their  purpose  not  being  fully 
understood,  the  public  had  not  become  accustomed  to  seeing  nor 
jierhaps  thinking  of  this  innovation,  but  it  appeared  that  in  due 
course  of  time  considerable  sums  were  thus  collected.  The  following 
entries  will  show  some  of  the  benefits  derived  from  this  source. 

'*  Jan*y  26,  1765,  There  was  collected  from  the  Charity  Box  of 
Wm.  Coleman's  ^2  16s.  s}4d.  by  Samuel  C.  Rhoads  and  Joseph  Morris j 
this  amount  was  handed  to  the  Matron  to  be  accounted  for  in  house- 
hold expenses.'*  The  same  day  was  paid  to  the  Matron  ^^j  i6s,  8</., 
cash  received  from  the  Assembly's  Charity  Box  by  Daniel  Roberdeau 
and  delivered  to  John  Reynell  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital.  Also 
**  |>aid  2s.  7^/.  to  the  Matron,  cash  found  in  the  Charity  Box  of  the 
Hospital/' 

It  is  stated  Atay  3,  i7^Si  "that  Benjamin  Marsh  was  paid  Ten 
shillings  for  a  large  Charity  Box/*  where  this  was  placed »  or  for  what 
purposes,  is  not  mentioned  ;  it  may  be  inferred  that  it  was  for  theliall 
or  door  at  the  Hospital,  the  small  one  then  in  use  having  been  found 
insufficient.  May  27,  1765,  this  item  occurs:  *'By  cash  for  entrance 
money  at  the  door  jCi  3X.  S/i^/.'*  An  item  is  charged  April  25,  1790: 
**  Paid  for  Books,  Ink,  Postage  and  painting  Charity  Boxes  jQ2  1  if, 
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gj^e^,/'  thus  showing  that  these  receptacles  were  keirt  in  good  order 
and  received  the  necessary  attention  to  make  them  attractive  and 
conspicuous  to  the  public. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  internal  economy, 
June  2g,  1S12,  a  notice  was  placed  over  the  Charity  Box  as  follows: 
**  Money  not  to  be  gh^en  by  visitors  to  servants  or  patients/'  to  pre- 
vent if  possible  the  charitably  disposed  persons  from  giving  money  to 
the  inmates  instead  of  depositing  it  in  the  box. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  money  received  from  the  Charity  Boxes 
kept  in  the  Hospital  and  at  the  residences  of  Managers  and  other 
friends  of  the  Institution,  was  §19,093.44,  up  to  the  year  1845,  ^  ^^^ 
minutes  record.  Several  old  time  Charity  Boxes  are  yet  to  be  seen 
in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  in  which  small  amounts  are  still  occa- 
sionally deposited. 

Before  the  invention  of  the  numbering  machines,  and  fac-simile  stgtimg  BilR 
reproductions  of  signatures,  it  was  necessary  in  the  early  days  when   of  Credit, 
paper  currency  was  issued  by  the  Province,  to  employ  persons  to  sign 
the  bills.     (See  also  j^age  49.)     The  Managers,  ever  on  the  alert   to 
secure  contributions  for  the  Hospitab  saw  an  opportunity  for  securing 
money  and  addressed  the  Legislature  as  follows : 

In  the  second  Monih  (Fcfbniary)  1754,  a  Bill  lyin^  helort'  the  House  of 
Asst-mbly,  for  rvmhun^  and  (oiitiniiinK  the  Currency  of  the  BMIs  of  Credit  of  lliis 
Province,  aud  for  slrikiu'^  a  fuitlier  Suui^  the  foilowing,  ProjKjsal  was  laid  before 
the  House,  viit. 

To  ihr  h*^prt*srnttitivrs  of  the  Frccmm  0/  thi   rrm*hue  of  Pennsylvanm,   in 
General  Asiemhly  met : 

Wf  the  SubBcribers  hehi^  persuaded,  that  the  same  charitable  Disposition 
which  induced  the  House  of  Represeututives  siuue  Time  a^o  to  foumi  an  Hosjiital 
for  the  relief  of  the  Sick  FVMjr,  etc.  s<\\\  still  incline  theuv  to  promote  all  proper 
Measures  to  render  to  so  laudable  an  Institution  the  most  extensive  Service,  u  ith 
this  View  we  ofter  losij^n  the  Paper  Bills  of  Credit  proposed  to  be  issued  by  the 
l^w  now  under  Consideration,  and  we  win  contribute  such  Sums  of  Money  as 
mtiy  by  Law  become  due  to  us  for  that  Service,  towards  increasinjj  the  Capital 
Stock  of  the  said  Hospital,  or  to  he  ajjplied  in  such  other  Manner,  for  the  Uiies 
thereof,  as  the  Managers  may  think  rnc*st  proper. 

Submitted  with  all  rkie  Respect  to  the  Consideration  of  the  House,  By

Many  of  the  signers  of   this  proposal,  it  will  be  noticed,  were 
also  contributors,     Aii  might  have  been  expected,   the  measure  was 
strongly  antagonixed  by  the  politicians  of  the  day*  and  as  the  bil 
failed  to  pass,  nothing  was  obtained  at  this  time. 
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Signers  *«f 
Paper  Money. 


The  Managers  and  Con  tri  by  tors  subsequently  succeeded  in  their 
efforts  to  obtain  money  from  this  source.  In  a  report  made  by  the 
Building  Committee  on  February  23,  1756,  it  is  stated, 

'*  On  exainiiiinK  the  funds  approjiriated  towards  building,  the  total  amount 
tlKreof  appears  to  be  about  j^20oo  cxctusivo  of  the  Bubscriptions  promisrd  from 
the  signers  of  the  paper  money  lately  emitted,  which  will  be  about  jCsso." 

The  Managers  for  the  ensuing  month  (July,  1757)  were  desired 
to  i>rocure  an  Order  on  the  Provincial  Treasurer  from  the  Signers  of 
the  late  ^^45,000,  Bills  of  Credit  of  this  Province  for  the  sum  due 
to  them  by  ihe  Act  of  Assembly,  which  they  generously  promised  to 
contribute  towards  building  the  Hospital. 

Israel  Pemberton  informed  the  board  that 

''On  the  twenty-first  f>f  April,  1759,  lie  received  from  Sami,  Preston  Moore, 
the  Provincial  Treas'r.  four  hundred  &  seventy  pounds  eleven  shiUings  and  six- 
pence find  piiid  thu  same  to  H.  Roberts,  our  Treas'r.  being  the  aUowance  due  t)y 
law  to  the  Sij^ners  of  the  cme  thcmsand  i_Hvunds  Bills  of  Credit  last  emitted  which 
they  have  jajenerousU'  conlrUnited  towards  the  building  of  the  Hospital.  And  as 
it  was  some  lime  since  agreed  that  as  soon  «s  ihesiiid  Money  wa**  received  by  i<ur 
Treas'r.  ht  should  ]Uit  the  same  to  Interest  in  order  to  replace  the  five  hundred 
pounds  Capital  Stock  paid  in  h)'  John  Raily,  and  since  made  use  of  in  discharjsin^ 
the  Debts  due  on  the  Building  account,  the  Board  was  informed  by  Israel  Pern- 
berton  that  the  Treasurer  on  the  twenty-third  of  April,  1759,  lent  the  Sum  to 
Andrew  Dof,  for  whirh  he  hath  igiven  a  Bmid  payable  in  twelve  months." 

On  May  i,  1762,  the  following  entry  occurs  : 

■  Cash  received  from  signers  of  the  paper  money  /'166  75,  gd,  and  on  May  3, 
1765,  By  cash  received  of  Samuel  Preston  Moore,  Provincial  Treasurer.  Pursuntit 
to  an  order  of  the  ai^fuers  of  the  last  Bmission  of  Paper  Currency,  ^601  2S.  6d." 

A  very  interesting  document  was  found  among  the  old  papers 
which  will  show  the  magnitude  of  the  labor  involved  in  signing, bills 
at  this  time,  as  well  as  the  amount  realised  by  each  individual  signer ; 
the  paper  is  worded  as  follows : 

*'A  Jist  of  the  .Signers  lo  the  /"55,<3oo  issued  in  the  year  1764.  with  the 
respective  sums  due  to  each  Person  ;  Who  by  their  order  dated  February,  1765. 
$i  drawn  on  Sanuiel  Prestiin  Mixtre,  Provincial  Treasurer,  in  fiivour  of  Hugh 
Roberts,  treasV.  of  the  Pennsilva.  Hospital  ;  Gave  the  same  Lo  the  Manag;ers  of 
said  Hospital,  to  be  by  them  AiJiilied,  for  the  [iayment  of  the  Consideration 
Money k  for  the  Lott  of  tiround  Ixmght  of  James  Coultas,  E*sq..  And  such  other 
purposes  as  the  said  Managers  should  direct/' 

The  signers  were  paid  fifteen  shiibngs  per  thousand  signatures  for 
the  tickets  and  forty-five  shillings  for  the  same  quantity  for  the  bills. 
On  Oct3tj  1785,  the  Board  having  been  informed  that  '*  the  signing  "f  the  late 
emission  of  Paper  Money  is  compleated  and  that  as  the  persons  named  in  ihc 
Law  as  signees  ha<i  promised  to  give  their  Wages  lo  this  Institution,  Samuel 
Howell  Josiah  Hewes,  Andrew  Dox  and  William  Hall,  are  api>ointed  a  Commitlec 
to  call  on  them  for  their  different  Orders  for  such  Wages  &  loilge  the  same  with 
th<'  Treasurer  to  Ik-  hv  him  received  from  the  State  Trrasurei/'

All  measures  which  were  thought  might  lie  successful  in  I  (ringing 
the  delinquent  to  terms  were  employed,  but  withont  avail.  Subse- 
quently it  became  not  uncommon  to  refuse  to  pay  subscriptions;  and 
tjuiie  a  long  list  of  these  delinquents  is  found  among  the  records  of

It  L>ecame  quite  popular  among  the  charitable  to  donate  fees, 
etc,  received  for  public  services,  to  the  Hospital.

The  Underwriters  at  Wharton  &  Lewis'  Insurance  Office,  in  I7tj2, 
gave  their  fines,  amounting  to  ^^^49  7^'.  4^^- 

Assignees  also  contributed.  Robert  Wain*  Jr.,  and  Mordecai 
Lewis  Freas,  in  1792,  gave  their  commissions  as  Assignees  of  a  bank- 
rupt's estate  to  the  Hoi^pital,  /^i8i  51,  each,  or  together  ^,2S^2  los.  ott 
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An  act  of  swift,  relributive  justice,  by  whiph  the  Hospital 
benefited  pecuniarily,  is  commemorated  by  this  curious  entry  in  the 
Treasurer's  accounts : 

Thirty  doUars  received  the  joth  of  5  mo.  last  (iHtio)  from  three  uai^uticrs 
who  insulted  eight  pers<:»ns  on  tliu  Wisaaliicron  road  and  friRlUened  their  horses* 
acconipaniL-d  with  a  fuU  acknowledgment  in  writing  of  their  transgression  sind  a 
promise  to  demean  themselves  well  in  future  and  never  to  insult  a  Iraveller 
a^ain,  on  condition  ihc  injured  party  would  forgive  and  not  prosetule  them, 
to  which  they  agreed  on  the  \Vag[goners  paying  this  oontTihutioii  as  a  pence 
ofiering. 

An  unusual  source  of  a  donation  to  the  Hospital  is  mentioned  in 
the  records  for  April  25,  1808.  The  Managers  ordered  the  following 
entered  upon  their  minutes :

^April  24,  1S15)  A  Letter  was  received  and  read  from  Henry  Drinker,  Cashier 
of  the  Bank  of  North  America,  to  the  Sery,  enclosnig  a  Twenty  Dollar  ni»te  of 
that  Bank  wiiic h  he  represents  was  found  on  ibe  flrx>r  sometime  last  summer  K 
remaining  unclaimed  he  now  presents  the  same  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hnrspitnl 
subject  to  the  Claim  of  aii.v  Perfum  who  may  identify  and  claim  the  Uiss.  The 
Secy,  is  desired  to  pay  the  amount  lo  the  Treasurer  awA  remrn  the  thanks  of 
the  Board  to  the  Cashier. 

Since  the  Act  of  April,  1796,  making  an  additional  grant  to 
finish  the  west  wing  and  center  of  the  Fine  Street  Hospital,  the  insti- 
ttilion  has  been  entirely  supported  by  donations,  legacies,  and  bequests 
from  jirivate  sources.  No  legislative  grants  have  been  made  during 
the  present  century. 

legacies  intended  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  should  be  given  in  its  corporate  name,  viz. :  **  I  hereby  give 
and  bequeath  to  *  The  Contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital ' 
and  their  successors  and  assigns  forever  (if  real  estate)  all  that,  etc. 
(if  personal  property),  the  sum  of,  etc.*' 

Legacies  intended  for  the  Department  of  the  Insane  should 
specify  in  addition  **  lo  be  devoted  to  extending  or  improving  the 
accommodations,  and  for  the  care  of  the  insane.'* 

Every  contribution  or  legacy  of  $5,000  adds  one  free  bed  lo  the 
number  already  in  use  for  indigent,  recent  and  supposed  eurabld 
cases.

REAL  ESTATH. 

The  first  piece  of  real  estate  owned  by  the  Hospital  was  locatt^d    Mutthias 
in  the  |>arl  of  the  city  known  as  Northern  Liljerties,  on  Germantown    Kopiiti" 
Road*     It  was  donated  by  Matthias  Koijlin,  September  2,   1751^  as 
his  contribution,  accompanied  by  a  complimentary  letter  (see  page  26). 
This  was  leased  for  a  time,  until  the  Managers,  July  30,  1764,  agreed 
to  let  upoD  ground -rent.

Decend>er  6,  1776. 

The  Contribntors  agreed  :

The  first  real  estate  purchased  by  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospitai  was  the  site  for  the  erection  of  the  Hospital  buildings. 

On  September  11,  1754,  they  learned  that  Society  Square, 
extending  from  Kighth  to  Ninth,  and  north  from  Pine  Street,  could 
be  obtained  for  ^^600.  It  was  subsequently  ascertained  that  the  offer 
of  sale  was  limited  to  the  holdings  of  Wiiliara  H  in  ton  and  Richard

Parker,  396  feet  on  Pine  Street,  from  Eighth  to  Ninth  Streets,  and 
366  feet  northward  to  a  strip  of  ground  on  Spruce  Street.  This 
strip  on  Spruce  Street,  extending  396  feet  from  Eighth  to  Ninth,  and 
107  feet  southward,  belonged  to  the  Proprietaries,  Thomas  and  Richard 
Penn  (who  subsequently  donated  the  same  to  the  Hospital  by  patent, 
dated  November  10,  1 767).  The  Society  Square  was  bought  December 
7>  17545  the  sum  finally  paid  by  the  contributors  to  Hinton  and  Parker, 
for  the  ground,  being  ^500. 

The  area  of  ground  purchased  was  3.324-  acres  and  the  portion 
donated  by  the  Penns,  0.97  acres,  or  altogether  about  4.30  acres.

The  Penns  also  donated  to  tbe  Hospital,  by  patent  in  1769,  a  lot 
on  the  south  side  of  Spruce  Street  extending  sotithwardly  in  depih 
107  feet,  to  other  land  of  the  Hospital,  and  west  from  Ninth  Street 
198  feet. 
West erti  Lot  On  December  27,   1763,   the  Managers  learned  that  a  lease  for 

Leased,  thirteen  years  could  be  obtained  on  a  lot  (on  part  of  which  a  brick 
tenement  was  urecied),  being  part  of  the  square  next  west  of  the 
Hospital  site,  * 'which  may  be  useful  for  a  pasture/'  etc.  A  committee, 
consisting  of  the  Treasurer  and  Jacob  Lewis,  was  appointed  to  use 
their  endeavors  to  get  it  secured  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital.  On 
January  31,  1764,  the  Managers  were  informed  by  the  committee

next  al  the  rate  of  twenty  five  pounds  per  annum,  with  the  condition,  if  he 
should  be  inclined  tti  sell  the  said  Lot  find  Jiuuse,  that  the  Contributors  and  their 
successors  shtill  have  the  olicr  thereof  preferable  to  any  other  Person  under  the 
Penally  of  One  thousand  pounds. 

As  some  difficulties  were  experienced  by  the  Managers  in  obtain- 
ing possession  of  the  lot  taken  upon  lease  of  William  Darvill,  and  a 
favorable  opportunity  offered  of  purchasing  it,  the  Committee  who 
transacted  that  affair  reported  (June  27,  1764)

On  February  24,  i*j66^  the  Managers  were  informed  ihat  Mary 
Ayres  had  expressed  an  inclination  10  dispose  of  her  lot  contiguous  Western  Lot 
lo  that  purchased  of  William  DarvilK  A  committee,  consisting  of  I'^rdmsed. 
Jacob  Lewis  and  Thomas  Wharton,  was  appointed  to  treat  with  her 
and  purchase  the  same  and  report  to  next  Board,  provided  she  agrees 
to  take  the  sum  she  has  mentioned  of  about  ^j^'joo.  The  committee 
reported  March  26,  1766:

On   August    26,    1766,    the    Board    being    informed   by   several    Pnjposa!  uf 
Managers  of  the  Hotise  then  erecting  for  the  '*  Better  Employment  of  Afmshonse 
the  Poor  of  this  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  district  of  Southwark  and 
Townships  of  Moyamensing  and  Fassyimk  and  the  Northern  Liberties,'* 

that  they  have  lately  agreed  for  the  Easternmost  third  part  of  the  Square,  con- 
ti^ious  (Mary  Ayres  lot)  tij  the  Lot  Ixiujcht  of  WiHiam  Darvill  by  the  Managers 
of  the  HospitaL  it  is  now  prn[M»sed  that  the  Consideratiun  Muncy  for  liolli  pur- 
chases being  added  to)>cetIier  aucJ  the  Lot  equally  divided,  the  Easlernmost  part 
should  be  allotted  for  the  HMS|>it;d  and  the  Westernmost  for  the  House  of  Emph>y 
mcnt  and  an  equal  i>art,  of  the  cost  of  tlie  whule  borne  by  each  Instittrtion,  whii  h 
the  Managers  agree  to  propose  to  the  Manajiers  of  ihc  House  of  Employ menL 
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At  a  meeting  of  tlie  Committee  of  Mitnii>cers  of  the  House  of  Employ  and  ihe 
Committee  of  the  Managers  of  the  Hospita]  the  23d  of  February,  1767,  Present 
on  the  part  of  House  of  Empl«»y,  Josejjh  Fox,  Lukr  Morrrs.  Abel  James;  on  behalf 
of  Hos|>ital,  John  Reynel],  Josh.  Richardson,  and  Thomas  Wliarton,  Taking  into 
Consideration  the  slate  of  the  Square  which  is  silnate  between  ihe  two  institu- 
tions  and  that  it  would  be  more  convenient  that  each  of  the  Public  Buildings 
should  enjoy  the  part  which  is  next  to  each  parlicniar  institution.  Jt  was  there- 
fore mutually  Agreed  that  the  Mauai^ers  of  the  House  fif  Employ  should  con- 
vey to  the  Managers  of  the  Hospital  llie  third  part  uf  said  Square  being  the 
part  they  bought  of  Mary  Ay  res  with  the  improvements  thereon  ;  And  that  the 
said  Managers  of  the  House  of  Employ  pay  to  the  Managers  of  the  Hospital 
the  sum  of  Fifty  Pounds.  That  the  Managers  of  the  Hospital  convey  to  the 
Managers  of  the  House  of  Employ  the  Westernmost  Moiety  of  the  said  Square 
being  a  part  of  the  Purchase  which  the  Hospital  made  of  William  Darvill ;  That 
each  of  the  institutions  take  Possession  of  their  particular  parts  a^  soon  as  the 
deeds  are^  Executed.  iNotel  The  North  &  South  lines  of  said  Square,  so  far  as 
they  relate  to  the  two  institutions,  are  but  alujtit  366  feet  in  Length,  and  that 
those  Lolf^are  l>ouuded  on  the  North  bv  vncant  Grounds  &c.

The  Pro|)rietaries,  Thomas  Penn  and  Richard  PenD,  donated  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  by  patent,  in  1769,  a  lot  situated  on  the 
sonth  side  of  Sprtice  Street,  between  Ninth  and  Tenth  Streets, 
containing  east  and  west  on  Spruce  Street  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  feet,  (west  from  Ninth  Street),  being  executed  under  the  great 
seal  of  the  province  and  recorded  in  the  rolls  office.

The  Managers,  on  October   27,  1828,  received  a  letter  from  ihe   ( ,,rrt^j^^,|. 
CJiiardians  of  the  Poor  in  charge  of  the  City  Almshouse,  commtiiii-   dence  with 
eating   a   plan    for   the   improvement   of  the   lot   owned    by   them,   Almsliouse 
adjoining  the  western  gronnd  of  the  Hospitah  if  the  Managers  of  the   W^'^^K^^rs- 
Hospital  would  give  twenty  feet  of  their  ground  towards  a  forty  foot 
street  proposed  to  be  opened  through  the  Almshouse  lot.     On  con- 
sideration the  Secretary  was  directed  to  reply  that  the  Board  had  no 
authority  to  make  any  arrangement  in  the  premises,  and  do  not  deem 
it  jtidicious  to  convene  the  Contributors  at  this  time. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Contributors,  held  May  10,  1S30,  the 
Managers  were,  by  resolution »  directed  to  purchase  of  the  Managers 
of  the  Almshouse  their  moiety  of  the  square  lying  westward  of  the 
Hospital  site,  provided  the  same  can  be  obtained  for  150,000  ;  and  if 
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the  purchase  can  be  made,  the  Managers  of  the  Hospital  are  author-

"4.  The  Managers  of  the  said  Hospital  are  hereby  invested  with  full  and 
ample  power  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  Contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  to  do  and  execute  all  such  Acts  matters  and  things  in  Deed  or  in  Law  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  carry  the  objects  and  resolutions  into  full  and  coniplete 
execution." 

On  motion,  it  was  unanimously  "  Resolved  that  the  twenty  feel  street 
intended  to  be  laid  out  as  staled  in  the  preceding  resrjlutions  shall  be  1  amed  Bond 
street  in  grateful  recollection  of  the  early  long  and  faithful  services  of  Drs.  Thomas 
;ind  Phineas  Bond  as  Physicians  to  this  Institution.'  A  deed  for  completing  the 
exchange  of  lots  embraced  in  the  minute  of  the  Contributors  was  read  and 
approved,  the  same  Committee  was  continued  to  superintend  ihe  Conclusion  of 
this  business.  On  Februarys  28,  iS.^i,  the  Committee  reported  that  the  Deeds 
were  duly  executed  by  the  respective  parlies  and  those  instruments  placed  upon 
record . 

On  October  3,  1855,  ^^*^  Committee  for  the  sale  of  the  western 
and  southwestern  lots  presented  a  draft  of  an  agreement  between 

"The  Contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  HospitaP'  of  the  one  part  and 
Charles  F.  Lex,  Samuel  Browne,  Samuel  Robb>  Thos.  C  Cash  &:  William  H. 
GarrigUiLrs  of  the  other,  winch  being  approved  was  directed  to  be  executed. 
December  16,  1835,  a  i)art  of  the  Western  lots  having  been  retailed  out  by  Ihe 
parties  wilh  whom  the  managers  have  made  a  contract  for  the  wholcj  it  mas 
agreed  that  the  Commiiiee  appointed  on  the  sale  of  said  lots  apportion  the 
amount  of  the  purchase  money  to  be  inserted  in  eacli  of  said  deeds  in  conformity* 
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with  the  original  agreement ;  and  when  the  said  deeds  are  drawn  they  are 
directed  to  be  executed  by  the  President  &  Treasurer  on  the  Mortgages  being 
duly  executed. 

October  12,  1836,  a  communication  was  received  from  Chas. 
F.  Lex,  Wm.  H.  Garrigues,  Samuel  Robb  and  Thos,  C.  Cash, 
"offering  mortgages,  which  with  those  before  received  from  them 
together  with  ;j2o,ooo  in  cash  (see  a  Minute  of  ist  mo.  25th,  1836), 
will  complete  the  amount  of  the  purchase  made  by  them  of  our 
western  and  southwestern  lots  (see  Minute  of  loth  mo.  3d,  1836)  for 
;Ji2o,ooo.** 
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The  following  is  recorded  on  the  Minutes  for  October  30.  1837, 

"  The  Treasurer  reports  the  execution  and  delivery  of  all  the  deeds  for  the 
Western  and  South  Western  lots,  sold  to  Charles  F.  Lex,  Samuel  Brown,  Samuel 
Robb,  Thomas  C.  Cash  and  William  H.  Garrigues  for  the  sum  of  |i20,ooo; 
twenty  thousand  dollars  of  which  payable  in  cash  November  29th,  1835,  and 
the  balance  One  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  bonds  payable  at  any  time  within 
5  years  from  that  date,  with  interest  half  yearly  at  5  per  cent  per  annum,  to 
be  computed  from  April  ist,  1836 ;  and  that  he  has  received  for  the  same  cash 
and  bonds  secured  by  Mortgages." 


On  May  28,  1764,  an  agreement  was  made  with  Reuben   Haines   Square  Bust 


for  an 

Assignment  of  his  term  of  One  Year  to  come  on  a  lease  for  a  certain  Piece  of 
Pnstiire  Ground  being  the  Square  opjwsite  the  Hospital  to  the  Kastward  between 
8th  and  ylh  Streets  &  Pine  &  Spruce  Streets  for  Seven  Pounds  Ten  Shillings— an 
order  was  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  aniouut. 

The  Managers  being  informed  on  Ajjril  2i),  1765  : 
Tiiat  Reuben  Ifaines  hath  hitely  purchased  of  John  Whilpaiu  one  Moyely  i>f 
tile  next  Square  to  the  KaHtward  of  the  Hospital  for  ^500  ;  &  thtit  he  iippichends 
he  Will  consent  for  the  accommodation  nf  the  Hospital  tosen  iltothe  Contributors^ 
for  the  same  price,  it  is  thcTefore  unanimously  agreed  that  it  will  be  expedient  to 
purchase  it.  in  order  to  prevent  any  inconvenient  Buildings  being  erected  thereon, 
&  John  Rcynell,  Joseph  Richardson,  &  Isaac  Greenleafe  are  desired  to  treat  with 
him,  and  agree  for  it  if  they  can. 
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Plan  of  S^iuare  West  of  Hospital  Site,  after  the  exchange  of  properties. 

(Ninth  Month  36,  1766)^  Joseph  Richardson  proposes  that  if  the  Managers  will 
purchase  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital  the  Lot  of  Ground,  being  one-half  the  Square 
between  Seventh  Street  and  Eighth  Streets  opposite  Ihe  Hospital  Eastward  that 
he  the  said  Joseph  Richardson  will  Contribute  towards  ijayment  of  the  same,  the 
sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Pounds. 

(Fourth  Month  2,  1767),  the  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  Reuben 
Haitics,  about  purchasing  his  undivided  Moyety  of  the  Square  of  Ground,  l>ounded 
by  the  71  h  &  81  h  Streets  from  Delaware,  &  Spruce  &  Pine  Streets  opi>osite  the 
Penna.    Hospital    Eastward,  which   he  purchased  of  John   Whitpain,  which   he 
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afCreee  to  sell  Sl  convey  lo  the  Corporation  of  Contributors  of  the  Hospital  for 
Eastern  Lot  /'650— subject  to  the  Dower  of  the  VV'idow  of  Zactiary  Whitpain  dec*d,  to  be 
Piirt'!i:isL'(l,  paid  in  the  following  manner — viz.  Two  Hundred  Pounds  to  he  paid  on  Executing 
the  Deed,  Two  Hundred  Pounds  more  in  two  months  from  the  date  thereof,  and 
the  remainder  in  three  months  from  the  date,  and  he  further  agrees  lo  contribute 
Fifty  pounds,  to  be  discounted  out  of  the  last  payment,  to  promote  the  Charitable 
design  of  the  Hospital  which  being  considered  &  approved,  the  same  Committee 
are  desired  in  get  the  Title  examined,  and  the  deeds  of  conveyance  drawn,  and 
when  compleatcd  to  call  a  board  if  they  find  it  necessary. 

A  Deed  was  produced  April  27,1767,  intended  to  be  executed  by  Reilbetl 
Haines  &  Wife  for  the  undivided  Moyety  of  the  Square  of  Ground  purchased  of 
him,  fronting  the  Hospital  Eastward,  which  was  read  &  examined  Sc  requiring; 
some  alteration  the  care  thereof  was  committed  to  the  same  Committee  who 
informed  the  Board  that  on  a  late  conference  with  Reuben  Haines,  he  prefers 
having  the  considcrmion  Money  to  be  paid&  mentioned  in  the  con  veyance^  should 
be  no  more  than  Six  hundred  Pounds,  and  that  no  Notice  be  taken  of  his  proposed 
Contribution  of  Fifty  Pounds  as  at  first  proposed,  which  was  agreed  to.  On 
May  »5,  1767,  report  was  made  of  u  Deed  from  Reuben  Haines  ^  Wife  lor  the 
undivided  Moyeiy  of  the  Square  of  Ground  purchased  of  him,  situate  Eastward 
of  the  Hospital,  which  was  executed  and  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 

(Tenth  Month  28,  1772)^  Thomas  Forrest  ofiered  for  sale  his  undivided  fourth 
part  in  rtjL;ht  of  his  wife  to  the  Square  of  Ground  between  Seventh  &  Eighth  Streets 
bounded  Northward  with  Spruce  Street  and  Southward  with  Pine  Sireet  for  the 
sum  of  three  hutidred  pounds  out  of  which  he  agree**  to  Contribute  Twenty  five 
IKJunda  to  the  Hospital.  The  Board  concluded  to  purchase  the  said  Lot  of  him  on 
the  Ter»ns  above  mentioned  and  lo  pay  htm  the  money  as  soon  as  we  are  able  to 
raise  it  which  we  have  expectation  will  be  in  our  power  in  a  short  time. 

The  SherilT  of  Philadelphia  County,  on  November  z8,  1774, 
served  a  Writ  of  Partition  on  William  Whitpain  and  the  Contributor* 
to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  respecting  the  Square  of  Ground  lo  the 
eastward  of  the  Hospital,  and  Israel  Pemherton,  Edward  Penington  and 
the  sitting  Managers  were  appointed  to  take  the  necessary  care  rela- 
tive to  the  jiartition  of  the  said  lot  and  purchase  of  William  Whil- 
piin,  his  share. 

(Twelfth  Month  a6,  1774),  the  Committee  appointed  tor^ttend  the  Partition  and 
purchase  Wm.  Whitpain* 5  Share  of  the  Square  of  Ground  to  the  Eastward  of 
the  Hospital  reported  that  Joseph  Stamper  Attorney  to  Wilham  Whitpain  (who 
is  absent  beyond  Sea)  Ijeing  applied  lo  on  the  occasion  informed  them  that  he  had 
no  Authority  tfi  sell  Whitpain's  Share  of  the  Lot  for  less  than  ^£'450  which  not 
being  agreed  in  by  the  Commtttee,  nor  now  by  the  Board,  the  matter  is  con- 
tinued under  the  care  of  the  said  Committee.  And  the  Action  at  Law  commenced 
for  the  Partition  of  the  said  Lot  is  withdrawn, 

(On  Fourth  Month  24,  1775),  William  Whitpain  owner  of  an  undivided 
Quarter  part  of  the  Square  of  ground  to  the  Eastward  of  the  Hospital  attended 
the  Board  and  olTered  to  dispose  of  his  part  of  the  said  Lot  for  the  sum  of  Three 
hundred  and  Seventy  five  Pounds  which  the  Board  agreed  lo  give  him  and 
appointed  Thomas  Wharton  and  Isaac  Cox  to  get  the  deed  for  it  drawn  and 
executed  and  they  are  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  purchase 
money,  which  being  less  than  the  said  Whitpain  first  demanded  it  is  agreed  to 
present  him  \%'ith  a  certificate  for  /"jo  as  a  Donation  from  him  to  the  Hospital, 
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January   28,  1788.      **  The  Committee  on    the  claim   of  Sarah 

Clearing  Whitpain  report  they  have  settled  with  her  by  paying  her  One  hun- 

i  le  Title.   ^j.g^  ^^^  ^^^y  Pounds  Paper   Money   for   which   she   hath   signed  a 

Release  to  all  her  right  of  dower  to  the  lot  East  of  the  Hospital,  and 

the   whole  Arrears  due   thereon  which   the   Board  approve  and  the 

Treasurer  is  desired  to  get  it  recorded.** 

The  Managers  finding  it  necessary  to  provide  increased  accom- 
modation for  patients  by  enlarging  the  buildings,  decided  to  ask 
authority  from  the  Contributors  for  them  to  sell  one  or  more  of  the 
lots  of  ground  in  order  to  obtain  the  necessary  funds.  On  March  26, 
1832: 

It  is  agreed  to  submit  to  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Contributors  the 
propriety  of  selling  the  Eastern  Lot. 

At  the  Contributors*  Meeting  in  May  following  it  was 

Contributors  Resolved^  That  the  Managers  be  authorized  to  make  sale  of  the  Eastern  Lot 

Authorize  the    for  the  Purpose  of  raising  funds  to  erect  buildings  for  the  additional  accommoda- 
Sale  of  Lots,    tion  of  the  Hospital. 

May  14,  the  Contributors  having  authorized  the  Sale  of  the  Eastern  Lot,  John  J. 
Smith,  Bartw.  Wistar  and  Charles  Roberts  are  appointed  to  receive  proposals  from 
purchasers  upon  a  plan  of  building  now  approved  and  submit  offers  to  the 
Board. 

June  25,  it  is  now  agreed  that  when  the  Committee  on  the  sale  of  the  Eastern 
lot  shall  in  any  case  conclude  an  arrangement  with  the  purchasers,  the  President 
and  Treasurer  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  convey  the  same  in  sufficient 
deeds  agreeably  to  the  restrictions  determined  upon  under  their  signatures  and 
the  Seal  of  this  Corporation. 

Sale  of  J^^^y  16,  1833,  the  Board  assembled  at  the  request  of  the  Coni- 

Eastern  Lot.   mittee  on  the  sale  of  the  eastern  lot,  which  re[)orted 

That  six  lots  had  been  sold  on  Spruce  Street,  and  a  like  number  on  Pine 
Street  and  proposed  that  authority  now  be  given  to  make  deeds  to  the  purchasers, 
whereupon  it  was  resolved  "  that  the  President  of  this  Board  with  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Contributors  be,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  execute  sufficient 
conveyances  to  the  persons  who  have  bought,  under  the  seal  of  this  Corporation 
with  such  reservations  as  have  been  agreed  upon  in  the  general  plan  ;  this  power 
is  to  extend  to  the  purchasers  of  the  remaining  part  of  the  lot,  as  sales  may  be 
made." 

The  street  directed  to  be  opened  through  the  eastern  lot  having 
been  pro[)Osed  to  be  called  Barclay  Street,  and  that  designation  being 
previously  used  in  this  city,  the  Board  agreed  that  the  avenue  be 
called  Citron  (now  Barclay)  Street,  and  that  it  be  forty  feet  in  width, 
and  that  it  be  entered  upon  the  record. 

On  May  5,  1834,  John  J.  Smith,  Charles  Roberts,  and  Bartho- 
lomew Wistar,  were  continued  to  attend  to  the  care  and  sale  of  the 
eastern  lot. 
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The  square  on  the  south  side  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  from 
Eighth  to  Ninth  Streets,  extending  from  Pine  to  Lombard  Street, 
(396  feet),  being  the  whole  front  of  the  Hospital  and  opposite  to  it 

Is  m  the  crfjinion  of  this  Board  absolutely  necessary  to  be  secured  to  the  Insti- 
tution, for  the  benefit  of  the  southern  air^  as  opportunity  may  ofTer  to  buy  it, 
A  minute,  dated  Sept.  21,  1795,  states  that  "  it  is  tlierefore  the  unanimous 
Opinion  of  all  the  Managers  present  that  apart  of  the  Square  which  Richard 
Rundle  owns  of  tta  feet  on  Eighth  Street  by  1^^  on  Pine  Street  to  BUck berry 
Alley,  which  lot  lie  offers  for  One  thousand  pounds  Cash,  should  be  bought 
as  Boon  as  possible  and  added  to  the  Capital  Stock  ;  and  that  any  Monies 
i;iven  towards  this  porpoise  or  other  Monies  may  be  paid  for  the  said  lot.  An 
order  was  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  in  favour  of  Richard  Rundle, 
which  he  is  desired  to  pay  out  of  the  monies  received  from  the  Commissioners 
of  Bankruptcy  when  the  title  is  delivered  and  approved  in  writing  by  William 
Rawl  or  any  other  Counsel  learned  in  the  law." 

On  Feb,  23,  1791,  ''Josiah  Hewes,  John  Dorsey,  Robert  Smith,  and  Samuel 
Coates  are  appointed  a  Committee  to  wait  on  William  Lewis,  to  know  if  he  will 
accommodate  this  Institution  agreeably  to  the  expectations  he  has  given  us  by 
exchanging  his  lot  on  the  South  side  of  Pine  Street  for  the  lot  fsought  of  Isaac 
Snowden  in  the  name  of  Samuel  Coates  on  the  north  side  of  Spruce  Street,  which 
lot  was  bought  with  a  view  of  exchanging  with  William  Lewis  and  for  no  other 
purpose;  his  definitive  answer  will  be  expected,  On  Feb.  22,  1802,  William 
Lewis  contrary  to  the  expectations  of  the  Managers  after  encouraging  them  to 
purchase  the  lot  on  Spruce  Street  and  promising  to  exchange  his  own  for  it  to 
accommodate  the  Hospital  has  come  to  a  conclusion  not  to  exchange  on  any  terms 
but  offer  his  lot  at  a  very  exorbitant  price  as  will  appear  by  the  following  letter  of 
which  it  is  agreed  no  other  notice  shall  be  taken  than  to  insert  it  on  the  Minutes." 

"January  4th,  180a. 
"  GenUemr'n.^\  have  concluded  either  to  sell  my  lots  near  Ihe  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  or  to  let  them  on  ground-rents  or  to  erect  buildings  on  them  in  the  Spring 
in  order  to  render  them  productive,  but  not  to  exchange  them  for  other  lots,  and 
I  deem  it  proper  to  inform  you  of  this  before  coming  to  any  particular  conclusion 
respecting  them  in  order  that  the  Managers  if  they  think  proper  may  have  an 
opportunity  of  becoming  the  purchasers,  1  am  but  a  very  indifferent  judge  of 
their  value,  but  from  the  best  information  I  have  been  able  to  procure,  I  suppose 
it  to  be  twenty- two  hundred  and  fifty  puunds.  This  sum  I  am  willing  to  accept 
for  them  but  I  believe  that  I  shall  not  take  less.  If  the  Managers  are  not  disfiosed 
to  take  them  at  this  price  nothing  further  need  he  said  on  the  subject,  but  if  they 
are,  I  wish  to  know  it  soon  for  the  reasons  mentioned 

**  I  am.  Gentlemen,  your  friend  and  humble  Servant^ 

W1ULIAM  Lewis." 

A  proposal  was  received  March  5,  1801,  from  Jnhii  Taylor,  in 
which  he  offered  to  sell  his  lot  fronting  on  the  south  side  of  Pine 
Street  198  feet,  and  extending  from  thence  292  ieet  along  Ninth 
Street  to  Lombard  Street,  for  the  sum  of  fifleen  htmdred  pounds, 
payable  wilhoui  interest  in  twelve  months.  On  receiving  this  offer 
the  Managers  adjotirned  lo  view  the  situation  of  the  ground  and 
having  returned  reported  that  they  were  all  of  opinion  that

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The  said  lot  is  indispensably  necessary  to  tliis  Institution  and  that  it  ought 
always  to  be  left  open  to  admit  the  southwesterly  winds  and  to  prevent  the  near 
approach  of  wooden  buildings  which  in  the  hands  of  the  careless  people  may  be 
the  means  of  setting  the  Hospital  on  Fire.  And  such  persons  may  also  very 
much  incommode  the  sick  patients  by  introducing  a  noisy  business  or  endanger 
their  lives  by  the  offensive  smell  arising  from  their  several  occupations.  For 
these  reasons  and  knowing  that  it  is  of  particular  importance  at  times  when  the 
yellow  fever  or  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  prevailed  in  the  city  to  keep  at  a 
convenient  distance  from  and  prevent  communications  with  a  settled  neighbor- 
hood, the  Managers  agree  unanimously  that  it  will  be  proper  to  purchase  this  lot 
and  they  appoint  Thomas  Morris  and  Samuel  Coates  to  be  a  committee  for  that 
purpose  giving  them  liberty  to  accept  of  John  Taylor's  offer  if  they  cannot  do 
better  and  if  the  contract  should  be  made  for  cash,  the  Treasurer  is  desired  to  pay 
the  purchase  money  to  the  order  of  the  Committee  but  if  it  should  be  bought  for 
Credit  the  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  issue  a  Certificate  under  the  Corporate  seal 
to  John  Taylor  binding  the  Contributors  to  pay  the  Money  if  it  does  not  exceed 
fifteen  hundred  pounds. 

On  March  30,  i8of,  the  Committee  to  purchase  the  lot  of  John 
Taylor  report,

delivered  to  John  Taylor.     On  March  29,  1802,  the  Treasurer  paid  John  Taylor 

for  the  lot  and  cancelled  the  certificate. 

The  Secretary  informed  the  Managers  May  14,  1807,  that  he  agreed  with 
William  Lewis  for  the  lot  south  of  the  Hospital,  late  belonging  to  Benjamin  Fuller 
for  four  thousand  dollars  of  which  two  thousand  dollars  is  to  be  paid  on  the  Exe- 
cution of  the  Deed  and  two  thousand  in  Sixty  Days  from  the  Dale  thereof. 

At  the  meeting  held  February  23,  1824,  ^  written  application 
from  the  Pennsylvania  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  was  read,  in 
which  they  propose  the  purchase  of  one  of  the  vacant  Lots  south  of 
the  Hospital,  on  which  to  erect  a  building  for  that  establishment, 
which  proposition  was  unanimously  declined. 

On  July  25,1831,  the  following  oj)inion  as  to  the  legality  of  clos- 
ing Blanchard's  Alley,  was  ordered  to  be  recorded  on  these  minutes. 

^f}'  D^ar  Sir : — I  have  examined  the  title  papers  placed  in  my  hands  and  am 
satisfied  that  Blanchard's  Alley  running  from  8th  Street  to  Blackberr>'  Allev 
between  Pine  and  Lombard  Streets  is  a  private  Alley  laid  out  for  the  use  of  the 
adjoining  Lots.  As  all  these  Lots  now  belong  to  the  Contributors  to  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital,  they  can  close  it  whenever  they  think  proper.

November  2^,  1831,  the  Treasurer  reported  : 

The  payment  on  9th  inst.,  of  $10,000  to  Joseph  Strahan  and  others  for  a  lot  of 
ground  with  the  improvements  thereon  situated  on  Delaware  8th  Street  between 
Pine  and  Lombard  Sis.,  purchased  of  them  Per  Deed  to  the  Contributors  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  dated  Oct.  nth.  1831. 
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On  July  9,  1832,  an  exeraplification  of  the  record  of  the  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  County  of  Philadelphia  in  the  maltcr  of 
vacating  of  Blackberry  Alley  from  Pine  to  Lombard  Streets,  was  pre- 
sented and  ordered  to  be  handed  to  the  Treasurer  to  be  placed  with 
the  title  papers  of  the  lot. 

On  February  13,  1S50,  a  special  Meeting  was  called  as  to  the  sale 
of  the  South  lot,  to  lay  before  the  Board  drafts  of  a  deed  provided  to 
be  executed  to  the  purchasers  of  parts  of  said  lot  wkh  particular  cove- 
nants as  to  resjrictions.

South  of  Pine  to  be  OpeiiLMl  frum 
called  Keble  Street ;  and  the  following  restrictions  were  agreed  upon,    Ki^jhtli  lo 
ist,  That  the  lots  on  Pme  Street,  shall  throw  out   12  ft.  on  the  North    ^'"^''  ^irt'«:'iJ* 
sides  thereof,  so  as  to  widen  the  pavement  to  that  extent ;  and  andly, 
That  no  buildings  other  than  Stables  or  offices  shall  be  built  on  said 
Keble  Street,  with  a  reservation  of  power   to  enter  and  abate  any 
buildings  erected  contrary  to  said  restrictions." 
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On  November  30,  1849,  ^  meeting  was  called  by  the  Committee 
for  the  sale  of  the  South  Lot  which  made  a  preliminary  report,  asking 
instruction  regarding  the  terms  of  sale.  This  report  was  substantially 
as  follows :

prepared  the  annexed  plan  and  advertisement  which  they  recom- 
mended to  the  Board  for  its  adoption. 

The  Committee,  furthermore,  deemed  it  of  importance  to  insert 
in  the  deeds  certain  restrictions  with  regard  to  the  kind  of  buildings 
to  be  erected  on  said  square  as  might  best  secure  the  interests  of  the 
Hospital  and  those  who  purchase  lots :  viz.  :  One  genteel  Dwelling 
house  upon  each  lot.  Stables  to  the  Pine  Street  lots,  or  not,  according 
to  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  Pine  Street  lot  holders. 

The  houses  at  the  corners  of  Eighth  and  Ninth  and  Lombard 
Streets  were  to  be  allowed  to  have  the  privilege  of  a  store,  and  it  was 
stipulated  that  the  houses  on  Pine  Street  should  recede  twelve  feet 
from  the  line  of  said  street. 

The  following  advertisement  was  issued  for  the  sale  of  the  above 
lots :

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The    lot   was   sold    for   $120,000,  of  whitli    siiiii,    $78,000    was 
expended    in   repiiirmg  ibe  Pine   Slreci    Hospital   and   $42,000  was   Proceeds  uf 
carried  to  ihe  cajjital  accounL 

At  the  Contributors'  Meeting,  in  May,  iSji,  it  was  decided  that 
a  separate  HosiJiial  Building  for  the  Insane  Departtnent  wasexiiedient 
and  the  Managers  were  authorized  to  &cll  vacant  graniid,  in  order  la 
uhtain  necessiary  funds,  and  to  select  and  prop<3se  a  suitable  site  at  a 
future  meeting.* 

In  i8j5,  the  Managers  purchased  the  larni  of  Matthew  Arrison,  of  I'miiiasc 
1 01  acres,  for  129,289,  situated  in  Blockley  township,  West  Phi  lade)  * 
phia,  abont  two  miles  west  of  the  City  of  Fhiladel|>hia,  between  West 
Chester  and  Haverfurd  Roads,  on  the  latter  of  which  the  entrance 
was  made.  In  i8j8,  an  additional  purchase  of  9}^;  acres  adjoining 
was  made  for  $3500,  which  they  considered  desirable  tu  include 
wnthtn  the  walls  to  be  erected  as  a  place  of  exercise  and  recreation  for 
the  patients.  In  1845,  ^^^  ^^^^  adjoining  the  farm  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital  for  the  Insane  were  purchased  and  conveyed  tt>  the 
Contributors  for  I2350  In  1849,  ^^^  thanVs  of  the  Managers  were 
presented  to  G.  Roberts  Smith  for  bis  gift  lo  the  Contributors  of  a 
stri[j  of  land  70  feet  in  width,  along  the  whole  eastern  front  of  the 
grounds,  extending  from  Haverford  Road  to  Market  Street,  containing 
about  three  acres,  making  the  whole  tract  ii3!i  acres.  The  Hospital 
land  extends  from  4 id  to  49th  Streets,  and  from  Market  to  Haver- 
ford. ^ 

The  minutes  of  the  Managers  state  that  on  March  28^  1808, 
Robert  Wharton,  Mayor,  having  by  bis  iiroclaniation  informed  the 
citizens  of  the  regulations  proposed  on  the  ground  plots  of  Philadel- 
phia, from  Fifth  Street  westward  to  Schuylkill,  and  called  upon  such 
as  conceived  their  interest  affected  by  those  regulations,  to  state  their 
objections  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  City  Commissioners.  Joseph 
Townes,  Zaccheus  Collins  and  Peter  Browne  were  appointed  to  inspect 
the  proceedings  of  the  Commissioners,  etc.,  and 

If  Ihcy  are  of  opinion  <Hir  estate  is  likely  to  be  injured  Lht-y  are  desired  lu  aUend 
the  meeting  of  the  Mayor,  etc..  to  tje  held  at  the  City  Hall  on  the  nth  of  May 
next,  and  state  their  nbiectlons  nn  ttehalf  of  tins  institution, 

A  meeting  of  the  Contributors  was  held  on  August  12th,  1809, 
in  pursuance  to  the  above  call  published  in  two  public  (Gazettes,  inserted 
daily  for  ten  days  previously. 


'The  K^rouiids  surrounding  th«  Hospital  property  on  Eiji(hth Street,  which  were  purchased 
for  the  '^um  of  ^1917.37  by  the  Managers,  were  sold  as  directed  by  the  Conlribulors.  Theatiiouiit 
ultimately  realized,  by  their  sate»  ai^^c^ted,  including  interest,  $^i^,o(fo 

*  These  (tiirchase^i  have  been  referred  io  more  fully  om  p:igc  117  amd£. 
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A  minute  of  the  Managers,  entered  on  their  books  on  the  ji-st 
of  July  1809,  stating  the  object  of  calling  the  contributors  together,  was 
read*  It  was  to  consider  '*  the  expediency  of  disposing  of  such  parts 
of  the  real  estates  belonging  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  as  arc  not 
expressly  given  by  legacy,  or  donation,  to  be  added  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  institution,  and  also  excepting  the  lots  surrounding  the 
Hospital  now  lielonging  lo  it,  which  are  purchased  for  the  benefit  of 
fresh  air." 

The  opinion  of  Charles  Chauncey,  Esq.,  having  been  given  by 
request,  was  inserted  in  the  niiniites  on  the  same  date : 

Q«eslioti  :  Can  the  Comrtbutors  la  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  lettatiy  sell 
and  convey  real  Estate  of  which  the  Corfmration  is  possessed  in  '*  fee  simple?  "

mtton  may  sell  ;Sl  convey  real  Estate  of  which  it  is  possessed  unless  restrained  by 
the  Grant  under  which  it  is  holden  ;  the  Right  to  sell  and  Convey  its  real  Estate  i^ 
I  conceive  incident  to  a  Coqwration  of  this  Description  unless  the  Alienation  is 
restrained  or  prohibited  by  the  Charter  or  by  the  particular  Grant  from  which  the 
Estate  is  derived,  [n  the  Charter  to  the  Contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
are  Contained  no  Words  which  limit  the  Power  to  sell  &  convey;  The  power 
therefore  exisls  subject  only  to  the  other  restrictions  which  f  have  pointed  nut, 

"  I  have  been  requested  to  advert  particularly  in  this  Examination  to  the  Will 
of  John  Keble  under  which  an  Allotment  of  Land  to  the  Hospital  has  been  made 
which  it  is  now  Contemplated  to  sell ;  the  ver>^  full  and  ample  terms  of  the  Will 
leave  no  doubi  in  my  Mind  that  the  Devisor  has  imposed  no  restraint  upon  the 
power  of  Alienation  which  the  Corporation  upon  general  prtnciples  possesses  in 
relation  to  the  Estate  he  has  devised  to  it.'* 

June  24,  1809,  Charles  Chauncey. 

The  Contributors  having  empowered  the  Managers  to  dispose  of 
various  ground  rents^  and  real  estate  in  fee  simple,  in  Philadeljihia  and 
elsewhere,  this  duty  was  entrusted  to  a  Committee  consisting  of 
Thomas  Stewardson,  William  Poyntell,  and  Zaccheus  Collins.  'ITiis 
Committee,  between  the  years  1809  and  1831,  sold  all  the  real  estate, 
and  except  that  specially  reserved  by  the  Contributor's  resolution,  and 
the  money  was  turned  in  to  the  capital  stock. 

The  Managers  deemed  it  inexpedient  and  opposed  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  Hospital  to  have  its  property  occupied  by  the  Insane 
Department  included  in  the  proposed  borough  of  West  Philadelphia. 
Accordingly  they  prepared  a  remonstrance  against  incorporating  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  land  In  the  Borough  of  West  Philadelphia, 
On  Feb.  25thj  1850,  on  motion,  a  respectful  memorial  was  directed 
to  be  sent  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  to  be  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary 
of  the  Board,  against  the  incorporation  of  any  part  of  the  property  of 
the  Hospital  with  the  borough  of  West  Philadelphia  at^d  this  forwarded 
to  the  Legislature, 
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Memokial  to  the  Legislature 
On  March  25,  1S50,  the  President  and  Secretary  laid  before  the  Board  the 
following  memoriaJ  which   they   addressed   to  the  Lej^islature  of  Pennsylvania 
agreeably  lo  the  directions  of  the  Board  at  the  last  meeting.

The  sudscpit^ers  by  dirtt/ion  and  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Afattaj^ers 

of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  represent : 

That  they  have  learned  that  a  bill  has  been  reported  to  your  honorable  Bodies 
enlarging  the  limits  of  the  present  borough  of  West  Philadelphia  so  as  to  include 
therein  about  12  of  the  premises  known  as  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  the 
Insane.  Say  50  acres  and  all  the  buildings  connected  therewith.  Vour 
memorialists  have  no  wish  or  intention  of  iiiierfenng  with  any  necessary  or 
proper  enlargement  of  said  borough  ;  but  they  feel  it  their  duty  to  represent  that 
the  Borough  can  in  no  wise  be  benefitted  by  its  cjctension  over  any  part  of  the 
Hospital  property  ;  whilst  on  the  contrary  the  laying  out  of  streets  or  any  other 
exercise  of  Municipal  functions  within  the  said  premises  would  at  once  destroy 
their  whole  value  as  an  Institution  for  the  Insane  and  the  btirden  of  Borough 
ta.\e*i  and  charges  would  be  needlessly  heavy  and  deduct  so  much  from  the 
charities  of  t  he  Corporation. 

They  further  represent  that  this  Institution  has  only  been  in  operation  nine 
years  after  an  outlay  i>f  nearly  $350j0txj  lor  the  purpose  of  its  foundation  and  that 
its  site  was  then  chosen  for,  and  still  reiuaiiis  valuable  to  us  (or  its  isolation, 
between  the  West  Chester  *St  Haverford  Road,  and  its  consequent  separation  from 
neighboring  properties;  and  that  ht-nce  the  cxclusiori  of  the  whole  of  the  said 
Hc»pital  property  by  name  from  within  the  limits  of  the  proposed  extension  of 
said  Borough  can  in  no  way  effect  a  conflict  with  any  interest  or  good  purpose 
public  or  private  so  far  as  your  memorialists  know. 

They  therefore  pray  your  Honorable  Bodies  so  to  amend  the  projKJsed  law  as 
to  exclude  the  said  premises  now  belonging  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hos]jital  for  the 
Insane  from  the  limits  of  any  such  Borough  or  town  Corporation.

That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July  next 
the  municipal  district  incorporated  by  an  act  of  Assembly  passed  February  seven- 
teenth, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  by  Iht;  namt'cmd  title  of  "The 
borough  of  West  Philadelphia,^*  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  title  of  "  The 
District  of  West  Philadelphia  ."  and  the  name  of  the  councilmen  shall  be  changed     .^^^  ^,1 
lo  that  of  commissioners^  and  that  of  burgess  to  president  of  commissioners,  but    i^^irishiturc 
that  they  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  conferred    f kiiuJhij 
by  existing  laws  on  the  burgess  and  town  council.  Limits  uf 

Section  12,  That  from  and  after  the  pas&age  of  this  act,  the  boundary  of  the    Hospital 
district  of  West  Philadelphia  from  the  southeast  corner  of  Pennsylvania  Hospital,    r,ronnds. 
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shall  be  as  fullows  ,  thcruc  wcM  from  said  corner  to  a  ^mftlt  rivulet  running  through 
the  estate  of  ihf  late  John  Rose,  «leceiiSL'd,  thenct  southwardly  along  Ibc  centre 
iif  said  cretfk  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  turnpike,  thence  east  ward  ly  along 
the  said  turngiike,  and  thence  as  described  in  the  act  approved  the  fourteenth  day 
of  March,  one  thousand  eight  Ivundred  and  fifty,  entitled  **A  Supplement  to 
incorporate  the  borough  of  West  Philadelphia,"  &c.

As  the  result  of  this  liinely  action  on  the  pan  of  the  Board, 
there  was  no  encroachment  Lt[)on  ihc  property  of  the  Hot>)iitiil  by  the 
}ktrough  of  West  Philadelj>hia  and  the  grounds  were  kept  iniaci  for 
tlie  uses  of  the  insane  department. 

As  the  o])enmg  of  city  streets  through  the  ground  of  the 
Hos]iital  would  greatly  inii>air  its  lisefulncss  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Insiane  Dejjartment,  the  Managers  determined  to  prevent  I  his  intru- 
sion by  legal  means. 

To  restrict  the  |iowcr  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  to  thus  injure 
the  properly  occupied  l>y  the  l>ei>arlmeni  for  Insane,  the  Managers 
voluntarily  offered  to  throw  out  and  dedicate  to  public  use  the  ground 
required  for  streets  on  the  ea.stem  and  western  boundaries  of  ihe 
Hospital  property,  if  the  I.cgislattjre  would  thereafter  forever  e^tempt 
the  grounds  occupied  by  the  Defartmenl  for  Insane  from  being  inter- 
sected* or  cut  into,  by  any  public  streets.  The  Legislature  accepted 
Xhe  offer  and  passed  the  following  Act : 

"  Section  t.  Be  it  enacted  ^c.  That  no  Rtreels,  alleys,  road  or  lanes,  shall  ever 
he  opened  through  the  property  belotiginij  to  the  i^orpunition  of  the  ContnbuloTs 
to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  situate  In  the  Twenty-fonrih  ward  of  the  cily  of 
Philadelphia*  without  the  consent  of  the  said  corporation^  so  long  as  the  said 
property  is  used  for  the  purposes  of  their  In^inne  f  department,  any  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding  :  Provided  That  said  corporaliiMJ  shall  contribute  one  half  the 
ground  for  an  avenue,  on  their  east,  and  one  on  their  west,  line,  each,  one  hundred 
feet  in  width,  without  charge  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 

"  Approved.  The  seventeenth  day  of  April  one  thousand  el^ht  hundred  and 
fifty-four/'

The  proper  deeds  of  dedication  of  the  ground  for  the  streets  on 
the  said  east  and  west  sides  being  executed,  were  accordingly  delivered 
to  and  accepted  by  the  city  authorities,  thus  creating  a  legislative 
contract,  the  consideration  for  which  has  been  furnished  on  the 
Hospital  side,  which  can  be  safely  relied  on  to  protect  the  grounds  in 
the  future. 

The  sufficiency  of  the  contract  has  been  sustained  by  a  judicial 
inquiry  in  the  case  of  the  improvement  of  Haverford  Street,  which  it 
was  proposed  by  the  Hoard  of  Surveys  to  widen,  by  taking  a  strip  oiT 
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the  Hospital  property.  Upon  objections,  on  behalf  of  the  Contributors, 
being  made,  it  was  held  by  the  Court,  that,  except  with  the  consent 
of  the  Contributors,  no  part  of  the  ground  was  liable  to  lie  taken 
for  any  piibbc  street,  the  protection  under  the  above  legislative 
contract  being  absolute. 

In  the  ravine  separating  the  male  from  the  female  department, 
a  sewer  of  very  large  capacity,  extending  from  Haverford  Road  to 
Market  Street,  was  built  by  the  city  of  Philadelphia;  the  Hospital 
having  donated  to  the  city,  in  1891,  a  strip  of  ground  eighty  feet  wide 
from  Market  Street  to  Haverford  Avenue,  provided  that  this  sewer 
should  be  constructed  without  ex|>eose  to  the  Hospital,  (see  jiage  192 
ante),  The  attempt  of  the  city  aulhorities  to  oj>en  a  street  over  this 
sewer  subset (ucntly,  was  successfully  opposed  by  the  Managers 

The  Managers,  foreseeing  the  rise  of  a  contingency  in  the  growth 
of  the  city  and  the  erection  of  many  buildings  around  the  Huspiial 
property  in  West  Philadelphia,  which  in  the  future  might  make  it 
expedient  or  neces^sary  to  remove  the  Insane  Department  nut  of  the 
city  limits,  have  recently  purchased  a  l^xrm  in  Delaware  County, 
in  a  favorable  location,  This  is  now  used  for  convalescent  patients 
and  as  a  source  of  dairy  and  garden  sup|jlics  for  the  Hos|>ital,  as 
already  mentioned.     (See  page  193  ) 

The  relation  of  the  Hosfjital  to  the  City  (lovernment  and  the 
Commonwealth,  with  regard  to  the  tjuesiion  of  taxation  of  its  ]>ro|>ertv , 
is  of  siiffictent  interest  to  warrant  the  devoting  of  the  remaining 
portion  uf  this  section  to  its  consideration. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  last  century,  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
levied  a  special  tax,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  to  be  devoted  to 
building  a  hospital  for  quarantine  purposes  at  the  station  on  Little 
Tinictmi  Island.  As  this  svas  known  [>opttl:xrly  as  the  *'Hos[}ital 
Tax,*'  the  Managers  feared  that  the  income  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  niight  l«e  alTected  by  a  general  impression  that  their  institu- 
tion was  to  be  the  l>eneficiary  of  this  tax.  Accordingly,  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Managers,  held  January  26,  1795.  the  Secretary  was  directed 
to  have  inserted  in  the  papers  and  distributed  in  hand-bills  throughout 
the  city  the  following  minute: 

The  Managers  beiriK  infnrmed  Uial  many  of  Uieir  fenow  citizens  entertain  an 
erroneous  <>piniufi  tlial  llie  Tat,  commonly  called  "  The  Hfjs[>ital  Tax  '*  which

from  ;  the  said  Tax  ficinjij  laid  for  the  said  purpose  of  erecting  a  building  lo 
accomniodatc  persons  wiih  infectious  diseases ;  which  is  not  to  be  within  the 
hmiis  of  Philadelphia.  The  Principal  Dependence  of  the  Contributors  to  the 
PenoM  Ivania  Hospital  is  on  the  Lejjacics  tSt  voluntary  Contri buttons  of  their 
charitable  8:  humane  fellow  citizens,  throughout  the  City  and  Stale, 
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Many  of  these  whose  Minds  have  been  impressed  with  U%e  necessity  there  is 

T\w  Hosphal    of  supporting  this  valuable  &  useful   Institution  have  enabled   the  Managers  to 
maiutamed    mainiain  the  house  at  a  great  Expense  upwards  of  forty  Years  by  the  accept- 
able Gifts  &  bequtsts  they  have  added  at  various  times  to  the  Capital  Stock. 

Relying  still  with  a  6rm  Confidence  on  the  well  known  benevolence  of  the 
Charitable  Citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  they  commend  the  Institution  to  their  further 
Notice  ;  &  as  the  funds  are  far  Short  of  being  adequate  to  the  he*%y  Ezpences 
of  the  House  the  Managers  do  not  expect  to  solicit  this  assistance  in  vain. 
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During  the  early  struggles  of  the  Hospital,  when  it  so  frequently 
appealed  to  the  Assembly  for  pecuniary  assistance  and  constantly  was

for  Hospital   ^^^^  "P  ^^*^^^  ^"^  benevolent  as  a  deserving  charity,  all  men  knew  of 
from  111*;   its  good  works  and  its  pressing  needs,  and  even  the  benevolent  single 
paymetii  women  and  rich  widows  acknowledged  its  claims^  there  was  then  no 
of  Taxea.  thought*  in   the  community,  of  demanding  that   it  should   deplete 
its  resources  by  paying  taxes  to   the  State  or  city.     In   fact    it    was 
declared  a  pure  charity  and  therefore  properly  exempt  from  such  taxa- 
tion.    There  came  a  time,  however,  when  an  attempt  was  made  to 
assess  the  property^,  and  the  Managers  for  a  time  were  put  to  consider- 
able trouble  and  some  expense  before  the  question  was  finally  decided 
in  their  favor. 
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I  On  March  tS,  i8oS),the  Managers,  being  informed  the  Assessors  intend  to  (ax 
the  real  Estate  of  the  Hospital  contrar>'  to  the  usage  8t  practice  of  their  prede- 
cessors in  Office  since  the  foundation  of  the  Institution  ;  are  unanimous  in  their 
Opinion  the  said  tax  should  he  repelled  by  every  legal  means  in  our  power,  and 
appoint  Zaccheus  Collins  and  Edward  Penington  to  attend  on  the  Days  of  Appeal 
and  Claim  an  Exoneration  therefrom. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Commissioners  to  claim  an  exonera- 
tion for  the  Hospital  of  the  PayineiU  of  Tax,  Report  April  25,  1808,  they  have 
performed  that  service  and  that  all  the  Estate  inchiding  the  Ground  rent  have 
been  exempted  from  the  Taxes, 

William  Rawle*3  Opinion  in  writing  was  given  b)'  him  Sl  found  to  be  very 
useful  on  this  occasion  tvhich  is  now  delivered  to  the  Treasurer  to  be  kept  among 
the  records  of  the  Hospital  and  the  Committee  are  desired  to  return  to  William 
Rawle  thanks  for  his  services,  to  Edward  Tillghman,  also  for  the  Offer  of  his 
Opinion  gratis  on  this  Subject. 

(On  January  13,  1809),  a  Letter  from  John  Dorseyof  the  loth.  Instant  informs 
the  Board  that  the  Question  is  likely  to  be  brought  on  in  the  Legislature  as  it 
regards  the  propriety  of  taxing  this  and  other  Charitable  Institutions  throughout 
the  State. 

AS  an  Exemption  therefrom  will  be  very  important  to  the  HospHal  it  is  agreed 
that  Zacclseus  Collins,  Paschall  Hiillings worth  and  Samuel  Coates  draw  a 
Memorial  to  express  the  Sentiments  of  ihe  Managers  on  this  Subject  and  state 
such  reasons  in  favor  of  an  exemption  to  ilie  Hospital  as  may  appear  to  them  t«> 
be  proper  ;  And  when  the  Memorial  is  prepared  they  are  to  call  a  Meeting  of  the 
Board  ;  and  lay  tt  before  I  hem.

Thai  a  part  of  the  Estate  of  the  said  Institution  Contmry  to  ihe  Uf>age  and 
practice  of  more  than  fitt>'  years  froni  its  foundation  has  lately  been  assessed  for 
the  Pav  mem  of  Taxes  to  tiie  injury  of  the  sick  poor  of  ihe  State  ;  and  Contrary  as 
your  Memorialists  apprehend  to  the  nature  of  the  Establishment  and  without 
adequate  benefit  to  ihe  Citizens  of  the  district  in  which  such  assessn^eiUs  have 
been  made.  That  the  funds  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  have  invariably  been 
applied  to  the  benevolent  and  Charitable  pur^wses  for  which  they  were  designed, 
Your  Memorialists  need  only  refer  to  your  own  files  containing  Accounts  which 
have  been  every  year  submitted  lo  Legislative  inspection  :  that  they  deem  it 
superlluous  to  dilate  on  the  I'tility  of  an  Institution  to  the  ConimonweaUh  at  large 
which  experience  has  tested  and  the  merits  of  which  have  on  several  *»ccasions 
been  honorably  noticed  on  the  Minutes  of  the  Legislature.  Your  Memorialists 
believing  ais  they  do  that  the  Ctniimonwealth  never  intended  that  a  Charity  raised 
by  the  bounty  of  Government  and  of  private  persons  for  the  relief  of  the  Sick  and 
Miserable  of  Pennsylvania  should  be  taxed  for  any  purpose,  earnestly  request  and 
on  bvhalf  of  the  Sick  and  Insane  poor  of  Pennsylvania  Confidently  hope  that  you 
will  in  such  way  as  may  appear  best,  exempt  the  P2slate  and  Funds  of  the  said 
Hospital  from  Taxation. 

When  the  above  Memorial  is  fairly  transcribed  the  President  and  Secretary 
are  desired  to  sign  it  on  behalf  of  the  Managers:  and  Doctors  Rush  and  Wistar 
are  requested  to  sign  it  on  behalf  of  the  Physicians,— and  when  signed  Peter 
Browne.  Zaccheus  Collins  and  Samuel  Coates  are  apjwin led  to  go  to  Lancaster 
and  present  it  to  the  Legislature  with  the  last  Annual  Accounts. 

Peter  Browne  &  Samuel  Coates  report  on  February  2;,  iSoq,  that  they  pro- 
ceeded to  Lancaster  ^  waited  there  One  Week,  during  which  time  they  presented 
to  the  Legislature  the  Annual  Accounts  to  the  4th,  Mouth  (April)  t8o8,  also  the 
Mrmt>rial  to  lx)ih  honses  ;  thu  House  of  Represmtatives  referred  the  Memorial  to 
a  Committee  who  reported  hy  a  bill  in  favor  of  exempting  t}ie  hospital  from  the 
payment  of  Taxes  which  bill  was  debated  and  rejected  in  the  said  House, 

On  March  27,  1809,  the  Assembly  not  having  legislated  on  the  Memorial 
claiming  an  Fxemplion  from  the  payment  of  Taxes  it  is  agreed  ti»  refuse  payment 
and  to  have  a  Case  tried  in  the  Supreme  Court,  itaccbeus  ColJins,  Thomas 
Steward  son  &  Samuel  Coates  are  appointed  a  Committee  to  engage  any  Three 
Attornies  they  may  a|iprove  to  defend  the  Institution  on  any  suit,  which  may  be 
brought  for  a  Tax  by  the  Collectors. 

Robert  Allen  the  Collector  of  Taxes  for  New  Market  Ward  &  as  Collector  for 
Cedar  Ward  has  sent  in  an  Account  for  City,  County,  Poor  Sl  Health  Taxes  for 
the  Year  Eighteen  hundred  &  Eight  Amounting  altogetlier  to  Three  hundred  it 
Eighty  One  Dollars  ^  Seventeen  Cents  the  payment  of  which  he  demanded  and 
being  refused  he  has  levied  on  Hay  on  our  Easternmost  Lot  and  says  he  will  call 
on  Seventh  <  Saturday)  Day  Morning  Next  i\X  Eleven  Oclock  to  know  if  the  Board 
will  pay  him  to  prevent  the  Sale  of  our  Property  for  the  said  Taxes,  which  being 
Considered,  the  Managers  agree  to  refuse  Payment  and  if  he  proceeds  to  Sale  they 
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will,  if  it  can  be  done,  purchase  the  Articles  so  seized  &  sold ;  and  bring  an 
Action  of  Trespass  on  the  Case  agaimt  the  Officers  ;  this  Measure  being  recom- 
mended by  William  Rawle  except  so  far  as  relates  to  the  Taxes  on  Ground  Rents  ; 
which  it  is  agreed  the  Tenants  may  pay  and  the  Treasurer  may  discount  them 
from  said  Ground  Rents.

(On  May  27,  181 1),  the  Late  Ordinance  exempting  the  Vacant  Lots  from 
Taxation  in  the  City  Tax  is  directed  to  be  inserted  in  our  Manuscript  Copies  of 
the  Laws. 

(On  November  30,  I^^r^),  the  Action  for  Trespass  against  Robert  Allen.  Col- 
lector of  taxes  having  been  decided  and  Charles  Chauncey  Ksquire  having 
managed  the  Cause  with  Industry  and  Ability  tho'  without  Success  and  having 
declined  to  receive  pecuniary  satisfaction  for  his  Services  the  Board  direct  this 
minute  as  an  Evidence  of  their  Sense  of  the  Obligation  conferred  by  their 
Counsel. 

(February  13,  1813),  Samuel  C'oates,  Joseph  S.  Lewis  and  Thomas  P.  Cope  were 
appointed  a  Committee  to  draft  a  Memorial  to  the  Legislature  now  sitting  at 
Harrisburg  soliciting  an  Exemption  from  Taxation  of  the  buildings  and  Lots  the 
property  of  this  Institution  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  presented  without  delay. 
The  President  and  Secretary  are  requested  to  sign  the  said  Memorial  on  behalf 
of  the  Board  and  the  Physicians  are  respectfully  desired  to  give  it  their  Signatures. 

On  the  2 2d,  the  Committee  appointed  to  draft  a  Memorial  to 
the  Legislature  reported  that  one  had  been  forwarded,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  copy  :

3d  to  keep  the  buildings  sufficiently  open  to  fresh  Air,  which  the  Physicians, 
consider  indispensably  necessary  to  the  Restoration  of  the  Patients. 

4th  To  preserve  a  small  range  for  the  Cows  belonging  to  the  Hospital,  fresh 
Milk  being  deemed  of  great  importance  in  dressing  the  wounds  of  the  Patients  & 
being  moreover  a  principal  .Article  of  diet  for  the  Sick. 
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5tit  fur  small  Plots,  on  svlnch  to  exercise  occftHionally  tbe  convale^renl 
LuiiJitics,  for  whom  moderate  Labor  is  sometimes  recommended,  a<i  a  niLMiis  of 
recovery. 

Such  have  been  the  motives  for  (lurchasing;  Ihese  lot**. 

Duly  iippreciaibiK  these  Motives,  the  City  and  County  Commissioners  were 
in  Ihe  practice  for  nearly  fifty  years  of  exempting  these  l-ots  from  Taxation  bnt 
lately^  the  assessors  have  returned  them  and  the  Taxes  have  been  enforced^  lo  tlie 
manifest  Injury  of  the  JnMitntion,  and  contrary  as  your  memorialists  apprehend, 
to  Ihe  Spirit  of  the  Charter*  and  it  must  be  rtbvious  that  in  proportion  to  tht- 
cjtlent  of  lliese  Exactions,  must  the  liiMtlulion  h<^  deprtved  of  the  meaiiH  of 
diflTusinis  its  Charity  lo  the  sulTering  stranger,  and  the  afflicted  of  ifie  Common- 
wealth at  large. 

On  a  suitable  representation  to  the  City  Councils,  they  have  hy  t  Jrdinitnie 
exempted  the  Hospilal  properly  from  assessment  for  City  Purposes,  hut  the 
Conni>  Commissioners  continue  their  Ai^sessment. 

Your  memoria lists  therefore  respectfully  rc^jnest  yon  will  be  pleased  to  take 
the  premises  into  your  serious  Consideration,  and  exempt  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  the  lot  on  which  it  is  erected,  and  the  vacant  lots  of  the  Institution  from 
taxation,  so  long  as  they  shall  Ije  retained  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this 
Memorial.

persons  afllicled  vvitli  various  disetises  of  fniiifl  and  body  who  have  been  main- 
tained by  thf  Corporation  within  Ihe  last  Ten  Years  in  the  Hospital  Amount  to 
One  Thousand  seven  Hmidred  &  sixty  ihree  being  nn  average  of  one  hundred 
and  sevetriy  six  and  upwards  Per  Annum.  And  the  number  of  poor  who  have  l^een 
attended  by  Physicians  and  furnished  with  Medicines  at  the  expense  of  the 
Corporation  Out  of  the  Housie  in  the  same  Space  of  time  Amounts  to  ten  thousand 
three  hundred  and  forty  four  beiu^  an  Average  of  One  thousand  and  thirty  four 
per.  Annum.  That  the  whole  Amount  of  the  Annual  income  which  arises  from 
Monies  loaned,  Ground-rents,  Stock  of  the  Untied  Stales  Banks  and  other  public 
Institutions  is  no  more  than  seven  thousand  five  hundred  Dollars  &  thirty  five  Cents. 
That  Notwithstanding  tliis  extensive  Utility  compared  with  the  active  funds  of  the 
Hospital,  the  City  &  County  of  Fhilada.  have  recently  assumed  to  impose  a 
grievous  Tax  upon  the  said  vacant  Lots  there  having  been  Assessed  levied  and 
collected  thereon  under  their  Authority  and  for  Iheir  exclusive  Uses  for  the  Year 
1S14,  no  less  than  One  thousand  one  hundred  tH:  thirty  four  Dollars  &  twenty 
eight  Cents  being  a  Sum  far  exceeding  the  Annual  saving  from  these  Lots  and 
more  than  One  seventh  part  of  the  Whole  Ansmal  income  of  the  Hospital  Estate. 
And  the  Managers  would  perhaps  be  wanting  in  duly  to  the  Institution  were  they  to 
Omit  an  Allusion  to  another  and  greater  Burthen  which  threatens  their  funds  if 
the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia  continue  to  be  authorised  to  levy  aiid  collect 
the  Tax.  The  burthen  they  mean  is  the  United  Slates  direct  Tax,  which  if  the 
Bill  now  before  Congress  should,  as  seems  i>robabl«.%  be  passed  into  a  Law,  the  Tax 
thereby  imposed  not  assumed  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  &  the  Hospital  Estate 
be  Assessed  agreeably  to  the  County  rates  and  levies,  will  more  than  double  the 
burthen.  Whereas  if  the  Stale  Legislature  should  in  Wisdom  exonerate  the 
Hospital  Estate  from  taxation,  the  law  of  the  irnited  Stales  will  not  afiect  it.  To 
your  Memorialists  it  appears  to  involve  a  serious  contradiction  to  the  bounty  of 
the  Legislature  thai  they  should  Authorise  One  Srction  of  the  Slate  to  impose 
such  a  burthen  upon  a  Charitable  Insinution  which  the  State  at  large  has  so 
materially  Contributed  to  raise  to  its  present  Usefulness.  They  therefore  respect- 
fully solicit  the  Legislature  to  grant  them  relief  in  the  premises  by  passing  a  Law 
to  prohibit  the  further  imposition  of  Taxes  upon  the  property  and  estate  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  and  your  Memorialists  will  acknowledge  the  favour  in 
behalf  of  the  Poor  and  afflicted  of  the  slate  at  large  for  whi>se  benefit  the  Charity 
was  intended  without  parliaUty  or  preference  of  One  Section  to  another.

(tJn  November  37,  1815)  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Meeting  to  peti- 
tion the  Select  ^  Coinmon  Councils  to  t-xempt  the  Vacant  Lots  of  this  Institution 
from  Taxation  report  that  they  had  done  so. 

The  same  Committee  reported  that  ihey  had  not  yet  prepared  a  Memorial  to 
the  State  Legislature  heHeving  it  better  to  wait  the  Issue  of  the  application  to  the 
City  Councils. 

On  December  25,  i>^is,  the  Committee  on  the  Memorial  to  the  Phibdelphia 
Cuy  Councils  report  the  successftil  result  of  their  application  and  that  Councils,  by 
Councils  had  passed  the  follovying  :

Ihe  Hospital  stand  and  acquired  the  same  by  purcha!»e  for  the  purpose  of  provid- 
ing f»r  a  free  circulation  of  air  and  for  securing;  a  site  for  the  additional  hnildtngs 
which  the  encrease  of  population  might  render  necessary.  And  Wurrkas  for 
a  long  series  of  years  the  Hospital  was  umifipressed  by  taxes  by  Common  Consent 
ol  the  Authorities  who  Assess  and  Collect  the  same,  and  it  being  manifestly 
impolitick  to  diminish  by  taxation  tlie  funds  t»f  an  Institution  derived  from  Public 
and  Private  Munificence  and  subservient  to  the  can*ie  of  humanity  &  benevolence, 
an  Institution  in  which  the  friendless  and  destitute  of  every  nation  may  claim  an 
interest,  and  derive  comfort  and  assistance;  Therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  liy  the  Citizens  of  Philadelphia  in  Select  and  Com- 
mon Councils  assembled,  That  the  several  lots  of  ground  belonging  to  the  tJon- 
tributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  situated  in  the  inunediate  vicinity  of  the 
lots  on  which  the  buildings  of  the  said  Hospital  are  erected  and  only  separated 
therefrom  by  the  intervtntion  of  Public  Streets  shall  be  he  reafteriv  holly  exonerated 
and  exempted  from  Assessment  and  taxation  of  any  sum  or  siunsof  Money  which 
hath  or  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  directed  by  ordinance  of  the  Select  ^ 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  be  Assessed,  raised,  levied,  ur  c^tl 
lected  for  any  use  or  purposes  whatever  upon  the  estates  real  or  |»ersonal  within 
the  said  City,  which  exemption  from  taxation  hereafter  granted  shall  Continue  in  full

December  2«S,  1815,  ihe  Committee  appointed  at  the  la&t  meeting, 
to  ]>repare  a  Memorial  to  the  State  Legislature,  submitted  the  same, 
which  was  ado[)ted  and  the  President  requested  to  sign  and  forward 
the  same  to  Harrisburg  :

Shi-weth  : 

That  application  was  made  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  1q  pass  an 
Act  to  Lxoneratc  the  llospitiil  Buildings  Kt  the  vacant  l<«ls  in  their  Vicinity  from 
Taxation,  on  several  grounds  staled  in  a  Men^* trial  then  presented  ;  and  althoug;h 
your  Menu »ria lists  forbear  to  trespass  on  the  time  of  the  Legislature  hy  repealing 
the  tanguage  then  Sul>miticcl;  yet  they  deem  it  a  duly  they  owe  to  the  Interest  of 
the  fnstitntion  rind  may  they  tiot  ^dd,  to  the  comfort  of  the  Sick  and  Indigent,  lo 
renew  their  application.  That  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  aflbrds  a  Charity  of  no 
small  Importance  lo  the  Citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  and  especially  U>  iliosc  of  the 
City  and  County  of  Philadelphia  because  of  their  vicinity  to  the  Hospital,  is  1 
proposition  which  cannot  be  fairly  controverted  ;  and  that  independent  of  the 
fostering  band  which  has  been  from  time  to  time  extended  by  the  Legislature 
itself,  all  the  fund*^  of  the  Corporation  are  derived  from  the  Purses  of  humane  and 
benevolent  Individuals.  That  it  appears  to  your  Memorialists  extraordinary  and 
perhaps  without  example  that  a  Hospital  founded  and  maintained  by  the  Bounty 
of  Government  and  of  its  Citizens,  should  be  deemed  a  |rro|>er  Obiecl  of  Taxation 
and  they  beg  leave  to  present  it  as  a  qticsiion  worthy  the  iinpiiry  of  the  Reprifsen- 
talives  of  a  great  and  free  State,  whether  there  is  to  be  found  in  the  Annals  *if  any 
other  one  of  the  United  States  or  of  any  Section  of  Europe,  or,  in  a  word,  of  any 
Ciovernnient  in  the  Civilized  World,  an  instance  of  imposing  or  permitting  10  be 
imposed,  a  tax  on  the  Liberality  of  their  own  Acts,  or  of  their  subjects  or  Cilleens. 
Your  Memorialists  feel  the  more  enctuvraged  again  tn  address  you  on  this  interest* 
ing  subject,  as  it  has  engaged  the  atlenlirin  not  only  of  the  Coniributt^rs  to  ihe 
Hospital  Funds,  but  of  the  Citizens  of  Philadelphia  and  its  Vicinity  at  large,  who, 
as  yonr  Memorialists  tmderstand  are  prepared  to  express  their  Sentiments  to 
your  respective  Houses.  Under  all  the  Circumstances  they  shoidd  iliink  them- 
selves fully  warranted  in  asking  an  entire  exoneration ol  all  their  Corporate  Estate 
from  Taxation  :  but  they  Content  themselves  with  repeating  their  request,  thai 
the  Hospital  Buildings,  the  Lot  on  which  they  are  erected,  and  the  vacant  Lots  in 
the  ucighborhooci  thereof  and  separated  therefrom  only  by  the  intersection  <»f 
streets  be  so  exonerated  :  and  this  they  earnestly  t't  confidently  Solicit. 

(On  February  8^  1S16)  the  President  stated  that  he  had  called  this  Meeting  in 
Consequence  of  the  information  received  from  the  collector  of  the  United  Slates 
E>irect  Tax  that  there  had  been  Assessed  on  the  Vacant  Lots  of  the  Hospital  for 
the  Year  1815  the  sum  of  $633.5 r  100,  ^"t*  having  doubts  in  his  mind  whether  it 
might  not  be  expedient  to  apply  lo  the  proper  Authority  for  a  reinissron  he  had 
thought  it  right  to  consult  the  Board  on  the  subject.  Af^er  some  Considerauon 
it  IS  agreed  to  make  no  such  application  for  the  present. 
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The  Commitiee  rejjorted,  March  25,  1S16,  that  tht  l.egisLittire 
of  the  State  had  just  passed  the  following  Act*  exenipiing  tlie  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital  projjerty  from  taxittion,  and  for  other  purposes: 

(Extract  FROM  AN  Act  kor  the  Rkliefok  THb:  Pknnsvlvasiia  Hosi'1T\l.> 
*'The  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  together  with  the  lot  or  square  whereon  the  same 
is  erected,  and  the  adjacerit  lots  now  employed  tn  direct  aid  and  occupation  of  ihe 
said  institiititm,  shall  be  and  remain  free  from  Ihe  payment  o(  laxesas  Ioi^r  as  the 
same  shall  be  directly  occupied  and  employed  us  at  present  U*r  humane  and 
charitable  ^Hir|ioses/' 

Approved  the  nmeteemh  day  of  March,  one  tliousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixteen.

Oil  the  29th  of  April,  the  Committee  report  that  they  had  forwarded 
to  our  RepreseiUalives  in  Cong^ress,  this  Memorial  requesting  exemp- 
tion from  taxation  :

The  M^motiui  of  the  MaHiii*rts  nf  ike  PettHsyh*ania  fiospital 

respectfully  Skewt^tk  : 

That  the  said  Hospital  was  founded  by  an  Association  ivf  Benevolent  individ- 
uaJs,  endowed  by  tht;m  and  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Stale,  has  been  sup|Kjrtcd 
during  all  the  Term  of  tts  existence  by  private  Conlrihution,  and  that  its  funds 
are  immediately  or  remotely  applied  wholly  to  the  relief  and  maintenance  of  ihe 
indigem  wIjo  are  afflicted  either  with  Corporal  or  Mental  Maladies.  That  the 
Institution  having  had  its  Origin  in  Ciiarity,  and  its  funds  having  been  uniformly 
applied  to  Chariiiible  purposes,  it  seems  to  Vour  Memorialists  Consistent  with 
sound  reason,  |KiHcy  and  humanity,  that  Cinvernmenl  should  Cherish  rather  than 
distress  it;  nor  can  they  believe  that  the  National  Legislaiure  had  this  or  similar 
Institutions  in  view,  as  objects  of  Revenue.  The  Assessor  of  this  District,  how- 
ever,  finding  no  exemfition  in  favur  of  the  Institution  in  any  Law  of  this  State, 
caused  the  properly  belonging  to  Ihe  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  including  the  Hos- 
pital itself^  to  be  assessed,  in  the  same  maimer  as  if  it  were  private  property,  and 
productive  of  profit  to  the  owners;  And  in  consequence  of  such  Assessment  a 
demand  has  been  made  by  the  Collecior  of  the  revenue  of  the  first  district  of 
Pennsyla.  for  the  sum  of  S633. 33  being  the  amount  of  Ihe  Tax  for  the  year  1815 

Your  Memorialists  deem  it  proper  brie Oy  to  State  for  the  further  information 
of  Congress  that  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia  did  within  a  few  years 
impose  a  Tax  on  part  of  the  property  of  the  Institution  other  than  the  Hospital 
Buildings  and  the  Lot  of  Ground  on  which  they  are  erected,  but  that  the  Buibl- 
ings  and  Lot  on  wliich  they  stand  were  never  considered  objects  of  Taxation. 
That  the  property  which  was  so  assessed  consists  of  vacant  Lots  in  the  Vicinity  of 
the  Hospital  and  separated  therefrom  only  by  the  ItUerseclion  of  Streets  ;  and  thai 
Your  Memorial iats  applied  to  the  City  Counctls,  and  the  Legislature  of  the  Slate, 
to  exonerate  this  fnstitutiou  from  the  burthen  ;  which  applications  they  have  the 
pleasure  to  state  were  deemed  so  reasonable,  that  those  bodies  respectively  sinc^ 
the  Act  of  Crmgress  imposing  the  District  Tax,  passed  an  Act  granting  the  request 
of  Your  Memorialists  ;  so  that  now  neither  the  Hospital  Buildings,  the  Lot  on 
which  they  are  erected  nor  the  Vacant  Lots  in  the  vicinity »  are  liable  tu  any 
demands  in  the  nature  of  a  Tax  in  Pennsvlvatiia. 
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Relying  therefore  on  tlie  Justice  ik  Propriety  of  their  present  appeal  to  the 
Highest  Tribunal  of  their  Country^  Your  Memorialists  earnestly  solicit  that  the 
Funds  of  tile  Pennsylvania  Hospital  may  not  be  reduced  by  the  Assessment,  but 
that  Congress  will  grant  them  relief  in  the  premises  ;  by  so  doing  they  will  in 
effect  add  to  the  Comfort  of  ti»e  poor  and  afflicted.

riie  treasurer  reported  ''that  he  had  pard  on  May  27,  1816,  the 
Collector  of  the  United  States  direct  Tax  the  amount  charged  in  the 
Hospital  estate,"  which  was  appro%'ed. 

The  land  selected  and  purchased  in  1836  for  the  Dei>artment  for 
the  Insane,  was  ^^atthew  Arrison's  farm  of  one  hundred  and  oneacres. 
to  which  additional  j>nrchases  of  about  ten  acres,  and  some  other 
small  lots  adjoining,  were  located  two  miles  wait  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  between  West  Chester  and  Haverford  Roads,  on  the 
latter  of  which  was  the  entrance,  (all  this  locality  is  now  included  in 
the  Twenty- fourth  Ward  of  the  city  of  Philadel|>hia/) 

As  the  Act  of  1S16  exenipled  from  taxation  only  the  property  then 
owned  by  the  Hospital,  property  subserjuently  acquired  remained 
subject  to  taxation  as  other  real  estate.  To  procure  the  benefits  desired 
from  the  Act  of  iSi6»  therefore  it  became  necessary  to  again  petition 
the  Legislature  to  exempt  from  taxatioti  all  the  Estate  of  the  Hospital. 

f  On  Nov.  JO,  1838)  the  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Munagers  to  prepare  a  Memorial  to  llie  a|vprnRching  session  of  the  Legislature 
requesting  lo  have  exempt  from  taxation  all  the  Estate  <»f  ilie  Corporation,  now 
produced  one  which  was  adopted,  and  the  President  requested  to  sign  and  forward 
it  to  Harrisburg — the  effurt  was  nttt  successful.  ( November  25,  184^)  On  Motion 
Resolved,  that  ai  coinmitteeof  two  be  appointed  to  memorialize  the  Legislature  fiir 
the  remission  of  the  Hospital  propei-ty  from  taxation^Lawrence  Lewis  atid  G. 
Roberts  Smith  were  appointed.

That  their  Institution  was  incorporated  in  1751.  under  the  title  of  the  **  Con- 
tributors to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital**  for  ihe  purpose  of  saving  and  restoring 
useful  and  laborious  members  to  the  community  and  the  relief  of  the  sick,  {nyot 
and  Insane,  8cc,  since  which  time  to  the  27th  of  April  AD,.  1844  there  haive  been 
received  therein  41,414  patients  of  wiiom  22,595  have  been  poor,  and  mainlained 
and  treated  wholly  at  the  expense  thcret^f.  Your  honorable  bodies  are  referred  lo 
the  annual  statements  of  the  afTairs  of  the  Institution,  regularly  laid  before  you 
for  further  information  on  regard  to  its  usefulness, 

Vour  petitioners  represent  that  in  order  to  farther  so  great  a  charity,  your 
honorable  bodie*»  besides  furnishing  pecuniary  assistance,  passed  a  law  on  the  r9th 
of  March,  1816  exempting  said  Hospital  and  its  adjacent  lots  from  the  payments 
of  taxes,  so  long  as  the  same  should  be  employed  for  humane  and  charitable 
purposes. 
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That  iti  1836,  in  consequence  of  the  increased  number  of  patients  and  of 
many  improvements  partictilarly  in  the  cure  of  the  Insane  the  Contributors 
enlarjjed  their  Institution  by  the  erection  of  a  separate  establishment  for  these 
unfortunate  beings  on  one  estate  bought  for  that  purpose  in  Blockley  Townships 
Phihi.  County  which  wns  finished  in  i^a  and  to  which  your  petitioners  point  with 
satisfaction  Jii*  one  of  the  nobleM  Institutions  and  most  efficient  charities  in  the 
Union.  The  funds  with  which  this  important  improvement  was  eRected  were  the 
proceeds  of  sales  of  the  lots  adjacent  to  the  Hospital  in  the  City  so  as  nforesaid 
exempted  from  taxatiun  :  so  that  these  lots  became  taxable  at  that  linie  a^ain, 
and  so  continue,  the  assessments  of  them  and  the  impTovements  thereon  being 
now  considerably  over  $475»ooo,c«x 

As  the  words  of  the  exempting  act  above  recited  tlo  not  cover  purchasers  made 
by  the  Ht»pital  after  its  date»  the  newly  acquired  property  thereof  remains  tax- 
able and  \h  taxed  as  ordinary  proj>erty.  And  your  petitioners  resjiectfiilly  retjnest 
a  further  and  general  exemption  from  taxation  of  their  estates  f*5r  state  County 
and  poor  purposes  on  the  specific  grounds  that  the  whole  income  from  permanent 
sources  is  anunany  expended  upon  the  poor  patients  of  the  Institutions  by  their 
charter  provided,  thereby  relievini*  the  slate  and  county  in  exercising  the  chanty 
of  their  foundation,  by  maintaining  cario^  for  and  curing  a  large  number  of  the 
sick  and  insane  poor  ihcrt'of;  and  further  by  the  change  in  their  Instiiuiion  as 
above  5^et  forth  they  have  c<mtributed  to  the  taxable  property  «»f  the  County  an 
amount  twenty  times  as  great  as  that  for  which  they  ask  an  ciempiion. 

Under  these  convictions  and  with  the  belief  that  every  dollar  saved  for  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  from  extraneous  outlay  will  be  directly  applied  to  the 
benevolent  purposes  expressed  111  itscbarter^  your  petitioners  respectfully  request 
jour  honorable  bodies  to  enact  a  law  exempting  their  property  from  taxation. 

(This  was  approved  by  the  Board  and  directed  to  bt^  forwarded  to  the 
Legislature,  January  37^  1S45.) 
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March  jt,  i845t  Wni.  B.  Fling  kid  before  llie  Board  a  certified 
copy  of  an  act  of  Assembly,  to  exempt  froro  taxation  the  estate  of 
the  Pennsylvania  HospitaU  wdiirh  reads  as  follows: 

"  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Conunnn- 
wealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assenibly  met  and  it  is  tiereby  enacted  by  Uie 
atithority  of  the  same^  That  Irom  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  the  estates  and 
property^  real  and  ]iersonal,  now  belonging  to  the  corporation  of  the  contributors 
to  the  Pennsylvania  hospital,  shall  be  and  remain  free  from  the  payment  of  taxe*^ 
of  any  kind  whatsoever,  Prai'idfd,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  exempt  from 
the  assessment  and  payment  of  road  and  poor  taxes,  so  far  as  any  part  of  the 
property  of  said  Pennsylvania  hospital  is  located  in  Blockley  Tnwnship.

this  Institution  from  taxation,  made  the  following  report,  viz.  : 

That  they  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them  and  in  order  that  the 
legislature  should  be  made  fully  acquainted  with  the  reasonableness  and  the 
propriety  of  granting  such  exemption  to  this  Institution,  it  was  thought  proper 
that  one  of  the  committee  should  proceed  to  Harrisburg,  Mr.  Wm.  B.  Fling 
kindly  offered  to  perform  that  duty,  and  the  Committee  have  now  the  satisfaction 
of  reporting  the  following  Bill  on  the  i8th  inst.  and  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

•'Section  7.     That  the  estates  and  property  real  and  personal,  belonging  to  the 
Pennsylvania    contributors  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  shall  be  and  remain  free  from  the  pay- 
Hospital    nient  of  taxes  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  so  long  as  the  income  from  said  estates 
Property    -md  property  is  used  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  insane  poor,  any  law  to  the 
Non-taxable,    contrary  notwithstanding."

The  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania,  of  1874  repealed  all  laws 
exempting  property  from  taxation,  except  as  stated  in  the  following 
section  : 

**  Art.  IX,  Sec.  i.  All  taxes  shall  be  uniform,  upon  the  same  class 
of  subjects,  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  authority  levying  the 
tax,  and  shall  be  levied  and  collected  under  general  laws ;  but  the 
General  Assembly  may,  by  general  laws,  exempt  from  taxation,  public 
property  used  for  public  purposes,  actual  places  .of  religious  worship, 
places  of  burial  not  used  or  held  for  private  or  corporate  profit,  and 
(i)  institutions  of  a  purely  public  charity. 

**  Section  2.  All  laws  exempting  property  from  taxation,  other 
than  the  property  above  enumerated,  shall  be  void. 

**(i).  In  the  case  of  ex  parte  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  i  Phila., 
418,  it  was  decided  that  property  exempt  by  law  cannot  be  taxed 
until  the  exemption  is  repealed." 
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WORKS   OF   ART,   MEMORIAL   FURNITURE,  ETC. 


In  September*  t8oo,  Benjamin  West,  President  of  the  Royal 
Academy  of  Arts  in  London,  was  addressed  by  the  Managers  asking 
fiir  a  contribution.  It  was  said,  in  their  letter,  that  the  Hospital 
building,  *'  than  which  none,  in  this  part  of  the  world,  united  in  itself 
more  of  ornament  and  use"  was  then  nearly  completed,  and,  after  a 
due  compliment  to  the  liberality  of  Englisih  contributors  and  an 
ajjpeal  to  the  affection  which  he  could  not  but  feel  for  the  place  of 
his  birth,  it  concluded  with  the  sentniient,  tliat  the  works  of  an  artist 
which  ornamented  the  palace  of  his  King,  could  not  fail  to  honor 
him  in  his  native  land.  This  request  received,  in  the  following  year, 
a  favorable  answer  from  Mr.  West,  who  suggested  as  the  subject  of 
the  painting  the  text  of  Scripture  :  *' And  the  blind  and  the  lame 
came  to  Him  in  the  Temple,  and  He  healed  ihem."  Certainly  no 
study  more  appropriate  could  have  been  selected  and  it  was  one 
which  the  Managers  heartily  approved.  In  Atigust,  1810,  notice  was 
received  that  the  painting  might  soon  be  looked  for  and  expecta*  TL-mple 
tion  was  raised  to  a  high  pitch,  not  only  among  those  especially 
interested  in  the  Hospital,  but  aKo  in  the  whole  community.  How- 
ever, for    the  present,  their   hoiies  were  doomed   to  disappointment. 

The   picture,  when  exhibited  in   England,  excited  such  general 
admiration,  that  patriotism  took  the  alarm  and  nobles  and  commons, 
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with  one  accord,  agreed  in  making  a  determined  effort  to  retain  it  in 
West's  first  the  country.    Mr.  West,  who  could  not  resist  the  various  influences  ex- 
Painting  grted,  was  prevailed  upon  to  allow  the  painting  to  remain;  but  he  imme- 
^  "*^the^Ro  a^  diately  began  the  work  of  making  a  copy,  which  he  resolved  should 
Academy  excel   the   Original.     Considering    the   fact   that  he   undertook   this 
in  London,   work  at   a   time  when   the   two  countries  were  at  war  and  consider- 
ing also  his  connection  with  the  rulers  and  prominent  men  of  his 
adopted  country,  we   may  fairly  ascribe  to  him  the  merit  of  extraor- 
dinary independence  and  liberality  of  feeling,  as  well  as  of  attach- 
ment to  the  place  of  his  birth.     It  was  not,  however,  until  October, 
1817,  that  the    Painting  reached  this   country.     It   was  taken   to  a 
building  which  had  been  especially  erected  for  its  reception,  upon  the 
The  second  Hospital  grounds  on  Spruce  Street,  and  placed  on  exhibition  ;   being 
Painting  ^^^y  mentioned   in    the   newspapers,  it  attracted   such  a  throng  of 
is  placed  on  visitors  that  it  yielded  for  several  years  a  considerable  income  to  the 
Kxhibition.   institution.     The  money  received  from  the  opening  of  the  exhibition 
to  its  close  in   1843,  amounted  to  somewhat  more  than  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars ;  and  as  the  whole  outlay  on  account  of  the  picture 
was  not  equal  to  ten  thousand  dollars,  the  profit,  deducting  the  cost 
of  exhibition,    amounted    to   no    inconsiderable    contribution,    and 
approximated  the  amount  paid  West  for  the  first  copy  of  the  picture, 
which  was  3000  guineas. 

The  earliest  mention  on  the  minutes,  of  the  Painting,  was 
September  i,  1800,  when  it  was  recorded  that  the  following  letter 
was  to  be  sent  to  Benjamin  West  : 

.S7;". — The  Pciiiisylvaiiia  II()S|)ital  hytiu*  aid  of  ,i;«>vtriiintnt  and  many  private 
suhsrriptions,  is  at  itiij^lii  nearly  finishe<l.  ami  no  i)uildin^  that  we  know  of  in  this 
part  of  tile  world  unites  in  itself  more  of  ornament  or  of  use. 

Its  object  is  the  relief  of  maniacs  antl  sick  poor  in  Pennsylvania;  many 
thousauils  of  these  of  every  nation  and  country  who  have  maintained  an  inter- 
course with  Philadelphia,  have  enjoye<l  its  benefits  in  common  with  the  resident 
poor  of  our  own  stale.  Conducted  as  the  Hospital  is,  on  a  principle  of  extensive 
benevolence,  it  has  attracted  the  attention  of  many  charitable  and  \vell-dispt»sed 
people  at  home  and  abroad. 

Amonj;  those  individuals  in  Enj^land  who  have  contributed  to  its  support,  we 
have  the  satisfaction  to  enroll  the  names  of  many  celebrated  worthies  of  thy  own 
acquaintance,  such  as  the  late  Dr.  John  Kotherj^ill,  David  Barclay,  and  others — to 
whom  we  are  indebted  for  valuable  K'^s — but  in  a|)plying  to  stran>;ers  we  are  not 
to  forget  our  own  country-men. 

However  long  they  may  have  been  absent,  and  however  remote  from  the 
place  of  their  birth,  their  bosoms  glow  with  ardent  aft'eclion  toward  it,  and  they  feel 
an  impulse,  whicli  they  seldom  resist,  to  promote  in  its  works  of  utility  and  taste. 

Impressed  as  we  are  with  these  sentiments,  we  solicit,  in  belialf  of  the  con- 
tributors for  the  Managers'  room,  a  painting  from  West. 

The  wr)rks  of  an  artist  which  ornament  the  palace  of  his  king  cannot  fail  to 
honor  him  in  his  native  land. 
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To  this  highly  coiiiplinieiUary  letttr,  Mr.  West  replied  : 

London",  July  S,  iSoi. 

It  ts  with  sutisraclion  that  I  embrace  thu  opiMirluiiily  Uy  the  return  uf 
Mr.  Gilpin  to  riiilailelphia  to  convey  to  you  my  Ihanks  for  the  pnliie  find  sutis' 
fattory  IclttT  iivritlen  in  me  by  the  orfkr  of  the  President  and  Managers  of  tlte 
Pennsylvania   Hospital. 

Thr  gralilirali«in  it  has  Umji  affordt-d  me  In  hearinf;  (>f  the  celebrity  of  Uiuse 
laws  by  which  Ihiit  Hospital  is  governetl,  the  relief  it  aM'ords  to  the  sick  poor,  and 
the  benijtjn  aid  it  gives  to  tlie  afflicted  in  general,  has  placed  it  amoii>jthe  first 
of  instiiniions. 

The  proposal  of  |dacin)>  i\  pirlnre  of  my  iiaitilitiK  in  a  sitnatiou  so  honorable 
as  that  building  presciils,  I  cannot  permit  to  pass  nitliout  embracing-  I  there- 
fore accept  the  olTer. 

The  subject  I  liave  chosen  is  analoj^ons  to  tbt  situation.  It  is  the  Redeenitr 
of  mankind  extending  his  aid  to  the  afflicted  and  of  all  ranks  and  conditions. 
The  Passage  is  from  St.  Matthew  chapter  2t,  verses  14  and  15:  **  And  the  Wind 
and  the  lame  came  to  Him  in  the  Temple  ;  and  He  healed  them.  And  when  the 
chief  priests  and  scribes  saw  the  wonderful  thinj^s  that  He  did,  and  the  children 
crying  in  the  Temple,  and  saying,  Hoxanna  to  the  Son  of  David,  they  were  sore 
displeased."  Tlie  design  for  the  picture  I  have  made  from  the  alwve  passage. 
The  picture  will  be  sixteen  feet  long  by  ten  feet  high,  including  the  frame. 

1  have  conversed  with  Mr.  Gilpin  on  this  business,  and  ha%'c  requested  him 
to  swee  the  president  and  managers  and  to  convey  to  them  my  ideas  how  a  picture 
of  its  dimensions  could  be  placed  to  most  advantage. 

On  October  29,  tSoi,  the  following  was  sent  to  Mr.  West: 

Estremed  Friend, — Wc  have  received  thy  letter  of  8th  July  by  Joshua  Gilpin, 
and  laid  it  before  the  Managers,  who  Iiave  ordered  us  to  express  their  grateful 
acknowledgements  for  the  painting  thou  art  preparing  to  present  them  for  the 
benefit  of  that  Institution,  They  also  desire  us  to  Inform  thee  of  their  full  appro - 
batbn  of  Ihe  subject  thou  hast  chosen,  vi/.  *'  Our  Savior  Healing  the  Sick  \v\  the 
Temple/* 

In  order  tn  preserve;  thy  contributions  to  posterity  as  well  as  for  this  genera- 
tion, the  Managers  agree  to  fix  it  in  the  contributors'  room,  a  draft  Kii  which  is 
inclosed  with  the  C'ommittee*s  remarks  for  thy  information. 

Peace  being  ntiw  re^stored  between  tireat  Krilain  an*l  l^rauce,  we  aniiripale 
with  increasing  pleasure  the  prospect  of  receiving  the  painting  without  injury, 
and  that  instead  of  gracing  a  Paris  museum,  it  will  honor  the  artist  in  his  native 
country. 

From  1802  until  1810,  no  word  was  received  from  Mr.  West,  but 
in  Angust  of  the  latter  year  the  artist  apologizes  on  account  of  his 
sickness  for  not  having  finished  the  painting  and  mentions  his  inten- 
tion of  resuming  his  labor,  and  proceeding  therein  till  he  completes 
the  work. 

Under  date,  April  24th,  181 1^  Mr.  West  sent  the  following: 

Sir. — I  embrace  the  opportunity  of  writing  you  by  the  return  of  Mr.  Scott  to 
Philadelphia,  and  to  reciuest  that  you  will  havr  the  goodness  to  inform  the  trustees 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital ,  that  I  had  finished  the  picture  of  Our  Saviour 
receiving  the  I-ame  and  the  Blind  in  the  Temple  to  henl  them,  with  that  success. 
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to  render  it  in  the  judgment  of  our  lovers  of  the  arts  as  holding  the  first  rank  in 
West's  Letter    *^^>'  productions  of  the  pencil, 
with  regard  ^***^  picture  was  what   I    painted  as  my   donation   for  the    Pennsylvania 

to  the    Hospital,  but  its  popularity  raising  the  attention  of  all  the  various  classes  of  the 
Painting.    P^op^e  in  the  capital,  who  became  solicitous  that  it  should  be  considered  as 
attached  to  the  country,  for  which  purpose  the  noblemen  and  gentlemen  of  the 
British  Institution  waited  on  me  with  proposals  to  possess  the  picture  as  a  com- 
mencement of  a  National  Gallery. 

Under  this  consideration  I  found  myself  in  such  a  predicament,  that  made  a 
compliance  necessary,  but  with  a  reserve  on  my  part  to  make  another  for  the 
Hospital,  which  I  have  commenced  on  a  more  improved  plan  of  composition,  and 
in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  summer  shall  complete  it,  I  hope  with  equal,  or  more 
power,  as  it  is  my  wish  to  do  so  ;  those  gentlemen  then  made  me  their  voluntar>' 
remuneration  of  three  thousand  guineas  for  letting  them  possess  the  picture. 

The  picture  is  now  in  the  British  Gallery,  and  such  is  its  popularity,  that 
thousands  of  people  of  all  descriptions  are  crowding  weekly  into  the  Gallery  to 
have  a  sight  of  it. 

I  feel  highly  gratified  by  this  occurrence  in  having  produced  an  historical 
composition  which  is  sanctioned  in  Europe  by  those  of  taste  and  judgment  in  the 
fine  arts  as  to  make  choice  of  it  for  an  example  to  those  studying  this  dignified 
department  in  art,  and  the  destiny  of  its  division  in  the  American  Hemisphere 
may  one  day  produce  the  same  effect  as  it  is  held  out  to  produce  in  this. 

It  may  be  acceptable  to  you  and  to  others  to  know  what  observation  has 
been  published  in  the  London  daily  papers,  on  that  picture.  I  therefore  send 
with  this  letter,  two  or  three  of  those  productions. 

The  circumstances  which  have  attended  the  picture  will  point  out  to  my 
country-men,  that  the  picture  which  I  shall  send  them  is  not  considered  a  mean 
one,  and  I  hope  that  it  will  be  as  productive  in  its  pecuniar}-  aids  to  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital,  as  it  is  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  in  the  British  Institution. 
I  request  that  my  respects  my  be  given  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  and  that 
I  am,  yours  with  sincerity. 

To  this,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers  made  reply, 
August  26,  181 1  : 

Esteemed  Friend,  Benjamin  West  : 

I  received  tiiy  Utter  on  the  24th  of  Ai)ril  last,  by  which  the  Managers  of  the 
Pennsylvania  H()si)ital  are  made  acquainted  with  their  loss,  and  the  unexpected 
surrender  of  the  picture  to  the  Hritish  Gallery. 

The  friends  of  this  institution  cannot  but  express  their  disappointment,  at  the 
same  time  they  make  the  necessary  allowance  for  the  tlilemma  into  which  the 
most  celebrated  historical  painter  of  the  age  has  been  placed,  by  a  powerful 
ap|)eal  of  the  principal  j)atrons  of  tiie  art,  in  a  country  where  his  genius  has  been 
fostered,  and  his  labors  remunerated  for  half  a  century. 

The  Managers  learn  with  great  satisfaction  thy  beneficent  intention  of  [)aint- 
ing  another  picture  from  the  same  sublime  and  ap|)ropriate  subject.  It  will  be  a 
model  for  the  improvement  of  American  artists,  and  a  source  of  great  emolument 
to  a  charitable  institution. 

In  December,  181 1,  Mr.  Joshua  Gilpin  wrote  that  he  had  visited 
the  studio  of  Mr.  West,  and  that  rapid  i)rogress  had  been  made  in 
the  picture,  which  he  had  reason  to  hope  would  be  finished  before 
spring. 
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In  view  of  the  possible  early  arrival  of  the  Paintiog,  the  treasurer 
of  the  Hospital  was  requested  to  confer  with  Albert  Gallatin,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  on  the  means  to  be  por^uefl  for  importtiig 
it,  and»  if  possible,  free  of  duty.     (See  page  3r2.) 

In  May,  1S12,  Mr.  Gilpin  again  wrote  thai  the 

Picture  is  so  far  fitiished  xih  h>  he  beyond  thr  rciich  of  accidents,  I  mean  nil 
the  principiil  parts,  so  lliat  if  any  thin^  was  to  happen  to  Benjamin  West  the 
remainder  mi)j^ht  be  finisfietl  by  any  aood  artisl  ;  ami  still  htr  far  superior  to  the 
original,  A  painting  of  the  kind  must  be  left  to  the  time  of  the  artist,  as,  like  an 
epic  poem,  it  can  he  doiu"  cmly  when  the  vein  of  fancy  inclines  them  to  it.  He 
talked  of  finishing  it,  so  as  to  send  it  down  to  the  Liverpool  exhibiti*m,  to  be 
shipped  from  ihenre.  1  offered  if  it  came  ciown  while  the  *  Bainbrid^je  *  was 
here  to  semi  it  freight  free,  but  the  ejchibltion  here  does  not  commence  until 
SeptemtHfr. 

In  1815,  the  Secretary  of  the  Hospital  wrote  Mn  West  that  the 
original  proposition  of  the  Managers  to  place  the  picture  in  the  centre 
building  of  the  Hospital  was  abandoned,  and  that  it  was  iheir  inten> 
tion  to  erect  a  building  in  conformity  with  the  views  of  the  artist  on 
the  groonds,  especially  designed  for  its  reception.  The  plan  was 
subserjuently  carried  out. 

Under  date  of  September  5,  1815,  Mr.  West  wrote: 

t  received  your  friendly  letter  of  28th  of  June  last,  and  I  am  pleiwed  to  find 
that  the  Managers  approve  of  my  plan  for  a  rr>om  being  erected  in  every  respect 
ap|>ro|>riate  to  the  picture  of  Christ  receiving  the  lame  and  the  blind  in  the 
Temple  to  Ileal  them. 

The  picture  is  finished,  and  it  is  a  sutisnictimi  to  me,  and  I  hope  will  Ire  to 
the  Managers,  as  well  as  yourself  and  the  public  of  Philadelphia,  that  it  is  highly 
approved  of  by  the  lovers  of  the  line  arts,  xin<l  the  udmirinK  throngs  of  London, 
This  testimonial  in  its  fiivor  I  believe  the  ni>l>lemen  and  gentlemen  of  the  British 
Institution  who  so  lilwmlly  solicited  tlK*  first  picture  w*ni1f!  j^ladly  accept  the 
cond  in  its  place.  But  the  latter  1  think  my  exertions  are  nvore  complete  in 
^appropriate  character,  as  I  have  inln>duced  a  demoniac  with  his  attendant  rela- 
tions, by  which  circumstance  is  introrluced  most  nf  the  maladies  which  were 
healed  by  Our  Saviour, 

J  trust  on  this  occasion  my  liberal  countrymen  will  not  be  angry  with  me  in 
thus  presenting  to  their  Hos[)ital  a  better  picture  in  this  second  production,  than 
it  would  have  received  in  the  first  instance. 

Some  months  later,  the  President  of  the  lioard  of  Managers 
received  the  I  oil  owing  letter  from  Mr.  West : 

Newman  Street,  March  loth,  jSifi 
Drar  Sin — Your  letter  of  the  4tb  of  January  catne  safe  to  hand  and  it  atfords 
me  great  pleasure  to  find  that  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  have 
agreed  to  erect  a  [lermanent  building  as  a  place  of  safety  for  depositing  the 
Piclnre  of  Christ  receiving  the  blind  and  the  lame  in  the  Temple  to  heal  them. 
It  would  afford  me  the  highest  satisfaction  if  the  directors  would  lay  the 
geometrical  design  for  an  appropriate  room  to  sheiv  the  picture  in  which  I  sut> 
mitted  to  your  notice  some  months  ago  to  Mr.  La  Trobe  the  architect  and  take 
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his  advice  on  the  erecting  of  it,  as  he  is  a  man  of  talents  in  his  profession  and 
would  see  into  my  idea  of  having  such  a  room  as  would  show  the  picture  to  every 
possible  advantage.  When  the  room  is  so  much  advanced  as  to  ascertain  the 
time  of  its  completion  and  in  a  dry  state  to  receive  the  picture  I  will  have  it 
shipped  for  Philadelphia  with  its  frame  in  a  safe  and  proper  manner.  I  wish  it  to 
be  placed  opposite  the  entrance  into  the  intended  room,  midway  of  which  on  each 
side  there  should  be  a  low  fire  place  for  warming  the  room  in  winter  which  fire 
places  I  will  compliment  with  a  picture. 

^j^^.  The    building    especially    erected     to    accommodate    "  West's 

Picture  Picture"  was  upon  the  Spruce  Street  side  of  the  Hospital  grounds, 
Housj.  midway  between  Eighth  and  Ninth  Streets ;  the  quaint  old  building 
was  constructed  after  suggestions  from  the  famous  painter  himself,  for 
the  exhibition  of  his  picture.  '*  The  construction  of  its  walls,  stamps 
it  as  a  product  of  the  olden  times.  The  bricks  that  compose  them, 
instead  of  being  laid  end  to  end  after  the  modern  fashion,  alternate 
with  an  endwise,  and  a  cropurse  laid  brick.*'  Then,  too,  the  long 
pointed  windows,  severely  plain,  threw  over  the  whole  an  air  of 
reverence.  '*  West's  Picture  House"  was  subsequently  used,  (after 
the  removal  of  the  painting  to  the  Department  for  the  Insane),  as  a 
meeting-room  by  the  College  of  Physicians,  the  Philadelphia  Patho- 
logical Society,  and,  subsequently,  by  the  Historical  Society  ot 
Pennsylvania.  In  later  years  it  was  altered  into  a  Nurses'  dormitory. 
(See  page  105.)  The  building  was  erected  in  part  from  voluntary  sub- 
scriptions and  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  fact  that  Stephen  Girard's 
name  is  first  on  the  list  of  subscribers,  and  for  one  thousand  dollars. 
The  vignette  at  the  head  of  this  section  presents  a  view  of  the 
S|)ruce  Street  front  of  this  building,  and  the  rear  view  is  given  upon 
page  319.  The  picture  house  was  enlarged  by  the  Historical  Society 
in  1870.  (See  page  99  ante.')  In  1893,  the  picture  house  was  finally 
torn  down  in  order  to  make  room  for  the  new  Memorial  Wards.

(jf  the  latter  for  its  free  Conveyance  to  Philadelphia),  ami  I  request  that  you  will 
have  the  (Goodness  to  present  my  respectful  Acknowled^t-'nienls  to  Mr.  Sully  for 
his  kind  attention,  with  the  same  to  Mr.  Kvans  for  his  very  i)olite  and  friendly  offer. 
The  tin  Case  containing;  the  Design  and  Elevation  of  the  Huilding  wherein  the 
Room  is  which  is  to  contain  my  Picture  came  to  Hand  perfectly  safe,  and  to  you 
My  ^;o()d  Sr.  and  the  Manaj^ers.  I  feel  myself  much  indebted  for  that  friendly 
Attention  to  my  Recjuest  in  having  the  Room  so  constructed  that  the  Picture  may 
be  seen  to  the  greatest  Advantage,  and  for  which  1  beg  that  you  and  the  other 
(Gentlemen  will  acce|)t  my  most  sincere  thanks. 
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I  am  prepririn^^  tw<>  I'ittiirt-'s,  which  accoiii 
ami  which  sliall  be  prnptrly  framed  and  have  Drapery  of  apprapriate  Cctlour  to  Coircspoiul 
place  around  them  when  tlicy  are  pul  up,  for  be  assured  that  a  Doiialioii  tu  the  ^nce  with 
Hospital  cif  my  iialivc  Ctiunlry  shall  be  as  complete  in  every  Respect  im  my  Renj,  West, 
humble  EfTorls  can  effect,  but  for  as  short  a  Time  as  possible,  I  must  detain  the 
larye  Picture,  otherwise  1  shall  be  cleprKed  cif  the  Opportunity  of  puttinji;  the 
other  two  into  that  perfect  Union  of  Colour  and  EITect  which  ouylu  to  prevail. — 
When  that  is  accomplished  I  will  consign  the  three  Pictures  lo  America,  with  my 
sugjEjestions  in  Answer  to  yonr  Comnninicalii>n  respect tnjj  the  Admission  of 
Artists  and  others  to  view  the  Pictures  when  placerl  in  the  Hospital— Respecting^ 
the  Buildinti  which  is  lo  contain  niy  Pictures,  I  must  take  leave  lo  observe  that  it 
is  very  reni<»le  from  my  lutentkm  to  depreciate  the  Merits  of  the  Architect  who 
erected  il^  in  making  the  followinjc  Observations,  liut  I  think  there  is  a  Misappli* 
cation  of  Gothic  Arcliitecture  lo  a  Place  where  the  RelineTneut  of  Science  is  to 
be  mculcated,  and  which  in  nvy  luunble  Opinion  oujicht  tu  have  been  fuundctl  on 
those  clear  and  self  evident  pTinci|>les  adoi>ted  by  the  (Jreeks — an  attention  to 
which  in  the  approfiriate  Character  tjf  all  sulwequenl  TtuildinKs  raised  in  Phila- 
delphia (and  that  at  no  greater  Kxpense  than  attends  Buihlin^s  in  K^'t't-'ral)  will 
in  a  slujrt  lime  make  that  City  as  the  Scite  of  Elegance  and  Science  in  the 
western  Worhl,  and  impress  on  the  Mind  of  the  Beholders  the  mental  Refinement 
t»f  its  Citizens — Such  is  the  Effect  produced  on  People  of  Information  travelling 
through  Countries  where  they  behold  that  Propriety  of  Building;  in  every  pid>lic 
Work  and  City,  and  which  stamps  the  Cluiracter  of  Civilization— In  giving  my 
free  Opinion  of  this  Suljject,  i  beg  you  will  rest  assured  that  1  mean  not  to 
underrate  the  Talents  of  Mr.  Webb  as  an  Archhect— It  is  the  Gothic  Taste  I 
combat  with,  as  inapplicable  to  the  Buildinji  in  cpiestion,  for  that  Architecture  is 
the  Insignia  of  a  Period ^  when  the  civilized  World  had  jiasse<l  away,  Science  had 
lied,  and  the  Mind  of  Man  lay  in  fJarkness — Then  arose  monkish  Superstition 
and  monkish  Taste — but  now,  that  Science  has  arisen,  let  the  Cities  of  America 
in  their  Streets  antl  in  their  Highways  proclaim  its  Ascendancy  by  every  visible 
Mark  of  its  eternal  Truth — 1  fAl  an  interest  that  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  should 
keep  the  lead  in  all  mental  Refinements,  as  her  Commencement  was  founcled  on 
those  Principles  of  Equity  and  true  Feelings  towards  an  unoffending  people  in  a 
then  Savage  state,  which  gave  her  an  Ascendancy  and  Dignity  in  the  Minds  of  the 
just  and  virtuous  throughout  the  World,  and  that  Pennsylvania  maj  ever  retain 
thai  Preeminence,  Injlh  in  Truth  and  Science,  is  the  most  ardent  Wisti  of,  My

The  fullowing  note  was  sent  by  the  Shij^ping  Agents  in  J.oiidon  : 

5>>.— In  conformity  with  your  orders  we  have  done  the  necessary  duty  in 
shipping  the  Picture  painted  by  Mr.  West  of  Our  Saviour  in  the  Temple,  on 
Ixiard  the  ship  Eleclra,  Captain  Williams,  for  your  port;  the  picture  and  frame 
are  packed  into  two  cases  and  especially  directed  as  per  the  enclosed  bill  oi 
lading  tleliverable  lo  you  ;  the  cases  are  also  sealed  by  orders  of  the  Lords  of  the 
Treasury  bere^  that  no  revenue  Officer  here  should  dare  to  open  them  and  thereby 
do  any  injury,  and  we  hope  yt>u  will  obtain  the  same  imlnlgeine  from  your 
revetme  oflficers. 

As  the  Lords  of  the  Treiisury  have  remitted  the  tluly  payable  on  exports  you 
will  assuredly  obtain  the  same  indulgence  on  your  side. 

London,  Aug,  6tb,  I'^i;, 
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On  ihe  17th  day  of  August,  1817,  the  shij)  *'El€ctra"  sailed 
from  London,  and  on  the  13th  of  Oclober  arrived  at  Philadelphia. 
The  Managers'  minutes  state  : 

The  picture  was  safely  coriveyetl  from  the  ship  lo  the  roum  of  the  edifice 
specially  constructed  ti>  display  and  preserve  it  and  on  the  3d  instant  wus  first  iti 
America  exposed  to  public  view.  There  it  is  intended  to  remain  a  lasting  proof 
of  the  benign  purpose  of  its  author  and  of  that  patriotic  afi'eclion  which  has 
already  been  evinced  by  himself  and  his  late  amiable  wife  for  the  Citizens  of 
Pennsylvania,  their  native  laud. 

The  following  formal  notification  of  the  completion  of  the 
Painting  and  its  donation  to  the  Hospital  accompanied  the  picture  :

Bending  to  Plnladel|)lna,  to  be  there  deposited. 

And  Mr,  West  bequeaths  the  said  picture  to  the  Hospital  in  the  joint  names 
of  himself  and  his  wife,  the  late  Elizabeth  West,  as  their  gratuitous  offering  and 
as  a  humble  record  of  their  patriotic  affection  for  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
which  they  first  inhaled  the  vital  air — thus  to  perpetuate  in  her  native  city  of 
Philadelphia  the  sacred  memory  of  that  amiable  lady  who  was  his  companion  in 
life  for  fifty  years  and  three  months. 

Mr.  West  requests  the  Managers  and  President  of  the  Hospital  will  accept 
the  sincere  thanks  of  the  handsome  [>reparaiions  they  have  made  forlhe  recep- 
tion of  his  picture,  and  assure  them  he  shall  ever  attain  a  high  sense  of  their 
liberalityt  and  feel  proud  at  his  name  being  recorded  in  an  Institution^  w*hicb  has 
his  most  cordial  wishes  in  support  of  its  benign  [Rirposes  and  for  its  prosperity. 

The  Managers,  in  acknowledging  to  Mr.  West  the  receipt  of  the 
picture,  state : 

This  precious  [lerformanre,  on  a  subject  the  most  interesting,  gratuitously 
designed  to  increase  the  pecuniary  funds  of  the  Hospital,  the  Managers  on  behalf 
of  the  institution  cordially  accept  as  coming  in  the  nanve  of  Benjamin  West  and 
in  memory  of  his  late  wife  Elizabeth  West.

Your  iiiemoHiiltsts 
respertfully  Bubi:nit  to  your  considerjitictn^  that  lliis  painting  may  justly  be  con- 
sidered as  a  present  from  a  native  American  who  ranks  anuinj^;  the  most  eminent 
Hvlnji  artists,  U>  the  country  of  his  birih  ;  that  as  a  pniductinti  of  genius  in  the 
arts,  it  is  entitled  to  tht-  countenance  of  a  fiovernment  whose  patronage  is  cheer- 
fully afforded  lo  all,  the  means  of  difrusinK  knowledge  and  taste,  atiid  that  as  the 
more  immediate  property  of  an  ttistitulion  existing  stjlely  for  iTenevoteiit  purposes 
and  generously  given  lo  it  in  aid  of  those  purposes,  it  fairly  claims  an  exemption 
from  the  duties  imposed  on  imported  merchandise. 

Your  memorialists  hereu[>on  respectfully  request  that  Congress  will  be 
pleased  to  grant  a  remission  of  the  duty  which  by  law  is  chargeable  upon  this 
painting  which  has  been  thus  generously  given  lo  this  Charitable  Institution  ami 
to  the  Coumry. 

The  petition  was  favorably  acted  upon  by  Congress,  as  the  follow- 
ing shows :

A  description  of  the  Painting  \va.s  prepared  to  be  presented   to 
each  visitor  to  the  Exhibition : 

On  an  area  of  about  one  hundred  atid  sixty  square  feet,  the  eye  meets 
between  fifty  and  sixty  figures,  all  llnished  after  livinj^  models. 

Jesus  of  Nazareth,  the  Saviour  of  mankind,  wh#  vvhitsl  on  eartli  went  about 
doin^  K*Jod,  is  represented  in  this  paintini^  as  exertinj^^  miraculous  power  in 
heal  ill];  the  sick  ;  on  his  face,  the  mildness  of  a  man  of  the  I  end  erest  feelings  is 
bleTided  with  the  majesty  of  a  messenger  from  God.  His  attitude  is  easy  and 
dignified;  the  drapery  elegont  and  noble;  amide  without  incumlirance ;  folded 
with  simplicity  and  taste,  and  according  to  the  old  and  generally  adopted 
costume  of  red  and  blue.  The  head,  hands  and  feel  are  most  beautifully 
wrought,  very  gracefully  disposed,  and  the  ^vbole  figure  follr^ws  the  line  of 
beauty  without  affectation  or  constraint.

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Christ  is  stiiruLiiidetl  liy  several  j^roii|js,  comp^^sef^  partly  uf  his  Disciples  and 

livscrititiiHi    Apvistles;  partly  of  the  aniirtetl  and  lan^uitj,  brouKhl  to  him  as  the  Fi>unlain  of 

of  tilt    ^-'^^N  fti^'l  of  the  Pharisees  and  priests,  who  view  the  Messiah  with  involunlarj' 

painlifi^.    wonder  and  mortal  jealousy.     These  groups  are  disposed  witti  is^Tval  jiidgnient, 

and  alTord  to  each  othtr  a  proper  help  In  the  K^nerat  nysteni  of  light  and  shade 

in  the  whole  piece.     They  undulate  before  the  eyes,  like  distant  hills  in  ihc  glow 

of  ji  summer  evening,  and  the  pleasing  vapor  which  circulates  around  them 

produces  the  most  correct  aerial  perspective. 

In  the  group  of  the  Ajiostles,  which  serves  as  a  back^ground  to  the  principal 
figure,  and  ts  made  np  wiih  uncommon  discernment,  John  on  llic  right  hand  of 
his  Master,  I*eter,  Matthew,  and  several  others  on  the  left,  are  most  conspicuous. 
TJie  beloved  disciple  is  represented  liere  young,  amiable^  and  pensive,  as  we 
constantly  liucl  him  in  religitnis  cotnpositions. 

On  Uie  right  of  Christ  are  several  jierscjus  bringing  objects  of  pity  and  com- 
miseration to  Him,  who  was,  of  all  the  sons  of  men,  the  most  compassionate:  a 
most  beautiful  vvunian^  in  a  dark  garment^  holding  a  sickly  infant ;  behind  her  a 
distressed  mother  brings  forward,  with  natural  eagerness,  a  rickety  child ;  and, 
between  her  and  Jesus,  we  remark,  as  a  prominent  figure  in  this  group,  a  very 
liands<:>me  young  woman,  who  seems  to  have  lc*st  her  sight  by  a  dreadful 
disorder  in  her  brain.  The  while  band,  and  the  hand  of  the  sympathizing  old 
man,  which  bind  *md  hold  her  beautiful  head,  tell  at  once  her  situation,  and 
work  impressively  on  the  minds  of  the  spectatorSj  who  wish  that  an  objert  so 
pletising»  so  enchaining  to  the  sighl,  may  not  long  be  deprived  of  that  blessing. 

This  group  is  l>acked  by  that  of  the  high  priest  and  Pharisees,  whose  coun- 
tenances, by  their  variety  and  aptness,  are  in  a  most  classical  style.  A  figure  in 
the  right  corner^  pointing  at  our  Saviour,  and  glancing  on  him  with  a  look  full  of 
malice,  has  been  mistakeii  for  the  traitor  Judas  ;  but  the  painter  had  too  correct  A 
conception  of  bis  subject  to  bring  forward  such  a  hide^jus  character. 

Fear  and  cowardice  are  fit  companions  for  conscious  gtiilt,  and  Mr.  West  has 
most  appropriately  placed  Iscariot  in  the  background,  lurking  l^ehind  the  two 
Apostles  who  are  heymid  the  blind  man,  and  darting,  slyly,  through  the  crowd,  a 
gianie  full  of  malignity,  perfidy,  and  treason,  at  the  divine  f prototype  of  goodness, 
tralh  and  mercy.  Mis  invidious  eye  and  part  of  his  sant>w  face  are  all  that  can 
be  seen  of  him. 

Froni  a  group  of  Priests.  Scribes,  and  Pharisees,  the  sight  of  the  spectator  is 
agreealily  and  gradually  led,  by  the  contrast  ot  several  elegant  women,  bearing 
baskets  and  doves  and  fltnvers,  to  an  inside  view  of  the  Temple,  where,  in  the 
siinctuary,  the  seven  liranched  candelabrum  Inirns  with  lamps,  conveys  the  roving 
eye  to  a  glance  at  the  gate  called  Speciitsa,  so  well  represented  in  one  of  the  car- 
trjMons ;  yn^ning  Leviles,  boys  crying  *'  Ho/.anna,"  and  other  figures  of  less  initKirt 
in  the  demijfiur,  fill  up  the  intervals,  without  crowding,  and  direct  our  attention 
to  a  more  interesting  part  of  the  picture^ 

(*u  the  left  side  of  the  canvas,  m\  elderly  woman,  distorted  by  complicated 
diseitsc,  is  brought  to  Jesus  I*  several  friends  and  relations,  two  of  whom  appear 
to  be  Roman  soldiers,  whose  sturdy  mien  and  mititary  ilress  contrast  excellently 
with,  and  set  olT,  the  pallid  lace  and  emaciated  limbs  of  the  sutTerer,  ns  well  as  ihe 
beautiful  and  most  lovely  features  of  her  distressed  daughter. 

In  the  front  of  this  affecting  scene  a  centurion  is  in  the  act  of  kneeling  ;  his 
attitude,  the  anatomical  merit  of  his  figure,  and  the  chissical  correctness  of  his 
costume,  deserve  our  unfeigned  admiration.  He  expresses  what  be  feels,  and 
appears  to  feel  the  most  profound  veneration  for  Him  whom  he  sii  earneslly  sin»* 
plicates.     Between  him  and  Christ  one  of  the  principal  groups  is  placed. 
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An  old  niaii,  wnrii  iiui  vvilh  a  htny^  and  cleatli-brfMidiiiji  illness,  is  tarried  by 
two  strtnig  portxts^  out-  standiiij*  at  ihf  bead  and  svi|ii>f»rtiriK  thv  superior  part  of 
tile  body,  tbe  Qtlicr  knetdinjLT,  his  back  towards  Ibr  spectators,  and  boldinjf  fast 
ibc  feet  and  legs.  Sycb  atuniiim  luis  been  paid  to  anatomy  and  colorinitj  in  ibe 
working  up  of  tlies<?  two  figures,  that  ixAh,  and  especially  llie  standing  one, 
streiiis  rallier  living  lieiii);s  iban  ibt-  masterly  and  succes^sful  efl'orts  of  a  Judiciouti 
pemil,  Wbat  slwll  we  say  of  the  sick  man  intrusted  to  their  care?  The  inipres- 
%hm  stdl  remains,  and  it  will  not  be  easily  removed  from  oiir  minds.  Surely  the 
expression  on  the  fare  of  the  reviving;  Lazarus*  by  Seliastiano  del  Piomlxi,  is 
admirable;  and  it  has  l»een  wJnspered  that  the  restoring  hand»  whose  original 
W4>nder5  we  are  relating,  had  somewhat  to  do  there  with  making  up  for  tlie 
rapacity  of  Time  ;  here  the  exf>ression  is  greater  still  ;  wereatl  in  the  biiif  sunken 
eyc-s,  on  the  projecting  brows,  and  quivering  lips  of  the  decaying  man,  lively  hope 
and  heart  soothing  conddence  pronininced  with  the  most  energetic  emphasis. 
Mi%  skeleton,  arms  and  hands  are  raised  Lowards  the  real  source  of  health  and 
<-()iurort,  and  his  feet,  vvhtcli  bapiien  naturally  to  Ik:  nighest  the  healing  power,  by 
a  gentle  jjlow  of  returning  bhxiid,  winch  distinguishes  them  from  the  general  tint 
*»f  the  Iwxiy,  seem  to  have  already  felt  the  emanating  virtne  that  flowed  sponla- 
ncously  from  Him  who  alone  could  say^  in  Iruth,   "  I  am  the  life." 

The  beautiful  woman  who  holds  the  crutch  of  her  dying  father,  the  healthy 
*  •mjplexion  of  her  face  and  the  glow  of  her  extended  neck  ;  the  figureof  a  younjf 
man  above  :  the  lovely  l>oy  annexed  to  the  grtuip ;  tlie  blind  old  man  led  by  a 
Ltd  ,  the  young  Apostle,  who  seems  engaged  in  eager  conference  ;  the  bnialic  tniy 
in  the  arms  of  his  afflicted  father  ,  the  impassioned  air  of  his  two  sisters,  who  are 
looking  towards  our  Saviour; — all  here  deserve  tJie  most  unqualified  approUalion, 
and  make  the  centre  of  the  picture  the  focus  of  interest. 

The  last  group  constitutes,  with  the  person  of  Christ,  the  entire  subject.  AH 
the  rest  is  accessory.  No  episftde,  no  digression  is  idly  introduced  which  might 
delrktct  in  the  least  from  the  full  attention  of  the  beholder;  and,  aHhough  the  Son 
of  Ciud  appears  to  feel  for  all  thesufl'erers  who  surround  and  entreat  his  benevolent 
attention  to  their  respective  infirmities,  yet  the  entire  scene  consists  in  the  act  of 
healing  the  sick  man. 

On  October  28,  1843^  the  Directors  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Atademy  of  the  Fine  Arts  sent  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Hospital  a  flattering  proposal  for  the  loan  of  the  picture:

Already   possessing    Academy  of 
then»f*elves  bis  greatest  work,  and  having  made  arrangements  U>v  several  other  of   F^^"^  Arts, 
his  large  and  masterly  productions,  ihey  are  particularly  tiesirous  to  unite  with 
these  his  admirable  painting  belonging  to  the  Fennsylvania  Hospital^  on  such 
terms  as  your  Board  may  agree  with  them  in  considering  mulually  advantageous. 
It  is  believed  that  such  an  exhibition  would  bring  your  ^lainting  to  the  notice  of 
<iur  citizens  in  a  manner  to  (!o  justice  to  Mr.  West's  fame,  and  in  accordance  with 
what  wouUI  be  acceptable  to  himself  were  he  living,  and  at  the  same  liiiie  would 
somewliat   atlrl  lo  the  reveuMe  deri\ed   from  it    by  the    H(«t>ital.    as   at  present 
exhibited. 


Trusting  that  the  effort  we  are  making  in  extending  a  love  for  the  fine  arts  in 
Philadelphia,  may  meet  your  approval  and  co-operation,  we  shall  be  most  happy 
to  arrange  with  any  committee  from  your  body  the  terms  upon  which  your 
picture  can  be  obtained  for  said  exhibition.

This  application  was  granted  November  8,   1843,  ^'l^en  it  was 
resolved :

Some   years  later  a  letter  of  similar  tenor  from  the  Hon.  Joseph  R. 

IngersoU,  was  received  :

Gentlemen. — The  Directors  of  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  .^rts 
intend  to  open  an  Exhibition  in  their  newly  constructed  fire  proof  galleries  on  the 
tenth  of  May.  If  not  inconsistent  with  your  views,  they  would  be  pleased  to 
receive  under  their  care  the  Painting  of  '*  Christ  healing  the  Sick  "  which  belongs 
to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

Although  it  would  be  out  of  your  immediate  possession,  it  would  be  subject 
at  all  times  to  your  supervision  and  recall :  and  would  not  be  less  secure  from 
injury,  and  more  perhaps  the  subject  of  study  and  examination  than  it  is  in  lis 
present  place. 

The  removal  could  be  effected  either  by  your  own  agents  or  under  the  care- 
ful direction  of  the  Academy  as  might  be  most  agreeable  to  your  selves.  A  very 
prominent  and  distinguished  position  would  be  assigned  to  the  painting.

The  Painting  was  again  loaned  to  the  Academy  in  1853,  was 
returned,  and  subsequently  it  was  placed  in  the  Hall  of  the  Dei)art- 
ment  for  the  Insane.  Sully's  portraits  of  Dr.  Rush  and  Mr.  Samuel 
Coates,  which  were  also  loaned,  were  returned  to  the  Centre  Building 
of  the  Pine  Sti'eet  Hospital,  where  they  still  remain. 
Painting  Jn  1884,  the  Painting  was  found  to  require  cleaning  and  varnish- 

l^^.^^^l^^  ^^   ing.     Afterwards  it  was  removed  from  the  Insane  Department  to  the

Hospital  with  clinical  amphitheatre  at  the  Pine  Street  Hospital,  and  placed  in  a  con- 
appropriate  spicuous  position,  above  the  operating  table,  on  the  south  wall.     'J'he 
ceremonies,   occasion  of  the  restoration  was  made  a  public  one,  on  November  10,  1884, 
and  several  formal  addresses  were  delivered  before  a  large  audience, 
collected  in  response  to  an  invitation  from   the  lioard  of  Managers. 
The  President  of  the  Board,  William  Biddle,  introduced  the  orators. 
The  address  of  Dr.  Morton  was  mainly  devoted  to  relating  the 
foregoing  History  of  the  Painting  of  *'  Christ  Healing  the  Sick  in  the 
Temple." 
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'J'he  Address  by   Mr.  John   B.  Garrett   is  so  appropriate  as  to 
warrant  its  introduction  here : 

Bufort*  I  rame  liere  this  tveiiiiijii  I  heard  an  exiircssion  of  surprise  from  one 
of  the  fnend**  t^f  ilit-  Ho.^pital,  tliiit  ihr  Mana^tTS  should  use  the  mere  reaioration 
and  removal  of  this  piLlurL%  valuable  as  it  is,  a*i  ihe  feature  of  a  public  occasion 
like  this.  I  confess  it  was  a  somewhat  natural  criticism^  but  when  I  locjk  upon 
sudi  an  audience  as  is  gathered  here,  and  rcnieniher  that  the  t'ennsylvania 
Hospital  is  one  of  the  most  venerable  and  one  of  tlie  most  honorable  charitable 
institutions  of  America^  when  J  remember  the  history  of  this  picture,  which  we 
have  just  listened  to,  I  confess  that  it  is  no  mean  occasion,  but  it  is  one  that  wc 
very  honorably  and  properly  jfrace.  And  I  am  sure  I  may  say  on  behalf  of  the 
Managers  of  ihe  Htisitital  that  they  are  very  grateful  to  the  friends  of  the  institu- 
tion  for  their  presence  to-nij^ht,  and  still  more  may  I  say  to  the  Manii^ers,  on 
beliatf  of  this  company,  that  we  have  enjoyed,  and  are  enjoying,  the  privilege 
which  is  granted  here  of  feasting  our  eyes  upon  this  beautiful  scene. 

Benjamin  West  may  not  have  been  a  great  man,  but  he  certainly  was  a 
remarkable  man;  he  was  a  man  of  genius;  he  was  a  man  of  patience  and 
perseverance  in  the  calling  which  he  lielieved  was  allotted  to  him.  He  lived  to  a 
wonderfully  green  old  age.  From  the  early  age  of  seven  until  he  had  filled  out  the 
fourscore  years  of  life  he  diligently  used  his  pencil  for  a  wise  and  honorable  purjKise. 

To  whom  can  we  point  in  any  sphere  of  life  who  has  covered  so  nearly  three- 
tfuarters  of  a  century  with  diligence  in  any  occupation?  Beginning  at  the  age  of 
seven,  and  manifesting  a  wonderful  gift  at  that  early  period,  doing  a  piece  of 
coloring  at  the  age  of  nine  that  he  himself  in  the  very  prime  of  his  years 
cumnj ended  as  equal  to  some  of  his  best  eflbrts ;  going  to  Italy  to  study  the 
masters  when  he  had  scarcely  reached  his  nianhootl ;  entering  in  London  the 
very  t>est  society  ;  and  in  the  prime  of  life  being  made  the  Royal  Historical 
Painter  for  King  George  HI ;  keeping  that  up  as  I  have  already  said,  far  beyond 
the  ordinary  allotted  life  of  man,  he  presents  to  us  a  picture  of  patience,  of 
*.Iiligence.  which  is  most  commendable^  and  winch  every  one  of  us  may  well 
study  and  well  emulate. 

The  history  of  this  parti nitar  picture  covers  tlie  whole  of  this  current 
century.  It  was  in  the  year  iHiio,  when  the  last  century  was  fading  away,  that 
thf  Managers  of  the  Hospital  first  conveyed  to  Benjamin  West  their  request 
that  he  would  do  them  this  honor.  It  is  one  thing  for  a  man  to  sit  down  and 
with  his  pen  part  with  accumulated  wealth  when  he  can  no  longer  use  it  or  take 
it  to  another  sphere,  but  it  is  altogether  a  ditterenl  thing  for  one  to  give,  as  did 
Benjamin  West,  in  this  case,  of  his  time  and  talents  and  artistic  skill,  when  they 
were  all  needed  for  his  own  prr=tper  sup[)ort,  for  a  work  of  charity  like  this. 

He  had  just  before  declined  the  knighthood  that  was  proflered  him  by 
King  George  III.  Not  apparently  because  of  any  conscientious  objection  to 
hnUling  the  title,  l^ut  t>ecanse  he  was  already  too  poor  to  maintain  the  dignity  of 
such  a  position.  1  think  when  we  recollect  this  fact,  we  have  an  added  value 
given  to  the  work  of  that  man's  hand,  and  to  his  genius,  which  cover  many  of 
the  years  of  lus  old  age. 

Now,  as  to  this  phire  of  deposit  for  the  picture.  That  it  was  of  great  value 
to  him  is  abundantly  testified  by  the  fiicl  that  its  counterpart,  less  masterly  in  its 
cruiception,  and  less  perfect  in  its  exectitlon,  than  the  one  before  yuu,  yielded  to 
him  three  thousand  guineas.  That  it  had  great  value  to  this  Hospital,  is  also 
proven  by  the  fact  that  it  has  yielded  in  revenue  to  the  Hospital  in  tlie  years 
gone  by,  about  fifteen  thousand  dollars  in  our  American  money.  The  one 
picture  cost  its  owners  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  the  other  yielded  to  its  owners 
no  less  a  sum.

EHirlriK  itH  esirlier  ytars^  as  you  have  already  heard,  it  was  depositeil  in  U-r 
buihiing  vvhidi  has  recently  been  vacated  by  the  Historical  Society  on  Spruce 
Street  on  these  grounds.  Tliat  building,  though  nat  as  we  behold  it,  was  con- 
slrncted  for  this  partirular  purpose.  Gt^nerations  have  looked  upon  it  within 
those  walls  duublltss  with  yreat  interest.  I  believe  that  there  are  not  a  few  in  this, 
company^  who,  if  they  had  been  asked  a  month  ago,  "Where  is  that  historical 
picture  painted  by  West  ?  "  wouhl  certainly  have  said  they  did  not  know.  Perhaps 
sonieoftln^ni  would  have  sail!  "  t  never  have  heard  of  it/'  Familiar  a*  I  was  with  the 
picture  from  having  passed  thrtiugh  atid  through  the  Department  for  the  insane 
for  several  years  in  my  round  of  duty,  it  was  very  recently  that  I  became 
acquainted  with  the  history  that  we  have  heard  this  evening,  or  knew  how  this 
Hospital  obtained  the  gift^  and  all  the  interesting  circumstances  of  its  hing 
history. 

It  has  been  out  of  sight,  in  an  incunspituous  place,  where  the  patrons  of  urt 
and  the  admirers  of  such  works,  and  where  all  the  visitors  of  this  city  have 
scarcely  for  a  generation  past,  seen  it.  It  is  now  restored  at  last  to  the  heait  itf 
the  city,  and  within  easily  reach  of  you  all,  and  of  all  who  may  wish  to  come  here 
and  see  it.  And  more  than  that,  a  picture  whose  subject  is  as  this,  it  would  seem 
to  me,  is  most  appropriately  hung  in  tht-  face  of  the  hundreds  of  medical  students 
whtj  day  l>y  day  during  the  winter  mouths  sit  upon  these  forms  and  listen  to  the 
inslruciinn  of  their  medical  teachers.  What  uiay  vvc  expect  from  the  impress^ 
which  this  group  shall  make  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  tlvose  young  intu, 
imbibing  in  their  early  manhood  tht  It  sson^^  which  shalt  accompany- them  brought 
to  life?  1  can  scarcely  think  of  a  more  appropriate  theme  for  them  to  ponder  ,  I 
can  scarcely  think  of  a  more  appropriate  place  fur  such  a  picture,  than  in  the  face 
of  these  yt»ung  men.     "  Christ  ncaling  the  Sick." 

Jf  there  be  one  thought  more  calculated  than  auothcr  to  ennoble  the  prarrtice 
of  medicine  and  every  ministration  of  hc»spttal  life,  it  is  the  thought  which 
the  mind  of  this  man  of  geuius  grasped,  and  which  he  has  liap|jily  trans- 
ferred to  the  canvas  before  you  ;  and  I  am  willing  to  believe  that  upon  this  wall, 
where  it  now  hangs,  iu  the  face  of  successive  generations  of  young  men,  it  will  In.* 
an  interminable  lesson  ;  that  it  will  be  as  bread  cast  upon  the  waters,  which  shall 
return  after  many  clays.  I  see  in  it,  not  only  the  work  of  man's  genius,  but  n 
spiritual  lesson  of  God  through  man's  instrumentality,  and  I  believe'  we  may  thank 
Go€l  that  he  guided  the  mind  and  pencil  of  the  painter  to  such  a  work,  and  that  it 
is  in  the  pf*ssession  of  this  Hospital  to  enter  to-day  upon  a  new  era  of  its  history 
and  its  usefulness,  which  shall  last  through  many  ages. 

Am  I  wrong  in  stamping  this  as  a  noble,  as  well  as  a  veneralde  charily  ? 
Situated  iu  the  very  heart  of  this  city,  near  to  its  railroads  and  its  manufaclorit*, 
and  to  its  densest  populatit>n,  it  is  most  convenient  to  very  many  of  those  who 
are  stricken  duwn,  esi>ecialjy  by  accident,  and  it  is  therefore  still,  as  it  has  ever 
been  the  insiiiutiou  of  its  class  which  is  most  r<;Sorteil  to,  and  most  patnudxed. 
within  our  borders. 

I  will  not  dL-tatu  you.  I  know,  my  friends,  that  you  have  come  here  rather 
to  a«e  than  to  hear.  I  hope  you  will  linger  here  and  feast  your  eyes  upon  this 
picture,  that  ymi  may  take  away  with  you  from  it  »t:>me  true  instruction*  which 
shall  live  and  abide  iu  your  hearts,  and  that  you  shall  circulate  among  those  with 
whom  you  mingle  the  tidings  of  what  you  have  seen,  that  others  may  come  and 
enjoy  it  tonight,  and  that  it  may  yield  a  large  revenue  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  in  money,  anti  a  still  larger  revenue  to  mankind  in  the  good  it  shall 
instill  in  the  minds  and  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  this  community. 

I  know  no  more  honorable  occupation  than  that  of  the  practitioner  of  medi* 
cine;  and  it  is  my  iirayer  that  the  hundreds  of  young  men  who  shall  fill  the  seat* 
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that  you  fill,  throuRti  sue  recti  ing  years,  may  drink  in  tht*  iiistruciion  whith  shall 
begot  from  that  wall  ;  that  it  may  be  instrumental  in  Gad's  hand  in  givinii  them 
a  nobler  conception  of  that  wurk  which  is  intrusted  lu  their  hands;  (or  that  iis 
they  minister  to  the  pixir  body,  they  may  never  fail  in  duly  to  those  to  whom 
they  minister  also  to  their  souls.

1lie  Picture  House  ceased  to  lie  used  for  exhibition  purposes  in 
1843.  After  I  he  Painting  was  brought  back  from  the  Pennsylvania 
Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  it  was  deposited  in  the  Department  for  the 
Insane,  where  it  remained  until  restored  finally  to  the  Pine  Street 
Hospital,  as  just  slated. 

The  valuable  services  rendered  by  West  to  the  Hospital  will 
jtistify  the  introduction  here  of  a  brief  sketch  of  the  life  of  the 
Philadelphia  artist,  who  became  President  of  the  Royal  Academy, 
and  who  taught  Englishmen  to  appreciate  American  Paintings. 

Benfamin  West  wa.**  born  October   10,  I73«'^»  within   a  few  miles  of  Philadel- 
phia, .it  SpriiiKfield.  Delaware  County,  Pennsylvania.     His  father,  who  was  biirn  Brief 
and  educated  in  Fln>;1and,  belonKed  to  the  Quaker  family  of  the  \Ve*4ts  t>f  Lon^  Biography 
Crendon,  in  liuckinKhanrshire,     When  Benjamin  West  was  seven  years  of  age  hi'  *>f  Benjamin 
already  showed  a  remarkable  aptness  in  painting  and  anionjk;  other  sketches,  he  West, 
drew  an  admirable  likeness  of  a  sleepinK  infant  in  reci  ami  black  ink.     It  is  said

that  when  he  was  about  eight  years  old,  he  learned  from  the  Indians  how  to 

BioKraphv  of  Prepare  the  red  and  yellow  colors  with  which  they  stained  their  weapons ;  these 

Benjamin    ^'^^  indigo,  and  some  hair  pencils  made  from  the  tail  of  his  mother's  favorite 

West     ^^^^^  c^*>  furnished  the  materials  for  his  earliest  efforts  at  painting,  and  constant 

practice  soon   enabled   him  to   make   further  and  satisfactory   progress.     The 

village  of  Westdale,  which  was  named  after  the  West  family,  but  now  known  as 

Swarthmore  College,  still  contains  the  old  house  in  which  West  was  born.     It  was 

on  the  attic  walls  of  this  house  that  the  young  artist  drew  many  of  his  well-known 

charcoal  sketches. 

At  nine  years  of  age,  West  came  to  Philadelphia  and  made  the  acquaintance 
of  a  painter  by  the  name  of  Williams  who  encouraged  the  young  artist  and  gave 
him  much  assistance:  Mr.  Wayne  also  employed  him  at  this  time  to  draw  figures. 
Shortly  after  this,  his  j)ainting  of  a  Mrs.  Ross  in  Lancaster,  attracted  considerable 
attention.  When  he  was  sixteen  years  of  age,  he  served  under  Major  Sir  Peter 
Holket  as  a  volunteer  in  search  of  the  remains  of  the  army  defeated  under 
Braddock.  He  established  himself  when  eighteen  years  of  age  in  Philadelphia, 
and  painted  for  a  gunsmith  his  first  historical  picture,  "  The  Death  of  Socrates." 
Later  he  went  to  New  York,  where,  in  1760,  he  was  aided  by  some  generous 
merchants  to  go  and  pursue  his  studies  in  Italy.  At  Rome,  he  was  patronised 
by  Lord  Grantham,  whose  portrait  he  painted  ;  he  there  became  the  friend  of 
Mengs,  and,  as  the  first  American  artist  ever  seen  in  Italy,  he  then  attracted 
much  attention.  While  in  Italy  he  painted  his  "  Cimon  and  Iphigenia,"  and 
"  Angelica  and  Medora,"  and  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Academies  of 
Florence,  Bologna  and  Parma.  In  1763,  visiting  England  on  his  way  to  America, 
he  was  induced  to  remain  in  London.  In  1765  he  married  Eliza  Shewell,  to  whom 
he  had  been  engaged  before  leaving  America.  His  "  Agrippina  Landing  with  the 
Ashes  of  Germanicus,"  attracted  the  attention  of  (ieorge  III.,  who  was  his  steady 
friend  and  patron  for  forty  years,  during  which  time  he  sketched  or  painted  four 
hundred  pictures.  His  "  Death  of  General  Wolfe,"  painted  in  the  costume  of 
the  period,  against  the  advice  of  all  the  most  distinguished  painters,  effected  a 
revolution  in  historic  art.  For  the  king  he  painted  a  series  of  twenty-eight 
religious  pictures  for  Windsor  Castle. 

After  the  su])crannuatit)n  of  the  king,  his  royal  commission  as  histt)rical  painter 
to  his  Majesty,  George  III.  was  cancelled.  He  then  began  a  new  st-ries  of  religious 
pieces.  The  first  of  these  the  subject  of  which  was,  "Ciirist  Healing  the  Sick," 
was  intended  as  a  present  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  Philadelphia.  The 
original  was  sold,  however,  for  3,o<jo  guineas  to  the  Hritish  Institute,  and  a  copy 
with  some  alterations  was  sent  by  West  to  Phihuk  Ipliia.  It  is  pro])er,  however,  to 
mention  another  ambitious  effort  which  was  considered  the  most  remarkable 
picture  of  this  series.  "  Deatli  on  the  Pale  Horse,''  from  Revt-lations,  exhibited 
in  London  in  1817.  .Among  his  battle  pieces  was  the  "Battle  of  La  Hague." 
one  of  his  best  pictures.  In  1792  he  succeeded  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  as  president 
of  the  Royal  Academy,  declining  the  honor  of  knighthood.  He  retired  from  that 
post  in  1802,  but  was  re-elected  a  year  later,  and  retained  the  office  until  his 
tleath.  The  extraordinary  reputation  once  enjoyed  by  West  was  largely  due  to 
the  facility  with  which  he  worked,  and  to  the  academic  correctness  of  his  designs. 

A  bronze  medal  was  struck  in  London  in  1815  in  commemoration  of  the 
presentation  of  West's  first  picture  of  *'  Christ  Healing  the  Sick  "  to  the  British 
National  Gallery  ;  the  obverse  has  a  bust  of  West,  and  the  reverse  the  names  of 
the  subscribers  who  in  1811  purchased  and  donated  the  picture, 

Benjamin  West  died  at  his  house  in  Newman  Street,  London,  March  11,  1820, 
and  was  buried  with  great  po»np  in  St.  Pauls  Cathedral.  (Mainly  from  Cfianibers' 
EnQ'clopcrdia. )

For  more  than  fifty  years  the  Painting  has  bet*n  frt-cEy  exhibited 
within  the  Hospital  buildings.  After  the  Picture  House  was  vacated 
it  was  leased  to  the  College  of  Physicians,  and  subsequently  to  the 
Historical  Society  (as  mentioned  on  page  99).  It  is  also  inter- 
esting to  note  that  the  Philadelphia  Pathological  Society  was  permitted 
the  use  of  a  lower  room  lor  iis  meetings  during  the  time  that  the 
building  was  occupied  by  the  College. 

The  first  mention  in  the  Hospital  records  0!"  ]>rints  or  engravings 
of  the  institution,  occurs  in  rhe  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Hoard 
of  Managers  held  in  May,  1762,  when  the  suggestion  was  made  that 
a  plate  should  be  engraved  in  order  that  a  jjicture  of  the  Hospital 
might  ai  company  a  formal  vote  of  thanks,  or  address,  to  Thomas  and 
Richard  Penn,  in  London,  who  represented  the  Proprietaries  of  the 
Province  at  that  |>eriod.  Accordingly,  in  0<_:lober,  it  Is  recorded 
that  *'  two  prints,  framed  and  glai/ed/'  vvere  sent  together  to  Richard 
Hockley  to  l>e  forwarded  to  Thomas  and  Richard  Penn,  with  an 
address  in  acknowledgment  of  the  first  instalment  of  the  annuity  of 
forty  ]>ounds  sterlings  granted  by  the  Proprietaries,  who,  at  the  same 
time,  had  given  assurance  that  they  would  also  grant  a  patent  for 
a  lot  of  ground  contiguous  to  the  Hospital  property,  which  wa^ 
much  desired  by  the  Managers,  It  was  doubtless  an  occasion  of  much 
sincere  congratulation  among  the  friends  of  the  infant  charity,  when 
this  substantial  assurance  of  interest  and  appreciation  of  the  Penn 
family  was  received,  as  it  not  only  furnished  much  needed  aid,  but 
also  was  an  evidence  that  the  Proprietaries  had  become  friendly  to 
their  benevolent  enterprise,  to  which  they  had  formerly  been  indif- 
ferent and  neglectful,  owing  to  an  unfortunate  misunderstanding  at 
the  l>eginning.  April  26,  1763,  another  lot  of  prints  of  the  Hospital 
was  received  and  the  bill  of  j£^  ordered  to  be  paid. 

The  earliest  engraved  view  of  the   Hospital^  showing  only  the   Engraved 
east  wing,  as  first  built,  is  an  engraving,  by  Hulet,^  of  the  '*  House  of  Prints  of  the 
Employment,  Alms  House  and  Pennsylvania  Hospital/'     This  print    ^^^'^P'tal. 
was  given  by  Cecil  Percival,^  of  Henbury,  near  Bristol,  England,  in 
July,  1883,  to  Anna  L.  Lippincott,  of  Haddonlield,  New  Jersey,  who 
presented  it  to  the  HosjJital,  April  5,  188^.     (See  illustration.) 

It  was  subsequently  stated  in  the  minutes  that,  in  176S,  a  large, 
colored  engraving  of  the  Hospital  and  Poor  House,  drawn  by 
Nicholas  Garrison,  was  presented  to  the  Hospital.  The  Poor  House, 
at    that   period,  occupied    the   adjoining   lot   west   of  the   Hospital

Lettsom  in  Julvj  was  received  the  following  September,  As 
this  letter  ilhistrales  the  friendly  sentiments  existing  between  the 
correspondents^  and  incidentally  refers  to  a  recent  improvement  m 
paper-making,  it  is  copied  here  verlmtini,  (The  head-lines  were  printed

with  the  plan  you  had  suggested,  of  having  impressions  of  the  plate  on  porcelain  : 
for  had  the  plate  been  used  ft)r  this  last  purpose  I  was  doubtful  of  its  being  injured 
and  as  it  is  you  will  find  it  an  excpiisite  performance.  To  take  the  impression  on 
l>orcelain.  it  is  requisite  to  send  it  into  Staffordshire;  which  I  shall  very  socm  be  able 
to  do ;  that  is,  as  soon  as  Cook  has  the  ])rints  taken  off,  and  which  I  shall  immediately 
transmit  to  you  and  as  soon  as  I  hear  from  Staffordshire,  advise  you  of  the 
pro])osals,  should  the  exi)ence  excee<l  your  limits.  When  the  plates  arrive,  I 
hf>])e  they  will  give  you  satisfaction,  and  to  learn  which  will  afford  me  real 
pleasure.  With  the  plates,  I  have  sent  you  framed  one  of  the  Medical  Society  of  Lon- 
don, which  I  request  through  you  to  be  presented  to  your  Hospital,  and  am  pres'ly.

I   think  I  mentioned 

the  hesitation  I  experienced  as  to  taking  off  impressions  of  the  plate  here  and  by 

the  advice  of  Benjamin  West,  I  decided  to  have  them  taken  here;  for  let   a  i)latc 

be  ever  so  good  without  this  last  care,  every  i)revi()us  perfection  and  expence  are 

thrown  away  ;  and  I  must  say  that  a  more  masterly  and  finished  plate   I  do  not 

remember  to  have  seen,  and  much  will  it  encrease  my  pleasure  should  you  view 

it  with  the  same  partiality.     I  have  not  beard  from  Staffordshire,  respecting  the 

impressions  of  the  plate  on  Porcelain,  but  I  have  already  run  you  into  so  much 

expence  that  I  shall  not  give  any  orders  of  execution  till  I  have  your  commands.

Thanks  were  returned  to  Dr,  Lettsom  for  the  '*  elegant  print  he 
has  sent  the  Contributors.  o(  the  Medical  Society  in  London.;' 

The  students  who  were  entitled  to  **a  Certificate  with  an 
engraved  view  of  the  Hospital  *'  were  to  be  charged  two  dollars  each 
for  thenu 

The  Managers  were  apparently  quite  protid  of  tlieir  engraving,  HtiKriivinKB 
and  no  doubt  it  was  a  very  fine  piece  of  workmanship,  prol>ably  the  PresLiued. 
very  best  which  could  be  obtained  in  those  days/  Several  of  the 
engravings  were  neatly  framed  and.  in  the  name  of  the  Contributors^ 
one  was  presented  to  Thomas  Mc  Kean.  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  one  to  the  I'niversity  of  Pennsylvania,  and  ont^  to  the 
College  of  Phvsicians. 

The  University  of  Pennsylvania  acknowledged  the  receipt  of 
the  "  Elevation  of  the  Hospital  *'  and  expressed  their  satisfaction  with 
it  and  their  wishes  ''  for  the  Pros[)erity  of  the  Institution/"

minutiae  of  your  orders  respecting  this  department  of  it ;  I  did  not  chuse  to 
proceed  further  till  I  hear  from  you,  especially  as  I  had,  by  taking  off  impressions 
of  the  plate  on  paper  here,  exceeded  the  pecuniary  limits  you  gave  me.  I  have 
now  sent  one  plate  by  way  of  specimen  ;  and  hope  to  receive  your  commands,  as 
to  the  size  and  figure  of  the  plates,  or  vessels  :  The  dish  now  sent  is  too  small, 
but  it  will  afford  you  an  opportunity  of  judging  of  the  execution.  I  could  not 
learn  exactly  the  expense,  but  the  price  will  not  be  a  f  Juinea  each  vessel;  how  much 
less,  they  could  not  determine,  till  they  heard  from  their  works  in  Staffordshire. 

Last  night  the  Definitive  treaty  of  peace  with  France  arrived  here,  to  the  joy 
of  the  people.

Although  no  mention  is  made  in  the  books  of  minutes,  of  the 
**  impressions  oh  porcelain  **  it  is  evident  from  the  tenor  of  Dr.  Lett- 
som's  letters  that  the  Managers  were  desirious  of  having  the  engrav- 
ing of  the  Hospital  transferred,  or  printed,  upon  a  service  of  dishes 
for  the  institution  ;  at  least  they  desired  those  to  be  used  at  the  officers' 
table  might  be  thus  decorated. 

Two  more  letters  were  received  from  Dr.  Lettsom,  relating  to 
the  matters  confided  to  his  care  : 

Esteeuu'd  Friends,  Josiah  Hewes^  Samuel  Coaics  : 

Having  answered  your  letter  of  March,  1801,  and  endeavored  as  effectually 
and  consistently  as  I  jjossibly  could,  to  fulfill  your  request.  I  need  only  repeat, 
that  the  impressions  of  the  Diploma  with  a  jjrint  of  the  Medical  Society  here, 
were  duly  forwarded  by  Mackenzie  and  Glenny  ;  and  since,  a  platter  as  specimen 
of  the  Hospital,  in  porcelain. 

In  your  letter,  you  mention,  that  your  library  is  ample  and  valuable;  and 
altho'  I  may  not  ren<ler  it  more  valuable,  by  any  i>erformance  of  mine.  1  beg 
leave  to  enlarge  it  by  the  addition  of  my  "Minis"  in  3  Volumes,  of  which  I 
request  your  accejUance  for  the  Hospital,  the  prosperity  of  which,  will  always 
afford  pleasure  to  your  friend.

Your  kind  letter  vvhi(h  opens  with  a  Truism  tlial  all  geiuralions  havi-  verified

The  preparations  of  Frame  are  initntuse  but  the  immensity  of  prepara- 
tion and  defemre  in  Enj^land  are  two  fold.  They  may  have  4000  j^un  boals  & 
bri|^5^  we  have  6t<t»  erjual  to  their  iinm1>er  in  power.  Besides  we  have  140?)  ships 
in  commission,  and  55o,fXMi  jirmed  men  in  Knjflaiul,  inspirerl  with  the  love  of  their 
country  ami  a  Prince  universally  almost  adored.  Every  port  aj^ainst  us  is 
blockaded,  and  a  lock  boat  can  scarcely  esca[>e  ns.  The  ocean  is  studtk-d  with 
ships,  like  the  firmament  with  stars ;  The  enemy  has  in<leed  I2<»f>  vessels  in 
Buulo)<ne,  from  whence  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  hind  al>ont  Dnnj^encss  ;  but 
should  they  >ijet  out  of  their  port^  and  even  land,  they  must  be  destroyed  in  detail 
as  they  have  no  covering  fleet.  Should  they  safely  et!ect  a  IancHn>^  which  would 
require  at  least  two  tides;  and  perhaps  a  third  to  siut  our  cuast,  we  could  in 
twelve  hours  face  them  with  i5o,otjo  iroops;  and  in  lwi»  days  2oo,*mmi  more. 
Buonaparte  has  pledged  himself  to  attack  KuKland,  but  1  am  persuaded,  that  lie 
is  ignorant  nf  the  ptople — their  resources  and  their  loyally  ;  and  that  it  was  from 
mistaken  notions  that  this  tyrant  pledjied  himsilC  As  he  cannot  in  forrt-  j<et  out 
of  his  own  ports,  and  as  a  large  army  is  often  when  uncmployecl.  as  thmgerous  to 
frrends  as  to  enemies,  the  continental  powers  are  in  more  danger  thati  England, 
%vhich  like  a  wasp's  nest  is  full  u(  stings,  which  no  hand  can  enter  without  being 
wountlecl. 

Our  King  is  nearly  recoveretl  from  a  return  of  his  tormer  malady;  whiih  I 
doubt  has  lieen  renewed  from  tlie  feelings  of  his  nund,  respecting  Hanover,  and 
the  conduct  of  the  prince  uf  Wides  ;  pmbably  who,  nt>t  a  little  agitated  from  the 
vnanner  in  which  Pitt  dei»erted  him  and  retired  frrmi  the  Cabinet,  ai\rl  which  1 
think  has  ultinuitely  tended  to  the  happiness  of  the  country  ;  for  if  the  present 
arhiiinistration  possess  nut  the  ehjcntion  nor  even  the  abilities  of  the  late;  they 
possess  integrity;  ami  moderate  abilities  with  honest  motives,  aflord  the  best  and 
safest  policy.  I  believe  the  character  of  no  persrm  in  this  kingdom  is  less  known 
than  our  king's,  he  certainly  has  a  cluttering  hurried  manner  of  speaking 
Eugbsli.  Rut  not  so  the  German  and  French,  for  he  speaks  most  Eurojieau 
languages  lluently  ;  he  is  likewise  a  g<« id  latin  and  (ireek  scholar,  and  is  upon 
scientific  subjects,  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best  informed  man  in  Europe-  His 
domestic  conduct  is  virtuous  and  amiable,  and  his  religion  steatly  and  nnatf'ecled. 
To  his  inferiors  and  servants^  he  is  kind  and  lamiliar.  As  an  individual  f  can 
say,  his  condescension  has  been  as  great  as  if  1  were  his  equal,  whenever  I  have 
gone  to  CfKirt:  and  allowed  me  to  kiss  Iiis  hand  nujre  than  once  in  a  plain  garb 
and  without  powder,  contrary  to  the  etiquette  of  the  court,  A  little  before  his 
ilhiess,  he  rode  near  my  house  at  Grovelull,  and  l>efore  I  recognized  him,  pulled 
4*0'  his  hat  with  as  much  attention  as  if  I  had  been  his  eqnab  The  reason  I  did 
not  inmiediately  know  him  was  owing  to  Ins  plain  dress — he  had  a  small  brown 
wig,  a  connuon  slouched  hat,  and  a  dingy  coloured  plain  green  coat,  with  the 
clistinctiou,  however,  of  a  star  on  the  breast.  The  Duke  of  t:uniberlan<.l,  and  one 
Equerry  were  all  his  attendants.  This  reminds  nie  of  a  saying  of  the  unfortnuale 
Brissot's,  who  was  guillotined  afterwards.  *'Look  at  the  king  of  England,  wiut 
rides  abroad  in  a  chaise  and  a  pair  of  horses  and  two  servants  ;  and  yet  greater 
than  Xerxes  he  can  put  150 ships  of  the  line  into  action  by  thenmtion  of  ^lis  finger.''

On  February  25 »  181  r,  the  Board  of  Managers  voted  to  have 
*•  A  view  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  taken,  and  an  l^igraving  of 
the  same  with  a  Certificale  for  the  Students  shall  Ik;  j^repared  before 
the  next  session  ;  also  that  a  similar  plate  he  procured  to  he  presented  to 
every  Contributor  of  I'en  Pounds  and  upwards/*  Whether  or  not  this 
action  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  plate  engraved  by  Cooke,  of  London, 
had  been  lost,  or  become  defective,  or  worn  out,  does  not  api)ear. 

At  the  meeting  of  March  25,  181 1,  the  drawing,  or  sketch,  of 
the  south  front  of  the  Hosjiitah  executed  by  William  Strickland,  was 
**laid  l)efnre  the  Board;  and  approved,"  the  committee  having 
charge  of  the  matter  were  instructed  **to  have  the  Engravings 
finished.**  The  [Jrice  paid  to  William  Strickland*  '*  for  a  drawing  a 
South  West  view  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital"  was  $2^.  The  hill 
bears  date,  April  1,  1811. 

For  some  reason  which  does  not  appear  on  tlie  records  William 
Strickland,  architect,  author  and  artist,  as  well  as  engraver,  was  not 
permitted  to  engrave  the  drawing  he  had  made  of  the  Hospital.  We 
find  that  on  April  29,  iSii, 

The  CorimiiUee  app<iiiited  tu  |»roi'itrc  a  View  nr  Drawing  uf  the  I'eiiriitylvania 
Hospital  and  to  have  the  same  enjiraved  in  the  best  Manner  Report,  "  That  they 
have  luatie  a  Contract  with  Mr.  Seynmur,  Kn^raver,  (ur  engraving  lt»e  drawiniv 
and  the  Certificate,  heretofore  aunexetl^  fur  the  Sum  of  Fnur  Hundred  lJ4>llars^ 
to  be  executed  in  the  hist  style^  the  drawing  to  be  engraved  hy  himself  and  the 
Certificate  t>y  Mr.  Vallauce  ;-  this  sum  to  mclude  the  Cost  of  the  Copper  and 
every  other  lleni  relating  tothe  Completion  of  the  Plate."  The  Drawing  was  placed 
in  Mr,  Seymour's  hands  the  2bih  nf  Marrli  last,  but  we  could  tiol  prevail  on  him 
to  make  any  promise  of  having  the  Engraving  finished  before  the  first  day  of 
Decern Ijcr  next  but  he  will  use  his  l>est  endeavours  to  have  it  done  by  that  lime. 

"  William  StrkkTand  was  bc>ru  in  Philadelphia  in  171H7,  studied  architecture  under  Latrobr. 
and  became  Ihe  most  noled  Amcrrcan  arcliHeL-tof  his  time.  He  was  also  author  and  eiiicmver; 
most  of  his  works  betnif  in  aqua-tint  method.  SevemI  1:indscape  and  battle  pieces  by  this 
artist  are  were  pulilished  in,  the  "  Portfolio"  in  1S14,  tSrs>  und  tSifi.  He  died  jnj§54«aged 
ftixfy-Heven,  whik' enKasjed  11*  superintending  the  construction  of  the  Slate  Hou«e  at  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee.

*  J uhn  Vallance  studied  under  John  Trcncliard,  a  pupd  of  James  Smilhcrs,  an  English' 
man,  who  had  settled  in  Philadelphia  in  1773,  and  in  1779  bad  engraved  the  blocks  for  printing 
the  Continental  money  John  Vatlance  was  in  partnership  with  James  Thackara  Their 
principal  works  were  the  |dntes  for  Dobson's  "  Eiacyclopatdia,"  Vallancc  engraved,  in  1795, 
the  plates  in  the  "  Transactions  of  the  Philosophical  Society."  No  doubt  Mr.  Seymour  had  a 
well  established  ref»utntion  :  this  would  account  tor  the  proviso  of  thr  work  bcioK^  done  hv 
himself,  and  not  hy  one  of  his  workmen.  To  John  X'allance  was  etitruiaed  the  letteiingr,  this 
being  hix  line.  Mr.  Seymour  probably  confined  htmselflo  views  and  portraJits.  Having  other 
engagemetits  and  no  doubt  wishing  to  produce  a  fine  piece  t>f  work,  the  artist  would  not 
allow  himself  ta  be  hurried^  and  it  was  itiiposaible  to  eiceciite  the  plate  as  promptly  us  dcifrrd 
or  before  the  designated  time.

Simon  Snyder,  then   Governor  of  Pennsylvania, 
one  was  sent  to  Jk*njamin  West. 

May  27,  i8ii,  re-considering  iheir  determinalion  of  April  29th, 
to  defer  the  engraving  of  the  plate  for  the  Contributor's  Certificate^ 
it  was  decided  to  consider  the  propriety  of  employing  John  Exilius,i 
formerly  a  patient  in  the  Hospital,  to  do  this  work. 

The  superior  work  done  by  Seymour,  who  had  an  established 
reputation,  would  not  allow  of  association  with  any  poorly  executed 
engraving  for  the  Contributors*  certificate  by  an  obscure  or  com- 
paratively little  known  artist.  Hence,  the  wisdom  and  necessity  of 
the  Managers  assuring  themselves  of  the  substitute's  abilities.  Thar 
these  were  found  satisfactory  is  evident  from  an  entry  made  on  the 
minutes,  June  28,  1813:  "  An  order  was  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  in 
favor  of  John  Exilius  for  One  hundred  Dollars  in  jiart  payment  of  the 
Engraving  for  the  Coniributors  on  which  he  is  employed/*  Another 
payment  of  Fifty  dollars  was  made  on  September  27,  181 3,  and  a 
fiirther  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  **  on  account  of  the  Elngraving  '* 
was  paid.  The  Committee  to  superintend  the  engraving  for  the  use 
of  the  Contributors  reported,  June  27,  1814,  its  completion  by  John 
P^xilius.  The  sums  recorded  a-s  having  been  paid  to  Exilius  for 
engraving  the  i>late.  therefore,  was  5250.  rhese  jerticulars  in  regard  to 
the  engravings  of  the  Hospilal,  w^hile  of  no  great  historical  importance, 
may  serve  to  convey  to  those  especially  interested,  an  idea  of  their 
cost,  should  any  copies  be  in  thear  p€>ssession,  or  seen  eliiewhere. 

January  27,  1812,  the  Committee  on  the  Engraved  plates 
presented  their  final  report  which  was  substantially  as  follows: 

That  thcrt  liave  been  slrurk  off  Four  liundred  t^  fifty  five  Impressions  nl  the 
CerlifictUrs  iind  View  un  the  same  Sheet  and  forty  four  Impressions  of  the  Views 
separati'ly  ;  aU  of  whitli  liavr  lieeli  delivered  into  the  j»ossession  nf  the  Steward 
togethtr  with  llvt-  two  Plates.  The  Cost  of  Strikiiij*  ut\\  Forty  seven  doUars  and 
seventy  Cents,  has  t>een  paid  by  the  Steward.  And  the  latter  was  instructed  to 
procnre  a  tnjx  for  tlK*  copper  plate?;  and  original  dravvin^j;  of  the  ]fo*<pital  to  be 
kept  in  the  secretary  in  the  Mana^^ers'  room.  A  *:opy,  on  motion,  was  ordered  to 
be  neatly  framed  and  presented  to  Simon  Snyder,  floyernor  ol   Pennsylvania. 

Octol>er  31,  1814,  eighty  impressions  of  Exilius's  engravings  of 
the  Hospital  were  laid  before  the  Board,  when  Edward  Pennington  was 
requested  'Mo  have  the  whole  number  completed  and  together  with 
the  plate  deposited  in  charge  of  the  Steward."  In  consideration  of 
services  rendered  to  the  Board,  the  President  was  requested  to  present 

'John  Exilius  drew  landscapes  »nd  local  views  wilh  decided  arti*:Uc  merit;  BtiiDnK'  ihe 
more  notcti  art-  *'  A  View  from  Flat  Rock  Bridge  looking  up  the  Schuylkill  River/'  "Conrafl's 
Pai:>er-inill  on  Ihe  Wlssahickon,"  "  Egj^lesfieldp  ihe  seat  of  Uichard  Kundic/'  (1815). 
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to  ''  William  Vickary.  (mariner},"  a  iVamed  impression  of  this  engrav- 
ing. Captain  Vickary  commanded  one  of  the  *^  Packets"  at  thai 
time  plying  between  England  and  Philadelphia;  and,  besides  being  a 
Contributor  to  the  Hospital,  he  had  in  his  vocation,  frequently  rendered 
valuable  and  unrequited  services.  He  thus  made  it  possible  for  the 
Friends  of  the  Hospital  in  Europe  to  send  in  his  care  books  and 
other  contributions  without  any  expense  and  he  also  conveyed,  for  the 
Manage!^,  messages  and  other  information,  or  procured  articles  and 
performed  many  other  small  commissions,  which  could  be  belter 
discharged  in  person  than  by  letter.  It  does  not  appear  that  any 
freight  or  postage  was  charged  by  him  for  anything  carried  to  or  from 
the  Hospital.  The  Managers  appreciated  his  kindness  and  good  willi 
and  manifested  their  gratitude  by  this  token  of  their  esteem. 

The  Treasurer  was  requested  **  to  take  charge  of  fifty  copies  of 
Exilius's  engravings  and  distribute  them  to  persons  who  are,  or  may 
become,  Contributors/"  The  sitting  Managers  were  desired  to 
present  ''  each  of  our  Physicians  with  a  copy  of  the  same  engraving/* 

The  practice,  thus  early  inaugurated  by  the  Managers,  of  pro- 
viding engraved  certificates  for  students  who  had  followed  the 
prescrilied  course  of  service  and  attendance  upon  jjractice  in  the 
House  is  still  continued. 

The  Board  of  Managers  in  1820,  also  ordered  a  plate  engraved 
for  issue  to  Contributors,  certifying  to  their  membership  in  the  Corpo- 
ration. This  plate  was  engraved  by  Mr.  W.  E.  Tucker,  and  is  best 
described  by  an  illustration.  The  annual  reports  for  many  years 
have  been  emliellished  by  handsome  plate  engravings  of  the  Hospital. 
Some  of  the  illustrations  are  given  in  this  work  of  the  engravings  thus 
annually  sent  out  to  contributors  and  the  public.  In  1894,  the  report 
of  the  Hospilal  for  the  Sick,  contains  a  new  engraving,  showing  the 
north  elevation.  This  beautiful  frontispiece  was  presented  to  ihe 
Managers  by  one  of  their  own  number^  Mr.  John  S.  Jenks. 

At  a  meeting  held  June  30,  1794,  it  wa^  announced  that  iruvcrnor 
Thomas  Mifflin  had  presented  a  picture,  in  oil  colors,  of  an  '*  Insane 
Woman/'  by  his  daughter,  Emilia  Hopkinson,and  this  very  creditable 
work  of  art  was  then  received  and  acknowledged  by  a  vote  of  thanks. 
This  painting  now  hangs  on  the  wall  of  one  of  the  Residents'  rooms. 

Mr.  Joseph  Parker  Norris  presented  a  painting,  also  in  oil,  of 
Doctor  Lloyd  Zachary,  one  of  the  early  Physicians  of  this  institution, 
for  which  he  received  the  thanks  of  the  Board, 

April  24y  1820,  Gf^n.  Thos.  Cadwaladt-r,  on  twhiilf  of  Jtjim  Pt*nn,  prestriiifd 
three  ''proof  prints '' ;  one  of  Wiltiainf  IViiii.  fotiruler  *jf  Pennsylvania,  oncof  ht«> 
father,  Admiral  Ptiuv,  and  onf  of  tlir  tiioniniiL-nt  erected  by  the  said  John  Peru, 
to  the  memory  of  the  AdnitraL 
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In  December,  1871,  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Marshall  presented  a  like- 
ness in  wax,  alio  niievo,  bearing  the  inscription,  ''Abraham  Chovet, 
born  May  25,  1704,  drawn  May  25,  1784,  by  his  servant,  Dr, 
EckhoQt."  It  had  been  given  by  Dr.  Chovet's  daughter,  Susannali 
Maria  Peneloj>e  Abingdon,  to  Mrs*  Marshall's  grandfather  in  1793. 

November    29,   iKoa,  John    Penn,  through    his   attorney^  John   statue  of

position  it  would  be  placed.     John  Dorsey  and  Samuel  Coates  were 

appointed  to  select  an  a[>propriate  place  for  the  picture  of  the 
distinguished  founder  of  Pennsylvania.  Information  as  to  the 
position  chosen  was  to  be  communicated  to  John  Penn.  Whether 
or  not  a  suitable  place  was  found  is  unrecorded.  The  following  day 
the  committee  reported  that  ihey  had  sent  to  John  Penn  '*a  plan 
of  the  Contributors'  room,'*  and  had 
written  him  on  the  subject  of  his  pro- 
posed gift ;  it  is  probable  the  location 
assigned  to  the  picture  was  therein 
designated.  This  picture,  however, 
was  never  presented. 

September  24,  1S04,  it  is  recorded 
on    the   minutes   that  *'  A   Statue  in 
Lead  of  William  Penn  isarrived  in  the 
Sh  i  p   *  P  i  go  u  '   fro  m    London/'       No 
letter  accompanied    the  gift  of  John 
Penn,  which  was  accepted    '*  in   Heu 
of  a  portrait   which   he  had,  at  first, 
proposed   giving   to    the    Hospital.*' 
There  being  being  no  letter  of  advice 
accompanying  the  statue  one  is  led  to 
wonder    how     the     Managers     knew 
that    the     statue     was    *''in    lieu    of 
the    picture,"    or,     indeed,     that    it 
came   from  John   Penn.     Subsequenl 
action,  however,  shows  that  probably 
John  Reynell  Coates,  Penn's  attorney, 
had    verbally    conveyed    the 
information,    Jose[)h  Lownes 
and   Samuel    Coates    ^*  were 
appointed  to  enter  it  at  the 
custom  house  and  see  that  it 
is  brought  to  the  Hospital.** 
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A  month  later,  Samuel  Coates  was  instructed  (Oct.  29,  1804): 

Statue  of  To  write  to  John  Penn  Esqr.  an(i  return  him  the  thanks  of  this  Board  for  the 

Penn    valuable  and  very  acceptable  present  he  has  just  sent  us,  of  a  Statue  of  his  Grand- 
received,    father  VV^illiam  Penn,  the  Founder  of  Pennsylvania. 

Two  positions  were  regarded  as  eligible  for  the  location  of  the 
.statue,  and  these  were  referred  to  a  Committee,  for  final  decision. 
The  preferred  sites  were,  first,  in  a  '*  Nitch  "  to  be  made  over  the 
Front  Door  on  the  south  side  of  the  centre  building,  or,  second, 
on  a  marble  pedestal  on  the  *' grass- plad  *'  before  the  said  door,  as 
they  may  approve,  on  which  pedestal  they  are  to  have  inserted  such 
**  Inscriptions  as  are  approved  by  them,  after  consulting  those  persons 
on  whose  judgment  they  may  think  fit  to  rely  on  this  occasion." 

It  afterwards  appears,  in  the  minutes,  that  John  Reynell  Coates, 
John  Penn's  attorney,  had  personally  made  application  for  the  statue, 
and  probably  had  privately  informed  the  Managers  of  this  ;  hence,  the 
knowledge  of  its  origin  above  expressed  on  the  receipt  of  the  statue. 
Samuel  Coates  was  expressly  requested  to  return  the  thanks  of  the 
Hoard  to  him  **  for  the  Application  he  made."  It  is  evident  that  the 
Managers'  proceedings  were  not  marked  by  undue  haste,  for  the  follow- 
ing letter  of  thanks  (ordered  a  month  before),  written  two  months 
after  the  receipt  of  the  statue,  was  read  and  officially  approved  : 

Pknnsvi-vama  Hospitai-,  26th,  nth  month,  iN^>4. 
John  Pe.nn,  K.sgriRK, 

Esteemed  Friend: — The  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  have  received 
the  statue  of  William  Penn  by  the  Ship  **  Pigt)u,"  Capt.  Collet,  from  London,  the 
freight  of  which  was  generously  paid  on  thy  account  by  John  Reynell  Coates. 

This  ornament  so  interesting  iS:  appropriate  to  the  building  which  bears  the 
venerable  name  of  William  Penn,  is  highly  esteemed  not  only  for  its  fine  execu- 
tion but  as  a  present  of  one  of  his  innnediate  descendants  for  which  the  Managers 
return  their  grateful  Acknowledgments  and  assure  thee  of  the  Care  they  will  take 
lo  provide  for  its  good  preservation. 

Immediately  after  its  arrival  some  ytuing  men  of  t)ur  City  who  are  friends  to 
your  family  retpiested  the  liberty  of  raising  gratuitously  for  this  purpose  a 
]>edestal  of  the  white  marble  of  Pemisylvania  to  be  fixed  on  the  green  at  the  South 
Front  of  the  Hos])ital  with  suitable  Inscrii)lions  to  record  the  birth  of  William 
Penn.  the  Memorable  Kra  when  he  founded  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  time  of  his  death.  The  offer  so  honourable  to  them  and  agreeable  to  the 
.Managers  is  accepted  and  in  a  little  time  the  Statue  will  appear  in  its  ]>lace  to 
gratify  the  friends  of  William  Penn  wh<i  freijuently  resort  to  the  Hospital  to  see  it.

The  following  interesting  letter  relating  to  the  pedestal  received 
by  the  Managers  also  was  found  among  the  old  papers,  although  it  is 
not  mentioned  in  the  minutes: 

"Joseph  Sansom  respectfully  informs  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital,  that  he  has  taken  the  liberty  to  withdraw  the  Design  which  he  had 
made,  at  their  refpiest.  for  the  Pedestal  of  the  Statue  of  AVilliam  Penn.

The  minutes  explain  that  these  were  **  to  encircle  the  statue  of 
William  Penn ;  "  and  also  that  the  sum  Manager  Brown  had  paid 
was  presented  to  the  Hospital, 

Which  the  Board  acknowledged  with  thanks,  and  a  certificate  for  ^42.00  as  an 
addition  to  his  former  contribution. 

July  27,  181 2,  the  only  time  a  fact  of  the  kind  is  mentioned  in 
the  minutes, 

Edward  Penington  is  appointed  a  committee  to  cause  the  Pedestal  on  which 
the  Statue  of  William  Penn  is  erected  to  be  properly  cleansed  and  the  lettering 
on  the  Scroll  and  Pedestal  renewed. 

This  was  reported  done,  September  25,  181 2.  It  is  possible, 
that,  in  after  years,  if  ever  rei)eated,  it  was  not  considered  of  suffi- 
cient importance  to  mention  upon  the  minutes. 

About  1850,  during  a  severe  storm,  the  statue  was  blown  over 
and  fell  prostrate.  It  was  found,  upon  examination,  that  the  support 
of  one  foot  had  become  corroded  and  decayed.  In  order  to  restore 
it  to  its  former  position,  it  required  a  high  heel  and  sole,  the  statue 
was  then  securely  placed  upon  the  pedestal  again,  and  since  that  time, 
has  remained  there,  facing  Pine  Street  in  the  centre  of  the  lawn  on 
the  south  front  of  the  Hospital.  The  illustration  on  page  239,  shows 
the  position  of  the  Statue  and  also  the  chains,  which  originally  sur- 
rounded it,  but  which  were  removed  some  years  later. 

Curiously  enough,  the  history  of  the  statue  was  cleared  up  by 
the  presentation,  June  29,  1846,  by  Mr.  Daniel  B.  Smith,  of  Philadel- 
phia, of  an  original  letter,  accidentally  discovered  by  him  in  making 
some  historical  researches.  It  was  a  letter  from  Benjamin  Franklin, 
probably  written  soon  after  he  had  made  a  visit  to  Lord  Le  Despencer, 
in  1775,  where  he  had  seen  the  statue  and  was  so  impressed  by  it  that 
he  expressed  a  wish  for  a  duplicate  to  be  placed  in  the  State  House 
grounds    in   Philadelphia.     Franklin  enclosed  a  printed  copy  of  the

*rhe  Managers  duly  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  other  articles 
mentioned  in  the  minutes  : 

(September  29,  1788)  Thomas  Affleck  having  prest'nted  for  the  Use  of  the 
House  a  Curious  Mahogany  Chair  for  the  easy  removal  of  sick  Patients  Value 
£11,  and  a  large  picture  frame  value  /"j,  the  Treasurer  is  desired  to  return  him 
the  thanks  of  the  Btjard  and  to  pive  him  a  Certificate  as  a  Contributor  of  fifleen 
pt^unds. 

(June  30,  1788)  Benjamin  Jacr*bs,  a  lad  alwmt  nineteen  years  of  age^ 
having  presented  the  Hospital  a  piece,  representing  the  (tftod  Samaritim,  of  his 
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own  drawing,  the  same  in  an.x*pted  und  the  Clerk  is  desired  to  return  Inm  the 
Thanks  of  the  Board  fur  his  iiiijenions  performance,  &  Joseph  Henzey  is  to  place 
it  over  the  Charity  Ixix  in  the  Hall. 

George  R  utter  hiwiiVK  alsfj  presented  a  Very  Cviriotis  paint  big  of  the  Good 
Samaritan,  done  by  his  Brother  in-law  an  apjirentice,  Jacob  Wiiitman^  Aged  about 
nineteen  ycani,  the  s<inie  is  accepted  with  ihe  thanks  of  the  Ikiartl  and  ordered 
to  be  placed  over  the  Breast  work  in  the  Managers' room,  and  the  Treasurer  is 
desired  to  give  him  a  Certificate  as  a  Contributor  of  fifteen  Pounds, 

(August  35,  1806)  A  Painting  is  presented  by  Redwood  Fisher,  vir.:  "The 
Physicians  Attemptinj?  to  Cure  a  love-Sick  Maid'"  in  a  j^ilt  frame— which  the 
steward  is  ordered  to  put  up  in  the  Tea  Rouni, 

Carriages  have  been  on  variotis  occasions  presented  to  the  Hos 
pitaL  June  26,  1786,  Thoraas  and  Samuel  Miers  presented  a  family 
carnage,  which  was  pttt  in  good  repair,  and  ihe  next  Se[)lember  was 
sold  for  ^r6o,  as  had  been  directed  by  the  donors.  November  26, 
1794,  Samuel  Cooper,  of  Delaware,  bequeathed  a  carriage  and  horses 
for  the  patients'  tise,  with  a  fund  for  their  support,  July  29,  1811, 
a  well'inade  carriage  was  presented  by  Robert  Fielding  fur  the  use  of 
patients.  The  attending  Managers,  on  Auga.st  26th*  were  directed 
*'  to  hereafter  mention  the  condition  of  the  carriage  in  their  monthly 
reports." 

Musical  instrumenis  have  also  been   presented  fur  the  entertain- 
ment of  the  sick  and  insane. 

October  27,  182S,  Dr,  John  Y,  Clark  presented  a  Piano  Forte 
for  the  use  of  the  Insane  Patients  of  this  House. 

November  24,  1828,  Dr,  Washington  pre- 
sented to  the  Institution,  for  the  use  of  the  Insane 
[Jejjartment,  a  musical  instrument  called  '*  The 
Grand  Harmon  icon," 

In  the  main  hall  of  the  Pine  Street  Hosi>itab    Diak,  Clocks 
under  the  west  staircase,  stands  an  eight-day  high  ^iid  uthrr 
case  clock,  which  attracts  the  attention  of  every  ^'^'^^^*^''''*l 
visitor,  and  which  deserves  special    mention  on 
account  of  its  historical  associations.   It  was  con- 
stritcted    by    Mr.    David    Rittenhouse,    of  Nor- 
riion,  about   1780,  and  is  of  a  larger  size  than 
ustial,  requiring  winding  only  twelve  times  a  year. 
It  was  de[)Osiled  in  the  Hospital,  March  24,  1819, 
by  Mi.ss  Sarah   Zane.     Subsequently,  by  her  will, 
it  was  bequeathed  to  the  institution;    her  death 
occurred  in   1870.     The  following  descri|)iion  is 
supplied  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Grupengiesser,  who  for  a 
long  lime  has   had  charge  of  the  clock.     Some 
)ears  ago  he  was  called  upon  to  make  extensive 
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repairs,  on  account  of  an  accident  caused  by  the  breaking  of  a  cord 
Details  of  and  the  consequent  falling  of  the  weight  upon  the  mechanism,  which 
High  Clock  ^j^gjj  occupied  the  lower  part  of  the  case.     He  writes  as  follows : 

The  clock  is  provided  with  a  planetarium,  showing  the  motion 
around  the  sun  of  the  heavenly  bodies — Uranus,  Jupiter,  Saturn, 
Mars,  Venus,  and  the  Earth. 

It  has  a  zodiac  circle  telling  the  daily  equation  of  the  sun  and  the 
length  of  the  day.     It  shows  the  passage  of  the  moon  and  its  equation. 

It  has  two  chiming  bells,  sounding  the  quarter  hours,  and  ten 
musical  bells  playing  a  tune  every  hour.  When  the  clock  was  put  in 
order  by  Mr.  Gropengiesser,  he  introduced  a  new  music-barrel, 
playing  six  different  airs,  viz.:  **01d  Folks  at  Home,'*  **Home, 
Sweet  Home,"  **Auld  Lang  Syne,"  **Star  Spangled  Banner," 
'*  The  Last  Rose  of  Summer;  "  and  ''  Then  You'll  Remember  Me." 
There  is  no  record  telling  what  airs  were  formerly  played  by  this 
instrument.  The  clock  was  originally  made  with  a  **  Cirkell  ** 
(circular)  or  *^  Graham"  escapement,  which  has  no  maintaining 
power,  such  as  now  is  commonly  used  in  these  clocks.  It  also  has  a 
peculiar  system  of  calculating  fractional  numbers,  which  early  in  the 
present  century  was  abandoned  by  clock-makers,  for  a  better  mode  of 
dividing  equal  numbers  by  higher  numbers  of  cogs  in  the  calculation. 
The  clock  has  a  wooden  pendulum,  beating  seconds.  The  dial  is  of 
metal  engraved,  the  numbers  being  in  Roman  characters.  The  upper 
central  portion  above  the  dial  exhibits  the  planetarium,  on  the  left 
hand  upper  corner  of  the  dial  is  a  small  dial  giving  the  tonic  position 
of  the  moon,  the  right  up])er  corner  shows  the  sun  equation,  by  a 
hand  indicating  the  daily  difference  between  the  mean  and  apparent 
time.  In  the  left  lower  corner  is  an  arrangement  to  control  the 
mechanism  for  striking;  on  the  right  side  is  a  dial  indicating  the 
succession  of  the  six  tunes.  On  the  inner  hour  circle  of  the  dial  is 
the  moon  with  an  especial  visage  of  the  position  of  the  same.  It  also 
shows  the  movement  of  the  earth  independently  of  the  moon. 

When  the  musical  portion  of  the  clock  was  renewed  by  Mr. 
Gropengiesser,  new  connections  with  the  planetarium  were  also 
introduced.  Previously  to  repairing,  it  had  been  only  used  for 
several  years  as  a  silent  timepiece,  but  since  the  restoration,  the 
chimes  are  now  regularly  heard ;  the  musical  airs,  however,  are 
generally  kept  in  reserve,  in  order  to  obviate  annoyance  by  their 
constant  repetition. 

The  Hospital  clock  was  made  under  the  personal  direction  of 
Rittenhouse,^    and   cost   at    that  time  considerably  more  than   one

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thousand  dollars,  but   its   iuirinsic   value   is  greatly  increased  by  its 
historical  associations  with   the  development  of   the  institution,  of 
which  it  has  been  an  inmate  for  the  greater  part  of  a  century. 
In  the  Hospital  ret  ords  mention  is  made  of  other  clucks :

A  Letter  was  produced  &  read  from  Thomas  Wa^staffe  dated  Loiulon  the 
i6lh  of  the  -Sth  mo  1764  last  sijiruifyiuK  that  as  11  ttiiken  o^  his  regard  he  has 
presented  lo  this  Hospitab  a  Sprinjtj  Dial  which  l>eiuK  lately  received^  Per  the 
ship  Hannover  CapL  Falkner^  is  thankfully  received  &  for  the  jireseni  placed 
in  the  MauaKt-TS'  room  aud  James  Peniberton  is  desired  on  behalf  of  this  Roard 
lo  acknowledjtte  our  grateful  acceptance  of  this  donation  &  to  send  him  a 
Certificate  under  the  Seal  of  the  Corporrttion  of  his  becomiTJg  a  Contributor, 
AJso  to  get  a  Certificate  for  Eiias  Bland  in  consideration  of  his  kind  prejiem  of 
the  fire  Engine  Sometime  Since  presented  by  him  and  received. 

This  timepiece  is  circular,  81  inches  in  circumference.  It  still 
keeps  fairly  correct  time  and  is  continued  in  use;  it  hangs  on  the 
wall  of  the  Women's  Surgical  Ward,  on  the  landing,  going  to  the 
second  floor. 

Other  clocks  have  been  at  variotis  times  presented,  but  no  special 
note  ap|>ears  to  have  been  made  by  the  Managers  in  their  minutes. 
The  local  disposition  of  the  timepieces  is  indicated  in  the  following : 

On  July  3o»  1810  the  Committee  for  repairing  the  Clocks  and  procuring  a  new 
one  report  they  are  finished  ;  the  old  Clocks  are  placed  in  the  East  and  West 
Halls  and  the  new  One  in  the  Manager's  Room.

"  The  pride  of  a  Scotchaian  **  was  not  to  be  **  hurt,"  for,  in  the 
minutes  made  on  the  day  the  second  letter  was  written  and  received 
(July  26,  1802),  it  is  recorded  : 

An  elegant  Bust  of  William  IVnn,  Proprietor  of  Penn^jyhania,  supported  on 
a  Column  of  Marhkof  our  own  Country,  is  pref*emed  this  day  by  James  Tratpiair, 
supposed  to  be  the  first  that  was  ever  made  in  the  I'.  States;  for  this  valuable 
present  the  Secretary  is  desired  to  return  the  thanks  of  the  Board  to  James 
Traquair  and  in  Consideration  thereof  the  Treasurer  is  desired  to  issue  a  Cer- 
tificate to  make  him  a  Contriliutor  to  the  Institution  under  the  Seal  of  tlie 
Corporation. 

John  Dorsey  was  desired  to  get  the  following  inscription  put  upon 
the  plinth,  viz.  :  "  This  Bust  of  William  Penn  was  presented  by  James 
Traqtiair,  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  anno  1^02." 

Again,  eight  years  afterwards,  (June  25,  1810),  we  find  it  recorded 
on  the  minutes,  that 

James  Tnupiair  having  finished  a  Valuable  anti  Klegant  Bust  of  fieneral 
W^^ashifigtnn  on  u  Pedestal  &  Pillar,  tjf  Pennsylvania  Marl>Ie,  which  he  means  to 
present  to  tfie  Pennsylvania  tlospital^  desires  to  know  what  inscription  he  shall 
insert  theretjn.  On  considering  the  Subject  it  is  aiui;reetl  thai  he  inscribe  on  it  the 
Following  Words,  Vi^  ;  "This  Bust  of  Washinjjton  was  presented  by  James 
Traquair^  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  Anno  1810." 

Tra(iuair  felt  highly  honored  by  the  reception  of  his  first  btist, 
pre-sented  in  1S02,  and  took  great  pleasure  in  the  attention  Ijesiowed 
on  him  ;  so  that  it  is  not  surprising  that  he  soon  tendered  a  second 
bust  to  the  Managers,  Another  fact  which  served  to  still  further 
arouse  his  pride  and  feeling  of  self  itmportance  we  find  in  the  words 
following  the  above  minute  :  **  The  Managers  attended  James  Traquair 
to  the  Contributors'  Room  and  fixed  with  him  the  places  where  he 
should  put  the  Busts  of  Penn  and  Washington/'  The  mere  fact  of 
the  Managers  formally  adjourning  to  accomiany  him  to  the  room  in 
which  the  busts  were  to  be  placed,  and  conferring  with  him  in  regard 
10  location,  and  no  doubt  very  deferentially  consulting  him  as  to  the 
most  suitable  position  for  them,  mtist  certainly  have  been  most  llatter- 
ing  to  his  pride  and  made  him  feel  himself  the  lion  of  the  occasion. 
After  placing  the  sculptures  in  position,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  unani- 
mously tendered  to  Mr.  Traquair  by  the  Board,

Whereupon  Kdward  Penington  and  Reeve  Lewis  were  appointed  to  emi>loy 
Thomas  Sully  to  execute  the  portrait. 

The  painting  now  occupies  a  commanding  position  at  the  side  of 
the  door  of  the  Lil)rary,  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Centre  building 
of  the  Pine  Street  Hospital  ;  the  life-si /e  portrait  of  Manager  Samuel 
Coates  occupying  a  similar  ])osition  to  the  left  side  of  the  door. 

William  R.  Clapp,  son  of  Allen  Clapp,  a  steward  of  the  Hospital, 
was  appointed  clerk  and  librarian  December  28,  1840,  and  he  served 
acceptably  until  March  26,  1849,  ^vhen  he  resigned. 

He  was  much  interested  in  the  Hospital,  and  after  leaving  it,  he 
presented,  June  28,  1857,  a  finely  e.xecuted  copy  of  Sir  Thomas 
Lawrence's  celebrated    oil    painting  of  Sir   Astley  Cooper,  the  dis- 
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tinguished  surgeon,  which  has  since  adorned  the  hall  of  the  HospitaK  , 

The  Board  accepted  ihe  gift  with  a  vote  of  ihanks  (June  29,  1857),   sir  Astlev 
and  made  Mr.  Clapp  a  contributor-  Cooper. 

A  bust  of  the  late  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush,  executed  in  plaster  by 
William  Rush,  carver,  was  presented  October  25,  18:3,  by  Joseph  S. 
Coates,  and  one  executed  in  like  manner,  and  by  the  same  artist*  of 
Doctor  Philip  S.  Physick,  was  presented  by  John  R.  Coaies,  The 
Secretary  was  requested  to  return  the  ihanks  of  the  Board  to  the  respec- 
tive donors. 

On  February  23,  1818,  Zaccheus  Collins  presented  a  bust  of 
Doctor  Caspar  Wistar.  for  which  the  Board  thanked  him,  and  directed 
that  it  be  placed  fn  the  library.

Incidental  reference  has  more  than  once  been  made  in  the  fore- 
going pages  to  the  Medical  Library  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 
From  what  is  known  of  Franklin's  projects  and  associations  for  the 
*'  promotion  of  nsefiil  knowledge  among  the  British  P*lantations  in 
North  America/*  and  the  able  and  active  assistance  afforded,  in 
furthering  his  ideas,  by  the  brothers,  Thomas  and  Phineas  Bond  (who 
wxre  prominent  members  of  his  famous  Junto),  it  is  only  natural  to 
suppose  that  the  Hospital,  which  they  were  foremost  in  establishing, 
would  sooner  or  later  be  brought,  in  some  manner,  to  contribute  to 
the  cause  of  education  and  the  advancement  of  medical  science. 
With  the  Bonds  on    the   Medical  Staff,  and   Franklin  as  Secretary,

the  Provincial  Assembly,  a  library  of  reference  would  seem  a  natural   i^t  Hospital 

sequence.    In  his  official  positions,  Franklin  could,  and  doubtless  did.   nnd  iJbniry, 

improve  many  opportunities  of  soliciting  donations  of   books,  both 

directly  and  by  suggestion,  especially  after  the  library  had  actually 

come  into  existence.     The  first  intimation »  however,  which  is  to  be 

found  upon  the  minutes,  of  anything  of  this  kind,  and  which  provided 

the  nucleus  around  which  the  idea  of  a  medical  library  subsequently 

took   shape,  appears   to   have  come   from    Dr.  John    Fothergilb   of 

London,  who  for  many  years  was  a  warm  friend  of  the  Hospital. 

Probably  his   personal    interest  was  at  first   aroused    principally  on 

account  of  his  acquaintance  with  Dr.  William  Shippen,  Jr. ^  during 

the  visit  of  the  latter  to  England  ;  the  elder  Dr.  Shippen  being  at 

that  time  one  of  the  Managers  of  the  n*:\v  institution. 

The  first  suggestion  of  the  future  medical  library  on  the  minutes 
occurs  in  a  communication  to  the  Board  of  Managers  accompanying 
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the  present  of  a  book  from  Dr;  Fothergillj  as  just  stated.     It  appears 
First   in  the  account  of  a  meeting  held  July  27,  1762,  and  reads  as  fullows: 

Presentalion

attend  under  the  Direction  of  the  Physicians,  which  is  kindly  accepted  by  the 

Managers  as  an  additional   Mark  of  the  Doctor's  benevolent   Reheard   to   this 

Institution,  and  \Vm.  Logan   is   requested  to  accjuaiiU   him  with  our   grateful 

Acceptance  thereof. 

The  idea  of  establishing  a  complete  library  of  works  of  reference 
for  the  young  students  in  physics  and  likewise  for  the  use  of  their 
preceptors,  however,  originated  with  the  physicians  of  the  Hospital. 
In  fact  the  library  received  its  first  great  impulse  from  the  medical 
staff  of  the  institution,  under  circumstances,  which  will  be  referred 
to  somewhat  in  detail,  in  the  subsequent  section. 

In  May,  1765,  the  Medical  Staff  informed  the  Managers  that 

As  the  CuBlont  of  most  of  the  Hospitals  in  Great  Britain  has  given  auclt 
gratuities  from  th(>se  students  who  attend  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  to  the  Physi- 
cians and  Suri4ec»ns  attending  ihcm,  we  think  it  pniperly  belongs  to  us  to  appro- 
priate the  Money  arising  from  thence.  And  we  prcfposctoapply  it  to  the  founding 
of  a  Medical  Lit>rary  in  I  lie  Hospital  which  we  judge  will  tend  greatly  to  the 
Advantage  of  the  Pupils  &  the  honor  of  the  Institution, 

This  proposal  of  the  Medical  Staff  was  adopted  by  the  Managers 
and  from  this  time  forward  the  permanence  of  the  Medical  Library 
was  assured.  Indeed*  the  fees  from  the  students  supplied  more  than 
sufficient  funds  to  establish  and  maintain  the  growing  collection  of 
medical  and  scientific  works,  which  afterwards  for  many  years  was 
the  most  considerable  and  important  in  the  cotmtry.  In  addition  to 
the  above  source  of  income,  which  was  known  as  the  **  Medical 
Fund/'  many  donations  and  bequests  of  books  from  friends  to  the 
institution  materially  assisted  in  increasing  the  stock  of  books, 
among  which  were  many  which  were  both  rare  and  valualde.  The 
first  acquisition  of  this  kind  has  been  referred  to ;  this,  several  years 
later,  was  followed  by  a  second  frum  the  same  donor,  whose  gift  has 
already  been  mentioned.     On  October  29,  1770, 

The  Treasurer  now  brought  to  the  Hoard  a  Treatise  tm  the  Materia  Medica  in 
two  volumes  quarto.  Kntitled  Lectures  nn  the  Materia  Medica  Cuntainiiig  the 
Natural  Histi^*ry  nf  Drugs  iht-ir  Values  and  Di>ses  &c  fmblished  from  thi:  Mann- 
script  of  the  late  Dr.  Charles  Alst^in  profe*^*inr  of  Butany  &c  in  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  l>y  JmIui  Hope  profesS'vr  of  Medicine  and  Botany  in  that  University, 
transmitted  by  our  frienci  Benjamin  Franklin  at  the  request  of  our  worthy  bene- 
factor E>r.  John  Fothergill  as  a  present  from  him  which  is  gralefuUv  accepted  and 
directtd  to  be  deposited  in  the  Medical  library. 
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The  library  of  Dr.  Lloyd  Zachary,  (a  memher  of  the  first  medical 
ilriBRfif  the  Hospital),  consisting  of  forty- three  volumes,  and  a 
number  of  pani|)hlets,  was  presented  to  the  institution  by  his 
Executors,  Hugh  RolH^rts  and  Samuel  Neave,  with  the  consent  of  the 
residuary  legate es>  ^*  towards  founding  a  Medical  Library.*'  These 
bonks  were  received  on  ihe  ^tb  of  J  an  nary,  1767,  and  a  week  later, 
on  the  17th,  we  find  also  that 

Ttii'  Medical  Fttxiks  iif  tlie  Litjrary  "f  Ur,  HciijamiM  MiirriB.  dvc'd.  Ix^ing 
presftitcd  liy  his  sister  Dtfln/rah  Morris  tnwards  iht'  samt*  piir[ii»s«  cunsistiiig  of 
55  volumes,  were  hrutight  to  t tit*  Library. 

The  latter  were  principally  standard  medical  works,  collected  by 
Dr,  Morris  during  his  attendance  u[>on  the  University  of  Ley  den. 
Mr.  Wra,  Strahan  of  London,  England,  in  1774,  made  a  donation  of 
1  looks  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds.  This  gift  was  perhaps 
promjjted  by  the  following  letter  to  Mr,  Strahan »  which  the  Com- 
mittee to  iirocnre  Imoks  for  the  medical  library  laid  before  the  Board. 
July  25,  1774,  the  list  of  needed  books  having  been  compiled  with 
the  assistence  of  the  medical  staff.

Rt'spvcird  />/>'«</.— T tie  Managers  af  the  Ptniisytvania  Husiiital  tuning 
deputed  us  to  procure  acjoie  lM>i:>ks  \ut  ttie  Medical  Library^  as  we  apprelieinl  tl^<>u 
canst  supply  us  in  itie  must  advantaKtiuis  Tt-rnis  we  herewith  send  tliee  a  I^ist  of 
tl^em  desiring  thee  to  prepare  auft  stiip  them  tH'  the  first  Vessel  comiiijt;  to  ttiis 
Port  that  they  may  be  here  liefore  the  winter.  Ttiis  we  are  very  desirious  of  as 
the  ycmiji  Sliadents  wIuj  from  the  neightj<jritiK  Pruvinces  attend  llie  Lectures  of 
Ihe  severat  professors  hi  fuir  Medical  Scliool  may  then  have  ihr  btnefil  of  reailing 
them  a  year  sooner  tlian  they  can  if  they  should  luit  arrive  before  next  Sprhig  ; 
ffir  llie  Cost  of  tbeni  we  will  send  thee  a  timely  Remittance,  When  any  new 
Bo€»ks  or  Essays  on  any  l>ranch  of  Medicine  appear  we  shall  be  glati  to  tuive 
C<»pies  of  such  of  them  sent  as  are  of  small  Cost  and  an  acc't  of  sucli  as  are  more 
Cfjstly  than  if  we  judge  iheni  necessary  we  may  send  for  them. 

The  desired  medical  liooks  arrived  the  following  December. 

In  t790^  the  Managers  opened  correspondence  with  the  celebrated 
Dr.  John  Coakley  Lettsom,  in  London,  requesting  and  authorixing 
him  to  select  and  purchase  medical  works  for  the  Library,  This 
confidence  was  not  misplaced.  Dr,  Lettsom  was  a  finii  friend  to  the 
institution  during  his  life,  and  the  library  is  indebted  to  him,  not 
only  for  the  judicious  manner  in  which  he  discharged  this  trust,  but 
also  for  many  presents  of  books  which  greatly  increased  the  value  of 
the  collection.     (Dr.  Lettsum's  portrait  appears  on  page  323  ante.) 

Some  individual  donations  are  of  sufficient  interest  to  deserve 
mention.  Dr.  FuthergilTs  have  been  acknowledged.  On  March  31, 
1800,  the  Board  returned  thanks  to  Dr.  William  Currie  for  a  present 
of  two  copies  each  of  his  **  Memoirs  on  Yellow  Fever  in  1798/'  and 
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What   the  proposed   changes  were  does   not   appear  upon   the 
minutes,  but  they  were  probably  considered  too  unimportant  to  be 
recorded. 
First  The  first  Catalogue  was  published  in  the  year  1 790,  and  represented 

Catalogue  twenty-one  folio  volumes,  seventy-seven  quarto,  three  hundred  and 
forty-one  octavo,  and  eighty-nine  duodecimo — total,  five  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  volumes.  An  addition,  or  supplement  to  the  Catalogue 
was  compiled,  printed,  and  issued  three  years  later. 

The  Library  having  been  greatly  enriched  by  gifts  and  purchase, 
it  was  decided  on  January  28,  1805,  to  prepare  a  new  Catalogue  which 
was  finally  issued  the  following  year. 

The  industry  and  zeal  of  Samuel  Coates,  Secretary  of  the  Library 
Committee,  was  manifested  in  his  interest  in  the  Library  and  assist- 
ance in  preparing  the  Catalogue.  The  Managers,  (February 
24,  1806),  tendered  the  Committee  the  thanks  of  the  Board  for 

Their  strict  attention  to  the  duties  of  their  appointment.  Also  to  Dr.  Thomas 
Parke  for  the  assistance  he  rendered,  and  the  particular  thanks  of  the  Managers 
are  due  to  Dr.  Joseph  Hartshorne  for  the  great  labor  he  bestowed  in  forming  the 
Catalogue,  the  judicious  Classification  of  the  Subjects  and  general  Arrangement 
of  the  Books.  The  Committee  are  continued  to  have  the  books  bound  and  they 
are  requested  to  inform  Archibald  Bartram  of  the  Satisfaction  of  the  board  with 
the  neatness  and  correctness  of  his  Work  which  the  Treasurer  is  desired  to  pay 
for  on  receiving  the  Conmiittee's  order.  The  Catalogues  in  stifi"  paper  Covers  are 
to  be  sold  at  50  cts.  each  ;  and  the  Committee  are  requested  to  i)resent  one  Copy 
well  bound  to  the  City  Library  in  the  Name  of  the  Contributors. 

And  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  a  copy  was  also  directed  to  be 

Presented  to  Dr.  Lettsom  of  London  neatly  bound  ;  onv  to  the  College  of 
Physicians  of  Philadelphia  ;  one  to  the  American  Philost)phical  Society  ;  one  to 
the  New  York  Hospital  for  their  Medical  Library  ;  i»ne  to  Dr.  Joseph  Hartshorne 
and  one  to  Samuel  Hopkins  the  Junior  pupil  of  llie  house,  also  that  one  copy 
should  be  delivered  to  each  of  the  Managers  and  Physicians. 

A  new  regulation  was  adopted,  May  26,  1806,  which  indicates 
that  the  Library  was  coming  into  more  general  use  for  reference  and 
that  physicians  desired  to  resort  to  it  early  in  the  day.     Thus 

At  the  request  of  the  Physicians,  the  Library  is  ordered  to  be  opened  until 
further  Orders  at  nine  of  tlie  Clock. 

It  was  discovered  that  books  were  taken  from  the  Library  without 
Mi.ssing.    proper  records  being  made,  and  this  irregularity  finally  grew  to  such 
proportions  that  the  Managers  were  comi)elled  to  take  action  upon  it. 
Accordingly  we  read,  under  date  of  August  29,  1808, 

A  List  of  missing  Books  was  now  laid  before  the  >Lanagers,  some  of  which 
have  been  out  for  Years  and  Notes  not  taken  for  many  of  them  so  that  great 
Carelessless  on  the  part  of  our  I  ibrarian  appears  very  evident  ;  to  prevent  such 
irregularities  in  future  and  to  enable  Samuel  Hopkins  to  recover  them,  it  is  now 
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ordered  that  the  Ahufital  /Jhrar)'  Sf  C/oxrrf  and  no  book  loaned  betwttn  this  aiifl 
the  next  fiieeting  of  the  Btturd.  in  the  mt*anlime  he  is  desired  to  slay  a  few  days 
in  the  City  and  devote  his  time  to  colk-m  all  that  are  out  ;  he  is  alsu  required  l<j 
furnish  the  Secretary  with  a  Complete  List  of  what  remains  oiu  after  he  has  made 
this  Collection  ;  fifty  Copies  are  to  be  dislrilmted  amtnigtlie  Physicians  and  luiiiils 
and  One  Cirpy  is  to  be  inserted  in  the  Pnblic  News  Papers  with  a  request  that 
borrowers  will  return  the  B«x>ks  without  delay. 

At  the  followtng  meeting  (September  26)  it  was 

Agreed  lite  Library  is  not  to  lie  opened  until  further  Orders,  as  John  Moore 
who  is  now  appointed  Librarian  must  examine  the  books  before  he  gives  a  receipt 
for  Iheni. 

It  is  presumed,  as  soon  as  the  new  Librarian  had  made  out  the 
list  and  receipted  for  the  books,  that  the  library  was  again  opened, 
but  greater  precautions  than  liefore  were  now  observed  in  order  to 
prevent  further  loss  of  books.  The  Managers  (November  2S,  iSoS), 
passed  the  following  rule,  which  indicates  that  the  Library  had  been 
again  thrown  open  under  the  regtilalions  then  in  force  : 

It  is  agreed  to  dispense  with  the  deposit  for  bwioks  so  far  as  by  the  5lh  rule  it 
is  required  of  the  Managers  Physicians  and  Treasurer  and  no  further. 

The  gratifying  announcement  was  made  July  27,  1812,  that 

A  consideriible  number  of  the  Bftoks  heret(»fore  missing  have  been  recovereil 

and  placed  in  the  Library.     The  Secretary  is  requested  to  make  out  a  List  of  Missing- 

such  as  are  stin  missing  and  publish  it  with  a  request  that  the  persons  into  whose  Books 

hands  they  may  have  fallen  will  restore  them  to  the  Institution,  Advertised* 

This  duty  was  promi>tly  performed  by  the  Secretary  who  reported 
at  the  October  meeting 

That  he  had  made  out  a  list  of  the  missing  Books  &  placed  it  in  the  hands  of 
Zachiirlah  PfiuJson  for  Publicatirm. 

As  an  additional  precaiition,  it  was  decided  to  direct  the  book- 
binder to  mark  the  books  so  that  they  might  be  more  readily 
identified,  (November  30,  1S12), 

Edward  Peninjjton  is  ruqnested  to  have  the  words  "  PENNSYLVANIA 
HOSPITAL"  [jrinted  at  least  on  two  pages  of  each  volume  of  the  Books 
belonginjij  tf  >  the  Medical  Library. 

Shortly  after  the  acquisition  by  the  Library  of  the  books  of  Prof. 
Benjamin  S.  Barton's  estate,  a  supplement  to  the  Catalogue  was  issued, 
containing  the  titles  of  works  added  between  1806  and  1S18. 

It  was  found  that  the  additions  since  the  last  edition  of  the 
Catalogue  had  l>een  so  numerous  that  a  new  edition  had  to  be  taken 
into  consideration. 

It  is  stated  in  a  minute  of  Jantiary  26,  18291  that  Mr,  William 
G.  Mai  in 

Having  nearly  completed  a  newlyarranged  Catalogue  of  the  Books  belonging 
to  this  Institution, 
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The  Committee  who  have  charge  of  the  Library  is  authorized  to  have  not 
Revised   exceeding  five  hundred  Copies  printed,  together  with  the  Rules  for  the  Govem- 
Catalogue    »"ent  of  the  Library. 

Issued.  As  indicating  the  money  value  of  the  books  and  furniture  at  that 

time  the  following  is  of  interest : 

(April  27 — 1829)  The  Treasurer  reports  having  effected  an  Insurance  on  the 
Library  for  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  in  the  American  Fire  Insurance 
Company  for  seven  years. 

The  newly-arranged  Catalogue  was  completed  by  the  following 
August  and,  at  the  meeting  on  the  3d  of  this  month,  the  following 
record  was  made : 

A  highly  interesting  historical  sketch  of  the  origin  and  progress  of  the  Medical 
Library  of  this  Institution  prepared  by  William  G.  Malin  Librarian,  was  read  at 
this  time  and  the  Managers  believing  its  publication  with  the  Catalogue  prepared 
by  the  same  individual,  will  be  useful,  it  is  agreed  to  append  it  thereto,  and  the 
Library  Committee  are  authorized  to  have  it  printed. 

The  Library  Committee  was  authorized  and  requested  to  present 
copies  of  the  Catalogue  to  each  Physician  or  Surgeon  who  is  or  has 
been  in  attendance  at  the  Hospital  and  to  the  Resident  Physicians; 
also,  one  copy  to  each  of  the  Managers  and  the  Treasurer  and  the 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Philadelphia  Almshouse, 
the  Philosophical  Society  and  the  New  York  Hospital.  A  copy  was 
subsequently  presented  to  the  Philadelphia  Library  Company  and  the 
Athenjeum.  It  was  resolved  to  sell  the  Catalogue  at  one  dollar  per 
copy. 
Supplement  Eight  years  later,  in  1837,  it  was  found  necessary  to  issue  a  sup- 

Compiled,  plement  to  the  last  Catalogue,  which  was  also  compiled  by  the 
Librarian.  The  Library  at  this  time  comi)rised  7300  volumes  and 
was  growing  at  the  rate  of  more  than  150  titles  per  annum.  In 
1856,  it  was  found  that  the  collection  had  increased  to  over  ten 
thousand  volumes,  under  the  careful  sui)erintendence  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  and  the  excellent  guardianship  of  Mr.  William  G.  Malin, 
who  had  devoted  himself  to  his  duties  and  took  great  interest  in  caring 
for  the  books,  both  while  actually  in  charge  as  librarian  and  subse- 
quently while  Steward  of  the  Hospital.  It  was  deemed  advisable  to 
New  Edition  prepare  another  edition  of  the  Catalogue  at  this  time  and  the  Managers 
Catalogue.  ^^^^^  ^^  fortunate  as  to  secure  the  services  of  Dr.  Emil  Fischer,  whose 
literary  and  scientific  attainments  well  fitted  him  for  the  task,  which 
he  undertook  with  zeal.  The  peculiarities  of  the  new  classified  Cata- 
logue are  best  explained  in  the  words  of  Dr.  Fischer  in  the  preface  to 
the  work,  in  which  he  pays  a  deserved  compliment  to  his  predecessor 
in  office: 

The  Library  .  .  .  contains  at  present  10,500  volumes  and  is  considered  now 
one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  collection  of  Medical  Works  in  this  country.  The 
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perusal  t>f  its  Cutalo^iie   will  show  that    it   is  a  fair  rep  resent  at  ivf  uf  tiiedkal 

standard  Hterature,  particularly  in  its  English  anil   Fretuh  part^  a  result  K^^-'^tly 

owin^  to  the  iiittTtsl  taken  in  the  choice  and  purchasv  of  works  l>y  Mr,  M.ilin,  the 

former  librarian  and  present  steward  of  tlie  Hospital,  and  by  stmieuf  the  medical 

officers  of  the  House.     The  present  i*atalo|iUe  is  an  entirely  new  wiirk  and  has    P^*'^^^    ftew 

been  compiled  independently  uf  its  predecessf>rs.     For  the  old  plan  of  disposing    ^^  ^^'^B"^- 

the  works  in  alphabetical  order  of  the  names  uf  their  authors,  a  classified  arranj^e- 

nient  according  to  subjects  has  Iwen  substituted. 

Dr.  Emil  Fischer  did  this  work  entirely  by  himself  while  he  was 
subjected  to  many  interroptions,  for,  dtiring  this  time,  the  Library  was 
open  and  the  books,  owing  to  their  being  hi  use  for  constant  refer- 
ence, were  liable  to  disarrangement  in  the  regular  order  they  shonld 
occupy  upon  the  shelves.  His  views  as  to  system  and  details  of 
classification  are  also  given  in  hts  preface  to  the  Catalogue  from  which 
we  have  just  quoted  : 

For  the  classification  used  in  tlie  present  Catalojcue,  the  coniptler  is  essen- 
tially indebted  to  the  Catnloj^ue  Raisotm^:-  ot  the  IJhraryor  the  Medical  Society  of 
Edinbur>s;ti,  the  arrangement  of  which  has  been  followed  out  iis  far  as  s<jnie  ditler- 
ence  in  the  compass  and  character  of  the  two  libraries  would  permit. 

The  whole  work  has  been  divided  into  four  parts,  viz  :  Medicine,  Science, 
Literature,  and  Miscellanies-  Each  part  has  been  subdivided  into  chapters,  tht 
first  and  most  iinporlaiU  jmrt  containing  eight  of  them,  viz  :  I.  Anatoiny,  iticlud- 
ing  Human  and  Qmiparative  Anatomy  ;  11.  Physiology  :  III.  Materia  Medica  and 
Pharmacy,  inchiding  Hygiene  and  Therapeutics;  IV*  General  Pathology  and 
Practice  of  Medicine ;  V.  Surgery  ;  VI.  Midwifery  and  Uisexises  ol  Women  and 
Children;  VII.  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Medical  Pidire;  and  VIII.  Medical 
Literature, 

It  will  be  fonnd,  that  the  classification  and  snl*-classification  of  the-  diderent 
chapters  coincide,  as  far  as  can  be  in  a  work  of  this  kind,  with  those  adopted  in 
most  systematic  works  on  the  different  branches  of  medical  and  general  science. 
Only  in  those  instances  where  no  scientific  ground  for  chissifi cation  could  be 
found,  the  alphabetical  arrangement  has  l>een  had  recimrse  to. 

For  the  disposition  of  a  book,  not  only  its  title  but  also  its  ccmtents  had  to  be 
taken  into  consideration.  In  order  not  to  separate  a  work  from  others  contained 
tinder  a  certain  sub- head,  and  treating  on  the  same  subject,  but  from  ditlerent 
jioints  of  view,  its  relation  to  the  general  head  had  to  be  sometimes  tlisregardcd. 

Titles  which  had  to  be  repeated  frequently,  were  abbreviated  in  accordance 
tf>  the  head  under  which  they  were  placed,  and  by  this  measure  unnecessary 
incumbrance  of  the  OUalogiie  was  avoided.  The  space  thus  gained  has  been 
taken  advantage  of  for  the  quotation  of  monographs,  essays,  &c.  contained  in 
collective  works,  or  in  ajjpendices  to  larger  treatises.  These  quotations  have 
been  necessarily  confined  to  such  essays,  which  either  were  known  to  liave  been 
published  in  a  separate  form,  or  which,  from  the  nature  of  their  contents  or 
extent,  seemed  to  be  of  some  importance.  Some  of  these  points  had  to  he  ascer- 
tained by  the  aid  of  bib]iogra]jhical  works. 

The  Catalogue  Raisonne  of  1857,  with  the  supplement  isfiued  in 
1883,  is  still  in  use  as  the  official  catalogue,  and  has  been  found  to 
facilitate  reference  and  to  greatly  increase  the  usefulness  of  the  Library. 
It  was  received  with  marked  evidences  of  appreciation,  both  by  the 
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Managers  and  the  Medical  StafT  of  the  institution,  and  Dr.  Fischer  had 
the  proud  satisfaction  of  accomplishing  a  useful  and  laborious  work  in  a 
manner  which  reflected  the  highest  credit  upon  his  industry  and  literary 
skill. 

The  additions  to  1893  ^Jring  up  the  aggregate  number  of  volumes 
to  14,8 1 2,  comprised  as  follows:  octavos,  11,103;  duodecimos,  1482; 
quartos,  1828;  folios,  399. 

It  was  probably  a  part  of  the  original  design  of  the  Managers  and 
Physicians  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  to  provide  for  the  establish- 
ment of  an  Anatomical  and  Pathological  Museum  in  connection  with 
the  institution,  or  if  this  had  not  been  their  intention  originally,  it 
was  stiggested  by  them  shortly  after  the  new  building  was  opened. 

It  is  recorded  that  on  the  30th  of  April,  1757*  Deborah  Morris 
presented  a  human  skeleton,  for  the  purpose  of  medical  teaching.  In 
1772  a  skeleton  and  preparations  of  muscles  and  arteries  were  pur- 
chased from  the  estate  of  Dr.  William  Logan,  deceased  ;  and  again 
December  28,  1805,  the  executors  of  a  Dr,  Carter,  of  Virginia,  pre- 
sented a  skeleton  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  students 
and  others  attending  the  practice  of  the  house. 

An  important  event  in  the  History  of  the  Hospital  occurred  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Managers  and  Treasurer,  which  was  held  id  the 
Warden's  Room  at  the  Court  House,  Philadelphia,  the  Sth  nth 
month,  1762  ; 

The  Board  being  caUecl  at  the  Request  i>f  DocV  William  Shipi^en  junV»  lately 
arrived  from  London^  he  attended  &  *'  infurmt- c!  the  B*JArct  tliat  Per  the  "  Ciirolina ' 
Capl.  Friend,  are  arrived  from  Doc'r  John  Fothergill,  Seven  Ciises  which  contain 
a  parcel  tif  Anatomical  Drawings  which  the  Doctor  informed  him  when  in  London 
he  intended  as  a  Present  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital ,  but  that  he  has  not 
received  any  Letter  or  Iiivoicc  of  them  nor  any  further  directions  but  what  the 
Doctor  verbally  gave  him  there  Sk  that  he  concludes  his  constant  Engagemrnts 
had  prevented  his  Writing  Ptr  this  Ship  Bui  by  a  Letter  from  him  to  James 
Pemhfrlon  dated  ;tli  4100  last  lie  therein  signtlies  in  general  his  Intentions  of 
sending  this  Present  to  the  Hospital  &  the  l*ses  he  proposes  thereby  of  wch  the 
follow injj  is  an  A hs tract ; 

"  I  distributtd  the  Books  lliou  wast  pleafi'd  to  send  me  as  desir'd  but  they 
came  perha|>s  at  an  unlucky  Juncture,  ^toney  is  nnnli  wanted  here  for  numerous 
PurpuscH  &  men  part  with  Fifty  Pounds  with  reluctance  when  they  know  that  a 
lillle  more  would  purchase  them  a  hundred,  the  Hospital  however  must  <»iit>sist 
itself  as  well  as  possible  till  lielter  times  I  purp*ise  to  send  by  Doc'r  Shippen  a 
present  to  it  of  some  intrinsic  value  tho'  not  probably  of  ii^imediate  Benefitt,  I 
need  not  tell  thee  that  the  Knt»wled^![e  of  Anatomy  is  of  exceeding  great  use  to 
Practilioners  in  Physic  iSt  Surgery  &  that  the  means  of  procuring  Subjects  with 
you  are  not  easy,  some  prt-tty  accurate  anatomical  Drawings  al>aut  half  as  big  as 
the  Life  have  fallen  into  my  hands  &  Which  I  purpose  to  send  to  your  Hospitnl 
to  be  under  the  Care  of  the  Physicians  &  to  be  by  some  of  them  explained  to  the 
StudeiUs  or  Pupils  who  may  attend  the  Hospital. 
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•*  In  the  want  of  real  Subjects  these  will  havetheir  Use  &  I  httverecomiut^iided 
it  to  Dr.  Shippeii  to  ^ive  a  Course  of  Anatomical  Lectures  tn  sucli  as  may  altenrl, 
he  is  very  well  qualilied  for  the  suhjcct  &  will  soon  be  Hj! lowed  hy  iin  aliie 
Assistant  l)r,  MorijaTi  Ujth  of  whom  1  apprt'lK-iid  will  not  only  he  usehil  to  the 
Province  in  thtir  EmploynienLs  l>iit  if  suitably  countenancefl  by  the  LeK'slatUTe 
will  be  able  to  erect  a  School  for  Physic  amongst  you  that  may  draw  many 
Students  from  various  parts  of  America  &  the  West  Indies  &  at  kxist  furnish 
them  with  a  better  Idea  of  the  Rudiments  of  their  Profession  ihan  ihey  have  at 
prc-sent  the  Means  of  acqiiirinK  on  yonr  Side  of  the  Water. 

"  Should  the  Mana>;ers  of  the  Hospital  think  pn>pt"r  1  could  wish  that  if  the 
Drawings  &  Casts  I  shall  send  P.  the  next  Convoy  come  safe  that  they  might  be 
lodged  in  some  low  Apartment  of  the  Hospital  not  to  be  seen  by  every  Person 
but  with  the  Permission  of  a  Trustee  &  for  son*e  small  Gratuity  for  the  Benefttl 
of  the  House,  The  llrawhigs  are  in  Crayons  &  should  therefore  not  be  kept  in 
t<w  dry  a  place  nor  shaked  about  too  nuich," 

And  Doctor  Shippen  proposing  to  exhibit  a  Course  of  Lectures  on  Anatomy 
this  Winter  requested  he  might  have  recourse  to  the  said  Drawings  &  Casts  the 
Managers  l>eing  desirous  of  countenancing  him  in  his  undertaking  agree  he  may 
have  the  use  of  them  in  such  manner  and  place  as  after  consulting  the  Physicians 
may  be  tliought  most  convenient  Jt  least  prejudicial  to  the  Drawings  as  they 
require  to  he  handled  with  the  greatt*st  Delicacy  St  Care  Sc  after  consulting  with 
the  Physicians,  who  on  Xotice  being  sent  them  attended  on  the  occasion  \i^, 
Thomas  Bond,  Phineas  Bond,  William  Shippen,  senr.,  John  Redman ,  & 
Cadwalader  Evans.  U»  whom  the  proposal  of  Dr.  Shippen  junr,  of  his  exhibiting 
a  course  of  Lectures  &c.  being  comnutnicated  they  unanimously  expressed  their 
approbation  thereof  &  it  was  concluded  that  the  several  Cases  should  l.te  con- 
veyed to  the  Hospital  &  that  the  Physicians  &  Managers  would  attend  there 
lo-morrow  3  o'clock  i\  m.  to  view  the  Contents. 

The  Board  met  Novetiiber  9,  1762,  and 

Open'd  three  Cases  containing  Eighteen  different  curious  Views  of  various 
parts  of  the  Human  Body  in  Crayons  framed  St  glaiifed  ;  three  Cases  of  Anato- 
mical Castings,  &  one  Case  containing  a  Skeleton  it  FLUtus. 

It  is  agreed  that  the  preparations  shcudd  be  deposite<l  in  the  North  Room  on 
the  Second  Floor  &  the  same  Committee  with  Samuel  Rhoads  are  desired  to 
employ  Workmen  to  affix  a  Partition  in  that  Room  &  make  it  convenient  for 
the  Purpose. 

In  ordt-r  to  comply  as  near  as  possible  with  the  Intention  of  the  Donor  it  is 
unanimously  agreed  that  the  anatomical  Drawings  &  Casts  should  not  be  per- 
mitted  to  be  taken  out  of  the  Ruom,  the  Key  of  which  is  to  be  put  under  the 
particuhir  Care  of  ihf  Managers  in  attendance. 

And  if  any  Professor  of  Anatomy  is  desirous  to  exhibit  Lectures  he  is  to 
apply  to  them  for  Liberty. 

All  such  Pupils  as  attend  the  said  Lectures  intended  to  be  exhiliited  by 
Dr.  Shij^pen  or  any  other  Person  should  pay  a  Pistole  each. 

And  such  Persians  who  from  curiosity  may  apply  to  view  the  said  Paintings 
&c.  should  pay  a  Dollar  each. 

Doctor  William  Shippen,  Junr. ,  met  the  Managers  at  the  London 
Coffee  House  May  17,  1763,  and  proposed  that  an  advantage  may 
arise  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Anatomical  Drawings  and  Casts  and 
offered  his  service  to  attend  twice  in  a  Month  to  give  some  general 
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explanation  to  such  persons  who  may  be  desirotis  to  view  them.  The 
following  advertisement  was  agreed  to  be  pnbHshed  in  the  next 
'*  Gazette,'*  viz-  : 

The  Generous  Donaiion  ol"  Doctor  FotliergiM  of  London  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  of  a  Set  of  Anatomical  Pointings  &  Castings  in  plaister  of  Paris  rej»re- 
setUioK  (ItfiVrent  views  of  the  Several  parts  of  the  Human  body  being  now 
deposited  in  a  Convenient  Chamber  of  the  Hospital,  As  there  rnay  be  many  Per- 
sons besides  Slndmits  in  Physic  desirous  to  gain  some  general  knowledge  of  the 
Structure  nf  the  Human  l>ody  ; 

Dr.  William  Shippen  jun-r,  proposes  to  attend  there  on  the  seventh  day  of 
the  Week  at  5  it' clock  \\  M.  and  once  a  fortnight  on  the  same  day  of  the  Week  ut 
the  same  hour  during  thesumtner  season  to  explain  &  demonstrate  to  such  per- 
sons who  are  willing  to  give  a  Dollar  Each  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospltnl. 

The  Managers  made  the  following  acknowledgment  to  the  donor: 

PBNNSVLVANfA  HOSPITAL,  29th  I2lh  ino.   1763. 

Estcrmrd  Friend.— The  assurances  we  have  had  by  diverse  Instances  of  thy 
fiivourable  Attention  to  the  Interests  of  this  Hospital  excited  in  our  minds  the 
Sentiments  of  Gratitude  ik  Respect  which  were  confirmed  by  thy  generous 
Donations  of  a  Sett  of  Anatomical  Painting  &  Castings  and  on  the  reciv'R  them 
we  determined  to  make  our  Acknowledgement  of  thy  Benevolence  We  deferr'd 
doing  it  sometime  being  in  hopcsof  receiving  the  additional  Favour  nf  thy  Advice 
and  Instructions  respecting  the  most  proper  manner  of  rendering  this  very  useful 
present  of  the  most  extensive  Service  but  we  cannot  excuse  our  Delay  till  this 
Time,  &  must  rely  on  thy  favourable  Cfnistruction  of  this  Omission. 

Being  desirous  of  rendering  thy  kind  Intentions  as  effectual  as  we  could,  we 
observed  the  Hints  given  in  thy  Letter  to  Jnmes  Pemberlon  &  have  placed  them  in 
cases  conveniently  lixed  in  a  Room,  the  legist  exp^jsed  to  the  Heat  of  the  Sun  & 
our  dry  Air  and  in  which  Dr.  Shippcu  or  any  other  Professor  may  be  accommo- 
dated when  he  has  Ocassion  in  his  Lecturer  to  have  recourse  to  them.  The 
Students  in  Surgery  and  others  who  are  admitted  to  view  them  were  for  some 
time  attended  by  him  and  l.»y  one  or  more  of  the  Managers,  but  lately  the  Steward 
or  Matron  have  been  intrusted  to  supply  the  Place  of  the  Managers,  and  we  are 
in  hopes  some  considerable  Service  will  accrue  by  the  Instruction  conveyed  by 
this  means. 

The  Prenu'um  paid  for  this  Priviledge  hath  produced  more  than  we  exj»ected, 
and  when  such  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty,  who  are  duly  qualified ,  and  incited  by 
a  desire  of  promoting  the  public  Good^  will  devote  their  Time  and  Attention,  we 
may  hnpe  there  will  be  such  compleat  Courses  of  Lectures  given  to  the  various 
Branches  of  Physical  Knowledge,  as  to  render  their  Service  very  extensive,  w  Inch 
it  will  uffnrd  us  much  Satisfaction  &  Pleasure  to  [promote. 

We  shnuld  have  Wen  solltcilous  about  making  Remittances  before  this  time, 
for  the  Medicines  we  last  receiv'd  from  S  &  T  Bevan  If  we  ha<l  not  been  informed 
by  our  friend  Benjamin  Franklin  that  thou  hadst  kintlly  undertaken  to  procure 
Contributions  there  sufficieiU  for  tlie  Purpose,  we  are  now  again  in  Want  of  a 
further  Supply,  and  have  therefore  sent  an  Inv.  to  S  &  T  Bcvan  for  which  we 
shall  endeavor  to  pay  them  in  due  time,  unless  the  Success  of  these  Contributions 
has  been  so  great  as  to  render  it  unnecessary. 

We  have  directed  the  Accots.  of  last  Year  to  be  sent  ihee.  We  have  since 
admitted  397  Patients  &  Discharg'd  234  ji;^  and  there  are  now  I2t  remaining  of 
whnm  37  are  Lunatics,  when  the  Accots.  of  the  Current  year  now  expiring  arc 
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adjusted^  we  iiiLeiul  to  (Jnler  a  niiplicatc  thereof  to  be  sent  thee  and  shall  at  all 
times  receive  with  Pleasure  ain-  Intiniations  nf  what  thou  mayst  jud^je  Cnndurive 
ii(  the  Interest  or  tending  to  proinotf  the  purpose  uf  this  Inslitntirm. 

We  salute  thee  with  niurh  Respect,  &  are  thy  Oblij^ed  Real  Friends. 

No  fyrther  conimuiitcation  having  been  received  from  Dn 
Fothergill,  the  Managers  again  addressed  him  May  20,  1765,  as 
follows ; 

Esieem^d  Friend.— W^^  have  for  S4>nic  time  past  promised  ourselves  the 
pleasure  of  receiving  a  Letter  fram  thee  cm  the  aflairs  of  this  Hospital  but  are  as 
yet  disappointed. 

By  the  Copy  of  wrhat  we  wrote  thee  on  the  29th  December  1765  which  we 
expect  has  reached  thy  hands  thou  willt  he  informed  of  our  Krat^^^^il  accept.in<:e 
of  thy  Kenerous  donation  of  the  Anatomical  Paintings  and  Casts  the  manner  in 
vbich  we  have  disposed  of  them  tt  the  advantajije  &  usefulness  they  have  given 
i,  as  likewise  the  state  of  the  Instittitiun  to  that  lime ;  Since  which  the  same 
■^ItentJou  and  care  as  heretofore  has  been  continued  by  the  Physiciiins  and 
Manajjers  that  we  have  the  Pleasure  lt»  observe  its  reputation  increase  &  our 
afiairs  in  a  satisfactory  situation. 

The  vahie  of  the  gift  from  Dr.  Fothergillj  more  especially  the 
drawings,  which,  indeed,  compare  favorably  with  any  anatomical 
illustrations  of  the  present  day,  was  very  considerable,  being  estimated 
in  the  schcdide  of  the  stock  of  the  Hospital  at  ^350.  The  subsequent 
history  of  the  Folhergill  Collection  will  be  found  a  few  pages  further 
on. 

In  1793,  the  Managers  acquired  for  the  Museum  a  very  remark- 
able collection  of  Anatomical  prej>arations,  including  dried,  injected    Dr.  Abraham 
and  ])ainted  specimens,  together  with  a  scries  of  beautiful  wax  models  by   tTliovet. 
Dr.  Abraham  C  ho  vet,  by  jnirchaiie  from 
his  heirs.     The  collection,  especially 
the  wax  preparations,   were  regarded 
at   that   time  as  masterpieces  of  art. 
A  medallion  portrait  in  wax  made  by 
Dr.    Chovet*,  in  a  .glass  frame^  was 
presented  to  the  Hospital  later. 

Dn  Chovet  was  born  in  England  May  25, 
1704.  He  was  educated  in  London  and  sub- 
sequently devoted  several  years  to  the  study 
of  anattmiv  under  the  al>le»t  anatomist  of 
Europe,  He  afterwards  went  to  the  Island  of 
Jamaica  w^here  he  continued  bin  anatomical 
dissections  and  studies  ;  from  here  he  fled 
with  his  widowed  daughter  to  Philadelphia  to 
escape  an  insurrection  of  slaves,  some  years 
before  the  American  Revolution.  Dr.  Abraham  Chovrt. 


*  On  January  aS,  1878.  Miss  Mary  Ann  Marshall  presented  to  the  Hospital  a  mmlatuire- 
likeness  of  Dr.  Chovet.  which  was  executed  on  hii  et^hticth  birthday. 
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He  was  appointed  Demonstralor  t>f  Anatuniy  in  the  United  Company  of 
Barbers  and  Surjftons.  August  21.  1735. 

Dr.  Chovet  married  in  London  ;  his  wife  died  in  Philadelphia  and  was  buried 
in  Christ  Church  cemetery,  February  12.  17S5, 
Dr.  Cbovet's  Dr.  C hovel  hroiight  with  him  from  Enj.;land  an  excellent  collection  of  wax 

Lectures,    preparations  of  dilTerent  parts  of  the  hvinian  body  which  he  had   made   himself; 
these  were  utihjted  in  his  medical  lectures. 

During:  the  winter  of  1774-1775  he  deMvered  lectures  on  Anatomy  and 
Physiology,  his  advertisement  reading  :  *'At  the  Anatomical  Museum  in  Videl's 
Alley»  Second  Street,  on  Wednesday,  the  seventh  day  of  December,  at  six  in  the 
evening?.  Dr.  Chovet  will  begin  his  course  of  Anatomical  and  Physiological  lec- 
tures, in  vvhich  the  several  parts  of  the  human  U>dy  will  be  demonstrated  with 
their  mechanism  and  actions,  together  with  the  doctrines  of  life,  health  and  the 
several  effects  resulting  from  the  actions  of  the  parts,  on  his  curious  collection  of 
anaiornical  wax-works  and  other  natural  [>reparalions ;  to  be  continued  the  whole 
winter  until  the  course  is  completed. 

**  As  this  course  cannot  be  attended  with  the  disagreeable  sight  or  smell  of 
recent  deceased  and  putrid  carcasses^  which  often  disj^st  even  the  students  of 
Physic,  as  well  as  the  curious,  otherwise  inclined  lo  this  useful  and  sublime  part 
of  natural  philoso|>hy,  it  is  hoped  that  this  undertaking  will  meet  with  suitable 
encourajijemenl." 

Dr.  Chovet  is  represented  to  have  been  a  man  of  small,  almost  dwarfed 
stature,  and  of  a  mirthful,  jocular  di.spf>sitton.  He  is  described,  in  advanced  life,  as 
one  who  might  be  seen  almost  daily,  enfeebled  by  age,  shuffling  along  in  seeming 
haste.  His  bowed  head,  which  leaned  forward  beyond  the  cape  of  his  old- 
fashioned  black  coat,  wfis  covered  by  a  small  cocked  hat,  closely  turned  up 
behind  upon  the  crown  and  cocked  in  front  which  did  not  conceal  his  long  white 
hair.  His  locked  terth  and  his  c<impressed  lips  were  in  continuous  motion  as  if 
he  were  crunching  something.  He  carried  a  gold-headed  Indian  cane,  secured 
by  a  black  silken  string  dangling  from  his  wrist.  The  heels  of  his  capacious 
shoes,  well  lined  in  winter  season  with  thirk  woolen  cloth^  and  femie  of  his  cane 
might  be  heard  jingling  and  scraping  the  pavement  at  every  .step.  On  the  slrvel 
he  always  seemed  to  be  hastening  to  a  patient  dangerously  ill  as  fast  as  his  aged 
ltml>s  would  permit,  without  looking  to  the  right  or  left.  He  used  e depletives  freely 
in  his  conversation  and  was  notable  for  sarcastic  wit.  It  is  doubtful  if  his  profes- 
sional career  wasplways  pecuniarily  succcssfub  the  necessity  which  recjuirrd  him 
at  his  advanced  age  to  within  a  few  weeks  of  his  death,  lo  visit  patients  in  all 
kinds  of  weather,  would  indicate  he  had  not  met  with  financial  success.  His 
character  and  the  quality  of  his  profc^sioiial  acquirements  entitled  him  to  high 
rank  among  the  medical  prr»fession.  and  witli  them  to  respectful  remembrance. 

Shortly  iKrfore  his  death  he  requested  that  liis  funeral  be  a  plain  one,  and  by 
no  means  to  have  the  bell  rung  for  hint,  as  w^as  the  custom  of  the  times  when  a 
person  was  dying,  because  he  did  not  wish  to  disturb  sick  people  by  such  an 
unnecessary  noise.     Dr.  Chovet  died  March  24 »  1790,  aged  85  years. 

Dr.  Chovet  was  the  only  one  of  the  twelve  senitir  founders  of  the  College  ol 
Physicians  who  was  not  a  native  of  Phihidelphia,  and  he  was  over  eighty  years  of 
age  at  the  time  it  was  instituted.  "  At  such  an  advanced  age  men  are  not  invited 
to  engage  in  anewenterf>ri5e  unless  their  qualifications  are  eminent  in  theestinm- 
tion  of  their  colleagues,'' 

In  1797,  Dr.  John  Redman  presented  to  the  collection  a  repre- 
sentation of  the  bone.s  of  the  ear,  made  of  brass. 
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August    26,    1799*    ihe    Managerii  entered     into   the    following 
arrangement:

board,  find  his  own  liquor^  and  not  to  go  to  the  city  during  the  fever. 

Dr.  Jacobs  apparently  was  in  no  great  haste  to  complete  his  work 
or  had  great  dread  of  the  ejjidemii:,  for  we  find  ftiur  years  later. 
May  28,  1803,  he  presents  a  bill  **  for  pntti ng  the  museum  in  good 
order  and  making  a  skeleton/'  Possibly  the  museum  required  more 
attention  than  was  thought  necessary  previously ;  but  whether  the 
services  of  Dr.  Jacobs  were  continued,  or  occasional,  it  appears  ihat 
he  was  the  first  official  curator  of  the  collection,  unless  Dr,  Shippen 
may  be  regarded  as  the  first  to  fill  that  position, 

Jantiary  28,  1805,  a  Catalogue  of  the  Museum  and  Library  was 
compiled  and  printed.  A  month  later  (February  25)  a  committee 
was  instructed  to  remove  to  the  new  museum  room  the  |3a  in  tings  and 
castings,  etc.,  under  the  inspection  of  Drs.  Physick  and  Wistar.  This 
work  api>ears  to  have  been  done  leisurely,  for  the  committee  did  not 
report  the  work  completed  until  June  24,  1805. 

A  special  caretaker  of  the  Museum  having  been  appointed,  the 
following  receipt  for  the  prejiarations  was  given,  which  is  of  interest  as 
an  inventory  of  the  Museum  at  that  time  :

The  museum  rapidly  increased  in  size  and  importancet  and  great 
interest  was  taken  in  adding  to  the  collection  by  all  of  the  memliers 
of  the  medical  and  surgical  staff.  When  in  1817,  the  building  was 
erected  for  the  exhibition  of  West's  painting,  accommodations  were 
made  in  it  also  for  the  anatomical  and  pathological  preparations. 

In  1824  it  was  decided  to  part  with  the  museum,  which  had  now 
become  so  large  as  to  require  special  provision  and  care.  It  is  also 
to  be  considered  that  medical  instruction  no  longer  occu[>ied  such  a 
prominent  position  in  the  minds  of  the  Managers,  since  other  institu- 
tions had  sprung  up  in  the  community  which  relieved  the  Hospital  of 


appointed. 
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the  necessity  of  taking  apprentices  to  train  as  physicians  and  **  the 

practice  of  the  house"  ceased  to  hold  its  former  important  place  in 

medical  instruction  in  this  country.    On  April  26,  1824,  therefore,  the 

following  was  adopted :

Hospital  the  friendly  feelings  expressed  by  its  Managers  for  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  do  accept  with  pleasure  and  thankfulness  the  valuable  Museum 
offered  by  the  Managers  and  appoint  a  committee  to  receive  the  same  and  to 
furnish  the  Hospital  with  a  copy  of  this  minute.

Received  Philadelphia,  May  nth,  1824,  from  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital,  Three  castings  of  Gypsum,  and  Eighteen  paintings  in  crayons 
representing  the  structure  of  the  human  body,  being  a  donation  of  the  late 
Dr.  Fothergill  of  London  to  the  said  Hospital,  and  which  are  to  be  deposited  in 
the  Museum  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  until  reclaimed  by  the  Managers 
of  the  said  Hospital.

The  last  clause  in  the  above  receipt  was  inserted  because  it  was 
believed  that  the  letter  accompanying  Dr.  John  FothergilTs  donation 
would  preclude  the  collection  from  being  permanently  alienated. 

It  was  several  years  before  any  systematic  attempt  was  made  to 
make  another  collection.  Rare  cases  occasionally  occurred,  and 
interesting  specimens  were  obtained  by  surgical  operation,  or  dissec- 
tion, but  no  special  place  being  supplied  by  the  Managers,  they 
were  usually  regarded  as  the  private  property  of  the  surgeon,  or 
physician,  who  discovered  and  retained  them. 

On  December  26,  1853,  the  members  of  the  Surgical  Staff 
requested  that  a  room  be  appropriated  and  properly  fitted  up  for  a 
pathological  museum.  This  was  agreed  to  and  some  specimens  were 
secured,  but  the  attempt  to  establish  a  museum  at  that  time  was 
abandoned  shortly  afterward. 

Subsequently,  Dr.  Thomas  G.  Morton  especially  interested  himself 
in  forming  a  collection  and,  after  serving  a  term  as  Resident  Physi- 
cian, he  was  formally  appointed,  in  i860,  Curator  to  the  Museum  and 
Pathologist  to  the  Hospital.  A  series  of  rules  were  framed  by  him 
with  the  approval  of  the  Managers,  for  the  regulation  and  development 
of  the  Museum,  then  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Picture  House. 
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The  Managers,  on  April  27,  1863,  having  insi^ected  the  Museum 
and  being  much  gratified  with  their  visit,  unanimously  adopted  the 
following : 

VVhkrkas,  An  examination  of  tlit.^  Museum,  uiidt-r  the  clmrgL*  of  Dr.  Morion, 
Curator  and  Pathologist,  has  been  very  satisfactory^  therefore 

Resolved  that  the  thanks  of  the  Board  l>e  and  they  are  hereby  tendered  to 
Dr.  Morton  for  the  very  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the  important 
duty  entrusted  to  his  care. 

Dr.  Morion  held  the  office  for  three  years,  when  he  was  elected 
to  the  Staff  as  one  of  the  Surgeons,  but  during  those  early  years  he 
labored  with  such  zeal  and  industry  that  he  gathered  a  valuable 
collection  of  several  hundred  pathological  specimens,  both  wet  and 
dry.  These  are  the  foundation  of  the  i*reseut  museum,  **  which  owes 
its  existence,"  as  a  subsequent  curator  has  declared,  *'to  his  zealous 
interest  in  pathology.'*  After  Dr.  Morton  had  resigned,  the  position 
was  acceptably  filled  by  Dr.  William  Pepi>er,  who  was  appointed 
Curator  and  Pathologist  by  the  Managers,  in  1863.  In  1869,  when 
the  new  clinical  amphitheatre  was  opened  for  use,  the  Museum  was 
transferred  to  the  first  floor  of  this  building,  in  a  room  with  northern 
exposure,  well  lighted  and  commodious.  (See  vignette  on  next  page.) 
The  drawings  and  casts  presented  by  Dr,  Foihergill  were  returned 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  still  occupy  a  prominent 
position  in  the  Hospital  Museum  as  objects  of  conspicuous  interest. 
Dr,  Pepper  compiled  a  Descriptive  Catalogue  of  the  Pathological 
Museum  which  was  published  by  the  Board  of  Managers  in  1S69.  He 
stated  that  this  was : 

**  Based  upon  one  written  by  Dr.  Morton  which  contained  the  descriptions  of 
three  hundred  specimens,  each  of  which,  however,  has  been  carefully  re  examined 
and  more  fully  described/' 

The  system  of  classification  and  numeratJon  followed  that  in  use 
in  Guy's  Hospital  Museum;  the  name  of  the  donor  being  affixed  to 
the  description  of  each  specimen,  and  if  an  account  of  the  case  has 
been  published,  ihe  reference  is  duly  given  to  author  and  place  of 
publication.  In  compiling  this  Catalogue,  Dr.  Pepper  acknowledged 
his  obligation  to  the  kind  assistance  of  Dr.  Charles  Retz,  Resident 
Physician  in  the  Hos|>itaL 

Dr.  Pepper  resigned  in  1871,  whereu|>on  the  Managers  appointed 
as  Curator,  Dr.  Morris  Longstreth.  who  served  until  1890,  when  he 
resigned  and  Dr.  Henry  M.  Fisher  was  made  **  Pathologist,  Curator 
and  Microscopist.'* 

Dr.  J,  Forsyth  Meigs  in  his  History  of  the  **  First  Quarter  of  the 
Second  Century  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,"  published  in  1877, 
remarked  :

under  them  should  employ  the  money  or  other  estate,  expressly  given 

or  added  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Hosi)ital  in  any  other  way  than 
by  applying  its  annual  interests  or  rents  towards  the  entertainment 
and  care  of  the  sick  and  distempered  poor ;  and  that  patients  should 
be  received  from  any  part  of  the  Province  without  partiality  or  pref- 
erence ;  that  an  annual  statement  should  be  rendered  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, also,  if  at  any  time  the  Contributors  should  fail  to  make  yearly 
elections  of  managers,  the  Hospital,  its  estates  and  affairs  thereof  and 
the  management  should  devolve  on  the  General  Assembly. 

The  place  of  honor  among  the  contributors  belongs  to    Doctors 

Lloyd  Zachary  and  Thomas  and  Phineas  Bond,  who  made  possible  the

An  Appropri-  ^^  ^^^^  ^  ^^^  ^^^  establishing  the  Hospital  and  granting  the  sum  of 

ation  and  a   two  thousand  pounds  towards  the  founding,  building  and  furnishing  of 

Popular   the  same  was  formulated  and  its  condition  made  known,  that  an  equal 

Subscription,   amount  must  be  subscribed  towards  the  capital  stock,  the  promoters 

of  the  design  promptly  set  on  foot  a  subscription,  which  in  a  short 

time  considerably  exceeded  the  amount  required  by  the  Act  (;£2'j^if 

i6s.  Sfi).     The  subscriptions  varied  in  sums  from  one  pound  to  two 

hundred  and  fifty,  the  latter   being   contributed    by  William  Allen, 

Chief  Justice  of  the  Province,  but  for  the  most  part  this  amount  was 

made  up  of  sums  of  from  ten  to  thirty  pounds. 

The  earliest  and  first  gift  of  land,  about  four  acres,  located  in 
Northern  Liberties,  near  Philadelphia;  on  the  Germantown  Road, 
was  donated  September  2,  1751,  as  a  subscription  of  twenty-four 
pounds  by  a  German,  Matthias  Koplin,  who  was  accordingly  made  a 
Contributor.  Hi5  (juaintly-expressed  communication  has  already 
been  quoted  (page  26). 

Owing  to  the  vigilance  and  constant  importunities  of  the  Man- 
agers, the  custom  was  introduced  into  the  community  of  contributing 
jury  fines,  contested  sums  of  money,  moneys  in  the  hands  of  trustees, 
assignees  and  other  sums  not  claimed.  Deceased  strangers'  effects 
and  valuables  were  also  turned  over  to  the  Hospital  authorities,  the 
Managers  giving  bonds  to  protect  the  donors  and  others,  and  to 
indemnify  them  in  case  of  claim  from  heirs  who  might  apj^ear  to 
demand  a  restitution.

It  has  built  great  houses,  and  built  thcni  apparently  on 
the  rock.     It  has  tended  an  army  of  the  sick.     Could  the  destitute  sick  poor,  who    j\<iJr^.ss  of 
have  passed  through  its  gates  without  charge,  be  marshalled  into  a  visible  array,    ^^   M^igs  at 
we  should  behold  an  army  greater  by  three-fold  than  the  largest  Washington  ever    .\nniversarv 
commanded,  and  only  a  few  thousand   less  than  that  with  which  Wellington    (\.i^-hralion. 
arrested  at  Waterl(K»  the  progress  of  the  greatest  and  most  insatiate  con<|uen>r 
of  the  modern  world. 

And  how  has  this  army  been  lodged,  and  fed,  and  ruled?  I'nder  what  system 
of  administration  has  all  this  been  effected?  Surely,  the  organization  of  sn  suc- 
cessful a  staff  as  this  must  be  worth  st)me  study. 

The  power — the  active  energy — in  this  maciiine,  lies  in  the  Board  ni  Managt.r>. 
This  Board  has  but  one  check  upon  it,  the  fad  that  it  must  be  elected  annually 
by  the  contributors.  The  contributors  represent  the  latent  heat  of  the  machine, 
which,  shouUl  it  become  necessary,  may  burst  into  active  energy  of  its  own. 
Once  a  Manager  elected,  he  serves  so  long  as  hv  serves  well,  if  he  will  to  do  so.  for 
the  contributors  do  not  belicv*.-,  fortunately  for  this  army  ot  the  poor,  in  rotation 
in  office,  but,  the  better  a  Manager  does  his  work  of  managing,  and  the  longer  he 
has  served,  the  better  the  contributors  like  him.  and  the  less  they  will  disturb 
him.  And  then— the  beauty  of  it— to  this  day.  be  serves  witlnmt  pay.  Were  he 
paid,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  poor  would  be  p«K)rer.  for  then  might  come  mla- 
tion  in  office,  and  locusts  antl  grasshoppers,  wh<»,  to  exist,  wouhl  have  to  ai)pn». 
priate  some  of  the  go«i<l  things  |>nv^'ide(i  for  the  poor. 

The  Board  of  Managers,  then,  is  the  Z'is  Z'h'ii,  the  soul,  heart.  an<l  mind  of    Disinterested 
the  Pennsylvania  HospUal.     It  is  like  the   King -it    never  dies.      Compo.sed  i»f    Labors  of  the 
twelve  men,  it  has  cherished  and  ruled  the  Hospital  for  one  lunulred  and  twenty      Hoard  of 
five  years.     It  elects  all  the  officers  but  the  Treasurer.      It  collects  and  spen<ls    Managers, 
the  money.     It  is  responsible  for  each  antl  every  failure,  and  for  every  success. 
It  chooses  the  medical  and  surgical  staff  for  the  sick  and  wounded  department. 
and  the  physician-in-chief  and  the  medical  assistants  for  the  insane  department. 
Can  any  one  say  that  it  has  not  chosen  well  ?     Is  it  not  one  of  the  boasts  i»f  the 
Hospital,  that  it  has  always  furnished  to  the  poor,  the  best  mediial  and  surgical 
talent  to  be  found  in  Philadeli)hia?     It  has  secured  for  the  poor  many  of  the  mc)st 
distinguished  medical  names  of  the   country,  Bond.  Cadwalader,  Rush,  IMiysick, 
Norris,  Pancoast.     But  why  slKuild  I  prolong  the  list?    .All  Philadelphia  knows 
I>crfectly  well  that  her  ablest  physicians  an<l  surgeons  have  been  glad  to  serve  the 
Pennsylvania  I lospital. 

The  Boarrl  governs  the  expenditures.  It  must  regulati'  the  e.\i>enses  by  the 
income,  an<l,  when  the  means  do  not  suffice  for  the  needs  of  the  institution,  il  has 
but  one  resource,  the  publi<'.  not  State  or  city,  but  the  general  public.  .Vnd  we 
have  seen  already  how  well  this  public  has  been  satisfied  with  the  action  of  the 
Board,  for  has  it  not,  in  answer  to  such  api)eals,  given  large  sums  of  money  ? 

The  .Managers  superintend  the  ojjerations  of  the  two  departments  of  the 
Hospital  by  means  of  visiting  C«nnmittees  or  visitors.  The  Board  appoiiUs  two 
members  of  their  body  on  each  of  these  Committees,  and  the  connnittees  pay 
regular  weekly  visits  to  each  branch  of  the  institution.  The  members  «)f  the 
Committees  inspect  the  wards,  see  the  officers,  hear  reports,  and  examine 
accounts.  These  duties  are  now,  and  always  have  been  performed,  with  great 
regularity.  This  system  of  visitation  and  inspection  is  of  essi-nlial  ci>nse<|uenci- 
to  lx>th  branches;  to  the  insane  department,  it  is  vital. 

I  have  said  that  the  Boanl  has  but  one  check  upon  it.  the  fact  that  il  is  elected 
annually  by  the  contributors,  but  I  must  adtl  tlu.t  the  Board  acts  under  tlu* 
original  charter  granted  by  the  Provincial  .Assembly.     In  this  charter,  are  seviral 
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provisions  so  excellent  tlmt  I  will  cite  thetn  for  the  benefit  of  the  reader.  One  b 
that  the  treasurer  is  elected  by  the  contributors  at  the  same  period,  once  a  year» 
when  they  elect  the  Managers.  This  ^'ves  t«j  the  treasurer  a  higher  position  on 
the  Hospital  stafl'  than  any  other  officer  save  the  Managers  themselves,  and 
invests  Iiim  with  a  certain  inde]!entlent  responsibility  and  dignity,  which  he 
could  not  have,  were  he  merely  a  creation  of  the  Manaji^ers.  Another  provision 
of  the  charter,  which  seems  to  me  admirable,  is  that  in  which  it  is  declared 
*'  That  no  general  nifcting  of  the  Siiid  contributors,  nor  any  persons  acting  under 
Ihcm^  shall  employ  any  money  or  estate,  express!)^  given  or  added  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  said  Ilospilal,  in  any  other  way  than  by  applying  its  annual  interest 
or  rent  towards  the  eiUerlainnienl  and  care  of  the  sick  and  distempered  poor, 
that  sludl  he  from  time  to  time  brought  and  placed  therein  for  the  cure  of  their 
diseases,  from  any  part  of  the  Province^  without  partiality  or  preference.**  This 
seems  to  me  eminently  wise,  since  it  takes  from  contributors,  Managers,  and 
treasurer,  the  temptation  to  use  for  any  pur|wse,  it  ni.atters  not  how  wise  and 
provident  such  purpose  might  appear  at  the  time^  the  capital  fund  of  the 
institution. 

One  feature  in  the  history  n(  the  Ho'ipital,  connected  with  this  subject,  I  think 
is  <leserving  of  notice,  and  this  is  that  the  present  excellent  treasurer,  Mr.  John 
T.  Lewis,  wlio  has  served  the  instition  no\^  for  34  years,  was  preceded  by  his 
father,  uncle,  and  grandfather,  three  generations  of  the  same  family,  whose  united 
term  of  service  counts  to  but  four  years  less  than  a  century.  We  Americans  are 
prone  to  regard  \vilh  envy  the  stable  habits  of  onr  mother  countrj^  and  to  fancj- 
that  America  rarely  exhibits  famiHes,  as  is  so  often  seen  in  Englant!,  in  which 
succt^sive  generations  show  the  solid  advantages  of  inherited  integrity  and  fit- 
ness for  public  ulTice.  Jn  Ibis  Hospital,  we  have  at  least  one  instance  of  the 
descent  of  virtue  and  charity  from  grandfather  to  grandson, 

I  have  portrayed,  too,  the  spotless  integrity,  the  steady  and  devoted  loyalty 
to  the  right,  the  reputation  undinnned  even  by  a  suspicion^  with  which  its  alTairs 
have  been  administered.  Having  shown  this  noble  picture  of  what  has  been 
accomplished  by  this  charity,  shall  I  hesitate  to  advise  any  one  who  desires  to  see 
tlie  gracious  fruit  of  his  liberality  while  he  yet  lives,  or  who  may  wish  to  leave  a 
lasting  good  behind  him,  not  to  forget  that  here  is  an  institution,  one  of  the 
antiquities  of  our  young  country,  the  history  of  which  shows  forth  only  the  finest 
uses  of  charily  >    ♦     »    <• 

The  Hospital  is  now,  and  ever  has  been,  one  of  the  embellishments  of  Phila- 
delphia, Jn  this  city,  for  now  so  many  years,  its  large  square  of  ground,  open  to 
the  air  and  light,  except  for  its  neat  and  simple,  but  striking  mass  of  buildings, 
and  its  noble  girdle  of  trees,  which  has  so  long  surrounded  the  square,  has  had, 
I  cannot  but  fancy,  something  to  do  with  the  interest  felt  by  the  citizens  in  Ihc 
institution.  The  circlet  of  su[>erb  foliage  which  marked,  like  a  crown,  the  house 
<}{  the  poor  sick^  was  visible  frum  all  parts  of  the  city,  and  could  not  be  seen  by 
those  who  knew  what  it  marked,  and  who  had  any  sense  of  the  beauty  and  fitness 
of  things,  without  raising  in  the  mind  a  sense  of  gratitude,  that  there  the  sick  and 
wounded  who  were  homelesis,  might  hnd  a  rt-fuge,  and  oik*  of  pride  that  the  city 
could  boast  so  great  an  embellishment. 

Upon  reviewing  the  work  of  the  Managers,  it  is  protmble  ihat 
there  may  be  many  lound  who  will  echo  the  sentiment  expressed  by 
Dr.  Meigs  in  another  part  of  the  address,  which  has  just  been  so  freely 
(|iioted|  when  he  states  that  **  Philadelphia  is  justified  in  the  pride  she 
takes  in  the  nianagenient  of  this  Institution."

Hazard  J.  Postniaster-rieiieral.  He  was 
\wtrn  in  Philiidelphia  in  1715 ;  he  resided 
S'iiTie  years  in  New  Y<»rk,  hut  returned 
to  his  native  city  previous  to  1745.  He 
died  in  I^hiladelphia,  July  14,  175**.  He 
vv;is  a  pronninent  merchant  and  one  of 
the  founders  and  original  managers  of 
I  he  Hospital.  As  one  of  the  chief  movers 
in  a  scheme  of  colonization,  havinjic  for 
its  ultimate  aim  the  rhristianization  of 
lliL-  Indians,  he  e.\-|>lored  Pennsylvrinia, 
had  nieelinKS  with  the  linliaos,  with 
whom  lie  bargained  for  thi^  land,  and  by 
bis  eftbrtSp  obtained  a  releiise  from  fmi- 
necticut  of  its  claim  to  this  section  nf  the 
r<mnlr)\ 

KlOiARD  Peters,  elected  ^751,  re* 
Hijjned  1752,  was  a  native  of  l.iverjMj^d, 
Knj^land,  He  was  nn  En|,jlish  clerR^y- 
n^in,  who  came  to  the  colony  during  the 
year  1754.  and  hecanie  assistant  minister 
at  Christ  Church,  Phihidelpbia. 

He  was  secretary  of  the  Land  Office, 
1 174^10  1760),  and  was  private  clerk  to 
several  Governors.  He  was  also  inw  of 
the  Provincial  Council  till  his  deatfs.  In 
I  be  latter  pqrl  ol  f;,^^,  was  ntie  i^f  the 
IW'J  Commissioners,  on  the  part  of  Penn- 
M'lvania,  for  rnnninK  a  provisional 
Inmndary  line  with  Maryland, 

Jn  1762,  he  was  invited  to  officiate  in 
the  t'Uiteil  Churches  of  Philadelfibia,  and  5 
chosen  Rector  at  the  ch)Se  of  the  year. 
In  1764,  he  visited  England  and  returned 
at  the  close  of  1765  to  l^hiladelphia.  The 
decree  of  l>.  l>.  was  conferred  upon 
bifu  01  1770  by  the  Ihnversity  of  1  Oxford. 
In  September.  1775,  t»n  account  of  the 
infirmities  of  ajtje,  lie  resigned  bis  rector- 
ship. He  was  one  of  the  number  whu, 
with  Benjamin  Franklin.  founde<l  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital,  aticl  also  the 
Public  Academy,  from  wbjch  Krew  the 
College  of  Philadelphia.  an<l  was  one  of 
the  original  trustees  of  the  latter.  Pres- 
ident of  the  Hoar<l  from  1756-64.  He  was 
(ove  of  the  iiu'orporattirs  of  the  Phila- 
tlelphia  Library. 

He  died  in  IMnladelphia,  july  10,  1776, 
in  the  seventy -second  year  of  bis  age  and 
was  buried  In  front  of  the  chancel  of 
Christ  Church. 

IftRAfCL  PKMBKkrtiN,  Jk,  elected  in 
17M,  died  in  1779. 

His  gnindfather,  Pbineas  Pemberton, 
of  Lancaster,   Kni^land,  came  over  with 


Penn  and  settled  near  the  Falls  of  Dda- 
ware. 

The  father  of  Israel  Pemberton  was  a 
merchant,  born  in  Grove  Place»  Bucks 
County,  on  February  70,  16S5,  and  died 
in  PhiLidelphia^  January  19,  1754;  hewa» 
well  educated  and  one  of  the  wealthiest 
merchants  of  bis  time.  Israel,  Jr..  the  son 
of  Israel  and  Raclicl  Pemberton,  was  born 
in  Philadelphia  in  r-15,  and  after  receiv- 
ing a  liberal  education,  engaged  in  busi 
uess  with  bis  father.  He  filled  several 
IJuhlic  stations  with  fidelity  and  inleg 
rity.  He  was  among  the  foremost  of  those 
who  supported  Peiin's  peace  policy  in 
opposition  to  s<une  of  the  liovemors. 

His  outsptiken  criticism  of  Governor 
Thomas  Penn  w;is  of  such  a  characler 
that  a  warrant  w.is  issued  for  his  arresC 
Pemberton  obtained  a  writ  of  habeas 
ctirpus  from  the  Supreme  Court,  and  w;ls 
released  on  bail.  The  Gtjvernor  declare<l 
this  "  thfr  first  instance  of  a  ArtArrt^r/Jr^wt 
being  grantetl  to  take  a  person  suspected 
of  endeavoring  to  tiisluro  and  break  the 
pea(  e  «>f  the  Province  out  of  the  hantis  *»f 
an  officer  before  examination.'* 

The  Governor  issued  a  second  wartiitil 
of  arrest,  but  there  is  no  evidence  Ihsil 
Pemberton  was  taken  into  custody.  He 
w  as  such  an  earnest  anti  true  friend  of 
the  IndiMns.  that  he  was  familiarly  called 
King  Wampum. 

In  1756,  when  the  inhabitants  were  dr- 
nianding  a  war  of  e}i,terniinalion  against 
the  Helawarcs  and  fvtber  Intlians,  Mr. 
Pemberton,  with  others,  went  on  a  mis- 
sion which  securetl  a  ctmfereiice  at  Eas- 
ton,  where  a  treaty  of  peace  was  ni.iile 
He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
"  Friendly  Association  for  regaining  anil 
preserving  peace  with  the  Indians  by 
pacific  measures,"  he  was  also  active  in 
establishing  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital, 
and  a  mentber  of  the  First  Board  of 
Managers,  He  was  a  mem  I  ret  of  the 
Siu^iety  for  the  Cultivation  nf  Silk;  to 
these  and  other  benevolent  organizations 
he  contributed  liberally. 

His  Quaker  principles  compelled  him 
with  others  to  disapprove  of  tfie  war  for 
independence,  and  in  1 777 Congress,  sns- 
pectnig  that  his  influence  would  be  ex- 
erted against  the  colonies,  recommended 
his  arrest  and  imprisfmment.  VVIure- 
upou,  by  order  of  the  Supreme  Exeiu 
live  Council  of  l\-nnsylvania,  he  was, 
with  his  brothers,  James  and  John,  and 
some  others,  who  were  among  the  wL*aUh- 
iest  and  n^ost  influential  Frientls  of  the 
city,  arrested  and  without  a  hearing  or 
trial,  sent  to  Staunton,  Virginia,  and  re 
mained  there  in  exile  as  prisoners  for 
eight  tnonths.  (See  '*  Exiles  in  Virginia,*' 
by  Thomas  Gilpin,  iSi«i. 

He  died  in  Philadelphia,  A|>nl  22, 1779, 
ageil  sixtv  four  vears. 
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May  21,  i7tSK  Hv  ua.i*  ihv  Itmrtli  Prt'si- 
tletit  or  ihe  Boiird  of  Manaj^ers  t  i7S<>-i*i ). 

Hifi  fiither,  John  Khuadii,  and  j^raiid- 
lather  of  the  same  nanit',  wrrt*  (Jiiaker 
i'olunists  from  Derbyshire.  Knghind. 
Saniui'l  Rhoads  washtxi'rii  in  Phi]adel|ihuiir 
in  1711  ;  he  was  apprciuici'd  to  karii  the 
c;ir|>emtfr'5  trade  and  hecanie  a  wealthy 
builder.  He  was  tine  <if  the  most  faithhil 
and  hard  wrjrkinii  of  the  meinbers  tjf  the 
Hoard  of  ManaK«^rs,  In  at  live  service 
^inee  the  inauguration  nf  the  Hus|>ital, 
be  was  foremost  in  every  enterprise:  all 
projects  of  any  importance  were  confided 
to  his  supervision  ;  ii  was  he  who  suhmit- 
led  the  plan  for  the  ikw  Ht>spital  on 
December  21,  1754  ;  (see  pajj;e  ,16 l  On 
March  11,  1755,  he  was  'appfuiiled  to 
superintend  the  new  building  iinti  pro- 
vide m-iterials,"  i\  committre  beiny  asso- 
ciated with  him,  consistinj^  of  Jiishua 
Crosby,  Hugh  Roberts  and  Jos^pb  Fox- 

Being  a  builder  antl  a  man  of  ^reat 
practtcat  experience  and  acquaintance 
among  the  notables  of  liis  iLiy,  he  conltl 
better  accomplish  mailers  relating  to 
political  or  administrative  permits  and 
nifluence  than  any  other  Mana^fr.  Mr. 
Rhoads,  in  1741  ^  was  a  memla-T  of  City 
Councils;  but  there  is  n*>  recortl  of  his 
having  a^idn  held  office  nntil  i7tir,  when 
he  and  Franklin  were  chosrn  members 
of  the  Assendtly.  also  a^ain  tn  J 763-4, 
anrl  177 1-4  In  1761,  he  washy  the  Assein- 
bly  chtisen  a  commissioner  tii  attend 
;i  noted  conference  with  tlie  Western 
Indians^  and  the  Six  Natiinis  at  Lancas- 
ler»  Pennsylvania.  In  1774  he  was  elected 
by  the  Assembly  a  delegate  from  Penn- 
sylvania to  the  Conti|iental  Lun^^ress  :  in 
the  same  year  he  was  elected  Mayor  of 
Philadelphia. 

He  was  one  of  the  early  mendjers  rif 
ihe  American  Philosophical  Society  ;  and 
a  hi  rector  for  many  years  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Library. 

He  died  April  7,  1784,  in  the  sevenly- 
third  year  of  his  ajjje. 

Hi  (iH  RuBiCRTS.  elect erl  in  1751,  re 
signed  in  I756>  aKain  elected  MatiaKt'r  in 
May.  1771,  he  resi>'ned  the  f<illouin>t 
nninth^  June  3,  1771 

He  was  also  a  third  Treasurer  of  the 
Hospital  (175610  1768k 

He  lived  at  "  Pine  <frove."  Northern 
l-iberties,  a  part  of  Phibulelphia.  He 
WiLs  a  son  of  (ieor^e  Rolierls  and  Thimi- 
asine  Mickle  Fox,  and  Krands<tn  of  Joseph 
Fox,  who  at  one  time  was  a  speaker  of 
the  Assembly, 

<  hi  March  jo,  TH03,  he  married  Sarah 
Loj^an.  daujjhter  of  James  and  Ksiher 
Smiih  ;  she  was  l>orn  September  2.S,  177H, 
and  died  Septend^er  16,  1S60. 

HtiKh  Roberts  died  June  35.  1821,  in 
the  seventy-seventh  year  of  his  ape. 


JoSHrn  MoKkis  was  elected  in  1751, 
and  resigned  in  1757;  re-elected  in  i^i^^ 
and  resigned  May  21.  17^1. 

John  Smith  Wiis  elected  in  i75i»  and 
resii^nefl  in  1756;  again  elected  in  1761, 
and  resijjned  in  1762.  He  was  the  second 
Secretary  i  r7«,2-i756j» 

He  was  born  in  Burlington,  N\  J,,  a  son 
of  Richard  and  a  brotlser  of  Samuel 
Smith,  author  of  the  History  of  New 
Jersey.  He  commenced  his  business 
career  in  Philadelphia  at  the  a|*e  of 
twenty  one  years,  becoming;  a  pnrlner  in 
the  shipping  and  iniportin;^  house  of 
Aliel  Jones. 

In  his  early  conneition  with  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital^  'te  sent  circular  letters 
tif  his  own  writing  to  man)  foreign  c<ir- 
resj>*>ntlenls,  stjlicititigaid  t*>r  tfiis  benev 
olent  enterprise  .ind  siicceede*l  in  obtain 
inj;  funds  by  representing,  in  a  forcible 
manner  that  the  Hospital  Uiis  desij^ned 
fi>r  citizens  of  all  natitms  and  that  sailors 
from  all  parts  in  need  of  its  aid  should 
enjoy  its  lienertts. 

He  was  the  author  of  **  The  Doctrines 
of  Christianity,  as  held  by  the  People 
called  Quakers,  X'indicaied/*  in  answer 
to  (filbert  Tennent's  sermon  on  "  Law- 
fulness of  iJefensive  War/'  ad  ed.  Phila. 
1747*  ^«vo. 

He  wa?»  an  active  jnomottfr  of  the  first 
elTicieni  fire  insurance  conjpany  in 
America,  an<l  look  out  the  first  policy 
himself  He  was  a  member  *if  the 
Philadeli^hia  Assemtily  in  17,50;  he  also 
sailed  the  first  lineof  packets  to  Kur<.>pe  ; 
and  was  an  active  and  prominent  mem 
her  of  society,  On  t)ctot>er  7,  174"^,  at 
Ciermantitwn  meelin^t  Philadelphia,  he 
mirried  ffantiab,  tlauftbter  of  Janus 
Lo>;an,  the  Councellor.  In  1762,  after 
the  denth  of  his  wife,  who  was  a  [ireacber 
among  Friends,  he  returned  to  BurlinKtc>n 
lo  Lnt\  his  days  in  the  plate  of  liis  birth. 
He  was  appointed  by  the  Kin>»  one  of 
the  Council  for  New  Jersey,  in  which 
pijsttion  he  continued  until  his  tlealh. 
He  purchased  fiovernor  William  Frank- 
liti's  seat,  "  Frimklin  Park/'  and  <lwelt 
there  dnriuK  the  later  years  of  his  bfe. 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  March  26, 
1771,  in  the  forty-ninth  year  of  his  age, 

Evan  Morgan  was  elected  twice,  first 
in  i75r,  resiijned  in  175a,  ayi^ain  in  1753  ; 
he  resij^ned  in  1763, 

He  was  liorn  in  1709;  served  many 
years  as  warden  of  Christ  Church,  ^iml 
took  a  very  active  [»art  in  the  welfare  *i\ 
that  parish. 

ffe  was  rejjarded  fiy  his  contempor- 
aries as  a  virtuous,  solder,  sensible,  |?i»otl 
man.  His  obituary  notice  in  the  "fia- 
zette  "  I  February  17,  176])  states  that  he 
iiad  the  honi>r  to  t)e  called  by  his  country 
U>  serve  several  years  as  a  representative 
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in  lliu  Le^iHhiuirc,  ami  vv;if*  iiiitny  years 
a  mafui|;LT  tjf  '"  ihe  most  timmaiKe  aiu\ 
1  lent* vol cni  InstiUiliim,  the  Ptnnsylvaiiia 
Hospilal  ertLted  lor  tlie  rectptinti  ami 
cure  of  ItiiKitics  and  other  diseased  per- 
sons ui  this  Province/'  In  the  first  station 
he  coiuinued  until  his  private  affairs 
demanded  his  resignation  ,  but  in  lUe 
last,  he  Inborated  affectionately  for  its 
promoliori  and  advinicement  to  the  end 
nf  his  days. 

In  every  character,  whether  public  or 
private,  he  dischar^jed  his  duly  with  «eal 
and  steadiness.  His  friendships  were 
few.  He  diet  I  February  ^  1761,  in  the  fifty - 
fourth  year  of  his  ii^t%

He  was  the  sttu  of  Isaac  Norris,  the 
Cou n cello r  ;  \v as  I n  ir n  M a>'  9 ,  1712,  and 
Ijecame  a  proniinent  and  wealthy  mer- 
chant. He  built  a  tine  lH>irse  where  the 
(Custom  House  nuw  slamls,  ami  reside*! 
there  until  his  death.  He  owned  the 
Ktounds  to  Fifth  Street,  u  Inch  were  Inid 
out  in  jijraveled  walks  and  llowers. 

He  acted  as  trustee,  for  several  years, 
of  the  tjen  era  I  Loan  t  )thee  of  the  Pro 
viuce.  He  was  also  greatly  interested  hi 
promoting  the  welfare  of  the  Teniiisyl 
vania  Hospitab 

He  was  twice  niarrivcl :  hts  first  wife 
was  Margaret,  a  dauitihter  **(  Dr.  Rml- 
man,  cjf  Bucks  County;  his  second  wife, 
was  Miiry,  daU|4;hter  of  Joseph  Parker, 
DcptUy  Register  for  Chester  County.

Isaac  Jones,  elected  1752  and 
resigned  in  1756;  again  elected  in  1760 
resi j^ned  in  1762,  and  for  the  third  time 
elected  in  1764  and  conlniued  in  othce 
until  his  deceiise,  (1773). 

Mr.  Junes  was  universally  esteeUK'd  i\s 
utie  of  the  most  honest  and  useful  mem- 
bers of  the  ctMnni unity  ;  he  was  fi.»r  a  long 
time  an  Alderman,  and  for  several  sue 
cessive  years,  Maytir  of  Philadelphia. 
He  was  President  of  the  Courts  of  Quar- 
ter Sessions  and  Coinimm  Pleas  ;  ;md 
Trustee  and  Treasurer  of  tlie  t'olleRe  of 
Philadelplna.  In  all  these  stations  he 
acquitted  himself  with  di^inty,  and  integ- 
rity, and  gave  such  diligent  and  faithful 
attention  tii  public  business,  that  he 
seemed  to  have  considered  himself  as 
liviuR  only  for  tlie  service  of  his  country.

the  carriii^e^  and  delivered  him  up  to 
Justice.'* 

After  the  war  General  RobtTdean  re- 
moved  from  Philadelphia  to  Alexandria, 
V*a.,  where  he  afterwards  entertained 
(ieneral  Washington, 

A  short  time  before  his  death  he  re- 
moved to  Winchester,  Va.,  where  he  died 
January  5,  r795,  in  the  sixty-eighth  year 
of  his  age. 


Isaac  Ghees lkaf  was  elected  1756  ; 
he  served  u  period  of  fifteen  years ;  he 
was  also  the  third  Secretary  (1757-175^) 

He  was  a  merchant  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, a  worthy  and  respected  member 
of  the  Society  of  Friends. 

He  died  July  18,  1771,  in  the  fifty-sixth 
year  of  Ins  age. 

Joseph  Richardson,  elected  1756 
and  served  until  his  decease,  1770. 

He  was  a  prominent  merchant  of  the 
City  of  Phdadelphia,  distinKuished  for 
bis  private  virtues  antl  public  spirit.  He 
established  in  1JS13  a  white  leid  manu- 
iVictory,  which  in  1S19  jiassed  into  tlie 
possession  of  Mordecai  and  Samuel  N, 
Lewis- 
He  served  for  severnl  ye&rs  as  a  Repre- 
sentative in  the  Assembly  of  the  Province 
of  Pennsylvania,  with  advantage  to  bis 
country,  and  acceptably  lilled  several 
other  offices  of  public  trust. 

He  died  November  iS,  1770,  in  the 
sixty  fourth  year  of  his  a^e. 

Jacob  DrcHfc,  elected  August  3,  1756, 
resi^cned  175H. 

He  was  the  son  of  Anthony  Duch6,  a 
llu^uenot  rcfu);ee,  who  tame  with 
William  Pcnn  to  America.  He  was  lK>rn 
in  Philadelphia  in  17,^9,  and  was  grad- 
uated by  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
in  1757.  He  was  licensed  in  1759  by  the 
Hisliop  uf  London  antl  became  an  elo- 
quent Protestant  Episcopal  ilergyman. 
He  was  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  I^hila- 
delphia,  in  1775. 

He  married  a  sister  of  iits  classmate, 
Francis  Hopkinson.  and  at  tbel>eginning 
of  the  Revolution  espoused  the  cause  of 
the  tTolonies.  At  the  meelinj;  of  the  first 
Conj^ress,  September  4,  1774,  he  was 
invited  to  make  the  opening  prayer. 
*'  For  his  excellent  Prayer,  so  well 
adapted  to  the  present  occasion,"  Con- 
gress K^ive  him  ii  vote  of  thanks.  He 
was  chosen  Chaplain  to  Congress  Jnly  9, 

1776.  antl  he  gave  his  salary  Ui  the  relief 
of  the  familit^  of  Peunsylvania  slain  in 
battle.  He  rt  signed  the  Chaplaincy  in 
October. 

When  the  British  held  possession  <»f 
Philadelphia*  be  became  alarmed  at  tiic 
gloomy  aspect  of  affiiirs  and  in  October, 

1777,  vvrote  10  Washington  urging  him  to 
discontinue  further  resistance.  The  let- 
ter being  transmitted  to  Congress, 
iHiclii^  flvil  lo  Fngland,  and  became 
Chaplaintotbe  Lambeth  Oriiban  Asylum, 
his  estate  in  the  Province  was  confiscated 
and  he  as  a  traitor  was  banished  from 
this  country. 

He  returned  to  Philadelphia  in  1790, 
where  be  died,  January  ^,  i7«>S,  and  was 
buried  in  Christ  Church. 
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William  Mastkks,  cleuted  1757,  re- 
sij<ntf(i  AuiKUsl  31st  of  the  same  year. 

He  was  llie  nnn  of  Thomas  Masters, 
Mayor  of  Philiuk-lpliirt,  ami  Kruviruial 
L'ouncellor  1720-1723.  He  inherited  five 
liundred  acres  of  ktouiicI  in  Northern 
Liberties,  ikhiV  a  part  of  Philadelphia, 
which  was  called  "MJreeti  Spring/*  wliere 
he  lived  ami  operated  the  ("»li>he  Mills 
on  the  Coliocksink  Creek.  He  repre- 
sented Philadelphia  in  the  Assembly  for 
many  years;  was  one  of  the  Conmiis 
si  oners  to  spend  nitiney  iippro]jrjated  for 
defence «jf  the  Provinit-  ai  Pennsylvania. 

He  married  Mary,  ilauKhler  ofThomns 
Lawrence,  the  Conncellur,  and  died 
November  24,  I7'x>,  and  was  hnried  hi 
Christ  Clmrch. 

Pi.t^NKKxr  Fleeson,  elected  in  1757, 
resigned  1759. 

He  wiis  I  torn  in   Philadelphia  in  1712, 
and   was   l^imiliarly   known   as    *' Squire 
Kleeson,"     He  received  a   ^iHid  e<luca-    , 
tion.  I 

In  1 749,  ibif  injtc  the  war  between  France    | 
and   Spain^   when  the   inhabitants  of  the    1 
city   were    afraid   of   incursions   by   the    I 
privateers  of   the   enemy,    Mr    Fleeson 
was  Kusi^n  of  the  Serond  dim|)any  of  ' 
Associators.     In   1752  he  vviis  among;  the    , 
citizens  who  founded   the    Hilrertiia  En- 
gine Company>     He  was  a  J ost ice  of  the    | 
Peace.     As  a  business  man  he  %vas  active 
and   accnmulate<l   an   ample   fortune    in 
what  WMstheii  kn<>vvn  xis  the    *  upholder  " 
i  upludstery)  business.   In  1765  heopposeil 
the  ajyc)fressions  of  EnKliind,  anrl  renn^n- 
Hlrated  against  the  tax^ition  of  the  Coto-    | 
nies    and    t»ther    oppressive    measures, 
which     eventnally     bronf^ht     about    the 
Revolution. 

In  i7S<i  he  was  ronnnissioned  by  the  | 
Pre^iident  ami  Kxeculive  Council  of  the 
Stales,  as  President  jud>ie  i>f  the  City 
Court  and  filled  the  positicm  for  several 
years  the  hearings  beini;  held  at  the  old 
Court  House.  He  died  in  (791,  nearly  I 
eighty  years  of  age,  ' 

Anthony  Benezkt,  elected  1757,  re 
signed  J  758. 

He  was  a  native  of  St,  yuentiu,  Prance, 
a  descendant  t>f  a  nolile  French  family, 
which  fled  from  France  tc^  Holland  rn 
1685,  after  the  revocation  of  the  edict  uf 
Nantes,  and  thence  to  Fngland  in  1715:  ' 
here  they  remained  sixteen  years»  during 
which  time  they  united  with  the  Society 
of  Friends.  In  November^  1731,  they 
arrived  at  Philadelphia,  Antliony  Bene- 
zet  was  Ijorn  January  i},  171,1,  and  was 
apprenticed  with  a  hrm  in  the  shipjiing 
business.  Soi>n  after  his  marriage  (in 
1732).  he  left  niercantfle  life,  and  in  1742 
accepted  the  [wjsition  of  instructor  in  the 
Friends'  English  School  of  Philadelphia. 
The  duties  of  a  teacher*  he   discharged 


with  unremitting  assiduity  and  deligln 
until  near  the  close  of  his  life.  Hedcvoted 
considerable  attention  to  the  atxjNtion  o( 
the  slave  trade,  and  was  a  strong  ad\«" 
cate  of  the  emancipation  and  education 
of  the  colored  population,  and  opetir*.! 
for  them  an  evening  schooL 

During  the  Revolutionary  war,  ami 
the  occupation  of  Philadelphia  by  Ibc 
British  army,  he  was  active  rn  alleviating 
the  sniferings  of  Ihe  prisijucr^  H« 
abandoued,  towards  the  close  of  his  life, 
the  use  of  animal  ffK>d  an  consnicntuius 
grounds.

Jamks  I'KMtU'lk ton,  elected  175^.  ri - 
signed  i7Hn;  was  the  fourth  Secrt-tarv 
U759-I772' 

He  was  a  son  iff  Israel  Pemberton,  Sr  . 
and  II  grandson  of  Phineas  Pemberton. 
one  of  the  early  and   distinguished   set 
tiers  of  Pennsylvania.     He  was  Ytom  in 
Philadelphia,    August    76,     173,^-     From 
his  youth   he  was  distinguished  for  dili- 
gence,  integrity,    and    benevolence.     In 
1745,  he  traveled  to  Carolina,  and,  tn  174.*^, 
he  visited  Eurc^pe  and  travelled  much  in 
Kngland.     On    his    return    he    cngtigedj 
extensively    in    commerce,    in    which  he 
received   successlul   returns.     He  was 
liberal   contributor   and   useful  maniiKcr 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospiiab 

He  was  not  so  eminent  a  man  amon|^ 
the  Friends  as  his  brother  Israel,  Jr  ,  baf 
was   inllneniial    in    church    and    puldicl 
alTairs.     His  unimpeachable  integrity  as  a 
merchant  made  him   much  sought  after 
in  settling  Cfjutroversies  in  trade  by  ;irbi-J 
t ration.      He   was   one   of  the  Hurgessesl 
of  the  town  t*f  Philadelphia,     He  became" 
early   interested   in   the   welfare   of   the 
negroes,  and  became  one  of  the  orgaiii 
«ers    of    the     Pennsylvania      Alio  I  it  ion 
Society,    ant  I     of    which,    on    Benjamin 
Franklin's    death,   in    1790,    he    became 
President. 
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During  tlic  Jiuiiaii  wars  lie,  iiidcd  by  hrs 
bruthi^rs.  eiKleavorud  lo  restore  pvacc ; 
many  <>r  the  Intlmn  chiefs  visiting  Phila- 
delphia were  hospitably  entertained  by 
him.  Que  of  the  important  objects  o( 
hij*  life  was  the  distribution  of  religions 
anr]  instriictiv*.'  Innsks.  In  1756  he  re- 
sijjned  his  membership  in  the  Assembly, 
because  the  service  involving;  the  con- 
sideration of  miblary  affairs  was  incum 
pMible  with  his  reJigious  principles,  in 
*757  '^t'  publisiied  "  An  Apology  for  tlie 
People  called  the  Quakers.  CHUitaininK 
iiome  reaisons  for  thetr  not  *:nmplyin>i 
with  fttnnan  Jnjnnctions  and  Instruc- 
tions in  Mitiiers  relative  to  the  Worship 
of  <iocl''  His  crnintryseiit,  on  the 
Schuylkill  River,  was occnjjk'd  Tiy  some 
of  Lord  Howe's  officers  when  the  Britisli 
were  in  Philadelphia;  it  subsequently 
passed  into  the  possession  of  the  General 
Cfovernment,  and  is  now  the  United 
States  Naval  Asylum. 

In  hjs  own  reh^ions  society  he  was  a 
loved  and  hom>red  member.  He  was 
averse  to  war,  because  he  was  opposed 
to  the  settlement  of  ^^wilitii  al  differences 
by  arms.  He  was  inchidecl  in  the  six ^ 
teen  or  seventeen  citljtens  of  Philadelphia 
who  were  banisbe^l  to  Virj^^inia  in  1777; 
"  lo  keep  the  peace/'  There  ho  spent 
a  couple  of  years  ami  wrote  otit  a  jour- 
nal,  some  of  vvhich  has  been  published  in 
the  "  p'riends  Miscelhmy/'  V*ol.  V'H. 

He  dit;d  February  9,  1809,  aged  eighty- 
five  years. 

Thomas  Whakton  w*iii»  twice  elected  ; 
the  lirst  time  1762,  resigned  in  1769: 
a^ain  in  1772,  resigned  in  1779. 

He  was  also  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital, 
( [769-72.  > 

Thomas  Wharton ,  his  ancestor,  cmi- 
graled  from  Westmorelaudahire,  En)^- 
land,  to  Peni^fcsylvania,  about  1683^  and 
served  in  Commrm  Conncilsof  Philadel- 
phia {171^  to  r7iiS.) 

He  died  July  3t»  1718,  le{lvtn}(  a  large 
estate  to  be  divitled  amonj;  his  chihiren. 

Joseph  Wharton,  the  father  of  Thomas, 
born  August  4.  1707,  became  a  ]»rosperous 
merchant  of  i*hiladelphia.  He  lived  at 
his  country-seat.  Walnut  f irove,  on  Fifth 
Street  near  Washington  Avenue.  Phi  la- 
del  plna,  which  was  made  famous,  after 
his  death,  as  the  scene  of  the  celebrated 
Mescliianza,  held  there  iti  177H. 

Thomas  Wharton  was  born  Janunry  15, 
17,50-31.  He  becamie  a  merchant  of  inRu- 
ente  and  wealth  and  brlonged  to  the 
Society  of  F  rtentls.  H  e  was  a  i>art  o^vner 
of  *•  The  Chronicle,"'  a  leading  newspaper 
uf  the  city. 

In  1774.  Washington  wrote  that  he 
*' dined  with  Thomas  Wharton  '  Mr. 
Wharton  was  one  of  the  many  Friends, 
who    actively    r^fjposed    the    oppreEtsive 


measures  of  the  English  Government 
and  was  in  1765  a  nigner  of  I  lie  non- 
importation agreement.  When  the  Colo- 
nies resortefl  to  arms,  his  sympathy 
was  actively  withdrawn  from  their  cause. 
He  became  an  object  of  suspicion  to  the 
autliorities  of  the  Colonies,  amlin  August 
^777i  he  with  other  Friends,  was  arrested, 
aiui  was,  on  refusing  to  sign  a  pande  in 
the  following  mcmth  exiled  to  Staunton, 
Virginia,  where  they  remained  until 
April.  1 77S,  Mr  Wharton  was  proscribed 
as  an  enemy  of  his  country,  antl  had  his 
properly  confiscated  under  an  Act  of 
Pennsylvania. 

He  died  near  Philadelfibia  in  the  winter 
of  17.S2, 

Amos  Stkhttell,  elected  i7trfj,  resign- 
ed June  jvo,  of  the  same  year. 

He  was  I  Kirn  in  Dublin,  1720^  ibt  son 
of  Robert  Strellell,  one  of  the  Provincial 
iVmnseilors.  In  his  youth,  brought  by 
his  parents  to  Philadelphia,  he  became  an 
assistant  to  his  father  in  Ins  business  and 
became  an  eminent  aiid  intelligeiU  mer- 
chant. When  his  father  was  elected 
Mayi>r,  Amt>s  became  a  representative  in 
General  Assembly  ;  an  Ahlerman  of  the 
city  ■  Trustee  of  the  Cieneral  Loan  Ofliie, 
and  of  the  C!ollege  af  Philadelj>hia. 

On  November  2,  1752.  he  married  in 
Christ  Church,  Hainiah,  daughter  of 
Samuel  liasell,  the  Covnisellor  ;  sheinher- 
itefl,  from  tlie  Bulkleys.  real  estate  in 
Chester  County,  u[)ou  which  Benjamin 
Morris  built  the  bouse  known  as  tbe 
*'  Knoll,''  located  near  Phoenixville. 

He  died  on  January  1;^,  i7.H<i,  in  tlie 
sixtieth  year  of  his  age. 

JosKt'H  Rki>«an,  elected  1766;  resign- 
ed October  5,  J  767. 

He  was  a  native  of  Philadelphia,  and  a 
desceuflant  of  one  of  the  first  settlers  of 
the  State  ;  he  was  for  several  years  elected 
to  the  othce  of  High  Sheriff,  the  dutitsof 
which  he  discharged  w  ilh  great  reputation 
for  his  et|uity  in  general  and  charilal->le 
attention  to  the  prisoners  in  (>ariicnlar. 

He  was  endowed  with  a  remarkable 
sweetness  of  temper,  and  ennnent  degree 
of  humanity  and  benevolence,  which  led 
him  to  sympathise  with  and  perform  acts 
of  kindness  to  the  poor  and  distressed. 

He  died  September  19,  1779,  aged  59,

He  was  born  m  West  Chester,  Pa,,  in 
T73.3 ;  his  grandparents  emigrated  to 
America  at  the  close  of  the  seventeenth 
century  frtttn  Wexford.  IrehuKp  His 
father,  Richard,  was  a  shipping  n\erchant 
in  1738  and  built  Nixon's  Wharf  uu  the 
Delawar*?  River,  Philadeliihia  ;  he   was  a 
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member  of  tlu'  Cdv  Omncilsfmiii  1724  to 
iJic  lime  of  his  tkath  ;  ami  was  a  Cajrtyiti 
of  ihf  "  Associators. '* 

The  son  succ  vedt/rl  io  the  liusiness  of  | 
the  fatlier  and  m  1756.  during  the  t*xcite- 
niftu  of  tht?  French  vvar»  he  v%nH  «flifcleci  , 
Lieutenant  *jf  the  company  of  which  his  1 
father  had  l>een  Captain  on  its  orj^an- 
izati'on.  In  1765  ht-  sii^tied  the  non- 
importation aKrccment  aj^ainst  the  stam]i 
act,  iintl  Iruni  tlial  tinie  took  an  artive 
part  in  npposition  to  the  nsiirpatiuus  uf 
the  Cn>\vn  ;  he  was  onv  ut  the  Wardens 
of  the  Port  of  Fhiladt'Jpliia  in  1756;  a 
nietidKT  of  the  rnnnnittoe  appointed  at  a 
to^vn  nieetin}<  lield  May  20,  1774,  to  reply 
lo  the  letter  fn^m  the  citiiens  of  Boston, 
carried  by  Paul  RevcTc,  and  11  month 
later  was  made  a  njeniber  of  the  first 
ctunmittee  of  correspondence ;  was  a 
delegate  lo  the  convention  of  the  pro- 
vinces in  1774-75.

He  had  charge  of  the  defences  of  I 
the  Uelaware  at  Fort  [sland  in  May,  1776, 
and  in  July  was  in  command  of  the  1 
Guards  of  the  city  ;  he  was  also  an  alder- 
man of  Pliiladelphia. 

Cinjnl\  4,  1776,  Congress  adopted  the

He  was  one  of  two  directors  of  the  Bank 
of  Pennsylvania,  appointed  to  serve  on 
a  commission  lor  supplying  the  .irmy  of 
the  United  States  with  provisions,  and 
sul>scrtl>ed  ifs'xio  for  that  purpose.  He 
was  one  of  the  organizers  t*f  the  Bank  of  I 
North  Americrt  in  1783,  and  its  second

He  was  the  eldest  son  of  James  Logan, 
the  founder  of  the  L(»gantan  Library  in 
Philadelphia.

now  PhiladeljJhia,  May  14,  171S;  bis 
erlucation  was  superintendetl  by  his 
father  and  com|ileted  in  Bristol,  £n|i' 
land. 

I  Ml  his  return  to  Philadelphia,  he  be* 
came  alt^trney  for  the  Pcnn  famtly  with 
Ills  father.  He  was  a  memlier  of  the 
Provincial  Council  of  Philadelphia  from 
1743-1776;  he  was  an  advocate  and  pn> 
lector  of  the  Indians,  and  when  the 
meetings  t*f  the  cor|L»oriition  were  dis- 
continued,  he  received  them  at  his  home. 
He  gave  the  aged  a  settlement  called 
the  liiflian  Fields  on  his  land,  and  edu- 
cated their  children  at  his  f»wn  expense. 
He  UHtk  ni»  active  ^lart  in  the  Revuln 
tinnarv  war,  being  in  Knglatid  at  that 
period.  He  travelled  e?ftensively  in  the 
I'nited  States  from  Philadelphia  to 
Georgia, 

Willi  the  &ame  spirit  tlmi  actimted  his 
father,  he  (with  his  brother)  deeded  the 
Loganian  Lilirarv  and  property  to  Israel 
Pemherton,  Jr.,  William  Allen,  Richard 
Peters  ant!  Benjamin  Franklin,  to  l»e  with 
William  Logan  and  his  brcAher,  James 
L<jgan,  the  trustees  or  managers,  and  he 
acted  us  Librarian  until  his  death,  He 
added  to  the  collection  the  lxH>ks 
which  had  been  l>equeathed  to  his  uncle, 
afjtout  1300  volumes.  The  Library  re- 
mained uno[iened  for  sume  time  after 
the  Revohition,  when  the  LegislalMrc  of 
Pennsylvania,  in  1792,  annexed  it  to  the 
Philadelphia  Lil>rary  Company,  cslab* 
Mshed  by  F^ranklin  and  his  associates. 

He  died  October  2H,  1776,  aged  fifty- 
eight  years. 

Thomas  Mifflin,  elected  1771,  r^ 
signed  1773.  He  served  as  the  fifth  Sec* 
retary  (i772-i77:j)- 

He  Wiis  born  in  Philadelphia  in  1744 ; 
his  ancestors  were  cjf  the  Society  of 
Friends,  and  among  the  earliest  settler* 
of  Pennsylvania;  he  graduated  at  ihc 
College  of  Philadelphia,  was  distin' 
ffuished  for  ability  anil  classical  scholAr- 
ship.  His  parents  intended  hJm  for  a 
niercluint.  and,  he  was  plactd  in  a  count* 
in^;- house.  He  sul>seqnenlly  made  a 
voyajje  to  K^nrope,  in  1765,  and  on  his 
return  entered  into  business  w  ith  one  of 
his  brothers. 
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III  ij/i,  wlicn  but  IWL^iiLy-ei^iit  years 
of  a^it,  he  was  eltcted  one  i*!  the  two 
Burgesses,  tn  rejirvsetu  Philadelphia  in 
the  (iencral  Assembly  t*f  thi*  Statt.%  ami 
I  wo  yenrs  iifter^vards,  was  aijpuiiited  a 
delegatt:  frum  the  State  to  the  Conti' 
nentat  Congress. 

Thomas  Mill! hi  was  ai>|ioiiited  M^ijor 
uf  une  of  the  OjiHiiietilal  rejchiienis. 
thereby  severing  his  cunnt'Clion  witli  the 
Society  of  Friends  in  which  he  was  burn 
and  reared. 

He  joined  the  camp  at  Boston,  where 
he  distin^uisihed  hiiiijielf  by  o|i|KJiiiiig  a 
detuclnneiit  of  British  soldters.  An 
oRicer  of  hijath  rank  deckired  lie  "  never 
saw  a  greater  rlisplay  nf  personal  bravery 
than  was  ex  hi  bite*  I  an  this  nccasitJU  in 
the  Cool  and  iinre)jid  ronchirt  of  Coltiiiel 
Mifflin/'  After  the  wrtlHlrawal  of  the 
British  troops  from  Boston,  Cok»nel 
Mifflin  was  cotninissiniied  by  Coii|j;reSv«5 
Brigadier-General,  he  having  discharjjed 
tnuHt  satisfiictorily  tlie  arduous  duties  of 
Quarter-Master  General.  By  a  Congress- 
iona!  resolution  of  May  2.S,  1776.  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  Cfjiifer  with 
Generals  \\  ashin^on^  Gales  and  Mifflin 
'*  touching  the  frontiers  towards  Cana- 
da ;"— at  this  time  he  wras  but  thirty-two 
years  of  age. 

About  this  time  lie  was  commissioned 
to  raise  the  mililia  of  Pennsylvania.  His 
efforls  were  attended  with  some  dej^ree 
of  success  in  T'hiladelpliia,  and  at  the 
head  of  fifteen  hntidred  enlisted  men  he 
marched  to  Trenton.  (General  Mifflin 
was  ajiain  di  spat  died  to  Philadelphia  to 
take  charj^e  of  the  numerous  stores  in 
that  place ;  Congress  also  fleemed  it  f>f 
importance  that  **  General  MitTlin  should 
make  a  prosress  thnm^h  several  of  the 
counties  of  the  Slate  of  Peimsylv;*ina,  to 
rouse  the  freemen  to  the  Immediate  de- 
fence of  the  city  and  country/'  and 
resolved  '*That  the  Assembly  be  re- 
quested  to  appoint  a  committee  of  their 
body,  to  make  a  tour  with  him,  and 
assist  in  this  gwid  and  necessary  work/' 
Ttiis  im|)ortant  commission  was  accejjled 
and  its  duties  discharged  with  his  usual 
ability  and  zeal.  This  was  accomplished 
iust  before  the  battle  of  Princeton,  and 
its  victory  with  that  of  Trenton  secured 
American  Independence.  In  i'ol.  Trum- 
bull's painting  of  the  Battle  of  Princeton, 
General  MiJRin  makes  a  conspicuous 
figure  in  the  memo  ruble  conllict  ;  in  Feb- 
rnary  fol]i>wing.  Congress  bestowed  ufjon 
him  the  rank  of  Major-General. 

In  r783  he  was  elerted  by  the  f.e^isla- 
ture  a  member  of  Congress,  and  in  the 
fall  of  the  same  year  was  matle  President 
of  that  body,  in  which  capacity  he  re- 
ceived from  (General  W'aslnngton  his  re- 
sijfiiation  as  Commamler-in-Chief  of  the 
American  Army,  and  as  duty  required 


on  this  august  ticcasion,  made  a  repi}'  to 
Washinj^ton's  address. 

In  17H5  he  w;is  chosen  a  member  of 
the  Leglshiture  of  Pennsylvania  and 
elected  Speaker  of  that  body.  In  17H8 
he  was  President  of  the  Suiireme  E^xecu- 
tiye  Council  of  the  State,  under  the  Con- 
stitution of  that  period.  In  17S7  he  rep- 
resented Pennsylvania  in  the  convention 
assembled  at  Philadelfdiia  to  Irame  a 
government  for  the  Cnitetl  States ;  he 
was  also  k  member  and  became  Presi- 
dent of  the  Constitutional  Convention  of 
Pennsylvania  in  i79i>,  and  after  its  adop- 
tion liecame  the  first  Governor,  and  held 
the  fwsition  nine  years  U79o-^;9).  !n 
i79g  he  was  elected  a  m(em!>er  of  the 
I  louse  of  Representatives.  He  was  a 
member  ol  the  American  Philosojducal 
Society  from  176^  until  his  death. 

He  died  January  2«j,  ifnxj,  at  Lancaster, 
at  that  time  the  seat  of  the  State  (rovern- 
meiit,  aged  fifty-six  years.  Appn^priate 
re,solutions  were  passefl  by  the  Legiski- 
turc.  and  Ins  interment  and  monument 
provided  for  at  [>nblic  expense, 

ErnvARtj  Pj^NiXGTON,  elected  1773,  re- 
signed 1779. 

He  was  the  s*:m  of  Isaac  Peningt*m. 
who  was  for  many  years  the  Sherilf  *if 
Bucks  County,  Pa.  Edward  was  tM>rn 
in  Philadelphia,  December  4.  1726*  was 
educated  in  the  Friends'  School,  and 
afterwards  became  a  merchant  of  the 
city. 

In  1761.  and  for  several  yt  irs  subsc- 
qnently.  was  one  of  the  Ju^lgcs  of  the 
Court  of  the  Common  Pleas.  In  1762,  by 
Act  of  AsHcmbiy,  was  one  of  the  Trustees 
in  whom  was  vested  ibe  State  House 
and  other  |iublic  buihliuKS.  '  for  the  use 
of  the  freemen  of  their  provitoe  and 
their  representatives  ;  "  in  1768  elected 
a  member  of  the  American  Philosophical 
Society.  By  tJie  action  of  this  organiza- 
tion in  1770  there  was  formed  a  '*  Society 
for  the  Cultivation  of  Silk  "  of  which  he 
beca m e  t  reas  u  rer. 

When  the  news  of  the  passage  by  Par- 
liament, of  the  Boston  Port  Bill  reached 
Philadelphia.  Judge  Peiiington  was  one 
of  Ihe  members  wlio  in  May  1774.  assem- 
bled at  the  *'Coll^ee  House/*  and  formeij 
a  comTnittcc  of  correspondence,  and  in 
July  of  the  same  year,  became  a  member 
of  the  Provincial  Convention.  WheiUhe 
Revolutionary  War  began,  his  l^>uakcr 
principles  led  him  to  join  the  *'  non  resisl- 
ants/'  and  was  classed  among  the  dfs- 
alTected,  and  in  1777,  on  the  approach  of 
the  British,  he  was  arrested  and  sent  to 
Virginia.  After  his  return,  in  1790,  he 
was  elected  to  the  City  Councils;  and 
the  year  iR'fore  his  death  was  appinnted 
by  the  Legislature  one  of  the  commis- 
sioners tci  distribute  money  among  the 
French  refugees. 
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He  was  marned  at  Friends'  Meeting,    I 
November  26,  1754,  to  Sarah  Shoemaker, 
daughter  of  ihc  CouiicdW.  I 

hi  1767,  actinji  as  Attorney  for  Ann  1 
Penn,  he  offered  Pennslmry  Manor  for 
sale,  published  a  description  of  it.  giving 
right  of  title,  and  al&j  some  historical 
events  concerning  it.  He  also  wrote  a 
**  Poetical  Proclamation,  "  l^eing  a  satire 
on  the  Ojinniitiee  of  Inspection  in  Phila- 
delphia. 

He  died  September  30,  1796*  aged 
sixlv-nine  years. 

Robert  Strettkkl  Jones,  elected 
1773,  resigned  1781  ;  he  was  the  eighth 
secretary  ( 1 777- 1  ySi-t). 

His  father  was  one  of  the  wealthy  mer- 
chant.s  of  Philadtrlphia  and  was  chosen  to 
fill  manv  importani  public  oflirt-s  by  his 
fellow  ritixcns. 

Robert  was  burn  July  21.  1745  ;  he  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  A.  M.  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  in  1765.     He  was 
one  of  the  secretaries  of  the  American 
Philo.stjphical  Society  ;  a  Director  of  the 
Library  Company    of     Philadeliihia ;    a    | 
member  of  the  Committee  of  Inspection 
and  Observation  for  the  City  and  Liber-    ' 
ties,  August  1775,  and  also  tme  of  its  sec-    I 
retaries.     He  resided   for  some  years  in    1 
New  Jersey,  and  wan  at  one  lime  a  mem- 
ber of  its  Legishiture. 

On  March  23,  1774,  he  was  married  in 
Christ  Church  to  Ann,  daughter  of  Joseph 
Shippen. 

He  died  in  Bnrlnigt<m,  N.  J.,  March  16, 
1792,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Mary's 
(Ground. 

Thomas  Fisher,  elected  1775,  resigned 
1776.  He  acted  as  the  seventh  Secretary 
from  May  13.  to  July  30,  1776, 

He  was  a  son  of  Joslnia  Fisher,  of 
Lewes,  Delaware^  afterwards  a  merchant 
of  Philadelphia.  Thrmias  was  Irorn  May 
6.  174 1,  anu  on  coming  of  age  was  taken 
into  ijartncrship  by  his  father,  and  t>e- 
came  a  prosperous  merchant  of  the  city, 
accmnulating  sufficient  wealth  to  enable 
him  to  retire  many  years  l>efore  his 
decease. 

During  the  French  War  he  was  cap- 
tured at  sea,  and  carried  to  Spain  ;  after 
his  release  he  visited  England.  The 
father  and  three  sons  were,  during  the 
Revolution,  among  those  deemed  inimi- 
cal lo  the  cause  of  America,  and  were 
arrested  and  transferred  to  Wintliester, 
Va,,  where  they  remained  during  the 
winfer  of  1777-J^.  The  three  sons  suc- 
ceeded to  the  business  of  Jrjfshua  Fisher 
&  S*ms,  and  in  the  same  year  the  brothers, 
Thomas  and  Miers  Fisher,  brcamtf  part- 
ners in  the  firm  of  Hough,  Bickham  & 
Co.»  lumbermen.  In  1800  Thomas  be- 
came a  partner  with  Leonard  Snowden 
in    a    brewery.     Thomas  w?as  owner  of 


two-filtlis  of  belweeD  25.000  and 
acres  of  land  in  what  was  then  West- 
moreland County^  Pennsylvania ;  and 
one-half  of  to^enjo  acres  in  Chemung 
Township,  New*  York,

He  served  several  years   in  the  City 

Councils  ;  w^as  a  jUBtice  of  the  Common 
Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  Courts,  and 
in  1775  was  chosen  Mayor,  l>eifig  the  Im  j 
under  the  Charter  of  [701. 

After  the  Revolution,  under  the  nc 
Charter   in    1789,    he   was   again  choseftJ 
Mayor. 

In  1780  he  subscribed  j^5,ooo  for  the 
pniyisirniing  of  the  Army  In  1792  he 
Wkus  elect ctl  Speaker  of  the  Soiiate  of 
Pennsylvania.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
American  Philosophical  Society  from 
177.^  II tit i I  his  death  ,  also  a  Trustee 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  ;  and  one 
of  the  fount! ers  and  in  1785  the  first 
President  of  Philadelphia  Society  for 
pmmoting  Agriculture. 

Hv  was  of  (Juakcr  slock,  but  when  m 
London,  was  baptijeed   by  Rev.  Richard 
Peters.     On   his   return  to   PhtladelphitLl 
was  made  L«iy  Deputy  from  St.  P*t«V*' 
Church  tfj  Convention  of  Protestant  Epis- 
copal ChnrchfS,  held  May  21,  178*;.     He 
inherited   a  hirge   estate,    which   he  lic- 
queathed  to  his  wife,  who  gave  the  large 
part  of  it,  including  ''  Puw^clton,'*  lo  herl 
nephew   and   adopted  son,  John   Powel 
Hare,  and  his  descendants. 

He  died  at  Philadelnhia  September  29, 
1795,  in  the  fifty-fourtn  year  of  his  age.

He  was   the    son  of  John    Mifflin,    the 
Councilor,  was  a  merchant  of  Philadel«| 
phia,  and  wiis  for  a  time  in  partnership 
with  his  elder  brother.

He  died  July  14,  1785. 
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Tench  Ciixe,  elertcd  1780,  resigned 
1781 ,  was  the  nintli  Secretary  ( 17H0-1781 ). 

fir  vva*-  btirn  in  Philurltflphia,  May  32, 
1755-  t'^»t■  son  of  William  Coxe  and 
Frances^  danjjhter  of  Tench  Francis, 
Allorney-Gcju'ral  of  the  Province  of 
Ptnngylvania. 

His  ancestry  were  originally  from 
Somerselshire,  in  England, 

He  received  his  education  at  the 
College  of  Philadelphia.  On  leaving 
College,  he  entered  the  roiiulinK- house 
of  Coxe  &  Furnian,  and  on  attaining  his 
ma|ority,  May,  ly?^*  bet:ame  a  partntT 
of  the  house/ under  the  name  of  Coxe. 
Furman  St  Coxe. 

He  was  elected  by  the  Legislature  of 
Pennsylvania  a  Commissiojier  to  the 
Anna]>olis  Federal  Convention,  which 
met  on  Septeniher  14,  17H6,  to  discu?ts 
the  propo55cd  Federal  Const  ft  nt  ion,  etc. 
The  Comnnssiiiners  recommended  that  a 
Convention  should  beheld  on  the  second 
Monday  of  May.  i7i^7»  which  was  ap- 
proved by  Con^^ress,  and  ilie  result  of 
the  Convention  which  asBetnbled  on  that 
day  was  the  present  Constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

In  ijHH,  Mr.  Coxe  was  elected  by  the 
Legislature,  a  member  of  the  Continenlal 
Conjiress,  until  the  [>eriod  at  which  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  shouhJ 
go  into  operation.  In  Septeniher^  t7>^9, 
an  act  was  passed,  orjjanizing  the  Treas- 
ury Department.  The  folltjwinp:  May. 
Mr.  Coxe  received  the  appointment  nf 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  In 
May,  1792,  he  was  appointed  by  the 
President,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  to  the  position  of  Cora- 
mi  ssioner  of  the  Revenue  ;  this  position 
he  held  durinj^  the  rest  of  the  admin  istra 
tion  of  (ieneral  VV'ashinjrton.  In  1S03  he 
was  appointed  by  PresJilent  JefTerscm, 
P«r\'eyor  of  the  Public  Supplies  of  the 
United  States,  which  iKJsition  he  held  un 
til  the  office  was  al>o]isbed  in  1812. 

His  writings  were  voluminous  and  ex- 
tended through  a  period  of  many  years, 
the  only  works  which  were  collected  and 
rcpublisbed  in  \>fHjk  fi»rm  were  :  "A  Brief 
Examination  of  Lord  Shefheld's  nlj^er- 
v  at  ions  on  the  C^minierce  of  the  United 
States,  witli  Two  Supplementary  Notes 
upon  American  Manufacturers"  (Phila- 
delphia and  Londim,  1792I;  "A  View  of 
the  United  States  of  America '*  (Philadel- 
phia, 1794,  and  London,  1795)  ;  "A  Stale- 
mem  of  the  Arts  and  Manufactures  of  the 
United  States,  for  the  year  1810''  (Phila 
driphia.  1814). 

In  J 787  he  published  a  pamphlet  which 
wns  read  bifore  the  Society  h>r  Polrticjil 
Inquiries,  at  the  honse of  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin, (May  II,  i;S7)  entitled  :  "  An  Inquirv" 
into  the  Principles  nixm  which  a  <  Com- 
mercial   System    for   the    United    States 


should  he  Founded,  to  which  are  added 
some  Political  Oliservations  connected 
with  the  subjrct." 

Mr.  Coxe  durioK  b's  whole  life  devoted 
himself  to  the  encouratfement  oi  American 
manufactures.  In  1775,  when  Irut  twenty 
years  of  ag:e,  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Unite<l  Company  of  Philadelphia,  for  I'ro- 
motiniLC  American  Manufactures.  In 
17S7,  he  was  one  of  the  mt^st  active  of  the 
founders  of  the  Penns3'lvanii>  Society  for 
the  Encouragement  of  Arts  and  l>omestic 
Manufactures,  which  was  instituted  at 
that  time,  and  at  the  instance  of  I>r.  Rush, 
be  delivered  the  inaugural  address^  and 
suhsequeiUly  he  laecame  President  of  the 
Society.  In  1S12,  Congress  instructed  the 
Secretary  t>f  the  TreaMtury  to  have  com- 
piled a  sialeirient  of  the  Manufactures  of 
the  Country.  Mr.  Gallatin  apjdied  tr> 
Mr.  Coxe,  as  the  first  authority  amoiiK 
economists,  tti  execute  the  undertaking. 

In  17B6,  Mr,  Coxe  havinjj  seen  some 
cotton  growing  in  gardens  in  Maryland, 
wiis  convinced  that  it  might  l*e  exten- 
sively cultivated  in  this  country  ;  the 
result  of  an  examination  satisfied  him 
that  all  the  region  south  of  latitude  thirty- 
nine  was  capable  of  producing  cotton  ex- 
tensively. He  thenceforth  employed  his 
pen  to  attract  public  attention  of  the 
community  to  the  subject,  with  complele 
success.  He  disserves  to  be  nameo  the 
Father  of  the  American  Cottrm  Industry. 
He  it  W!is  also  who  first  attempted  to  bring 
an  Arkwright  machine  to  the  United 
States. 

Mr.  Coxe  died  in  Philndelphia  July  17^ 
ii^24^  aged  sixty -nine  years. 

REYNOLf>  Kkene,  elected  17S1,  re- 
signed 1790;  eleventh  Secretary  {17^3. 
and  17B6)  and  the  seventh  Presiderjt  of 
Board  of  Managers. 

He  was  lx>rn  on  the  Island  of  Barbadoes 
alK>ut  173S  and  was  the  son  of  Peter 
Keene,  He  passed  most  of  bis  life  in 
Philadelphia  and  was  elected  to  represent 
the  city  and  liberties  of  Philadelphia  in 
the  Provincial  Convention  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, f January  23-2S.  F775-) 

Aner  this,  Mr.  Keene  removed  to  Read- 
ing, Pa.  and  was  appointed  April  ai,  1777, 
a  Commissioner  for  the  County  of  Berks, 
to  audit  and  settle  the  accounts  of  the 
militia  and  flying  camp  of  the  said  county, 
for  arms  and  accoutrements  purchased 
by  the  officers  of  those  corps  and  the 
property  of  persons  lost  in  actual  service  ; 
also  of  those  persims  who  have  been 
killed,  died  in  the  service  of  the  States  or 
were  nuide  pris*jners. 

In  1778,  Mr.  Keene  returned  to  Philadel- 
phia, then  occupied  by  General  Howe, 
leaving  his  family  in  Reading  ;  this  step 
induced  some  suspicion  of  his  loyalty 
to    the    cause    of   the   colonic^s,    and    a 
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"Vendue"  of  his  persuiml  j^ochIs  was 
ordered  by  Col.  Henry  Haller.  He  was 
also  required  by  an  act  of  (ieneral 
Aissenibly.  passed  March  6,  r77S,  to 
render  Idnihtelf  to  the  judjje  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  tr»  abide  his  trial  for  treason 
to  the  Comnumweatth.  Mr.  Keeiie  was 
unable  to  roiiiply  witli  this  and  he 
inoirred  iht-  penally,  vist.  ultaindcr  as  a 
traitor,  and  he  forfeited  his  property  to 
the  State. 

Suljsequently.  upon  his  petition »  an 
act  wvm  pjissed  annulhng  the  rornicr  one 
so  far  as  it  regarded  ilie  per&in  of 
Mr.  Kecne,  provided  he  rendered  himself 
to  ^:pne  uf  the  justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court  abidinj^  his  "  trial  for  an s  tieiison 
or  misprison  of  trciistm,  that  lie  is  or  has 
betMi  or  may  be  char^ced  with/'  Sub- 
sequently, Mr  Keene  was  *' discharged 
from  prosecution/* 

Mr.  Keene  was  clesijjnated  one  of  the 
^iji^iKT^  of  Billji  of  Credit  aulhoriated  by 
our  Province,  February  26,  (773;  his 
name,  with  that  of  Hon.  Rii  hard  Penn, 
is  appended  to  a  dorunient  respecting  the 
improvement  of  a  rortd  in  the  Northern 
Liberties  in  1773. 

In  Novend>er,  1789,  he  was  elected 
alderman  of  Philadelphia,  a  jKisition  he 
held  the  rest  of  the  life  ,  liy  vtrtue  of  this 
ofifice,  he  exercised  the  functiulis  of  a 
just  ire  of  the  peare^  sometimes  sitting  in 
the  Orphans'  Court. 

May  H.  17^4  he  was  commissioned  mi 
associate  judge  o(  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  lur  the  city  and  country. 

Mr.  Keene  married  first,  Uclober  21, 
1762,  his  cousin,  Christiana  Stifle,  daugh- 
ter of  Jt>hn  and  Sarah  Stille;  she  died 
in  Reading.  Pa,,  on  November  x,  1777, 
Mr.  Keene  was  married,  seconoly,  by 
Rev.  William  White.  June  6,  1780,  to 
Patience,  \vidt>w  of  Josefih  Worrell,  and 
daughter  of  Alexander  Harciay^  Esq.,  of  I 
Philadelp'hia.  | 

Mr.  Keene  died  In  Philadelphia^  August 
39.  iHoo,  in  the  sixty-third  year  of  his  age    , 
and  was  buried  in  Cilc}ria  Dei  churchyard.    | 

Jonathan  Shokmaker,  elected  1781,    j 
resigned  1790,  | 

He  was  a  native  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  a 
member  of  the  first  Constitutional  Con- 
vention of  Pennsylvania,  1790,  and  one  of 
the  signers. 

Me  died  December  2ft,  1837,  at  the 
residence  of  his  son  Isaac  Shoemaker, 
Esq.,  near  the  1  ily  of  Baltimore.  Mary- 
land, in  the  eighty-fourth  year  of  his  age- 

Isaac  Wharton,  elected  1781,  re- 
signed 1784  ;  he  was  Ihe  tenth  Secretary 
(1781-1783.) 

He  was  a  brother  of  Thomas  Wharton, 
a  Manager  of  the  Hospital,  and  was  br»rn 
in  Philadelphia,  Sejjtember  15,  1745. 


Pur  many  years  hewasonetif  the  most 
eminent  merchants  o\'  Pliiladetphia,  and 
was  highly  respected. 

Un  Novendjer  14,  1780,  at  Friends' 
Meeting  he  married  Margaret,  daughter 
of  Francis  Ravvte 

Mr.  Wtiarlun  was  a  member  of  Com- 
num  CnuiKil  in  1791  ;  and  at  the  time  of 
his  decease  a  Director  of  the  Bank  of 
tile  United  States;  and  President  of  the 
PhixMiix  Insurance  Company, 

He  died  March  31.  i8uS,  aged  sixty-two 
years. 

JtjsiAH  Hewes,  elected  T781,  resigtird 
1812.  was  the  eighth  Preside-nt  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  (i79o-!8i2),  serving 
for  twenty*one  years  and  eleven  months. 

He  wasi  a  native  of  New  Jersey,  but  at 
an  early  peri«>d  of  his  bfc  he<  anie  a  rt-si- 
fient    of    Phihidelphia    City,,  where    for 


nearly  half  a  century  !ie  was  indus- 
triously and  successfully  occupied  in 
trade  and  commerce. 

By  ft  scrupulously  honest  and  upright 
life  he  obtained  the  res]»ecl  and  confi- 
dence of  his  fellow-citiatens,  wdiich  they 
manifested  by  his  election  in  many  of  our 
public  institutions,  charitable  and  com- 
mercial. 

Tlie  same  benevolence  which  distin- 
guished him  through  life,  had  its  influ- 
ence in  the  distribution  of  his  estate,  of 
wliich  a  considerable  portion  was  ap|»1ied 
to  chsiritable  pur]Joses. 

He  died  August  17,  1831,  in  the  eighty- 
ninth  year  of  his  age. 

Adam  Hirm.KV,  elected  1783.  resij^ned 
1784,  was  iHjrn  in  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania,  January  9.  1740 

He  w^as  commissioned  a  Major  f»f  the 
Tenth  Pennsylvania  Regiment  on  Decem- 
ber 6,  1776;  commanded  the  Eleventh 
Regiment  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  from  June  5,  1779,  and  retired 
on  January  1,  1781,  From  1783-89  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Assembly,  and 
in    1790   a   Stale  Senator. 
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His  *'J(niriKil  of  Kvciitft  in  1779"  waa 
published  in  the  Pennsylvania  Archives 
<2  Series  \'oL  XI K 

He  died  in  I'hiladt'fphia,  May,  1798, 
aged  fifty-t^igiu  3'ears. 

Nathan  J  KL  Falconer*  elected  1782, 
resigned  17^3;  re-elected  in  1784,  and 
and  resigned  1790,  as  the  meetings  of 
Board  occurrinj^  at  the  safiie  time  as  those 
of  Coramon  Cound^  of  whirh  he  was  a 
tnemlHT,  they  interfered  with  his  duties 
to  that  lK>dy.' 

Captain  Falconer  had  rendered  valu- 
able services  to  the  Hospital  in  many 
ways.  At  one  time  he  commanded  a 
packet  plying  helween  Philadelphia  and 
London,  :ind  on  nianv  orcasinns  had 
brought  books  for  the  I^ibrary,  and  siirj^j 
ical  instruments,  besides  conveyinK  let- 
ters and  attcndin^r  to  many  nOalrs  of  im- 
portant e  for  the  Managers  in  London  ; 
all  of  ubicli  were  remembered  when  a 
vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  bini. 

Andrew  Doa,  elected  1783,  resigned 
1788,  was  fjorn  October  14,  17^7,  and 
was  a  grandson  of  Andrew  Doz,  a 
Huguenot,  who  had  charge  of  Perm's 
Vineyard  at  Fairmonnt. 

His  ctnmiry,  his  church,  and  the  poor 
shared  the  benefits  of  his  charities  dur- 
ing his  life  and  were  rememberetl  by  him 
with  peculiar  liberality  in  the  hour  of  his 
death.  In  his  will  thf  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  is  mentioned  first  as  a  bene- 
ficiary of  bis  valuable  estate. 

He  died  on  Thursday.  December  18, 
1788,  aged  sixty-one  years. 

Samuel  Howki.l,  elected  1784,  re- 
signed 17S0.  was  elected  the  aixth 
President  or  the  Board  of  Managers  from 
1786-17^^  and  served  over  three  years  in 
that  position. 

He  was  a  succi-ssful  business  man  of 
Philadelphia  and  in  the  year  1765  joined 
with  other  merchants  in  a  uon-imfMirta' 
tion  agreement  to  countermaunl  all  *»rders 
for  English  jroods  until  the  stamp  act 
should  be  repealed.  He  was  also  one  of 
the  Committee  on  Correspondence  ;  als^j 
a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Safety, 

He  died  December  q,  1807,  at  his 
country-seat  near  Frankford,  Philadel- 
phia^ Pa. 

SAMrRL  CoATES,  elected  1785,  and  re- 
signed 1825,  from  failing  eyesight,  the 
effeci  of  double  cataract,  having  served 
the  Hospital  forty  years  and  four  months; 
be  was  the  twelfth  Secretary  (1786-1812). 
He  was  also  the  ninth  President  of  the 
Board  and  held  the  pftsition  from  1812  to 
1825. 

He  was  Ixirn  at  Philadel[>hia.  August 
34,1748.  His  parents  were  Samuel  and 
Mary  Coates,  Mt'r  Lan^dale,  his  ancestors 


from  Leicester,  Knji^land,  His 
grandfather,  Thomas  Coates,  who  came 
to  Philadelphia  in  1684,  was  a  merchant 
and  a  convert  to  the  Society  of  Friends. 
Samuel  loM  both  parents  at  an  early  age. 
He  was  then  taken  in  charge  by  his 
uncle,  John  Reynell.  He  obtained  a 
good  classical  and  business  education, 
and  at  the  age  of  nineteen  be  had  charge 
of  and  conducted  a  small  commercial 
basint^s  from  April  f^,  1768,  to  May  ^^i, 
1771.  He  then  went  into  business  with 
his  uncle,  the  firm  being  Reynell  & 
Coatcs;  this  continued  until  1782.  In 
(  Utober,  1785,  he  assricialed  with  himself 
his  brother,  Joseph  Langdale  Coates ; 
this  continued  until  1791,  when  he  en- 
gaged in  the  New  England  Commission 
trade,  which  be  conducted  with  great 
activity  till  1793,  when  the  epidemic  0I 
yelkjw  fever  made  its  terrible  ravages  in 
this  citv,  which  enlisted  his  sympathy 
and  active  interest  in  precautionary  and 
charitalile  measures.  His  further  in- 
terest in  mercantile  aflairs  gave  place  lo 
his  devotion  to  pul>lic  <lutics,  which  from 
this  time  until  his  death  engrossed  his 
whole  time  and  attention.  He,  with  bis 
family,  continued  in  membership  with 
the  Society  of  Friends,  and  he  was  regu- 
lar in  his  attendance  at   Public  Wt'Tsbip. 

He  was  twice  married.  On  January  ii, 
1775,  he  married  Lydia  Sanders,  daughter 
of  Jose^>h  and  Hannah  Sanders.  His 
wife  died  October  24,  1789.  He  was 
again  married  on  November  17,1791,  to 
Amy,  daughter  of  Benjamin  Horter,  one 
of  the  earliest  and  most  prominent  of 
Market  Street  merchants.  His  wife  and 
her  two  sons  survived  him,  and  four 
children  of  his  [»revious  marriage. 

He  was  permanently  identified  with 
the  public  events  of  his  time,  his  integrity, 
business  experience,  and  well-kiu>wn 
philanthropy  ma<1e  his  counsel  and  per- 
s<mal  services  much  S(»ngbt  after  by  his 
fellow-citizens,  who  showed  their  confi- 
dence  in  him  by  their  call  to  a  succession 
of  public  duties,  which  occupieci  his 
time  and  attention  during  the  later  por- 
tion of  his  life. 

On  July  25,  1785,  he  was  elected  a 
manager  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital, 
and  at  a  meeting  of  Ihe  Ikiardof  Managers 
held  at  his  residence  March  3,  1786,  he 
was  one  of  the  committee  appointed  and 
instructed  to  re]Hirt  "on  a  plan  of 
economy  and  on  the  cause  of  the  great 
expense  of  the  bouse."  A  plan  was  re- 
ported  by  which  expenditures  might  l>e 
greatly  diminished,  and  a  better  system 
of  responsibility  created  .  on  the  ^otli  he 
was  the  first  named  of  a  rommittee  of 
three  *'lo  revise  the  minutes  ami  prepare 
for  the  annual  election."  In  May  be 
was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and 
on    May  II,    1812,    he    was    unanimously 
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SFcted  President  of  tht^  Bc*anl  *>f  Man- 
agers, which  pusititm  hv  lie  Id  (or  ihirti-m 
years  until  iiicreaHing  infirmities  oliligt*! 
him  t«j  resign  Ncivcnibt?r  2H,  1825,  when 
t  h e  fo  1 1  o  wi  ng  m  i  11  ot  e  was  m ad  e  :  " '  Srt  ni  u  e  f 
Cnfttt*s»  the  venerable  Prestdent  of  ilie 
Boards  wh«>  has  filled  the  |>dsftion  of  a 
Manaj^er  for  ujjward  of  fviriy-one  years^ 
Lind  served  the  institylion  with  xeal  and 
ability,  personally  attended  and  resigned 
hia  seal  in  consequence  of  his  advanced 
age  and  many  infirmities.  The  Board 
re(^rets  the  necessity  and  accompanies 
his  retirement  with  sincere  wishes  for  hia 
health  and  happiness/* 

He  was  nominated  and  appointed 
August  jr,  17S6,  a  member  of  *'  the  over- 
seers of  the  Pviblic  Schools  founded  by 
Charter  in  the  town  and  county  *-*(  PhiLi- 
phia,"  and  resigned  ihe  duly  from  ad- 
vanced age  on  June  27,  1823.  On  June 
6,  iSoo^  be  was  elected  a  Director  of  the 
-original  Bank  of  tht.'  United  States,  being 
one  of  the  number  elected  to  succeed 
those  members  who  were  required  by 
law  10  vacate  their  places,  ancf  he  con- 
tinued iu  this  position  until  the  close  of 
the  Bank  in  iHij.  In  i7iH4hewas  elected 
Treasurer  of  the  Philadelphia  Libr^iry 
Company,  and  held  this  position  until 
1793,  when  he  relinquished  it  to  take 
charge  of  the  Loganian  Librar>',  under 
the  same  directors,  and  this  he  held  until 
f:iiling  eyesight  compelled  him  to  resign 
on  April  24,  1H24,  having  been  Treasurer 
for  a  period  of  thirty -two  years. 

Iti  the  \'ear  1822  double  cataract  at- 
tacked lioib  eyes,  which  in  1834  disabled 
him  from  writing,  his  enfeebled  condi- 
tion Iteing  such  that  Dr.  Physick,  the 
eminent  surgeon,  declined  to  operate; 
to  ibis  aflflicticm  was  added  considerable 
dv^afness;  for  a  year  preceding  his 
dvcvase  he  was  confined  to  the  house,  the 
latter  Half  of  the  year  mostly  to  his 
chamber. 

The  termination  of  his  bfe  occurred 
June  5,  iHy.it  ^t  the  age  of  eighty-one 
year»  nine  months  aurl  twenty-two 
days. 

In  the  possession  it(  the  Hospital  is 
to  lie  found  a  full  length  portrait  **{ 
Samuel  Coates,  painted  and  presented  to 
the  institution  bv  Sully,  the  eminent 
artist. 

The  Board  of  Managers  caused  the 
tbi  lowing  memorial  to  Iw  entered  ui>nn 
the  Minutes  and  to  be  publishefl  in  the 
daily  papvrs: 

"  A I  a  special  meeting  of  the  Managers 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Hos[>ital,  held  6th 
month  7th,  1830. 

"The  Managers  having  assembled  for 
the  purpose  of  following  to  the  grave  the 
remains  of  Samuel  Coates,  who  died  on 
the  ^h  instant  in  tht-  eighty-second  year 
of  his  age,  deem  it  the  prvqwr  occasion  to 


recort!  on  the  miniitrs,  a  tribute  of  resnect 
and  affection  f^rir  the  memory  of  ineir 
venerable  friend,  as  well  as  gmtefixily 
though  briefly  to  commemorate  and  pub- 
licly acknowiedge  his  services  as  the  long 
tlev'oted  and  faithful  benefactor  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

*'  Rfsiding  in  his  youth  with  a  relative 
[John  Reynell)  who  was  one  of  its  found- 
ers, he  became  early  acquamted  with, 
and  much  interested'  in  its  excellent  de- 
sign and  primitive  efforts.  He  was  chasen 
a  niimager  of  the  institution  in  1785  and 
continued  so  for  more  than  forty  years, 
during  which  period  he  acted  as  secretary 
twenty-six  years  and  as  president  of  the 
Buaro  over  thirteen  years* 

"  The  iucreiising  infirmities  of  declining 
life,  induced  him  to  retire  fmm  ofRce  in 
1835,  after  which  time,  until  tlie  late  elec- 
tion, when  indisposition  detained  him  in 
his  chamber*  he  sliowed  an  unabated  at- 
lachnient  to  the  concerns  of  the  estab* 
lisJiment,  by  attending  and  participating 
in  the  business  of  the  ^annual  meetings  of 
the  contrihiutors, 

*'  No  individual  ever  connected  with  the 
administration  of  the  Hospital  heslowed 
so  much  personal  attention  upon  its  af- 
fairs;  and  a  considerable  ^>ortion  of  the 
funds,  which  have  enlarged  the  usefulness 
of  this  noI>le  charity,  were  obtained  by 
his  impressive  and  unwearied  petition  in 
its  !>ehaJf. 

*'  The  benevolence  and  vigor  of  his  mind 
were  developed  un  all  occlusions,  whm 
sulTiTing  humanity  made  the  appeal. 
Proofs  of  tlu;*segenefx>us  and  efficient  dis- 
positions, are  not  few.  and  they  were 
strikingly  illustrated  in  the  memorable 
autumns  of  1793  and  1 79M,  when  pestilence 
(Yelloiv  Fever  J  and  death  reigned  in 
Philadelphia,  On  the  former  of  those 
awful  seasons  he  was  assiduous  in  hrs 
attentions  as  a  manager  and,  by  his  pres 
ence  and  advice,  encouraged  and  sus- 
tained the  officers  of  the  tiouse  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  amidst  the  sur- 
rounding consternation.  And  when  the 
members  of  the  connnttlee  who  perilled 
their  lives  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  and 
destitute,  found  themselves  iineqaal  to 
the  exigencies  of  the  occasion,  and 
requested  aid  of  their  felK:iw-citiaens, 
Samuel  Coates  promptly  offered  himself 
as  an  assistant,  and  continued  to  extend 
care  over  the  district  of  the  city,  and  to 
furnish  succor  to  the  afflicted  inhabitants, 
until  the  return  of  his  health,  and  during

'  The  fearful  circumstances  of  that  dis- 
lre«»tng  moment,  induced  him  to  propose 
to  attend  at  the  Hospital  in  the  place  of 
the  stew*ard,  to  enabW  Francis  HiggifiSi 
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who  occupHMl  ihat  slatioii,  to  assist  in 
keepiiijr  I  lie  convicts  at  the  penitt'iitiary, 
wiiose  cscajie  was  a|i|>reht'rult,'ci,  threaten- 
ing plunder  and  eonlla^ratioiK  in  addition 
to  the  sorrows  which  were  dispensed  to 
our  then  fit? voted  inetrfi[>oUs. 

'*  The  fulfihiicnt  of  all  these  iniportanl 
duties  was  distinjjfuished  by  a  remarkahle 
fiinglc-mimledoess,  enerKy*  ^nd  siiiiphc- 
ity  of  purp<jse,  which  at  once  proclainiied 
that  hestJiight  neither  influence,  nor  the 
d}spens.ation  of  iiatrona^je,  nor  any 
worldly  ^Atn.  as  Incident  Ut  his  public 
fuiictions  and  benchrieiit  laljors.  In  this 
lie  was  not  the  man  of  mere  pretensions, 
and  hiM  example  is  therefore  in  1 1  of  in- 
struction and  worthy  of  imitation  and 
praise. 

'*  In  reference  to  lii^lier  and  purer  con- 
sidcrations,  may  not  ihoise  who  now  con 
tetnplate  these  eatiniahle  and  beautiful 
princtples  of  his  character,  he  permitted 
to  believe,  thot  as  they  originated  in  his 
reverence  of  the  great  doctrines  of  Chris-

ISt  Kustatius,  then  under  the  dominion 
of  the  Dutch  Government  Wvxv  they 
remainetl  until  1781,  when  the  island  was 
surprised  ami  taken  by  the  British  flert 
ami  army,  under  Admiral  Rt»dney  and 
Gen.  Vaufthn,  the  inhabiianis  bein^  un- 
aware of  hcrstilities  cxislinii;  between 
tlreai  Britain  :uid  lb>!lan<l.  Elliston  and 
John  Pen  J I  beiii^i  m:ule  prisoners  of  wsir, 
their  goods  were  confiscated,  and  siihl  at 
public  auction;  antl  they  w;:re  dt  lained  «iix 


months  as  prisoners  of  war  ;  when  liber- 
ated, they  went  to  Kngland,  and  made  an 
unauccetssful  attempt  t<>  prosecute  the 
military  ofllicers  for  what  they  considered 
their  illegal  proceed inj;s.  He  remained 
about  three  years  in  Kurope,  visiting^ 
Holland.  Ireland  and  France;  in  17H4  he 
returned  to  the  LTnited  States,  and  re- 
cumniencetl  bufciness  with  his  brother 
John,  as  merchants. 

In  1786,  he  was  admitted  a  memlier  of 
the  Society  of  Friends,  at  the  mimthly 
meeting  of  Philadelphia,  where  he  resided 
during  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

On  January  9,  1787,  he  was  married  by 
Friends'  ceremony,  to  Sarah  S^nsom, 
only  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Hannah 
San^un. 

He  enjoyeci  excetlent  health  until  the 
autumn  of  iKjo  when  he  was  attacked 
with  intluenza  at  Yellow  Springs,  which 
left  him  subject  to  asthma. 

He  died  November  2H,  1HJ4,  aged 
eighty  seven  years.

I    He  published  his  "  Answer  to  the  Anti- 
I    Protct  live  Report  of  Henry  Lee  "  while

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at  its  height.  He  was  also  the  author  of 
"  Scvf  n  Letters  Lo  EMas  Hicks,"  whicti 
attracted  j^reai  .itteiuiim,  luul  is  supposed 
to  have  con  (1  rime  I  tbf  faitliof  inatiy  in  the 
original  duenritits  lA  the  SucJety  of 
Friends;  while  Mr.  Wahi  was  ii  Friend 
tn  principles,  and  a  re^^ular  altcniJant  at 
the  meetinjijs  of  that  Society,  lie  did  n<jt 
conform  lothe  peculiarities  of  iheir  dress 
and  language. 

He  was  for  in  any  3' ears  a  tn  ember  of 
Councils,  and  at  one  time  President  of 
Select  tlounciL  He  was  ulso  President 
fc»T  many  years  of  the  Cluamhcr  t>f  Com- 
merce;  of  the  Philadelphia  Insurance 
Company  ;  Atlantic  Insuriince  Company  ; 
and  the  first  President  of  the  Mercantile 
Library  Compciny  ;  and  a  Direclor  of  the 
Bank  of  North  America;  of  the  Philadel- 
phia Library  Company;  a  Trustee  of  the 
University  of  IVnnsylvania  ;  and  by  tlie 
will  of  Stephen  Girard,  one  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  his  estate. 

He  died  January  24,  18^16,  aged  71 
years. 

James  Smith,  Jr.,  elecied  1795,  re- 
signed 1H05,  was  iKJru  in  Philadelphia, 
October  15,  J 750,  bis  forefathers  were 
members  r>f  the  Society  of  Friends, 

He  was  one  of  the  representatives  of 
his  god-father,  James  Lugan,  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  affairs  of  the  Library, 
which  he  had  established. 

When  actively  engaged  In  mercantile 
pursuits  he  successively  officiated  as  a 
Director  of  the  Bank  of  Pennsylvania  and 
of  North  America, 

He  died  September  16^1833,  aged  nearly 
eighty-three  years. 

Zacchkiis  Collins,  elected  ii<oo,  re- 
signed 1822^  was  born  in  Philadelphia, 
August  26,  1764.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Society  of  Friends;  a  pmn^oter  of 
and  Vice-President  of  the  Academy  of 
Natural  Sciences ;  al&i:>,  of  the  American 
Philosophical  Society,  and  an  ofhcer  or 
member  of  many  humane  and  religious 
societies. 

He  died  in  Philadelphia,  June  la,  1831, 
at  the  age  of  sijrty-six  years. 

RtcHARO  WisTAR.  elected  j8oj,  re- 
signed 1806,  was  born  in  Phihidelphia. 
July  ao.  1756,  He  was  a  grands4.>n  of 
Caspar  Wistar,  who  emigrated  from  Cier- 
many  to  America  in  1717,  and  established 
near  Salem.  N.  J,,  the  first  large  glass 
manufEictory  in  North  America,  in  the 
management  of  which  he  was  assisted  by 
bis  son. 

In  early  life.  Richard  Wistar  devoted 
his  attention  to  mercantile  pursuits,  in 
which  he  was  very  successful.  In  lygn 
be  carried  on  the  wholesale  ami  retail 
hardware    business,     and     invested     in 


ground  and  houses  in  an* I  near  Philadtb 

Chia  which   became   excecdinglv  valua* 
le. 

On  March  14,  1782,  he  was  married  lo 
Sarah  Mnrris,  datighier  of  Capt,  Samuel 
Morris^  of  Philadelphia. 

He  advocated  during  the   Revolution- 
ary w.ar.  the  defense  of  his  property,  by 
arms,  and  he  also  married  *'out  of  Meet- 
ing,"  which  resulted    in    his   being  dis^ 
ownerl  by  the  Society  of  Friends,     Rich- 
ard Wistar  became  a  Freemastja  August 
27,  i779t  and  was  held  in  high  esteem  by 
live  fraiernily.     He  was  an  active  Inspec- 
tor of  the  Pristins  ;  he  led  the  way  in  alle* 
viating  tlie  miseries  of  prisoners  in  Phila- 
i    delphia.     Before   the    Revolution,    when 
I   the  jail  was  located  at  the  southwest  oir- 
[    ner  of  Third  and  Market  Streets,  he  was 
'    in  the  habit  of  causing  wholesome  soup, 
prepared  at  his  own  dwelling,  lo  be  con* 
I    veyed  to  tlie  prisoners  and  distributed 
j   among  them.     He  was  one  of  the  early 
friends  and  supporters  of  the  Philadelphia 
Library  Company. 

His  country-seat  called  Hitspach,  was 
located  in  Philadelphia,  and  extended 
from  Fifteenth  to  Broad,  and  Spring  Gar- 
den to  Wallace  Streets. 

He  died  in  Philadelphia,  June  6,  1S21. 
aged  sijcty-four  years. 

Joseph  Lownes  was  elected  1804,  re- 
,  signed  1820,  a  period  of  sixteen  years, 
I  He  by  forty  years*  diligent  attenlionio 
I  business,  antl  gcw^d  economvp  acquired  a 
considerable  property  in  addition  10  his 
I    patrimonial  estate. 

Mr,  Lownes  liberality  increased  with 
his  means  and  he  became  a  generous  con* 
tributor  in  Iwjtb  time  and  money,  to  the 
charitable  institutions  of  the  city  ;  he  was 
in  the  habit  of  frequently  giving  alms  to 
the  helpless  poor,also  of  loaning  moderate 
sums  of  money  to  young  tradesmen^  lo 
enable  them  to  commence  business- 
He  <licd  December  j6,  1820,  in  the  six- 
ty-third year  of  his  age. 

Petkr  BkoWN,  elected  1^05,  contiliued 
in  office  imlil  his  decease  in  1810. 

He  was  a  self-made  man,  and  although 
with  some  pendiarities,  attained  some 
distinction ;  he  was  a  blacksmith,  and 
made  a  fortune. 

He  drove  al>out  in  an  elegant  carriage, 
on  which  was  a  coal-of-arms.  which  he 
devised  and  adopted,  represenling  a 
large  and  small  hammer^  w  ilh  the  motto, 
*'  By  this  I  got  you/' 

An  Englishman,  who  was  both  a  trav- 
eler and  writer,  refers  lo  Mr.  Brown,  in  a 
book  he  subsequently  published,  and 
presents  an  illustration  of  Mn  Brown's 
pecti  1  iar  coatof-  arms. 

He  died  December  11.  iSto,  in  the 
fiftieth  year  of  bis  age. 
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Z  AC  BAR  I  AH  PauLsoN,  elected  1806, 
rt-siKiied  likKS. 

His  falhL%  of  the  samenaniep  was  born 
ill  Cfvpenhagen,  DeniiKirk,  June  16,  1735, 
and  u  ustliL'only  sun  of  Nicholas  Poulson. 
Tney  both  ininiijt;ratt*d  in  I'liiladelphia  in 
i;'49.  Nichitlas  IVndsnn  rt^ided  kirsome 
years  hefjfirc  his  diatli  at  GiTmiaiUown, 
iinw  |Kirt  of  Philadelphia,  Zadraruih, 
Ihe  eldtTson,  learned  the  printers'  trade, 
in  the  office  of  Christnplier  Sower,  the 
second^  who  made  his  own  tvpes  and 
inkSf  ami  was  a  learned  and  acconn>liHhed 
printer. 

Ziichariah  Poulson  was  born  in  Phila- 
delpliia,  September  5,  1761  ;  he  became 
eminent  in  his  business,  which  he  learned 
in  I h e  e x t e ns i ve  p r i nl i ng  o ffi c e  o f  J osei > 1 1 
Cruikshank,  then  r»n  Market  Street, 
Phihtdel|>lna.  For  many^  years  he  was 
printer  to  the  Setiate  of  I'ennsvlvaniii  ; 
he  printed  also,  in  fotio,  the  "  M  mutes  of 
the  Convention,  appointed  to  revise  and 
amend  the  Constitution  of  tlie  State  "  in 
1789,  He  also  printed  and  puhlished 
"  Proud 's  Htstory  ol  Pennsylvania."  in 
1797-98  :  and  "  Poid son's  Tovvn  and 
Country  Almanac/'  whirh  he  printed 
from  1789-1801.  He  issued  several  edi- 
tions of  "  The  American  Tutor's  Assist- 
ant/* He  printed  the  curious  mystical 
works  of  William  tlerarde  Bram,  in  one 
octavo  voUnne,  for  the  author  ;  also  other 
valuable  hcKtks  ;  and,  from  time  to  time, 
the  *' Journal  of  the  General  Conven- 
tions of  Delegates  from  the  Abolition 
Societies  of  the  IJnitetl  States/'  (from 
1794-iSoO. 

On  October  t,  iSoo,  he  bejtian  the  pub- 
lication of  the  "  American  L>;iily  Arlver- 
tiaer,"  the  first  daily  journaJ  in  the  United 
States;  having  purchased  the  "good- 
will," printtnji  otTice,  and  othtr  materials 
of  *' Clavpoole's  American  Daily  Adver- 
tiser,'' from  David  C.  CI  ay  poo  k%  for  ten 
thousand  doMars. 

He  wiis  one  of  the  founders  and,  at  his 
decease  was  President,  of  the  Society 
for  Alleviatinji  the  Mistries  tjf  Public 
Prisons.  For  nearly  lilty  years  lie  was 
connected  with  the  Library  Company  of 
Philadelphia,  twenty-one  years  as  Libra- 
rian, six  years  xs  Treasurer,  and  thirty- 
two  years  as  Director;  his  |K)rtrait, 
painted  by  Sully,  hanj^s  in  the  hall  of  the 
Con  1 J  >a  n  y .  He  w  as  a  Is* »  a  D  i  re  ct  or  o  f  1 1  le 
Philadelphia  Contrihutionship  for  the  In- 
surance of  Hiiuses  (rom  Loss  by  Fire^ 
for  thirty- liiur  years,  and  was,  for  many 
years,  senior  member  of  the  Board. 

He  died  July  3U  1S44,  aged  eighty-three 
years. 

William  Povntkll,  elected  1806, 
continued  in  ollice   until  his  d*.'cea-se  in 


Possessed   of   an    ntunmniotily   active 
and  Intel ligent  mind,  he  discharged  with 
integrity  and  credit  the  various  duties  of 
life.      His  public  services  were  of  a  use- 
ful  and    philanthropic   description,     He 
I    was  Direttor  of  several  important  public 
,    institutions;    and    his   persi»nal    eOorla, 
I    attention  anil   counsel    were    largely   in- 
I    strumental  in  promoting  their  periniment 
interests  and  extending  their  usefulness, 
j       He    died   September    10,    iSu,  in  the 
I    fifty-fifth  year  of  his  age. 

Thomas    Stkwardson,    Sr.,   elected 
I    i8«>8,  continued  in  othce  until  hisdece;ise 
I    in  1 84 1.     He  was  elected  the  tenth  Presi- 
dent December  26.  1825,  and  served,  as 
I    such,  until  his  death. 
I       Mr.    Steward  son   was   a  native  of  the 
North  of  Kngland,  but   tis   a    resident  of 
Plnladel|>hia  ft>r  more  than   half  a  cen- 
tury, he  Ijecame  one  of  its  most  honored 
citizens.     He  was  a  consistent  and  faith- 
ful member  uf  the  Society  of  Friends*  in 
which  he  acceptably  filled  the  station  of 
Elder,  and  to  the  service  uf  which  ht:  had 
lie  voted  the  greater  part  of  his  long  and 
useful  life. 

He  married  Margaret  B,  daughter  t*f 
Reufjen  Haines,  of  Germantown,  Phila- 
delphia, 

Respected  for  his  disinterestedness  and 
integrity,  he  filled  his  various  stations  in 
civil  and  religious  societies  with  quiet 
and  patient  diligence,  and  his  peaceful 
age  and  gentle  death  formed  a  beautilul 
close  to  a  well  spent  life. 

He  died  suddenly  at  Newport,  R.  L, 
July  19,  1841,  aged  eighty  years. 

Thomas  Pvm  CorE,  elected  1809,  re- 
signed 1828 ;  acted  as  the  thirteenth 
Secretary  { 1 81 2-1828). 

Thomas  P.  Cope  was  a  native  of  Lan- 
caster County,  Pa.  ;  his  parents  belonged 
to  the  Society  of  Friends,  and  his  ances- 
tors can  be  traced  for  many  generations 
among  the  members  of  this  Society. 
Oliver  Cope,  his  ancestor,  wasoneof  the 
li  r  St  p  u  r ch  asc  r s  fro  m  W  i  1 1  i  a  m  P  en  n .  O  n 
the  maternal  side,  hedtscended  from  the 
F*yms.  will*  claim  as  an  ancestor  John 
Pym,  the  celebrated  Parliamentarian. 

Having  completed  his  education,  Mr. 
Cope  was,  in  1786,  sent  to  Philadelphia  to 
ol>tain  practical  knowledge  of  business. 
In  t79n,  be  built  for  his  own  use  a  store 
at  the  corner  of  Second  Street  ami  Jones' 
Alley  ithen  known  as  Pewter  Platter 
Alley K  At  tins  pl.ice  he  carried  on  an 
e-'^tensive  business,  importing  his  own 
goods.  In  1807,  he  built  his  first  ship 
and  named  it  after  Ids  native  county 
'*  Lancaster." 

During  successive  epidemics,  which 
visited  this  cit\%  Mr.  Cope  volunteered 
his  servici*s,  and,  in  1793,  was  attacked 
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with  thf  ycUow  fever.  ARam,  in  1797, 
the  same  scuurK^  visited  I  lie  city  and 
Mr  Ciipe,  as  one  t»f  the  Guardians  of  the 
PiKir  rtiul  ManagtT  of  the  Almsbous^e. 
dtfvoted  much  of  his  lime  in  the  allevia- 
tion of  the  sufferings  of  his  fellow  bemgs. 
Hf  with  another  citizen  (Mr,  Young,  a 
bookacIkT,)  acct^ytecJ  from  the  Mayor  of 
the  city,  Hillary  Baker,  the  office  of 
Almoners,  to  administer  directly  to  the 
wants  of  those sulTermg  from  destitution 
in  consequence  of  suspension  of  busi- 
ness. Several  thousand  dollars  were 
thus  expended  by  Mr.  Cope  and  his  col- 
leajciCt  who  often  personally  rarried  the 
foo<i  they  purchased  to  the  houses  of  the 
sufferers.  In  18^37,  he  was  again  called 
into  public  life,  lieinR  elected  a  member 
of  the  Legislature. 

In  1810,  Mr,  Co|»e  removed  bis  business 
to  VValtiut  Street  wharf,  where  it  was 
subsequently  carried  on  by  his  sons  for 
many  years,  the  firm  being  successively 
Thomas  P.  Cope  ^  Son.  Thomas  P.  Cope 
&  Sons.  Henry  &  Alfred  Cope,  H.  &  A. 
Cope  Sl  Co.,  antt  Cope  Bros. 

In  iSai,  he  established  the  first  rejjular 
line  of  Packet  ships  between  Philadel- 
phia and  Liverpool.  Mr  Cope  was  con- 
temfMirary  and  often  the  rival  of  Stephen 
Girard,  wit!i  whom  he  was  on  terms  of 
Jntimacy  and  friend.nhip,  and  was  selected 
hy  the  latter  as  one  of  the  executoni  of 
his  will,  and  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
bank.  As  a  meml>er  of  Select  Council 
of  Fhiladelphia,  Mr.  Cope  for  a  time  was 
President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  the  Girard  Estate ;  and  was  subse- 
quently elected  by  Select  Council  a 
Director  of  the  Girard  College  for 
OrphanSj,  which  he  declined.  He  was 
also  actively  interested  in  cfmipletinK  the 
Chesapeake  and  Delaware  Canal,  and 
in  the  construction  of  ihc  Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 

He  died  November  32,  1S54. 

Jc)sKi*H  Saundkrs  Morris,  elected 
iHii,  continued  in  oflfice  until  his  de- 
cease in  1817. 

He  was  a  prominent  brewer  of  the  city 
of  Philadelphia.  He  received  in  early 
life  a  good  education,  and  possessing  a 
stning,  activc,and  welbinformedmind,  he 
governed  all  his  Hie  by  the  strict  ]irecepts 
and  principles  of  religion  and  morality » 
and  was  widely  kntjwn  for  his  benevo- 
lence. 

He  died  February  16,  1817,  in  the  forty- 
fifth  year  of  bis  age 

JosBPti  Watson,  elected  18 1 2,  resigned 
lHa4. 

He  filled  several  important  public  of- 
Hces,  which  gained  him  the  esteem  and 
respect  of  his  fenowcitijsens.  He  wa» 
mayor  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  from 


1^4-27,  and  discharged  thechitics  of  this 
important  office  with  much  credit  and 
satisfaction,  and  bad  m.Tny  In  end's,  a»  he 
wjis  |K>»se«sed  of  courtly,  amijibbr,  and 
pleasing  manners. 

He  died  April  9,  1841,  In  the  fit.y- 
seventh  year  of  his  age 

MoRtJKCAi  Lkwis.  Jk.,  was  twice 
elected;  in  1814  and  resigned  i8iii,agsiii] 
elected  1828  and  resigned  in  tSLfQ.  Dur< 
ing  this  period,  be  served  as  the  twelfth 
President  of  the  Board  of  Managem,  from 
August  26,  1844-1849. 

He  was  one  of  the  four  sons  of  Morde- 
cai  Lewis,  Sr.  He  entered  into  business 
with  his  brother^  Samuel  N.,  under  the 
lirm-name  of  M.  &  S.  N,  Lewis,  as  ship- 
owners and  commission  nierchanis. 
Their  commercial  relations  became  very 
extensive  and  continued  to  l>e  so  for  many 
years.  In  1819,  they  became,  by  pur- 
chase, the  owners  of  a  white  lead  manu- 
factory which  had  been  established  in 
1813,  by  Joseph  kichardi*on.  They  in- 
creased the  production  of  the  works  from 
one  hundrea  tons  ui  1S19  to  six  bundrKl 
in  1830,  and  one  tliousand  in  J840.  They 
a!si>  commenced  in  1817  the  manufaaur« 
of  acetic  acid,  and  in  1830  they  made  lin- 
seed oil.  In  1H4Q  they  established  their 
own  works  at  Richmond,  (now  a  part  oJ 
Philadelphia  City),  and  increaseci  tlieir 
Imsiness  by  the  manufacture  of  red  lead, 
litharge,  mineral,  acetate  of  lead  and 
i»l he r  p igm ents .  T he y  w e re  o Id  fash i uncd 
merchants,  f^entlemen  of  the  purest 
character,  mtist  admirable  manners  and 
highest  respectability. 

Mr.  Lewis,  though  actively  engaged  in 
business,  w  jis  not  neglectful  of  public  In- 
terests, or  of  the  broader  interests  of 
humanity.  In  t8i4»  he  was  one  of  the 
founders  and  the  President  of  IheSijcielyj 
fur  o]H*ning  smip- bouses  for  the  |K>or, 
which  was  the  pioneer  assotnatlon  of  lis 
kind  in  Philadelphia, 

On  June  ^,  1808,  he  married  Eh«ibeth, 
daughter  o1  James  and  Esther  Smith. 

He  died  August  15,  1851,  in  the  sixty- 
eigVith  year  of  his  age  :  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Western  tMslricI  monthly  meeting 
of  Friends. 

Roberts  VAirx,  elected  in  1823  re- 
signed in  1834,  was  the  fourteenth  Sec- 
retary (1S28-1834). 

He  was  descended  from  an  ancient 
fcimjly  which  emigrated  fn^m  France  to 
Sussex  Co.,  England.  George  Vaux,  his 
great-grandfather  was  born  near  Ryegate 
in  1671.  He  wnis  a  physician,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Society  of  Friends, 

Roberts  Vaux  was  born  at  Philadelphia, 
January  11,  1786;  his  early  education 
was  obtained  at  Friends*  Academy,  At 
the  age  of  eighteen  he  was  placed  in  the

of  Ptniisvlviiiiia,  beinj;  the  first  President 
of  thv  piibUe  Schwtl  Board  .if  Philadel- 
phia, a  position  he  held  for  fourteen  years. 
Kc  w"j«  atlmitted  to  the  bar  iii  iSo8  and 
soon  ](iiiiiL'd  prominence  in  thi?  k-jjul  pro- 
fession, llr  wsis  alsi>  a  member  of  the 
Philadelphia  Society  for  Alleviattn»(  the 
Miseries  of  Public  Prisons ;  one  of  the 
founder?*  of  the  Philadelphia  Saving  Fund 
Society  ,  of  thf  lust  it  ut  ion  for  the  Draf 
and  Dumb,  ihe  Apprentif-es*  Library 
Ciinipany,  the  H<iuse  of  Refun^e ;  of  the 
Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  the 
Blind,  and  other  benevolent  institutions 
of  Pennsylvania. 

He  was  one  of  the  Conimissiouers  of 
the  ori^jinal  Boartl  for  the  erection  of  the 
State  Pvnitf  ntiary  for  the  Eastern  Dis- 
trict of  Penusylvania,  aud  became  a 
writer  of  ilistinction  on  penology,  and  an 
active  workt-T  in  the  prison -reform  move- 
ureut.  He  was  alsr*  a  member  of  the 
American  Philosvophical  Society  ;  Acade- 
my of  Natural  Sciences;  Linniean  So- 
ciety; Franklin  Institute  ;  the  Atheni^um  ; 
also  of  a  number  of  scientific  societies  of 
Europe.  He  was  apprHiileil  by  the 
President^  with  advice  of  the  St- n ate,  a 
pirectcirof  the  Bank  of  the  United  States, 
in  r8^\3 ;  also  de4»i)(nated  by  President 
jark»<.)n,  ComminHioner  to  treat  with  the 
Indians.  He  was  alsi*  offered  the  mis- 
sion to  St,  Petersburg^  which  he  declined. 

He  published,  in  1809,  his  **  Eulojb^ium 
on  Benjamin  Ridj^way  Smith  ;  "  in  1H17, 
"  Memoirs  of  the  Life  of  Anthony  Bene- 
xe\  ;  *'  and  in  iSjt  a  French  traiifilatiori 
( Paris f;  a!s<j  in  1826,  *' Notices  of  the 
Orifrinal  and  Successive  Efforts  to  Im* 
pffive  the  Discipline  of  the  Pristui  at 
Philadelphia." 

He  diet  I  at  Philadt'lphia,  January  7, 
1836,  aKcnl  forty  nine  years. 

John  Paul,  elected  1H35.  continued  in 
office  until  bis  decease  in  iH.j^.  He  waa 
elected  July  29^  i84r.  the  eleventh  Presi- 
dent, and  served  as  such  three  years. 

He  filled  many  important  positions  in 
the  various  departmerUs  of  society,  both 
civil  and  reli>(ious ;  was  a  jirominent 
member  of  the  Society  of  Friends  ;  he  on 
one  occasion  was  occupietl  for  nearly 
four  consecutive  years,  in  accompanyin)i 
a  minister,  who  was  cnKaiiced  in  a  relij^ions 
visit  to  the  meetings  of  Friends  in  Anicr- 
ioL  For  many  year*,  be  acceptably  filled 
the  weii<hty  and  responsible  ptjMtlion  of 
Elder  and  Overseer,  and  was  conscien- 
tiously  concerned  to  discharge  the  duties 


I  belonsinji  to  these  offices  with  fidelity 
and  diliii^enre. 

,  He  died  July  38,  1844,  in  the  seventy- 
third  year  of  his  age.

He  was  A  Dirt'ctor  of  the  Pliiladelphia 
Cuntribiitionship  (Hund-in-HHud)  (rom 
iHtH  t.:^  tJ^46. 

He  died  June  yy,  JS46,  in  the  seventy- 
sixth  year  of  his  age. 

LvVWKKNL'ii  Lkvvis,  elected  1834,  died 
i"  t>^55^  was  alsn  iliirteenth  President  in 
1S49,  and  served  until  his  decease* 

i}n  tlic  lather's  side,  Mr.  Lewis  was  of 
Welsh  drsctnl,  his  ancestors  having  emi- 
j^raled  fruni  Wales  in  thu  Intttr  half  of 
the  seventeenth  century,  in  consequence 
of  the  persecution  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,  ui'  which  he  was  a  member. 
His  mother's  fandly^  the  Lawrences, 
were  English  and  included  many  honor- 
able uatnes,  amouji;  theiu,  Captain  James 
Lawrence,  of  the  United  States  Navy, 
and  General  Lawrence  Kearney,  of  the 
Army. 

Lawrence  Lewis  was  born  in  TliiladeU 
phia,  on  tlif  i-ih  oi  July.  17H7.  Soon 
after  his  hirili,  the  family  removed  to 
Burlington,  N.  J.,  in  which  neighliorhood 
he  lived  and  received  his  education. 
Ambitious  of  irnjirovement,  he  came  to 
PhiLidel[»h(a,  when  about  twenty  years 
of  ujije.  and  entered  the  cuuntin^-houae 
of  his  lirother  in-law. 

On  the  4th  of  April,  1H17,  he  married 
Ann  Mnria^  danj^hter  of  John  Clements 
Stf»cker,  Ksq,,  of  Philadelphia. 

When  ihf  discovery  of  anthracite  coal 
was  madr,  Mr,  Lewis  was  early  in  the 
field  and  became  a  land-owner  in  Schuyl- 
kill County.  From  that  time  he  con- 
tinued to  be  largely  interested  in  the 
development  of  the  mineral  resources  of 
that  connty- 

In  the  municipal,  hnancial,  charitable^ 
and  religions  growth  of  Phibidelphia, 
Mr.  Lewis  always  look  a  prominent 
part,  and  he  w^as  elected  a  member  of 
Select  CounciL  In  company  with  Samuel 
V.  Merrick  and  others,  he  succeeded ^  in 
the  face  of  great  opposition,  in  introduc- 
inj;  Ras  into  this  city.  After  serving  as 
Councilman  for  a  nund>er  of  years,  he 
resigned.  Mr.  Lewis  served  as  Director 
of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  and  Sec 
retary  tjf  the  Mutual  Assurance  Com- 
pany, remaining  with  the  former  com- 
pany until  its  dissolution. 

For  thirty -four  years  he  was  a  Manager 
of  the  Philadelphia  Saving  Fund  Society, 
having  been  chosen  five  years  after  the 
Society  wiis  organized. 

Mr.  Lewis  became  a  Manager  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  the  year  iJ<34, 
and  continued  his  connection  with  the 
Institution  for  ivventy-fme  years  and 
seven  months,  the  latter  p^trtion  tif  the 
lime  l>ecoming  by  s  iiirjrity.  President  of 


the  Board.  To  one  of  his  *^*mpathetJc 
nature  the  w*r»rk  was  congenial  and  he 
entered  upon  it  with  a  *ea!  and  emhu- 
siusm,  which  ended  only  with  his  life, 
alvvays  co-operating  with  the  medical 
and  surgical  stall  in  matters  relating  10 
the  efliciency  of  their  work,  Mr.  Lewis 
early  perceived  the  desirability  of  separ- 

j  ating  the  department  for  the  insane  Irom 
the  general  Hospital,w  hich  he  w  arndy  ad- 
vocated, and  was  largely  instrumental  in 

j  the  purchase  t>f  the  fine  property  on  which 
that  department  now  stands.  His  itiicr- 
est  in  the   Hospital  is   illustrated  by  the

I  1  i  fe  was  I  a  ca  1 1 1  w  o  o  f  h  is  fel  I  o  w  ^managers 
to  his  liedside  t*j  place  a  sutistantial  con- 
tribution in  their  hands  for  this  eminently 
worthy  object. 

Mr.  Lewis  died  on  the  30th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1855^  in  the  sixty  ninth  year  of  hii 
age. 

James  R.  Grbeves  was  elected  twice, 
first»  18,^6,  resided  in  1838;  again,  iJtp, 
resigned  1866. 

He  was  a  useful  citizen,  and  a  c(»iisist« 
ent  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 
His  impaired  health,  however,  made  it 
necessary  for  him  to  withdraw  from  many 
of  the  active  duties  of  life. 

Mr.  l»reeves  was  Chairman  of  the 
Building  Committee  for  the  erection  of  the 
new  department  for  the  Insanr,  a  posi- 
tion he  held  for  four  years,  his  servici-s 
being  especially  important  on  account  of 
his  practical  and  mechanical  knowledge, 
sound  Judgment,  liberal  views,  and  ready 
appreciation  of  the  varied  requirements 
of  the  Institution.  To  his  services  much 
of  the  excellence  and  completeness  of 
the  Hospital  wivs  due. 

He  died  SeptendKT  3,  1870,  in  the 
seventy-sixth  year  of  his  age. 

Gi:oRGE  Roberts  Smith,  elected  1838. 
resig:ned  1850,  was  the  seventeenth  Sec- 
retary US4*>- 1850). 

He  was  Wtm  November  13,  1811, 
received  the  degree  of  A.  M.  front 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
became  a  member  of  the  Philadelphia 
Bar. 

He  made  a  considerate  and  generous 
gift  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  the 
Department  of  the  Insane,  of  a  strip  of 
land  seventy  feet  wide  and  exirnding 
the  whole  eastern  front  of  the  Hospital 
grounds^  from  Haverford  Road  lu  the 
West  Chester  Road,  containing  about 
three  acres.  The  practical  wistlom  of 
having  such  protection  has  been  demon- 
strated  by  the  fact  that  since  his  time,  all 
the  land  Ijeyond,  towards  Philadelphia, 
has  been  laid  out  in  building  lots. 

He  died  May  9.  1H68.  ajjed  fifty-«lx 
years.

He  wiis  born  in  FhiLulelphia,  July  20, 
iScMi,  He  comnienced  his  iruinmfrdal

He  laiilinued  in  t  uiniiuTcial 
business  till  TS28,  when  be  retired  from 
active  business  \%  ith  an  anq>le  fortune, 
sufllkieiit  to  Ki'^itify  his  reasonable  ivants. 

He  niiirried,  in  1822,  Lydtn,  danj^bterof 
Ji>hn  R,  Ojates.  In  i83y  his  health  buroni 
m^  imjjaired,  be  visited  Eurnpe  and 
travrlled  extensively  in  fireat  Britain  and 
oil  the  cuiuinenl,  aeconipanied  by  bis 
wife  and  only  retnuinin)^  chiUMtwo  having 
previously  died),  In  hltte  over  a  year 
with  health  rtrstoreirK  lit-  returned  to 
Philadelphia.  li\  iHi5.  with  his  wite  antl 
dauj^bler,  he  afjain  visited  different  covin- 
IriL^i  kt(  Hnnnpe  and  remained  abroad 
until  1K3S;  on  I  his  trip  his  vvift  died  at 
St.  Gernnnn.  near  I'aris.  Se|)teniber,  1837. 
He  passetl  considerable  part  of  the  years 
1847-48  in  Kiiritpu  with  bis  daughter, 
who  in  May  ii^i^o,  was  married  to  a  physi- 
cian of  Virj^inia,  but  her  health  soon 
failed  and  in  September  of  the  same  year 
she  died, 

A{cain^  in  1854,  Mr.  Morris  embarked 
for  Europe,  arrived  in  Liverpool  and 
extended  hli*  jrturney  to  N'orway.

2tith,  1854,  be  took  passage  on  the  Arctic, 
which  steamer,  when  seven  days  ont, 
while  under  hill  headway,  in  a  dense  fo)?, 
oil"  the  banksof  Xewfoun<band,  tame  tnliJ 
collision  with  another  steamer,  and  in  less 
than  five  hours  went  duvvn  with  nearly 
three  hundred  passengers. 

The  attivity.  ener)iy  and  ^oud  judg- 
ment Mr.  Morris,  made  him  a  desirable 
manajjer  in  the  rbaritable  institutions 
where  bis  benevolent  inclinations  found 
cc*nji;enial  scope.  He  made  it  a  rule  to 
expend  all  his  income,  and  as  his  own 
tastes  were  simple,  be  was  enabled  to 
devote  a  great  f>ortinn  of  it  to  charity. 

flis  ancestors  were  members  of  the 
Society  of  P'riends,  although  he  was  not 
himself  a  member  ;  he  was  in  accctrd  with 
their  fundamental  doctrines  and  prin- 
ciples and  a  constant  attendant  at  their 
religious  worship. 

Mr.  M*)rrt5  at  the  time  of  bis  death  was 
a  manajj^er  of  the  Pennsylvania  Institu- 
tion for  the  Instruction  of  the  Blind; 
vice-president  of  Pennsylvania  Training 
Scbcjol  for  Idiotic  and  Feeble-Minded 
Children;  and  a  member  o!  the  Peima. 
H i St crri cal    Societ y  ;     T n i on     bene v ol e n t 


S o ci et y  ;  A  m  e  r  i  ca  11  Ph  i  l!os<  ^ >h  i  ca  I  Soc  i  et  y ; 
Academy  of  Fine  Arts  ;  and  various  other 
institutions.  His  services  to  the  Institu 
lion  for  the  Blind,  were  of  a  kind  that 
cannot  be  proiK-rly  estimate<b  As  be 
always  dechneu  receiving  any  compensa- 
tion, the  ctmtributors  at  one  of  their 
annual  meetings,  directed  tlie  Board  of 
Managers  'lo  prepare  and  present  to 
bim  a  suitable  in'eite  of  plate  on  which 
should  be  engravetl  the  fhanks  *if  the 
association  for  his  vabial>le  and  gra- 
tijittms  services;'"  rarely  has  any  one 
received  a  testimonial  that  w;is  better 
deserved. 

In  his  connection  with  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hos|^>ital,  the  "  Bt^rd  never  trad  a 
more  faithful  or  i^ealous  member,  always 
ready  to  pfrform  any  services  that  were 
assignefl  to  htm."  In  1851.  his  gift  of 
eleven  |iicturfs  was  the  nucleus  of  the 
handsome  colleclitm  of  oil  [paintings 
which  adorn  the  walls  of  the  Hospital  for 
the  Insane, 

As  alxive  stated  he  was  lost  at  sea  ofl 
the  banks  of  New  founilland,  Septemljer 
^7*  ^854,  aged  fifty  lour  years. 
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MuKiMct  Ai  Lkwis  r>Aws(i?<,  elefied 
184,1,  died  1872,  was  the  fourteenth  Presi- 
dent c»f  the  Board  11856  18721  .md  held 
the  i)ositifm  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  was  iKirn  in  Philatlelpbia,  April  5, 
17CJ*) ;  the  second  son  of  William  Dawson, 
Jr.,  and  Rachel  Lewis  f>awson.  His 
lather  died  while  he  was  an  infant,  and 
bis  mother  marrying  again,  much  of  bis 
boy  hood  wa.s  spent  with  his  grand- pa- 
rents. He  was  for  several  years  at  West- 
town  iHJiirding  scbtwil. 

In  J821,  he  succeeded  his  grandfatlier, 
William  Dawsvm,  in  the  brewing  busi- 
ness, the  business  being  then  located  at 
the  corner  of  Chestnut  and  Bank  Slreets, 
subsequently  rrnuived    to   the   Farmers' 
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brewery,  at  the  corner  of  Tenth  and 
Filbert  Streets.  Mr.  Dawson  retired 
from  businesB  in  1849,  tt  is  a  fact  worthy 
of  note  thill  ihtr  brewing  business  of 
PliiUulelphiii,  was,  during  the  above 
period,  chierty  conducted  by  members 
of  the  Society  of  Friends. 

Of  a  most  humane  aiuJ  charital»lc 
disposilion.  eftrly  in  liiV  Mr.  FJauf^on 
became  interested  in  many  of  the  philan- 
thropic nr^anizations,  devoting  much  of 
his  time  to  them  and  actively  partici- 
patinjj  in  their  nianaKenit*nt.  He  was 
deeply  interested  in  the  cause  of  cdu- 
cation,  and  was  especially  interested  in 
the  Northwestern  PubHc  School,  of  which 
he  was  «  Director  lor  many  year*. 

On  June  3,  J 847,  he  wan  elected  by 
Common  Councils  of  FhiJaddpbia,  a 
member  of  the  first  Board  of  Directors 
of  Girard  College  when  it  was  org:an 
isted ;  he  served  fourteen  years,  retiring 
April  10,  i.%i,  when  the  direction,  by 
act  of  Legisbuion,  was  placed  in  the 
control  of  the  Board  of  City  Trusts. 

For  thirty  years,  he  was  a  Director  of 
tbf  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum  ;  from  iHjS 
to  1854  a  Manaj^er  of  the  HouHe  of  Ref- 
iige,  alftt»  of  the  Magdalen  Asylum,  and 
for  many  successive  winters  be  opened  a 
soup-house  for  thf  distribution  of  soup 
and  bread  to  the  destitute  ptxtr,  chiefly 
maintained  by  his  private  means,  iiiul 
from  which  was  established,  on  a  more 
extended  scale,  the  one  now  known  qs 
the  Western  Sitnp  Society. 

On  October  ti,  1S30,  when  twenty  onr 
years  of  ae;e,  he  married  KlizalRth, 
daughter  of  Janics  and  LfUtia  PtuiUtiey. 
Mr.  Dawson  was  not  only  conscientiously 
devoted  to  many  large  and  valuable 
public  trusts,  but  his  open-handetl  pri- 
vate  benevolences  were  [>roniptly  lie- 
stowed  wherever  a  case  of  suflering  and 
poverty  came  to  bis  knowle<lge.  His 
sympathetic  anil  genial  nature  made  him 
a  welcome  conrpanion  to  the  young  as

During  the  bile  Civil  War  he  was  con- 
spicuous for  his  loyalty;  supporting  the 
Government,  with  an  unquestioned  faith 
in  its  ultimate  triumph. 

He  held  the  highest  pirinciples  of  in- 
tegrity and  upri^jhtncss,  aind  %vas  a  cnn- 
sjstent  and  faithful  member  of  tbeOrtho 
dox  Society  of  Friends,  evincing  an 
earnest  and  pious  faith,  in  bis  conduct 
iind  cunversfttion. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Iloard  of  Manager"*, 
in  the  early  i»art  of  the  year  JS54,  when 
the  proposition  t<j  erect  a  new  Hospital 
to  separate  the  Sf  xes  of  the  Department 
for  the  Insane,  and  to  do  this  entirt'ly  by 
voluntary  subscriptions,  was  made,  he 
gave  bis  hearty  a[>proval  to  tlie  plan, 
and  showed  bis  sincerity  by  making  the 
first  su^>scrtf>tion   of  one  thousand   dob 


!   lars;  he  Tiubaequently  added  ItberaUy  to 
this  first  sul?scriplion.

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  the 
jjrandMin  of  Owen  fiiddlc,  prominent  in 
Colonial  times,  and  at  one  time  a  com* 
missary  in  the  army. 

His  education  was  obtained  in  the 
Friends'  School,  and  durini^  hhs  whole 
life  he  took  an  active  interest  in  the  edu- 
cational and  eleemosynary  institutitum  of 
this  city.  He  Wiis  a  prominent  member 
of  the  Society  of  Friends. 

He  was,  in  iS;54p  elected  a  Director  and 
afterwards  a  Controller  of  the  public 
schools,  in  which  capacity  he  served  a 
number  of  years*  In  1840  he  became 
Mano^er  of  the  Magdalen  Asylum,  and 
in  the  same  year  was  elected  a  Director 
o!  tiirard  CollcKe,  In  the  organization 
of  that  institution  he  t(x>k  an  active  part, 
he  was  connected  with  it  fourteen  years. 
He  was  a  member  of  the    *  Society  Ibr 


Alleviating  ttie  Miseries  of  Put>iic  Pris- 
ons" He  was -fshoaen  President  of  the 
Mine  Hill  &  Schuylkill  Haven  Rnllroa*! 
Company  in  iHKj. 

On  Tuesday,  June  7,  i887i  he  died  at 
Germantown,  Philadelphia,  aged  eighty 
yeJir«.

"  He  wa.H  elected  as  a  ManaKef  of  this 
Hospital  in  1849,  and  to  the  presidency 

J   of  the  Board  in  1872,  so  that  lc>r  a  period 
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of  thirty -fight  years  and  one  month  he 
hiiji  been  officiuUy  connected  willi  this 
time  hHiiortrd  iiistitulioti. 

*'  Ihirinfi  this  kmji  [jeriod,  the  interests, 
efficiency  anti  pro*iperity  i»f  this  Hcwipital 
have  «jt  ai|iH'd  a  hirge  share  of  his  time„ 
his  thoughts,  and  his  hdnirs. 

*  Endowed  by  initure  with  a  vigorous 
and  active  niind,  and  iKJssessin><  in  an  emi- 
nent degrt't' tlic  charactcristtcii  of  integ- 
ritVt  charity,  and  benLVoknce,  this  Hos- 
pital atrordeil  him  a  ficltl  lor  the  esiercisL* 
I  if  all  his  good  qiiahticHlwpth  nf  hcail  and 
heart,  and  he  devoted  tht-in  in  ils  behalf 
Bif  dih^rntly,  earnestly,  and  effectively, 
that  his  loss  will  he  deeply  felt  and  de- 
plored by  ;ill  who  have  been  connected 
with  hiin  in  adniinislL-rii^i^  its  bene- 
(uience  ;  buL  while  f.v[>ressin>;t!ie  sorrow

iffed,  usetid,  and  well  spent  life  was  a 
blessing  tu  the  conininnitv  in  which  he 
lived  and  especially  to  the  needy  and 
su fieri ns,  and  graced  as  that  life  was  by 
all  the  evidences  of  profound  faith  in  the 
l»tviiie  Master  whom  he  loved  and  fol- 
lowed, the  assurance  that  in  the  rest  that 
has  ccjuie  to  him  his  wf»rks  will  follow 
hini,  must  britiK  comfort  and  conso- 
IntiiUi  to  his  sorrowing  relatives  and 
friends." 

The  Contributors,  at  their  annual  meet- 
ing, held  May  7^  i!^8,  adopted  the  fol- 
fowing  :

jutiN  M J CK i,K  Wurr ALL,  elected  1S51, 
resigned  i»67. 

His  ancestors  in  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury emigrated    from    LichheUl,  StatVord    | 
County,  England,  to   this   country,  with    1 
the  large  body  of  Frtenils  who  settled  in    ' 
and   around  'phtladel|>hia ;    his   parents 
were  John   S.    and   Sarah   Mickle,    who 
married  hi  17.SH  and  lived  at  Woodlniry, 
New  Jersey.     The  issue  of  this  marriage 
was  ten  children,  o(  whom  John  M.  was    | 
the   seventh,    four    died    in    infancy  or 
childhood. 

John  M.  Whitall  was  Iwrirn  at  Wood- 
bury, N.  J.,  November  4,  i««mj.  In  rSi6 
he  began  seafaring  life  as  an  apprentice 
on  the  ship  '^  William  Savery»"  in  a 
voyage  to  the  East  Indies.     In    1823   he   | 


became  chief  nmte  on  the  Jshtji  *'  Amer- 
I  ica,"  and  in  1S24  took  connttand  as  caji- 
tain  of  the  '*  New  Jersey/'  a  new  vessel, 
and  at  that  time  the  largest  in  the  port 
of  Philadelphia. 

After  his  eleventh  voyage  he  left  the 
I  sea  and  engaged  in  1829  in  t lie  ret;iil 
I  dry-gcxids  trade.  About  a  year  after,  he 
associated  with  him  John  C-  Capp,  ami 
entered  the  wholesale  business.  At  the 
end  of  five  years  his  partner  withdrew. 
In  the  crisis  of  iHjj,  Mr.  Whitall  deemed 
it  projier  to  relinquish  business,  a  settle- 
ment with  his  creditors  w^as  made  on  the 
b.asis  of  seventv-hve  per  cent,  of  ihetr 
claims,  payable  in  instalments.  In  1^50, 
of  his  t>wn  option,  he  voluntarily  paid  in 
fullj  itrincipal  and  interest,  the  remaining 
twenty-five  per  cent.,  which  amounted 
I  to  over  $5o,*x)o.  for  which  lie  was  pre- 
sented by  his  creditors  with  a  ojstly 
pitcher  and  salver,  suitably  inscribed; 
in  tht'  paper  he  wiis  styled  the  "  Honest 
yuaker  Merchant." 
I  In  t^jiS,  he  entered  into  partnership 
I  with  G  M.  Haversiick^  his  brother-in- 
law,  and  William  Scatlergood ;  in  i8r.H 
Mr.  Haverstick  withdrew,  and  tn  1^45 
Mr.  Scaltergood.  Mr.  Whitall  then  asao- 
ciated  with  him  his  brother,  Franklin; 
the  business  so  increased  that  in  1^47 
ground  on  Race  Strei:*!,  atiove  Fourth, 
I'fiiladelphia,  w:is  purchased  for  a  new 
warehouse,  into  which  tliey  removed  the 
fnlhnving  year.  His  glassworks  were  at 
Millvillej  New  Jersey. 
I  In  1S62  Mr.  Whitall  became  interested 
in  mission  work  among  the  |KM>r.  A 
mission  scIhhiI  for  colored  pei>j»le  was 
startf^dp  called  the  "  LiUh- John  Wesley/* 
on  Shippen  Street  ;  additioiKil  nxmi  Wiis 
s<»on  required  and  the  school  was  re- 
moved  to  the  mission  cliurch  in  St. 
Mary  Street.  A  Mother's  Meetinjf,  tn 
connection  with  the  school,  was  carried 
on,  where  the  women  attended  for  three 
hours  and  made  up  clothing,  winclj  was 
afterwarrls  sold  to  them  for  a  sm<dJ  sum, 
Mr.  Whitall  defrayed  the  whole  expenses 
of  the  scht>oi. 

In  July,  1*^67,  after  a  service  uf  twenty- 
seven  years  in  the  glass  business,  he 
retired.  This  release  left  him  at  librrty 
to  enter  more  actively  into  different 
[  ml  (lie  w^rks. 

Mr,  Whitall  held  many  impiirtant  pc»si' 
tions.  He  w^as  appointed  one  of  the 
Judges  of  District  Court;  a  Guardian 
of  the  Poor  for  Philadelphia  for  three 
years,  This  appointment  was  renewed 
in  i><64»  and  in  it>67  was  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Hoard.  Auf^ist  ig,  14*67,  He 
was  one  of  the  executors  of  Dr.  David 
Jayne's  estate  in  1866;  Overseer  of 
Tvvehth    Street  Meeting,    etc. 

On  November  5,  iK^^o,  in  Friend's 
Meeting  House  at  Woodbury,  N,  J.,  he 
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married  Mary,  sixth  daiiKhti-r  oi  Juhn 
and  Haiiiuih  TaltJU. 

Uv  wrote sevtral  rL-ltKioiis  tracts  among 
vvhicli  were  thost.'  uii  *'  The  True  Christian 
Life''  and  "The  Interior  Life  of  Divine 
Union/' 

Joliii  M,  Wlijtall  wiw  adniireil  for  his 
IkjIcI,  Tirtn,  decisive  character.  He  was 
also  luved  for  his  warm  sym|»iilhetic 
nature  and,  when  any  were  in  need, 
these  so  beautihdiy  comhinvd  us  in  muke 
him  a  inosl  vahiable  and  cmiifortiiig 
frteiid  and  cuunsellur. 

On  June  12,  1S77,  he  died  at  *'  Idle- 
mere/'  his  summer  residence  at  Atlniilic 
City,  N.  J.,  aged  seventy-sit  years, 

Alexander  J.  Di':KHYsiukK,  elected 
1855,  died  1879. 

He  was  Vnini  in  Philadelplna,  Decem- 
ber 19,  1808.  friis  ancestors  were  mem- 
hers  of  the  Society  of  Frienrls ;  at  an 
early  a^e  he  received  innt ruction  at  the 
Friends*  Schoul  House  un  Fourth  Street, 
Philadelphia,  and  although  nr»t  liimself  a 
iiieml>er  of  this  relfginus  iKjdy,  he  was  a 
regular  attendant  at  its  meetings  and  an 
earnetjt  and  conscientious  behever  in  its 
dotn fines  and  principles,  of  which  he 
gave,  in  commercial  life,  an  honorable 
illustration. 

At  the  age  of  sixteen,  he  was  api>ren' 
ttced  to  Timothy  Paxson  iSt  Sons,  Com- 
mission Mercimnts,  with  whom  he  re- 
mained, until  his  majority,  as  clerk  for 
the  house,  which  was  enj^aged  in  thL-  M<iur 
business.  He  l>ecame  liook  keeper  for 
the  firm,  and  when  Mr.  Paxson,  the  head 
of  the  firm,  retired,  in  i>*jj6,  Mr.  Herhy- 
3%hire  carried  on  the  business  and  asso- 
ciated  Mr.  Watswjn  Jenks  with  him.  Tli-e 
partnership  contfntied  for  over  ten  years, 
and  was  tiissolved  January,  1846,  when 
Mr,  Derbyshire  carried  on  the  business 
himself  and  by  nnremiltinK  exertions  he 
laid  the  foundatic^n  for  his  fuiiire  success 
as  a  prominent  merchant  and  financier. 
He  established  the  firm  of  A.  J.  Derby- 
shire tSjL  Co.,  January  1,  1H50,  associating 
with  him  his  cousin,  John  Derbyshire, 
and  erected  two  s|jacious  storehouses 
on  North  I>elaware  Avenue,  Pbihidel- 
phia. 

Mr.  Derbyshire,  about  this  time,  gave 
his  attention  to  mining  and  railroad  mat- 
ters, and  became  identified  with  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  i'ompany,  and 
was  one  of  its  Directors  at  the  lime 
Mr.  Samuel  W  Merrick  was  President, 
when  the  terminus  of  the  road  was  at 
Harrisburg.  Fk-fore  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  was  fairly  organized,  Mr,  Der- 
byshire seeing  its  great  advantages,  used 
all  his  intJuencc  in  the  Board  of  Trade 
to  facilitate  the  construction  of  the 
road.  He  was  repeat eflly  elected  a 
Jiirector  of  the  Company,  and  remained 


such  until  al>tmt  two  years  before  his 
death,  when  he  retired  after  receiving  a 
complimentary  vole  for  Director. 

Mr.  Derbyshire  was  never  married,  but 
always  had  around  him  many  in  whose 
welfare  he  felt  an  interest, or  with  wlioni 
he  was  connecte<l  by  tifs  of  consanguin- 
ity and  whom  he  felt  a  real  |ikasnre  in 
welcoming  tn  his  hospitable  home. 

He  was  a  jirominent  citizen  of  Philailel- 
phia,  wiflely  known  in  the  community  in 
which  he  lived  as  a  business-man  of  great 
sagacity  and  success,  but  most  particu- 
lariy  from  the  active,  earnest  interest  he 
took  in  all  religious  and  charitable  move- 
ment.%  having  for  their  ohjett  the  amelio- 
ration of  the  condition  of  the  poor  and 
distressed. 

His  connection  with   the  Pennsylvania 

Hospital   commenced   in   the   year  1855, 

I    when,  ihrcmgb  his  influence,  the  funds  of 

'    the   Humane   Society  of  Philadel[j'hia,  of 

which  he  was  Secretary,  were  transferred 

'    to  the   H^isiiital,  in   trust   for  the  lienefil 

of    those    who    might    c*mie    under    its 

care. 

He  manifested  an  unwavering  interest 
in   the  welfare  of  the    ditferent  depart- 
ments of  the  Institution,  and  never  tired 
in  advancing  its  prosjierity  and   p  r  on  jot - 
1    ing  its  usefulness. 

In  ii^53.  the  Department  for  the  In- 
sane being  crowdeii.  the  proposition 
was  first  made  to  erect  another  building 
for  mates,  in  order  to  e fleet  the  sepa- 
ration of  the  sexes.  At  this  meeting, 
with  unanimous  approval  of  the  Hoard 
of  Managers,  Mr.  Derbyshire  was  made 
a  member  of  the  collecting  committee 
anri  subsequently  of  the  building  cum- 
mittee  and,  in  addition  to  tlu-  tluties 
of  this  great  work,  he  constantly  took 
opportunities  lo  make  valuable  presents 
to  the  Insane  and  other  Departments  of 
the  Institution. 
j  He  accumulated  a  large  fortune,  and 
j  always  expressed  great  solicitude  that  it 
should  be  so  applied  that  it  should  be 
matle  to  produce  the  best  results  and  to 
do  the  greatest  amount  *\i'  gocMi  to  bis 
fellow -beings.  After  settling  annuities 
on  several  of  his  relations  and  friends,  l»e 
iRMjueathed  the  residue  ol  his  large  estate 
to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  after  the 
death  of  the  hist  of  these  annuitants,  with- 
out any  restriction  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  it  should  be  used. 

His   name   will   be   rememl>ered    with 
grateful  feelings   by    tlie    sick    and    the 
,    unforlunale.    whose    necessities    he    so 
liberally  ministered  unto. 

He  wiis  a  Director  and  President  of 
I  the  Mine- Hill  and  Schuylkill  Haven 
I  Railroad.  He  was  a  member  of  Select 
I  Councils  of  phlbdelphia  and  he  wiw  also 
I    Secretary  of  tlie  H  umane  Society  of  Phila- 
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delpliiji  until  it  dlssDlvetl  and  trnii»ferred 
its  assets  to  the  Pennsylvanin   Hospital. 
Hr  died  March  29,  1S79,  in  the  seventy- 
first  year  of  his  age. 

S.  MorrirWaln,  elected  1855,  served 
until  his  decease  in  1H70. 

His  connection  with  the  Hospital  was 
at  that  nutst  im|iortant  period,  when 
it  was  deemed  advisLible  to  erect  special 
huildin^s  (or  the  male  insane.  He  not 
only  jjave  h  he  rally  hiniself,  hut  he  ob- 
tained liberal  subscriptions  from  many 
vvhtj  bail  Ijoih  means  arid  inclination  Ut  aid 
good  \v<jrk^.  He  lived  Ut  see  the  Hospital 
with  all  its  vailed  arran>j;ements  and  ap- 
pliances coniipletediin<l  in  successlnloiier 
ation  ;  hut  the  completion  of  this  work  did 
not  in  thf  sh^htesl  dcKree  lessen  his 
interest  in  any  tjf  the  other  departments 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

He  wisely  determined, in  the  disposition 
of  his  estate,  to  become  his  own  execvitor, 
by  Riving  during  hislifelimcso  as  to  wit- 
ness the  btnefits  lie  was  bt  stowing.  At 
the  period  lA  cominencenienl  of  the  eivil 
war,  when  the  income  oi  tlie  Insane 
Department  had  diniinished  in  as  great 
ratu>  as  its  expenses  had  increased, 
Mr,  Wain  gave,  for  immediate  use,  ten 
thousand  dollars  which  he  had  designed 
for  the  department  for  the  insane  "  lur 
the  purpose  of  endowing  two  additional 
free  beds,  and  ai  the  same  time,  lo  be 
expended  entirely  in  supplying  certain 
very  desirable  imprtivements  and  hir 
nilure  nmch  needed,  to  be  designated  by 
the  Physician-in  Chief  and  to  be  appro 
ved  by  tlie  Hoarel  uf  Managers/' 

Mr.  Wain  was  a  inemt>erot  the  Society 
of  Friends,  and  a  regnhir  attendrnit  of 
their  meetings,  ami  a  ihurongh  believer 
IxJth  in  their  doctrines  ami  in  their  prac- 
tical  application  to  all  the  social  relations 
of  life.     He  was  never  married. 

He  died,  December  23,  1870,  aged  sixty- 
three  years. 

WisTAR  Morris,  elected  1857,  con- 
tinued in  office  until  bis  decease  in  1S9K 
From  1KS7  til  1H91  he  served  as  the  six- 
teenth President  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers,  and  bad  previously  acted  as  Secre- 
tary from  1861  Ut  JH71. 

In  i8j7,  Mr.  Morris  entered  the  firm  of 
Mi>rris.  Tasker  ik  Co,,  and  until  a  few 
years  before  his  death  be  continued  at 
its  bead.  In  1855  be  was  elected  one  of  the 
Directors  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  be  subset] uent I y  became  a 
Director  of  all  of  its  leased  lines.  For 
some  years  he  was  the  oldest  Director 
of  the  Cc»mpan3\  He  was  a  prominent 
Friend,  hni  was  very  liberal  in  his  views. 
In  May,  iiS38,  Mr.  Morris  entertained  al 
Ins  house  the  Presbyterians  both  of  the 
Northern  and  Southern  Churches^at  their 


I  Centennial  Celebration »  when  Prrsident 
Cleveland  and  wife  were  also  prrsent. 
He  gave  liberally  to  charily. 

He  died  on  Monday,  Mareh  23,  tSor, 
at  Green  Hill  Farm,  Overlmjok,  near 
PhiUidelphia,  in  the  seventy-sixth  year  of 
his  age. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  held  March  25th,  the  following 
was  unanimously  ordered  to  be  entered 
on  the  minutes  : 

"  With  great  sorrow    we    rccor<!    the 
j    death    of    our    late     President,    Wislar 
I    Morris,  who  for  thirty -tVmr  years  was  a  { 
Manager  of  this  Hospttal  and  for  the  Ui^tl 
lour  years  oi  this  long  term,   was  Vr«i*l 
dent  of  this  Board.

full  of  benevolence  and  sympathy  for  the 
sick  and  afflicted,  alt  these  attnhutcs 
found  an  appropriate  field  for  their  exer- 
cise in  the  administration  of  the  aftnir* 
of  tins  Institution,  in  the  promotion  of 
the  interests  and  usefulness  of  whidi, 
he  took  a  prominent  part  from  the  day  uf 
his  official  ciinnection  with  it,  until  the 
close  of  his  life. 

*'  The  latest  cjf  his  com munimt ions  to 
friends,  outside  of  his  family  cirele,  made 
after  his  hist  illness  had  seized  upon  him, 
was  in  reference  to  this  Hospital,  and 
expressed  his  strong  desire  that  the  con- 
templated enlargement  of  its  accommc^ 
dations  shall  go  forward  without  delay/' 

The  great  interest  which  ^f  r.  Morris  had 
taken  in  the  Hospital  during  his  life, 
inspired  his  family  after  his  death  to 
oflVr  to  defray  the  entire  expense  of 
building  a  new  surgical  pavilion,  to  be 
known  as  the  Wistar  Morris  Memuriat 
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Ward.  Tht  a!ni>inu  required  was 
fi5c>.c«^>,  and  IIk-  ImtHdiiiji;  was  creeled 
on  the  j^roiinds  al  KigUlli  iind  on  S|>ruce 
Strtfts,  iis  already  de*>cri]jcd  and  illus- 
traled  |»ee  page  i  to|. 

Caleb  Cot'E,  elected  1861,  resigned 
186S,  was  horn  at  iireenshurg,  thecuunty- 
seat  nf  West  mn  re  land  County,  Pa.,  July 
i8,  1797.  He  was  descended  Iruni  an  old 
and  dislniguinhed  family,  Oliver  Cope, 
his  father,  came  to  this  ctmniry  with 
the  earliest  C<iU*nist5  and  settled  at 
Greeiishurjj,  becoming  prominent  in 
Revtjiulionary  times.  His  father  havin>: 
diei^dnring  his  infancy,  Caleb,  at  the  age 
of  eiglneen,  on  June  11,  i^ni5^  kft  his 
home,  by  stage,  for  Philadelphia,  where 
he  eiUeriN:!  the  count ing-htnise  uf  bis 
uiuks,  Tlwnias  P.,  Israel,  and  Jasper 
Cope,  who  were  engaged  in  a  general  nier- 
clnmrlise  Inisiness  and  did  an  extensive 
StHithein  and  Western  trjule.  Alter  four 
years,  he  was  admitted  into  the  firm,  and 
finally  succeeded  to  the  entire  Imsiness. 
Mr,  Cope,  referring  u*  this,  said  ;  "  From 
a  fatherless  f«iy  in  my  uncles'  establish- 
ment in  l^!l5,  1  rt>se  to  he  senior  partner 
^in  one  of  the  largest  mercantile  bouses, 
if  not  the  very  largest,  in  the  United 
Slates.'* 
His  strict  attention  to  business  was 
rewarded  witVi  increased  i prosperity  and 
success,  and  the  business  ol  ibe  firm 
changed  from  a  supply  of  general  nur- 
tbandise  to  a  growing  and  remunerative 
East  Intiui  and  Liverpool  trade  in  silks, 
fine  gocKis,  elL\  On  the  death  of  his 
uncles,  the  firm  became  Caleb  Cape  & 
Co. 
He  iater  iissnciated  with  him  as  part- 
ners, Henry  C.  Howell  and  Buck  John- 
son, and  u|>ened  one  of  the  largest  dry- 
gix>ds  houses  in  the  country,  hi  the  panic 
of  1^57  this  house  went  down^  the  ac- 
countants repitrting  that  dishonest  jtari- 
ners  had  caused  the  failure  by  defraud- 
ing Mr,  Cope  of  upwards  of  52^13  or>», 
Having  been  granted  an  extension  by  his 
creditors,  a  few  years  aflerwiirils  he 
paid  off  the  entire  amtnint  of  the  firm's 
indebtedness,  j>rincipa!  and  interest,  and 
subsetpiently  retired  from  commercial 
life  with  a  handsome  competence. 

He  was  married  to  his  cousin,  Abble 
Ann  Cope,  in  1^:^38,  and  went  to  house- 
keeping al  the  corner  of  t^utnce  and 
Wttlnut  Streets,  where  be  became  noted 
for  bis  generous  hospitality,  including 
among  his  gtiests  all  the  prominent  visi- 
tors of  the  cilj'.  After  the  death  of  his 
wife,  in  1S45,  be  purchased  **S|*ring- 
brmik.  "  on  the  Delaware  River  near 
Htilmesburg.  He  distinguished  himself 
here  by  the  introduction  into  this  country 
of  the  beautiful  water  Vi\\\  the  \'irloria 
Regi^i,  the  gift  of  bis  friend,  Sir  William 


J.  Hooker,  of  London,  He  afterward  sold 
Springlifook  to  George  H.  Stuart,  Ksq., 
Ml  Pliibidelfjhia,  who  again  sold  it  to 
Edwin  Forrest,  the  tragtdian.  and  it  has 
since  bei:otne  tin*  '*  Forrest  Home." 

In  1H64  he  was  marriecl  a  second  time, 
to  Miss  Josephine  Porter,  of  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  a  stndent  in  the  Academy  of 
Fine  Arts,  Pbiladelt«bia. 

Mr,  Cope  was  connected  with  many 
important  associations,  he  was  the  last 
surviving  member  of  the  Peniisylvniiin 
Fire  Company  ;  be  was  a  Director  ijf  the 
Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  and  tor  twelve 
years  its  President  ;  tJislorical  Societies 
of  Massacbusells  and  Tennessee  ;  Phila- 
delphia Board  of  Trade;  Mercantile 
Library  ;  Instituticm  for  the  Instruction  of 
the  Blind  ;  Magdalen  Society  ;  Academy 
of  Natural  Sciences ;  and"  for  twelve 
years  Manager  of  the  Historical  S*>riety 
of  Pennsylvania ;  and  of  many  other 
associatitnis.  He  was  one  of  the  urigiaal 
trustees  rif  the  Lehigh  Navigation  Com- 
pany, anti  a  member  u\  St,  Luke's  Protes- 
tant Kpiscopal  Church.  He  w as  Manager 
of  the  I'hiladeliibia  Saving  Fund,  Febru- 
ary 14.  1H41,  and  the  President  of  Siunc 
from  January  4,  1864  8.S.  He  was,  in 
14<39,  eletted  a  Director  ol  the  I.  niled 
States  Bank,  but  witlulrew  i>revious  to 
the  failure  of  tluit  institution.  In  1857  he 
ivrote  a  private  bislory  of  the  hank.  He 
was  Treasurer  of  the  L'niteil  States  Suni^ 
tary  C<tnnnission  and  one  of  its  most 
active  workers  ;  al  the  close  of  the  Sani- 
tary Fair,  be  drew  his  check  for  the 
procccils  in  favor  of  fiuneral  Strong, 
amonnting  to  over  ^i,o35,rjtio. 

He  died  May  12,  1888.  aged  over  ninety 
years. 

AnoLPH  E-  BoRiE,  elected  1864,  re- 
signed 1S68,  was  a  representative  mer- 
chant o\'  Philadel|>hia. 

He  was  a  descendant  on  his  mother's 
side  of  a  family  of  refuget^  from  San 
Domingo,  a  large  number  of  wbctni  settled 
in  Philadelphia.  He  was  Imrn  in  this 
city,  Novennber  25.  i>kx),  educated  at  the 
University,  in  class  of  1825,  was  sent  to 
Frimce  to  continue  his  studies,  and  re- 
turned home  in  1S2H.  He  was  intended 
I  by  his  father  for  the  legal  profession  but 
owing  to  bis  iJI  health  this  was  relin- 
quished, and  be  entered  the  counting- 
house  of  his  father,  John  Joseph  Borie  ; 
he  was  for  many  years  a  member  ipf  the 
firm  of  McKean,  Borie  ik  Co,  and  acquired 
a  large  fortune  in  the  East  India  trade. 

In  1848,  he  was  elected  President  of  the 
Bank  of  Commerce,  which  position  be 
held  until  jS6o:  he  wfisoneof  lliefouinkrs 
of  the  Cnion  Club,  wbidi  in  1S62,  Wcame 
the  Cnion  League,  of  which  be  was  the 
first  vice-presidem.  He  gave  large  sums 
towards    the    enlistment     and    care    of 
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soldiers  during  the  civil  war,  but  took  no 
activL'  pari  in  [Mjlitical  life. 

On  Alartli  5,  i!S69,  he  beranie  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  under  President  Grant, 
which  [KisilidU  he  rm>?ned  Jutie  25,  1869, 
to  attend  to  jjrivate  Imsiuess^  much 
against  the  uislies  of  the  President.  He 
accomjianied  General  Grant  tluriiiij  a 
pari  ol  his  tour  around  the  world,  iSjjS. 

He  died  Fehruary  5,  1880^  aged  sev- 
enty years. 

Jacob  P.  Jones  was  elected  a  Manager 
in  1866,  and  served  until  his  decease,  in 
1885. 

He  was  horn  in  Philadelphia,  on  Second 
Street,  near  Arch  where  his  pareiiis 
were  then  tempuriirily  residin^^,  May  9, 
1S06.  Much  of  his  lH>yhood,  as  well  as 
of  his  later  years,  was  f>assed  in  the 
country,  either  at  his  Block  ley  home  or 
at  that  upon  the  Wissahickon,  His  early 
education  was  at  the  Friends*  Sc1khj[, 
but,  a  few  years  before  reaching  man- 
hood,  he  became  a  pupil  of  the  late  John 
Gutninere,  whose  schuol  at  Bnrling:ton 
had  then  attained  great  prominence. 
Jacob  P.  Jones  was  greatly  attached  to 
his  old  preceptor,  and  always  si>oke  of 
hin3  with  respect. 

ajachinery  and  its  workings,  from  his 
boyhood,  bad  a  great  charm  for  him,  antl 
soon  after  leaving  schoob  be  visited  the 
principal  wt*oden  manufactories  ai^  New 
Engjland,  in, one  of  which  he  became  an 
apprentice  and  was  for  a  sliurt  lime  en- 
gaged in  business  there  on  bis  own  ac- 
count. All  [dans  of  this  kind  were  set 
aside  by  the  failing  health,  and  later  t>y 
the  death,  of  his  maternal  uncle.  Samuel 
P«iul,  who  bequeathed  to  him  his  [Jrop- 
erty  on  the  Wissahickon,  For  years  the 
Paul  family  had  Ikvu  owners  of  land  in 
Plymouth  township  and  its  vicinity,  and 
had  been  profitably  interested  in  the 
milling  l>usiness  on  the  Wissahickon. 
The  opportunity  of  at  once  engaging  in 
a  sell-supjwirling  business  was  too  tempt- 
ing to  be  resisted,  and  ibeyoutig  nephew 
at  once  tcxik  ui»  the  business  which  his 
uncle  had  hitherto  so  successfully  carried 
on. 

In  the  year  1836  was  formed  the  firm 
of  Morris  &  Jones^  which  afterwards  l)e- 
came  Morris,  Wheeler  ik  Co,,  buyers, 
sellers,  and  importers  of  iron  and  steeb 
This  association  continued  unchanged 
for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century —in  the 
words  of  the  surviving  partner,  their 
relations  in  business  to  each  other  were 
**  perfect/'  while  the  close  association 
served  but  lo  strengthen  the  friendship  of 
their  earlier  years.  Their  place  of  busi- 
ness  was  Market  and  Schuylkill  Seventh 
Streets  (the  latter  no%v  called  Sixteenth )» 
then  a  remote,  unpaved  part  of  the 
town. 


Success  in  this  and  olher  departmeirts 
of  their  business  brought  its 
nmneration,  and,  in  the  year  1 
P.  Jones  retired  from  a*:iivc  piu  !      ,         m 
In  a  business  to  which  for  nearly  twtrnty- 
five  years  he   had  devoted  Idmself  with 
industry   and  ^eal.     This  retiring    from 
lousiness,   liuwever,  did   not   mean  a  life  ^ 
of  idleness  ;  on  the  contrary,  it  w;is  used  j 
as   attordin^  the  opportunity    for   larger  [ 
engagements  in    public   and   benevolenl 
w*ork. 

For  nearly  forty  years  Jacob  P,  Jchics 
was  a  Director  in  the  Bank  of  North 
America  ;  for  more  than  twenty  live  years  | 
in  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania  Company  for  Insurances  on  Lives 
and  Granting  Annuities  ;  for  many  years 
he  was  also  a  ManaKcrsof  the  Delaware  In* 
suran  ce  Cotn  pany  and  the  Western  Saving 
F'lmd,  besides  being  actively  interested  in 
numerous  iron,  railwa)',  coal,  gas  and 
other  companies ;  and  was  also  con- 
nected with  the  Haverford  College. 

Ftjr  many  years  be  was  a  Manager  of 
Preston  Retreat,  a  lying-in  charily 
ftmnded  by  the  will  of  the  lale  Dr 
Preston,  an  uncle  of  his  wife.  Mr.  Jacob 
P.  JoneSj  also,  for  nineteen  years  and 
eleven  months. rendered  faiibfuiserviceas 
a  Manager  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,

Street;  f<ir  many  years  Manager  of  the 
Graiidom  Institute;  I'reslnn  Retreat; 
Howard  Hus|>ital  ;  Wills'  Httspital  ;  for 
tuiiiiy-fivi^  years  Treasurer  *4  the 
I  >rtluipa;?dic  llnspilal  ;  and  for  mure 
than  twenty  years  Manajjer  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital. 

He  died  July  15,  1893,  in  Philadelphia, 
aged  seventy-nine  years.

AItbou)cIi  a  Manager  of  the  Hospital 
but  a  short  time,  his  deep  interest,  j^en- 
nine  sympathy  for  the  afflicted,  his  kind 
words  and  liberal  acts,  joined  to  a  very 
genial  manner,  made  him  must  highly 
esteemed,  and  his  loss  sincerely  deplored 
by  ever  one  who  had  the  privilege  of 
knowing  hinii, 

Mr,  Th£mrp»:in  was  the  senior  partner 
of  the  firm  of  I.  P.  Morris  &  Co,,  of  Port 
Richmond  Iron  Worles^  Philadelphia. 
While  taking  an  active  interest  in  nnnier- 
ous  benevolent  enterprises,  he  was  the 
head  of  ^m*:  of  the  largest  manulacturing 
establishments  in  the  city,  emph^ying 
hundreds  of  workmen  and  turning  out 
some  of  the  finest  and  heaviest  machinery 


in  the  country*  His  establishments  con- 
structed the  large  engines  for  the  United 
States  Mint  :  the  engine  fur  the  !.ake 
Erie  steamer  "Mississippi,"  twoCnrtiish 
pumping  engines  at  theSchnylkill  Water 
Works;  several  iron  lighthouses  for  the 
United  States  government,  and  the  en- 
gines for  several  of  the  niiinitors  and 
ironclads,  besiile  many  other  works  of 
equal  importance. 

In  1872  Mr.  Thompson  was  elected  a 
IVtanager  of  tht  Pennsylvania  Hospital ^ 
to  lill  a  vacancy  caused  by  the  dealh  of 
Mr.  John  Farnum  ;  he  always  took  a 
dci'p  interest  in  the  success  and  uscfut- 
ness  of  the  Institution. 

He  died  May  25,  1^75,  »"  the  fiay-nlntli 
year  of  his  ai;e. 

John  T  KKwrs.  elected  iS-Si,  resigned 
18S8,  on  acconniof  impaired  hcatth. 

He  had  previtaisly  serveil  as  the 
twelfth  Treasurer,  being  elected  Feb- 
ruary  8,  1^41,  resigned  in  1S81,  vvhen  he 
became  Manager,  making  a  Hosiiital  ser- 
vice of  forty-seven  years  antl  <>ne  months 
of  which  forty  years  and  four  ritonths  he 
served  as  Treasurer  of  the  Hos[>ital. 
Of  him  an  appreciative  notice  was  given 
by  Dr.  John  F,  Meigs,  in  his  anniversary 
address  (see  page  404), 

The  services  of  Mr.  Lewis's  family  in 
the  treasuryship  of  the  Hospital  com- 
menred  in  £7Ho,  constituting  a  period 
of  fiver  one  hundred  successive  years  of 
gratuitous  service R ;  a  ne[>hew  of  John 
T.  Lewis  periuUiales  the  family  name 
in  the  Hoard  of  Managers.

THE  MEDICAL  STAFF  AND  MEDICAL  TEACHING. 
The  Medical  Staff  of  a  hospital  consists  of  its  corps  of  physicians. 

Compositiim    ,      .  .         ,  .  ,  it  .      .      ,  .  .'       ,       . 

^f..  ,   In  Its  restricted  sense,  it  comprises  only  the  principals,  or  chief  physi- 

Meditat  cians  and  surgeons,   who  are   personally  charged  with   the  duty  of 

Stair,   treating,  or  directing  the  treatment  of,  the  patients  within  its  walls.    In 

a  wider  sense,  it  may  be  regarded  as  including  every  medical  officer 

holding   an   active,    professional   position,  in  connection   therewith; 

including   both  attending  and  resident  physicians,   as   well   as   the 

consultants,    specialists,    and  dispensary   assistants.      In    this   broad 

acceptation,  the  Staff  is  ope  arm  of  the  hospital  service;    the  other 

consisting   of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the   Executive   Departnnent, 

which  is  charged  with  the  general  administration  and  economy  of  the 

household  and  the  responsibility  of  directing  its  business  interests. 

The  Managers  of  the   Pennsylvania   Hospital   are   members   of 

the  Corporation,  who  are  elected  by  the  Contributor  at  the  annual 

meeting  j    the    Medical    Staff,    are    appointed    annually    from    the 

Contributors,  by  the  Board  of  Managers.      Inasmuch  as  the  Board 

cannot  well  make  appointment  for  a  longer  time  than  it  has  itself  to 

serve,  it  follo\^'S  that  the  physicians  to  the  Hospital  must  be  chosen 

each  year  by  the  newly  elected  Board.     It  speaks  volumes  for  the 

wise  and  conservative  management  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  that 

by  long  custom  the  rule  has  been  established  of  re-appointing  the 

former  Medical  Staff,  each  >ear.     In  case  a  vacancy  should  be  created 
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by  dearh,  or  resignation,  of  a  member  of  the  StafT  during  the  year, 
an  election  for  his  successor  is  held  as  soon  as  practicable.  In  conse- 
cjuence  of  the  mutual  respect  and  esteem  which  has  always  existed 
between  the  professional  and  adnrinistraiive  authorities,  the  history  of 
this  Hospital  is  singularly  free  from  misunderstandings  and  ill-feeling. 
The  high  regard,  which  the  first  Board  of  Managers  entertained 
towards  the  Medical  Stafl',  appears  to  have  been  handed  down,  from 
board  to  board  and  from  father  to  son.  until  it  bas  become  a  fixed 
tradition  in  this  venerable  institution,  where  the  old-time  considera- 
tion and  courtesy  still  mark  the  intercourse  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
with  the  members  of  the  Medical  StafT,  as  indeed,  with  all  who  are 
connected  with  the  Hospital. 

As  the  Resident  Physicians  arc  to  be  cnnsidered  later,  with  the 
apprentices  and  students,  the  Medical  Staff  pro[ier  will  now  engage 
attention. 

Before  taking  up  the  individual  biographies  of  the  jthysicians, 
who  have  served  upon  the  Medical  Staff,  however,  a  brief  reference  of 
a  general  character  may  be  made  to  the  standing  in  the  community 
of  the  physicians  who  first  actively  moved  in  the  establishment  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  and  who  afterwards  rendered  distinguished 
services  to  the  Institution.  When  Benjamin  Franklin  jiresented  a 
petition  signed  by  thirty-three  citizens,  asking  for  an  appropriation 
of  funds  by  the  Provincial  Assembly  to  establish  the  Hospital,  he 
was  fully  prepared  to  meet  an  objection  that  he  knew  would  be  rvTised, 
'*  rhat  they  could  not  afford  to  pay  the  physicians  for  their  attendance 
ufion  the  sick/'  and  he  carried  his  point  by  announcing  that  the 
physicians  had  magnanimously  offered  '*  to  attend  the  patients  for 
nothing  and  to  su|>iiiy  all  the  medicines,  for  three  years,  at  their  own 
expense/'  Although  the  generous  offer  to  supply  medicines  gratis 
was  accejited  at  first,  the  Managers,  becoming  soon  aftenvards 
impressed  with  its  injustice,  ordered  a  supply  of  drugs  from  London, 
but  the  physicians  continued  to  give  their  personal  attendance  without 
charge.  The  unselfish  example  of  the  first  Medical  Staff  has  been 
generally  followed,  not  only  by  their  successors  in  this  hospital,  but 
also  by  the  physicians  engaged  in  serving  other  public  hospitals, 
subsequently  established,  in  the  large  cities  of  this  country. 

The  fact  that  Franklin  could  promise  that  the  physicians  would 
make  iiersonai  sacrifices  in  order  to  establish  a  hospital  in  the  City  of 
Brotherly  Love,  warrants  the  supposition  that  the  physicians  had  been 
selected  in  advance.  This  was  doubtless  the  case  wnth  the  individual 
members  of  the  first  Medical  Staff.  Doctor  Thomas  Bond,  who  was 
Ihe  original  proposer  of  the  hospital,  and  who^ie  friends  were  largely 
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enrolled  upon  the  list  of  contributors,  would  naturally  be  one  of  the

Medical  Staff.    1751,  by  the  Managers  then  passing  a  resolution  thanking  Drs.  Lloyd 

Zachary,  and  Thomas  and   Phineas  Bond  for  their  willingness  **  to 

attend  gratis  in  taking  care  of  the  sick  as  Physicians  and  Surgeons  for 

the  first  three  years  "  and  accepting  their  services. 

The  Board,  furthermore,  in  order  to  give  greater  dignity  to  the 
rising  institution,  or  to  keep  alive  the  interest  of  as  many  influential 
persons  as  possible,  also  appointed  a  Staff  of  Consultants,  by  request- 
ing *' Drs.  Grreme,  Cadwalader,  Moore,  and  Redman  lo  assist  in 
consultation  in  extraordinary  cases.*'     (See  page  28  antt.) 

The  first  consulting  staff  had  no  immediate  successors,  as  the  attend- 
ing physicians  discovered  that  they  did  not  require  such  assistance. 

The  Managers  being  very  anxious  lo  make  no  mistakes  at  the 
beginning  and  desiring  to  lay  the  foundations  of  the  new  institution 
upon  an  enduring  basis,  appointed  a  committee,  which  drew  up  the 
following  regulations  with  regard  lo  the  selection  of  physicians  and 
surgeons,  which  subsequently  received  the  sanction  of  the  contril>ii- 
tors  and  the  legal  representatives  of  the  infant  Commonwealth.

shall  be  Flxaniined  and  ajiproved  of  in  the  manner  and  under  the  Restrictions 
aforesaid, 

loth,  These  Rules  shall  continue  in  force  two  years  and  frotn  thence  to  the 
time  of  the  next  General  Meeting  of  the  Contributc»rs  and  no  LonRcr. 

The  foregoing  rules  received  the  approval  of  the  Chief  Justice 
of  Pennsylvatiia,  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  and  the  Attorney 
General,  as  required  by  the  Charter  of  the  Hospital  (see  page  io)»  and 
as  shown  in  the  accompanying  reproduction  of  the  last  page  of  the 
original  draught  of  the  Rales  taken  from  the  Archives  of  the 
Hospiial  (see  illustration  on  preceding  page). 

The  physicians,  from  the  beginning,  were  encouraged  to  take  a 
very  active  interest  in  the  success  of  the  Hospital  and  the  extension 
of  its  usefulness,  and  the  Managers  held  frequent  conferences  with 
them  with  regard  to  proposed  methods  of  improving  and  increasing 
the  accommodations.  An  illustration  of  this  is  observed  in  the 
accompanying  extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  Managers  of  January 
7.  1792: 

The  Lunatics  in  the  House  being  greatly  multiplied  hy  the  Increase  of  Inhabi- 
tants in  the  state^  since  the  Hospital  was  built,  as  well  as  by  many  other  Causes, 
il  is  found  by  Experience,  that  a  proper  separation  of  the  Patients  cannot  be 
made;  neither  can  the  necessities  of  others  be  relieved,  whose  Cases  require  the 
aid  of  the  Institution  ;  &  for  whom  Applications  are  continually  made,  unless  a 
Building  more  adequate  In  their  NmntnTs  is  provided  to  receive  them.  The 
Managers  &  Physicians  are  tliereforeuf  Opinion  ;  that  an  Extention  of  the  House, 
as  nearly  as  Possible  to  agree  with  the  oriji^inal  Plan,  admitting  only  of  such 
Alterations  as  will  more  conveniently  accommodate  the  Lunatics,  is  indispensiibly 
needful ;  for  these  Reasons  they  resolve  that  a  Remonstrance  or  Petition  be  pre- 
sented to  the  jneneral  Assembly,  setthig  forth  the  Necessity  of  completing  the 
Hospital,  *St  requt^stiiiK  Assistance  to  enable  the  Contributors  to  do  it,  in  such 
manner,  as  to  answer  the  humane  Intentions  of  its  original  Founders— which 
Petition,  Bartholmew  Wistar,  Samuel  Cxiates,  Elliston  I*crot,  Cornelius  Barnes, 
Dr  Rush,  Dr.  Htitcbinson,  and  iJttctor  Sbippen  are  appointed  to  prepare,  and 
when  ready  to  call  a  Meeting  of  the  Managers  and  Physicians  &  lay  il  before 
them :  who,  if  they  approve  are  to  sign  it,  ^  have  it  presented  in  such  Manner, 
as  they  may  agree  to  w^hen  assembled  together. 

The  matter  was  kept  actively  under  consideration  and  a  special 
meeting  of  December  19,  1792,  contains  the  following  record  : 

At  a  special  Meeting  of  the  Managers,  Physicians,  and  Treasurer  this  day,  at 
the  house  of  Samuel  Coates,

Phyaidana,  Dr,  Rush,  Dr.  Purke,  Dr.  Hutchinson. 
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Jnsepl)  Pfiiichall,  Scinuiel  Coaies,  Dr.  Rush  &  Dr,  Hntchinsmi  report,  that  they 
calJffl  on  Thomas  McKean,  and  Williani  Bradford,  and  iilso  tit  the  house  of  Report  of 
Edw'd.  Sliippcii,  who  was  not  at  home  ;  to  rt-quest  thai  they,  as  judjres  of  the  Committee, 
Suprcmt"  Court,  would,  in  aid  of  our  menioria!,  **t'nd  a  Representation  to  the 
general  Assemljly,  statiiiK  die  nect^ssity  of  enlar^injc  the  Hospital,  so  as  to  receive 
a  greater  number  of  Patients,  and  requesting  the  Grant,  which  the  said  I^femorial 
solicited  for  that  purpose-. 

The  Judfien  received  llieir  V^isft,  in  a  friendly  manner,  express! nj^  their  great 
Rei^ard  for  the  Institution,  and  promised  to  confer  with  Edw'd.  SUippen,  tbtrir 
associate  Judj^c,  the  next  day.  They  accordinj^ly  met,  and  agreed,  (of  which 
Ihey  informed  Dr.  Hutchinson,)  that  they  would  deliver  to  llie  assembly,  sucli  a  • 

Representation  &  Petit ion^  as  we  requested  in  their  official  Character,  on  this 
Condition,  That,  if  the  mont^y  was  granted,  and  the  build  ins  extended,  in  consc- 
quenceofonr  joint  Applications,  a  clause  sljould  be  inserted  to  provide,  that 
they,  the  Judges,  should  have  free  tihurty  to  commit  Lunaticks  therein,  from 
every  part  ol  the  State,  without  the  let  or  hinderance  of  any  of  the  Managt-rs  ; 
who  nevertheless  should  retain  the  ri^^ht  of  lixinj^  the  rate  of  Payment,  for  the 
board  ol  Patients,  when  the  funds  were  not  sutBcient  to  admit  them  as  Paupers  ; 
and  also  the  right  (as  usual)  to  govern  the  house. 

If  the  preceeding  Prtiposal  was  not  accepted,  they  aj^rced  cheerfuHy  tf» 
rn-operate  with  us.  or  any  of  their  fellow  Citizens,  in  applying  for  the  grant,  as 
private  Gentlemen,  but  not  as  Judges  of  the  supreme  Court ;— winch,  lieing  con- 
sidered it  is  the  tmanhnons  opinion  of  all  pnseni  ;  that  the  Managers  have  no 
rightt  to  make  such  covenant,  to  bind  the  Contrifnjtors  ;  nor  cim  they  acknowledge 
the  propriety  of  any  Authorities  lieing  exercised  in  the  Hospital,  than  such  as 
aje  already  known  ;  and  agree  with  the  existing  Charter,  and  Constitution 
thereof. 

The  Managers  &  Physicians,  are  neverthekss  sensible  of  the  kind  Disposi- 
ttons  of  the  judges  to  promote  the  Interest  of  thv  Ht*spitiit  and  therefore  request 
them  to  exert  themselves  by  personal  Application,  in  such  manner,  as  to  them, 
may  appear  fiest,  and  most  likely  to  obtain  the  object  of  our  Petition  ;  wliicli  as 
Citizens,  they  have  been  pirased  lo  approve. 

In  response  to  the  above  petition  by  the  Managers  and  Physicians 
a  legislative  committee  visited  the  Hospital  and  made  the  fnllowing 
report,  which  was  read  at  a  meeting  of  the  Managers^  held  inI  nio., 
27th,  1794: 

*'  The  Ci>mmittee  appointed  by  the  SENATE  and  ASSEMBLY  of  PENNSYL^ 
VANIA  on  the  loth  instant,  to  visit  the  HOSPITAL,  made  Report,  which  was 
read  as  follows,  \iz.  :

PENNSYLVANIA  HOSPITAL,  and  from  having  examined  its  arratngements,  and    reports  to  the 
enquired  into  the  Stale  of  its  Funds,  they  have   Reason  to  believe  thiil  the  Iiisti-    Legishiture. 
tution  is  conducted  with  equal  attention  to  j^ood  Order,  and  strict   Economy, — 
Several   very   curious    anatomical    Preparations,    purchased    from    the    Repre- 
sentatives   of   the    late    Dr.    Chovctt,    have  since    last    Year,    been    added  to 
those    previously    collected,    forminj^    together    an    Exhibition     which    for    its 
utility  8l  value  we  apprehend   is  unequalled  by  any  of  a  similar  nature,  in  the 
United  States  :  and  notwithstanding  the  addition  necessarily  made  to  the  current 
Expences  of  tlie  bouse,  by  reason  of  the  Purchiises.  the  COMMITTEE  have  the 
p least? re  of  reporting   that   the   Capital  Slock   has  been  encreased,  TWO  HL'N- 
DRED  and  PHIRTY  FOUR  POUNDS  9 »,  since  an  account  ol  it  was  laid  before 
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the  first  Sfssion  of  tlitr  l.a^t  LcK'slatu re, —Considerable  Progress  has  l»cen  made 
Committef  ^"  rollt"clin>*  the  rmnjSes  K''^i"t^'d  by  the  Law  of  the  nth  of  April,  I793»  for 
reromitieiuJs  ^-^^^"^^tl'ii?  the  henefits  experienced  fnitn  the  Insliluliun  of  the  PFLNNSVLVANIA 
appropriritioii  HfJSPlTAL,  out  of  ihc  de!>ts  due  to  the  loan  Office  of  1773^  the  sum  of,  live  thou- 
sand throe  Innidred  Pounds,  having  l>ecii  already  received,  and  suit  able  measures 
taken  to  exjie^iite  the  Odiectlon  of  the  Remahider, 

"  Kncoiira^jeit  by  this  success  the  Managers  liave  prepared  a  Plan  of  the  addi- 
tional Plans  intended,  and  called  a  Meetitijj  of  the  ContrihulorSt  as  well  to  con- 
sider said  Plan,  as  to  determine  how  soon  to  commence  the  erection  of  the 
Buikliiijt^s  ajLjreed  on,  in  conformity  to  the  j>rovision  of  the  before-mentioned  ACT. 

"  Your  Ccminiittee  must  also  mention,  that  during  the  prevalence  of  the  late 
destructive  (!onta^ion  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  altho'  one  infected  Person  was 
sent  to  the  Uos[)ital  before  the  nature  of  his  Complaint  was  known.  JSc  died  sooti 
afterwards,  yet  every  Precaution  having  been  used  to  prevent  a  Conimuuication 
of  the  Disease,  neither  any  of  the  Patients,  nor  even  those  who  attended  the 
infected  Person,  were  in  the  stnalltsl  degree  affected  by  a  similar  Complaint  ;^a 
Circumstance,  which  in  itself  must  convey,  a  stronjcer  Evidence  In  favour  of  the 
good  arraingement  tSc  salubrity  of  the  Hospital,  than  any  Eulogium  your  Com* 
nitttcc  can  bestow.  " 

At  a  special  Meeting  held  at  the  House  of  Samuel  Coates,  i&t,  3d  mo.,  I794» 
lT|>on  iTiformation  now  comniuiiicated  by  the  Managers  present, 
^tsolvtii,  Tliat  it  is  proper  to  proceed  its  early  m  the  present  Season,  as  is 
practicahle  in  compleathig  the  original  plan  of  the  hosi>ital,  by  erecting  the  centre 
House,  and  western  wing  so  far  as  in  run  up  the  walls  thereof,  and  shingle  the 
same  ;  also  to  fnnsh  the  wt^tern  ward,  for  tlie  accommodation  of  Persons  afflicted 
with  Lunacy. 

Resolved^  in  order  the  more  comfortably  to  accommodate  Patients  labouring 
under  this  afHicttng  malady.  That  llie  western  ward  shall  extend  in  width,  six 
feet  more  than  the  present  ward,  so  as  to  admit  two  rows  of  rooms  or  cells  on  a 
floor  for  this  purpose. 

Resotvetf^  That  the  Centre-House  be  finished  with  a  dome,  and  the  sooth 
Front  thereof,  with  six  marble  Pilasters,  agreeable  to  the  Elevation  now  exhibited-

Appeal  to  November  26,  1795,  ihe  Board  considering  the  importance  to  ibc 

Governor   public  of  completing  the  new  building,  which  could  not  be  effected 

Mitfim.   without  further  assistance  from  the  [.egislatiire  of  the  State,  therefore, 

concluded    to   ask    the    Governor  lo   endorse   their   reqtiest,  in    his 

address  to  the  General  Assembly. 

To  Thomas  Mifflin  Esgu. :  Govehnok  op  the  State  of  Pennsvlvania. 
It  being  notorious  that  the  population  of  Pennsylvania  has  increased  at  least 
in  a  three-fold  proportion  since  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  was  founded  tti  the 
Year  1752  it  must  be  obvious  to  a  reflecting  Mind  that  the  increase  of  disorders  is 
in  some  Degree  in  a  proportionate  Ratio  therewith— Without  ascribing  it  to  any 
uncommon  cause,  as  may  thus  account  for  the  number  of  lunatic  Patients  who  are 
so  much  multiphed  amonj^j  us,  that  for  want  of  a  suitable  place  to  accommt»date 
Ihem  in,  many  have  been  confined  in  Gaols,  or  poorhouses,  chained  among  the 
sick,  where  they  cannnt   he  prctperly  attended,  ilk  others  have  been  roving  abool 
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t!ie  City  and  Country,  inculpable  ofniaintaining  themselves^  and  dangerous  lo  the 
Community:  this  vv\]  may  be  remedied,  &  many  Citizens  relieved  by  coiiriMiiiR 
thetii  in  convenient  places  wIhtv  tbey  may  have  the  benefit  of  metlical  aid- 
Under  these  impressions  the  MaiiaK^rs  uf  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  are  pre- 
paring a  petition  to  the  next  assemi>ly  to  solicit  money  to  finish  the  new  hutldings 
for  the  purpose  of  takiuK  in  a  greater  number  of  patients  ; — this  subject  the 
Managers  wish  the  Governor  in  general  terms  to  represent  to  the  next  assembly^ 
and  if  ptissible  to  draw  their  attention  to  secure  the  benefit  of  their  late  Grant  of 
Ten  thousand  Pounds  by  such  further  aid  as  may  be  sulTicient  to  complete  the 
buildings  :  witlmut  which  the  work  that  is  already  done  will  be  of  no  advantage. 

As  already  related  (page  255)  the  Governor  very  favorably  The  Governor 
mentioned  the  Hospital  jn  his  annuii!  report,  and  the  ultimate  residt  ^*^"''s  ^^J 
was  a  handsome  approj>riation  for  the  ptjrpose  of  cotnpleting  the  Hos- 
pital according  to  the  original  (jlan.  In  accompUshing  this  result  the 
labors  and  influence  of  the  Medical  Staff  were  largely  exerciiied  and 
due  credit  should  be  given  them  for  their  disinterested  devotion  to  the 
Hospital  ;  the  above  is  only  a  solitary  illustration  out  of  many 
which  could  be  cited. 

The  personnel  of  the  first  Medical  Staff,  as  already  observed,  was 
of  a  high  character.  Its  members  were  not  only  eminent  in  their  own 
vocation,  but  they  also  had  acquirements  and  accomplishments  which 
made  them  leaders  in  the  community,  and  active  and  indiiential  in  its  ^^^^^ 
social  affairs.  Dr.  Lloyd  Zachary  is  reputed  to  have  been  **one  of  character 
the  most  gifted  men  that  ever  lived  in  Philadelphia,  He  rendered 
incalculable  services  to  the  Hospital,  which  was  founded  in  his  time, 
and  of  which  he  was  made  first  physician.  In  the  community,  there 
])robably  was  not  one  who  was  more  respected  and  beloved.  ^  ^  ^ 
His  devotion  to  the  Hospital  was  never  subdued,  and,  when  he  died, 
his  will  was  found  10  contain  a  liberal  donation  in  money  and  books 
to  that  institution."  1 

Dr.  Thomas  Bond  was  intimate  with  Benjamin  Franklin  and 
was  actively  interested  in  his  schemes  for  general  education  and 
philanthropy.  With  Dr.  Zachary,  he  was  teacher  of  the  medical 
students  of  the  city,  ami  inaugurated  the  present  system  of  delivering 
clinical  lectures  at  the  Hospital.  His  first  leclore  was  deemed  by  the 
Managers  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  its  insertion  in  full  upon 
the  minutes.  2  In  fact,  Dr.  Bond  was  himself  a  member  of  the  first 
Board  of  Managers,  this  compliment  being  paid  him  in  recognition  of 
his  agency  in  projecting  the  plan  of  the  hospital  and  his  energy  in 
establishing  it  upon  a  working  basis.  When  in  November,  1776,  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital   was  set  apart  ff^r  the  use  of  the  Conlinenlal 
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iKtve  been  students  of  the  house,  and  after  "walking  her  wards,"  hav€  carried 
Address  by  ^^^  '"^°  ^^^  remotest  regions  of  the  Great  Republic,  a  lively  memory  of  the 
Dr  Meiits.  P^^'^^ant  and  profitable  hours  spent  within  her  walls,-  memories  of  the  sdenlific 
truths ;  memories  of  the  fine  diajfuoses,  tlie  sure  progrioseSj  and  the  skilful  appli- 
cations of  therapeutics  and  surgery,  whose  accuracy  suri>rised,  while  the  fKild- 
ness  and  dexterity  astonished  them.  Not  hundreds,  but  thousands  of  these 
American  physicians,  have  carried  out  and  spread  everywhere  in  the  land  the 
testimonies  and  traditions  thai  have  made  her  name  familiar  as  a  Iioiisebold  word: 
we  heard  that  household  word  in  uur  remote  village  near  a  thousand  milc^ 
away,  and  near  three-quarters  of  a  century  ago.  Though  she  never  f>cforc 
thought  io  luake  herself  thus  au  open  and  public  dispenser  *if  knowledge,  out  of, 
and  far  from,  her  i}wn  Upundary  walls,  yet  how  many  thousands  of  them  that 
were  in  vveakntss  and  pain  and  in  the  fear  of  imminent  death  have,  for  a  century 
past,  owed  their  relief  and  their  reknuse  to  her  far-reaching  modest,  and  silent 
charity. 

We  trust  it  is  by  no  means  presumptuous  to  claim  for  this  ancient  and 
honored  institution  an  undoubted  precedence  in  the  i>ossession  of  the  most 
eminent  among  American  physicians  and  surgeons;  since  barely  to  mention  the 
names  of  Dr.  Rush  and  Dr,  Philip  Syng  Physick  ought  to  establish  that  claim,  for 
those  names  art^  /aa/e  faeiiiime  prtHcif>es  in  American  physic  and  surgery. 

To  these  may  rightly  l>e  added  the  venerated  names  of  Kuhn,  Barton,  Wistar, 
Dorsey,  J.  Rhea  Barton,  and  James.  These  alone  appear  to  us  to  warrant  our 
assumptioTi  of  a  former  superiority  in  American  niedical  teachings,  while  wc,  hy 
no  means,  are  so  impertinent  as  to  claim  a  present  superemincnce,  where  the 
immense  progress  of  American  civilization  has  scattered  broadcast  over  the  land 
the  nchcstt  the  most  precious  treasures  of  science  and  art  m  our  noble  profes- 
sion ;  but  it  will  not  be  deemed  an  impudence,  on  our  pari,  to  pretend  to  at  t<?ast 
equal  rank  in  the  actual  repuldicof  medical  letters. 

For  our  pri%-ate  opinion  we  beg  tu  excuse  ourselves,  on  the  ground  that,  very 
early  in  the  century,  wc  had  the  hapjuness  and  the  great  hap[>iness,  to  sit  at  the 
feet  of  many  of  those  Gamaliels  who  so  overbore  our  young  hearts  and  minds 
with  an  intimate  conviction  of  their  virtue  and  wisdom  that  even  the  chiU  of  old 
age  is  as  yet  impotent  to  lessen  the  ijlow  of  our  adnu'ration  and  gratitude  to  such 
excellent,  such  learned  and  wise  masters.  We  but  fulfil  the  engagement  made 
for  us  mure  than  twenty  centuries  ago  in  the  famous  and  still  living  jusjurandum 
of  the  Father  uf  Medicine  in  honoring  from  our  earliest  date  of  life^  masters  who 
graciously  laughl  us  to  heal  stck  men  and  women. 

We  esteem  the  greatest  name  of  the  men  who,  in  that  now  somewhat  distant 
day,  served  in  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital^  was  the  name  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush, 
Professor  of  the  Practice  of  Medicine  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

That  eminent  physician's  renown  was  not  founded  aUrne  upon  his  grand 
career  in  the  fatal  epidemic  of  179J,  or  in  like  occurrences  in  years  following.  It 
depended  far  more  U[von  his  surpassing  and  most  captivating  eloquence,  upon 
his  great  wisdom,  his  learning,  and  the  inextinguishable  zeal  whose  fire  was  not 
in  the  least  assuaged  at  the  time  we  attended  upon  his  last  course  of  lectures,  at 
that  venerable  and  l>eautiful  old  age,  which  soon  afterwards  let  him  gently  dowa 
into  an  honored  grave  where  his  remains  now  rest,  more  sacred  than  the  dust 
that  draws  thousands  of  annual  pilgrims  to  the  tomb  of  the  Imaums. 

May  we  not  stop  a  moment  just  here,  to  express  the  wish  and  the  hope. 
that  ere  many  years  shall  have  elapsed,  the  statue  of  that  eminent  Amencati  may 
fintl  its  appropriate  ph'nth  in  some  conspicuous  part  of  the  town  whose  very  name 
is  signally  honored  by  his  whole  life  and  conversation.  May  nil  Philadelphia  cr>' 
out  with  one  voice  Placet ^  placet ! 
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DR,    BENJAMIN    RUSH. 


Dr.  Rmh,  by  bis  actions  mnd  his  wiitings  bccainc  in  m  ceifalii  Mose  uid 
extent  the  Amrrican  Galen,  far  we  think  it  cannot  be  <loubted  thai  he  did  transmit  ^J\(|dre3es  by 
hts  idea,  as  a  gnvemini£  and  directing  element  down  through  m<»re  than  half  a  |^  MettEfti- 
ccnmni'  i^f  American  Medidne,  controlUn^  the  practice  of  physic  with  on 
authortt}'  durinj;  that  time,  as  potent  as  was  the  authority  of  the  great  Pergame- 
nian  in  the  far  longer  series  of  centuries,  from  the  second  until  deep  into  the 
seventeenth.  Yet  ev^en  to-day  the  name  of  Galen  is  not  Wotted  out,  and  like 
Rush's  is  only  under  the  eclipse  of  this  progressive  age.  They  are  lx>th  marking 
and  ineBaceahle  titles  on  the  roll  of  history  in  our  Medicine.  In  a  great  degree. 
Dr.  Rush,  though  so  long  a^o  joined  to  his  fathers,  still  rule*  much  of  the  metlical 
practice  in  many  parts  of  the  United  States.  His  was  a  great  mission  and  he 
filled  his  station  well. 

When  I  was  a  boy  of  12  years  old,  the  name  of  Dr.  Rush  was  a  sort  of  myth 
in  my  young  ears  and  was  known  by  all  the  people  of  yon  sequestered  village  on 
the  Creek  Frontier  ;  and  when  in  the  autumitof  iSi2,  I  first  entered  his  lecture- 
room  in  the  old  University  building  on  Nmlh  Street,  I  was  enrapt :  his  voice, 
sweeter  than  any  flute,  fell  on  my  ears  like  droppings  from  a  Sanctuary  and  the 
spectacle  of  his  beautiful  radiant  countenance,  with  his  earnest^  most  siiirercr 
most  persuasive  accents,  sunk  so  deep  into  my  heart  that  neither  time  nor  change 
ootild  eradicate  them  from  where  they  are  at  this  hour  freshly  renienil>ered. 
Oh !  Ijut  he  was  a  most  diarming  gentleman  !  a  *' grave  and  reverend  and  jKitent 
slgnor*'  in  the  scholar  class  of  mankind  ! 

Now  this  was  one  of  the  men  who  graced  this  old  Hospital  in  our  young  days, 
with  his  teachings^  his  learning,  his  wisdom  and  his  manners*  furnied  upon  the 
grand  old  style  of  Washington's  court,  of  which,  alas  f  hut  a  few  scattered  and 
Ixiwed  down  specimens  are  here  and  there  In  Iw  seen  lingering  in  our  country. 

There  it  was,  as  well  as  in  his  lecture- n>oni,  that  he  helped  to  mould  ami 
fashion  the  manners  and  deportment  of  that  house  in  a  way  U*  n\ake  it  specific-- 
characterislical.  Yet  not  to  him  alune  are  our  thanks  due  for  the  form  of  this 
schcjol  and  its  individual  signiricancy.  He  had  brave  coadjut*irs  whose  niiuistru- 
tions  there  and  elsewhere  laid  on  the  brows  of  Philadelphia  the  Science-Crown^ 
that  shone  S4>  far  and  mt  bright  in  thi>se  inilmy  days  of  his  Schoul  t*f  Medicine. 

Dr.  Kuhu,  a  favorite  pupil  of  Linnjeus,  who  learned  to  love  litiu  at  Cpsala,  was 
a  man  distinguished  for  learning  and  probity  ;  an  honor  to  our  calling.  Dr.  Philip 
Syng  Physick,  long  a  pupil  and  assistant  and  trusted  friend  of  Mr.  Hunter,  and 
long  a  resident  in  the  Hospital  iii  Mr,  Hunter's  service  at  Lonrlou,  svas  like  his- 
master  a  mode!  ot  exactness  and  certainty.  1  never  saw  a  man  who  knew  so 
thoroughly  well  all  that  he  knew.  It  scemetl  as  if  his  science  und  art  were 
ledgered  in  his  brain,  scj  that  he  could  turn  on  the  instant  to  page  anil  line. 
Dr.  Physick's  service  in  the  house  was  continued  during  more  than  twenty  two 
years,  from  179410  fiSi6^  when  he  resigned  his  office.  His  manners  were  to  the 
last  degree  dignified  and  eSe^aiil,  and  as  he  still  wore  his  luiir  powdererl  .ind 
clubbed,  he  bore  about  him  a  s<jrl  of  traditional  lo<jk.  which  added  to  the  respect 
which  everywhere,  in  public  and  private  greeted  him,  always  ruvereiitly.  hi  the 
midst  "tf  a  crowd  of  students  more  than  five  hundruii  in  number  a.H.sembled  Iruni 
all  quarters  of  the  compass,  impetuous,  ingenuous  hot  htads  from  the  Carolinas, 
restless  Georgians,  llxjid  sons  of  Kentucky,  and  buckeyes  from  the  Northwest,  or 
the  graver  students  from  the  North,  the  moment  the  Professor  entered  the  lecture- 
room,  all  was  hush,  with  a  general  pleased  expressinn  murmured  idl  over  the 
amphitheatre,  "and  ear  and  eye  nlteutive  bent"  lo  the  mellifluous  tones  of  his. 
voice,  or  the  most  admirable  illustrations  of  surgicid  processes  that  lie  so  pro- 
fusely supplied.  He  was  a  man  like  a  statue  of  marble  1ml  aiiiniated  by  a 
promethean  light  niid   warmth.     Ur.  P  by  sick  was  a  very   marking  man   in  our 
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American  world  of  Medicine,  a  man  altogether  peculiar  for  ability  and  therefore 
Address  by  "^ost  rare  and  most  highly  to  be  prised  ;  he  too  was  one  of  the  men  who  stamped 
Dr.  Meigs.  ^  deeply  into  the  old  Hospital  the  l^end  on  its  name-shield  "  conservatism." 
The  same  motives  that  lead  us  to  remember  Dr.  Rush  and  Professor  Physick, 
prompt  us  to  refer  to  the  learned,  benign,  beloved  Wistar ;  Caspar  Wistar,  long 
the  able  Professor  of  Anatomy  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  where  and  from 
his  honorable  See,  he  dispensed  over  the  land  the  precious  doctrines,  upon  which 
are  based  all  our  hopes  of  usefulness  and  distinction  in  the  profession  of  physic 
He  was  fiilly  up  to  the  broad  level  of  the  time  and  he  too  carried  there  his  grave, 
serene,  most  admirable  manners  as  examples  of  the  polite  demeanor  of  gentle- 
men at  the  close  of  the  i8th  century.  No  student  dared  to  behave  unlike  a 
gentleman  in  his  presence.  How  could  such  men  serve  and  act  and  command 
so  long  in  that  house,  and  not  leave  like  a  beautiful  ship  in  the  sea,  a  long  bright 
wake  of  gentle  light  behind !  Here  too  was  Dorsey,  John  Syng  Dorsey,  a  nephew 
of  Dr.  Physick,  adjunct  first,  and  next  full  Professor  of  Surgery,  brought  up  in 
his  likeness,  an  eloquent,  ardent,  most  able  teacher,  a  gentleman  most  popular  in 
the  Hospital  and  the  school  alike,  but  too  soon  alas,  snatched  from  us  by  the 
same  fatal  power  that  early  deprived  the  world  of  the  admirable  Bichat. 

Whoever  will  read  Dorsey's  Surgery  will  learn  what  it  was  that  common 
sense  said  in  those  times  in  the  art  of  surgery.  Though  we  have  not  the  least 
doubt  or  lack  of  faith  in  the  great  progress  of  medicine  in  all  its  branches  in  the 
nineteenth  century,  must  we  first  say  risum  teneaiis  amici  before  we  venture  to 
add  that  we  early  received  Dorsey's  Surgery  as  a  man  takes  his  wife,  for  better, 
for  worse,  in  sickness  and  in  health,  until  death  doth  us  part ;  and  though  our 
golden  wedding  is  already  past  and  gone,  that  we  adhere  to  our  engagement 
then  and  there. 

That  eminent  gentleman,  Dr.  Thomas  T.  Hewson,  with  whom  it  was  our 
privilege  to  enjoy  a  long  and  friendly  acquaintance,  was  one  of  the  good 
furtherers  of  our  house's  name  and  fame.  Dr.  Joseph  Hartshome,  a  bold,  highly 
instructed  and  most  dexterous  surgeon ;  Joseph  Parrish,  a  model  man,  from  the 
Society  of  Friends ;  Dr.  J.  Rhea  Barton,  for  thirteen  years  and  five  months  the 
ornament  and  pride  of  the  surgical  department  of  the  Hospital,  in  which  his 
mind  had  been  trained  by  his  very  long  residence  as  house  pupil,  in  a  depart- 
ment he  illustrateci  by  his  rare  conservatism  and  acknowledged  skill :  these 
and  many  others  whom  we  love  to  remember,  but  yet  are  too  redundant  for  this 
our  limited  space,  but  among  them  a  man  l)orn  for  the  place,  and  in  his  own,  his 
right  place — we  mean  Dr.  William  Pepper.  How  can  we  omit  the  name  of 
Dr.  William  Pepper?  To  name  him  is  to  praise  him,  so  extensively  known  as 
the  admirable  clinical  lecturer  at  the  Hospital  near  twenty  consecutive  years, 
subsequently  as  Professor  of  the  Practice  of  Medicine  in  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Well,  then,  a  child  grows  up  to  manhood,  forming  and  forming,  and  forming 
his  character  from  day  to  day,  as  a  slender  shoot  from  the  buried  acorn  comes 
forth  out  of  the  ground,  and  hardens  and  rises  at  last  into  the  upper  air  a  strong, 
unswerving  shaft,  fit  for  the  mast  of  some  tall  admiral ;  so  does  a  man,  a  family, 
a  nation  take  its  permanent  set  and  holds  on  with  it  to  the  end. 

The  men  we  have  named,  and  many  before  and  since  their  day  have,  if  not 
created,  at  least  moulded  the  character  of  the  house;  and  the  result  is  visible 
in  a  wise  conservatism  which  has  so  long  distinguished  it,  and  kept  out  all  rash- 
ness ;  while  not  moored,  but  anchored,  she  swims  on  the  upper  stratum  of  the 
rising  tide  of  medical  progress.    *    *    * 

"  Mony  a  pickle  maks  a  mickle,"  says  the  Scotch  proverb,  and  our 
Dr.  Physick  would  go  down  to  such  small  things  even  as  sore  knuckles  in  pursuit 
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of  useful  truth,  Jike  a  misL-r  who  wt^n't  i|;;nore  scaks  tho'  hv  likts  nuKK^^ts  better. 

'*\Vhy,  yoiinjj>;entlefiien/'  said  he,  "  I  \vAxe  been  niaiiy  difil-reiit  limes  oilled  on    Address^h^ 

by  persons,  who  at  great  expense  and  iiiconvfiiieiue  hail  Journeyed  hundreds  of   Qi-   Mei^s^ 

miles  for  tlie  sole  purpose  of  showing  me  their  sore  knuckles^  whicli  liad  annoyed 

them  fur  years  and  cost  them  kirKe  sums  In  fees  wtlhout  the  least  avail.    The  sore 

knuckle  had  been  supposed  incurable.     Very  well,  then  !     As  soon  as  I  saw  an 

obstinate  sorr  upon  m  man's  kinukle,  how  shouht  1,  hi>w   could  anylrKidy  avoid 

makinjc  the  reflection,  that  the  sure  must  have  been  kei>l  up  by  the  motion  of  ibc 

Joint,  which  opened  and  shut  llic  ulcer  dozens  of  tinies  every  day  so  that  it  cotild 

not  heal ;  or  that  other  reflect  ion  ^  that  a  sore  finder,  Jike  a  broken  bone,  requires 

for  its  treatment  nothing  more  than  a  splint.  "  The  Professor  then  cut  from  a  card 

a  mirnnv  piece,  which  he  converted,  by  bending;  it,  into  a  half-cylinder,  adjusteiHt 

to  the  palmar  surface  of  the  sore  finder,  dressed  the  sore  with  a  create  to  prevent 

the  bandage  from  slicking  to  the  edges  of  the  sore,  and   bound  it  with  a  narrow 

roller.     *'  There  !  that's  all  !  that  will  cure  your  finger  !  "     And  ihere  never  was 

a  sore  knuckle  that  could  not  be  cured  in  a  few  days  by  keeping  the  ulcer  at  rest 

by  means  of  such  a  splint,  for  as  u  broken  leg  wants  nothing  but  a  splint,  so  a  sore 

knuckle  wants  nothing  but  a  splint.     He  said  that  his  patients  were  much  sur- 

priseii  by  the  rapid  way  in  which  they  were  cured,  to  elTecl  which,  you  see^  siiid 

he,  only  a  little  conunon  sense  was  wanting.     It  was  this  same  common  sense 

attribute  by  which  he  was  dislinguished  as  a  practitioner  and  as  a  teacher,  that  led 

to  his  great  success  in  the  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  joints,  and  particularly  in 

management  of  morbus  coxarius,  which  he  always  treated  liy  his  carved  splint. 

Dr,  Pliysick  was  a  great  bleeder,  and  though  not  so  ultra  as  tiny  Patin,  or 
Botalli.  he  carded  the  use  <*f  venesection  to  a  very  great  length-  He  used  to  tell 
us  that  while  he  was  resident  and  assistant  in  St.  George*s  Hospital,  at 
London,  a  man  who  had  fallen  froni  a  scalTold,  was  brought  into  Mr.  Hunter's 
ward  insenstijle  from  concU5.sion  of  the  brain.  "  What  shall  I  do  for  the  man  ?  *' 
said  the  young  disciple  to  his  master.  **  Shall  I  bleed  him,  sir?'"  *'  Bleed  him  ? 
bleed  him»  sir?  No,  sir  ;  you  would  kill  him  outright.  Wait,  sir,  until  he  reacts, 
and  then  bleed  him— bleed  him  to  death,  sir  ! '' 

On  this  text  Dr.  Physick  founded  very  elaborate  instructions  for  us  who  were 
his  pupils,  A  spoken  word,  ofttimes  becomes  a  guiding  idea  for  a  man's 
whole  life,  and  the  hos[>ital  pupil  never  forgot  this  one* 

One  day  while  strolling  along  Ninlh  Street  near  the  University  buildings.  I 
was  overtaken  by  Professor  Dorsey,  who  hooked  arms  with  me  and  said,  *'  Come 
along  with  me  ;  I  will  show  you  a  case,"  \Vc  entered  a  house  in  Market  Street 
alKive  Ninth,  where^  in  an  up[»er  room  a  man  was  lying  tm  a  bed.  pale,  breathing 
very  slowly,  and  perfectly  insensible  ;  his  pulse  wils  soft  and  inlrequent  and  he 
snored  a  little  at  times.  This  man.  said  r>orsey,  fell  from  a  scaffold,  and  h;is  (;ot 
a  concussion  of  the  brain.  He  has  no  fracture  of  the  skull,  and  yet  see  how  I  am 
healing  him.  J  have  done  nothing  but  wrap  bis  head  in  this  towel  wrung  out  of 
crKil  water. 

"  Is  that  all  that  you  are  going  to  do  for  him.  Doctor?  " 

"  Yes,  all  for  the  present.  Don't  y*ni  reniendwr  what  John  Hunter  said  to 
Dr.  Physick  :  *  Wail  until  he  reacts,  and  then  I  shall  bleed  him,— tjf  course  I 
will?'   ' 

Of  course  we  cannot  pretend  to  know  how  far  Mr,  Hunter's  .strenuous  c xpres- 
sit^n  of  his  opinion— as  to  the  actual  status  of  the  brain  in  concussion,  wliile  the 
heart  is  beating  feebly  and  faintly  because  the  cerebrospinal  axis  has  received  a 
shock  that  half  deprives  it  of  its  innervatii^g  force— was  meant  to  go;  but  it 
seems  clear  that  he  must  have  entertained  a  wholesome  dread  of  the  battering 
power  of  the  reacted  heart  when  impelling  its  arterial   columns  into  the  brain- 
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texture  after  fturli  a  shork  and  debilitation.  For  ourselves,  however,  we  do  know 
Ad<ir(*SB  by  ^'^^Y  ^^'"^'^^  ^^^^^^  '^^'^'  have  evtr  looketi  upnn  the  im|>iiIftioii- force  of  a  heart  roiisedand 
Dr.  Meigs.  matldeTutl  iiii<»  vidlenl  reaction  as  a  forct^  truly  injective,  packing,  t:TOwding,  and 
disruptive,  vinder  which  tissues  are  melted  or  broken  down  as  the  curtain  uf  n 
besieged  fn rtress  melts  and  crumbles  ;md  is  broken  down  under  the  driving,  dis- 
ruptive power  of  the  siege  guns.  We  dtt  nut  deny  that  venesection  may  be  and 
even  has  been,  sometimes  recklessly  practised,  ftir  we  are  familiar  with  Botalli 
and  Guy  Patin^  and  Valot  and  {iiienault,  rl id  j^i-ftns  otune^  with  <»1d  Fa^on  at  their 
head ;  but  we  have  beard  l>r,  Physrck,  in  ihe^  latter  years  ol"  his  bfe,  say  that  his 
regret  as  a  profess'iinal  man  relirm^j  from  tbe  active  pursuits  of  business  w^.'ts, 
not  that  be  had  bled  too  mucli^  but  that  pers<3i>s  had  died  under  his  care  because 
be  bad  failed  tu  do  bis  whole  duty  in  that  preventive  and  conservative  service  from 
want  ol  the  needful  resolution  and  firmness.  Yet  Dr.  Pbysick  was  by  no  means 
a  Sang^rado.  In  nur  younji  and  doiilttiu^  days  we  often  appealed  to  him  for  help 
and  direction  :  and  thouKb  we  had  siru|>iikHisly  attended  at  his  lectures  and 
illustrations  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  more  than  once  did  he  terrify  us 
by  the  exhibition  of  bis  dash  in  the  practice  of  his  art.  One  instance  out  of 
many  may  illustrate  our  meaning,  ft  was  long  ago  that  a  woman  fell  under  our 
charj^e  laljtjring  with  a  terril>Ie  conjunctivitis,  one  so  extremely  violent  as  to 
threaten  her  with  loss  of  tbe  eye  ibroiiKh  ulceration  of  tbe  cornea,  or  hy  a  com* 
plete  j^laucoma  to  which  it  might  perhaps  have  led.  The  Professor  had  filled  our 
mind  with  a  conviction  that  be  was  rigid  in  pushing  the  use  of  bloodletting  to 
ouimnte  Ibr  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  injection-force  of  tbe  heart  to  a  proper 
balance  with  the  resisting  power  of  the  minute  arteries  mid  capillaries  of  the 
conjunctiva.  He  had  instructed  us  to  bleed  daily  until  this  balance  of  forces 
should  be  efTected.  Accordingly  Mrs.  Smith,  who  was  agonized  with  pain,  wa- 
duly  bled,  to-day,  to-mr»rrow,  the  next  day  and  next  morning,  and  soon  until  at 
last  she  fainted  so  badly  that  terror  laid  bold  t>n  us^  and  we  fled  for  shelter  and 
for  succor  to  the  good  man's  office  in  Fourth  Street,  He  was  very  pale,  very 
sick,  and  very  feeblt  ;  yet,  said  he,  "I  will  meet  you  at  Mrs.  Smith's  at  ten 
o'clock  to-morrow  morning." 

Niiw,  r  declare  that  my  very  co^iious  and  repealed  bleedings,  and  aU  my 
lotit>ns  antl  cataplasms  and  eye-walers  bad  not  hi  the  least  discernible  degree 
lessened  the  pain,  the  engi>rgement,  or  the  redness  of  Mrs.  S.'s  conjunctiva.  She 
was  half  blind  already,  when,  at  ten  o'clock.  Dr.  P.  accompanied  me  to  Iter 
darkened  cbnmber,  *'  Give  me  a  little  light  from  yonder  window,"  said  he,  after 
examining  the  pulse.  '^  Open  the  shuttera  little  wider."  Then  touching  the  hds 
he  Untked  into  thetyCt  and,  after  the  briefest  glance  at  it,  sairl,  **  That  will  do  " 
'*  Gijod  morning,  madam,"  and  we  left  the  room. 

**  Now*  r>r.  Physick/'  said  I,  **  I  have  fully  and  boldly  carried  out  your  plan 
in  the  treatment  of  this  ophthalmia,  for  I  have  copiously  bled  my  patient  daily 
until  I  am  ashamed  and  afraid  to  do  so  again^  because  at  the  last  operation  she 
fainted  so  badly  as  to  greatly  alarm  me.  1  fear  I  nm  not  far  from  the  disgrace  of 
losing  an  eye  in  my  practice— a  disaster  I  cannot  contemplate  with  patience. 
What  can  1  possibly  do  now?'*  "Who  is  your  bleeder?"  "Mr.  Conrad 
Ripperger."  ''Very  well ;  pray,  Doctor,  send  for  Mr.  Ripperger  to  lake  twelve 
ounces  from  the  arm  this  morning,  and  ;isk  him  to  meet  you  again  at  ten  to-mor- 
row  to  bleed  her  again,  provided  she  should  nnt  appear  very  much  better  at  your 
next  visit." 

I  well  remend>er  how  shocked  I  was  by  this  decision,  and  that  I  told  him  that 
it  was  very  hartl  for  me  to  lie  convincetl,  but  that  I  willingly  acknowledged  his 
superior  wisdom  antl  authority. 
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Mrs,  S.  having  been  duly  blud,  Mr.  Rip|>ert;er  was  un  hand  at  ihe  appifiiUed 
hour  of  the  folhm  iiijc  day  ;  and  truer  words  were  never  si^^kt^n  than  ihtse,  that    Address  by 
on  looking  into  the  eye,  I  could  discover  only  farnl  traces  of  the  very  violent  and    £jj,  Meigs, 
obstinate  inllaniination,  for  virtually  she  was  cured   already.     Mr.  R.  did   not 
repeat  his  operation,  and  Mrs.  Smith's  eye  was  shortly  and  perfectly  restored  to 
health. 

Many  and  many  were  the  inntances  of  dangerous  ophthalnna  ihal  J  treated 
successfully  in  that  line  afterwards— a  line  in  which  I  shonld  have  continued  to 
fight  it,  were  it  not  that  I  many  years  afterwards  learned  that  nitrate  of  silver 
may  be  so  ixistjloKically  adjusted  tisto  j;ive  to  Its  contacts  a  destructive,  an  allera- 
tiveor  curative,  or  lui  inditTtTent,  force  at  my  option*  The  important  invention 
of  the  apphcalnlity  of  nitrate  of  silver  to  all  arct^sible  superficial  inflanonatEons, 
set  aside  the  common  necessity  and  indispensability  of  veiu-section  to  that  degree 
that  niight  have  ravished  with  joy  and  triumph  the  best  bleeders  tif  the  court  of 
l^nds  XIV,  or  of  the  Virgin  Queen's  at  the  courtship  of  the  Duke  D'Alen^on. 
AnylKidy  may  understand  this  who  will  read  Guy  Patin's  letters,  or  Botalli*s 
book. 

If  the  relation  of  this  incident  shouhl  happily  serve  to  amuse  or  interest  the 
reader  as  illustratin>c  the  modes  of  now  ]on>;-gone  years,  we  ntay  venture  lo  hope 
that  the  following  anecdote  mav  in  like  manner  be  accepted  as  a  slight  yet  not 
unwelcome  illuslraliim.  We  for  our  part  should  be  very  ^latl  in  the  possession  of 
a  diary  tilled  with  the  whole  aspects  and  words  of  the  Bonds,  the  Jones'S,  the 
Redmans,  Kuhns,  and  indeed  of  every  man  who  has  served  in  the  Hospital  from 
1755  until  now. 

It  was  in  the  early  winter  days  of  1H12  that,  along  with  a  crowd  of  fellows 
from  Pennsylvania,  Mary  land  j  Virjijinia,  the  Carol  inas,  and  Georgia,  .-is  well  as 
the  great  West,  we  were  wdking  the  Hospital  at  the  heels  of  our  venerable 
master,  Professor  Ilenjamin  Rush.  We  had  come  out  of  the  door  of  the  east  or 
cross  builrliui<  in  the  second  story  and  were  passing  now  into  the  men's  medical 
-ward.  Dr.  Rush  pushed  open  the  door  and  was  stepping;  into  the  ward  when  he 
suddenly  stopped,  and  looking;  liack  upon  us,  the  crowd,  said,  '"  Stop  a  moment, 
young  gentlemen,  if  you  please  ;  I  have  an  instructtoti  to  siive  you  as  we  stand 
here  at  the  door."  Then,  pointing  diagonally  over  ih^-  ward  to  its  nortTiwest 
corner,  he  continued,  '*  Please  to  look  yonder,  in  the  corner  of  the  room  where 
that  |K>oi"  man  lies  who  has  been  so  long  and  so  dangerously  ill.  I  wish  you  to 
note  that  he  is  now  lying  upon  his  side.  That's  all  for  the  present.  1  call  your 
attention  to  the  circumstance  now»  fnit  purpose  to  explain  myself  more  fully 
when  we  reaeli  his  bedside  in  due  order.** 

Probably  not  one  of  us  had  the  least  idea  of  what  he  meant  and  we  continued 
to  press  aronnd  and  near  him  as  he  went  from  bed  to  bed  on  either  side  of  the 
ward,  explaining  tfMis  the  state  and  meaning  of  the  symptoms  and  tlie  indica- 
tions, until  at  length  we  canne  together  in  the  northwest  corner  of  tlie  ward,  at 
the  couch  of  the  su|*posed  hopeless  case  of  nervous  fever. 

The  patient,  ill  with  what  in  that  day  (so  long  before  M.  Louis t  was  known  as 
nervous,  Init  now  recognised  as  typhoid,  fever,  had  been  found  at  every  successive 
visit  growing  more  and  more  hopelessly  ill,  and  having  been  for  several  days  prcK 
foundly  insensible,  lying  always  upon  the  back,  without  power  to  move,  led  us 
to  expect  his  death ;  but  now^  when  we  again  stood  around  his  couch.  Dr.  Rush 
said,  **You  remt-mber,  young  gentlemen,  that  when  we  entered  the  ward  by 
yonder  door,  I  stopped,  and  called  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  man  was 
lying  on  his  side,  as  yott  now  perceive,  and  this  was  the  first  time  for  many  days. 
I  took  it  for  granted  that  his  strength  was  incrca-sed,  as  he  could  not  have  done 
so  else;  for  a  man  in  a  low  nervous  fever,  entirely   insensible,  and   barely  still 
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♦dive,  can  hy  no  means  clKinK*.'  his  dorsul  lo  a  hilvral  deculiiiiis.  I  was  much 
pleased ,  jfcivLlvnun,  to  observe  thi«  fa vorabk- omen  from  tlic  door  and  now  you 
will  find  by  bis  pulse,  his  hreathiiiK,  his  improved  animation,  for  he  aciually 
retogni^Ees  and  speaks  tt»  us,  that  he  is  decidedly  better,  leading  us  to  expect  that 
the  crisis  is  past,  and  that  he  will  entirely  recover  ere  long.*'  The  man  did 
recover,  but  we  never  lost  any  jiart  of  that  simple,  ondertoned,  but  deep-graved 
lesson  in  diagnosis  and  prognosis.  If  Dr.  Physick  taught  us  amimon  sense  about 
sore  knuckles,  I>r.  Rush  taught  us  common  sense  on  the  decubitusof  sick  people, 
on  their  gestures  and  the  whole  expression  o(  the  lijiiire. 

This  was  the  way  in  whicli  the  good  man  taught  us  to  turn  **  mony  a  pickle 
into  monv  a  niickle/'  The  little  incident  fructified  in  our  intelligence  for  more 
than  lifly-iive  years  of  practice  and  ofttiujes  guided  us,  and  guided  us  surely 
and  safely  in  the  obscure  and  devious  patlis  of  our  medical  observations  and 
actions. 

It  appears  to  be  true  to  say  that  the  hospital  never  has  boiusled  herself  of  her 
numerous,  various,  and  bnlHant  operations  in  surgery,  her  prophetic  prognoses, 
or  her  miraculous  diagnostications  and  therapeutic  iriuniphs,  unless  it  were  that 
sonieh{»w  the  rumor  got  abroad  that  she  was  proud  of  the  conservative  surgery, 
which  if  not  created  and  carried  out»  was  at  least  set  upon  its  plinth  by  T>r  j 
Rhea  Barton,  where  we  hope  it  may  forever  stand  firm  and  immovable. 

Brief  sketches  of  the  lives  and  services  u(  the  members  of  the 
Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hosj*itaI  from  its 
foundation  to  the  present  time  are  appended  to  this  section.  Before 
taking  up  the  biographies,  it  seems  proper  to  consider  briefly  the 
system  of  medical  instruction  and  lectures  at  the  Hospital. 

In  the  history  nf  medical  edticalion  in  this  country,  the  Medical 
StatT  ami  Staff  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  has  played  a  prominent  and  highly 
Medical  honorable  jiart.i  From  the  very  inception  of  this  benevolent  coier- 
vmg.  pj.jgg^  ^i^p  '*  practice  of  the  house"  has  been  always  held  in  the 
highest  esteem,  and  its  value  as  a  means  of  imparting  instruction  has 
been  fully  recognized.  The  medical  demonstrations,  surgical  ojiera- 
tions  and  scientific  lectures  occurring  within  its  walls,  offered  educa- 
tional opportunities  to  medical  students  and  even  to  physicians  of 
the  infant  commonwealth,  which  were  eagerly  sought  after,  as,  it 
being  at  that  lime,  the  only  place  in  the  country  where  such  facilities 
were  offered*  Its  medical  library  and  museum,  for  many  years,  con- 
tained the  only  considerable  collection  of  books  and  of  pathological 
specimens,  and  other  suitable  material  for  illustrating  medical  lectures, 
to  be  found  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  ocean. 

The  future  use  of  the  Institution  in  the  service  of  medical  educa- 
tion, appears  to  have  been  taken  into  consideration,  as  early  as 
April  13,  1752,  when  the  Managers  adopted  a  series  of  '*  Rules  to  l)e 
Observed  in  the  Choice  of  Physicians,"  in  which  it  is  stipulated 
(in  Article  VJ)  that,  **  Each  Apprentice,  or  other  student  the  Prac- 
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tilioners  shall  introduce  to  see  the  Practice  of  the  Hospital,  shall  pay 
one  English  Guinea,  or  Thirty-four  shillings  current  moneys  per  year, 
lo  be  laid  out  in  Medicines."  'I'he  degree  of  appreciation  of  the^e 
advantages  by  the  profession  and  the  ManagerSi  may  he  inferrrd 
from  the  fact  that,  in  1791,  ihe  Board,  liy  formal  resolution,  tendered 
to  the  President,  of  the  Colkge  of  Physicians  of  Philadelphia,  "the 
use  of  the  Books  in  the  Medical  Library  of  the  Hospital  and  the 
Privilege  of  attending  the  Practice  of  the  House/'  Whereupon  it 
appears,  by  the  correspondence,  that  the  offer  was  formally  accepted 
by  the  College,  with  thanks.

Again,  in  1799,  the  privilege  of  using  the  Library  is  tendered  lo 
**  the  Presidents  of  the  University,  College  of  Physicians,  Academy 
of  Medicine,  Medical  Society  and  the  Chemical  Society  of  Philadel- 
l)hia,'*  in  compliance  with  the  following  formal  request  from  the 
Medical  Staff:

The  library^  it  should  be  explained,  had  received  some  donations 
and  bequests  of  books  by  physicians,  but  was  mainly  established  with 
the  income  derived  from  the  sale  of  tickets  for  lectures  and  the  sums 
paid  by  students  for  attending  the  practice  of  the  house.  The  fees 
from  each  of  these  were  according  to  custom  in  the  European  hospitals, 
in  reality  the  perquisites  of  the  medical  staff;  but  the  physicians  not 
only  offered  iheir  gratuitous  services  to  attend  patients,  but  also  con- 
sented to  lecture  to  students,  without  remuneration,  only  stipulating  that 
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the  fees  should  be  devoted  to  the  maintenance  of  a  Medical  library. 
Under  the  judin'ous  adniinistration  of  the  Managers  and  fostering 
care  of  the  medical  stafT,  the  Library  in  a  short  time  became  the 
principal  collection  of  medical  works  of  reference  in  this  country,  and 
for  many  years  subsequently  it  continued  to  be  the  largest  individual 
collection  of  medical  books  in  the  United  States-  Even  at  present, 
it  continues  unique  in  its  possession  of  rare  and  valuable  works  and 
of  many  complete  fdes  of  medical  journals,  which  cannot  be  now 
duplicated.  The  history  of  the  Library  has  been  given  on  another 
page  ;  this  mention  is  necessary  in  order  to  show  its  relation  to  medi- 
cal teaching  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  to  which  the  Library  has 
always  been  a  valuable  adjunct.  On  the  other  hand,  no  consideration 
of  the  medical  library  would  be  complete  without  reference  to  the 
lectures,  which  for  a  long  time  were  delivered  in  the  same  room,  and 
were  illustrated  by  the  plates  and  models  belonging  to  the  Library 
and  Museum. 

As  stated  at  the  commencement  of  this  section,  medical 
education  in  this  country  received  its  first  impulse  and  encourage- 
ment from  the  members  of  the  medical  staff  of  this  institution. 
Dr.  Thomas  Cadwalader,  the  Provincial  Counsellor,  and  afterwards 
one  of  the  physicians  to  the  Hospital,  gave  the  first  course  of  medical 
lectures  delivered  in  the  Western  hemisphere,  before  a  cla^s  of  Phi  la* 
delphia  physicians  and  students,  as  already  stated  (page  446).  One 
of  his  hearers,  Dr,  William  Shippen,  who  received  his  medical 
training  in  the  Province,  conceived  the  idea  of  giving  his  own  son 
such  superior  advantages  as  would  qualify  him  to  continue  this  work 
of  medical  teaching  under  better  auspices.  After  completing  a  course 
of  study  abroad.  Dr.  Wilh'am  Shippen,  Jr.,  began  his  public  lectures 
in  Philadelphia  in  May,  1762.  The  lectures  have  become  historical, 
since  they  wxre  the  first  systematic  anatomical  course  ever  given  in 
this  country.  It  is  probable^  owing  to  Dr.  Shippen*s  predilection  for 
obstetrics,  that  he  esijecially  taught  the  practical  application  of 
anatomy  to  his  favorite  study,  since  Prof,  T,  Gaillard  Thomas,  in  a 
contribution  to  **  A  Century  of  American  Medicine."  in  which  he 
reviews  the  progress  of  obstetrics  and  gynaecology,  ^  states  that  **in 
1762  Dr.  Shippcn  delivered  a  course  on  obstetrics."  His  course  on 
midwifery  may  have  been  supplementary  to  that  on  anatomy,  but  the 
probability  is  that  the  same  course  of  lectures  is  referred  to  under 
these  different  titles.  Atall  events,  Dr,  Wilham  Shippen,  Jr.,  has  had 
the  honor  assigned  him  of  inaugurating,  upon  this  continent,  systematic 
lectures  upon  these  tw^o,  important  branches  of  medical  science,

In  order  to  prove  the  intimate  connection  between  the  Hospital  Museum  to 
and  Dn  Shippen*s  first  course  in  anatomy,  it  is  only  necessary  to  l-t^tiure, 
recall  the  fact  that  J)r,  John  Folhergili,  of  London,  (whose  acquaint- 
ance Dr.  Shippen  had  made  while  abroad,)  not  only  donated  (July  27, 
1762),  the  first  book  to  the  Hospital  Library  ^*  for  the  benefit  of  the 
young  students  who  niay  attend  under  the  direction  of  the  physi- 
cians/^ but  also  founded  the  museum  by  his  generous  gift  of  seven 
cases  of  anatomical  drawings  and  casts  (which  were  then  valued  at 
;^35o).  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  September  Jith,  certain 
provisional  rules  were  adopted  ^*  regulating  admission  to  the  Museum 
and  attendance  at  Dr.  William  Shipfjen,  Jr,*s  Lectures,  until  Dr.  Fother- 
giirs  desire  on  the  subject  h  ascertained/^  Dr.  Fothergillsoon  after, 
in  a  letter  to  one  of  the  Managers,  Mr.  James  Pemberton,  Jr.,  ex- 
pressed his  desire  and  suggested  that  *'  Dr.  William  Shi|)pen,  Jr.,  give 
a  course  of  anatomical  lectures  at  the  Hospital,  using  the  anatomical 
drawings  and  casts  he  presented  the  Hospital,  in  demonstration.^ 
It  appears  that  it  was  at  Dr.  Shippen's  suggestion  that  the  Managers

Some  pretty  accurate  anatomical  drawinj;;s,  nt>out  half  as  bif^  as  the  lifer,  have  fallen  into  my 
hands,  which  I  propose  lo  send  to  your  hospital  to  he  under  the  care  of  the  physicians,  und  lo< 
be  by  then*  explained  lo  the  shidenls  and  pupil!^  who  may  nttend  the  hospital.  In  ihe  want  of 
real  subjects  lhc*.e  will  have  their  u»c»  aiid  I  have  recommendcl  lo  Dr.  Shipper  to  give  a 
course  of  anatomical  k'ctures  to  such  tm  may  attend.

Morgan,  both  of  whom  I  a|>prehcnd,  viill 
not  only  b«  uscfml  lo  the  Province  in  their  employments,  bm  if  suitably  counienjuu  ed  liy  the 
Le^ij'^lalure,  will  he  able  to  erect  a  school  of  physic  among:  you  that  mwv  draw  students  from 
various  parts  of  Amcricn  and  the  West  Indies,  and  at  least  fiirniHh  Iheni  with  a  better  idea  of 
the  f  lidimenls  of  their  profession  than  ihcy  have  at  present  the  means  of  acquinng  on  your 
aide  of  the  water," 

Dr.  Morgan  arrived  two  years  after  Dr.  Shippen  be^an  his  lectiire§,  and  eventually 
Dr.  Fotbcrjfiirs  hypothetical  possibility  became  an  .tccomplished  fad,  in  the  founding  by  these 
accomplished  teachers  of  medicine  of  the  Medical  i>epartmenl  of  line  riiiveniily  of  Petinsyf- 
vania,  which  now  attracts  students  from  varicjus  parts  of  Auierica  and  the  West  Indies,  in 
tiirger  numbers  than  the  aagacious  tendon  physician  ever  drcamcti  of. 
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decided  to  treat  these  lectures,  as  a  source  of  revenue.     For  it  Is 
recorded  on  the  minutes  of  May  17,  1763,  that 

Doct.  William  Shippen  Junr.  attended  and  proposed  that  an  advantage  may 
arise  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Anatomical  Drawings  &  casts  presented  by  Dr.  Fotb- 
ergill.  He  offered  his  services  to  attend  twice  in  a  month  to  give  some  general 
explanation  thereof  to  such  Persons  who  may  be  desirous  to  view  them,  the  Board 
approving  of  the  Doctor's  Kind  Intention,  the  following  advertisement  proposed 
by  him  was  agreed  to  be  published  in  the  Next  "  Gasette,"  vis.: 

"The  Generous  Donation  of  Doctr.  Pothergill  of  London  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital  of  a  Sett  of  Anatomical  Paintings  &  Castings  in  plaister  of  Paris 
representing  different  views  of  the  several  parts  of  the  human  body*  being  now 
deposited  in  a  Convenient  Chamber  of  the  Hospital,  as  there  may  be  many 
Persons  besides  Students  in  Physick  desirous  to  gain  some  general  knowledge  of 
the  structure  of  the  human  body. 

"  Dr.  William  Shippen  Jr.  proposes  to  attend  there  on  the  Seventh  Day  of  the 
Week  the  aist  inst.  at  5  o'clock  P.  M.  and  once  a  fortnight  on  the  same  day  of  the 
week,  at  the  same  hour  during  the  summer  season,  to  explain  and  demonstrate  to 
such  persons  who  are  willing  to  give  a  Dollar  each  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Hospital." 

To  show  that  this  was  not  intended  as  an  exclusive  privilege,  the 
Managers  adopted  the  following  general  regulation : 

Any  Professor  of  Anatomy  being  desirous  to  exhibit  lectures,  he  is  to  apply  to 
the  Managers  in  attendance  for  Liberty. 

In  order  to  limit  the  attendance  upon  the  lectures  and  demon- 
strations to  those  who  would  be  most  likely  to  profit  by  them,  the 
following  rule  was  adopted  at  the  same  meeting : 

All  pupils  attending  lectures  are  to  pay  a  pistole  each. 

As  a  number  of  ''Students  in  Physic*'  were  observed  to  be 
attending  the  wards  at  the  time  of  the  attending  physicians'  visits 
"with  a  view  to  improve  themselves  in  experience,*'  the  Managers 
resolved  (May  10,  1763)  that 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Board  that  such  of  them  at  least  who  are 
not  apprentices  to  the  Physicians  of  the  House,  should  pay  a  proper  Gratuity  for 
the  Benefit  of  the  Hospital  for  their  priviledge,  the  consideration  of  Stipulating 
the  sum  is  referred  to  the  next  board  after  consulting  w'th  y'e  Physicians. 

The  minutes  of  the  following  meeting  (May  31,  1763,)  contain 
a  letter  from  the  attending  Physicians,  which  exhibits  their  disinter- 
pay  for  estedness  and  liberality  in  a  very  honorable  light  and  at  the  same  time 
Privileges,   proves  that  they  were  fully  conscious  of  what  was  due  to  their  profes- 
sional standing  and  dignity.     The  meeting  evidently  was  the  first  one 
after  the  Annual  Election  of  Managers  and  Physicians : 

5mo  28th,  1763. 
It  appears  that  the  Physicians  chosen  were  informed  thereof  and  h^ive  agreed 
to  undertake  the  Service  this  year.    A  Copy  of  the  Minute  of  last  board  res|)ecting 
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the  Students  whn  attend  the  wxirds  at  the  time  of  the  visitbig  llic  PiitientR  having 
tH?en  rommunicaled  Ut  tliem  :  DiKir.  Tlionias  Btind  mid  l>r.  Ciidvv.  Evans  now 
attended  and  Inrormed  The  board  that  the  several  Physicians  have  met  ik  con- 
sidered the  same  S:  txinnnitted  their  Sentiments  thereon  to  vvrilinK  whirh  they 
delivered  &  was  read,  It  being  as  follows,  vijt*  :

U(Min  considering  the  IVIInute  of  the  Manaj^ers  ui'  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
made  tlie  roth  of  5  nm.  1763,  relative  to  llioae  Students  who  attend  tlie  Wards  of 
said  Hospital,  It  is  our  Ophiion  that  each  Student  who  is  not  an  Aiiprcntiee  to 
one  ctf  the  Physicians  attending;  tht-  House  sliall  pay  &ix  Pistoles  as  a  Griituity  for 
that  Priviled^e  Tliat  the  Managers  &  Doctors  in  Allenrlance  for  the  time  heing 
shall  he  the  judjjes  who  are  proper  to  he  admitted  or  refused.  And  further,  as  the 
Custom  of  most  of  the  Hospitals  in  Great  Britain  has  given  such  Gratuities  to 
the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  attending  tliem,  we  thiiik  it  properly  belongs  to  us 
to  appropriate  the  Money  arising  frimi  thence.  And  propose  to  apply  it  to  the 
founding  a  Medical  Library  in  the  said  Hofrpital,  which  we  jutlge  will  tend  greatly 
to  the  Advantage  of  the  Pupils  &  tlu-  Ihmuur  of  the  Insiitiilion.

'  Alter  Consideration  whereof  the  Ixuird  agrees  to  the  Proposal  in  respect  to 
the  terms  upcm  which  Students  in  Physic  are  to  be  admitted  to  attend  the  wards  ; 
the  Gratuity  for  which  to  be  paid  the  treasurer,  And  in  Regard  to  the  Proposal 
far  a  Medical  Libhiry,  that  such  I  woks  as  are  purchased  should  be  approved  of 
by  tlie  Managers,  as  likewise  the  manner  in  whicli  they  are  to  be  lent  out, 

Although  Dr.  Shippeii's  anatomical  lectures  were  given  in  accord- 
ance with  Dr.  Fothcrgiirs  suggestion,  and  the  plates  and  casts  used 
to  illustrate  them,  and  the  attending  jihysicians  annually  delivered 
lectures  in  the  wards  to  the  students  attending  the  practice  of  the 
house,  it  was  not  until  1766,  that  the  stiggestion  was  made  to  the 
Managers  by  Dr.  Thomas  Bond,  that  a  regular  course  of  clinical 
lectures  at  the  Hospital  should  be  instituted.  In  order  to  secure  his 
point,  Dr*  Bond,  it  seems,  very  judiciotjsly  invited  the  Managers  to 
meet  at  his  house  to  hear  his  *'  Essay  on  the  Utility  of  Clinical 
Lectures.*'  Their  consent  appears  to  have  been  secured,  since  Dr. 
Bond  delivered  his  Introductory  Lecture  to  a  course  of  clinical 
observations,  a  copy  of  which  was  subsequently  presented  to  the 
Managers  and  deposited  in  the  Library,^ 
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*That  the  lectures  were  a  source  of  considerable  revenue  to  the  JnalUntlon  is  cvJdtnt 
from  sotmc  of  Ihc  occasiona!  entries  %vhich  appear  from  lime  to  lime  in  llie  minutes  of  the 
Board  of  Manajij^era.  For  iMStance,  Kehfuary  a^j  Oku,  il  is  recorded  that  "  The  Mtilieal  Fund 
is  to  bech.iri!ed  with  fmlshipft  and  fiirni«.lniig  the  Apothecary  sliio[»  in  tbc  south-east  room  of 
the  Centre  huildinK-  The  pioceedsof  lectures  to  bcKiven  by  Dr  liiysk-k  to  be  appropriated 
for  the  same  pur|>ose  "  J  an  ma  ry  3.  iHr.5»  "The  Thyskiaus  recommend  ihc  linishiuK  of  the

Dr.  Thomns  Hoiid,  Dr,  Cadwuhider,  Tir.  Shiiipcn,  Dr.  Rtdnian.  Dr  Kvans,  And 
iJoctor  ThoTims  Bond  read  hi  our  presence  an  Kssay  on  the  *' LHiJiiy  of  Clinical 
Lectures,  and  a  plan  for  executinif  the  same  lor  ihe  t>enefit  of  the  StiKlents  in 
Physic,  and  promoling  the  j^ood  purpf»ses  of  this  Instilutictn  ;  '*  which  is  rtrtlcrec! 
to  be  inscrtect  on  the  Minutes  nf  this  Board,  being  as  follows,  viz. : 

When  I  rt»nsider  ihf  unskilful  hands  the  Practice  of  Physic  8i  Surgery  has  of 
nece^ity  been  Committed  lo,  in  many  parts  of  America,  it  gi%'es  me  pleasure  to 
behold  so  many  Worthy  Youug  Men,  traininj?  up  in  those  professions^  which, 
from  the  nature  of  their  Olijects,  are  the  most  inlcresiin^j  to  the  Comniuntty,  and 
yet  a  ^reat  pleasure  in  foreseeing,  that  the  unparaMed  public  Spirit,  of  the  Good 
Pci^ple  of  this  Province,  will  shortly  make  Pliiladelphia  the  Athens  of  America, 
mid  Render  the  Sons  of  Pennsylvania,  reputable  iimirnKSl  the  most  relcbnitcd 
Kuropeans,  in  all  the  liberal  Arts  and  Sciences,  This  1  am  til  present  certain  <if, 
that  the  institutions  of  Literature  ^  Charity ♦  already  founded,  &  the  School  of 
Physic  lately  open'd  in  this  City  afTord  Suffict,  Foundation  for  the  Students 
of  Physic  lo  acquire  all  thv  Knowled>(e  necessary  for  their  pracrtisin^  r%'cry 
Branch  of  lllt-ir  proftssions,  respectably,  and  judiciously. 

The  Rreat  Expence  in  goinR  from  Amrricu,  in  Europe,  &  thence  from  Country 
to  Criuntry,  ^  Colled^e  to  Colled>;e,  in  Quest  uf  Medical  Qualifications,  is  f»ftcn  a 
Barr  to  the  cultivation  of  the  Bri^chtesl  Cieniuses  amonf^t  us,  who  might  other- 
wise Ik-  Morning  Stars  in  tlieir  professions,  ik  most  useful  Members  of  Society. 
Besides  every  l7limate  produces  Diseases  peculiar  to  itself,  which  require 
experience  to  understand  and  Cure ;  ^  even  the  Diseases  of  the  several  I  Seasons 
in  the  Same  Countrv.  are  found  to  differ  si»  nnicli  some  Years,  from  what  they 
were  in  others,  thai  Sydenham,  the  most  SaKacious  Physician  ihat  ever  lived, 
aclcTunv  led^ed  that  he  was  often  difficulted  and  much  mistaken  in  the  treatment 
of  Epedrmirs  fur  sometime  after  their  appearance. 

No  Country  then  can  l>e  so  proper  for  the  instructitm  of  Youth  in  the  Knowl- 
edge of  Physic,  as  that  in  which  'tis  to  be  practised  ,  where  the  prccejits  of  never 
failing  Experience  are  handed  down  from  Father  tn  Son,  from  Tutor  lo  Pupil. 

That  this  is  not  a  Speculative  opinion,  but  real  Matter  of  Pact,  may  be 
proven  from  the  Savages  of  Americaj  who  without  the  assistance  of  Literature 
have  l>een  fotmd  pt»ssessed  of  Skill  in  the  Cure  of  Diseases  incident  to  their 
Cliinnte,  Superior  to  tlie  Regular  bred,  and  most  learned  Physicians,  ^  that  from 
their  discoveries  the  present  practice  of  Physic  has  been  enrichM  with  some  of 
the  most  valuable  Medicines  now  in  use.

from  this  FutkI  had  littk  if  any  connection  with  either  Iccttires  or  students.  March  3$.  i&ii. 
the  eKKt  lot  vvns  fird^hcd  with  raitit))^.  and  a  month  later,  the  whole  square  eiist  of  the 
Hoapttat  was  teuced  in,  and  that  part  of  the  fence  on  Eighth  Street,  iexcept  about  t»u  feett  was 
charged  alM>  lo  the  Merlicd  Fund.  The  gretitest  individual  draft  on  the  Fund  was  that  of 
f28,ocx}  for  Ihe  Clinical  AmpbilbeAlre,  erected  in  1868.

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Therefuff  frum  PrincipJes  uf  Patriotism  and  Huiiikinity,  I  he  Plus  if  Siliool 
here,  should  meet  all  the*  protection  and  KtiDjuraKeniLnl^  the  Fricnils  f*f  tlicir 
Country,  ife  VV'dl  Wishers  of  Mankind  can  iiossibly  >;ive  it.  Thoujth  *lis  yt't  in  ils 
Infancy  from  the  Judicioui*  Treat mciU  of  it's  Guardians,  it  is  already  become  A 
forward  Child,  JSc  has  the  jjrcfrnising  a|)pearance  of  soon  arriving  to  a  V'tKorous  ik 
Heallhfid  M^Utirity,  Tht  Proft-ssors  in  it  at  present  are  few  ;  but  iheir  depart- 
ments include  the  most  Essential  parts  of  Education;  AmJlbcr,  whose  dis- 
tinj^uish'd  AbiMties  will  do  honuur  to^  his  Country  and  the  Institution,  is  Expected 
to  join  them  hi  tlie  Spring  ;  And  I  think  he  has  httle  Faith  wlni  can  donT>t  that 
so  K^o6  an  uiidcilakinj;  will  ever  fail  of  Additiouiil  Strenjitli,  &  a  Providential 
Blessing.  And  I  am  Certain  nothin]^  would  Kive  me  so  much  pleasure,  as  to  have 
it  in  my  Power  lo  contribute  the  least  mite  towards  it's  perfect  Establislnnent, 

The  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  is  well  Qualified  for  the  Task ; 
his  Dissections  are  Accurate  and  Elegmit,  &  his  Lectures,  Learned,  Judicious, 
&  Cleur 

The  Professor  of  the  Theory  &  Practice  of  Physic  has  had  the  best  opjwrtu- 
nities  of  improvement,  join'd  to  Genious  *t  application,  tSt  cannot  fail  of  giving 
Necessary  flt  instructive  Lessons  to  the  Pupils. 

The  Field  this  Gentleman  undertakes  is  very  Extensive,  ik.  has  many  diffirul 
ties  which  muy  mislead  the  F<Mjtstei>s  of  an  uncautioned  Traveller,  tlKTcfore 
Lectures,  in  winch  the  diflerent  Parts  of  the  Theory  &.  Practice  of  Physic  are 
Judiciously  cUu;seti  and  systematically  explain*dt  will  prevent  many  Per])!exities 
llie  Student  w«>uUl  otherwise  Ik-  Embarrassed  with,  will  unfold  the  iJoors  of 
Knowledge,  and  lie  of  great  use  in  directing  &  abridging  his  future  Studies,  Yet 
there  is  something  further  wanting,  he  must  Join  Examples  with  Study,  before  he 
can  be  sufficiently  qualified  to  prescribe  for  the  Sick  ;  for  l^anguage  &  Books 
alone,  can  never  give  him  Atleqnale  Ideas  of  Diseases,  &  tile  best  methods  tif 
Treating  them.  For  which  reasons  Injirmaries  are  Justly  reputed  the  Grand 
Theatres  of  Medical  Knowledge. 

There,  the  Clinical  professor  comes  in  to  the  Aid  of  Speculation  it  demon- 
strates the  Truth  of  Theory  by  Facts  :  he  meets  his  Pupils  at  slated  times  in  the 
Hospital,  And  when  a  case  presents  adapted  to  his  pur|5ose,  he  asks  all  those 
Questions  wliicli  lead  to  a  certain  knowledge  of  the  Disease,  ^St  parts  AllectetJ, 
this  he  does  in  the  most  exact  and  particular  manner,  to  convince  the  Students 
how  many,  ^  what  minute  Circumstances  are  often  necessary  to  fnrni  a  juflgmeni 
of  the  Curative  indications,  on  which,  the  Safety  &  Life  of  the  Patient  dcpetol, 
Jrom  all  which  Circumstances  and  the  present  Symptoms,  he  |ironounces  what 
the  Disease  is,  whether  it  is  Curable  or  Incurable,  in  what  manner  it  (night  to  be 
treat e<l,  and  gives  his  reasons  from  Aulh*irity  or  Experience  n>r  all  he  siiys  on 
the  Occasion  ;  and  if  the  Disease  baffles  the  jwjvver  of  Art,  and  the  Patient  falls  a 
Sacrifice  to  it,  he  then  brings  his  knowledge  to  the  Test,  ik  fixes  Honour  or 
discredit  on  his  Reputation  by  exposing  all  the  Morbid  purtslo  View,  and  Demon- 
strates by  what  means  it  produced  Death  ;  and  if  perchance  he  linds  something 
unsuspected,  which  betrays  an  Error  in  Judgment,  he  like  a  great  ^  good  Man, 
immediately  acknowledges  the  mistake,  and,  f*»r  the  benefit  of  survivors,  points 
out  other  methods  by  which  it  might  have  been  more  happily  Treated  ;— The  latter 
part  of  this  Fiebl  of  Tuition  is  the  surest  method  of  obtaining  just  Jileiis  of 
Diseases.  The  great  Boerhnave  was  so  attentive  to  tt^  that  he  was  not  only 
pref«;nt  at  the  opening  of  Human  Bodies,  but  freijuently  attended  the  Slaughter 
Houses  in  Leyden,  to  Examine  the  Carciises  of  Beasts ;  and  being  asked  by  a 
learn 'd  Friend ,  by  what  means  he  had  acquired  such  uncommon  Certainty  in  the 
Diagnostics  and  Pntgnoslit  s  of  T>iseases,  answered  by  "examining  dead  Bodies^ 
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studying  Sydenham's  otwervalioiis,  and  tiunetus's  Sepulchrttum  Anatomicum, 
hiAh  whkli  lie  had  read  ten  times  &  each  time  with  greater  pleasure,  St  innprove- 
ment." 

But  to  give  yon  more  familiar  instances  of  the  TJtility  of  this  practice,  let  me 
renund  severid  ol  You,  whn  were  present  last  Fall  at  the  opening  two  Bodies. 
One  of  which  died  of  Astmatic  complaints,  the  other  of  a  Phrenzy  succeeded  by 
a  Palsey.  and  ask  yon  wlullur  anything  short  of  ocular  demonstration:  cou'd 
have  |t;jven  you  just  Ideas  of  the  causes  of  the  Patient's  Death,  in  one  we  saw  a 
dropsy  in  the  left  side  of  the  Thora-X,  and  a  curious  Polypus  with  its  growing 
Fimbriie  of  14  Inches  in  lenj^h  (now  in  the  HnsjHtal)  extending  from  the  Ven- 
tricle of  the  Heart,  far  Iteyond  the  Bifurcation  ol  the  Pulmonary  Ancr>',  in  the 
other  wc  found  the  Brain  partly  separated  and  llie  Ventricle  on  the  opposite  side 
ti>  that  affected  with  the  Paralysis,  distended  by  a  larije  Quantity  of  Limpid 
Serum  ;  and  you  must  Remember,  that  the  state  of  all  the  Morbitl  |iarls  were  pre- 
dicted, before  they  were  exposed  to  View  :  which  may  have  a  further  Advantage, 
by  rousing  in  ytni  an  iniiustriiius  pursuit  afl^r  the  most  hidden  causes  of  all  the 
AlTections  of  the  Human  Body  ;  and  convince  you  what  injury  they  do  to  the 
living,  win*  oppose  a  decent,  painless,  and  well  limed  examinatton  of  the  f)ead- 

rhus  all  the  pro^Vssors  in  the  best  European  Culledges,  go  hand  in  hand,  and 
cooperate  with  each  other  by  regular  chains  of  Reasoning  &  occasional  demon- 
strations, to  the  satisfaction  &  improvement  of  the  Students. 

But  more  is  required  of  us  in  tliis  late  settltd  World,  where  new^  Diseases  often 
occurr,  and  others  common  to  many  Parts  of  Europe  visit  us  too  frequently,  which 
it  lichoves  the  Guardians  of  Health,  to  he  very  watchful  of  that  they  may  know 
them  well,  and  by  an  hearty  Union,  &  Brotherly  communication  of  observations 
investigate  their  causes,  &  check  their  progress.  The  Task  is  arduous,  but  *lts  a 
Debt  we  owe  to  our  Friends  and  our  Country,  The  Atmosphere  that  Surrounds 
us  is  fine,  and  the  Air  we  t>realhe,  free,  pure,  and  Naturally  healthy,  St  I  atn  fully 
persuaded  we  shall  find  on  strict  encpiiry^  when  Jt  becontes otherwise,  'tis  mostly 
from  Contagion  imported,  or  neglected  Sources  of  Putretaction.  amongst  our- 
selves, and  therefore  whenever  we  are  able  to  demonstrate  the  Causes,  they  may 
be  removed  kind  the  Eifects  jirevented. 

Our  Fathers  alter  insuring  to  us  the  full  enjoyment  of  the  inestimable  bless- 
ings of  Religious  &  Civil  Liberty,  have  settled  us  in  a  Country  that  alTords  all  the 
real  comforts  of  life,  ami  given  us  the  prospect  of  becoming  one  day,  a  great  and 
happy  People,  and  f  know  only  one  Objection  to  a  prudent  Man's  giving  NORTH 
AMERICA  the  prelxrrence  to  any  nthrr  part  of  the  British  doniinions  for  the  place 
of  his  residence,  which  is,  that  the  Climate  is  sometinu^  productive  to  severe 
F^liidemic  Diseases  in  the  Sunnner  &  Pall :  the  i.'ountry  is  otherwise  free  from 
those  tedious  ^  dangerous  Fevers  which  frequently  infest  most  parts  of  Europe. 
The  last  wet  Sunnner  and  a  short  space  of  hot  dry  Weather  in  Autumn,  caused 
S4>  many  Intermittents  from  the  Southern  suburbs  of  this  City  all  ihe  way  to 
Georgia,  that  I  may  venture  to  assert  two-thirds  of  the  inhabitants  were  not  atjle 
tf*  do  the  least  Business  for  many  Weeks,  and  some  fain i lies,  &  even  Townships 
were  so  distressed  that  they  had  not  well  persons  sufficient  to  attend  the  Sick, 
during  which  Time  Ibis  City  was  unusually  Healthy,  how  respectable  then  wou'd 
be  the  Characters  of  those  Men,  who  shouPd  wipe  this  Stain  out  of  the  Amencan 
Escutcheon  &  rescue  their  Country  from  such  frecpient  calamities* 

SutTictent  encouragement  to  make  the  attenq>t,  is  found  both  in  History,  the 
Books  of  Physic,  and  our  own  Experience.  Several  instances  were  recorded  of 
places  that  were  so  sickly,  as  to  l>e  uninhabitable,  until  Princes  have  ordered 
their  Physicians  to  search  into  tfie  causes  of  their  Unhealtbincss,  and  having 
-discover'd    and    removed    them,    made    thereby    valuable    additions    to    thetr 
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Kinjrdoms.  Was  not  our  Aiitk-nt  ^^  Great  Master^  Hippocrates^  so  knowing  in 
the  cause  of  Pcstik'ntial  Contagion,  as  to  Foresee  iin  aiJproaching  Plague,  and  Dr.  Thos. 
send  his  Pupils  inta  the  Cities  to  lake  care  of  the  Sick,  ik  has  not  HE,  and  Bond  s  In- 
Sydenharn  tlie  E'Znglish  Hippocrates,  done  infinite  Service  to  the  healing  Art»  and  trodnctory 
gained  ininiorlal  Honors  to  themselves,  by  their  Essays  oti  Epidemics  tn  which  Lecture, 
they  not  only  accurately  describe  the  Diseases  of  their  Respective  Countries,  but 
sliow  the  depraved  constitution  of  the  Air  which  produced  t-ach  of  them.  Our 
own  Experience  also  affords  modi  Encoucagement :  when  I  first  came  into  this 
City  the  Dock  was  the  common  Sewer  of  Filth,  &  was  such  a  Nuisance  to  the 
inhabitants  abi>ut  it,  every  Fall,  that  they  were  obliged  to  use  mare  pounds  of 
Bark,  than  they  have  Ounces  since  it  has  been  raised,  and  levelPd,  Another 
striking  instance  of  the  Advantage  of  Cleanliness  for  the  preservation  of  Health, 
affords  me  an  Opportunity  of  paying  a  Tribute,  justly  due,  lo  the  Wisdom  of  the 
Legislature  of  this  Province,  in  framiug  the  Salutary  Laws  for  paving  &  regula- 
ting the  streets  of  this  City,  &  to  the  indefatigable  industry  ^  Skill  of  the 
Commissioners  in  executing  them,  whereby  they  have  contributed  so  much  to  the 
Healthiness  of  the  Inhabitants,  that  I  am  confident  the  whole  Expence  will  be 
repair'd  in  ten  Years,  by  the  lessening  of  Physic  Bills  alone.  A  Farm  within  a 
few  miles  of  this  City  was  remarkably  healthy  for  Fifty  Years,  whilst  the  Tide 
overflow'd  the  Low  Lands,  near  the  dwelling  House,  but  after  they  were  Bank'd 
by  Ditches  so  ill  contrived  that  they  often  dhl  not  discharge  the  Water  that  fell 
into  them  for  a  considerable  time,  Jfe  until  it  became  putrid,  and  thereby  rendered 
the  place  as  remarkably  Sickly,  as  it  had  before  beeu  healthy,  I  was  told  by  a 
Gentleman  of  Veracity  that  be  saw  the  Corps  of  One  of  Nine  tenants  that  had 
been  carried  from  it  in  a  few  Years. 

The  Yellow  Fever,  which  I  take  to  be  exactly  the  same  distemper  at  the 
Plague  of  Athens,  described  by  Thucydides,  hjis  been  five  dilTercnl  times  in  this  City 
since  my  residence  in  it ;  the  causes  of  three  of  them  I  was  luckly  al>le  to  Trace, 
St  am  certain  they  were  the  same,  which  produced  a  Gaol  Fever  in  other  Places, 
&  am  of  opinion  the  difference  betwixt  the  appearance  of  these  Fevers,  arises 
from  the  climate,  St  the  different  state  the  Bodies  are  in  when  they  Imbibe  the 
Contagion;  if  so,  the  Same  methods  which  are  taken  to  prevent  a  Gaol  Fever, 
will  equally  prevent  a  Yellow  Fever ;  'Twas  in  the  Year  Forty  One,  J  first  saw 
that  horrid  Diseast:  which  was  then  imported  by  a  Number  of  Convicl;s  from  the 
Dublin  Gaol.  The  second  time  it  prevailed  it  was  indigenous  from  Evident 
causes,  &  was  principally  confined  to  One  Square  of  the  City.  The  third  time  it  was 
generated  on  Hoard  of  Crowded  Ships  in  the  Port,  which  brought  in  their  Passen- 
gers in  Health,  but  soon  after  t>ecame  very  Sickly.  I  here  saw  the  appearance  of 
Contagion  like  a  Dim  Spark  which  grachially  encreased  to  a  Blaze,  &  soon  after 
burst  out  into  a  terrible  Flame,  carrying  Devastation  with  it,  and  after  continuing 
two  Months  was  extinguished  by  the  profuse  Sweats  of  Tertian  Fevers,  but  this 
is  not  the  ordinary  course  of  the  Contagion.  *tis  usually  check' d  by  the  Cixil 
Evenings  in  Septeni'r  and  dies  on  the  Appearance  of  an  CJctober  Frost, 

I  lately  visited  an  Irish  Passenger  Vessel,  which  bronght  the  People  perfectly 
healthy  untill  they  came  in  our  Riven  I  found  five  of  them  III,  and  others 
Unwell,  Sc  saw  that  the  Fomes  of  infection  was  spreading  among  them.  I  there- 
fore ordered  the  Ship  to  lay  at  Quarantine,  to  be  well  purified  with  the  Steams  of 
Sulphur*  ^  with  Vinegar,  directed  the  Bedding  &  Cloathing  of  tlie  People  to  be 
well  wash*d  &  Air'd,  before  any  person  should  be  permitted  to  Land  out  of  her, 
after  which  I  tid vised  separating  the  Sick  from  the  Healthy.  This  was  done  by 
putting  twelve  in  different  Rooms  in  one  House,  &  fourteen  in  another,  out  of  the 
City,  the  conveniences  of  the  two  Houses  were  much  the  same,  in  one  of  them 
little  care  was  taken  of  the  Sick,  who  were  laid  upon  the  same  foul  beds,  they 
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(contrary  to  orders >  broui(ht  on  Shore  with  thuiii ;  the  consequence  was,  that  all

Bond's  111-    tions  were  Strictly  ubst^rved,  the  Sick  had  clean  Cloathes,  5c  clean  Bedding,  were 

trodurlory    well  attended  and  soon  Recovered,  withotit  doing  tlie  least  Injury  to  any  person 

Lecture,    that  visited  tliem  ;  which  confirms  observations  I  had  often  made  before,  that  the 

Contagion  of  Malignant  Fevt-rs  Ites  in  the  Air  confined  &  cornipled,  by  a  neg;1ect 

of  Rags  &  other  filth  aJjoiit  the  Ilelp^less  Sick,  &  not  from  their  Etodles. 

As  each  of  these  heads,  shall  l>e.  a  Snbject  of  a  future  Lecture,  I  shall  at 
present  only  mention  to  you  further,  a  few  of  those  Methcnis  which  have  preserved 
Individuals  from  prevailing  diseases. 

The  inhabitants  of  Ilispiiniola  have  found  the  we-ariiig  Flannel  Shirts  lo  be  a 
preservative  against  Intermitting^  Fevers  in  that  sickly  Island,  Si  as  that  Diseiyie 
is  known  to  arise  principally  from  inhaling;  a  great  Quantity  of  the  Humidity  of 
the  Air,  I  make  no  doubt  'twould  also  be  of  use  in  preventing  them  in  our  low. 
moist,  level  Countries. 

We  know  that  the  Bark  of  Sassafras  contains  many  Excellent  Medicinal  V'ir- 
tues»  my  Worthy  Friend  Mr.  Peter  Franklin,  told  me  that  he  being  in  the  Fall  of 
the  Year,  in  the  River  Nantikoke  in  Maryland,  &  on  seeing  the  People  on  Shore 
much  afflicted  with  Intermitting  Fevers,  advised  iheMarrinersof  theSliipstodrtnk 
freely,  by  way  of  prevention,  of  that  Aronvatic  and  Antiseptic  Medicine,  but 
cou*d  not  prevail  on  more  than  half  the  company  to  do  it,  ik  that  he  &  fil)  the 
others  who  took  it^  enjoy 'd  perfect  Health,  whilst  not  a  single  Person  of  the  rest 
escaped  a  severe  attack  of  the  Epidemic  Disease,  I  have  known  other  similar 
Instances,  which  'tis  needless  to  mention,  since  this  is  remarkably  pertinent. 

But  I  have  many  reasons  to  expect  that  a  more  agreeable  &  equally  certain 
preventive  against  our  Autumnal  Fevers,  w*ill  be  found  in  Sulphnres  Chalybeate 
Waters,  which  may  readily  Ijc  procured  in  most  parts  of  America,  especially 
where  those  Diseases  are  most  prevalent.  A  Spring  of  this  Kind  at  Gloucester 
within  a  few  Miles  of  this  Place  has  been  much  used  of  late,  and  has  been  so  very 
serviceable  to  Invalids,  it  has  the  appearance  of  being  a  valuable  Conveniency  to 
the  City.  Persons  under  various  DiseaBes  took  Lodgings  in  the  Village  the  last 
Season,  for  the  advantage  of  drinking  the  Waters  at  the  Fountain  head,  St  thoiij^h 
the  Fall  was  more  sickly  than  hns  been  known  in  the  Memory  of  Man,  not  one, 
who  went  there  for  health,  nor  any  one  of  the  Inhabitants  near  the  Spaw ,  who 
drank  it  freelVt  had  a  touch  of  the  prevailing  Disease,  whilst  a  Major  part  of 
those  thnt  did  not,  had  more  the  appearance  of  Ghosts  than  living  Creatures. 
There  were  two  Houses,  the  Habitations  of  Father  &  Son,  w  ithin  twenty  Feet  of 
each  other,  the  Family  of  the  father  had  sutTered  greatly  from  Inlernnlting  Fevers 
the  preceeding  Fall,  &  some  of  them  continued  Invalids  'till  the  middle  of  Sum- 
mer, when  they  were  prevailed  on,  to  take  the  Waters,  after  which  they  daily 
recovered  Health,  Bloom,  &  Vigour,  &  pass' d  the  sickly  Season  without  a  Com- 
plaint, whilst  scarcely  a  persfjn  in  that  of  the  Son,  who  did  not  takelhcm,  escaped 
a  severe  Illness,  'Tis  well  known  from  experience  that  Mineral  Waters  are  not 
only  the  most  Palatalrle.  but  the  most  Salutary  parts  of  the  Materia  Medicii,  & 
that  the  Kfiect  of  those  which  arc  pure  &  properly  impregnated  with  Chalyt«eatc 
Principles,  Strengthen  digestion,  brace  &  counteract  the  Summers  Sun,  dikite  a 
thick  putrid  Bile,  (the  instrument  of  Mischief  in  all  Hot  Climates!  and  tmme^ 
lately  wash  away  putrL-faction  through  the  Emunctories  of  the  Bowels,  Skin., 
Kidneys,  and  therefore  appear  to  be  natural  preservatives  against  the  Effect  of 
an  hot,  moist  &  putrid  Atmosphere.  Whether  these  Waters  will  answer  my 
sanguine  Expectations  or  not,  must  be  left  to  the  Decision  of  Time.  If  they 
should  be  found  wanting,  that  ought  not  discourage  our  further  pursuit,  lor  since 
providence  has  furnish' d  every  Country  with  defences  for  the  Human    Bodies, 
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a5<aiiisl  the  inclemfnciesof  Heat  &  Cold,  why  shou'd  weQutrsliuti  whL*tlier  mfinile 
WisdcMn  tSt  Goruliiess  has  made  equal  Provision  against  all  other  natural  injuries    Dr.  Bond's 
of  nur  Constitutions;  Experience  and  Reason,  encourages  us  to  behcve  it  has,  &    Lecture 
that  the  means  might  be  discovered  by  diligent  investigation  were  our  researches    Concluded, 
equal  to  the  Task,  the  abt>ve  instances  are  therefore  relate<l  to  convince  you.  that 
the  prevention  of  some  of  the  Epidemic  cUseascs  of  America  is  not  only  a  laud- 
able &  rational  Pursuit,  but  is  more  within  the  limits  of  human  precaution  than 
has  generally  been  imagined,  &  to  excite  your  particular  attention  to  the  Improve- 
ment of  this  Humane  ik  interesting  part  of  your  profession,  In  which,  &  all  other 
useful  undertakings,  I  most  sincerely  wish  you  Success. 

I  am  now  to  inform  you,  (lentlemen,  that  the  Managers  &  Phj^sicians  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hosi)ital»  on  seeing  the  great  number  of  you  attending  the  School 
of  Physic  in  this  City,  are  of  upinion,  this  excellent  institution  likewise  aflTords  a 
favourable  opportunity  of  farther  improvement  to  you  in  the  practical  part  of 
your  Profession,  &  being  desirous  it  should  answer  all  the  good  purposes 
intended  by  the  generous  Contributors  to  it,  have  allotedto  me  the  Task  of  giving 
a  course  of  Clinical,  &  Meteon)logical  Observations  in  it;  which  I  chearfully 
undertake  (though  the  Season  of  my  Life  points  out  relaxation  and  retirement, 
rather  than  newr  Incumbrances,)  in  hopes,  that  remarks  on  the  many  curious 
Cases  that  must  daily  occurr,  amongst  an  Hundred  &  thirty  Sick  persons,  col-  ^ 

lected  together  at  one  time,  may  be  very  instructive  to  You.  I  therefore  puri>oae 
to  meet  you  at  stated  times  here,  &  give  you  the  best  informatinn  in  my  Pnwer  of 
the  nature  &  treatment  of  Chronical  Diseases,  and  of  the  proper  fnatvagement  of 
UlcerSj.  Wounds  &  Fractures,  I  shall  show  you  all  the  Opperatiuns  of  Surgery,  & 
endeavour,  from  the  E^cpericncc  of  Thirty  Years  to  introduce  you  to  a  Familiar 
acquaintance  with  the  acute  diseitses  of  your  own  Country,  in  order  to  Avhich^  I 
shall  put  up  a  com  pleat  Meteriological  Apparatus,  &  endeavour  to  inform  you  of 
ail  the  known  Properties  of  the  atmosphere  which  surroiuids  us,  &  the  effects  its 
frequent  variations  produce  on  Animal  EVidies,  and  confirm  the  Doctrine,  by  an 
Exact  register  of  the  Weather,  of  the  prevailing  Diseases,  both  here,  &  in  the 
Neighbouring  Provinces,  to  which  I  shall  add,  all  the  interesting  observations 
which  may  occurr  in  private  practice,  &  sincerely  wish  it  may  be  in  my  power  to 
do  them  to  your  Satisfaction. 

Dr.  Thomas    Bond,    seems  to    have    always  been   sticcessfnl    in    Lectures, 
attracting  students  to  his  lectures.     On  December  29,  1766,  thesitting 
Managers  informed  the  Board  that  Dn  Bond 

Has  regularly  read  his  Clinical  Lectures,  agreeable  to  his  Pruposal^  and  that 
a  number  of  students  attend  on  the  occasion,  a  List  of  whose  names  Is  kept  by 
the  St e ward- 
On  April  2,  1770,  the  mintites  contain  a  reference  to  certain 
students  who  evidently  were  trying  to  evade  the  payment  of  the  fee. 
A  number  of  students  having  attended  the  lectures,  who  had  not 
conformed  with  the  regulations,  the  physicians  were  desired  to  lay 
before  the  Board,  at  the  next  meeting,  an  exact  Jist  of  the  names  of 
all  the  students  who  attend  lectures  given  in  this  house  and  of  the 
pupils  who  attend  them  on  other  occasions.  This  was  to  enforce  the 
rules  which  required  that  each  student  should  ])ay  a  fee  before  being 
permitted  to  attend  the  lectures.  It  was  also  ordered  that  no  student j 
hereafter,  be  admitted  without  a  certificate. 
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In  i774i  the  value  of  the  clinical  lectures  having  been  fully  estab- 
lished, the  Managers  decided  to  raise  the  fee  to  ^5,  to  be  collected 
from  "all  student.^  attending  lectures,  &:c,,  not  apprentices  to  physi- 
cians.** 

April  28,  1783.  the  minutes  state  that  the  Monthly  Committee 
reported  **  that  they  cooferM  with  the  attending  Physicians,  on  the 
complaint  made  by  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Employment 
against  the  fee  of  three  pounds  ten  shillings,  charged  in  certain  Cases 
at  the  Aims-House  by  two  of  the  Doctors — which  being  again  taken 
into  Consideration^  the  Managers  *  Resolve,  that  in  such  instances, 
the  Physicians  of  this  House  are  not  entitled  to^  and  therefore  should 
not  demand  any  fees»  or  reward  for  their  Services.*  " 

This  resolution  was  the  cause  of  the  retirement  of  Dr,  Morgan 
from  the  staff,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  letter : 

Phiua.,  May  24.  1783. 
To  THE  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  : 

Gentlemen, — Your  approljation  in  having  elected  me,  for  so  many  years,  one 
of  the  physicians  of  this  Institution,  demands  my  i^rateful  acknowledgments. 
With  pleasure  I  look  back  to  its  origin,  so  honourable  to  its  founders  and 
through  the  kindness  of  Providence  smiliuff  on  your  labors,  no  less  salutary*  to 
the  sick,  who  have  been  received  into  It,  than  beneficial  to  the  Community,  The 
blessiufi;  of  many  who  have  been  ready  to  perish  cannot  fail  to  attend,  and  your 
benevolent  Hearts  to  be  fi]l*;d  with  satisfaction,  when  you  behold  the  good  effects 
of  such  disinterest ed  Heaven  bom  Charity. 

My  Constant  exertions  to  promote  the  laudable  designs  uf  this  generous 
undertaking,  and  in  Conjunction  with  you  to  uphold  its  declining  interest,  by 
procuring  it  new  friends  and  enlarging  the  number  of  its  subscribers  in  the  worst 
of  Times,  as  well  as  in  stirring  up  thr  friends  of  Medical  Knowledge  and  Litera- 
ture^ to  extend  its  advantages  to  the  Rising  Generation,  and  thereby  to  establish 
its  Usehilness,  on  a  broad,  solid  and  Listing  foimdation,  will,  I  hope,  be  accepted 
by  you,  as  the  utmost  services  in  my  power  to  alford. 

To  these  offices,  my  country-men  and  Fellow-citizens — to  these,  the  Respect- 
able Managers  of  the  Institution ;  to  these  every  real  object  of  Charity  had  an 
undoubted  chiim,  and  most  affectionate  welcome  from  me. 

But  I  beg  leave  to  remark  that  in  whatever  ligiit  1  view  the  resolution  ol 
your  board  on  the  2^\\i  ulto.  in  respect  to  certain  Alms- House  Patients  ( I  speak 
it  with  the  utmost  deference  to  tiie  Purity  of  Intentions  and  Supreme  Wisdom  of 
the  Managers)  it  appears  to  me  to  be  both  impolitic  and  injurious  to  the  original 
design  of  this  excellent  Charity,  as  xvell  as  incongruous  with  Ihe  Sentiments  of 
the  Founders,  and  especially  of  the  first  Physicians  of  the  Hospital,  which  I 
always  supposed  were  to  perform  Acts  uf  Charity  to  Objects  and  Cases  of 
Charity.  I  never  imagine  they  meant  to  subject  themselves  or  their  Colleagues 
and  Successors  in  oflice,  to  the  Exlrajurisdiclion  of  men,  whether  in  public  or 
private  stationSj  who  have  no  authority  over  them;  not  that  ihcy  came  under 
any  obi i gallon  to  devote  their  time  and  attention  to  the  Cure  of  E>iseases  brought 
on  by  Concupiscence,  without  fee  or  reward,  which  in  my  humble  opinion  tends 
rather  to  the  growth  than  diminution  of  Immorality.  If  I  am  not  misinformed 
that  resolution  took  its  rise  from  persons  not  belonging  to  your  Board,  who  have 
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no  claim  to  the  Services  of  the  Hospila]  Physicmns  In  behalf  of  those  committed 
to  thtir  charge;  and  who  havf  and  exercise  the  power  of  notninating,  and  of 
paying  a  Physician  for  that  Duty,  whose  place  thereby  becomes  a  hicrative 
Sinecure :  and  whilst  one  set  of  Gentlemen  perforrn  the  Services,  without 
thanks,  emolument  or  honor,  another  reaps  the  fruit  of  their  labors. 

Thai  this  resulation  should  be  adopted  on  taking  only  the  opinion  of  the  tw*o 
attending  Physicians,  without  any  rej^ard  paid  to  the  jutlKmeul  of  tlie  rest,  on 
what  regards  the  honor  and  interest  of  each  other^  iireseut  of  future,  equally  with 
theirSp  will  not  permit  me,  c<pnsistent1y  with  my  seni>e  of  propriety,  to  act  lon^iicr 
in  that  Station,  [n  any  Institution  that  looks  for  supiwrt  from  all,  every  Physician 
has  an  equal  right  to  be  consulted  in  regards  the  Faculty. 

As  I  have  no  right,  nor  conlidence  to  ask,  the  Managers  of  lliis  Institution 
should,  on  my  ditrering  in  opinion,  recede  from  a  measure  they  Iiave  seen  [jruper 
to  adopt,  I  will  not  attempt  for  a  moment  to  divert  them  from  their  determina* 
tion  ;  Ibr  although  T  do  not  willingly  yield  to  any  person  in  my  Inclination  to 
serve  you  and  to  promote  the  good  of  the  Undertaking,  I  readily  resign  my  place 
to  others  whose  views  are  more  cunformalde  to  your  sentiments. 

I  shall  ever  revere  you  as  Gentlemen  who  are  engaged  in  the  greatest  and 
notdest  pursuits,  that  of  seeking  to  relieve  the  calamities  of  our  fellow  creatures; 
therefore  deserving  the  applause  of  the  pvil>lic,  ;nid  commanding  my  sincere 
Veneration,  in  any  other  way.  an<l  by  every  other  meiins,  I  sliall  cheerfully  con- 
triluite  to  promote  your  designs,  to  the  utmost  of  my  power,  and  i  trust  to  the 
end  of  my  life. 

I  remain  Gentlemen, •your  respectful  Friend  and  Fellow-Citizen, 

JOHN  Morgan. 

The  Managers  accepted  this  as  Dr.  Morgan/s  resignation  from 
the  Medical  Staff  and  proceeded  to  elect  his  successor. 

Dr.  John  Foulke  applied  (November  24,  1783)  for  the  use  of 
one  of  the  upper  rooms  of  the  Elaboratory  to  exhibit  lectures  on 
"  Chirtvrgical  and  Physical  subjects  during  the  season/*  which  was 
granted. 

The  lectures  of  Doctors  Physick,  Rush  and  Bond  attracted  large 
classes  of  students.  April  27,  1767,  the  Managers  record  un  their 
inintites  the  following  : 

Cash  received  of  Doctor  Thomas  Bond,  which  he  received  of  sixteen  students 
attending  his  Clinical  Lectures  6  months  at  half  a  Guinea  Each  X^^  *2J. 

Dr.  Bond  also  donated  a  set  of  meteorological  apparattjs  **  for 
observation  of  the  weaihtr  and  keeping  an  exact  account  of  epidemic 
Diseases/'

The  Minnie  of  Noveml>er  26,  1766,  referring  to  this  is  as  follows: 

That  a  Meteorological  Apparatus  may  be  fixed  in  the  room  where  the  Anatomi- 
cal Paintings  ik.  Casts  are  deposited,  &  it  is  recommended  to  the  Doctors  to  employ 
some  careful  &  Skillful  person  to  take  down  observations  on  the  State  of  the  Air 
&  Weather  and  duly  to  register  the  same.  "  And  inasmuch  as  the  exhibiting 
these  Lectures  judiciously  performed  is  allowed  will  be  an  Additional  improve- 
ment for  the  Benefit  of  the  Students  in  I*hysic>  it  is  Agreed  that  each  Student 
attending  them  (except  such  who  are  Subject  to  the  payment  of  the  Six  Pistoles 
heretofore  agreed  to  be  paid  for  their  attending  the  Wards)  shall  pay  to  the  sitting 
Managers  or  the  Treasurer  one  Guinea  P  Annum  for  the  Priviledge  of  attending 
them  &  the  Money  arising  from  thence  shall  be  apply'd  towards  establishing  & 
promoting  the  Medical  Library.'^ 
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The  following  is  the  form  of  a  Certificate  which  was  originally 
given  the  students  in  acknowledgnieni  of  their  having  completed  the 
term  of  attendance  upon  the  Hospital.  It  was  drawn  up  by 
Dr.  Thos.  Bond  : 

Amongst  the  Advantajtres  arising  from  a  collection  of  many  Sick  Persons  into 
one  Place  that  of  affordfnjc  thereby  an  Opportunity  to  the  Students  in  Physic  St, 
Surgery  of  being  acquainted  with  the  Nature  and  Symptoms  of  Diseases  and 
being  instructed  in  the  regular  method  of  treating  them  by  Physik,  Diet,  manual 
Operations,  &c.  is  of  great  Im[»ortiince  to  the  Public,  for  which  Reason  we,  the 
Maiiiaji^ers  &  Physicians  in  attendance  of  tlic  Pennsylvania  Hospital  think  it  our 
Duty  to  countenance  and  encourage  young  men  in  the  Prosecutionof  their  studies 
there,  all  in  our  Power  and  to  j»ive  them  such  Credentials  of  Conduct  as  we  think 
they  justly  merit ;  In  consequence  of  our  Resolution  : 

This  is  to  Certify  that ,  son  of West  Jersey, 

entered  regularly  as  pupil  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  ........  1763  and 

continued  hts  attendance  with  Diligence  and  Application,  to  .    .......  1764 

during  which  time  we  hope  and  have  reason  to  believe  he  has  made  considerable 
Progress  in  the  Knowledge  of  Anatomy,  and  the  Practice  of  Physic  and  Surgeiy, 
therefore  wishing  Happiness  and  success  we  give  from  under  our  Hands  and  the 
seal  of  the  Corporation,  this  Testimonial  of  our  Esteem  and  Approbation. 


^These  ob«eTvatioii»  have  been  kept  ever  sinc^,  and  have  often  been  catled  lor  in  Coufti 
o  decide  points  In  dispute,  on  accoui^^t  of  their  accuracy. 
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It  occasionally  happened  that  the  Managers  felt  it  expedient  lo 
Correspon-  enjoin  upon  the  students,  the  propriety  of  decorous  conduct  and  to 
cietice   j-gp^g^^  ii-^Q  admonitions  whenever  it  was  thought  necessary  to  preserve

On  one  occasion  at  least,  the  students 

aiidtheMedi-  resented   this  and  after  laying  their  grievances  before  the   visiting 

cai  Class.   Managers,   sent   in  a  written    communication   to   the   Board.      The 

immediate  cause  of  the  remonstrance  was  the  reading  of  the  following 

letter  to  the  class  by  direction  of  the  Managers:

The  Managers  present  their  best  respects  to  Doctor  William  Shjpi»^n  and 
mrorm  him  that  with  pleasure  they  will  open  the  Museum  under  his  special  car« 
and  direction  for  the  tienefit  of  the  Medical  Pupils  now  m  the  City  and  they  hcKp«  \ 
that  every  t'lipil  will  fee]  interested  in  the  preservation  of  this  valuable  dcj^Kjrsit  of 
the  human  frame  and  handle  the  subjects  of  it,  if  necessary  to  t>e  handled,  with 
the  >5rcatest  Care  as  many  of  them  from  their  great  delicacy  arc  liable  to  be 
easily  injured  and  cannot  be  replaced  ; 

In  Passiiij*;  to  &  fro  ihroush  the  House  the  Managers  request  the  pupils  to 
conduct  themselves  quietly  rt-mcmbcrinij  they  are  in  a  Hospital  and  to  act  up  to 
the  dignity  of  their  Educalinu  and  profession.  And  as  the  support  of  the 
Museum  and  Library  instituted  under  the  Patronage  of  the  Physicians  themselves 
&  by  their  Advisement  are  from  the  very  nature  of  them  Objects  of  Considerable 
Expense;  it  will  be  expected  that  every  pupil  who  has  not  purchased  or  Is  not 
privileged  to  attend  the  practice  of  the  Hospital  will  pay  One  Dollar  to  Doctor 
Joseph  Hnrtshurne  for  the  Mediral  fund  and  those  who  have  the  privilege  arc  to 
produce  their  Certificate  at  the  Gate.  On  receiving  a  dollar  Dr.  Hartshorne  will 
give  a  Certificate  or  ticket  for  Admission  to  all  Doctor  Shippen's  Lectures  on  the 
Articles  of  the  Museum  Utr  this  Season.  The  atlttnding  Managers  fiirther  request 
of  Dr.  Shippen  that  he  will  arrange  the  time  of  holding  his  Lectures  so  as  not  to 
interfere  with  the  time  of  the  Mnnagers  visiting  the  House  or  with  Doctor 
Physick's  Lectures  therein.  And  if  the  Doctor  will  read  or  cause  lo  be  read  this 
communication  to  the  Young  Gentlemen  who  propose  lo  attend  him  he  will  oblige 
the  Sitting  Managers.

Upon  receiving  the  preceding  comiTiunication,  the  students  sent 
the  following  Tcply  : 

Crw/Z^w^rr  — Being  desired  by  the  sitting  Managers  on  Wednesday  last  to 
bring  forward  this  day  before  you  what  we  considered  as  grievances,  we  ha^^e 
selerted  from  aumng  them  tlie  follovving.  Aware  nf  ihe  delicacy  of  your  Situation 
VV^e  will  premise  that  We  are  far  from  wishitigto  ulfend  and  that  should  We  err  in 
this  it  will  not  be  the  error  of  intention. 

We  wish  only  to  Stale  the  points  upon  which  the  Students  feel  so  universally 
injured.

at  stated  periods  to  show  the  class  that  you  view  them  iis  inferior  Heinns  anil  can  (;iqiih, 
make  Use  of  the  most  improper  Conduct  without  incurring  theii  kesenltneni  ? 

SECONDLY.— The  Students  belonging  to  the  class  of  Dr.  Pity  sick  who  had 
no  tickets  tc*the  hospital  were  pruhiljited  from  an  Atieiidance  to  the  ilpi-rittion  for 
the  lar^e  tumor  on  the  25th  of  December  last.  This  We  consider  an  Insult  not 
only  offered  the  Students  hut  Doctor  Physick,  as  he  informed  the  Sludt-nis  in  his 
Introductory  Lecture  that  the  0[)erations  in  the  Hospital  should  be  performed 
before  them.  How  are  We  to  account  for  this  inconsistency  ?  You  a^ree  that 
Doctor  Physick  has  the  privile^^e  of  inviting  any  Person  to  see  the  Operations  and 
yet  you  request  him  to  inform  that  part  of  his  Class  who  had  not  tickets  that  they 
could  not  be  admitted.  Perhaps  Gentlemen  You  suppose  our  Zeal  lor  lm]»rove' 
ment  so  great  as  to  sacrifice  every  Consideration  and  suljudssively  Acqnieftce 
under  any  Imposition  for  its  Acquirement. 

The  Managers  of  the  Hc^spUn}  have  attempted  to  sell  us  a 
privilege  of  Attending  the  Lectures  of  Dr,  Sluppen,  a  iirivilege  We  hsive  long  since 
paid  for^  this  is  considered  a  grievance  which  will  not  be  Hubnnlted  UtUtr  the  view 
of  the  Museum  we  hold  by  no  means  indispensably  necessary  to  the  Acquirement 
of  a  correct  knowledge  of  Midwifery  ;— The  Stutlents  are  ncii  al  liberty  to  say 
they  do  not  wish  the  use  of  the  Museum  but  are  obliged  to  pay  the  Smu  ilenmnded 
or  forego  the  advantages  of  Dr.  Shippen's  Lectures  ;  this  We  consitler  contrary  to 
the  principles  of  Justice  and  are  resolved  uiKmimously  not  to  pay  the  Sum 
demanded.  In  the  European  Schools  of  Medicine  if  we  are  rightly  informed  the 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  are  entitleii  to  the  Lmolumenis  arising  from  the  attend- 
ance of  the  Students  to  the  Hospital,  this  is  not  the  case  here,  live  prfifessors  who 
are  your  attending  I'bysicians  and  Surgeons  have  given  this  to  the  Hunpitalp  h»r 
the  establishment  of  a  Museum  and  Library, 

These  Emoluments  given  you  by  the  professors  shouhl  have  inrlurefl  you  to 
have  foregone  the  necessity  of  the  two  additional  ilemands  which  have  given  rise 
to  the  two  last  menlionefl  Grievances, 

These,  Gentlemen,  We  lay  l>erore  You  as  Grievances  ;  sliould  they  he  consid- 
ered such  by  You  You  will  attempt  an  equivalent  Satisfaction  by  a  prt»niise  of 
their  discontinuance  ;^Ou  the  contrary  should  Yuu  think  We  have  no  cause  of 
Complaint  We  the  Commtllee  are  authnrijted  in  the  Name  of  the  i^liLss  to  abandon 
an  Attendance  to  the  Hospital  as  the  only  proper  mode  of  securing  them  against 
similar  treatment  in  future;  The  result  of  your  thoughts  we  hofie  you  will  give 
us  in  Writing,

A  paper  without  date  purporting  to  he  a  statement  of  grievances  signed  by 
Z.  Matthews^  Richard  C,  Bowles,  Rubert  Mayo  and  John  Hart  in  the  name  of  the 
Class  f»f  the  medical  Students  and  addressed  to  the  Managers  bein^  dclibemlely 
considered  it  h  agreed  : 

That  Eiliston  Perot  and  Samuel  Coates  be  a  Committee  to  wait  on  Dr.  Physick 
and  Shippen  and  request  them  to  inform  their  respective  Classes  that  %vhatever 
Construct ian  may  have  been  put  upon  the  Cautions  given  by  the  Managers 
respecting  the  observauces  of  Good  order  in  the  House  and  which  the  Experience 
of  Years  has  proved  to  he  necessary,  the  Managers  never  meant  or  intended  to 
cast  a  reflection  upon  the  Students  generally;  but  sincerely  lament  that  the 
im|>ropcr  Conduct  of  Individuals  amongst  the  Pupils  should  have  given  rise  to  a 
Necessity  for  those  Cautions  and  disturb  the  harmony  which  formerly  sut>sisted 
between  the  Managers  and  a  respectable  Class  of  Gentlemen  whose  Instruction  in 
Medical  Science  they  always  strove  to  promote  by  every  means  in  their  Power 
and  whose  comfortable  Accommodation  in  the  House  they  have  endeavoured  lo 
provide  for  on  every  Occasion,  The  Managers  also  request  that  Drs.  Physick 
&  Shippen  will  inform  the  young  Gentlemen  that  consistently  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Hospital  they  can  do  no  other  ways  than  keep  up  a  clear 
distinction  between  those  pupils  who  acquire  by  purchase  or  other  ways  a  right 
to  attend  the  practice  of  the  house  &c.  and  those  who  never  did  obtain  the  privi- 
lege !  The  Grievances  of  the  former  shall  always  be  heard  and  redressed  if 
possible.— The  latter  cannot  complain  to  the  Managers  of  violated  rights  which 
they  never  [xossessed.

In  this  correspondence  the  adi^antage  is  with  the  Managers,  but 
the  gentlemanly  members  of  Ihe  Class  were  certainly  entitled  to 
sympathy ;  the  misconduct  of  a  few  having  caused  all  to  suffer. 

The  only  subsequent  di /Terence  between  the  Managers  and  the 
medical  students  arose  many  years  later,  when,  by  resolution  of  the 
Board,  women  students  were  admitted  to  the  regular  Hospital  Clinical 
Lectures. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  for  many  years  the  clinical  classes 
consisted  entirely  of  men.  In  the  course  of  time,  after  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Woman's  Medical  College  in  Philadelphia  and  the  legal 
recognition  of  women  graduates  as  regular  physicians,  the  question  of 
the  admission  of  women  to  the  privileges  of  attending  the  lectures 
was  necessarily  forced  upon  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Staif 
and  the  Managers. 

The  Managers,  October,  1869,  granted  the  request  of  the  w^omen 
students,  with  the  result  shown  in  the  following  extract  from  the 
minutes : 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  November  13,  1869,  in 
consequence  of  a  serious  disturbance  which  took  place  at  the  usual 
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Clinical  Lecture,  held  on  the  6th  inst.  After  a  free  discussion  the 
lowing  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  on  October  25,  1869,  ttie  students  frotn  the  Woman's  Medical  Col- 
lege were  aulhorii^^d  to  attend  the  cliniciil  lectures  of  tlic  Hospital.     And 

Whereas,  under  this  aiitliortty  alH>iit  thirty  students  IjelonKinK  to  the  School 
accompanied  byoneofllieir  Professors,  attended  the  Clinic  held  ontlie6th  instant, 
at  which  time  a  nundjcr  of  the  male  students  in  attendance  behaved  in  a  very 
indecorous  manner  by  hissing  Ix^forethe  lecturer  commenced  the  delivery  of  hb 
lecture,  and  after  it  was  over,  by  other  conduct  unbecoming  in  any  well  rcRiiUiled 
Institution,  and  especially  in  one  which  has  long  maintained  the  standing  of  one 
of  the  leadinjj  charities  of  our  City  and  as  such  has  enjoyed  the  sympathy  and 
respect  of  our  fellow  citizens,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  whilst  a  large  majority  of  the  students  took  no  part  in  this 
disj^raceful  scene,  the  Managers  deem  it  their  duty  to  censure  such  as  did  par- 
ticipate in  it ;  and  to  adopt  such  measure  as  will  secure  Rood  order  on  future 
occasions. 

Resolz'ed,  That  the  Managers  would  be  unwilling  to  deprive  any  student  of 
the  important  benefits  to  be  derived  from  attending  the  clinical  lectures  at  the 
Hospital,  but  that  this  privilege  can  only  be  accorded  to  such  as  arc  disposed  to 
conduct  themselves  with  propriety. 

These  resolutions  were  directed  to  be  published  in  the  daily 
papers,  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Board. 

The  incident  referred  to  is  concisely  stated  by  Dr.  John  Forsyth 
MeigSj  in  his  address  entitled,  '*  A  History  of  the  First  Quarter 
of  the  Second  Century  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital." 

In  the  autumn  of  1869,  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Female  Medical  College 
applied  to  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  admission  *3f  their  students  to  the  regular 
clinical  courses.  The  Managers  gave  their  permission  on  the  ground  that,  by  the 
rules  of  the  Hospital  then  in  use,  all  students  of  institutions  recognized  by  the 
State  laws,  were  to  be  received  to  the  common  benefits  of  the  Hospital  clinical 
instruction. 

The  women  came  to  one  of  the  lectures  very  soon  after  this,  taking  their 
seals  in  the  amphitheatre  in  the  midsl  of  the  regular  men's  class.  There  was  a 
scene  of  considerable  disorder  lK>th  during  and  after  the  lecture. 

The  event  caused  a  good  deal  of  agitation  in  the  medical  schools  of  the  city, 
and  amongst  the  medical  students,  which  e.x tended  in  a  slight  degree  to  the 
general  public.  It  raised  the  great  questions  of  women's  rights,  and  of  the  com- 
mon education  of  the  sexes.  And  it  showed,  too,  most  clearly,  that  women  were 
willing,  in  order  to  obtain  their  end,  a  general  medical  education  and  a  status  in 
the  profession  similar  to  that  of  men,  to  listen  in  mixed  classes  to  descriptions  of 
all  diseases,  whether  medical  or  surgical^  and  to  observe  any  class  of  cases,  which 
might  be  necessary  in  the  course  of  their  medical  education.  It  was  a  ciirious 
and  an  impressive  lesson,  to  show  how  long-established  social  habits  and  opinions 
may  be  changed  by  the  hard  weight  of  necessity. 

It  was  thought  by  many  that  the  object i<m  made  by  the  mefllical  students,  and 
by  the  medical  teachers  of  the  obi  schools  of  the  city,  arose  wholly  from  a  jeLil<ms 
dislike  to  the  increased  competition  that  might  occur  in  the  profession,  should 
wnnien  come  to  participate  fully  in  the  exercise  of  the  medical  art.  I  think  not. 
I  believe  the  dilficulty  lies  deeper  than  this.  It  is  a  psychological  one,  and, 
strange  to  say,  it  appears  to  exist  more  decidedly  in  the  male  than  in  the  female  sex.

In  the  following  clinical  session,  1870-71,  the  whole  number  of 
students  in  attendance  was  loiS,  and  of  these  32  were  women  ;  whilst 
in  the  previous  year,  the  number  had  been  500,  of  which  number  42 
were  women. 

The  matter  was  arranged  at  the  meeting  of  the  Contributors,  in 
May,  1 871*  on  the  plan  of  having  separate  clinics  for  the  tw^o  sexes, 
and,  accordini^ly,  the  staff"  agreed  to  give,  in  addition  to  their  regular 
semi-weekly  lectures  to  the  male  students,  one  lecture  a  week  to  the 
women  students. 

This  compromise  was  carried  out  for  several  sessions^  when  the 
excitement  having  died  out,  the  former  arrangement  was  restored,  and 
since  then  separate  clinical  instruction  to  women  students  has  been 
abandoned,  and  all  the  clinical  lectures  arc  now  delivered  before 
mixed  classes. 

The  clinical  lectures  instituted  by  Dr.  Thomas  Bond  in  1766, 
have  been  continued  up  to  the  present  day,  with  only  the  temporary 
interruption  inseparable  from  the  social  disturbances  accompanying 
the  War  of  Independence  and  in  the  incidental  occupation  of  the 
Hospital  by  the  Colonial  and  British  troops  for  their  sick  and 
wounded.  Many  thousands  of  American  physicians  and  successive 
generations  of  medical  students  owe  their  medical  training  very 
largely  to  the  practical  instruction  voluntarily  given  by  the  members 
of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  The  literature  of 
medical  science  has  been  enriched  by  numerous  records  of  original 
methods  of  treatment,  new  instruments,  clinical  observations  upon 
the  effects  of  novel  remedies  and  the  results  of  operations,  with 
valuable  medical  and  surgical  statistics,  ^fhese  are  contained  in 
innumerable  published  clinical  lectures  and  contributions  to  journals 
and  are  referred  to  in  text- books  on  medicine  and  surgery  used  in 
medical  schools  all  over  the  world. 

A  brief  review  of  a  few  of  the  contributions  which  have  l>een 
made  to  medicine  and  surgery,  and  which  probably,  with  few  excep- 
tions, were  first  exhibited  and  explained  to  the  students  attending 
the  lectures  and  practice  of  the  house,  may  here  be  permitted,  in  spite 
of  its  acknow^l edged  incompleteness. 

Dr.  Thomas  Bond  devised  a  splint  for  fractures  of  the  forearm, 
which  is  still  in  use  by  surgeons. 

Dr.  Physick  first  recommended  and  practised  the  method  of 
manipulation,  for  the  reduction  of  dislocations,  in  preference  to 
pulleys  and  other  mechanical  methods  of  traction.  He  also  devised 
a  successful  treatment  of  coxalgia  or  hip-joint  disease,  by  rest  and 
immobili/ation  of  the  joint,  by  the  use  of  his  carved  splint.     He  w*as 
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the  first  in  this  country  to  practice  capillary  puncture  of  the  head  for 
hydrocephalus.       A     student   of    his,    Dr.    Harry    S.    Lefert,    while   Instruments 
attending    lectures   in  Philadelphia,   originated    the  metallic   suture.   ^"^*  Appara- 
Dr,  Physick  is  the  inventor  of  the  guiHotine  lonsillolome  and  of  the  ^^,  Members 
needle-forceiis,  which,  slightly   modified    in    form,   are   still   in    use.   of  ibe  Staff. 
According  to  the  late  Professor  S,  D.  Gross,  Dr.  Physick  introduced 
the  use  of  animal  ligatures  in  surgery,  for  tying  arteries  after  amputa- 
tions, and  also  the  practice  of  cutting  ligatyres  short  and  permitting

them  to  become  imbedded  in  the  tissues  and  allowing  them  to  be 
absorbed.  He  devised  a  novel  form  of  treatment  of  cases  of  ununited 
fracture  and  successfully  employed  it  in  a  patient,  thus  saving  a 
limb  that  otherwise  would  have  had  to  be  amputated. 

A  ward  dressing  carriagCi  introduced  in   1866,  was  invented  by 
Dr.  Thomas  G,  Morton,  and  at  the  International   Exhibition,  held

in  Philadelphia,  it  received  the  honor  of  a  certificate  of  award  by  the 
Instruments,   United  States  Centennial  Commission,  Se|)lember  27,  1R76. 

To^*"^*  ^^^  J^^"  ^y^^  Dorsey,  in  181 1,  ligatured  the  external  iliac  artery 

tiuns  dc%'tsed   ^^  ^  patient,  in   the  surgical  ward,  with  recovery  of  the  case.     This 
by  Members  vvas  the  first  time  this  oj)eration  had  been  done  in  this  hemisphere, 
of  the  Staff.  Dr^  J.  Rhea   Barton,  in   1826,  operated   by  a  new  and  original 

method  for  relief  of  anchylosis  at  the  hip-joint,  and  succeeded  in  cor- 
recting deformity  and  in  restoring  the  limb  to  usefulness-  The  widely 
celebrated  Pennsylvania  Hospital  fracture -box  and  bran  dressing  have 
also  been  ascribed  to  the  practical  mind  of  Dr.  Barton.  Dr.  Joseph  Pan- 
coast  made  the  first  successful  hip-joint  amputation  at  the  Hospital. 
It  was  in  a  man  thirty-eight  years  of  age,  with  a  large  tumor  of  the 
thigh  ;  the  patient  was  discharged  cured  after  forty-eight  days  treat- 
ment in  the  wards. 

The  present  method  of  using  straps  of  adhesive  plaster  forextcn- 
sion  and  countcr-ex tension  m  treatment  of  fractures  of  the  thigh  bone, 
with  the  use  of  sand  bags  in  the  place  of  splints,  originated  in  ihc 
surgical  wards  of  ihfs  Hospital,  and  was  first  applied  by  Dr  Elkrslie 
Wallace,  while  he  was  a  Resident  Physician.  In  1872,  Dr.  Thomas  G. 
Morton  devised  a  bed  carriage,  consisting  of  a  light  truck  ou  four 
wheels,  upon  which  beds  can  be  easily  moved,  and  patients  carried  to 
and  from  the  Clinical  Amphitheatre.  This  useful  appliance  is  still 
employed  for  this  purpose  (see  cut). 


The  medical  led  tires  have  always  illustrated  the  best  and  most 
approved  methods.  Dr.  Rush  was  the  most  prominent  physician  of 
his  day  and  undoubtedly  influenced  the  practice  of  medicine  in  this 
country  more  than  any  other  member  of  his  profession,  either  before 
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or  since  his  time.  In  his  lectures  and  treatment  **  he  paid  very  litik 
attention  to  the  name  of  a  disease  and  founded  his  treatment  on  its 
nature  and  the  conditions  of  the  system.  By  this  course/*  says 
Prof.  Bigelow\  **  he  reduced  his  materia  raedicato  a  few  active  medi- 
cines and  so  prepared  the  way  for  the  simplification  of  remedies  that 
has  been  accomplished  since  his  day."  His  observations  on  Yellow 
Fever,  Cholera,  Break  bone  Fever,  Hydrophobia,  and  Diseases  of 
Soldiers,  which  are  still  preserved,  embody  the  views  which  he  taught 
in  his  lectures. 

Dr.  Gerhard,  who,  first  established  the  essential  identity  of 
typhoid  fever  as  a  distinct  disease,  was  an  attending  physician  of  the 
Hospitab  Dr.  J,  K.  Mitchell  made  many  original  observations, 
among  which  is  that  of  the  occurrence  of  joint  affections  in  spinal  dis- 
ease, which  Charcot  has  recently  so  greatly  extended.  The  use  of  ice 
in  treatment  of  sunstroke  originated  in  the  wards  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital,  being  the  successful  treatment  devised  by  the  late  I*r  James 
J.  Levick.  AuDesthetics  for  surgical  operations  by  inhalation  of  ether, 
chloroform,  or  nitrous  oxide  gas,  were  very  promptly  introduced  into 
the  Hospital  after  their  discovery  by  Wells  and  Morton,  and  are  still 
in  daily  use.  In  the  same  way,  antiseptic  treatment  of  wounds  was 
generally  adopted,  several  years  ago,  as  the  practice  of  the  House, 
which  is  fully  abreast  of  the  best  modern  practice  in  its  appliances 
and  treatment  of  the  sick  as  well  as  the  injured. 

In  the  early  days  of  the   Hospital ,  patients  were  few  and  the   Medical 

Attending  Physicians  did  not  find  it  necessary  to  have  skilled  medical   ApP*"**"^i<^cs 

assistants ;  in  the  intervals  of  iheir  visits,  the  sick   were  left  in  ihe  A     ,,      .,  , 

the  Hospital 

care  of  the  matron  or  the  nurses.  Soon  afterwards,  the  number  of  service, 
the  sick  and  injured  increased,  as  the  public  became  acquainted  with 
the  facilities  offered  by  the  only  building  especially  constructed  for 
general  hospital  purposes  in  the  province,  and  the  Attending  Physi- 
cians brought  with  them  their  office  students,  or  apprentices,  to  follow 
the  practice  of  the  house,  to  apply  dressings,  and  render  other  assist- 
ance. The  Hospital  then  charged  a  fee  for  each  student  thus  admitted 
to  the  lectures  and  demonstrations  in  order  to  purchase  medicines  and 
to  form  a  Medical  Fund  for  the  Library.  In  1773,  the  Managers 
decided  to  take  apprentices  to  live  in  the  house,  in  order  to  learn  the 
art  of  medicine,  as  there  was  no  Medical  College  in  the  country 
at  that  time.  To  the  former  class  of  students,  the  Managers  had 
been  in  the  habit  of  giving  a  certificate  at  the  termination  of  the  term, 
signed  by  the  Managers  and  Medical  Staff,  testifying  to   the  faithful

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performance  of  duties,  and  the  completioa  of  the  couree  of  studies. 
In  the  latter  cases,  an  actual  indenture  was  drawn  up,  by  which  the 
friends  of  the  apprentice  regularly  bound  him  to  serve  the  Hospital 
for  a  period  of  five  years,  the  Managers  on  their  part  agreeing  to 
instruct  him  in  the  art  of  medicine,  etc.  (See  indenture  opposite.) 
On  leaving  the  Hospital  service,  the  young  man  had  a  suit  of 
**cloathes**  and  an  engrossed  certificate,  if  he  completed  his  engage- 
ment satisfactorily.  Besides  the  apprentices,  there  were  occasionally 
other  resident  pupils,  and,  as  the  work  in  the  wards  was  not  sufficient 
to  entirely  occupy  them,  the  Board  attempted  to  utilize  their  lime  in 
prejmring  medicines  for  the  house  and  out-patient  department.  This, 
however,  was  soon  found  to  be  impracticable  and  it  was  decided  to 
engage  a  skilled  apothecary  for  this  work. 

As  already  stated  the  Managers  at  first  accepted  the  ser\'ices 
of  medical  students,  who  acted  as  assistants  to  the  Attending  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons.  Subsequently  these  resident  students  were  made 
regularly  indentured  apprentices.  After  the  establishment  of  the 
Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  the  appren- 
tices attended  lectures  while  serving  the  Hospital  and  usually  graduated 
before  their  term  as  apprentices  had  expired.  Very  many  of  these 
young  men,  after  graduation ,  took  a  tour  abroad  and  visited  the 
hospitals  of  England  and  Scotland,  or  of  France  and  Germany,  and 
upon  their  return  home  were  subsequently  honored  by  election  to  the 
Attending  Medical  Staff  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  Since  the 
year  1824,  the  rule  then  adopted  has  been  strictly  enforced,  requiring 
Residents  to  be  graduates  in  medicine  previous  to  entering  upon  their 
duties  in  the  HospitaL 

In  addition  to  their  duties  in  the  wards  the  early  resident  phy- 
Resident  sicians  were  also  liable  to  be  called  upon  to  visit  cases  wishing  admis- 
Physiclans.  sion  into  the  Hospital,  at  their  own  homes,  in  order  to  determine 
whether  or  not  they  could  properly  be  admitted.  They  also  assisted 
at  the  Clinical  Lectures,  and  had  the  benefit  of  the  teaching  of  the 
members  of  the  staff,  in  their  weekly,  or  semi-wcekly,  clinical  lectures, 
an  enviable  privilege,  as  it  must  have  been  regarded  by  the  outside 
students,  who  had  by  their  registration  and  fee,  only  obtained  the 
right  to  witness  **  the  practice  of  the  house  "  and  to  attend  the  clinical 
lectures. 

The  first  apprentice,  Thomas  Boulter,  simply  learned  the  •*an 
and  mystery  of  the  apothecary  "  and  did  not  study  medicine.  The 
first  House  Physician,  or  Medical  Apprentice,  was  Jacob  Ehrenzeller, 
who  was  appointed  in  1773  and  left  at  the  expiration  of  his  f}ve  years 
term.     A  period  of  eight   years  then  was  allowed   to   pass   without 
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electing  his  successor,  but,  in  1786,  William  Gardener  was  indentured, 
who  also  served  for  five  years.  Edward  Cutbnsh  was  ihe  third  in  order 
of  succession  ;  he  was  elected  in  1  790  and  served  until  i794»  when  he 
was  graduated  by  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University.  Dr. 
Benjamin  Rush  was  a  pupil  of  Dr.  Redman  and  attended  the  lectures, 
but  was  not  an  apprentice  or  resident  within  the  Hospital,  Drs.  Samuel 
Betton,  Wm.  P.  C.  Barton.  Samuel  Colhoun,  and  William  Price  were 
graduatesin  medicine  before  becoming  apprentices, as  were  Drs.  Robert 
J.  Clarke,  Southey  S.  Satchell  and  Charles  B.  Jaudon,  who  were 
appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired  terms  of  other  apprentices. 

In  1824,  two  Resident  Physicians  were  elected,  Dr.  Casi>ar  Wistar 
for  two  years,  and  Dr.  Caspar  Morris,  to  serve  for  three  years. 
The  number  of  Residents  continued  to  be  two  until,  at  a  meeting 
held  May,  18^8,  it  was  resolved  to  increase  the  number  to  three,  each 
to  serve  for  fwo  years.  A  few  years  later,  the  term  was  reduced  to 
eighteen  months,  and  subsequently  (in  1888)  this  was  increased  to 
twenty  months,  the  first  four  months  to  be  st>ent  in  the  Department 
for  the  Insane  and  the  remainder  of  the  service  divided  between  the 
Medical  and  the  Surgical  Wards  in  the  Department  for  the  sick  and 
injured-  A  fourth  Resident  Physician  was  added  in  response  to  the 
following : 

At  a  meeting;  of  tlie  Medical  Staff,  hfld  May  i^th,  1877,  the  following  was 
adopted  : 

Rtioh^ed,  that  we  respectfully  ask  the  Board  of  Managers  lo  appoint  an 
additional  resident  Physician  to  the  Hospital,  011  account  of  the  greatly  increased 
duties  required  of  the  Refiidents. 

Early  in  1894  the  Board  appointed  a  sixth  Resident  Physician 
and  increased  the  term  to  twenty-four  months. 

On  leaving  the  Hospital  at  the  ternriination  of  the  period  of  service 
of  each  Resident  Physician,  it  is  customary  for  the  Managers  to  pass  a 
complimentary  vote  acknowledging  faithful  service  and  giving  the 
privilege  of  the  use  of  the  Litirary  and  the  practice  of  the  House. 

The  Association  of  the  Ex-Resident  Physicianj^  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital  was  organized  in  the  year  1885,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reviving  old  friendships,  developing  fraternal  intercourse  as  P"y***^'^"s. 
Physicians,  and  to  show  the  continued  interest  of  its  members  in  the 
welfare  of  an  institution  that  had  contributed  largely  to  their  ])rofes* 
sional  education. 

Being  the  oldest,  active  Ex-Resident,  Prof.  Henry  H.  Smith,'  of 
Phila.,  was  chosen,  at  the  first  meeting.  President  of  the  Association  and 
a  Committee  of  Arrangements  was  appointed,  to  serve  for  each  annual 

*D1ed,  March,  1890. 
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meeting,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  being  the  Senior  Resident 
Physician  of  each  year.  These  Chairmen  have  been  as  follows :  in  1885, 
Dr.  Orville  Horwitz ;  18S6,  Dr.  Thomas  S.  K.  Morton;  1887, 
Dr.  Samuel  B.  Shoemaker;  1888,  Dr.  Walter  D,  Green.  Four  other 
members  of  the  Association,  incUiding  one  of  the  Staff,  constituted 
the  Committee  for  each  year. 

The  annual  meetings  of  the  Association  are  held  in  the  Library 
of  the  Hospitalt  on  Pine  Street,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  a  simple  repast  (paid  fur  by  the  Association)  encourages 
social  intercourse.  Occasionally,  papers  of  general  medical  interest, 
or  connected  with  the  history  of  the  Institution,  or  its  **  inedited 
legends/'  are  presented  by  some  member  of  the  Association  ;  though 
the  main  object  of  each  meeting  is  the  preservation  of  a  Brotherhood 
between  the  Resident  Physicians  of  the  various  periods  of  service. 
This  Association  has  been  previously  referred  to  in '  these  pages 
(page  103). 

The  following  Ex- Residents  became  widely  known  in  Philadel- 
phia and  elseivhere  for  their  professional  skill,  much  of  their  reputa- 
tion being  due  to  the  training  and  knowled.E^e  they  acf]uired  in  serving 
the  institution:  Samuel  Cooper,  Thomas  Horsefield,  Joseph  Harts- 
horne,  Samuel  C.  Hopkins,  Samuel  Betton,  John  Wilson  Moone, 
Benjamin  S,  Janney,  John  Rhea  Barton »  Benjamin  H,  Coatcs,  Jason 
O'B.  I^wrence,  Thomas  H.  Ritchie,  Reynell  Coates,  Caspar  Wistar, 
Caspar  Morris,  George  Fox,  Thomas  Stewardson,  Jr.,  George  W. 
Norris,  Thomas  S.  Kirkbride,  Wm.  W.  Gerhard,  John  F.  Meigs, 
Edward  Hartshorne.  Many  others,  yet  living,  also  illustrate  the  value 
of  the  clinical  experience  obtained  while  serving  as  Residents  in  the 
Hospital. 

Some  of  the  Resident  Physicians  who  gave  promise  of  great 
usefulness  in  their  profession  died  soon  after  entering  upon  the  active 
duties  of  their  profession,  shortly  after  leaving  the  Hospital.  Among 
these  was  Samuel  Coo|>er  (1792-97),  who  perished  while  acting  as 
assistant  jihysician  at  the  Yellow  Fever  Hospital,  during  the  epidemic 
in  Philadelphia  of  the  year  1798.  Dr.  Edward  Rhoads  (1864-65), 
died  with  the  dropsy  and  Brighl's  disease  a  few  months  after  leaving 
the  Hospital.  Horace  Binney  Hare  (1866-67),  perished  with 
pulmonary  disease  at  the  beginning  of  a  most  brilliant  career. 
Elliott  Richardson  (1868-70),  lived  to  serve  the  Institution  for 
several  years  as  surgeon  to  the  Out- Patient  Department,  but  died 
before  he  had  reaped  the  reward  of  his  industry  and  application. 
Edward  W.  Jameson  (1875-75),  began  practice  in  a  western  city  and 
was  stricken  with  pneumonia  within  a  few  years  after  leaving  the 
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Hospital,  Frank  C.  Hand  (1877-78),  received  an  appointment  in  the 
Out-Patient  Dt()artment  and  was  preparing  for  active  professional 
life  when  he  was  tsuddenly  called  away.  John  G,  Lee  (i8So-8j), 
lived  for  a  longer  period,  and  was  the  Physician  to  the  Coroner^s 
Office  for  several  years  before  his  death.  George  T.  Lewis  (1882-85), 
Charles  Meigs  Wilson  (1883-84),  and  Samuel  B,  Shoemaker 
(1886-87),  also  did  not  survive  many  years  their  service  as  Resident 
Physicians  in  the  Hospital ;  the  latter,  having  t>een  elected  to  the  Out- 
Patient  Department,  died  April  2,  1893,  shortly  after  his  appointment*

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BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCHES  OF  HOSPITAL  PHYSICIANS 


Thomas  Grakmk,  horn  in  Balgowan, 
Perthshire,  ( Jrluber  2f\  1688,  was  de- 
scended fro»ii  an  nnricnt  family  in  Scot- 
land and  came  to  America  with  Gov- 
ernor Keith. 

In  1726,  he  was  a  mem  Iter  of  tine  Vut- 
vincial  Council ;  and  on  the  8th  of  April, 
173T,  was  Appoimed  Judge  of  the  S\i- 
prcme  Court  of  the  Province,  a  position 


which  he  rftatned  nntil  1750.  In  I7«>i 
he  was  appointed  coiKsuHinR  Surgeon  in 
extraordniary  cases,  to  the  I'ennsylvania 
Hospitah  He,  for  many  years,  was  Col- 
li-dor  of  the  Port  of  Pliihiiielpliia.  Dr. 
Graeme  was  the  hrst  Prcsitleiil  of  the  St. 
Andrews  Society  ajul  was  an  oriij^inal 
member  of  the  American  Philiisophical 
Society. 

The'  "  Pennsylvania  Gajtette  "  of  Sep- 
tember 9,  1772/ contains  the  following  : 

*^  On  Friday  last,  September  4»  177*, 
died  suddenly,  at  his  seat  at  Graeme 
[*ark,  Thomas  (iracme,  Ksq.,  M.  D.,  aged 
ei^jhty-fonr  yeiirs.  Naval  Offoer  of  the 
Port  of  Philadelphia,  He  was  dcsiendi^d 
from  an  luuicnt  family  in  Scotland,  and 
possessed  all  the  n  at  viral  talents  of  a 
lientleman,  imn roved  by  a  liberal  educa- 
tion. He  was  nlest  with  a  cfi-ar  Head,  a 
Masculine  I'nderstandinp,  an<l  a  happy 
SuKacity,  which  justly  placed  him  for 
Half  a  Century  at  the  Head  of  his  Pro- 
fession, as  a  Physician,  in  this  city.  His 
Practice  was  fair  and  honorable,  dis- 
tinguished as  well  by  his  Medical  Abili- 
ties and  coimnunicative  Ten^per,  as  by  a 
Uiitural  Philanthropy,  that  led  him 
equally  to  the  most  atTectionate  and  dili- 
lijent  Attendance  on  all  his  Patients,  and 
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to  the  charitable  Relief  of  the  iiuttierous 
Pocir  who  applied  to  Irim.     He  likewise   ' 
long  tilled  an  tmportanl  civil  office,  closely 
connected  with  llie  TnidihK  Intere?it  of  i 
this  Province  ;  and,  hatin^f  Covelctusnuss,    ] 
conducted  himself  therein  with  so  much   ! 
justice  and  Moderation,  that   he  carried    | 
to  the  Grsvc  with  him^  a  character  imi-   i 
versally    beloved    for    Inte^^riiy    in    his 
public  Trust,  as  well  as  for  the  Amiable 
Virtues  of  Humanity  in  his  private  Sta- 
tion. From  Tempera  net',  and  an  extraor- 
dinary Vi^or  of  Constitution,  he  attained 
fullness  of  Years, 

**  He  was  interred  Sunthty  Forenoon* 
in  Christ  Churchyard,  in  this  city,  and 
the  Esteem  in  which  he  lived,  was'  testi- 
'  lied  by  the  great  concourse  of  rt*s|iect- 
Able  Inhabtta^nts  of  all  Denominations, 
who  attended  his  funeral/' 


In  1738  he  married  Hannah,  daughter 
of  Thomas  Lambert, 

He  died  November  14,  1779,  aged  sev- 
enty-two years. 

Samuel  Preston  Moork,  l->om  in 
Philadelphia,  in  1710,  was  the  son  of 
Richard  and  Margaret  P.  M<*ore,  His 
mother  was  the  daughter  ot  Samuel 
Preston,  the  Counsellor,  his  father  was  a 
physician,  anci  for  several  years  a  Com- 
mon Councihnan  of  Philadelphia.  Dr. 
fVTi^K^re  was  elected  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  in  1751  a  Consultant  in  extra- 
ordinary cases,  and  resi^^ed  in  1759. 

He  was  the  fourth  Treasurer  of  the 
Hospital  and  served  as  such  from  1768  to 
1769- 

On  August  12,1739,  '^<^  married  Hannah^ 
daughter  of  Doctor  Richard  HiU. 

Dr.  Moore  wa.s  Tnislee  of  the  General 
Loan  nfhce  and  Provhicial  Treausurer 
frtmi  December  4,  1754,  to  Ortolnrr  15, 
176S, 

He  dierl  July  15,  1785,  in  [the  arvcnty- 
fifth  year  of  his  age. 

John  Rrdman  was  born  in  Philadel- 
phia, February  27,  1722,  and  studied 
n^edicine  under  Dr,  John  Kearsley,  Jr. 
He  then  visited  Bermuda  and  remained 
there  for  several  years.  Subsequently  he 
resided  in  Edinburgh  one  year ;  attended 
lectures,  tiissections  anJ  hospitals  In 
Paris,  and  was  graduated  at  L^eyden,  July 
15,  i74'S.  After  remaining  some  time  at 
CfUy's  HoRjjital,  London,  he  returned  to 
Philadelphia  and  devoted  himself  to  the 
practice  of  niedictne. 

Dr,  Redman  was  a  member  of  Com- 
mon C.iuncil  in  1751  ;  a  Trustee  of  the 
College  of  Philadelphia  in  1765,  and  later 


Thomas  Cahwalader,  M.  D.,  was 
!>orn  in  Philadelphia  alx^ut  1707.  After 
finishing  his  stuaies  here  he  completed 
his  medical  education  in  Kurope. 

l>n  his  return  to  Philadelphia,  he  com- 
menced the  practice  of  medicine. 

In  1765  he  became  a  member  of  the 
Provincial  Council.  He  became  a  member 
HO f  the  American  Philosophical  Society  in 
1768*  and  vice-president  in  176^.  He 
also  was  a  Member  of  the  Society  for 
Promoting  Useful  Knowledge ;  and 
Medical   IHrertor  of  the  Army  Hospital. 

Dr.  Catlwalader  pulilislu'd  an  Kssii>'  t>n 
*■  the  Iliac  Passion  "  in  1740,  and  also  an 
'* Essay  on  the  West  India  Dry  Gripes, 
Avith  the  Method  of  Curing  that  Great 
Distemper/'  to  which  was  added  an  '*  Ex- 
Iraordinary  Case  in  Physic,  Printed  and 
sold  by  B.  Franklin  1745.** 

He  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Slafl"  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1751,  and 
resigned  1777, 


the  President  (1786  to  1805).  He  was  a 
member  of  the  American  Plnlosophical 
Society,  a  Fellow  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians from    1787  to  iSt»S,   and   its  first 
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President  (178610  1805).  He  served  for 
many  years  as  Triistet^  of  the  Colleffe  of 
New  jersey.  He  was  an  ekier  of  the 
Second  Presbylcriaii  Churchy  PKiladel- 
phia,  in  1784, 

Dr.  Redman  was  elected  one  of  the 
ConsnldnK:  Staff  of  tlie  Pennsylvania 
Hofliiital  ill  175U  -ind  resijt^uicl  in  178*1, 
In  1759  he  published  *"  A  Uefuiice  of 
Inorulalion/' 

He  was  highly  respected  in  the  cotu- 
111  unity  on  account  of  Ins  I  benevolent 
character  and  professiomil  skill  ;  ihc  fol- 
lowing little  gem  preserved  among  the 
papers  of  Dr.  Benjiiniin  Rusfi^  who  was 
his  nupil,  shows  his  exalted  views  of  the 
meoical  profession : 

*'  Dr.  Redman's  Toast— The  dignity 
and  success  of  the  healinjt  art ;  and  kniK 
health  and  competent  wealth,  and  ex- 
<^nisite  happiness  to  the  individual  prac- 
titioner who  makes  the  health,  and  com- 
fort and  happiness  of  hts  fellow  mortals 
one  of  the  chief  ends  and  delijjhts  of  his 
life,  and  acts  therein  from  motives  that 
render  him  superior  to  all  the  difiiculties 
he  may  have  to  enccFunter  in  the  pursuit 
thereof." 

Dr.  Redman  died  March  19,  1808,  aged 
eighty -six  years.

Dr.  Bond  joined  St.  John's,  the  first 
loilge  in  America  of  Freeina-stjns,  on 
ihe  third  of  June,  1734,  and  wasappninted 
Senior  Oand  Warden  <*f  the  Grand 
LodjiCj  in  1755,  by  iirand  Master  William 
Allen. 

At  the  ovitbreak  of  the  Revolution, 
Dr.  Br»nd,  then  past  his  sixtieth  year, 
tendered  his  services  to  his  country,  in 
the  following  letter,  dated  Deceinlx"r4p 
1776,  to  the  Connnittce  of  Safety,  which 
received  a  favorable  response  and  Ixilh 
father  and  son  rendered  distinguished 
services  to  the  American  cause  by  organ - 
ijting  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
Army 

"  When  I  see  sm  many  of  my  Friends 
and  valuable  fellow citiicens  exjKDsing 
themselves  totlie  HutMrsof  War,  J  think 
it  my  indispensable  l>uly  to  make  a 
tender  of  the  best  services  in  my  Power, 
upon  condition  that  1  can  have  the  joint 
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assistanctf  of  my  Sun  in  the  great  undcr- 
tiikiti)^,  who,  I  am  ctrtaitn  you  will  find  on 
Enquiry »  has  already  distinj^uishtd  him 
sdf  in  this  department. 

'*  As  I  am  told  many  of  the  sick  are 
near  the  city,  ihv  scmni-r  this  matter  is 
concknled  on.  the  l>etter.*' 

The  •'  Pennsylvania  Gazette**  of  April 
3,  17^4,  stales  that 

'*  He  was  one  of  a  few  gentlemen  who 
planned  the  first  seminary  of  learning  in 
this  city,  on  whidi  was  soon  afterwards 
engrafted  to  the  College  of  Philadel- 
phia, afterwards  the  University  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania.  He  was^  to  the 
last,  a  Hnithfu!  Trnstee  of  it  ;  and  when 
the  medical  schools  were  built  on  this 
foundation,  the  gentlemen  who  proptjsed 
and  digested  the  measure  thought  it 
nertssary  lit  the  design,  that  it  should 
enjoy  the  aid  uf  the  Hr's,  skill  and  experi- 
ence by  his  delivering  annually  to  tlie 
pupils  ;i  course  of  Clinical  Lectures  in 
the  Hospital.  On  this  occasion,  he  must 
have  received  peculiar  satisfaction  in 
being  connected  in  his  medical  instruc- 
tions with  an  institution  which  at  the 
same  time  that  it  reflects  the  highest 
honor  on  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  nu  t  at 
first  with  diflicnlties,  which  were  removed 
by  a  voluntary  oflcT  of  the  Doctor,  and 
two  other  ennnent  physicians,  to  ^ive 
their  professional  services  to  the  ]iro- 
jected  Hospital,  a  promise  wdiich  he  has 
ever  since  faithfully  fulfilled,  besides  con 
tributin^  to  it  in  a  pecuniary  way,  mid 
encountering  the  early  dilTicnltics  of  the 
desJKn  by  serving  as  one  of  its  first 
Managers. 

"He  was  a  principal  founder  of  the 
American  Philosophical  Society  ;  he 
always  took  a  leading  part  in  what  tended 
to  the  honour  and  usefulness  of  the  de- 
sign and  was  its  first  Vice-President,  in 
w^hich  station  he  continued  to  his  death, 

**  When,  of  hite  years,  some  public, 
spirited  gentlemen  had  fonnetl  them 
selves  into  a  Humane  Society,  for  the 
recovery  of  [)crsans  supposed  to  he 
drowned  ;  they,  soon  after  their  estab- 
lislinient.  eleite<l  P'r,  Bond  their  Presi- 
dent, with  great  propriety,  placing  tit  the 
head  of  sncli  an  institution  a  gentlemnn, 
whose  practice  was  not  more  distin 
guislied  by  any  one  circumstance,  than 
htshmnane  attendance  on  those  whom  he 
knew  to  be  unable  to  make  satisfaction 
for  his  services. 

''  t>n  Sunday  his  remains  were  interrerl 
in  Christ  Church  burial  ground,  with  such 
an  allendanie  of  his  fellowcitixens,  as 
was  due  to  the  mtiiu>ry  of  a  gentlenian, 
who  had  gone  through  life  inofTensivelv 
to  all  men  ;  with  good  humour  and  kintJ- 
ness  to  the  whole  circle  f»f  his  acquaint- 
ance ;  and  with  fidelity  and  affection  to 
his  friends.'* 


On  tlie  tombstone  in  Christ  Church  ts 
the  following  : 

"In  Memory  of  Thomas  Bond,  M.  D. 
who  practise<f  Ph3'sic  and  Surgery  with 
signal  reputation  and  success  nearly  half 
&  Century  lamented  and  belovi-d  by 
many,  respected  and  esteemed  by  all,  and 
adorned  by  literary  hrmurs  sustained  by 
birn  with  dignity.  He  departed  this  life 
March  26,  1784.     Aged  72  years. 


pHtNEAS  Bond  was  born  in  Maryland 
in  1717.  After  being  educated  in  the 
place  of  his  nativity  he  studied  medicine 
and  p;issed  a  considerable  time  at  Ucy- 
den,  Paris,  Edinburgh,  and  L/jndon.  In 
conjunction  with  Thomas  Hopkinson, 
Tencli  Francis  and  Richard  Peters,  he 
organized  the  College,  now  the  University 
fvf  Pennsylvanta,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  first  Board  of  Trustees. 

Dr.  Bond,  was  a  member  of  Common 
Council  of  Philadelphia  from  1747  until 
his  death.  He  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  American  Philosophioxl  Society, 
also  of  the  Society  of  St,  George  and  the 
Hand  in  Hand  Fire  Company. 

t>r.  Bond,  with  his  brother,  Dr. 
Thouias  BontI,  took  an  active  part  in  the 
orgmnization  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital and  was  a  member  of  the  first  med- 
ical staff  and  served  from  1751  until  his 
decease. 

He  died  June  11,1773,  aged  fifty-su 
years. 

The  following  extract  is  from  "The 
Pennsylvania  Gaaette  "  of  June  14,  1771: 

"  Farly  on  Friday  nmrning  last,  to  ihc 
inexpressible  grief  of  all  who  knrw  him. 
depart eil  tliis  life  in  his  fifly-sfifth  year» 
E>r  Phineas  Bond,  a  gentleman  long  and 
justly  acknowledged  to  be  of  the  first 
eminence  in  his  profession.  Learned, 
judicitjus,  and  rational, a  sagartctus  ob- 
server and  diligent  follower  of  nature; 
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liohly  r.iKsed  aLK>ve  every  low  art  or 
viilnar  pnjudire;  he  stKjii  actiuired  a 
rcptitation  alike  solid  i\nd  uiK-iiviL-d. 
Honest,  candid,  cheerful,  and  sin  cure  ;  of 
manners  gi-niie,  and  conversaliun  in- 
strtictive :  mjiiiifestinK  the  very  soul  of 
beiitvolenre  and  luimanity  in  allhis  con- 
duct ;  he  was  one  of  ihosc  happy-leiii- 
|>cred  men  who  could  not  be  known  with- 
oul  beinjc  loved,  and  therefore  hardly 
ever  had  a  patient  in  whom  he  had  not  a 
friend.  Ai*  his  practice  was  extensive, 
it  is  not  to  be  wondered  then,  that  we 
havt%  perhaps,  never  had  anuinj^  us  a 
person  in  whose  hfe  uuire  >iood  men  of 
all  ranks  atid  denominations  seemed  to 
have  interested  themselves,  than  in  his. 
This  was  ahnntlantly  evideticed  hy  his 
affectionate  fellow  citizens,  as  well  dur- 
ing his  last  iUness,  i\s  at    his  interment." 

William  Shippkn',  born  in  Philadel- 
phia, October  I*  1712.  studied  medicine 
iimier  r>r.  John  Kearsley,  Jr. 

He  was  a  dt^le^ate  from  Pennsylvania 
to  the  Continental  Congress,  November 
JO,  1778,  and  aj<ain  November  i.i,  1779. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  American  Philo- 
sophical Society  in  1767,  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent in  1779.  He  was  also  a  founder  of 
the  Second  Preshyteriiin  Church  of  which 
he  was  a  member ;  Trustee  of  the  Cob 
lege  of  Phibdelphta,  and  one  of  its 
founders,  and  during  the  greater  ]Kirt  of 
his  life  he  was  a  Trustee  o(  the  College 
of  New  Jersey. 

Actuated  by  a  patriotic  desire  to  aid  in 
supplying  the  deficiency-  of  means  to 
obtain  a  medical  education  in  the  Col- 
onies, he  gave  his  son  the  advantage  of 
the  tx-st  training  in  the  profession  and 
sent  him  to  Kurope.  tJu  his  return,  in 
17H2,  he  encouraged  him  to  deliver  a 
course  of  lectures  on  Anatomy,  and  thus 
prepared  the  way  fur  the  establishment 
of  a  Medical  School  in  America. 

Dr.  Shippen  was  elected  to  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in 
175^,  and  resigned  in  1778. 

He  died  November  4,  1801.  aged  eighty 
nine  years. 

His  uHide  of  life  was  simple  and  it  was 
said  that  up  to  his  final  illness  he  had 
never  tasted  wine  nor  spirits.  His  temper 
was  never  rulBed  and  his  benevolence 
was  without  stint. 

CADW\LAnER  Evans  was  one  of  the 
first  pupils  r.f  Dr,  Thomas  Btmd.  On 
cnmpletmg  his  studies  here,  he  sailt-d  ftjr 
England  with  the  view  of  rmisliing  hts 
medical  educatiou  at  Edinburgh.  At  this 
time  war  existed  between  Si»ain,  Franct- 
and  Knglandj  and  the  vfssel  in  which  he 
sailed  was  cajitured  by  a  Sf>anish  priva- 
teer and  carrie(i  on  to  Hayli.  where 
he  was  attacked  by  a  severe  fever.  After- 


Wiirds  be  went  to  Jamaica,  where  he 
engaged  in  medical  practice  for  about 
two  years,  when  lie  sailed  for  England, 

flaving  resided  a  year  at  Kdniburgh, 
and  London,  he  returned  and  com- 
mencetl  the  practice  of  medicine  in 
Philadelphia. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  oi 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1759,  '" 
which  ptisition  he  continued  until  his 
drath,  June  jo.  1773, 

He  was  buried  in  Friends'  Ctround^it 
North  W'alfs. 


John  Morgan,  s»m  of  Evan  Morgan,  a 
Welshman,  who  had  longbfen  a  rt^sitk^ni 
of  the  Province,  was  born  in  Philadel- 
phia in  17.55,  and  received  a  cUtssical  edu- 
cation at  Nottingham  Academy,  Chester 
Co,,  Penua.  He  was  transferred  to  the 
College  of  Philadelphia  and  ou  May  17, 
1757,  received  the  degree  of  A.  B,  at 
the  first  commencement  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

He  studied  medicine  under  Dr.  John 
Rednuni  for  six  years,  thirteen  months  of 
which  he  spent  in  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital as  Resident  Apothecary,  uihI  at  the 
close  of  his  term,  lie  dt* voted  himstlf,  for 
four  years,  to  military  life.  Alth<nigh 
he  held  a  Lieutenant's  commission, 
April  I ,  T  7  5H .  h  e  a  ct  e<l  c  h  ie  fl  y  as  su  r ge<  m, 
hi  the  war  between  (ireat  Britain  and  her 
colimies  and  rranrt- ;  at  the  close  of  the 
war  he  resigned  from  the  army. 

In  1760,  htr  attended  lectures  and  dis- 
sections of  Cu  lien  and  John  Hunter  in 
Lond<m,  then  spent  two  years  tn  Kdin- 
Inirgh  untler  the  instruction  of  Monroe, 
Cullen.  Rutherford,  and  Hopi*  ;  reretv- 
ing  in  1773  the  degree  ol  Doctor  in  Medi- 
cine, his  thesis  was  an  elalwrate  prv>fhic- 
tion  on  "  Suppuration  and  the  Formation 
of  Pus/'  which  was  afterwards  pub- 
lished. 

From  Edintiurgh.  he  went  to  Paris, 
studying  Anatomy  with  M.  Sue ;  he  had

acquired  I  he  art  of  milking  aiiatomiral 
preparatioiite  in  London  from  *'  the  two 
HiiHttTs.'*  At  a  meet in^  of  the  French 
Academy  of  Surj;erv%  in  1764,  at  Paris,  he 
shrjwt-d  a  preparation  of  the  vessels  of 
the  kidney  which  he  hud  executed,  and 
was  the  fir*t  to  make  known  the  art  in 
Parts  antl  the  South  of  France,  He  Uxyk 
seat  in  the  Royal  Academy  of  Sur^^ery  at 
Paris,  having  been  made  correspondent 
on  July  5,  1764.  FiurinK  this  summer  he 
travelled  in  France,  Switzerland,  and 
Italy,  visiting  the  Meilical  Schools,  Hos- 
pitals,  and  f>ublic  Institutions.  He  made 
the  acquaintance  during?  his  travels  of 
Mf>rK;agni,  l*rofessor  ol  Anatomy  at 
Pathja,  to  whom  he  had  letters  from 
Ur.  Sevati,  of  Bologna  ;  from  Padua  he 
went  to  Switzerland,  and  returned  in 
the  autumn  to  London  where  he  was 
made  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
London,  Licentiate  of  the  Rtiyal  College 
of  Physicians^  London,  and  kdinhurgh. 

He  returned  to  Philadelphia  early  in 
1765.  With  Dr.  Shippen,  Jr.,  be  was  the 
pioneer  in  systematic  medical  teaching 
in  America.  He  had  the  honor  of  hold- 
ing the  first  medical  professorship  in  this 
country,  being  elected  May  3.  1765,  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  College  of  Philadel- 
phia, to  the  Chair  of  Theory  and  Prac- 
tice of  Physic.  At  the  comuiencement 
exercises,  which  lasted  two  days,  May  30 
and  31,  he  delivered  the  famous  Inaug- 
ural Address  which  had  been  prepared 
in  Paris,  entitled  **  A  Disicourse  upon  the 
Institution  of  Medical  Schools  in 
America,**  In  1769,  he  saw  the  fruits  of 
his  labor,  for  in  that  year  five  students 
received  the  first  degrees  tn  medicine 
that  were  conferred  in  America.  I>r.  Mor- 
gan was  also  active  in  establishing  the 
American  Philosophical  Society.  In  1773 
he  visited  Jamaica  to  obtain  donations 
for  the  advancement  of  general  literature 
in  the  College  of  Philadelphia  in  which 
he  was  greatly  interested.  In  October, 
[775,  he  was  appomted  by  Congress,  Di- 
rector-General and  Physicianin-t'hief  of 
the  General  Hospital  of  the  American 
Army.  In  1777,  the  dissensions  I  between 
the  surgeons  of  the  General  Hos|>ital  and 
of  the  regimentSj,  and  other  circum- 
stances, gave  rise  to  calumnies  against 
him,  and  he  was  removed  from  oftice 
without  an  op[>ortuiiity  to  vindicate  him- 
self; he  subsequently  applied  fur  a 
special  committee  for  a  special  com- 
mittee of  Congress,  to  investigate  the 
charges  and  was  honorably  acquitted. 

He  served  as  a  member  of  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  Hospital  from  1773,  to  1777, 
and  was  again  elected  in  1778,  and 
served  until  1783, 

Dr.  Morgan,  it  is  said,  was  the  first 
man  in  Philadelphia  Ut  carrv  a  silk  um- 
brella. 


During  his  six  years  apprenticeship 
with  Dr.  John  Redman,  he  had  served  in 
the  pLnnsylvania  Hospital,  and  had  put 
up  all  the  prescriptiiuis  «>f  the  Attcndinji; 
Physicians  l^jr  more  than  a  year.  This 
early  experience  of  Dr.  Morj^an  in  the 
Afiothecary  shopufthe  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital, doubtless  taught  him  the  impor- 
tance of  ],>!iarmacy  as  a  special  branch  of 
study,  and  in  his  subsequent  practice,  he 
confined  himself  to  visiting  the  sick  and 
writing  prescri[>tions,  but  did  not  dis- 
jiensc  his  own  medicine.  This  plan  has 
since  been  generally  adopted  by  the 
representative  physicians  of  this  coun- 
try, although  it  was  a  daring  inuovation 
at  the  time  that  Dr.  Morgan  Introduced 
it 

He  published  "  Tentanien  Medicum 
de  Puris  Confeclione,'*  U763):  '*  A  Dis- 
course upon  the  Institution  of  Meilical 
Schools  in  America,''  (1765);  *'  Four  Dis- 
sertations on  the  Reciprocal  Advanlnjges 
of  a  Perpetual  Union  between  Great  Bri- 
tain and  her  American  Cohmies,"  (1766); 
'*  A  Recommendation  of  In-  ■  "i  o.*.n/* 
11766);    *' A  V^indication  of  1  r- 

acter  in  the  Station  of  Dtre*  i  il, 

etc." 

He  died  October  15^  1789,  aged  fifty- 
three  years, 

CifARLEs  Moore,  was  horn  March  25. 
1724.  He  )(raduated  in  Methcine  at  live 
I'niversity  of  Edinlmrgh,  Scotland,  in 
1752. 

In  1773,  he  was  elected  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital  and  resigned  in  1774, 
He  was  a  Fellow  of  the  College  ol 
Physicians. 

He  sulfsequently  practised  his  profciS* 
sion  in  Montgomerj''  County,  Penna,, 
where  he  died  August  1:9,  iSoi,  and  was 
buried  in  Friends*  Ground  at  North 
Wales. 


Adam  Kitmn  was  born  in  German - 
town,  Philadelphia,  November  17,  1741  , 
his  grandfather  was  John  Christopher 
Knhn,  his  r,ither,  Adam  Simon  Kuhn, 
both  natives  of  Suabia  ;  they  emigrated 
to  Philadelphia  in  1733;  his  father  was  an 
educated  man,  a  successful  and  skillful 
medical  practitioner.  He  removed  to 
l^in caster  where  he  became  a  magistrate 
nf  the  iKjrougli  and  an  elder  of  the  Luth- 
eran  Church. 

Dr.  Adam  Kuhn's  early  studies  in  medi- 
cine  were  with  his  father.  In  1761  he  pro- 
ceeded 10  Norway- and  Sweden,  where  he 
studied  botany  under  Linmeus  and  other 
professors  tif  the  University  of  Upsal, 
until  1764  ;  he  also  resided  in  London  for 
one  year  ;  then  went  to  Edinburgh  where 
he  received   his  degree  of   M.  D.  in  1767 
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from  the  University,  his  thesis  bvhiji 
**  De  Lavatinne  FYiKida." 

After  visitinji  Krame^  Holland  and 
Gennany,  he  rctyrntrrl  to  America  in 
1768,  and  wiLs  at  cmce  appoinltid  (*ni- 
fessorof  Mjiterir*  Medica  ;i!u1  Fioti^tny  in 
the  Ca\  !  ]  t'Ke  o  t  P  h  i  1  a  ( ie  I  ph  I  a  ;  h  e  com  - 
menced  his  first  course  of  lectures  in 
May,  three  months  after  his  arrival  from 
Europe.  He  continued  in  his  position 
twenty  one  years,  until  Iransferrtd  to  the 
chair  of  Practice. 

In  January  1774,  he  was  one  of  the 
physicians  of  the  wiciety  lor  inoculating 
the  [>oor.  He  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Collej^eof  Physicians  and  its  presi- 
dent in  1808,  and  also  a  mentber  of  the 
A m  e  rt  ca n  P  h  i  losoph  i  cal  Society. 

He  was  Professor  of  Theory  and  Prac- 
tice of  Medicine  in  the  Univcrsily  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  (17H9)  and  was 
transferred  to  the  same  chair  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  in  1792,  from 
winch  he  resij^ned  in  1797. 

He  was  twice  elected  to  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  Hospital ;  he  served  from 
J774  to  1781,  and  from  1782  lo  17^,  when 
he  resigned. 

He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Isaac  Hart  man.  Esq,,  in  the  Island  of 
St   Croix,  May,  17H0. 

!t  is  said  of  him.  '*  He  was  not  remark- 
able  for  the  puwer  of  imagination  ;  but 
in  sonnd  judgment  he  greatly  excelled." 

Dr.  Kuhn's  talent  for  ohservaLion  was 
pr4»foiind.    Ik'  was  througli  life  a  sUidious 
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reader,  a  h>ver  of  nvusir  from  his  youth : 
remarkably  abstendous  and  regular  in 
his  diet  antl  neat  in  his  persim  ;  he  was 
refierved  in  his  general  Ttitercourse,  hut 
affahle  and  communicative  in  the  ann- 
pany  of  his  friends.  His  manners  were 
void  of  ostenlalion  or  assumpti<in. 

He  dit'd  July  5     1817,   in   the  seventy 
sixth  year  of  his  age. 


Tn<jMAs  PvKKE  was  boFU  in  East  Cain 
Township,  Chester  County,  Pa.,  August 
6,  1749;  he  was  studt-nt  of  medicine  under 
Dr.  Cadwalailer  Evans  and  received  the 
degree  of  Bacht-lor  of  Medicine  from  the 
College  of  Phda<lel|)liia,  June  5.  1770, 


In  1771  he  went  to  Londim  and  attended 
fiuy's  and  St.  Thomas's  Hos|>itals  and 
then  went  to  Edinburgh.  In  1773  he  re- 
turned to  Philadelphia  and  entered  into 
partnership  with  hisprerqitt*r,  Dr.  Evans, 
in  the  practice  of  medicine. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  American  Phil- 
osophical Society,  President  of  the  Col- 
U'ge  of  Physicians  and  a  Director  of  the 
Philadelphia  Library. 

Hv  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  oj 
the  Hospital   in    1777>   and   resigtied   m 

In  April.  r775.  he  married  Rachel,  the 
eldest  daughter  of  James  Pemhtrion. 

He  died  on  January  9,  1835,  aged  eigh- 
ty-five years. 

Jamks  fIrrc'HlN's<iN,  son  of  Randal 
Hutciiinsfrn^a  highly  respectetl  farmer  and 
large  land  owner,  hehmging  to  the  Society 
of  Friends,  was  lx»rn  in  Wakefield  Tow*n- 
ship,  Bucks  C*ounly,  Pa„  January  29,  1752. 
His  early  education  be^an  in  Burlington, 
and  was  contintied  in  Virginia,  He  re- 
turned t<i  conifjlete  a  collegiate  course  at 
the  College  of  Philadel]ihia,  where  he 
gratluated  with  the  first  honors  of  his 
class  and  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts. 

He  studied  medicine  with  Dr.  Cadwal- 
ader  Evans  and  attended  the  medical 
lectures  of  the  i'olkge.  In  1774  he  grad- 
uated as  Bachel«vr  of  Medicine,  when  he 
received  a  gold  medal  as  a  testimonial  of 
hi*5  ability  and  attain nunts.  more  partic- 
ularly in  tlie  department  of  Chemistry, 
In  ihf  same  year,  hi*  weiU  to  Europt-and 
availed  himself  t\[  the  in.struction  of  Dr. 
Fothergill. 
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Mi>^  ri'iiim  ht»tiitr  (by  the  way  of  France) 
in  i777.  wus  Haslenerl  by  tlie  |H)titical 
event  of  the  times  as  he  was  bearer  of  im- 
portant dispatches  from  I>r.  FriiiikliiK 
then  A  merit  an  Minister,  to  tlie  Conj^ress 
of  the  UnUed  Slates.  When  uii  the 
Anu-rii'an  roast,  his  vessel  was  rhtised  by 


A  British  shi|»  of  war  ;  being  determined 
to  save  his  dispatches^  lie  left  in  an  open 
boat  and,  laiulnig  under  fire  of  the  enemy, 
succeeded  in  his  nnssion.  The  vessel 
was  captured  and  »;*vervlhin[<  belonging 
to  him^  tnclydin>;  a  medical  library^  col- 
lected in  England  and  France,  was  lost. 

On  liis  arrival  in  Amtrica,  he  inmiiedi- 
ately  joined  the  army  as  Surgeon  and 
became  SiirKe«'n  Genera!  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, He  was  for  more  than  a  year  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
Stale  of  Pennsylvania, from  the  latter  part 
of  1778  to  Febniary.  1781  ;  wink  Senior 
Surjjeon  to  the  Flying  Hos|>ital  in  llie 
Middle  Department,  with  only  six  assist- 
ants, lie  inoculated  ,^496  men  at  Valley 
Forge.  After  llie  bailie  of  Monitionlh. 
bavinji  no  duty  to  perform  in  his  depart- 
ment, he  went  to  Rhodtf  Island  as  a  vol- 
unteer in  the  exjiedition  against  that 
place  under  (ieneral  Sullivan  ;  soon  al 
terward  be  resi^rned  his  commission. 

After  the  evacuation  of  Philadelphia  by 
the  British  anny,  he  was  one  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Safety.  He  frequently  visited 
at  headqnarterstlurinjit  times  of  difficulty 
and  was  often  consulted  by  the  dan  man- 
dcr  in  Chief  relative  to  the  medical  de- 
partment. 

Dr.  Hutchinson  held  the  position  of 
Physician  to  the  Pnrt  of  Philadelphia  and. 
durinj^  the  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  in 
1791,  his  exertions  day  atid  nijLjht  were 
urjceasinjij,  but  beyond  Ins  slreng;th,  and 
he  fell  a  victim  himself  to  tfie  disease. 

He  was  apfjointed  in  1779,  when  but 
twenty-seven  vears  of  aj^c,  one  of  the 
Trustees,  by  tfie  act  of  incorporation,  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania.     Jn  1781 


he  refused  the  chair  of  F*raciice,  and  in 
1783  declined  an  invitation  to  the  chair  of 
Clieniistry.  In  1789,  when  the  restitution 
of  I  he  rights  uf  the  college  was  in  ques- 
tion, he  acctJHed  the  chair  of  Materia 
Medica  and  Chemistry  in  the  University, 
and  on  the  Union  of  Ihe  Schools  in  1791, 
he  was  chosen  Professor  ot  Chemistry. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Aniericiin 
Philosophical  Society.  He  was  also  a 
Fellow  of  the  College  of  Physicians- 

He  served  two  terms  on  the  metrical 
stair  of  the  Hospital,  from  1777-1778  and 
from  1779  until  his  death. 

Dr,  Hutchinson  was  twice  married. 
His  first  wife  was  Lydia  Biddlc:  his 
second  wife  was  Sidney  Evans  Howe!b 

He  died  September  5,  1793,  i"  ^^*^  forty- 
sccontl  year  of  his  age. 

William  Shippen,  Jr.,  was  Ixjrn  in 
Philadelphia,  t>ctot>er2i,  J 736.  He  was 
sent  to  the  gramniar-school  at  NVitting* 
ham,  Chester  Co,,  Pa.,  and  afterwards  to 
the  Collej^e  of  New  Jersey,  at  Princeton* 
receiving  bis  Bachelor's  decree  in  1754. 
He  studied  medicine  with  his  f;tt  her  until 
1758^  when  he  went  to  Europe.  In  1761, 
be  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  in 
Medicine  from  the  University  of  Edin- 
burRh.  In  176.'^,  he  was  elected  Fellow 
of  the  Royal  Collejje  of  Physicians  of 
Eibnburgh.  Durinji  his  residence  in 
London,  he  njadc  the  acquainiancc  ol 
Dr.  John  Fothergill,  who  became  greatiy 
interesletl  in  his  future  career. 


After  three  years  sojourn,  be  rftumetl 
home.     In  May.  1762,  he  eM    '  '  '   ihe 

first  private  school  of  Annt  la- 

dclphia,  delivering  bis  intti.  ..  .  ,  .  I'jc- 
ture  at  the  Slate  House  on  November 
16.  His  lectures  were  continued  at  his 
father's  house  on  Fourth  Street,  They 
were    repeated    during  the    winters  ol 
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176J-64  ami  1764-65.  In  [765,  he  was 
elected  Kntlcssor  uf  AiiatoJiiy  ainJ 
Surgery  in  the  medical  sclionl  of  tlie 
College  of  Philiidelphia,  becoming  llit 
associate  of  his  friend  and  felluw-student, 
Dr.  John  Morgan. 

When  the  Oi'Ilej^eof  Philadelphia  was 
superseded  l>y  the  University  of  the 
Stale  t»f  Pennsylvania,  the  trustees,  in 
1780,  elei:ted  l>r.  Shi|)pen,  Professor  of 
Anatomy.  Su rge r y  ^  and  M id w i fer y  ; 
afterward  he  was  Professor  of  Anatomy 
in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  until 
1806,  when  he  resigned.  At  the  outbreak 
of  the  Revolution,  he  was  a|i|j0Jnted 
Chief  Physician  of  the  flying  camp.  In 
March,  1777,  he  submitted  a  plan  for  the 
organization  of  the  hos[»ital  clepartment, 
which,  with  some  niodification,  was 
adopted  and  April  11,  1777,  Congress 
elected  him  '"  Director- Genera  I  of  iill  the 
military  hospitals  of  the  Armies  of  the 
United' States,"  He  resigned  from  the 
Army  on  January  3,  17H1.  Me  was  a 
member  of  the  American  Pbilostjphical 
Society,  Consulting  Physician  of  Phila- 
delphia  Dispensary,  a  Fellow  of  the 
College  of  Piiysicians,  Philadelphia,  and 
was  its  president,  (i8o5-r8t>S.) 

He  was  elected  twice  to  the  Medici al 
Staff  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  and 
served  from  1778  to  1779,  and  from  1791 
to  1802.  wlien  he  resigned. 

Dissection  of  human  bodies  excited 
sij  nuich  |>rejudtce  in  Philadelphia, 
that  in  r765,  Dr.  Shippen  felt  obliged  to 
public! V  annriiince  that  for  his  dissections, 
he  hati  never  taken  dead  bodies  from 
graveyards.  In  1770,  the  e.xcitement  led 
to  wh;il  was  called  "the  saik»r's  mob," 
in  which  Dr,  Shipnen's  house  was 
attacked,  and  the  svimlows  broken. 

In  1765,  Dr,  Shippen  Ijegan  a  course 
on  Midwifery  to  men  and  women  both, 
establishing  a  lying-in  Hospital  at  the 
same  time. 

Dr.  William  Shippen,  Jr/s  course  of 
lectures  in  1762,  on  Anatomy  "for  the 
advantage  of  young  gentlemen,  engaged 
in  the  study  of  Physics,  in  thi.n  and 
neighboring  provinces,  whose  circum- 
stances will  not  permit  their  going 
abroad  for  iniijrovement,  lo  the  Anatomi- 
cal Schools  of  Europe,''  was  the  first 
eiTort  towards  establishing  systematic 
medical  teaching  on  this  continent. 

On  C^ecemberp  1763,  the  lx»dv  of  a 
negro,  wlio  had  committed  suicide,  was 
handed  over  to  Dr.  Shippen,  after  the 
verdict  of  the  coroner's  jury  ;  and  after 
that  time  hi**  anatomical  museum  go  I  the 
bodies  of  all  suicides  and  criminals. 

He  died  July  11,  i8<kS,  at  Germantown, 
aged  nearly  seventy -two. 

John  Jones,  son  of  r>r.  Evans  Jones 
{and  grands<jn  of  Edward  Jones,  whose 
wife,  Mary,  was,   the   eldest  daughter  of 


L)r.  Thomas  Wynne),  was  Ijfjrn  at 
Jamaica,  Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  in  1729^ 
He  began  the  study  of  tnedicine  at  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  under  the  care  of 
Lir.  Thomas  Cadwalader. 

After  completing  his  studies  in  this 
country,  be  went  to  Hurupe,  in  1751, 
and  obtained  the  degree  of  Doctor  in 
Medicine  from  the  University  of  Rlieims. 
He  remained  in  Paris  a  year  and  attended 
the  anatomical  lectures  of  Dr.  Petit  and 
the  }>racticeof  the  lii^tel  Dieu  ;  and  spent 
some  time  at  the  University  at  Ley  den, 
an<l  (iiially  visited  Edinburgh. 

On  his  return,  he  settled  at  New  York 
and  became  [larticularly  eminent  as  a 
surgeon.  In  the  war  uf  1775,  he  served 
in  tlie  Colonial  Army  against  the  French, 
and  the  French  Comnuinder,  wlio  was 
severely  wounded,  was  attended  by  him. 
At  the  close  of  the  war,  he  resumed 
private  practice,  an<i  on  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
King's  College  in  New  York,  was 
a^jpointed  Professor  of  Surgery  and  gave 
several  courses  of  lectures.  He  left  the 
city  in  1780,  when  it  was  occupied  by 
the  enemy,  and  settled  in  Philadelphia, 
where  he  became  the  family  physician  of 
Washington  and  Franklin. 

He  vvas  a  member  of  the  American 
Philosophical  Society,  President  of  the 
Humane  Society,  and  in  r7H6,  first 
Yice- President  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians. 

He  served  on  the  Medical  Staff  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hosjiital  from  1780  until 
his  death. 

In  the  autumn  of  the  year  1775  he 
published  "  Plain  remarks  on  Wmiuils 
and  F'ractures  "  for  the  use  of  Surgeons 
of  the  Army  and  Navy. 

Dr,  Junes  was  specially  distinguished 
as  a  successful  lithotomist  aiul  accouch' 
eur,  and  was  generally  considered 
the  foermost  American  surgeon  of  his 
day. 

He  died  June  2;^,  1791,  aged  sixty-two 
years. 

Benjamin  Rush  was  born  on  his 
father's  farm  in  Ftyberry  Township,  Phila- 
delphia County,  DeceinbeT24,  1745;  l>«Uh 
his  grandfather,  James  Kusli,  whu  died 
in  1727,  and  his  father,  J<i>lin  Rush,  were 
gunsmiths.  His  grandfather  commanded 
a  troop  of  horse  in  the  army  of  D liver 
Cromwell.  On  the  restoration  of  the 
monarchy,  his  parents,  lieing  members  of 
the  Society  of  Friends,  followed  William 
Penn,  in  16H3,  to  this  country. 

Dr.  Rush  was  the  most  eminent  Amer- 
ican physician  and  author  of  his  day  and 
htis  been  called  the  American  Sydenham. 
His  services  to  medical  science  are  so 
familiar  to  all  that  only  the  briefest  bio- 
graphical note  need  be  inserted  here. 
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He  studied  medicine  with  Dr.  John 
Redman.  During  his  seventeciilh  year 
he  translate*!  the  Aphorisms  of  Hippn- 
crates  into  English,  and  rttonkd  his 
celebrated  ObservBtionson  Yellow  Fever 
of  1762. 

Iti  iy66,  he  was  graduated  at  Edin- 
bur^li,  his  thesis  heing  'M>eO>rtione 
CJhuriini  in  Ventriculo.'*  In  1768,  he 
went  to  London  and  Paris.  He  returned 
to  Philadelphia  earlv^  in  1769  and  at  once 
established  himself  in  the  practice  *>f 
medic  inc. 

On  Ills  retnrn  he  was  made  Profeswirnf 
Chemistry  in  thtCoilej^t^of  Philiulelpliia  ; 
in  the  same  year  he  was  elected  Professor 
of  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medici ive  in 
the  same  institution.  In  1701,  the  Cttllege 
having;  been  absorbed  by  the  Tniversilv 
of  Pennsylvania,  he  was  elected  lo  tlu- 
Chair  of  Institutes,  Medical  and  Crmical 
Practice.  In  [796,  he  received  the  addi- 
tional  professorship  of  the  Practice  of 
Physic,  which  he  held,  with  the  two  pre 
reding  chairs,  until  the  end  of  his  life. 
In  1768  he  was  elected  a  member  of  llie 
Aniericnn  Philos^jphical  Society  ;  one  of 
its  secretaries  in  1773;  Vice-President 
1 797 -J 80 1.  He  contribnted  six  papers  to 
llie  Transactions  of  the  Society,  He 
wstA  active  in  aiding  the  establishinent  of 
the  Philadelphia  Dispensary  and  Wft» 
one  of  its  attending  physicians. 

He  was  rt-sident  Port- Physician  1790- 
'795;  Flt^t't  Surgeon  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Navy  September  37.  1775-] uly  r,  1776; 
and  was  apf>ointed,  Physician  General  of 
the  Military  Hospital  of  the  Miiklic  De- 
partment,  American  Army,  in  J777. 

Hf  took  a  zealous  and  active  part  in 
the  Revolutionary  conflict.  He  was  a 
memlK-r  of  the  Continental  Congress 
from  July  20,  1776,  to  February,  1777, 
and  signed  the  Declaratitm  of  Indepen- 
dence. He  was  als*!  a  member  of  the 
Con%'ention  of  Pennsylvania  for  the 
adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution, 
1787  ;  and  was  appointed  by  President 
John  Adams,  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States  Mint  1799,  which  office  he  held 
until  his  death,  April  [9,  1813,  a  j>criod 
of  fourteen  years. 

When  Dr,  Rush  began  his  lectures  in 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  bis  med* 
ical  class  consisted  of  twenty  students  ; 
in  i8i2 thirteen  and,  at  the  last  cf>urse  he 
delivered  they  amounted  to  four  hundred 
and  thirl V,  I»r.  Rush  ftivored  all  means 
of  education  and  every  project  tending 
to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  mankind. 
He  recommended  the  estabtishment  of 
free  public  schools  in  every  county  in  the 
State;  he  was  active  in  promoting  the 
interests  of  Dickinson  rollejie  at  Carlisle, 
Pa-  ;  he  advocated  temperance ;  he  con- 
demned the  use  of  tobacco  and  was 
opposed  to  capital  punishment.     He  w-is 


I  President  of  the  American  Society  for 
I  the  Al>olition  of  Slavery;  President  of 
the  Philadelphia  Medical  Society*  a 
Fellow  of  the  College  nf  Physicians, 
and  A  member  of  many  other  learneii 
and  l>enevolent  institutions,  both  in 
Anieriia  and  Europe, 

In  Jiinuary,  1776,  he  married  Julia 
Stockton,  daughter  of  Hon.  Richiird 
Stockton,  N-  J, 

He  was  elected  to  ihtf  Medical  StafT  ol 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in    17.HJ,  and 
tontinued  in  theservJceof  the  institution 
until  hisdrath.    He  was  cdebrateil  for  his 
punctuality  and  it  tssaid  that,  during  the 
,    whole  of  this  period,  he  never  misscS  his 
I    daily  visit  and  was  nevt-r  more  than  ten 
j    minutes  late.     During  the  prevalence  »( 
I    the  several  pestilential   epid€*nii<-s  which 
visileil    Philadelphia   from    179^  to  i8f>5, 
lir,  Rush  fearlessly  stood  by  his  patients 
]    and  his  practice,  and  rendered  great  ser- 
vice to  the  city  authorities. 

In  an  obituary  address  the  following 
statements  were  made  as  to  his  perstjual 
character:  *' He  was  amiable,  kind  and 
insinuating  in  his  manners,  faiiiib'^ir  in 
his  address,  iirodigal  of  >roo«|  counsel, 
and  anxious  for  the  happfii  v*Ty 

one.    To  h  i s  fani  i  1  y  h e  w  as  I  •  1  lt, 

and    .1  flection  ate.     To    his  jc 

quaintance,  a  father  and  a  counseilor.  To 
his  equals  and  superiors  in  age,  a  friend 
and  bf>som  companion.  To  the  pcM>r.  he 
was  humane.  No  one  ever  went  tnjm 
his  door  without  assistance.  In  his  pro- 
fessional capacity  they  were  never  neg- 
lected. He  used  to  say  to  his  class, 
'  Attend  the  i)4>or,  they  are  your  lieai 
patients,  tiod  is  their  paymaster.'  His 
mind  was  always  like  a  calm,  sunshiny 
day,  clear  and  pleasant.  No  breezes  of 
discontent,  or  pfission  ever  dlsttirt>cd  it, 
and  if  a  cloud  should  lour,  the  genial 
warmth  of  his  understanding  inmied- 
iately  disjiersed  it.  He  was  mild,  pious, 
and  resigned.  When  death  approached 
he  was  not  terrified.  No  loatls  nl  guilt 
oppressed  his  conscience  and  he  biidc 
adieu  to  this  world  only  to  enter  a  hn^ 
pier  one.  This  is  but'  a  sketch  of  h)s 
virtues,  but  it  is  enough  to  endear  htm  to 
the  good  and  virtuous,  Alrea<ly  have 
the  citizens  testified  their  grief  for  their 
loss  by  the  mannt*r  they  assembletl  at  his 
funerab  Nothing  of  the  kind  has  oc- 
curred since  the  death  of  Franklin  and 
Wash  i  ngt  on ,  A  r  eso  1  u  t  io  n  w  a  s  |  iresen  I  e<I 
to  the  Common  Council  of  PhdadclphU 
by  Mr.  t'utbush,  voting  a  letter  of  con- 
dokncvr  to  his  widow,  which  wiis  unani- 
mously adopted.'* 

John  Foulice  was  born  in  1757  ;  he 
jirepared  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  in 
Medicine,  in  1780,  at  the  College  of 
Philadelphia. 
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The  mitiutus  of  tlic  College  of  Phila- 
delphia show  that  Mr.  Foulkc  was  exam- 
ined for  llic  Batiit'lor 's  decree  Jitnc  i , 
1779,  ^^^^^  after  the  mandamus  was  issued^ 
the  commencement  was  interdicted  hy 
the  President  nf  die  Executive  Council  of 


the  Slate  ;  this  was  tfie  begiiminu  of  the 
dilBciiliy  which  eventuated  in  iheactkjn 
of  tile  Legislature  by  the  jKissaKe  of  an 
aet^  Novendier  27,  i779i  oy  which  the 
charter  of  the  Colleiie  was  ahro^ated, 
and  its  property  transferred  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 

Dr.  Foulke  was  Lecturer  011  Anatomy 
from  J  784- 1 796;  a  memt>er  of  the  Amer- 
ican Philosophical  Society  and  a  Fellow 
of  the  Collejje  of  Physicians. 

He  was  elected  Ut  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1784,  re- 
signed 1704. 

He  died  in  1796,  aged  39  years. 

Caspar  Wistar  was  lM>rn  in  Phila- 
delphia, Seiitemlier  iji,  1761  ^  and  as  his 
parents  anci  ancestors,  on  both  sides, 
were  of  the  Society  o(  Friends,  he  re- 
ceived his  education  in  the  Puhhc  School 
founded  by  Charter  fur  the  Town  and 
County  of  Philatlelphia.  When  in  the 
year  1777,  the  battle  of  C»ermanlown  look 
place,  his  reliKions  principles  kept  him 
from  entering  military  service,  but  his 
humaniiy  led  him  to  seek  the  wounded 
soldier,  and  he  was  active  amonx  those 
who  were  administering  relief  His 
benevolent  heart  was  so  deeply  impressed 
with  the  happy  elfects  of  the  medical  art, 
that  he  (letermini-d  to  devote  his  life  to 
alleviating  the  miseries  of  mankind. 

Firm  in  his  puqijose,  Wistar  applied 
himself  to  the  sturdy  of  medicine,  for  three 
years,  under  Dr.  John  Red  in  an. 

Having  jjone  thrcmjjh  the  tisual  course 
of  study,  in  17S2,  he  received  the  decree 
of  Bachelor  f*f  Me<licine   from  the   Uni- 


versity of  Pennsylvania.  His  examina- 
tion in  the  presence  of  the  Tnistecs  ot 
the-  University  is  said  to  have  been  a 
brilliant  one.  He  went  to  PZn^cIand  in 
i7^3p  where  he  remained  a  year,  then 
attended  lectures  in  Edinburgh. 

For  two  successive  years  he  was 
elected  one  of  the  Presidents  of  the 
Royal  Medical  Society  of  Kdrnlmrgh  and 
he  was  also  elected  President  of  the 
Society  for  the  "  Further  Investijiation  of 
Natural  History/' 

In  17H6,  he  took  his  decree  in  Medicine 
at  the  University  of  Kdinburgb,  after 
publicly  defending  hfstbesis"  DeAnimo 
Demisso,'* 

In  178K,  he  married  Isabella  Marshall, 
of  Philadelphia^  who  died  in  1790;  in 
December,  1798,  hL*  married  a  second 
lime,  taking  Klijcdieth  Millbn,  a  niece 
c»f  Governor  MiUlin. 

In  the  summer  of  1703^  while  treating 
cases  of  Velio w  Fever  he  had  himself  an 
attack  of  this  disease. 

In  1793  he  was  elected  one  nf  ilie 
pliysicians  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

In  17H9  he  was  electe<l  Prcjfessor  ol 
Chemistry  in  the  College  of  Philadelphia. 
When  the  rival  faculties  of  niedicine 
were  united  in  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, Wistar  was  elected  (January, 
1 795 )  atij  u  n  ct-  pro  fessor  of  A  n  at  *  tni  y ,  M  i  d- 
wifery  and  Surgery. 

On  the  death  of  Dr.  Shippen,  in  1808, 
Dr.  Wistar  was  chosen  Professtir  in  tlie 
anatomical  chair.  He  published  a  system 
of  anatomy  in  two  volumes  in  t8ij. 


On  May  7,  1810.  when  he  resigned  as 
physician  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital, 
the  followinj^  resolution  entered  on  their 
minutes  was  made:  "The  conclusion  ot 
Dr.  Wistar  to  withdraw  at  the  present 
time  was  unexpected  and  very  much 
regretted  by  the  Managers  who  would 
have  gladly  embraced  the  opportunity  oi 
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j^fiving  to  a  long- tried,  experienced  and 
faithful  practitioner,  a  furtiier  prnof  of 
tlieir  conftdern  e  in  Ins  skill  and  abilities 
hy  re-electinj;  him  tu  the  office  he  bits 
filled  more  than  sixteen  years  succes- 
:4ively,  if  he  had  not  prevented  them  by 
decbning  to  serve  any  l^inj^er.  Under 
these  impressions,  the  Managers  reluc- 
tantly part  with  Ur.  Wistar,  being  thank- 
ful for  the  past  exertions  to  serve  the 
institution,  and  for  his  kind  offers  to 
advise  and  assist,  if  there  shall  be  any 
particnlar  reason  to  require  il^  on  any 
further  oeeasicm. ■ ' 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Philadel(>hia,  and  became 
President  <if  the  American  Philr}so]ihical 
Society,  vice  Thomjis  JelTerstm,  in  1815. 

On  the  death  of  Dr.  Rush,  Dr.  Wistar   ! 
succeeded  him  as  President  of  the  Society    j 
for  the  Abt^blion  of  Slavery.       For  ihe   I 
]nt:Hans  of  America,   he  seems   to   have 
felt  a  particuliir  kindness.      Benevolence 
was  perhaps  the  most  prominent  feature   ; 
of  Ur.  VVistar's  character  ;  '*  His  charity 
was  active,  his  hand  ever  seconding  the 
feelings  of  his  heart/'  an  exemplary  man    1 
in    every    respect,    remarkable    for    his 
strong,  good  sense,  amiable  deportment, 
profcissional    skill    and    superior    quali-    i 
fi  cat  ions  as  a  teacher  of  Anatomy. 

He  was  the  founder  of  the  "Wistar 
parties,"  an  attractive  feature  in  Ihe  | 
social  life  of  rhihvdelphia  to  this  day* 
At  first  the  meetings  took  place  t>n  Sun- 
day evenings  at  Dr.  Wistar's  residence, 
at  the  southwest  corner  of  Fourth  and 
Prune  (now  Locust)  Streets.  In  i»u, 
the  time  of  the  meeting  was  changed 
from  Sunday  to  Saturday. 

The  orginal  Wistar  Club,  which  arose 
from  these  meetings,  was  com]iosed  of 
the  membership  of  the  American  Philo- 
sophical Societv*  of  wliich  Dr.  Wistar 
was  once  Fresicfent.  Chief  Justice  Ti!g- 
ham  speaking  of  a  certain  committee 
meeting  of  this  Society,  says^  "It  was 
the  custom  after  the  business  of  the 
evening  was  concluded,  to  enter  upon 
an  unconstrained  conversation  upon 
literary  subjects.  Then,  without  intend- 
ing it*  our  lamented  friend  i  Dr.  W^istar^ 
woidd  insensibly  take  the  lead;  and  so 
interesting  were  his  anecdotes,  and  so 
just  his  remarks,  that,  drawing  close 
to  the  dying  en* hers,  we  often  forgot  the 
lapse  of  time  until  warned  l>y  the  unwel- 
come clock  that  we  had  entered  upon 
another  day." 

It  became  the  custom  to  invite  strang- 
ers of  distinction  who  might  be  in  the 
city,  to  the  Saturday  evfuing  parties. 
Thus,  in  1804,  Dr  Wistar  entertained 
Baron  von  Humboldt  anci  his  young 
friend  Bonpland.  At  first  the  entertain- 
ments were  characterized  Ijy  a  frugal  | 
-simplicity,  but  afterwards  they  l>ecame  I 


more  sumptuous.  The  meetings  were 
held  at  the  house  of  I  be  members  iti 
turn.  Amung  fortngners,  the  Duke  of 
Saxe-Weimar,  Thackeray  and  many 
others  have  been  guests.  It  would  make 
a  long  catalogue  to  nanjc  the  distin- 
guislied  Americans  who  have  attended 
these  |»arties.  The  Civil  War  broke 
them  itp  for  a  time;  but  they  have  lately 
"been  revived- 

In  the  year  1809,  observing  the  preju- 
dice in  regard  to  vaccination,  he  snjf- 
gested  the  plan  o(  a  society  for  extend- 
ing the  benefits  of  the  discovery.  And 
in  this  he  was  seconded  by  a  number  of 
other  public-spirited  gentlemen,  who 
associated  themselves  for  this  useful  pur- 
pose, anil  lhn>ugh  their  influence  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  !uis  since  provided  by  law 
for  the  gratuitous  vaccination  of  ihe 
poor  in  the  city. 

A  biographer  of  Dr.  Wistar  stated  that : 

"  As  a  teacher  of  Analomv  it  is  difficult 
to  say  in  what  part  his  chfcf  merit  con- 
sisted. There  were,  however,  some  parts 
of  his  course  peculiar  to  himself.  These 
were  the  addition  of  models  on  a  very 
large  scale,  to  illustrate  small  parts  of 
the  hunuin  structure;  nnd  the  division 
of  the  general  class  into  a  number  of 
small  classes,  each  of  which  he  supplied 
with  a  box  of  bones,  in  order  that  Ihey 
might  become  thonjughly  acquainted 
witli  the  human  skeletcm  —  a  subject 
\vbich  j&  acknowledged  by  all  tcj  be 
at  the  very  foundation  of.  Anatomical 
knowledge.  The  large  size  wooden 
models  of  the  sphenoid,  palate  and  eth- 
moid l>imes,  the  temporal  Iwne,  and  the 
labyrinth  of  the  ear.  as  well  as  of  the 
brain  in  sections,  from  which  the  succes* 
sive  classes  of  students  to  the  present 
day,  in  connection  with  the  demonstra- 
tions of  sul>sequent  Professors,  have 
benefited,  were  most  carefully  prepared 
under  the  ttirertion  of  Prof.  Wistar,  by 
Mr,  Rush,  the  most  celebrated  carver  of 
his  time  in  Philadelphia.  In  his  tnuseum 
of  modelsj  he  has  bequeathed  a  rich 
treasure  to  his  successors  in  the  anatom- 
ical chair. 

"The  discovery  made  by  him  of  the 
mode  of  development  of  the  cells  of  the 
siihenoid  bone  and  their  attachment  in 
the  early  period  of  life  to  the  ethmoid, 
was  one  which  conferred  hnr  -  ■  'lim 
as  an  investigator  and  disco \  n 

which    he    took   unalloyed    -  ri. 

On  tile  subject  of  that  discovery  he  re- 
ceived a  few  days  before  his  death,  a 
letter  from  Professor  Soemmering,  of 
the  Kingdom  of  Bavaria,  one  of  the 
most  celebrated  Anatomists  in  Euixipe^ 
of  which  the  following  is  an  extract : 
'  The  neat  specimen  of  the  sphenoid  and 
ethmoid  l)«ines,  is  an  invaluable  addition 
to    my    anatomical     collection,    having 
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never  seen  them  myself  in  sncli  a  perfect 
state.  I  shall  now  be  very  attentive  to 
examine  these  processes  of  the  ethmoid 
bone  in  children  of  two  years  of  age, 
being  fully  persuaded  Mr,  Berlin  had 
never  met  with  them  of  sui  h  a  consider 
able  si jse  nor  of  such  peciiliitr  structure/ 
"  During  the  yeiirs  of  Dr.  Wistar's 
Professorship  of  Anatomy  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania,  he  was  incK-fiitig 
able  in  the  collection  of  anatomical  pre- 
parations, many  of  which  he  ordered 
and  purchased  from  Lc|^horne,  procu- 
ring some  from  the  celebrated  Professor 
Mascajjne/' 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  in  iSt8,  this 
collection  was^  presented  to  the  Uniyer- 
sity  of  Pennsylvania,  where  it  is  lire- 
served  with  the  Hornor  collection  in  the 
Wistar  and  Hornor  Museum, 

Dr.  Wistar  died  on  January  22,  iStS, 
in  the  fifty -seventh  year  of  his  age»

Purt.ii'  SvN"  r  Physick  was  born  in 
Philadelphia,  '\iW  7.  1768.  He  entered 
the  E>epai  tnient  of  Arts  of  the  Hniversity 
»>f  Pennsylvania  and  was  graduated  as 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  May,  1785, 

He  commenced  his  medicaJ  studies, 
under  Dr,  Adam  Ivuhn.  and  attended 
the  lectu.es  deli'/ered  in  the  University. 
In  November  rjSS,  after  three  and  a 
half  years  of  study,  he  went  to  London, 
and  was  a  pupil  of  Dr.  John  Hunter, 
who,  in  J  790.  had  him  elected  House- 
Surgeon  of  St,  George's  Hospital  where 
he  had  access  to  the  lectures  of  Clarke, 
Osborne,  Baillie,  Home  and  the  Cruick- 
shanks.  He  received  the  diploma  of  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  London. 
He  remained  with  and  assisted  Dr, 
Hunter  from  January  to  May,  when  he 
went  to  Edinburj^h  and  received  from 
the  University  there,  the  degree  of 
Doctor    in    Medicine    (May,    179a);    his 


thesis,  written  in  Latin,  "  De  ApoplexiUj" 
was  dedicated  to  Dr.  John  Hunter, 

He  returned  to  Philadelphia,  in  1792, 
and  commenced  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine. He  was  soon  called  upon  to  exer- 
cise his  kiKHV ledge  and  skill  in  aid  of 
his  alllicted  and  terror-stricken  citi^iens. 
In  the  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  in  1793. 
In  August,  Dr.  Phystck  oOered  his  5cr\d- 
ces  and  was  elected  Resident  Physician 
in  the  Vellow  Fever  Hospital  at  Bush 
Hill,  W'liow  fever  again  broke  out  in 
1798,  and  for  the  second  titne  Dr.  Physick 
accepted  the  position  of  Resident  Physi* 
cian  at  the  City  Hospital,  although  he 
had  only  recently  recovered  from  his 
second  attack  of  the  disease,  in  which 
his  life  was  despaired  of.  His  services 
were  of  such  value  to  the  city  that  the 
Managers,  n|>tin  his  leaving  the  insii- 
tutinii,  presented  him  with  some  valu- 
able silver  plate,  in  acknowledgment  of 
** their  respectful  api>rolMtion  of  his 
voluntary  and  inestimable  services." 

In  iSoi,  he  was  appointed  Surgeon 
Extraordinary  to  the  Almshouse  Itifirm- 
ary,and,sr>on  afterward,  Professor  of  Sur- 
gery in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
In  i8ig,  Dr.  Physick  was  transferred  to  the 
chair  of  Anatomy,  made  vacant  by  the 
death  of  Dr,  John  Syng  Dorsey  ;  he  held 
this  position  until  18^1^  when  failing 
health  obliged  him  to  relinquish  the  active 
duties  of  a  public  teacher,  and  the  Uni- 
versity conftrrcd  upon  him  the  honorary 
title  of  '*  Emeritus  Profes.sor  of  Surgery 
and  Anatomy.'* 

In  October,  1831,  he  performed  success- 
fully the  operation  of  lithotomy  upon 
Chief  Justice  Marshall,  then  in  his  seven- 
ty-fifth year,  and  the  operator  sixty-three 
yeara  of  age. 

In  1822  he  was  President  of  the  Phre- 
nological Society,  also  a  n^  em  her  of  the 
American  PhiU>soph»cal  Society  ;  in  1H34 
President  of  the  Philadelphia  Medical 
Society:  in  1825  member  of  the  Academy 
of  Medicine  of  France,  in  1836  elected 
Honorary  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Medicat 
and  Chirurgical  Society  of  London. 

Dr.  Physick  xvas  elected  tu  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in 
1794,  which  position  he  retained  until 
r8i6.  As  an  operator,  lie  is  described  as 
having  a  correct,  sharp  and  discrimina- 
ting eye;  a  hand  delicate  in  touchy  de^s- 
terous  in  movement  and  of  unswerving 
firmness,  a  perfect  composure  and  self- 
possession  which  rose  in  tone  and  deep- 
ened  in  steadiness  with  the  complication 
of  the  case  in  hand. 

r>r.  Elder,  in  speaking  of  Dr,  Physick, 
said  he  is  known  as  "  the  father  of  Amer- 
ican surgery."  he  was  a  discoverer,  a 
thinker,  a  workerj  but  not  an  author;  he 
had  an  "invincible  repugnance"  to 
appearing  before  the  public  in  that  capa- 
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ctty.  Nine  or  tern  essays^  making  aboul 
twenty  pa^es  octavo,  are  the  whole 
amount  of  his  publications. 

He  died  December  15,  1857,  aged  sixty- 
wine  years.

Beniamix  Smith  Bakton  was  born 
at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  February  10,  1766;  his 
mother  was  a  sister  of  the  celebrated 
David  Rillenhouse  He  studied  medi- 
rine  under  Dr,  Sliippen,  In  ijB6,  he 
was  a  student  at  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh for  two  years,  and  was  graduated 
by  the  University  of  Ciottin^en  in  17S8. 

Thi  predilection  of  Dr.  Barton  for 
Natural  History,  especially  for  botany, 
very  early  manifested  itself;  it  is  said  his 
skill  in  drawing  was  acquired  from  the 
instruction  of  Major  Andr^,  who  was 
a  prisoner  of  war  at  Lancaster,  He 
obtained,  from  the  Royal  Medical  Society 
of  EdinburKh,  the  Harvrian  prize,  for 
his  dissertation  on  "Hyoscyanms  Nii?;er/* 

In  the  summer  of  1787,,  he  published 
**  Observations  on  some  Parts  of  Natural 
History/'  to  which  he  prefixed  an  account 
of  remarkable  vestiges  of  ancient  date, 
discovered  in  North  America.  While 
in  England,  in  1789,  he  was  elected  a 
nieml>er  of  the  American  Philosophical 
Society  ;  he  was  vice-president  of  the 
society  from  1802-1816,  and  President  of 
the  Philadelphia  Medical  Society  from 
1S0S-1S12. 

In  1789,  he  returned  to  Philadelphia 
and  commenced  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine ;  the  same  year  was  appointed  Pro- 
fessor  of  Natural  History  and  Botany  in 
the  College.  He  was  president  of  the 
Medical  Society,  and  Fellow  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Physicians,  Philadelphia.  He  w^as 
elected  to  the  Medical  Staif  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital  in  1798, 

Dr.  Barton  was  the  first  American  who 
gave  to  his  country  an  elementary  work  on 


John  Rkhmax  Coxe,  Ixirn  in  New  Jer- 
sey in  1773,  was  educated  in  Philadelfihia 
under  the  care  of  his  ijrandfathcr,  Dr 
Redman,  until  his  tenth  year,  when  he 
went  10  England  and  remained  until  his 
seventeenth  year.  He  completed  his 
classical  education  in  Edinbungh  and 
attended  a  course  of  medical  lectures  at 
the  University  in  that  city. 

He  returned  to  America  in  1790  and 
was  a  student  oi  r>r.  Rush,  during  whidi 
time  he  witnessed  the  yellow  fever  epi- 
demic of  1793,  He  was  graduated  by  tne 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  He  again 
visited  Europe  and  attended  the  London 
Hospitals  for  a  year  and  afterwards 
studied  in  Edinburgh  and  Paris. 

Dr.  Coxe  returned  in  1796  to  Phtladcb 
phia.  In  1797,  he  became  one  of  the 
resident  physicians  of  Bush  Hill  Ho*- 
pital,  under  charge  of  Drs.  Physick  and 
Cathrall.  In  1798  he  was  appointed 
Physician  of  the  Port  of  Philaaelphia, 
In  1809,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Chair  of 
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Chemistry  ;  in  1819  he  was  transferred  to 
the  Chair' of  Materia  Medtca  and  Phar- 
macy in  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania. 

He  w-as  elected  to  the  Medical  Staif  ol 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1802 ;  re- 
signed 1807. 
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Dr.  Coxe  was  an  earnest,  enthusiastic   | 
-advocate  of  vaccination  ;  ancl  vactrinated

He   was   at   nne    time   editor    of    the   | 
"  Medical  >lu?seum/'   a   periodical   com- 
menced    in     1H04,    the    first     uniformly    | 
issued,  medical  periodical  in  the  citv  of 
Fhiladelphia.     He    published  as  Editor 
"The   American   Dispensary"    in   1808, 
also  a  Medical  Dictionary;  and,  later  in    I 
life,  *'  Exposition  of  the  Works  of  Hippo-    ! 
crates  '^  and  an  *'  Essay  on  the  Orifjin  of  ' 
lliL-  Discovery  uf  the   Cirrulaliun  of  the 
Blood.''    In  1S29.  lie  introduced  and  suc- 
ceeded   in    cult i vat inji    the    true    Jalap   | 
plant,    thus    enabling    Mr,    Nuttall     to 
<letef  mine  Its  real  character  and  position. 

He  died  March  22,  1864,   aged   ninety- 
one  vears.

Thomas  Chalk  ley  James  was  born  in 

iFhiladelphia    Auj^ust    31,    1766^     was    a 

^descendant    of    Thomas    Chalk  ley,    the 

[celebrated  Quaker  preacher,  and  also  of 

"Samuel   Has*rlU  one  of  the  Counsellors 

in    the     proprietary    government,    and 

Master  in  Chancery  of  the  High  Court 

established   hy  Governor  Keith  in  1720. 

His  father,  Abel  James,  was   one   of  the 

leading  merchants  of  Philadelphia  and  a 

personal  friend  of  Benjamin  Franklin. 

His  medical  studies  were  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Adam  Kubn.  He  was 
■  graduated,  in  17^7,  by  the  l.^niversity  of 
^ Pennsylvania.  In  1788  he  accepted  the 
position  of  Surgeon  on  the  "  5ani[)son,'* 
a  mercantile  vessel  and  sailed  to  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  Canton,  with  a 
view  of  obtaininj^  pecuniary  means  to 
complete  his  studies  in  Europe,  which  he 


was  enabled  to  do.  He  returned  home 
in  the  summer  of  1790,  and  soon  after 
went  i*i  England,  where  he  found  his 
fellow-countryman  and  student,  Dr. 
r^hysick,  pursui nil  his  studies  at  St, 
(ie'orge's  Hospital,  by  whose  advice,  in 
1 791,  be  entered  as  a  house-pupil  of  the 
Story  Street  Lying-in-Hospital.  He  went 
to  Edinburgh',  in  the  sjjrin^  of  1792, 
where  he  attended  llie  University. 

In  1793  he  returned  to  Philadelphia, 
but  a  short  time  before  the  er>ideniic  of 
yellow  fever,  and  was  himself  attacked 
by  the  disease.  In  the  xv inter  Dr.  James 
undertook  the  regular  duties  of  his  pro-' 
fession.  The  ensuing  year  he  was  Sur- 
geon to  the  "  Macpherson  Blues/'  on 
the  Western  Expedition.  Upon  settling 
himself  ag[ain  in  bis  profession  he 
selected  obstetrics  as  his  special  depart- 
ment. 

In  1802,  lie,  in  connection  with  Dr. 
Church,  commenced  his  first  regtilar 
course  of  lectures  on  otjstetrics.  In 
order  to  i^ive  iiractica!  instruction,  he 
had»  by  his  influence  and  exertions,  estab- 
lished a  "  Lyin^j-in-vvard  '*  Uhe  first  in 
the  cily>  at  the  Almshouse,  and  was 
elected' attending  Accoucheur  In  1810, 
he  was  elected  Professor  of  Mitlwifety 
in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  This 
was  the  first  independent  chair  of  this 
branch  established  by  the  trustees, 
aithouj^h  attendance  upon  the  lectures 
on  this  branch  were  md  at  this  time  made 
compulsory.  His  first  regular  course  of 
lectures  on  (Ibstetrics  in  the  Medical 
Scliool  commenced  November,  lSio.  In 
1813,  the  Trustees  unanimously  passed 
the  follow  ill  jc  resolution  :  **  Rest.ilved 
that  hereafter  the  Profess^ir  of  Midwifery 
shall  bea  member  of  the  Medical  Fnculty 
and  shall  have  all  the  power,  authority, 
and  privilejjes  belonging  to  a  prvifessor- 
ship  in  said  Faculty,  and  that  no  person 
shall  be  admitted  hereafter  as  a  candi- 
date for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi- 
cine in  this  l^niversity  unless  be  shall 
have  regularly  attended  the  lectures  of 
said  Professor  for  two  years." 

About  the  year  1821,  as  his  health  had 
began  to  fail,  Dr,  James  requested  the 
assistance  of  an  Adjunct  Professor  of 
Midwifery  ;  this  office  the  trustees,  in 
Octolier,  1825,  established  aufl,  in  Novem- 
ber»  elected  Dr.  William  P.  Dewecs  to  the 
position.  In  1S34,  Dr.  James  resigned 
the  professorship,  of  which  he  was  the 
founder,  and  had  sustained  for  a  period 
o  f  t  we  n  t  y '  fo  u  r  y  ea rs. 

Dr.  James  was  a  Fellow  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  president  in  1835 ; 
a  member  of  the  American  Philosophical 
Society  and  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Medical  St  a  ft"  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  1807,  resigned 
t8j2. 
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He  vvrute  but  Utile  and  only  occasion- 
ally  read  papers   before  tbe  CtilleKe  of 
Physicians,      In.    i8oj.^  he   presented   the 
history  of  a  case  of  hydatids.     On  Sep- 
tember 4,   rSiu,   b«   ru ported   a  case  of 
prenuitore  labor,  artifkially  induced  in 
the  case  with  contracted  pelvis,  after  the 
expiration  of  the  seventh   month,   with    | 
the    gratifying    result    of    savinp    both   | 
mother  and  child.     This  is  the  first  rec- 
ord,  it  is  said,  in  this   country,  of  the 
scientific  [performance  of  this  operation, 
for  which  nmcli  credit  is  attached  to  l>r. 
James.     He  was  one  of  the  editors  of  the 
''Eclectic  Repertory/'  and  cuntributed 
very   larf^ely  to  its  success.     He  edited 
Burns'   '*  Principles  of  Midwifery"    and    I 
Merriman's     "Syno|>sis/'    which    were    , 
principally  used  as  tejcldx>oks  for  medi- 
cal students. 

He  died  July  5,  1835,  aged  sixty-nine 
years. 


John  SvNt;  Dowsev^  was  burn  in 
Philadelphia,  December  23,  1783^  com- 
menced the  stndy  of  medicine  with  his 
uncle,  Dn  Physick,  and  when  a  little 
over  eighteen  years  of  age  received  the 
degree  of  Doctur  in  Medicine  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvaniii  at  its  com- 
menceujent  in  1802,  the  imstees  liaving 
dispensed  in  his  case  with  the  rule 
requiring  the  graduate  of  medicine  to  be 
twenty-one  years  of  ajfe.  His  thesis  was 
*' The  Power  of  the  G;iBlric  Juice,  as  a 
Solvent  for  Unnar>'  Calculi.*' 

In  1803,  he  visited  England  and  France 
to  improve  himself,  especially  in  surgery j 
in  1804  he  reinrned  and  bej^an  to  practice 
in  Philadelphia*  In  1807  he  was  elected 
Adjunct  Professor  of  Surgery  in  the 
Uuiverstty.  In  1815  he  was  elected 
Professor  of  Materia  Medica  and,  in 
1818,  on  the  death  of  Dr.  VVistar,  he  was 
elected  Professor  of  Anatomy.  He 
delivered      an     eloquent     introductory 


lecture  on  November  2,  which  was  his 
last  work,  for  on  the  evening  nl  ihr  «%ame 
day,  he  was  attacked  with  fever  of  suth 
violent  type,  that  m  one  week  it  closed 
his  existence. 

Elected  a  Surgeon  to  the  Pennsytvamsi 
Hospital,  in  1810,  he  served  until  his 
deaths  November  12,  t8i8,  in  the  thirty, 
fifth  year  of  his  age,  *'  Elevated  to  a 
position  alnive  which  he  could  hardly 
ascend  and  surrounded  by  all  that  wc 
most  value.  Providence  seems  to  lijive 
selected  him  as  an  instance  to  leach  * 
siilutary  lessi^n  of  tlte  shortness  of  life, 
the  insignificance  of  things  iransitorA', 
and  the  importance  of  that  eternity 
which  absorbs  all  being  and  all  ttnie/' 

In  person,  Dr.  Dorsey  was  eminently 
handson>e»  H  is  features  were  broad  and 
intellectual,  his  nose  prominent,  his  lips 
large,  and  his  chin  well  rounded.  The 
eyes  were  l>lue  and  sparklinir  vvilh 
intelligence,  the  forehead  was  Jimple, 
and  the  hair,  which  was  rather 
brow  n is h,  fell  negligently  in  a  Urge  cue 
over  his  collar,  in  acctjrdance  with  iJie 
l^hion  of  the  times. 

Jost?t»H  Hartshornb  was  Ixirn  in 
Alexandria,  Virginiii,  December  12,  t7j% 

After  he  had  completed  his  collegiate 
education,  in  the  Academy  at  Alexandria, 
he  served  fttr  a  time  in  the  counting 
house  of  his  father.  He  then  read  medi- 
dne  as  a  pupil  of  Doctor  James  Craik, 
of  Alexandria,  Va.»  who  was  the  physi- 
cian to  General  W^iishington  during  his 
last  illness. 

After  two  years  of  preliminary^  study, 
on  July  27,  1 801,  he  was  appointed 
Resident  Apprentice  and  Aj»othecary  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  He  also 
matriculated  at  the  University.  Daring 
his  five  years  term  of  service,  the  library 
and  museum  of  the  Hospital  received  a 
large  share  of  his  attention*  He  pre- 
pared for  publication  the  first  alphabeti- 
cal catalogue  of  the  Hospital  Librarj'. 

After  several  years  of  study  in  the 
Hospital  and  attendance  on  lectures,  he 
was  graduated  in  medicine  by  Ihc 
Universitv  of  Pennsylvania  \n  r8o5,  his 
thesis  being  '*On  the  Influence  of  the 
Atmosphere  in  Respiration." 

He  prepared  an  American  edition  of 
**  Hoyer's  Treatise  on  Diseases  of  the 
Bones,  with  an  Original  Appendix  of 
Recent  Cases  and  some  New  Forms  of 
Apparatus." 

In  1821  he  made  a  voyage  to  Batavia.  as 
surgeon  and  supercargo  of  an  East  Indt.i 
Merchantman,  which  occupied  about  ten 
months  and  was  pecuniarily  successful. 
He  soon  again  made  a  second  voyage, 
being  absent  about  fifteen  months.  On 
his  return  to  Philadelphia,  he  entered  nti 
the  practice  of  his  profession. 
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In  I?* 1 3,  he  married  Anna,  a  daughter 
of  Isaac  Bonsall,  of  Philadelpliia.

He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Medical  Society,  of  the  American 
PhilosKjphical  Society,  and  in  1824  wits 
made  a  Fellow  of  the  Colle)5e  of  Physi- 
cians of  Pliihulelphia. 

In  iHto,  he  was  elected  to  the  Medical 
Stalfof  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  but 
resijcncd  i»n  account  of  the  demands  of 
a  hir;yfe  private  practice,  Aujjust  27*  1H2T  ; 
he  had  previ<Kisly  served  in  the  Out- 
l>atient  fiepartment  fri»m  J  an  nary  30, 
1S09,  to  July  3,  1810.  He  died  August 
5,  1 850,  in  the  seventyfirst  year  of  his  iige, 

JoMN  i\  Ovrii  was  Viorn  March  14^ 
J 774.  near  Woodbury,  X.  J»  His  father, 
Dr,  Bodo  <  Hio,  was  an  eminent  physician 
of  his  time  and  sm  officer  in  the 
Re\^olutiMnary  Army.  Dr,  Dtto^s  ^rand- 
father  and  i^reat-jcrandfathtr  were  l>r»th 
pliysicians,  the  former  emiKriiled  in  1-52 
from  Germany  to  this  country,  henig 
then  forty-three  years  of  a|;e,  he  settled 
in  Philadelphia.'  Having  received  a 
European  education,  he  wa-s  much 
esteemed  for  his  literary  and  medical 
knowledge;  his  practice  was  largely 
among  the  German  fjopulation,  especially 
having  a  reputation  as  a  surgeon.  He 
attendeti  the  American  army,  encamped 
at  Valley  Forge,  and  was  in  charge  of 
the  Hosnital  there  during  the  winter  of 
1778,  alllnnigh  iheii  advanced  in  years, 
and  declined  all  compensation  for  his 
servicer. 

Dr.  John  C.  Oito  was  educiitcd  at  the 
College  of  New  Jersey,  at  Princeton, 
where  he  received  the  degree  of  A.  B.  in 
1795.  He  then  came  to  Philadelphia, 
where  he  commenced  the  study  of 
medicine,  and  became  a  pupil  of  Dr.

Dr.  Otto  was  a  member  of  the  Ameri- 
can Philosophical  Society,  the  College  ot 
Physicians  of  Philadelphia,  etc. 

fJr.  Otto  died  June  26,  1844,  aged 
seventy  years. 

Samuel  Colhoun  was  born  in  1787  : 
he  was  a  medical  apprentice  and  student 
of  medicine  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital from  May  11,  1809  to  18 10.  He  was 
subsequetitly  a  member  of  the  Philadeb 
phia  Medical  Society  ;  and  of  the  College 
of  Physicians.  He  was  al»o  Professor 
of  Matena  Medica  in  the  Pennsylvania 
Medical  College. 

He  was  elected  member  of  the  Medical 
Staff'  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in 
1816,  resigned  in  iSst. 

He  died  Aprd  7,  1841,  aged  fifty-four 
years. 

Joseph  Pakrish  was  born  in  Philadel- 
phia*  September  2,  1779. 

His  parents  being  members  of  the  So- 
ciety of  Friends,  he  was  taught  in  their 
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schools^  especially  in  ihe  higher  branches, 
including  Latin. 

Although  his  early  inclination  was  to- 
wards the  medical  profession^  he  engaged 
in  the  business  of  his  father,  who  was  a 
halter*  until  his  twenty-second  year, 
when  obtaining  the  consent  of  his  parents 
to  a  change  of  pursuit,  he  decided  to 
commence  the  study  of  medicine  as  a 
private  pupil  in  the  office  of  Dr.  Wistar. 
He  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  1805,  from  the  ITniversity  of 
Pennsylvania,  his  thesis  being;  *'  Upon 
the  Influence  of  the  Passions  in  the  Pro- 
duction and  Cure  of  Disease." 

At  the  beginning  of  his  practice^  he  was 
appointed  Resident  Physician  to  the  Yel- 
low Fever  Hospital  In  1807-10  he  gave 
popular  lectures  on  Chemistry  ;  Ills  prac- 
tice  now  had  greatly  increased.  He  was 
Surgeon  to  the  Philadelphia  Almshouse 
{1B06-22):  Vice-President  of  the  College 
of  Physicians,  He  was  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  American  Philosophical 
Society^  1815.  He  was  President  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  Wills  Hospilnl 
n832-4o);  and  President  of  the  Pennsyl^ 
vania  Abolition  Society  :  he  had  at  one 
time  as  high  as  thirty  medica!  students 
in  his  office^  in  the  midst  of  his  engrossing 
duties. 

In  the  autumn  of  1808,  he  married 
Miss  Cow,  of  Burlington  N,  J.,  who  sur- 
vived him. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  i^i6,  re* 
signed  in  1829. 

While  not  a  voluniinons  writer,  he  con- 
tribitted  a  number  of  pi^pers  on  medical 
and  surgical  subjects  to  the  medical 
periodicals. 

He  died  March  18,  1840,  aged  sixty 
years. 

Thomas  T.  Hewson  was  born  April  9, 
^773'  i"  London  ;  he  was  the  second  son 
of  William  Hewson,  the  celebrated  anat- 
omist and  physiologist.  In  March,  1781, 
when  eight  years  old,  he  entered  the 
school  of  William  Gilpin»  at  Cheam,  near 
London,  where  he  resided  unld  the  sum- 
mer of  1786,  with  the  cjcception  of  five 
months  which  he  spent  at  Passy,  with 
Dr  Franklin  in  the  winter  of  1784-85. 

In  the  sunnner  of  1786,  he  came  to 
America  and  entered  the  College  of 
Philadelphia,  and  in  1789  he  took  the  de- 
gree of  A.  B, 

He  studied  medicine  with  Dr.  John 
Fouike  for  five  years  ;  in  June,  1794,  he 
returned  to  England,  and  the  following 
September  he  entered  St.  Bartholomew's 
Hospital,  as  one  of  two  house  surgeons. 
In  1795,  he  went  to  Edinburgh  and  re- 
mained until  1796. 

In  iSoo,  he  returned  to  Philadelphia  and 
at  once  entered  upon  the  practice  of  his 


1  profession.  He  was  physician  to  the  Wal- 
nut Street  prison  from  1806  to  i8i8»  and 
the  inspectors  of  that  institution  to  coni- 
I    memorate  his  distinguished  professional 
services  among  the  prisoners,  during  the 
I   prevalence  of  malignant  typhus  fever,  in 
;   the  winter  of  1S17-1S,  presented  him  with 
I   a   handsome  silver   vase,   appropriately 
'   inscrd>ed. 

I       In  iSii,  he  was  elected  one  of  th«  Sur- 
I    geons  of  the    Philadelphia  Almsliouse. 
in  1816  he  was  elected  Professor  of  Com- 
parative  Anatomy   in   th«r   University  of 
Pennsylvania.     In  1817  he  was  appointed 
I   Physician  to  the  Orphan  Asytura:  a  posi* 
I  tion  he  held  for  twenty  years.     He  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Edinburgh  Med- 
ical Society  in  1796  ;  American  Philosoph- 
j   ical    Society*  Fellow  of   the  College  of 
Physicians,  Secretary,  1S02-12;  President, 
1835-48  ;  and  received  the  high  honor  of 
'  an   Honorary   M.  D.   from   the  Har\^ard 

University  in  1812, 
I       He  contribuietl  largely  to  the  forma- 
tion and  revision  of  the  National  Ph*r- 
macopteia. 

During  the  prevalence  of  yellow  fever 
in  Philadelphia,  01;  August  27,  iSao,  he 
proflerc*d  his  scrvict-s  to  the  Board  of 
Health  to  attend  the  Yellow  Fever  Hos- 
pital and  his  offer  was  accepted. 

In  1822,  Dr.  Hewson  established  a  pri- 
vate medical  schcNsU  consisting  of  himself 
as  a  teacher  of  Anatomy  and  Practice; 
Dr.  Thomas  Harris,  of  Surgery  ;  Dr 
Meigs,  of  Physiology  and  Midwifery,  and 
Dr.  F,  Bache,  of  Chemistry  and  Materia 
Medica  ;  as  thus  organized  the  schor*] 
continued  for  several  years,  during  which 
j>eriod  Dr.  Hewson  gave  an  annual  course 
of  anatomical  lectures. 

On  July  5,  1S34,  the  B<jard  of  Health 
estabi  ish  ed  a  *  *  C  h<  >1  e  ra  M  ed  i  ca  I  Board ,  * ' 
composed  of  twelve  physicians  from  the 
city  and  districts  and  the  Port  Physician. 
On  the  lotb,  Dr  liewson  was  appointerf 
a  member  of  this  Board,  and  at  tis  first 
meeting  was  eleited  President  ;  in  the 
organization  of  the  several  hospitals  and 
stations,  he  was  appointed  Physician-in- 
Chief  which  position  he  filled  until  the 
dissohition  of  the  Board  and  cl<»ing  of 
the  hospital  on  the  thirtieth  of  October 
following. 

The  Board  of  He^iltb  made  him  a  ttand- 
some  pecuniary  acknowledgment,  **Nol/' 
they  remark,  *'aa  a  com]>ensation  for  the 
invaluable  services  rendered  by  him  to 
the  suffering  poor  of  the  city  and  county 
*luring  the  prevalance  of  the  recent  epi- 
demic ;  but  as  an  expression  in  pecuni- 
ary form,  of  their  high  estimate  of  his 
unremitting  attention  to  the  ditties  of  a 
situation,  at  once  onerous  and  responsi* 
ble*  which  he  was  induced  to  acc»pc,  at 
their  request,  at  a  season  of  nni<  mmon 
alarm  and  excilemeni/' 
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He  waa  elected  one  of  Lhe  Surgeons  of 
the  Medical  StatT  of  lhe  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  in  iSi8,  and  continued  in  the 
position  until  1835. 

He  married  on  November  5,  tHii,  Emily 
Banks,  «f  Washington,  D.  C. 

He  died  February  17,  (848,  aged  nearly 
seventy-five  years. 

John  Moore,  was  born  in  Upper 
Merion  Township.  Montgomery  County, 
Pa.,  April  18,  1778,  His  parents  were 
members  of  the  Society  of  Friends  ;  his 
elementary  edncation  was  received  in  a 
neighboring  school,  but  mostly  at  home 
unaer  his  elder  brother's  tuition,  who 
was  a  lawyer  and  Jtidge  in  Crawford 
County.  At  the  age  of  eighteen,  John 
went  to  reside  in  the  family  of  Dr.  Wil- 
son, of  Bucks  County,  who  being  aclassi- 
cal  scholar,  tavighi  him  Latin,  and  he 
commenced  the  study  of  medicine,  17^6. 

In  the  winter  of  1797.  he  removed  to 
Philadelphia  and  became  a  private  pupil 
of  Dr.  Caspar  Wistar,  and  during  the 
following  winter,  became  a  member  of  the 
Medical  Society.  In  1798,  he  was  ap- 
pomted  Apothecary  to  the  Philadelphia 
Almshouse,  but  owing  to  his  health  be- 
coming impaired,  he  resigned  his  [>OBi- 
tion  in  179Q,  He  shortly  afterward  re- 
turned, remaining  there  until  the  spring 
of  1800,  wdien  he  received  lhe  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  from  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  his  thesis  being  *' Digi- 
talis Purpurea/' 

He  commenced  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession in  lhe  vicinity  of  Jenkintown^ 
Montgomery  Counlyj  Pa.,  in  1800,  as  3 
l>artner  to  Dr.  Sanmel  Glenn. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1S20,  as 
Obstetrician,  and  continued  to  servo  in 
thai  capacity  until  he  resigned  in  1829, 

Dr.  Moore  was  a  Fellow  of  College  of 
Physicians.  He  was  liIso  one  of  the  Over 
seers  of  Public  Schools 

He  die<l  May  23,  1H36,  aged  fifty-eight 


pital ;  he  resigned  May  12,  1873.  In  1821, 
by  his  own  request,  he  was  transferred 
from  the  Medical  to  the  Surgical  Depart- 
ment. He  was  diverted  from  the  regular 
pursuit  of  his  profession  and  served  for 
several  years  in  the  Ohio  Legislature ; 
but  resumed  practice  iu  Cincinnati,  where 
he  lived  until  his  death,  January  27,  1S60, 
aged  seventy- two  years. 

His  disposition  was  most  kind  and 
social,  and  his  manners,  always  gentle 
and  without  atTectalion,  were  most 
polished  and  attractive. 

John  Wilson  Muure  was  an  Ap- 
prentice from  1S08-1813  and  *' Chief 
Apothecary  "  (in  iSio>  at  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital.  He  received  his  degree 
of  Doctor  in  Medicint  from  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  iu  iSii  ;  was  a  member 
of  the  Philadelphia  Medical  S<-H:iiety ; 
Fellow  of  Cnllege  of  Physicians  ;  and  of 
the  American  Medical  Association. 

He  was  elected  to  lhe  Medical  Statf  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1821,  re- 
signed 1827, 

He  died  June  25,  1865.

\VtiA.h\M  Price  was  born  September 
17,  1788.  He  was  one  of  the  early  West 
Town  scholars,  and  he  left  home  before 
he  was  of  age,  to  leach  a  scbo*j|  for  colored 
children,  under  the  care  of  Friends,  in 
Philadelphia.  He  studied  medicine  with 
Dr.  Joseph  Parrish.  He  was  graduated 
in  1813  from  tht-  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, ^Tu\  served  as  medical  apprentice 
in  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  from  1813-14. 
He  spent  some  three  years  in  F*aris,  in 
assiduous  attendance  upon  lectures  and 
hospitals  of  that  great  centre  of  medical 
teaching.  Returning,  he  commenced  the 
practice  of  medicine  in  Philadelphia. 

In  1821.  he  became  a  member  of  the 
Medical  Staff  of  the    Prnnsvlvania   H^is- 


Sam(  KL  K.-MMiN  was  born  in  Chester 
County,  Pa.,  March  6,  1789.  In  1808  he 
commenced  the  study  of  medicine  with 
Dr.  Joseph  Parrish,  and  was  graduated  by 
the  Universitv  in  18 12. 

The  following  June,  he  visited  Europe, 
and  the  Hospitals  of  London  and  Paris. 
After  the  capitulation  of  Paris,  be  re- 
turned to  London,  thence  lo  Hollancl, 
and  came  home,  afler  a  two  years'  ab- 
sence, in  the  corvette  "John  Adams,'*  as 
bearer  of  despatches  for  the  Govern- 
ment. On  his  return,  he  at  once  com- 
menced  lhe  practice  Mf  his  profession  in 
Philadelphia.  He  was  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Health  in  1819  ;  Physician  to  the 
Friends'  Asylum  for  the  Insane;  and  a 
Fellow  of  the  College  of  Physicians. 
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He  was  dected  to  the  Mtdtcal  Staff  of 
the  FeiinBylvatita  HospiUl  in  1823,  and 
continued  in  this  position  until  his  death. 

In  organization  of  the  Permsjlvania 
Society  for  Discouraging  the  Use  of 
Ardent  Spirits .  as  well  as  in  its  adminis- 
tration aa  manager,  he  look  an  active 
part. 

He  died  April  17,  1828,  aged  thirty- 
nine  years, 

John  Rhea  Barton  was  born  in  Lan- 
casler,  Pa,,  April,  179&;  his  rather.Wilham 
Barton^  was  a  member  of  the  bar  of  Lan- 
caster and  was  a  prominent  jurist.  He 
beirame  the  President  Judge  of  the 
judicial  districts  composed  of  Lancaster, 
York  and  Dauphin  Counties.  At  a  later 
date,  he  discharged  the  duties  of  Pro- 
thonotaryin  his  native  county,  he  sub- 
sequently removed  from  Lancaster  to 
Philadelphia,  when  he  was  appointed 
Secretary  of  the  Americiin  Philosophical 
Society,  receivin^f  shortly  after,  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  the  honorary 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts. 

John  Rhea  barton  was  educated  at  the 
University  uf  Pennsylvania,  where  he 
was  graduated  in  Medicine  in  181S,  his 
thesis  being  '* Certain  Injuries  of  the 
Bones  of  Children."  He  served  as  a 
medical  apprentice  in  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  from  18 13  to  r8i8.  After  com- 
pleting his  medical  studies  he  was  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  surgeons  to  the 
Philadelphia  Almshouse, 

He  was  elected  on  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1823,  re- 
signed 1S36. 

r>r.  Barton's  ingenuity  and  mechanical 
genius  was  made  prominent  in  his  mani- 
pulations and  special  management  of 
fractures;  the  profession  is  indebted  lo 
blm  for  the  '*  figure  of  eight  bandage  of 
the  head,"  which  continues  to  bear  his 
name  ;  he  also  introduced  what  is  known 
as  "the  bran  drc^lsing/'  He,  in  1826, 
was  the  first  surgeon  to  pioneer  the  way 
in  sub-cutiineous  osteotomy,  *'  As  an 
operator,  he  was  cool,  decided,  elegant 
and  full  of  resource,  using  either  hand 
with  ecjual  facility,  he  seldom  changed 
bis  position  when  engaged  tn  any  surgical 
procedure." 

In  1840,  he  retired  from  active  practice. 

His  contributiuiis  to  medicat  literature 
were  not  numerous.  In  1827,  he  pub- 
lished in  the  "North  American  Medical 
and  Surgical  Journal/'  a  paper  on  the 
*'  Treatment  of  Anchylosis  by  the  Forma- 
tion of  Artificial  Joints  ;"  in  1S38  a  paper 
entitled  "  Views  and  Treat ment  of  an 
Important  Injury  to  the  Wrist/' 

Dr.  D.  Have*s  Agnew  concluded  a 
brief  sketch  of  his  life,  with  the  beautiful 
sentiment;  "The  sun  sinks  below  the 
western  horizon,  but  long  after  ihe  great 


body  of  flame  has  passed  out  of  sight 
ther'e  lingers  on  the  bending  sky  a  mellow 
sheen  of  golden  glory  :  and  so  men  die 
and  dropout  of  rank,  but  the  influence 
and  power  of  their  lives  remain  the  heri- 
tage of  succeeding  generations." 

To  commemorate  his  services  to  Amer- 
ican Surgery  and  perpetuate  his  name, 
his  widow  established,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Trustees,  the  "John  Rhea  Barton 
Professorship  of  the  Principles  and  Prac- 
tice of  Surgery  **  in  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  PennsylvantJL 

Dr.  Barton  died  January  i,  1871,  aged 
seventy-five  years. 


John  Kearsley  Mitcmell  was  born 

March  12,  1793,  at  Shepherdstowii,  Va. 
At  an  early  age,  he  was  sent  to  Scotland 
to  pursue  a  course  of  Academic  studies 
at  the  t^niversity  of  Edinburgh,  prepara- 
tory to  entering  upon  the  study  of  medi- 
cine ;  he  conipkaed  his  collegiate  course 
and  received  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  then  left 
Scotland  and  returned  to  America.  S*x»n 
after  this  he  came  to  Philadelphia,  and 
entered  the  office  of  Dr,  Nathaniel  Chap- 
man (1816}  atid  commenced  his  pro- 
fessional studies  ;  he  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  froni  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  in  18 iq. 

In  1822  he  settled  in  Philadelphia  and 
began  the  practice  of  his  profession.  His 
services  during  seasons  of  pestilence, 
and  in  the  City  Hospitals,  were  twice 
rewarded  by  Municipal  gifts. 

He  was  elected  Leciurer  on  Chemistry* 
1823-32,  1826-40,  he  lectured  in  the 
Franklin  Institute,  on  C h em jstr>'' applied 
to  the  .4rts. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Academy 
of  Natural  .Sciences^  Philadelphia,  of  the 
American  Philt^ophical  Society,  Fellow* 
of  College  of  Physicians,  Philadelphia, 
Lecturer  on  Theory  and  Practice  of  ftledi* 
cine  in  Jefferson  Medical  College,  etc 
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Dr  Mitchell  was  elected  to  the  Medical 
StaflT  of  the  Hospital,  1877,  and  in  1B34, 
htr  was  succeeded  by  Dr  William  Rush. 

He  contributed  to  the  North  American 
Medic;il  and  Surgical  Journal,  articles 
upon  Chronic  Dysentery*  hased  upon  his 
experience  and  treatment  of  this  disease 
as  he  had  seen  it  in  the  Kast  I  ndies  [  i^aiS) 
also  "  On  a  New  Practice  in  Acnte  and 
Chronic  Rheumatistn/'  and  two  years 
afterward,  another  article  upon  the  ^ame 
suhject.  He  edited  Faraday's  Chemi- 
cal Manipulations,  with  notes  U830)  ; 
wrote  Chemical  and  Pharniaceinticai 
History  and  Toxicol o^ical  EtTects  of 
Arsenic  (1856);  Cryptogamous  Origin  of 
Malarious  and  Endemic  Fevers ;  with 
his  hy^iothesis  of  Ihe  cause  of  these 
diseases  and  of  Cholera  Asiatica,  Plague, 
and  Yellow  Fever  ;  and  other  valuable 
contributions.  A  collecii<tn  0I  his  essays, 
includinj;  a  valuable  paper  on  Animal 
Magnetism,  was  published  in  185S.  He 
was  author  of  "  Indecision  and  other 
Poems  "  1 1839) ;  also  of  Popular  Leiturefl 
on  Scientific  Subjects  which  were  trans- 
lated into  several  foreign  languages. 

He  died  April  4,  1858,  aged  Bixty-five 
years, 

Benjamin  H.  Coates  was  born  Novem- 
ber t4,  1797.  From  his  early  years  he 
showed  a  natural  love  for  books,  and  for 
science,  which  was  sn  characteristic  of 
him  ihroughuut  life.  He  received  an 
excellent  literary  and  classical  education 
at  Friends'  Grammar  School 

He  was  a  resident,  medical  student  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  from  t8i4 
to  J>i9,  under  the  preceptorship  of 
Dr,  Philip  S.  Physick.  He  was  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
Doctor  in  Medicine,  in  1818.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Academy  of  Natural 
Sciences,  the  American  Philosojihical 
Society,  Ci^llegeof  Physicians,  American 
Medical  Association,  President  *4  the 
Philadelphia  County  Medical  Society » 
on  e  of  I  he  fo  u  n  de  rs  and  Vi  ce  -  F  res  i  d  en  t 
of  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania. 
He  delivered  the  address  at  the  laying  of 
the  corner  stone  of  the  Department 
for  the  Insane,  June  22»  1856. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  of 
Ihe  Hospital,  1S2S,  resigned  in  1841, 

He  died  October  16,  18S1,  aged  nearly 
erg  ht  y-  fou  r  yea  rs . 

Thomas  Harris  was  born  in  Chester 
County,  I'ennsylvania,  January  ,5.  1784. 
He  was  the  eldest  ion  of  (General  William 
HarriSj.  who  served  with  distinction  dur- 
ing the  war  of  the  Revolution. 

In  the  spring  of  1804,  he  commenced 
the  study  of  medicine  and  obtained  his 
degree  in  1809,  from  Ihe  University  of 
Pennsylvania.  In  1813,  during  the  war 
with   Great    Britain,   he    received     from 


Mr,  Madison  a  commission  as  surgeon  in 
Ihe  navy  and  joined  the  Wasf>  sloop  of 
war,  under  the  command  of  Commodore 
Jacob  Jones.  Hardly  had  Dr.  Harris 
entered  the  service,  when  he  had  the  good 
fortune  to  take  part  in  one  of  the  most 
brilliant  actions  of  the  war.  A  week 
after  sailing  from  New  Castle,  the  Wasp 
encountered  the  sloop  of  war  Frolic,  of  a 
superior  force,  and,  after  an  action  of 
little  more  than  half  an  hour,  cai)tured 
her.  An  hour  subsequently,  however, 
both  ships  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Poic- 
tiers,  seventy- four,  which  carried  them 
into  Berniuda.  Here  they  remained  a 
few  weeks,  until  they  were  exchanged. 

Dr,  Harris  commenced  the  praclice  of 
his  profession  in  Philadelphia  in  18 17. 
His  success  was  brilliant  and  he  was,  for 
a  number  of  years,  a  lecturer  on  surgery. 
His  style  was  familiar,  sometimes  con- 
versational, and  hts  matter  had  the  great 
attraction  of  appearing  to  emanate  more 
from  his  own  experience  than  the  glean- 
ings from  books.  Though  not  a  great 
writer,  he  contributed  a  number  of 
articles  to  different  medical  periodicals 
and  published  a  life  of  Commodore  Bain- 
bridge  in  1837,  He  was  elected  to  the 
Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  in  iSag,  and 
resigned  in  1840. 

Dr.  Harris  died  in  186 1, 

CnARl.ES  LtTKKJss  was  graduated  in 
Medicine  from  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania in  1S16. 

He  was  a  Fellow  of  College  of  Physi- 
cians. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  In  1S29,  and 
resigned  1839. 


Hugh  L.  Hor*oE  was  l>orn  in  Phila- 
delphia^June  27,  1796.  He  received  the 
degree  of  A,  B  Jn  1814,  from  the  College  of 
New  Jersey,  at  Princeton,  and  graduated

He  was  a  Fellow  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  ;  a  member  of  the  American 
Philosophical  Society ;  and  one  of  the 
origi  na  I  members  of  the  A  nierlcan  Medical 
Assoc  ialion. 

In  1835,  he  was  elected  Professor  of 
Obstetrics  in  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania,  and  resigned  in  i86jj  when  he  was 
appointed  EmctiUis  Professor. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  (Lying-in  Department),  in  1832, 
and  resigned  in  1^54. 

On  November  12,  1838,  be  married 
Margrtrel  E.  Aspinwall,  of  New  York. 

Dr.  Hodge  was  one  of  the  editors  of  the 
North  American  Medical  and  Surgical 
Journal.  He  pnhlishedt  in  1S60,  u  work 
on  "  Diseases  Peculiar  to  Women  "  and  in 
1864,  a  treatise  entitled,  ■*The  Principles 
and  Praclice  of  Obstetrics."  He  received 
the  degree  of  LL.  D.  in  1S72,  from  the 
College  of  New  jersey. 

He  died  February  26,  187,1,  aged  sev- 
enty-six years. 

Wjlliam  Rush,  son  of  Dr.  Benjamin 
Rush,  was  born  in  18cm,  He  was  elected 
a  member  of  the  Medical  Start'  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1834,  resigned 

1837- 

He  died  November  20»  1864,  aged 
sixty-four  years,  and  was  buried  at 
Christ  Church. 


George  Bacon  Wood  was  born   in 
Greenwich,  N.  J.,    March  3,    1797.     He   I 
received  the  degree  of  A.  B.  in  JS15,  and 
of  Doctor  in  Medicine  from  the  University   1 
of  PeniTsylvania^  in  181S.  ' 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Academy  of 
Natural  Sciences;  Professor  of  Chemistry. 


Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy  ;  Pro- 
fessor Materia  Medica,  same  College. 
^831-35  ;  Fellow  of  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  President  ( 134S-79) ;  American 
Philosophical  Society,  July  1829  and  Prest- 
dent  1 1859-79) :  Trustee  of  Girard  College 
from  1833-41  ;  President  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  Ui*55-js6);  Prest- 
dent  National  Convention  for  Revision  of 
Pharmacoptuia  (1850  and  i86o.t 

Dr.  Wood  was  Professor  of  Materia 
Medica  and  Pharmacy  from  1855  to  1850 
and  of  Theory  and  Praclice  of  Medicine 
from  1S50-60,  in  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania. He  inKtiiuied  anew  departure 
in  the  method  of  teaching,  by  making  ft 
demonstrative.  In  addition  to  an  ad- 
mirable cabint't  of  drawings  and  speci* 
mens  illustrative  of  Materia  Medica, 
Dr.  Ww)d  erected  a  spacious  green- 
house in  his  garden,  for  the  preservation 
and  cuUivation  of  medicinal  pUiits. 

Not  only  were  his  lecturer  rendered 
more  interesting,  from  the  exhibition  of 
living  pUnts,  but  he  also  richly  provide*J 
material  for  teachii!g*  and  every  depmn- 
ment  of  his  subject  was  appropriately 
illustrated  by  diagrams  of  pathological 
lesions  of  the  organs,  also  cast^^  and 
models  of  disease,  apparatus,  and  exten 
sive  range  of  pathological  pre]>ar;itions. 

As  a  member  of  the  Cx>lU'ge  cf  Physi- 
cians, he  tCKik  an  attive  part.  an<i  am- 
tributed  hve  hundred  dollars  annually, 
in  order  that  the  library  might  be  daily 
available.  He  also  gave  four  thou- 
sand dollars  towards  the  erection  of 
a  Hall,  and  made  other  generous  and 
liberal  gifts  to  forward  its  purjjoses  and, 
by  his  will,  gave  his  valtiablc  librAry*  lo 
the  College. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1^*5,  re- 
signed  1S59. 

When,  at  the  end  of  twenty- four  years' 
service,  he  retired  from  the  Medical  Staffs 
the  MaiKigers  adopted  the  folio wiog  reso- 
lutions : 

"The  President  and  Secretary  are 
rcf|ueated  to  convey  to  Dr.  W**odl  the 
regret  of  the  Board  at  parting  with  him. 

'^Also  Resolved:  That  the  Board  in 
accepting  the  resignation  of  Dr.  (^^eorge 
B*  Wood  desire  to  express  their  regret  at 
parting  with  one  who  for  twenty -four 
years  discharged  with  great  zeal  and 
fidelity  the  nsponsible  duties  devolving 
upon  him. 

*' Resolved:  That  the  Board  fully  ap- 
preciate  the  liberality  of  Dr.  Wood 
towards  the  erection  of  new  buildings  for 
the  insane,  displayed  when  the  work  of 
obtaining  subscriptions  had  scarcely 
commenced  and  which  interest*  we  be- 
lieve, continues  uiiab.ited.  And  thai,  in 
his  retirement  from  the  post  so  long  and 
ably  filled  by  him,  he  carrier  witH  hiui 
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our  best  wishes  for  his  future^'prosperily 
and  happiness/' 

The  published  works  of  Dr.  Wood  are  ; 
The  U,  S.  Dispensatory,  edited  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Dr.  Bache  ;  also  a  Treatise  on 
Ihe  Practice  of  Medicine;  and  a  Treatise 
on  Therapeutics  and  Pharmacology,  each 
of  which  weiU  through  several  editions. 

He  died  March  30^  1879,  iti  the  eighty- 
third  year  of  his  age.

Jacob  Randolph  was  born  in  Phila- 
delphia, November  25,  1796.  In  1S14,  he 
commenced  the  study  of  medicine  and, 
in  181  ;♦  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  in 
Medicine  from  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania.  He  was  subsequently  made 
sui^eon  to  a  vessel  bound  to  China,  but 
left  the  vessel  on  ils  arrival  in  England, 
in  consequence  of  severe  and  protracted 
suffering  from  sea-sickness.  He  passed 
several  months  in  visiting  Scotland  and 
France.  On  his  return  to  Philadelphia,  he 
commenced  the  praciice  of  hi«  profession. 

He  married  in  1S22,  a  daughter  of 
Dr.  Philip  Syng  Physick. 

In  1830,  he  received  the  appointment 
of  surgeon  to  the  Almshouse  Infirmary, 
or  Philadelphia  Hospital ;  in  the  same 
year  he  was  a-ssociated  with  other  prac- 
titioners as  a  lecturer  on  Surgery,  In  the 
'* Summer  School  of  Medicine." 

He  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Medical  Society,  iSrs;  American 
Philosophical  Society.  1833 ;  College  of 
Physicians  of  Philadelphia,  1834-48  ;  and 
American  Medical  Association,  1847. 

VV^hile  abroad,  in  1840.  he  was  elected 
Professor  of  Operative  Surgery  in  the 
Jefferson  Medical  College  of  Philadelphia, 
which  he  declined,  as  it  required  an 
immediate  return.  After  an  absence  of 
I  wo  years,  he  returned  to  Philadelphia 
and  resumed  the  practice  of  his  pm- 
fession,  principally  as  consulting  surgeon. 


In  1847,  he  was  elected  Professor  of 
Clinical  Surgery  in  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Hospital,  in  1835.  and  continued  in  its 
service  until  his  death,  February  29,  1848, 
at  the  age  of  fifty-one  years. 

GEORfVB  W.  Nor R IS  was  born  in 
Philadelphia,  November  6,  1808.  Hl* 
entered  the  Academical  Department  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  A.  B.  in  18^7.  He  was 
a  pupil  of  Dr.  Joseph  Parrish  and  received 
ihe  decree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  in  1830, 
from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania* 

Immediately  alter  graduation,  he  was 
elected  resident  physician  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital  and  served  until  1833  ; 
the  same  year  he  went  to  Paris,  and 
attended  the  lectures  of  Dupnytreu,  Vel- 
peau.  Roux  and  Magendie.  While  in 
Paris,  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
SociiH^- Mi^^dicale  d' Observation.  In  1S35, 
he  returned  to  l^hiladelphia  and  began 
the  practice  of  his  profession. 

In  1848  he  was  elected  Professor  of 
t^linical  Surgery  in  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania ;  he  served  until  1857, 
when  he  (^signed,  having  been  elected 
Trustee  of  the  University. 

He  was  elected  to  ihe  Staff  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1836^  and  re 
signed  in  1^6^^, 

Dr.lNorris's  first  publication^  which  ap 
peared  in  1837  hi  the  *'  American  Journal 


of  the  Medical  Sciences,"  was  on  Fracture 
and  Dislocation  of  the  Astragalus.  He 
contributed  during  a  period  of  thirty 
years,  at  intervals,  a  number  of  medicul 
essays,  statistical  papers,  and  details  of 
cases,  most  of  which  were  collectrd  and 
published  before  his  deaths  in  a  work  of 
one  volume,  entitled  "Contributions  to 
Practical  Surgery.'* 
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Dr.  Norris  was  one  f>r  the  Consulting 
'Surgeons  to  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital ; 
the  Children's  Hospital,  of  which  he  was 
Prusident  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
He  was  a  Fellow  of  the  College  of  Physi* 
dans;  Vice-President  US64J,  member 
of  American  Philosophical  Society, 
American  Medic«il  Association^  Academy 
of  Natural  Sciences,  etc.  President  of  the 
Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania, 

He  died  March  4,  1875,  aged  sixty-six 
years, 

Thomas  Stewardson  was  born  in 
Philadelphia  July  lo^  1807  ;  he  attended 
the  William  Penn  Charier  School,  and 
received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi* 
cine  from  tlie  University  of  Pennsylvania 
in  1830. 

He  was  soon  after  elected  Resident 
Physician  in  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
and  served  until  April,  18^2.  After  com- 
pleting his  term  of  service  m  the  Hospital, 
he  visited  Paris  and  passed  the  winter  in 
walking  tlie  hospitals  In  Miirch  iSjjj 
he  visited  Italy  and  after  a  three  months' 
ebsence  he  returned  to  Paris.  In  October, 
'^^33i  be  was  elected  a  member  of 
La  Society  M<&dicale  d' Observation.  In 
May,  J 834,  he  left  Paris,  and  remained 
several  weeks  In  England  and  Scotland, 
and  returned  to  Philadelphia  November, 

1834. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  in  May  u,  1838,  resigned  on 
account  of  ill-health  in  1845, 

Dr.  Stewardson  was  a  Fellow  of  the 
College  of  Physicians,  and  a  member  of 
the  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences,  Phila- 
delphia, and  Physician  to  the  Phil  ad  eb 
phia  (Blockley)  Hospital. 

He  was  one  tif  the  Collaborators  of 
the  "American  Journal  of  the  Medical 
Sciences,'*  and  edited  the  first  American 
edition  of  Dr,  John  Ellintson's  Principles 
and  Practice  of  Medicine. 

About  1^44,  he  bad  a  severe  attack  of 
pneumonia,  followed  l>y  hemorrhages, 
vind  was  advised  to  seek  a  milder  climate. 
He  selected  Savannah.  Ga,,  as  his  future 
abode.  The  College  of  Physicians  elected 
bim  an  associate  Fellow  in  1847. 

Dr.  Stewardson  established  himself  in 
Savannah  in  1845  and  made  a  specialty 
of  the  treatment  ot  Yellow  Fever.  At 
the  end  of  four  years,  after  obtaining  a 
large  practice,  he  attain  was  obli»;ed,  on 
account  of  ill  health,  to  abandon  it.  and  he 
removed  to  Marietta,  Cobb  County,  Ga. 
In  1851  he  was  elected  Professor  of 
Natural  Science  in  the  (Georgia  Military* 
Institute  at  Mark-tta*  which  he  resigned 
after  two  years'  service.  After  residing 
twelve  years  in  Georgia,  he  returned  to 
Philadelphia  in  the  autumn  of  1858, 
although  apparently  in  good  health,  he 
-did  not  resume  the  practice  of  bis  profes- 


sion. He  was  again  elected  to  the  College 
of  Physicians*  He  inlnxluccd  into  this 
country  the  new  stlk-worm,  Bombyx 
Cynthia  or  Attacus  Cynthia,  which  feed* 
on  the  leaves  of  the  Ailanthus  tree* 

Dr  Stewardson  died  June  30,  1^76, 
aged  nearly  seventy-one  years, 

Charl&s  Delucena  Meigs  was  bom, 
ill  the  Island  of  St,  George,  Bermuda, 
February  tg^  '792.  He  gradtjaled  A.  B. 
at  the  University  of  Georgia  in  1809; 
after  which  in  the  same  year  he  com- 
menced the  study  of  medicine  under 
Dr.  Thomas  Hanson  Marshall  Fendcll. 
of  Augusta,  to  whom  be  was  apprenticed 
for  three  years,  at  the  expiration  of  this 
time  he  returned,  in  t8i3,  to  his  home  at 
Athens, 

He  removed  to  Philadelphia  and  ma- 
triculated at  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 


vania in  18 1 2,  and  received  the  degree  ol 

Doctor  of  Medicine,  1817. 
In  1S15,  he  commenced  the  practice  of 

his  profession  in  Georgia. 

He  came  to  Philadelphia  in  the  summer 
'  of  1 817,  and  soon  became  prominent  in 
I  his  profession.

very  great.  He  was  one  of  the  ong- 
j   inal  editors  in  1*26,  of  the  '*  North  Amer- 
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ican  Medical  and  Surgical  Journal "  ;  he 
translated  and  published  Velpeau's  Ele- 
mentary Treatiat'  on  Midwifery,  Transla' 
lionof  Colombat  de  L'lsere's  Treatise  on 
the  Diseases  and  Special  Hyg:]eneof  Fe- 
maleSt  ( i^iS) :  author  of  Woman,  her 
Diseases  and  Remedies,  Observations  on 
Certain  Diseases  of  Children,  (1850); 
Memoir  of  Dr.  Samuel  G,  Morton,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences, 
U85O;  of  Dr.  Daniel  Drake,  (1853); 
Treatise  on  Acute  and  Chronic  Diseases 
of  the  Neck  of  the  Uterus,  on  Certain 
Diseases  of  Children,  etc. 

He  was  connected  with  a  very  large 
number  of  medical  organti^ations  ;  Acad- 
emy of  Natural  Sciences,  American  Phib 
osophical  Society,  College  of  Physicians, 
American  Medical  Assoc iation^  Society 
of  Swedish  Physicians,  1854, 

On  February  25 ^  1861,  he  delivered  his 
last  lecture  at  the  JelTerson  Medical  Col- 
lege and  retired  from  further  active  du- 
ties of  his  profession. 

He  died  June  22,  1869,  aged  seventy- 
seven  years. 

Edward  Peacb,  was  born  in  Philadel- 
phia, February  10,  1811.  He  was  gradua- 
ted by  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in 
i8j3,  and  was  elected  to  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in 
1840 ;  resigned  r86t.' 

Dr.  Peace  was  a  member  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Medical  Society,  the  Academy  of 
Natural  Sciences,  and  also  a  member  of 
the  PhiladelphiaConnty  Medical  Society. 

He  died  September  9,  1879,  aged  sixty- 
eight  years. 

WtLt^iAM  Pepper,  born  in  Philadel- 
phia, January  21,  1810,  received  his  Col- 
legiate education  at  Princeton,  New 
Jersey,  and  was  graduated  with  the  first 
honors,  receiving  the  degree  of  A.  B. 
in  1828.  He  studied  medicine,  under 
Dr.  Thomas  T.  Hewson,  and  received 
the  degree  of  M.  D.  in  1832,  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  During  this 
year  the  Asiatic  Cholera  made  its  appear- 
ance in  Philadelphia,  and  Dr.  Pepper 
volunteered  his  services  and  resided  in 
the  Cholera  Hospital  during  the  epidemic. 
He  subsequently  spent  two  years  in 
Paris,  devoting  himself  with  remarkable 
industry  and  ability  to  the  investigation 
of  discaise.  The  friendships  then  formed 
with  some  of  the  ablest  men  of  the  French 
School,  and  especially  with  the  eminent 
Louis,  were  strong  and  lasting.  On  his 
return  to  Philadelphia,  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  1834,  he  immediately 
entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession anu  with  such  conspicuous  success 
that  he  steadily  and  rapidly  rose  m  the 
cstitnation  of  the  profession  and  the 
public  until,  for  a  number  of  years  before 


f   his  death,  he  was  recognized  as  the  lead- 
'■   ing  consultant  in  the  community. 

He  was  Physician  to  the  Wills  Hospital, 
and  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  ;  with 
the  latter  he  was  connected  for  twenty -six 
years  until  the  close  of  1858^  and  during, 
this  long  term  of  service   took  a  leading 
share  in  the  clinical  leaching   for   which 
I    that  institution   has   so   long   been    cele- 
brated.  In  i860,  he  was  elected  Professor 
I   of  the  Theory  and   Practice  of  Medicine 
I    in  the   University  of  Pemjsylvania.     He 
'   had  delivered  only   four  annual  courses 
of  lectures  when  he  was  forced   by   ill- 
I    heaUh  to  resign  this  position  in  the  spring 
of  1S64. 

His  clinical  and  didactic  lectures  were 
models  of  clear,  forcible  and  practical 
teaching ;  and  he  was  especially  re- 
I  nowned  for  his  diagnostic  skill  and  for 
his  judicious  and  successful  treatment  of 
disease. 


He  was  a  member  of  the  American 
Philosophical  Society  and  of  the  Philadeb 
phia  Academy  nf  Natural  Sciences,  and 
a  Fellow  of  the  College  of  Physicians. 

His  familiarity  with  medical  literature 
was  extensive  and  accurate  ;  but  although 
he  had  accumulated  an  enormous  num- 
ber of  records  of  im|>ortant  cases,  the 
constant  claims  of  his  engrossing  practice 
prevented  him  from  ctmtributing  very 
largely  to  medical  literature. 

He  married  Sarah,  a  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Plait,  Esq.  He  was  elected  to  the 
Medical  Staff  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospi- 
tal, 1842;  resigned,  1858. 

He  died  October  15,    1864,  aged   fifty 
four  years. 

It  was  remarked  in  his  memoir  by 
Dr.  Thomas  S-  Kirkbride  that  **The 
strong  feature  of  Dr.  Pepper*s  medical 
character  was  the  possession  of  analytical 
acumen  and  decided  ideas  of  diagnosis. 
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This  be  carried  into  his  olTice  of  teacher. 
As  a  didactic  lecturer,  he  was  clear,  con- 
cise,  and  complete.  Thirly  years  of 
active  practice  had  made  him  familiar 
with  disease  in  its  varied  forms^  and  had 
led  him  to  reject  as  useless  that  which 
was  merely  speculative  in  medicine^  while 
it  enabled  him  to  speak  with  authority." 

William  Wood  Gerhard  was  bom 
July  2j,  i8o9,  at  Philitdelphia. 

In  1813  he  entered  Dickinson  College, 
Carlisle^  Pa.,  and  graduated  A,  B.  in 
1826.  After  completing  his  college  course 
he  returned  to  Philadelphia  and  com- 
menced the  study  of  medicine  under 
Dr,  Joseph  Parrisb.  He  was  gradua- 
ted in  Medicine  by  the  University  of  | 
Pennsylvania  in  the  s|>ring  of  1832,  his  | 
thesis  being  '*  Endermic  Application  of 
Medicines.  He  was  attached  to  the 
Philadelphia  Hospital  as  Resident  Phy- 
sician for  some  lime  previous  to  his 
graduation. 

In  183^  he  visited  Paris  and  availed 
himself  of  the  teachings  of  Chomel» 
Andral,  and  of  Louis.  He  made  investi- 
gations into  the  character  of  Asiatic 
cholera,  smallpox,  tubercular  meningitis, 
pineumonia  in  the  young:  be  also  col- 
lected a  portion  of  the  materials  for  his 
original  work  on  typhoid  and  typhus 
fevers,  which  be  afterwards  completed 
by  establishing  the  specific  difference 
between  these  two  diseases. 

He  returned  to  Philadelphia  in  the  fall 
of  1833  and  was  elected  Resident  Phy> 
sician  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in 
1834,  and  served  until  1S36,  during  which 
lime  he  made  a  special  study  of  typhoid 
fever  as  compared  with  the  same  disease 
of  Paris,  and  published  his  results 
establishing  the  fact  that  they  were 
identical. 

In  1838,  he  was  appointed  Assistant 
Professor  Institutes  of  Medicine  in  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  The  ser- 
vices of  Dr.  Gerhard  were  so  highly 
valued  by  the  students  at  the  clinic  of 
the  Philadelphia  Hospital  during  the 
winter  of  1840,  that  a  scries  of  ctimpli 
mentary  resolutions  were  formulated  and  ! 
presented  to  him  expressive  of  their  ap- 
probation. In  1841,  the  system  of  Dis- 
|.iensary  Clinics  was  adopted  by  the 
University,  and  established  and  con- 
ducted under  its  auspices  by  Drs.  Ger- 
hard and  Johnston,  in  the  building  of  the 
MedicalJnstituteon  Locust  Street,  and 
there  continued  until  1843.  when  it  wa* 
transferred  10  the  University  Building, 

In  the  early  part  of  1837,  Dr,  Gerhard 
himself  suffered  from  an  acute  attack  of  , 
typhoid  fever.     In  the  winter  of  1843-44,    i 
his    health    was    further     impaired     by   | 
another  attack  of  illness.    It  was  deemed 
advisable    for    him    to   make  a  trip  to   I 


Europe  in  the  summer  of  1844.  After 
several  m<7nt{is  absence  he  returned  much 
improved. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1845,  and 
resigned  in  1868. 

In  J ^50  he  married  Miss  Dobbyn,  the 
daughter  of  Major  William  A.  Dobbyn. 
formerly  of  the  British  army. 

He  was  the  author  of  various  piapers 
in  the  "*  American  Journal  of  Medical 
Sciences,"  and  in  the  •*  Medical  Exam- 
iner," of  which  he  was  one  of  the  editors 
in  1S38.  His  principal  work  was  the 
Diagnosis,  Palhologj'  and  Trealmeni  of 
the  Diseases  of  the  Chest.  184*.  which 
first  appeared  as  a  short  treatise  on  the 
Diagnosis  of  Thoracic  DiseaseSt  1835, 
but  at  the  request  of  many  of  his  pupils 
he  added  general  symptoms  and  treat- 
ment, with  additional  lectures  1846,  en- 
larged edition  in  i860,  re\4sed.  with  chap- 
ters on  Spotted  Fever,  Cerebro-Spinal 
Meningitis,  1863.  In  1S35-6,  he  published 
a  number  of  reports  on  cases  wiUi  results 
of  observations  on  various  diseases  In 
reference  to  their  morbid  anatomy;  also 
an  essay  on  the  importance  of  clinical 
in-^truction  :  and  on  ' '  Typhoid  Fever 
Epidemic  in  Philadelphia  during  the 
Spring  and  Autumn  of  1*436/ *  Many  of 
his  contributions  to  Medical  Journals 
were  in  the  form  of  reports  of  clinical 
lectures. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Philadelphia 
Medical  Society,  College  of  Ph>^idans, 
Academy  of  Natural  Sciences,  Ph>'sician 
Philadelphia  H<^pital»  President  of  the 
Pathological  Society^  and  a  member  of 
the  American  Pbilosofjhical  Society. 

Dr.  Gerhard  died  at  Philadelphia  April 
28,  1873^  aged  sixty-two  years. 

Gborge  Fox,  the  grandson  of  Joseph 
Fox,  Speaker  of  the  Colonial  Assembly 
in  1765,  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  May  8, 
t8o6v  In  the  autumn  of  iSaa  he  entered 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and 
graduated  A  B.  in  1825. 

He  received  the  degree  of  DcMTtor  of 
Medicine  from  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania  March,  1828.  He  was  soon  after- 
wards elected  Resident  Physician  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital.  During  the  first 
year  of  his  residence  in  the  Hospital  he 
devised  an  apparatus  for  the  treatment 
of  fractures  of  the  clavicle.  Fox's  ap- 
paratus has  been  employed  during  more 
than  half  a  century,  is  stilt  used  in  and 
out  of  the  Hospital,  and  is  described  in 
most  text -books  on  surgery. 

His  contributions  to  medical  titerature 
were  few  but  interesting. 

He  was  a  member  and  Vice-President 
of  the  Philadelphia  Medical  Society,  of 
the  College  of  Physicians,  Surgeon  to 
Wills    Hospital,    Member    Academy   01 
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'Nat\>ral  Sciences,  Member  Amerkan 
Medical  Association,  Vice-Presitlent  of 
the  Philadelphia  County  Medical  Society. 

Dr.  Fox  was  the  originator  of  the  enter- 
prise that  secured  to  the  College  of  Pliy- 
sidaii^  the  Krountd  for  erection  of  the 
buildings  at  ihe  northeast  corner  of  Thir- 
teenth and  Locust  Streets,  Philadelphia, 
While  he  had  able  coadjutors »  it  was  his 
tact  in  affairs,  financial  sagacity,  pru- 
dence  and  persistency  that  was  essential 
to  the  accomplishment  of  the  project. 

In  1848,  he  was  elected  to  the  Medical 
StaJBF  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  and 
resigned  in  1854. 

He  retired  from  a  prosperous  profes- 
sional career  in  1854,  in  perfect  health 
and  removed  to  a  large  farm  at  Paolt, 
Chester  County,  Pa,,  whereafter  a  resi- 
dence of  three  years,  he  removed  to  his 
place  on  the  Delaware  River,  above 
Torresdale,  where  he  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life»  except  an  annual 
winter  sojourn  in  the  city. 

He  died  December  27.  iS8a,  aged 
seventy-six  years. 

Joseph  Carson,  horn  in  Philadelphia^ 
April  ig,  1808,  was  of  Scottish  ancestry, 
and  his  early  education  was  received  at 
the  Germ  an  town  Academy,  At  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania,  he  received  in 
1825  the  degree  of  A.  B.  ;  he  then  entered 
the  wh  Git's  ale  drug  store  of  Dr.  Edward 
Lowber»  but  soon  withdrew;  and  after 
devoting  a  few  years  to  botany,  he  com- 
menced the  study  of  medicine,  as  a  pupil 
of  Dr.  Thomas  T.  Hewson,  and  was 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania in  1830. 

He  was  at  once  elected  Resident  Physi- 
cian of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  Be- 
fore entering  upon  private  practice  he 
made  a  voyage  to  the  East  Indies*  as 
Surgeon  of  the  ship  Georgiana,  and  vis- 
ited Madras  aind  Calcutta.  He  retunied 
to  Philadelphia  in  Auj^ust,  1832^  and  com- 
menced the  practice  of  his  profession. 

In  the  thiny-lhird  year  of  his  age  he 
married  Mary  Goddard^  who  died  soon 
after  ;  later  he  married  Mary  Hollings- 
worth. 

After  the  first  ten  years,  his  practice 
rapidly  increased,  and  he  gained  an  en- 
vied piffiition  as  a  practitioner  of  obstet- 
rics. As  this  branch  of  his  profession 
involved  great  physical  labor  and  expo- 
sure, he  was  compelled  in  Ihe  midst  of 
his  success  to  give  it  up.  In  1831  he  was 
elected  Professor  of  Materia  Medica,  In 
the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy, 
and  held  the  position  until  1850 ;  in  that 
year  he  was  elected  Professor  of  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania,  which  he  held  until 
1876,  when  he  resigned  and  was  then 
made  Emeritus  Professor. 


He  was  elected  to  the  Obstetrical  StafT 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1849,  he 
held  this  position  until  1854,  when  this 
department  of  Ihe  hospital  was  c1os€k1. 

r»r.  Carson  was  a  member  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Medical  Society^  Academy  Natu- 
ral Sciences;  Lecturer  on  Materia  Medica 
and  Pharmacy  in  Medical  Institute  ;  a 
member  of  the  American  Philosophical 
Society,  American  Medical  Association^ 
Xational  Convention  for  Revision  of  Phar- 
macopieia,  i860 ;  member  Quarantine 
Convention,  Cincinnati,  May,  1861  ; 
Philadelphia  County  Medical  Society, 
President,  1862. 

He  died  December 30,  (876^  aged  about 
sixty-eight  years. 

Dr.  Carson  was  a  voluminous  writer  ; 
he  was  editor  of  the  "Journal  of  Phar- 
macy/' from  October  1836  until  Jul\ , 
1850,  and  contribuled  to  it  not  less  than 


seventy-six  original  papers ;  while  con* 
nected  with  the  same,  he  edited  with 
notes  and  additions,  two  editions  of 
"Pereira's  Materia  Medica'*;  and  in 
1847  published  his  "  I lluslralions  of  Med- 
ical Botany/'  in  two  quarto  volumes, 
many  of  the  illustrations  having  been 
drawn  and  colored  by  himself.  Perhaps 
the  most  important  of  al!  his  works  is  his 
admirable  History  of  the  Medical  I>e- 
partment  of  the  University  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, being  a  testimonial  of  his  regard, 
love,  and  loyalty  to  his  Alma  Mater, 

John  Neill  was  descended  on  both 
sides  from  a  distinguished  medical  ances- 
try ;  he  was  born  Philadelphia,  July  9, 
rSig. 

At  an  early  age  he  entered  the  Acade- 
mical Department  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  graduated  A.  B.  in 
1837  ;  he  then  entered  the  medical  depart- 
ment and  was  graduated  in  1840. 
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of  the  Pcnnsyhaiiiji  HospitaL  He  next 
served  for  two  years,  U841-43),  as  resi- 
dent physician  of  the  general  department 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital ;  he  was 
also  for  a  short  period  at  the  Friend's 
Asylum    for    the    Insane  at   Frankford, 
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near  Philadelphia.  In  1843.  he  was 
elected  the  first  resident  physician  of  the 
Eastern  PenilentiarVt  at  Philadelphia, 
and  in  his  annual  reports,  gave  special 
attention  to  the  eflects  of  separate  con- 
finement upon  the  mental  as  well  as 
physical  condition  of  the  convicts,  clearly 
showini^  the  entire  absence  of  evidence 
that  this  system  was  the  cause  of  disease 
or  impairnieni  of  general  health.  A 
second  edition  of  this  report,  published 
by  the  Inspectors  in  1845,  was  largely 
circulated  in  England,  and  translated 
and  published  in  France,,  Germany, 
Belginni,  and  Holland. 

Pr.  Hartshorne/in  1844,  went  to  Europe 
and  spent  two  years  in  studies  and 
observations  at  the  large  hospitals  of  the 
continent,  and,  on  his  return  home,  he 
commenced  the  practice  of  his  profession. 

In  i>^5o,  he  married  Adelia  C,  Pearse^ 
formerly  of  Boston. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Surgical  Staff  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  1859,  resigned 
1865.  He  was  editor  for  one  year  of  the 
Journal  of  Prison  Discipline,  Philadel- 
phia. Articles  and  reviews  were  con- 
tributed byhini  to  the  Medical  Examiner, 
Philadelphia  ;  American  Journiil  of  the 
Medical  Sciences  (1850-1870)  ;  and  to  the 
North  Anierican  Medico-Chirurgkal  Re 
view.  He  also  wrote  an  extended  notice 
of  Wharton  and  Still^'s  Treatise  on 
Medical  Jurisprudence.  He  delivered  a 
course  of  lectures  on  Medical  Juris- 
prudence, in  connection  with  an  Associa- 
tion of  medical  gentleman,  all  of  whom 
obtained  subsequent  distinction  as  pub- 


lic instructors.  In  1853,  he  edited,  with 
notes  and  additions,  the  American 
Edition  of  Taylor's  Medical  Jum- 
prudence. 

During  the  civil  war  he  was  on  dwy 
as  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon,  in  the  field, 
after  the  battle  of  Antietam,  and  for  one 
or  two  years ^  as  attending  or  consulting 
surgeon,  to  the  McClellan,  Nicetownand 
other  Army  Hr>spitals  in  or  near  Phila* 
delphia.  He  was  actively  engaged  in  the 
organization  of  the  Philadel  phia  branch  of 
the  United  States  Sanitary  Commission, 
during  the  war,  being  Secretary  of  its 
Executive  Committee,  He  was  Secre- 
tary of  the  First  National  Quarantine 
and  Sanitary  Convention,  which  met  in 
Philadelphia  a  few  years  before  the  war* 
He  was  a  Fellow  of  the  College  of 
Physicians,  a  member  of  the  Academy  of 
Natural  Sciences,  of  the  American  Medi- 
cal Association,  American  Philosophical 
Society,  Philadelphia  County  Medical 
Society,  Historical  Society  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  others. 
'He  died  June  22,  1885,  aged  sixty- 
seven  years. 

Francis  Gcrnev  Smith  was  bom 
March  8,  1818.  Both  his  classical  and 
his  medical  education  were  received  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He 
graduated  A.  B.  in  i'^i7,  and  commenced 
his  medical  studies  under  his  brother, 
Dr  Thomas  M.  K.  Smith,  of  Brandy  wine» 
near  Wilmington,  Del.  In  the  spring  of 
1S40,  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine. 


In  1841,  he  was  elected  Assistant  Phy- 
sician at  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  De- 
partment for  Insane;  but  resiifned  after 
nine  months*  service  and  commenced  the 
practice  of  his  profession  as  an  assistant  '^ 
to  his  preceptor  and  brother,  Dr  Thomas 
M.  K.  Smith, 
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On  his  return  to  Fhiladelphfa,  in  ii^j^2, 
\w  devoteci  hJms*flf  principally  lo  the 
practice  of  obstetrics  and  diseases 
pccuiiar  to  women.  The  same  year  he 
was  chosen  Lecturer  on  Physiology  liy 
the  Philadelphia  Association  for  Medical 
Instruction,  and  hetheniipplied  himself  lo 
lecturing  and  quizzing.  His  private  clasa 
numbered   over   one   hundred  students. 

In  1844  he  married  Catharine  M.  Dutilh, 
of  Philadelphia. 

He  was  elected  l^rofessorof  Physiology 
in  the  Pennsylvania  Medical  College 
1H52,  this  position,  which  greatly  con- 
tributed to  his  own  n  putation  and  also  to 
that  of  the  institution ^  he  held  until  1S63. 
While  occupying  this  position  he,  in  iS$3^ 
assisted  by  Prof.  R.  E.  Rogers,  made  an 
elaborate  series  of  experiments  on  the 
celebrated  Canadian,  Alexis  St.  Martin, 
which  was  published  under  the  title  of 
"  The  Physiology  of  Digeslion,"  wherein 
lie  maintained  that  lactic  acid  was  the 
principal  acid  of  the  gastric  juice  in  man. 
In  April ,  1 856,  he  deli  vercd ,  by  request ,  an 
address  before  the  Linnean  Association  of 
Gettysburg,  which  was  the  origin  of  his 
celebrated  lecture  on  "  Life  and  Death," 
In  1863,  he  was  elected  Professor  of  the 
Institutes  of  Medicine,  in  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  succeeding  Dr.  Samuel 
Jackson 

On  Uecember  16,  1H61,  Dr.  Smith  was 
appointed  Chairman  of  a  sub-committee 
with  Professcjr  Frazier,  judge  Hare  and 
Ur  J.  H.  B.  McClellan  to  visit  the  sev- 
eral camps  near  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
and  the  military  hospitals  in  operation. 
He  w^^s  an  associate  member  of  the 
United  States  Sanitary  Commission  and 
Medical  Director  of  Christian  Street 
United  Slates  Annv  Hospital. 

Dr.  Smith  founded  and  established  the 
first  Physicjlogical  Laboratory  in  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  in  1S75;  he 
was  also  the  first  to  introduce  hypodermic 
medication  into  Philadelphia,  while  on 
service  in  the  Hospital. 

He  contributed  a  number  of  articles 
and  translations  to  medical  literature. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  1B59,  re- 
signed 1864, 

Dr.  Smith  was  a  member  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Medical  Society,  College  of  Phy- 
sicians, Academy  of  Natural  Sciences, 
State  Medical  Society  of  Pennsylvania, 
American  Medical  Association,  American 
Philo5»7phical  Society,  Professor  of  Phy- 
siology, Pennsylvania  Mesfical  College, 
1852-6?  :  Physician  to  the  Episcopal  Hos- 
pital. 1857-65  ;  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon, 
United  States  Army,  r862-65  ;  Physician 
to  Philadelphia  Orphan  Aayliim  1S63 ; 
and  also  Physician  St.  Joseph's  Hospital. 

He  died  April  6,  1S78,  aged  sixty 
years. 


ADDiNKLt,  Hew  SON  was  descended 
from  eminently  medical  ancestry,  being 
Ihe  fourth  in  descent  from  a  prominent 
London  surgeon.  He  was  the  son  of 
Professor  Thomas  T.  Hewsnn,  who 
served  on  the  Medical  Stafl"  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital  from  1818  35  Addinell 
Hcwsoii  was  born  in  Philadelpliia, Novem- 
ber 22,  1H2IS,  and  was  educated  at  the 
Academic  Department  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  from  which  he  received 
the  degree  of  A.  B.  in  1848. 

He  at  once  commenced  the  study  of 
medicine  as  a  pupil  of  Professor  Joseph 
Pancoast  He  was  graduated  in  1850 
by  the  Jefferson  Medical  College, 

As  surgeon  of  a  saihng  vessel,  he  visited 
Europe  and  became  a  student  of  Sir 
William  Wilde,  at  St.  Mark's  Hospital  ; 
he  also  attended  lectures  at  the  Rotunda 
Hospital,  Dublin. 

He  returned  lo  Philadelphia  in  1851 
and  served  in  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
as  Resident  Physician  from  1851  to  1S52. 
He  then  commenced  the  practice  of  his 
profession. 

On  November  22,  >854t  he  married 
Rachel  Macomb,  daughter  of  William 
Welherill,  M,  D.,  of  Philadelphia. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  i86f,  re- 
signed 1877. 

Dr.  Hewson  was  a  Member  ol  the 
Academy  of  Natural  Sciences,  Fellow 
College  of  Physicians,  Surj^eon  to  the 
Episcopal  Ht>spital,  a  n*enilier  of  the 
Philadelphia  County  Medical  Society^ 
American  Medical  Association,  1855 ; 
Pathological  Sortety,  Philadelphia,  1857  - 
Surgeon  to  St,  George's  Society^  Surgeon 
to  Wills  Eye  Hospital, 

He  also  lectured  in  1S55,  and  for  several 
successive  years,  on  surgery,  in  the  sum- 
mer school  of  Jefferson  Medical  College. 
At  the  organization  of  the  Philadelphia 
Academy  of  Surgery  in  the  office  of  the 
late  Prof  S.  D,  Gross,  on  April  2t,  1879, 
Dr.  Hewson  acted  as  Chairman  of  its  first 
meeting. 

He  early  adopted  the  administration 
of  electricity  in  the  forms  of  primary  and 
secondary  current,  with  favorable  results, 
in  the  employment  of  Hackley's  chain 
for  granular  conjunctivitis  in  1854.  He 
invented  a  torsion  forceps,  and  in  1865 
he  ampntaled  the  thigh  at  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital,  using  torsion  instead  of 
ligatures.  In  1867  he  began  the  use  of 
theantiseplicearth  treatment  for  wounds, 
contusions,  chronic  and  acute  inflamma- 
tions, tumors,  and  generally  for  surgical 
dressings.  In  1866  he  added  sulphuretted 
hydrogen  gas  to  his  earth  treatment  for 
tumors  and  inflammations. 

He  wrote  a  large  number  of  papers  as 
contributions  to  the  various  medical  jour- 
nals, etc.     He  edited,  in  1853,31  request 
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of  the  auihor,  Sir  \Vm.  \Vilde*s  work  on 
Aural  Surgery.  DuriiiR  a  visit  to  London, 
Sir  William  Lawrence  prtjsrnted  him  with 
an  old  engraving,  in  which  is  a  likeness 
of  William  Hewson,  as  one  of  a  group  of 
students  aruiiiui  John  M inner.  He  also 
edited  Mackenjtic's  trealise  on  Diseases 
of  the  Eye.  in  1855. 

He  died  September  1 1»  kS8q,  a^ed  sixty 
years. 


William  Hunt  was  born  in  Philadel- 
phia, September  a6,  1825.  He  received 
ms  education  at  a  Friends  Schooi  In 
1846  he  commenced  the  study  of  Medi- 
cine, in  the  office  of  the  late  Dr.  George  B. 
W^ood,  and  was  graduated  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pen  n  sylvan  ia  in  1849  Shortly  after- 
wards (in  1850)  he  was  appointed  one  of 
the  Resident  Physicians  at  the  Pennsyl- 
viinia  Hospital,  which  position  he  occu- 
pied for  two  ye^rs.  In  1854,  he  was 
appointed  by  the  late  Prof.  Joseph  Leidy. 
Denionsiralor  of  Anatomy  in  the  Uni- 
versity  of  Pennsylvania,  which  position 
he  held  for  ten  years. 

In  1856.  Dr.  Hunt  was  appointed  Sur 
geon  to  the  Episcopal  Hospital,  in  which 
capacity  he  serveti  for  more  than  twelve 
years.  He  was  elected  one  of  the  sur- 
geons to  the  Hospital  in  1863,  and  con- 
tinued in  the  service  of  the  insiitntton 
until  1893,  when  he  resigned,  having  com- 
pleted a  5er\nce  of  over  thirty  years.  He 
also  served  as  Visiting  Surgeon  to  the 
Wills  Hospital  and  the  Orthopaedic  Hos- 
pital. 

During  the  civil  war,  he  was  appointed 
Acting  As.^istant  Surgeon  in  the  United 
Stales  Army,  and  on  several  occasions  was 
ordered  to  the  front  for  active  field  duty, 
but  his  principal  service  was  in  the  Mili- 
tary Hospitals  in  and  al>ont  Philadelphia. 

Dr.  Hunt  is  a  Trustee  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  ;  a  Fellow  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  ,  a  member  of  the  Coimty 
Medical  Society  :  and  Academy  of  Nat- 
ural Sciences  ;  ex- President  of  the  Phila- 


delphia Academy  of  Surgery,  Honor- 
ary Fellow  of  the  American  Surgical 
Association.  For  many  years  he  was 
one  of  the  associate  edilors  of  »he 
"  Annual  of  the  Medical  Sciences  **  and 
has  written  numerous  monographs  on 
various  medical  subjects. 

Thomas  G.  Morton  was  appomted 
Resident  Physician  in  1857,  He  was 
elected  to  the  Surgical  Staff,  in  1864,  and 
continues  in  office. 

Jacob  M.  Dacosta  was  appointed  one 
of  the  Attending  Physicians  »n  1865  and 
continues  in  office* 

I^AViD  Haves  Agnew,  the  son  of  Dr. 
Robert  Agnew,  was  bom  in  Lancaster 
County,  Pa..  November  ^4,  iSjS,  His 
early  education  was  receive<l  at  Moscow 
Academy  and  at  Jefferson  College*  Can- 
nonsbnrg,  and  completed  at  Newark 
College,  Delaware. 

In  iSjS^  he  was  graduated  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  and  commenced 
the  practice  of  his  profession  in  the  coun 
try.  He  was  subsequently  induced  to  re- 
linquish his  profession  and  enter  the  iron 
business  which  proved  unsuccessfuL  He 
returned  to  Philadttlphia,  in  1855,  and  be- 
gan teaching  anatomy  in  the  Philadelpbin 
Schrjfjl  of  Anatomy,  on  College  Avenue : 
he  established  about  two  years  later  the 
Philadelphia  School  of  Operative  Sur- 
gery. 


He  was  elecletJ,  in  1^54,  Surgeon  to  the 
Philadelphia  Hospital,  Blockley,  w^here, 
in  addition  to  his  professional  services,  he 
founded  the  Pathological  Museum,  and, 
with  Dr.  John  L.  Ludlow,  was  successful 
in  preserving  for  public  leaching,  the 
valuable  material  found  within  its  walls. 

In  1863,  he  was  chosen  Demonstrator 
of  Anatomy  and   Assistant   I-eclurer  of 
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Clinical  Stirgery  in  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania.  In  the  same  year,  he  was 
appohited  one  ol  the  two  Consulting  Sur- 
geons, IL  S-  A,  tothe  Mower  Hospital^  at 
Chestnut  HtU.  fn  1864.  was  elected  Sur- 
geon to  Wills  Hospital,  and  in  1876, 
Surgeon  to  Orltiopafdic  Hospital. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Hospital  in  1865;  resiKncd,  1871  ;  and 
re-elected  May  7^  1877,,  and  resigned 
April  17,  1884. 

In  1870,  he  was  elected  Professor  of 
Operative  Surgery  in  tht-  University  of 
FennsiylvariiB;  in  1871,  was  the  John 
Rhea  Barton,  Professor  of  Principles  and 
Practice  of  Surgery,  which  he  held  until 
j^Sg,  He  then,  on  account  of  his  health, 
resigned  all  public  positions  and  was 
elected  Emeritus  Professor  to  the  Univer- 
sity,  and  Honorary  Professor  to  the  Uni- 
versity Hospital.  In  1874,  he  was  elected 
Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery  in  the  Uni- 
versity Hospital;  the  degree  of  LL,  D. 
was  conferred  upon  him  in  1S76  by  the 
College  of  New  Jersey. 
In  1841,  he  married  Margaret  C.  Irwin. 
Dr.  A^iiew  was  a  Fellowof  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  its  President  in  1890; 
member  American  Philosophical  Society 
(1874);  President  of  the  County  Medical 
Society,  President  Philadelphia  Academy 
ot  Surgery ,  and  of  American  Surgical 
Associatton  uHbSj ;  Consulting  Surgeon, 
Orlhopai'dic  Hosf>ital ;  and  to  the  Ger- 
man town  Hospital. 

He  was  elected  Honorary  Surgeon  to 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Philadelphia, 
tSqi,  being  the  only  one  on  whom  this 
title  has  been  conferred. 

Although  not  a  voluminous  writer,  yet 
tfi  I  be  last  decade,  he  published  one  hun- 
dred Journal  articles.  In  1856,  he  issued 
"Practical  Anatomy  for  Uissectors/*  also 
his  Classical  Monographs  on  **  Laceration 
of  the  Female  Perineum,**  and  on  "  Ves- 
ico-V^aginal  Fistula."  As  an  author  his 
fame  rests  pnnci[mlly  upon  large  syste- 
matic work  in  two  volumes,  the  '*  Priuci* 
pies  and  Practice  of  Surgery.'* 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Surgical  Club, 
and  oiIkt  social  organizations. 

He  died  March  22,  tSi^?.  in  his  74th  year. 

Jamks  H.  Ht.rTCHiNSON.  was  the 
grandson  of  Dr.  James  Hutchinson.  He 
was  born  August  3,  1834,  at  CInta,  near 
Lisbon,  Portugal,  where  his  father  at 
that  linne  was  engaged  in  business.  His 
parents  relumed  to  Philadelphia  while 
he  was  yet  in  early  childhood.  He  at- 
tended a  private  school  in  New  Haven 
for  four  years,  and  then  entered  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  where  he  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  A.  B.  in  1854.  Then 
be  re- visited  Europe.  He  returned  to 
Philadelphia,  in  1855,  and  commenced  his 
medical  studies,  receiving  the  degree  of 


Doctor  of  Medicine  from  ihc  University 
in  1858.  He  was  elected  Resident  Phy- 
sician in  1S58. 

On  the  completion  of  his  hospital  ser- 
vice, he    again  visited   Europe,   remain- 
ing two  years  in  the  Hospitals  of  Paris 
and  Vienna-     On  his  return  to  Philadel- 
phia, in   the    aulunin   of    i86i»   he  com- 
menced  the   pmctice   of   medicine.      In 
i%2,  he  became  physician  to  the  Child- 
ren's Hospital,    which    appointment    he 
held  until  his  death.    He  w^as  also  at  this 
time  n 862  65)  acting  Asststant  Surgeon 
of   U,   S.   A.,   serving    at    the   Satterlce 
General  Hospital  in  \Vesl  PhiladelpJiia. 
In  1862  he  married   Anna,  daughter  of 
I    Charles  Ingersoll,  Esq,,  of  Philadelphia. 
'        He  wras  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the   Hospital  in   1868,  which  position  he 
j    held  until  his  decease,  1889, 
I        r>r.  Hutchinson  was   President   of  the 
Pathological  Society,  Physiciim  tt»  Epis- 
copal Hospital,  Vice-President  of  the  Col- 
;   lege   of  Physicians,  also   member   of  the 
American  Sledical  Association,  Academy 
1   of  Natural  Sciences,  and  the  American 
'    Philosophical  Society. 

He   edited   two   American   editions  of 

I    Bristowe's     "  Piactice     of    Medicine"; 

and  contributed  elaborate  articles,  whicb 

I    are     still     regarded    as     classical,     on 

,   typhoid,   typhus  and  simple  continued 

fevers,    to   the    "System   of    .Medicine,'* 

edited   by   Drs.  Pepper  and   Starr     He 

w^as  a  contributor  to  the  Transactions  of 

I   College    of     Physicians^  of    the    Ass4j- 

cintion  of  American    Physicians,  of  the 

I    Philadelphia  Pathological  Society  and  to 

the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  Reports,  and 

the  American   Journal    of   the    Medical 

'    Sciences.    He  was  for  two  years  editor  of 

the  "  Philadelphia  Medical  Times." 

Dr.  Hutchinson  died  December  26, 
1889,  aged  fifty -five  years. 

James  Aitken  MEirrs  was  born  in 
Philadelphia,  July  ji,  1829,  o!  English 
and  Scotch  ancestry,  on  his  father's,  and 
of  Scotch  and  German  ancestry  upon  his 
mother's^  side.  His  early  education  was 
obtained  at  public  schools  and  hv  received 
the  degree  of  A.  B.  in  1848,  from  the 
Central  High  Schofil  of  Philadelphia, 

In  April,  1848,  he  commenced  his  medi- 
cal studies  and  in  Ociolier  matriculated 
at  Jefierson  College,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1851, 

He  was  for  many  years  assistant  to 
Dr.  Francis  Gurney  Smith,  while  Pro- 
fessor of  Physiology  in  the  Pennsylvania 
College,  and  engaged  in  the  preparation 
of  students  for  graduation.  In  September^ 
J 854,  he  vvf4S  appointed  Prolessor  of  Clima- 
tology and  Physiology  in  the  Franklin 
InstiLute,  and  continued  in  this  position 
eight  years.  In  1S55,  he  was  elected  one 
of  the  physicians  to  the  Howard  H<tspital 
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and  served  as  such  for  thirteen  years.  In 
1S57,  he  was  made  Professor  of  ihe  Insti- 
tutes of  Medicine,  Philadelphia  Medical 
College,  and  continued  as  such  uniil 
April  185^,  when  he  was  transferred  to 
same  chair  in  the,  now  defunct,  Pen  nay  I- 
vania  College.     In  1859,  he  was  physician 


and  clinical  lecturer  at  Phibdelphia  Hos- 
pital,  Blockley.  In  1866.  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  lecture  in  the  spring  tunrse  of 
lectures  at  JetTerson  Medical  t:f»lle^e  and^ 
in  June  186S,  on  the  re-Hin nation  of  [Jr. 
Dn  n i; li son ,  h e  w as  e I ect ed  Professor  o f  t he 
Institutes  of  Medicine  atid  Medical  Juris- 
prudence, in  the  same  institution. 

He  was  otecled  in  1S6.S  to  the  Medical 
Stafl,  and  continued  in  the  position  until 
his  death,  in  1879, 

He  was  President  (1871)  of  the  County 
Me<lical  Society,  and  Secretar>'  of  the 
Academy  of  Natural  Sciences.  He  was  a 
Fellow  of  the  College  of  Physicians,  of  the 
American  Medical  Association  ;  and  also 
of  a  number  of  foreign  scientific  societies. 

When  a  student  of  medicine  and  after 
jffaduation,  he  contributed  to  the  Medi- 
cal Examiner,  clinical  reports  from  Jef- 
ferson Medical  Col  lege  and  from  the 
clinical  service  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital,  and  discussions  of  the  County 
Medical  Society  and  papers  on  mor- 
tuary statistics  of  Philadelphia.  In 
1855'  in  Journal  of  Franklin  Institute,  he 
published  an  article  on  the  physiology  of 
stammering  and  its  treatment  by  me- 
chanical means.  In  1856,  he  prepared 
the  first  American  edition  of  Carpenter's 
work  u|ion  the  microscope.  In  tSs;, 
he  edited  an  edition  of  Kirke's  Manual  of 
Physiology.  He  published  a  paper  on 
**  Hints  to  Crauiographers  upon  the  Im- 
portance and  Feasibility  of  Establishing 
S4jme  Uniform  System  hv  which  the  Col- 


lection and  Promulgatto})  of  Craniological 
Statistics,  and  the  Exchange  of  Dupli- 
cate  Crania,  may  be  Promoted"  ;  also  a 
paper  on  **  Correlation  of  the  Vital  and 
Physical  Forces," 

On  December  18,  1855,  he  prepared  a  de- 
scriptive catalogue  of  t lie  Human  Crania, 
which  formed  the  *' Samuel  G.  Morton 
Collection  '*  at  the  Academy  of  Natural 
Sciences  of  Philadetphia.  In  the  journal  of 
the* 'Academy/**  1855,  is  a  paper  by  him  on 
the  "  Relation  of  Atomic  Heat  to  Crystal- 
line  Forms/*  In  1859,  he  presented  a  paper 
on  the  '*  Description  of  a  Deformed  Frag- 
mentary Skull  found  in  an  ancient 
Quarry  Cave  at  Jerusalem,  with  an  at- 
tempt to  determine  by  its  configuration 
alone,  the  Ethnical  Type  to  which  it  be- 
longs," which  was  published,  as  were  hts 
"Observations  upon  the  Form  of  the  Oc- 
ciput of  the  Vciriuus  Races  of  Men/*  His 
paper  on  Observation  ufxin  the  Cranial 
Forrns  of  the  American  Aborigines,  based 
upon  Specimens  Contained  in  the  Morton 
Collection  of  the  Academy  of  Natural 
Sciences  of  Philadelphia,  was  also  pub- 
lished in  the  Proceedinjjs  of  the  Academy. 
He  also  contributed  a  valuable  paper 
Upon  the  same  topic  to  Nott  &  Gliddon's, 
**  Types  of  Mankind."  He  delivered  the 
address  on  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the 
new  edifice  of  the  Academy  of  Natural 
Sciences,  Philadelphia.  October  jo.  1862. 

He  died  November  9,  1879,  aged  fifty 
years. 


Rich  A  K  I)  J  Levis,  the  son  i*f  Dr. 
Mahkin  M.  Levis«  was  born  in  Philadel- 
phia, June  38,  1827. 

Dr.  Levis  received  his  prclimtnary 
education  in  the  public  schools  of  I'hila- 
delphia  and  graduated  from  the  Central 
Ht^h  School,  Philadelphia,  and  from  the 
Jefferson  Medical  College  (in  1848  ( 
Shortly  after  this  he  served  as  Surgeon 
to  one  of  the  vessels  belongitii*  tu  Cape's 
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end  of  the  radius,  were  made  duriiig 
his  connection  with  ibis  Hospital.  His 
tnodtfication  of  nperative  procedures 
and  of  suri^cal  instruments,  which 
always  had  the  merit  of  simphcity,  were 
(Hjite  numerous  and  showed  much  origi- 
tiatity  and  skill 

His  presidential  addresses  before  the 
State  Medical  Society  in  1888  on  "Tra- 
ditional Errors  in  Surgery"  showed  his 
dislike  for  routine  practice- 

Dr.  Levis  retired  from  active  practice 
in  1886  and  resided  at  *'  Cedarcroft/* 
Kennet  Square,  Pennsvlvania,  where  he 
died,  November  12,  184^)0, 


Packet  Line.  He  then  established  him- 
self in  practice  in  Philadelphia,  and  soon 
became  known  for  his  proficiency  in 
ophthalmic  and  general  surgery. 

In  tSsQ,  he  was  elected  Surgeon  to  the 
Philadelphia  Hospital,  Blockley,  which 
position  he  held  until  elected,  in  1871,  Sur- 
geon  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  in 
which  he  served  until  1887,  He  was  also 
Attending  Surj^eon  to  Wills  Hospital, 
and  was  elected  Kmeritus  Surgeon  on 
his  resignation  at  the  end  of  twelve 
years*  active  service  in  that  institution. 
During  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  he  was 
acting  Assistant  Surgeon  to  two  United 
Slates  Military  Hospitals  in  PhiladeL 
pbia.  He  was  Clinical  Lecturer  on 
Ophthalmic  and  Aural  Surgery  at  the 
Jefferson  Medical  Ctillege  for  many  years. 

When  the  Jefferson  Hospital  was 
opened  he  was  elected  Attending  Surgeon 
and  Lecturer  on  Clinical  Sitrgery.  For 
many  years,  and  up  to  thr  lime  of  his 
death,  he  was  Consulting  S^ir^iefjn  to  the 
Jewish  Hospital  of  Philadelphia.  When 
the  Philadelphia  Polyclinic  and  Colleiie 
for  Graduates  in  Medicine  w;l^  ttrganixcd, 
Dr.  Levis  was  pronunent  in  establisbinjf 
it  and  was  one  of  the  orii^inal  members  of 
the  Faculty,  being  Professor  of  Cliniral 
and  Operative  Surgery.  He  was  also 
first  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  1885  and  iaH6,  he  was  elected  Presi- 
dent  of  the  Philadelphia  County  Medical 
Society  and  in  f888  President  of  the 
Medical  Society  of  the  Stale  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The  library  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital contains  a  number  of  bound  vol- 
umes of  manuscript  reports  of  his  clinics, 
which  were  jiretmred  by  students  who 
were  awarded  the  annual  prize,  which 
for  many  years  Dr.  Levis  offered  for  the 
best  report  of  this  branch  of  his  hospital 
work.

1824,  th^  Managers  adopted  the  rule  to  elect  only  graduates  in  Medicine  as 
Resident  Physicians.

APOTHECARIES,  STEWARDS,  AND  MATRONS, 

The  first  medicines  and  medical  supplies  for  the  |>aUents  in  the 
wards  of  the  Hospital  wtre  contributed  by  the  members  of  the 
Medical  Staff;  but  this  arrangement  was  only  temporary. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  field  December,  1752, 
in  order  to  pay  for  a  large  order  of  drugs  shi[>ped  from  London,  it  was 

Agreed  that  the  Managers,  each  of  them  in  their  Tuma  solicit  Subscriptions 
from  the  rich  widows  and  other  Single  Women  in  Town,  in  order  to  raise  a  Fund 
to  pay  for  the  Drugs. 

The  appeal  was  not  in  vain  (see  page  267)  but  the  resolution  was 
adopted  not  to  rely  upon  such  expedients  in  future,  but  to  restrict  the 
purchase  of  medicines  to  the  amounts  actually  in  hand  and  available 
for  the  purpose. 

A  complete  stock  of  drugs  necessarily  involved  the  idea  of  a  place  Drug-Shop 
to  keep  them,  accordingly  it  was  agreed  **to  put  up  a  partition  in  ^^tablistied. 
the  East  back-room  of  the  Hospital,  with  shelves,  drawers,  etc,  for  a 
shop.**  It  further  involved  the  idea  of  an  apothecary,  who  should  be 
employed  to  prepare  and  compound  the  medicines  and  administer 
them  agreeably  to  the  prescriptions  of  the  physicians  and  surgeons, 
and  who  would  be  able  to  give  security  for  the  faithful  i>erformance 
of  his   duties.      In   1752,  Jonathan  Roberts   was  recommended   by

Dn  Bond  as  a  good  man  for  this  position  and  he  wus  accordingly 
empowered  to  employ  him.  After  receiving  his  appointment,  he 
serv^ed  the  Hospital  acceptably  for  two  years  and  a  quarter.  His 
successor  was  John  Morgan,  who  was  a  pupil  of  Dr,  Redman.  After 
thirteen  months'  servire,  he  resigned  May  i,  1756,  his  letter  to  ihc 
Board,  stating  in  the  formal  phraseology  of  the  day  '*llial  having  a 
prospect  of  business  more  advantageous  than  his  present  employ meol, 
he  desired  to  be  discharged.'* 

John  Bond,  a  nephew  of  Dr.  fhomas  Bond,  w*as  the  third 
apothecary.  He  entered  upon  hts  duties  and  released  his  predecessor 
May  6,  1756,  After  a  service  of  a  little  over  two  years,  Dr.  John 
Bond  also  '*  found  a  prospect  of  more  Advantageous  Business,  etc./* 
and  accordingly  resigned  May  17,  175S. 

Dr,  Cadwalader  recommended  James  Ash  ton  Bayard  '*  as  a  sober 
young  man  suitable  to  be  so  employed/'  and  joined  in  an  obligation 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  and  he  was  accordingly 
elected  to  the  vacancy, 

Mr,  Bayard  served  for  one  year  and  sent  in  his  resignation, 
asking  to  l>e  discharged.  In  this  emergency,  the  physicians  were 
invited  to  consult  about  choosing  an  apothecary  for  the  ensuing  year 
as  it  was  now  believed  that  the  work  of  the  Apothecary  shop  could 
be  satisfactorily  performed  by  medical  students,  as  a  part  of  their  duty. 
Accordingly  the  following  minute  was  adopted  in  1758: 

And  considering  the  advantage  a  young  student  of  Physic  and  Surgery  may 
receive  by  being  employed  as  the  Apothecary,  it  will  not  be  expedient  to  continue 
the  salary  to  the  Ap<jthecary. 

Apparently  the  experiment  of  having  the  medicines  compounded 
by  the  resident  medical  students^  was  not  satisfactory  and  had  to  be 
al>andoned,  the  managers  irnding  it  necessary  to  have  some  responsi- 
ble person  to  fill  this  important  office  and  possibly  more  economical 
in  the  end. 

On  recommendation  of  Dr,  Redman,  the  board  accepted  the 
offer  of  John  Molandt  Jr.,  to  serve  gratis  for  the  year,  but  after  he  was 
appointed,  he  found  that  his  heallh  would  not  permit  him  to  serve. 
After  an  unsatisfactory,  or  at  least  inconclusive,  conference  with 
another  candidate,  the  Board  of  Managers  decided  to  advertise 
in  the  ''Gazette/*  **  that  an  Apothecary  is  wanted  in  the  service  of 
mentforan  the  Hospital."  Among  the  applicants  was  Dr.  George  Weed,  of 
Apothecary.  Haddon6eld,  N.  J.,  who,  having  received  the  endorsement  of  the 
Medical  Staff,  was  waited  upon  at  his  house.  The  ste^^rd  and 
matron  had  each  given  notice  of  their  intention  to  leave,  which  made 
it  necessary  that  these  vacancies  should  be  filled  immediately.

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The  Medical  Staff  presented  the  following  communication,  con- 
taining a  recoramendatmn,  which  has  since  been  adopted  hi  other 
hospitals  I 

In  order  that  ihe  Business  of  the  Hospital  may  be  less  burdensome  to 
ourselves,  nnd  more  thoroughly  performed  we  propose  that  there  may  be  a 
Surgery  man,  as  in  English  Hospitals,  to  prepare  the  Dressings  as  ue  direct,  to  be 
ready  on  all  Occasions  whereby  we  couldj  or  our  Apprentices  in  our  Absence, 
dress  the  Patients  witli  more  ease  and  advantage  than  has  been  posssihte  for  vis  to 
do,  without  such  preparation. 

We  also  think  it  a  matter  of  great  Consequence  not  only  to  the  Institution,  and 
the  Patients  in  the  Hospital,  but  to  the  Pupils  who  attend^  that  the  Apothecary 
be  a  person  of  fidelity,  and  skill  in  the  various  branches  of  his  business;  as  it  is 
impossible  for  any  who  have  not  been  conversant  in  matters  of  the  kind,  to 
be  competent  Judges  of  the  latter  Qualilication,  we  re(|uest  no  person  may  be 
chosen,  without  having  first  obtained  our  recommendation. 

Moreover,  we  crave  leave  to  represent^  that  the  Apothecary's  Shop  is  very 
defective  in  furniture,  necessary  to  preserve  the  Virtues  of  the  Medicines,  and  to 
keep  them  separate  and  also  fn  sundry  things,  essential,  for  preparing,  com- 
pounding and  dispensing,  what  is  prescribed^  in  the  moat  accurate j  efficacious 
mannen 

And  lastly,  if  your  fund  admitl  of  it,  we  think  a  small  Laboratory  wou'd  be 
of  singular  use  ;  as  such  an  Apothecary  wou'd  have  a  considerable  share  of 
leisure,  and  might  prepare  most  of  the  chemical,  and  the  botanical  Medicines, 
avoiding  any  temptation  to  adulterate  ;  and  we  should  have  many  of  them^ 
cheaper,  genuine,  fresh,  and  possessed  of  their  full  virtues.

The  necessity  for  obtaining  a  qualified  apothecary  was  the  subject 
of  another  communication  to  the  Board  of  Managers  from  tlie  Medical 
Staff,  sent  in  a  few  months  later: 

Gentlemen  : — According  to  your  desire  we  have  had  several  Conferences 
about  an  Apothecary  for  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  and  think  it  absolutely  neces- 
sary that  a  person  properly  Qualified  for  that  Business  should  be  procured  as 
soon  as  you  conveniently  can  ;  We  are  of  Opinion  that  the  best  way  will  l>e  to 
apply  lo  some  Person  in  England  whose  Judgment  and  good  will  to  ihe  Institution 
may  he  depended  upon  for  a  RecomraendatioTi  of  such  a  Person.  This  can  be  no 
Difficult  matter  as  some  of  you  have  Connections  with  People  eminent  in  the 
Medical  way  in  England.  For  our  Parts  we  think  no  properer  persons  can  be 
thought  of  than  Dr.  Fothcrgill  and  \V,  Be  van.  The  intended  Apothecary  may  be 
informed  that  he  is  to  do  Duty  in  the  Huuse  as  is  Customan,'  in  sniali  Hospitals  in 
England  Ours  containing  One  time  with  Another  from  150  to  ife  Sick,  He 
should  be  so  well  skilled  in  the  Affairs  of  Chymistry  as  to  be  able  to  Manage  a 
small  Laboratory  if  it  should  be  found  necessary. 

In  order  to  obviate  any  fears  of  his  having  too  great  Employment,  he  may  be 
informed  that  the  Business  of  Dressing  Is  to  be  done  by  us,  or  our  Pupils  under 
our  strict  inspection  for  their  greater  Improvement,  &  to  the  general  Benefil  of  the 
Sick. 

We  have  thought  of  some  few  Regulations  to  be  made  in  the  Shop,  but  as  we 
have  reason  lo  tjelieve  an  Apothecar>'  wiU  be  had  in  the  Spring  we  think  it  best  to 
postpone  the  Execution  of  them  until  his  Arrival.

It  was  now  generally  admitted  that  the  services  of  a  qualified 
Apothecary  were  indispensable  and  the  suggestion  of  the  physicians, 
to  import  a  druggist  from  England,  was  accordingly  adopted. 

In  this  etnergency,  as  in  many  others,  the  Managers  turned  to 
their  friend,  Doctor  Fothergill  in  London  :

Jf^spi-t  if li  Friend  -—The  M&nAgers  o(  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  gratefullf 
sensible  of  the  distinguished  proofs  they  have  received  of  thy  benevolence  in  pro- 
motins  that  useful  Chnrity,  &  thy  Friendship  in  assisting  thern,  are  Encouraged  to 
lay  themselves  under  a  fresh  obligation,  &  have  deputed  us  to  ask  the  favour  of 
thy  kind  assistance  in  a  matter  which  the  present  State  of  the  Institution 
requires, 

Our  Matron  who  had  been  in  the  Service  several  Years  with  Credit  toberself, 
&  satisfaction  of  the  Managers,  died  last  winter  much  regretted^  her  Husband, 
the  Apothecary  not  being  so  fully  Qualified  as  we  could  wish,  left  the  Service,  by 
consent,  a  few  Months  Since, 

We  have  been  so  happy  as  to  supply  the  place  of  the  Matron,  to  content,  but 
we  are  in  want  of  an  Apothecary  of  abilities  superior  to  the  last;  and  appre* 
bending  we  can  be  served  better  from  Great  Britain  than  here,  none  having  offered 
fully  approved  has  determined  the  Managers  to  seek  one  from  your  side  ;  Their 
instructions  to  us  thereon  are  so  fully  Expressed  by  their  minutes  of  which  we 
send  Extracts  annexed,  we  think  it  unnecessary  to  add  much  on  that  head,  than 
to  desire  if  thou  shouldst  succeed  in  obtaining  one  on  the  terms  therein  men- 
tioned, thou  wouldst  be  pleased  to  Engage  him  to  come  over  in  the  first  Ship; 
Wm.  Logan  jun'r  who  was  lately  here  on  a  Visit  to  his  Parents,  informed  us  of  a 
Young  Man  who  served  his  Apprenticeship  and  lived  with  Joseph  Fry  at  Bristol, 
whom  he  thought  would  willingly  accept  of  the  offer  ;  if,  on  enquiry  thou  approve* 
of  him,  the  Character  we  have  received  of  him  gives  us  reason  to  think  he  may 
suit ;  Should  he  be  otherwise  engaged,  we  hope  some  person  in  the  Circle  of  thy 
knowledge,  may  be  met  with  to  suit  us,  at  the  same  time  we  may  venture  to  add 
it  will  be  no  unfavourable  prospect  to  a  Young  Man  desirous  of  promoting  him- 
self; It  is  af^reed  he  should  be  a  Single  person^  Sl  must  consent  to  live  in  the 
House. 

We  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  thee,  that  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  con- 
tinues to  be  Conducted  with  Care,  and  encreases  in  reputation  &  utility  ;  Doct'r 
Thos.  Bond's  Clinical  Lectures  last  Winter  were  attended  by  a  number  of  j'oung 
Students,  &  as  he  intends  pursuing  them  this  Season,  we  hope  they  will  prove 
further  Instructive; 

Inclos'd  we  send  thee  a  copy  of  the  Doctor's  Introductory  Lecture  last  Yearf  & 
that  of  the  Present

To  Dr.  John  Fothergill, 

In  the  interval,  John  Davis  was  appointed  October  26,  1767,  to 
serve  tjntil  the  expected  English  Apothecary  should  arrive.  May  50, 
1768,  Robert  Slade  entered  upon  the  duties  as  Steward  and  Aix)the- 
cary,  his  passage  money  ^£6^  6s.,  from  Bristol,  being  paid  by  the 
Managers.     On  July  14.  1769,  the  following  minute  appears  : 
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The  following  extract  from  the  minutes,  shows  the  carefulness  of 
the  managers,  in  requiring  a  formal  contract  with  the  new  apothe- 
cary, so  as  to  avoid  any  future  misunderstanding : 

Doctor  Wniiatii  Smith  just  arrived  from  London,  in  the  Ship,  Pennsylvania 
Packet,  Cap.  Falkner,  attended  and  delivered  Letters  from  Timothy  Be  van  &  Son, 
and  Dr.  John  Folher^ill,  together  with  the  Articles  of  Agreement  Entered  into  by 
them,  on  behalf  of  the  Managers,  by  which  he  Undertakes  to  serve  tis  in  the 
Station  of  an  Apothecary  on  the  Terms  therein  set  forth,  Viz : 
"Articles  of  agrekment  indented  made  &  concluded  on  the  Twenlietli  day  of 
March  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Seven  hundred  &  Seventy, 
and  in  the  Tenth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord,  George  the 
Third,  by  the  Grace  of  fJod   of  Great    Britain,    France   and  Ireland,  King 
defender  of  the  Faith  &  so  forth.     Between  William   Smith  at  present  of 
London  Apothecary  of  the  one  part,  &  Timf>thy  Bevan  &  Son  of  London 
druggists,    for  and   on   the  part  and   behalf  of   Israel   Peraberton   Samuel 
Rhoads  &  James   Pemberton   and  tlu-    other    Governors    of    an    Hospilal 
established  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  North  America,  of  the  other  part  as 
follows : 
Formal  "First  the  said  William  Smith  doth  covenant  promise  and  agret%  to  &  with 

Contract  the  said  Timothy  Bevan  and  Son,  their  Executors  &  Administrators,  by  these 
made  with  Presents,  That  he  the  said  William  Smith  shall  and  will  Embark  on  board  such 
Apothecary,  ship  or  Vessel  in  the  River  of  Thames  hound  for  Philadelphia,  as  the  said 
Timothy  Bevan  Ik  Son  shall  order  &  direct,  proceed  &  Sail  therein  to  Philadelphia 
aforesaid,  &  immediately  on  his  Arrival  ihere,  Enter  into  the  service  of  the 
Governors  of  the  Hospital  established  as  aforesaid,  in  the  Capacity  or  Station  of  an 
Apothecary  to  the  said  Hospital,  &  in  that  station  continue  &  serve  for,  during,  & 
unto  the  full  End  and  Term  of  three  Years,  to  Commence  &  be  accounted,  from 
the  time  of  his  Arrival  at  Philadelphia  aforesaid,  during  which  Term,  the  said 
William  Smithy  shall  and  will  administer,  do,  perform  &  execute,  according  to 
the  best  &  utmost  of  his  power,  skifl  &  knowledge,  whatever  shall  be  needful  and 
necessary  to  be  Administered,  done,  performed  and  Executed,  in,  about,  or  con- 
cerning I  he  Patients  of  the  said  Hospital,  and  shall  and  will  behave  himself  in  an 
Orderly,  Civil  &  obliging  manner  to  the  Governors  of  the  said  Hospital,  for  the 
time  being,  and  as  one  in  his  Capacity  or  Station  ought  to  do.  In  Consideratiox 
whereof,  the  said  Timothy  Bevan  &  Son,  for  &  on  the  pari  &  behalf  of  the  said 
Israel  Pemberton,  Samuel  Rhoads,  &  James  Pemberton  and  the  other  Governors 
aforesaid.  Do  covenant,  promise  &  Agree,  to  &  with  the  said  William  Smith,  his 
Executors  &  Administrators,  by  these  Presents,  That  they  the  said  Timothy 
Bevan  &  Son»  or  the  said  Israel  Pemberton,  Samuel  Rhuads  and  James  Pember- 
lon^  and  the  other  Governors,  their,  some  or  one  of  their  Executors  or  Adminis- 
trators shall  and  will,  not  only  pay  for  the  Passage  of  the  said  William  Smith  to 
Philadelphia  aforesaid,  and  immediately  on  his  Arrival  there,  take  &  receive  him 
into  the  service  and  station  of  an  Apothecary  to  the  Hospital  t>efoie  mentioned, 
and  find  tk  provide  for  the  said  William  Smith,  good  &  sufficient  Meat,  Drink^ 
Washing  &  Lodging,  during  the  Term  of  three  Years  to  Commence  as  aforesaid^ 
such  as  is  necessary  usual  and  customary  for  one  in  his  Station  or  Capacity  there. 
But  Also  shall  &  will  well  and  truly  pay,  or  Cause  to  be  paid  to  the  said 
W^illiam  Smith,  his  E?cecuiors,  Administrators  or  Assigns,  the  full  and  Just  Sum 
of  One  hundred  Pounds  Currency  of  Philadelphia,  a  Year,  for  each  Sc  Every  of

on  behalf  of  the  Governors  aforesaid.  That  in  case  it  shall  happen  that  the  said 
Willtam  Smith  shall  be  minded  or  desirous  to  quit  the  Service  &  employ 
herein  before  a^jreed  on,  or  that  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital  established  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  minded  to  Discharge  the  said  William  Smith  from  such 
servtce  &  employ,  at  any  time  before  the  end  or  expiration  of  the  Term 
of  three  Years  herein  before  mentioned,  That  then  &  in  such  Case,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  him  or  them  so  to  do.  upon  giving  Six  Months  warning  or  Notice 
thereof  in  writing,  under  his  or  their  hands,  to  the  Party  or  Parties;  therein 
concerned  of  such  his  or  their  desire  or  intention.  Provided  always  and  it  is 
hereby  agreed,  that  in  Case  such  warning  or  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  said 
William  Smith  within  the  first  Year  of  his  servitude.  That  then  it  shall  be  lawful 
lor  the  Governors  of  the  said  Hospital  to  deduct  and  detain  out  of  his  Salary  or 
Wages  whatever  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money  the  said  Timothy  Bevan  &  Son,  or  the 
said  Governors  shall  have  advanced  3c  paid  to,  or  for  the  Passage  of  the  said 
William  Smith  to  Philadelphia  aforesaid  ,  and  that  in  Case  the  sai<l  William  Smith 
shall  give  such  Notice  or  warning  after  the  first  Year,  i\nd  before  the  Expiration 
of  the  second  Year  of  his  said  Servitude,  that  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
Governors  to  detain  &  deduct  out  of  his  Wages,  one  half  part  of  Whatever  Sum 
or  Sums  of  Money,  shall  have  been  expended  or  pai<l  as  aforesaid  for  his  Passage 
to  Philadelphia,  anything  herein  before  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
AND  ro  the  performance  hereof  the  said  William  Smithy  and  the  said  Timothy 
Bevan  ^V  Son  on  behalf  of  the  Governor's  aforesaid,  DO  severally  bind  and  obhge 
themselves,  their  several  &  respective  Executors  ^  Administrators  reciprocally^ 
each  unlo  the  other  in  the  Penal  Sum  of  One  hundred  Pouiuls  Sierling,  firmly  by 
these  Presents,  In  Witness  whereof  the  said  Parties  have  hereunto  set  their 
hands  &  Seals  the  day  and  Year  first  above  written.

After  reading  the  Above  Articles  the  board  Adjourned  to  meet  again  To  Mor- 
row Morning,

and  to  use  his  best  Endeavours  to  perform  the  same  for  the  General  benefit  of  the  Apothecary 
Institution,  concerning   which  some   remarks  were   made   for  his  Government    enters  u]xin 


therein, 

Thos.  Ronlter's  term  as  apprentice  having  expired  August  26,  1771, 
a  suit  of  apparel  was  provided  for  hirti,  and  he  was  engaged  as  Assistant 
Apothecary,  and  on  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Smith,  March  12,  1773, 
he  was  directed  to  supply  the  place  *'  until  a  more  suitable  person 
can  be  provided/' 

The  same  year,  the  Managers  decided  to  select  an  Apothecary 
after  a  competitive  examination,  accordingly  this  was  duly  conducted 
by  ihc  Medical  Siaflfj  which  made  Ihe  following  report  and  recommen- 
dation :

Medical  James  Hutchison    was  selected,  and    entered   upon    his  duties 

Apprentices  May  1 7,  1773  »  ^"^  was  succeeded  by  James  Dunlap,  June  17,  1775. 
rrr^i^^-ltL^*  In  the  meantime,  a  medical  apprentice  had  been  taken,  Jalx>b  Ehren- 
zeller's  indenture,  to  serve  five  years,  having  been  executed  June  i, 
1773.  James  Dunlap  resigned  at  the  expiration  of  the  year  for  which 
he  was  ai>pointed  and  a  certificate  was  given  him,  the  Managers  being 
well  satisfied  with  his  conducL 


Apothecaries. 


About  this  time,  there  appears  to  have  been  sunie  dissatisfaction 
with  the  management  of  this  department  and  the  Steward,  John  Story, 
was  directed  to  attend  to  the  Apothecary's  duties.  Mr,  Story  appears  to 
have  had  no  smaM  amount  of  confidence  in  his  ability,  for  on  Decem- 
ber 26,  1778,  heofifered  to  combine  in  himself,  the  functions  of  Physi- 
cian, Librarian  and  Apothecary,  in  addition  to  those  of  the  Steward, 
It  appears  that  Mr,  Story  must  have  actually  exercised  these  several 
functions,  or  thought  that  he  had,  for  on  November  15,  1779,  he  sent 
to  the  Hoard  an  account  for  wages  as  Physician,  Resident  Apothecary, 
and  Librarian,  l)iit  as  the  Managers  could  find  nothing  upon  the 
minutes  authorizing  this  expenditure,  it  does  not  appear  that  they 
alio\ved  it. 

February  29,  1780,  Peter  Yarnall.  who  applied  to  the  Board  for 
the  office  of  Apothecary,  **  for  which  he  expects  no  wages,  only  to 
be  provided  with  board  and  lodging,'*  was  chosen  as  Apothecary  and 
Librarian,  Three  months  later  Dr.  Yarnall  received  permission  to 
employ  Thomas  Hyghes  as  an  assistant, 

Said  Hughes  to  be  allowed  his  board  and  lodging  in  the  liospiial  and  the 
value  of  a  Spanish  Milled  dollar  in  paper  currency  per  month,  Dr  Yarnall  to 
furnish  him  with  necessary  clothing. 

The  following  year,  June,  17H1,  (iustavus  Fred  Kielman,  an 
Apothecary,  was  recommended  by  the  physicians,  and  it  was  agreed 
to  employ  him  and  that  he  '*  be  found  in  meat,  drink,  washing,  and 
lodging/'     He  resigned  at  the  end  of  sixteen  months. 

Dr»  Hartley  succeeded  Dr.  Kielman,  and  served  for  fifteen 
months. 

May  II,  1784,  Dr-  Nathaniel  B,  Waters  offered  to  serve  for  one 
year  without  salary  and  was  accordingly  appointed  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  At  the  end  of  three  years^  service,  he  resigned  and  a  certificate 
was  given  him,  the  Board  conferring  upon  him  the  i>rivilege  of 
attendance  upon  the  practice  of  the  hotise,  and  also  the  free  use  of  the 
library. 

At  this  lime,  the  Board  again  decided  to  permit  the  duties  of  the 
Apothecary  to  f>€  performed  by  the  apprentices,  Dr.  Waters  offering 
to  assist  without  pay,  when  at  leisure.  Wm,  Gardner,  w^hu  was 
appointed  Apprentice  and  assistant  July  30,  1787,  succeeded  to  the 
office,  and  served  until  the  end  of  his  apprenticeshij).  March  2S, 
1791,  when  he  turned  over  the  office  to  Edward  Ciubtish,  another 
resident  student,  who  had  begtm  bis  ajjprenticeshipj  September  27, 
1790.  Wm,  Gardner  was  duly  presented  **with  the  use  of  the 
library  and  the  privilege  of  attending  the  practice  of  the  house 
at  pleasure/* 
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Medical  Ap 
prentices  and 
Apotliecaries. 


The  indentures  of  Samuel  Cooper  were  executed  January  i,  179a, 
Terms  of  and,  two  years  later,  he  signed  a  receipt  for  instruments,  anatomical 
preparations,  and  books  prepared  by  Dr.  Edward  Cutbush,  and  was 
installed  as  Apothecary.  In  November,  1794,  Thomas  Horsefield  was 
employed  as  assistant,  and  an  agreement  approved  and  executed. 
Permission  was  given  to  Mr.  Horsefield  to  attend  Dr.  Barton's  lectures 
on  Botany. 

Samuel  Cooper's  term  of  apprenticeship  expired  in  August,  1797, 
when  Thomas  Horsefield  took  charge  of  the  pharmacy.  A  vole  of 
thanks  was  subsetjuently  given  10  Dr,  Cooper  '*  for  his  services,  espe- 
cially for  his  great  care  of  patients  during  the  yellow  fever/*  also  the 
l)rivilege  for  life  of  the  library  and  practice  of  the  House.  On  Novem- 
ber 26,  1798,  Dr.  Cooper  died  and  bequeathed  his  w^hole  estate  to  the 
Hospital,  after  making  provision  for  binding  out  his  young  negroes. 

The  following  certificate  of  a  medical  apprentice  was  signed  by 
Dr.  Craik,  who  had  been  Physician  to  President  Washington-

In  iSoOj  when  the  centre  building  was  comiileled,  the  apothecary 
shop  was  transferred  to  the  south  room  opposite  the  administration 
office,  where  it  has  since  remained. 
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The  apprenticeship  of  Thomas  Horsefield  would  have  expired 
November  24,  1799,  but  on  October  28th,  he  was  released  and  per- 
mitted to  leave,  in  order  to  accept  a  position  as  surgeon  on  the  ship 
*' China/'  which  was  about  to  sail.  A  certificate  was  given  to 
Dr.  Horsefield.  George  Lee,  a  pupil  of  Dr.  Samuel  Duffield,  was 
accepted  as  an  api>rentice  October  30,  1797.  At  a  meeting  held 
July  28,  1800,  Dr.  Wm,  Hartshorne  made  application  to  have  his  son 
Joseph  admitted  as  apprentice  when  Dr.  Lee's  term  should  expire. 
Dr.  Lee's  health  being  poor^  he  was  recommended  a  sea  voyage  and  a 
change  of  occupation.  He  was  subsequently  released  from  his 
indentures, his  faithful  services  commended,  and  he  was  given  the  usual 
privileges  of  house  and  library.  Dr.  Jas.  Hutchinson.  Jr.,  supplied  the 
place  of  Dr.  Lee,  from  1799  to  1S04. 

At  the  exinration  of  iivi^  years  service  as  resident  pupil, 
Dr.  James  Hutchinson,  Jr.,  delivered  the  books,  etc.,  to  Joseph 
Hartshorne,  who  served  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  five  years, 
in  1S06,  when  the  usual  certificates  and  the  privileges  were  voted. 

This  method  of  combining  the  offices  of  medical  apjireniice  and 
apothecary  was  continued  nominally  until  1S24,  when  the  office  of 
medical  apprentice  was  discontinued,  and  it  was  decided  to  choose 
graduates  in  medicine  only  for  resident  physicians.  As  early  as  1820, 
however,  vacancies  were  filled  by  graduates  in  medicine  by  the 
election  at  this  time  of  Robert  J.  Clark,  M.  D.,  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  of  Thomas  Flanner. 

The  Board,  in  1824,  at  length  adopted  the  plan  of  internal 
administration,  which  has  been  in  satisfiictory  operation  for  the  last 
seventy  years,  by  appointing  an  educated  pharmacist  and  relieving 
the  medical  staff  and  the  resident  physicians  from  all  responsibility 
in  this  department.  Graham  Hoskins,  a  qualified  pharmacist,  was 
elected  in  1821.  After  two  years  service,  he  was  succeeded  by 
Robert  Harris,  who  served  only  ten  months,  and  who  in  turn  was 
followed  by  Samuel  C.  Sheppard,  who  remained  fourteen  months. 
The  successor,  Newberry  Smith,  Jr.,  appointed  in  1825,  served 
four  years,  and  Franklin  R.  Smith  sticceeded  him  in  1829.  He 
served  for  two  years,  when  Dr.  John  Conrad  was  chosen  to  fill  the 
position.  From  1831  to  1870,  Dr.  Conrad  faithfully  performed  the 
duties  of  the  office,  and  won  the  affectionate  regard  of  all  who  came 
in  contact  with  him.  The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the 
Board  upon  receiving  his  resignation  ; 

A'^solvtrd,  that  in  accepting  the  resignation  of  Dn  John  Conrad  who  for  39 
years  has  held  the  situation  of  Apothecary  to  the  Institution,  the  Board  desire  to 
express  their  sense  of   the  faithful  and  satisfactory   manner  in    vvhicli   he  has 
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discharged  tlii;  duties  devoliving  upon  him^  and  in  addition  to  these  he  ha» 
devoted  much  time  and  attention  to  the  care  of  the  garden  and  greenhouse. 

Hesolvtd^  That  in  parting  from  Dr.  Conrad  the  Board  desire  lo  express  their 
sincere  wislies  for  his  future  welfare  and  to  hope  tliat  he  may  be  favored  with  the 
enjoyment  of  health. 

Jiesoived^  That  the  hospitalities  of  the  House  and  the  use  of  the  Library  and 
garden  be  ofTert'd  to  his  acceptance  at  any  time  he  may  desire. 

Dr.  CoDFad  was  bom  June  21, 
1810,  was  a  graduate  of  the  JefTer- 
son  Medical  College,  1850,  and 
died  October  15,  1881. 

On  his  retirement  from  the 
Hospital,  a  number  of  the  intimate 
medical  friends  of  Dr.  Conrad  made 
tip  a  purse  of  $1500,  which  they 
jjresented  to  him  as  a  tangible 
token  of  their  regard. 

On  the  twenty-first  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1883,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Medical  Staff,  ex- Resident  Ph>'^i- 
cians  and  friends  in  the  Library,  a 
portrait  of  Or*  Conrad  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Hosjiital  by  the  committee,  and  the  foHowing  minute 
was  adopted  : 

From  18,51  "titil  1S70,  Dr.  Conrad  was  the  Apothecary  of  this  house  in  the 
department  for  the  sick.  The  list  of  Resident  Physicians  during  that  time  includes 
seventy  names ;  some  of  this  list  are  dead,  it  would  be  in\'idious  to  stale  bow 
many  have  won  more  than  a  local  reputation,  but  whether  widely  known  or  not, 
or  whether  living  nr  dead,  is  there  one  among  thcni  who  ever  forgot  John  Conrad? 
He  was  learned  not  only  in  his  art,  hut  in  Science,  in  Literature,  and  in 
Language-  He  was  a  lover  of  poetry,  of  flowers,  and  of  children.  His  delights 
were  with  his  garden,  his  books  and  his  friends.  His  cares  were  mostly  sympa- 
thies for  others.     He  never  married,  yet  his  love  for  man  and  woman  never  died. 

His  Memory  long  will  live  alone, 

In  all  our  hearts  a  mournful  light, 

That  broods  above  the  fallen  Sun 

And  dwells  in  Heaven  half  the  night. 

The  interest  shown  by  Dr,  Conrad  in  the  garden  and  especially 
in  his  roses,  was  a  matter  of  fre<|iient  comment,  and  recalls  the  fact 
that  the  physicians  had  in  previous  years  attempted  to  establish  a 
botanical  garden  which  deserves  a  few  words  of  recognition. 

To  carry  out  the  project  of  establishing  a  **  Botanic  Garden  " 
suggested  by  the  physicians  and  surgeons,  the  Board  of  Managers 
resolved  February  26,  1769  : 

That  a  convenient  part  of  the  lot  westward  of  this  House  may  be  allotted 
towards  planting  a  Botanic  Garden. 
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This  Garden  was  at  first  [>ropos€d  as  an  adjunct  to  the  *'  E!abora- 
tory/*  which  was  built  during  the  summer  of  1769.     It  is  mentioned   A  Botanical 
in  a  letter  written  by  the  managers  to  Dr.  Fothergill  about  this  time,    ^'**''*^*^" 
in  which  they  reported  progress  as  follow^s : 

We  have  been  at  a  considerable  expense  this  summer  in  btiildinfi:  a  House 
and  Purchasing  the  Appart'itus  for  an  Elaboratory,  ej£  pec  ting  a  canaiderable  sav- 
ing in  the  Expense  of  Medici  nrs. 

The  proposed  garden  was  to  furnish  the  necessary  plants  to  be 
used  in  the  preparation  in  the  Elaboratory  of  various  tinctures,  etc, 
needed  for  the  patients.  Although  a  measure  intended  to  promote 
economy,  it  h  evident  that  such  a  garden  could  not  be  supplied  wnth 
sufficient  quantity  and  variety  of  plants  to  meet  in  any  practical 
degree  the  requirements  of  the  physicians*  prescriptions,  but  it  might 
have  considerable  value  from  a  scientific  and  educational  standpoint. 
The  garden  continued  in  this  unformed  condition  for  over  five  years, 
at  least  it  is  not  again  mentioned  during  that  time,  in  the  minutes. 
On  May  9,  1774,  the  monthly  committee  was  instructed  to  inform  ihe 
physicians. 

That  if  they  will  meet  and  agree  on  a  list  of  such  medical  booksi  as  are  neces- 
sary to  be  added  to  the  Medical  Library,  the  Board  is  willing,  out  of  the  funds 
allotted  for  that  purpose,  to  apply  such  Sum  as  may  be  necessary  for  purchasuig 
Ihem,  and  they  are  likewise  desired  to  communicate  their  Sentiments  of  the 
best  Method  of  obtaininjj  a  compleat  Collection  of  Plants  and  Herbs  to  furnish  our 
Garden  in  such  manner  that  the  proposal  long  since  made  of  having  a  good 
Botanical  Garden  may  be  efiecled. 

From  which  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  garden  at  this  time  was 
far  from  being  complete,  if  any  steps  had  really  been  taken  towards 
its  establishment. 

The  Committee  reported  : 

That  a  conference  had  been  held  with  the  pliyaicians  in  regard  to  the  Garden 
and  that  the  latter  decided  *'  to  give  their  opinion  in  writing." 

This  communication  wras  read  at  a  meeting  held  June  27,  1774  : 

To  THE  Managers  of    the  Pennsylvania  Hosmtal.  The  Sueges- 

Genilenien — We  are  pleased  with  your  proposal  generously  to  execute  a  plan    i^jon  approved 
of  a  Botanical  Garden  formerly  agreed  upon  for  the  benefit  of  the  Pennsylvania    by  the  Medi- 
Hospital »  which  we  think  may  be  made  useful  to  that   noble  Institution  and  it    ^i  Staff, 
api>ears  to  us  that  the  present  Garden  and  I^oi  of  (iround  Northward  of  the  Hos- 
pital, within  the  Square,  will  be  most  fit  fi>r  the  purpose. 

We  doubt  not  you  will  join  in  opinion  with  us  that  the  sooner  a  skillful 
Botanical  Gardener  is  engaged  the  better. 

Wc  arc  Gentlemen,  Your  very  ready  Friends^ 

Thos.  Cadwalader,  Tiios,  Bund, 
WiLLrAM  Shippen,  John  Redman, 
John  Morgan. 
June  the  7th,  1774, 
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That  the  garden  was  allowed  to  fall  into  disuse  seems  probable, 
The  idea  of  for  Dr,  Bond,  Jr.,  A.  D,  G.  of  the  Continental  Hosi>ital,  July  22, 
1778,  agreed  with  the  Managers  for  the  renting  of  the  Elaboratory, 
but  no  further  mention  is  made  in  the  minutes  of  the  Botanical  Garden. 
It  is  presumable  that  exjierience  showed  that  the  production  from  this 
source  would  not  justify  the  expense  of  providing  a  gardener  exclu- 
sively for  the  care  of  medicinal  plants,  the  design  was  finally  aban- 
doned and  the  plot  laid  out  in  flower  beds. 

All  the  engravings  of  the  Hospital  show  the  presence  of  large 
trees  around  the  buildings.  In  Mr,  Malin's  **  Some  Account  of  the 
Hospital/'  published  in  1832,  it  is  said  that  it  is  surrounded  on  the 
borders  of  the  square  by  majestic  forest  trees,  which  he  stated  were 
'*  Buttonwood,  or  Occidental  Plane,  trees,  the  largest  growth  of  the 
North  American  forest;  they  were  planted  in  the  year  1756  by  Hugh 
Roberts,  one  of  the  first  Managers  of  the  institution.'*  Within  the 
grounds,  attention  has  also  been  directed  to  the  setting  out  of  trees, 
Tmder  the  shade  of  which  the  patients  were  permitted  to  rest,  or  take 
exercise  in  the  well  laid-out  garden.  Among  the  trees  most  deserving 
of  notice  is  an  elm  which  has  an  interesting  history. 

The  minutes  of  the  Hospital, 
dated  May  26,  1810,  state  that 
**a  scion  from  the  root  of  a  tree 
called  the  Great  Elm  of  Kensington, 
said  to  have  been  the  same  tree  under 
which  William  Penn,  the  proprietor 
of  Pennsylvania,  held  the  first  treaty 
with  the  Indians,  was  presented  by 
Matthew  Vandu/en,  and  jilanted  by 
Peter  Brown,  Esq,,  near  the  centre  of 
the  westernmost  lot  belonging  to  the 
Hospital ;  for  which  Peter  Brown  is 
requested  to  return  to  Matthew  Van- 
diizen  the  thanks  of  the  Managers, 
and  to  procure  a  box  to  defend  it 
from  injury.  The  parent  tree  was 
blown  down  in  a  late  storm.** 

The  **  westernmost^^  lot  extended 
from  Ninth  to  Tenth  and  from  Spruce 
to  Pine  Streets.  When  Clinton  Street 
was  opened,  the  curb-line  reqtjired 
the  removal  of  the  historic  ebn ; 
for  some  time  an  eflort  was  made  to 
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preserve  the  tree  by  paving  around  it,  btit  finally,  in  1841,  it  was  cut 
down.  Then  it  was  that  Mr.  Charles  Roberts,  one  of  the  Managers, 
and  the  Steward,  Mr.  Malin,  secured  cuttings,  several  of  which  were 
planted  within  the  grounds  now  included  in  the  Hospital  inclosure. 
One  developed  into  the  now  magnificent  tree,  which  stands  only  a  few 
feet  distant  from  the  southeastern  end  of  the  new  Memorial  buildings. 
One  branch  which  at  first  grew  well,  was  subsequently  blown  down. 
Another  was  planted  in  the  grounds  surrounding  the  Insane  Depart- 
ment in  West  Philadelphia,  where  it  now  stands  a  well  grown  tree.* 
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» Another  sdot)  of  the  Treaty  Elm  slnnds  !n  ihe  yard  ^urrootidinji  the  Friends'  Mc^ting^ 
House  in  Twflfth  Streeij  between  Market  and  ChesMniL  The  ]>raiK:h*;s  of  tliis  bemuiful  tree 
spread  themselv^  out  to  the  roof  of  the  Medifij;  House.  In  this  house,  under  the  branches 
of  this  elm,  ji  few  years  ago,  a  meeting;  was  hdd^  in  \*hich  representatives  of  the  Sioux, 
Ampaboc,  Comanche  and  other  Western  Indians,  had  a  lovinfj  ronncil  with  the  Friends,  the 
descendants  nmd  hrelhrcn  in  faith  of  tliosc  who  were  with  Penn,  two  hundred  years  iijp>« 
under  Ibe  old  elm  at  Shackamaxon. 

When  the  Treaty  Elm  wft5  blown  down,  in  i8io,  it  was  determined  by  ils  rlnjis  that  it  was 
at  least  two  hundred  and  eighty-three  years  old.  Dnhng  the  Rei,'olutionary  War,  when  Ihe 
Brtttsh  occupied  the  city  and  firewood  was  extremely  scarce,  the  Treaty  Tree  was  several 
times  in  danjgrer  of  the  woodman'^  axc»  but  was  saved  by  the  British  officers  on  nccouiU  of  its 
history.  General  Semcoe,  who  had  command  of  the  Inwps  at  one  time,  ordered  a  sciuad  of 
Bricitivh  soldiers  to  protect  it  day  and  night.  When  the  tree  was  Mown  down,  many  persons 
ftouj^ht.  as  relics  piece^i,  of  its  wood,  which  were  carved  iMo  chairs,  canes,  penholders,  and 
variouA  other  articles,  A  pitcher  was  also  made  out  of  its  wood,  which  was  regarded  :it  that 
period  as  a  marvelous  piece  of  carvitig^.  The  Philadelphia  AKsociation  of  Coopers  pMrchas.cd 
It  and  presented  the  relic  to  General  Jackson  after  the  baUle  of  New  Orleans.  This  pitcher  ii 
prcf-crsed,  with  other  objecUof  interest,  at  the  Hermitage  Museum  in  Tcimessec, 

After  the  Treaty  Elm  was  blown  down,  no  effort  was  made  to  mark  the  spot  until  1827, 
when  an  association  of  cilizetis,  or^liiied  fw  the  coin  mc  mora  I  ion  of  historicnl  subjects, 
connected  with  the  history  of  Pennsylvania,  and  calknl  the  Pt-tm  Society,  was  farmed.  The 
first  move  this  organization  made  was  to  obtain  the  rljE^bt  of  placinj^  a  small  marble  m on u> 
ment  on  an  enclosure  of  ^frournl  on  Beach  Street,  KenMngton,  near  where  ibe  Rreal  elm 
stood*  This  memorial  was  the  first  public  montiment  erected  in  Philadelphia^  and  Is,  there- 
fore»  of  double  inter<»t.  It  is  a  plain  block  of  marble,  upon  u  marble  bnse^  about  four  feet 
high  and  in  the  shape  of  a  truncated  pyramid,  i^loping  fiom  the  base.  The  inscripiions  on 
the  stone  are  as  follows :

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Mr-  Mai  in  entered  ihe  institution  as  Clerk  March  29,  1S24,  and 
remained  in  its  service  for  nearly  sixty  years.  At  the  expiration  of  this 
time,  on  account  ot'  his  advanced  age»  he  was  relieved  from  dut/  by 
the  Board,  which,  in  consideration  of  his  faithful,  devoted,  and  long 
service  pensioned  him^  and  offered  him  a  home  in  the  hospital 
during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  died  of  pneumonia,  in  bis 
apartments  at  the  Hospital,  August  2,  18S7.  When  he  first  came  to 
this  country  as  an  immigrant  from  England,  in  1823,  he  was  obliged 
to  work  as  driver  of  a  brewer's  wagon,  and  out  of  his  savings  he 
returned,  before  the  end  of,  a  year,  to  his  parents,  his  passage- 
money  to  America,  He  was  fortunate  in  finding  more  congenial 
occupation  in  the  HospiiaL     He  numbered  the  books  in  the  library 

and  made  a  catalogue,  which  be 
j>rcsented  in  the  Board  January  26, 
1829,  and  it  was  ordered  published* 
In  September  of  the  same  year, 
it  was  issued,  together  with  an  intro- 
ductory sketch,  also  prepared  by 
him,  of  the  history  of  the  Medi- 
cal Library.  Two  years  later,  by 
direction  of  the  Managers,  Mr. 
Mai  in  compiled  a  small  work  enti- 
tled, *'  Some  Account  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital  ;  its  Origin, 
Objects,  and  Present  State/*  which 
was  also  published  by  the  Board,  In 
1840,  when  the  Department  for  the 
Insane  was  opened  in  West  Philadel- 
l)hia,  he  was  ajipoinied  Si e ward  and  assisted  in  organizing  the  new 
admin istration .  Nine  years  later,  he  was  made  Steward  and  practically 
Superintendent  of  the  Department  for  the  Sick  and  Injured,  which 
position  he  tilled  until  1883,  when  he  was  retired  from  active  duty. 
About  this  time,  he  was  complimented  by  having  a  dinner  given  in 
his  honor  by  the  Association  of  Ex- Resident  Physicians,  many  of 
whom  had  been  associated  with  him  during  his  long  service  in  the 
institution.  The  library  was  used  in  which  to  hold  the  banquet,  there 
w*ere  flowers  and  speeches,  and  the  faithful  Steward  occupied  the  seat 
of  honor.  On  this  occasion,  a  life-size  portrait  of  Mr.  Malin  in  oil 
was  unveiled  and  formally  presented  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Associa- 
tion of  Ex- Resident  Physicians.     (See  also  page  102*) 

On  his  retirement  from  his  active  duties,  the  following  minute 
was  made  the  fact  and  the  action  of  the  Board  thereon  :

with  our  Institution,  which  was  ajniimied  for  fifty- nine  years^  imposes  the  diUy  the  Ucmid  on 

which  we  freely  recognize,  of  placing  on  our  records  some  testinutniu!  of  our  Mf-  Miilin'n 

appreciatioTi  of  his  services  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hos|i[tal,  during  the  lung  [K'lisnl  rcsigtirtlion. 
through  which  those  services  were  rendered.     Tliertrtore, 

Rf solved.  That  while  we  have  accepted  the  rcsignalion  of  otir  friLMul  VVtUium 
G.  Malin,  which  he  has  fell  constrained  to  offer  by  reason  of  thf  intirmities  of 
advancing  age^  we  accompany  that  acceptance  wilh  the  declaralinn  thut  it  is 
difficult  to  over-uslinictte  thf  value  to  this  Hospital  tf  his  intelligent,  assiduous 
and  faithful  discharge  of  all  the  duties  of  the  various  ofVicial  poMlinns  which  lie 
has  held  in  this  Inatitution  for  almost  three-score  years. 

Entering  the  service  of  this  Hospital  as  Clerk  in  3d  month,  1824^  he  was,  on 
the  tstof  4th  mouth,  1825,  elected  Librarian;  and  on  the  rst  of  the  ist  month* 
1841,  to  the  office  of  Steward,  and  from  thenceforth  has  been  continually  re-elected 
to  the  latter  office.  During  all  this  period,  by  Un^  unaiununis  judgment  of  all  ihe 
successive  members  of  this  Board,  as  also  of  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  who, 
from  time  to  time,  have  composed  our  stalf,  and  under  whose  observations  his 
labors  in  this  Institution  have  been  rendered,  he  has  fulfilled  the  arduous  imd 
unremitting  duties  of  his  position  to  their  entire  satisfaction^  and  has  lm|uissed 
ujKm  every  one  coticerned  for  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital,  tlie  profound  assurance 
that  alt  his  dealings  have  been  characterised  by  the  most  scrupulous  integrity, 
and  the  most  sedulous  care  for  the  interest  of  our  lnstituti»ini  and  its  inmates. 

Resoh*e'd,  That  we  deem  this  Institution  and  the  many  thousajidi  of  patients 
who  have  occupied  its  wards  while  its  Stewardship  was  in  the  hands  of  our 
friend,  WiUiam  G.  Malin,  very  fortunate  in  having  had  his  large  experience  and 
watchful  attention,  constantly  exercised  for  their  benefit ;  and  we  reCfi£nUe  an<i 
acknowledge  it  as  a  great  blessing  that  a  kind  Providence  has  prolonged  h!s  tlayn, 
his  health  and  his  usefulness,  through  so  exceptionally  long  a  term. 

Rtsoh'td^  That  in  severing  the  oflTicial  relaticns  which  he  has  thus  B(»  long 
held,  to  this  Hospital,  our  friend  may  be  assured  that  he  possesses  the  confidence 
and  affectionate  regards  of  every  member  of  this  Board  ;  and  w^e  express  our 
sincere  d^^ire  that  in  the  home  which  we  ofTer  him,  in  the  Hospital  for  whose 
prosperity  and  efficiency  he  so  long  and  well  labored,  he  will  find  all  the  comfiirt 
and  kind  consideration,  which  he  so  eminently  deserves. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  Preamble  and  Resolutions  be  engroniied, 
sif^ned  by  the  President.  Treasurer^  and  atl  thu  Members  of  this  Board,  and  pre- 
sented to  William  G.  Maltn. 

WiUiaro  Malin,  the  grandfather  of  Mr.  Malin,  was  a  resident  of  Biographical 
Preston  Capes,  Northamptonshire,  England,  where  his  son,  John  Sketch  of 
Mah'n,  was  born,  who  removed  to  Woodford  Halse,  and  married 
Mary,  the  daughter  of  John  Gunn,  of  Banbury  ;  of  this  union  William 
G.  Malin  jiprang,  a  scion  of  good  English  stock.  His  parents  were 
religiotis  and  of  Moravian  connection*  The  grandfather  on  ihe 
mother's  side  was  a  descendant  of  Olaf  Rolfson,  a  noted  Viking  and 
Vice  Jarl  under  the  Earl  of  Orkney  and  Caithness  ;  the  youngest  son 
of   the  adventurotis  Norseman   was   named    Cunni    and  hence  the

surname  Ounn  arose  in  the  family  that  claimed   through  its  founder 
BiograpJiical  relationship  to   the    •' Lords  of  the   Isles"    and    "  Kings  of  Man,*' 
Sketch  of  faiT^Qys  jQ  storv  and  sonir, 

William  Giinn  Malin  was  born  in  Woodford,  near  Byfield,  North* 
amptonshire,  England,  November  7,  1801J  be  had  scant  schooling  at 
Eydon»  as  his  father  intended  to  equip  him  for  no  higher  station  than 
that  of  market  carrier  to  Banbury  and  Deventry.  Being  impressed 
with  the  idea  that  he  was  destined  for  better  things,  he  took 
passage  in  a  sailing  ship,  the  *'  Massasoit/*  for  Haiti  more,  but  a  storm 
drove  the  vessel  into  the  port  of  Boston,  by  which  means  he  pro- 
videntially escaped  the  danger  of  yellow  fever  which  was  then  epidemic 
in  his  orginal  place  of  destination.  He  made  his  way  to  German toim, 
now  a  pSLit  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  found  occupation  tempora- 
rily, A  year  later,  he  considered  himself  most  fortunate  in  receiving 
the  appointment  as  Clerk  and  subsequently  was  appointed  Librarian. 

His  handwriting  was  very  legible  and  so  regular  that  it  was  almost 
like  engraving.  Mr.  Malin  was  largely  self- educated  and  was  a 
modest  and  diligent  student.  He  loved  books,  especially  old  black- 
letter  English  volumes,  preferably  Bibles  and  works  relating  to  the 
history  of  the  Moravian  Church,  of  which  he  was  a  life-long  and  con- 
sistent member.  Much  of  his  leisure  time  was  occupied  in  poring 
over  his  choice  possessions,  which  included  works  in  Latin,  Danish, 
Dutch,  French,  German,  Italian,  with  which  he  made  so  much  pro- 
gress as  to  be  able  to  translate  the  portions  in  which  he  took  the  most 
interest.  At  his  death,  he  bequeathed  his  library  in  trust  for  the 
Moravian  Church,  at  Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania,  and  it  was  regarded 
as  a  particularly  valuable  collection^  since  it  possessed  unique  copies 
and  rare  works  on  the  early  history,  of  the  Church,  the  fruit  of  many 
years'  patient  studying  of  catalogues  and  correspondence  with  dealers 
in  all  parts  of  the  world  and,  the  expenditure  of  money  which  cost 
much  self-denial  to  save.  As  a  result  of  his  wide  reading,  Mr.  Malin 
was  a  welbinformed  man  and,  although  he  did  not  seek  conversation, 
b€ing  rather  reserved  in  his  manner,  yet  he  showed  by  his  remarks 
that  he  had  good  judgment  and  possessed  a  mind  conversant  with  a 
multitude  of  subjects  in  art,  literature,  and  popular  sciences. 

In  his  intercourse  with  Managers  and  Physicians  he  was  always 
most  courteous,  cheerful,  and  cordial  in  his  manner.  His  long 
association  with  the  physicians  of  the  institution  was  unmarred  by  any 
unpleasantness,  in  fact,  in  consequence  of  his  uniform  amiabibty  of 
demeanor,  many  of  the  residents  and  members  of  the  Medical  Staff 
became  his  life-long,  cherished  friends.  Mr.  Malin,  soon  after  his 
transfer  to  the  Pine  Street  Hospital  in  1849,  married  a  lady  who  had

formerly  been  an  inmate  of  the  institution  ;  but  she  died  in  a  little 
over  a  year  afterwards  and  without  offspring;  he  did  not  marry  a 
second  time. 

Although  Mr,  Malin*s  tastes  did  not  incline  towards  medical 
studies,  he  showed  great  interest  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane.  As 
the  result  of  his  observations,  he  presented  to  the  Board  of  Managers, 
in  1828,  an  article  on  the  necessity  of  providing  a  separate  asylum  for 
the  insane  ;  and  again,  in  1834,  a  paper  on  employment  of  the  insane. 
Mr.  Malin's  views  possessed  so  much  originality  and  force  as  to  lead 
the  State  Committee  on  Lunacy  to  publish  these  papers  in  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  1884.  Copious  extracts  have  also  been  made  from 
these  papers  on  another  page  of  this  history.     (See  page  154). 

Mr.  Malin  was  buried  August  5,  1887^  in  the  Woodlands  Ceme- 
tery, Philadelphia,  and  his  collection  of  historical  and  Bohemian 
books  have  a  permanent  resting  place  in  the  library  of  the  Moravian 
Brethren's  Church,  at  Bethlehem.  His  portrait  is  in  the  hall  of  the 
Hospital,  just  at  the  entrance  of  the  office  where  he  lived  for  so 
many  years.

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SOME  REMINISCENCES. 

Fur  a  number  of  years,  while  Captain  George  Taylor  was  gate-   The  Gate- 
keeper^ he  kept  a  large  white  parrot,  which  greeted  every  visitor  with   keeper  and 

a  "  How  d'ye  do?"  or  **Good-by."     The  students  often  stopped  to   his  bird 

'•Crockie' 
speak  to  the  parrot  and  taught  it  some  phrases  which  it  learned  to  use 

very  ap[>ropnately.  One  sentence,  which  referred  to  the  janitor's 
habits  of  over-indulgence  in  spirits,  nearly  had  serious  consequences, 
because  the  Captain,  overhearing  the  personal  comment  of  the  bird 
that  **  the  old  man's  full  again,*'  chased  the  culprit  around  the  garden 
until  he  caught  it  and  then  handled  it  so  roughly  that,  in  consequence, 
it  lost  the  sight  of  one  of  its  eyes.  The  following  short  sketch  will 
interest  those  whn  remember  the  old  gatekeeper  and  his  companion. 

**  Ciockie**  wasa  large,  white,  Australian  cockatoo,  with  a  sulphur 
yellow  crest-  It  was  brought  to  the  Hospital  by  Captain  Taylor  in  1849 
and  for  over  thirty  years  wasa  conspicuous  feature  at  the  gate-house. 
On  the  death  of  its  owner,  which  occurred  about  1879,  it  was  sold 
to  a  dealer  J  who,  two  years  later,  disposed  of  it  to  Mr.  Cox,  of  Ger- 
man town,  who  jHirchased  the  parrot  on  account  of  its  historical  asso- 
ciations. Mr.  Cox  presented  it  to  the  Philadelphia  Zoological  Garden, 
where  it  died,  in  March,  1892,  at  the  estimated  age  of  more  than  ninety

years.  This  bird  had  unusual  powers  of  articulation  and  a  sufficient 
number  of  phrases  at  its  command  to  make  it  a  very  amusing 
companion  for  the  old  gate-keeper,  and  it  retained  its  conversational 
attainments  up  to  the  last.  Crockie  was  emotional  and  indulged  in 
hearty  fits  of  laughter,  but  as  soon  as  any  one  of  his  audience  joined 
in  the  merriment,  he  would  burst  out  into  a  torrent  of  abuse,  with 
violent  screaming  and  croaking  and  flapping  of  his  wings. 

Captain  Taylor  was  succeeded  by  Alexander  McConaghy,  who 
kept  a  mocking-bird,  a  tame  squirrel  and  other  pets  at  various  tiroes, 
which  greatly  interested  visitors  and  especially  the  children,  of  whom 
the  old  man  is  still  very  fond.  Alexander  was  formerly  a  patient  and 
had  a  leg  amputated  at  this  hospital  which  precluded  him  from 
more  active  employment.  He  is  now  an  invalid  and  a  permanent 
resident  in  the  Hospital,  by  invitation  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  in 
recognition  of  his  many  years  of  faithful  service. 
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On  October  25,    1763,  John  Reynell,  the  Treasurer,  reported 
that  he  had  received  a  letter  from  Elias  Bland,  of  London,  dated 
July  i2th,  in  which  he  wrote: 
The  first  Fire  *<  i  have  put  on  Buardlhv  Brittania,  Captain  Simble,  a  small  fire  Engine,  which

On  May  30,  1791,,  the  Steward  was  directed  to  have  **^the  fire 
engine  played  every  month  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board." 
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After  the  Managers  had  purchased  additional  ground  to  the  east, 
south  and  west,  it  was  agreed,  September  27,  181 3,  to 

permit  the  Washington  Fire  Engine  Co.  to  erect  an  Engine  House  on  the  north  Ground

It  was  thought  that  the  proximity  of  the  Fire  Company  would  be  Company, 
an  additional  protection  in  case  of  fire  in  the  Hospital,  though  every 
precaution  was  taken  against  accident,  as  the  following  minute  shows: 

As  great  danger  to  the  Buildings  &  to  the  lives  of  the  Patients  &  others  may  Precautions 
be  apprehended  from  the  unseasonable  use  of  lights  and  fires  within  the  hospital,  against  Fire, 
it  is  hereby,  Feb.  28,  1814,  made  the  Special  Duty  of  the  Watchman  &  he  is 
strictly  enjoined  to  extinguish  all  the  lights  and  fires  every  evening  on  com- 
mencing his  rounds.  And  to  take  care  that  none  be  permitted  during  the 
remaining  part  of  the  night  except  such  as  shall  be  Authorized  for  the  Accommo- 
dation of  the  Sick,  the  Attendants  on  the  dead  or  such  as  may  be  necessary  in 
the  Apothecary's  Shop  for  the  Use  of  the  Resident  Physician  and  the  Apprentices 
of  the  House. 

The  only  fire,i  which  ever  happened  and  threatened  to  be  serious, 
was  on  the  night  of  January  9,  1834;  the  record  states: 

About  one  o'clock  last  midnight  a  fire  occurred  in  the  South-west  room, 
which  was  providentially  extinguished  without  injury  of  any  of  the  patients  or 
much  damage  to  the  Building. 

The  adjustments  of  the  losses  with  the  Hand-in-Hand  and  Green 
Tree  Insurance  Companies  were  satisfactorily  completed  in  due  time. 
The  cause  of  this  fire  was  not  stated  on  the  minutes,  but  it  may  have 
been  caused  by  defects  in  the  heating  apparatus. 

*On  October  27,  1766,  there  was  a  chimney-fire,  which,  however,  did  no  damaj^e,  but 
which  led  to  the  adoption  of  precautions  to  prevent  such  an  accident  from  again  occurring. 
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RULES    AND   REGULATIONS   OF   THE   PENNSYLVANIA 

HOSPITAL. 


DEPARTMENT  FOR  THE  SICK  AND  INJURED. 

Attending  Physicians  ani>  Surgeoxs. — i.  The  medical  pnict  it  loners 
<"lin«en  to  serve  this  Hospital  shall  he  classed  with  each  other,  and  ^ve  their 
attfndance  at  such  seasons  as  shall  be  concluded  and  agreed  upon  by  themselves^ 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Managers, 

■2.  The  Physicians  and  Surgeons  on  duty  shall  visit  their  respective  wards 
daily  from  9  to  12  o'clock  in  the  forenoon;  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  and  the  two  Surgeons 
simultaneously  on  duty  sfudi  take  charge  of  separate  wards  as  follows:  one 
taking  the  Lower  Surgical  Ward  and  the  Women's  Surgical  Ward^  and  the  other 
the  Upper  Surgical  Ward. 

Tlicy  may  also  on  the  Fourth  and  Seventh  day  (Wednesday  and  Saturday) 
of  every  week  from  10  to  12  o'clock  a.  m.,  deliver  clinical  lectures  to  such  students 
of  medicine  as  may  have  acquired  the  right  to  attend  them, 

3.  The  clinical  lectures  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  shall  be  free  to  all 
students  of  inedirine, 

4.  Except  in  cases  of  emergency^  no  important  surgical  operation  shall  be 
performec!  without  a  previous  ronsultatirm,  of  which  all  the  Surgeons  shall  have 
due  notice, 

5.  The  Physicians  and  Surgeons  shall  have  power  to  establish  rules  (nr  the 
regu latino  of  their  respertive  wards,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Managers,  to 
be  framt  d  and  hung  up  therein. 

6.  No  Surgeon  or  Physician,  without  thf  consent  of  the  Attending  Managers, 
shall  be  entitled  to  contract  any  debt  or  liability  against  ^ir  in  thf  name  of  the 
Hospital,  for  any  surgical,  medical,  or  mechanical  supplies  for  the  treatment  or 
relief  of  any  patient, 

7.  During  the  temporary  absence  of  either  the  Attending  Physician  or 
Surgeon,  he  may  appuint  one  of  the  Out- Patient  Physicians  or  Surgeons^  who 
shall  during  his  absence  hnve  charge  of  the  ward  and  perform  all  the  duties  per- 
taining to  the  office  of  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  save  the  performing 
of  important  operations  when  the  services  of  any  of  the  Attending  Surgeons  can 
be  obtained,  except  in  great  emergencies.  When  the  absence  is  to  be  a  pro- 
longed one.  the  Out  Patient  Physician  or  Surgeon  so  appointed  shall  he  a  substi- 
tute for  the  absentee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Attending  Managers. 

8.  All  professional  services  in  the  Hospital  shall  be  gratuitous  and  any  phy- 
sician or  surgeon  accepting  an  appointment  upn.n  the  staff  shall  thereby  waive  all 
claim  for  compensation  In  money  and  perform  his  duty  as  a  charity  to  the  sick 
and  disabled  patients  niKler  his  care,  and  fur  the  advancement  of  medical  and 
surgical  science. 
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9-  The  members  of  the  Surgical  Staff  are  instructed  to  restrict  the  assistants 
to  be  employed  in  the  operations  conducted,  either  in  the  Wards,  or  Lecture- room 
of  this  Hospital,  to  the  Residents  regularly  elected  for  service  therein. 

Resident  Physicians. — i.  Candidates  for  the  office  must  be  graduates  of 
medicine  at  the  time  of  their  application. 

2.  All  the  Resident  Physicians  who  shall  hereafter  be  elected  for  ther  services 
in  this  Hospital  shall  be  deemed  to  hold  their  original  election  on  probation  for  a 
period  of  two  months,  and,  only  after  a  vote  of  the  Board  confirming  their  election 
at  and  after  the  expiration  of  such  probationary  periods,  shall  their  election  for 
the  full  term  provided  by  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital  be  held  to  be  complete. 
Such  probationary  term,  however,  to  be  considered  a  portion  of  their  term,  if  so 
confirmed. 

3.  The  Resident  Physicians  shall  have  charge  alternately  of  the  medical  and 
surgical  wards,  for  such  periods,  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  physicians  and  surgeons,  and  approved  by  the  Managers.  They  shall  regu- 
larly visit  the  patients  under  their  charge,  every  morning  and  evening,  and  to  the 
best  of  their  skill  administer  to  their  relief.  They  shall  accompany  the  attending 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  their  daily  visits,  report  to  them  all  new  cases  which 
may  have  been  admitted  in  their  absence,  and  regulate  the  practice  according  to 
their  orders  ;  and  (permission  of  the  friends  of  the  decedent  being  first  obtained) 
make  such  autopsies  as  may  be  desired. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident  Surgeons  to  see,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
every  case  of  accidental  injury,  applying  for  admission  to  their  respective  wards, 
and  in  no  case  to  act  on  the  representation  of  a  nurse  or  other  subordinate.  And 
if  admission  is  unnecessary,  or  the  patient  refuses  to  remain,  the  Resident  is 
expected  to  administer  to  the  immediate  exigencies  of  the  case  before  he  dis- 
misses it,  and  shall  keep  a  record  thereof.  And  when  cases  are  sent  from  the 
wards  of  the  Hospital  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  for  treatment,  the  diagnosis 
shall  accompany  each  case  signed  by  the  Resident  Physician. 

5.  No  case  of  fracture  shall  be  treated  by  the  Resident  Physician  unless  such 
patient  shall  be  willing  to  remain  in  the  Hospital  until  the  case  be  examined  by 
the  attending  Surgeon  at  his  next  visit,  who  shall  decide  whether  such  case 
shall  remain  in  the  Hospital  or  be  transferred  to  the  Out-Faticnt  Department. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident  Physician  before  retiriiij;  for  the  night 
to  visit  such  patients  as  may  require  special  care  through  the  night,  and  give 
instructions  in  reference  to  the  care  of  the  patients  to  the  nurse  in  charge  at  the 
bed-side.     The  visits  to  be  made  before  10.30  p.  m. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident  Physicians  on  being  called  by  the  male 
nurse,  watchman  or  other  messenger,  to  go  at  once  to  the  point  where  his  medical 
aid  is  recjuired,  and  no  female  nurse  shall  be  expected  personally  tf>  summon  a 
Resident  Physician  from  his  room  between  the  hours  of  10  \\  m.  and  6  a.  m. 

8.  They  shall  also  make  written  records  of  all  circumstances  attending  the 
cases  of  those  admitted  into  the  Hospital,  according  to  the  form  prescribed  by 
the  Attending  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  approved  by  the  Board,  which  shall 
be  carefully  preserved  by  the  Hospital  Clerk  for  future  reference  and  addition. il 
record.  And  the  same  when  made  shall  belong  exclusively  to  this  Hospital  and 
be  bound  in  proper  books  or  files  to  be  furnished  by  the  Steward,  and  they  shall 
report  every  operation  performed  in  the  Hospital,  within  one  week  thereafter. 

9.  They  shall  promptly  report  to  the  Steward  or  Head  Nurse,  all  instances 
of  neglect  of  duty. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident  Physicians  to  report  to  the  Clerk,  ;is 
soon  as  practicable  after  admission,  the  name,  age,  diagnosis,  place  of  nativiix 


occupationp  ami  social  slate  (single,  marriefl,  or  widowed)  of  t?very  patient 
admitted  into  their  respective  wiirds. 

J  I.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Residents  to  write,  legihly,  the  diagtiosis- 
of  each  case  on  the  adtnissiuii  card  suspended  over  the  bed  of  the  patient,  as 
soon  after  admisston  as  practicable. 

12,  The  Senior  Resident  who  has  charge  of  the  Lower  Surgical  Wards  shall 
have  the  iiistniments  kept  in  order  and  be  accountable  therefor  during  his  term 
of  service.  He  shall  preserve  an  inventory  of  them,  which,  together  with  the 
instruments,  he  shall  deliver  to  his  successor.  No  instrument  of  any  kind  is  to 
be  loaned  to  any  one  without  the  written  order  of  the  Attending  Surgeon  on 
duty  J  and  a  record  of  such  loans  shall  be  preserved. 

ij.  There  shall  at  all  times  he,  on  the  premises  of  the  Hos|>itah  twoof  the 
Resident  Physicians^  one  in  the  Medical  and  one  in  llie  Surgical  Wards, 

14.  No  Resident  shall  engage  in  the  leaching  or  practice  of  his  professlDn,  or 
in  any  other  occupation  out  of  the  Hospital,  nor  shall  he  charge  or  receive  a  fee 
for  attending  patients  therein,  while  acting  as  Resident  Physician  thereof 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Resident  Physician  to  notify  the  Curator  and 
Pathologist  oi  ^yvrypost-morirm  examination  he  makes.  When  the  exigencies 
of  the  case  do  not  alUnv  of  notice  being  sent  beforehand,  the  Resident  Physician 
must,  in  all  cases,  send  such  notice  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment  sub- 
sequently. 

16.  The  Resident  Physicians  shall  hand  to  the  Clerk  within  cme  week  after 
the  discharge  of  each  patient,  the  complete  history  of  the  case, 

17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Resident  to  preserve  all  desirable  specimens^ 
taken  post-mortem  or  otherwise,  from  the  patients  under  his  care,  and  hand 
them,  properly  labeled,  to  the  Curator. 

t8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident  Physicians  to  add  to  ttie  notes  of 
their  cases,  the  record  of  the  ptyatmortttn  exaniii  vat  ions  that  have  been  made 
by  the  Pathologist,  which  must  he  given  to  the  Resident  Physicians  by  him  in  all 
such  cases. 

19,  The  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty  shall  have  the  power  of  appointing  a 
substitute  for  a  Resident  who  may  be  unable  ti>  attend  to  his  duties  from  sickness 
»ir  absence,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Attending  Managers ;  such  appoint- 
ment and  its  approval  in  all  cases  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  latter. 

30.  Only  those  Resident  Physicians  who  have  been  elected,  and  have  served 
for  the  full  term  of  twenty  months,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  certificates-^ 

2t>  At  Clinical  Lectures,  and  at  other  times,  wlien  imiiortant  Surgical  Opera- 
tions are  to  be  performed,  the  Operating  Surgeon  shall  have  command  of  the 
services  of  the  Surgical  Residents  and  also,  if  necessary,  of  those  of  the  Medical 
Residents,  when  their  services  are  not  required  by  the  l*hysician  on  duly. 

The  respective  duties  of  the  Residents  at  such  times  are  to  be  regulated  by 
the  Surgeon, 

22.  The  two  Senior  Residents  may  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  on  medical  and 
surgical  nursing  before  the  female  nurses,  during  the  winter  months. 

23.  The  following  shall  be  the  method  of  sending  for  the  Surgeons  in  cases  of 
emergency  : 

A  note  briefly  describing  the  nature  of  the  case  shall  be  sent  by  the  Resident* 
under    whose    care   it   comes,   to  the  Surgeon  on  duty.     Three  other    notes. 


»  This  rule  was  adopted  in  1887 ;  since  th*l  date  the  number  of  Residcnishasheen  incrcaicd. 
The  term  of  service  is  tiow  twenty-four  mouthi,  the  first  four  mouths  of  which  muil  be 
parsed  in  the  Male  Dcparlmenl  for  the  Insaiic, 
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addressed  respectively  to  the  other  Surgeons  and  inclosed  in  envelopes  with  the 
Hospital  imprint  on  them,  shall  be  sent  with  the  first  note  in  order  that  the  Sur- 
geon may  at  once  use  both  them  and  the  messenger  to  call  a  consultation,  if  he 
considers  it  necessary  to  do  so.  At  any  ordinary  absence  of  the  Surgeon,  in 
whose  ward  the  case  has  occurred,  the  messenger  must  be  instructed  to  leave  the 
note  ;  but  if  he  ascertains  that  the  absence  is  to  be  a  prolonged  one,  the  notes 
must  go  to  the  other  Surgeon  on  duty  J 

The  same  course  must  be  observed  towards  the  Physician,  as  to  notes,  should 
a  case  of  emergency  arise  in  the  medical  wards. 

24.  The  Residents  shall  not  publish  reports  of  cases,  nor  exhibit  pathological 
specimens  at  meetings  of  societies,  without  previously  obtaining  the  consent  of 
the  Physician  or  Surgeon  under  whose  care  the  cases  have  been  treated. 

Instrument  Maker.— The  Instrument  Maker  shall  visit  the  Hospital  on 
Fourth  and  Seventh  days,  at  12  o'clock,  and  more  frequently  if  desired  by  the 
Surgeon  on  duty.  He  shall  examine  the  condition  of  all  the  instruments  and  do 
all  the  necessary  repairs,  and  shall  he  held  responsible  for  the  instruments  always 
being  in  proper  order. 

After  the  removal  of  any  instrument  or  instruments  from  the  case,  whether 
used  or  not,  they  shall  not  be  returned,  but  placed  in  the  case  appropriated  for 
their  temporary  reception,  and  in  no  instance  shall  an  instrument  be  returned  to 
the  case  by  any  one  except  the  instrument  maker,  who  shall  first  carefully  examine 
each  instrument  which  has  been  removed  since  his  previous  visit,  and,  after  any 
necessary  repairs,  he  shall  then  return  the  instruments  to  their  proper  places. 

The  Resident  in  charge  of  the  Lower  Surgical  Ward  shall  have  charge  of  the 
instruments,  and  except  in  extreme  cases,  no  loan  of  instruments  shall  be  made 
to  any  one  but  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons  of  the  House,  and  in  any  such  case  the 
instruments  must  be  returned  within  foity-eight  hours.  A  record  of  any  instru- 
ment so  loaned  shall  be  kept  in  the  same  manner  as  is  done  with  books  loaned 
from  the  Medical  Library,  and  on  its  return,  the  same  shall  be  noted  on  the 
record. 

The  Instrument  Maker  shall,  at  bis  regular  visit,  register  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  a  description  of  sucli  instruments  as  are  missing  from  the  case  and 
not  accounted  for  in  the  record  of  loaned  instruments,  and  make  such  report  to 
the  Senior  Resident  Surgeon,  w  iiose  duty  it  shall  l)e  to  in(|uire  at  once  as  to  the 
cause  of  their  absence.'*' 

Path()LO(.ical  MrsKiM.  All  siKciniens,  pathological  or  normal,  which 
0("cur  in  the  practice  of  the  Hospital,  both  surgical  and  medical,  from  posltnorUni 
examination  or  otherwise,  which  may  be  deemed  worthy  of  preservation  by  the 
Curator,  shall  be  considered  the  i^roperty  of  the  ll()S|)ital  and  be  deposited  in  the 
Museum. 

The  Curator,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Committee,  shall  be  furnished  with 
such  necessary  implements,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  Museum,  as  may  be 
retjuired.  The  Steward  shall  be  authorized  to  pay  all  bills,  consequent  upon  the 
formation  of  the  Museum,  which  have  been  previously  api>roved  by  a  member  ot 
the  Connnittee.  The  Steward  shall  allow  an  assistant  to  aid  the  Curator  at  such 
times  as  may  be  required. 

ClKATOK. — I.  The  Curator  shall  have  entire  charge  of  all  the  specimens 
belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  Museum,  and  he  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
same. 

*  Since  1882,  the  Surgeons  have  been  notified  by  telephone. 

■''  At  present,  the  Clinic  Nurse  has  charge  of  the  instruments  under  the  supervision  of  ihe 
Senior  Resident  Physician. 


2.  He  shall  ket-p  a  register  in  whJcli  the  history  of  all  the  specimens  shall  be 
recorded,  together  wHli  a  catalogue  of  the  same. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  Curator  lr«  have  mouiiteci  all  the  specimens, 
either  as  wet  nr  as  dried  pre|Kiriit)oii5,  as  I  lie  case  may  require. 

4.  The  Curator  shall  have  notice  j^iven  liim  by  the  Resident  PhysiciJins  of 
every  posi-mortrm  examinaliun  made  in  the  Hospital^  so  that  he  may  be  present 
at  such  examinations  and  judfje  what  specimens  may  be  nitereiiting  for  the 
museum,  A  description  and  history  of  all  such  specimens  shall  be  recorded  as 
far  as  practicable  and  a  report  of  them  be  laid  annually  before  the  Board  of 
Managers  by  the  Curator,  OS  well  as  any  other  information  connected  with  tbts 
department. 

5.  The  presence  on  tlie  occlusion  &(  pos/niorh'm  exanvinations  of  any  others 
than  those  upon  whom  official  duty  is  devolvud  by  the  rules  of  the  H0spit.1l,  and 
necessary  attendant,  will  not  be  allowed. 

AroTHECARY. — 1.  He  shall  reside  in  tfie  Hospital  and  perform  all  the 
duties  appertaining  to  his  department.  He  shall  regularly  preserve  every  pre- 
scription of  the  physician  ;  and  no  mt-diciue  or  other  article  shall  be  delivered  by 
him  to  any  person,  unless  prescribed  in  due  form. 

3.  He  shall  keep  records  of  ali  medicines  iiur chased  by  direction  of  the 
Committee. 

3-  He  shall  keep  a  Meteorological  record  noting  the  measurement  of  the 
Ihermometer,  barometer,  and  other  meteorological  instruments  at  stated  times  of 
each  day. 

4.  He  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the  Hospital  without  nutifyiiig  the 
Steward,  and  having  his  place  su|>plied  by  one  of  the  Resident  Physicians,  or 
such  other  persons  iis  shall  be  approved  by  the  Corn™»Uee,  nor  shall  he  permit 
patients  or  others  (except  officers  of  the  Instttution)  to  occupy  the  shop. 

Clkhk  AM)  Librarian,  i.  He  shall  prepare  the  monthly,  annual,  and  other 
accouuis ;  and  generally  perform  such  duties  as  ap]>ertain  to  his  office,  or  may  be 
assigned  to  him  by  tlie  Managers  or  Steward. 

a.  He  shall  have  the  care  of  the  Medical  Library,  subject  to  tlie  rules  for  the 
management  thereof. 

3.  He  shall  receive  from  the  ResTdent  Physician  a  bistort*  of  each  case,  and 
report  to  the  Board  at  its  montbly  meeting  the  number  of  cases  whose  record  is 
reported,  and  the  number  of  whom  no  report  has  been  made,  designating  those 
in  whose  charge  the  reports  are  deficient. 

OrrpATiKM"  Dkpahtmhnt, — t.  There  shall  be  four  Physicians  and  five 
Surgeons  elected  for  the  Department,  one  of  each  being  on  duty. 

2,  The  Medical  service  shall  be  from  11  to  12  o*clock  daily.  The  Surgical  ser- 
vice shall  be  frcjm  10  to  11  o'clock  daily.  The  Eye  and  Ear  service  shall  be  on 
Thirdr  Fifth  and  Seventh  day  from  a  t<»  ,^  o'clock  v.  M.  The  Throat  and  Nose  service 
shall  be  on  Tliird,  Fifth  and  Seventh  day  from  2  to  3  o'clock  t\  m.  The  (Irtbopaidic 
service  shall  be  on  Second^  Fourth  and  Sixth  day  from  ra  to  i  v.  m.  The  Gyuie- 
cological  service  shall  be  from  12  to  1  o%:lock  daily.  The  Mental  and  Nervous 
diseases  service  shall  Ik;  on  Second  day  and  on  Sixth  day,  from  3  to4o'ch»ck  p.  M.. 
and  shall  be  condvicted  by  the  Assistant  Physicians  of  the  Hospitals  for  the 
Insane, 

3.  The  Physicians  and  Surgeons  shall  have  the  charge  of,  and  prescrilie  for, 
all  patients  applying  at  the  Outpatient  Department  of  the  Hospital  fi>r  relief, 
and  when  any  such  cases  shall  require  or  desire  indoor  treatment,  they  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeim  on  duty,  at  their  visiting  hours. 
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4-  When  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon  shall  deem  it  best,  cases  shall 
be  transferred  from  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  to  the  charge  cA  the  Out- Patient 
Department,  and  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  that  branch  of  the  Hos- 
pital practice  shall  be  entirely  responsible  for  the  future  treatment  of  such 
cases. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  administering  medical 
or  surgical  treatment  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  to  keep  a  record  in  a  proper 
book,  (to  be  furnished  by  the  Steward  for  the  purpose),  of  the  attendance  of  all 
the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  administering  treatment  as  aforesaid,  in  the  above 
named  department. 

6.  The  names  of  all  the  applicants  for  relief,  with  complete  records  of  the 
cases,  shall  be  kept  by  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  books  prepared  for  that 
purpose  ;  and  at  the  close  of  each  year  the  statistics  shall  be  incorporated  in  a 
report  which  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

7.  The  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  in  reference  to  leave  of  absence 
of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  of  the  Hospital,  shall  be  applied  to  the 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

8.  Monthly  reports  of  the  number  of  cases  treated  in  the  different  sections  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department,  shall  be  prepared  and  sent  to  the  Board  at  its  stated 
meetings. 

Steward,  Matron,  and  Head  Nurse. — i.  The  Steward  shall  have  the 
general  care  of  the  buildings  of  this  Hospital,  and  purchase  the  fuel,  furniture, 
food,  and  stores  of  all  kinds,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Attending  Managers : 
he  shall  keep  regular  accounts  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  to  be  vouched  and 
laid  before  the  Board.  He  shall  hire  the  Gate-keeper,  Engineer,  Gardener, 
Assistants,  and  Domestics,  and  discharge  them  should  occasion  arise  therefor. 
He  shall  pay  especial  attention  to  heating  and  ventilating  the  Hospital  building 
in  winter  and  to  its  forced  ventilation  in  summer,  to  the  proper  running  of  the 
engine,  and  attending  to  his  duties,  by  the  Engineer. 

2.  The  Matron  shall  have  the  immediate  charge  of  the  house-keeping.  She 
shall  observe  the  manner  in  which  the  Domestics  and  others  perform  their  duties, 
and  report  to  the  Steward  any  instances  of  neglect  «>r  improper  conduct. 

She  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and  direction  of  the  Domestics,  and 
shall  superintend  and  direct  the  cooking  and  distribution  of  food  ;  and  in 
conjunction  with  the  Steward  shall  see  that  tiie  supply  is  abuntlant  and  well 
cooked. 

3.  The  Head  Nurse's  duty  shall  be  in  the  wards  and  their  appurtenances,  to 
superintend  the  dietetic  arrangements  for  the  sick  and  hurt  and  have  immediate 
supervision  of  those  em|)loyed  therein,  as  well  as  to  see  that  the  proper  temper. i- 
ture,  ventilation,  cleanliness,  and  good  order  of  the  bedding,  clothing,  and  other 
articles  used  therein  are  maintained  ;  that  the  mirses  are  careful  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duty  ;  and  that  the  sick  are  faithfully  and  j)roniptly  attended  to  in 
accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Start".  ller  absence  from  the 
Hospital  shall  be  by  the  appn»val  of  the  .Atteiuling  Managers. 

She  shall  select  suitable  Nurses,  refer  them  to  the  .-Xttending  .Managers,  with 
their  credentials,  and,  if  approved,  appoint  them  to  their  respective  positions, 
reporting  to  the  Steward  their  names,  and  the  rate  of  wages  to  he  paid,  beh»re 
they  enter  upon  their  duties  ;  and.  if  any  change  is  made  by  transferring  Nurses 
from  one  ward  to  another,  thereby  necessitating  a  change  of  wages,  she  sluill 
report  the  changes  so  matle  to  the  Steward  on  the  same  day  ;  and  she  shall  take 
cognizance  of  charges  or  complaints  that  may  be  made  against  any  nurse  for 
inattention  to  professional  duties,  neglect  or  ill-treatment  of  patients,  or  improper 


behavior  In  the  Hospital,  iiivfstigate  the  saiiiep  and  if  substatrtiated,  she  shall 
with  the  approval  of  the  Steward  or  Attending  M:iiiagers  discharge  the  offender 
and  report  the  discharge  to  the  Steward  without  delay. 

Nurses. — It  is  the  duty  of  the  narses  faithfully  to  attend  to  the  p^itientSr 
under  their  charge  and  to  obey  implicitly  iht:  directions  of  the  Attending  and 
Resident  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  regard  to  them,  to  see  that  patients  liehave 
with  propriety^  and  observe  all  the  regnlations  of  the  Institution,  and  to  report 
any  irregularity  or  breach  of  rule  to  the  Steward,  or  Head  Nurse. 

1.  A  graduate  nurse  is  placed  in  charge  of  every  department  of  the  Hospital, 
and  her  orders  are  to  be  strictly  and  respectfully  obeyed  by  the  pupil  nurses 
under  her  charge.  The  nurses  on  night  duty  tire  suli>|ect  to  the  orders  of  the 
Night  Superintendent,  to  whom  they  are  to  apply  in  all  cases  of  difficulty. 

3.  All  nurses  are  required  to  treat  the  patients  with  the  utmost  gentleness. 
No  nur?se  is  allowed  to  employ  herself  with  any  sort  nf  needlework  fur  her  own 
use,  or  to  read  any  book,  save  one  of  a  professional  character,  when  on  duty. 
Nor  are  they  allowed  to  employ  a  patient  in  any  way,  for  their  own  personal 
service. 

3.  Nurses  must  not,  under  ainy  circumstances,  leave  the  Hospital  without  a 
pass,  bearing  the  signature  of  the  Head  Nurse. 

4.  Nurses  are  not  allowed  to  visit  any  department  without  leave  from  the 
Head  Nurse,  nor  are  they  allowed  to  have  friends  to  visit  them  in  the  wards,  or 
to  take  them  round  the  Hospital  without  permission.  They  will  not  invite  iheni  to 
remain  all  night,  or  to  partake  of  any  meal  without  leave  from  the  Head  Nurse. 

5.  Nurses  are  expected  to  conform  strictly  to  the  uniform  worn  in  the 
Hospital,     No  jewelry  to  be  worn.     All  washing  cluthes  to  be  plainly  marked. 

6.  Nurses  who  are  unable  to  go  on  duty  in  the  inorning,  unist  at  once  inform 
the  Night  Super intt-ndent.  No  nurse  will  be  allowtd  to  go  off  duty  without 
reporting  herself  to  the  Head  Nurse> 

7.  Every  nurse  is  expected  to  re- lire  to  her  own  room  at  10  i>,  m.,  and  all 
lights  to  be  turned  out  at  10.50.     After  this  lime  perfect  silence  is  to  be-  observed. 

8.  The  hours  for  meals,  classes,  atid  duty  n>yst  bt-  strictly  observed,  and 
nurses  exceeding  the  time  allowed  on  an  evening  pass,  will  be  deprived  of  the 
indulgence  for  a  certain  time.  Pupil  nurses  rise  at  6  a.  m,,  breakfast.  6.30.  On. 
duty»  7  A.  M.  Dinner,  la  noon.  Supper,  6  p.  m.  Recreation  hour,  btiween  2 
and  6  P.  m.  Off  duty,  8  p.  m.  Leave  of  absence,  one  afternoon  from  ta  noon  and 
one  evening  from  4  p.  M,  in  each  week,  is  given. 

9.  A  nurse  is  not  allowed  to  order  any  article,  or  repair,  from  the  Matron, 
Steward,  or  Carpenter^  on  her  own  respcmsibility.  All  such  ortUrs  must  bear  the 
signature  of  the  Head  Nurse. 

The  term  and  course  of  instruction  shall  embrace  a  period  of  two  years,  the 
first  two  months  of  which  shall  be  probationary. 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  l>elween  twenty-one  and  thirty-five 
years,  and  possess  a  good  common-school  education  :  and  must  furnish  a  physi- 
cian's certificate  of  sound  health,  and  two  certificates  of  good  character,  with 
mental  and  physical  capacity  for  the  duties  of  nurses,  satisfactory  to  the  Head 
Nurse  and  the  Managers  of  the  Hospital.  Applicants  pi>ssessing  a  superior  edu- 
cation and  refinement  take  precedence. 

The  fitness  for  the  work,  and  the  pro^wriety  ofretaining  or  dismissing  pupils  at 
the  end  «>f  the  two  months  at  trial,  are  determined  by  the  authorities  in  charge  of 
the  School,  under  the  Direction  of  the  Managers;  and  the  same  authorities  can, 
in  like  manner,  discharge  them,  in  case  of  misconduct  or  inefficiency^  at  any 
time. 
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In  compensation  for  their  services  nurses  will  receive  in  the  first  year  Sio.ori 
•per  month  after  the  first  trial  month  ;  and  in  the  second  year  $12.00  per  month, 
besides  their  board  and  washing,  and  instructions. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  completed,  the  nurses  thus  trained  shall 
receive  (after  final  examinations)  diplomas,  certifying  to  their  period  of  training, 
their  proficiency,  and  good  character. 

Watchman  and  Night  Nurses. — The  Watchman  shall  commence  his  duty 
at  eight  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  pass  hourly  through  the  wards  until  daylight.  The 
Night  Nurses  shall  remain  all  night  in  the  Wards.  They  are  strictly  enjoined  to 
attend  to  the  safety  of  the  kitchen  fires,  and  shall  extinguish  all  lights  in  the  wards 
not  directed  by  the  Physicians,  Steward,  Matron,  or  Head  Nurse.  They  shall 
administer  such  medicines  as  may  be  entrusted  to  them  by  the  Resident  Physician 
or  Surgeon,  to  be  given  in  the  night  to  patients.  They  are  also  required  to  report 
•to  the  Steward  all  irregularities  they  may  observe  during  the  night. 

Gatekeeper. — i.  The  gatekeeper  shall  not  admit  any  person  into  the 
Hospital  after  10  o'clock  p.  m.,  except  in  cases  of  recent  accident. 

2.  He  shall  not  allow  any  patient  to  pass  from  the  Hospital  without  an  order 
from  the  Steward. 

3.  He  shall  immediately  report  to  the  Steward  all  cases  of  persons  attempting 
to  bring  in  liquor,  or  coming  in  intoxicated,  and  all  other  irregularities  falling 
under  his  notice. 

4.  He  shall  not  allow  any  person  to  take  into  the  Hospital  any  liquor,  provi- 
sions, or  medicines  for  any  patient,  nurse,  or  domestic  therein. 

General  Rules. — i.  The  Resident  Physicians,  Apothecary,  Clerk  and  Li- 
brarian, and  Head  Nurse,  are  enjoined  to  be  regular  at  their  meals.  As  punctu- 
ality in  this  matter  is  considered  essential  to  the  discipline  of  the  Hospital,  the 
Steward  is  required  to  report  frequent  breaches  of  this  rule  to  the  Attending 
Managers. 

2.  All  lights,  except  in  the  wards,  entries.  Steward's,  Matron's,  Head 
Nurse's,  Physicians'  and  Nurses'  rooms,  are  required  to  be  extinguished  al 
10  o'clock  r.  M.  No  reading  in  bed  at  night  is  to  be  allowed,  by  either  patients 
or  any  person  ronneded  with  tiie  establishment  in  any  capacity. 

3.  Smoking  is  positively  prohibited  in  all,  or  any  part  of  the  Hospital,  other 
than  the  offices,  and  in  the  private  rooms  of  the  oft'ioers. 

4.  .All  officers,  attachees,  ami  servants  of  the  Hosj^ital  shall  leave  and  enter 
the  Hospital  by  the  gate  on  Eighth  Street  ;  all  other  openings  into  the  grounds 
must  be  kept  securely  fastened. 

5.  A  newly  elected  Resident  Physician  shall  be  notified  by  the  Clerk  to  meet 
the  Attending  Managers  at  their  next  visit  following,  to  receive  instruction  and 
advice  as  to  his  duties,  etc. 

Admission  .wd  I)ischak(;k  (jf  Pa tikn  rs.  —  1.  Persons  accidentally  wounderi 
or  otherwise  injured,  shall  be  received  at  all  hours,  subject  to  such  rules  as  the 
Managers  shall  from  time  to  time  enact  ;  provided  always,  that  the  accident  or 
injury  happen  in  Pennsylvania,  and  the  patient  is  brought  to  this  Hospital  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  its  occurrence. 

2.  .All  patients  brought  to  the  Hospital  shall  be  examined  either  by  the 
Attending  Physician  or  .Surgeons  or  the  Residents,  and  shall  be  retained  in  the 
Reception  Ward  until  the  Resident  having  charge  shall  direct  their  transfer  ti> 
one  of  the  other  wards.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident,  on  the  request 
of  the  Gatekeeper,  or  any  messenger  sent  by  him,  to  r.raviine  ivithout  delay  any 
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case  which  nmy  be  <Jeenied  of  urgency^  in  order  tcj  dttcrmitje  the  qiRstion  o£ 
admitting  the  patient  t'tthe  Hospital. 

3.  The  admission  in  all  cases  to  be  by  printed  certificates  of  name,  age^  ])lftce 
uf  nativity,  occupation,  fwicial  state  (singk%  married,  or  widowed^  and  the 
diagnosis  under  the  signature  c»f  the  doctor  admitting;  and  the  Steward  shall 
also,  whenever  practicable,  require  security  for  the  clotliing  of  the  patient,  and 
his  or  her  removal  when  tlischarged. 

4.  All  applications  for  admission  shall,  as  far  as  is  practicable^  L^e  made  at  the 
Hospital  in  the  lx>renofin» 

5.  No  person  having  any  infirctious  or  contagious  disease  shall  be  admitted 
to  this  HospitaL 

6.  No  incurable  case  of  cancer,  or  any  other  form  of  incurable  disease,  sliall 
be  admitted  into  the  Hospital  on  the  free  list,  except  as  the  IJnspital  may  be  in 
the  receipt  of  funds,  directed  lo  be  apph'ed  for  such  cases, 

7.  No  person  having  a  venereal  disease  or  nninJa-iXpotft  sfudl  be  admitted  as^ 
a  free  patient. 

8.  Pay  patients  may  be  uiinritted  by  the  Steward  on  the  curtificate  of  a 
Hospital  Physician  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  per  day.  except  in  cases 
of  mania-iVpotCi  nr  alcoholism,  the  lowest  charge  for  which  shall  be  two  dollars 
per  day. 

9^  All  patients  shall  give  security  for  the  payment  of  their  Ijoard. 

10.  All  patients  shall  be  discharged  as  soon  as  they  are  cured  ;  and  all  chnrity 
patients  whose  cases,  after  a  reasonalile  time  of  trial,  shall  he  judged  incurable, 
shall  hv  lUschar^ed. 

11.  All  dtscharges.  except  for  misconduct,  which  are  hereinafter  provided 
for^  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon. 

12.  All  admissions  and  discharges  shall  be  registert-d  by  the  Clerk  and 
reported  to  the  Attending  Managers,  on  their  weekly  visits,  to  l>e  entered  by 
them  on  their  minutes. 

Free  Beds. — A  contribution  of  $5000  to  the  permanent  fund  of  the  tlospital 
will  endow  a  free  l»ed  in  the  Pine  Street  Hospital,  to  be  named,  unless  otherwise 
directed,  after  the  donor. 

Ambl  lance,— The  Ambulance  j//a// a/anrj  be  in  readiness  to  answer  a  call 
and  it  shall  l>e  sent  out  whenever  directed  by  a  meml>er  of  the  Surgical  or  Medical. 
Statl*  or  by  any  member  of  the  Board. 

Patients, — 1.  The  patients  are  required  to  conduct  themselves  with 
decorum  towards  each  other,  the  officers  of  the  Hospital^  nurses,  and  attendants. 
They  shall  not  smoke  tobacco  or  play  at  any  games  of  chance  in  the  Hospital. 

2.  No  venereal  patient  shall  be  placed  in  any  other  ward  than  those  especi- 
ally appointed  for  that  class  of  patients,  to  which  they  shall  be  strictly  confiut-d. 

3.  No  liquuTs,  provisions,  or  medicines  of  any  kind,  shall  be  furnished  to  any 
of  the  patients  by  their  friends  ;  and  no  patient  shall  be  permitted  the  use  of  any 
diet  prepared  in  the  House  other  than  that  which  may  be  ordered  liy  the  proper 
officers. 

4.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  tn  leave  the  Hospital  while  under  treatment, 
except  by  special  permission  of  the  Physicians  and  Steward. 

5.  Such  free  patients^  as  are  able,  shall  give  assistance  in  nursing  or  otherwise 
when  required  to  do  so  by  a  Resident  Physician,  Steward  or  Head  Nurse, 

6.  If  any  breach  occur  in  any  of  the  above  rules,  the  offender  shall  be  liable 
to  be  discharged  by  the  Attending  Managers,  or,  in  their  absencei  by  the  Steward,, 
who  shall  report  to  them. 
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7.  When  any  patient  shall  desire  to  see  a  minister  or  teacher  of  religion,  the 
•same  is  to  be  communicated  to  the  Resident  Physician  in  charge,  and,  if  it  be  not 
deemed  improper  in  a  medical  point  of  view,  the  Physician  or  Steward  shall 
notify  the  individual  whose  presence  is  required. 

Visitors. — i.  Visitors  to  patients  will  be  admitted  on  Second  day  (Mondavi 
Fourth  day  (Wednesday)  and  Sixth  day  (Friday),  between  the  hours  of  2  and 
4  o'clock  :  at  other  times  a  special  order  for  admission  from  a  Manager  or  the 
Steward  will  be  required. 

2.  Those  admitted  to  visit  patients  shall  not  be  permitted  to  ramble  over  the 
house  and  grounds,  but  shall  be  directed  to  the  apartments  in  which  the  person 
sought  for  may  be  found, 

3.  No  visitor  shall  lodge  in  the  Hospital,  without  permission  from  the 
Steward. 

4.  No  visitor  under  the  influence  of  liquor  shall  be  admitted  into  the  wards. 

The  Medical  Library. — i.  The  Librarian  shall  see  that  all  the  books  are 
properly  labeled  and  numbered,  and  shall  keep  a  complete  catalogue  of  them  in 
numerical  order  ;  also  a  list  of  all  persons  entitled  to  use  the  Library.  He  shall 
attend  on  every  Second,  Fourth,  and  Seventh  day  from  9  to  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  and 
from  3  to  4  p.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  lending  out  and  receiving  books ;  he  shall 
examine  those  returned,  and,  if  uninjured,  immediately  replace  them  on  the 
*«helves.  He  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  fines  and  forfeitures  incurred,  and  settle 
with  the  Steward  for  the  same  quarter-yearly. 

2.  The  books  shall  only  be  lent  to  the  following  persons,  viz.  :  the  Managers, 
"Treasurer,  Physicians,  and  Surgeoiis  of  the  Hospital ;  and  gentlemen  who  may 

have  filled  either  of  those  offices  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years  ;  the 
resident  officers  of  the  Institution  ;  and  such  other  persons  as  hold  a  certificate  of 
•jight,  or  may  hereafter  acquire  one. 

3.  The  sum  to  be  paid  for  the  privilege  of  using  the  Library  during  life,  con- 
formably with  its  rules,  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars.  The  temporary  use  of  the 
Library  may  be  obtained  by  the  payment  of  three  dollars  per  annum  ;  the  right 

•to  be  in  no  case  transferable. 

4.  Kvcry  |>(.'rson  t-ntitlcd  to  use  the  Library  sliail,  before  taking  out  hooks. 
«ign  a  conditional  bond  or  obligation,  as  security  for  his  due  ol)servance  of  tlu- 
rules  of  tile  Library,  and  tor  the  value  of  such  books  as  may  be  lost  or  itijureti  b\ 
him.  A  dept)sit  of  ten  dollars  sliail  also  be  recjuirt'd  of  those  having  but  a  ttitiporar) 
right  to  take  out  books. 

5.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  take  out  nioro  than  two  volumes  at  one  tinu- 
without  the  si)ecial  permission  of  the  Library  Committee  ;  nor  shall  any  l>ook  be 
kept  out  longer  than  four  weeks.  On  its  return  the  Librarian  may  renew  the 
loan,  if  no  other  applicant  requires  the  book. 

6.  A  fine  often  cents  per  week  shall  be  paid  for  every  book  kept  beyond  the 
limited  time,  and  if  a  book  be  not  returned  within  three  months  it  maybe  deemed 
lost,  and  the  borrower  shall,  in  addition  to  its  value,  pay  such  fine,  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars,  as  the  Library  Committee  shall  direct. 

7.  In  case  any  book  is  returned  injured,  the  borrower  shall  pay  for  the  injury 
or  replace  the  book.  And  if  one  or  more  books  belonging  to  a  set  be  lost,  the  lK»r- 
rower  shall  take  the  remaining  volumes  and  pay  the  value  of  the  set  in  addition  to 
such  fine  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Library  Committee. 

S.   Periodicals  can  only  be  taken  out  of  the  Library  when  bound. 

9  The  Library  Committee  may  permit  scientific  men  to  use  the  bo(»ks  of  the 
Library  for  limitetl  periods— subject  to  its  rules— but  to  n«H  more  than  six  persons 
at  one  time. 
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to.  Rare  nnd  rostly  folio  ami  quarto  tKioks  willi  engravings  are  not  to  be  lent 
■out  of  the  Library  ivilhout  a  special  written  order  of  the  Library  Committee, 

11.  In  all  cases  of  doul>t  in  regard  to  the  construction  of  these  mies,  or  their 
violation,  the  judj^riient  of  the  Library  Committee  shall  be  conclusive  ;  provided 
always  that  in  cases  of  gross  misconduct,  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the  rules,  the 
Board  of  Managers  reserve  the  power  of  declaring  the  riglits  of  the  offender  for- 
feited, aiul  prohibiting  his  future  access  to  the  Library. 

12.  The  StewMrd  shall  be  authorized  to  pay  all  bills  which  have  been 
approved  by  the  Library  Committee. 
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DEPARTMENT  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  officers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  Department  for  the  Insane,  shall 
consist  of  a  Physician-in-Chief  and  Superintendent,  for  the  whole  establishment, 
and  one  or  more  Assistant  Physicians,  also  a  consulting  Gyuitcolugist,  and  a 
Steward  and  a  Matron  for  each  department. 

The  PhvsjcunjN'Chief.— I.  The  Physidan-in-Chief  and  Superintendent 
of  the  Hospital  for  the  liis;uie,  shall  he  the  official  head  of  that  department :  and, 
under  the  instructions  of  the  IJ»mrd  of  ISLmagers.  shall  have  the  general 
superintendence  and  control  thereof  and  of  all  persons  employed  on  the 
premises. 

a.  He  shall  reside  upon  Ihe  premises,  and  devote  his  whole  time  to  the 
promotion  of  the  interest*  of  the  Institution  and  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  the 
patients. 

3.  He  shall  have  the  sole  direction  of  the  medical,  moral,  and  dietetic  treat- 
ment of  the  patients,  and  his  directions  respecting  them  are  to  lie  implicitly 
obeyed  by  all  persruis  about  the  esta!>lishment. 

4.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  select  and  dismiss  at  his  pleasure  all  the 
attendants  and  other  persons  employed  in  the  care  of  the  Insane,  and  the  sole 
direction  of  their  duties.  With  the  sanclicm  of  the  Attending  Managers,  he  shall 
from  time  to  time  make  such  regulations  fur  the  government  of  the  attendants, 
and  all  others  engaged  in  any  way  atwut  the  Institution,  as  he  may  deem 
salutary. 

5.  He  shall  have  the  general  direction  of  the  farm,  gardens,  and  grounds  of 
the  Hospital  ;  and  may  make  contracts  with  the  farmer  and  others  employed 
thereon,  and  with  the  tenants,  | subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Managers.) 

6.  He  shidl  obtain  as  far  as  jiracticable,  a  complete  history  of  the  case  of 
ever>'  patient  admitted  into  the  Hospiialt  and  shall  keep  or  cause  to  he  kept,  for 
the  use  of  the  Institution,  a  register  of  the  same,  and  as  full  a  record  of  the  sub- 
sequent treatment  and  results  as  he  may  deem  likely  to  promote  the  interests  of 
science,  and  tend  to  improve  the  treatment  of  the  insane. 

7.  He  shall  furnish  to  the  Board  of  Managers  annually,  at  its  staled  meeting 
in  the  fourth  month  (April)  in  each  year,  a  detailed  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  Hospital,  with  tabular  statements  of  the  cases  treated  during  the  preceding 
twelve  months,  and  of  its  actual  condition  ;  with  such  other  observations  as  he 
may  deem  useful  or  interesting. 

8.  All  correspondence  respecting  the  patients,  shall  be  under  his  direction. 

9.  He  shall  exercise  a  vigilant  supervision  of  all  expenditures,  and  as  far  as 
he  can.  shall  indicate  by  &t»me  mark  on  all  bills  or  receipts,  that  no  purchases 
have  been  made  or  expenses  incurred  without  his  approval,  or  at  least  without 
his  knowledge. 
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The  Assistant  Physicians.— i.  The  Assistant  Physicians  shall  reside  In  the 
Hospital  and  under,  the  direction  of  the  Physician-in-Chief  and  Superintendent, 
shall  devote  their  whole  time  to  its  service,  and  carry  out  to  the  best  of  their 
abilities,  all  the  instructions  of  that  officer. 

2.  They  shall  prepare  and  superintend  the  administration  of  all  medicines 
prescribed  for  the  patients  ;  preserving  in  a  book  provided  for  the  pur|>ose,  every 
prescription,  with  the  name  of  the  patient,  and  shall  keep  or  assist  in  keepin); 
such  records,  and  performing  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Physician-in-Chief  and  Superintendent. 

3.  They  shall  be  as  much  as  possible  among  the  patients,  visiting  them 
regularly  every  morning  and  evening,  and  as  often  as  they  can  at  other  hours, 
and  do  all  in  their  power  to  contribute  to  tlieir  comfort  and  welfare  ;  they  shall 
have  a  general  supervision  of  the  attendants,  and  shall  promptly  report  to  the 
Physician-in-Chief  and  Superintendent,  all  instances  of  neglect  or  of  improper 
conduct  on  the  part  of  any  one  connected  with  the  Institution,  that  may  come  to 
their  knowledge. 

4.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  one  of  the  Assistant  Physicians  to  attend  at 
the  Out- Patient  Department  on  Pine  Street  for  consultation  on  Mental  and 
Nervous  diseases. 

5.  They  shall  not  absent  themselves  from  the  Hospital  without  the  knowledge 
and  consent  of  the  Physician-in-Chief  and  Superintendent,  and  the  Attending 
Managers. 

The  Stewards. — i.  Under  the  instructions  of  the  Physician-in-Chief  and 
Superintendent,  the  Stewards  shall  have  a  general  oversight  of  the  buildings, 
grounds,  and  farm,  and  shall  see  that  they  are  at  all  times  kept  in  perfect  order 
and  repair,  and  that  all  persons  employed  about  the  same  perform  their  duties 
faithfully. 

2.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Physician-in-Chief  and  Superintendent  and 
subject  to  the  instructions  of  the  Attending  Managers,  they  shall  purchase  furni- 
ture, fuel,  clothing,  stores,  and  all  other  necessary  articles,  and  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  their  safe  keeping  and  economical  use. 

3.  They  shall  collect  all  moneys  due  the  Institution  for  board  of  patients,  etc., 
as  they  become  due,  and  shall  keep  plain  and  accurate  accounts  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures.  They  shall  furnish  transcripts  thereof,  approved  by  the 
Attending  Managers,  to  be  laid  before  the  Board  at  each  of  their  stated  nicetinj^s. 
They  shall  also  keep  a  regular  register  of  the  names  and  of  the  dates  of  admission 
and  discharge  of  every  patient. 

4.  Subject  to  the  authority  given  to  the  Physician-in-Chief  and  Superinten- 
dent, and  under  his  instructions,  they  shall  hire,  pay,  and  discharge  all  persons 
employed  about  the  premises. 

5.  They  shall  pay  particular  attention  to  the  (piality  of  the  provisions  pro- 
vided for  the  use  of  the  Institution,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  C(M>ked  and 
served.  They  shall  visit  the  dining-rooms  during  meals,  and  see  that  all  things 
appertaining  to  them  are  disposed  in  a  neat  and  becoming  manner,  that  good 
order  and  perfect  cleanliness  are  preserved  in  every  part  of  the  house  coining 
under  their  notice,  shall  promptly  rep()rt  to  the  Physician-in-Chief  and  Superin- 
tendent all  instances  of  neglect  or  improper  conduct  that  they  may  observe,  and. 
as  far  as  practicable,  see  that  the  warming  and  ventilation  of  the  buildings  are 
propt-rly  regulate<l. 

Thk  Matrons. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  matrons  to  have  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  housekeeping.  They  shall  observe  the  manner  in  which  the  atten- 
dants and  others  perform  their  tluties  and   report  to   the   Physician-in-Chief  and 
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Superinteiident  any  iiislanrc  of  ncjjk^ct  or  improper  conduct  coming  iindui  llit^ir 
notice.  They  shall  have  the  gener;il  oversight  and  direction  nf  the  domestics^ 
and  shall  superintend  and  direct  the  cooking  and  dislrihution  uf  food,  and,  in 
conjnnctioti  with  the  Stewards,  sliall  see  thai  the  supply  is  abundant,  varied,  well- 
cooked,  and  neatly  served,  in  all  tlie  dtnins  rooms  of  the  tstablishnient,  which 
they  shall  visit  as  often  as  possible  at  the  hours  for  meals.  They  shall  also  see 
that  the  beddinj^,  clothing,  etc,^  *ff  the  patients  are  always  kept  clean  and  in 
K<x»d  order.  They  are  expected  to  devote  their  whole  ilnw  to  the  service  of  the 
Institution,  and  under  the  instructions  of  the  Physician  in-Chief  and  Superin- 
tendent. Ui  spare  no  efforts  to  promote  its  prosperity. 

GK.NKkAL  Rrr-iiS. — All  pers<ms  engaged,  in  any  way,  al>out  the  Institution, 
shall  he  careful  to  conform  in  the  regulations  made  for  the  government  of  the 
Hospital,  and  at  ail  times  do  what  they  can  to  promote  its  prosperity.  No  amok- 
ingof  tobacco  by  any  thus  employed,  shall  be  allowed  within  the  enclosures,  nor 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  barns  or  other  outbnildings;  nor  shall  any  persons  be 
employed  who  are  addicted  to  the  use  of  spirituous  liquors. 

All  lights,  exce]il  in  the  wards,  entries,  Steward's,  Matron's,  and  Physicians' 
rooms,  are  required  to  be  extinguished  at  ten  o'clock  r.  M.  No  reading  in  bed 
at  night  is  to  be  allowed,  either  by  patients  or  by  any  person  connected  with  the 
establishment  in  any  capacity. 

Admission  of  PATtENTS.— i.  Before  any  patient  can  be  admitted  into  this 
Hospital^  a  request  in  writing  to  that  efTect  from  sonic  near  relative  or  friend,  and 
a  certificate  of  said  patient's  insanity*  signed  by  two  respectable  graduates  of 
niedicine,  shall  in  all  cases  be  required,  in  the  mode  prescribed  Ity  the  laws  of 
Pennsylvania. 

2.  Neither  idiots  nor  pers^jns  having  manta-d.-pot6,  shall  be  received  into 
this  HospitaL 

J.  A  limited  number  of  insane  persons  in  indigent  circumstances,  whr^se  cases 
are  recent,  and  such  as  are  believed  to  oiler  a  fair  chance  of  cure,  shall  be 
admitted  as  patients  by  the  Attending  Managers,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three 
months  for  each  case»  and  shall  be  treated  without  any  charge.  If  promising 
favorably,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Physician-in-Chief  and  Superin- 
tendent, the  period  may  be  extended  at  tht'  discretion  of  the  Board.  Security  for 
the  removal  of  such  patients  when  discharged,  and  for  their  clothing  win  1st  in 
the  f  los[Htal,  shall  be  required  of  some  responsible  resident  of  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, ur  its  vicinity.  The  number  of  these  patients  shall  from  lime  to  time  be 
regulated  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  is  now  fixed  at  fifty, 

4.  Patients  paying  bi>ard  may  be  admitted  by  any  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  under  the  following  rules. 

5.  The  rate  of  board  shall  be  regulated  by  the  pecuniary  ability  <>f  the 
patient,  or  of  the  friends  of  the  patient,  mid  the  class  of  accommodations 
required.  The  lowest  rate  shall  be  nine  dollars  per  week.  They  shall  not  be 
admitted  for  a  less  period  than  three  luttnths,  for  which  time  the  b<jard  shall  be 
required  to  be  paid  in  advance  at  tlie  time  of  admission  ;  and  if  taken  away 
uHcured  Ijefore  the  expiration  of  that  period,  contrary  to  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Physician-in-Chicf  and  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital^  the  amount  as 
above  paid  in  advance  shall  l^e  considered  forfeited,  and  no  part  thereof  shall  be 
returned.  Four  weeks'  txiard  shall  be  retained  in  all  cases*  All  payments  shall 
be  made  quarterly  in  advance.  Security  ot  some  responsible  resident  of  the  city 
of  Philadelphta,  or  its  vicinity,  shall  in  all  cjises  be  obtained,  for  the  payment  of 
board  and  all  other  expenses  whilst  in  the  instituUon,  and  for  the  performance^ 
of  the  foreguing  conditions. 
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6.  When  special  attendants  are  desired  they  are  always  to  be  provided 
by  the  Physician  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  charge  therefor  to  be  added  to  the 
board. 

Admission  of  Visitors. — The  Board  of  Managers — recognizing  the  duty  of 
shielding  the  insane  from  all  improper  exposure,  and  regarding  their  right  of 
protection  from  the  gratification  of  an  idle  curiosity  on  the  part  of  strangers  just 
as  great,  while  residents  of  a  hospital,  as  in  their  own  dwellings — have  adopted 
the  following  regulations  for  the  admission  of  visitors  : 

1.  Visitors  are  not  to  be  admitted  before  lo  o'clock  a.  m.,  after  sunset,  nor  on 
the  First  day  of  the  week.  They  are  not  to  be  admitted  on  the  afternoon  of 
Seventh  day  (Saturday)  unless  on  special  business  with  the  Attending  Managers, 
or  one  of  the  officers  of  the  house. 

2.  All  parts  of  the  Hospital  not  occupied  by  patients  may  be  shown  and  ex- 
plained during  the  hours  for  the  admission  of  visitors. 

3.  No  visitor,  unless  in  company  with  a  Manager,  can  be  taken  into  the 
wards,  without  permission  from  the  Physician-in-Chief,  or,  in  his  absence,  from  an 
Assistant  Physician ;  and  when  visitors  are  allowed  in  the  wards,  they  must 
always  be  accompanied  by  one  of  these  officers,  by  the  Steward  or  Matron, 
or  by  some  person  delegated  by  the  Physician  for  the  purpose. 

4.  As  this  Hospital  cannot  be  allowed  to  become  a  resort  for  idle  curiosity,  it 
is  hoped  that  the  friends  of  patients,  and  all  others,  will  carefully  avoid  prolong- 
ing their  visits  unnecessarily.  And  those  employed  in  the  care  of  patients,  or  in 
the  domestic  departments,  are  to  avoid  inviting  company  to  the  Hospital. 

5.  The  Pleasure  Carriages  and  other  contrivances  for  the  amusement  of 
patients,  are  not  to  be  used  by  visitors  ;  nor  are  they  to  enter  the  museums  or  to 
pass  through  the  pleasure  grounds,  except  by  special  permission. 

6.  It  is  expressly  forbidden  to  furnish  any  inmate  of  this  Hospital  with 
tobacco  in  any  form ;  or  to  deliver  to,  or  receive  from  a  patient,  any  letter, 
parcel,  or  package,  without  the  knowledge  and  ajiprobation  of  the  Physician. 

7.  Funds  for  the  use  of  the  patients  arc  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Stewards,  to  he  used  only  under  the  direction  of  the  Physician. 

8.  Under  ordinary  circumstances,  carriaj^es  are  not  to  enter  the  enclosures. 
When  for  any  purpose  they  have  been  taken  tu  the  centre  buildings,  they  are 
neverito  he  left  standing  there;  and  drivers  are  always  expected  to  remain  with 
their  vehicles  outside  of  the  gateway.

DR.  MORTON'S  ADDRESS. 

Mr.  BeniamfD  H,  Shoemaker^  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  itilro 
dticed  Dr.  Thos.  G.  Morton,  the  Senior  Sorgeon  on  the  Medical  Siafif. 

Dr,  Morton  said  : 

LadiivS  ksv  Gentlemen  ;  Managers,  anh  Co^cTRjirxoRs  of  thb 
Penxsylvan'ia  Hospital: 

We  are  here  assembled  to  celebrate  with  appropriate  cereinonf  the  opening 
of  the  Uiest  addttioo  to  the  resources  of  the  Pennsytirania  Hospital^  tbe  '*  Walter 
Garrett  Memorial/*  designed  to  be  occupied  as  a  Rectrption  Parilion,  a  Clinical, 
Operative  and  Lecture  Hall,  and  a  Surgical  Ward  for  Children.  The  Managers 
of  the  Hospital,  ever  mindfnl  of  the  best  interests  oC  the  iosthutioa  oitder  their 
care,  havh^  decided  that  increased  bcilities  must  be  pnyvided  in  order  to  keep 
pace  with  the  modem  rapid  strides  of  improvements  in  surgery,  one  year  ago 
authoriied  the  conatmctioci  of  this  building. 

Under  the  mpervision  and  direction  of  ){r,  Addison  Hnttoo  and  Doctor 
TKoous  S.  K.  Mortoo,  tliis  Memorial  building  has  been  planned  and  constmcted. 
No  pains  or  expense  have  been  spared  in  the  effort  to  make  this  the  equal  of. 
if  not  superior  Co.  any  other  structure  of  its  descrtpticm  in  the  world,  I  may  add 
that  it  has  been  erected  ihroogh  the  generosity  of  a  member  of  s  &rotly  of 
philanthropists  to  whom  the  Hospital  is  already  greatly  indebted  for  very 
gjenerons  gifts. 

Permit  me  briefly  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  a<bnirable  intend  arraneo- 
ments  of  this  boBdtng^  AH  the  sJck  and  injured  bronglit  to  the  Hospital,  either 
by  oar  Ambolanice,  the  Police  Patrol,  or  otherwise,  are  admitted  at  the  sontbera 
entrance  of  the  Main  Hall,  00  the  first  iloor^  where  all  details  connected  with  the 
patient  arc  hnmediately  recorded*  Mate  patients  are  taken  into  the  iaf^e 
reception  ward  oo  the  right  of  the  Hall  and  female  patients  and  dtildren  inlo  a 
similar  ward  on  the  left. 

Patients  with  diseases  or  injuries  which  do  not  require  Uscir  admiMina  into  the 
general  wards^  will  here  receive  appropriate  temporary 
they  w3l  bednBlined  wmd  directed  to  return  to  the  Ovt-Patiem 
Spruce  Street. 

Patiearts  who  are  to  remain  in  the  Hospital  far  lieatiDcnt,  are  traatflerred 
from  the  ReceptioB  Ward  10  the  large  room  beyond,  where  they  sriD  be  bathedL 
and  olhcnriBe  put  in  ptoper  cooditioo,  beiare  being  taken  to  the  main  watdh  is 
the  Hospital  appropriate  to  their  disease  or  i^inry. 

Shoohl  an  unpottat  snrgkal  operatiov  be  required,  after  the  same  pr^limi- 
aaficn^  as  fiM^  as  possMe,  the  patient  wil  he  brooi^  by  the  eleintor  op  fo  lUs  Hal. 

Ob  the  ftnt  floor,  tsonvenicBtly  sitnated,  there  are  9!km  hnths  ami 
flnshiac  linka^  a  steam  closet  where  brdding  and  ctothii^  nmy  be 
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dried  rapidly  and  rooms  for  ticketing,  bagging  and  storing  clothing.  One  small 
room  contains  a  steam  sterilizing  oven,  in  which  infected  clothing  can  be  thor- 
oughly cleansed  and^germs  and  vermin  destroyed.  At  the  northern  end  of  the 
corridor  is  a  well  appointed  diet  kitchen. 

In  the  centre  of  the  building,  on  the  eastern  side,  is  located  a  capacious 
elevator,  of  most  approved  pattern  ;  it  is  surrounded  by  a  beautiful,  broad, 
marble  stairway.  From  the  first  floor  there  is  direct  communication  with  the 
basement  of  the  Hospital  by  an  enclosed  corridor,  thus  affording  ready  access  to 
all  the  various  wards.  This  building,  it  will  be  seen,  therefore  becomes  the 
centre  of  distribution  of  patients  to  the  entire  Hospital. 

All  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  between  sunset  and  morning  will  be 
temporarily  accommodated  in  this  building,  so  that  there  need  not  be  any 
disturbance  during  the  night  in  the  general  wards,  which  heretofore  has  often 
been  unavoidable. 

On  the  second  floor,  upon  which  we  are  at  present,  the  complete  series  of 
rooms  and  arrangements  to  facilitate  modern  surgical  purposes  are  not  equalled 
by  those  of  any  other  Hospital  in  the  world.  Large  double  doors  lead  from  the 
landing  or  stairway  into  this  commodious  Clinical,  or  Main  Operating  Hall. 
Situated  to  either  side  of  the  corridor  and  in  communication  with  this  Clinical 
Hall,  are  rooms  where  patients  can  be  etherized  before  being  brought  into  this 
room  for  operation. 

This  Hall  has  excellent  acoustic  properties  and  it  is  brilliantly  illuminated  by 
the  ample  glazed  dome,  during  the  day,  and  by  VVelsbach  and  electric  lights  at 
night.  Students  or  spectators  will  enter  by  a  special  gate  upon  Eighth  Street, 
near  the  corner  of  Spruce,  and  on  approaching  this  Hall,  will  find,  on  the  landing 
half  way  up,  a  coat  and  toilet  room.  The  seats,  which,  as  you  notice,  are  in  seven 
tiers,  numbering  in  all  two  hundred,  are  so  arranged  that  there  is  no  obstruction 
to 'observation  from  any  portion  of  the  room. 

On  either  side  of  this  operating  space,  as  you  may  have  observed,  are  sinks, 
flushing  tanks,  wash-basins  and  pipes  for  applying  steam  for  sterilizing  purposes. 
There  are  also  two  large  water  sterilizers,  the  largest  ever  made;  .ind  here,  too,  are 
steam  closets  for  heating  blankets,  etc.,  racks  for  supporting  glass  reservoirs 
holding  antiseptic  solutions  ;  here  are  also  movable  glass  tables  for  the  dressings 
and  instruments.  Behind,  and  to  one  side  of  this  operating  space,  there  are  doors 
which  open  to  the  dressin^^-rooms  for  nurses,  utilizing  for  this  purpose  the  space 
beneath  the  seats.  Nurses  who  are  to  assist  in  the  operations,  here  prepare  them- 
selves, their  hands  and  cl<Hhing,  with  the  same  scrupulous  care  as  the  surgeons. 

On  the  other  side,  are  rooms  in  which  the  sterilized  dressings  for  the  entire 
Hospital  will  be  manufactured  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  antisepsis, 
with  the  aid  of  four  high  pressure  steani  sterilizers.  Retiring  rooms  for  patients 
recovering  from  the  efl'ects  of  aniesthetiis  are  also  suitably  and  conveniently 
arranged.  A  novel  feature  on  this  floor  is  a  room  where  operations  may  be  per- 
formed on  patients  having  virulent  and  dangerous  diseases  ;  after  which  every- 
thing remaining  in  thj  room  will  be  subjected  to  the  antiseptic  action  of  live 
steani,  thus  destroying  all  germs  and  overcoming,  in  great  me.isure,  the  danger 
of  coninuinicating  contagious  disease. 

The  small  operatini;  rooms,  also  situated  on  this  floor,  are  most  convenient 
and  complete.  An  enclosed  corridor  connects  with  the  main  floor  of  the  Surgical 
Pavilions  of  the  Hospital,  so  that  patients  may  be  transported  by  the  most  direct 
route  to  the  other  parts  of  the  building,  or  from  thence  to  this  Hall. 

On  the  third  floor  is  a  spacious  children's  ward,  capable  of  accommodating 
twenty-five  beds,  with  all  the  conveniences  for  the  little  patients  and  their  nurses, 
including  a  bright  play-room  and  sun  parlor. 
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I  would  call  your  nttention  particularly  to  the  most  approved  system  of  heat- 
in?  and  ventilation,  to  the  cemented  floors,  to  tlic  ligjiting,  which  is  either  by  gas 
or  electricity,  and  to  the  absolutely  fire-proof  character  of  the  building. 

At  this  time  you  may  very  properly  inquire  the  necessity  for  this  outlay,  and 
for  all  the  costly  appliances  to  which  your  attention  has  jnsl  been  directed.  To 
properly  reply  will  require  a  very  brief  exposition  of  the  facts  and  theories  upon 
which  the  modern  system  of  antiseptic  surgery  rests.  If  a  ray  of  sunlight  be 
permitted  to  enter  a  dark  room,  innumerable  particles  of  so-called  **  dust  "are 
seen  floating  in  the  pencil  of  light.  These  moving  atoms  have  been  ascertained 
by  llie  late  Professor  Tyndall,  to  be  principally  living  germs,  microscoidc  in  sixe, 
and  believed  to  be  of  vegetable  origin  and  character.  Many  of  these  Kt'rms  are 
harmlc*ss, others  cause  serious  or  fatal  disease.  Therefore  we  aim  to  exclude  from 
wounds  all  living  micro-organisms,  thus  preventing  blood  poisoning  or  septic  infec- 
tion. Surgery  to-day  is  so  surrounded  J)y  precautions  that  absolute  antisepsis 
can  be  secured.  The  various  apparatus  and  appliances  to  which  your  attention 
has  been  directed,  have  been  found  to  b-e  capable  of  destroying  disease-generating 
gcrinsj  and  the  means  taken  to  attain  this  object,  form  collectively  in  surgery  what 
has  been  termed  the  antiseptic  treatment  of  wounds. 

Sterilization  of  dressings,  or  of  instruments,  is  the  complete  destruction  of  all 
Uving  micro-organisms  present  and  the  prevention  of  the  growth  of  others. 
Water  is  usually  sterilized  by  boiling,  surgical  dressings  and  instruments  by 
moist  or  dry  heat,  and  wounds  during  operation  are  kept  free  from  germs  by  the 
use  of  germicide  or  aaeptic  solutions.  The  importance  and  necessity  of  anti- 
sepsis in  surgical  mtinipulalion  Ima,  as  you  know,  only  been  recognized  within  a 
comparatively  recent  period. 

The  method,  however,  of  purifying  water  by  the  use  of  heat  has  been  known 
and  practised  by  the  Chinese  for  many  centuries,  both  for  household  purposes  and 
for  washing  wounds.  It  is  also  a  curioiis  and  intere.stii)g  fficl  tlint  this  i>recauiion 
was  adopted  by  Cyrus  the  Great,  twenty-four  hundred  years  ago.  Heniduius, 
the  Father  of  History,  in  referring  to  the  expeditioti  of  Cyrus  against  the 
Assyrians,  sa^s;  *' The  great  King,  in  his  warlike  expeditions  is  providet!  from 
home  with  cattle  and  all  other  necessaries  for  hfs  table.  There  is  also  carried 
with  him  wnter  of  the  river  Cfioaspes,  wdiirli  flows  near  Susa,  for  the  King  drinks 
of  no  other;  wherever  he  goes  he  is  attended  by  a  number  of  four-wheeled  car- 
riages, drawn  by  mules,  in  which  the  water  of  Choaspes,  being  first  boiled,  is 
disposed  in  vessels  of  silver/' 

The  consideration  of  the  very  complete  appointments  of  this  Surgical  Build- 
ing, leads  me  to  remark  that  the  great  devehipment  and  present  position  of  use- 
fulness of  the  rennsylvania  Hospital  is  the  result  of  an  evolution  due  not  entirely 
to  its  management  which  has  ever  been  prudent,  efficient  and  successful,  and  as 
such  haseticited  universal  commendation  ;  but  in  simple  justice  to  those  who  have 
passed  away,  it  may  be  said  that  the  reputation  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  is 
tn  great  measure  due  to  the  character  of  its  medical  staft 

Let  me  briefly  direct  your  attention  to  the  remarkable  personnel  of  the  mem- 
bers  of  the  Medical  Stafl"  who  served  this  Hospital  in  its  early  days,  the  men  who 
contributed  so  much  to  the  reputation  of  the  institution  which  they  so  faithfully 
served. 

I  find  thai  between  the  opening  of  the  Hospital  and  the  close  of  the  century, 
from  1752  to  1799,  inclusive,  there  were  twenty  physicians  all  told,  who  served  on 
the  staff  and  devoted  themselves  to  the  care  of  the  insane,  the  sick  and  injured. 

They  were  all  men  of  exceptionally  high  character — eminent  not  only  in  their 
own  vocation^  but  having  acquirements  and  accomplishments  which  made  them 
leaders  in  the  community  and  active  and  influential  in  all  its  social  aflfairs.    They 
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held  positions  of  great  responsibility  and  honor  in  pubhc  life ;  they  had  great 
literary  ability  and  were  classical  scholars.  Most  of  them  Iiad  traveled  and  had 
been  graduated  abroad,  and  they  were  always  received  with  marked  attention  in 
the  medical  centres  uf  London,  Oxford,  Edinburgh,  Bonn,  Berlin,  Vienna,  and 
Italy*  They  were  r»rc-eniinently  men  of  affairs  and  were  constantly  being  called 
upon  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  administration  of  government. 

It  will,  I  think,  be  a  matter  of  surprise  to  you,  as  it  was  to  me,  upon  looking 
into  the  lives  of  those  medical  men  who  served  before  the  opening  of  this  cen- 
tury, to  find  how  important  were  the  public  services  which  they  had  rendered^ 
apart  from  their  arduous  daily  professional  work. 

Thomas  Bond,  was  the  originator  of  the  Hosttital.  At  the  outbreak  of  the 
Revolutionary  War,  when  past  his  sixtieth  year,  he  entered  the  mililary  service 
of  his  a>untry  and  rendered  distinguished  service  by  organijeing  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  Army.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  Humane  Society  of  Penn* 
sylvania  and  its  first  President. 

Thomas  Grakme,  was  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Province  of 
Pennsylvania  ;  he  had  previously  been  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Council  and 
subsequently  was  Collector  of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  and  also  Naval  Officer. 

John  Redman,  was  the  first  President  of  the  College  of  Physicians  of  Phila- 
delphia ;  he  was  one  of  the  most  active  of  the  eminent  men  who  organised  that 
honorable  society  and  was  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  of  Philadelphia. 

Thomas  Cadwalader,  was  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Council  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  Medical  Director  of  the  Army  Hospitals. 

William  SHtrrEN»  was  iwrice  elected  by  the  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania  a 
member  of  the  Continental  Congress. 

John  Morgan,  held  a  Lieutenant's  Commission  in  the  Army  at  the  time  of 
the  war  between  Gteat  Britain  and  her  Colonies  and  France,  but  he  acted  chiefly 
as  Field  Surgeon*  During  the  Revolution  he  was  appointed  by  Congress, 
Director-General  and  Physician-in-Chief  to  the  General  Hospitals  of  the 
American  Army. 

WruLiAM  Shippbn,  Jr,  was  Phj'sician-in-Chief  to  the  Flying  Camp,  and  Con- 
gress elected  him  Director- General  of  all  Military  Hospitals  of  the  Armies  of  the 
United  States. 

Preston  Moore,  was  Provincial  Treasurer  of  Pennsylvania  and  Trustee  of 
the  General  Loan  Ofiice. 

James  Hutchinson,  when  on  his  way  home  from  France,  was  entrusted  with 
dispatches  from  Franklin,  then  American  Minister,  His  vessel,  when  ofT  the 
American  coast,  was  chased  by  a  British  ship  of  war,  and  being  determined  to 
save  his  dispatches,  he  left  in  an  open  boat,  and,  landing  under  the  fife  of  the 
enemy,  succeeded  in  his  mission  ;  but  the  vessel  was  captured  and  everything 
he  had  brnughl  with  him,  including  his  valuable  medical  library,  which  he  had 
carefully  collected  in  England  and  France,  w^as  lost. 

He  became  Surgeon  General  of  Pennsylvania,  subsequently  Senior  Surgeon 
to  the  Flying  Camp  ;  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Safety*  and  he  was  fre- 
quently  consulted  by  Washington  on  matters  relative  to  the  Medical  Department 
of  the  Army. 

John  Jones,  served  in  the  Colonial  Army  in  1775,  against  the  French.  He 
was  the  intimate  friend  and  physician  of  Benjamin  Franklin  and  phj'sician  to 
President  Washington.  He  was  President  of  the  Humane  Society  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

John  Foi  lke  was  President  of  the  Executive  Council  of  Pennsvlvania. 

Caspar  Wistar,  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Gemiantown,  but  being  unable 
on  account  of  religious  principles  to  carry  arms,  he  sought  the  wounded  and  was 
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active  anionfj:  those  who  were  adinlnistcring  relief;  while  Doctor  PiiVsiCK,  on 
account  of  his  valuable  services  to  medical  literature  and  medicine  bears  the 
honorable  lille  of  *"  Father  of  American  Surgery/* 

And  what  shall  1  say  of  the  immortal  Benjamin  Rush,  Physician  of  the 
Port  of  Philadelphia,  Fleet  Surgeon  of  ihe  Pennsylvania  Navy,  Physician-General 
of  the  Military  Hospitals  of  the  Middle  Department  of  the  American  Army, 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States  Mint,  a  member  of  tlie  Convention  of  Pennsylvania 
for  the  adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitutionj,  a  member  of  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, a  Signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  now  recognized  by  all  as 
the  American  Sydenham  ? 

Thirt«?en  of  the  twenty  medical  ofBccrs  referred  to  were  active  in  organizing 
the  American  Philosophical  Society,  several  were  founders  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians  of  Philadelphia  and  also  of  the  College  of  Phiiadflphia,  which  afterwards 
l^ecame  the  tjniversity  of  Pennsylvania,  while  ten  became  Professors  in  the  latter 
institution ;  several  were  honored  abroad  by  election  to  memVtership  in  the 
Academy  of  France^  the  Royal  Society  of  London  and  other  foreign  Associations. 
Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  reputation  of  this  Hospital  advanced  so  wonderfully 
with  such  brilliant  men  in  its  service? 

Volumes  could  be  written  to  record  their  merits  and  embalm  their  memories ; 
but  alt  maybe  condensed  in  the  single  stutement :  that  with  ihcm  education  never 
militated  against  personal  goodness,  for  whether  in  peace  or  war^  in  pestilence  or 
plague,  in  poverty  or  wealthy  they  worked  nobly  '*  for  the  good  of  their  fellow 
beings  and  the  glory  of  God." 

If  Franklin,  who  was  the  first  Secretary  and  afterwards  President  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  could  to-day  revisit  this  Hospital  which  he  w%'ib  so  largely 
instrumental  in  establishing,  he  would  find  that  wonderful  changes  had  taken 
place.  To  begin  with,  at  the  time  of  his  deaih.  In  1790,  only  the  Fast  wing  was 
built,  for  the  Centre  and  West  wing  w*ere  only  c-inimenced  and  finished  about  the 
close  of  the  last  and  early  part  of  this  century.  He  would  now  find  nothing 
remaining  of  the  Hospital^  as  he  knew  it,  save  the  walls  of  the  East  wing,  while 
the  original  plan  as  afterwards  conipleied  has,  within  the  last  year  or  so,  been 
subjected  to  an  entire  internal  remodeling,  and  other  buildings  than  those 
originally  planned  have  been  erected  upon  the  grounds.  He  would  even  find  the 
electric  fluid  which  he  successfully  conducted  along  the  string  of  his  kite,  now 
successfully  employed  in  the  institution  whose  cornerstone  he  laid,  as  the 
customary  means  of  sending  the  human  voice  to  each  portion  of  the  entire  range 
of  buildings  and  also  of  ilium iiiattng  the  halls  and  wards. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  direct  attention  to  the  important  educational  services 
rendered  by  this  institution.  The  Pennsylvania  Hospital  may  properly  be  styled 
the  Mother  of  American  Hospitals  from  the  fact  that  it  was  the  first  hospital  in 
this  country  ;  but  its  reputation,  which  extends  through  the  length  and  breadth  of 
our  land,  has  been  gained  not  alone  because  of  the  tens  of  thousands  of  sick  and 
injured  it  has  charitably  cared  for,  but  also  from  the  fact  that  medical  instruction, 
bedside  and  clinical,  has  been  a  prominent  feature  from  1752  to  this  present  time, 
and  has  been  the  means  of  disseminating  the  best  medical  thought  and  practice 
all  over  our  country.  The  Hospital,  during  its  earlier  days,  stood  forth  as  the 
sole  representative  institution  for  medical  education,  offering  the  only  means  for 
systematic  instruction  in  medicine  and  surgery  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  ocean» 
and  this  instruction  which  has  continued  for  nearly  a  century  and  a  half,  was 
pemiitted  to  suffer  only  a  temporary  interruption,  inseparable  fruin  the  social 
disturbances  accompanying  the  War  of  Independence,  when  the  Hospital  was 
occupied  by  Colonial  and  British  troops  for  their  sick  and  wounded, 
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DR.  DA  COSTA'S  ADDRESS, 

The  PresideiU  then  introduced  Dr.  J,  M.  Da  Costa,  the  Senior  Physician  on  the 
Medical  SlafT. 

Dr,  Da  Cosia  said  : 

The  excellent  discourse  to  which  we  have  just  listened  leaves  little  to  say  to 
one  who  is  lr>  address  j^ou  on  the  same  subject.  You  have  been  told  in  detail, 
and  you  see  before  you,  what  a  clinic  and  operating  room  is,  concei^red  mid 
perfected  in  the  spirit  of  modern  thought,  and  can  understand  at  once  to  what 
useful  purposes  it  will  be  put.  But  there  are  a  few  points  which  my  distinguished 
colleague  has  necessarily  omitted,  or  only  touched  upon,  that  I  ask  to  present  to 
you»  It  is  difficult  for  anyone  intimately  connected  with  an  iustitution  so  old 
and  renowned  as  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  to  estimate  fully  the  influence  on 
thought  and  action  of  its  very  antiquity  and  renown.  From  the  rooms  that 
preceded  the  one  we  inaugurate,  from  the  old  rotunda,  from  the  newer  building 
in  which  until  now  successive  generations  of  eager  students  assembled,  have  gone 
forth  lessons  that  stamped  themselves  into  the  professional  mind  ;  lessons  of 
readiness,  of  expertness,  of  cool  determination  in  the  surgeon  ;  of  profound 
analysis^  of  keen  detection,  of  skill  in  meeting  untoward  symptoms  in  the 
physician. 

In  the  rooms  that  were  anterior  to  this,  have  stood  and  taught  those  who  were 
not  unworthy  successors  to  Rusft,  who  for  thirty  years  was  the  most  conspicuous 
medical  figure  in  this  Hospital,  as,  indeed,^  by  his  learning,  captivating  eloquence* 
and  ardent  zeal,  he  was  the  most  conspicuous  figure  in  the  profession  in  the 
United  States  ;  and  lo  Thy  sick,  the  dignified  surgton,  who,  bringing  with  him  into 
our  century  the  appearance  and  manner  of  another  lime,  stood  before  his  cbss, 
with  his  hair  powdered  and  clubbed,  their  idol,  as  in  his  cultivated  voice  he  gave 
admirable  illustrations  of  the  conservative  surgery  of  which  he  was  the  great 
exponent.  In  those  rooms  taught  John  K.  Mitchell,  the  versatile  and  gifted, 
with  the  eye  of  genius  foreseeing  the  part  minute  organisms  play  in  the  produc-. 
tion  of  disease  ;  George  B.  Wood,  as  methodical  and  accurate  in  his  statements  at 
the  bedside  as  everywhere  in  his  respected  career ;  Wilh'am  Pepper,  clear  in  his 
descriptions  and  consummate  in  unravelling  obscure  processes ;  Wdliam  Gerhard, 
take  him  for  all  in  all,  the  greatest  observer  and  clinician  America  has  produced  ; 
John  F.  Meigs,  inheriting  with  his  famous  name  an  interest  in  this  Hospital  from 
the  iUustrious  mid  inimitable  teacher  whom  also  it  is  our  boast  to  have  had  on 
our  list,  and  showing  here  the  same  skill  and  kindness  that  made  him  the  most 
sought-after  physician  in  the  community.  In  the  old  rooms  also  has  been 
heard  the  voice  of  Barton,  the  pride  of  his  colleagues,  whose  ability  and 
ingenuity  remained  a  tradition  for  long  years,  joined  to  regret  for  the  early 
retirement  froju  a  profession  in  which,  still  young,  he  attained  the  first  rank  ;  of 
Norris,  the  truthful,  honest,  conscientious  gentleman  and  teacher;  of  Joseph 
Pancoast,  the  brilliant  surgical  artist,  devising  t>rocesses  that  seemed  to  be  the 
result  of  intuition,  and  practising,  long  before  it  was  taught,  a  kind  of  antiseptic 
surgery,  of  which  he  himself  did  not  recognize  the  importance  or  wider  applica- 
tion :  and  of  Agnew,  the  most  esteenjed  man  of  our  day  in  the  American  profes- 
sion, cool,  skilful,  daring,  yet  of  the  soundest  judgment,  and  a  clear,  concise* 
adroirabte  teacher. 


Thus,  from  the  days  one  hundred  and  thirty  years  ago,  when  Bond  cnihusi* 
astically,  with  tlie  full  approbation  of  the  Mauagers,  introduced  clinical  teaching 
into  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  and  therefore  on  this  Continent, — for  it  was  in 
this  Hospital  that  the  first  bedside  instruction  in  Medicine  was  given, — up  to  our 
time,  there  has  been  a  succession  of  men  bestowing  publicly  their  beat  thought 
and  experience  without  reward,  or  idea  of  reward,  on  those  who  were  to  come 
after  them.  It  is  scarcely  possible  for  one  who  has  long  been  associated  with  this 
Hospital,  and  watched  its  workings  with  the  eye  of  affection,  to  abstain  from 
mentionmg  the  present  and  hts  colleagiies.  But  if  I  may  not  speak  of  the  living, 
I  know  and  feel  the  inliuence  Ihey  exert ;  I  am  aware  of  the  love  they  t:>ear  this 
ancient  and  fatned  institution  ;  I  see  and  hear  in  many  ways  how  worthily  they 
strive  to  emulate  and  equal  its  best  records,  and  to  let  the  teachings  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  be  dislingnished,  as  in  the  past,  for  truthful  ejcposilton, 
sound  practice,  for  enh>;ht«::ned,  not  blind,  conservatism ,  for  earnest  wish  and 
endeavor  to  contribute  to  medical  progress. 

The  traits  of  the  many  distinguished  teachers  that  have  been  connected  with 
the  Hospital,  and  the  influetvce  of  the  character  of  the  Hospital  itself,  have 
made  indeed  a  great  school  of  both  Practical  Medicine  and  Surgery  developing 
on  rational  lines.  The  men  have  formed  part  of  the  Hospital,  the  Hospital  has 
formed  part  of  the  men.  Nur  is  it  only  by  oral  teaching  that  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  has  been  helping  to  mould  and  guide  the  generations  that  have  come 
here  for  instruction.  It  has  also  done  its  part  in  addressing  the  wider  audiences 
to  be  reached  through  writings.  It  has  given  many  an  enduring  gift  to  the  pro- 
fession at  large.  From  this  Hospital  have  emanated,  or  been  chiefly  promulgated, 
the  simplest,  most  direct  and  most  successful  treatment  of  fractures  recognized 
and  commended  the  ivorkl  over ;  the  method  of  manipulation  in  the  reduction 
of  dislocations  ;  the  use  of  animal  ligatures  in  surgery  ;  the  distinction  of  typhoid 
fever  as  a  separate  form  of  fever  in  America,  and  as  preeminently  the  fever  of  this 
country  ;  some  of  the  earliest,  and  to  this  day  the  best,  descriptions  of  renaittent 
fever  and  its  consequences  ;  the  connection  of  joint  affections  with  spinal  diseases; 
the  now  universally  adopted  treatmetit  of  sunstroke  by  ice,  and  other  forms  of 
treatment  that  have  become  standard.  To  this— and  it  is  but  a  partial  list— may 
be  added  the  description  of  many  new  operative  processes  by  such  masters  in  the 
art  as  Barton,  Pimcoast,  Agnew,  Levis  ;  essays  and  clinical  lectures  innumerable 
by  observers  like  Gerhard,  Stewardson^  Pepper  and  Hutchinson.  And  all  have 
the  same  stamp  of  directness,  truthfulness,  careful  observation  and  practical 
value.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  so  much  of  this  literature  is  scattered, 
and  has  not  been  collected  in  the  way  Guy's  Hospital  and  othtr  great  hospitals 
bring  together  the  work  of  their  men.  Some  years  ago  the  attempt  was  made. 
and  two  volumes  were  issued  ;  but  the  undertaking  had  to  be  abandoned  with 
reluctance  on  account  of  the  expense,  with  all  the  greater  reluctance  because  the 
volumes  were  most  warmly  received  and  lauded. 

But  to  return  to  the  clinical  teaching  of  the  Hospital.  It  has  taken  a  pro- 
found hold  on  the  medical  mind  of  the  country,  more  profound,  perhnps^  than  we 
who  live  in  large  centres  realire.  If  1  may  be  pardoned  for  speaking  of  what  has 
happened  to  me  personally,  and  of  what  is,  I  know,  equally  ihe  experience  of  my 
colleagues,  I  have  often,  when  summoned  out  of  town  into  a  remote  region,  met  n 
pliysician  who,  as  soon  as  the  immediate  cause  of  our  conference  had  been  attended 
to,  wrould  ask  me  about  some  person  whose  malady  he  had  heard  expounded  ten, 
iifleen,  or  twenty  years  before  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital ;  or  quote,  in  support  of 
his  view  of  the  disorder  before  us,  a  case  there  seen,  and  describe  it  so  vividly  ihat  tl 
seemed  as  if  it  had  been  but  yesterday  met  with.  And  once,  in  the  wilds  of 
Colorado^  encountering  a  middle-aged  man  who  Introduced  himself   to  me,  be 


asked,  almost  as  his  first  remark,  *'  Did  the  patient  brought  before  us  at  a  dinic»" 
the  datv  of  which  he  mentioned,  ''recover?'*  "What  were  the  subsequent 
symptoms?'*  '*  And  did  all  turn  out  xis  supposed?"  lam  asliamed  to  say  his 
memory  of  the  circumstances  was  better  than  mine,  and  I  could  only  give  him 
a  general  answer,  which ^  I  fear,  lowered  me  jii^reatly  in  his  estimation. 

This  wide  diffusion  of  knowledge,  this  living  inUrest  in  tlie  doings  of  a  hos- 
pital, is  one  uf  the  advantages  of  clinical  teaching,  and  ii  is  certain  that  the 
hospital  that  neglects  it,  neglects  a  great  means  of  doing  widespread  good. 
Moreover^  it  shuts  itself  off  from  the  world  ;  it  has  no  ardent  friends  everywhere 
with  its  name  on  their  tongues  '  it  becomes  purely  local  in  its  character  and  aims. 
It  never  takes  rank  with  the  first  institutions  of  its  kind,  and  must  be  content 
with  a  second  or  third  rate  reputation.  Establishments  for  the  sick  existed  in  the 
time  of  the  Romans.  Hc]>spitals,  as  we  understand  the  term,  have  been  founded 
since  the  fourth  century.  They  were  spoken  of  in  the  Council  of  Nicara  in  the  year  32s 
as  institutions  well-known  and  deserving  support  and  encouragement.  The  Hotel 
Dieu,  with  its  motto,  "  Medicus  et  Hospes,"  began  to  receive  the  sick  and  desti- 
tute about  the  year  600,  The  Grand  Hospital  of  Milan,  with  its  several  thousand 
p.itients,  occupies  the  same  building  it  did  in  1456.  But  who  has  heard  or  knows 
anything  of  these  hospitals,  unless  from  their  walls  has  gone  forth  something  that 
has  taught  and  been  made  use  of  to  others  ;  something  that,  in  the  minds  of 
regardful  men.  has  become  identified  with  the  progress  of  investigation  and  of 
ideas;  something  that  throw*n  on  the  billows  of  thought  has  been  carried  far 
onw*ard  in  the  ocean  of  knowledge? 

Clinical  teaching,  rightly  conducted,  is  a  benefit  to  the  sick.  There  is  an 
opinion  that  it  is  only  of  use  to  the  medical  profession  and  especially  to  those 
about  to  enter  it.  To  them,  indeed,  it  is  invaluable  and  through  them  to  whole 
communities.  But  it  is  valuable,  too,  to  the  patients  themselves.  The  very 
publicity,  the  hundreds  of  critical  eyes  with  which  it  is  olsserved,  ensure  that  the 
best  thought  is  given  to  the  helpless  and  the  sick.  There  must  be  accuracy,  the  re  must 
be  the  most  strenuous  effort  for  relief,  where  there  are  many  keen  watchers  ;  and  the 
influence  of  all  this  is,  that  the  habit  thus  acquired  is  transferred  to  ward  w^ork, 
which  in  its  turn  becomes  more  exact.  There  is  very  rarely  any  objection  on  the 
part  of  the  patient  to  having  his  case  publicly  investigated.  On  the  contrary,  he 
Hkcs  it ;  he  regards  it  as  a  mark  of  interest.  To  most  teachers  it  has  happened 
to  see  ofiended  women  bursting  into  tears,  because,  owing  to  inability  to  do  so 
in  the  time  allotted,  they  had  not  been  taken  to  the  clinic  room  after  being  spoken 
to  about  it ;  they  were  provoked  at  the  favoritism  thought  to  have  been  shown. 
Then  it  must  be  always  remumbered  that  the  very  ill»  or  any  whom  it  might 
possibly  injure,  are  not  brought  before  the  class.  No  one  with  a  spark  of 
humanity  thinks  of  such  a  thing.  Certainly  in  this  Hospital  the  claims  of  patients 
have  never  been  subordinated  to  bedside  teaching,  and,  judging  by  the  past  and 
the  record  to  which  we  hold,  never  will  be.  We  recognize,  indeed^  that  we  bring 
to  this  new  room  much  from  the  lime  gone  by.  We  are  sensible  that  the  old 
memories,  the  old  traditions,  theold  spirit,  are  moving  with  us  into  this  admirably 
arranged  edifice-  We  feel  their  power  and  no  member  of  this  ancient  Hospital 
can  be  unmindful  of  the  strength  of  their  hold  on  his  fullest  exertions  and 
truest  sympathies. 

But  the  splendid  room  in  which  we  are  assembled  has  other  uses  than  merely 
those  connected  with  teaching.  It  is  but  a  part  of  this  Garrett  Memorial  Build- 
ing, which  will  be  alike  a  lasting  monument  to  the  generous  philanthropists  that 
endowed  it,  and  to  the  forethought,  the  sagacity^  the  advanced  knowledge,  of 
those  that  planned  it.  Here  is  seen  in  a  completeness  nowhere,  I  believe,  as  yet 
equalled,  an  operating  pavilion,  in  which  to  make  modern  surgica!  treatment,  with

its  marvellous  antiseptic  results,  even  more  than  ordinarily  successful.  The  most 
minute  details  are  attended  to  ;  years  of  professional  experience  have  contributed 
to  their  elaboration.  It  is  the  perfection  of  mechanical  ingenuity,  the  apotheosis 
of  cleanliness,  and,  with  its  numerous  attractive  appliances,  its  movable  tables, 
its  large  brass  instruments,  its  adjacent  tiled  and  marbled  dressing  rooms,  would 
be  fascinating,  if  one  could  only  prevent  a  thought  gf  the  grim  purpose  of  all  this 
beauty  from  entering  the  mind.  Then,  in  this  building  with  its  combination  of 
means,  other  most  valuable  arrangements  are  manifest.  There  is  a  ro'>m,  devoted 
exclusively  to  operations  upon  those  with  infectious  diseases,  that  can  be  filled 
with  live  steam  at  a  slight  pressure  ;  a  room  for  the  employ  of  the  X-rays  ;  there 
is  electric  apparatus  for  resuscitation  and  treatment ;  there  are  rooms  for  etheriza- 
tion. In  other  parts  of  the  building — for  it  is  more  than  a  mere  structure 
for  lecturing  and  operating  purposes— are  rooms  with  every  facility  for  immediate 
treatment  of  those  brought  here  too  ill  or  too  severely  injured  to  be  moved 
further  ;  there  are  "  quiet"  or  recovery  wards  for  those  whom  noise  might  hurt, 
or  who  have  passed  the  worst  stages ;  and  receiving  wards  for  the  reception  and 
distribution  to  the  appropriate  places  of  all  patients  who  can  be  at  once 
assigned  to  the  main  Medical  or  Surgical  Hospital.  Here,  then,  is  a  building 
of  wide  interest  and  beneficent  purpose,  planned  to  meet  what  years  of  thought 
and  experience  have  shown  to  be  most  desirable,  and  executed  in  a  manner 
that  makes  it  not  only  a  credit  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  but  to  the  city  and 
the  country. 

This  building,  too,  is  only  one  of  the  improvements  that  the  present  Board  of 
Managers  has  gradually  effected.  They  have,  step  by  step,  transformed  the  Hos- 
pital. An  admirable  School  for  Nurses,  with  a  separate  building,  erected  by  the 
generosity  of  the  Misses  Blanchard  ;  a  Surgical  Hospital,  due  to  the  munificence  of 
the  family  of  their  former  President,  Wistar  Morris,  whose  memory  it  worthily 
celebrates ;  an  endowed  Outdoor  Department,  with  every  facility,  the  gift  of 
William  E.  Garrett,  Jr.,  one  of  the  same  family  that  gives  this  Memorial  Building ; 
the  reconstruction  of  the  old  building  in  a  manner  that  makes  it  the  equal  of  any 
modern  hospital  ;  now  Ibis  thoroughly  adapted  structure,— surely  all  this  shows 
careful  thoughi,  far-siglited  action.  The  community  which  believes  in  them  has 
little  by  little,  occasionally  in  large  sums,  supplied  them  with  the  means,  and,  as 
it  is  seen  how  they  arc  used,  the  springs  of  benevolence  are  expanding  into  broad 
streams.  But  they  never  can  be  too  broad  ;  the  need  is  still  great.  This  Hospital, 
once  to  a  ronsicierable  extent  supported  by  those  who  entered  it,  is  now  almost 
entirely  a  free  hospital,  open  at  all  times  to  those  of  every  nationality  and  every 
creed.  It  still  spends  more  than  its  income  in  their  support  ;  but,  owing  to  the 
feeling  of  attachment  and  pride  which  the  community  has  for  it,  and  the  reliance  on 
a  management  which  one  of  my  former  colleagues  in  an  address  has  described  as 
an  active,  intelligent  bcdy  which  never  wastes,  never  misappropriates,  it  meets 
all  demands  and  increases  steadily.  It  instinctively  attracts  to  it,  both  in  its  Man- 
agers and  warm  friends,  those  who  love  their  fellownien,  who  have  a  genius  for 
philanthropy,  and  calls  forth  the  large  bequests  that,  in  virtue  of  the  affection  and 
trust  it  has  inspired,  have  alone  made  possible  the  changes  in  the  Hospital, 
which  are  so  splendidly  transforming  it.  If  it  continue  to  grow  on  these  broad 
lines,  it  will  not  be  long  before,  in  addition  to  its  antiquity  and  renown,  it  will  be 
cited  as  being  one  of  the  foremost  developments  of  the  hospital  idea  in  its  best 
form  among  the  modern  hosj^itals  anywhere.  How  all  this  would  have  delighted 
the  benevolent  souls  who  founded  it  !  How^  gladly  would  Bond  be  with  us  to-day, 
viewing  the  growth  of  what  his  humanity  suggested  ;  and  if,  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Managers  in  December,  1756,  to  inspect  the  new  wards  before  the  sick  were 
admitted,  they  could  have  foreseen  to  what  the  Hospital  would  attain,  what  would 
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Tiave  been  their  ^atificalion  ?  Perhaps  tbe  llien  President  of  the  Board— the  great 
Americanj  Benjamin  Franklin — did  ;  and  we  can  sec  in  the  pleasure  in.  Ids  benign 
face,  in  the  hglit  in  his  large  gray  eyes,  that  there  has  come  to  him  the  vision  of 
what,  through  the  natural  sciences  so  dear  to  hinrip  through  the  intelligent  care  of 
successors  as  worthy  nnd  as  true  to  their  trust  as  the  friendsthat  there  surrounded 
him,  have  grown  to  be  structures  as  complete  iis  his  Imagination  could  have  pic, 
tured,  and  as  full  of  such  appliances  as  his  genius  would  have  delighted  in^  and 
have  surely  added  to.  If  there  could  come  to  us  from  ihat  vision  into  the  unseen 
world  an  expression  of  the  appreciation  it  occasioned,  warm  words  of  approba* 
tion  would  surely  reach  those  whose  crowned  efforts  we  are  to-day  inspect! ng» 

But  in  all  the  changes,  yon,  the  Directors  of  this  great  charity,  are  elTecting, 
one  appeal  we  still  make  to  you  for  action  in  a  matter  we  know  you  are  contem- 
platEng,  and  the  importance  of  which  our  daily  work  forces  on  us.  Give  us  a 
laboratory  commensurate  with  the  dignity  and  reputation  of  this  Hospital.  It 
will  be  one  more  claim  to  gratitude,  not  only  of  the  ])rofession»  but  of  the  ill  and 
the  injured,  and,  in  its  farreaclitng  results,  of  science  and  of  posterity.  It  is  no 
longer  possible,  it  is  becoming  scarcely  conceivable,  that  physician  or  surgeon 
can  recognijEC  disease  as  completely,  or  treat  it  as  well  as  it  can  be  treated^  with- 
out the  aid  of  laboratory  facilities.  Good  work  he  may  still  do  ;  but  it  will  not 
be  his  best,  and  very  far  from  the  best  that  can  be  done.  The  time  has  pasRcd 
for  mere  bedside  labor^  and  in  justice  to  the  sick  and  helpless,  in  justice  to  those 
exposed  to  possible  contagion,  lalxjralory  work  must  supplement  or  guide  pro* 
fessional  effort.  Crown,  then,  your  work  with  what  is  a  recognized  need  of  the 
day,  Crown  it  witli  what  will  have  the  beginnings  in  it  to  develop  with  the  wants 
of  a  portentous  future.  Crown  it  with  a  laboratory  that  now  and  in  times  to  come 
will  gladden  those  who  look  for  guidance  to  this  famed  institution. 

But  we  know  well  that  for  the  great  plan  of  which  the  linisiied  structure  we 
arc  now  in  is  but  a  part,  neither  means  nor  opportunity  exist  to  accomplish 
everything  at  once.  For  all  that  has  been  done  already  there  is  true  appreciation 
and  gratitude.  For  the  building  which  is  formally  o^^ened  to-day.  let  us  lure 
express  it.  It  stands  as  a  monument  of  generosity,  of  enlightenment,,  and  of 
ideas  carried  to  perfect  conclusion.  Noble  was  the  thought  that  conceived  it ; 
noble  the  thought  in  one  who  bore  the  name  of  a  family  that  was  already  among 
the  great  benefactors  of  this  Hospital  to  add  to  a  large  becpiest  all  that  was 
needed  to  make  the  ardently  desired  beneficent  plans  a  reality*  In  this  Garrett 
Memorial  Building,  with  an  equipment  in  which  nothing  that  the  most  advanced 
science  can  suggest  is  absent,  pain  is  to  be  abolished,  the  best  possible  results 
iSnsured  to  the  injured  and  distressed.  From  here  lessons  will  go  forth  that  will 
enetrate  into  every  hamlet.  Men  now,  men  in  years  to  come,  will,  during  many 
an  arduous  struggle  of  a  long  career,  turn  to  it  with  a  sense  of  gratitude  to  the 
generous  donor,  through  whose  aid  many  of  their  difficulties  are  smoothed  by 
giving  them  an  opportunity  of  witnessing  how  difficulties  can  be  best  overcome. 
And,  further,  he  who  is  brought  to  these  emergency  wards,  stricken  or  so  hurt 
that  he  cannot  be  moved  another  step  without  the  gravest  risk,  the  most  desti- 
tute^  the  most  wealthy,  will  be  treated  with  apphancea  and  in  a  manner  that  not 
many  years  ago  the  most  powerful  of  the  earth  could  not  have  commanded^  and 
will  learn  to  give  thanks  reverently,  that  there  were  noble-minded  souls  that  so 
splendidly  and  thoughtfully  provided  for  his  dire  necessities. 
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DR.  CHAPIN^S  ADDRESS. 

The  President  next  introduced  Dr.  John  B.  Cliapin,  Physician  In  charge  of  the 
Department  for  the  Insane. 

Dr.  Chap  in  said  : 

It  is  recorded  in  the  History  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  that  **  on  the  j9lli 
of  Mav,  1755,  the  President,  Joshua  Crosby,  attended  by  all  of  the  Managers,  the- 
physicians,  and  many  contributors,  marched  in  a  body  from  tlie  Hospital  (then 
on  Market  Street),  accompanied  by  a  select  concourse  of  cilizens,  and  the  children 
of  the  public  schools  who  were  of  an  age  suitable  to  recollect  the  fact»  to  these 
grounds,  which  had  been  acquired  by  purchase,  and  then  laid  the  corner-stone  of  tlie 
Hospital  building  near  which  we  are  now  assembled.  On  thts  stone  is  an  insrrip- 
lion  which  ends  with  these  words — **  May  the  God  of  Mercies  Bless  the  Undertak- 
ing"*—an  invocation  not  to  the  unknown  God,  but  to  the  living  God  then,  now 
and  forever.  Although  those  who  then  assembled  to  perform  this  becoming 
ceremonial  have  been  personally  unknown  to  several  generations  which  have 
succeeded  them,  as  we  look  upon  them  now  they  were  pioneers,  discoverers. 
founders  of  nations,  States  and  a  new  order  0I  social  existence  with  all  of  its 
problems.  They  well  and  truly  laid  the  corner-stone,  not  only  of  a  material 
structure  which  was  to  endure,  but  also  of  an  organization  on  principles  destined 
to  perform  its  offices  of  helpfulness,  healing,  and  benevolence  in  the  relief  of 
human  suffering,  through  all  ages.  On  this  corner-stone  was  to  be  erected  a 
structure  not  as  a  memorial  of  their  t>enevolence,  but  to  he  dedicated  to  the 
service  of  suficring  humanity  for  generations,  which  were  to  follow  after  the 
founders  had  p^issed  away* 

They  asked  the  provincial  authorities  to  legalize  and  perpetuate  their  organ- 
ization, which  provided  for  the  care  of  three  classes— the-  sick,  the  injured,  and  the 
insane ;  and  it  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  the  organic  law  creating  this  institution 
described  it  as  a  hospital  to  be  properly  disposed  and  appointed  ft>r  ihe  care  of  all 
patients,  "where,  by  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  endeavors  of  skillful  physicians 
and  surgeons,  their  diseases  may  be  cured  and  relieved."  This  law  was  enacted 
in  May,  1751,  and  distinctly  recognizes  insanity  as  a  disease  amenable  to  medical 
treatment  and  management.  It  was  the  pioneer  movement  of  the  kind  in 
America,  begun  forty-one  years  before  the  reforms  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane, 
without  the  imposition  of  cruel  restraints,  proposed  by  William  Tuke  at  York, 
England,  in  1792,  and  Pinel,  in  France,  in  1795. 

In  January,  1836,  a  site  was  acquired  west  of  the  Schuylkill,  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  upon  it  a  hospital  structure  to  receive  the  insane  then  occupying  the 
west  wing  of  the  Pine  Street  Hospital.  This  change  had  become  imperative  by 
reason  of  the  limited  space  that  could  be  devoted  to  out-of-door  exercise,  the 
growth  of  the  city,  and  the  inability'  to  extendthe  accommodations  for  the  insane. 
On  the  aad  of  June,  1836,  a  large  assemblage  of  friends  of  the  Hospital  was 
present  to  witness  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone,  and  listen  to  an  address  by 
Dr.  Benjamin  H.  Coates.  Full  of  hopefulness  and  impressed  with  the  enlarged 
usefulness  which  the  new  department  promised,  he  predicted  that  "we  may 
reasonably  hope  for  a  long  service  of  progressive  unprovemcnts  and  refinements. 
Here,  never,  certainly,  shall  be  heard  the  lath  or  the  chain.  We  may  hope  tluil 
here  the  violent  and  ferocious  shall  be  restrained  from  mischief  or  protected  from 
injury  by  methods  the  mildest  and  most  humane— that   the  temporary  ebullition 
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of  an  inflamed  brain  shall  be  allowed  to  expend  itself  in  harmless  tiolse  or 
motron— that  the  helpless  shall  enjoy  relief  for  his  wants,  and  preservation  from 
indignity  and  flisgu*it,  unconscious  of  the  kindness  that  protects  him.  Here  shall 
the  mind,  enfeebled  by  long-continued  disease,  by  the  grinding  inliictions  of  the 
world,  or  by  Lhesiormy  struggles  of  unbridled  passions,  be  permitted  to  waste  in 
disease  the  remaining  years  of  a  shortened  hfe.  The  blessing  of  the  Author  of 
nature  shall  hallow  the  scene,  and  the  tortured  soul  shall  enjoy  the  soothing  quiet 
which  is  ever  ftltin  contemplating  the  worlis  of  eternal  beneficence." 

The  projected  Hospital  was  completed  January  ij  184  r,  when  ninety  three 
patients  were  transferred  to  the  new  department.  To  this  date  4,360  insane 
.persons  had  been  treated  in  the  Pine  Street  HospitaL 

Following  the  ereclion  of  the  separate  department  for  the  insane,  west  of  the 
Schuylkill,  there  was  a  rapid  accession  to  the  number  of  patients.  In  1853.  the 
Managers,  in  their  annual  report,  slated  that  the  wards  were  often  inconveniently 
crowiled  and  that  as  many  as  fifty  applications  for  admission  had  been  refused 
during  the  year.  The  Managers  were  again  confronted  with  the  problem  and 
embarrassments  of  over* crowded  wards,  and  the  necessity  of  turning  from  the 
doors  of  the  Hospital  many  worthy  persons  for  whose  needs  no  other  institution 
or  organization  would  probably  come  forward  to  supply.  It  was  thereupon  voted 
to  erect  a  separate  hospital  building  to  be  devoted  exclusively  for  the  reception 
of  men. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1854,  a  Committee  reported  that  269  subscribers  had 
offered  to  contribute  $127,000 — a  fact  that  was  considered  most  honorable  to  the 
community  and  encouraging  to  the  Managers,  On  the  3d  of  March,  1856,  a 
BuiUling  Committee  was  appointed  with  authority  to  commence  the  construction 
of  a  new  building. 

The  cornerstone  was  laid  October  1,  1S56,  by  Richard  Vaux,  Mayor  of 
Philadelphia,  in  the  presence  of  a  Urge  company  of  the  friends  of  the  Hospital, 
when  addresses  v^ere  made  by  Dr.  George  B,  Wo<)d  and  others.  The  Depart- 
ment for  Men  was  opened  October  27,  1859,  in  the  presence  of  a  number  of 
Contributors  and  Managers  with  appropriate  ceremonies. 

The  whole  cost  of  the  Department  for  Men  was  1352,111.51,  which  sum  was 
contributed  by  the  benevolent  citizens  of  Philadelphia.  The  cost  of  the  Depart- 
ment fur  Women  was  $250^000,  a  *»uui  realized  mainly  from  the  sale  of  lots  adja- 
cent to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  and  the  wise  administration  of  its  capital, 
Other  additions,  improvements,  and  betterments  have  been  made  from  lime  to 
lime  from  the  avails  of  bequests  and  gifts.  The  onestory  wards  ;  the  two  blocks, 
or  wards,  named  for  the  benefactor,  Joseph  Fisher  ;  the  Mary  Shields  wards  and 
the  Isaiah  V.  Williamson  wards,  respectively  bearing  the  names  of  the  eminent 
benefactors;  a  detached  cottage,  house,  or  villa,  alTording  liberal  accommoda- 
tions for  a  small  number  of  women  ;  the  new  wards  completed  in  1896,  to  furnish 
improved  accommotlation  and  a  better  classification,  have  been  added  to  the 
plant  of  the  Women's  Department,  while  at  tlie  Department  for  Men,  a  gymnastic 
pavilion,  and  a  swimming  pool  connected  with  medical  baths  have  beea  erected 
in  recent  years. 

The  whole  sum  expended  for  lands  in  the  first  establishment  of  the  plant  in 
West  Philadelphia  was  1650*000,  exclusive  of  buildings  subsequently  added. 
From  1841,  to  the  end  of  the  Hospital  year,  1897,  the  aggregate  sum  received  for 
board  and  treatment  of  patients  amotints  to  $7,076,652.30;  amount  expended  for 
maintenance  of  the  Hospital,  57.160,961.55— exceeding  the  receipts  by  $84, 309,75, 
The  amount  expended  on  free  patients,  and  for  care  of  patients  received  at  less 
than  the  cost  of  support,  was  |i,  11 1,300.  Of  all  of  those  sums  not  one  dollar  was 
asked  or  received  from  the  public  treasury. 
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The  inquirer  might  ask  for  an  exhibit  of  the  operations  of  the  Hospital  from 
the  opening  in  1751.  It  appears  that  the  whole  number  of  insane,  persons 
admitted  to  the  present  date  is  14,898,  of  which  9,776  were  discharged  cured  or 
improved,  and  the  remainder,  excepting  the  number  now  in  the  Department  for 
the  Insane,  were  discharged  unimproved,  or  died. 

To  turn  to  another  side  of  our  subject,  it  may  now  be  properly  recalled  that 
from  the  time  when  Hannah  Shines,  being  insane,  was  entered  as  a  patient  for 
-*  treatment,  in  the  period  of  its  humble  beginnings  made  on  Market  Street,  in  1752, 
to  the  present,  is  included  the  whole  history  of  efforts  made  in  America  to  amel- 
iorate the  condition  of  insanity,  and  the  recognition  of  the  study  of  insanity  as  a 
distinct  department  of  medical  science. 

Dr.  Andrew  White  (our  new  Ambassador  to  Germany)  in  his  recent  book 
"  On  the  Warfare  of  Science  with  Theology,"  referring  to  the  condition  of  the 
insane  in  England  in  the  Sixteenth  Century  says  that  "  Shakespeare  makes  one 
of  his  characters  speak  of  madness  as  deserving  '  a  dark  house  and  a  whip.*  At 
the  end  of  the  Sixteenth  Century,  Bethlem  was  reported  loathsome  for  any  man 
to  enter  ;  in  the  Seventeenth  Century,  John  Evelyn  found  it  no  better  ;  and  in 
the  Eighteenth  Century,  Hogarth's  pictures  show  it  to  be  what  it  had  been  in 
those  previous  centuries."  Dr.  White  bears  the  following  testimony  that,  **  The 
first  humane  impulse  of  any  considerable  importance  in  this  field  seems  to  have 
been  aroused  in  America.  In  the  year  1751,  certain  members  of  the  Society  of 
Friends  founded  a  small  hospital  for  the  insane  on  better  principles  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. To  use  the  language  of  its  founders.  ''  it  was  intended  as  a  good  work, 
acceptable  to  God."  The  improved  and  humane  system  of  caring  for  the  insane, 
now  generally  recognized  in  Christendom,  has  resulted  largely  from  the  recogni- 
tion of  insanity  as  a  disease,  and  placing  the  insane  under  medical  direction.  In 
the  accomplishment  of  this  great  work,  which  Andrew  D.  White  pronounces 
"  the  final  struggle  and  victory  of  science,"  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  must 
always  justly  hold  the  honored  place  as  the  pioneer. 

We  know  but  little  of  the  medical  treatment  of  insanity  during  the  first  fifty 
years  of  its  existence,  for  there  was  absolutely  no  guide  or  experience  to  direct. 
Insanity  was  not  then  regarded  as  a  disease,  but  more  generally  recognized  as  a 
visitation,  an  infliction  for  sins,  a  demoniacal  possession — a  feeling  which  has 
strangely  been  transmitted  even  to  the  present  day,  as  seen  in  "  child-fears," 
the  awe  and  dread  with  which  the  insane  are  sometimes  regarded  and  a  belief  in 
demonism  which  sometimes  shows  itself.  If  the  caricatures  of  Hogarth  present 
truthful  pictures  of  what  he  observed — whether  made  to  excite  pity  or  to  excite 
indignation— they  have  a  historic  value  showing  the  condition  of  the  insane  in 
"  Old  Bethlem  "  in  his  day— so  did  the  master,  Benjamin  West,  reflect  in  his 
painting  the  sentiment  of  his  day  when  he  selected  ''a  subject  analagous  to  the 
situation"  in  1800,  the  dawn  of  the  present  century.  "It  is  the  Redeemer  of 
mankind  extending  His  aid  to  the  afflicted  of  all  ranks  and  conditions."  It  must 
stand  in  all  ages  as  an  appeal  to  the  highest  emotions  and  sentiment,  awaken 
human  sympathy  and  incite  inspiration  to  consecrated  acts. 

In  1806,  came  the  first  rational  treatise  on  insanity  by  Dr.  Thomas  Arnold, 
followed  by  a  similar  work  in  1808  by  Dr.  John  Haslam.  In  1812,  Dr.  Benjamin 
Rush  published  a  book  entitled  "  Medical  Inquiries  and  Observations  upon  the 
Diseases  of  the  Mind,"  which  was  far  in  advance  of  the  thought  of  liis  age. 
From  this  book  we  may  infer  that  the  practice  of  bleeding  and  general  depletion, 
such  as  obtained  in  ordinary  diseases,  was  applied  to  the  treatment  of  insanity  in 
his  service,  and  so  continued  until  near  the  close  of  the  first  centennial  of  this 
Hospital.  During  this  long  period  there  had  been  an  accumulation  of  experience  . 
and  observation  leading  to  radical  changes  in  the  treatment  and  care  of  the  insane' 
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in  A  directly  opposite  direction.  For  more  than  fifly  years,  depletion  by  bleeding 
and  low  fjiet  have  been  abandoned.  !t  is  now  recogniied  thai  sixty  per  cent,  of  . 
our  admissions  ha\re  an  ori^n  in  impaired  general  health,  and  exhaustion  of 
ner^^ous  force,  to  be  best  treated  by  a  rapid  restoration  of  the  bodily  health  and 
the  quality  of  the  circulating  blood  to  a  norj^al  state,  with  a  result  that  the 
average  duration  of  treatment  and  hospital  residence  of  cured  patients  has  been 
reduced  ten  weeks,  with  a  tendency  to  a  further  decline. 

At  a  period  when  the  researches  of  the  laboratory  have  done  so  much  to 
enrich  every  department  of  medical  knowledge,  it  may  be  pertinent  to  inquire  to 
what  extent  this  Hospital,  with  others,  should  enter  a  special  field  of  investiga- 
tion, so  fair,  so  promising  of  traportatU  benefits  to  mankind,  and  yet  unexplored. 
That  the  secrets  of  tlie  nature  of  vital  force  and  the  complex  operations  of  the 
human  mind  may  b^  yielded  by  any  exploration  is  perhaps  beyond  expectation, 
but  the  conditions  under  which  these  forces  act^  and  may  be  best  restored  when 
impaired,  are  within  the  scope  of  proper  scientific  inquiry.  That  they  are  subject 
to  some  rules  of  action,  or  law,  may  be  assumed  by  analogy,  but  the  revelation  of 
the  hidden  laws  cannot  be  made  manifest  except  through  patient  work  on  many 
lines,  by  investigations  of  the  most  technical  character.  It  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  any  one  centre  of  investigation  uill  solve  the  intricate  problems  that  are 
presented.  U  ts  the  history  of  every  scientific  advance  and  discovery  that  it  is 
finally  rendered  possible  only  by  reason  of  a  great  accumulation  of  knowledge — 
the  result  of  the  work  of  many  observers. 

With  the  changes  in  the  medical  treatment  of  the  insane  other  advances 
became  possible.  Mechanical  restraints  gradually  disappeared.  The  doors  of 
the  Hospital  swing  easier  in  both  directions.  It  is  recogniied  that  tlte  insane 
have  lost  none  of  their  legal  or  other  rights,  nor  are  the}'  less  entitled  to  respectful 
and  sympathetic  consideration,  by  reason  of  their  affiiction.  The  directors  of  the 
hospitals  are  no  longer  wardens,  but  physicians  ;  the  attendants  upon  the  insane 
arc  not  keepers,  but  nurses,  and  while  at  a  period  not  remote  in  some  places  it 
was  considered  necessary  to  employ  men  in  women's  wards,  the  white  caps  have 
found  a  place  in  the  wards  of  men,  there  we  trust  to  remain. 

On  four  occasions  the  friends  of  the  Hospital  have  assembled  to  witness  the 
placing  of  a  comer-stone,  and  to  show  by  their  presence  their  approval  of  the 
proposed  work.  Now  we  are  met  to  dedicate  in  a  public  manner  to  their  several 
uses,  not  only  tliis  structure,  but  ail  of  the  buildings  of  the  several  departments 
of  this  Hospital  which  have  been  erected  during  this  constructive  and  recoil* 
stnictive  era  of  the  Hospital*  We  are  here  to  commemorate  the  benevolent 
purposes  of  those,  whether  living  or  dead,  through  whose  munificence  it  has  been 
possible  to  erect  and  consecrate  these  several  structures  to  the  use  of  the  sick, 
injured,  and  the  insane. 

We  would  at  this  time  hold  in  previous  remembrance  the  long  line  of  friends 
and  Managers  of  this  Hospital^  and  those  who  in  other  relations  have  adminis^ 
tered,  guarded,  and  advised  about  its  material  concerns  as  a  sacred  trust.  If  at 
times  they  have  been  confronted  with  financial  problems  they  could  not  at  once 
solve,  they  have  been  rich  in  the  faith  that  produces  works  and  have  had  lire  gift 
of  persistence.  I  assume  1  do  not  make  an  inappropriate  disclosure  here  in  ibis 
assemblage  of  the  friends  of  the  Hospital,  that  a  reference  to  the  Minute  Book  of 
the  Attending  Managers  shows  no  omission  of  the  weekly  visits  to  the  two 
Departments  of  the  Insane  since  their  establishment,  and  that  in  fifty-six  years^ 
3,912  such  visits  and  personal  inspectitms  were  made— a  written  record  of 
extraordinary  fidelity  to  a  trust.  If  it  is  an  unwritten  law  that  the  living  shall 
not  be  named,  we  can  speak  with  gratitude  of  the  special  benefactions  made  to 
the  department   for  the  insane  by  Joseph  Fisher,  Mary  Shields,  and  Isaiah  V. 
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Williamson  in  past  years,  and  the  eminent  professional  services  rendered  to  the 
insane  of  this  and  other  lands  by  Rush  and  Kirkbride  during  a  united  service  of 
seventy-three  years. 

Following  the  memorable  march  of  the  procession  that  entered  upon  these 
grounds  in  May,  1755,  to  lay  the  fbundation-stone,  there  began  another  procession 
of  all  creeds  and  nationalities,  and  of  all  social  conditions,  stricken  with  some  one 
of  the  ills  or  calamities  of  life,  and  it  continues  to  move  thitherward  with  ever 
increasing  numbers. 

To  discharge  in  the  present  age,  in  a  magnanimous  manner,  the  responsibilities 
of  a  transmitted  benevolence — which  do  not  decrease,  but  from  various  causes 
increase  with  advancing  years — is  the  problem  constantly  confronting  the  Managers 
of  this  Hospital.  Let  us  strengthen  their  hands  as  we  have  heart  and  means 
in  our  day  and  generation,  that  this  heritage  may  be  preserved  and  handed  down 
to  those  who  follow  us  with  a  larger  and  better  equipment  for  doing  its  appointed 
work.  In  this  service,  as  in  the  past,  men  and  women  will  come  and  go  as  the 
leaves  of  autumn,  but  may  the  God  of  our  fathers,  the  "  God  of  Mercies  (continue) 
to  bless  the  Undertaking." 


CONSTRUCTION  OF  THE  BUILDING. 

The  architectural  design  of  the  '*  Garrett  Memorial  **  is  colonial, 
the  details  are  classical  and  depend  on  mouldings,  from  which  sculp- 
ture is  almost  excluded. 

The  building  is  135  feet  in  length  by  53  feet  in  breadth. 

The  construction  is  mainly  of  bricks  and  iron.  The  amount  of 
combustible,  or  easily  destructible,  material  has  been  reduced  to  the 
minimum.     The  doors,  sashes,  and  some  of  the  minor  fittings  are  wood. 

The  outer  walls  are  double,  with  air  space  between  the  sections  ; 
the  partitions  and  floor  construction  arc  hollow  bricks  resting  on  steel 
beams,  girders,  and  posts. 

The  ward  floor  surfaces  are  hard  wood  ;  the  lining  of  the  stair-well 
is  enameled  bricks,  all  other  floor  and  wall  surfaces  are  of  hard  plastic 
material,  smooth  surfaced  and  resistant  of  water  and  fire. 

The  wall  facings  are  of  red  bricks,  with  door  pieces  and  window- 
trimmings  of  pink  granite  ;  these  apertures  being  disposed  as  sym- 
metrically as  possible.  The  visible  roof  is  of  light  green  slates,  the 
cornice  and  a  small  cupola  are  of  a  copper  color  and  match  the  stone 
courses.
